'1ST CRY hath this advantage of Philofiphy^tha. t it 
inftru&smore efficacioufly * this, of Romance, that it 
is more diver five 3 in as much as Examples make a 
deeper impreffion than Precepts, and Truth inftils 
into rational minds a fatisfa&ion, which they find 
not m r abies. But Travels have this over and above, that they do 
both incomparably better than Hitiory, For as, on one fide, a man, 
rcfle&ing on th c Policy & Morality of divers Nations, deduces thence 
ufeful Lefions of Prudence, and delightfully furveys the ft range Cir¬ 
culations of humane Nature ; So, on the other, he finds the greater 
divercilement in the Relations , out of this regard, that he partici¬ 
pates of the Fleafnre , which charms the Travellers, but not of the 
hard/hip Jwzards , and inconveniences, wherewith they ai e attended. 

The Travels into Mttfcovy and Ferjia , publiflfdhy rfdawOlea~ 
rim, have been fowell receiv’d by fuch as were able to judge of 
the worth of that Piece, that I dare prefume, others will take it 
kindly, to find, in this Edition, what he had promis'd the World 
in his firft.Thc aboad he had made at Mofcou, , and Ifpahah , and the 
knowledge he had acquir’d of the Language of the Country, had,, 
as he affirmed then, brought him acquainted with the myfteriesof 
their Religion ; but printing his Book in fome haft, he omitted 
many things , which he fhoufd otherwife have inferted. He hath 
lince done it at leafure, fo fully, that it feems to be quite 
another Relation, in as much as, confidering this Revifion, what 
is now publifh'd is both a more curious, and more compleat Piece.

They will find that he hath added theret o the Maps of L i v o n i a 
Muscovy, the C \%vi a.n Sea, Persia, and the I n Dl e 
and, what may be juftly accounted the greateft curiofity, the 
Course of the Great River Wolga, whereof there 
had been littielben in irhefe parts before,and without which,it were 
impoflible to track the Travellors through all thoic remote Coun¬ 
tries. Befides which,there is,in this Edition of ours,a Map of G kina, 
and feveral other pieces of Sculpture, for the further fa tisfa^i on and 
entertainment of the Reader. 

There is noncceffityof repeating here what the Preface of the 
firft Edition entertain’d the Reader withal], concerning the occafi- 
on of the Embafly, fent by the Duke of HoIJiem into Mufcovy and 
Ter ft a 5 the endowments and worth of that great Prince; the Noble 
defign he had fram’d to himfelf, for carrying on the SilkfTrack by 
Land •, the difficulties, or rather impoflihilities, which happen'd in 
theprofecution thereof $ the iniolent, rath, and extravagant car¬ 
riage of the Ambafiador Brugman , his treacherous defigm, and un¬ 
fortunate end: But i cannot forbear giving fome account of the ll- 
luftrious Jebn Albert de Mandelflo , the Beroe, of the 1 ravels into the 
Eafl-lndies, which title 1 give him, in regard there are in his Travels 
fome miraculous adventures. * 

Mandelslo, a Gentleman well born, had his Education at 
theDuJkfof Holfieinu Court, to whom he had been a Page. Hearing 
of an Embafly intended for Mufcovy and Per fa, he would needs be 
one in it. and as if he were that Vermont Man, who looks upon the 
whole World as his Country, he would not depart, ere he had ob¬ 
tain’d his Prince’9 leave, to fee the other parts of Afia. During his 
aboadat Ifpahan, he got acquainted with fome Englifh Merchants, 
who, fpeaking to him of the Indies, rais’d in him a defire to go thi¬ 
ther. The King of per fa , to engage his flay at his Court, proffers 
him a Penfion of ten thoufand Crowns; he flights the favour of fo 
great a Prince, gets on horfe-back, with no great Sums about him, 
and fets forward on his Journey, with a retinue ofthree German 
Servants, and one per fan, who was to be ImGuide and Interpreter, 
but forfook him, when he flood in moft need of his fervice and a£ 
fiflance. It was alio a very flrange Adventure, which made him 
find civil entertainment and hofpkality at Surat . made him fubfift 
at the charge of others i conducted him by Land to the Great Mo¬ 
gul's Court; brought him fafely back again to Surat j pteferv'd the

ihip he was in after fo many tempefts neer rhe Cape of Good-Hop^ 
and miraculoufiy deliver'd him at his firft arrival into England, when 
he was given over for irrecoverably loft in the very haven, as may 
be feen neer the end of his Travels. 

To tbefe Mandelflo had a particular inclination,and knew fo well 
howto make his advantages thereof, that 0/wi»/himfelf makes no 
difficulty to confefs , that he met with, in his Notes, many things, 
which might have been added to his Relation,and have found a kind 
reception even among the more Curious, had he been as forward 
to have his Travels publifh'd , as he had been to profecute them. 
But Manddjlojnftead of giving the world that fatisfa&ion, and con- 
tinuing with his Friend,who might have further'd him in his defign, 
left the Court of Holftein ,where he fduncfnot employment propor¬ 
tionable to his merit,and betaking himfelfto another Profeffion, he 
got into a Regiment of horfe, commanded jay a German, who,purely 
by his Military accomplishments, had rais’d himfelf to one of the 
grearert dignities of France. He had therein the Command of a 
Troop, and, being a perfon of much courage, and endu'd with all 
the qualities requifite to the making up of a great man, was likely 
to have rais d himfelf to a more than ordinary fortune,when coming 
to Paris , to pafs away the Winter, he there died, of the fmall Pox* 

Being 5 at Surat jn December . 16 ) 8 ,he made a kind of ^concern¬ 
ing his Papers, which he put before the beginning of his Relation, 
wherein he defir d hisFriend Otearius,not to Mir it to be publiih’d, 
in regard he had not had the leafurc to digeft it into order ; or if he 
did, that he would rather regard therein his reputation after Ins 
death, than the friendfhip they had mutually promis’d one another, 
and faithfully improv’d, during the four years of their joint-Travels. 

Mandelflo was no great Scholar, but could make a fliift to under, 
ft and a Latin Author,which help'd him much in the attaining of the 
T»rM> Language , wherein he came to a confiderable perfe&ion. 
His Friend caught him alfo the ufe of the dJirolabe y fo that he was 
able to take the Longitudes and Latitudes, that are in feveral places 
of hisBook,and without which it had been impoffible for him,to be 
much skill'd in Geography , which makes the mo ft confiderable 
part of this kind of Relations. 

Olearins hath indeed been very much his Friend, not only in re¬ 
forming and refining his Style, which could not be very elegant in a 
perfon of his Profeffion, but alfo in making feveral obfer vat ions and 
r additions

additions thereto, printing it in Fclh, in a very fair chara&er, and 
adorning it with feveral pieces of Sculpture. 

Oleariu fs kindnefs to his Friend, in enriching his Relation, with 
many excellent remarks, taken out of Emanuel Oforio, Maffteus, and 
the chief Voyages of the Dutch, gave the French Tranflator thereof, 
A. de IVtcquefort, occafion to augment the faid Book with whatever 
he found excellent in all thofe, who have given the beft accompt of 
the Eajl-lndies. So that it is to Him we arc oblig’d for the exa£f de- 
feription of the Province of Gux,uratta, the Kingdoms of Pegu, and 
Siam, See. the ft ate of the affairs of Zeilon, Sumatra, Java, the Mo¬ 
luccas, and Japan, asalfo for theReligions ofthefe peoples. So that 
there is, in this Edition of ours, efpecially as to the Travels of Man- 
deljlo , a third part more than there is in the largeft of the Gennan 
Editions. • 

The Reader will find therein many things,which will haply feem 
incredible to him ; as, among others, lie may haply be aftonifh’d at 
the wealth of a Governo'ur of Amadahatb, and at that of a King 
of Indoflhan, as alio at the vaft revenues of the Provinces and Lords 
of ChiWjand Japan ; but, befides that there is nothing of Romance 
in all this, and that there is no companion to be made between the 
wealth of Europe and that oiAJia, there are many perfons, in France 
and England, that will juftify our Relation, though it faid much 
more than it does. 

I might here trouble the Reader with what I find in the Learned 
Ifaac Vofpus's Qbfervations upon Pofnponim Mela (Lib.g .c.^.v. 16.) 
concerning the length and breadth of the Cafpian Sea, wherein he 
differs from our Author, and prefers the meafure of it by our Coun¬ 
tryman Jenfynfon, before that of Olearitts. But 1 choofe rather to re- 
ferre the mot e critical to the place it felf, and leave them to fatisfy 
their own curiofity , by conferring what is there faid by Vojfim , 
with the account given by Olearius, of the faid Sea, pag, 190, t y \, 
1 92. of this Enghjh Edition of the Travels. 

lhave only t his to add, that the French Tranflator,de Wicquefort, 
promiies the world (if it he not abroad already) a Piece of his own; 
which, coming out under the authentick name oiHtftorjfc will con¬ 
tain fome thing beyond what may be expe&edfrom a Relation.

Moft High and Mighty Prince, Frederick,, by the Grace 
of God, Hereditary Prince of Duke .of Slefwick. 

BL'tSlvaiKi zxsd Holftc'f/iyOt Stormarie and D it mars. Count of Oldest 
burg , 8cc. haying built the City of Frcderickfiad, in ihc 
Dutchy of Holfiein, would fettle there the Trade of Silks, 
the raoftimportanr, nodoubr # of any \n Europe. Perfta is 
the Kingdome, which of any in the World,yields moft of 
ir, upon whiv.h accompr,tbe Paid Prince refold'd to court 
the frieDdn-iip of the Sophy. But in regard there were feveral reafons, why the 
Silks could not be brought home by Sea, and that, to mnfport them by Land, 
he flood in need of the permifsion of the C&adr'y or Great Duke of Mufcoyy 
he thought fit in the year 1633 , to fend a folemu EmbafTy to thofe two gteac 
Monarks, ~ 

. He employ'd in this EmbafTy, Philip Crujius , a Lawyer and his privy Coun r 
cell or, and Otton Bmgman , aMarcham of Hamborough^ whom he honour’d 
with the quality of Councellor. On the 22. of OUaber in the year aforefaid, 
they departed from Gmorp , the place where Duke Fredericks made his re fi¬ 
de nee, and went to' Ham borough, where they took order for their Voyage. 

There they entertain'd rheir retinue, which con lifted of 34 per tons, and de¬ 
parted thence the <>..of November, The next day they came to B. to 

7 'mtnmndf where the AmbafTadocs took into their fervice an experienc’d Sear 
Captain named Michael Cordes , who was to be their Pilot , efpecially upon 
the Cafpla)lSti. 
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The 9, we took leave of our Friends, who had come along with us from 
Hambonugh , and embarqu’d in a Ship called the Fortune, whereof John Muller 
was Commander- Wetookabord along with us tvendelln SiUlifi , a Phyfl- 
cian, who was going to Mufanij, to be principal Phyfician to the Great 
Duke. 

We got out of the Haven about 2. intheafternoon , and anchor'd in the 
Road at 8. fathom water. About 9. at night, the wind South-Wert, we fet fail, 
and made that night 20.1eagues. The next day, the Ambailadors thought'fit to 
make fotne particular Orders to be observ'd during our Voyage, fo to prevent 
thediforders which ax but too frequent among thofe, whoordinariiyleave 
not their own Country, buto# ot ahope to live with greater freedom elfe- 
where ; and so fee the execution of them the better performed, they named 
feveral Officers, giving the Secretary of the Embaffy the quality of Fifcal, and 
to fVendelin Si bell ft , and Hartman Gramam, our Phyfician, that of Affeffors. 
They difeharg’d their places well, and Juflice was fo duely admiriiftred, that 
at the end ofourVoyage, which was but of five dayes, the penalties came to 
above n. Crowns, which were put imo the hands of the Captain , with order 
they fhould be equally diftrtouted between the Poor of Riga and Luleckj 

The fame day, toward evening, we pafs’d by the Ifland of Bornholm, leaving 
it a good league on the right hand. That Iflanais conceiv’d to be dirtanefrom 
Lubeck, 40. German Leagues. The length and breadth of it is neer the fame, 
viz,. 3. leagues; it hath a Royal Palace, named Hammer(hattfen belonging to 
the King of Denmark* Towards the North-fide of the Iiland are the Rocks 
called Erdholm , well known by reafon of the frequent wracks, whi-hmake 
them fo much the more formidable to Mariners in the Autumn, in regard the 
darknefs of the nights keeps them from being difeover’d, and that all about 
them thofe that found meet with no bottom. 

The 11. at noon, we were at 56.degrees of latitude,the wear her continuing 
fair ;bur, towards night, the wind, (fill at South-Weft, rais’d fuch a cempert, 
that we were forc’d to take in all our fails, 8t go before the wind till the next 
morning, Thofe among us who were nor us'd to the Sea, were fo ftek, that 
fotne vomited blood : but in regard we had the wind a-ftern , it’s violence 
hindred us not from keeping on our courfe, and making fifteen Leagues chat 
nighr. 

Some are are of opinion, that the flinch of the fair water, corrupting in the 
fink, is chat which provokes fuch vomiting. Others, on the contrary,affirm,that 
it is caufed by the violent agitation of the Ship, which makes the head turn,and 
the ftomack to caff u£ what is in it. But certain it is, that both contribute 
thereto, iif as much as if the agitation trouble the brain, the flinch atfooffends 
it,and makes thofe heart-fick whofefmellingis fubtile,provoking vomiting, 
even without any violent motion, wherever they are , not only at Sea, but 
alfoany where elfe. Thofe who conceive , that people are not fubjett heetto 
upon Rivers are deceiv’d ; for, befides that experience hath evinc’d the con¬ 
trary, wc have there the fame motion, and freth water being corrupted, ftinks 
nolefsthan the fait. 

The 12. we hadfo great a calm, that the Ship being as it werefaften’d rothe 
fame place, we had the convenience to bring our Mufical Inflruments upon the 
deck, to fing a Te Deum, and to give God thanks for our deUverancfjOut of the 
imminent danger we had been in the night before. 


Abom noon the wind came to South, which carried us to the Cap de Demef- 
nts, in Court and, where we caft Anchor, andftaid all night* The next day 13, 
the wind Weft, we weigh’d Anchor, doubled the Cape, enter’d into the Bay, 
Duncmunde. and came, the 14. before the Fort of Dmemmde , focal led, becaufe ficuated 
at the mouth of the River Dmt, where that River enters the Ba/tick. fea, with¬ 
in two leagues of Riga. And forafmnch as the thick mift hindred thofe of the 
' Fort from feeing us, we caus’d the Trumpets to found, to oblige them to fend 

us 
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ns a Pilot, without whofe afsiliance wc fliould Hardly have got inco the Ha- 
ven. Thofe who had the overfigbt of the Cuftomes , came immediately to 
fearch onr Ship} but finding no Merchants goods ink, for which they might 
rballense ought, they return’d back, and fern us a PUot , tfbo conduftcd us 
that Digit as far as before the City of Rig*. The Ambailadours beiog got 
aftiore, at the entrance of the City found a coach » which the Oovernour had 
fenc to meet them: but in regard they were not far from their Inn, they would 
make no afe of ir, and fokepc on their way afoot. 

The 21 h the Ma giftr ate few his Prefents to the Ambaffadors, ^wanOx, 
fome Sheep, feme Peltry, Hares,Patridges, andother Fowl s Wheatenand Ry- 
Bread, and half a Tun of Rhenifh Wine. The 24 th . The Ambaffadors en¬ 
tertained , at Dinner, Andrew Erichs the Governour of the City, as aRo 
the Magillrate, the principal Minifter, who among the Lutherans is look d 
upon as a Bifhop,ana fome Officers of the Garrifon. „ . 

Durin° our abode in this City, which was alrnoft five weeks, in exceaation 
the Fens of thofe parts liquid be frozen up, and the fnow cover the Way, 
which vve were to Travel in Sledges, we augmented our retinue with Tome 
ncceffary perfons for that gre i at journey , and vve had the leifure to learn the 
condition of the Ciry , whereof we fhall here give a fliortdefcnption. 

Chytrtm , in his Hrflory 06 Saxony* p. 19. faics» that the City'of Riga was 
built by Albert the third, Bp of Livonia , . in the year 1196. but Aim* * 
Abbot of Lnbeck., an Author of the fame time (as living under Otho IV.) 
faies in ihe continuation of the Chronicle of Helmold t X.'j.z. 9. that it was 
builrin rhe year 1186. by Ren old, Abbot of Locktn, in the County of S*w«- 
, in the Diocefeof Mini**, of the Order of wht*Fners,fo ccefloc 
to Menard in the Bifhop rick of Livonia , the Seat whereof he fettled at Riga. 
In the year 121 *!■ it was rais’d to an Archbifhopnck, and made Metropoli- 
tane of all Livonia*, Rrujsla, and Curland. The Knights of the Short fword ? zviQ, 
afterwards, the Matter of the Teutonic!^ Order in Prujita , have, many times, 
divided the ad minify rat ion of Juftice and the Sovereignty in that place , with 
the Archbifhop , till that, in coofequence of the Reformation of Religion , 
both loft the Authority they had in this City. It was fore d afterwards to have 
rccourfe to the Crown of Roland, whofe it became by a voluntary rendition, 
made In the year 1 <6 1 .occafion’d by the War with tb eMufcovue. Since that. 
Charts , Duke of Sudermania, having ufurp’d the Crown of Sueden , from 
Sioifmond, his Nephew , who had been called to thac-of^W, lhou S hcl ^ 
not enough to fortify himfelf in the poffeifion of what he had ufurped, put 
conceiving be might turn into as Offenfive War,tbit which even in the De- 
fenlive was criminal,, he enter’d Livonia, in the year l6 ° 5 |^H er ^ ie i 3 , e ' 
fie°’d the City of Riga. He was forc’d to nife the fiege; as alfo to do the Fike 
in the year 1609.but Guftavus Ado/phut was fo fortunate as ro ta e it, in 1 e 
year i/ax. Ever fince that time, the W^have been lnpofiefsion of it, 
though without any Title thereto; the Treaty agreed onaweenne two 
Crowns in the year 16 i 5. allowing them the poffefsion of it no longer than 
till the Peace, which was to be made between the two Kings, fliouldi «- 
flore it to its lawful Prince , or beftow it on him who was pofsefs d of it. 
The Suedes difeover how unwilling'they would be r®rettoreic, bythe ar 
they rook when we were upon our Travels, to carry on the Fortincati■ ■ 

thereof. They confift , on the land fide, of fix regular Baftions, with 1 
Half-moons, and their Counterfcarps Pahfadoed. Its fi tuition « j 
Tanr. in a fpacious Valley, upon the River of Dune, which m that p c, 
is a large quartet of a League broad. It is very populous, 
able beraufe of its Commerce, aswell withtfie

as with the Mufcovites when the ftoft and fnow can bear Sledges, ; . 

fickofitufc great, that it hath almoft « many Shops as Houfes, AU Pro", 
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flons are very cheap, becaufe there is fuch an abundance of all, ihar an Or"’ 
may be bought for three Crowns, a Hog for one, and Fowl and Venifon 
proportionabiy, all the Country Peafams thereabouts having the liberty to 
HUde , though they have not any other. Since thelaft reduction of it, they 
have no other Religion there than the Proteftant, theMagiftr'ate and Inhabi¬ 
tants being all Lutherans, and fo zealous in their way , that they no lefs hate 
thofe of the Reformation, thas they do the Catholicks, and Muscovites. 
There is no Inhabitant almoft but underftands the Highdutch, the Sdavo- 
nian, ind Cutland Language; but the Magiftrate in his piabltck Ails makes 
ufe only of the Highdutch. The fame is ufedby the Miniflers in their Ser¬ 
mons, unlefs it be that for the meaner fort of people , who underftand not 
the Highdutch well, there are Sermons made in the Sclavonian and Curland 
Language, in tvyo feveral Churches. . 

Decern. 14. we difpatch’d away 35 Sledges, withpart of our Tram and 
Biggage, and the nest day , the Ambaffadors follow’d) by the way oiDerft. 
Tile 18 h we came to Molmar , afmall Town, diftantfrom Riga 18 leagues, 
and fo ruin’d by the Mufcovites and Polanders, that the Inhabit a nts,ro avoid the 
injuries of the weatber,have been forc’d to make little buildings of wood upon 
the ruines of better foundations, TheGovernour cameco meet ns,and enter¬ 
tain’d us kindly. The a o' h we got fix leagues farther, to the Caflle of Ermes, 
belonging to Colonel De la Barren who treated us moil magnificently. 

The ai tH we got four leagues to the Caflle of Hairnet , where we faw a 
young Elk, which was higher than a Horfe, brought to us while we fate at 
Table? The 2Z lh we got four leagues further, to the Caflle of Ringed ; and, 
the 23 th we reach’d Derpt or Tor fat. This City is within' 6 leagues of the 
Caflle of Ringuen , upon the River Eimbec, between the Lakes of Worz,ero 
and Peipis, in the heart of Livonia. Its buildings are very antient, but ex¬ 
tremely ruin’d by the War. The Muscovites , who call it Junogorod\ were 
poffefs’d of it, till the year 1230. in which the Maflerof the Teutonic!^ Or¬ 
der took it, and rais’d it to a Bifboprick. John.Bafdovits , Great Duke of 
Mufcovy , retook it the s 9" 1 of July 1558. without any refiftance , through 
a pannick fear of the Biftiop, the Nobility andthe Inhabitants, wbo rendred 
it upon the fir A Summons. In the year 1571, Reinold Rofe , a Gemlemanof 
the Country , attempted to put the City into the hands of Magnus ,Duke of 
Hp/ftein , but his defign being difeovered, he was cut to pieces by the Mufco- 
vices , who thereupon exercis’d all manner of cruelties upon the Inhabitants 
of that City, without any diftin£fion of age'or fex. It return’d to the 
Crown of Poland, with all the reft of Livonia , by the Peace made between the 
Great Duke, John'BaJilovits , and Stephen Bav.ory , King of Poland, in the year 
1582. Jacob de la Garde, General of the Suedijh Army, took it from the Po¬ 
landers , in the year 1625. fmte which time the Suedes have kept it, but by 
a Claufe in the Treaty of 1635. viz.. Until it fhould be otherwise difpos d of, 
according to the event of the prefent War. The late King of Sueden, Gufia- 
vtu Adoipltw , founded an Umverfity there , in the year 1632. at the inftance 
of John Skytte , whom the faid King made Baron of Dudero f^ and, afterward, 
Senator of the Crown of Sue den , as a gratification for the pains he had taken, 
in laying the firft foundations of Learning in him. But the Univerficy is not 
much known » either for the reputation of its Profeffors, or number of its 
Scholars; there having nor been aboveTen Suedes , and haply as many Finlan¬ 
ders > who’ever could be perfwaded, there was any thing to be learnt in thofe 

quarters! , „ . „ , . . 

Having kept Cbriftmafs at Derpt , we left it Dec. 29. and got, the 3 of Ja¬ 
nuary 16? a to Narva , where we were forc’d to ftay almoft fix moneths, in 
expeftation of the StteMfh Ambaffadors, who were to go along with us to 
Mufcovy. But though we had here, as well as at Riga, all divertifements ima¬ 
ginable, keeping openhoufe, and having Mufick at Meals, the AmbafTactors 
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entertaining ail perfons of Quality, and endeavour’d to abate the weanfom- 
neffe of our day there, by banquets,hunting matches,and walking, for which 
there were dayly appointments made; yet did that conrfe of life,with the 
impatience we were in to go on in our Travels, become in time iniuppoica- 
fale to us. Upon which confideration, as alfo that it was conceived in a man¬ 
ner impoflible the Suedlfb Ambalfadors (liould come before the Spring; that 
then the way between Narva and Novogorod would bevery ill fort ravelling, 
and chat in the interim our people had dayly quarrel* with the Soldiers of the 
Garrifon j it was refolved, that on the i§ lh of February M r .Paul Fleming FEBRllAR. 
Jhouldbe fent away with part of the Train and Baggage, and that he fhould go 
by Sledges, to NovoooM. D l . wpAtlm made ufe of that convenience, and fo 
took his way for the Cicie of Mofco. We had yet another inconvenience , in 
that,Provifions failing us, our Pourveyors, who were Mufcovhes , were forc'd 
to go S and to Lea£i^from the Citie to get Fowl and Mutton. And in re¬ 
gard we could not fo Son expeft the Suedfh Ambafladors, ours went with a 
retinue of twelve perfons to Reuel, where they were receiv’d with the fhoot- To 
ing off the great Guns, complemented, and encercain’d with Prefents, by ch^ 

Magistrate, the Governour and principal Citizens* who did us much honour 
during the Hay we made there, which was fix weeks. Of Rail) Narva,z^d the 
reft of Livonia-, we (hall fpeak in the enfuing Book. , 

Afay to. Philip Scheldt ng, Go vetnour of Rail, named to be Chief of the MAY, 
Embaffy whi.:h the Crown of Sueden fent to Mufcovy , had information 
that hisCollegues were cortit to Narva ; fo that being ready for his jour¬ 
ney, we left Reuc/the 15' 11 following, the Governour caufing the Artillery to 
bedifeharg’d at our departure. We came to Narva the i8 Ih . and, within z.^-mn to 
Teague of the Cicie, met with Colonel Henry Flemng, EricGyllenjhem, and Narva .and 
Andrew Burette, defig’n for the Embaffy .of Mufcovy , with a very gallant red- 
nue. The Governour paus’d all the great Guns to be difeharg’d at our entrance, 
as he had done the firll time. The Ambafladors refolv’d the next day, thar,_ 
to go to Novogorod ,they would takethe.way of Carlelta, by Sea, or the Lake of 
Ladoga ; whereof they fent notice to the Governour of Novogorod by an Ex- 
preffc°, that he might take order for our reception , and that we might noc 
be Hay’d upon the Frontiers, For it is the cuftom of Mufcovy and Perjia to 
make ftranger Ambafladors ftay on. the Frontiers, dll the Governour of the 
Province hath fear intelligence to the Court of their arrival, and receiv’d 
orders from his Soveraign, for their reception and entertainment. The res- 
fon whereof is, that the great Duke of Mufcovy , as alfo the King of Perfa 9 
defrays the charges of the Ambaffadours., both as to Provifions and Car* 
riage , from their coming into their Countreys, and to that end allows rhem j 

a Conductor, whom the Mufcovhes call Priftaf , and th zPerjians,Mefa»ian- char / VSt 
der, who provide for their entertainment and conveyance of their baggage, 

and have a party of Souldiersfor their Convoy. 

The Sttedifh Ambaffadors, having difpatch’d a Meffenger to Novogorod , left 
Narva, the si 11 ; of May, by the way of Kapurga , where they made accompt 
to palfe over wbitfuntlde , fo to be nearer the Frontiers of Mufcovy. In the 
mean time, we ftay’d at Narva ; where I had thecuriofity to go, May 24, 
being whltfm Eve , to Rufstan Narva , and there to obferve the Ceremonies 
of tfieir Anniverfary, and their Devotions towards their deceas’d Kinrea an 
Friends. The Church-yard was full of Mufcovite women , who had fpteaa Amvcfmy 
the Graves with Handkerchers, whereof the Corners were fang d with ilk C™™, dby[h( 
of feveral colours , upon which they had lay’d dilhes full of fifh broy ancl Mufcovite* 
fry’djCuftards, Cakes, ?nd painted Eggs, Some flood, others kneel a , ma- y 9) the deads 

king divers queflions to their Kinred, weeping over their Graves , ana 

k.. k. I. ,.,*,rh fft luck attention. 
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walk'd op and down the Church-yard, having in his hand a Center, into 
which he ever and anon caft little pieces of Wax, to eenfe the Sepulchers. 
The vvomeo named to him, thole of their Kinred and Friends whom they 
would recommend tq his prayers, pulling him by the furplice, to be ferv’d 
one before the other* The Prieft did this devotion very nightly, and with 
fo little attention, that he was but too well pay’d with the piece of Cop¬ 
per they gave, fo fat was he ftom deferving the Proyilions they brought 
him, which his Clerks had a cate to fecure for the advantage of their 
Mailer. 

The a6 th . We did our Devotions, and having fent away our baggage, 
and’ part of our train, by water, as far as Neufchans , we left Narva the 28. 
Colonel Port , Governour of the place did us all poflible honour at our depar¬ 
ture , and accompaDy’d us to Gam , which is a fortifiedplace, or rather a 
Fort, in the Province of IngHerma.r,ma> not 12. C as t{j| T §&ron of Herherfiein 
fayes in his travels of Afttjcovy) but three leagues fr<wn Narva, upon a fmall 
River called the torrent of Gam. ’Tis a fmall place, but encompaf-’J with a 
good Wall, and fortified with five Baftions built of ilone, having near it a 
Village inhabited by Mufcovites, but fubjeits to the Crown of Sued™, There 
we took up frefii Horfes, which brought us to Kapurga, fix leagues from 
Gam } whither we got the 29 th . Burg!(las Rofe , Govecnour of the Fort, re* 
ceived us kindly, and treated us fumptuoufly, both-that night at Supper, 
and the nest day at Dinner. We departed the 30'” at three, afternoon, being 
to Lodge that night at the honfe ofa ho jar, or Mujcovite Loidybur in regard 
we had Hill feven Leagues to go, we were forc’d to travel all night,and could 
not reach it till three,next morning. The Bojar entertain’d us nobly, and 
gave us the divertifehnent of two Trumpets while we were at Dinner. And 
to honour us the more, as we ris’ from Table, he caus’d his Wife and Daugh¬ 
ter to come in; they were very rich in Cloaths, attended by a Gentle-woman 
or waiting-maid, who was extremely deformed, the mo re to fet offrhe beauty 
of the Ladies, who indeed needed non hat foil. They drank each of them 
a Cup of Aquavit®, and prefenred each of them as much to the Ambaf- 
fadors. This is the grearell honour the Mufcoviies think they can do Gran¬ 
gers; unlefTeitbejthat,to make it a tranfcendent civility, theyalfofuffet 
them to be kifs’d. This civility 6ount Alexander Slakou did me, when the 
Duke my Mailer Cent me finee inco MAfcovy, in the year 1643. in acknow¬ 
ledgement of the honour he had receiv’d in our Court, during his Exile. 
This Bojar's -name was N. Baftkvifs, He was a very handfome perfon, and of 
an excellent good humour. He told us he had been in the Wars of Germany • 
that in the year 1631. he was at the battel of Leiffig , and fhew’d us the fears 
of the wounds he bad receiv’d there. 

The laft of May , at r. afternoon, we took leave of him, and got four 
Leagues that day, to Johannefthal, or S'. Johns Valley, fo called from the name 
i>f Baron John Skyue , who was then going to build alictle Gitie there. There 
it Was we met with the firft perfection of Flies, Gnats, and Wafps, which 
the Fens thereabouts produce in fuch quantity, that a man hath much ado to 
make his party good againft them. There we received intelligence, that the 
Sui difh Ambaffadours expe&ed us at Neufchans , which caus’d us to be on our 
way June 1. by three in the morning. Neufchans Jay others called-MV, is 3 
Fort, rwo Leagues and a half from Johannefihal, upon a Navigable River rifin| 
out of the Lake Ladoga ,difcharging it felf into the Gulf of Finland , and 
fervingfor a common^Frontier between Cartelia and Inguermanma. The Suedijb 
Ambaffadors departed thence after a conference of two honrs had with ours. 
We follow’d them the next day, June 2. and came the fame day ro Noteburg ,, 
where waftay’d above fix weeks, in expectation of the Great Duke’s orders 
for' on r reception. The Governour of the place, John JCunmund, crofs’d the 

River in a Boat, made, and covet’d like a Gondole, to come and meet us. The

Ours time <m Arw- 
accompanyM them four Leagues from Notebourg, and permitted me to follow waver. 
the Suedes even to the Frontier, to fee the Ceremonies of their reception. The SueaiQi 
The 27. at four in the morning, we came to the River, which is about 40 ^f‘ ldo,s 
paces broad, and, in that place, fervcs for a Frontier between Suede* and *• ■ 
Mufcovy. The Ambaffadors having underftood, that there were on the other 
fide of the River fevemeen Boats, for their waftageover, fent immediately 
their Interpreter to the Prifiaf , to deiire him to fend fome of them to bring 
over the ba°°age, fo to facilitate their reception. The Prifiaf, who was an 
aged man, made anfwer, that hedurftnot do it,and that they were not to ima¬ 
gine the expences of one day, which they fhould not think much to lofe, 
would be any inconvenience to the C&aar his Mallet (fo the MufeovitescsA 1 
their Prince) and that he mull begin with the reception of the Ambaffadors. 

About noon he fent to them his Interpreter, with four Muskecteera, whom 
they call Strelits, whereof he had about thirty to wait on him at this Ceremo¬ 
ny, to tell them, that he was ready to give them reception. One of the Am- A Sueiiih rr, 
blffidors made him anfwer fomewhac roundly, yet civilly enough , that they 
had been five weeks upon the Frontiers , and that the Prifiaf could not take 
it ill, if they made him ftay one day ; That his Collegues being then taking 
their reft, he could not make him an abfolute anfwer, and that he Oiould have 
notice, when they could paffe the River with their convenience. The Ambaf- 
fadors were indeed atleep,which happen’d, as well in regard they had travell d 
all night, as thar,bcing come to the Frontiers oiMufcovj, they comply d with 
the cultom of the Countrey, where deep is as neceffary after Dinner as m the The Mp&p- 
Niche One of the Suedifh Ambaffadors ask d the Interpreter, when thofe of view ficea ,, - 
SfeS ouldbereceiv’d : he toldhim he could not tell, but,as bethought, 
it would be three weeks firff, that is, after the arrival of the Suedifh Ambafla- 
dors at Mofcou , becaufe the fame horfes and carriages were to bring them thi¬ 
ther About 4. afternoon, the Ambafiadors gave notice they were, ready to 
croffe the River, and that the Prifiaf had no more to do bur to receive them ; 
whereupon they, with their Interpreter, went into one Boat, and I with fome 
of their Gentlemen into another. The Prifiaf got into another, accompany d 
by fifteen Mufcovltes in very good order; bot to expreffe the greatnefle of 
Prince, the Boat-men, who were inftrufted how to behave themfelves, put oft 
fo (lowly that they could hardly quit the fhore, forbearing ever and anon to 
row, purpofcly to let the Ambaffadors get before, which method Wasalfo ob- 
ferv’d by the Boat-man that carried over the Ambafiadors. But Phihf Schei- 
dizjr, perceiving the intention of the Mufcovites calls to the Prifiaf, telhn 
him, ihar pride was not feafonable at that time, t hat he fhould come forward, 
and confider, that that kind of proceeding would conduce as little to the ad¬ 
vantage of the Great Duke, as to the difadvantage of their Pnnce. At laft 
Boats being all come to the middle of the River, the Prifiaf advanc d, and 
r«dltof 8 a paper,That theCreatDuke and 

had ordered the reception of the Ambaffadors coming from tfievand 

that he had given command, they fhould be 
their retinue.with Provifions & ali things neceffary,till 
of Afl a After he Ambaffadors had anfwered theGompl^^f ’^'. Pr'M 
brought themafli ore, and condufted them to aGentleman s houfe whowas 
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• g , . of the qualify they c.il Sintt/ojar, not far from the River, where they were re- 
* ceiv’d into a little Srove, black as Hell, by reafon of the fmoakinefie, yet h?d 
they then made a fire, never confidering the fultrineffe of the vveatbe r , which 
A Mjfcovian indeed was extreme. They treated the Ambaffadors with fpic’d bread, fome 
ulUfim. gobelets of a very llrong kind of Aquavits, and with two forrs of very bad 
Hydromd. The Ambafiadors onely put it to their lips, and having pafs’d the 
Cup fiom hard to hand , the UH ptel'emcd itrome, with this commendation, 
addaturpar'um fu/phwis cr pet potto infermlis- After this banquet, which lafted 
about an hour, during Which time, the Muscovite Musketiers gave feveraJ vol¬ 
leys fu’ h as they were, the Ambafiadots and the Pripaf departed ; the Suedes 
in twelve Boats, and the Mufcovites, with Colours and Drum, in th*ee, 1 re¬ 
turn’d to Notebtmrg, where' our Ambafiadors continued three weeks, as the 
/V//?«/had foretold. 

The Countrey, whi'h the Mufcovitet call Ofmca, about Noie'.ourg , is very 
pleafant , fo that we wanted no divertifement, efpetially that ot hunting. 
Within a quarter of a League of Notelwrg are two 1 lies, di Ham one from the 
other, as far as a Musker will carry, both welt fior’d w th wood, and fb fur- 
nifil’d wt h Fowl that our pieces could hardly be at reif for them, and the Sea- 
dogs, whereof there is an incredible nuivbei in the Lake, found us excellent 
fport, when they expos’d rhenifelves to the Sun along the Rocks. We had al- 
fo : h; learned and divert ive con vet fat ion of M , Peeter drusbiorn , who came, 
during t bat time, to Notebourg, with a defign to go into Mufcotj y in the qualu 
The Studtm ry°f R-cfident from the Crown of Surden. This place is fi tuared at 63 .degrees, 
o/Notcbourg. V** minutes, *t the entrance 01 the- Lake Ladoga, upon an I fie, whi h the faid 
Lake makes there in fmm hke a Nur, which gives it the name. The Mxfco- 
vires had built it, andencom.pafs’di: with a wall, two fathom and a half 
thick, agamfi the attempts of the Suedes , who rookjr, under she command of 
James del,. Oardic, after the extremities of the fiege ,* and a contagious difeafe 
had confut’d the whole Ganifon to two men, who yet made a very advan¬ 
tageous Capitulation, The place is pleafant and delightfull, but rot healthy, 
becaufeof the f cfh water Lakes, and Fenns that ly about it. We were ex¬ 
tremely troubled there with,! kind of Fly much like thole which in Latins are 
called Pwmftdi whereof there was fucb abundance, that many times they de¬ 
priv’d us of the fight of Heaven, and would nor fuffer us ro open our eyes. 
Thefc infefts are alfo very numerous in Canil a , but not neer fo much as at 
Notelourg. 

July 16, Norice was brought us, that a Prifiaf , named Simon A>.A-ere Ka- 
I it L Y. reckjhin , was come to the Frontiers, to receive us; fo that we put all rhings 
The AmbtifTa- in order for our journey, anddeparted the 20. fotLah. We werenofoonec 
dors come to got thither, but the Pn/c/’s I met prerer, accompany’d by a Musketkr ,came 

Laba. to know, whether the Ambafiadors defir’d to be received ? In anfwer wheret o 

vv: asking, whether he would receive ns on this fide, or in the middle of the 
River, as he had receiv’d the Suedijh Ambafiadors, he told us, we had no more 
to do but to paffe , and that thofe Ceremonies were obfery’d onely with 
the Suedes y becaufe of the cornel! there is between them about the Fron¬ 
tiers. . : 

their reception. Having pafs’d the River, we found the Prifinf Handing within 8or to paces 
of the fliorei clad in a long Coat of red Damask.' As foon as the Ambafiadors 
had fet foot on land, he came towards us .being Hill cover'd, rill fu<b rime as 
he began to fpeak. Then he took off his Cap, as be pronounc’d the Great 
Duke’s name, reading out of a paper thefe words, His Marfii, th 
Michael Federduits, (wfervetor of all the Ruffians, &t. hath fent tre hither, to 
receive thee, Philip (rufttst and thee, Otton PrugnHm , Ambafiadors from the 
Duke of Ho'fteln^rd commanded me to accommodate you and your retime, 
with? evifions, Carriages, Horfes, and what elfe fliallbe neceffary, till you 
con.e to the Cine oiMufcou.

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His Interpreter,whofe name msMthony, fpoke High-Dutch foill, that we i 6 J a, 

had mndfcado to underftand him. The Ambafladours made anfwer by their 
own IntSpreter, John ArpenhecK, who was very well vers’d in 
Lan D ua°e 5 This done. The Priftaf gave the Ambafladours the upper hand, 
abdtondufted them to the Inn, through a party of ^ Mnsta aU 
Cofaques* The volley they gave us was not fo well difchar B d, but that tne 
Secretary belonging to the Refidencof Studen t who came along with tts to , 
lee the Ceremonies of our reception, was Ihotlnhis Buff-coat. After a col- Muf- 

lation of Ginger-Bread, Cherries newly prefers d, and Aquavits , we took fjw _ 
water again , and embark’d for the continuation of out Voyage. Alter we 
had dined with the Governour of Notekottrgh , who came along with 
thither, and who treated us that day with feveral forts of pleafanc drinks,i

was to bear our charges , ask’d whether he fhould provide for us, or that we 
had rather take the money allow’d by his Majefty for our entertainmenc, and 
have our meat drefs’d by our own Cooks. We made choice of the later, ac¬ 
cording to the cuftome of thofe Ambaftadors who go into thofe parts. So that 
we bought our provisions our felves, which we found cheap enough , in com- 
parifon to what the Prlfiaf provided for us. Two Copies , which mate two 
fols French , would buy a tame Fowl, and for a peny we had nine Eggs, We 
were allow’d every day two Roubles and five Copecks » amounting to four 
Growns five pence, which found us very good fare. After diBner, we em¬ 
bark’d on a River which brought us to Ladoga , which is diftant from Laba 17 
leagues, whither we came the fame night. We met by the way a Pnjlaf »go- 
iiP to meet the Suedifh Relidenr, with three Boats. In all our Travels had we 
not feen fo many Children under 7 years of age, as we found u Ladoga. S <ome 
of ours being gone to take the Air, they run after us, having Goosbernes to 
fell, whereof we bought, a hatful fora Copec. Twas pleafam to fee thofe 
Children, to the number of fifty together, leaping about us, as-welayom 
thegrafs to eat our Goosberries, fo drefs d as that we could not diftinguiffi 
the Boies from the Girles , for both had their hair cut all off, exce J^“® 
two muftaches, which were fuffer’d to grow at their Temples,and were clad 
■ in fhirts reaching to their ancles. Our Phyfician would n^ 
very of rexes amongthem, and having caught one of the Children by the1 (hire, 
it happened to be a Boy, who told him langhing , Desks met , that he was no

enough to do reverences to the Crofles they fee upon theCh 
pelf,pronouncing thefe words, Hofpodi Buchtmh, that is to fay,Lord be merci¬ 
ful to me. c The 
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The wind being with us, it was thought fit we (hould make ufe of our fails 
but, the Jldufcovites being not the molt expert Mariners, one cfh'e Ropes 
broke, and the fail falling on one of our Musket teers, It ruck himdown fo as 
that we gave him over for dead, but coming to himfelf again within an hour 
after, and having taken a confiderable dram of the Aquavirae bottle, he was as 
well as ever, 

Th zWoigda. is as broad as £/fv,but runs much more flowly.lt rifesneer great 
NovorogoA , out of the Lake called the Lake of Ilmen, and falls into that of 
Ladoga, Seven iverftes (whereof five make a German League) from Ladoga , 
there is a ft range fall of Water in that River, and about a league and a half 
thence, another, where the water falls with fuch violence, that it runs like 
afhafi, a mid ft the many Rocks fcattcr’d up and down neer thofe plates; in 
fo much that to draw the loaden Boats up the River, there needs above a 
, hundred men. We got afliore at the former, and law our Boats pafs fafely, 
all Cave the laft, in which we had left Simon! rlfuss, a Merchant’s Son of Ham- 
borough , who being extremely lick was forc’d toftayinic. This Boat being 
drawn up to the higheft flitch of the water, the rope broke ,* fo that the ware*r 
forc’d it back with fuch violence,that it would have fplit againft the R.ock.*,if, 
by an unexpe&ed good hap , one end.of the rope, wh’uh was fatten'd to the 
maft, had not twin’d it lelf about one of the Rocks ,■ by which means the 
Boat was Itayd, till we had the convenience to difengage it. There we were 
told, that a certain Bifhop, coming that way in a Boat loaden with Fife , 
had been catt away feme few dayes before. The other fall we pafs’d without 
any danger, and came that night to a Convent, called Nicolai Ne^ofli^a , 
where we took up our quarters, and ftayd the next day, expedting the Boats 
■ that were coming after us,- 

From Ret*(l to Mofcoa , are nothing but Woods, Fenns,Lakes and Rivers, 
which prod tree fuch abundance of Flies, Gnats, and Wafps, that people have 
much ado to keep them off, in fo much, that, inline night time, they are forc’d 
to wrap themfclves up in certain linnen cloaths, fuch as Travellers make ufe 
of in L\voma iudAdufcov? : thofe among us who had not been careful to cover 
themfclves, having their faces fo fpotted, as if they were newly recover’d 
from the finall pox. The Wagoners and Country people , •who have noc 
convenience enough of thofe cloaths, arc forc’d t o make ufe of fire againft the 
importunity of thofelnfefts; infomuch that Mafcovy being every whete well 
furni fil’d with wood, t hey .make, good fires,and ly down by them; all which 
hinders not but that they are extremely troubled with them. 

There were but four Monks in the Convent; the moft aged among them, 
made us a PrefentofTurneps, pickled Cowcombers , fome green Peafe, 
and two wax candles.VV.e gratify’d him with a Crown piece,which he tookfo 
kindly, that he let us into his Church,contrary to the Cuftome of the Coun¬ 
try , and put on his Sacerdotal Veftments., that we might fee them. He 
fhew.’d us, in the Portalthe Miracles of S. Nicholas , painted according 
to the mode of the Country, very roughly; and without proportion. Upon 
the door, was represented the laft Judgement, wherein the Monk pointed 
to a Man habited after thfe German iifhiQa,, and told iis, That the Germans 
and other Inflations were Dot uncapable of Salvation, provided they had a 
MtfcyS/ltfi Soul , and that they livfe'd jufUy in the fight of God. He fhew’d 
us alfoaBiblein his own Language (for no Mufcovlte knows any other than 
his owrund t \\tSdavma ;?)and readtousthc firft Chapterof S. John *s Gofpel, 
which- w^fonnd abfolutely conformable to our Texc-: To which he added, 
that, hejng once at RfttM, hefiad.thfcte had a conference with feme of our 
Paftors., concerning the Holy Scripture ; but that lie couldgivefthem no 
great fatisfafliop, becaufe hedid not well underftand the Interpreter. 
He would have (hewn us all the Church , but our Mnsketteers coming in 
grumbled at it, and reproach'd him for having communicated too much to 
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us. we gave him the tother Crown, for which he gave us many thanks, 
bowing his head to the very ground, and fmiting it with his forehead. We 
intended to have made our repad upon the grafs, but were hardly fee, ere 
the wind turning for us, the Monk brings us another Prefect of Turneps and 
Cowcombers, telling us, that the kindness we had done him had obtain’d of 
S. Nicholas the good wind which was to carry us on iu our Voyage, 

’ About 2. afternoon , we fet off, made four leagues that day, and came at 
ni°hc ro a Village called terodUa: but finding it morepleafant to be by the ^orcdiza. 
water fide, than in the Village , we caus d our meat to be drefs d there, and^ 

Tapp'd, while the Mariners, wno made accompt to go thence that night, *fpk 

fcme'hours rett. , „ . 

We fleptnoc, but made fporc with a young Bear, the Fnjlaf had brought 
u which could fhevv a thoufand tricks. After midnight we fet forwad, 
and got fouf leagues to the Village SolUa ; where the Pnfiaf, whohadflai'd 
at Corodiz>a t overtook us, bringing along with him his Holt, who was a Ktux,, 
or Mnfcov.it e Prince, named Roman Jovanoiitts. He had treated him fo well, 
that both were got drunk : however,leeing they were fiilldefirous to drink, 
we fupply'd them fo well with Aquavits and Sack, whereof wc had good ftore, 

thar we laid them afleep. ,. . . _ rni „, 

We got that day fix leagues to a Village called Grstn^a , which the Country urunMj 
pcopk had alfo abfolutely forfaken, which oblig’d us to take up our Lodging 
in the fields, in a Meadow neer a great Pool, where we made three great fires : 
and in regard we had fiepr almofi all day in the Boat > we fpent feme part of 
the night in telling of ftories, and diverting our felves with the Bear. The 
Musketteers, whonad been fomewhat bufy with the Aquavit®,entertain d us 
with feme feats of their afctiviry. Here we faw abundance of Cranes, arid 

counted, upon the Pool, above 3CO. of them, _ 

Thenexc day, Jttl. *6, about three in the morning we profecuted our 
Voyage, and before noon got four leagues, to the Village of tvifoly. The 10 
Prifiaf , whom we had invited to dinner, hearing the name of Je/aapro¬ 
nounc'd , made the fign of the Crofs feveral times upon his bread, and de¬ 
fied to have our prayer in writing, and liked it fo well, that he laid , he 
could not have believ’d , that the Germans were fe good Chrifiians, and fo 
just men. 

The 27. all day s and the night folio wing,we profecuted our Voyage, fo 
that the 7.8. with the day, we were come to the Village of KrifoeHtx.a.Taw Krifsefibsa. 
we ftaid that day, to, give the Prifiaf time to acquaint the Goyernour of No- 
vorogod with our arrival, and to know his pleafure concerning our recep¬ 
tion! * e 

This Village is within 2. leagues of Novorogod , ana about 600. paces from 
iris a very fair Mona[tery , which feme call Nachat im , but it is commonly 
called KrifseiiUa Chutina Spafof Monafiir, It is well built, and better fituac- 
ed, having an Abbot, 60. Monks, and 400. Country people to husband the 
grounds belongi ng to it: but it is oblig'd out of its Revenue to maintain a 
hundred men of the Garrifon of Novorogod, for the fervice of me Great 

The 20. we continu’d our Voyage, and came to Novorogod, within a 
league of which we met with feme of our retinue, whom Weliad fent away Noy od 
from Riqa , and who had epefted us for feveral moneths with much impa¬ 
tience. They met us in a Boat, and exprefs'd much joy at our arrival. The 
Wnwode Pent to oiir Inn, one Tun of Beer, another of Hydromel, and a 
Barrel of Aauavitaei and we fent him a filver Cop, VermiVion-gur. We 
left J Vovogorod the 13. of July , and went 4. leagues further by water, to Pth- «*• 
nits , whence we fi nife’d our Journey by Land. „ . AUGUST, 

As we were dif-embarking our Baggage at BrHmts,A*gujt r. came tot _ A Mufcovian. 
River fide a Mufcovum Ptoceflion, to^lefs thewat« thereof, In thefoft 
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place march'd two men , one carrying a Crofs, having at the four corners 
chefour Eyangelifts ; the other, an old Image, painted , and cover’d with a 
clean linnen cloath. After them came a Prieft pontifkally veiled, holding 
in his hands a wooden Crofs, a good half foot wide, and lingingin confort 
with a little Boy who carried aB^pok after him. Then came the Country peo¬ 
ple with their Wives and Children , thofe who were of age carrying a wax 
Candle. After all came one who feera’d to be rhe^Clark of the Parifh, having 
ten Tapers fattened together, all lighted. ThePriett being come to the River 
fide, fpenc half an Tour or better in finging and reading: Then he rook the- 
vtm Candles from the Clark, and extinguifti’d them in the Water, in imita¬ 
tion of whom the people did the like with theirs. Then the Prieft dipp’d his 
Crofs three feveral times in the Water, when betook it out letting it drop 
into a Bafin deftin’d for the prefervarion of that Water, which they erteem’d 
tnott facred. This Ceremony over, the Women put their Children, great 
and fmall, into the Water, lome with their fhirrs on, others naked. Thofe 
who needed not the afliftance of others leap’d in rhemfelves. Nay fome 
brought their Horfes ro drink, that they might alfo participate of the vertue 
of that Holy Water. This done, the wholeProceflion return’d to the Church, 
where the Prieft, having given che people his benddi&ion , difmifs’d 
them. 

About 4. afternoon, we got on Horfe-back, after we had difpos’d our Bag¬ 
gage into 50. Wagons, and uravell’d that day five leagues, to a Village nam’d 
Crafmifiansky. The next, Angaft 2. we travelTd eight leagues, and came at 
night, to Gam Che fa. Gam % among the Mufcvviremits thofe places where Tra¬ 
vellers take frefia Horfes. ■ 

The 3* we came to Jazelbitza , a little Village which the Country people 
had forlakeo. There we met with this misfortune, that our Cook being 
gone two leagues further to provide our Supper, we could not come up to 
him, by reafon of che badnefs of the way, fo that we had a fleeplefs night of 
We met that day with feveral Officers, who, upon thePeace concluded 


it. 


between the Polanders and Mufcovites ac Smolensk# , had delir’d leave to go to 
theit own Habitations, The 4. we met at Simnogora , where are frefh Horfes 
to be taken up , with Colonel Fuchs ; and the 6. at H'olfolkj with Colonel 
Charles. They both honour'd our Ambafladors with their vifits, which oc¬ 
casioning entertainments, begat alfo thofe excefies anddiforders which or¬ 
dinarily attend them in Germany ; in one whereof our Trumpetter mortal¬ 
ly wounded oDe of our Musketteers, without any injury done him by rhe 
other. We left the wounded perfon behind, and gave money to thofe who 
were to look to him. The Trumpetter was kill’d afterwards, after he had been 
enrerrain’d into the Great Dukes fervice, at our return from Perfa. 

The ;. we pafs’d through a Village, which (he Inhabitants hadforfaken, to 
avoid quartering che German Souldiers, who had been disbanded neer Mofco» t 
We lodg’d at night in che Village Colnmna. In thofe parts, we found many 
great blue ft ones, which the Tyrant , J ohn Baft fault s , had caus’d to be taken 
out of t her Sepulchres, when he took the City of fowe^tiaving defign’d them 
to be brought to Mofco ; but news being come that he was dead, they v^ere 
unloaden in the higb-way, where they have remain’d ever fince. 

The 7. we came to Budern, a Village alfo ; but at our entrance into it, our 
Horfes began to wince, (land upon their hinder feet, and beat che ground, as if 
they had been bevvirch’d, whereof we could not imagine what fbould be the 
caufe, till that having alighted, we found them cover’d all over with Bees, 
which were beginning to fall upon us, and profecuced their animoficy fo far 
as to force us to keep them off with our Cloaks, and other G’arments, and to 
go and cake up our quarters in the Fields. We underftood fince, that it was 
a Stratageme of the Inhabitants, who had incens’d the Bees, purpofely to pre¬ 
vent our lodging in the Village.

The Prifiaf, atrended by his Interpreter and Secretary, came to 
Complement the Ambafladors, giving them thanks for the kind treatment he 
had receiv’d from them, and making an Apology for the ill they might have 
receiv’d from him. We prefenced him with a Vermilion Gilt-Cup» and gave 
fome cen or rwclve Crowns among the reff- The fame day, the Mef.eager ienc 
by thiPripf return’d from Mofcoa ,and oblig’d us to prepare for our Entrance, 
which we made the fame day in the order following.

fhould be much about the fame time with them at the place appointed for our 
reception. We faw aifo feveral Mufcovites , very well mounted and richly 
clad, who onely ridar fome diftance from ns , and returned having taken a 
view of us. Within a quarter of a League of the Cirie, we pars’d through a 
Body of above 4000 Mu]covitts%o\\ excellently well mounted andfumptuouf- 
ly clad. Mott of the Suedifh AmbafTadors retinue came alfo to meet us, but 
were not permitted to come neer us, fo that wc could onely falute them at a 
di (lance. 

Within a Pittol (hot thence we faw coming towards us rwo Priftafs dad in 
Coats of Purfled Satin, mounted on two gallant white Horfes; Intteadof 
Bridles, they had Chains of filver, whereof the links were two inches broad, 
but no thicker than the back of a knife, and of fuch a compaffe as that a man 
might rhruft in his fifl into them,which made a ftrange noifeasche Horfes 
went along. The Great Duke's Matter of theHorfe followed them, with 
twenty led Horfis all white, and was aceompany’d by a great number of per- 
fons both afoot and a-Horf*back. When the Ambafsadors and Priftafs were 
alighted, rheantienrer ofjhetwo uncover’d himfelf, and faid ; 7 he Grand 
Seigneur , C zaar , and Great JDuke-, Michael Federouirs , confcrvator of all the 
Pup tans. Prince of Vladimir) Mofco, Novogorod, Czaar off affan, Czaar of Aftra- 
chart) Czaar of Siberia, Lord of PleJcoU)Great Duke ofTaerskj, Jugerskj , Premf- 
ky,fVad>kf, Bdlgarskjft&t, Lord and Great Duke of Novogorod in the LowCom- 
trieS)Commander of Rofansky , Roftofskj, Geraftafkyy Befolerskj, Udorskj) Older ski) 
Cor.dinskii and of all tire North , Lord of the Countries of/ven a) Czaar of Kartalmf- 
kj and Ineaftnski) Prince of the Countries of Kabdrdinskt) Cjrcaskt) and /orkjkj) 
Lord and Solferaign of many other Seigneuries, receives you , as great Ambaf. 
fadors from the Duke of Slefwick.) Holftein , Stormarie and Ditmars , Count of 
Oldenbourg and Ldmenhorft, He grants you and the Gentlemen of your reti¬ 
nue the favour to make your entrance upon his own Horfes, and hat h ap¬ 
pointed us Priftafs to have a care of you, and fo to furnifh you with all things 
uecefsaryiduring your aboad at Mofco. To which Complement when the Am- 
bafsador Crufttu had madeanfwer, there were brought two very (lately white 
Horfes,with Sadies after the German fafliion, Embroider'd with Gold and Sil¬ 
ver, with Footh-cloaths and Harnefs fuitable. 

Asfoon as the Ambafsadors were mounted,the Priftaf and Musketeers, 
who had conduced us from the Frontiers, were drawn off. There were 
brought alfo ten other white Horfes for the chiefeft of our retinue, with Sad¬ 
dles after the Mufcovian fafhion, of Cloath of Gold and Purfled Sarin. The 
Priftafs took the AmbafTadors between rhem, though in Mufcovyftiz is thought 
to have the more honourable place, who hath the right hand free. After them 
march’d the Mufcovian Grooms of the liable, who nad the coverings of their 
Saddles of Leopard-skins, Cloath of Gold, and Scarlet. The Cavalry we. had 
feen in the fields, and the other Mufcovites came pewring into the Citie with 
the AmbafTadors, and accompany’d them to their Lodgings, within the whire 
wall, in that quarter which is called Czarskigorod, that is ro fay, the Citie of 
the Czaar.' We hadafiign’d us two Citizens noufes built of vvood,the Priftaf 
making this excufe,in the name of the Great Duke, that a fire having nor one¬ 
ly copfum*dthe ordinary houfe for the entertainment of AmbafTadors, but 
alfo another great houfe appointed for our Lodgings, we could nor poffibly 
be better accommodated for the prefenr ; And indeed, at our ecrrance into 
the Citie, we had obferv’d whole ftreecs burnt down, the fire having been fo 
violent , that it had reduc’d to afhes above five thoufand houfes : info- 
mu h chat moft t>f the Inhabitants were forc’d to lodge in Tents and 
Hats. 

Ere we had taken a view of our Lodging, the prefents from the Great 
Duke’s Kitchin and Cellar were brought us ; viz. eight Sheep , thirty Capons 
and Pullets, great ftore of white and brown bread, and 22 forts of drinks. 

Wine, 
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jrfcglSetf Hydromel and Aquavits, all brought in by 3 * Muscovites , who l g , . 
marching all in a file made the fhew fo much the greater. This done, the doors ■ ' z! 

of our Lodging were lock’d upon us, and a Guard of twelve Musketeers fer, they minder a 
w prevent all communicatioh between us and the Inhabitants, till after the &*& 
firit Audience. The Priftafs in the mean time fail’d not to vifit ns every day, 
to afiure u* of their readineffe to ferve us. They had alfo left with us an Inter¬ 
preter, to facilitate the fervice which the Musketeers were oblig’d to do us in 
the buying of our Provifions and other things. .This Interpreter was a Mufco? 
vice born , and had been taken prifoner by the Polanders ■ by which means 
he fell into the hands of Prince I anus Radz,ivil, who brought him to Leif Jig, 
where he had learnt the German Tongue. 

y^.ij.The Mufcovhes celebrated the Feafl of our B. Lady’s afceniion,and 
the fame day ended a Fail they had begun the firft of ch-at moneth. The 17. 
was defign’d forourfirllAudience; but the Grear Duke being gone out of 
the Cine to do his Devotions, wefpent the day in giving God our humble 
thanks for his happy conduft of us to the place for which our Embalfy was - 
defsgo’d, We caus’d Tt Dettm ro be fung, with Mufick, and our MiniHer to' 
make a Sermon, at which, as alfo at the Dinner which follow’d it, was pre¬ 
fect, by permilfion of the Great Duke,M. Balthazar A 4 mckeren- > 'w'ho manag’d 
the Affairs of the Duke of Holfiein at Mtfct, in the quality of Comnfiffary. 

He told us,that the Mufcovites thought our entrance very handfonie,and won- 
dred much that Germany {honld have Princes able to fend fo confide rafale an 
Embaffy. They give all ftrange Princes the quality of Knez,, though their 
Knez are properly no more than what Gentlemen are with us, and, thofe ex¬ 
cept ed who have publick employments relating to the State, the rellhaveno 
great Eilates , it may be, about Soo. or iooop^^. 

The 18. The cwo Priftafs came to acquaint us that the Great Duke would 
give us publick audience the next day. They defir'd alfo, in the Chancellor s 
name, a Catalogue of the prefects we were to make his Ma jelly. After Din¬ 
ner, rhe younger Priftafc ame to confirm the notice they had given us in rhe 
morning m. that on the morrow we fiiould have the honour to kiffe the 
Great Duke’s hand. We ask’d himwhac the difebarging of the great Guns 
the day before meant, and the flooring we had feen out of our windows 
in a great Meadow. He told us, it was onely to make tryal of fome pieces 
which the Great Duke had lately order’d to be call. Others faid, that they 
had been dife.harg’d, onely to make it appear that the Mufcovites had not 
loll all their Artillery before Smotenjco , as fome would have had it be¬ 
liev’d. , • 

Aug. la. The Priftafs came to fee whether we were ready for audience j 
and having perceiv’d that our men had put on their bed Cloaths, and that 
all was ia’readinefle, they went immediately to give notice thereof at the 
Cillie, whence were brought us the yvhite Horfes which we had at our 
Entrance. About a of the Clofk tfae Priftafs return’d gobs, haying theif 
llript-fat'm Coats carried after them, as alfo their Caps of Martins skins, 
which they left in the Ambaffadqrs Antichamber. We mounted,with our 
Cloaks oik but no Swords, none bqjng permitted to wear any in the Great 
Duke’s prefence, and rode cowards.the Caflle, the Cavalcade being as fol-*

Hamefs for one Horfe,fet out with Silvered enrich’d with Turkifh Stones, 
Rubies,and other precious Stones, earned bv two Mufcovites. 

One Crofs of Chryfolite enchac’d in Gold, about half a foot, long, carried 
in aBafin. 

An Ebony-Cabinet, garnift’d with Gold, like a little Apothecaries Shop, 
with its Boxes and Vials of Gold , enrich’d with precious Stones, full offe- 
veral excellent Chymical extra&ions,carried by two Muscovites . 

A fmallVelfel of Rock-Chriftal, garnifti'a with Gold, and befet with 
Rubies. 

A great Look'iDg-Glafs, being an ell and a quarter high, and half an ell 
broad, in an Ebony frame, with Boughs and Fruits carv’d thereon in Silver, 
carried by two Mufcovit'ts, 

A Clock, on which was reprefented, in painting, the Parable of the Prodi¬ 
gal Child. 

A Walking-Staff, Vermilion Gilt, in which was a piece of Perfpe&ive, 

A great Ebony Clock, in an Ebony cafe, garni fh’d with Silver. 

Next went two Gentlemen of the Chamber, carrying up on high in the 
Air, the Credential Letters from bis Highnefs, one to the Great Duke, the 
other to the Patriarch his Majefties Father. His name was Philaretes Nifydlts; 
he dy’d after our departure from Holfiein, but we were told it would not be a. 
mifs to make it known we had Letters of credence for him. 

Then follow’d the Ambaffadours between the two Prlftafs , having before 
them the Interpreters, one each fide four Lacqueys, and behind them, the 
Pages, 

It was, from our Lodging to the Caflle agood quarter of a German league, 
there being above 2000. StrelitsorMusketceersdifpos’donboth ftdes of the 
flreet, to make us free paffage to the place of Audience. The ftreecs, windows 
and houfes tops were fall of people, who were come from all quarters of the 
City to fee our Cavalcade. We march'd in very good order, halting and ad¬ 
vancing according to the orders , which the Courriers, who rid with full 
fpeed from the Caftle, brought our Priftafs ; to the end we might come to 
trie Hall of Audience, juft as the Great Duke were fate in his Throne. 

Being come into the Caftle-Court, we pafs'd before the Pofolsfy Precafe , 
ot the Chancery for ftrangers affairs, where we alighted. After the Officers, 
and Gentlemen had taken their places1, to wit, the Steward, in the head of 
rhePrefents, and the Gentlemen, with the other Officers , immediately be¬ 
fore the AmbafTadors, we were brought to Audience. The Hall for Au¬ 
dience is on the right hand of the Conrt: when there come any Ambafladors 
from Perfi^ Turfy, or Tart ary , they are carried up a ftone pair of Pair* on the 
right hand; but in regard we were Chriftians, we took the left hind, and 
were led through a vaulted Gallery, purpofely that we might pafs by a very 
fair Church, where they were then at fervice. Before we came into the 
Halt, we faw , in a fpackms vaulted appartment, abundance of people, and 
among others many antient Men, venarable for their long fnowy beards, 
whereof fome fare, others flood along the walls, alidad in long Coats of 
ftript Satin , and Caps of Mart ins skins : they told us they were his Maje- 
flies Gofes , that is, his principal Merchants or Faftors, who had thofe habits 
out of the Great Dukes Wardrobe, that they might honor him in thofe kinds 
of Ceremonies , conditionally they return’d them afloon as they were 
over. 

The Ambaffadors being come to-the door of the Antichamber, they met 
with two Bojares t or Lords, dad in Goats of Purfled Satin, cover’d with 
an embroidery of great Perl es , who were to receive them at their Entrance. 
They told them that his Cs.*irtV^ Majefty did them, and the Gentlemen of 

(heir 
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rhei: retinue, the favour of admitting them into his prefence. The Pretents 

were flay'd in the Amichamber, and they conducted into the Hail the Am-- 

baffadonrs with the Officers, Gentlemen, and Pages, there going beforei them 
T thn Hermes , the Great Duke’s principal Interpreter. As toon as he had f^c 
h j i foot within the Hall, he fainted his Majefty with a loud voice, walking 
him all ptofperity and longlife, and acquainted him with the arrival ofthe 
Ambatfadours. The Hall w Js fquare , and vaulted, bang’d and flooi d with 
Tapeftry. The roof was gilt, and had feveral Sacred Stories painted there¬ 
in. The great Duke’s Chair was oppofiteto the door, againfl the wall, rais d 
from the floor three fteps, having at the four corners Pillars which were Ver- 
milionGilc, about three inches about, with each of them, at the height 
of an ell and a half, an Imperial Eagle of giver- neer which the Canopy or 
upper part of the Chair relied upon the fame Pillars: belidcs winch the faid 
Gnair had at the four comers as many little Turrets of che fame fluff, having 
alfo, at the ends, Eagles, after the fame manner. We were told there 
was another Chair of State a-making, about which were bellow d 1600. 

Marks of Silver, and 120. ounces of Ducat-gold for rhe gilding, and that 
it would amount to above u 5000. Crowns.. Thedcfignerofit wasa6™, 
born at Nuremberg , his name, Efa Zitik^graf. , . . 

The G rear Duke fare In his Chair, dad in a long Coat, d with 

Peris. and befet with all forts of precious Scones. He had above his Cap, 
which was of Martins-skins, a Crown of Gold, befet with great Diamonds, 
and in his right hand a Scepter of the fame metall, and no left rich> and fo 
weighty, that he was forc'd to relieve one handwith the other. Onbot 
iidesofhisMa/eflies Chair flood young Lords, very handfome, bochasto 
Face and Body , clad in long Coats, ofwhue Damaske, with Caps of a 
Linx's-skln, and white Buskins, with Chains of Gold, which, crofTing up¬ 
on thebreaft’ reach’d down' to their hips. They had laid over their flaoulders, 
each a Silver Ax , whereto they put their hands, as if they had been going ro 
give their Broke. On the right iide of the Chair, upon a Pyramid ot Silver 
carv'd thorough , flood the Imperial Apple, of maflV Gold, reprefenting the 
World , as big as a Canon bullet of afi. pound weight * and at a like diftance 
on the fame fide, a Balm andEwerand a Napkin, to wafh and w.py he Great 
Duke's hands,after the Ambafladors and thofe of their retinue had kifs d them. 

The principal Bojares or Lords of the Court, to the number of fifty, were 
all fee upon Benchesby the wall-fide, on one fide, and oppofite to 1 he Great 
Duke, very richly clad , with great Caps, of a black Fox urt , a S t l° ^ 
rer of an ell high. The Chancellor flood on the right hand, fome five paces 

^They 2 having*-made a low reverence at their Entrance, they were plac’d in Tht ftremniei 

the mid 11 of The Hall oppofite to the Great Duke , and about ten paces from 

him, having behind them the Officers and Gentlemen of their retinue, on 

the right, The two Gentlemen who carried the Credential t^jws, which 

they field before them , and on the left, the Interpreter John mm*. This 

done, theGreat Duke made a fign to the Chancellor, that he ibould tell the 

Ambafladoms, that his Majefiy granred them thefavour to 

The Ambafladors went one after another, andkifs d his right hand, wh e 

he very gfacefully reach’d to them, and with a fmihng countenance , E 

the Scepter in th’e mean time in hit left hand.Nuw it is to be obfaved, that m 

thefe ceremonies,he who kiffes the Great Duke s hand is not to to h 

his own, and that only the Ambafladors of Chrift.an Princes hwe the hoMflc 

to kifs it, which the Turk; and Per fans , much lefs thp Tar , 

ThisGeremony ended, he caus’d the Chancellor to tell them, r ' 
had OMht t0 propofe from their Prince, they might do it- po ^ 

Ambalfador Cm fas made him a complement from the D ke , ^ 
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I 5 24. his condolearces for the death of the Patriarch his Facher; adding, that his 
—— i-S — Highnefs hoping we fhould have found him living, had gi ven them Letters of 
Credence for him , and that they had brought them along with thofe his 
Highnefs writ to his Majefiy. Whereupon he took the Letters from th'ofe 
that held them, and was advancing to deliver them ; but the Great Duke 
made a ii|n to the Chancellor to take them, and having commanded him to 
come to him, he whifper'd in his ear the anfwer he would make rhe Ambaf- 
fadors. The Chancellor being return’d to his place,faid, The Grand Seigneur* 
Czaar,and Great Duke , &c. tells thee, Philip Crufitts , and thee, Otton Bruf- 
ma/tt Ambaffadors from the Duke of Ho/fiein , that he had receiv’d the Ler- 
ters of his Highnefs, that he will order them to be tranflated, that we will 
acquaint you with his inremion by his Bo ares , and that he will make anfwer 
thereto. The Chancellor, who had not uncover'd himfelf, no more than 
the other Lords, cook off his Cap when he pronounc’d the name of his Ma- 
jePy, or that, of his Highnefs of Holfieln. 

This done, the Ambaffadors were feated on a Bench cover’d with a Turkic 
Carpet, which was fet behind them, and the Chancellor told them, that 
the Great Duke was pleas’d that their Officers and Gentlemen fhould have 
the honour of ldlling. his hand. Which done, the Great Duke rais'd himfelf 
up a little in his Chair, and faid to the Ambaffadors Knez. Frederic jefehafda- 
rof* Ts Duke Frederhflagood health ? Whereto it was anfwer’d, that at 
our departure we had left him very well. God grant a good life and a lone, and 
all happlnefs to his Majefiy and Highnefs. 

Then yvas brought in a Lift of the Prefencs, which werefenc in with ic, 
and flood Come time before the Great Duke, till the Chancellor ordered them 
to be taken- away. The faid Chancellor prefenrly after told the Ambaffadors, 
thar t he Cz*aar and Great Duke of all the FujiIans , Lord and Scveraign of many 
Selgnorles,.Qrc. was further pleas’d they fhould fpeak of their Affairs; but 
they defu’d, that, to avoid doing any thing prejudicial to the Treaties made 
berween the Crown of Sueden and his Highnefs, concerning the Commerce 
of Perfia , they might have a private Audience Together: which was accor¬ 
dingly granted. After this, the Great Duke caus’d them to be asked, whether 
■ they were in health, and whether they wanted any thing, giving them notice, 
that that day he would do them the favour to treat them with meat from his 
own Table. This was the full pubiick Audience the Ambaffadors had. They 
were brought back to the Antichamber by the fame Bojares who had receiv’d 
, * them at their entrance. We mounted at rhe fame place where we alighted, 
and return’d to our Lodgings, accompany’d by our Prlfiafs , in the fame or- 
Ue Grand der as we had gone thence. We were hardly alighted 'ere there came in one of 
the rhe Gentlemen of the Gre^t Duke’s Chamber. He was of tBe quality of the 
*Ar aj]< o-,s. jt neXf> to which his countenance and behaviour was fuitable , being of great 
flat u re, magnificently clad, excellently well mounted and attended, and 
had been fent by the Great Duke, to treat the Ambaffadors at Dinner. Affoon 
as he was come in, he caus’d the cloath to be laid, on'which were in the firft 
place fet, a Salt-feller and two Vinegar-difhcs of Silver, and certain drink¬ 
ing-cups , whereof three were of Gold, and two others of Silver, and fo 
big, thar they were above a foot diameter, a great Knife and fome Forks. This 
Lord, feating himfelf at the end of the Table, ordered the Ambaffadors to 
fit down by him, the Gentlemen {landing before them. He caus’d robe fet 
on rhe Table before the Ambaffadors three great veffels full of Sack , Rhenifh 
Wine, and Hydromel, and caus’d the meat to beferv’d our, orr 58. great 
Silver Plates,which confided in boil’d, roiled, and paflry. All being ferv’d, the 
Lnez. ris', caus’d the Ambaffadors to come before the Table, and told them, 
rhere wag the Provifion which the Cz,aar had commanded him rn entercain 
them wuh H prayingthem to be pleas’d with the treatment. Then he took 
the great Cup, which he caus’d to be fill’d with excellent good Hydromel, 

made 
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made with Rafpices, and having drunk his Ma jellies health, he caus d as much g , a 

to be given the Ambaffadors, and all of their retinue obliging us to drink the —- Z_L- 

Greac Duke’s health all at the fame time. Some of us would have reach d their 
arms over the Table, to take the Gobelec, but the Mufeovne would not fufter it, 
faying that Table then reprefented the Great Duke’s, who permits none to go 
behind his Table, and fo oblig’d them to come round about and take the Cuf. 

This health was follow’d by that of oiir Prince, which he began to rhe Ambaf- 
fadorSj faying, God or ant health and prof peril) to his Highnejje , and maky rum Ion? 
to continue in a aood^onefeondence and amity with his Majefiy. The third health 
was that of the Prince, the Greac Duke’s fon. This done, they fate to the Ta¬ 
ble, and Tome Gobelets of a Wine made of Che tries and Mulberries were drunk 
about. The Ambafladors prefented him with a V ermihon-gUc cup, 01 the weight 
of three Marks and a half , which he caus’d to be carried before him, as he re¬ 
turn’d to the Caftle. _ . , 

Att <r. 20. The Prifiafs came to tell us , that the Great Duke was pleas d we 
fhould°go abroad, and gave us the liberty to walk about the Cine, and to than 
end Horfe* Oiouldbe brought xxs from his own tl&bles* when crc wc uiould 
defire it. We were alfo permitted to vific the Suedifh Ambafladors, and to re¬ 
ceive their Wits. AH which were thought fo great favours, that the Mujcovttes 
themfelves were alionifh’d at it; for till then it had not been fufret d, that the 
Dometticks of if range Ambafladors fbould walk about the Citie, bur,when their 
occasions oblig’d them to go abroad, they were accompany d by one or more 
of the Musketeers. Two dayesafter, the Pnftaf accompany'd by a Groom of 
the Great Duke’s Rabies, broughr us fix Horfes,and conduced us ro the Lodg¬ 
ings of the Suedifh Ambafladors, whom we faw feveral rimes after, and held a ve» 

ry fair corrcfpondence with them. . . 

Aw. 15. The Ambafladors would have invited ro Dinner D . WenMth , the 
Phyficianj the Apothecary, and fome other fervancs of the Greac Duke;but the 
Chancellor would not fuffer them to come, and forbad them feeing us for 
three dayes * of which rigorous treatment we could have no accompt of; till 
afterwards, that we were told, it was, becaufe, the Prefents had not yet been 
valu’d, among which was the Cabinet made like an Apothecarries (hop, we 
fpoke of before, which could not be valu’d but by them. 

The a a. Game before Mofccn Arnald Spring, Farmer General of the Cuftoms 
in Livonia, through which he had pafs d, and was fent by the Crown of net en 
to be prefect at the Negotiation, which the Ambafladors thence were to manage 
for Commerce , wherein he was very well vers’d. The Mufcovttes , who knew 
him, made fome difficulty to entertain him in that quality j but perceiving the 
Suedes took it ill, they were at lift content to do it, and fent a Pnflaf to meet and 


1. The Mufcovites celebrated the firft day oftbrir New year j-For ha¬ 
ving no other Epoche than that of the Creation of the World, which they be¬ 
lieve to have been in Autumn, they begin the year with the moneth of Septem¬ 
ber, and they accompced then 7142 years, according to the opinion of the Oree y» 
and the Eaftcrn Church, which count 5508. from the Creation of the World 
to the birth of Chrill; whereto add 1634. Y ou Wl11 find the number 7 * 4 2 ,* 
whereas we accompt from the Creation of the World to the fame year 16 3 4 * 
but 5603 years. Their Proceflion was handfom enough, confiftmg of aoove 
20000 perfons, of all ages, who were admitted into the outer Court of the Rattle. 
The Patriarch, attended by almoft 400 Priefts,all Pontifically habited and car¬ 
rying a many Banners, Images , and old books opot, came om of thcUhm^, 
which is on the right hand of the fecond Court, while the Great Duke came 
out on the left hana of the fame Court, accompany’d by his QntdtaH °E 
St« ",,d &£*. The Great Duke and the Patriarch advanc d one to- 
wardsrhe other, and kife’d, the Duke having his Op 10 h'S hand, and the 
march, who had a Mitre on his headj held in his hand a Golden Croffe, ab 
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l6 Z 4 . foOE 1 od b> betec witb Diamonds and other precious ftones, which he prefenced to 

- tjl — the Great Dake to kiffe, That done, the Patriarch gave his Majefty his bene- 

diftion, as alfo to all the people, wishing them all profpericy in the New year. 
There were many Mufcovites who held their Petitions in the air ,and, their 
way of prefcnring them to the Great Duke, was, to caft them with no {mall 
"* noife at his feet, whence certain Officers gather’d them up, to be carried to his 

Majefties Chamber, that they might be anfwer’d. This done, the Proceflions 
patted, and return'd to the place from whence they came. 

Sept. 3 . Cillenfiiertta, BureWy and Springy who were to Negotiate joynrly with 
us concerning thepaffage into Per fay were conduced to their publick audience, 
with the fame Ceremonies as we had been, while the two other Suedifh Ambaf¬ 
fadors, M'. Philip Scheidiug , and Col. Henry Fleming were to treat in private , of 
the differences which were between the Crown of Sueden and the Great Duke, 
Thethree forme: deftred in their audience to be receiv’d joyntly with us, to 
treat with thofe whom it fhould pleafe his Majelly to appoint for that pur- 
pofe: which was granted. 

Hereupon,all the Ambaffadors,as well the Suedifh as ours,went,the 5. to 
the Caftle. They were at firft conduced into a fpacious apparement, on the left 
band, where they found the fame Cafes , or Marchams,and in the fame habits, as 
we had feen at our firft audience. Thence they went into a Hall, where the lour 
Commiffioners appointed to treat with us, were fat at a Table expe&ing us. 
They were, two Bojaresy and two Chancellors, or Secretaries of State,very richly 
clad, having Coats of ftrip; Satin, embroidered with very great Peris and other 
precious ftones,and great Golden Chains which made a Croffe upon their breafts. 
The Bojares had Caps, after the fafliioo of calotts,beiet with Peris, having in 
the midft a cluflre of Diamonds and precious Hones. The other two had their 
Caps of black-fox fur, according to the ordinary fafhion. They receiv’d the 
Ambaffadors very civilly, and intreated them to fit down by them; but with 
all their civility they cook up the bell places themfelves, at one corner of the 
Hall, where the benches joyn’d. The Ambaffadors took up theirs neer them 
again!! the Wall; and there was brought a feat without any back, for the Chan¬ 
cellors or Secretaries of State, oppofite to the others. John Helmes , the Great 
Duke's chief Interpreter,Hood among our Prifiafsy and all the Gentlemen* 
with ail the reft of our retinue, flay’d in the Antichamber, except oncly the two 
Secretaries of the Suedifh Embaffy and ours, as many Interpreters, and a Mnfco* 
viteGhrk, who was taken in to take notes of what was treated of. Alt having 
taken their places, one of the Bojares ask’d the Ambaftadors, whether they were 
fupply’d with neceffary provifions, or wanted any thing ? The Ambaffadors 
made anfwer, that they had occafion rather to commend thofe who had the 
management thereof, and that they gave his Majefty their moft humble thanks 
for his care of them. After this complement, all rife up, and, being uncover'd, 
the more confiderable of the two Bojares 3 ftidy The Grand Seigneur , C.z.aar and 
Great Duke ( reciting all his Titles, and beinp all fat down again, he went on) 
gives you to underftand, you Lords Ambaftadors from the Crown Suede) s, and 
Duke of Holftein , that he hath caus’d your Letters to be tranftated into the 
Mufcovtan Language, and that he hath alfo hearkned to ihePropofitions you 
made to him, at the publick audiences he gave you. Upon that they all rofe 
again, and the other Bojarey uncovering him felf, ftid, 7 he Grand Seigneur , Cx.aar 
and Great 8 tc. (nor omitting any of the former cities, and fo fitting down, 

continued) withes the Queen of Sueden and the Duke of Hofftelu all £ roller icy, 
and viiftoty over their Enemies, and tells you, that he hath read their Letters, 
and that he well underftands their intention. The third CommKfioner proceed¬ 
ed with the Tame Ceremonies, faying , The Grand Seigneur , jee, hath feen the 
Letters you have brought him, is fatisfy’d, that ail credence is to be given you 
in what you fihill fay and propoCe, which fhall accordingly be done. To which 
the fourth added, That bis Majefty, theCi*r, had appointed them Commit- 

fioners, 
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fioners, to receive from them, what they had to propofe and deftrejand there¬ 
upon read the names of the Commilfioners, who were: 

Knti Boris Michaelo'ms, Likoiv OMenfcoi , Weywode of Tuere 
Knez. Vajili Jttanoults S{re[now x Weywode of Tarfchock, 

The two Secretaries of State, whom they call Dtmm Diake», were, 
j mn Taiyfcomts Grammas in , Lord Keeper of the Seals or Chancellor, 8tc, 
juan Ofenafsimfin Gatiaarenow, Vicechancel lor. 

This done, they all rife, and one of the Sttedijh Ambafladors, Eric Gi&enftierna, 
having given hisMajefty thanks on the behalf of his Millreffe, for their admif- 
fionto a private audience, read to the Commiffioners their proportion, con¬ 
tained in one fheet of paper written, in the German tongue. We would have 
done the like with ours; but being larger than the other, to forbear importu¬ 
nity the Commilfioners, we thought it enough to put it in with that of the Sttc- 
dijh Ambafladors. The Commiflioners, having receiv’d them, went up to the 
Great Duke’s Chamber, to communicate them to him,leaving us alone, fave 
that the Prifiafs and Gentlemen of our retinue were permitted to come into 
the room to entertain ns. Hiving expelled a good half-hour, the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor came down , to tell us, that we ftiould have no other anfwer at that 
time, than that his Majefty would caufe the Propofuions to be cranllated, and 
would let us know his resolution with the fooneft. ^

concern’d the affairs of that Crown, . , , r , , 

The 1* We faw a Calvalcade of three Tartarian Ambafladors, rent by tde ^Tartarian 
Prince o(Caffan, a Valfal of the Great Duke’s, They had no other retinue or pwtwfc. 
Company than that of fixceen fer varus, who follow’d them, with theirBows 
and Arrows in their hands. Their Caffocks, were of a very coarfe red Clinch; 
but at their return from audience, they were in Damask Coats, fome red, tome 
yellow, which the great Duke had bell ow'd on them by way of present, There 

hardly paffes a year, but thefe Gentlemen, as well as the other Tartars their 
Neighbours, fend fuch an Embafly to Mofm S notfo much for any bufineffe 
they have, as to get fome Furs, Martins skins, and filk Veftments. 

The is Out Prifiafs came to tell us, that the Great Dutchefle was, the day 
before,deiiver’d of a Daughter, who was already Chrittned , and nam’d Sophia, 
according to the cuftomofthe^*/e^<V«, who baptize their Children imme¬ 
diately after their birth , and without any Ceremonies or entertainments, as 
they do in other Countreys. The Patriarch was her Godfather, as be had been 
to all the reft of the Great Duke’s Children, who would, nevertheleffe have us 
to participate of that joy, upon which accompt,our ordinary allowance was 

d °TteiiV Came in a Tnrkifi Ambatfador, who was receiv’d With great Cere- n,mmf 
monies ;and though they Cent 1*000., Horfetomeet him , yet in all that Army 
there were feen but fix Colours. The tor ft, which was that of the Duke s Guard, Amb g . ir. 
was of white Satin, and had in the mid’ft, within a Circle of Laurel , an Impe¬ 
rial Eagle with a triple Crown, with this Motto, firmt-fam. One of Ctim- 
fon Damask briach’d , having in the midft a Jam with two faces, pneof a 
plain red Damask ; and the other three, blew and white, whereof one had a-Gryt 
fen ranorhtf, a Snail % the. third, a naked Arm coming outofthe Clouds, and 
holding a fword. ’Tit thought thefe were the devifes of the 
durin° rhd War at Smolinfct. Every Colours was attended byTimbrelj and

ons noife.. The Knez, and Lords that were fent to meet thl '^/and 
excellently well mounted, upon Horfes thar came ® u ^ p °n,u^n’ v« ftdble 
Gsnma.ytm richly fee out, having with them oat of _ t ^ ( Cjre r * P ke h ’ 
twenty led Horfes, with great filvei Chains inflead of Bridles, fuch as we have 

mention’d before. * 
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s * ' We, with the Gentlemen and Officers oixht Suedifh Officers retinue, made 

& \ 4* up a Troop of fifty Horfe, under tbe command of mlfmlf Spar, Gentle¬ 
man of the Horfe to the Suedijb ErnbafTy, who, as our Captain , march’d in 
the head of the >Troop. We went a good league to meet the AmbafTador, 
who no fooner perceiv’d us, but he look’d very earneftly upon us, and we 
upon him. We kept along with him a good while»to take the better notice 
of his retinue, and Cavalcade, which march’d in the order following. 

Firft, march’d 4 6. Strelits , having, iofteadof Muskets, Bows and Ar¬ 
rows, and Cimitars by their fides. After them came zPrifiaf clad in a Goat 
of (tripe-Sacine , and follow’d by eleven M?b, clad in Red Branched-Velvec, 
whereof feme were Grecian and Turkifb Merchants, fome Greeks Ecclefiafticks. 
After them match’d the Ambaflador’s Steward , alone, and behind him a 
Guard of four , with Bows and Arrows. After them two Cava liters very 
richly clad , immediately preceding the Ambafladour, who march’d alone. 
Hewas a middle-flat ur’d Man, much tann’d in the face, his beard very blac.k. 
His under-coat was of a White-Flowr’d-Satin, and his upper Garment *of 
Satine purfled with Gold , lined with Martins-skins. His Turbsnt was 
white , as were alfo thofe of his retinue. He was in a forry Wagon , of a 
white kind of Wood, but all cover’d with rich Tapeifty. The reft of his Train 
confuted in above forty Waggons of Baggage, which were every one kept by 
one or two Boyes. Being come within a quartet of a league of the Cityneer, 
as he imagin'd, the place where the Mufcovites would receive him, he mount¬ 
ed an excellent Arman Horfe. Nor indeed had he rode a Piftol-flhot, ere he 
met rhe two Prifiafs appointed for his reception, with the Great Duke’s Horfes, 
according to the cuftome.The Prifiafs continu’d on Horsback , till the Ambaf- 
fador had alighted; bur he, on the other fide, ftirr’d not his Turbant, though 
the Afttfcovites took off their Caps, when they pronounc’d the Great Duke’s 
Name. 

After this firft Complement, the Prifiafs immediately mounted ; the Am- 
baffadour did what he could to be in the Sadie as foon as they,or fooner; bua 
they had brought him every high Horfe ( with a Sadie yet much higher,accord- 
ing to the Mufcovian fafhion) and fo skittifly wit hall, that he not only found 
fome difficulty to get up, but very narrowly fcap’d being hurt by him. Being 
got up, the Prifiafs took him between them, and condufted him to the ordi¬ 
nary place for the entertainment of Ambaffadors, which had been built up fince 
our coming thither. As Toon as he was got in, the doors were (hut, and feveral 
Guards of Musketteers plac’d about it. 

Our Ambaffadors intended to have gone that day to thofe of Suede », who had 
invited them to dinner, to (hew them the Turks , who were lodg'd neer 
them, the Suedes having aprofpe& into their Court: but the Chancellor fenc 
to defire us not to flir abroad that day, for reafons he could not difeover. 

The 1 p. vve had the fecond private Audience with the Suedijb Ambaffa- 
dors.

After the Ducchefse’s, 
the Court-Ladies were carried in 22. other Chariots , of wood, painted green, 
cover’d with Scarlet, the curtains drawn clofe , fo that thofe within could not 
be feen. I had the hnppinefs > the wind having blown thofe of the Great 
Dutchefs a little on one tide, to have a glimpfe of her, and I thought her very 
handiome, and very richly clad. On both Tides match'd above a hundred Stre- 
I'm, having white Haves in their hands, to keep off the people,who were throng* 
ing toblefs their Princefs, for whom the Mujcovites have a particular refipeft 
and devotion. 

The 23. we had , with the Suedifi Ambaffadors, our fourth private Audience, 
wherein we concluded our Negotiation. The 28. the Sftedifb had their laft pub- 
lick Audience in order to their departure,returningfrom which, they caus’d the 
Arifwer to their Letters to be carried by two Gentlemen. The 7. and 10. of 
Nov(m\>er x they departed from Mofco , in three troops, fotne taking rhe way of 
L ivonia , others that of Sue Ain* 

\o VEMB Nov ' 1 9 ' we hac * ouc ^ anc * P r * ivatc Audience, at which it was told us, 
1 4 that his C.z,aarick. Majefty , having taken our proportions into ferious confide- 

ration, had at laft refolv'd to gratify his Highnefs the Duke of Holftein , as his 
Friend, Uncle > and Ally, as to what he had defined of him, and to grant him, 
what he had deny’d many other Princes and Potentates of Europe, to wit, apafi- 
•Dute'grants fa S e through Mufcovy to go into Perfiai and that his Ambaffadors might go 
tbe Ambaffadors thither, but with this provifo, that they fhould firft return back to Hoi fie in, and 
a paffage through bring him the ratification of the prefen c Treaty, 

his £ountry. Having fo happily , though with much difficulty ,.perfe<fted our negotiation 
we thought it not amiffie, to divert our felves, for fiome daies,among our friends; 
as we did at the Chrifteningof a child of theRefident’sof Sueieu-, at afeaft 
which Dr. Wendelin made, at the mariage of a kinfman of his , and at the magni¬ 
ficent entertainment which David Ruts, one of the thiefeft Dutch Merchants 
there, gave us at his own houfe. 

« The 22. the Mtifcovites made a folemn Procefiion to a Church, neer the or¬ 
dinary place where the Ambaffadors are entertain’d, at which the Great Duke 
and the Patriarch were prefenr. There was a paffage made with Deal-boards, 
from the Caftle to the Church, alonj^which came firft feveral pedling Merchants, 
who fold wax Candles; after them, fiome that fwept the paffage and kept it clean. 
The Procefiion was thus.

December i a. we faw a Cavalcade of feventy two Crim-Tartars »who all took ^ (avaicade^ 
the quality of j4mhajfadors, and were going to have Audience, which the Great of Crim far- 
Duke oave them, and whereat he had the patience to endure them for the fpace 
of three hours. Being come into the Hall of Audience* fome late on the ground, 
others lay along*and there was given every one aGobelec of Hydromel * to the 
two Chief of the Embaffy , garments of Satin pufled with Gold, to others of 
Scarlet, and to the mo ft inconfide table among them, Cloaths of fome more 
common Stuff, with fome Furrs, and Caps of Mart in-skins, which they had 
tipoii their other Cloaths, as they return'd from Audience, *Tis a Nation ab- 
folutely barbarous and dreadful to look on. Though they are at a great difiance 
ftomiW«/fw, towards the South , yet they do the Great Duke abundance of 
mifehief by their incurfions, and the robberies they inceffantly commit upon 
his Subjefts. The Cz,aar , Fadorjuanomts , the prefent Great Duke s Father, 
endeavour’d ro prevent their incurhoos, bycaufingthe Woods to be cut down, 
and by means of a Caufway and a Moar,which he h?d caus'd ro be drawn a hun¬ 
dred leagues together to hinder their entrance into his Country : but they never 
refted till they had pull'd down one, and fill’d the other; fo that, to keep them „ ^. 

at home, the Great Duke is oblig’d from time to time, tofufter thefe Embaflies, 
the defign whereof is only to get Prefents,whereof the expence would not t rou¬ 
ble the Great Duke, if they would keep the Barbarians quiet, but they continue 
in peace but till they perceive they can make any advantage of the breach of it. 

The 1 6 . we had Audience, in order to out departure, to which we were con- The Ambaffa- . 
drifted with the fame Pomp and Ceremonies as to the firft , fave that by re*Ton dm h ™!^ 
of the Ice and Snow, which hinder Great Lords to makeufe of Horfes, they fent 
ns two fumptuous Sledges, whereof one was tin d with a Crimfon water d Satin, 
the other, with Damask of the fame colour. There were within them fome white 
Bears-skins, and over head rich Turky Tapiftry, to ferve for a covering. The 
Buckles of the Harnefs were covet’d of all fideswithFox-tailes,vvhich is the 
richefi Ornament, that the Great Lords, nay indeed, the Great Duke htmfelf, 
can make ufe of. The Prifiafs had each his Sledge, and went on the right hand 
of the AmbafTadors. Ac our alighting, we were receiv’d by two Bojares^zltzt 
the accuftomed manner. As foon as the Ambaffadors were come into the Great 
Duke’s prefence , and that the Chancellor had given him an account of their 
health, a fear was brought, and they were intreated to fit down. Whereupon 
the Chancellor faid, The Croud Seigneur , Czaar , and Great Duke, Michael 
Fcederouits, Conservator of all the Ruffes, tells you the Lords Ambafiadots, 
that his Highnefs, Duke Frederick* of Holfietn, having fent yon to his Cuaanck. 

Majefiy with the Letters which he hath received, he hath, upon yout intreaty, 

Caus’d your propoficions to be communicated unto and examined by his Bojares 
andCounfellorS , Krtez, Boris Michaelouits Lukou>FafiU Juanouits Strenoti ; zn<l 
the Dumrni Diakan , Juan Tarajfouits, and Juan Gauaremw-, upon which an lides 
are agreed to a Treaty which you have fign’d. His Majefty hath alfo received the 
Letters you brought him from John-G earge t Eleftor of Saxony , the contents 
whereof he hath alfo conftdered. You (ball immediately receive his Majeftie 
anfwer, both to Duke Frederick ,, of Holftein , and to th® Eleftor John-G gorge. 

Whereupon he deliver’d them the Letters before the Great'Duke s o hair, ana 
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£ Ambaffadors having receiv'd them with, much refpeft, the Great Duke laid, 
Hhc/i the Ambaffadors ft)all have arnv d at the Court.of the moft Serene Tohn- 
George, Eltftor of Saxony, and his Highnejf ?, Duke Frederick of Holftein, they mil 
falute them from me. Which done, they were cold by the Chancellor, that his 
Majeffy was pleas'd to grant the Ambaffadors, and Gentlemen, and Officers of 
their retinue, the favour of killing his hand once more. 

That done, they told us, we (Would have meat fern from the Great Duke’s 
own Table. The Ambafladors gave the 0-«4*rthanks for all the favours they had 
receiv’d from him, wifhtng his Majetty long life and a happy Government, 
and, to the whole houfe of the C^aar, all profperity. Having taken their leaves, 
they return’d to their quarters. About an hour after the meat from the Great 
Duke’s Table was brought, in forty fix ditties, moft fifh, boil’d, broil’d,and frv’d 
in Oyl, fome Sailers and Pattry ; but noflefh,by reafon of the Faft which the 
Muscovites very rigoroufly obferve before Chritttnas. Knez, Juan Wolf, came 
along with them , to treat us, with the fame Ceremonies as we were treated 
with at our firft publick audience. After Dinner, we were vifited by the Groom 
of the Stables, the But ler, and the Ponrveyer, who came to demand their Pre- 
fents. The Knez., the Groom , and the Butler, hid each of them a drinkin® Cup 
of Vermilion-gilt. The reft, who were about fixtecn , had bettow’d a°moDg 
them 32.Roubles,which amount toabom 6 4. French Crowns. 

The next day, the two Priftafs , accompany’d by their Interpreters John 
Helmes, and Andrew Angler, of whom rhe former had ferv’d us in our Negotia¬ 
tion, with the Great Duke and rhe Bojares, the other, in our private affairs,°came 
to ask us how many Horfes we fhould ttand in need of for our return. We de¬ 
manded So. and prerented each of them with a large drinking Cup, of Vermi¬ 
lion-gilt. We did the like to the Chief Secretary of the Chancery, and fome 
of the great Lords. 

The 21. Our Priftafs ptefented to us another Prlflaf , named Booidan 
Twgeuns Gom.’dof , who had orders to conduftus to the Frontiers or Sue 


The next day were brought us the Horfes appointed for our journey, and at 
the fame time came, wirh one of our Priftafs, the Lord Treafurer’s Secretary, ac¬ 
company’d by 12. Mufcovites, loaden with Martins skins, to be prefen red, from 
the Great Duke, to the Ambaffadors, and thole of their retinue. The Ambaffa¬ 
dors had for their (hares eleven Zimmers (every Zimmer makes twenty pairl 
of the bett kind of Sables; The Officers, Gentlemen, Pages, Harbinger, the 
Clerk of the Kitchin, and the Matter of thfc Wagons, had each a Zimme’r of 
Martins skins. The rett had fome two, fome but one pair- We gave the Secre¬ 
tary a drinking Cup, of Vermilion-gilt , and to the reft 30. Crowns. The Great 
Duke fent alfo to tell us, that if we would make a little longer ftay at Mofcou , 
by reafon of the approaching Feftivals of G hriftmas, and the cold weather,which 
indeed was to extremity, he fhould take it kindly, and, though we had our dif- 
patches, yet (Would we be furnittv’d with the ordinary provifions; but the de¬ 
fire we had to return into Germany would nor permit us to accept of his fa¬ 
vour, fo that we put all things in readineffe for our journey. To that end, we 
bought Sledges, that vve might travel with more convenience; they (landing us 
in but three or four Crowns apiece. But in regard we were to travel inco Per- 
/rf, having obtain’d the Great Dukes permiffion to do it, it was thought fit, that 
MichaelCordes, with fix other perfonsof our retinue, (Would be fent to Nifa, 
which is a hundred Leagues from Mofcou, there to order rhe building of fuch 
fbips as we (Would ftand in need of, as well upon the River Wolga, as the Caf - 
p tan Sea. 

Decemh. 24. Was the day of our departure from Mofcou , in order to our re¬ 
turn. The two Priftafs came about noon, accompany’d by a certain number of 
Musketeers, who had brought with them thofe two Sledges, which we had 
Slade ufe of at our laft audience, and condufted us in very good order a quarter 
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of a League from the Citie j where we took leave of them,as aifo of thole friends 
who had brought us fo far on our way. 

That day, and the night following,we made 90. Werfles, or eighteen German 
Leagues,to a Village named Klin, where the next day we had a Sermon , it being 
Chriftmas day. In the afternoon, we parted thence, and kept on our way all 
night, fo that the next day in the morning, LecemL 2 6. we arriv’d at 7 #*re,where 
we took frefh Horfes, with which departing dm night, we came the next day to 
Tarfockj Four dayes after, viz. Decemk 31. which was the 7 11 after our depar¬ 
ture from Mofcott, we came to the Citie of Novorogod, which is diftanr from, the 
other 120. German Leagues. Whidrts not to be much wondred at, for that 
Atufcovy is a plain Count rey , and during the cold weather, many times the Hor¬ 
fes travel upon the Snow ten or twelve German Leagues together without ever 
drawing' bit. 

January 1. 1635. After Prayers and Sermon, we left Novorogod, and got for¬ 
wards 3d. We rites, or Ceven Leagues , to Mokriz.a. The 2. we came to Tuerin, 
fix Leagues and a half. The 3. toOr/Lv, fix Leagues; the 4. to Sariz,a, 8.Leagues; 
and the night following we made four Leagues, to LUUnhagen, belonging to 
Dame Mary Step, the Relid cf John Muller^ who, living, had been Agent from 
Sttedettyin Mufcovy. We were very well treated there ;and the next day we got 
feven Leagues, and came to Narva. 

The 6 . We fent away our baggage. The Ambaffadors follow’d the next day, 
and three dayes after, viz,, the t o. we came to Reu'el , whence we ftirr’d not for 
the fpace of three weeks. But confiderjng at laft, that the Baltick. Sea was not 
Navigable that time of the year, and being withal] unwilling to Hay there the 
reft of the Winter, we conceiv'd it would be our beftcourfe to be gone thence 
with the foonefi, and to profecute our journey by Land, through Prufsia,Pome¬ 
rania, and MeckUnlottrg. 

The Ambaffadors left Ruel Jan. 30. having tabled molt of their retinue with 
M f . Henry Kofen , and with a retinue of ten perfons, took their way to Riga. 

The two firit nights we pafs’d over at Kegel , a houfe belonging to John Muller, 

Coun fell our of the Citie of Reuil, my Father-in-law ; where we were very well 
entertain’d. 

February 2. We camz to Parnau, at which place God was pleafed to favour 
me with a great deliverance, which was thus* difeharging their Canon at oet 
entrance, the Tampio:., which they had forgotten to cake out of one of thc^ie- 
ces, pafs’d very neer me, and firuck again!! the Wall of the Citie Gate $ where 
it broke, the fplimers of it flying abour my head with fm.h violence, that, being 
fiunn’d thereby, it was half an hour ere I recover’d my felf. 

The Cirie of Parnau is but a fmall one, but hath a good Caftle, built of wood, 
and after the Mufcovlan fortification; to which the Houfes, the Gates, and the 
Churches are fuitable. It is feated upon the little River of Parnau or Parnou, 
which gives it the name, and which rifingouc of the great Foreff neer the little 
River Beca and the Caftle of Weiffexftein, and receiving in its paffage the waters 
of the Rivers Fela & Pernkeia , difembogues it felf into fbe Baltickjtt, neer this 
Citie, which is divided into two parts, the Old and the New. ’Tis numbred 2- 
mongrhe HanfeatickTowns, though it hath not is a manner any ocher Com¬ 
merce rhan that of Wheat. Eric, K. of Sueden, took it from the Poles, in the 
year 1562. but they recovered ic again, by 11 ratageme,in the year 1565. The 
Mufcovites became Mailers of ic July 9.157 5. but it was re-united to the Crown 
of Poland, with the red of Livonia,' by the Treaty of Peace made between than 
Crown and the Great Duke. In the year 1617, the took it, and hate 
kept it ever fince. 

We met there with the Countefle Dowager La Tour, named Magdalene , of the 
honfeof Horded in aiufiria. The Ambaffadors fent me, with two more of our 
retinue, to Complement her, and to make profers of fervxce ro her in them 
names, Shetook it fo kindly, that not content tomakeus drink hisHighneffe's 
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health three times over, fheiorc’d us to cake the bowls out of her own hands, 
and in the mean time enrertain’d us with much excellent difeourfe, in com¬ 
mendation of his Highnefie and chat Embafly; as alfo concerning the manners 
and Religion of the Mufcovites , with a fwcetnefle and gravity which cannot 
well be exprels’d. She would needs have the young Counts, Chrifllan, and Hen¬ 
ry j her fons, go to the Inn where the Ambaffadors were Lodg’d, to Complement 
them ; which the young Lords perform’d handfomly ; and to heighten their ci¬ 
vility, they alfo (fay’d Supper with them. 

The next day,theCouncefle fent us all manner of Provifions,and Letters, for 
Count Mathew Henry de la Tour, her father-in-law. She fent alfo to defire the 
Ambaffadors to recommend her fons to hts Highneffe, and to affine him of their 
Cervices, when they fliould be of an age, and in a capacity do him any. As we 
were getting on horf-back, our Hoff fhew’d himfelf an honeit man , and refus’d 
to take our money, telling us, the Countefle had fent in moll of the Provisions 
for the Ambaffadors Supper, and that the reft was not worth the reckoning: fo 
that to requite his fincemy we gave him twenty Crowns. Bur we were not 
got a League off the Citie,ere we were overtaken by a man he had fent, to return 
us our money, and to tellus thcPrefent was too ftnall*in requital of the trouble 
we had given him. We fent back out Harbinger, with the Mcffenger, who gave 
the Holt twelve Crowns more, wherewith he feem’d to be fatisfy’d. 

The 6. We enter’d Riga. The next day , theGovernour vifited the Ambsffa- 
dors) and the 10. he made a great Feafl for them,to which he invited the chiefeft 
of the Citie. Some dayes following were alfo fpenrin Feaffing, among fome 
or other of our friends. 

Felr. 13. The Ambaffadors left Riga , having in their Company a cerrain Am- 
bafladoc of Trance, who was called Charles de Taller and, and afl'ura’d the quality of 
Marqueffe of Exiducd, Prince of Chalah, Count of Grignol , B non of Mariieil 
and Bos faille, Lewis Tin- King of France and Navarre, had fent him with James 
Roujfel upon an Embaffy into Turkey and Mufcovy. But Roujfel, his Collegue, 
had done him fuch ill Offices with the Pacriarch/that the Greac Duke fent him 
to Siberia, where he continu'd three years a prifoner j till fuch time,as, the ma¬ 
lice and artifices of Roujfel, who endeavour’d nothing fo much as ro inflame the 
differences between the Princes, being di["cover'd, he was fee at liberty, after the 
Patriarch's death. During his reffrainr, his diverfion had been to learn by heart 
the Tour firft books of Virgil 's jEneids, which he had, as they fay, ad unguent. 
He was a perfon of an excellent good humour, aged about 3 6 . years. 

We took our way through four land, and came the 4. about noon to Mittau, 
This little Cute is fituated in that part of Corn-land, which is called Semgalles, 
fix leagues from Riga , and ic is the place where the Duke ordinarily retides. 
The Dutchy of Cou/fard was fometime part of Livonia, from which it is divided 
by the River XW.-bur all this Province having been miferably ruin’d by the 
Suedes andALufcovites, and the Archbifbop of Riga and the Mailer of the Teuto - 
aiV^Order having Submitted to the Crown of Poland, with all they were ftill 
poftefs’d of th<zTt ySigifmond AuguJhtiflR,of Poland,rais'd C our land to a Duchy, and 
gave It to Godard Keiler,ofJVeJJe/rot ,lzfi Mailer of the Tctttomck, Order in' Livonia, 
to beheld immediately from* the Crown of Poland. Godard May 17.1587. 
leaving, bv Anne, the Daughter of Albert T>m\c of Meklenhourg, two fons, Ere- 
denck^, who died without ilfue, and H')lltam ,\\ho fucceeded his brother in the 
Dutchy of C our land. This William having been difpoffefs’d by Sigifmond III. 
apd the States of Poland, vtis forc’d to live in Exile, till that, upon the media- 
ti*>n_of feveral ftrangerPrinces, hewas re-eflablifh’d in the year 1619. During 
the firll War between Poland and Sueden, the Citie of Mittau was taken by the 
Suedes, who fo r rifl'd it, and reftord it not to the Duke of C our land, till oblig’d 
thereto by a Cieflation agreed on between thofe two Crpwns, in the year j 6 ip. 
Jams,f}P"i Uiam's fort") who now hath the Dutchy, and a (fumes the quality of" 
Duke of Courland, Livonia and Semgalles, is married to Loiilfe• Charlotte, Daugh - 
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ter to George-william, hledtor of Brtitedcnbourg , and Elizabeth-Cbarlotte t of 
Baviere, It is not looge firrce, that this Duke of Cdurtaxd , having difparch’d 
a Gentleman Eor Mofcott , to manage fome affairs there, the Weyuode of Tlejlau 
would not give him paflage, and Cent him word, that Court and being dependent 
on the Crown of Poland, could not have particular Agents and Mi oilier s, but 
was to negotiate his Affairs by means of the Ambaflador, which the King his 
Mailer had at Mufcovy. But this Prince hath been fo fortunate, as, fince this 
laftWar, to obtain the neutrality of all the neighbouring Princes, fothat it 
is very likely, the Treaty to be agreed on between them will befuch,.as that he 
fhall have no dependence on any of them. 

At night we came to a Village, called Doblen , three leagues from Mtttatt, 
The Inn-keeper, who took us for Souldiers or Gypfies that were in dill refs 
for Lodging, made fome difficulty to ler us into his houfe: but at lift he was per* 
fwaded, and lodg’d us. All we had to Ripper, was, hard Cheefe , very brown 
Bread, and four Beer. 

The 15. we traveled 7. leagues and came to Bador, in Poland where an antient 
Gentleman,who hadfometime been a Captain of horfe, named JohnAmbod } \adg’d 
us, and treated us extremely well s efpecialiy with all forts ot drinks, as Lithu¬ 
anian Hydromel, excellent Sack, and good Beer, which made us fpend fome 
part ofthe night in eatowfing •, the Wine having the vertue of contrafting a 
great friendfiiip between the Ambaffedors and him. The next day he gave us a 
very fumpruous entertainment,and thedivertifement of Timbrells; and, that 
all might be compleat, in the treatment, he would needs bring in histwo 
Daughters, whom we bad not feen the night before. Healfo prefenred the 
Ambafladors, one with a Fire-lock, the other with a Sword: and the Ambafl*- 
dors gave him each of them a fair Watch. This breakfaft, which 1 ailed till the 
afternoon, hindredusfo , that we could get but four leagues that day, to Haf- 
hoff, where we went to bed fupperlefs. The 18. wetravell d fix leagues, to a 
Village Called JVatz.au. 

The 1 p. we came toMemel, fix leagues from JPaUau. ’Tis a pleafanc little 
Town at the entrance of. the Gulf called the Courifhaf, or LakeofCW 7 k»rf. 
The CJutlanders , in their Jargon , call this Town Clefyeda, and Cromer ns , in 
hisHiftory of Boland, calls it Troyes. The Cable belonging to it is pleafanc, 
and well fortify’d, and its Haven very commodious. The River Tange com¬ 
pares it round , and not far thence falls into the Gulf. It was built in the year 
1150. and was at that time pare of the revenue of Livonia. The Friers of the 
Order of Livonia , in the year t 528. fold this City to the Mailer ofthe Order 
of Prulsia , and it is with that Dutchy that is come to theEle&or of Branden¬ 
burg, who hath been pofTefs’dofit, ever fince the Suedes reftor’d it, by ver¬ 
tue of a ceflacion of 26. years, which France got concluded, in the year 1635. 
between the Crowns of Poland, and Sue,den. The 20. we got upon the Haf , or 
Golf of Cnrland , and din’d that day at Suekziet, three leagues from Memsly and 
lodg’d at Bttlcapen fi ve leagues from the faid MimeI. 

The 21. we traveled 8. leagues, and came to Kcmngsberg , where, the fnow 
beginning to fail ns , we were forc’d to quit our Sledges. This City, called by 
thePolanders Krolefski, is feared upon the River Pregel, the chiefeft of that 
part of Pntftay which is called the Ducal, becaufe it bath its Duke, or parti¬ 
cular Prince, under the Soveraigmy of the Crown of Poland. ’Tis a produ¬ 
ction of the thirteenth age, in which the Knights of the Teatomck Order built 
it, and named ic Contngsberg, or Royal-mount, in honour of Pnmijlas-Ottocarus, 
King of Bohemia, and in acknowledgement ofthe a (finance he had brought them 
againft the Heathens in thofe parts. It is now much bigger than it was then, in- 
afmuch as, befides thefuburbs, which are very great 1 there was added in the 
year 1300, that part of the City which is called Lebenicht, and m t he year 13 80. 
that of Kniphof, both which have their feveral Magiftrates, both as to policy 
and adminilltation of Juftice. The Palace ows its perfeaion to Gmgc-Frede- 
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rich of Brandtipttrgh, Duke of Pruflia, who built it, about i he later end of t he 
lo 3 5 * laftage. Among other remarkable things, there is a Hall, that hath no pillars,and 

“ ” yet is 574. Geometrical feet in length , and ;p. in breadth ; and a fair Library, 

well furnish’d with abundance of excellent Books; among which,in drawers full 
of B ^oks adorn’d with Silver, is to be feen, that which Albert of Brandenbourg, 
flirt DukeofiV;*/?/*, made and writ with his own hand , for theinftruftion of 
his Son, and government of the Country, after his death. The Umverfity was 
founded by the famePrince, who made it his bufinefs to render this Cicyone 
of the moil confiderable of all the North. The River Pregel > or Chromes, which 
rifes in Lithuania , and falls into the Gulf, called the Frijhaf , a league below the 
City, contributes very much to the improvement of its commerceand the 
City is fo populous, that many times there are fevenor eight families in a 
houfe. They generally fpeak the German language , though there are few Inha¬ 
bitants , but have alfo the Polijh, with thofe of Lithuania and Cour/and. There 
are brought thither, from Poland and Lithuania , Oak for Joyner’s work, Soap- 
afhes, Wax, Honey, Hydromel, Leather, Furrs, Wheat, Rye, Flax, and 
Hemp; and th zSwedijh, Dutch, and Englifh fhips, bring Iron, Lead, Tinn, 
Cloath , Wine, Salt, Butter, Cheefe, &c. We fay nothing here of Pruflia, 
out of a fear of making too great a djgtefiion, and medling with ought relating 
to the Hiftory o£ German }, which hath nothing common with our Traveils; 
but only, chat the Crown of Poland hath quitted all pretenfion of Soveraignty 
over the Dutchy of Pruflia, by the laft treaty it made with his Electoral High- 
nefs of Brandenlourg. 

Elbing. We left Coningsbevg , Feb. 34. and came the next day to Elbing , a City feared 

upon a River of*the fame name, between the Lake of Draufer, and the Frifhaf, 
in the Royal, or Polifli Prupa. It is nor very big, but its ftreets are (freight 
and fpacious; and its fortifications, made by the late King of Sueden, during 
the laft War of Poland, before his entrance into German }, are very regular. If 
he who is Marter of it, were alfo Commander of the Fort of Pilau, which the 
Eleftorof BrandenburgU poffefs’d of, at the entrance of the Frijhaf, it might 
be made a very considerable place for Commerce, 

Dantfig. The 27. we came to D ant fig, where we ft aid 16. or 17. dayes, during which 

time, the Magiftraces treated us with the ordinary Prefents of refrefhmems, 
and the principal Inhabitants gave us feveral noble entertainmenrs.The Polandcrs 
call this place Gdansho, whence comes the modern Latiuewotd Gcdanum. It is 
not very ancient, and yet it cannot be certainly affirm’d whether it was built 
by the Dukes of Pomerania, or by the Danes , fince it feems to have its name 
from the later. It was a long time poffefs’d by the Dukes of Pomerania , and 
afterwards by the Kings of Poland, and by the Mailers of the Teuton! ck. Order in 
Prupa . In the year 1454. it redeem’d it fclf out of fubjeftion to rhe Order, 
and made a voluntary rendition of ir felf to Cafmtr, King of Poland. It is ft- 
ruated in Cajfuba, upon the Viflhla, and Rodamsa , which they fay is the Eri- 
danus of the Amients ( becaufein that place there is found much yellow amber) 
and neer the Moflava, which falls into the Viflula , a quarter of a league below 
the City. But the River is fo (hallow there, that great Ships cannot come up 
to the City. Towards the Weft, it hath feveral mounts of fand, which they 
were forc’d to bring within the fortifications, becaufe they commanded the 
City: though Canon cannot be difcharg’dto any great purpofe, when they 
{hoot point-blank downwards*, and that there would not have been fpace e- 
nough between the mount and the ditch, to put forces in order, and to give an 
affaulr. Towards the South and North, it hath a pleafant Plain 1 and on the 
Eaft, the River, It is welt built, but the ftteets not over-clean. The publick 
Stru&ures are magnificent, and thofe of private perfons very commodious, and 
handfome. On the other fide of the Moflava , lies part of the Suburbs, called 
S chat land, or Scotland, a; large as a pretty little City, but ic depends nor on 
the City of Dantflg, but on the Bifhop of Cnjavia. It hath its feat and fnf- 
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fra^e in the Dims of Poland , even in thole which are called for the election of ^ 
ft*?King. ’Tis one of the four Cities, which have the fuperinrendency of all 1 0 > > 
the Teutonic Aflociacion , or Hanfeatick, Towns, and hath fo many other Pri : 
vileges, that,though it contributes to Poland , and gives the King half the diiries 
raifed there, yet does it in a manDer enjoy an abfolure freedome. There' is fo 
oreat a fcommerce of Wheat in this City, that it is thought, there are fold 
every year above feven hundred and thirty thoufand Tunns, whereof two make 
aLaih The Magiftracy confifts of fourteen Senators and four Burgomafters; 
whereto are to be added theGovernour, appointed by the King ti Poland ,{omz 
Efcheuins, or Sheriffs , for Civil and Criminal Gaufes, and a hundred Coun- 
cellors for affairs of importance. Criminal Caufes are finally judged, without 
admitting any appeal, as alfo Civil, not exceeding a thoufand Livers. It makes 
Statures,and impofes taxes upon the Inhabitants ^ according to the exigencies 
of publick Affairs, withouc ftaying for any fuperiour PermHfion, and regulates 
the exercife of thofe Religions that are permitted by che Laws of the Empire. • 

March 1 6. we left Dantjig > and came the 25. to Stet 1 n , the Chief City of 
Pomerania. It is at 53. degj 27. min. latitude , and jg.d. 45.n1.longitude , 
feared in a very pleafant place, upon thedefcent oi a bill. *1 he River Oder , di¬ 
vides it felf there iDto four branches, whereof that which runs, by the City keeps 
its name (the others taking thofe of Parnits, and the greater arid letter Kegelite) 
and draggles fo,as that to come to the City from Dam- fide, a man mull pals over 
fix bridges, which put together, are, in length, 996. GcrmmtWs, and 24. foot 
broad, and are all joyn’d by a noble Caufey, well paved,^ and having in the midle 
a Royal Fort. The ftrudfuresofic arc beautiful, and^c is excellently well forti¬ 
fy *d efpecially ftnce the Suedes became Maftcrs of it. John-Frederick Duke of Po~ 
merma, in the year 157$. Usd the firft foundations of thefumptuous Palace 
which is there built after the Italian Architeaure,with very noble appartements, 
where, before rhefe laft Warrs, there were worth the feeing, a noble Library , a 
Maguine of Arms, many rarities, and the rich Wardropand Plate of the Dukes 
of Pomerama, ’Tis one of the Hanft°,atickSS owns, and en joyes m any great Privi¬ 
leges, amoh‘> others, that of obliging ftrangers todisburthenintheCity all the 
Merchandifes which pafs through ir, what nature foever they are of; as ilfo that 
the Gentlemen thereabouts cannot build any Caftle or ftrong place anyway 
within three leagues from it; nay, that the Duke? of Pomerania chemfetves can¬ 
not build any Fort upon the CWsr,orthe Same ,or upon the Frtjhaf, bee ween that 
and the Sea.But this advantage is loft by it's cominginto phehandsof the Suedes. 

Mar. 29. being Eafter-day, we came to Roftock^, a City feated on the River Roftoci:. 
jVerrne. in the Dutchy of Meklenbourg, where heretofore lived the people called 
the Marini, Prlbi (las II. thefon of A 7 /V/fft,laft Prince of the Obotmes, incompafs d 
it with a wall , in the year 1160. and made it a City out of the rums of thru of 
JCeJiin, which Henry le Fyon , Duke of 5#tvo/jy,had deliroy d. Its Port is not corn 
modidus in regard Veftels of burthen are forc’d to unload at Warmmmde , two 
leagues below the City, at the mouth ofthe River. TheCityishandfornee- 
nough, having three great Market-places ,27-ftreets, 14. litrlegates,and four 
oreat gates. Its Univeifity is one of rhe moft ant tent in all Germany, and was 
founded, by John and Albert, Coufin-Germans, Dukes of Mecktenbourg , who , . 

together with the Magiftrate, opened it in the year 1419. Among its Proteftors 
are many very great Perfons, of whom one was Albert Cram*,, Re£f or of u intne 
year 1482, This City, having been taken by the Imperialifts, in the year l 62 9 * 
with all the reft ofthe Dutchy oi Meklenbourg, the late Kingof5^*», 

Adolphus, befie’sd it in the year 1631. and took it the i<5.of O&w.the fame year. 

The 20. of March , we left Roftock, , and came the fame day to Wlfmar.

is neer as big as Rofiock,, and itsPprc, which no doubt is one of the beft upon the 

Baltiek.$ei, brings it very great Traffick. Itsficuation, being amidft Fends, and 
upon i he Sea, is very advantageous, and itsCitadel fortify’d with five regular Ba- 
‘ftions,makes it one of the mod confiderable places in all Germany,Adoiphw-Fre- 
derhk^. Duke of Mskienboterg , a n d General Todt,took it,Jan. r 0.163a,from Colo¬ 
nel Gramma ,who had the command of it,for the D.ofFV;rfA?W;ever fince which 
time the Suedes have kept it,as one of the molt precious jewels of their Crown. 

The laft of Afarch,we came to the Caftle of Schonberg ,belonging to the Duke of 
Mektenl>9urg,'Nhzsz fome friends of onr Camerade,JoAi» Albert de Mandelfio,recti- 
ved us , aDd treated us very nobly. For my part,l am particularly obli'gd to ac¬ 
knowledge their kindnefs,for,being cafually fhot in the arm with a piftol by one 
of our company, I was forc'd to flay there two or three dayes,during which time 
I received very great civilities from them. 

Apr. 1. the Ambafladors left Schon berg , but M. Ada tide/fo and my felf flay'd 
two dayes after them, and the third of April overtook them at Lubeck. This 
City is fo well known, that I need not give any particular defeription of 
it, after fo many other Authors that have written of it. Only I fbail fay, 
that it is fituated between the Rivers of Trane and Wagenits , at 28. d. 20. m- 
latitude, and at 54.d.48. m. longitude, two leagues from the Ba!tick. Sea. 
Thofe who have chiefly contributed to the building of it, were , Adolphus II. 
Count of Holfiein , Henry le Lion , Duke of Saxony , and Henry Bifhop of Al- 
denbourg. The Emperor Frederick^ I. reunited it to the Empire, and Frederick, 
11 . hisGrand-Son, gave it fome of thofe Privileges, which it enjoyes to this 
day. It lies in the Wagrla, at the entrance of the Country of Holfiein , and 
is very well fortify'd, according to the modern fortification, having, befidej 
the other advantages which it hath equally with the other Imperial Towns j 
that of the overfight of the 7 eutonick. Atfociation, whereof all the Archive 
arc kept in the Guild-hall of this City. How confiderable it is in the Empire, 
maybe judg'd by the contributions it paies towards the charges of the journey 
to Rome, which amount to n. horfemen, and 177. foot, and, reduc’d to money, 
j to i pgo. Livers, a moneth. As for its rank at the Diets , it hath a place alter* ■ 
j natively with the City of Wormes. In this City,the Peace between the Emperor 
Ferdinand 11. and £ 7 ) j ifiian IV. King oi Denmark., was concluded, in the year 
16ap. TheBifhoprickof Wagria, which was transferr’d from Aldenbourgt o 
this City, is now poffefs’d by John, Duke of Holfiein, brother to Frederick., 
Duke of Holfiein, Who lives at Ottin. Here alfo I efcaped another great misfor¬ 
tune ; as I alighted off my horfe, I fell upon my wounded arm, but ere I could 
get up again, Adandeljld 1 s horfe, which was furious and skittifti, ftarting therear, 
flood up on his hinder feet, and very narrowly mifs’d my head with his fore-feet, 
We travel I’d on,in the afternoon,and came that night to an Inn in the fuburbs of 
Arnsbock ..This 1 i11le City, lying in VVagria, between Labeck^Zi Pretz., belonged 
heretofore to the Carthufians ; but now it is poffefs’d by Joachim Emefi , Duke of 
Holfiein, by the branch of Sonderborg, who is married to Dorothea Augufia , onr 
Prince’s Siller. Upon which accompt it was that he fent a Coach and fix horfes 
to bring us to the Caftle,where the Ambafladors and fome of their retinue Topp’d 
at his own Table, and lay there the night following. 

The next day we broke our fall at the Caftle, which done, we were brought in 
the Duke’s Coach to our Inn, whence we continued our journey, and got the 
fame day to Pretz ,, where there is a very rich and fumptuous Monaftery of young 
Ladies Nobly defeended, who are maintain'd there, till they leave the place to 
embrace'! married life, 

i April 6. about noon, we came to Kiel ,a City fituated upon tb tBaltick^ Sea,and 
famous for a Fair kept there yearly a tTwelf- tide,which brings thither all the No¬ 
bility about the Country, and a very great number of Merchants.We got the fame 
night to Gottorp, for which we are to give Almighty God our humble thanks; and 
the next day, the Ambafladors made 1 report of their negotiation. And fo much 
by way of accompt of outfirft Voyage into Mufcovy. THE 
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The fecond Book. 


Is Highneife had no fooner underftood,that the Great Duke j 6 i e, 
of M.ufcovy had permitted hie Ambaffadors to paffe through’ L . 

his Countrey, to go into Per fa , but all his thoughts were the fecond fo)- 
bufied about the profecution of t he fecond Voyage, whereof age, 
the expence was incredible, which he gives order for, cau- 
Gngall neceffary preparations to be made, and prefems to 
be fought out worthy fo great aMonareh. 

He alfo augmented the Ambaffadors retinue, and order¬ 
ed, that, till the time of their departure, the Gentlemen, Officers, and Ser¬ 
vants, floould be entertain'd at Hamboromh , at the houfe of OnonBrugmm , one 
of the Ambaffadors *, whciethey were very well treated, every one according to 
his condition and quality, the Trumpet alwaies founding when the meat was 
carried up, which was alfo done all along the Voyage. 

The retinue confi lied of a Mardbal, or Steward, a Secretary of the Embaffy, , - 

four Gentlemen of the Chamber, and eight other Gentlemen for ordinary at- retinue, 

tendance, among whom were the Minifter and Interpreter, four Pages of the 
Chamber, four other Pages, four Grooms of the Chamber, four Muficians, a 
Comroler, a Harbinger, two Sumpter-men, an Overfeer of the Servants , 
twoTtumpetters, two Watch-makers , eight Halbaldiers , who were of fc- 
veril profeffions, as Bakers, Shoe-mafters, Taylors, Smiths, Sadlers, 8cc. 
tenLaqueys, a Clark for the Kitchin , with two Head-cooks and one Uoder- 

F cook. 
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cook, a Mafter of the Waggons and his Servant , ten Servants belonging to 
the Gentlemen, an Interpreter for the Mttfcovian Language, another forthe 
Perfian, and a third for the Turkish. The Sumpcer-men, the Muficians, and 
theTrumpctrers had alfo their boics, eight in number, befides twelve other 
perfons for the ordering of things belonging to the Ship, and ?o.SouIdiers , 
and four AAafeovian Officers j with their Servants, whom we entertain'd into 
onrfervice in Mnfcovy,mih the Great Duke's permiflion. 

All Summer and fome part of Autumn, were fpent in preparation for this 
Voyage, iDfomuch that we could not get from Hamlorottgh , till the 21. of 
OEiober 1635* The ® 4 * § oc co where we ftaid two dayes, during 

which, our Baggage, and Horfes, which were 12. were embark’d at 7W- 
mHr.de. The S7.ijve follow'd, and Went aboard about noon,wkh all our people, 
into a new Ship j that had never been at Sea before. The wind ferv’d as well as 
could be wifh'd, to get out of the Harbour, and yet we met with fuch a Itrong 
current of water, that we could not avoid falling foul on two great Ships than 
were in the Port, between which we were fo incangled, that we could notin 
three hours-difengage our felves. Which many among us took for an ill omen 
of the misfortune that happen’d to us fome few dales after. 

Off. 28. about five in the morning, after prayers faid, we fee fail with a 
Well-South-Weft wind, which growing higher at noon, was at night heighc- 
ned ro a dreadful Tempell, It continu’d all night, during which, weditco- 
ver'd, that our Mariners were as raw as-the Ship was new, which had never 
feenthe Sea rill -.hat time; and it was opr continual fear that the Maft would 
flip out of its place, in as much as, the-fopes,'being new, ftretch’d fo ,'that they 
feem’d not to have any hold of it. 

The 29. we found our felves to be opthe Coafts of Denmark .which our Cap¬ 
tain took for the Ifle of Bornholm , and weperceived , that we had direfted our 
courfe ftreigbe towards the Country of Schonen\ fo that if we had not at the 
break of day, difeover’d Land, and found we’ were at 4. fathom water, which 
foon oblig'd us to alter our courfe, there had been an end of bothusandour 
Ship. About 9. of the clock we difeover’d the I fi and of Bornholm , and, the 
wind being fair, made all the fail we could. But about ten at night, when 
we thought out felves molt fecme,and made accompt to reft our felves after the 
precedent night’s toil, even, while Brugman , one of the Ambafiadors, was 
charging rhe Mailer’s Mate to be carefull ,°and the other anfwer’d, there was no 
danger» fince we had Sea-room enough, the Ship , being then under all the fait 
fhe could make, ftruck againft a Rock which was cover’d by the water. The 
fhock made fuch a horrible noife, that it made all ftart up. The amazement 
we were in furpris'd us fo , that there was doc any one but might ealily be per- 
fwaded, that the end of both his Voyage and life were neerathand. 

At firft we knew not where we were, and in regard the Moon was but newly 
chang’d, the night was fo dark, that we could not fee two paces ftom us. We 
put our Lantern at the Caftle, and caus’d fome Muskets to be difeharg’d, to fee 
if t here were any help to be had neer us. But nobody made anfwer, and the 
Ship beginning to ly on one fide, ouraffii&ion began to cum into defpair; fo 
that moft call themfelves on their knees, begging of God, with horrid cries, 
that be would fend them that relief which they could not expeft fcom men. 

The Matter himfelf wept moft bitterly, and would medle no further with the 
conduft oftheShip. The Phyfician and myfelf were fitting one clofe by the 
other, with a defign to embrace one another, and to die together, as old and 
faithful friends, in cafe we fhould be wrack’d, Others took "leave one of ano¬ 
ther, or made vows to God, which they afterwards fo Religiputly kept, that 
coming to Remil , they made up 3 portion for a Poor, but Vertuous, Mayd, who 
was married there. The Ambaffador Crujius’s Son mov’d moft companion. He 
was but 12, years of age, and he had caft himfelf upon the ground , importu¬ 
ning Heaven with inceffant cries and lamentations, and faying, Son of David have 

mercy 
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mercy on me\ whereto the Minister added, Lyd, it thou wilt not hear ns, be g 
pleas’d to hear this Child, and confider the innocence of his age. $t I aft God \ )■ 
was fo gracious as to preferve us, though the fhip^llruck feyeral times, with 
great violence, againft the Rock. . ■ 

About one in the morning,* we fawfire, whence we inferr d,that-we were 
not far from Land. The AmbaiUdora commanded the Boat to be call out, wit h 
delign to get into it, with each of them a Servant, and to go freight rowards 
the tire , to fee if there were^my means to fave the reit: but no fooDec had they 
thrown in two Cabinets,in which were the Credential Letters arid fome jewels, 
ere it was full of water, which had almoft occafion’d the lofs of two of our peo¬ 
ple, whobadlept Aril into it, thinkingto faverhemCeWes; in fo much that 
they had much ado to get into the Ship ere the Boat funk, j£/e were forc’d cb 
continue there the reft of that night, expecting to fee a period of that danger. 

At break of day we difcover’d the Kleof Oeland , and faw the ruins of a 
Datiijk Ship , which had been call away thereabouts a moneth before. The 
wind being fomewhat abated, two Fifher-men of the Ifle came aboard ut, and 
Landed the Ambali'adors, having a very confiderable reward for their pains, and 
after them, fome of their retinue. * , , 

About noon, we found the two Cabinets, and when the Sea was a little 
calm’d, many people of the lfle came in to our relief, to get off our Ship from 
-amoDg thofe Rocks '* but with this misfortun?, that as they would have let 
down the Anchor, which they had carried in the Boat about a hundred paces 
from the Ship, the Boat over-rnrn d , fo that thofe in it were cofsM into the 
Sea, Our Mailers mare went immediately with one of the Ifle boats to their 
relief; and in regard, as they were over-turn’d, fome caught hold of the Boar, 
others of an Oar, or fomewhat elfe ,. as alfo that the Wine they had drunk a 
little before, had fomewhat heightned their Courage, we had the time to fend 
twicetothem, and tofave all but our Carpenter, who was loll for want of 
having faften’d on fomewhat that might have kept him above water. 

"While they were getting off our Ship , thewarers increasdfo, as that the 
wind, coming to the North-Well, made our pafTage thence into the Sea the 
eafier. Whither vvewere no fooner gotten, but the wind turn'd again to 
South-Well, and brought us fafely through the freight of Calmer , which is fo The freight if 
much the more dangerousiin that feafon of the year, in as much as the Sea there* 1 mer ‘ 
abouts is full of Rocks, and that even in the Summer time, it is ill (ailing there 
by reafon of the banks of Sand. The Ship flay’d for the AmbaBadors, at 
Calmer , whither they got by Land, upon the firft of November^ and came noVEMB, 
aboard neeran old ruin’d fort, called Ter fiat. 

Being come ro Calmer , we Tent back a Page and a Lacquey to Getter?, to get 
other Credentials, the Sea-water having fpoil’d thofe we had at firft. It was 
there alfo taken into confiderarion, whether it were not our bell courfe to take 
our way by Land, through Stteden , or profccute our Voyage by Sea. The 
latter was refolv’d on j and that we might do it with the leffe danger , we laid 
out for a skilfull Mailer for the Balttck ,^^; but there being none to be had, 
we took only two Pilots , who conducted us half a League through the Sand 

banks, till we were got into the main Sea. 

The 3. we continu'd our courfe", and pafs’d by a Rock called, tb tSjtedijb 
Lady, which we left on the lar* board, From Calmer thither are accounted eigne 

About noon, We fpi’d theCaftle of Bornholm , in the Ifle of ^ 

redoubled thepointof the Ifle, with fuch^Tempeft from the North-Eaft, 
that the fore-part of the Ship was more under water than above it, and ever and 
anon cur fails were wafti’d by the Waves. . . 

Another misfortune was, that our Pump was out of order, in fo much that 
tiilit could be made to do its Office, all the Kettles and other Veffels were 
little enough to empty out the water. This trouble lafted till the next day at

j £ y * noon , with fo much danger to us, chat if the wind had not chang’d, it would 

-have been impoflible for us to efeipe fhipwraek, But the wind being fome- 

whac better for us than iejiad been , we kept on our courfe, and came to wards 
night in fight of Gotland. 

' The i(lt of The Ifle of Gotland if oppofite to the Province of Scandinavia , or Schonen 9 
Gotland. which hath alfo the fame name given it, at 58.degr. of Latitude. It is in length 
18. German Leagues ; in breadth, between three and four. The Country is 
full of Rocks,' Fir re-Trees, and Juniper-free^ having Eaft-wards, many 
co turn odious Havens ; ks thofe of Ofiergaar y Slejdafy Smdmg y M^ruig y and 
Heiligolm. Ofiergaar is aftnall Hie Handing at an equal diHance from the two 
points of the great one, with a convenient Harbour, for thofe who can avoid 
the S.md-banks, %hich thereabout* reach out a good way into the Sea, Sleidaf 
is higher towards the North, than Ofiergaar , and hath a fafe Harbour agiinft all 
winds, the Ships lying under the fheher of four little Ifles, or racher mounts 
of Sand, which break the violence of the Waves, There's but one Town in all 
the Iflaftd; but there are above 500. Farms, and the Churches are built with¬ 
in a League diftance one of another, as they are in the Ifle of Oeland , fo chat 
the Steeples give a great direction to the Ships that fail that way. The Inhabi¬ 
tants are Danes, and thelfland was fnbjcft to the King of Denmark,, till that 
after a tedious War it fubmittpd to the Crown of Sweden , to which itpaies 
annually 100. lafts of pitch. Ml their Traffick lies in Cattel, and Wood, 
for building and fire , and thence the beftdeal Boards come. I would needs, 
with Come other Camerades, go and fee the Town of Wisty. It is built on the 
’• defcenc of a Rock, upon^rhe Sea fide, encompafs’d with a good Wall, and 

fortify’d with fome battions. The ruins of 14. Churches , and feveral Houfe*, 
Gates, and Walls, of Free-ftoneand Marble, which we obferv’d there, argue 
It hath been bigger than it now is. It is faid , that the foundations of it were 
- laid, about the end of the eighth Age, and that it hath been fince fo populous, 

that it had 12000. Inhabitants, for the molt part Merchants, not accounting 
the Danes , Suedes, Vandals , Saxons , Mufcovites , Jews, Greeks, Pruffians, Poles , 
and Livonians , who traded thither. There, they fay, were made the firli Orders 
concerning maritime affairs, which Lubeck ^, and the other Hanfeatickju ities ftill 
make ufe of ; But now the Port is quite loft, fo as that Ships cannot get into 
it, w 

The 5. The wind became more boifterous than before, fothat theVeffel, 
at every great Sea, was all under water. About 10. at night, we founded, at 
12. fathom; whereupon we chang’d our courfe , and got into the main Sea, 
for fear of running again ft the Land, which if we had , we mall needs have been 
caft away. 

The 6 . we met a Holland Veffel , which dtre&ed us cowards tfie Hie of 
tageroort. Tageroort, whither we came at night; but, the fame night, we were again forc’d 
into the main Sea. 

The 7. at noon, we were upon the point of Tageroort ; but the Matters mate 
was miftaken , who, thinking the wind would have carried us North-ward, 
Oergenfholm. won ^ perfwade us it was Oetgenfholm, and upon that preemption, imprudently 
Honde filing, engag’d himfelf in a mod dangerous pall age, called the Hondejhuig. He was noc 
convinc’d of his error, till he faw the Church-Steeple $ fo that we were forc’d 
to return into the main, with greater hazard than we had run, at our entrance 
into that paffagev That day , we met a bark, which had loft its courfe; fo that 
underftanding we intended for Reuel, fhe follow’d us a while, but at night left 
us, and caft Anchor before Tageroort, and, as we heard fince, came fafely the 
next day to Reuel. All the afternoon we loft not fight of the coafts of Livonia, 
Nargai and at night were within a League of the Ifle of Narga , which is at the entrance 

Of the Haven of Reuel Our Matter atyl his mate, would neither go into > nor 
anchor before Tageroort, cfaoofing rather the main Sea, though in a great Tem- 
peft, which kept us id aftion all that night, and took away our Main-matt, 

which 
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which was foon follow’d by the Mizcn, and the fore-cattle , and it was no leffe 
than a miracle, that our Gompafie was left us, without which it had been im- 
pofftblefor us to have kept on our intended courfe. 

The 8. we perceiv’d that we had pafs’d the Haven of and, about ten, 

the breather became fofoul, thatitfeem’d rather an Earth-quake, thatlhould 
turn the World upfide down, than aftorm. Our danger and fears encreas’d, 
till threes in the afternoon, that one of the Sea-men, having got up into the 
fcuttle of the fprir-fail, cold us, he difeover’d Holland. We got thither by 7. at 
night,and caft Anchor at 19. fathom water. There we flay’d the 9. and refclv’d, 
that chence-forward , Prayers fhould be faid twice a day, to give God thanks 
for our deliver ante-the day before, from a danger we could not have avoided, 
otherwife than by pafling amon“ the Rocks upon thecoafts of Finland , as 1 we 
mufl have refolv’d to do, if we had not difeover’d that Ifland. The Ambaffadors 
went afhore, toobfervethefltuation of the Country, andrefrelhthemfelves^ 

At night it was confider’d , whether we fhould continue our Voyage by Sea to 
Narva, or return to Rem l ; but the diverfity of Opinions was fuch, that 
■Dotbingwas refolv’d on. About 9. at night, the Matter came to the Ambafla- 
dors Lodgings, to tell them, that the wind being Eaft, and forcing the Ship 
towards the fliore , he Taw no likelier way to be fafe than by making for Retiel. 

The Ambaffadors bade him do what be thought moft convenient, and went a- 
board: but as they were weighing Anchor, the wind 11s* fo, that there was no 
poflibiluy of taking the courfe intended, fothat the Matter and his Counfel 
chang’d their defign ? and thought it beft to Iy ft ill at Anchor, for fear of fun¬ 
ning a-i?rmind. But all to no purpofe. Fot being neer the fhore, the orders gi¬ 
ven could not be put in execution with diligence enough to avoid fhip wrack. 

All could be done was to let down the Boat, and to fet the Ambaffadors afhore 
with fotpe of their retinue. After the Ship had ttruck feveral times againft cer¬ 
tain pieces of Rocks, whereof there is abundance all along the Coaft, itfplit 
and tunk. All the men were fav’d, a good part of the goods, and feven horfes, 
whereof two dy’d the next day. 

We (helter’d our felves in Fifliers huts , along the Sea-fide; where we met 
with fome Livonians that dwelt thereabouts who could fpeak nothing but the 
jargon of the Country. That'pooc refuge fav’d th&ifTives who had efcap’d the 
wrack; eUe, their cloaths being all wet about them,' moft of them would have 
been flarv’d to death in thefnow, which fell the night following. 

The to. we thought fit to try whether any more of the goods could begotten 
out oftbe Ship ; but the rough weather continuing,none would venture going 
neer it with the Boar, till that in the afternoon fome things were gotten out. 
OurCloaths, Books and other things we laid out a-drying, the Sea water having 
injur’d fome, and utterly fpoil'd others. 

Thegreateft of our lofles was that of a Clock, worth four thoufand Crowns, 
which The horfes had broke to pieces, by ft riving to get loofe. 

This misfortune was follow’d by another, which though we fa w at fome di¬ 
fiance , y« dittrafted us no left; and that was, want of provifions. The Sea¬ 
water had {poll’d ours, and our fear was, cb#r the froft forcing us_ to winter in . 
the Ifland, we mutt either be ftarved, or reduc'd to che extremities of feed - 
ing on the barks of trees, as fome that had been caft away there fome years be¬ 
fore , were conftrain’d to do. We had but little Bread left, and the Biskec was 
fofoak’d in Salt-wlfrer*, that we were forc’d to boil it in frefh, with a little 
Cummin or Fennel, and fotnadea Pottage of it for our Servants. One day, we 
took jn a Brook which falls from the Mountains, as many fmall Fifties as found 
astwogoodmealeS. . '"■& . , . , _ , 

nJ m d hath its name from the height of its fituation, it being feen a great the ifland of 

way into the Sea,and is about 3.leagues in length, and one, in breadth. You fee °S an ■ 

nothing but Rocks, Firr-trees, and Thorns. We indeed faw fome few Hares, 
which in Winter torn white , as they do all over Livonia ; but our Dogs 

could 
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could not follow them through the Woods, and oyer the Rocks* 

Jn the mean time, it was reported at Rexel , that we weje all loll, rais’d by 
1 this, that there had been dead bodies found uponche Coaft of Livonia, dad in 
red, which was out Livery ; as alfo with this addition , that, the Bark, fpoken 
of before, had related, that five had feen us carried away with the florin beyond 
the bay o£ Rexel. Refides,ic was eight dayes before t hey heard from us; fo that 
thofe of our people whom we had left there, at our return from Mufcov ), were 
feeding out other fetvices, when M .Uchterlts (then Chamberlain to the Am- 
bafladors, and ro.w Gentleman of the Privy-Chamber to his Highnefs of Hoi- 
fte'tn at Gottorp ) brought them an s.ccompt of us. We had the convenience to 
fend him thither in one of the two Finland barks, which the tempeft had forc’d to 
that I Hand on the 3. of November. 

The 17. the Ambalfadors embark'd themfelves, each of them with a retinue 
of five perfons , in two Fifher boats, to pafs over to the continent,from which 
this Ifland is diflant above 1 a. leagues. Nor were we in lefs danger now than 
before, for as much as the Boats, being fmall and old, were not caulked, and 
were ty’d above, only with cords made of barks of trees. The fail was a great 
many rags fa!len*d together, ardfo order'd, that there was no ofe to be made 
of it but when the wind blew right a-ftern; fo that the wind beginning to 
fhift, after we had come five leagues, the Fifher-men would have tack’d abour, 
but we prevail’d with them to let down the fail, and to make ufe of their oars, 
to get to an Ifland which was within half a ^league of us, and where we arriv’d 
that ni^ht, We found there only two ruin'd hutts ; we made a fire, and pafs’d 
over the night, but having neither Bread nor Meat, we made ourfupperona 
piece of^f//4«Cheefe we had left. f' . 

The next day, we profeemed our Voyage with a very good wind and fait 
weather, though the Sea was a little rough. Having made two leagues a fud. 
den blaft, coming from the Eaft, though the wind were North,turn'd the Boat, 
in which I was, with the Ambaffador Brttgman , fo much upon one fide, that it 
took in water, the furges at the fame time riling half am ell above ohe brinck of 
it. All the Fifber-men could do was to let down the fail, andtoruntothe 
other fide of the Boat to weigh it down. The blaft being over,we kept 
on our courfe, till a fecond put us to the fame trouble. We had three of them 
in lefs than two hours; *and this i think the greateft danger we had met with, 
in our Voyage: in as much as the Boat being old, and having in it, eight per¬ 
fons , all the Silver Plate and other luggage, which in a manner fill’d it, fo as 
that one wave might have overwhelm’d it, and ,eaft us all away. But after¬ 
wards , when the Fifher-menfaw the blaft coming, they turn’d the fide of the 
Boat to the wind, that tbe wave might not come with its full force upon it, 
and by that means we avoided the danger. Within three leagues of Land we had 
alfo a violent Ihower of hail; but what istnoft to be admit d io *11 this * was j 
that the Bbat which carried the Ambaffador ( rujius , though within piftolfhot 
of us, felr nothing of all this, but had fair weather all along. _ 

Being gotten within half a league of Land, the wind, (bifting to the South, 
was juft in our teeth, and had oblig’d our Fifher-men to return» if the hopeofa 
three-pint Flagon of ftrong-water, which we promis’d them, had not given 
them the courage to let down the fail, and to row us afhore, This was the 
18. at night, in Efthome , after we had roved two and twenty dayes upon the 
Haitick. Sea, with all the danger that is to be expc&ed by thofe, who trnft 
themfelves to the mercy of that Element in fo uncertain a feafon. 

The n. came to Hoglaxd two other barks forc’d thither by foul weather; 
Thofe we had left of ours in the Ifland pafs’t^n them to the continent, whither 
they came the 24. with the horfes and baggage. We wenp thence to Knxda, 1 
houfe belonging to my late Father in Law, J°hx ATxller, diftant two leagues 
from the Sea, where weftaid three weeks , to refrefti our felves after fo much 
hard Chip at Sea. Moft of us fell tick, yet none kept their beds above ttatacbi^ 
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Thence we went co Reuel, whither we came the fecond of December , with an 
intention to fojourn therefome time, which we fpent in ordering our cfoarhs, 
acdthePrefents, which the fait-water, andtheother inconveniences enfuing 
upon the wrack, had much prejudiced. 

The Ambaffadors having all theirpeople about them at Renel , thought fit 
to publifiv the Order which the Duke would have observ'd through the whole 
Voyage. They hadfcrought it with them feal’d with his HigneflVs Great Seal : 
but they added fome things thereto, the better to prevent the diforders, which 
ace hut too frequent where there are fo many Servants, But in regard they con¬ 
tain’d nothing extraordinary , we fhall not infect them here, and only fay, they 
were ill Obferv’d : for the Ambaffador Brugman having arm’d the Lacquies with 
Pole-axes, which had Piflols in their handles, and given order they fiiould not 
take any affront from the Inhabitants of Renel , therehardly pars’d a day during 
the three Moncths we ttaid there, in expeftation of other Credentials, but 
there was fome falling out and fighting. In fo much that Fek 11 . Ifaac Merrier , 
a French-men, that waited on the Ambaffador Brugman in his Chamber, aper- 
fon of a good humour and not quarrelous, hearing the noifeof an engagement 
between the Ambaffadors Servants and the Apprentices of the City, and defi- 
rous to relieve his friends, was ftruck over the head with an iron-bar, which 
bruis’d the skull fo as that he died the next day. The Magiftrate dkl all lay in his 
power, to find out the Murtheter; but, tone purpofe , fo that all the repara¬ 
tion was, that the Senate, together with th£ Ambaffadors and their retinue,- ac¬ 
companist him to the grave. 

Reuel is ficuated ar 50. deg. 25. min, latitude, and 48. d. 30. min. longitude, 
upon the Baltic^ Sea, in the Province of Efihome. FR',nldemar ^or Weimar 11 . 
King of Denmark,* layct thefoundations of it, about the year 1230. Weimar 
Ill.foldic in the year 1347. together with the Cities of Nor van and VFefenberg 
to Gofuin d'Eck , Matter of the Order of Livonia , for I9000. Marks of Silver. 
About ioo.years fin c^Livoma groaning under a trouble fome War again RMttf- 
covy t ttiis City put it felf under t-he prote&ion of £r/V, King of Stiedcn.h was fo 
ftrong in thofe times, that it induc'd a notable Siege in the year 1570. againft 
Magnus^ Duke of Holfiem> who commanded the Great Duke’s Army; and an¬ 
other id the year 1577. againft the fame Mufcsvites , who were forc’d co raife ic 
with lofs; The fituacion of its Caftleis fo much the more advantageous , for 
that the Rock on which it is built is fteepy on all (ides, unleffe.it be towards 
the City, which, being fortify’d according co the modern fortification,is all- 
moft as eonfiderable a place as Riga ; whence it came that for fome years, it had 
the ov^rfight of the College at Novegorod , jointly with the City of Lubecj^ 
It hath been thefe goo. years numbred among the Hanfeatick, Towns; but its 
Commerce began not to be' great till about the year 1477- and at chat time it 
might well keep up its Traffick, efpecially that of Mufcovv, by reafonofher 
excellent Port and Haven , which indeed are fuch , as if God and Nature had 
intended it for the convenience of Commerce, Had ir not been ingrofs’d into 
few bands, it had ftill continu’d in the fame pofture ; but having broken with 
the other Hanfeatick, Towns, in the year 1550- and the Great Duke having ta¬ 
ken Narva foon after, the Muscovites ettabiifil’d, there, the Trading they be¬ 
fore had at Rexel. It ttili enjoyes the privilege of being a Mart , ana the Inha¬ 
bitants have, with the preference of the Merchandifes difeharg’d in their Port, 
the power to hinder the Traffick of Livonia into Mufcovy without their per- 
miffon. Thefe privileges have been confirm’d to it by all the Treaties that nave 
been made between the Kings of Sueden , and Dukes of Mufcovy , as fo the year 
3595. at Teufma , In ]607. at Wtbourg , and in \ 6vy. at StoliioUa. Tistroe it 
hath loft fome of thefe advantages fince the laft War of M»S C0V 7 .» which were 
taken away, left , in imitation of feveral other of the fimedrick. Towns, it 
fhould attempt a defection from its Prince,; yet does it ftill enjoy many other 
privileges, which have been confirmed toit ,ftom time to time, by the Matters n£ 
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the Order , while they were Lords of the Country, and afterwards by the Kings 
I 6 $ 5 * their Succeffors. ‘It obferves the fame Cuttomes with Lubeck and hath a Con- 

-. ^ or y anc j 4 Superintendent forEcdefi aft icalaffairs, profeflingtheProteftant 

Religion , according to the A ttfpourg ConfefTion , as alfo a very fair School, 
whence their come very good Scholars,who confummate their rtudies at Derpt, 
or fome other Univerfities in thofe quarters. The Government of the City is 
Democratical, the Magiftrate being oblig'd to fummon th#principal of feveral 
Profeflions, and the moll ancient Inhabitants, to confutations that concern 
affairs of Importance. There are ftill to be feen, within half a' ieague of the 
City, towards the Sea-fide, the ruins* of a fair Monartery , founded by a Mer¬ 
chant of that City, at the beginning of the 15^ age, out of a particular devo¬ 
tion he had for S'* Bridget , under Conradde Jungingen , Grand Matter of PruJZta, 
and Conrad do Titinghof, Matter Provincial of Livonia. It confided of both Re¬ 
ligious Men and Women , and the Book I Law of the foundation of this Mona¬ 
rtery, pleafantly acquaints the Reader , .chat the Friers and Nuns there had 
found out a way to exprefs their meanings one to another by figns, of which 

. ’ . . there is in it a little Dictionary. , , , 

Tbtdcfmptm Liwmab&th , on the Eatt , Mufcovy ; on the North, a Cult of the Baltic^, 
eft ivoma. ^ dividing it from Sueden and Finland ; on the Weft, the fame Baluck. Sea, 
and on the South, Same girl a , Lithuania and Prufia. It is above no.Ger- 
man leagues to length, and about 40. in breadth, and is divided into Eft fame , 
Lettie, and CaurUnd. The fir ft of* thefe Provinces is fubdivided into five Cir¬ 
cuits , called Harris, (f irland, Allentaken , Jerwe ,and frieckj ,its chief City Rexel, 
as Lettie hath Riga, and Curlamd, Goldingen. 

Livonia, and its Lords, the Matters of the Order, of whom we fhall fpeak here- 
£• after, were fubjeft to the Emperor of Germany , not only fince the Conqueft of 

thatlfland from the Infidels by the Germans, but alfo, particularly fince that in 
the year 1513.the Archbifhopof Riga, with his Suffragans, and the Matter of the 
Order , who had freed himfelf from the fubje&ion of that of Prufta , were re¬ 
ceiv’d among the Princes of the Empire. Let us now fee how it is gone from the 
Empire. The Mufcovite , looking on this Province as lying very convenient for 
him, enter’d it, in the year 1501. with a powerful Army; but Gaultier de Piet- 
Unberv, Matter of the Order, gave him battel, wherein above 40000. Mnjco- 
vites were kill'd upon the place. This defeat produc’d a Ceflationof 50. years. 
In the year 155 S. John BaJUouits , Great Duke of Mufcoyy , having added to his 
territories the Tartars oiCajfan and Afirachan , and willing to make his advan¬ 
tages of the differences between the Matter of the Order , and Archbifhopof 
Riga, enter’d Livonia, and having made incurfions into the Bifhopnckof Derpt, 
itidWrland „ retreated inta Mujcovy. During there troubles, th t Lwomans 
were importunate with the Efhces of the Empire * to femEthem relief igainft fo 
cruel and barbarous an enemy ; but none being to be expeffed, the City of 
jSf»r/,vyhich was the moll expos’d to danger, offer'd it felf to the King of I 3 f«- 
mark , and upon hisrefufal, appli’dic felf to Ar/cKing of Sueden, and defir d 
of him a confiderable fuctourof men and mony. Hisanfwer was, that his King- 
dome was not in a condition tofupply them with either, but if the Town would 
put it felf under his prore&ion, be would maintain1 all its Privileges , and de- 
fend it againft the AFnfcovite. Upon which, the City , having advis d with the 
adjacent Nobility, broke off from the Matter of the Order , and put it felf under 
the proteftion of the King of Sueden, in the yearly 60. The year before, 155 9. 1 
the Archbifhop of Riga,'' and t he Coadjutor of the Order, had made their ad- 
dreffes to Sioifmond Au^uflm, King of Poland , for aftiftance againft the fame ^ne- 
tny, and hadpromifed h‘im the fum ofdooooo. Ducats towards the charges^of the 
War, engaging to him, for his fecurity,nine of the beft Bayly wicks of the C oun- 
try. But in the year u6i. the King of Poland , perceiving that all Livoma was 
likely to be loll, through the divifions of the Province, and that the City of 
Rene/, with part oiEfthmt, had fubmitted to the King of Sueden, refus’d to exe- 
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cute the Treaty , and to fend f!ie relief promis’d, unlelle rbe Arch billion, and j 6 2 B, 

Matter of the Order, would acknowledge the Sovereignty of the Kingof Poland, —^2 - 

This extremity forc'd them to put all the A&s and Privileges they had obtain’d 
from the Empire and Pope, with che Seal, and other marks ofSoveraigncy , into 
the hinds of the Prince of Rad^ivil, Commifiloner from Poland, to whom alfo 
they took the Oath of fidelity. Upon which the King of Poland gave f Zo»rUna % 
with the title of a Dutchy, to Godard K tiler, Matter of the Order, who took che 
Oath of Allegiance to the Crown of Poland, on the ^,ofAfarch,i^ 5 i. 

By the Treaty concluded between the King of Poland, and the Great Duke of 
Mufcovy,'JiT\. 15. 1582. the Dake rettofd to the Crown-of Poland * 11 the pla¬ 
ces of Livonia, thofe excepted which the King of Sueden was poffefs'd of in £- 
fihonf. Now, it is in a manner all under the power of the Suede. 

Livonia is, in all pasts, very fertile, and particularly in whear. lor though its fertility. 
it fuchfuffer'd much by the Mnfcovttes , yet is it now more and more reduc cl 
to tillage, by retting che Foretts afire, and fowing in che alhes of the burnt 
Wood and Turf, which forthree or four years produce excellent good Whear, 
and with great increife, without any Dung. Which is the mote to bi: admit d, 
in chat ’tis known there remains no generative quality in the allies : So that, it 
is to be conceiv’d, that the Sulphur and Saltpeter, which remain with the Cin¬ 
ders upon the earth, leave behind them a heat and facnelfe able to produce, as 
well as dung. Which conceit is not diflbnant from what Strabo layes- at the 
end of his fifth book, where he fpeaks of the fertility of the Lands neer the 
Mountain f^efttvino and Mont-gibcl, in Sicily. There is alfo abundance of Car¬ 
tel; and Fowl, fo Cheap, that many times- we bought a young Hare for four 
pence; a Heath-Cock for fix, and accordingly others, fo that it is much cheaper 
living there than in Germany. 

The Inhabitants were a long time Heathens, it being in the 12. age that the its inbal/itmu 
rayes of the Sun of rightcoafnelTe begin to break in upon chem,occ’afion’d by the 
frequentation of certain Merchants of Bremen , and che Commerce they were 
defirous to eflablilb in thofe parts. About the year 1158. one of their fhips 
having been forc’d by a Terrtpett into the Gulf of Riga, which was not yej 
known, the Merchants agreed fo well with the Inhabitants of the Countrey, 
thatthey refolv’d to continue their Traffick there, having wichall, this fatisfa- 
&ion,that,the people beine very fimple, they thought it would be no hard 
matter to reduce them ro Chriftunky, A 4 tn$r& y a Monk of Segeberg 5 was rhe 
firft that preach’d the Gofpel to themyend was made firft Bifliop of Livonia, 
by Vo^z Alexander 1 H. in the year 1170* Menard was fucceeded in the qi- 
fhoprick of Livonia, by Bcrtold,* Monk, of the Ordet of white Friers ; but he,- 
thin kin® to reduce thofe people rather by Arms than the word of God, met with 
a fuccefte accordingly, for having incens’d them,they kill’d him in the yeam86. 
and with him 11000 Chrittians. Albert , a Canon of Bremen, fucceeded Bert old, 
in the Bilhopritk. He lay’d the firft Foundations-of the Citie of Riga, and of ^be Orders 
the Ordet of the Friers of the fbort [word, by authority front Pope Innocent the Livonian 
third, and by verrue of a power he had given him, to allow them the third part 
of thatthey (Vionld Conquer from the Barbarians. They obferv’d the fame rule 
as the Templars , and were called Friers or Knights of the fhoft {word, became 
they had on their white Cloaks a red fhort {word, with a ftar of the fame colom, 
which they have chang’d fince into two jhm {wordf,Saltar-wi{e. But in regard 
this new Religious Profeffion was not fully fetled,itwa$ joyn’d to the Order 
of $\Mary of ferufalem, in the perfon of Herman Balk., Grand-Matter ot raj* 

{>«, in the year 12 3 8. And it is fince that time that the Matter of Livoma had a 
dependence on the Grand-Matter of Prusfia, which was, till Sig*f™°nd King of 
Po/ani chang’d that quality into thatofDuke oiCourland, in the perton of Oo- 

dardKetler,isis faidbefore. , ‘ . t . * mA vnL . - e 

All the Champain Conntrey, of the two Provinces of Lettbie *na Efthonn , s 
to this day peopled with thefe Barbarians, who have nothing of their own » _ 
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, £ * * ar f ^ aves ) aD d ferve the Nobility in theCountrey, and the Citizens in Cities. 

- 1 —iL- They are called Unteutche, that it, not-Germatts, becaufe their language was not 

underltood by the Germans, who went to plant in thofe quarters; though that 
of Lett hie hath nothing common with that of Efihonie, no more than there is be¬ 
tween them , as to their Cioarhs and manner of life. The Women of Efihonie 
wear their Petticoats very narrow, and without any folds, like facks, adorn'd 
above on their backs with many little brafle Chains, having at the ends Counters 
of the fame metall,8c below fet oiit with a certain lacing of yellow glafle. Thofe 
who would exprefle a greater bravery, have about their Necks a Necklace of 
places of filver of thebignefle of a Crown, or half-Crown, and upon the breaft 
one as big as a round Trencher, but not much thicker than the back of a knife.. 

Maids wear nought on their heads, Summer nor Winter, and cut their hair as 
the men do , letting it fall negligently down about the head. Both men and 
Women are dad with a wretched ftuff made of Wool, or a coarfe Linnen. 
They are yet unacquainted with Tannage, fo that, in Summer, they have barks 
of Trees about their feet, and in the Winter, raw Leather of a Kow’s hide. 
Both men and women do ordinarily carry all the Wealth they have about 
them. 

The famtnits Their Ceremonies of marriage are very odd. When a Country fellow marries 
of mamagesin a Laffe out of another Village, he goes a-horf-back to fetch her, fees her behind 
Livonia. him, and makes her embrace him with the right hand. He hath in his hand z 
ftick deft at the top, where he puts apiece of braffe money , which he gives 
to him who opens the wicket, through which he is to pafle. Before, rides a 
man that playes upon the Bag-pipe, as alfo two of his friends, who, having na¬ 
ked fwords in their hands, give two Broaks therewith, crofle the Door of the 
Houfe, where the marriage is to be confummated, and then they thruft the point 
of one of the fwords into a beam > over the Bridegroom’s head, which is done 
to prevent Charms, which, they fay, are ordinary in that Countrey. *Tis to 
the fame end that the Bride fcatters little pieces of Cloath or red Serge by the 
way, efpecially where crofl’e-wayes meer, neer Ciofles, and upon the Graves of 
little Children dead without baptifm, whom they bury in the High waycs. 
She hath a Veil over her face while Ihe is at the Table, which is not long ; for, 
as foon almoftas the Guefts are fet down, the married conple rife, and go to 
bed. About two hours after they get up, and are brought to fit down at the 
Table. Having drunk and danc’d till fuch time as they are able to Band no lon¬ 
ger, they fall down on the floor, and deep altogether like fo many Swine. 

They are fad . We faid t he Ghofpel was preach’d in Livonia in t he 12. age ; but the Livonians 
(imitians, are never the better Chriitians for it. Mofl of them are onely fuch in name,and 

can hardly yet abftain from their Heathenifh Superftitions. For though they 
are Lutherans, by profelTion,and that there is hardly a Village but hath its Church 
and Minifter; yet are they Co poorly inftru&ed, andfo far from regeneration, 
that it may be faid, Baptifm excepted, they have not any Charafter of Chriftia- 
nity. They very feldom go to Sermons, and never almofl Communicate. They 
excufe their backwardnefle in frequenting the Sacraments, by alleging the great 
flavery they are in, which, they fay, is fo infupportable, that they have not time 
to mind their Divot ions. If they go at any time to Sermon, or to the Com¬ 
munion, it is by force,, or upon fome other particular accompt. To this efFeft 
is aftory was told me by Andre re Befiq, Provoft of the Churcn of Lncktnkaufen , 
which was j That having been fent for to comfort, and ad minifter the Comma, 
nion to a Cnuntrey-fellow who lay very fick, he ask’d him how he came to 
fend for his Paftor in the condition he was then in, wheo for fo many years be¬ 
fore he had never bethought him of reconciling bimfelf to God? The fellow 
jngenuoufly anfwer’d, chat,for his own parr, he fhould nothave minded it then, 
but what he did, was by the advice; of a friend, who told him, that if he did it 
not, he could not be buried in the Church-yard, nor carried to the ground with 
the ordinary Ceremonies; ’Tis true, the groffe and inexcufabtc ignorance of 

mort 
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moftof thePattors in thofe quarters, who might well come to be Catechizd j 
themfelves, hath contributed much to the obduration ot thole poor people: — 

‘ but the late King of Sweden hath taken order therein, enjoy ring, by a fevere or¬ 
dinance, the Bifhop of the Province, who hath his refidence in the Cathedral 
Church of Rexel, toconvocate a Synod onc^ year, for the regulation of Church 
affairs,and then to examine, not onely the Retipendan ? y, b uca 1 fo the Paftors 
themfefces, thereby to oblige them to apply themfelves to the conlunt liudy 

of the holy Scripture. , , . . 

It mutt be acknowledg’d, the flaverythefe people are in vs great, and indeed T hurftaverj. 
inHipportable ; bat it is true withall,tha^upon itwleaft liberty given them, 
they would break out into any extravagance. For >bring perfivaded that their 
Predecetfors have been Matters of theCoumtey,and that onely force hath en- 
flav’d them to the Germans, they cannot, forbear their refencmems of it, and 
difeovering, efpecially in their drink, if any opportunity of regaining their liber¬ 
ty ibould offer it felf, a readineffe to profecute It. Of which they gave an 
evident example, when, upon the irruption of Colonel ff<Jf>the Peafants would 
fide with the Enemy? and head together, to iecuie their Matters,and deliver them 
up to the Polanders. . , . , . . . * 

They believe there is another life after this; but their imaginations of it 3 

are very extravagant. K Livonian woman ,beingprefent at her husbands bu¬ 
rial, put a Needle and Thread into the Gtave, giving this rcafon forir, that, 
her husband being to meet, in the other World ,wkh perfons of good Rank, 
fhe was afliam’d he fliould befeen with his Cloachs rent. Nay, they To little 
m’yid what is to happen in the next World , rhat in the Oath they take. to de¬ 
cide any difference at Law, inttead of imereffing the falvatioo of their Souls 
therein, they are oblig’d to coDfider rheir prefent and temporal advantages, and 
fo they.are fworn, as followeth: /, N. N. am here prefent before thee •' ft nee thou, 

O Judge, defreft to know , and askeft me, whether this Land, on which I now am, is 
God’s and.mine with a juft title, I fwear to God and his Saints, and accordingly God 
judqemic at the laft day, that this Land belongs to me of right ? thatit ts God s and 
mine , and that my father hath been pojfefi’d of it , and hath enjoy'd it a long time. 

And if the Oath I take prove to be falfe, 1 confent, that the Cttrfe of God ja/l upon my 
Body and Soul, upon my Children, upon whatfoever appertains to me, even to the mneth 
generation.

for his Learning and pains in ihftrufting thofe Barbarians) had fed to bw 

Tranfiared and Printed in their Language,"to give them feme W^nfians of

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. /? > * them, and their Hupidity and Hubborneffe too great to give way to any hope* 

- * —£ that they will ever be fuLceptibleof ipftrnftion. They do their devotions com¬ 

monly upon hills, orneer a tree cheymake choice ofto that purpofe, and in 
which they make feveral incifions, bind them up with fome red Hoff, and there 
fay their prayers, wherein they d#ire only temporal blelfings. Two leagues 
from Kmda, between Rend and Narva t there is an old ruin’d Chapel, whither 
thePeafancs go once a year on Pilgrimage, upon the day of our Lady’s Vifi- 
tation. Some put off their cloaths, and in that pofture having kneel’d by a,great 
Hone that is in the midft of the Chapel, they afterwards leap about it, and 
offer it Fruits and Flefh, fecommefding the prefervaiion of themfelves and 
their Cattel to it for that year. This piece of devotion is concluded with eat¬ 
ing and drinking, and all kind of licencioutnefs, which feldom end without 
quarrels, murthers, and the like diforde’rs. 

Their Strcay. They have fuch an inclination to Sorcery , and think it fo tieceffary for the 
prefervation of their Cittei, that Fathers and Mothers teach it their children, fo 
that there is fcarce any PeaCant but is a Sorcerer. They all obferve certain fuper- 
ftitlous Ceremonies, by which they think to elude the effects of it, upon which 
accompt it is, that they never kill any Beaft, but they call fomewhat of it away, 
nor never make a brewing, but they fpill fome part of it, that the Sorcery may 
fall upon that. They hive ajfo a cuHome of rebaptizing their Children , when, 
during she firft fix weeks after their birth , they chance tobe fickor troubled with 
fits.whereof they think the caufe to be, that the name , given them at theft 
baptifm, is not properforthem. Wherefore they give them another; but in 
regard this is not only a fin , but a crime which the MagiHrate feverely pffnlfhds 
in that Country, they conceal it. 

Their obflimy. As they are Hubborn in their foperfiitions, fo are they no lefs in the exadfc 
obfervation of their Cuftoms. To which purpofe we had a very pleafanc, but 
true j llory, related to us at Colonel dc la Barre’s , concerning an old Coun¬ 
try fellow. Being condemn’d , for faults enormous enough, to Iy along upon 
the ground, to receive his punifhment, and Madam de U Barre t pittying his 
almoft decrepit age, having fo far interceded for him, as that his corporal pu- 
nifhment fhouldbe chang’d into a pecuniary mulft of about 15. or 1 6. pence,he 
thank’d her for her kindnefs, ardfaid, than, foe his part 0 , being an old man,- 
he would not introduce any novelty, nor fuffer the Cu Homes of the Country 
to be alter’d, but was ready to receive the chaftilement which his Predeceffors 
had not thought much to undergo, put offhis cloaths, layd himfelF upon the 
ground, and receiv'd the blows according to his condemnation. 

This is accounted no punifhment, but an ordinary chaftifement in Livonia. 
For, the people , being of an incorrigible nature, mu ft be treated with thatfe- 
verity, which would elfewhere beinfupportable. They are not permitted to 
make any purchace, and to prevent their fo doing, they have only fo‘much 
ground to manage , as will afford them a fubfiftence. Yec will they venture to 
cut down wopd in fomeplacesofthe forefts., and, having order’d the groifnd, 
fow wheat in ir, which they hide in pits under ground, to be fecretly fold. 
When they are taken in this, or any other fault, they make them flrip them¬ 
felves naked down to the hips, and to ly down upon the ground, or are ry’d 
toapoft, while one of their Camerades beats them withaSwitch, .or Holly- 
wand , till the blood comes of all fiftes • efpecially when the Mafier fais, Seh\e 
ftack. fexewa. Beat him till the skin falls from the flefh. 

Nor are they fuffer’d to have any mony ; for as foon as it is known they have 
any, the Gentlemen and their Officer*, who are paid by thePeafantry, take it 
from them > nay forte themto give what they have not,: Which cruelty of the 
Mafters puts rhefe poor people many times into defpair, whereof there hap¬ 
pened a fad example. APealant prefs*d by his Officer to pay what he neither 
had, nor ought, andbeing depriv’d of the means whereby be fhonld maintain 
his Family * ft rangled his Wife and Children, and when he had done hung him- 
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felt up by them. The Officer coming the next day to the haute, thinking to 
receive the mony , ftruck his head tgainttthe man’s feet that was hanging, and 
fo perceiv'd the miferable execution, whereof he was the caufe. 

The Nobility of Livonia , efpecially of Efihome , » free from all charges and 
taxes Their courage, and the Cervices they have done againft the InhdeLs and 
Mcovms , have acquir’d them this liberty, and moii of their privileges, 
VolmarW. King of Denmark., firft gave them Mannors to be held by Fealty, 
which have been finceconfirm’d by £nWlI.who gave them Letters Patents to 
tharpurpofe. The Mafters of the Order of the Short Sword , and the Grand 
Maftersof the Order of Prttftia ,augmented them. Conrad dejmgtuge ^extended 
the fuccetfion of fuch Mannors, in Harrie and wirlctrd^ to the daughters and 
their iffue, to the fifth degree} and Gaultier dc Phttenberg , who was chofen 
Grand-Mafter, in the year 1495. and acknowledg'd Prince of the Empire m 
1 abfolutely exempted rhe Nobility of Efihomc from all fnbjeftton ; exce- 
pang only the fervice which Gentlemen are obligato do in perfon , upon rhe 
accompi of their Mannors. O nee a year there is a review made of them, and 
that body of Nobility is look’d upon asaNurfery, that hath furmlh d > and mil 
doth furnifii Sueden with a great number of Officers, even to Generals of Ar- 
mies.bsfides the Noble Cavalry it is able to raile, for the Service of that Crown. 
The laid Nobility came not under the prote&ion of the King of Sueden , til l lucn 
time as being forfakeu by alt their Neighbours, and not able to oppofe theit 
enemies any longer , they were forc’d to make their applications to a forein 
Crown > which hath promis’d to feture unto them all the Privileges > they av 

by their courage acquired. * r . . u 

The Government of the Country* both aa to Policy and Jafticc * is in the 
Nobility, who commit the adeniniftration thereof to twelve of themfelvM, 
who are the Council of the Connery, and have for their Prefidenc , him who is 
Governour of the Province for the Crown of Sueden. In the time of our bm- 
bafiv Philip Sckeiditto was President, who hath been fince^fucceded by Eric 
OxLflern, Baron of Kimllko. Counfellor of the Crown of Sueden, and he, by

cme to Narfa. Mar. 5. after five leagues travelling, we came to Narva. Tis a fmali Town* 


but ftrong, and hath a very goodCaftle. Itis (ituated at 60. degrees of the £qui- 
nodlial , in fh*e Circuit of A Hentaken ,fo cal led from the River Narva or Ntrva. 
This River rifes out of the Lake Petals, and falls into the Gulf of Finland f 
two leagues below this Town. It is in a manner as broad as the Elle, but much 
fwifter, and its water is very brownifh. About half a league above this Town , 
there is fall of water, which makes a dreadful noife, and is fo violent, that 
breaking upon the Roclfs, itis reduc’d as it were to powder, which filling the 
Air affords a flrange fight, by reafon that the Sun flTming upon it, makes a kind 
of Rain bow, no lefs plcafant than that fram’d in the Clouds. This fall occa- 
fions the unlading of all Merchandifes which pafsthat way from Plefconmd 
Dsrpt, for Narva, robe fent into the Gulf of Finland. ’Tis faid that Z 7 " olmar 
II. King of Denmark^ built it in the year 1213, John Bafilouits, Great Duke of 
Mufcovy took it in the year 1558. and Pont ns de la Garde, General of the Suedijh 
Army / recover’d it from rhe Mufcovltes , on the 6 . of September 158 1. and ever 
fi'nce, the Suedes hive been mailers of it. Nlelis AJferfpn was Qovetnour of ir, 
at the time of our Embaffy , who was fucceded ft nee by Eric Gyllenfiiema, _ Go- 
vernour and Lieutenant General for the Crown of Sueden, in Jnger mania. It 
hath a long time enjoy’d the fame privileges with the other Hanfeatick. Towns: 
but the Wars between Mufcovy and Suedenhsd fo far deftroy’d the commerce of 
ic, thit it is within thefefew years that there are fome hopes conceived ofirs 
reeftablifhment, which cannot encreafe but as that of JReuel abates. The War 
between the English and Hollanders was fo much to its advantage, that the Com¬ 
merce of Archangel being by that means interrupted, the Ships that werewonc 
to go to Mufcovy made ufe of the Hav en of Narva , whither there came in the 
year 1654. above fixty Ships, and took up, there, Merchandifes amounting to 
above 500000. Crowns. Upon this they took occafion to deanfe and augment 
die Town , fo build new and regular ftreets for the convenience of Rrange Mer¬ 
chants, and to facilitate the paffage of Ships into the Haven. Queen Chrifiina, 
o f Sueden, exempted this City due of the general Jurifdiftionofthe Governor r 
of the Province , and gave it a particular Lieutenant, to judge of affairs Secular 
and Ecclefiaftical, without appeal to any other place.

which the Mufcovltes have built upon a very fleepy Rock, whereof the River of 
Narva makes a peninfula, fo that the place was judg’d impregnable, till Gufta- 
vtu Adolphus took it, in the year 1617* At the foot of this Cattle i^ a Town 
called Narva Muscovite , to dittinguitti it from the Teutonic^ or German Narva , 
whereof our difeourfe hath been. This Town is inhabited by natural Mufcovitesy 
but fubjedls of the Crown of Sueden, to which the faid Guflavus hath alfo joyn- 
ed the Callle of Juanogorod , where Nicbla Galien govern’d, at our paffage that 
way, in quality of the Kihg’sLieutenant. 

The Country between Rentl anc \ Narva, as alfo generally all Ingemam'aitid 
Livonia, have in the Woods , a great number of Beafts that are yellowilh and 
black ; and among others, fuch abundance of Wolvei and Bears, tbit the Pea- 
fants have much ado to keep them off their Catcel and themfelves, In winter, 
when the ground is covered with fnow , the Wolves, not meeting with ought 
abroad, will come, in the day time, into mens yards, and carry away the Dogs 
that keep them, and will break through the walls* to get into the liables.

^Wewere ^ ^ of a w hich finding a Veffel of Herrings > which a 
Peafant had laid down at an Alehoufe door , felt a-eating of them, and went 
thence into the liable, whither the Peafants follow’d him; but having wounded 
fomeof them, the reft were glad to get away. Thence he went into a Brew- 
houfe, where meeting with a fat of new Beer, he got fo drunk, that the Peafants 
perceiving he reel’d every ftep,and at laft fell afleep in the High-way, purlu’d, 
and kill’d him. Another Peafant having turn’d out his Horfe a-grazing in the 
night, found him next morning dead wirh a Bear lying by him, who had fed very 
heartily upon him. But as foon as the Bear perceiv'd the Peafant, he leaves the 
Prey,he was already allur'd of, got hold of the Peafant, and was carrying him 
away between his paws to his Den; butthePeafant’s Dog having got the Bear 
by thefoot, nude him let go, and, while they were engag’d, the Mailer had time 

to get up aTree and fave himfelf. 

In the year 1^4. A Bear digg’d up thirteen Katcaffes out of a Church-yard, 
belonging to a little Village neer Narva, and carried them away with the Cof¬ 
fins. Nor is it long fince that a Lady of quality in thofe parts met one carrying 
away a Karcaffe, with the fhrowd trailing after it, which frighted the Horfe that 
drew the Lady’s Sledge, foas that he run away wirh her, crofle the fields, to the 
great hazards her life. Many other liories were told us; as that of a Bear who 
had kepr a Woman fifteen dayes together in his Den, and the manner how ibe 
was deliver’d thence; buc we fhatl forbear any further accompt of them,as re¬ 
lating more to natural Hiftory than Travels. I (hall ortely add, that the Peafants, 
who are not fecure from thefe Creatures when they go buc into the fields, espe¬ 
cially in the night time, are of opinion that the noife of a flick, they fallen to the 
Sledges, frights the Wolves,and makes them run away. 

March 7. We left Narva, and lodg’d at night at Lllienhagen , feven leagues ThtAM*. 
from it. The 8. we travell’d fix leagues, to Sams. The 9. before noon, we “JJ lc * ve , 
got four leagues, to Orlin , where the Interpreter we had fent before, to give no- ' 
dee of our departure from Rewl, met us, with this news, that a Prlfiaf waited “ l \ ^ * 

for us upon the Frontiers. And whereas many diforders were crept into our 
retinue,infomuch that fome exprefs’d but little refpeft to their Superiors, ° riin > 
the Ambaffadors caus’d ail to come before them, and told them, that, being up¬ 
on their entrance into Mufcovy, where they judge of the quality of the Embaf- 
fy, and tbegreacneffe of the Prince that fends it, by the honour which the Am- 
bafladors receive from thofe that are about them, they Ihould be mindful! of 

Weal/protnis’d not to Fail therein, provided we were mildly treated, every 
man according to his place and quality. Which the Ambafladors having pro- 
mired Tor their parts, we parted cheerfully , to go and meet the Pnfiaf. We 
found him in a Wood within a league of OW/a, where he Hay d for us, in the 
Snow, with 14, Strelits about him, and 90 Sledges. ■> ‘ r 

As foon as the PWy?<if,whofe name was Cmftamno juanottlts Arbufou t had per¬ 
ceiv’d us* and faw that the Ambaffadors were alighting, he alfocame out of nis 
Sledge. .He was clad in a Garment of green flower’d Velvet, which came down 
to his Hams, with a great Golden Qiain crofting over his breaft, and an upper 
Garment lined with Sables. As the Ambaffadors advanced, he alfo came for¬ 
ward,till that being come up to them, and the Ambafladors having put orr their 
hats, the Prlfiaf faid, Ambafadors y be uncover’d. The Ambaffadors return d him 
anfwer by the Interpreter, that he faw* they were uncover’d, whereupon the 
Pnfiaf readout of. a Paper, That, Xw* Peter Alexandromts Rmnn.Weymde of 
Nworogti, hid fenc huh , by order from the Grand Seigneur, CW, and ore^

Dttke Michael Federomts^ Confermtor of all the Rufjes y to receive the Ambaf- 
ladors Philip Crsifm , and Otxon Brugman, and to accommodate them with Hor- 
fes, Carriages, Proviiions, and what elfe were neceffary for tbs continuance of 
rheir voyage to Novogorod, and thence to Mo feast. After we had return d him 
our thapksj he gave us the precedence, enquir’d how we did, and of the parci- 
cuhts of our voyage, and,cau(ing the Horfes to be put before the Sledges, he 
made us travel fix leagues further that day, to a Village named Tz.uenn, 

March io. About noon, we came to i?f/^,and at night to Mokriia, a Vil¬ 
lage 8. leagues from fLutrip. • 

"The ii. We came to Novogorod. At the entrance of the Cine, the Pnftaf 
took precedence of the Ambaffadors, though they endeavour’d to hinder him. 
But as foon as we were lodg’d,he delir d the Interpreter to excufe the incivi¬ 
lity he ha,d been guilty of, and to fatisfie the Ambaifadors, that what he had 

done was by expreffe order from rheWwWe, who would have done him iome 

ill Office about the Great Duke if he bad not obey’d him. 

From Narva to Novogorod are counted 40. German leagues; thence to PltJ- 
coh, 36. and to Mofeoit 120. leagues. Novogorod is fuuated upon the River 
mloda ,at s8. degr. 23.min. elevation. Lmdorp, in his Continuation of Sics- 
da?u puts it at 6 2. and Paulm Jovius , at 64. degrees: but at the exact obierva- 
tion I made of it on thei$. of March 1636. 1 found, that, at noon, the Sun 
was above the Horizon 33-degr. 45, min. and that the declination of the Sun, 
by reafon of the Leap-year, bccaufeof 5 5.degr, was 2, degr. and 8, kid. which 
being fubllra&ed out of the elevation of the Sun, chat of the Equinoctial line 
coulcl be but 31. d. *7. min. which taken out of po. degr. there remains but 
eg. decrees, 2 3 . minutes. Which aimoli agrees with the calculation made of it 
by Bar (Mi i fome time Ambafiador from the Crown of Sue den, in Mttfcovy, who, 
in his Map of Suede?, and Mufeovy, purs the Citie of Novogorod, at 58. degrees 
13. minutes. Ic is feared in a fpacious plain upon the River mlgda or mlchou, 
which hath its rife out of the Lake of Ilmen, half a league above tms Citie, ana, 
croffine the Lake of Ladoga, does, in its way, pafle through the River Nova, 
neer ndjby the Gulf of Fi^la^d j falls into the IWfrc^Sea* It a* 

bounds with all forts of fiffi, efpeciaUy Brew, which are there excellent good, 
and very cheap. But the greaceft advantage accrews to the Citie from this Ri¬ 
ver, is by Commerce. For being NavigableTrom its very fource,and the Conn- 
trey abounding in Wheat, Flax, Hemp, Honey, Wax, and Rttsfia L-eather,whidh 
is better drefs’d at Novogorod, than in any ocher Cine of J^»/ewj',theea(inefle 
of the tranfportation of thefe Commodities, brought thuhernot onely the 
Livonians and Suedes, who are Neighbours, but alfo Danes > Germans, and Flen*- 
miners, who fetled themfelyes there fo well, that ic was, without difpnte., the 
greateft Citie for Trade ip all the North. The Hanfeatick Towns had an Of¬ 
fice of Addreffe in this Citie, which enjoying many great Privileges under its 
Prince, who had no dependence on the Grear Duke, was grown fo powerful!, 
that it grew intoa Proverb, OchtoMofchetJloiati protlf Bocho dai yeeiikNovogorodf 
Who can oppofeGod and the great Citie of Novogorod f 

Some would compare it, for greatnelTe, with Pome ; bur they are miftaken. 
For though ic be called fVeliki Novorogod, the great Novorogod, yetcan it not e

to the deftru&ion of this Git is, than the brucifh cruelty of Jefa Baftlmts, 

Great Duke of Afufcovr. This Tyrant, upon a. mecr fufpition be had conceiv d 
of the Inhabitants of NovorogoA^ enrer'd the Citie, in the year 1569- an caus 
to be kill’d or caft into the River 2770. perfons, without any refpect of quali¬ 
ty, age, orfex , befides an Infinite number of poor people who were trampled 
to death by a party of horfe, A Gentleman, Cent, by the King of Dfma^y to 
this Tyrant, eight years after the taking of the Citie, relates in his Itinerary ,tnae 
perfons of quality had alfur’d him,- thit there were fo many bodies call into 
VFofoda, that the River Hopping overflow’d all the neighbouring helds, The 
Plag/e which foon follow’d this cruelty, was fo great, that,no 
to bring in Proviflons, the Inhabitants fed on the dead Karcaffes. The Tyrant 
took a pretence from this Inhumanity to caufe to be cut in pieces all thole 
who had efcap’d the Plague, Famine, and his former cruelty, wbichwasjw 
doubt more dreadfull than all the other chaftuements of God. I^UlIege 
otidy two Examples relating to Novorogod. The Archbifliop of this place, ha- A*M*f 
ving^efcap’d the firft fury of the Soldiery, either as an acknowledgement of the 9 ueltj. 
favour, or to flatter rhe Tyrant, entertains him at a « ft l " b “ A « h *; 

pifcopil Palace, whither the Duke fayl’d not to come .with hw^Guard about 
him: but while they were at Dinner, he fern to pillage the jjch Temp£<« ■ ■ *■ 
phU , and all the Treafures of the other Churches, which had b.en brought thi- 
ter, as to a place of fafet y.

The 
Merchant anfwer’d, That he had feen a great number of Devils thron^in^ about 
the Tyrant’s foul, to carry it along with them to Hell. The Tyrant reply’d, 
Thou arc in the right, on’tt but it is juft I Should reward thee for thy pro¬ 
phecy, whereupon calling for feething oil, he caufed his feet to be put into it, 
and continu'd there, till he had promis’d to pay him ten thoufand Crowns! 
Which done , he caus’d him to be cut to pieces, with his brother Alexis. 

, The Baron of Herberflew y who traveled into Mufcovy > in.thetimeofthe 
Emperor Maximilianths firft, and about his Affairs, faies, that heretofore , 
before the City of Novorogod was converted to the Chriftian Faith, there was 
Pemn. an Idol called Perm , that is, the God of Fire, perm in the MttfcovUn lan¬ 
guage figmfying fire. _ This God was reprefenced with a Thunder-bolt in his 
nand, and hard by him was kept a conftanc fire of Oak, which was not to 
out , but at the peril of theit lives who kept it. The fame Author addes, ttuc 
the Inhabitants of Novorogod having received Baptifm,-and being made Chri- 
flians, calf the Idol into the water, that it went againrt the ftreamof the Ri¬ 
ver, and that being neer the Bridge, it call'd to the Inhabitants, and carting 
a rtick among them, bid them keep it for his fake; That in his time , on a cer¬ 
tain day irfthe year, the voice of Perm was heard there , and that thereupon 
the Inhabitants fell a-fighting with (licks, foearncftly.that th tmyvois had 
much ado cofeparate them. But now there is no talk of any fuch thing , there 
being no monument of Perm left, other than thacihereis a Monaftery called 
Perttmskl Momfiir , which they fay is built in the place where the Temple of 
that Idol (food before. r 

Without the City, and on the other fide of the River, is a Gaftle, en com¬ 
par'd with aftone-wall, where live the Weywoi ?, and the Metropolitan , or 
Arc.hbifhop, who hath the over-fight of Ecclefiaftical affairs all oyer the Pro- 
# vincc. _ This Caftle joyns to the City by a great Bridge, from which, Duke John 
Bafilottits caus’d a great number of Inhabitants to be cart into the River, as was 
faid before. Over againrt the. Cartle , on the fame fide with the City, is a Con¬ 
st, Anthony*s vent » dedicated to Sr. Anthony. The Mxfcovites fay, he came from Pome into 
MuuBetj. thofe pa ts upon a Mill-ftone , upon which he came down the Tiber , crofs’d 
the Sea, and fo up the River Wolgda, to Novorogod, They add, that, by the 
way, he met certain Fiflaer-men, with whom he bargain’d for the firft draught 
they fhould make : chat they brought up a Chert full of Priefts Veftiments & to 
fay Malle in , Books, and Mony, belonging to this Saint, and that afterwards he 
built a Chapel there, in which they fay belies interr’d , and that his Body is 
there to be feen, as entire as when he departed this World, Many Miracles are 
wrought there, as they fay; but they permit not ftrangers to go in, thinking it 
enough to fhew them the Mill-ftohe, upon which the Saint perform’d this pre¬ 
tended voyage, and which indeed may be feen lying againrt the wall. The Devo¬ 
tions performed there have been fuch as have built a very fair Monaftery in 
that place. *

The ai. we got 7, leagues, to Tor foe k; The as.fix,to Troitsk*Abedna\ arid 
the 2?. fix more, to Tuere mentioned before. Here the fnow beginning 
to melt in feveral places., we quitted our Sledges, and took the mlgda, 
which was ftill frozen, and traveled that day fix leagues, to Gm-vdnd. The 24, 

We went by land again, for the Ice began to give way , and got to Smidoua; 
and thence,to Sanlkjpas, feven leagues from our lall lodging, having, by the 
way, pafs’d feveral Brooks with great difficulty, by reafon the Ice^ was loofe. 

Thea;. we pafs’d by a great Village called Khn, behind which is the Brook 
Sejlrea , which falls into the River Dwna t and, with it, into mlgda. We were 
forc’d to (fay the flakes of Ice with Hikes, which we made a {hift to fade 11 in the 
Brook, to hinder them from carrying us away. The next day we pafs’d it again, 
by reafon it winds icfelfupand down in thole parts, and lodg'd that night at 
befchick, f feven leagues from Klin. The 27. we pafs’d two other little Brooks,

and got 6 . leagues forwards 3 to Zerkizd&o* The 28, W" got but three leagues a 
lo‘Nicola-Darebm> which the Author , in t he fir!f Book calls Nicola Nachinski , 
within two leagues of Mofcou , where the Ambaffadors are wont to expeft the 
Great Duke’s pleafure, and the order he would have obferv’d in their entrance. 
In the mean time we fitted our Liveries, and fet our Pelves in ord^r for our Ca¬ 
valcade , which we made the next day ar noon, as followeth, 

Firif, went the 24.Muskerreers who had conducted us from cheFrontiers, 
being all CofatjHes. After them our Marefchal alone. 

Then the Officers and Gentlemen,!hree a-breaft,and thofe of beft quality firft. 

Three Trumpette'rs, with Silver Trumpets. . 

Then the Ambaffadors, each in his Sledge, hiring before them fix with Cara- 
bins, and on both fidei as many, with Pamzans. 

Next the Sledges, came the Pages, and after them, the reft of the retinue on 
horfe-back, and the baggage, all in very good order. The Prifiaf took place of 
the Ambaffadors. Being come within half a league of the City, there met us 
many Troops of horfe, Afnfcovians, Tartars, and Come Germans } who having rid 
about our Cavalcade return’d to .rlje City. After thefe came feveral other 
Troops, which divided themfelves, and, encompatfing us on both hoes, condu¬ 
ced us to the City. ' _ .. . . , 

About a quarter of a league from the City we mer two Prifiafs y with a very 
Noble attendance, and the fame-equipage they had at our former reception. 
Being come within 20. paces of us, they fern word to the Ambafladors, _that 
they (bould alight out of theis Sledges, and come to them. The Pnfiafs neither 
alighted, nor uncover’d themfelves, till the Ambafladors had done both. They 
are enjovn’d to proceed with this refervednefs, and to ftand.very much upon 
the grandeur and reparation of their Prince , upon pain of being; caft out of fa¬ 
vour, which dtfgrace is many times attended with whipping or cudgeling. 

Our reception was after the fame manner as the firft time, the more aged 
Pn/Lrf beginning in thefe termes \ The Grand Seigneur, C^aar, and Great Duke, 
Michael Federouits, &c. (repeating all the other Titles) hath commanded ns to re¬ 
ceive thee, Philip CvaBas, and thee Ocron Brugman , great j4mbaJ}adors Jjom ux 
Grand Seienor, Frederick ,Dnhyof Holftem, andtocondtttt youtohis lf 7 V 

Mofcou. To which the other added; His Majefiy hath amoi” te f .ff Z^rZ'

j , * double tile of Musketeers, to chc number of above 3000. and we were lodg’d in 
t 0 I chat: q uarte r of the City which is called Catajprod , not far from the Cattle, in a 
ftone-houfe, built by an Archbifoop named Suftnskiw ho fell into dilera^e fome 
• years before, and was banilh’d. 

As foon as we had alighted, there were brought in, from the Great Duke’S 
Kite hin and Cellar, all forts of meats and drinks. And from that time durin® 
our Hay at Mofcou^t were allow’d,every day,fixty two Loaves,a quarter of Beef 
four Sheep, a dozen of Pallets, two Gecfe, one Hare, and one Heath-cock, al¬ 
ternately, fifty Eggs, ten pence towards Candles, and five pence for final! things 
us’d in the Kitchin, one Pot of Sack, eight of Hydromel'; three, of Beer: and 
three fmall pots of Strong-water. Befides all this, for a common flock, t Tun 
of Beer, a Idler Tun of Hydromel, and a Barrel of Strong-water. With this we 
had,by way of extraordinary in the week, a poude , that is, forty pound, of Butter, 
and as much Salt, three Pails of Vinigre, two MuttonsjandaGoofe. This al¬ 
lowance was doubled at our arrival, asalfoupon Palm* Sunday, Eajler-di'jt and 
the young Prince s Birth-day ; but we had them drefs’d by out own Cooks. 
The houfe-door was kept by a Vefemck, ,, or Corporal , who had nine Musket- 
teers about him : but the Pnjlafs came every day, to entertain and divert us j 
and immediately after ourfirll publick Audience, or as foon as we have been 
fo happy as to have Teen the bright eies of his Ma jetty the Cz.aar, as they exptefs 
it,they gave us the fame liberty as we had at our former Voyage, 

.Apn7 3. we had ourfirlt publick Audience , to which we were conduced 
with the fame Ceremonies as before, and, in our Cavalcade, weobferv’d the 
fame order as we had at our entrance; unlefs it were, that the Secretary went 
next the Ambaffadors-carrying the Credential Letters upon a great piece of 
Crimfon Taffata. The Muskerreers had made a lane from our Lodrin» ro the 
CafHe, but all could not keep off the people from thronging in to Cceas°. 

The Coutriers went and came, as their cuttome is, to give dire&ions for our 
march ;to order it fo as that the Great Duke might afeend his Throne, juft at the 
arrival of the Ambaffadors. 

The Ceremonies of the Audience were as is before mentioned. And the 
Propofition made contained only complements,thanks for his Majetties favour, 
in granting the Ambaffadors a paffageimo Perjia y and defires to have fome fecrec 
conferences. 

As foon as we were return’d to our Lodgings, came one of the Great Duke’s 
Carvers, named Knez, Simon Petrouits Luon, with forty ditties of meat from his 
Maje y, all Fifo, fry'd things, and pulfe, it being in their Lent: and twelve pots 
of feveral foVrs of drinks, r 

’ The cloathbeing tayd, and the meat fervid up, he prerented, with his own 
hand, to the Ambaffadors and thofe of their retinue, to every one a Gobelet full 
of a very ftrong Aquavit re, took himfelf a great vermilion gUc-cup, and drunk 
thegreat Duke s health,then the young Prince’s, and then that of his Highneffe, 
obliging all to pledge him. He was prefented with a piece of Plate gilt,and thofe 
who brought in the meat had two Crowns a-piece given them. 

We fate down - but moll of the difhes being drefs’d with Onions and Garlick, 
we eat very little, and font the rett to our friends in the City. But what we fpar*d 
an meat,we made good in drink,whereto we were partly encourag’d by thePerfa* 
Ambaffadors, who being lodg’d neer us, gave us the divertifemem of their Bag¬ 
pipes, and Hautbois, and partly by the excellent Wines, which the Great Duke 
hadfent ns. 

we had our frft private Audience,with the ordinary Ceremonies,having 
the fame Commiffioners we had in our former negotiation, except the Chan- 
cell our , Juan Tarajfouits Grammatin , who,by reafon of age, bad refign’d his 
cha-|e, which was conferr’d upon Fedor Fedoroufm Lichen. While we were 
at this Audience,there died at our Lodging one of our Lacqueyes,who, fome few 
jfiyes before, having been over turn’d in one of the Sledges, had been hurt by the 

Ambaffa- 
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Ambaffador Brugman's Cabinet, which tell upon his bread, being ot the re- \ S Z 6 . 

form'd religion, his body was carried to the Church of thatProieffion, where- 

he had a Funeral Sermon,after which he was buried in the Church-yard belong¬ 
ing to the Germans, The Great Duke fent us for the folemnity of.the entcrmenr, 
a Frtfiafy and 15. white Horfes out of his own Stables. 

Thee. We had our fecond private audience. Thero. being /Ww-Sunday, The Taim-fmc. 
t\itM»fcovites had a noble Proceflion, to reprefenc our Saviour’s entrance into dayProcefm, 
Jerufalem, and, that we might the more conveniently lee it, having ( exprefs’d 
ourdefilesto chat purpofe, the Great Duke fent the Ambaffadors their ordina¬ 
ry Horfes, and fifteeftothers for their retinue. He order’d alfo to be kept foe 
us a place, neer the Caftle- Gate, whence they drove out the people which 
had throng’d in to the number of 10000, The Perfian Ambafladors were plac’d 
behind us, in the little Theatre we have fpoken of before. 

The Great Duke having been at fervice in our Lady’s Church, came out of 

the Caftle with the Patriarch in very good order. 

Firft came a very Urge Chariot, made of boards nail’d together, but low, 
drawiog after it a Tree, on which hung abundance of Apples, Figs, and 
Grapes. In it were four little Boys with furplifles who fung the Hoianna. 

Then follow’d many Priefts, in their furpliffes and copes, carrying Croffes, 

Banners , and Images , upon long Poles; fome of them fung, others calf In- 
cenfe among the people. Next came the Gofes ot Duke s Merchants; after 
them the Diaken , Clerks , Secretaries , Knez. and Bo jaw ,* having, moft of them 
Palms in their hands, arid went immediately before the Great Duke , who was 
moft richly clad, with a Crown upon his head, fupported by the two princi¬ 
pal Counsellors of State, Knez Juan Borifmits Cyrcaskiy and Knee, Alexey Mi- 
chaelwits mu > and led, hifflfelf,by the bridle, the Patriarch’s Horfe, which was 
cover'd with Cl oath, and made to reprefent an Affe. The Patriarch, who rid on 
him,had on his head a round white Satin Cap, befet with rich Pearls, and about 
it a very rich Crown, HehadiS his right hand a Croffe of Diamonds, where¬ 
with he' blefs’d the people, who receiv’d his benediaion with great fubmif- 
fion, bowing their heads, and inceffantly making the fign of the Croffe. About 
and behind him were Metropolitans, Bifhops, and other Pnefts, whereof fome 
carried Books, others, Cenfcr*. About fifty little boys, moftdadin ted,put oft 
their Cafacks and fear ter’d them along the way; others had pieces of Cloatn 
abouc an Ell-fquare,of all colours, wnich they laid on the ground, for the 
Great Duke and Patriarch to paffe over. The Great Duke being come over 
againft us, made a halt, and fent his principal Interpreter, JohnHelmcs, to ask 
after our health, and went not on till our anfwer was brought him. This done, 
he went into the Church, where he flay’d about half an hour. In his return, ( . 
he flopp’d again at the fame place, to give the Ambaffadors notice that he would 
fend them a^Dinnet from his own Table: which yet was not done, but inftead 

thereof, our ordinary allowance was doubled. . , 

The honour the Great Duke did the Patriarch m leading his horfe, is worth 
to him 400. Crowns, which the Patriarch is oblig’d to give him. Upon Palm- 
Sunday ,fhe fame Ceremonies were obferv’d all over Mujcovy ; the Metropo 1- 
tanes and Bithops reprefen ting the perfon of the Patriarch, the fVemoies ot 

vemours,that of the Great Duke. „ .1, ,-,1 

April in. was their Eafter- day. ’Tu the greateft of all their Feftivals, ana r^Mufcovla*. 
they celebrate it with abundance of Ceremonies, and great rejoycings, as we 1 celebration of 
in remembrance of our Saviour's refurreaion, as that it puts a period to t ea 4 er. 

Lent. The ftreets were all full of afort of Merchants, who fold Egs of all lores 
of colours, which th e 'Mufmntes fend by way of Prefenc one to another, tor a 
fortnight ttogether after Eafter, during which time, when they me«, they kiffe 
each otheri and their falutation is in rtiefe words, Chrifios -toos Chrtfl , chat is. 

Cirrifi iitifa whereto the other anfwers, Woflln wes Chrefl , that is, He is nfen <#- 
iJ. No perfon, What condition, fex, or other *}«aUty foever he be of, *«« 
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refute rhde killes, or the Eggs, that are prcfemed ro him. The Great Duke him- 
fe If huh Prefented fome to the principal Councilors,'arid Lords of his Court. 
He is wont alfo,on Eafter- day,berimes inrhe morning, toviiicchePrifoners 
before he goes .to Church, and to order every one to have an Egg given him, 
and fomefiieep-skin furbeftow’d on them) exhorting them ro rejoyce, fince 
Cbrift dy’d for their fins, and was now trudly rifen again. That done,hecaufes t 
rhe Priion-doors to be (hut again, and goes to his Devotions. Their greateft 
re joy rings confift inFealis,and good Cheer ; but efpecialiy in debauches, in 
common" drinking-houles, which arefullofail forts of perions, Men and Wo- 
men, Ecdefiallick and Laicks, who get fo drunk, tharfthe fireets are pav’d 
with Drunkards. Theprefenr Patriarch hathprohibited them, and order’d that 
on Edfier-duy no drinking places fiiouldbe open ; bur he is not much obey’d, 
April29. The Ambatfador Brugman defit’d, and had, a private audience of the 
a private Audi- Pojares ; ro which he went alone", without hisCollegue , and bur few perfans 
about him. It was given-him in the Exchecquer, and Isfted above two hours; 
what he rreateeUbout we could never learn, till afterward, by the charge put in 
aca'nft him at our return home. 

''May 6. The Ambsfladors hid together rheir third conference with the Bo- 
sores ^ the 17. the fourth; and the 27. the fifth and 1 ail private audience. 

Mat ‘30. The Great Duke permitted the young.Prince’s Governour, to go 
a-hawking, and to invire, to that Dwercifement, the Gentlemen of our retinue. 
He Cent us Horfes, and carried us two Leagues from the Citie into moll plea- 
fan: Meadow grounds. Having fporred two or three- hours, we were treated 
with a Coilacion, under a Tent pitch’d there lor that end. The treatment was 
ordinary, Strong water, Hydromel, Ginger-bread, and preferv’d Cherries. 

Ju»e 1. The Mufcovites celebrated with great folemnitits the birth-day of 
their young Prince, Knex,fuan Mlchadonlts. Our ordinary allowance of Provi- 
fions was doubled. 

The 3, The Ambaflador Bmgmm had a fectfnd private conference with the 
Bojares. June 14, being Whitfun-eve, the Great Duke gave publick audience 
to'allthe Ambalfadorsthenin Mofcefiu order ro their departure. That ofPerJia 
went firft ro audience: he was a C#p%/«,or Merchant; as he came back he had 
on his ocher Cloaths, according ro the Perfian cuftom a Garment of Crimfon 
Satin, lined with the bed kind of SaSles which the Great Duke hadPrefented 
him with. 

After him went the Greeks , Armenians , and Tartars , who in their return, 
caus’d their Letters, and the Prefects they had receiv’d, to be carried before 
them. 

The t a. Arrived there our Controller, who had flay’d at to look 

after the finiflymg of fome Prefents which we were to carry into Perfia. The 
Great Duke was gone on a Pilgrimage out of the Cine,and the Chancellor durft 
not permit the «. ontroller to enter in without his Majefties expreffe order; 
wich occafion’d his flaying three dayes in theSuburbs. 

The r 5. The Great Duke and Dutchefte return’d to Mofcou. The Duke was 
attended by a great number of Lords: the Dure he {Jehad about her 36. Ladies; 
or Maids of honour.They.were all on Horf-back, fitting a-ftride, cloath’d in red, 
white Hats on their heads, with great red bands dangling at their backs, white 
Scarfs about their necks; they were moft wickedly be-painted. 

The 17. 1 was Cent to the Chancellor, to fpeak to him concerning oar dif- 
patches. He would do me the greateft honour I could expe£f,and order’d , I 
fiiouldbe brought into audience by a Prifiaf. That importunate civility coft 
me two hours attendance in the Antichamber, tilj a Prifiaf was found. The 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor receiv’d me kindly, and difoifs d me well fa- 
tisfy’d. The Table in the Audience Chamber was cover’d with a very rich 
Perfian Carpet, upon which was a filver Standifh, bat without any Ink in it : I 
was told afterwards,.that they were Cet there onely for the time I was to ftaym 
the room, which was but poorly fapnUh’d without them. Tne 
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The ao. The Prifiaft came co cell us, chat we might cake oar journey tor 
Ptrfa when we pleas’d, and that ae our return thence we ftiould have the honour 
to kiffe his Majetties hand, it betog not tic they did it then, fince the Ambafla- 
dors were not co return into their own Countrey, and that^ac the Uft pubhck 
audience onely, theGreat Duke was oblig’d toanfwpr the Credentials they had 

^ wfaccordingly prepar’d for our departure , got Boats to be provided to 
carry us upon the River to Nifa , and cook into our fervice, three Lieutenants, 
four Serjeants, and twenty three Soldiers, Scots and Germans. The great Duke 
°ave us leave co take'them out of his own Guard, for our fecurity againtt the 
fncurfions of the Tatars, which make travelling neer VTotgia very dangerous. 
We alfo hir’d certain Mufcovites, for ordinary Employments. The 24. and 25. 
were fpentin putting our things aboard, and fending away certain braffe Guns 
we hid' brought out of Germany , and fame Cabinets we had bought at M°[- 
(oh\ and pa?t of our- Baggage , ordering the Condu&or to Hay for us at 

The 26. came in Ambafladors, or, as the Mtijftovites call them, Coxrrttrs of 
quality from the King of Poland. We went out of the Gicie,to obfcrve their en¬ 
trance. As foon as they perceiv’d us, they fa luted us very cmUy # putting oft their 
Hats.but their demeanour towards the Muscovites was much wanting of refpedt, 
never offerin° to be uncovered. They alfo oblig d the Priftafs to alight, and un¬ 
cover themi elves firft,faying,they were nor thereto do the Mttfcovites any 
honour , but to receive it from them, There were no Horfes out theGreat 
Duke’s (fables at the entrance of thefe Ambafladors , becaufe another Pohfb 
Ambaffador^had, fome few dayes before, refus’d them, and made ufe his 

This other Polifh Ambaflfador had been fent to the Great Duke, immediately 
after the defeat of th s JPfujcovitcs before Smolenftto^ which gave him occahon to 
be fo infolent as he was, during his Hay at Mofco. He would needs make his 
propofition fitting, and perceiving chat, when he pronounc’d the name and ti¬ 
tles of his King, the Bojares were not uncover’d , he ftopp d, till fuch time as 
the Grand Duke had commanded them to be fo. TheKingof^iV^d had fent 
theGreat Duke no Prefents, but the Ambaffador gave him, as from himfelf, a 
very fair Coach, and yet when the Duke fent him a rich Prefenc of Sables, be re¬ 
fus’d them. Whereupon the Great Duke fent back his Coach, which the Ambaf- 
fador being angry at, rook that occafion to tumble the Prifiaf from the top of a 
hi°h pair of Hairs co the bottom. The Great Duke was fo incens d thereat, that 
he^fenc one to cell the Ambaffador, that he knew not, whether this demeanour 
of his was according to his Matter's order, or that the rudeneffe proceeded 
from his own paffion5 that if his King had commanded him to do fo, patience 
mutt be had, till God enabled him to expreffe his refentmem of it; that the 
event ot War was in his hands , and that another time he might be the more 
fortunate: but that if he had done this without order,and upon his own accompt, 
complaint fhonld be made of it to the King his Matter. , 

The 26. of Jme, the Prifiaf brought us the GreatDukes Paffe, which for 
the odneffe of the ftile, we think fit to infert here, faithfully tranflated out of

rise Ambafiti- The Prifiaf having given us our Pafs- port, we appointed fan. 3 o. for our de- 
dm leave Mat- pa rturei m. David Rats gave us another entertainment that day, and kept us 
'dll the laH hour of the day, which the Mafcovites begin at Sun-riling, and 
end at Sun-fet, having ftruck, the Prifiaf caus’d to be brought out the Great 
Duke’s Horfes, and haften’d our departure, being accompany’d by feveral 
petfons of quality , who brought us as far as theMonaftery of Slmana t three 
leagues from Mofcou ,where our Boat wayted for us, avoydingby that means the 
many windings of the River from Mofcou thither. 
a deferiptmof But it were not handfome to leave Mofcou without giving fo me account of 
that great City, the Metropolis of all Mufcovy , to which it gives the name, 
as it takes its own from the Rjver Moska. This River, which pafles through, 
and divides all the reft of the City, from that quarter of it which is called Stre- 
lltz,a SlaHoda , rifes out of the Province of Tue re 9 and having joyn*d its waters 
with thofe of the Occat neet Column *, it.falls together with the other, about 
half 1 league thence^tothe rru/^, The City is elevated 55. deg, 3 6, min. its 
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longitude 66, degrees, ip the mi dll of all the Country » and aim oil at an equal j g x6„. 
diilance from all the Frontiers, which is above 1 1 o.German leagues. It is about 
three leagues about , and, no doubt, hath been heretofore bigger than it is now, 

Mathias de Mlchou, a Canon of Cracwia, who HounOi'd at the beginning of the 
laltae?. faies, that, in his time, it was twice as big as the City oi Prague. The 
Tartars' of Crlm and Precept burnt it in the year 1571 .and the Poles let it a-hre in 
the year 1 dii. teas that there was nothing left, of it. but the Cattle; andyec 
now there are numbredin it above 40000.houfes,and it is out of all oontroveify 

one of the g r eateft Cities in Europe, . •• . its building 

Tis true, that, the Palaces of great Lord?, and the Houles of lome rich Mer* - mIf 
chants excepted,which are of Brick or Stone,all the red are of VVoodjind made 
upofbeams, and crofs-pieces of Firr Iayd one upon another. They covert herd 
with barks of trees , upon which they fomeumes put^ another covering of 
Turfes. The carelefsnefs of the Muscovites , and the oiforefersof their houf- 
keeping arefuch , that there hardly paftcs a moneth, nay not a week, but fome 
place or other cakes fire , which, meetingwith what is very combullible, does 
in a moment reduce many houfes , nay, if the wind be any thing high, whole 
ftreets into afhes. Some few dayes before our arrival, the fire had con fumed 
the third part of the City s and about 5. or 6. years fince , the like accident had 
neer deftioy’d it all. to prevent this, the Strelite of the Guard , and the 
Watch, are enjoyn’d , in the night time to carry Pole-axes, wherewith they 
break down the houfes adjoyning to thole which are a-fire, by which means, 
they hinder the progrefsof ir, with much becter fuccefs than if they attempted 
the quen.bing of ir. And that it may oot/alen on other more fond ftructures,. 
the doores and windows are very narrow, having fburcers of white Lamp, to 
prevent the fparks and flalhes from getting in. Thofe who have their houfes 
burnt, have this comfort wirhall, that they may buy houfes ready built, at a 
market for that purpofe > without: the white-Wall, at a very eafy rate*have 
them taken down, tranfported, and in a fliort time fet up in the fame place where 

The ttreecs of Mofcou are handfome,and very broad,but fo dirty,after rain hath 
ever fo little moiilen’d the ground, that it were impoffible to get out of rhe dirt, 
were ir not for the great polls, which let together make a kind of bridge, much 
like that of the Rhln neer Strasbourg , which bridges, in foul weather ,• ferve for 

a kind of pavement. . . , , c A . 

The City is divided into four quarters, or circuits, whereof the firft is called 
Catalmod l that is, the mid-City, as being in the audit of the others. This 1 * ■

This Steeple \s >called 
loan He/ikcy that is,the Great John, 1 he other is confiderabie only for t e e 
within it, made-by the Great Duke Boris Gudenou, weighing 3 jooo. pounds, it is 
not toll’d , but upon great Fellivals , or to honour the entrance and audience 
of Ambaffadors : but to flit it there mud be 24, men,who pull it by a Rope that 
comes down into the Court, while fome others are above to help« oni>y 
thruRino. The Great Duke’s Palace ftands towards the further fide ottnewme, 

with that'of the Patriarch, andappartenicncs for fcveral Bojares-, who have places 

at Court. There is alio lately built a very fair Palace offtone, according to 
the Italian Archiceflare, for the.young Prince ; but the Greai ^ Ul “; 
ftiil in his wooden Palace? as being more healthy than ftone-flruftu es,^ - - 
chequer, and the Magazine of Powder and provifions are alfo Withm the 
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He City of Mofcou , which thofe of the Country call Mof- 
k> va , derives its name to the Province, wherein it is feaced, 

. and to ail Mufcovy , which was heretofore known under 
that of Rufita 7 01 white Ruflta. It is, doubtlefs, chegreat- 
1 ell of all the Eftates of Europe, fince it reaches in length 
neer thirty degrees,or 4 50.1eagues; and, in breadth, ftxteen 
degrees,or inp.German leagues. Its Frontiers reach, North- 
. ward, beyond the Artlick Circle to the frozen Sea* On 

the Eift , it hath the Rivet Oby • towards the South, the Tartars ciCrim and 
Precop ; and cowards the Weil, Poland , Livonia and Stteden. 

Mufcovy is divided into many great Provinces, moft of which we have named 
elfe where with the Titles of the Great Duke. That of FFolodimcr, oiUladimer 
was heretofore the c hie fell. Its capital City, whence it hath its name, was 
built by Prince FF : olodimer , who liv’d about the year 928. It is jd. leagues di- 
flant from Mofcotj , Eallward , between the Rivers of Occa , and FFolja , in a 
Gormtry fbfrtmtul, that one Bufhelof Wheat Town , yeelds a j. or 30. The 
River C/efm.t, which pafies by it, falls into the River Occa neer the City of Mu- 
rom. The Grand Dukes had chofen it for the moll convenient place for their re- 
lidence , till Prince Dam Ion \Mtchaelomts tranflaced the Emperial Seat to 
Mofcou. 

The Province of Smlemk? hath, on the Eaft, t he Province of Mufcovy, on the

ueerer to that name. The other eminent Cities of ic, are, ProkoLm, upon the 
Nieper , VTefma , upon a River of the fame name, and Mafaysky, The City of 
Smolensky hath, on the fide of rhe River, aCicradel, fortify'd with great Chains 
and good Ditches, with a good Coumerfcatp well palifadoed. The Mufcovites 
took this Ciry from the Poles in the year 1514. Sigifmond King of Poland Reco¬ 
ver’d it again in the year 161 1 .&the iate Great Duke Michael Federonits befieg’d 
it in the year t6z3 . but was forc’d to raife the fiege, as we fihall have occafion to 
relate anon.The Great Duke that now is took it by compofit\on,in the year 1654 
and is ftill polfefs’dofir. 

The Province of Phe fan lies between the Rivers Don and Occa , haying, on the RE’.eun. 
Weft, Mafcovy, from which it is divided by the River Ak,a. This is the moil 
fruitful Province of all Mufcovy #nd producesabundance of Wheat, Hony,Fifh, 
and all forts of Venizon and Fowl. Befides the chief City, which is upon the 
River Occa , it hath alfo thofe 'of Cor fra. and Talia , upon the River of that 

name. , ... . ‘ 

Ptrmie is one of the gteateft Provinces of all Mafcovy ftsd diftant frotn Moft:ou permle, 
ayo. or 300. German leagues, towards theEaft and North. Its chief City, 
whence it hath its name , lies upon the River of Fifchora, which falls into Kam, 

15. leagues thence. The Inhabitants of this Province have a Language and Cha¬ 
racters peculiar tothemfelves. They eat Herbs in fte^d of bread, and inftead 
ofTribure, fend the Great Duke, Horfes and Furrs. Its neighbours Eaftwatd 
are the Tartars of Turaen. ■ 

The Bafon of Herherftein faies, that the Province of Jag fie, is that whence j ugar * e; 
the Hongrians came, who now .live in the Country that Ii?s upon the Dan-

The Prov Inc zof TFtathka, is 1^0. German leagues diftant from the City of Wiatbka,'

Cafan. The Country is w.oody and barren, and much fubjeiS to the incurfions 
of the Tartars Cz,eremffes , who were the Mafters ofir, till Bafll,Gttit Duke of 
Mufcovyjumtcdit to his Crown.

The City and Dutcby of Plefcott was govern’d by its own Princes, nil the Plefcou, 
Great Duke JoltnBafiloms reunited both to his Crown , in the year 1509. The 
Mtefcovites call it Pskov.', from the Lake upon which the chief City is feared, and 
out of which rifes the River •£ the fame name, that paffes through the City. . 

Siberia is of great exteDt, and Had a longtime its own Princes, who paid Siberia; . 
Tribute to the Kings of Poland, upon the accompc of Lithuania , on which they 
had fome dependence* They revolted from Cafimir, fon of J agellon, King of Po¬ 
land, and became fnbjedt to the Great Duke of Mafcovy, The (z-aar Bafih , eje¬ 
cted the Duke of Siberia , and united the Province to his Crown. The chief 
City is Novogorod, but to diftinguiih irfrom others of the fame name, it is called 
Nbvogorod Siebersky, that is, Novogorod, or the Neve City of Si bene. Its other 
eminent Cities ar oBtanAtib, Potivola, C^ernigoa, and Bransky. _ . , — 

The Dutchies of Jaroflaf , Pofihou, and. Sufdal were a long time enjoy’crby the Iaroflaf, 
younger Brothers of Mxfcovy ,tiU ]ohn Bafiloms reunited them to the Crown, in :

The Province of Dveina is the greateft , and more Northern of ail Mafcovy , Dwina. • 
and was heretofore fubjedt to the Duke of Novogorod. The River of Dmna falls 
into the white Sea 9 neer Archangel, It is not long fince that this Province,which 
isahundred’leagues in length, had but one City in it, of the fame name, feated 
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in the midltofit: but now that the Mufcovitss have Tranftatcd imothofe part?, 
the Trade which the Engiilh, Dutch, and Hanfearick Towns, were wont to 
bring to JVarvai it is become one of the moftconiiderable Provinces of all Muf- 
cov'j. . The greaceft place of commerce is called Archangel) from the Archangel, 
Sr, M/dWAand fituated at the mouth of the pmm y where it makes the Ifland of 
Podefemski .The City is net very great,but ofgreatTrading,by realonofthemany 
Ships that come every year, which bring thither the Majcovtan Merchants, efpe- 
cially thetfe Grangers that live at Mofcou ,with the commodities of the Country,to 
truck for thofe that are brought thither. The Great Duke makes great advantages 
of it j but the Impofitions he laies upon all Merchandifes are fo great, that it is 
not unlikely Strangers will, in time, return to Narva-) where the King of Saudsn 
takes but two in the hundred, and, to whkh, navigation is not fo dangerous. 

,n the Gulf, which the Sea makes neet the mouth of. Dmmj are three Klauds, 
called Solofka, A> ger^ and ('ojoita* There was heretofore in the lormerof thefc the 
Sepulchre of & Adttfcovlan Saint, but 3. or 4,, years ftnee , the Great Duke caufed 
the Body to be tranflated thence to Mojcou. Some report, that the Great Dukes, 
Predecefrors of him that now reigns,had bidden a great Tfeature there, as being s 

place inacceffible, by rtafon ofits high and ftcepy rocks. ■ 

The Province of Uftiugha is next to that of Dafinafttat more Southerly ,and was 
alfo fubje£t to the Duke of Novogorod: The chief City, ofthe fame name, isfer 
called from the word lift , which (ignifies the mouth of a River * as the Latine 
word, Oftittm ; and Ja-gh, bccaufe ir was ieated at the place where the River of 
fuoh falls inro Suchana^ .from which it is now half a league diftant. Its Inhabi¬ 
tants cat no Bread, but are content with Fifti and VenLfon dry d in the Sun„ 
Thence are brought the faireft black-Foxes skins. 

Vologda^ feared in the Province ofthe fame name, is the only City ifl all Muf- 
covy that hath a Hone wall about it, being the place whither the Great Duke, in 
time of War, was wont to fend fome part of his Treafures. It feme time be¬ 
longed*! he Duke of JVovogorod, but is now,together with the Province, reunited 
to Mnfcovj. The River of Vologda,whznct it takes its name, falls with thtDwjna 
Into the white Sea. 

The Dutch y of BUlejewro is alfo one ofthe Northern Provinces of this great 
State,but fofull of Woods and Rivers,that it is in a manner ioacceflible,unlefs 

ir be when the Penns and Rivers are frozen. 

The Province of Pet^ora reaches along the frozen Sea, towards the Eaft and 
North. The River of Pwaora,whence it hath the name, falls into the Sea neer the 
Streight of PJeigats, below the Gity of Pafteoz-iero , by fix feveral chanels. The 
mountains, which the AAufcovitts call Zimrtopoias , that is, the Girdle of the 
Earth, (1 he fame,as it is belie ved,as the Amiencs called rhe Rlpham and Hyper - 
hrean mountains) ly on both Odes of it, and afford the be ft Sables, and excel¬ 
lent Hawks. The City is but little, and the cold fo great in this Province, that 
the Rivers are frozen from Augnjh\o Aday, Upon this Province border the Sa- 
ftfo.cdc’s, a people wefhsll have occafion. to fpeak of hereafter. 

The Province of Oldory derives its name from the River Oby , which rifing 
out of the great Lake of Kataiskp , and running from the Eaft towards the 
North, falls inro the frozen Sea, and is fo broad at the mouth , that with a very 
good wind a Ship will have much ado to crofs from one fide to the other in two

As for the Tart art an Provinces that are fubjeft to the Great Duke, we fhall

There are, in Mufcovy, two Rivers called Dtvina ; one nfesout of a Laice of D^ina. 
the fame name, ten leagues from the Lake of Fromm, and the fource of Dnepr, 
and falls into the Baltlck .§«» below Riga. The other rifiog ac the conjunction 
of the Rivers of Jagel and Sachana, gives its name to the Province before mentio¬ 
ned, and falls into‘the n hire Sea. neer Archangel. The Rivers of Mofca and Occa 
are pleafant and very confiderabte; but, tbTey lofetheir names, with all the 
other Rivers in the Coumrey , when they fail into thofe we have before tpo- 

ken of. • ' ■ . . 

Mufcovy then being of furh extern, as we hive Paid, it is not to be imagm d, 
that in Provinces Co dilta.nt, and htuaced in to different climates, Air and Eau h 
are alikequalify’d every where. About AFofcou and the adjacent Provinces,the f] je gfrofM 
Air is good and healthy, fo that there is no talk of the Plague or any other Epi- covy. 
demical difeafe. Which was the reafon, that in the year 1 6 54. at the beginning 
of the War of Snolensko , when the InTeftion made fuch havock in that great 
Citie, people were the more fufprizld thereat, in regafd the like had not been 
known in the.memory of man, Tt was fo great) that thofe vvere feen dying in. 
the Resets t who thought themfelves welt enough when they came out of their 
houfesand all Mufcovy was fo aflonifli’d at it, that all the Avenues oiMofcvt 
were block’d u p. 

The cold-is fo piercing, that no fur can prevent the Nofe, Ears, Feet, and Zxwncty cold, 
Hands from freezing, and falling. At oar hell voyage, thither, in 1634. the cold 
was fo {harp, that, in the great Market-place, before the .Gallic, we faw the earth 
open above twenty fathoms in length, and a foot broad. Wecould.not go 50. 
fteps, without hazard Oflofing Come of jour members. I faw there by experi¬ 
ence, what .others have left in writing, that fpittle froze betore it came to the 

ground, and water as it dropp’d. , . 

I obferv’d withall, that the earth is,open.there in a manner as Toon as in (jar- 
many, and that the Spring fruits come much about the fame time ; for the more 
theearthis cover’d wirh Snow, the more it keeps in the heat requihte to pro¬ 
mote vegetation. The Iceland Snow together make the tvayes fo even, that ic is 
mucheahet travelling there than any where elfe. For Winter-travelling, the 
Mafcovim make ufe of Sledges, made very low,of the bark of Trees , cover d 
with fomecoarfe kind of Cl oath. We lay all along in them, and coveting out 
felvess-with flieep-skins, and the Sledges being cover’d with fack-cloach, or fome 
coarfeCloath, we not onely felt noc the cold, but even fweaced in the depth of 

Winter. ,. . , f , 

Th tMttfcovtan horfes are very low, yet fit enough for this kind or travel¬ 
ling, for being fwift and indefatigable, they.will go 8.10. nay many times .12. 
leagues-without flaying by rhe way. I have my felf traveled twice from Tttcre 
to .without any bait by rhe way, 1 Hence is it that travelling is 10 edeap, 

that a Goun trey fellow (hall bring you fifty leagues for three-or-four Crowns 

If the cold be fharp in the Winter, the heat is no leffe-troublefom !1 ? 
mer, noc proceeding fo much from the fcorching rayes pf the Sun (vyhicRis 
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there in a manner alwayea above the Horizon , and makes the day 18*hours 
long) as occafion'd by the Flics, Wafps, Gnats, and other infe&s, which the 
Sun produces in the Moors and Fens, which take up a great part of the 
Councrey, in fuch abundance , that night and day they are extremely troubie- 
fome. ( 

But, the Fens and Foretls, which Mufcovy is well ftor'd with, hinder not but 
~ the Land they cultivate is very Fertile, For unlelfeir'be about Mofco, where 
the foyl is barren and gravelly, let them take ever fo little pains with their 
grounds in other places,''they will bring forth more Wheat and Pafture than the 
Gounrrey canconfume. The Ho Herders acknowledge, t hat Atnfcovy is to them 
what Smfy wasfometimeto Rome. You never hear talk-of dearth, though in 
the Provinces that hive not the convenience of Rivers to tranfport their Corn, 
the Inhabitants manureoneiy to much ground as will afford them a barefub- 
liftence for the prefent year, nor minding the furure, as confident their ordinary 
increafe will never fail them. Thence it comes that fomuch excellent ground 
lies fallow,producing oneiy Hay, whereof they mow no more than will ferve 
their Gattel. 

There is fo great differened between thisfoyi., and that of ihe Province of 
Aliesitake* in Livonia ,though there lies oneiy the River Narva between them, 
that as foon as a manisover he perceives it. Mhfcovy and the Non hern Pro¬ 
vinces of Livonia have this common with I^uermanma and C^rf/.->,ihat they fow 
not their CotntiU'within three weeks ofMidfummer ; £or the cold having, as 
a man might fay, pierc'd to the Centre of the earth, itmufthaveleaCuretoun- 
freeze : but the Wheat is no fooner in the ground bur it puts forth, and the 
heat of the Sun, which, as we faid,' is alwyes above the Horizon, advances and 
ripens it. So that fowingand Harveft is all over in two moneths. Wherein the 
Muscovites have this advahtage over the Livomms, that they put in their Wheat 
dry, and ready to be thrafh’d, whereas thcLhomms are forc’d to ufe fire to dry 
if, by the help of a great Oven , built in the mid ft of a Barn , where they put 
their fheavesupon beams lay’d a croffe,till fuch time as the heat hath fo dry’d 
them, that beating them with a ftick, the Grain falls out, fo as that there is no 
need oF thrafhirg or treading it , as they do in the Eaft. Tbere is yet this 
further incbnvenience, that the Wheat thus dry’d is not good for feed, 
and many times the Barns take fire, which fpreads into the houfes about them, 
and confumes all. 

In chofe Provinces which are not fo much towards the North, efpecially neec 
the C.irie of Mifco, there a-e excellent fruits,as Apples,Cherries, Plums, and 
Goof-berries. I have Teen Apples in beauty & colour much like thofe which are 
called Asians, and fo tranfparenr,that holding them between your fight and the 
Sun you may eafiiy tell the Kernels. *Fis true,this fruit having not time to bake 
in the Sun, (it being rather a moderate flow heat than an exteflive (torching, 
that confumes the fuperfluous moifture) will not keep,as it would do in Germa* 
tty, and other more Southerly Countreys: but the Commentator upon the Maps 
of Atlas is nevertheleffe miftaken , when he fayes, after the Baron of Herberfiei^ 
andG(M£»/’/7,rhac the cold is fo great in Mafcovy, that the Countrey cannot pro¬ 
duce Apples^ or other fruits that are worth fending up to the, Table. They nave 
alfo all manner of Pulfe, Por-heibs, Afparagus, Onions Garlick, Roots,Cow- 
comhetSjCitruls, or Gourds, and Melons, and of thefe laft abundance, excel¬ 
lent good, and fo big, that at my being in Mufetvy in the year 1^43.* friend pre¬ 
sented me with a Melon , <hat weigh’d forty pound. Th e Mufcovttes very 
expert in the ordering of their Melons. They fteep rhe feed, for rbefpaceof 48. 
hours, in Cow’s milk, or an imbibition of fair water and Sheep's dung : their 
beds they make of Horfe dung, as it is carried cut of the liable, fix foot deep, 
and then cover them with rhebeft mold, in which they make fiat Trenches, about 
a Foot and a half broad. They thruft the feed fodeep into the bed, as that it 
may not oneiy. befecor’d from the cold,and receive the benefit of the Sun- 
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fiiioe, but alfo have the advantage of the heat which the dung fendsup fromi be- , g , £ 

low , covering it in the night 9 . and iome times all day long * with bells of the- 

Conncry-glafs, or talk. They do doe cranfplant them, but are careful to take 
away what is fuperfluous, and do whit ocher things are commonly praxis d in 

0 t 'We^wemcredSly inform'd, that neer Samara , between V Volga and the Doa, Boran«. 
there is a kind of Melons, or rather Gourds, chat are form’d like a Lamb, whereof 
this fruit reprefenrs all the members, being Uften’d to the ground bv the talk , 
which is as it were its navel. As it grows it changes place, as far as rhe balk will 
o| V e wav, and, as it turns , makes the grafs to wither. The Mttfcwites call this 
browzing, or feeding, adding, that when it is ripe, the (talk withers, and the frutc 
is cloath'd with a hairy skid, which may be drefsUand ufed mftead of Furr. They 
call this fruit Boraxes, that is to fay, the Lamb. They fhew dus tome of chofe 
skins,taken off the covering of abed, andfwore they came from that fruit, but 
we could hardly believe it. They were covered with a foft frizltug Wool! not 
unlike that of a Lamb newly wean’d, or taken off the Sheep^belly, Sea- 

liver makes mention of ic > Exerc. iSi^aod faies this fruit grows nil the gra * 
fails it ‘and that it dies not but for want of nourifhmenr, He adds, that no 
Beall will feed on it, but the Wolf, and that it is us'd as a bait to take him, 
winch thzMufcovites alfo confirmed. 

It is not long that they have had flowers and fweet Herbs, the Great Duke p lowers, 
Michael Federouiu being the fir 11 that bellow’d any expence in Gardening,which 
he did with very good fuccefs. Nor is it long that they have had any other than 
wild Rofes. Veter Marcellis , Commifiary fro m the K ing of Denmark, and Duke 
of Holflein, brought the firft^w^-Rofes thither. 

The Holaad, and German Merchants have but lately planted Afparagus there, Aftarag#, 
which take very well, and are as big as a mans thumb. Nor have the Mafcovitts 
been long acquainted with Lettice and other Salad-herbs, and laugh’d at the 
Strangers who fed on them; but now they begin to like them. There are no 
Hazel-trees, nor Vines in Muscovy ; but the D inch bring fuch quantities of fe- 
veral forts of Wine thither by the way of Archangel, chat there is no want of any. 

There is alf° within thefe few years fome brought in from Aflrachan , upon the 

^Mafcovy abounds in Hemp and Flax, and there is fo much Honey and Wax, 
even in the Woods, that belides what is fpent in Hydromel, and in Wax- 
'Candles, in this Commodity confifts the gteateft part of the comm wee which 
the Mafctrvites have with Strangers, to whom they put off yearly aobve'twenty 
thoufand Quintals (or hundred weight) of Wax. ...... 

All Mufcovy being but a continued foreft, thofe places only excepted where Vemfon and 
they have firM the Woods in order to agriculture, it mull needs be very well Fw» 
furnifhM with all forts ofVcnizoD and Fowl.- Whence it comes, that Heath- 
Cocks , Feafancs of feveral kinds, and Partridges are very cheap; as alfo wild 
Geefe, and DucksjHerons and Swans are not much efteem djmufch lefs Thrusks, 

Fitdevars, Quails, Larks, and ocher final! Birds, which the Country people wil 
not take thepains to look after. There are no Storks la Majcovy^not yet in Li¬ 
vonia ; but abundance of Birds of prey, as Faulcons,Ta(fels, 8cc. In the more 
Northerly Provinces there are white ones, which are much efteem d became ot 

There is all forts of Venifon, Deer excepted ; Of Elks and wild Boars abun¬ 
dance The Hares arc grey, but in fome Provinces they turn white in winter, 
as in Livonia & yet if tmiand, which is contiguous to that Province, and di¬ 
vided from it only by the River D«w, the Hares chinge not their co °ur. * 1S 
no hatd matter 1 to find rhe reafon of this change , which muft proceed ex¬ 
ternal cold; fince I have known, that, even in Summer Hates have chang d their , 
colour, when they have been kept fome time in a Cave. 

The fame Bo/efls breed alfo abutdance of Bears, Wolves, Lurstes, T.gres, tm».

Poxes, Martinsj and Sables, the skins whereof are the moft confiderabie Traffick 
of chc Country, fincechac fome year,, th tMufcovltes fell to Strangers as many 
as come to a Mil ion of Gold, befides what is fpenc in the Country,or prerented 
ro the Great Duke, The moli elieem’d Furrs are the skins of black Foxes. Sa¬ 
bles, Caftors, white Bears, Ermins, and Squirrels. b 

The Bears and olvesdo abundance of mifchief, and are as dangerous upon 
the high-wayes as the Robbers. For what we have Paid o£ Livonia is no let’s true 
of Mufcovy, viz. that,in the Winter time,tbey break open houfes, and rake awav 
peoples Cartel, &c. as we have related in the fecond Book of thefe our Travels. 
We could add many other ftories of thefe Creatures, but in regard, they would 
hardly, for the ftrangenefs of them, be credited, at leaft by fuch as never heard 
iJ";l t ^ lin n s J we forbear. When rh z Muscovites take any of the. Bears 

V\ helps, they tame them, and teach them a choufand tricks, and, in time, come 
to get a livelihood by them. * 

The Lakes, Ponds and Rivers afford all forts of Fifli, Carps excepted, which 
are not to be had Either in Mufcovy or Livonia. At Ajh-achm, we met with abun - 
dance of them, very large, but tough and unfavory; which is the reafon the Muf- 
covites make nopreac accompt oft hem. 7 

■ Heretofore there were no Mines in Mufcovy , but fome years ft nee there was 
one found out neer Tula, upon the Frontiers of Tart ary , j 2o.leagues from Mofco, 
which affords only 1 ron, where the Workmen are fuch as the tieflor of Satow 
fent over to the Great Duke. Peter Marcellis, a Merchanr, born at HamhorouoL 
hath the management of lr, who, having built a Forge in a very pleafsnt Valley 
there, which hath a Brook running through ir,harh raken it of the Great Duke 
furniftiing him every year with a certain number of Iron Barrs, pieces of Artil¬ 
lery and Bullets. About 15. yearfince,. information was brought to the Great 
Duke Michael FederoHns,ihttGo\d might be found in a certain Province in Mnf 
covy, if any would be at the expsnee todig for it; but he who brought the fi /ft 
news of it, mllead of enriching himfelf, was uttterly undone. Heretofore the 
Mufcovites were Ample enough to credit thefe informations, and to advance 
mony upon the propofitions that were made thereupon ;but for fome years naff 
they have been content to hearken to them ? or if they advance any mony ft is 
tipon good fecunty put in by the undertaker.! have feen an example of this in an 
Znghjk ^Merchant, who was perfwaded t hat Gold would infallibly be found and 
npon that imagination engag'd fome of his friends to be anfwerable to the Great 
Uuke fofthe mony he Ihould advance. But, after a great expenfe to no pur- 
poie, he was put in pnfon, and his friends were forc'd to pay the mony he had ra- 

hen p. 

Having not feen the more Northerly Provinces of Mufcovy, as Bmncu 1 marie, 
I'errme, Sibtne, and Samojede, I fhould content my felf with what Ihavefaid 
ot them in the beginning of this Book : But in regard this laft named Province is 
stbfoluteiy unknown to all the reft of Europe , and that I have had the opportu¬ 
nity to difcomfe with fome Sarwjedes, and to learn from their own mouths the 
particularities of their Country, I hope it will not be thought much if I make a 
mort dtgjreffion concerning them. Being at Mofcou, in the year 1643. in the 
Great Duke s Annchamber, or Pofolfe-Pncas , flaying till a Per fan Ambaflador 
were dome out from Audience, that I might go in to have mine, 1 had the con- 
vemence to difcourfe with two Deputies of the Samojedes , who had been fent to 
the Great Duke with a Prefent of many Elks,. and white Bears skins, which the 
Mufcovian Lords ufe toadorn their Sledges. I. laid hold on this occafton to en- 
qmreof them fomepirt ofwhat I was defirom to know concerning rheir man- 
ner of life; which T did with the moreeafe,in chat both of them underftood the 
Mujcovtan Language* 

Tis certain, thefe people were ahtiently comprehended under the name of 
Ehofe who they called Schites, and Situates , and that they were not called Sa- 
wjedes, till after they became Subjefts to the Great Duke; that word is 

Mufco- 
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Mufcovian, fignifying£/«#r/ of themfefoes r is being compounded of that of 
bimfelf, and Geda> feat. They would argue thence, that thefe people are An- 
tbropophagi ; for indeed, they did feed on mans flefh, even that of their deceas d 
friends , which they mixt with Venifon, which was, and vs ftiU their ordinary 
nonrifhmetre. What we have faid difcovers the difference there is between this 
Province and that of Samoghia, which the Muscovites call Samtskg fentbla, htua- 
ted between Lithuama and Livonia* and is Dart of the Kingdom of ^MWjwnere- 
as <SamoleAe lies towards the Hyperborean Moumaips, on both lides of the River 
Oh, upon the Tart or Ian Sea, and towards the [freight of VP eigats , as we laid be¬ 
fore. I can hardly be perfwaded, rhat it is of the Santojedes, Qgifitsu ( n> tites 
would fpeak, when he fayes that the Abu lent their Ambafladors to Alexander 
the Great, and that inliead of Abil wc [bould read Obit, becaufe they by d upon 
the River Oby ; but of the Tartars, who are neer the River Dm, or 'lama, which 
divides AfiaUotn Europe. ’Tis of them ratherthsn of the Samjedes^hm : Qj.C*n- 
the might affirm, that they had no Cities,nor fetled Habitations, but liv d in 
Woods and Defarts, [banning the conversation of men, and that it Alexander 
Went thither, he mult have Conquer’d impenetrable Foreits,Rivers, ee, an 
Snow, after he had triumphed over the Inhabitants, For though tm&tmjedtt 
have indeed no Cities,yet are they not NomA.es, nor change their habitations as 
the Tartars do. On the contrary, their Cabans or Hups,which are covered vault- 
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wTfe^^ebuilt halTunderground, and have in the middle a hole, which does jrg^Samo-

not onely ferve for a Chimney, but alfo for a door when the Snow is fo high, 
that they areforc’d to make ufe of that hole to let in air; Since that the Coun- 
trey being in the Frigid Zone,the Snow, which is there [otne rimes t e depth of a 
Pike, makes their doors ufelefle, They have walks under their Huts, by the 
means whereof they may vilitandconverfe one with another. And this kind 
of life is fo much the morefuppsrtable to them, for that the Sun going beyond 
the Line, 8 c leaving them in continual darkneEfe for fix moneths together, the li¬ 
berty they might have to go abroad would be cf no advantage to t iem. 

During this long night, they have no other light than what their Lamps affftrd 

them, which islut a fad and melancholy one, as being maintain d by the Oyl 

ofacertain fifh, of which they make provifion in the Summer. Which Seaton 
begins with them, as foon as the Sun comes to the 'Equinoctial line, and, en- 
tring into the Septentrional Signs of the Zodiack, melts ihe Snow , and brings 
them a day as long as the night had_ been tedious Upon this accompt it is, 
that OUns Matnus, Alexander Gttagnm, and others, have grounded fables of p- - 
pie chat fleep fix moneths of the year, or, as Swallows, and Frogs, die in the be¬ 
ginning of Winter, and rife up again in rhe^ Spring. Th <:ydonot j; ultlva . r f ^ 

Earth, nor keep any Cartel, which is, no doubt, becaufe the Earth would not 
requite their pains, and affords no Grarte* So that, having nn 0 , 13 J^ 

no bread to Lke; and having no Wool, they a re. forc’d to Cloat i themfe Ives 
with what nature and their Counrrey can afford them. Theu food is fith, dry d- 
in theWind and Sun, Honey and Venifon. They are of lefflrftatnre, thetrfaces neirjlmre. 
large and flat, wearing rbeir hair very tong; they have little eyes.and fhort legs, 
and are not much unlike the Gr&enUniers * of whom we Gull have feme what c 

^The Cloathingof the Samo jedes is of Rents skins, whereof the re are abundance ilwir cltuthing 
in rhat Countrey, as indeed there is all over the North. This Creature, which 
is thought to be the Earandius of the Ancients, is called by t ie rnt> 
tines Ranffifer , from the word Ret*, by which name the ^W^call ic, t 
not known in thefe parts. ’Tisas big^as a Srag,butfomewhatdlro „ . h- 
hair grey or white, as they are in Sjmojede, havipg the breaft hi^ w«h long 
and rough hair, the hoof cloven, and the horn fo hard, that makin s an impref- 
fion in the Ice, this animal goes as fecurely as if it uponfhegroun^ trfJfo

1 ®g;» being fet before he tie Sledges, 
made like a Boat, which they draw with incredible force and fwifenefle 
The Samojedts wear very large Caps, made of fur, or pieces of t. loath of fe- 
veral colours, which they buy of the Mufcovites , and are fo big that: thev fall 
down to their nejdur. Their fhirts a* made of the skins of young AW which 
are very fofc, and have a fliort hair. They Wear drawers under their shuts, and, 
upon their fhirts. Garments falling down to the mid-leg, border’d below with a 
very long fur. Thefe Garments are made tike thofe which arc called Cofaa^s 
oprnonely .£thsneck. Their Mitten! are alien'd tollieend of chelt (kite! 
and the fur of all their Cloaths is turn’d on the out-fide. When the cold is ex¬ 
traordinary . they put their Cofaques over their heads, and let the fleeves ban<> 
down, their faces being not to be feen , but at the cleft which is at the neck! 
Whence Tome have taken occafion to write, that in thefe Northern Councreys, 
there are people without heads, having their faces in their breads. As alfb that 
there are feme have feet fo big, that one of them fhades the whole body , and 
that having cover d themfelves w,ich their feet, neither Sun not Rain can come 
at them But the errour came thus, that th zSamojedes, as alfo the Laplanders 
and Finlanders, wear a kind of ftiooes or patins, in the Winter time, to go upon 
the Snow, which are an E l and a half long towards the Toe. The Finlanders and 
Laplanders- make them as long towards the Heel as the Toes, arid call them Sak- 
out the Samojedes^o not lengthen them at all Towards the heel, and call 
them jV/irrw All make them of barks of Trees, or fome very thin Wood, aod 
ufe them with a Hrange ambry Colonels, Governourof Narva, who had 
many t inlanders among the Soldiers of his Gamfon, would needs give'us the

I had the curiofuy to ask one of thofe Samojedes, what he thought of Mufco- 
y, and whether it were a betterConntrey than theirs, and the MufcovUn man- 
£5 of Life,the more pleafanu. He anfwer’d, that Mafavyrns indeed a pleafanc 
i-ountry, and the provifions of it not to be difliked* but that their Country 
alto naa thofe conveniences and pleafures, chat were not to be had el fe where, 
s och as were fo inviting, that he was confident, if thc Great Duke had once a taft 

of 
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ot'thera^ he would leave Mo fee a , and come among them, to enjoy the fecumy, g , g 
ouiet, and de Light fulnefs of their manner of life. They were, till within theie - 7 _^ 
few vears, Pagans and ldolatersj^nfomuchas when the Hollanders made the 
y ov agc 1 fpoke of there, they foSa the Sea-fide full of Idols, for which the 
SaMedes had fo much affeaion , thic they would not fufteroneofthem tobe 
carried away But they have been fince baptized and have embrac d -Chnitian 
Religion, by the means of a Bifhop of Uladlmer Which the Ute Great Duke feat 
among them, with fame PrieBs, to infttudl them. . , 

The Author > who hath here made one digrdTion s to (peak ot the Samojedes , . 4 J 4 mpm*o{ 
though not falling under the Subjeft of his Travels, chinks he may make another, GrwnUnd. „ 
to fa? fomewhat of Greenland , as well in regard of the confonancy there is be¬ 
tween the people of that Country and thofe he had now fpoken of, and alfo the 
Tartarsyoi whom he will have oceafion to fpeak hereafter, as for that he hath 
Teen, and difeover’d with, fome inhabitants of Greenland b who have told fuch 
particularities, as would not be undelightful, i( iA.de la Pereire had not faidbe¬ 
fore him all that could be faid of a Country which is as little known, as thofe 
parts of the World that .hive not yet been difeover’d. The Treatile he hath pub- 
fifo’d upon this Subjeft is fuch, that we fliall nqt need to repeat what he hath 
clearly and elegantly exprefs’d,bat only add, together with the opinion of our 
Author, (who thinks Greenland, is a Continent, and borders upon Tartary 
towards the EaB on one fide, and on America , Weft ward, on the other) That 
Frederick. III. King of Denmark, coming to the Crown, in the year 1648. bad, 
befides all other Royal Verrues,a great defire to advance the Trade of 0 remand. 

Henry Matter, Farmer General of the ourland cuffomes of Denmark^, a curious 
perfop and rich, undertook it, and,' to chat end, fetouca Ship in the year 
commanded by Cape. David Dannel , one of the moll expenenc d Mailers 
of his rime. The firff Voyage having had the fuccefs was expefted from it, the 
faid Muller , fenc him again to Greenland the next year, 165 3 . But as men of bu- 
fmefs, who curious foever they may be,are earned away with fome other predo¬ 
minant paffion , there was nothing learnt m thefe two Voyages, at leaB thole 
emploi’d in them neglefted to make any relation thereof that ever could be 
feen : but in the year 16 54. a Ship was fet out, which going from Copenhagen in 
the beginning of the Spring, arriv’d not on the Coatts of Greenland , till the 2 8. 
of T«A, at a place where the mountains were Bill cover’dI with .taw, towards 
the (hore the waters frozen , and the bottotne fo hard , that it beingutaoffiUe 
the Anchor fliould fallen, they were forc’d to let the Ship float upon the watery 
becaufe rhere were Rocks all about. As foon as this Shipappear duponrhe 
Coafls of Greenland, the Inhabitants fee out above a hundred Boats, and came to 
view that ftranse BruRure, which was much different from what they ordinarily 
faw. At firli they would by no means come neer it, but feeing they were in- 
treated to come into the Ship, they at laft came, and in a few dayes were fo fa¬ 
miliar, thar with their commodities, which they trucktfor fuch toies as we had, 
they brought alfo their Wives, out of an intention to make advantage of them 
by another kind of Commerce,which though ic be not left known ellewhere.yet 
is not fo public kly pcafltisM as among thsen 3 where fornication is neither crime 
n r f* n 

Danes thought, this freedom of the Greenlanders a good opportunity to 
carry away fome of them. The Ship being ready to fet fail for us return , and 
theSavases coming Bill aboard with their Commodities, a Woman that had a 
great mind to a pair of knives which one of the Sea-men wore at is irdle, 
offer’d him for it a Sea-Dogs-skin, which the Sea-man refufingaj wo htt^e, fte 
proffer’d him a kindnefsinto the bargain. The Sea-man had no former exprefs d 
L being well facisfy’d with the proffer, but {he b^V?^ 7 W^„ C JS 
they as well as the men wear Drawers) and would have ^idh , 
the Deck. But the Sea-man made her apprehend that he would not have al^e 
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s - wbat they did, and char Are mutt go under Deck, The Woman, having got her 
I o3&» Father’s leave, follow’d the Sea-man with two other aged Women, a young 
- ' Boy, and a Girl of about 12, years of ag^ who where robe prefent at the 

confummacion of the bargain. But as foolfc they were down , the hatch was 
fhuc, they laid hold alio of another Man, and fet fail. The Savages perceiving 
they were trapann’d, made a hideous noife in the Ship. Thofe who were upon 
the Deck got into their Boats, and follow’d the Ship a great way inro the Sea, 
to fee if they could recover the Prifoners. The Boy, who went down with 
the Women, got out at one of the holes the Cable is put out at, andfwam 
afliore. They alfo.Dant back one of the Women, as being too old to be tranf- 
ported; fo chat, they had but four perfons, one Man , tWo Women, and i. 
Girl. _ The trouble they were into be among people they knew not, was ex¬ 
traordinary ; but at.lad, thektndnefs and good cheer wherewith they were en¬ 
tertain'd won their hearts, together with the hope they were put into, that 
within a fhort time, they [hould be brought back again into their Country : fo 
that when they came to Bergaesin Norway, their affliction feem'd ro be quite 
’ over, nay, the Man thought the Women of the Country fohandfome, and was 
got into fo good a humour, that, a Lady ofqualiry being come out of curiottty 
to fee thefe Savages, he ptofer'd to try wbat die had under her apron. This 
man dy’d in the Ship before we came to Dewuakj His Daughter feeing him in 
the agony of death, bound up his head in his Cafaque, and fo let him dy. His 
name was Ihlob , aged about 40. years. The older of the two women, agedaboue 
45. years, was called Kundlng\ Hie bywhofe means they were taken, was 
about 25. her name, Kale/att, and the Girl’s name was Sigokg. The Plague then 
very rife all oszt Denmark,, had oblig’d the King to retire to fUmUwg , in the 
Dutthy of Holfiein , where thefe Greenlanders were prefenred to him. He board¬ 
ed them at a Chiruigeons, and order'd them to be fo well entertain’d, as that at 
their return to Greenland, whither he intended to fend them with the firll op¬ 
portunity, they might have occafionto celebrare-the liberality of his Majefty, 
and the civil entertainment of his Subje&s. The King honour’d the Duke my 
Matter fo far, as to fend them to him to Gottorp, where they were lodg'd in my 
houfe for fome dayes, which I fpent in lifting out their humour and manner of 
life. 

of the MM- They were all three low of ftature, but ttrong, being well proportion’d in all 

texts, parts, unlefs it were that their faces were fomewhtt too broad, and their eies 

little, but black and very lively, efpedally the more aged of the two women and 
the Girl, their hands and feet iliort, in all things elfe like the Smtojctks, oc 
Tartars of Nagaia , fave that they were beyond comparifon much more black , 
thofe being of a brown Oliye-like colour, their bodies much more fwarthy 
than their faces, and their skins much fofter than thofe ocher people we have 
fpoken of. The third whofe name was Kabelau , was not fo black as the two o- 
thers. Her eies were alfe bigger, and fhe difooyer’d more wit, fubtilty,and com. 
pliance, than the other two. We conceived fhe might be defended of thofe 
antient Chriftians, who fome time lived in Greenland, in that (he was obferv’d 
to have fomewhat of Religion in her, or rather a particular Superttition, by the 
iverfion (lie had for flefh , which the other two did eat, fuch as that of thofe 
Beafts, which, being held undean,are not eaten in Enrope. Their hair was blacker 
than Jet, and having roll’d it up together they bound it up on their crowns. 
As Coon as their Maids become marriageable, they make feveral blew flrakesin 
their faces,as the Americans do. Thefe ftrakes reach from the lip to the chin, or 
they are drawn larger at the upper end and above the nofe,bet ween the two eies; 
nay there is one divides it felf and reaches over rhe eie-browes into the Tem¬ 
ples, where it ends with a little branch.Thefe marks they make with a very fmall 
thread fteep’d in Train-oil or fome other black fatnefs, which being brought be¬ 
tween the flefh and the skin,leaves a mark, which through the skin feems blewifb* 
much like the veins in a fmooth and delicate complexion. They Ihew’d me that 
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cbei; ears had been holed through i and that they were wont to wear Pendants £ ^ 

in them, Their breads were very unhandfonie, the nipple black as a coal , and ? * 

the breads flagging and falling down upon their bellies, wherein the Girl had no 
advantage of the other two. TheyTuckle t heir Children, whom they carry on 
their backs, over their fhoulders. I have been told by chofe who have long ob- 
ferv’d them , that they have no hair any where but on their heads, and are not 
troubled with womens monthly difeafes. 

The Groenlaxders dpeak faft ,* and from the throat * iomewfmhketbe Tartars, Their language, 
efpecially they pronounce very roughly the words that have a G. in them. They 
have no R. in their language, and when they are oblig’dto pronounce it, they 
turn it into L. *Tis true, among fo many words as their language conhUs of, 
there are Tome Damfik but very few j the red have nothing common with the lan * 
guages that arc either fpoken, or learnt, or known in Europe ; unlefs it jnigfcw 
faid that the word Killing comes from caluno, that of ;//e«w,from the Greek viXip"', 
as ftgnifying the fame thing. It may be faid atCo that the word Igm is Lathe, but 
amo^ng all the red, we {hall hardly meec with three or four that any way relate to 
any ocher language. And to the end the Reader may himfel^ge, we will far*, 
nifh him with fome ofthofe which are moft common in ordinary convention.

The Groenlanders call thofe of their Countrey Ingttin , and ftrangers Kablunaf- 
fouix, and Cloath themfelves with the skins of Sea-dogs, and Sea-calves, and 
Renes, much like the Samojdcs. They wear under their Cloaths Waftcoars, of 
the skins of birds,as Swans, Geefe, wild Ducks, and Teals> turning the feathers 
either inward or outward according to the feafons. The difference of Sex is 
not eafily difcover’d,unleffe it be that the women are known by a piece of skin 
that hangs down before and behind to the half-leg, and by the capuche of their 
Waffcoats, which is made like that of rbe Recollt&s, and large enough to hide 
their hair, whereas.that of the men is narrower, and cut like that of the Francif- 
cans. The mens breeches come down to their knees, and fometimes lower; but 
thofeofrhe women are fiiorter,and hardly cover half the Thigh. 

They live by hunting and fifiling, and make ufe in thefe two exercifes,onely 
of Bows and Arrows, which are the onely Arms they have. They have alfo a 
kind of hook, which they call Karlufa, made of the tooth ofrthe fifh Towak^ 
which fome would have thought the Unicorn’s horn. Of this bone they make 
alfo the inftrument they ufe in Whale* fi filing , at which they are very expert, 
taking that Creature much after another manner than is done by the Blfcajaxsy 
and others who drive that trade. To that end, they have a very long thoog, cue 
out of a Whale’s skin, and fallen to one end of it the faid inftrument, which they 
call at the Whale, and at the other the skin of a Sea-Calf or Dog blown up, 
which floating upon the water, difeovers the track of the wounded Whale. If 
(he be not mortally wounded, they purfue her, and Dart two or three times 
more at her, with the fame kind of inftrument, till fuch time as bloud and 
ftrength failing her, they come up, kill her.,bring her afhore, and divide her. 
f he Whales fat is one of their greateft dainties, but efpecially the Oyl, which is 
their bell fawce, and the drink they bell love. Their ordinary drink is onely wa¬ 
ter ;the Women I have feen, would never drmk any Wine, nor cat of our bread, 
or fawces: for having no Salt, Spice, Sugar nor Vinegar in theit Countrey, it is 
nottobe wondredthat we could not bring them to like meats dreft’dafter out 
way. Yet do they not eat their meat raw, as fome would perfwade, but drefs’d, 
either by boyling or roafting. *Tis true, they love dry’d Haberdine, or Stock- 
fifh,and fometimes eat it raw; but that Is not extraordinary even in Germany , 
where I have feen, at a defert at the Duke of wdfembmttl’s. Gammons of Ba¬ 
con, and dry’d Salmon ferv’d up unboyl'd. Their ordinary food, are Sea-Dogs 
and Calves, Renes,Foxes, Houf-Dogs,and Fifh- When they eat, with one 
hand, they put a piece of the ftcfh into their mouths, and with the other cutoff 
what they cannot get in, fo that the bits being as much as their mouths can hold, 
they make very ftrange faces to get it down, 

. Theit 
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Their way of living is fo different from whac is feen elfewbere, rhar ic is no A ■% < 
injury ro call them Savages. They have no difcretion, civility, verrue,or flvame. ' ! ° 3 
Their countenances are ever frowning, and they very feidom laugh: they are They ,t,-e Si- 
timorous, and dillrufH'ull , and withall infoleritjftubborn^ and indifeiplinab'e, vages. 

They are very naily,and their Tongues ferve them for Handkerchers, as well for 
their Cloaths as their bodies, fo that they may very juilly be fatd to live like 
beafts. Which yet admits of fomediftin&ion, according tothe finiation of le- 
veral parts of the Countrey, it being certain, that the EngJifi Pilot, who went 
from Denmark with Godtske Lindenatt, of whom M '\Perelrc makes mention, 
and who took his courfe more towards the South-well, met with a people 
much more docile, and lefte Savage,than that which Llndenaa met withall to¬ 
wards the North. Ourthreewomen,whohad been taken at the entrance of 
C^o-ftreight, were rational enough, and eafily learnt what th • y were taught. 

One of them i mi cared pretty well a head or hand, I was drawing with a piece of 
Charcoal, and the other came in a fhort time to do chofe things, which women 
and maids ordinarily employ themfelves about in our parts. They danc’d after 
a ftrange manner, but with fuchexa&nefle as to time and cadence , that rhe 
King of Denmark having a Ball danc’d at Finn showg , would needs bring in 
thole three Greenlanders , who came off very hanfomly , to the facisfaftion Of 
all :*But they would never be got to learn our language,!hough they pronounc’d 
the Danifh and German words di&aicd to them very dUVmftly. 

There is no money in the Counciey, being yet fo happy as not to know the The Groen- 
value of Gold and Silver. Iron and Steel they raofi efteem, and prefer a Sword landers have 
or a Hatchet before a Golden Cup, a Nail before a Crown piece, and a pair of « Geld nor 
Lifers, or a Knife, before a Jacobus. Their trucking is thus ; they put all they 
have to fell together, and having, pick’d out among the Commodities that are euntie J* 
brought to them, what they like bed, they put them alfo alrogether, and fuffer 
thofe they deal with to add or diminifh till fuch time as they are content with 
the bargain. What they mod value , are Knives,Cifers » Needles, Looking- 
glaffes, Iron and Steel; and rhe Commodities they fell are the fat and oyl of 
Whales,the skins of Sea-dogs and Calves, the Horns, or rather the Teeth of the 
Fi/h Towak^y whereof M r . Pemre makes a large and true deferiprion,in hisTrea- 
tifeof Greenland. It is granted, to be an excellent Antidote againft poyfon, but 
it is long fince men have been undeceiv’d in the opinion they had of it, The 
Duke of Holftein hath one that is eight foot and two inches long, and weighs 
eighteen pound : bur tbe King of Dewmrl£s is inches longer. There is alfo 
in Greenland Talk, and Marble, white, and of all other colours, and it hath been 
argu’d, from the vapours which were feen riling out of the earth, at the place 
where the Englijh Pilot came afhore, that there are Mines of Sulphur. Itj is re¬ 
ported alfo, that in the time of Frederick J 1 . King of Denmark fome Oar was 
brought thence, whereof the iiundred weight yielded twenty fix Ounces of Sil¬ 
ver ; which is the more credible, in that it is certain?The more Northerly parts 
of the Countrey produce both Gold and Silver, fince there hath been feen at 
thcKingof Denmark's t a Wedge of Silver of fixty Marks, which had been taken 
out of t he Mines of Norway. . 

Of the Greenland Religion, I mu ft coftfeffc I could never have any accompt; jtn Vagvtt?) 
bat it is mod likely they arePagins and Idolarers, for we have in our caftody 
an Mol, which we bought out of the Study of Doftor Paludanut-)*. Phyficfan at 
Enck-hnyfcn, who had faften’d a Nocetoit, exprefiing it’s being found at 9 avu- 
ftreighr. And indeed,our Greenland women prefently knew it, and called ic 
Nalim-cjtii-fang. ’ Twas very roughly made, of a piece of Wood a foot and a half 
long,cover’d with feathers and a hairy skin, having about the neck Sea-dogs 
Teeth. The women would make me underftand, that the Children were wont 
to dance about chofe Idols j and our Groenland women were feen in fair morn¬ 
ings ro proft rate themfelves and weep, aefun-rifing; whence ic is robe inferr’d, 
that chofe people adore the Sun. Zeller >in his Itinerary, fayes, that the Groen-

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\ & Z ($• t^nderf for the moit part Sorcerers, and fell Winds, as the Laplanders do : but 

__* — that s more than the Danes have obferv’d in their Vovages. Oneiy it was noted 

Stream, among chofe that were in Denmark,, rhac when any of them fell fick,one of the 
Camerades lay down upon his back by him, and the ftek perfon fitting up bound 
about his head who ail’d nothing, putting a (tick between the forehead and the 
doath that bound it, the other railing up his head, fo as that the lick perfon 
might, atfirft, think it light, afterwards heavy, pronouncing and muttering 
certain words. After which he begun again, and he who had his head bound 
up, leaned it down very heavy at firft, afterwards more lightly, the lick per¬ 
fon ftill continuing his prayers and imprecations; none being able to °uefs at 
the myftery of this Ceremony. They have neither Magiftrate nor Superiour 
among them ; their condition is equal in all things, only he that hath moft; 
Children , moft Bows and Arrows, and kills moft Wildfowl, is the richeft and 
moft confiderable among them, 

lnbobitMis of ' For i he colour of rhei'e people, it might be admir'd that in the coldeft Qimace 
septentrional in the World, the Men fliouldbe of an Olive-colour,or rarher fwarthv, if what 
colics* pi it! y f a j es b e [rue % t ha C i E j s the heat of the Sun chat burns the skin, and makes 
*iiki.c, 38 C ^ e hair curl, and that cold whitens the skin, and makes the hair of an A fh- 
colour. But we find the contrary by experience, not only in the people we 
have fpoken of, but alfo in thofe who live at the Magellan Strwght, who are 
white, though as neer the Sun as the Negroes of Afriek. The Inhabitants about 
thcC ape of good Nope,ire black,and yet the Spaniards and Italians^ alfo the Per ft- 
<?«j,who are in the fame degree,are white. The Ethiopians are but of a duskifh co- 
lour,and the Malabares and Inhabitants of the Ifle of Cedon, who are equally di- 
ftam from rhe Line,areb]ack.In like manner,all overAmeriea ,there are noBlackj, 
but only at Quareca, though that vaft part of the Univerfe reaches from one Cir¬ 
cle to the other, through all the Climates of the World. ’Tis no more than 
conje&ure to fay, that rhis diverfity of colours proceeds from certain qualities 
ofche Toumryand Air, whereof the caufes are not known. Noris thereany 
more certainly to affirm, that that colour in the skin proceeds from the confu¬ 
tation of the body , fincethacin any Climate wharfoever, the contunftion of 
a Black Man and White Woman (hill produce a fwarrhy Child, or of fuch a co¬ 
lour as the Spamards call Mnlatas; which is fo much the more probable, in thac 
the Sun does not atwayes blacken, but on the contrary, whitens Tome things, 
as Wax and Linnen : it being alfo known, thac the Sun makes a piftnre look 
more ughtfome, and that the Portaguez, expofe their hair thereto, to.takeoff 
fomewhat of theirdy. But to give a more Chriftian accompe thereof, it may 
be laid , with the Learned M'. Bochart , in his incomparable Phaleg; Thac the 
black colour is a mark of the curfcin the pofterity of Cham , which fpread it felf 
in thefe places of Aftaind Afrlckyt\\s.xt the Negroes live. 

But it is time we return to our Mnfcoviies , whom vve Ih all confider, firft,in 

relation to their habit and ftature, then to that of their humour and manner of 
life. 

Theft atm of They are for the moft part corpulent, fat, and ftrong, and of the fame colour 

fitf Mufcovittt. as other Europeans. They much efteem great beards ( when the muftaches hide 
the mouth ) as alfo great bellies; fo tfnac thofe who are well furnifh'd about 
the mouth, and have good fat paunches, are very confiderable among them. 
The Gofes , or Gfeac Duke’s Merchants , whom we found in the Ancichamber, 
whan we were brought to our publick Audience, had been chofen particularly 
for thofe two perfeSions, for the greater honour of their Prince. 

The great Lords (have their heads; perfons of lower condition cut their hair, 
and Priefts, and others belonging to the Church, wear their hair fo long, thac 
it hangs down over their {boulders to half their backs. Thofe Lords that are out 
of favour at Court, let their hair grow and hang negligently about their heads, 
thereby expreffing their affti&ion; no doubt after the example of the ancient 
Greeks, whom the Mufeovitet are apt to imitate in aH their a&ions. 
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The Women are well proportion’d, neither too big ,■ nor coo little, having 

paffable.good faces , but they paint fo palpably, that if they laid it on with a _ __ 

brufli, and had a handful of meal call in their faces when they had done, they Tbtmmen 
cooid not disfigure themfelves as mnch as the paint does. But the cufiome is F * 
fo °eneral, that themoft handfome mull comply, lell they fliould difcredtc che 
artificial beauty of others : whereof we faw an.example in the wife of Wwt 
J Ha „ Bmjfmits Cirk&ki j who was the handfom^ft Lady of al l Mufcoyy , and was 
loath to fpoil with painting, what the reft of her Sex took fo much pains to pre¬ 
serve thereby : but the other Women inform’d again!! her, and would not be 
qu'ier, till their husbandshad forc’d that Prince to give way that his wife might 
dawb her face after the ordinary manner. • So that painting is fo common in 
Mufcmy that when .any are to be married, the Bridegroom, that is to be, fends 
among other Prefents fome paint to his Bride , as we fhall fee anon when .we 
come to fpeak of their marriages. . _ * 

Married Women put up their hair within their Caps or Coits , but the wirumt. 
Maids let theirs hang down their backs in two treffes, and ty it at the ends with a 
piece of Crimfon-filk. Children under 10. years of age, as well Girls as Boys, 
have rheir haircut, all except two mufiaches which are left over the temples; fo 
that there being no difference in their habits, that of their Sex is difcovered only 
by the brafs or filver Rings, which the Girls wear in their ears. 

Their habit is fomewhat like that of the ancient Greeks, Their Hurts are 
broad, but fofhortcbat they hardly cover the thighs.They are not gather’d at the 
meek, but lin'd with a triangular piece from the fhoulders to cbe reins, which ^ 
piece is fow’ddqwn with Crimfon filk. Some have under the^Armpits , and in 
the Teams, a frindge of filk of the fame colour. The more rich have the neck¬ 
piece, which in an inch broad or better, theendof thefleeves., and the breaff, 
embroider'd with filk of feveral colours, and fometimes Gold and precious 
ilones, and leave open fo much of their wafeoars, that the embrodery, and 
the two Great Peris, or buttons of Silver or Gold , which fallen the fiiirr be¬ 
fore, maybefeen. Their Breeches are large, and gather’d towards the walle, fo 
that they may be made larger or fireightned, as cur Drawers. Upon thefe they 
wear a kind of Waftcoat, which they call Kaftan-, reaching to the knees, with the 
fleeves fo lon 0 > that they cannot thrull their hands through without making 
many folds upon t he arm. The Collar of this Waliroat is above half a quarrer 
both in-height and breadth, fo that it covers the head behind. And becaufe that is 
very muchfeen, the better Tort face it with Plufh or Satin. Upon the Kaftan 
they wear a clofe Coat, which falls down to the mid-leg, and is called Feres. 

Thefe are adorn’d with cotton ; and indeed, both tbcKa/tae ind Feres are made 
of Cotton, Taffeta, Damask, or Satin,according to their quality vvho wear them. 

When they go abroad they put on a Garment that reaches down to their heels , 
made of a violet colour, or dark green cl oath, with buttons behind, down ro 
the bottom. Thofe of the K»eg, and Bojaresfi re made of Damask, Sarin, or other 
rich fluff. Of this laft kind are all the deaths taken out of the Great puke s 
Wardrobe, for thofe perfons, by whom he is attended at publick ceremonies. 

Their |‘ew, or HongrelsMsf or clofe Goats, have a very broad Collar, falling « 
down uponiheit (boulders, with [oo$?butrons of Gold and Silver, naylome 
with embroidery at the open places before, and the fides. The fieeves aie>as long 
as the Goat ir felf; but narrow,fo chat when it is on, they han^ down, and have 
this convenience char they ferve to hide a cudgel, or ftones , wherewith they 
manv rimes furprife and kill thofe, whom they intend to rob. . ' 

- All Muscovites wear Caps inllead of Hats. The if we., Bo tares » and M miners 
of State, have them of black-Fox skiD, or Sables, half an ell high, when rhey arc 
prefentat any publick Ceremonies; but in their houfes , and about the City , 
they are of Velvet, lined with the faid Furrs, but with narrow brims, laydaU 
over with buttons and loqps of Gold and Silver, or embroider d with Pe. is. The 
common People, in the Summer time, wear Caps of f Qn(lc ' coarfe Ituft, and m

They .wear very wide Caps.orCoifa of Damask, plait, or 
purflvd lano, embroidered with Gold and Silver^and lined with Caflors.the hair 
whereof does in a manner cover all their forehead. Maids that are marriageable 
wear death Caps, lined with Fox-skin, ° 

It is not lmngfince, that flrangers „ whether Phyficiam, or Merchants, as the 
trench, Eng/ifh, Hollanders, and Germans^ went in Mnjcovian habits, to avoid the 
infoience ot the people, who many times took occafion to affront them, out of 
no other reafon than the diverlity of their cloaths. But the prerent Patriarch, 

. havingob(e r vdma?r^» that the Germans who had thruflin among the 
Mtifcov’t's to fee it paffe by betraid a certain irreverence at their Ceremonies, 
efpeaally at the Benediction he gave the people, was incens’d thereat, and faid, 
that there Strangers, being not worthy to participate of rhe Benedi&ion which 
was given to thefaithfu , it were fit the Great Duke put out an Ordinance, 
obliging Strangers to doarh themfelves according to rhe fafhions of their own 
Countries. The contempt of any Law is feverely punifh’d in Mnfcovy : but the 
observation of this was fo much the more difficult, in that,for want of Taylors 
)t was almofi impoffble for people to get other cloaths within the time limited' 
by the Ordinance Yet were they forc'd to obey, which occafion’d very good 
fporr, in that thofe who were Servants to the Great Duke, being oblig’d to be 
every day at the Court, and not daring to appear there in M*fc*v,an habits, they

i ik dthat freedom in him , and was difpleafed alfo with another, which chat 
_ nnce cook, to fpeak fomewhat flightly of their Religion, enjoin'd him not to 
jpeak any further of Religion. Nothing fo wretched as the cloathing of the 
Gouncrv people. It is of a very coarfe Canvafe, and their fliooes of barks of trees, 
JXJ they have the art to fowand interlace like paniers, with a miraculous 
inauflry. There is hardly any Mufcovtto but is good at this Trade, and does ex-

^If a* man confider the natures and manner of life of the Mufcovhes , he will Thar mm-of 
be forc’d to avow, there cannot any thing be more barbarous than that people. «/* 

Their boaff is that they are defeended from the ancient Greeks , but, to do 
them no injuftice , there is no more comparifon between the brutality of thefe 
Mariam, and the civility of the Weeks, to whom aRother parts of the World 
are oblig’d for all their literature and civilisation, than there is between, 
day and night. They never learn any Art or Science, nor apply themfelves to 
anv kind of Studyon the contrary, they are fo ignorant, as to think, a man can¬ 
not make an Almanack unleife he be a Sorcerer, no: foretell the Revolutions of 
the Moon and Eclipfes , unleffe he have Tome Communication wuh Devils. 

Upon this accompt it was, that the JMufcoiktei gehSfilly grumbled when the 
Great Duke would have entertain'd me into his fervice, in the quality of his

nation I fometitnt bad to embrace tbat employment > v}'hich was oftet d me, not 
fo much upon the accompt of my abilities in Agronomy, as, to engage me to 
continue in the Countrey, becaufe they knew, that Thadexaftly oblerv d, and 
drawn into a Map the whole courfe of the River mlga, whereof they were un¬ 
willing that Grangers Ihould have any knowledge. When I carnet o Mujcoiq, 
upon the affairs of the Duke of Holfieln my Matter, in the year 1^43 Ifhewd 
them upon a Wall of an obfeure Chamber, through a little hole I had made in 
the fhutrer of the window, by the means of a piece of glalle polifh d and cue 
fb- Opticks, all was done in the ftreet,and men walking upon their heads s This 
wrought fuchan efteft in them, that they could never after be orherwtfe per- 

fwade B d than that I held a correfpondence with the Devil. 

They efteem Phyficians s and Medicine, but will not permit that people fhouid 
make ufe of rhe fame means as is done elfewhere to gain the perfeaion of that 
Science. They will not fuffer the body to be opened, that fo the caufes of dif- 
eafes may be found out, and they have a lirange averfion for^WThere 
is to this porpofe a pleafant fiory of a DarcASurgeon who In d at Mefcou fome 
years finte. His name was Q mnn , one much favour d by th» Great-Duke, b-- 
caufeof his facetious humour, and his experience in the Art he proMsd It 
happen’d one day , that this good man diverting him(elf in his Chamber, and 
playing a LelTon on the Lute, the Strelfc, who are fpying up and down every 
whL'drew neer to the place where that Mufick was: but perceiving through a 
chink,a Skghm hanging behind him, which the wind coming in at the Wow 
caufed to move, they were frightned and rtMc^chit the Su^eon 

had a dead karkafe that mov’d at the found of his Mulick. The Great Duke 
and thefcttmch defiroustobe rruely inform'd of chs bnfiyeffe fern others to 
make a further difeovery ; and thefe not one! y confirm d what theoters ^ 
reported, but added, that they had feen the Skeleton dance, while the Surge _ 
play’d. The bufmefie was thought to be of fuch importance, as thac it were he 
to be communicated to the, Gotlbcel, where, nmm comal.cmt, u.was a e- 
. elat’d. That it was*doneby Magkk. That, confequently, the Surg<so 
Magician, and as fuch, ought to be burnt, together with the * h fa J 

geon hearing of this fentence, invested a Merchant of his acquaintance d 

much credit at Court, to repreient to Ktm, J*«» Borijfbmts Ctrkffa jt» *£ 
Surgeons and Phyficians in Germany make ufe of thofe Skfl&ws, to out the 
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Countrey, and ch^ Skeleton was dragg’d along the Greets, and burnt on the ocher 
fide of the Ri ver Mofkj. A German Painter ran the fame hazard about fix years 
fince,' For tbc 5 rrW;>>, who were got into his houfe, with intent to pull, it 
down, to hinder the Progrefle of a fire, which hid already done mifcjiief enough, 
meeting with a dead man’s skull, or death’s head, would havecaft both it and 
the Mailer of the houfe into the fire, and had done it, if his friends had pot de¬ 
liver’d him out of the hands pf thofc Birrbarians, and convinc’d them,of .the in¬ 
nocent ufc of that head, in the art he p.ofefsU 

’Tis true, the Mufcovkes do not want ingenuity, but .they employ their wit - 
fo ill, that not any of their aft ions isdirefted to vertue and the glory which 
ever attends ic., The Danifk Gentleman, who publifli’d the Embafly he was fent 
upon, into Mujcovy ^ from Fredericks 1 I. gives the Mn[cov'ites a very trueC ha- 
rafter, in two Lmes, when he fayes, That they are fubtile, over- reaching, humo¬ 
rous, feIf-wllPd, obiiinare, infolent, andimpudenr, that they regulare their rea- 
foD according to their power, and that they havellaaken hands wich all vertues, 
ro run themfelves into all manner of vice. 

Their induftry and fubtilty is chiefly fee-n in their Tr'affick, in which there is 
no. craft, or chear but^hey makeufeof, rather to circumvent others, than to 
prevent being deceiv’d themfelves. I wonder’d rb fee them fell Cloatfa at three 
Crowns and a half the Eli , which they had bought of the ^ngUjktt four, and 
yeti was told they made a good pro fit thereby ; for buying the Gloath at a 1*. 
monetb’s time for payment,and felling it for ready money, though at a lower 
rate, they made ufeof the mobey,and employ’d it in other things wbichbrougbc 
in more profit, than they would have made "by felling the Cloarh upon time, 
though they,fold much dearer than it coil them. They make a conference to re¬ 
tain what is paid them,more than their due, and are fo honed as to teturn what 
they hare receiv’d by miftake: but they think it rn fin, in their dealings, to 
fuiprifethofe who Trade with them, giving this reafon, chat the Merchant is to 
make hisadvanrage of the wit and induftry God hathbeftow’donhim, or never 
meddle with Traffick. According to this principle, a certain. Dutch Merchant ■ 
having notorioufly over-reach’d fcvctal Mnfcoviies, thefe Gentlemen were fo 
far from being troubled at ic, that they fpake of him, as of an excellent inge¬ 
nious man, and defir’dthey might go partners with him, out of a hope they con¬ 
ceiv’d, that he would difeover fome gteat,fecr.ee to them. 

And whereas cheating cannot beexercifed without creachety,lying, anddi- 
flralt, which are its conftant attendants , they are marvelloufly well vers'd in 
thefe qualities, as alfo in the Leftures of Calumny, which they commonly make 
ufeof'againft thofe on whom they would be revenged for theft , which among 
them is the moil enormous of all Grimes, and the moft feverely puniflTd. To 
this end, they are fo cunning, as to pawn ar, or get fecretly convey’d into their 
Lodgings , whom they would accufe, thofc things which they would have be¬ 
lieved were ftollen from them, or they thruft them into their Enemies Boots j 
for ■ in them the Afufcovites commonly carry their money and Letters. To 
make fome provifion againft thefe abufes,che Great Duke made an Eijj& in the 
year 1634. enjoyning that for the future, all Promifes or Obligations, whe¬ 
ther for borrowing of money or pawning , though it were between Father and 
Son, fiiould be fee down in writing,and fign’dby both parties, elfe the debt to 
be loft. Heretofore, efpecially in the Reign of the Tyrant John Baftloxlts , there 
needed no more to procure a man’s death or bantfhtnent, t^an to accufe him of 
High-Treafon, without any Proceffe,Evidence,or Defence allow’d, all that 
were charged being punifil’d,*without any diftinftion of Sex, Age, or Quality. 
Calumnies, andfalfe fuggeliions were fo common under that Prince, that ma¬ 
ny ft ranger 8, even public k perfons, many times fell into thofe misfortunes, the 
Tyrant never regarding their Charafter as Ambaffadors, nor that of the Princes 
by whom they were fent. Hebanifh’d,into Siberia^ thcEmperour’s Arobafla- 
donr, and caus’d him to be fo iU-tieated, that the poor man refoh’d at laftro 

change 
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change his Religion, hoping by his Apoitacy to alleviate his mifery. The Great g - 

Duke Michael Federoxitiyfatvi'd no more rcfpeft for the lace King of France, 1 0 \ D V 
when he fent th^yarqueffe olExidutU into Siberia, where, by the Artifices of 
his Collegue,J/rw?x Roujfd, he was a Prifoner 3 years,as we have mentioned elfe- 

where. . 

To this purpofe, Martin Boar, Paftor of Narva, who liv’d at Mofcost under 
the reign of the Great Duke .Bow Gadetion, told us this ftory, The Great Duke u pleaptm Jit* 
being troubled with the Gout caus’d to be Proclaim’d, that whoever could give 
him'any cafe fhould have very great rewards. The wife of a certain Bo jar e, 
exafperated by the ill ufage fhe had receiv’d from her husband, went and in-, 
form’d that the Bojare had an excellent remedy for the Gone; but that he hid 
fo little affe&ion for his Majefty , that he would not communicate it. They 
fent for thenian, who was not a little aftonifb’d when heunderrtoodchecaufe 
of his difgrace ; but what excufes foever he made, all was attributed to his 
malice. He was whipp’d, even to blond, and caft inPrifon, where he could 
not forbear breaking out into paflion, and faying, that he faw well enough it 
was bis wife had put that trick upon him, and that he would be reveng’d on 
her. The Great Duke imagining thefe menaces proceeded from the trouble it 
was to him that his wife had revealed what he would have kept fecret, ordered 
him to be wipp’d more cruelly than the time before, and fent one to tell him, 
that if he did not apply his remedy , he fhould prepare himfelf for prefenc 
death. The poor fellow perceiving his deftruftion unavoidable , faid at laft, 
that he knew indeed a remedy, but doubting of its certainty, he durit not try it 
on his Majefty ; yet if they would allow him fifteen dayes'to prepare it, he 
would apply ir. Having that time granted him, he fent to Cz.irbacl^, two 
dayes journey from Mofcou, upon the River Occa, whence he had brought him 
a Wagon full of all forts of Herbs, good and bad , and therewith prepar’d a 
Bath for the Great Duke, who thereupongrew fomewhat better. For whether 
it were that the Difeafe was declining, or that among fo many Herbs of all 
forts, there were fome good for his Difeafe, he had fome eafe. Then were they 
confirm’d in the opinion they had before, that the ffeyVc’sdenyal to apply his 
remedy proceeded from his malice , whereupon be had a more cruel whipping 
than the two former times, and rhere was given him aaprefent of four hundred 
Crowns, together with eighteen Peafanrs to be his (laves ; wirh a ftrift charge, 
not to entertain any animofity again!! his wife, who made this advantage 
thereby,that, ever after, they liv’d very lovingly together. _ 

But now they proceed with more caution, and no man is condemn’d without 
an exaft information of rhe Crime laid to his charge. And for the utter taking 
away of all calumny, the Accufer muift be content to endure the Torture firft; 
and "if, while he is in the Torment, he perfift in his accufation, the accufed per- 
fon it alfo put to it, nay, many times he is condemn’d without fo much as 
being heard. We faw an example of this in the wife of one of the Great 
Duke’s Farriers, who defirous to be rid of her husband, charg’d him that he 
would have poyfon’d the Horfes, and had be the opportunity, even the Great 
Duke himfelf. She endur’d rhe Torture without varying in her accufation, and 
her husband was fent to Prifon into Siberia. We were fhew’d rhe woman, who 
was Hill paid the one half of her husband’s Penfi on. From this kind of demea¬ 
nour among the Mufcovitts , and their infidelity one to another, it maybe 
judg’d, what ft rangers are toexpeft from them, and how far they are to be trolled. 

They never proffer their frvendfhip, nor contra# any with others, but fo: their 
ownintereftand advantage. The ill education thrfy have when young, never 
learning any thing beyond reading and writing, and certain vulgar prayers, 
makes them blindly follow chat which in Beafts is called InfHntt ; fo that Na* 
rare being in them depraved and corrupted, their whole life «iift needs be a 
conftant courfe of vieioufneffe. Thence it comes, they are brutifti, doing all 
things according to their unbridled paflions and appetites. 
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g s The fiercenels of all ocher Nations, fom c Jflarjers excepted., argues fome- 
■I O 3 o. thing of Spirit and.Generolicy j but the opinion the JlAufcovites have of them- 
lelves and their abilities, is fottifh , grofs, and impercinstu^ and the pride and 
„vain-glory of thofe who are ever fo little advanc’d in Honours pr Effaces, is 
infupportable. They diffemble it not, but all their behaviour, words, and 
, aft ions difeover what they really are. Upon this principle they ground the fond 

conceit they have of the greatnefs, power, and wealth of their Prince, whom 
they preferre before all the other Monarchs of Europe. Thence it is alfo, that 
.they would not have other Princes affume thofe qualities which may denote 

# their competition with him. They fbttifhly and infolently command Ambafl'a- 

* dors to be uncover’d firff, and by force take all advantages over them, imagi- 
ning it were a great injury to themfelves and their Prince , to treat Strangers 
with any civility. Private perfons write and fpeaic in unbandfome terms, but 
fuch as give the lefs offence, in that they bear with the fame treatment from 
others. ’Tiscrue, they begin to learn a little civility , fince they became fen - 
fibleof the advantages arifing to them from the Commerce they have with 
Strangers, and there are fo me ufe them with diftretion : but of thefe there are 
very few, and, excepting Nikita, whom we have fpokenof, and two or three 
more, it would b; hard to find as many others that deferve this commenda¬ 
tion. 

Hivewrivi- Nor have they apy more complyance one for another, than they havedefe- 
rence for lhangers; for inffead of being civil one to another, they take place, 
and all other advantages, one of another. When we were at PJlfemv'o^md , 
the Chancellor’s Steward coming to fee us, the Ambaffadors invited him to 
Dinner; but when they were to fit down , the Priftaf would take place of him, 
which begat a con reflation concerning r heir quality. ' One , as.be was a Stnba- 
jar , or Gentleman , pretended to precedence before the Priftaf, who was not 
a perfon eminent by birth; the later , being there upon the accompt of his 
Prince , would not have the other to make any comparison with him. Whore’s. 
fonandDog were the mildeft of their terms for half an hour and better, and 
that without any refpeft for the Ambaffadors, who were at lilt forc’d to tell 
them, that they had invited them to be merry,and not to be troubled with their 
contefts, and entreated*hem, at that time, to eat and drink, and to take 
fome other, to decide their differences. They took their advice, and grew 
fuch good friends as if the entertainment had been appointed for their reconci¬ 
liation, which feem’d robe very fincere in their Wine, which, according to their 
cuflome made them kindly drunk. 

Qitmlfeiae. They are all much given to quaielling, in fo much that in the flreecsthey 
will rail at, and abufe one another like Fifh-Wives, and that with fuch ani- 
mofity , that thofe who are not acquainted with their humour chink they will 
cot part without fighting; but they feldome come to thofe extremities, or if 
they fight, it is with their fifts, or fwkehes, and the height of their rage is 
kicking , as much as they can, in the belly and about the fides. ’Twas never 
yet known that any Mufcovite fought with Sword or Piftol, or that they are 
fenfible of that gallantry wherein maoy would unjuftly place true courage. 
Thegreat^ Lords, Knez. and Bo j arcs fight on horfe-back, but the weapon is a 
good Whip, and fo they foon decide what differences happen between them. 
tafoknt in their When they quarrel , they forbear curling , fwea ring and blafpheming , but 
txpnQim'. /ail at one anorher in fuch bircer and horrid expreffions, as no Country being 
able to parallel them, ’cis but difcrecion to forbear defiling this 'relation there¬ 
with, The language of Fathers and Mothers to their Children, and of the 
Children to them again , is fuch as cannot be exprefs’d without horrour, much 
beyond what the moft debauch’d perfons elfewhere are guilty of. _ Some years 
fincethe Great Duke prohibited thefe tnfolences upon pain of whipping, and 
the MagiJfrate was ordered to fend Strelits and Serjeants among the people to 
* furprife Offenders, and to fee them immediately pumih'd. But it was found 
; ’ • by 
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by experience, that the remedy came to late, and that themilchiefwas io deep¬ 
ly rooted,and fo generally fpread, that it was, not only hard, bat absolutely im- . __ 

poflible to put rhofe prohibitions in execution. Sdchat,fot the vindication of 
perfons of quality an order was made, ihathswho affronts arty fuch orahy 
of the Great Duke’s Officers, either by word or deed , fhould be fined, whicn 
fine they call Bifce/h'a, and Sometimes amounts to sooo. Crowns, according 
to thefquality, of the Perfon injur’d. If an Officer of the Great Duke's makes 
his complaint of injury done him ,, his reparation will be according to his re¬ 
lation co the Courr. To a Lady , Vis doubled, -to a Son, Vis augmented by a 
third part j roa Daughter, there is an abatement of a third part: and the pe¬ 
nalty is paid as many times as there are perfons-injured, though they were.deia’d 
many years before. If the Offender hath not to pay , he is put into his Adver¬ 
saries hands, who difpofes of him fo as to make him his Slave, or oufehim 
ro be whtpt by the common Executioner. One John Barnley, an Fttghfl) Mer¬ 
chant , of whom we fhall fpeak elfewhere, was fentenc’d ro pay the Bifceftia 
ro ar other Emlijh- man, D 'Day, Phyfician coihe Great Duke; and Cape. 

AeUCofley a French Gentleman found means to make an exchange of the pe¬ 
nalty laid upon him at the fute of a German Colonel, for rhat which the fame 
Colonel was to pay another French- man, mmzd Anthony le Groin , who was 
pleas’d thereby ro oblige his friend, laCofte, 

There is nothing polite in their convention ; on the.contrary , they are 
not afham’d to yawn, belt h ard flrerch themfelves, where ever they are, their 
belching being the more offenfive, by reafonof the abundance oF Onions and 
Garlickrbey ufe in all their meat, which make their breaths ftrong enough, with¬ 
out chofeexalAtions.This they are foaccuflom’d to, that they flick not ro do it 
in any company., the Great Duke’s prefence only excepted. 

They do not apply themfelves torhe fludy of any Art or Science, nor inquire aMttcd 
into the affairs of other Countries, and cpnfequemly never difeourfe of any to any study. 
fuch thing : but it were well on the other fide, if they could forbear Talking • 
rf their uncleanneffes and bruralities, whiih they make their divertifement in 
their debauches. I fpeak not of the Enrerraimems of Great Lords, but of the * 
ordinary company keeping of the Mufcovttes , where all their difeourfe is of 
the abhominacions which they themfelves have done, or feen commtrred by 
others, making ofientation of the crimes which here would be expiated by fire, 
and the memory thereof buried in their allies. Bur as they are wholly given up 
to aUUcentioufnefs, even to fins againd Nature, roc only with Men, but alfo 
with Beafts, he who can rell moll llories of that kind, and fet them out in mod 
gellures, isaccompted the braved Man. Their Fidiers put them imofongi, 
and rheir Mountebanks make publick reprefentatiens of them , and flick not 
to fhow their Breeches , and fometimes all they have co their Speftarors. 

Thofe who lead Bears about, juglers and Pupper-players , who ereft a Stage 
in a moment, by the means of a coverlet, which, being ry’d about their wad, 
is brought over their heads,-and within it (bow their Puppers, reprefeming 
their bruralities andfodomies, make fporc ro the Children , who are thereby 
induc’d to quit all fentimencs of fharre and honedy. 

Nay t hefe are quite difearded by the AFzfcuvuis. Thepofiures of their dan- SbemtUft* 
cing, and tbeinfolence of their^ Women , are infallible marks of their bad in¬ 
clinations. We have feen at Mofcou both Men and Women come out of the pub- 
lick BrOthell-fioufesflanknaked, and incite fonts young people of our retinue 
to naughrinefs by filthy and lafcivious expreflions. Idlenefs, which is the Mo¬ 
ther of all Vcies, and feems co have been bellow’d onihefe barbarous people 
as their portion , is that which makes them run into tbefe exceffes , whereto 
their drunkennefs does alfo contribute 5 in asmuchasbeins naturally inclin’d 
to luxury, when they are once got into Wine they mind nothing elfe. I have to 
this purpofe a dory , which the Great DukeV Interpreter told me when we were 
it Nevoeond: how that in the faid City, there is an anni veil ary devotion, to

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which come abundance of Pilgrims. He who is allow’d ro keep a riding houfe 
. gets, a permiflion from the Metropolitan, to pitch feveral Tents for the c- 
commodation of the Pilgrims of both Sexes' who arefuretobe there KL 
in the morning b -fore fervice, and to take off feme Cups of IlrongwatJ.

The women are no lefle given to drink than the men. I faw a pleafanc exam* 
pie of it at Narva, in the houfe where I lodg’d, whither many Mttfcovian wo¬ 
men came one day to their husbands, fate down with them, and took off their 
Cnps as fmartly as they did. The rpen being got drunk, would have gone home, 
but the women thought it not yet time to draw off, though invited thereto by 
a good number of boxes o’ th’ear, and got their husbands to fit down again, ana 
to drink roundly as before, till fuch time as that the men being fall’n down a- 
fleep upon the ground, the women fate upon them, as upon benches , and drunk 
on till they alfo were forc’d tot y down by them. 

James de Cologne , at whofe houfe I lodg’d at Narva> told me he. had feeu 
fuch another Comedy at his Wedding ; at which, the Mufcovttes having given 
rbeir Wives a good banging , fate down and'drunk with them, till that being 
lay’d on the ground the Women fate upon them, and grew fo drunk,till at latf 
they lay down among them. 

Tobacco was heretofore fo common there, that it was generally taken, both 
infmoakand powder. To prevent the mifehiefs occalion’d byithe ufe. of it, 
which were not one! y, that the poorer fort of people ruin’d themfelves thereby, 
in as much as if they had but a peny, they would rather_ bellow it in Tobacco 
than bread, but alfobecaufe many times it fet houfes on fire,and thofe chat took 
it preferred themfelves wrrh their (linking and infectious breaths before their 
Images, the Great Duke and the Patriarch thought fit in the year 1634. ®hfo- 
Iutelyro forbid the fale and ufe of ir. Thofe who are convi&ed of having either 
taken or fold any, are veryrigoroufly punifh’d. They have their Nofirils flic, 
or are whipp’d , as we have often feendonejof the manner of which punilhment 
we fhall fpeak when we come to treat of theadminiftration oF Juftice in that 
Coumrey. ** ... 

The perverfe difpofttion of the Mu[covhss y t\it bafeneffe of their education, 
and the fiavety they feem born to, caufe them to be treated like beafts, rather 
than people endued with reafon; They are naturally fo much inclin’d to idle- 
hefs,rhat it were impofiible to bring them to take any pa"ms,but by the Whip and 
the Cudgel, which yet they are not much troubled at,as being hardened to 
blows, by the cuilom which the younger fort have to meet on Holy-dayes, and 
to divert themfelves by cuffing or fighting with ltav.es, never being angry at 
what happens. Thofe who are free-born , but poor, do fo little valuethat ad¬ 
vantage, that they fell ihemfelves with their family for a fmall matter ;nay,they 
arefo mindlefieof their liberty,that they will fell themfelves a fecond time, 
after they had recovered ir, by the death of their Mafter > or forue other occa- 
fion. .... 

Their fubmilTions ro their Superiours difeoverthe lownefie of their fpints, 
and their fiavery. They never come before perfons of quality, but they bow 
down to the ground, which they touch and fmite with their forehead, nay, there 
are fome will call themfelves at their Lords feet, to give them thanks after they 
had been fufficiemly beareD by them. No M«fcov!te y whar quality foever he be 
of, but makes it his brag, to be the'Great Duke’s Go/op , or Slave; and^ to ex- 
prefle their humility or abje&ion,even in the leaf! things, they put their names 
into diminutives , and neither fpeak nor write tohtm,butinftead of Iwaa.y or 
John, they fay Iwantsk ? 7 that is the diminutive; aDd fign thus, Tetrtuke twoy 
GoUfoPetriilo your Jlave. The Great Duke fpeaking to them ufesthe lame ex- 
preflion, treating them in all things like flaves, as far as Whips and Cudgels can 
do it,which is but ronfopant to their own acknowledgement. That their perfons 
and eftates a re God’s and the Great Duke’s. . 

Thofe Grangers who fettle in Mttfcovy y or ate entertain’d into tht tziadr s Ser¬

tUl’d as he camehome in the night; which misfortune happen’d alio to the 
Steward belonging to the Suedifh Ambaffador, Spirtm. The Lieutenant, who 
had commanded our German and Scotch Mufquetceer:, m our Voyage into Per* 
fta, was in like manner kill’d in the night, hiving been with fome others ac the 
Weddin® of a German Merchants daughter. And as there paffed no night al« 
moft without murther,fo thefe diforders increas’d cowards great Fettivals,prpe- 
cially on flefb dayes, which they call MafloutttjO. On S Hve^ yve 

counted fifteen dead bodies in the Court ofS«»j%,a place where they are ex¬ 
pos'd, that!heirkinred and friends may know them, and take order for their 
burial. If nobody owns them, they are dragg’d thence like Carrion,and thrown 
into a Ditch, without any Ceremony. 

The infolence of thefe Villains is fo great, that they Hack not to fet upon 
the Great Duke’s principalPhyfician, in the daytime. They flopp'd him in 
the ftreet as he was going home, ft ruck him off his h or fe„ and would have cue 
off his finger, on which he had a Gold Seal-ring, had he not been reliev'd by 
fome fent to his refcue,by a Knezi of his acquaintance, who living nesr there¬ 
abouts had feen him fet upon. The mifery is, that no Citizen will fo much 
as look out ac his window, much leffe come out of his houfe, to relieve thofe 
that are affronted , fo much are they afraid to come into the fame misfortune 
they fee others engaged in. Since our being there, fome courfe hath been ta¬ 
ken herein. Watches baing fer., who ftop rhofe who go in the night without 
Torch or Lantern, and carry them to the Smlitfeprifoat, where they arepunifh’d 

the next day. . 

At Hay-making time, the road between Mofcott and Tttere is very dangerous 
to travel, by reafon of the great number of flaves employ’d in chat work, making 
their advantage of a Mountain whence they dtfeover thofe that paffe,whom they 
rob and kill, without any reparation to be expe&ed from their Matters, who, 
not allowing their flaves what to fubfift upon , are forc’d to connive at their 
Crimes. 

Matters difpofe of their flaves, as they do of any ocher moveable; nay, a fa- 
ther may fell his fon, and alienate him,for his own advantage. But the Mus¬ 
covites have this piece of vain-glory, thatr.ot onely they fetdom come to thofe 
extremities, but alfo had rather fee their Children Aarve at home, than fuffet 
them to go out any where to fervice. ’Tisonely debt that fometimes engages 
rhem to make over their Children to their Creditors, the Boyes at ten, the 
Girls, at eight Crowns, a year, the Children being no lelTe oblig’d to facishe the 
debt, than their fathers, as alfo to endure, that cruel treatment, which defpe- 
rate debtors are to expeft, or to fell chemfelves to their Creditors. 

The fubje&ion in which they are born, and the groffe feeding they have 7 -key a/egood 
even from their infancy, at which time they are taught ro be content with any soldiers, 
thing, makes them very good Soldiers, and fuch as would do very great fervices 
under ftrangeCommanders, For though the Military Difcipline of the Romans 
allow'd not the lifting of flaves in their Legions, yet does it not follow, but 
that the Mttfavites, whoare all rucb, may be a dvantageoufly employ’d in War, 
this being certain of them, that they are excellent good in ,a befieg’d place, 
and will maintain it to the utmafi extremity. Of this we have an example at 
Natebourtr, where two men made their capitulation in the year * 57 ?*. ie J o es J 
who hadT'efieg’d theCaftleof Suikols^ fet it a fire as they were giving the af- 
fault; yet thzMufcoxites made good the breach and maintain’d it , even when 
the fire reach’d their Gloaths. At the fiege of the Abbey of PadiSy in Ltvoma ,they 
held out till they became fo weakned for want of Proviftons,that they were not 
able to keep Guard, nor to meet the Suedes tt the Gate. . 

They are not indeed fo fortunate in the field , and very feldom gam d any 
battel agabft the Poles or Susies , their Neighbours, who have alwayes almott 
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had the better of them, fo that it prov’d a harder matter to purfue them, than 
10^0* to avoid their blows. But certain it is withall, that chefe misfortunes happen 
to them through the want of experience and conduit in their Generals, rather 
than of courage in their Soldiers. 

The fuge of For as to the difgrace the Mufcovites receiv’d at the liege of Smolensk in the 

Smolensk, year 1633. it is to beaferibed to the General’s perfidioufnefs, who paid his 
Matter for his imprudence in putting the command of his Army into the hands 
of a Stranger. He was a Polandtr , named Herman Schein , who to curry 
favour with the Duke, had been fo low-fpirited as to receive re-baptizacion. 
The Army he commanded, confided of above a hundred thoufand men , 
among whom were above 6000. Germans t and feveral Mnfcovian Regimem s, 
exercifed according to the German difeipline, and commanded by tt range Offi¬ 
cers, French, Germans, and Scots, three hundred pieces of Cannon, and all 
other things requifireto carry on the fiege again!* rhat place, which rhe Poles 
had taken fome time before from the Mufcovites, The reduction of it had been 
fo much the eafierj in that the City iscompafs’d but with one fimple wall , 
without dirch, or any kind of fortification. Whence it came, that the Ger¬ 
mans, who had made a relonable breach in it, propos’d to have it carried ac 
the firii affaulc* But'the General oppos’d it, faying. That he would never 
fuffer, it fhould be reproach’d to the "Prince his Matter, that he had rais’d fo 
vatt an Army to befiege a place, which a handful oi Germans would have taken 
in fo few dayes, and then prefently to disband it. The Colonels that were 
t Strangers 9 on the other fide, confidering that the Great Dukes reputation 
would fuffer by that fiege, and the Army it felf be deflroy’d if it were not 
employ’d, refolv 5 d to give rhe alfault, and were in a manner Matters of the 
breach, when the General commanding the great Guns to be difeharg’d at them, 
they were forc’d to retreat. They complain’d of that procedure, fofarasto 
make fome difcoveries of their diftruttof his fidelity * but he fent them word, 

' that if they kept not within the refpeft due to their General, he fhould find a 
way to chaftife them, and that he would treat them as Mufcovites. So that not 
daring to make any further attempr,the Army continu’d therd fome time without 
doing any thing , and gave the King of Poland time enough to get together a 
fmall body of yooo. men t who poffefs’d themfelves of all the avenues, by 
which the Mufcovites receiv’d their provifions , fo as that wirhinafew dayes 
their Army was more ftraightly befieg’dthan the City it felf. Ichadbeeneafy 
for the Mufcovian General to prevent the Poles from taking up thofe polls, but 
he gave them the leafure fo to fortify themfelves in them, that it had been im- 
poilible for him to force them in their quarters, even if hehadattempred it. 
The Mufcovian Army being reduc’d to this extremity, the General, to hindec 
it from ftarving, was forc'd, to capitulate with the Poles , to come in with 
the whole Army at mercy, and, with all that Noble Artillery, to leave ho- 
ftages for the ranfome of all the Officers and Soldiers, which theGreat Duke 
was oblig’d to pay. The General was fo impudent as to return to Mofcou, and 
fliew himfelf at Court, where he had friends enough to protect him, notwith¬ 
standing the charges put in againft him by the Officers and Soldiers t but the 
people exprefs’d themfelves fo mov’d at the bafe treachery, that to prevent an 
infurreftton , which threatned both City and Scare, they were forc’d to execute 
him publickly in the market-place. 

Mott of the great Ones had a finger in his Treafon, but left he might accufe 
any, they perfwaded him that h^ fhould not be ftartled at thofe proceedings, that 
it was only by way of pageant, to give the people fome Catisfaftion, and that, 
before execution, his pardon would be brought him. Which he the more eafily 
credited , for that his changing Religion had gain’d him theaffe&ion and favour 
of the Patriarch. But he had no fooner layd his head upon the block, ere a fign. 
was made to the Executioner to ftrike it off. _ The fame day was executed alfo 
his Son, who had had fome command under his Father at the fiege of Smlen.sk?. 
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He was brought imo the open place before the Caitle, where he was ftripp’d g . ** 
fork naked, and whipp'd to death._ All .the reft of his kinred were banifh’d into * 0 \ 
Siberia. This execution happened in June, 1634. 

The Muscovites fpend not much in houfe-keeping, not the Bojares , as well Tbth Hottf- 
as tbofe of a lower condition. It is not above thirty years, that their Lords 
and chiefeft Merchants have built their houfes of Hone : for before they were 
no better lodg’d than the meaner fort, in very poor wooden buildings. Their 
houfehold-ftuff are Tuitab le to their Lodgings, and commonly confiit only in 
three or four pots, and as many wooden or earthen dirties. Some have pew¬ 
ter, but very few, and uniefs it be fome few drinking cups, and gobelets, 
there is not any of filver. They know not what Ccowring means, in fo much 
that the Great Duke’s plate looks little better than the Tavern-pots , which 
are made clean but once a year- The better fort hang their rooms but with mac; 
andtofer them out yet a little better, they have only two or three Images 
wretchedly painted. They have few feather-beds, but are content with mat- 
treffes, nay with chaff or ft raw , and if not that to be had , they ly upon their 
cloarhs, which in Summer they lay upon a bench, or cable ; in the,Winter, 
upon theirftoves, which are flat, as in Livonia. In this Country it is that 
Mailer and Miftrefs , Men and Maids are (huffted all together into the ftme 
room; my in fome places in the Country, lhave Ceen the Poultry , and the 
Pigs, had ordinarily the fame Lodgings with the Mafters of the hdufe. 

They are not acquainted with our delicate meats and Tawces. Their ordinary Their 
food is coarfe Meal, Turneps , Colcworrs,and Cowcumbers, bothfrefh and 
pickled. Their great delicacy is Sah>fifti, which being not well faked, in¬ 
fers the placqs neerir, fo that you may fmell their Fifli-market at a great di- 
ftance. They cannot want Beef and Mutron, there being good parturesall 
oltiMufcovy , and the Forells breed fuch abundance of Swine» that they muft 
needs be very cheap : but co avoid expence, asal'fo for that their year hath 
more fading dayes than flefli dayes, they are fo accurtomed toPifh and Pulfe, 
that they care not for Flefli. Add to this, that their continual farts have taught 
them fo many wayes to drefs their Fifh , Herbs, and Pulfe , that a man may 
well forbear thofe ditlies of meat which are much efteemed elfewhere. We faid, 
how that the Grek Duke willing * to entertain us from his own Table, fenc us 
above forty dirties, mort of Pulfe and Herbs. Among other things they make 
a fort of Pies, which they call Piroguen % about the bignefs and fa [hi on of a two¬ 
penny Loaf. They fill the cruft with Fifh or minc’d meat, with Chibols and 
a I irtle Pepper, and fry them in a Pan with Butter, and in Lent with Oil. *Tis 
no ill difli, and may be called the Bifpe of thofe parts. 

The fpawn of Filh,efpecially that of Sturgeon, they order thus. They take off 
the skin, very nearly, and then fait them. Having been in fait fome^eight ot tjen 
dayes, and by that means reduc’d as it were to a parte, they cut it into fmall 
flices, putting Onions and Pepper to them, and they are eaten with Oil and Vi- 
miger like a Salad. It eats much better, if in (lead of Viniger, you put the juice 
of Citron. Yet to love this kmd of Ssllade, a man muft be accuftomed to it, 
though they think it excites appetite and fortifies Nature. The Mufcovltes call 
it Ikarh ar| d the Italians Cayaiar. There is much of it eaten in Italy in the Lent 
time, inftead of Butter. The beft is made upon the Wolgda% andneer Ajhachant 
whence it is tranfported in Tunns of 7. or 800. weight, by the way of England 
and Hollady into Italy. The Great Duke referves the Trade of this Commodity 
to himfelf, farms it but, and makes a very great yearly Advantage ofit. To flifpel 
the vapours riling up to the head, after exceftive drinking, they take cold roart- 
ed Veal,minceit,not too fmall,with fome pickled Cowcumbers, adding thereto 
3 fawce of Pepper, Viniger, and the juice of pickled Cowcumbers, and eat it 
Withfpoons. It recovers appetite, and rafts well enough. . • 

Their ordinary drink is a fort of fmall Beer which they call Q£^, or Hydro- 
ffiel; but they never eat, without a dram of the Strong-water botle before and 
1 after 
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, ^ / a ^ er ^ e ' r meal._ Pcri'ons of quality arefurnifhU with ftrong. Beer, Sack , and 

■ ° ' T__ a ii oiner forts of Wine, Their ftrong.Beer is brew’d in March, and kept all 
Summer in their Snow-houfes, where they make a bed of Ice and Snow mixc 
rogecber, and then a layer of Barrels: upon them again a bed of Ice, and then 
another row of Barrels, covering them with draw and planks, whuh are inftead 
of a vault to them; fot their Cellars are nos covered. 

Hydromtl borv The MufcovTtes care noc much for Rhcnijb nor French Wines, ibinklrg them 
*“*• not ftrongenough ; but they love Hydromel, which they order with Cherries, 

Straw-berries, Mulberries, o.rRafp berries. That they make with Rafp-berries 
is the molVpleafantof any. To make it well., they put the Rafp-berries a-foaking 
in fair water for two or three nights, till the water hath got their cade and co- 
lour.Jnro this water they put fome of the pureft Hony, allowing to every pound 
of Hony three or four of water, as they ‘would have the Hydromel ftrnr-g or 
fmall. They put into it a Toad dipp’d in the dreggs of Brer, which is taken out 
as foona; the Hydromel begins to work, left, continu’d longer, it fliouldgiye it 
an ill taft. Iftheydelirc it i'hould be long a-working, they put icinro fome 
warm place ; but if it bs for prefent drinking, they put it in a cool place, where 
it foon gives over working, and then is taken off i he Lees to be fpent. To betrer 
the taft of it, they put in a little bag of Cinnamon , and grains of Paradife, with 
fome few Gloves. Some inftead of fair water, fteep the Rafp-berries 24. hours iri 
common Aquavit*, which gives the Hydromel an excellent call. 

Comrnon Hydromel is made of the Hony-combs, whkh they beat in warm 
water, flirting it much, and after it hath reftedfeven oreight hours,they cleanfs 
ic through a Sieve, boil it, fcum it, and without any morcatio expofe itt# 
fale. 

The cxpcnfcs of Perfons of quality difcover themfelves by their retinue and expence , which 

Perfm of qua- yet is not fo great as might be imagin’d. Forthough they have fometitiles 50. 
ny ' 60. or more Slaves about them,their ftables well furntftTd, and make great fcafts 

well fupply’dwith meat,ard all forts of Beer, Wine , Hydromel, and Scron^- 
warer, yet all comes from their Country Houfes and Dairies, fo as that they 
buy very little.Their entertainments arc fo many baits to draw inPrefenrs, whic h 
they ex-peft ofthofethat are not oftheir own quality,in fo muchihacthey deerly 
buy the honour which the Knee, and Bourns do them upon fuch occasions. 
Strange Merchants know well enough what that honour is to coft them, and de¬ 
fire it not, but to gain the favour of the Great ones, whofe countenance they 
Hand in need of. The a ejuodes are fure to make two cr three of thefe entertain¬ 
ments yearly in their Governments. 

thehigheft aft The greateft honour a Mufcovlte thinks he can do his friend, is to let him fee 
of Mufcoyian his Wife, to be prefented with a Cup of Strqng-water by her, and to permit he 
Civility, fhould kifs her. Count Leo Alexander de 5 /^aagavemcto underftand fo much 
at my being in Mu[covy\ n the year HS43. Having dined with him , he made me 
withdraw into another Chamber, where he told me, that he could not make a 
greater expreflion of the refpeRs he had for me, nor 1 greater acknowledgment 
of the obligation he had to his Higbnefs,than to fhew me his Wife. She prefenr- 
ly came inf very richly clad in her wedding-cloaths, and follow’d by a Gentle¬ 
woman with a bottle of Strong ware: and a Silver Cup. The Lady bid her fill 
out, and having put it to her mouth, prefented it co me, and oblig’d me to drink 
ic off j which I did thrice together. That done, the Count would have me kifs 
her, which I the more wondred ar,in regard that kind of civility is not yet known 
in Hotflern. Wherefore I.woulH have contented my ft If to hive kifs’d only her 
hand; but he fo kindly engag’d me to kifs her lips, that there was no avoiding of 
it. She prefemed me a Handkercher, embroider’d at the extremities with Gold, 
Silver and Silk, with a deep frindge , fuch as are prefented to the Bride on her 
Wedding-day. Afterwards I found a note faften’d to ir, wherein was the name 
of ‘Strepeof, Uncle by the Father’s fide to the Great Dutcbefs. 

The Knex, and 2fc/4r» have noc only penftons and confiderable allowances, 

but 
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but alfo great realettates. Merchants & Tradefmen live by Commerce and their sz * 
Trades. Thofe who may go out of the Countrey, and are permitted eo Traffick \ & 
into Petfm,PoUnd,St*ed'en, and Germany, carry thither Sublet, and other furs, flax, 
hemp, and Rujjia- leather. 

Tradefmenfind it not hard to gainafubfiftence for their families,by reafon of 
the plenty of all manner of Provisions. Thqy are very handy, and eafily imitate 
any thing they fee done, chough they arenotfo rich in inventions as the GVr- 
mans and other Eurcpaans ; for 1 have feen fome of their carv'd works as well done 
as the beft in Germany ; fo that ftrangers who are not willing to have the fecrec 
of their profeifions difcove®d, mutt- take heed of Muscovites. John Valk., whom 
we mention’d before, would never cattany thing in their prefence. Now they 
caft pieces of Artillery themfelves, and talk's Difciple,madea Bell,while we 
were rhere, which weigh’d -jyoo.pottdes, which amount to 3080. hundred weight, 

But it had not been long us’d ere it crack’d, and now ’us broken to pieces, and 
another to be made of afar grearwr weight than the former. 

No Mxfcovite, what condition or quality foever he -be of, but fleeps after rbey fiecp after 
Dinner; whence it is chat about noon moll fhops are (hut up, audrheMer- Dinner. r 
chants o’r their Apprentices lleeping at the door: fo that about that time , there 
is no more fpeaking with perfons of Quality or Merchants, than there is at mid¬ 
night. 

This was one fign whereby they discovered the impofture of the counterfeit 
Demetrius. We fhail find in the enfuingftoryof him, th|t the Impottor flept 
not after Dinner, and chat the Mufcovites inferr’d thence that he was a ttranger; 
as alfo by his averfion to Baths, which are fo common in Mttfcovy , that there is 
neither Town nor Village, but hath very many of them, both publick and pri¬ 
vate, This is all that they have gentile among them , as a thing they conceive 
neceflary upon feveral occafions, efpecially at Marriages, after the fir ft Goi- 
don. 

At Afbachan, 1 had the curioficy to go, unknown, into one of them, which then flares, 
byadivifion of boards was contriv’d into two rooms. But, befides that it was wd bathing* 
eafiecolook out of one into the other, by reafon of the dtftance there was be- f lgeei% 
tween the boards, both men and women went in and out at: the fame door, 
thofe of either Sex who would expreffe a greater modefty hiding what they 
would not havefeen with a handfull of leaves, which being dry’d,in Summer, # 
they,for this purpofe put a-foaking into warm water? bur fome were ftark naked, 
and the women were not fhy to conie in that potture and fpeak with their huf- 
bands, even while other men ttood by. 

’Tis almoft a Miracle to fee how their bodies, accuflomed to, and hardned by 
cold, can endure fo incenfe a heat,and how that, when they are not able to en¬ 
dure it any longer, they come out of the ttoves, naked as the back of a mams 
hand,both men and women, and go into the cold water, or caufe ir to be pour’d 
upon them, and,-in Wincerrhow they wallow in the Snow. Some of our young 
men would often walk before thefe publick rtoves, to fee the feveral poftures of 
the women that came out, and diverted themfelves in the water, and were fo far 
from being afliam’d, rhat they would talk wantonly with them, and were not 
troubled when any of oar people came into the water to them. And this wo 
faw not one!y in Mttfcovy , but alfo in Livonia, where the Inhabitants» efpecially 
the Finlanders, who are fetled there, going out of thefe ftoves, in the coldeft of 
Winter, run inrothe Snow, and rub their bodies with ir, as if it were Soap, 
then return inro the ftoves to take the advantage of a more moderate heat: and 
all this fo as that this change of contrary qualities does not any way 

E tejudice their health. The reafon then of it muft be Cuftom, in as much as 
eingthus ufed from their Childhood , and that habit being as it were con¬ 
verted into a fecondnature, they are indifferently enured to both heat and 
cold. 

At Narva we had Mufcovian boys of about 8.9. or 10. years of age» whom

The floor is drov'd with Pine leaves beaten to powder, all forts of He tbs and 
Flowers , which raife a very fweetfmelUas alfothe Ly which they make very 
odoriferous, Alongthe Walts are feats, or benches, upon which a man lies to 
fvvear and be rubb’d, lotne higher than others, that one may cake fuch a decree of 
heat as he pleafes,and they are all cover’d with dean flieets, and pillows fill’d 
with Hay. E ver y one hath a Ter van t maid, who haviif onely her fmock on,mbs, 
waflies, and wipes him, and what elfe is requisite. As fhe comes in, fhe pre - 
fents you on a Trent her, with fomeRadifh flic’d, with a little Salt, and if you 
are known in the houfe, the Miftreffe her felf or her Daughter will prefenr 
you with a certain com po fit ion, confining of Wine and Beer, in which will be 
fome bread crnnm’d,Citron diced,Sugar arid Nticmeg. When this civility is 
omitted, it argues the Mailer of the houfe hath no great refpe& for his Guetl. 
A fter bathing a man is put into a bed, thenTifes to eat fomeching, and having ea¬ 
ten goes to bed again to deep. 3 

Th z Mufcovnes are of a healr by and ftrongconftitution, long liv’d, and fef- 
dom fick; which when they are, their ordinary remedy, even in burning fea- 
. vers, is onely Gariick and Strong-water. Perfons of quality makeufeof Phyfi- 
cians, though but within thefe few years, and are perfwaded that remedies may do 
them good. 

Fornication is very common among them, and yet they permit not publick 
flews, which divers ocher Chrlfiian Princes not onely permit, but authorife, and 
have an advantage arifing out of them for their protection. Marriage is thought 
honorable among them, and Polygamy forbidden. A Widdower or Widdow 
may Mery twite or thrice, but mull not offer at a fourth Marriage, which 
if they fhonld, rhe Prieli that flvould blefl'e them would be call off. 

They obferve in rheir Marriages the degrees of ConfaDguinity, and do not wil¬ 
lingly marry fuch as are neer to them either by Kinredor Allyance, Nor do they 
permit two Brothers to marry two Sifters; and they obferve alfo a fpiritual A! - 
lyanee, not fufiering that God-fathers and God-mothers to the fame perfon 
® mould intermarry. The celebration of Marriage among them is thus. 

Their feme- Young men and maids are not fuffer’d to fee one another, much lefTe to have 

*icj «f their any difeourfe of marriage, or to make any promife one to another, by word or 

marriages, writing, * But when thofe who have Children marriageable, efpecially daughters, 
have found out a match they like, they fpeak to the young mans Parents,and de¬ 
clare the defire they have to make an Allyance-with them. If they approve 
whatsis propofed, and the young man defire to fee the maid , yet is it absolutely 
deny’d. If fte be handfom, they will be content th| mother or fome other wo¬ 
man of the kinred, fhould fee her* and if flie be no way defc&ive, that is neither 
blind nor lame, rhe friends on both fides treat about the marriage, and conclude 
all things, rhe intended young couple not fo much as being allow’d to fee one 
another. For they bring up their daughters in very private Chambers (efpecially 
perfons of quality) where they keep them lock’d up, fo as that the Bridegroom 
does not fee his Bride till fiie is brought into his Chamber. And thus it comes 
to paffe, that he who thinks he hath married a handfom maid, hath fome crooked 
piece put upon him ; nay, inftead of the mans daughter he was to have, fome kinf- 
worrwn, ot fervant-maid is thruft upon him; of which I have feveral examples. 
So that it is not to be wbndred at, that matrimonial difeontents are fo frequent 
among rhem. 

When their Great Lords, Kt/ez, and Bejarer difpofe of their Children in mar¬ 
riage, there is appointed on the Bridegroom’s fide a Woman, whom they call 
Stiacha , and another on the Brides, who joyntly take order for the Nuptials. 
That on the Bride’s part, goes upon the WeddiDg-day to the Bridegroom’s

At his Bride’s door, hejmeecs with all her 
friends, who receive him arid his retinue, and preife them to fu dowD at a Table, 

Three difhes of meatareferv’dup,but no body eats of them, and there is left 

at the upper end of the Table a place for the Bridegroom : but while he is talking 

with the Bride’s friends, a young Lad (its down in it, and will not be gotten 

thence till the 'Bridegroom hath made him fo many Prcients, that he is content 

to give him the place. The Bridegroom having taken his place, the Bride is 

brought in moft richly Clad, having a Veil over her tace. She is leatea by the 

Bridegroom, but to prevent their feeing one another, they are feparated by a 

piece of Crimfon Taffats,which is held tap by two young Lads while they are 

fet. This done, the Bride’s Snocha comes to her,Paints her, ryes up her hair in - 

two knots, puts theCrown on her head , and dreffesher in all things tike a 

married woman. The Crown is of leaves of Gold, ot Silver VjiU, beaten very 

thin, lined with fome filk fluffand towards the Ears, it hath five or fix rows of . ^ .., 

great Pearls, which fall down on her bread. The Robe, or upper Garment, the 

fleeves whereof are an Ell and a half wide, is embroider’d with Gold and Pearls at 

the extremities , efpecially at the neck, which is three fingers broad , and fo 

heightened with Embrodery, that it looks more like a Dogs Collar than any 

thing elfe, and this kind of Robe amounts to above a thou find Crowns, The 

heels of their fliooes, as well of thofe that arebetroath’d, as of .moll of the other 

women and maids, are above half a foot high , fo that being as it were a-tip-to.e, 

they have much ado to (land. The other Suacha Paints the Bridegroom, and in 

the mean time, the women get up on benches and .fing fevetal foolifh fongs. 

After this come in two young men richly Clad, carrying between them upon a 
Beet a ®ery large Cheefe, and fome Loaves, there hanging trom the Beer feve- 
ral Martins skins. The like is brought in on the Bride’s pare, and the Prieft, ha¬ 
ving bleifed them, fends them to Church.

Kinred and friends oftenet than they give any. The Daughters of great Perfons 

and 
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and rich Merchant*, as they are not much brought up to hou (e-keeping, fo chey £ , ^ 
trouble tbtinMves but little with it,when they are married.Their shieremploy- 1 * 
mentis fowing, or embroidering handkerc hers of white Taffara, or cl oath, of 
miking little purfes, or fome fuclitoies. The cloaths they wear within doors 
are made of fome common fluff of little value; but when they go to Church, 
or that their husbands would honour a friend with thetr prefeoce, they, are ma¬ 
gnificently clad , and forget not to paiDt their faces, necks, and arms* 

° The Wives of the Knez ,, Bojares , and great Lords, in the Summer time, • * 
make ufe of Chariots cover’d with red cloath,which kifld of covering they ufe in 
Winter for their Sledges, hiving at their feet a (he Slave 5 and about them a great 
number of Servants and Lacqueies , fometimes to the number of'30. or 40. 

The horfe , which draws them, hath many Foxtails about the main and tail, , 

which difguife him after a ffrange manner; and yet the Mnfcovltes think i: fo 
ornamental, that not only Great Lords and Ladies make ufe of it, but many 
times the Great Duke himfelf, with this difference, that inflead of Fox tails, 
they fome times nfe Martins skins. 

The Women living-thus idly, making few or no vilits, and notmediing lbsW&m-~ 
with any thing of houfewivery , are forc’d to divert themfelves with their tiftment. 
Maids. They lay a long plank over a block, and getting up on the ends of it, 
they are tofs’d up and down, and fometimes by a violent motion they are forc’d 
up very high in the Air. They have alfo ropes to fwingin; nay in fome little 
Towns and Villages I have- feen publick Swinging-places, fo contriv’d as that 
three or four might have their divercifement at the fame time. They are not 
alham’d to do this in the open flreets, giving two or rhree pence to little Boies 
who keep Swingers ready for chit purpofe. Their husbands are very glad to give 
them this kind of fport, and fometimes help them in their Twinging. 

It is not to be much wondred chat they are fo hardly treated by their hnf- tvby the Muf- 
bands, for they have lewd tongues, are given to Wine, and will not let flip cQvjces best 
the opportunity to pleafure a friend. So chat having all thefe three excellent timy mves ' 
qualities, they cannot take much unkindly the cudgelings, which they from 
time to time receive from their husbands: but they take comfort from 
the example of their friends and neighbours, who, behaving themfelves .after 
the fame manner, are accordingly no better created. Yet can I not believe, 
what Barclay faics in his icon Animorum , That the Mxfcovian Women are not 
perfwaded their husbands love them , if they are not beaten by them; ac left 
I can fay this, I never met with any who were glad when they were beaten. 

They have the fame paflions and inclinations as other Women have. They are 
fenfible of good and bad ufage, and it is not likely they fliould take the effe&s 
ofan°er and difpleafure for expreilions of kindnefs and friend (hip. _ 

Ins poffiblc fome foolilh Woman might tell her husband fo in jeaft, oj that 
one diftrafted might defire to be beaten , fuchas (lie of whom Petrejtu , in his 
Chronicle of Mufcovy , fpeakes of, who having lived many years in good cor- 
refpondence with her husband (who was an Italian, as he (ayes, though the 
Baron of Herberfieln affirms he was a Germati, and by profeflion, a Black-Smith, 
named Jordan) told him one day, that (he could not believe he loved her, flnee 
he had not yet beaten her. The husband willing ro allure her of his real affe¬ 
ction gave her a good cudgelling, and perceiving (he took a certain pleafure in 
it, made ufe of thatexercife fo often, till at laft (he died. But were it granted 
that this is but a ftrory, as it'feems to be no other, yet oaght we not to judge of 
all the Mufcovian women by this particular example. 

They think, that Adultry is not committed but when one man marries ano- adultery, 
the: mans wife : what ever elfe may be done amounts but to fornication, and 
when 1 married man is taken in it, his puoilhmenc is whipping, and fome daies 
imprifonrnenc, or haply he is Tentenc’d, to live fome time on bread and water. 

Then he is fet ac liberty, and may refenc the complaints made by his wife 
againft him upon that occafion. A husband who can convince his wife of a mtf- 

carriage 
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'*■- - carriage of this nature, may have her ilia v’d, and put into a MonaUejy.'Thofe 

JL __ w ^ 0 are wear y 0f - cheir wives, oftep make ufe of this prerende, accpfe their 

wives of Adultery, andfuborn falfe witneffes, upon whofe depofuions they 
are condemn'd, without being heard. Religious women are fenc to her lodg¬ 
ings , who put her into their habit, /have her, and carry her away by force into 
the Mona He ry, whence {he never comes out, having once fuffer’d theRafour to 
come upon her head. 

Divorce. . . The molt ordinary caufe of divorce, at leaft the molt plaufible pretence, is 
devotion. They fay, the} love God better than their wives, when an humour 
takes them to go into a Monaftery: which they do without their confeDt, or 
making any provifion lor the children they have had between them. And yet 
this kind of retiring out of the World is fo much approv’d among them, (though 
S'. Paul fayes that iuch are worfe than Heathens and Infidels )'that if the woman 
marry again, they make no difficulty ro coufcrre Prielihood on this new Pro- 
feiite , though before he had been but a Taylour, or Shoemaker. Barrennefs is 
alfo another caufe of divorce in Muscovy, for he who hath no children by his 
wife may put her into a Monaftery, and marry again within (lx weeks. 

The Great,Dukes themfelves make ufeof this freedom, when they have only 
Daughters, ’Tisrrue, the Great Duke Bajili did not put his Wife Salome into 
. a Monaftery , and marry Helene , daughter to Michael Linski , a inlander , buc 

upon his having no Children one and twenty years after marriage ; but it is 
alio true , that, fomefew dayes after, Ihe was brought to bed of a Son, and 
yet fire was forc’d to continue there, becaufe £he had been /hayed. 

We faw.an example of it in a PoUnder, who, having embraced the Greeks 
Religion, pu pofcly to marry a Mufcovian beauty, was forc’d co rake a journey 
into Poland , where he Hay’d above a year. The young Lady, in her husband’s 
abfence, made a fhift robe otherwife fuoply’d, fo effectually that flieaug- 
mented her family by a child; but, fearing her husband’s difpleafure, fhe re¬ 
tir’d into a Monaftery and was fhaved. The husband did all he could to get her 
out again, promifing to pardon her offence,and never to reproach her with it. 
The womaD was willing to come out, but would not be permitted, it being, 
according to their Theology, a fin againft the Holy Ghoft , not robe forgiven 
either in this World or the next. This artifice Boris Federunits Cudemu made 
ufeof, who, having acquired much repute in the management of the publick 
affairs, during the minority of Fador Jnanouits , and perceiving the Muscovites 
were not fully refolv’d to make him Great Duke, to make them the more 
earned to do it, pretended he would turn Monk,andwentintoa Monallery, 
where his filler was a Nun, -As foon as the Mufiovhes heard ofit, they came 
hs multitudes to the Monallery, caH themfelves upon the ground, tore their 
hair, as being in a defperate condition , intreated him not to be lhaven, and 
that he would be pleas’d to take the place of their deceafed Prince. He ,* at 
firfi,would not hearken to them, but at lafi pretended himfelf overcome by their 
increases , and his Sifter’s, imercelfion, by which means he came to be courted, 
to what he had not haply got otherwise, with all the fubtilty he could.have ufed. 

The Mttfcovites are extremely venereous, yet will not have to do with a 
Tbeir fupcrjli-. Woman,but they mu ft. fir ft rake offthe little Grofs which is bang’d about her 
tm. neck when fhe is Chriflened: nor would they do it inaplace wherethereare 

any Images of their ‘amts,fill they had covered them. They go nor to 
Church the day'they have dealt with a Woman, till they have w a Ih’d them¬ 
felves , and charg’d their- fhins. Thofe that are more devout go not into it at 
all, but fay their prayers at the door. Priells are permitted to come into the 
Church the fame day, provided they have walh’d themfelves aboveand below 
thenavil, but dare not approach the Alrar. The women are accompted more 
impure than the men, and therefore they ordinarily Ray atthe Church-door all 
fervice time. He who lies with his wife in Lent may not Communicate that year; 
and if aPrieft commit that offence, he is fufpended for a year: but if one that 
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pretends to Pnefthood be fo unhappy as to fall into it, be can never recover ^ g 
himfelf, but muft quit his pretenrion. . .... _, l 

Their remedy againft this kind of undeannefle is rather barhingthan rcpen- 
taoce, which is the reafon theyufe the former upon all occaiions. Demetrius t 
who performed the fonof the Great Duke John Bajiloutts, who had been kill d 
longbeforeac^/iV/v never bath’d himfelfj upon which the Mufcovites fufpe&ed 
him to be a Granger. For perceivinghe would not make ufe of a bath made ready 
for him eight da yes after his marriage*, they conceiv’d a horror again Li him, as a 
Heathen and profane perfon, fought divers others pretences, fet upon him in the 
Gafile, and kill’d him f be 19. day after his Wedding, as we flu 11 fhevv hereafter. 

The politick Government of Mufcovy is Monarchical and defpoucal. '1 he Great 
Duke is the hereditary Soveraign of it, and fo abfolute, that no Knez or Lord 
in all his Dominions, but thinks it an honour to affume the quality of hisMa- the Govern- 
jellies Galop,or tlave. No Mailer hath more power over hisilaves , than the aesta/Muf- 
Great Duke hath over hisSubjefts, what condition or quality foever they be ccv ^ 
of. So that Mufcovy may be numbred among thofe States, whereof Ariflotle 
fpeaks, when he fayes there is a kind of Monarch among the Barbarians, which 
comes neer Tyranny, For fince there is no other difference between a legitimate 
Government and Tyranny, than that, in the one,the welfare of the Subjects is of 
greatest confederation , in the other, the particular profit and advantage of the 
Prince, we mull allow,thatinclinesmuch»toTyanpy- Wefaid before, 
that the create!! Lords chink it not belovv them to put their names ip the diminu¬ 
tive ; nor is it long iince that for a fmall matter,they were whipr, like (laves, but 
now'their lefTer milcarriagesarepunifii’d with two or three dayes imprifonment. 

They °ive their Soveraign the quality of JVelikoiKnez , chat is Great Lord, as Thetmftgm~ 
alfo rhac'of Czaar, and h\s UaariiiMa/eJty. Since the Mufcovites came to ficationofthe 
underftandjthatwe call him Kayfer, who is the mol! eminent among the dm- c.ziar. 
ftlan Princes of Europe ,and that that word comes from his proper name, who 
turn’d the Popular Hate of Rome into a Monarchy , they would have it believ’d, 
that their word Czaar, h*ch the fame fignification andetymologie. Whence it Thc Czaw , s 
is that they would alfo imitate theEmperour* of Germany in tbeir-great feal, A<mSt 
which had a Spread-Eagle, but the wings not fo large as the Imperial Eagle’s, 
havinc on the bread , in an Efcutcbeon, one on borf-back lighting with a Dra¬ 
gon, reprefeming the Archangel S'. Michael , or rather S'. George. The three 
Crowns , which *areabove and between the Eagle’s heads, ftgmfy Mufcovy, 
and the two Kingdoms of Tart ary , Cafan , and Afirachan. The Tyrant John 
Bafthults fir ft ufed thefe Arms, as willing to bethought defeended from the an¬ 
cient Roman Emperours. The Great Dukes Interpreters, and the Germans who 
live at Mofcouy call him in their language Kay far, that is to fay, Cafaro: Erape- 
rour But it is certain, the word Czaar ftgnihes2G»g, which may be feen in 
their Bible, where th z Muscovites, fpeaking of David and his fucceffors, Kings of 
Judah and Ifrael, they call them Czaars. The Great Duke ts indeed King in ef- 
feft, fince other Princes Hick not to treat him with the word Maje/y ; the title 
of GreatDukebeing much below what that great Prince deferves. Nor accord¬ 
ingly docs he take the quality ofGreat Duke, when he affumes that of Wehkov 
Knez ,but that oi GrandSeigneur,** well as the Emperour of the!arks, wuh 
whom he may be parallels, not onely in refpea of the extent of his Empire, 
but alfo by reafon of the abfolute power be hath over his Subjefts. 

No people in the World have a greater veneration for their Prince than the 
Muscovites, who from their infancy are taught toTpeak of the Czaar, as of God 
hitnfelf, not onely in their afts and publick alfemblies, but alfo in their enter¬ 
tainments and ordinary difeourfe. Thence proceed their fubnmffive forms of 
fpeaking. The honour to fee the briohtnejfe of the eyes of his Czaarick Adajejty- Onely 
Cod ml the Czaar knows it ; AH they have belong to God and the Czaar. 1 tie Great t/ j£ , Murco- 
Duke fohnRafsloii.its reduc’d them to tbefe fubmifivons. . m 

Now to continue them in this lowneffe of fpirit and to keep them from feeing what liberty#. 
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. uhat liberty which ocher Nauonsabouc them enjoy, the Mttfcovites are, upon 
1 3 6, pain of death, prohibited to go out of the Countrey, without the Great Duke’s 

expreife pet million. John Helmet, the Great Duke’si Dterpreter,who died fome 
three years lince, aged 97. years, had got leave to fend his Ton into Get many, to 
Hudy Phyfick, where he afterward* grew famous: but the youog Gentleman 
having [pent 10. or ia. years up and down Germany and England, pleas’d with 
rhe fweetneffe of the climate and liberty, would never return into Mufcovy. 
1 Whence it came, that, when Peter Mikjaf , a Merchant of Novogorod , whom the 
! Great Duke fern into Germany, three years fince,in the quality of Pojlanick., de¬ 
li <ed his Majefiy would permit ^im to leave his fon in German, neither the 
Cxaar, nor Patriarch, would by any means confent thereto. But indeed, this de- 
fpotical Government feems to be molt fuitable to their humour and difpolition, 
which is infeniibleof the advantages of Liberty, as being unacquainted with it, 
and To not fit to enjoy a happinefle, which they never heard of. 

Yet are we not to attribute to the prefent time what may be read in the Baron 
of Herberfiein, Patt/w Jovius, and Gmgnln , concerning the violent and tyranni- 
I cal Government of 1 he Great Duke: tor they writ during the reign of John B*. 

'■ /items, whofe Scepter was of iron, and his Government more cruel and violent 
than that of any Prince memionecTin Hillory. But the Great Dukethatnow 
is, isavery mild Prince, one that, according to his Father’s example, inftead of 
tmpovetifhing his Subjefls, relieves them, and allows fums of money out of his 
Exchequer, to fet up thofc whom a bad year ,or fome other misfortune hath 
ruin’d. Nay, he haththegoodneffeto provide forfuch as are banifh 9 d into 5 i- 
, heria for their Crimes, allowing to perfons of quality, money * finding employ* 
i menc for thofethat are capable of it; anddifpofing Soldiers into fome place 
> where they have Penfionsor ordinary pay during life. So that what is mofiin- 
n fnpportable to them, when they are out of favour, is, that they have rot the 
honour to fee the bright eyes of his Czaaric k Majefty . For, were it not for that, this 
is become fo mild a pumfhment.that many have, in their exile, got that wealth, 
which they could not have hoped before. 

The Great When we faid the (fate of Mufcovy was Monarchical, we preftippofe that the 

Ditkfs abfo- Prince is a Monarch , and hath, alone, all the prerogatives of Soveraignty, He is 

hue fewer. not fubjeft to, the Laws; he onely makes them , and all the Mufcovitet 
obey him, with fo great fubmifiion , that they are fo farre from oppofing 
his will, that they fay, the Juftice and word of their Pririce is facred and in¬ 
violable. 

He onely creates Magiflrates, and depofes them, ejefts them, and orders them 
to be puni fh’d, with fuch abfolute power, that we may fay of the Great Duke, 
whar the Prophet Daniel fayes, of the King of Babylon, That he put to death whom 
he would , and faved whom he would. He appoints Governoms and Lieutenants 
for the Provinces, for the difpofal of the ancient Demefn, and A dminifi ration of 
Jullice, who have, joyned with them, a Dea^ or Secretary : and thefe take Cog¬ 
nizance of all matters, give final and abfolute judgement in allcaufes,and canfe 
their fenrences to be put in execution, without any appeal. 
chances the And ‘ n t ^’ s r ^ e Great Duke follows the advice of the befi Politicians, who 
Gevfmmof ace fo / ar fr° m allowing a furvivancy in Governments, that they would have a 
Trovims every Soveraign , (that it might be in his power to puniCh the t& (carriages committed 
three years. by great ones in their Governments, and prevent their making intrigues to fettle 

themfelves in the Provinces) to change the Governours from three years to 
three years. 

He alone hath the power to make War and Peace with other Princes. Pot 
though he takes the advice of his Knex, and Bojares , yet does he not alwayes 
follow it, but makes them know, that norwithfianding tbe freedom he gives 
them to advife him, he referves to himfelf the power of doing whit be thinks 
fir. 

Heonely confers Honours, and rewards the ferviccs that are done him with 

the 
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the qualities of Knez ,, Bojares , Dukes or Princes; and whereas t he Mafcovitts g -fa 
have heard, that it is a mark of Soveraigmy in Germany , to make Doctors, the J * 
Great Duke meddles with that alfo, and grams Letters Patents to Phylicians 
and Ghirurgeons that are Strangers* • . , 

Ml the Great Duka’s Mony, who only hath the power to mace any, is of V 

Silver, of an oval form, and title. The greateft piece is worth but a peny, and *■ *' 
is called a Copec , or Denaing, For though, in trading, the Mafcovurs ufe the 
words, Altin , Grif, and Rouble, whereof the firft is woith three; the fecond, 
ten ; the third, a'hundred Copecs, yet is there no Coins of that kind, the 
words being nl'ed only for the convenience of Commerce, to avoid the multi¬ 
plication of Copecs. The. Polar ke is worth half * the Mufiofske, the fourth 
part of a Copec. This fmall mony , which is alfo of Silver, is fo rroyiblefome in 
the telling and handling, that the Mxjcovites put handfuls of it into their 
mouths, for fear of loiingit, butfo as it no way hinders their fpcech. AH 
their Mony is marked at the fame corner, having on one fide the Acmes of 
Mnfcovy > of which we have fpokcn upon occafionof their Great Seal , which 
Armes were heretofore peculiar only to the City of Novogorod , and on the other 
the Great Duke’s name then ingoing, and that of the City where it was coined. 

There are but four Cities in all Adajcovy where mony is coined, A fof con , JVo- 
voreacd , Tuere , and Plefcon: The Great Duke farming out the Mint to the 
Merchants of thofe places. Rixdollers are current in Mufmj ; but in regard 
two D oilers outweigh a hundred Copecs * by two drams, the Adufcovnes know 
how to make their advantage of it, apd fo carry them to the Mint, as they do 
alfo Spaxijh Reals. The Rixiollers they call Jafimskeifrotty the modern Latine 
wor djoachimicfts, which name hath been given that mony, as well by reafon 
of the effigies of S'. Joachim ,■ heretofore damped upon it, as of the City of 
Joachim find, in Bohemia , where it was firft coined, in the year i yip. The 
Great Duke coins no Gold, unlefs it be, that to perpetuate the memoryof 
fomc great advantage gain'd againft his enemies, he hath fome Medals caft, to 
be afterwards prefemed to Officers that are Strangers, or to be featteted among 
She Souldiets of the victorious Army, .. 

He only levies Taxes and impofitions, and regulares them according to tus 
pkafure, fo as that he rakes five in the hundred upon all Merchandifes, upon 
the Frontiers of his Dominions , both coming'and going out. ' r 

It is his prerogativero fend Ambafladours, to the Emperonr ,ths. IGng s 01 
Poland, Denmark.-, Snedsn , and other Princes his Neighbours. Thcfe Mtmfters -S 
arc cither Welikoi Vofol, Grand Courriers, or Pojlamckj, Envoys. Heretofore, 
efpeeiallyin the time of John Bafloms , they treated Strangers, even rhe pub- 
lick Minifters of Princes, with much difrefpea*, but. now it is otherwife. 
Atr.baftadors are entertain’d with g r eat civility , and their charges defraid from 
the day of their entrance-into the Great Duke’s Dominions, rothat ofthetr 
depin urs thence ; they are treated at great feafts, and have very rich Prefems 
bef ow'd on them. Whence it comes, that other European Princes make no dif¬ 
ficulty to fend their Ambaftadorsj hither, nav fome have their ordinary Re**- 
denrsthere, as the Kings of England and Sweden. All the Prefects made by t c 
G*ear Dukeconfift in Furrs, and he never fends any folemn Embafiy , hntu 
carries furh as are very confiderable for the Prince to whom it isfent^ Tno e 
which the Great Duke Fador Jaanouips fent, in the year iyp 5. to the Emperour 
Rodolph II. were very remarkable , which amou rted to above a Million of E 1V *£ S > a remarked 
or 100000. fterl. viz,, onethoufand and three Zimmers (which we have faid elfe- Prefent. 
where, makes twenty pair, and in worth about too. Crowns in Mujanjy ) ot 
Sables, five hundred and nineteen Zimmers of ordinary Martins , tixicorq 
Wick-Fox skins, three hundred thirty feven thoufand ortfinary Jox-skim, tnree 
thoufand Beavers, a thoufand Wolf-skins,and. fixty four Elk’s-skins. The oj a- 
tricky make no Prefenr from the Great Duke, but upon their own account t y 
do, as baits to draw in others, and if they ate not given them , they win - 
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I 6 X 6* l ^ e hqldnefs to ask tor them. They defray fore in Ambaffadors., noconlyas to 

-—-—- provi lions, but alio provide for the carriage of them and what ever they brin°, 

and there are upoD the Road appointed ftages for the accommodation of their 
travelling, where the Peafants are oblig’d to be ready with a certain number of 
Horfes, and cocomeupon the firft order fent them, Nor is. this done with any 
grievance to chofe Peafants; for befides afalary of 60. Crowns per aim.duly paid 
them, they have land enough allow’d them for their fubfiftence, Theyarefreed 
from Taxes, and all other Charges, and have the allowance of fome Aldus 
every journey they make. By this means we traveled from Novoecrod to Mef, 
CO0 , above i m.Gtrman leagues, infix or feven dayes, and in the Winter in 
four or five. ’Tis true,the Houfes where the Ambaffadors are lodg’d, arefo 
poorly furniHVd , that unlefs a man will be content toly on the ground or 
upon a bench, he mull bring a bed with him : but the Adufcovites tbemfelves 
are.no better accommodated. Heretofore they (hot up the Ambaffadors and 
their retinue in their Lodgings , kept them in as Prifoners , and fee Sentinels an 
the door to hinder them from coming out; or if they permitted fome of their 
people to go abroad into the City, they were accompmi’d by Strelits , who ob¬ 
served all their actions; but now they are kept in only till thefirll Audience • 
and in the mean they are vifited 'and encertain’d by two Prifiafs , whofe office 
it is, to fee them fuoply'd with all things neceifary. Thefe cake occafion to ask 
the’Ambaffadors, what thedefignof their Embaffy is , as alfo to inform them- 
felves whether they have any Prefents for the Great Duke, and in what they con- 
fift, not forgetting ro ask whether they have alfo any for them. As foon as 
the Ambaffadors have delivered in their Prefents, the Great Duke caufes them 
to be valew’d by perfons that know their worth. Heretofore , rhe Ambaffadors 
were entertain’d , after their firft publick Audience, in the Great Duke’s Cham¬ 
ber, at his own Table; bur fome years li nee this cuff ome wasabolifh’d, and 
they fend, to their Lodgings, the Meat defign’d for their treatment. All 
Ambaffadors who bring Prefents thither receive others for themfelves and their 
retinue ; nay they give Prefents to Gentlemen who come thither as Envoys, and 
to all thofe that bring but fo much as a Letter from a forein Prince. To mal* 
a fuller difeovery of the Political Government of Mufcovy, it wilt not be much 
from ourpurpofe, by a fhorc digretfion, to give an accompt of what hath pafs’d 
there within thefe three hundred years. 

An v.fitomy of ^he Great Duke John Baft louits , fon of Bajili , came to the Crown very 
the Htjiory of young, .in the year 1540. No Hifiory of his time, bur fpeak of his Watrs, and 
Mufcovy, the unheard of cruelties exercifed by him on all forts of perfons, through his 
Juan Bafilou- whole reign. They are fo horrid, that never any other Tyrant did the like ; To 
that Pmlw Jovms , aBifhop, might have forborn giving him rhar Noble qua¬ 
lity, of a Good and Devout Chrifilan ; fince that it may , without any injury 
to him, befatd, hedeferves not to be numbred even among Men. 'list rue, 
he would go often to Church , fay the Service himfelf, fing, and be prefent ac 
Eccleii a filial Ceremonies, and execute the Funftions of Monks and Priefts: 
but he abus’d both God and Men, and had not fentimenrs of humanity, fo 
far was he from having any of piety. He had feven lawful wives, and by the 
firft, two forss, Juan and Fcedar > that is , John and Theodore. Being once 
very angry with cbe elder he ftruck him over the head with a ftaff hoop’d with 
iron at tne end ; fo asthar wirhin five dayes after he died of it. He had by the 
, laft, Demetrius , and dy’d rhe 2 8. of March 1584. feeling at his death fome pare 

of thofe affliftions, wnich an infinite number of innocent perfons hadfuffered 
through his means. 

Fador Juanouits , now eldeft by his Brother’s death, was crown’d the laft 
°£ J H b > the fame yea*. He was 22. years of age when he fucceeded his Fa¬ 
ther, but had fo little underftanding, that, being not .fit for affairs, the ad- 
•miniftration thereof, with the Regency of the whole Kingdoms was conferr’d 
on Boris Qudenou , High-Steward of Mufcovy , and Brother in law to the Great 

Duke. 
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Duke, Salomon Henning , in his Chronicle of Livonia , fates , that this Fa/dor 5 , 
was fo fimple, that he could find himfelf no greater diverrifement than tolling Jt _ J f 

oftheBells before Service.. ^ ■ . , . 

On the contrary, Boris Gait non knew fo well how to anfwer the good opt- 
nion conceived of him, and to infinuate himfelf into the affeftion of the peo¬ 
ple , that fonie ftuck not to fay, that if God fliould be pleafed to difpofe other- 
wife of the two hereditary Princes, it was not be doubted, but they would 
call in him, who gave fo many demonftrations of an excellent conduft. Du- 
ri D( 7 the regency, Boris , perceiving that Dcnmrins was the more likely to ftand 
in Ins way, refolv’d to remove him out of it. This young Prince was but nine 
years old , brought up in the City of Ugllts , whither a Gentleman belonging 
to Boris went,and kill’d him with hisown hands. ^ But inftead of recemng.che 
0 rear reward he expefited for his pains, Boris caus’d him and all the Complices 
To be kill’d as foon as they were return’d to Mofcon. By this execution of the 
Murtherers, he, for fome time, kept undiscovered the true Author of the 
murther: but, to prevent the people from conceiving him any way engag’d 
in it, by giving them a greater caufe of affi'iftion , he caus’d feveral houfes to 
be fet a-fire, and fo confum’d a great part of the City ; while, on the other fide, 
he ordered the Caftle of Uglhs to be demoliftVd, and banifh’d the Inhabitants, 
as if they had countenanc’d the murther, and (helcred the Murtherers, The 
weaknefs of Feeder Jmmmts , fenfible^ though of nothing elfe, yecofhisown 
weaknefs,left the management of all aftairs,to Born , who was in effeft what the 
other had only the name and appearance of, yet didhe not think it fit to be 
over-forward, but let fome years pafle on, after which, Foedor fc 11 fuddenly 
fick, in the year 1597. and died without children, having reigned twelve 

^Boris was prefently look’d upon. He, to divert the popular jealoufy, was fo Boris Gads^ 
crafty , as, in appearance, to refufeche Royal Dignity , and , as we have faid nou : 
before , to fly imo a Monaftery, while his Eleaion to the Dukedom was, a c- 
cording to his fecret inftruaions,prefs’d by fome friends, by whofe opportunity 
he feem’d to be overcome,and to accept the Crown. _ . 

In the reign of Boris happened a very remarkable thing, throughtheimpo- 
liure of a Mufcovian Monk, named Grisly Utrofojk , born at Gereflatt > of a No¬ 
ble houfe, but mot very rich , one that had been thruft into a Monaftery for 
his debauches, and lew’d life. He was a very handfome perton, and had an ex¬ 
cellent Wit, which qualities an old Monk of the lame Monaftery made his ad¬ 
vantage of, to put this Impoftor into the World, and advance him to the Throne, 

The better ro carry on his defign, he made him leave the Monaftery, and go 
into Lithuania , where he was entertain d by a Great Lord , named aidant 
newish , into whofe favour he in a fhort timeinfinuated himfelf, by his inge- 
Duicy > and the conftaccy of his Cervices* One day his Mailer being angry with 
him, call’d him Bledinjrn, orSon of a Whore , and ftruck him. Grisly' making 
his advantage of that difgrace, fell a-weeping, and told his Mafter,thartf he 
knew who he was , he would not call him Son of a Whore, nor treat him irithac 
manner. The curiofity of the Po/ljk Lord was fo great,as to prefs umly to tell 
him who he was. The Impoftor made anfwer, that be was lawful Son to the 
G*ear Duke John BaJ!Umts t that Boris Gudenote would have murthet d him, 
but the misfortune fell upon aPrieft’s Son very like him, whom his friends had 
fubllituted in his place, while he was convey’d away. He thereupon ftiews a gol¬ 
den Crofsbefet wirh precious ftones, which he faid was hung about his neck ac 
hisBaptifm. Adding that the fear of falling inro the hands of Boris GadenonhiQ 
kept him from difeovering himfelf till then. Upon which he cafl# himfelf at his 
Lords feet, and intreats him to take him into his proteftion , enlivening his 
relation with fo many circumftances, and his a&ions with fo muchfhewot 
fincerity,that his Mafter, perfwaded he fpoke nothing but truth , immediately 
furnifti’d him with Cloatbs, Horfes, and attendance befitting the grerctnefs ofa 
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, 6 2 < Pn ?. ce th ^ quality- Tfae noifeofic fpreads over ail the Connery, finds 
* — credl , c where, and the preemption grows fo ranch theftronger by rea-' 
fon tne Great Duke Boris Gudenou profers a great-rum of mony ,ro any that 
fhould bring in chat counterfeit Demetrius alive or dead. His Matter, not 
thinking him fafe at his houfe, fends him into Poland) where he is receiv’d by 
the fVeywtde of S>andomiria, who promifes him a fufficieutaffiftanceto reftore 
him to his Throne , upon condition he would tolerate the Roman GatFiolick 
Religion in Mufcovy , as foon as he had fettled himfelf in the Government 
thereof, Demetrius not only accepted of that condition, but, being fecretly 
inftrufted, chang’d his Religion, and promifed to marry the fTeimde’s Daugh¬ 
ter , attoon as he fhould be ettablifh’d-The hope of fo advantageous an all vance, 
and the zeal the Weynode had for his Religion, engag’d him to employ his credit 
and friends, by whofe means he got together a conliderable Army,enter’d Muf- 
coay t and declared a Wat againlt the Great Duke. He took in feveral Ciries, 
debauch’d and corrupted moft of the Officers employ’d by Boris againft him, 
andgrew fo prosperous, that the grief of Boris conceived thereat ttruck him fo to 
the heart, that hedied ofic *Ap\ x 3.1605. The Knez, and Bo;arcs, who were at 
Fcettor Borif- ^°f C0S{ v immediately caufed his Son F cedar Borijfomts to be crowned, though 
fimits. very young: but reflecting on the continual fucceffeof Demetrius’items, their 

minds chang’d , and deriving, from his viftories, an ill prefage againft the new 
Great Duke, they concluded, rhac he muft.bethe true Demetrius, the lawful 
Son of John BaftUmS) and that they did ill to take up arms againft their natural 
Sovereign. It was no hard matter to infinuate this into the people, who pre- 
fdfidy cry’d, Live Demetrius, true Heir of the Kingdom, and may his Enemies p e - 
rip. Whereupon they ran ;o the Cattle, feis’d upon the young Great Duke , 
imprifon’d him, ranfacked, mifufed, and forc’d away all the kinred and friends of 
Boris Gudenou, and at the fame time feat to intrear Demetrius to come as foon as 
he pleas’d, and take pofleffion of the Kingdom of his Anceftors.They alfo be°°’d 
his pardon for what they had done through ignorance, upon the inftigationof 
Boris, affured him of their affeftion and obedience, and as a pledge of their fide¬ 
lity, they profer’d to put into his hands the deceafed Duke’s Son, his Mother, 
and all his Family, to be difpofed of as he fhould think it. Uponthefe overl 
cures Demetrius fent zDeak., or Secretary, named Juan Bogdanov?, with order to 
ftrangle the Morher and Son, and to°ive out that they were poifon’d. Which 
was accordingly executed the 10. of June 16 05.in the fecond monethofthe reisn 
of Fcedor BoriJSouits. 0 

A counterfeit The 16. of the fame moneth, Demetrius came, to Mofcou , with his Army, which 

Demetrius, j ftrangely- encreafed as he came along. The whole City went ouccomeet him, 
and made him Prefents. He was crown'd the 21. of J«//,with extraordinary Cere¬ 
monies. And that there might be no queftion made of the lawful nefs of his birth, 
he fent for the Mother of the true Demqr'w, whom Boris Gudenou had flint up 
in a Monaftery, at a great distance from Mofcou, He went to meet her with a 
Notte retinue of Courtiers, lodg’d her in theCaftle, where he caufed her to be 
treated wict^all magnificence, vifningher every day, and.doinghenll thehonour 
a Mother could expeft from a Son. The good Lady knew well enough , that De¬ 
metrius, her Son, had been kill'd, but fhe cunningly diflembied it, as well out of 
the refentment (be had againft the memory of Boris Gudenou , and the fear fhe was 
in to be ill-treated by this counterfeit Demetrius , as for that fhe was not a little 
pleas’d to fee her felf fo much honour’d, and enjoy the fweetnefs of a happy life, 
after the miferies and affli&ions fhe had endured in theMonaftery, finceher 
Son’s death. , . 

A cenfpiracy s - Bur when A‘e Mufcovites found his manner of life different from that of the 

g/«sjl the conn- Dukes His predeceflors, that he was refolv’d to marry a RomanCatholick., 
terfeit Dense- the VFeywode of Sandomrias daughter, and ranfack’d the Treafuties of the King- 
rriu». dom tofurnifh her according to the advancement fhe expefted, they began to 
miftruft him, and to perceive they had been miftaken, One of the principal Knez,, 

named 
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named faftiiZtuki, was the firft that offer’d to i'pcak of it to fame ocher Lords, 
as well Efcleftaftical as Secular, and to remoniirate to them the danger whereto 
borh the State and Religion were expos’d, by the Alliance which that Counter¬ 
feit intended to make with a (fringe woman, and of a contrary Religion; adding, 

«hac,of neceffuy* he was an Impoftor, anda lewd perfon. Upon this it was re¬ 
fold'd hefhould be difpatch’d ouc of the way r but the Confpitacy being difeo- 
ver’d, and Zuskl taken, Demetrius got him fentenc’d to death, but fenc him a par¬ 
don upon the point of execution, hoping by rhatnuldneffe, to gaintfie affedtion 
of the Mufcovites. Accordingly all was quiet till the day of his marriage, which 
was the 8. of May, 1606. The Bride being arriv’d, with a great number of Poles, 

' Armed, and in a capacity to become Matters of the Citie,the Mufcovites began 
to open their eyes. Zttskj got to his own boufe, feveral Knot. and Bojares, pro¬ 
pos’d to their confideration the prefent State of Affairs, the unavoidable ruin of 
both State and Religion, and, profer’d, for the prefervacion thereof, once more 
to expofe his perfon and life. They gave him thanks, and promis’d to affift 
him with their Perfons and Eftates,when there fhould be an opportunity to put 
their defign *m execution. They had a fair one the laftdayof the Nuptial fo- 
lemnity, which was the ninth after the Wedding, and the 17. of May, The Great 
Duke and his Company being got drunk and afteep, the Mufcovites caufed all 
the Bells- in the Citie to be rung, as they are wont ip care of fire,to give an 
Alarm, whereupon they immediately put themfeIves into Arms,and fet upon 
the Caftle, where, having defeated the Po/ijh Guards, and forc’d the Gates, they 
entred the Great Dukes Chamber, who thought to avoid prefent death by leap. 

'ing ouc at a window into the Court, in hope to fave himfelf among the Guards, 
which were ftill there in Arms: but we was taken, and cruelly us’d. The Caftle 
was ran fac^’d. Zftskj, addrefftng himfelf to the pretended Mother of Demetrius, 
oblig’d her to fwear by the Croffe, whether Demetrius was her Son , or no, to 
which having anfwer’d, that he was not, and that (he never had but one Son, who 
had been unfortunately murther’d, they fhoc the Counterfeit Demetrius in the 
head withaPiftol. They imprifon’d the pretended Great Dutcheffe, with het Demetrius 
Father, and Brother, as alfo the Poll ft Ambaffador. The Ladies and Gentle- kill'd. 
women were abus’d and deflour’d, and above 1700. men kill’d, among whom 
were many Jewellers, Merchants, who had abundance of Jewels about them. 

Demetrius's body was ftripp’d, and dragg’d to the place before the Caftle, where 
it lay expos’d for three whole dayes. After which they buried it, but it was im- 
mediatly taken up again, to be burnt, and reduc’d to afties. 

This confpiracy thus fucceeding, the Muscovites chofe into the^ place of De- zuM made 
metritis, Knez Baflomts Zuski the Ring-leader of the Enrerprife , who was Great'V^ie. 
Crown’d June 1. t 606. But he was no fooner got into theThrone, ere another 
Impoftor'difputed the pofteffion of it. His name was, Knez, GregoriScbacopski, Afeeoxdcemt- 
who, at the pillaging of the Caftle, having found the Seals of the Kingdom , fell terfeit Dane, 
into a League with two Polandors , and f qiade a fhift to go into Pola^d. He made a * us > 
ufe of the fame invention as his Predeceflor, and took the name of Demetrius, 
giving out, where he came, that he hadefcap’d theMaffacre, in the night time, 
that they had kill’d another in his (lead, and chat he was going into Poland to 
raife another Army, to punifh the Mufcovites for their infidelity and ingrati- 
tude. 

About the fame timeftarted up another Demetrius, in the Citie of Mofcou. a third tmpfi 
He was Clerk to one of the Secretaries of State, got into the field, made ufe of for, 
the Came tmpofture as the two others, and found abetters, by whofe affiftance he 
became Mafter of many great Cities. This occafion’d many other diforders, 
which the Polanders countenanc’d, out of their refect ment of the affront they 
bad receiv’d from the Mufcovites. The events of the War,occafioned thereby, 
prov’d fo fatal and unhappy, that the Mufcovites quacreU’d at Zuski , and look’d 
upon him as the foie caufeofall their misfortunes. They faid, his Govern-, ( 
ment was uniuft, becaufe unfortunate, and that there muft needs be fomething 
J fatal 1 
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fatal in his perfon, when vidtory feem’d to fhun him, io fide wit h his Enemies. 
Three Mufcuvian Lords, Zaccbary Llffamv^ Michael MolfAneck^ and Juan Ke- 
fifskts were the full that am us'd the people with chefe reports, and, perceiving, 
they were well receiv’d among them, proceeded in their delign , depriv’d Ztuki 
of his Dignity, (hue him up in a Monatfery, and had him fh&ved. _ * 

Upon this, rh iJCne^ and ilojares , to avoid the jealoufe, which the Eleftion 
might raife among themfelves, refolv'd to take in a forein Prince. The Pohm- 
4 erf Hill countenanc'd the fecond Demetrius , fofaras that they forc’d the for¬ 
mer's Widdow to acknowledge him for her husband, and expected fatisfaftion 
for the affront they had receiv’d at Mofcoa t at the marriage of Demetrius .* fo thac _ 
the Mnfcovites willing to fatisfie the Polaxders, and- not finding any Prince neer 
them fo well qualified as FLitlijLw,z\&ziX fon to Sigifmond King of Poland , Cent 
r.o the King, his fa ther, rq defire, that he might accept of the Crown of Mssfcovy. 
The King consented, but rhe Treaty agreed upon, among ocher Claufes, had 
this, thac John PaJUouits Zmki fhouidbe taken out of the Monallery, and* with 
fome other Lords of hisKinred, fhouldfce put into .the hands of thcKing of 
PoUnd^viho kept them, a long time, Prisoners at Snwlcmhi where Zmki > at lafi, 
died, and his body was buried neer the highway* bet ween ihom and Warfaw. 
Stamlam Solkotuki was, in the mean time, advanc’d with his Army to the very 
Gates oiMofcou-, with order to revenge the death of Demetrius, and the Polan- 
dersy who were Maffacred with him. But news coming of the conclufion of the 
Treaty , they laid down their Arms, and Stawjlau* bad* order, in the Prince's 
name, to receive homage from the Mnfcovites^ and to Bay ac Mofcou^nW the 
Prince were come thither in perfon. The Mnfcovites were concede, and, having 
taken the Oath of Allegiance, they reciprocally adminifired it to him, and per¬ 
mitted him, with a thoufand Poles , to enter tbeGaftle, and to keep & Garrifon 
there. ThereBof the Army Bay’d without the Citie, not doing any thing at 
which the Muscovites might conceive any jealoufie. On the contrary, there 
was much kvndneffe fhewn on both fides, till that the Poles, having crept by de¬ 
grees into the Citie, to the number of above fix thoufand* took up the Avenues 
of the CaiUeforf heir quarters, and began to incornmbdate theGitizens, and ■ 
to become iDfupportable, by reafon oF their infolences, and the violences they 
dayly committed upon Women and Maids, nay, upon the Mujcovian Saints , ac 
which they fitot off their PiBols. So that the Mufcoaites not able to endure 
them any longer, and impatient for their Great Duke, met together, on the 14. 
of January 161 1 . in the place before the CafUe, where they made a noife, and 
complained of the outrages which they dayly received from the PtfWfrj, fay¬ 
ing, ir was impofitblefor them to maintain fo great a number of Soldiers, that 
their Trade was deftroy’d; that they were exhauBed to the 1 all drop of their 
blood ; that the new Great Duke came net, which made them apprehend , there 
was fomethtng ominous in it; thac they could live no longer at that rate, and 
that they fiiopld be forc’d to thofe remedies, which nature had furnifh'd them 
with, for their fafecy, if fome other courfe were not taken. 

The Polijh General did all he could to appeafe them, caufing to be feverely 
pumfh’d fome of his Soldiers who moll defer v'd it; but rhe Mnfcovites thought 
that not enough. The Po/anders, on their fide , fearing a geueral infurre&ion, 
doubled their Guards, poffels’d themfelves of the principal ftreets, and prohibi¬ 
ted the Muscovites to affemble, and bear Arms. This incens'd them fo, as .that 
they all ro.fe,and met together in feverai places of the Citie, purpofely to ob¬ 
lige the Polaniers to divide their forces. Tne Polanders thought it not enough to 
Band onely upon the defenfi ve, but fet the Citie on fire in three or four feverai 
places, thereby obliging the Mnfcovites co run to the relief of their Wives and 
and C hildren,and making their advantage of that calamity, they fee upon the 
Mnfcovites where ever they met them, and made fo horrid a (laughter of them, 
that it is faid,thefword and the fire defiroy'dfin thofe rwodayes, above 200000. 
perfons,aod all the houfes in cbeCitie, excepting the Cafile, the Churches, and 
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fomefewItone-buildings. The great Duke's lreafury was ranfack’d, as alfo the 
Churches and Monarteries, out of Which the Poknders got, and few into Po r _ \ 1

land an incredible quantity of Gold, Silver, and precious ttones, among which, 
tbe J mfcovifcs do, to this day, regret the Ioffe of a certain Unicorn's horn, en- 
rich’d with Diamonds. They fay, the Soldiery got fuch a booty, that fome of them 
chirk’d their Pirtols with great round Pearls. Fifteen dayes after this dfforaec 
cam lZachary Lippemv with a good Army,and befieg’d the Polanders in the Ca¬ 
ttle, kill'd many of them in feveral atfaulcs, and, at latt, forc’d them to a compo¬ 
se ion, and to depart the Kingdom. ■ 

Thz Muscovites, having weather’d out all thefe calamities, proceeded to the Michael Fe. 
Election of a new Gteat^Duke, and chofe MichaelFadcromts , the fon of Fador deroui vtcbofa 
Nikita aKInfman.but far remov’d, of JuanBaJihmts. Thu man had forfaken w* 1 ** 
his wife, for God’s fake, as they calUc,and became a Religious man, where¬ 
upon he was made Patnach, and, in that dignity •> ohang d the name of tador^ 
into that of Philaretes. The Son, who was of a very good nature, and much in¬ 
clin’d to Devotion, hath atwayes exprefs’d a great refpe& for his Father, taking 
his advi f e in affairs of greatett importance , and giving him chs honour of ad¬ 
mittance -o all publick Audiences and Ceremonies , at which he alwayes 
gave him precedence. He died in the year 1633. fome feW dayes before our hrrt 

The'firft thing this new Great Duke did, after his eftablUhment,was, to make 
a Peace with his Neighbour Princes, and to abolifh the memory of hj$Predecef- 
fors Gruekies, by fo mild a Government, that it is granted, Mttfcovj hath not 

had thefe many ages, a Prince deferving fo great commendations from ms Sub¬ 
jects He died July \ a. r 6 tf. in the 4 p ,h year of his age, & the s^.ofhis reign. 

The Great Dutchefle, his Wife, died eight dayes after him, and his fon, A nez, 

Alexei Michatlonlts fucceeded him. . _ . , , _ . 

The rewo of Michael Federotsits was very quiet. But as, m rhe times of Born 
Gudenou 'and John Bafdmhs Zwki > there were Counterfeit Demmttses t Co, in 
Michael’s time, there flatted up an Impoftor, who had the boldneffe, to aflume 
the name and quality oUlafdlJomuu Zttsk>, Son to the Great Duke Juan Ba- A eeumfeit 
fonts Zttski. His name was rtmska Ankudintty born in the Cicie rf Ptfogda, Zuii£1 - 
'in the Province of the fame name, and fon to a Linnen-Draper, named sonofatin* 

or Da&emi Ankjfdlna. The Father having obferv'd fomewbac of more than or- 
dinary wit in him, had brought him up'to writing and reading, which having at¬ 
tain’d, he was look’d upon as a very excellent perfon among chofe who have no 
further acquaintance with Learning. The excellency of his voyce, and hasskill 
in finding Hymns at Church, recommended him to the Arch-Bifhop of the Bkfhftp&r* 
place, who rook him into his fervice, wherein Ank-adina behaved himfetf fo Well, meat, 
that the Arch-Bifhop having a kindneffe for him, mameef hi* to a Grand-Child 
of his. This Allyance, which might have been very advantageous to him,prov d 
thefirft occafion of his ruin: for fie prefently began, in his Letters, to aflume 
rhe quality of Son-in-law to t he Weimde of Vologda , and Velhcoperma, Having, 
after the Arch-bifhops death, fquandet’d away his Wife's fortune, he came, with 
his Family, to Mofcott, whereupon the recommendation of a fnendof the Arch-, 
bi(hop’s-, he found an employment in the -Noyazeivert, that is, the Office where 
fuchaskeep common Tipling-houies are oblig'd to take the Wine, Strong-wa¬ 
ter and Hy drome I, which they fell by retail, and where chey give an accompt of 
what they have fpent. He was made Receiver there, but became fo unfaithfulI, 
that,the nrft Accompc he made he could not bring in what was due to the Prince, 
by aoo. Crowns : and in regard they' expeft a great exa&neffe upon iuch an ac- 
cotnpt in Mufcovy , he put his invention upon the rack to make up the faid fam. 
Tothatend, he went to one of his fellow Officers ,named BafiUGregorowns cheatsbxfcL 
Spilkiy who hid Chrilien’d a Child of his, and done him feveral kindnefles when low 9 free,. 
occafion required, & told him, that one of the chiefeft Merchantsf of Vologda,^ 
to whom he was very much oblig’d,being come to the Citie, he had invited him 
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to Dinner, and would be glad to lee hi:n fee his Wife ; increasing him to lend 
him his Wife’s Pearls and Rings, that he might prefenc her in a condition fuir- 
able to his employment. Tile other did it without any difficulty , nay, without 
any thing to fliew from the other, of his having receiv’d them, though they were 
worth above iooo. Crowns. But Timoska, inhead of pawning the Jewels to 
make up his a-copinpts, fold then, made ufe of the money, and confidently 
averr'd that his friend had not lent him any. SpilkJ elapc him up in prifo.n, bur, 
having no evidence to convict him, he could not hinder his being fee at liberty. 
limuska had fome difference with his Wife, who often reproach’d him with his 
perfidioufneffejand other vices,efpecially his Sodomy: fo that fearing,on the one 
tide, to be called to accompt for whathewasinarrearto the Prince, and, on the 
other, that his Wife might happly be the full that fhould acccufe him, bethought 
him one day to fend his Ion to a friend of his,io{liot up his Wife in a ftove, 
and to fee the houfe a-tire, in which his Wife was burnt. Having done thus, 
he went into Pola 4 , but fo fecretly. that it was thought at Mofcm, rhe fame fire 
had ton fumed him, with the reft of his family. 

Timoska went away, about the latter end of the year 1643. but hearing , in 
1645: thartheGreat Duke was to fend an AmbafTador to the King of Poland., 
and that his being at the Court of Warfaso was known in Mujcovy, he went in 
the year 1646. to Cbmielniskl, General of theCofaques, andbegg d his prote£li- 
on, againtt the perfections which he fuffer’d,upon no other accompt than this, 
that the Gteai Duke knew him to be a neer kinftnan to the Prince Jitan Bafiloms 
Zftski - ffenad wir enough to carry on the Impofture, and had got fuch an in- 
fl uence over ChmieinukJ, that he began to grow coafi dcrable, when a Mufcovlm 
fyftmfci named J acob Kmou,yfj &0 had been fent to this Casque General, knew 
him, ana advis’d him to return toAfofcou,and endeavour, to make upthefum 
which was due from him to the Great Duke, which was not fo great, but, that 
having paid it, the intercefliou of his friends might eafilyget his patdoDrfor ic 
was not yet known, that he pretended to be fon to the Great Duke J ohnBafi- 
lonlu Znski. But this courfe he thought not fife, and, fearing he might be fe- 
cur’d, he went, inthe year 1648. to Cotifiantinoyle, where he abjur’d the Chri- 
ilian Religion, and jvas circumcjfed. He flay’d not long there, bur, fearing to 
be punifh’d for fome Crimes he hid committed there alfo, he went into Italy, 
andfo to Rom, where he became a Roman Cat bolick. Thence he went in the 
year 16 yo, to Vienna, 8c thence,into Tranfthania, to Prince Ragotskje, who gave 
him Letters of recommendation to Queen Chriftlna, of Skeden. This Princeffe 
receiv’d him kindly, and giving credit to what he related, allowed him an hono¬ 
rable fubfillence. The Mufcovian Merchants, who were then at Stockholm, foon 
acquainted the Great Duke with this man’s Impofture, who fluck not to give 
out every where, thit ht was fon to John BafUoutts Zuski. The Great Dukeitn- 
mediately fent thither the forefaid Kojlon , who had fecn him with Chmelniiki, to 
delire the Queen to deliver upthatman to him: but Tiwff/^4,who knew that 
enquiry would be made for him, was already got away. His man, whofe name 
was Kofika, or Confiantine, whom fome bufmeffe had detain’d after his,Matter at 
Stockholm, was taken, and fent, well chain’d,to Mnjcovy, where they found 77 - 
mosk/$ Mother and Kinred, wh treof fome wer£ pur to the Rack and executed. 
Timoska was taken at Reuel, in Livonia, by order from the Queen ofSueden; but 
he made a jfhift to get out of prifon, and went, by the way of Holland, to Brujfels, 
where he faw the Arch-Duke Leopold. Thence he went to Wittenberg, and to 
Lcipjif, where he made profellion of the Lutheran Religion, and Writ, himfelf, 
his Confeflion of Faith in Latin. Thence he went to Neuftait, in theDutchy of 
Ho/flein , where Peter Mikjaf , who had brought Letters from the Great Duke to 
the Duke of Holfttin , got him fecur’d. He was carried thence to Gettorp, where 
he was well guarded, till the Great Duke had fent expreffe order for the bring¬ 
ing of his perfon to Mnjcovy. The Letters which the Czaar Writ upon that 
occafion are fuebas maybe well inferred in this place, that we may there- 
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by difcovec fome what of the elegance of the Mufcovtan manner of wri- \ S ^ S

“ Chamber, who had order to fend them to Mufcovy , under the cqndmfl of M,

«where they embraced the Latin Religion. Afterwards they pafled through 
“feveral ocher Provinces of Europe, where they changed t heir n^rnes, fo as Ti« 
tt nt oska, fo me rimes, affumed chat of Zuskj> and fome times that of Stnenfis , 

« while Koftka went under the name of his Servant,uil fuch time as both having 
<«been known at Stockholm , by fomeof our Merchants of Novogtrrod, antiother 
“places, andthereupon fecured,onea t'Rqiil, the other at Narva, the Gover- 
« nours ofthofe two places made fome difficulty to deliver them up to us,with- 
« out exprefs order from the Great Queen of Suede*. _ But when we had defired 
« the faid Great Queen of Sueden, toputthofe Traitors into the bands or the 
“Gentleman whom we had fenc expretfely for that purpofe, it happened that

The Letters were dated the la ft of Ottober, id ;j. a ^ e [_ w 1 , end 

Cent another of the 5. of January ,1653. to the iameeffeT, lave t > ^ ■ f ^ 
ofthe Letter, were added the lines following. “ Since that time, ther^ cam

<c mbs of Vologda. His Mother is called his Son, who is yet living 

u Sere Ska. Timsfy was an under-Offker in the Nova Zetvert , and he hath 
“robb’d our Treafury, hath kill’d his Wife, and, with his own houfe, hath burnt 
C( feveral other houfes chat were neer his, whereby many of our Subjefts have 
“been ruined. Wherefore knowing that heconldnot avoid death ocherwife’ 
tE than by flight, he got away in the manner We have mentioned. Given at our 
ft Cz,a 4 rick''tthfeT\ct oiAfofcoH, the third of J mndry, in the year of the World’s 
ei Crerrion , 7 161. and of the birth of out Saviour, 1653. After this, hrtlfo 
writ 2 third Lercer, of the 17 . of Otlober the fame year, upon which the Prifoner 
was delivered up to thofe, whom the Great Duke had appointed to receive 
him. 

One of there Deputies was,the fame Spilki whom Timosha had cheated of his 
Wife’s roller and Perles. To beGolTipsts agreac allyance in Afufcovy, betides 
they had been fellow*Officers in the fame Employment, wherefore SpUki deft- 
red, his Highnefs would give him leave to fee the Prifoner, and to fpeak to him 
in the prefence of feme Officers of the Court. But Timska behaved himfelf as 
if he knew him not, and would not fpeak the Afitfcovian, but the Poh[h 1 angus°e, 
purpofely to gravel the other , who could not fpeak it well. Sflki ask’d him, 
whether his name were not Timosha Ari&ina , and whether he had not robb’d 
the threat Oulce s Tresfury > 313d cornmltted feveral other enormous crimes ? 
Timosha made anfwer, that it might be, Timosha Ank>idi>m had robb’d the Great 
Duke’s Treafary, or„converteci his mony co 'hisownufe, but that he was not 
concern’d in it. That his name was Johannes Sinenfis, and in the Polijh lan^na^c, 
Zxishi > cunningly avoiding to hint at what he had faid before, to wit 3 , that 
he was Son to the Great Duke, John Baftlontts Zitshi, But when Stiilhi ask’d 
him, whether he remembred not his life paft; the other derided him, ° ave 
him injurious language, and added, that he could not acknowledge him in the 
quality of a ?6jlamc\ , flncehewasbutapoor Shop-keeper, andfellet of Pins 
alluding to his name, Soilki, which fignifies, a Pin-maker. Timosha would 
needs, one day, intreat his Highnefs of Holjiein to appoint his Chancellor, and 
feme others of his Councell, to receive from his own mouth the ftate of his 
affairs. They ask’d him what houfe and family he was of, and whether he were 
of kin to the Great Dukewhy the Great Duke perfecuted him, and wherein he 
could any way prejudice him ? Heanfwer’d, that it was known, bis name was 
Johannes SMnfis , and in the Polijh language, Zuski ; that, at his Baptifm , he 
had been named Tmothms ; that he was the Son of BaJUi Domino* Suiski , and 
. that he had been fo furnamed, from a City in Mufcovy called That he 
was originally a Mufcovite, but born and brought up in Poland , in the Province 
of Novo oar ha Sever skhio, and that he was hereditary Lord of Hahraglna Sever ska. 
upon the Frontiers of Mufcovy. Tlfat the Great Duke was not his kinfman, 
in as much as the Great Duke’s Father had been but a Gentleman, whereas his 
Was a Prince born, and that was the reafon why the Great Duke perfecuted him. 
That the Char* of Tartary, who was then ingaged in a Wat againft the King of 
Poland , would have employ’d him in a War againft the Great Duke, but he had 
a greater affe&ion for the Country of his Predeceffors, than to trouble its quiet: 
That it was in his power to fend above aiooooo, men into Mafcovy, but that 
God, of his goodnefs, had diverted his thoughts from doing any fuch thing. He 
, ha <* written femewhac to that purpofe to the Patriarch. For the Poflmch, who 
came from having entred into a familiarity with him, and advifed hicnto 
write to the Patriarch, as the moft likely perfon to procure his pardon, he re- 
folv d to do it, and deliver’d his Letter to the Poflamch., in which he writ to the 
Patriarch, that he was indeed a Mnfcovite , and, at his Baptifme, had been named 
Timothy, whereof the word Timska is the diminutive. That he had had a defire 
to enter Mufcovy with an Array of 300000. men, but that he had been diverted 

from 
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he came to himfelf, and was refolved to return into his Country, whereas , had 1 ° ? 
he been minded to continue his wicked lile, it hid been eafie for him to get out 
of the prifon at Ncaftat, but that it was his intention to return into Mnfcovy 
voluntarily, with thofe whom the Great Duke had appointed to conduft him; 

The Poflattick, who doubted not, but that, upon this Letter, he would have 
made fuch a confeflion, as might have convinc’d hint, open’d , and read it in 
hisprefence. But he had to do with a man, whom fo fmal! a matter would not 
make to betray himfelf. He would petfwade them that the Pojlanick^ was a cheat, 
and that the Letter was counterfeited , that he had never writ it, and to make 
good what he faid, he writ another Letter of a Style and Charter fo far diffe¬ 
rent from that of the former, that the Pojlamck ., mad to fee himfelf fo abufed, 
flung it in his face. Timoska took it up, and tore it to pieces. 

But the diftra&ion of.his conference was but too apparent in the inconfiftency Tinio*ka va - 
of hiadepoficions, and the declarations he had made, both by word of mouth riui*bis rfe. 
and writing. For, one while , he faid, he was Son to the Great Duke, Bafih p<i (t,0/1 s. 
Juanoahs Zttski ; *and another, he faid his Father’s name was Bafde Demit ion s 
chough it was known, that, in chat time, there were but three Lords of the 
Houfe of Zttski , and not any of them was of that came. Sometimes he would 
be thought a PolarMr , and would confidently maintain that he could make it 
as dear as the Sun at noon, that he was no Mufcavite , and that there was not 
any thing in his perfbn, language, or manner of life which might perfwade the 
"World that he was. Indeed his beard was quite after another faihion than the 
Afttfcovita ordinarily wear theirs. He had the Lattn y Italian , German , and 
Turkijb languages, fo well, as to be underftood in any of them, and he had 
fuch an arc in counterfeiting all forts of hands , that it was hard to convince 
him by that which he writ in his firft employment. Nay he would have had us 
futpeft as counterfeited, the Letters fent by the Great Duke to our Prince,, 
becaufe he had not fignedthem, and might have furpris’d us with thataljegadon, 
had we not learnt in lUttfcovy , that the Great Duke never figns expeditions, but 
leaves that to be done by the Secretaries of State. . # . . 

7 'imaskjt, perceiving thefeevafions would not ferve his turn, fellinto defpair, 
and would have kill’d himfelf. For, being upon his way to Travetmnde , to be trtuld »tem 
fhipt away, nor far from Me aflat ,* he call himfelf down headlong from the n cath„ 
Wagon, and fhuffled himfelf under the Wheels, hoping they would paCs over 
his Body; but the ground being fofc and fandy , his fall did him no hurt, 
the Wagon was immediately ftayd ; fo that they had the time to return him to 
his place, Where they falleri’d him beyond all fear of (hewing fuch another 
trick. He feem*d to be in a very good humour all the way, yet fought all the 
meins he could imagine, to compafs his own death; but he was fo narrowly 
watch’d, that at lift being out of ail hope to effect it, the joy he nad exprefs d 
before was much abated. Coming to N&vogvrod , he fell into fo deep a melan¬ 
choly, that he was become abfolutely difconfolare. Which yet hindreo not but 
that amidflthe greareft tortures he exprefs’d an admirable constancy » at lead if 
I may fo call therefolute obftiracy , in which he perfifted, as to his firft deposi¬ 
tions ; whether it were hts defign thereby to confirm, in Grangers, the opinion 
he would have imprinted inthem, or that he confidered with himfelf, that his 



confefTion would sot prevent Ills death,- nor alleviate his misfortune.- As foon jj tvttwdi 
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i 6 l 6 moQr » heonI y P ut ltto his i‘P s > and wouldnotdrink. Seeing Nikita* andrhe 
other two Bojares, come in, he gave them a civil taluce: but (till affirmed , 
chat he was Son to Bajilt Juanoults ZuskJ , though it were prov’d againft him , 
that he was the Sonof Demem Aekjtdma, a Linnen-Draper of Vologda, and that 
the Great Duke Bafili had had no children, but only two Brothers, Knez, Deme- 
trl Juanoms,and Juan J uamuits Zuskj, who both died without iffue mate. For 
ofthefe three Brothers, who wcrefeot Prifonets into Poland , at the eleiftionof 
Uladiflaut, in the year 1610, with the red of the Great Duke’s kinred, the two 
elder died there, and the third was releas’d, and fent back into Mufcovy , where 
he died fome few years before the execution of Time ska.. ‘Tis true } there was 
another Lord of the fame Family, but he had left only one Son, named Michael 
Baftlouits Zitski Scapin, who died without HTue, when the Suedes took the Cic y 
of Novogorod, in the year 1 6 1 6. 

While he endured the torture, they brought his Mother to him, who exhort - 
ed him to acknowledge his crime. He feem’d to be moved at her prefence, but 
perfifted in affirming he knew her not, no more than he did Juan Peskost , with 
whom he had left his Son, when he left Mufcovy. This man reprefeoted to him 
how much he was to blame, for behaving himfelf fo in the condition he was in, 
and told him , that he mult at laft pull off the vizard, he hid made ufe of for fo 
many years, to cheat the World , anddiftutbhis Country, conjuring him to 
own his Son and rely no longer on elutions and impottures, which would only 
aggravare his mifery, and bring a greater weight of God’s vengeance upon him. 
He was fo mov’d hereac, that he would not fpeak one word afterwards, though 
there were divers pedbns brought before him* who had known him while He 
was employ’d at the Tavern-Ofhce. He was felt, and found to be Circumcis’d. 
The next day they put him again to the torture, but he would not fpeak ac all s 
.. v fothat he was immediately carried to the great Market-place, where his fen- 
x u . . tence was p r0 D 0un ced > and prefently put-in execution. They cut off, with an 
Ax, fir ft, his right arm, below the elbow, then the left leg, below the knee, and 
afterwards the left arm and right leg, and lift of all the head. The members were 
fee up on flakes, and the trunk left upon the ground t but the Dggs devour'd it 
in the night, and the next morning the Executioner's Servants dragg’d the mem¬ 
bers to the place where all the City dirt is thrown. 

His mzrijKoftka was pardoned , becaufehe had confefs’d the truth; but,in re¬ 
gard he had been unfaithful towards his Prince, he was femenc’d to lofe three 
fingers of his right hand. The Patriarch got that punifoment robe moderated, 
upon this accompt, that the Religion of the Mufcovites obliging them to make 
the fign of the Crofs with the right hand, which ought not to be maimed, be re¬ 
ceiv’d his punifoment in the left, and was fent into Siberia , where provilioti 
was made for his fubfiftence during life, About this time there came a Po/ijh 
Envoy to Mofcott. They gave him audience the fame day that Timoska was put 
to death, and brought him through the Market-place juft at the execution, thao 
be might be an eie-witnefs of it, and give an accompt, in Poland, of the Tragedy 
of that Impoftor, who had been there look’d upon as fon to the Great Duke, 
B afili Juanouits Zuski. 

We faid before, that the Great Duke Michael Federonits died J#/. 12.1645. 
The very next day, the Knex. and Bejares would needs crown his Son, Alexei 
Aiichailomts , who was not full fixteen years of age. He it is that now reigns , 
and makes himfelf known by the War he made upon P eland, n*\(o by that which 
he daily threatens againft Sueden. He was born, March 17.1650. Knez. Boris 
fuauottits Morofoit) fearing his enemies might take any advantage of the Prince’s 
tender years, fohaftenedhis Coronation, that they could not fend for all thofe 
who are oblig’d to be prefenr thereat, nor perform it with the requifite Cere¬ 
monies : which are as followeth. 

The (tremmts They frnnmon to Mofcw, not only all the Metropolitans, Archbifoop?, Bi- 
eftbe Guar’s fhops, Hnez,and Bojares, but alfo the Principal Merchants, of all the Cities io 
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the Kingdom. The day appointed tor the coronation, the Patriarch, attended 
by the Metropolitans, condu£ the new Great Duke to the Cbnrch within the 
CalHe, where a Scaffold is ere&ed three tteps high, cover’d with rich Perfian 
Tapiftry, on which are fet three Purfied-facin Chairs, at an equal difiance one 
from the other. One is for the Great Duke, another for the Patriarch, and upon 
the third are fee the Ducal Cap and Robe. The Cap is embroider’d with Pearls 
and Diamonds,having upon the Grown aTaflel, on which hangs a little Crown, 
fet as thick as may be with Diamonds: and the Robe is of a rich Purfled-fatin, 
lined with the bed kind of Sables. They fay the Great Duke Demetrl Menomach 
found it, at the taking of Kaffa, in Tortile, and that he immediately defign’d it 
for the Coronation of the Princes his Succeffors. 

As foon as the Czaar is come within the Church, the Clergy begin to fiog 
their Hymns, which ended, the Patriarch prayes, to God, co S‘. Nicholas, and th e 
orher Saints, defiring their prefence at that day’s Solemnity, The prayer ended,, 
the Chief Counfellour of State, caking the Great Duke by the hand, prefents 
him to the Patriarch, and fayes to him 5 Since the Knez, and M&jares acknow-. 
ledge the Prince here prefenc to be the nexc of Kin to the late Great Duke, and 
lawfull Heir to the Crown, they defire, that, as fuch, you immediately Grown 
him. Whereupon the Patriarch leads the Prince up tothe r caftold ) aad having 
feared him in one of the three Chairs, he puts to his forehead, a little Croffe 
of Diamonds, and bleffes him. Then one of the Metropolitans reads the fol¬ 
lowing prayer. «• O lord our God, King of Kings, who didft cboofethy fervant 
st David, by thy Prophet Samuel, and who didft caufe him to be anointed King 
“over thy people Ifrael, hearken to our prayers, which, though unworthy, we 
« 0 ff er U p unto thee. Topic down, from the higheft Heavens, upon this thy faith- 
full fervant, who is here feated upon this Chair, and whom thou haft exalted 
t( to be King over thy people, whom thou haft redeemed by the blood of thy 
Son, Anoint him with the Oyl of gladneffe; proteft him by thy power ; fee 
t* upon his head a precious Diadem; grant him a long and a happy life; put in- 
to his hand a royal Scepter, and make him fit upon the Throne of Juftice, 
(l Make fnbjeft to him all barbarous Languages; Let his heart and his under- 
u (landing alwayes continue in thy fear. In all the courfe of his life, let him 
« be conftantly obedient to thy commandmenrs. Suffer not any Herefie, ot 
« Sehifm to come neer his perfon or Govern merit, Teach him to maintain and 
a obferve whitfoever the holy Greek. Church commanderh and ordaineth. 

Jud°e thy people in Juftice,and be merciful! to rhe poor; that, when they 
“leavechis Valley of tears, they may be received into ecernal joyes. Which 
prayer the Patriarch concludes with thefe words , For thine is the Kingdom, the. 
Power, and 1 he Glory 3 God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghofl be mh ns and 


retnain.withns, it. 

The prayer ended, the Patriarch commands two Metropolitans to take the 
Cap and Robe, and having caufed fome of the Bowes to come upon the Scaf¬ 
fold, he commands them to put them on the Great Duke, whom hebletTech s 
fecond time, by touching his forehead with the little Croffe of Diamonds. 
Then he caufes to be given to them the Ducal Cap, to be fet upon his head, 
while he fayes, Inthe name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoft, and 
then bleffes him the third time. That done, the Patriarch eaufes all the Pre¬ 
lates to approach, who give the Benediction to the Great Duke, but it is onely 
with their hands. That Ceremony ended, rbe.Great Duke and the Patriarch fit 
down, bdr they immediately rife again, to give order for chefinging of the Le- 
tanv, whereof every verfe ends with Gofpodi pomilm, Lord, have mercy upon nf, 
putting in ever and anon the Great Duke’s name. 'After the Lecauy they fit 
down again, and one of the Metropolitans comes up to the Altar, and fayes 
finging&rf preferve onr Czaar and Great Duke of all the Rnffes, sehom God hah «* 
of his love be flow’d on ns, in good heahh t a»d grant hint a long nnd a) happy lift u All 
that are prefenr, as well Ecclefiafticks as taicks repeat the fame word*, which 
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make the Church echo again with the gteatoeffe of their joy. Then the Bojares 
come up to the Great Duke, fmite their foreheads in his prefence, and kifTc his 
hand. That done, the Patriaeh comes up alone before the Great Duke,and tells 
him ; e * Th at,fince, through the Providence of God, all the Eftates of the King- 
“ dom , well Ecclefiaftical as Temporal, have eftablifh’d and Crowned him 
“ Great Duke over all the Rujfesyina have entru'led him with a Government 
“and Condufl of fo great importance, he ou°ht ro apply all his thoughts to 
“ love God, keep his Commandments,adminitter Juftice, and proteft, and 
<( maintain the true G*e ^Religion. That done, the Patriarch gives him the Be¬ 
nediction,and the whole Aflem’bly goes out of that Church, into that of S'. Adi- 
chaet } the Arch- Angel, which is oppofite to the other, where they fing o\er the 
fame Litanies; which is done afterwards in that alfo of -S 1 . Nicfolaty where they 
conclude the Ceremonies, and Dine in the great Hall of the Duke’s Palace. 

After the Coronation , Alexei MichaehHits Morefiu chang’d the quality of 
Governourinto that of Favoriuand Chief Minilier, and had the fame power 
in Affairs, as he had over the Prince's perfon during his father’s life. He began 
his eftablifhment with the great Employments which he.bellow’d on the Kinred 
of the Great Duccheffe-Mother, for whom the Princ.e had a great Veneration : 
but under that pretence he kept them at a diftance from Court, which, as alfb 
the chiefeil places of publick trull, he in the mean time fill’d with his own Kin- 
red and Creatures, who wholly depended on his fortune. He permitted not 
any other to come neer the Prince's perfon, whom he would often get out of 
the Capital Citie, under pretence of Hunting or fome other divercifement; fo to 
beget in him an averfion to bufineffe, rhat he might have the management of all 
things. He thought the one!y way to make fure of him, would be to get him 
a Wife, and to that end, he brought him acquainted with a Gentleman’s Daugh¬ 
ter, who was an extraordinary Beauty, but of mean extraction, ’Twas his de- 
fign to marry her fitter, by that means to intereffe the great Duke more neerly 
in his prefervation. Thefe Gentlewomen’s Father,was one Ilia Damlom’ts Mt- 
iojlamkje, very much look’d upon by thcFavorire, not onely upon the accompt 
of his two fair Daughters} but alfo in regard of his conftant attendance on him. 
So that upon the confidence he had of his affe&ion and fidelity, he one day took 
occafion to fpeak to the Great Duke of him, and thence, to celebrate fo highly 
the beauty of thofe Gentlewomen, that, k rais’d in him a defire to fee them. 
The Great Duke fent for them, under pretence of a Vifit to the Princeffes his 
ft tiers, and having feen them, he was fo taken with the beauty of the Elder, that 
he immediately fent one to cell Milojlc.ttskie , that he would honour him with 
Alliance , and marry one of his Daughters. The Gentleman receiv’d the mef- 
fage with much refpeft, and return’d his humble thanks to the Great Duke for 
the favour he was pleas’d to do him. Soon after, they carried rich Prefents to 
the intended Bride, and a good fnm of money to the Father, who,wirh others of 
the Kinred , could not, without that fupply, have appear’d at the Marriage of 
his Daughter. They were married on Shrove- Sunday, in the year 1647. but with¬ 
out any hoy fe, led the confequences of that Solemnity might be frnftrated by 
Charms. Eight da yes after, Morofou was married to Mllojlauskie’s fecund 
Daughter,^nd fo became Bf other-in-Law to the Great Duke. 

IltaDanilomts Milojlamkie was no fooner advanc’d to this new-greatneffe, but 
he would have all the World take notice of ix. He pull’d down a Wooden houfe . 
that had been given him in the Cafile neer the Great Duke’s Palace, and built a 
Sumptuous one of (lonein it’s place. He caft off, by degrees, the old Officers of 
the houfe^and brought in his own Kinred and Creatures; who being no leffe 
necefficous than the chief oF their family, let flip no opportunity of'advamaging 
themfelves. Among others, he made one Leponti Steppanomts Plejfcost Chief 
judge of the Citie of in that JurifdiiHon which they call Semskgi Dwr. 

NoConcuflion,no Extortion, hut thi? man would undertake. He thought it 
not enough to receive Prefents, but would reduce both parties to the utmeft ex¬ 
tremities. 
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[realities. He fuborn’d falfe Witnefles , whofe employment was to bring in ^ A 
charges againft thofe , who were rich enough to redeem rhemfehes out of I ° 3 

his perfecutions , imprifoning, and opprefling them till they purchas’d their- 

Liberties with the ruin of their Eftates ;and of thefe inrtruments of his Ty¬ 
ranny , one was called Peter Tlchomits Tmfmtotou , his Brother-in-law. 

This Peter was one of thofe, whom, in Mtfco-vy, they call Ocolmts , out of which 
number are chofenthe Bojares, and he hid the management of the Puskarfe Pri - 
c&s y that is to fay, was Overfeer of the Armourers, Canoniers, and all the Me- 
chanicks belonging to the Arfenal, who were very much opprefs’dby him. For, 
inftead- of paying them monethly, as they are wont ro do in Mofcovj , where all 
that are in the Great Duke’s fervice, are fo puusually pay’d, that if they come 
not the firft day of the moneth for their money, it is tent home to them; he, on 
the contrary,kept them fcveral moneths without ir, forc’d them to compound, 
and ro give .icquittances for the whole fwn, though they received but fome part.; 

Betides, Trading was obftrufted,Monopolies granted,and no Employment could 
be had, bar by dearly purchaftng the Favorite Mtrofou’s good pleafure. One goc 
a Patent, prohibiting the further ufe of the ordinary Ells, purpofely to oblige 
the people to buy Iron ones with the Great Dukes mark upoD them t but in- 
ftead of felling them at 8. or io\ a piece, as they were worth, they could not be 
had under a Crown ;by which means was rais’d a vaft fum of money, by reafon 
of the necetfuy there was of having them all over the Kingdom. Another found. 
out the invention of railing th tPoude (that is 40. pound) of Salt, to thirty 
peoce, which before coft but twenty. But inftead of making .advantage of it, 
they found at the year’s end, that the dearncife of the Sale had fo hindred the 
fale of it, chat the Great Dukes revenue was not oneiy very much diminifh’d, 
but abundance of fifh was loft for wane of fuffident fairing j fo that had it noc 
been their defign rather to opprefle the people than to promote the Great Duke's 
fetvice, they would foon have put down that new ioipofition.. The Inhabitants 
of Mofcm, who had liv’d very quietly under the late Great Duke’s reign could 
not but difeover their refentment of thefe preffures. They had tbeir aflembhes 
about the Churches, at the hours when their Devotions brought them thither, 
and refolv’d at laft to Petition the Great Duke. And in regard no one perfon 
either would or durft undertake the delivery of a Petition to him, they appointed 
a day to °ive it him themfelves, as he fhould come out of the Cattle, to go to his 
devotions or divertifemems. Their main fpleen was a gam ft Leprnt Steppaxouns 
Pleskott, todefuethat his place might be fupply’d by fome perfon of honour, of 
whom they might ex peft more juftice. They had their Petition ready, and 
fought two or three times an opportunity to prefent it to the Prince 5 but the 
Bojtiresj who attend him in thofe Ceremonies, rook it fionci thevn 5 and tnikiog 
ondy a report of it* as they had been inllna&ed by Morofou 7 the Pennon was 
not anfwered, nor the people reliev’d. This happen’d to often, that the people 
at refolvM to take fome other couife, and to make their complaints by word 
of mouthy upon the firft opportunity that fhooId offer it felf. Tbetf. of July 
1648: they took their advantage of a ProcefTion, which the Great Duke made to 
aMonaftery in the CUie called Stertenskie. The people were got together in 
the Market-place before the Cattle, to fee him pifte by,as they were wont; but at 
his return, they broke through thofe that attended the Great Duke, came up to 
him, laid hold of his-bridte^av'd him, and entreated him him to hear the com¬ 
plaints they had to make to him, concerning the injuttices and violences com¬ 
mitted by Pleskou , defiring there might be put into his place fome perfon of in¬ 
tegrity, who fhould better fnpply fo important a charge. The Great Duke, 
though a little ftartled at their procedure, ftill kept his countenance, ana le em a 
not a little troubled at the grievances of his good Sub jefts, promued , that he 
would examine how the matter flood, and that they fhould receive fausfaft ion. 

The peopledefir’d no more, and were going away well fatisfy d with that an- 
fwer, when fome Bojares, friends of Pleffcott , would reeds give the people a u- 
five language, thruft fome off their horfes, and ftruck others with their W 
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~~ ~ whereat being incens’d, they fo pelted their Lordfhips with Hones, .that they 

I 6 3 o. vvere forc'd to make all fpeed they could to the Cattle, whither the people pur- 
' fued them fo vigorously, that all the Guard could do was only to flop them till 
theothers were gotten into the Great Duke’s Chamber. This rcfiltaneeof the 
Streets , rather inflamed, than abated, the people’s fury, who threatned to force 
the Prince’s Lodgings, and take away all they found there, if Plejfeoa were not 
immediately put into their hands. Morofoa came out into a Balcony, anderitiea- 
voured to aypeafe the people, exhorting them, in the name of his Cz.aariekj Ma- 
• jetty,-to go all to their homes, and make no further tumult. But they told him, 
that they had as much to fay to him as to the other. Accordingly , feme went 
immediately to his Palace, which was forc’d, rantack’d, and demolifh’d \a a mo¬ 
ment , having call out at a window one of his Servants, who would have made 
• fomeoppofition. Their animofity was fuch , as that they fpar’d not even the 
images of their Saints,fo.r whichrhey are wont to have a great veneraiion.Yer did 
they fhewfome refpe£ to Mor-fm s Wife -and thought it enough to take away 
Perlsand Jewels, which they cattirvo chettceer, and to frighten her a little, by 
telling her, that had they not look’d upon her as Sitter-law to the Great Duke, 
they would have cut her to pieces. Among oihers things, they broke his rich 
Coach, which, befides the ex pence in other things about it, bad all fiiver even 
about the wheels. Some got into the Cellar; and knock’d out the heads of the 
Strong-water Barrels, w^ich taking fixe confumed all thofe who had made them- 
feives drunk. This was the Prologue to the ranfacking of feveral other houfes 
afterwardSj ast hofeofP/e/ew, and Tichonouits, the Chancellor's, and all that 
had any illation to, ordepandence optthe Favorite, which afforded them fuch 3 
booty, as that they fold Peris by handbills, and fo cheap, that for thirty Crowns 
a man might have'bought tnhat-fu); r a_bIack-Fox.-jkin, or a pair ofSables for 
2 /. 6 d. and Huffs of Gold, Silver, and Silk, in a mannerfor nothing. 

Naz^tri Juar.ouits Tz,ifton> Chancel lor of Mtt[covy t had farm’d the impofition 
upon the Salt, and lay lick in his bed , by reafon of a^'accideirt^ad happened 
to him three dayas before, which was, that, mcetibg wuh‘?a mad Ox, his Horfe 
ftartled and threw him, fo violently, t*h« he was in. fome danger of his life. But 
hearing that Morofou shouiz had been ranfack’d^ and not doubting but they 
would come to his, he hid himfelf under a heap of Birch, which they at a certain 
time make provision of,J to fe^rve tfye Stovesj and to take off all.fufpicion a he 
caus’d himfelf to be co^r’ e^fmh fome Flitches of Bacon vfo|hat he had cer¬ 
tainly favetfhis life, llWfe^l; 1 Kan betray'd by ondof hisUemnts, who ma¬ 
king his advantage of his Matter's ritis for tune, toolfc^ goo^Jfum of mony , and 
went Nifcnovogfyd-. The enrag’d multitude took hirfl out by-the heels, and 
dragg’d him down-ttairr info the Court, where they cudgeil’d him to death. 
The body wasShtowai upon the dung-hill, and the houfe fo pillag’d, that theje 
was not anything left. While thefe diforders were committed in the City, they 
had the time to barricado themfelves in the Cattle, againft the infolences of the 
people,who continued all night between the 6. and 7. of J»//, in arms, in fuch a 
poll u re , as fhew’d they only expefted day-light to begin again. Whereupon, 
Orders werefent to the German .Oncers and Soldiers, to meet at feveral rende- 
vouzes, in the City , and to come in to the Great, Duke’s relief at the Cattle. 
They march’d with Drums beating,-^nd Colours flying, and ch Muscovites^ 
inftead of oppofiogthem, gave them way , and told them, that they had no 
quarrel againft them,and knew them to be perfons of honour who approved not 
the mifearriages ofrheGovernment.Beinggoc into the Cattle,they lookup their 
pods of their Guards, and the Great Duke fent out Knez, Nikita Jamomts 
Romanoi , whom he knew the people much refpe&ed, to endeavour the break¬ 
ing up of the Alfembly. He came to the people, cap in hand, and cold them, 
that he conceiv’d they ought to be facisfy*d with the a(furanee, which the 
Great Duke had made them the day before, that he would remedy the disor¬ 
ders of which they complained. That his Majefty had commanded him to 
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tell them as much, and to advife them to go every man to bis home, that he 
might the better perform what he had promifed them. This rfteflage was well 
receiv’d , and the people made anfwer, that they were not disfatisfy'd with 
the Great Duke, but thofe who, under his name, abufed his authority, and 
that they would noeftir, till they had deliver'd up to them , Boris Jnanoms 
Adorofott , Leponti Steppanomts Plejftton , and Pcter Ttchonouus 7 rachamjtou , that 
they might revenge, on their heads, the mifihief they had done the whole 
Kingdom. Pomanou gave them thanks for the kind anfwer they had made to his 
proportion » and told them he would acquaint the Great Duke with the zeal 
andaffefiion which they exprefs’d towards him ; that he doubted not, but 
Order would be taken for the execution of ihofeth ee Lords , bur 1 hat he could 
fafely take his oath, that Morofott , and Trachaniftott hid made their efcape , # 

and, for tbe third , he {hould be immediately put to death. Accordingly, Ro- 
manou was no footier return’d to the Great Duke, but word was Tent to the peo¬ 
ple , that Pleffeoa was coming to be facrific’d, and that the other two (hould 
come to the fame end) ai*foon as they were found , and that they (houId fend 
for the Executioner to do his office. He was foon found , being at t he Call le¬ 
gate with his fervams , whence he came about aquarter of an hour after, lead¬ 
ing Plejftton to the Market-place, to cut off his head. But the people fpat’d him Thjfct u put to 
the trouble , failing upon h : m with cudgels, fo outrageoufly , rhittheydif- death, 
patch’d him in a momenr. They dragg’d the body through the dirt , accom¬ 
panying it with alt the curfes imaginable; till at lall a Monk,whom thedeceas d 
had ordered to be cudgel l*d, cut off his head. Adorofou had indeed made his^ef¬ 
cape ; but meeting with Waggoners and fome of the people fearc htng after him, 
he was fo forrunateastoavoidrhem, and by ferret wayes to get into the Caille. 

And that it might not be thought, the Great Duke had contented to the efcape 
<5f the others, there were forc e fent after 'TrAchmifiou , who was taken neer the 
Monatlery of Tro!t^a y twelve leagues from Mnfcou, He was brought, rhe 8. to 
the Semskoy Dttor, thar is, the place where his Matter had fate as lodge , which 
the Great Duke hearing of, he commanded his head to be cut off. This execu¬ 
tion wrought fo much upon the people, that being informed, how Morofott 
had been met in the Country, and none knew what was become of him, they 
forbore further preffing the Great Duke to give them what he had not, and » 
about 11. in the morning, went every man to his home. In the afternoon fe- 
vtral houfes in the quarters of Metro (sky and Twer sky * werefet afire; whither 
the people, which had not yet clear’d theftreet, ran, not fo much to quench the 
fire, as to Real. 1c made fuch havockin a fliort time, that it confum d the whole 
quarter of Zaaraorod , reducing to a[hes all the houfes within the a » 

the River Net$m\ and getting over the River, into the Great Duke s Taverns, 
ir got into rhofe of his Strong-waters, and grew fo violent, that it was rear d it 
would have buried the Cattle in its afhes. "Nobody would endeavour to pre¬ 
vent it, thofe, who were oblig’d thereto, being got fo drunk, that, lying along 
in the ttrects, the vapours of the fire, they had in their bodies, together wtch rne 
fmoak of that which was then in its way to burn down the whole City , choak d 
them as they lay. About 11. at night, fome Strangers, looking, wirhnofma 
sftonifh Blent, otft he fire in that houfe where they kept the c rrong-water, o. 
the Great Duke’s Prcwifion, perceiv’d at fomediftancea Monk coming to war s 
them with a grear burthen, which by his blowing they conceiv’d mutt nee s e 
very heavy. Being come neer, hecall’d for fome, defiring them they wool e p 
himto caff into the fire, the body of the abominable Plejfeott, which he r gg 
after him, it being, as he faid, the only way ro querich it: But,the Germans re u- 
fing to meddle with it, he fell a-fwearing and curfing, tilVfomev/k/jf t owes 1 
him the good office, andholphim ro caft the Carcafs into the fire, w 1 mme- 
diarely began ro abate, and fome time after went out ere they lyfr'' e P . . 

Some dayes after this accident, the Great Duke treated t e 
Srrong-water,and Hydromel, and his Father-in-law, H {a DamlornsMi 
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. * , ✓ invitc 4 divers Citizens of feveral Profeifions to dine with him, and fpem feveral 
i p j o« dayes together in entertainments. The Patriarch alfo enjon*d the Priefis and 
Monks to endeavour the fet dement of unquiet fpirits, and to prefs unto them 
the reipefl: and obedience to which rheir confciences oblige them. All thus 
quieted, and the Great Duke having fupply’d the places of the executed with 
able and approved perfons, he took the opportunity of a Procefttoo, to fpeak to 
tHfe people, in the prefence of Nikita Jonanomts Romanott, and told them, that he 
was extremely troubled , to hear of the injuries and violences done by Pteffatt 
and Trachanifiou , under his name, but contrary to his intention; That he had 
pot, into rheir places, perfon s of integrity, and fuch as being acceptable to the 
people , would adminiiier Julfueequally, and without corruption; and chat 
they might not fail therein, he would have an eie over them ; That he repeal’d 
the Edidt about theimpofition laid on Salt,and that he would, with the fooneft, 
fupprefsalt Monopolies; That they fhould enjoy all their Privileges, which if 
occafion were,he would augment. Whereupon, the people having fmicten their 
foieheads, and given his Majefty thanks, the Great Duke reaffumed his difconrfe 
and faid , That it was true indeed, he had promis’d to deliver up to them the per¬ 
fon of Boris JuatiOHits Morofott) and acknowledg’d, char he could not" abfolucely 
juftify him, but that he could not alfo refolve to condemn him • That he hop»d* 
the people would not deny him the firft Requerft he fhould make to them, which 
was, that they would pardon Morofou^ only for that time, astowhat hemi°ht 
have dii pleas’d them in*, That he would be anfwerable forhim,anddurft affure 
them, that Morofon fhould fo behave himfelf for the future, as that they fhould 
have occ a (ion to fpeak well of him; Tbatifthey wouldnot have him to be anv 
longer of his Councel, he would difmifs him; but that hedefir’drhem to look 
on that Lord, as one who had been a Father to their Prince, arfd one that having 
mai ned rhe Great Dutchefs’s Sifter, mutt needs be extremel y dear to him and 
confequemly, that it would be very hard for him to confenc to his death’ The 
tears which concluded this difeourfe of the Great Duke’s, difeover’dthe affe- 
ftion he had for r hat Favorite, andfo mov’d the people, that they all cry’dout" 
GW grant His Highnefs a long and happy life. God's and the Great Duke'sm/lhl 

au- I, tu co ? c ^ v «i 80 extraordinary joy hereat, thanked the people „ 
and highly celebrated the zeal and affeftion they exprefs’dfor his eftare and per¬ 
fon. Some few dayes after, Mkofa appeared in publick, among thofewho at- 
tended the Great Di^ke, uponorcafion ofaPilgrimage, which he madetothe 
Monattery of 7 ronw. He went uncovered, from the Caftle rothe City sate, 
muting the people on both tides wirh great fubmiftions; and from that time ! 
he laid hold on all occahons to gratify, and aftift thofe,who addreffed chemfelves 
to him, in any bufinefs they had at Court. 

Theftory we have related confirms the truth of what we have faid el fewh ere 
that the Muftwhe^ how Cubmi (five and flavifh foever they may b<^, will endea¬ 
vour the recovery of. rheir freedom, when the Government becomes in fuppor- 
table tor hem, and calls them into defpair.- I (ball here add another later ex¬ 
ample, which will be the lefs tedious, in that it hath fnme dependence on rhe 
precedent, and relates very much to what we have feen, much about the fame 
time, id all rhe other Countries of Europe. e 

The Great Duke of Mh[cohj fent in the year 1649. a folemnEmbafly to the 
Queen of S»eden , the chief perfon whereof was, the Ocolmtw, Sms Jmmmts 
, l er ’ ar T°!?§ other things, to accommodate the difference, 
which feemed to threaten thofe two States with an inevitable War, proceeding 
hence, that the Subjeds of.both Crowns, left rheir own habitations, and got 
loro the other Kingdom to avoid the payment of rheir debts. And id regard that, 
for 3 a years, thacaccompt had nor been clear’d, and that there were more Suedes 
in Mufcovrj han there were Mujcovitesm Sweden, i c was menrioned in rhe Treaty 
made by Pusk/n at Stockb 9 ^^ f° r ^e firft thirty years, there fhould be a liqui¬ 
dation of all accompcs, and for the two other, the Great Duke fhould pay ro the 

Queen 
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Queen and Crown of Sueden 1510000, Roubles % that is 3 90000. Crowns, part 
in mony, part in Rye, and that the payment fhould be made in the Spring o£ _ 
the year 1650. Accordingly! John de Rodfs y being come at 1 hat time to Adojcou, 
in the quality of Co mini {Vary for the Queen ot Sueden y receiv’d, in Codecs, and 
Ducats 300000. Crowns, and order was fenc to fador A mi Hamm , a Merchant 
oi P/efcou y to provide as much Rye as fhould amount to 90000, Crowns, 
This interefs’d man caus’d all the Rye, wherever ir were, to be lei zed , and per¬ 
mitted not private petfons, to buy fo much as a bufhel without his permifhon, 
which good leave or' his they were forc’d tobuy at a dear rate; The inhabitants 
of P/eskou were fo impatient under this oppreilion, that rhey not onlyquar- 
fell’d at the avarice of the Suedesy but charg’d Puski'n wThp:evariation in his 
Employment, and perildioufnefi towards his Prince. They f. id that Morojon 
heldcorrefpondence with Strangers, andprefuniingthar this negotiation was 
concluded , contrary to the Grea&Dukes intention, they endeavour’d to en* 
gage the City of Novogorod in their quarrel, and went lb far on in their work , 
that feme of the chieielt Merchants having declared for them , the mywode had 
much ado to prevent an infurredtion of the whole City. Both thefeand the 
others refolv’d that they would Hop the mony , when it was to betranfporred 
into Sueden , and that they would no longer endure tHe Treary of rhe Rye, be- 
c^ufeit would in likelyhood iVarve the Country. With this intention they lent 
three Deputies to Mofcouy to wit, a Merchant, a Cofaejney znAtStrcl'ts , with 
Order to know whether this Treary was made, and put in execution with the 
Great Duke's confenr. In the mean time, without ex pefting the rerurnof their 
Deputies, they ranCack’d Amllianous houfe, and tortur’d his Wife, to make her 
confefs , where her husband, who had made his efcape , had laid up his mony. 
The Weycoode came, in hope to prevent the diforder, but he was forc’d out of the 
City,and the neigbbouringNobility invited to come in,and ^'oin with them againff 
Monopolies ana Patentees, Thefe three venerable Deputies were no fooner 
come to Novogorod , but the H'eywode caus'd them to be put, into Irons-, and in 
that pollute , lent them to Mofcouy whither came at the fame time the fVeytvode 
oij/eskou y and the Men hint Amilianou, Intelligence was brought, that thole 
of P/eskou had robb*d and abus’d a Suedifh Merchant, whereupon the Great Duke 
fent back the fVcywde, and with him a Bo jar, to endeavour the further prevention 
of thefe diforders.Thofe ofP/?/o?#,whoat firft would not receive them,at length 
opened their Gates, bur it was, to put the fVeywode in prifon, and to affront the 
Bojarey who had the imprudence, at fo unfeafonable a time, to treat them with 
fo much feverity, that the people fell upon him with Cudgels, and purfu’d him 
ro a Monartery , where he was fo beaten, that he was given over for a dead 

However j the Great Duke purfu’d the execution of the Treaty made with 
Sueden t and paid mony inrte*d of the Rye, fending along with the Suedifh Com« 
miffary a good Convoy of StreUts , who were to bring him to the Frontiers of 
Sueden. He gave order at t he lame time to Juan Nikiiouits Gtrvensky , to atfemble 
the Nobility of the neighbouring Provinces, and rhe foot-Regiments of Golonel 
Kormichely and Col. Hamilton , which made up above 4000. men, and to bel'Cfje 
the City of Pleskou. The Inhabitants, at firft, pretended to ftand oiir, but their 
courage and ftrength foon fail ’d them, , fo that they were forc’d to make an ac¬ 
commodations at the coftofthe Authonrs of the Sedition, who' were put to 
death, or fent into Siberia. _ 

Thefe diforders have occafion’d a great change in the Affairs and Government 
of MuJcovji For , though Ml/ojlauski and ritorofw have m'ucn credit, and rhe 
fcitriarch hitnfelf * very great Authority about the Prince, yet have the other 
Knex, and Bojares a great hand in pnblick Affairs, and execute their charges every 
one according to his Birth and Employment. There are commonly fome 30. Bo¬ 
jares about the Court, though in Zusk?s time there were numbred 70. In t he 
year 1^54. when the Warof Smolensk? was refolv’d on, there were prerent at 
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s ^ s the deliberations of that important affair 5 twenty nine Bojares, whofe names 
iiiil. vraethefc.

Thefe are the names of thefe Lords, who, ac this day, have the principal char¬ 
ges, and governthe whole Kingdom of Mofcovy^zs well in theCounfel of State, 
as for private affairs; as we fhall fee anon. 

The chiefdl Digoityofrhe Kingdom was, heretofore,that of Sunderfiremi 
Cf>inifche> that is, Lord high Steward of Mnfcovy ;buc this charge was fupprefs’d 
when Zmkity who had it, was called to the Crown, The next, which is now 
the cbiefcliyistlm of Duoretskof,OT 9 Great Afafer> who bath the over-fight and 
direction of all the Great Duke’s houfhold, After him comes the Oruf»itfcbei t 
who hath the over-fight of the Arms and Horfes, which are for the Great Duke’s 
peculiar fervice, as alfo of the Harneffes and other Ornaments, which are nfed ac 
Entrances, and publick Ceremonies. Thefe three Officers precede all the other 
Bojores, Ocolmts, Dumem-Diokj, and the Secretaries of State, who, in their turni 
precede *he PofHhiz,ei i ox him who makes the Great Duke’s bed, the Commit my 
Klntziom , ‘that is, the Chamberlain,the Croftz.ey y or Carver, the Stolmkj , or 
Gentlemen Sewers, the Strapji , or Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber, and the 
■Duoraim, or ordinary Gentlemen. Th tS&zd, or Pages, the Drakj y Or Secretaries, 
r and the Bvddihtz.ei y or the Commilfaries or Clerks, who are the Uft in Dignity 
acdPanflioD. 

All thzKnez, and Bajared, who haveEftares,are oblig’d to fee opt their Lands, 
and to give their perfomat attendance 3E where they are obliged to be 

every day ac Court, and to finite their forehead's in the Great Dike’s prefence, 
who looks on this attendance of theirs as an argument of their fidelity, and an 
a{Turanee of his Eftatebeing in quiet, which might foon be difturb’d, by the 
authority, thefe Great men might afliime in the Pro vinces, were they permitted 
to make their aboad there. 

Their Houfes, or Pal aces,are great and magnificent,and they make great often- 
tacion, as well in their expen ces at their houfes, as incloaths and retinue when 
they go abroad. When ,they ride, they have at the bow of their Saddle, a little 
Timbrel»a foot Diame«r,which they eye* and anon touch with the handle of 
their Whip* to make their way through ‘the throngs, which are frequent in 
the Markets and ftreetw The Knot,, who have no employment at Court, 
*nd have.not the means to make any great appearance there, retir'e into the 
Count rey, where their raannerof life is not much different from that of Pea- 
fants, ' - •.(!.; vf.:t c- • I'. ; li : • -i ' 1 ' ' . ; 

They make very great accompt; of the ancient Nobility % nbronely of that of 
their owaiCoUncrey , but alfo of others; which they very particularly inquire 
into, hoc above all, are very curious in informing them fejlves of the extraftijpn 
of thofe that are fient Ambaftadors inco Mufcovy, ■ They never ffiltch but With 
thole of an equal rank with themselves. * “ e 
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T htBojares are noconely feen at publick Ceremonies and Audiences, but 
logo, effectively participate of the management of publick affairs, and the deciiion of 
Law-futes, wherein they affum^pie quality of Presidents. TheGounfels for 
State-affairs are ordinarily held in the night time, and the Councilors meet ac 
one in the morning, and are together till nine or ten. 

We ihall fpeak of the particular employment of the Bofores f when we have 
firft given a fhort accompt of the Great Dukes revenue, who, having an Eftare 
of a very va(t extent confiding of a great number of Provinces, mult needs be 
very rich and very powerfull, as well in refpedt of his Demefn, as the advantages 
accrewing from the Traffick made by his Favors,and the Taxes,Duties, and 
impositions paid by his Subjects. In times of Peace, the Impolitions are not 
great, but in the time of War, the Contributions are fo exceflive,that when the 
Great Duke Michael Fedsrouits , was to beliege'che Citie of Smolensk?* in t he year 
1632. he oblig’d the fubjeft to pay hiaa thePemW, ot fifth part of their £-• 

, Rates; but the prefenc Great Duke , at the beginning of the urefent War, 
contented himfelf wirh the tenth. The Kne^Bo jares, and Genrlemen pay 
no Taxes, but are oblig’d, as are alfothe Monafteries., to raife and maintain 
a certain number of men , horfe and foot, proport ionably ro their Revenue. 

The Culioms bring in fo confiderable a fum,thar, fome years, the Cuflom- 
houfe of the Citie of Archangel it felt payes in above 6onono. Crowns. The 
CrHcifnotdHor , that is to fay, the Taverns, where the Great Duke allows the fel¬ 
ling of Wine, Beer ,Hydfomel, and Aquavirae, pay a valt fum, fince he re¬ 
ceives from three Taverns in the Citie of Nmogorod above 1200c. Crowns, 
and that, fince this duty came ro belong ro the Sovereign, they are above a 
rhouland houfes, where the Great Duke alone hath ail the advantage made by the 
fale of Wine and Aquavits, 

Sables alfo, and other Furs bring in much, becaufe he referves the Traffick 
thereof wholly ro himfelf, as alfo that of Cav$ar> and feveral other Commodi¬ 
ties. Thc revenucof the money which he lets out to his Fa&ors is not fo cer¬ 
tain, a* well in regard the Merchants profit is not alwayes the fame, as for that 
rheFa&ors fnmetiraes break. At out being there he had put 4000. Crowns in 
..the hands of. a Merchant named Save lli , who inftead of improving it to his advan¬ 
tage , fquander’d it away in leffe than three years, that he lived in Perfta. The 
_ Great Duke,ordered the Pofanickj, Alexei Sawinouits RomanitfkoH, who went in-* 
to Perfta along with us, to take him , and bring him back into Mufcovy. Coming * 
to Scamachy y vtc had notice of his being in the Citie;but the Poflanil £s Interpreter 
dying,he diffembled his having any order to take him,&defir*d him to be hisl nter- 
preter,m that Negotiation,with a defign,under that pretence,to bring him to the 
Frontiers,8t foto carry him away. The other, who Hood upon his Guard,ferv*d 
him indeed duringthe Poflames aboad at Ifpaban, but, when he faw him ready foe 
his departure into Mufcovy, he got into the Allacafi or San£fuary,was Circiim- 
cifed, put himfelf under the protection ofMahmet> and continued in Perfa, 

Ms expend. The Great Duke farms out all his Demefn, but the revenue arifing thence; 

°oes, for the moll part, towards the fubliftence of the Strelihs t whereof he is ob¬ 
liged conffantty to maintain a very great number, as well in the Citie of Mof- 
ce«, where there are above 16000,. of them, as upon the Frontiers; infomnch 
that the ordinary Militia makes abo^r 100000. men. In a word, if his receipts 
are great, his expences are proportienable thereto. There hardly paffes a year, 
hut he is forc’d to purchafe a Peace with thtJartars , whh great fums of mo¬ 
ney and Prefents. He does not carry on. his Wars at fo eafie a rate as they 
doelfewhere. For, taking into his fervice,a great number of Ormans and other 
Foremen, as well Officers asToldiers, he is forc’d to pay them extraordinarily, 

- and fome times before-hand. The Embaflieshe receives (land him in no leffe 
tbantbofe be fends, for he defrayes all publick perfons,and makes them very 
confiderable Prefents. The expence of his Table,and the reft of his Court muft 
mKdsbe very great, there being above a thoufand perfons who have meat pro¬ 
vided for them. At 
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Ac Dinner and Supper , there is no founding of Trumpets , as there is el fe- 

where, bur one of the Officers goes to the Kicchin and Sellar-doors, and cries, 

Goditfar Kufchinmg ,* that is. The Grand t -Seigneur would be ferved , and 
immediately the meat is carried up. The Great Duke fits at the mid’ft of 
the Table, alone; if he invites the Patriarch or any orher great Lord to 
Dine with him, there is another Table fee at the end of his ,.and they are 
ferv’dwith fomeofehe meat which had been prefenced to the Great Duke; 

1 fay, prefented , for as much as all making^p but one Courfe of about 

fifty Dirties of meat, tbe Gentlemen fet them not down upon the Table, but 

hold them in their hands,till the Carvet hath {hewed them to the Prince , and 

he made choice of what he is defirous to eat. If none Dine with him, he fends . • -. 

the Dirties he hath not medled with, to feme Lords in theCitie, or to his Phy- ls 1 ’ ’ J ‘ 

ficians. The prefent Great Duke hath but one, who is the fame chat went along 

with us into Perjia. He is no Superrtitious Galenlfi, but, with very good fuccefte 

make's ufe of Cnymical remedies: he is grown fo famous, that not^onely the 

Prince,but the Bojares and other great Lords about the Court employ' him. 

Hisfalary is 124. Crowns, aMoneth,befides a Penfion of fix hundred Crowns 
■per am. and he hath more Wheat, Barley, Honey, and feveral orher Provifions 
than he can fpend in his Family. The Great Duke is never purg’d, nor bled, but 
the Phy fician hath a prefent of a hundred Crowns, and a piece of Satin or Vel¬ 
vet, or a Zimmer of Sables, which is worth no leffe. The Bojares do not give 
their Phyficians, money, but a certain number of Flitches or Gammons of Ba¬ 
con, Sables, Strong-water, and other Provifions. They are obliged co go every 
day ro Court, and rofmire their foreheads in cheGrear Dukes prefence, or at 
leaf*, befolfe rhofe who are entrufted with the care of his Cabinet of Drugs, and 
ocher Apothecary’s /luff. 

There are man: Interpreters for other Languages ,efpecially for the German, His‘fmprettrs, 
the Potifh , the Shedlfk , rhe Turkifh, and the Perfian. He whom the Great Duke 
does chiefly make ufe of in his moft important affairs is a Dane, Sc is fo general I y 
vers’d in all th zEuropeum Languages, that coming three years fince to the Court 
of Vienna, with Juan Juammts Boklakottskoy , ana Jnan Polycarpoujln Micioallou , 
the Emperour lik’d him fo well, thar, out of his own inclination , he made him 
a Nobleman. The Grear Duke’s Court hath this common with thofe of orher 
Princes, chat Vice takes place of Virtue, and gets neerer the Throne. Thole 
who have the honour to be neereft his perfon, are withall more fubtile, more 
deceit full, and more infolenc than the others that have not* They know very 
well how to make their advantages of the Prince’s favour, and look for the great- 
eft refpefts and humbleft fubmiffionsimaginable,from thofe who make their ad- 
dreffesro them; which the others render them, as much to avoid the mifehief 
they might do them, as for rhe good they expedt from them. » 

The Great Duke’sCouncil is divided into fix Claffes, or, as they call then?, TbeGmt * 
Courts of Chancery. Thefirft isfor fl rangers Affairs; the fecond for War; the •puce's Couvdl. 
third, for Crown-Lands and the Prince’s Revenue ; The fourrh receives the

manage 


rhe Taverns. The fife takes 


Cognizance of Appeals in Civil caufesjand the fixth,of thofe,of Criminal caufes. 

We (aid before, that the Bojares are not onely employ’d in State-affairs, 
but alfo in the decifion of private differences, at which they prefide, alone, 
or wirh other Judges, according to the nature of thofe affairs that prefent them- 
felves. 0^ 

They call Pololskje PricW, the place, where they regulate the affairs of Ambaf- 
fadours, as alfo the Pofts of the Kingdom, and what concerns fuch Merchants as 
areflrangers. Aimasjuanomu is Secretary of the Court. 

In the fecond Court, or Chamber, which they call Rojeradm Pricas, there is a 
Regifleriept of the quality and families of the Bojares and all the Gentlemen cif 
Aftifcovy, as alfo of all exploits of War, and the advantages or Ioffes which the 
Grear Duke receives thereby. J nan ojfonajilnomts hath che Prefidency of it, . 

< ‘ In 
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6 £ * n C ^ e f >om>c ft no ' t Pricas, which is the third Chamber, there is a' Regifier 

l 6 j»Q* kept of all the Marmots held by homage, and the futes concerning thelTime 
are judged. There, are all'o received the duties belonging to the Great Duke, 
from the fa id Mannors j under thedireftion of Feeder Cttfmts J elltfmou. 

In the Cofanskoy, and Siberskoy Priam, that is to fay, the'fourth and fift Cham- 
ber,the differences of the Provinces oKaJan and Siberia, are judged , and an 
■ accompt is kept of the Skins and Furrs, which come from thofe Provinces to 
the Great Duke. Bojar Knez, eflexei Nihjteuits is President of thofe two Charn* 
.. bets. 

In the Daorovol Pricas, are judged the differences between the Great Duke's 
Servants , and what concerns his Houfe * under Bojar Bajilouits Buturlin. 

The I»afemskiPricas, is for fudi Military Officers as are Strangers, whofe 
Caufes are there ery’d, and who. in times of Peice do there receive their Orders, 
from JHaDanielomtsMihflamkiy the Great Duke’s Father-in-law , who if the 
Preftdent thereof. 

The Reuarskoi Pricas , judges the Caufes of the Alujcov'um Cavalry , and 
there, in time of Peace, rhey receive their Orders and pay; to wit, fixty 
Crowns, per ann. for every Horfe-man, under theprefidency’of thefame Ilia 
Miloflatukj. This Cavalry confifts for the moll of Gentlemen, who have very 
little of Ellate , yet hold Mannorsby homage and fealty. 

I n the Bofchoi Prichod, all the Receivers of the Great Duke's duties give in 
their accompts once a year. Th t Bo jar, Knez, Michael Petrouits Vronski , who is 
Preftdent of this Priam , lets a tax on forein Bread and Wine. He hath alfo the 
over-fight of Weights and Meafures all over the Kingdom, 3 t is alfo his place, 
to pay thofe Strangers that are in the Great Duke’s fervice. t 

The Sudnoy Wolodimirskoy, and the Sudnoy Moskauskoj Prices , have for Presi¬ 
dent the Bojar, Knez. Gregory Simonouiu Kurakin, who, in the former, judges the 
Knez and Bpjares ; in the other, the Gentlemen and officers of the Court. 

The Bojar , Knez Boris Alexandromts Reppemn prefides in the Rosboinoy Pricas , 
and judges Robberies upon the High-way , Mnrthers, and other criminal 
caufes. 

Peter Tychor.ouits Trachanifiou, was Prefident in the Puskarskoy Pricas , and 
had the over-fight of Founders, Furbifhers, Ganonicrs, Armourers, Smiths 
and Carpenters, who wrought to the Arfenal; but his place is beftow’d on the 
Bojar, Knez Jurgi Alexouits Dolgartukoi , not onely to judge of differences be¬ 
tween them, but alfo to receive their work, and pay them their wages. 

The Jamskoy Pricas is for the regulation of Stages and Pofl-mafters, and the 
paimenc pf their Salaries as alfo to give paffes to thofe that defire them , and 
are to have their catrvadge upon the Great Duke’s accdmpt, under the Prefi- 
0 dency of the Ocolnitza, Juan Andreowhs Miloflatmk't . 

• The Diakj , Secretaries, Clerks, Captains of the Gates, and Meffengers of 

the feveral Priam 's have their particular judge, whois the Ocolnitza , Peter Pe- 
trouus Gollowin, in the Tziolobitmi Pricas. 

The Scmskgy Duor, or Selmskoy Pricas, is for the judgement of all Other Civil 
Caufes between the Citizens of Mofcou. There, are paid the dutiesarifing 
from places and houfes that are fold, as alfo rhe rates levied for the reparations 
of Bridges, Gates, Forrreffes, and other pubfick buildings, under thedire&ion 
of Ocolnitza, Bogdan Matheowitz Chitrou. 

The Galops, that is to fay, Slaves, have a particu^gourt, where they make 
their declaration, when they are fold , and where nliy takeout a Certificate, 
when they redeem themfelves, or recover their liberty any other way. This is 
called the Choloppi Pricas ; the Prefident, Steppan Juanomts JJlemou. 

The place, where an accompt is kept of all the Stuffs, tiBrocard, Velvet, Sa¬ 
tin, Damask, &c. which ate for the ufeofthe Court, and whereof Garraentsare 
made for the Great Duke to prefect to forein Ambafladorsjand orher perfoos of 
quality, is called the Bolchikafni Pricas, 


Under 
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Under the Magazine is the Treasury , or Exchecqaer, where all the mony 
that remain* at the years end, is put into the Kings Coffers , under the ovei- 
ilghto l Ilia Dani halts Milofawki, who is alto Preiident of the Chamber, where 
are judged the Caufes of die Great Duke’s principal Merchants and Factors,- 
which is called Cafamoi Prlcas. 

The Ocolnitz.^ Kmz, Juan Fedrouits Chllkott, is the Judge of all Ecclefiallical 
perfons,as well Secular Priefts as Monks, who are oblig'd to fubmit to the tem¬ 
poral Jurifdidtion , nnleffe it be in privileg’d Cafes ; in the Manager ski 
Prlcas. 

The Great Duke hath a very vaft Stru&uredefign’dfor theSones, Lime, 
Wood and other Materials which are for his own ufe, which place is called the 
Carmenol Prlcas- and there it is that the Duorainin, Jacob j uamuits Sagraiskti 
decide* the differences between Carpenters, Mafons, and other Workmen, and 
payesthem for their work. 

The Revenue oiNovogorod and Nifemvogorod is paid in at the Prlcas , called 
Novorodkoi Zernw, where the particular receivers of thofe two Cities give in 
their accompts. Sometimes the Caufes of the Inhabitants of thofe two places 
are judged in this Pricas. For though ordinarily there be no appealing from the 
n-ejwdes, yet thofe who miftroft the fncceffe of their bufinefs, by the partiality 
they obfetve in the Weywode 9 may remove their Caufes to 7 l^/fj«, The Chancel¬ 
lor Almas ]uamtiits\s the Preiident of it. 

The Provinces of Gallltz, and P’olodlmer have alfo tiielr particular Pticds , for 
the fame purpofe; it is called GdUasko-Vtilodlmirskj Pric.cs • the Preiidenr, the 
Ocol»hz,a y Peter Petr suits Gollomn- 

The monies aridng from all the Taverns and Kabacs of Mufcovj is paid in at 
the place called Nova Zetwert , where all thofe who keep pablick drinking houfes 1 
are oblig’d to take the Wine, Hydroiiiel and Strong-water they fell by retail, 
and to give an acconut of file fale of it. There they alfo' punifh thofe who fell 
any without Licence, as alfo thofe who fell or take Tobacco , if they be Mafco- 
1 Vites , the Germans and others Strangers being permitted the Traffick and ufe of 
it. The Ocolmtx.a, Bogdan Matheomts Chlmtt precedes in this Prlcas . 

The Bo jar, and Mailer of the Ordinance, Gregor l Bafloults Puskjn^ under 
whofe junfdifiion are Caftrom , Jarefou , and other Cities of thofe quarters, re¬ 
ceives their accompts, and decides their differences, in the Cafiromskoi Prlcas j 
as the Ocolmtz.Hi Knez. DemetrlBaflouits Lewou does thofe oUljloga , and Colmo - 
o-orodi in the llfogskol Prlcas. 

° The lame Oregon Bafilouits Buskin keeps the Jewels of the Crown, and hath 
the over-fight of the (7fr*»itwGold-fmtths, who make Gold and Silver Plate, and 
fell precious Stones , and hath his Office for thofe things in the SobtojaAlmaf * 
noy Prlcas. He hath alfo a key to the Great Duke’s Magazine of Arms, and ad- 
minifters Juliice to thofe who are employ’d about Arms for his particular ufe, 
and pays them,In the Kofiannoy Prlcas. 

The Phyficians, Apothecaries, Chirurgeons and Operators, and all of that 
funAion are oblig’d to fmite their fore-heads in the prefence of Ilia Dani Units 
Milofauskl , who is their Overfeer, and whom they are to acquaint, if the Great 
Duke wants any thing that relates to their Profeflions. 

TamofnlPrlcas is for the receit of'all duties of entrance into the City of 
Mofcou % which is made by one of the Gofes, accompany’d by two or three Anef- 
for*, who give in their accompt thereof to a Chamber called Bolfchol Pnchod j 
there Gofes are changed every year. 

The payment of the tenth pen y, towards the War, is made ro the Bo jar, Aw* 
Michael Petrowts Pronskj, and the Ocolnitza, Juan Baflouits Alfertott, in the aborts 
dez,attld(neiPrlcas. , . 

The Affairs that have no peculiar Priests have a general one, called Sukoi Pricat, 
■nderthe fnperintendency of Knez^Jurgl Alexowlts Volgarttskot. 
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The Patriarch hath his particular Pricas's j to wit, that of foftrad, where a 
. RegiHer is kept of all the Church-goods, and where are the Charters and Ar¬ 
chives ; that of Sndny, where the Patriarch hath his Spiritual Jurifdiftion; 
and that of Cafannoy, where the Patriarch's. Revenue and Treafore is kept. He 
hash alio his H'. clelialiical Judges and Offisers, who give him an account of all 
their a&ions. 

There is no Pricat , but hath its D/^ 4 ., or Secretary , and many Clerks and 
Coppiers, who ail w;ire very well, and are skill’d in Arichmecick, according 
to their way, in which they make ufe of Plum-ftones inflead of Counters*! 
Whence it comes, that there is no Officer but hath about him a certiin quan¬ 
tity of them in a little purfe. They are forbidden, upon pain of whipping , to 
tikcPofchnl* or Prefenrs; yet they venture to do it; nay their avarice is i'uch 
that many times, they will, of themfelves, prefer Copies ofdifparches, and pril 
vare rcfolunons, out of a hope toget fofhewhat for them. But thefe profers 
are to be mifirutkd, for I know by experience, that thofe people feldom have 
what they put others in hope of; or if they have, it is fo dangerous to co nmu- 
nu atilt, that for the mod part they put off forgeries and fuppofintious pieces 
In chi year 1643. the Minister of a Forein Prince being defirous to have a Copy 
of my Dirpacchcs,one of the Cleiks oftheCounfel fold it him at a very dear rate 
I was fbewn it afterwards ; but when at my return to Holfiein^t Letters were 
trandated, there was nothing of what I had feenintheCopy, 

They do no- k;ep a Regiffer ofrheir Afts in Books, bur they wrire them in 
Rolls of paper parted together, till they are 25. or 3 o. ells in length : of which 
their Offices a re full. 

■ Ac our coming to Mofcoa , we were made believe, that Prefents could pro¬ 
cure any thing at Courr. Indeed, I have known fome Lords, who though they 
would not take ought themfelves, were not forty to fee any thing fent to their 
Wives ; hut I have alfo known fome, who made it ap*pear, they were abfolutelv 
incorruptible, and that their fidelity to their Prince was Prefent-proof, to their 
great regret, who confider, that where nothing is given, nothing is thence ob- 
cam 0, 

j ullice is adminiftred in the Pricas’s we have fpoken of. The Bo jar > who pre- 
fides there, hath his Secretary, and Affetfors, and finally determines whatever 
comes before him. Heretofore the Mufcovites had but few Laws, and few Cu- 
ftomes , according to which all Cafes were decided. They concern’d only ac I 
tempts againft the Great Duke's peefon ; Treafons againft the Stare, Adulteries 
Thefts, and Debrs between private perfons. The decilion of all other Affairs 
depended on thebreafi of the Judge. But in the year 1647, the Great Duke af- 
fembled together the mod Famous Men of the Kingdom, and can fed to be fee 
down in writing, and to be publifh’d, feveral Laws and Ordinances 3 whereby 
the Judges are to regulate themfelves. They were printed, in Mo . under the 
Title of SOBORNA ULOHEN1A, that is to fay , Unherfal aniaent 
raL Right , for the direction of the Bojdres. * 

Heretofore their proceedings were thus. In thofe Caufes, where the parties 
were not agreed as to the matter of fafl, and had no evidence of either fide, the 
Judge asked the Defendant, whether he would take his Oath, that the matter 
was as he alleged, or refer it to the Plaintiff’s Oath. Hewhoprofer’dtorake 
his Oath, was, once a week, for three weeks one after another brought before 
the Judge, who, every time, prefs’d unto him the importance of an Oath, and 
the fin he would burthen his confidence withall, if he fwore falfly. If, norwich- 
ftanding thefe remonftrances, he Hill perfirted in his readinefs to take his Oath, 
though lie fwore nothing but the truth, yet people look'd on him as an infamous 
perfon, wonld fpltin his face, and turn him out of the Church, into which he 
was never receiv'd afterwards, much lefs was he admitted to rhe Communion, 
unlefc it were at the point of death. Now, they do not proceed with fo-much 
rigour, but only bring him who is to take his Oath before an Image of one of 

their

their Slims, where he is asked, whether he will rake his Oath upon the falva- ^ 
tion of his Soul? If he perfitt, they give him a little Crucifix to kite, and af- 1 
rerwards the Saint’s Image , which for that purpofe, is taken down from the 
Wall. If the Oath be good, the party who took it is not to be admitted to the • 
Communion for three years, and though he be not treated as an infamous per- 
fon, yetthofeof any quality will not eafily fuffer him in their Company : but 
a perjur’d perfo'n, is feverely punifhcd ; firft cruelly whipc, then banifil’d. 
Whence it comes, thatch t Muscovites endeavour all they can to avoid it, though 
upon any trivial occasion, efpecially in their dealings ,they Hick not to fvveat 
at every word,and have ineeffantly in their mouths their V0 Cbreftttmy by Chrift, 
making the fign of the CrotTe acthe fame time : but there is little credit to 
be given chofe kinds of Oaths, as proceeding from deceit and paflion. They 
permit ftrangers to take their Oaths, according to the rules of their feveral Re- 
ligions. ' 

No invention but they make ufe of to force people to confeffe the truth py 
Torture, One of the moft cruel,in my opinion,is the Strapado> which is often gi¬ 
ven in this manner. The Malefa&or, having his hands ty’d behind him,is wound 
up into the air,and fo hangs, having fallen’a to his feet,a great beam, upon which 
the Executioner ever and anon gets up, to augment the pain, and further the dis¬ 
location of the Members, while the fmoak and fire which are made under his 
feet, burns and flifles him. Sometimes they caufe t^ie Malefa&ot’s head to be 
fhaven, and, as he is fo hanging, they pour cold water, drop by drop , upon the 
crown; which is fuch a torment as no other comes neer, not even that of whip¬ 
ping, (which they many times give thofc in that condition) though rhey at the 
fame time dap a red-hot Iron upon the ftripes. • 

Inordinary quarrels, he who gives the firft blow gets the worft. Murther, 
committed without any neceflity of defence, is punifh*d with death. The guil¬ 
ty perfon is kept fix weeks in a very clofe prifon,being kept onely with bread 
and water; after which he receives the Communion , and hath his head 

cutoff. . : 

Thieves are Tortur’d, that they may difeover their complices, and confefic 
theic other Crimes. If it be the firft offence, they are whipt from the Cattle-Gate 
to the great Market-place, where the offender hath an Ear cut off, and is pur in¬ 
to prifon for two years. If he offends the fecord time, he is punifh din the fame 
manner, and is kept in prifon, till he hath company, to be banifh’d into 5 jtmd. 

Theft is never punifb’d with death in Mufcovy ; but the concealers and receivers 
fare no better, which is the heft courfe could be taken to bridle the lewd inclina¬ 



tions of that people. # 

The ordinary punifhmems, are flitting the Noftrils, Whipping, and the Bat- oy&nmj 
toki The laft is not atwayes infamous and publick; yet is there not any Matter puniJhtntxLs, 
of a Family, but gives it his Children and fervanrs. He who is to receive this 
Chaftifement,puts off his Kaftan, and, having onely his fhirt on, 1 ayes himfelf 
down upon the ground, on his belly, and then two men fetthemfelves crofle up-, 
on him, one upon his Neck, the ocberuponhis Feer,having each of them a little 
Wand or Switch in his hand, wherewith they beat him upon the backjmuch after 
the manner that Fell-mongers beat their Furs, to get out the Worms. They or¬ 
dinarily have their Noftrils flit who have taken Tobacco, in fnuff, contrary to 
the Great Dnke's prohibition. .„ 

, whipping, as it is given in Mttfcov^ is one of the moft biibarouspundn- 
ments that ever were heard of. Sept. 24, 1634. I faw eight men and one wo¬ 
man Whipt, for felling Aquavits and Tobacco. The Executioner's man took 
them up one after another upon his back,being ftript down to the watte, and 
bavingtheir feet ty'd together with a Cord, which patting between his Legs that 
held them up, was held by another fervantof the Executioner lo Hit, that 
they were not able no ftir. The Executioner flood three paces off, wuh a Bull $ 

Pizzell, having fatten'd to the end of It, three flraps ox thongs of aD Elk s skin, 
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. £<% 6 nactanD'd,aDdt,oniequentlyasfharpasaRafour,with whicbbe lay’d on their 

1 Z. * °* backs with all his Ihengrh, to as that the blood gulf’d out at every UCh, The 

men had each of them 25. oc 2 6. till the Clerk, who had in a Note what num¬ 
ber of tallies they were to receive, cry’d Polm, that is to fay, enough. The Wo¬ 
man had btu id. yet did fhe fall into a lwound. Being rhusdifcjplin'd, fo as 
that their hacks were in a manner flic'd and flafh’d all over, yet were they *11 
tied by the Arms, two and two together, thofe who had fold Tobacco having a 
little horn full of it>andihofewho had fold Aquavits, a little borrle about their 
Necks, and whipt through the Citie, and after they bad walk’d them above half 
a league abonc, t hey were brought back to the place of their firrt execution, and 
difmjfs’d. 1 his is fo cruel a punifhnnent, that fome die of it, as we faid before 
of the fon of General Herman Schem. Some after they are thus punifh’d wrap 
tbeimehes up imheskinof a iheep newly kill’d. 

Heretofore. thefe punifhments were not infamous, and thofe who had pafs’d 
through 1 he Exe.mionei’s hands, were admitted into the beft Companies, as 
was ?lfo the Executioner himfelf, whofe ProfeiTion was accounted lb hono¬ 
rable, that fomeiimes even Merchan s quieted theirs, to ferve the Migittrare at 
Exccurions, and would buy the employment ; , and after certain years fell it 
again to others. The advantages of it ly in this ( that the Executioner is not 
one I y paid by -he judge, but gits money alfo out of the Criminal,to be more 
gently treated, though indeed,!he gjeatefl profi the makes comesfrom the ftqua- 
vitae, whic h he fells underhand to rhe prifoners. But now this employment is 
rot much courted, fi nee the Muscovites have begun to learn feme what of civi¬ 
lity from their Neighbours. Not is the Executioner permirfedrofell his Office, 
but it mu!t continue in his family, which failing, the Butchers are oblig’d to re¬ 
commend to the place one of their body. 

All we faid,of rhe cruelty of their punifhments is yet below what they in- 
, fii& on fu ll as cannot pay their debts. Hewhopayes not at his time, mentio- 
jaed in rhe Bond, is put into a Sergeants houfe, having a. certain further time to 
make fathfadrion. If he fail, he is carried to prifon , whence he is every day 
b ought but, to rhe place before the Chancery, where the common Executioner 
. beats him upon the fhin bone with a Wand about the bignefie of a man's little 
finger, for a whole hour together. That done, he is return’d to prifon, unleffe 
he can putin Cecum y tobeforrh-comingthe next day at the fame houf, to be 
treated in the fame manner, till he hath made farisfadUon. And this is executed 
wiih much rigour upon all forts of perfons,what condition or quality foever 
they be of, Subjefb, or Foreiners, Men or Women, Prieffs t or lav perfons. ’Tis 
tree, feme prefent being made to the Executioner, he fuffers the Debtor to put 
* thin Iron- plate within his boot, to receive the blows j or it may be he fmites 
more gently. If the Debtor have not tofatisfie,he muft be fold, with his Wife 
and Children, to the Creditor. 

Tfee Retigiotof . As to the Religion of t he Mttfcovitet , before we enter into the difeourfe of 

tfc#Mufe«vit«. * r > vve fhatl fry, that there have been Lurberane Doflours in Sue den and Livonia^ 
w ho have made it a problematical queftton, whether the Mufcovites were Chrt- 
fnans or not ? They might as well have mads it dilputable in their Adis, whether * 
the Mufcovites are men; fince there is not fo great 2 difference between their 
. Religion ancf'that of other Chriftians,as ihere is between their Moralicy atjd 
manner of life, and that of many other men : but as laughter and fpeech makes 
them men, fo Baptifm and their external profefTion of the CMfilan ReligtoD, 
denominates themChrillians. If a man would take their word for it, they are 
the onely true Chriiuans in the World, fince they bnely have been baptifed, 
whereas others have been onely fprinkled ; which is the reafon , they receive 
,co Profelyte, till he be rebaptifed. They ground their Religion on the book? 
•of the Old and New Tcftament s and they ufe Sacraments, Their Tranflatioa 
of the Bible is that, which they call of the feventy Interpreters, which feme 
fcwyetrs fince they baye got Tranflated and Printed in their own Language. 

They 
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Th=y permit not that a man ibouid bring the whole Bible to Church, for g ^ 
fear of profaning it by feveral, not over moddi, paffages they find in the Old * & \ Ql 
Tell ament: whence k comes they bring one ly the New, and fome Verfes taken 
out of thePfalms and Prophets; but in their honfes they are permitted to read 
the whole Bible. In the explication of the Bible, they give math authority to 
S*. CytU Bp. of Jeriv/^nw, whom they call Qairilajeriefalimiki, and*who Writ 
aCatechifm, under the Emperour Theodofme.^ He nourifh’d about the end of 
the fourth age, and is not to be confounded with Cyril of Alexani) la, wbofe me¬ 
mory the Greeks celebrate on the 9. of June, whereas they celebrate the Feftival 
of the ocher upon the 18. of March , as may be feen in their Menologies. The 
other Fathers, whofe authority they follow, are Juan Domaskjn, ( John Damaf- 
cene,) Grigori Boeoflotta, (S .Gregory Nas.ianz.ene, ) Jttan Sohianfka, (St.John Chry - 
fofiome,) and Ephrern Syr in, Ephratm, Deacon of. the Church of Edejfa , in Syria. 

They relate of him, as alfo does Gerard yofiius, who hath Tranfiated him into 
Latin, that an Angel having prefected to him a Book Writ in Golden Chara&ers, 
which do body could open, he immediately deriv’d thofe illuminations from it, 
which are-at this day apparent in the books he hath pubiifh’d, Befiaes him, they 
have alfo another particular Doctor, named, Nicholas Sudatwerits, who hath writ 
certain fpicitual Treatifes. Tht Muscovites have fo great a Veneration fot this 
man’s memory, that it is not long ftnce,thac Wax-Candles were lighted before 
his picture , for which they had built a particular Chapel, in the Great ftreet 
which leads to Twere Gate1 but both were deftroyM by the late fire. 

S . Athanajitts’s Creed is their rule of Faith. They believe in God the Father, as 
Creator of all the World ; in God the Son, as Saviour and Redeemer of all Man¬ 
kind ; an&in the Holy Ghofi, as San&ifier of all the faithfull. 

Tis trueicheir Religion is full of abundance of etfaffy Superftitions ; in that 
they coniider the Virgin Mary , the Evangel!fit,die Apofiles, and an infinite num¬ 
ber of other Saints, not onely as Ample lmerceilors, as the moft intelligent af¬ 
firm, but alfo as caufes, and co-operators of their Salvation^'-There is uoMttj - 
covite but gives his Saints arid their Images, thehonour due onely to God, who 
ts fo jealous thereof, that he treats that falfe Worfhipas fpicitual Whoredom.: 

The ignorance of the meanerfort of people is fo groffe , that they place all 
Religion in the honours and veneration they give their Images. It is alfo all 
cheinllruftions they give their Children, who in order to deyotion, learn onely 
to Hand with great refpeft before thofe Images to fay their prayers. Their good 
works, (which r.hey believe meritorious) are, building of Monaiferics 8c Church¬ 
es, and giving Alms; befides which they do nothing whereby a man might judge 
of their Faith by their works. • _ , 

They Hand very much upon their being Members of the Greeks Church, and 

their Hifltities and Annals fay, that/rhrtfiian Religion was planted in 
in the Apofiles times, - -Th&c S '. And^eve, leaving Greece , emh* ! k d upon the Kir ^ 
ver Bon'fihenes, and came, by the Sea of Ladoga , to Novogorod , where he preach a 
the Gofpel. That ,fince that cim e,Chrifiia» Religion had been abfolutely de- 
flroy’d, by the Tartars and other Pagans, who became Matters of all Mujcoyy: 
and that about the year 989. H olodtmer , Great Duke of Rnjha , having gain d 
very great victories over his Neighbours, and re-united feveral Provinces to 
his Crown,became fo confiderable, that Bafiliui, and Conjlantmtu Porphyrogennetes t 
Empsrours of Conjlantlnople, fent a folemn Embaffy to congratulate and comp e- 
menc h ; m. That brought him firft acquainted with the Chrifiian Religion, which 
he afterwards embraced , and was bapeifed. The Bifhops and Priells fent thi¬ 
ther by the Patriarch of Conjlantlnople further inftru&ed and baptized the peo¬ 
ple, who have ever fince made profefiion of the GVw^Religion. 

. Johannes Cttropalates , who Writ part of the. Byzantine hiftory , and liv a about 
that time, fayes, that thisConverfion was not cffe&ed without miracle, and that 
the Bi{hop’s faith prevail’d more upon the {writ* of ttaefe Barbarians , than t e 
preaching of the GofpeL For being not able to comprehend the wonde _ 1. 
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~ things which are fa id of our Saviour’s life, they defirtd a proof of that promife 
l 6 $ & he makes to thefaithfull, of giving them by the Father what ever they Ihould 
defire in his name. The Bifhop undertook it, and told them, that he had fo 
great an aiTutancc of the word of God, that they could not defire any thing, 
which his prayer fhould not obtain from God. Whereupon they faid, that 
fince God had preferv’d.EWf/’s companions in the fiery Furnace, he might as 
well prevent the Bible, whit his full of all thofe marvellous things, from be¬ 
ing confumed by fire. The Bifhop was content to ftand t o t his rryal, and fo 
cart the Bible into a great fire, where having lyen till the fire was all fpent, the 
book was taken out as untouch’d as when it was caff in.' Cedrems and Zenaras 
confirm the truth of this liory, and fay, that Wulodimer was fo moved at this mi¬ 
racle, that he immediately aboiifh’d all Idolatry , and banifh’d it his Terri¬ 
tories. . 

Hence it comes, that the Mufcovites love t he Greeks , and have a kindneffe for 
them, and do them all thegood they can, when any occafion offers it felf. In 
the year 1649. the Patriarch of Jerufalemt ame to ‘Mofcou ,and brought the 
Great Duke fome of the earth of our Saviour’s Sepulchre , though it is known 
’t was cut out of a Rock, and fome holy-water from Jordan. He was moft 
magnificiently receiv’d,and conduced by the whole Clergy to his audience, 
which the Great Duke gave him, together with aPrefem of above 100000. Du¬ 
cats : but he was fo unfortunate in his return, as to fall into the hands of fome 
Turks ^ who took away all had been given him. There come a 1 moft every year to 
the Conor's Court, fome of the Greek, Priefis or Monks, to fell their Reticks, 
which they put off at very good rates. 

I The Mufcovhes do all profeffe the fame Religion , which being as ir were 
particular to them, may be f3id to extend as far as the Great Duke's Do¬ 
minions do : unleffe it be, that it is alfo exercifed at Narva, under the Jurif- 
difffion of the King of Suedih , and that the Tartars have alfo their Mahn- 
1 met an and Pagan Religion, along the Wolga, and beypnd Afbachar, upon the 
Caspian Sea. There are not any,not even amoDg their Monks and Priefts,that can 
give any reafon of their belief,"becaufc they have not the word of God preached 
unto them; upon which accompt it is, that the Patriarch fuffers them not to dif- 
pute of Religion, or inquire into that offoreiuers. Some few years fince , a 
Monk of Ntfenovogond had fome conference with a Troteflmt Miniffer; but 
- the Patriarch coming to heat of it, Tent for. him and caff him into prifon, 
where he muff have ensur'd a great deal of mifery, had he not had the wit to 
fay,.that the Minifter had difeover’d fome inclinations to the Mufcaviar. Reli¬ 
gion, and would, in all likelyhood, be converted. 

Their Gharafters they have from the Greeks, as well as their Religion ; but as 
they have altered the latter, fo alfo have they changed and augmented the for¬ 
mer, as may be feeu by the Table we (ball here give of them. 
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Thefe Characters they make ufe of as well in their printed Books, as Writ¬ 
ings * their Language being peculiar to themfebes, but coming fo nar the 
Sclavonic y and thcPoliJh, that he who hath one will find it no great difficulty 
co learn the other. It hath nothing common with the Greek ..» though indeed lfl 
their Liturgy there ate fome words, borrow’d from the Greeks » but they are 
not nfed any where elfe. We faid before, that the Mttfcovites m their Schools 
learn only to read and write in their own Language, and care not for the Learn¬ 
ing of any other : but within thefe few years, they have a with the Patriarch s 
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content, opened a School, where Cm^and Latine is taught, t nderihe dire- 
dtion of a natural Grecian , named Arfenius. It js not yet known, what may 
D4 exprdled from it; but certain it is that there are among the Mufcovhes thofe 
that want neither ingenuity nor an inclination to Study, and would learn any 
thing did they but meet with any body to teach them. Almas Juano'uits , the 
prelent Chancellor or Chief Secretary of State, was fo happy in his youth, as 
to have travel I’d into 7 nr key and Per Jin , and team’d the Languages of thofe two 
Countries fo well, that he needs no Interpreter, when he hath ought to do 
with the Grand Seigneur , or King of Perjias Miniilers. The Danish Interpreter, 
vye Ipoke ofbeiore, hath iranflared in their Language cerrain Latin and French 
Looks , which have taken fo well, that it is hoped , the Courtiers will, in 
time , apply themlelves to the ftudy of thofe Languages, which can acquaint 
them with ftich excellent things, . 

All their exercile of Religion confills principally, in .Baptifm, Reading 
ofthe Word of God in the Church , goirig'to Mafs, praying to Saints, making 
reverences and inclinations before their Images, Proccffions, Pilgrimages, 
Falling certain da-yes in the year, ConfeiTton and Communion. 

They chink Baptifm fo much the more neceffary, in that they think it the 
only door through which a man muft enter into the Church, and fo intoPara- 
dife.■ They acknowledgethemfebes conceived and bom in fin, ardthat God 
hath inftitured Baptifm for their regeneration, and ro cleanfeihem , by wa¬ 
iter, from their original impurity. Whenceit is that they baptize their Ghil- 
'dren as foon as they are born. If the child be weak, he is Immediately baptized, 
yet not in the fame room where the Woman lyes in : but if well, he is carried 
to Church by the Godfather and Godmother. The Prieft receives him at the 
Church door, figns him with the lign of the Crofs in the fore-head, and gives 
him the BeneditSion , faying, The Lord preferve thy coming in ar.dthe) going out. 
The Godfarhers delivet the Prieft' nine wax-candles, whieffhe lights and fallens 
crofs the Font > which (lands in the midft of the Church. Heincenfes the God¬ 
fathers, and confecrates the water with-many ceremonies. Then he makes a 
Proceffion together with the Godfathers, who have wax-candles in their hands, 
about the Fonr. The Clark goes before carrying the Image of S'. John % and 
they go about it three times, the Prieft in the interim reading out of a Book. 
That done , the Prieft askes the Godfathers, thomame of the Child, who give 
ir him in writing. He puts the paper upon an Image, which he holds upon the 
Child’s breaft , and having muttered ovfer certain prayers, he askes the God- 
father, whether the Child believes in God the Father, Son, and holy Ghoft ? 
Then they all turn their backs to the Font, to (hew their averfion andhorrour 
for the three queftions which the Prieft is to make ro'them afterwards; to wit, 
whether the Child forfakes the Devil, whether he forfakes his Angels, and 
whether he forfakes his Works? TheGodfathersanfwertoeveryqueftion, yes, 
and fpet fo many times upon the ground. That done, they face about to the 
Font, and then the Prieft , having asked them whether they promifeto bring 
uprheChildin the true Greek, Religion, exorcifes him, by putting his hands 
upon the Child , faying , Get out of this Child thou unclean Spirit , and make way 
for the holy Ghofl , asd by blowing three times, crofs, upon the Child, to drive 
away the Devil, by whom they believe Children are really poffefled before Ba¬ 
ptifm. 1 have been told, rhat now, the exorcifm is performed at the Church- 
door, left the Devil, when he comes out ofthe Child , ftionld profane the 
Church. Then, he cuts off a little of the Child’s hair, and puts itincoa 
Book , and having asked the Godfathers, whether they bring that Child to be 
baptifed, he takes him, being ftark naked , into his arms, and dips him three 
times into thevmer, pronouncing the ordinary words of the Sacrament; I 

haptife thee tn the name of the Father , and of the Son , and of the holy Ghofi. 

After the Baptifm, lie put a corn of Salt in the Child’s mouth, makes the fign 
of the Crofs, in the fore-head, upon the hands, the breaft, and the back, 

with 
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with an Oil purpofely confecrated for rbatule, and, putting a clean Shirt 
.about him , fayes, Thu art at dean and m dear f> am tij Original St a as this fiiirt. 
The Ceremonies are concluded with a little Grofs of Gold, Silver, or Lead, 
according to the ability of the Parents, fuch as our Bifhops wear* which the 
Pried hangs about the Child’s neck, with fo drift an Obligation to wear it all 
his life time, that if it be not found about him at his death, they would not 
bury the Carkafs , but drag it to the-common Dung-hill. The Pried docs alfo 
atfign the Child a particular Saint, whore Image he delivers to the Godfathers, 
and charges them to oblige the Child, when he is come to years ofdifcretion, do 
have a particular devotion for his Patrone. Then he embraces, and Icifles the 
Child, and the Godfathers, and exhorts them to love one another, but above' 
all things that they take heed of inter-marrying. If if happens there are mmy 
Child en to be Chridned at the fame time, the Font is emptied fo often as 
there are Children to be baptifed, #d orheHvater is cnnfecrared ■ it being 
their perfwafion, that the former being foil’d with the impurity of that Child’s 
Original Sin whohad been baptifed before, is not fit to cleanfe a fecond,much 
leffea third. They will not by any means heat this water 6y fire, but, when 
it is very cold , put it into a hot place to make it a little warmer. Perfons of 
age that are to be baptifed , fuch as Apoftac tChriftians , Turks and Tartars , re¬ 
ceive their Baptifm in a Brook or River, where they ate plunged over head and 
ears , be it as cold as it will, nay fometimes they break the ice to get them into 
the water. Thus, above all others, are treated thofe whom they call Chaldee*:, 
or Chaldaatts. Thefe are a fort of rafcally fellows, who get leave of the Pa¬ 
triarch to difguife themfelves, by putting on Vizards, and to run up and 
down theftreets from the 18. of December , till Twelve-tide , with Fireworks, 
wherewith they fet fire in their hair and beards whom they meet. Their main 
fpleen is again!! the Peafants, whom they force, every time they are met, to 
pay a Ccpec ere they get out of their hands: and this they exaft with fuch Info- 
lence, that 1 have feen them fet a load of Hay on fire, and burn the Peafant’s 
beard and face, bectufe he made fome difficulty to give it them. They are all 
difguis’d, and have on their heads great wooden hats, fantaltically painted, 
daubing their beards with honey , that thefparkles might not fatten in them. 
Thefe artificial fires they make of a powder which they call Platta , made of i 
certain herb not known elfewhere. It makes a noble and very delightful flame, 
efpecially in the nighr. But of thefe hereafter, when we come to treat of the 
Perfian Fire works. Thefe men, as they fay, reprefent thofe who heated the 
Oven, imo which Shadrach , Mefak ^, and Alednego were call, by the command of 
Nebuchadnez, z^tr. 

Thefe people are treated as profane perfons, and are numb red among Pagans 
and Infidels j fo that being in a Hate of inevitable damnation, they mart ne- 
cefsarily be reconciled to God, and enter into the Church by Baptifme. To 
that end they pitch on 7 W/-day, as that on which fomecimes happened the 
vocation of tnc Gentiles, and afterwards, they are as dean, and become as 
holy as the beft Chrifiians, who are ordinarily baptized but once, whereas one 
of thefe Choldoans may hive been baptifed ten or twelve times. * The infolences 
committed by them occafioned the prohibitions made by the late Patriarch, that 
any fhould put on Vizards or difguife themfelves. 

Thofe who are to profefs the Mufcovian Religion are oblig’d to go, for. fix 
weeks, into a Monattery, where the Monks inftruft them , and reach them 
their prayers, the manner of honouring the Saints, of doing reverence to the 
Images , and making the figns of the Grots, Then they are brought to theplace 
where they are to be baptifed , where they are obliged to abjure theirformer 
Religion, todeteft it as Heretical, at d to fpit as often as it Is named. After 
their Baprifm, rhey are dad in Mufc^ian habits, being prefenred with a noble 
Vettimem from the Great Duke, who alfo allows them a Petition fn it able to 
their quality. i 

. s There 
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s s 1 here is a great number of chefs ApoUates ac Mo ft ox , where manyforeio 
1 & j o» Spuldiers, efpecially French', were rebaprifed, after the War of Smolensk about 
ay. years fioce, though they were not acquainted witluhe Language of the* 
Councrey , nor had any knowledge of the MuftovUrt Religion. Which may 
in fome mearfure be excufable in common Soldiers , who mind not much 
wbat they are to expeft in the other World; but my. wonder is, how perfons 
of Quality, Tuch as want neither Ingenuity nor Judgement, Chou Id be induc’d 
to Apollatize, and embrace a contrary Religion, meerly for fubfiftence fake, as 
the Baron de Rafmrndy and Monfieur 6W», French Gentlemen, Colonel Alex¬ 
ander Z.ej 7 f;,and Count SUkof, This laftcamc in the year 1640. to Holfteln , 

. • and thence went into Denmark,-, where he pretended himfelf defeended from 

the boufe of Slick, in Bo%mU , and chat he had loll his Ellace upon the accompt 
of Religion; which the King of Denmark,, and the Duke of Ho/Jfein believing, 
gave him Letters cf recommendation # the Great Duke of Maftovy. He was 
no fooneredme xoMofton, but he gave out, that it was purpofely'ro change 
his Religion , and to be 2 fervant to his Ma jelly. The Patriarch, 

and Mtiftsvim Lords were the more glad to receive him, becaufe he was ac- 
compred among them, aperfon of noble excra£tion,and great worth, which yet 
was fare her heightned in him by his being vers’d in feveral Languages, efpecial- 
fy the Latin and Poltjh.. They receiv’d him with great joy, caus'd him to be 
baptis’d, and the Great Duke gave him, with the name of Leo Alexander Slickly 
and the quality of Kxez,, a Penfton of 200. Crowns a moneth. He made his 
Addreffes to the Princefte IreneMicbaclottna, and was fo fond as to think , the 
Great Duke would have bellowed his own Sifter on him ; fo that hearing, there 
were two perfons of quality difpatch'd away to Negotiate the Princeffe’s 
marriage with a forein Prince, he fell into fuch a melancholy , that he came 
•not to himfelf again, till they had given him a Daughter of one of the greateft 
JBoyaresin theKingdom. The King of Denmark, coming afterwards to hear of 
chis man’s carriage, and undemanding withall, that, far from being of the lllu- 
.ftrious hou fe of Slick,, be was a fubjecl of Count Gafvar’ s, of Denhof-m Poland , 
and that he had furp'iz’d him in his recommendatory Letters, he fent notice 
thereof toth*Gxeat Duke, whoreprnach’d him with his diflimulation and im- 
pofture, but fuflfeted him 16 enjoy what he had bellow'd on him, which he does 
iiill, under the name of-Knez. Leo Alexandroxus Slakonftskle. 

Colonel LeflejitW into ritac misfortune out of weakneffe. He had in thae 
■quality ferv’d the Great Duke, during the firft War of Sfalensk?, by which he 
had gotten a very great fum of money. But thofe o( his profeffion being not al- 
wayes the bell husbands, he foon fpem what grew every day lefle and Iefle. 
To repair the breaches of his fortune, be thought it his bell courfe torerurn 
to MoftoHy which he did upon occafion of an EmbafTy wliich the Queen of Sue- 
den fent, fome time fin re, to the Great Duke, whereof Erie Gillen/hern , a Sena- 
. tor of rhe Kingdom was the chief. But for as much as their was ac that rime, 

1 no likclyhood of any War in Mnftovy,ind that the Great Duke was unwilling 
| to burthen himfelf with Penfions, Lefiey feat him word, that he would be con- 
tent with fome Lands, which he would make what advantage he could of, 
and thereupon got a noble Man nor upon the Volga. He was now in fuch a 
' -condition, as that he might,have lived like a Lord ail the reft of his dayes, 
if his Wife’s niggardly humour had riot exafperared the Counrrey-women a- 
gainft them. She treared them fo hardty,thit being not any longer able to 
endure it, they complain’d of her, alleging that flieT forc’d them to eat flefli 
on tailing dayss,tha (heallow’d them not rhe time to make their inclinations 
before their Images, much lefle cogo to Church, and, what was worft of all; 
that ftie had- raktn the Images from the Wallsand caft'them into the fire, 
T here needed no mo*e to mike her odir-Ysrothe whole Nation. They imme¬ 
diately fenr for Lf/kjr and his whole^“mily,and the Countrey-women, and 
|h? Colonel’s Wife were brought face to face; the confefs’d indeed',that fhe 
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had forc'd them to work hard, but deny’dall thercft. AH the Servants that g > 
were Grangers took their Oaths on her behalf, and yet the others proffering ■ 3 

to make good their accn far ion by enduring the torture* fhe could notfofar 
clear herfelf, bA that the Patriarch, taking cognizance of the bufitiefs, ob¬ 
lig’d the Great Puke to take chofe Lands out of the Strangers hands „ and to 
put out an ft ft , whereby it fhould not be lawful for any to be poffefs’d of fuch 
Maonorsif they were not Adufcovires , either by Birth or Religion. Lejley fin¬ 
ding him felf reduc’d to his extremity, and having' not wherewith to maintain 
his Children and Family, declar’d , that if the Great Duke would con¬ 
tinue him in the faid Mannor, he and his Family would change their Reli¬ 
gion. They take him at his word , and he, his Wife and Children are put into 
aMonaftery, where they are ipftru&ed and re-baptized. Ilia Dam butts Mt- 
hjlauskl and his Wife were pleas’d to anlwer for them at their Baptifm, and 
to be at the charge of their Wedding, it belngmecelfary they fhould be married 
a-new. The Great Duke made them great Prefents, and, among other 
Ehings, bellow’d on them, the fumof fixthoufand Crowns in ready money. 

But the Peafams hearing , that, by this change of Religion, they were to be 
reduc’d to their former flavery , petition’d His Majefty that they might have 
another Lord, and pitch’d upon Monfieur,Gn?/'» , who had revolted at the 
fame time , and had fome pretence to thofe Lands, as having had a promife 
amdehimof fome of that nature. So that Lejley was forc’d to content him- 
felf with srPenfion of 90. Crowns per menfem , which is the ordinary pay of a 
Colonel in times of Peace, and another fomewhat lefs for his'Son. 

I fhall here make a fhort digrellion for a Lady’s fake, who hath, by an admi- The 
rable conlfancy, made ir appear, that, if Men are many times fubjefl to the 
weaknefsof Women , ir fometimes happens that Women have thofe Vercues 
Which may be exemplary to Men. There is this robe, faid in commendation 
of the Mufcovhes , that they never force any to profefs their Religion, unlefs 
that in a Family, the Hnsband or Wife be of it, in which tfafe they fuffer not 
the other to continue his former profefiion, We faid , the Baron de Raymond 
was one of thofe that chang’d their Religion after the firft War of Smolensky, 

He was married to an EngUfh Gentleman’s Daughter ( who had liv’d many 
years at Mofcou, and whofename viiswllliam Bamefley , being the handfomeft 
Woman of any Stranger that was in the Country ) and had chang’d his Reli¬ 
gion rather out of ficklenefs, and to comply with the Ureat Duke, than out 
of any confeiencious motive, wasre-baptifed, and took the name of Juan in - 
Bead of that of Peter , which had been given him at his fir ft Baptifm. Accor¬ 
ding to the Law of the Country, his Wife was to follow his Example, which 
coefifeft , her Husband ufed all means imaginable, but found fo great a con- 
ftancy on the other fide, that he was forc’d to reaftr to the Authority of the 
Great Duke and Patriarch. Thefe at firft went mildly to work, offering her 
very great advantages in their Religion : but the young Gentlewoman, though 
but 1 ij, years of age, was inflexible, caft herfelf at the Great Duke’s feet, 
and entreated him rather to take away her life, than force her to embrace! 

Belief, which ftie was not fatisfy’d of in her confcience. The Father us’d the 
fame fubmiffions , but the Parriarch put him off with kicks, and told him that 
{he was to be treated as a Child» that fhe knew not what was for the good of 
her Soul, and that (he muftbe baptized whether fhe would or no. Accordingly 
{he was put into the hand^cf certain Religious Women, who violently dragg’a 
her to a Brook , where fhe was re-baptized, no twlth (landing the proteftations 
{hemadethat that pretended Baptifm, which they then gave her againft her 
ownconfent, could not blot out theCharafter, which her firft true Baptifm 
had imprinted in her Soul. . When they plunged her in the water, fhe drew 
one of the Religious Women in along with her, and when they would oblige 
herto deceft her former Religion , fhe fpit in their facds , and would never ab¬ 
jure. After her Baptifm, theyfent her to Sr aatka , where her Husband was 
* <$ a Weywode 
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Weywode, and there the Itayd till her Husband’s three years Government was 
_ ffxpirjd, who dying foon after his return to Mofcou, fhe thought {he might 
" ra-aflume her former Habit, as fhe was a Stranger, and prefelfe her former 
Religion, which was the Proteftant. But that would not be permitted, her 
two Sobs were taken from her, and flie, with a Ur tie Daughter, was fenc co 
theMonallery of Betotfora, fome to. or 12. leagues from Mefcou, where flie 
liv'd five years among the Nuns, and was'never fuffer’d to fpeak with any one 
that could give her the lead account of her Friends a or Children.During all that 
time , flie heard from them but once, by the means of a Tiler, a German , who, 
under pretence of calling his Boy , and {hewing him the Tiles he wanted, dire- 
fted the difconfolate Lady co a place where {he ftiould find. Letters. * The Pa¬ 
triarch dying, flic got out of the Monaftery, and his Succeffor allow’dherthe 
liberty of her conlcience at her own Houfe, as alfotogive and receive vifits i 
but they would never permit her to goto Sermons. I often viliced her while 
file wasin^hat condition , and have heard, that this Virtuous Lady died fome 
two years fince, firm and conftantin the profeffion of her Religion to the la ft 
gafp. To which I may add , by the way, that it is not long fince, that her 
Father William Barnefiey died in England., having attained the age of 1 16. years, 
after he had married a fecond Wife, at xoo. 

Thofe Mufcovites , who change their Religion in other Countries, arid 
would return to their communion, tnuft be firft re-baptized ; which^s the more 
obfervable, in that the Greeks Religion, though fhe approves not the Bapcifm 
of the Latin Church, yet feems to be facisfy’d with the former which they 
might have receiv’d in their Church, fo as not to oblige Converts to re-baptiza- 
tionnpon their change of Religion. 

Their Feftivals and Feafts are regulated and certain, and they obferve them 
very ftridlly. Till within thefe few years, the Mufcovites thought they kept 
Holy-day well enough, when they had been at Mafs in the morning-, though 
they (pent the reft of the day in their ordinary Employments; infomuch that 
attnecimcof our firft Embaffy > upon Sunday es, and Hnly-dayes, {hops were 
open, and Merchants and Tradesmen were at work; it being, astheyfaid, 
only for great Lords to mind their enjoyments upon Holy-dayes. But the pre-. 
fent Patriarch, bath ordered {hops to be fhut, not only upon Sundayes, but 
alfo on Wednefdayes and Fridayes, which are their Fading dayes, not permit¬ 
ting the Taverns to fell Wine or Aquavits in Service time. 

Their great Feftivals, betides Sunday, are thirteen,and, according to their year, 
which begins the firft day of September, ftand in this order; 

The 8. of September , Prafnick. rofofim prizifie bogorodice , that is to fay, the 
Feaft of the Nativity of the Bleffed Mother of God, 

The 14. of September , Uzemirna voofdui fenja Chrefia, the Exaltation of the 
Ctofs. 

The a 1. of November, Veienja prlzifie bogorodice, the Oblation of the Blefted 
Mother of God. 

The 25, of December , Rofofim Ckrifto&a , the Nativity of our Lord. 

The 6. of January, Boje jaulenia, or Crefchenia, the Epiphany. 

The 2. of February , Stratenia Gofpoda Boga, Gandiemas-day. 

The '25. of March , Blagauefcenia prizifie bogorodice , the Annunnafion of 

our Lady, 

VVerlna Wtfcrefchenia, Palm-Sunday. * 

Wehkoiden, or Wofcrefchenia Chrifio'tiji , Eafter-day, or the Refurre&ion of 
Chrift. 

rrofnefcenU Chrifioua , the Afcenfion of Chrift. 

Schiefiuie fweiaga Ducha , Pentecoft,or the fending of the Hol y Ghoft. 

The 6. of Jugufi, Preobrofiena gofpodo Chrifioua , the maaifeftation of the 
Glory of JeJut Chrifi upon the Mountain. 
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The 15. oi A ttgnft, ujpcnia prizijfa bogorodice , the Afcenfion of the Mother 

of God. 

They celebrate ihe Feaft of the Trinity , the morrow after Pentecoft^ and that 
of All-Saints, upon the Sunday following.^ 

No day in the year but is the particular Feaft of Tome Saint * fometimes of 
two or three, bur the people obferve them nor* Only Ecclefiafticks are ob¬ 
lig’d to fay the Offices of thofe dayes. They have their perpetual Almanack^ 
according to the Old-fti/e, wherein, without any trouble,they find^ll the Feafts 
both moveable and immoveable. 

Upon rhc great Feftivals and Sundayes, they go thrice to Chukh; firft in 
0the morning, before day, to Mattens, which they call Safterim • at noon, to 
thtDbedm ; and in the evening, to Wtdfchem , or Vefpers. The whole Ser¬ 
vice confifts in the reading of certain Chapters out of the Bible, Pfalms^and 
St. Athanaftas's Creed: whereto t Mr fometimes add a Homily out of St .Chryfa- 
ftom, and certain Prayers,which they fing.much after the fame manner as An* 
tiphom's are fung, faying ever and anon their Gofpodt Pdm!lm t Lord have mercy 
upon me, which the people repeats three times, making the fign of the 
Crofs. This done, the Prieii goes «p to the Altar , attended byaCterk, and 
fayes the Office, according to the Liturgy of great St. Bajil. He pours Claret- 
Wine and Water into the Chalice, with Come little bits of Bread, confecraces 
them , and fayes certain Prayers, which ended, Hfe takes out the Bread with a 
fpoon , but gives not of it to any other, unlefs fome lick Child be brought, to 
whom he gives the Communion. If the Prieii hath known his Wife chat day, 
he is not to come neer the Altar, but rnuft get%iafs fa id by another. Thepeo- 
ple ftand all the fervice time, and inteffiantly bow chemfelves before the Images, 
pronouncing the Gofpodi Pomilul. They read only the bare Text of the Bible, 
and certain Homilies, as we faid before, giving this reafon for it, that the 
Holy Spirit having grounded the Church upon the pure Word of God, with¬ 
out any explication, neither are they to trouble themfelves with any, fince 
that the different Interpretations of it, do partly occafidn the Errours and 
Herefies, whereby the Church is divided. About five years fince, the Proto¬ 
pope o(,Merum t taking upon him to preach, and making ufe of God’s Word, 
to exhort the people to Piety, the Patriarch depofed him, together with all 
the other Prielts that would have follow’d his example, excommunicated them, 
and banifh’d them into Siberia. £ 

They have made*a certain Book, wherm they treat the Hiftories of the 
Gofpel after a tf range manner,Sc adulterate them with fo many fabulous,impious 
and impertinent circumstances, that it is not to be much admited that vice 
and fin reign among them , when they are furnifil’d with examples thereof in 
their Books of Devotion. This minds me of a ftory, which the Vanifb Gentle¬ 
man, I baveelfewhere fpoken of, relates in his Travels into Mnfcovy, Dif- 
Courfingoneday with his Priftafi concerning matters of Religion, the Mttf- 
covite , whofe name was Fcedar , a man well ftricken in years, rold him , that 
there Was no great harm in contracting a habit of finning daily, provided a 
man had an intention to repent him of it ac thepoint ot death , and thought 
for his reafon the example of Mary Magdalene. This Mary, laid he , was a 
profefs’d Cnrtezan, fo that it is not to be doubted but fhe offended God very 
often. Yet it happened one day, fhe met a man upon the high-way, who de¬ 
filed of her that kindnefs which fhe had not deny’d any other: but, thofe even 
of her profe(lion being not alwayes in the fame humour, five would do nothing, 
till fuchtime as the man defir’d her to doit for God’s fake: That then fhe fatif- 
fy'd his defire, and that doing, for God’s fake , what fhe was unwilling to do 
out of complaisance, the aft ion became fo meritorious , that flie had not only 
expiated all her orher fins, by that Aft of Charity, but alfo deferv’dtobe put 
in red letters in the Books of the Saints.There is no Evangelical (lory which they 
have not thus ad ulcerated jand drefs up in circumftances no lefs abominable.

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~ ^ They are all bare in the Church, even the Great Duke himfelf. Only their

that it might not bethought this is done without My fiery, they fay, the three 
fingers fignify the Trinity , Putting them to the fore-head, they’would fignify, 
that Cbrifi is Afcended into Heaven ; to rhebreafi, that a man fhould love 
God with aflrhis heart; and the palling of’ them from the right flioulder to the 
left, putsi^iem in mind of the day of Judgment, when God (hall place the 
Righteous cm his right hand, and the Wicked on the left • theft, to be called- 
to eternal Salvation ; thefe , to be tumbled down into theabyffes of Hell, 
The'undertake not any thing, but they full make the lign of*the 
Crofs, as eating, drinking, or any other civilufilions. 

As for Images , they confefs there were n* any in Churches, during the fir ft 
Their images. Centuries,and till the time of (Tanftamne the Great, or if there were, they were 
not honoured wiih any worihip ; but that they are ufed, only to reprefent the 
ftories of the. Bible. They fay, that they follow herein theopinion of JohnDa- 
mafeene : but it is moll likely they have it from the GVee^Chtlrch, with which, 
they fuflfer not any that are carved or graven , as being forbidden in the Deca¬ 
logue , bur they have Images painted with oil upon wood, wretchedly colou¬ 
red and ill-proportioned, about a foot in breadth, tomewhat more in length. 
They will not meddle with them if they are not made by one of their Religion, 
though they came from the befi^ainter's hand in Europe* At Mofcou , there is 
a particular Market-place for Images, _ wh«re nothing el fe is fold, though they 
call that kind < 5 f Commerce, bartering or trucking with money, out of a 
belief they have, that the names of buying and felling carry not refpeft enough 
in rhem, for facred things. Heretofore they oblig'd ftrangers to have of them 
iD their houfes, that their Mufcovian Servants might be thereby excited to the 
exercife of their Devotion ; But the prefenc Patriarch permits not, they fhould 
be profaned by the Germans', infomuch, that Charles du Moulin , having bought 
a fione houfe , the Sel ler ferap’d the wall, where an Image had been painted, 
and carried away what he had Ccrapki off. The Peafants would not permit us to 
touch them , nor to turn our feet towards them when we lay down. Nay,Tome 
were at the charge of Incenfe fo purify them, after we had left their 
Houfes. % 

The walls of their Churches are full of them, and they reprefent, for f he 
moil part, our Saviour , the Virgin Mary , Sr, Nicholas•> Patron of Mufcovy , 
or the particular Saints they make choice of for the principal objeft of their De¬ 
votions. Thofe who commit tins defer ving excommunication, are oblig’d to 
caufe their Saint to be taken away* who is not tobefuffer’d in their Churches, 
no more than their perfons. Great Perfons, and Rich Merchants adorn theif 
Images with Pedsand other precious Scones. All Mufcovites look uponthem 
as things fo necetfary, at that without Images they could not fay their prayers* 
which whenever they do , they alwayesfet Wax-candles before their Sainr, and 
look very (ledfadly upon him, as long as the Devotion lads. 

When zMufcovite comes into a Houfe, or Chamber, hefaies nor a word, 
till he hath fixe his eyes on the Saint he looks for , which they ordinarily hang 
in a corner behind the Table, or if he finds him not, he askes, Jefi le Boch, 
where is the God ? AfToon as he perceives him , he makes him one very low re¬ 
verence, or more, and pronounces at every time, Gofpodi Pomihfi : then he 
turns to the Company and filutes them. 

The Mufcovites tefpeft their Images, as if there were fomevvhat of Divinity 
In them , and they attribute unto them the vercueof Miracles, whereof we 
had this example in the year 16^3. that an old Image beginningto change co¬ 
lour, and oft turn a little reddilh, they Immediately cry’d out, a Miracle* 
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The Great Duke and the Patnar th where frighted thereat, as if that red colour 
prefa°*ci fome misfortune to either the Prince or the people ; nay, they had 
lent out Orders for extiaorgjnaiy fails and publick prayers to be made all'over 
the Kingdom , if the Painters who were Cent for co have their aavife in this af¬ 
fair , had not all allured them, that there was nothing they Ihould be troubled 
at, fince there was nothing extraordinary, but that Time, having confum’d 
and eaten out the painr, had onlydifcover’d the firft colour of the wood, which 
was red. 

* Their Monks and Priefts have neverthelefs the art to make then™ Miracles, 
ortoobfervefuch things in them as oblige the people to extraordinary Devo¬ 
tions , which mud not |yant their offerings, that the Priefl may not want his 
advantage. The City of. Archangel furnilhes us with a good example to this 
purpofe» of two Prietls there, whp, having got together a vaft fum of money 
by their Impoll ures, mull needs fall out at the parting of ir, and upbraid one 


another of their cheats , fo loudly, that the

coming co hear of it, 
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they had thirty Ufhes a-piece, with the Executioner’s good will, after the man¬ 
ner we have before defenbed their whipping. Thefe Juglers put the people into 
continual frights , and befot them with!© llrange a veneration for their Images, 
that irt their greateii dangers, their redburfe is only to them. Jacob de la Gar- 
die , General of the Suedifh Army, having in the year 1 6 10. taken the City of 
Novogmi , fome part of it was feta-fire, and one of the Inhabitants feeing 
his Houfe a\l of aflame, prefenced thereto an Image of St , Nicholas , iotreat- 
in^ it to flay the prog refs of the furious Element, which was ready to mine 
him. But perceiving the fire went on Bill, he flung his Image into it, faying 
to it, that tirtce ic would not help him, let it help it felf, and quench the fire, 
if it would. It was then aifo obferv'd, chat the Stssdifl} Souldiers, not finding 
any thing in their Houfes, carried away the Images of the Mufcovltes, and by 
that means oblig’d them to follow them , and to redeem their Saints -at a very 

dear rate. ’ 

The fir A thing they teach their Children, is to make'their reverence* and in-; 
clinarions ro the Images. Ac Ladoga! lodg’d at a Woman’s Houfe, who would 
notoive his break-fall to a Child {"he had,who could hardly either flandorfpeaki 
till lie had firfi made nine inclinations before the Saint, and as often, as well a$ 
he could pronounce it, faid his Gofpodi. 

Nor is ir co he rhought, but that among fo great a number of innocent per- 
fons, there are fome fo well inrtruited > as to fee a glimpfe of truth through 
thefe chick Clouds of ignorance. There was at Rxftar, Narva a rich Merchant, 
who is Bill.living, one. that came often co vific the Ambaffadors, and dined 
with them. He dil cours’d very rationally , and would fa/, that he did not ap¬ 
prove the opinion , which the refi of the Afujcovites have of. theirSaints , nor 
the worfhip of their Images, and he did not expect his Salvation from Colours, 
which he rmtHit wipe out with his handkercher, arid from wood., which it was* 
in his power to call into the fire : Thathefound in the Holy Scripture, which 
he had attentively read over, much morelolid comforts, and fudrfoundartohS' 
for his happineffe , as could not be fhaken: That their Fading fignify#nothing, 
when , inffead of eating Fkfh, they glutted rhemfelves with rhe befl forts of 
FHK, and the moll delicious Hydromeland Aqtuvirar That bread and water' 
might fuffirerhofe who were deli rous.co fall, and that player was .the beft pare 
of th:t mortification.' The Ambafladors ask'd him., why, having all thefe 
good fentimenraf about him , he had not withallthe Charity toinfpire them 
into his Country-men ? He anfwered, that it was not hit calling,' and that, 
if he endeavour’d’ic; he flmuld not prevait, becaufehe was already look’d on 
as a Heretick among them : That he fuffer’d Images in his Houfe, .but, one- 

ly For the honour"of God, and to honour the memory of the Saints : Thac 

he had * picture of the King of Sue den 5 , and kept itfor the Heroick a£h- 
ons done bv.that Prince > lnd that be conceiv’d he might do the like wuh 
1 thofe 
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jc Ehoi'e of Jeftts thrift and th <z Saints , who had not only done great actions, bat 
I 6 3 O'* alfo Miracles. We found by the fequelof his difcoarfethat he knew all the 
leafons alleged by the Greeks at the Council of Conjfantlnople againlt thofe 
whom they called Icbnomachl , in the year 787. againft which Council C.harle- 
inciign called»in the year 797. that of Frtwkjord , in which the Doftrine of 
the Greeks concerning Images was condemn’d and anathematized. 

Not Iona fince, a Piotopopeof Cafansksy, whofe name was Jmn Neronon , 
began to iiJtkh againilthe honour done to Images, charging thofe with Ido¬ 
latry who ^whipped Colours and Wood. He faid, that if there were any ’fe¬ 
neration due to Images, that they were rather co admire, in man, that of God, 
and to honour rbe Painter, rather than the Image mafleby him. But the Pa¬ 
triarch foon took an order with this Prieft,degraded him, and ihut him up in the 
Monaftery called Came no A 4 omftlr t upon the River VFolga. 

When the wood of their Images comes to rot, they donotcaft it away, but 
throw it into the River, that the water may carry it away 5 or they bury it in 
feme Garden, or Church-yard. 

The Saints of Mufceiy, as Well as thofe of other places, have their Miracles. 
Tojfevin laics, they are all Fables, and that the (lories related of them are ri¬ 
diculous. They have one of a very late date, named Sndatmrets Philip Metre* 
polite , of the Houle of Colitz,iott, He lived in the reign of the Tyrant John Baft*- 
loults , and grew famous for the remonftrances he made to the Prince of his 
Wicked life. The Tyrant, troubled thereat, fern him into a Monafteay far from 
Mofcou , foas that he might be no longer importun’d with his reproaches: but 
the other made the Pen do what his tongue could not, and, from time to time, 
reprefented the Judgment of God ro the eies of the Great Duke, fo preflmgly, 
that the other not able any longer to endure his repreheitfions, Cent one of his 
Servants to llrangle him. The Executioner found him ready enough co dy, with 
this defire only, that, ioftead of ftrangling him with a Cord, he would run him 
with a Knife into the Heart • which he accordingly did. The Monks of the Mo- 
, oaftery pur him into the Catalogue of their Holy Martyts, and Cent his Body to 

be buried in the lftandof Solofka, in the white Sea, neer Archangel) where they 
fay he hath done many Miracles. The prefent Patriarch perfwaded the Grear 
• Duke, that, while he was Metropolitane of Roftou , and Jan flan , he had heard that 
many Tick perfons had been healed there, and that the Body of the Saint was as 
whole as the day be was kill’d, and prevail’d with him to have it tranfhted from 
Solofka to Mofcott. The Miracles which are known to have been really done at 
the transition thereof, are thefe : via., that Knez. Michael Levontgeveitt , who 
was employ’d to fee it done, going thither with a Diak,, and his two Sons, 
and having embark’d flimfelf with fome of his retinue in a great open Boat, he 
got fafely into the Ifland, but it could never be known what became of the 
three others, and all thofe that were with them. The other Miracle was, that 
the Great Duke,the Patriarch, and all the Court going a league out of Mofcott t 
to meet the Saint, the Metropolitane of Roftott and Jaroflan , named Warlam, 
being a corpulent fat Man, and about 70. years of age, wearied with fo fmall 
a Journey, fell down flock-dead , aflbon as he came to the fhrine. Which 
at jealt, is as certain as what the Mttfcovltes fay of the great number of the 
blind, dumb, deaf, lame, perfons troubled with agues, and paraliticks, 
whom that body hath healed, Gnce it was placed in the great Church of the 
Caftle. Atfirft, no week pafs’d, but it did five or fix Miracles: but now it 
doth not any at all, and they fay it is by reafon of the incredulity of the peo¬ 
ple , that tViat Verwe hach left the Saints Body; which they fay is Rill intire: 
but it is forbidden, upon pain of death, for any man to lift up the cloath which 
Covers it. 

In the Monaftery of Troltza , ia, leagues from Mofcott, they have another 
Saint named Sergiu*. He was a very tall mao, a thing the Mufcovites have a 
great veneration for, and had fometime been a Soldier; but the crimes and 
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diforders hi had committed in his youth i touch’d his confcience fo to the 
quick , that he forfook the World, and turn’d Hermite. He quitted that foli- 
tary kind of life , and got into the Mona tier y of Tiroitza, where he was foon 
chofen I gamine , or Abbot, and did there, with his Difcipie Nikon , lo m’any 
Miracles, that, dying in the year 1563. they were both canonized. They fay, 
their heads are there yet to be feen intire, and that when the Polanders befieg’d 
that Monaftery, the head of Sergius only, forc’d them back in the mid ft of their 
affaulc, and made them turn their arms again!! themfelves. Of iflfcich yet there 
is nothing to be found in the Hiftory of that time, which fpeaks but of one 
liege of Troitza , under John Sapsha, a Polijh Geoeial, who was indeed fot c’d to 
raifeic, not upon the vigorous* refinance of the Monks, or by the atftftance of 
Sergtm , but by the Snedijh Army, which came in to the relief of the Mh/co* ' 
vites. 

Since this Saint was buried there, that Monaftery hath been called Zcrgeofski' 
Troitza > though it be properly dedicated to the Trinity, It is fo rich, thac it- 
maintains above 30b, Monks, and its revenue increafes dayly, through the 
Great Duke’s liberality, and the alms of- thofe who go thitherto perform their' 
Vows, they had made in their travels or ficknefs, and fettle Annuities for Ser¬ 
vices to be faid after theit death. The Great Duke, who goes thither twice a 
year, lights off his Horfe when he is come within half a league of the Mona- 
'ftery, and fo walks it. Having ended his Devotions, he fpends fome dayes there 
in Hunting, during which the Abbot maintains him and his retinue^ both with 
Man’s meat and Horfe meat. 

Some years fince, the Mufcovltes found an Image of the Virgin Mary, at Ca- 
fiw, andfenc a copy of it toMofcm r where rbereis a Church built for the rece¬ 
ption of It in the Marker-place, near that ftreet where the Cutlers have their 
fhops. The Church is called Precifia Cafansk *, the holy mother of Cafan, and 
many Pilgrimages ate made to it; Theygoalfo in Pilgrimage to the Monaftery 
of Cbtftiwi a league and a half from Novogarod , to the Sepulchre of their Saint! 
F’f /r arlam ) vt\io was horn at Nevogorod t and buried at Chetuna , whence they call 
his Feftival, Prafnick. Wetrlam* Chn'nukoga. 

As to their Churches, wc faid, there were above two thoufand Churches and 
Chapels in the City and Suburbs of Mofcou. Thofe which are of Hone are round 
and vaulted, becaufe God’s Houfes ought to reprefent Heaven which is his 
Throne, They have neither Seats nor Denches, by reafon none (it down, but 
all fay their prayers either Handing or kneeling. The late Great Duke, who was 
much given to Devotion, lay all along upon the ground, when he faid his prayers. 
They have no Organs or or her mufical inftmmencs in their Churches, not uftng 
any, out of this°perfwafion , that things inanimate cannot glorify God,* Th 3 t 
they were allow’d in the Pedagogy of the Law, butthat, underthe new Tefta- 
ment, they were no more to be ufed than any other of the JewiftvCeremoDies. 
The Patriarch that now is hath ihewn his enmity to Mufick, yet greater, in pro- 
'hibiting thtufeof all thofe mufical inftruments» which the Mufcovitavtsze. 
wont to make ufe of at their merry meetings. Some four or five years fince, 
he caufed all private houfes to be fearch’d, for Inftruments, and having loaden 
five Wagons with them, he fent them over the River o i.Mofeou t whereqhey were 
all burnt. Only the Germans kept theirs, nor could the Patriarch , with ail his 
Authority, oblige the Bo jar, Boris Nikita Jftmetfits Romano n to put away his 
Muficians. There is no Stone-Church, but hath, in the midft of four Turrets, 
a Tower form’d at the top much like the Knobs we fee on Bsdfteads, having upon 
it a triple Crofs , by which they fay they reprefent our Saviour 3 a< Head of the 
Church, faying , char r he Crofs being rhe Badge of Chriftunity, it is neceflary 
the Cfiprch of Ch.rift fhbuld be khpyvn by it. They hold , they are propnaned 
by Strangers, that is to fay, fuch as are not of their Communion; upon which 
account it was, that when, at the beginning of out Travels, we encredinto them, 
they came and thruft-us our, and many times they (wept after us, If it chance a 
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, Dog gets in, they think it not enough to fweep the Church, but they alto In- 

t> *°* cepte it, and purify it with holy Water. They have alfo very much refpeft for 
their Church-yards, and fuffer not that any fhould make their water in 
diem. 

Their Bells are not in fteeples,but in a certain Engine, or Machine, neer the 
Church,, in the Church-yard, and are for the moft part fofmall, that few of .them 
are 150. or 200. pound weight. They toll them acthe beginning of Service, 
and ac die Bavarian of the Chalice, for the Bread being put id immediately 
after Confecration, they make but one Elevation. The Rope is not fatten’d to 
the Bell, but to the Clapper, fo that one man may toll three or four Bells ac the 
fame time, if the Ropes be fatten'd to both his Elbows and both his hands , 
which, making a certain chiming,the Muscovites are much taken with. But this 
kind of chiming of the almoft infinite number of Bells, which they many times 
toll at the fame time in all their Churches, makes a very Grange noife, to their 
eares, who are not accuftomed thereto. 

They think this chiming fo neceffary, that, without it, the divine Service 
would be defeddve. Upon which perfwafion it was < that a certain Prifiaf, who 
conduced the Suedlps Ambaffadors, hearing that they were defirous to do their 
Devotions, it being Micbaelmas-<hy , told them, that he could not imagine 
what fhifc they would make to do if, fince he had not, by rcafonof the great- 
nefleof the Journey, brought any Bells along with him. 

There is no Churchbut hath an Image over the door; and ac every corner of 
a Street, and upon all the Gates of the City, there are Images, before which 
the Muscovites make a halt to fay their Gofpods. They alfo addrefs the Gofpodi to 
the Crofses which are upon the Churches, fothat they go through no Street, 
but they make a flhorc ftay, to do their Devotions. 

Their Hierar-l The Ecclefiaftical Government eon fids of a Patriarch, feveral Metropolitans, 

thy. Arch-Bifhops, Biihops, Arch-Deacons,Protopopes,and Priefts. The Patriarch, 

among them, hath the fame authority as the Pope has in the Latine Church. The 
Patriarch of Conftaxti/tople had heretofore the nomination of him. In time, he 
came to have only the confirmation of him; but now of Iate,he hath loft both. 
Filaretes Nikitits, the lareGreat Duke’s Father, was rhelaft that defired confir¬ 
mation from the Patriarch of Coxftantlnople. At prefent,the Patriarch of Mnfcovy 
is ehofen by the other Prelats, who meet in the great Church withinthe Caftle, 
called SaIov 3 and name two or three Prelats, of the moft eminent for Learn¬ 
ing and good Life, and prefent them to the Great Duke, who, after fome con¬ 
ference with the Prelats, proceeds jointly with them, to the eleftion ; unlefs 
thofe that ate named be all of fuch eminency , that they areata lofs which to 
make choice of, and fo forc’d to it by lot: which conrfe they took at theele- 
&ion of this laft Patriarch. He was a Prelate of the Second Order, and had 
been mamed » with two other Metropolitans, upon the reputation of his good 
life. The lot falling upon him, all thofe of the Firft Order were difeontented 
thereat, fo that they put it to the Lot a fecond time, in which alfo it fell again 
to him : but the ambition of the other Competitors appearing ftill in their 
countenances, the Great Duke was pleas’d to comply witti them, and to put 
it to the Lot a third time, which fell in like manner to the famePerfon, upon 
which all acquiefe’d. His name is Nicw , and he had been before Metropolitan 
of Rofton and JaroJlott ,, and is now about 45. years of age. He lives within the 
Palace, where he hath built him a Houfe of (lone. He keepsagood Table, 
and is a Perfon of fo pleafant a difpofition , that he difeovers it in thofe a&ions 
that require the greareft gravity. For, a handfome Gentlewoman being pre¬ 
sented to him, for his Benediction, after fhe had been re-baptized, with fe¬ 
veral others of her Friends, he told her, that he was in fome doubt, whether 
he (liquid begin with the kifs, which is given to Prof tines after their Baptifm, 
or with the Benediftion. 

The Patriarch’s authority is fo great,that he in manner divides the Sovereignty 

with 
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with the Great Duke. He is the Supreme Judge of all Eccldiaftical Caufes, 
and absolutely dlfpofes of what ever concerns Religion, with fuch power, 
that, in things relating ro the Political Government, he reforms what he con¬ 
ceives prejudicial to Chriftian fimplicity and good manners, without giving 
the Great,Duke any accompt of it, who, without any conteftarion, com¬ 
mands the orders made by the Patriarch to be executed. He hath under him, 
four Metropolitans, feven Archbifliops, and oneBifhop. The Metropolitans 
are thofe of, *

There is but one Bifliop in all Mufcovp, to wit, that of Colmenskol , and 
Caftiesko!, who lives at Columna. The Patriarch hath about him an Arch-Dea¬ 
con , who is as it were his Vicar-General ; and in the Caftleof Sabor t he hath 
a Proto-Deacon. The other Ecclefiaftical Orders are diftinguifh’d into Prm- 
popes. Popes ( or Prtefts ) and Deacons . Thofe who make clean the Churches, 
and toll the Bells, are called Pamamari, Inrheir Monafteries they have Ar- 
chlmandrites 7 Kilari's , and Igumem’s , who are their Abbots , Priors , and Guar¬ 
dians. 

The Patriarch , Metropolitans, Archbifliops and Bifhops are nor to mary, fbut Trelats] 
but make a Vow of Chafticy , for the rime they fhall continue in that Dignity, mxtr ^ i 
which, it feems, gives them not an indelible Characteras it does elfwhere, 
to thofe that are advanced co-it. They are forbidden to wear Rings on their 
fingers. They were no Drawers, nor Shirts of Linnen-doath, but of Flannen, 
and do not ly upon Beds- 

Thofe that enter into any Rel’gious Order eat no Flefh, nor frefh- Fifli, and HowthtMon\i 
drink neither Wine, Aquavits, nor Hydromel ; but are oblig’d to concent 
themfelves with their Quas, though when they are out of their Monafteries, 
they difpfince with the rigour of rhat Law, and eat of any thing that is given 
them , making ufeof their time fo well chat many times they are glad to be 
carried home. _ *' J 

The ordinary Habit of the Patriarch , as alfo of the Metropolitans, Arch- Ybe^abitsof 
bifhops, See. and even of their Monks, is a kind of blackCaflock, oyerwhich \ 0 fthe Eecleft#- 
they have an upper-Garment of the fame colour, not much different from 
thofe of the other Mufcovhes. Their Hoods, or covering of the Head, is ac 
lead an ell and a half diameter, having in the midft a round piece , as big as a. 

Trencher, which hangs on the hinder part of the head. When they walk into 

the City, they have in their hands a ftaff forked at the end after, the form of a 3 

Right angle, which ferves them for a Crofter, and they call it Poftdks 

What a vail number of Prtefts and Ecclefiafticks there mull be about Mofton i 
maybe judg’d by that of the Churches, of which not any , that ever fo little* 
exceed their ordinary Chapels, but have rmeeor four, or more. Priefts be¬ 
longing to them. Thdfe who are defirnus to embrace that kind of life, ad- 
drefs themfelves to the Patriarch, oc firft Metropolitane they can cpme to, who y 

examins them, and if he finds they can make a fliift to retd and write, and ling 
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_ s ^ in the Church, he gives them Ordeis,and an Artedation of their being re- 
^ _ ceived into the Prieiihood. At their Confecration, they are habited after the 

manner before mentioned, and have the hair cut off on theCrown of their 
heads, on which is put a little Cap like a Callotte, which is theonely Chara¬ 
cter of their Priedhood, For they never take it off, but when they cut their 
hair, and he, who fighting with aPried,fhould make his Callot fall to the ground, 
yvould be feverely pumfh’d,and oblig’d to pay him the Biceftie ,or a certain 
ttmlSt impend upon him : whereas otherwife a man may bang or Cudgel 
one of that profeffion with the fame impunity as he may another, but to 
do it without any danger, he is onely to take oft his Callot , before he falls 
to work with him, and when he hath fufficiently paid him, to be fo refpeftfull to 
him as to put it on again, 

TbePrieflsate The Pmepopes and Ample Priefts are obliged to marry once, but cannot the 
obliged tomiti* fecond or third time, unleffethey quit the Prieiihood. They allege to this 
purpofe the Text of S'. JW, 1 Tim.3. where the Apollle fayes, that a BiChop 
fhould be the htubsid of one wife. Which place they understand not of Bi~ 
/hops, though the Text exprefly mentions them, nor yet in the lead imagine 
that the Apollle fpeaks of one wife in opposition to Polygamy ;but infer thence, 
that there is a neceflity that the Pried fhould marry, that fo he may be the huf- 
band of one wife. This point of the marriage of Priells makes one of the 
principal differences between the Mufcovites , with all the Greek Church , and 
the Romtwe , which allows not the marriage of Priells. For confirmation 
of their opinion, they allege, as what makes moll for them, the fourth Canon 
of the Councel, which was held at Gangres, in Paph/ago»ia, not long after that 
of JV)Vf, which Anathematizes thofe who make any difficulty to receive the 
Communion from the hands of a married Priell; But the Mttfcovtan Priefts 
hold this belides, that they are. oblig’d to be in the Rate of marriage , before 
they take Orders, and that they are to marry a Maid, and notaWiddow , or a 
\Votnan of a fcandalous life : in which punctilio they are fo ckcumfpeft, than 
if a Pried,upon fearch made the firit night of his marriage, find that his Wife bach 
been defiled before hand, he mult either be divorc’d from her or from the Pried- 
Hpod, The Prieft who hath given his Wife her benevolence in the night is 
dot to approach the Altar the next day: and as foon as a Pried is a Widdower, 

■ Ife is not to Admiailler theSacramentsany longer. He may be prefent at the 

Offices of F after mi and Veu,erm> but is not admitted to that of Ol>edm> at which 
• the Communion is receiv’d,and cannot give his Benediftion to marriages. Thofe 
who are not wiling to live in that condition, and are weary of a Angle life, 
take up Come other profeffion, turn Merchants or Tradeftnen, and marry a— 
gain : and to do that, they are onely to put off their Sacerdocal habit, and 
their Callot , If they are too old to marry, they retire to a Monallery, and there 
end their lives. 

Their Mmjtc- They have a great number of Monafteries , both for Men and Women, as 
vies . wall in Cities, as up and down the Coumrey, and they all in manner follow 

the Rule of Great S c . Baftl. Indigence, Age, Infirmities, Bomeftick difeon- 
tents,'and violence fill their Convents, rather than Devotion, When any 
embrace that kind of life of their own accord, if they are of ability, they are 
permitted to carry fome of their Eftatcs along with them into the Monaftery, 
but are obliged to leave the remainder to their Heirs. Heretofore the more fu* 
perflitious fort made overall they had,and the extravagance had fo far prevail’d 
on many , that in time, the Monks would have been Maders of the bed part o£ 
Afitfcovy, if a courfehadnot been taken to prevent it. They have fee hours 
forrheir fervice,and they fay rftod of their prayers by Beads. Their Aufterity 
of life is very greauinasmuch a#hey live onely on Salt-fifh, Honey > Milk, 
Cheefe, Herbs, andPalfe,efpecialIy Co wcumbers, frefh and pickled, which they 
mince very fmall, and eat with a fpoon in fome of their Ottos. They have this 
common with ail the Other Mufcovites> that they can hardly write and read. 
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Noe one in ten can fay the Lord’s Prayer, much fewer that are acquainted j 5 2 5 

with the Creed and the ten Commandments. Thefe Monks live nor fo retired_ ' _‘ 

a life, but that they are feen in great numbers, both in Cities, and all over the 
Councrey, where their employment is the fame with that of the Peafants, from 
whom they are ditUnguifh’d onely by their habit. It is aifo t*ue, there are abun¬ 
dance of Anchorets, who build Chapels upon the High-wayes, and live in Woods 
like Hermteiy fubfilling onely by the Alms given them by Travellers. 

They fait Wednefdayes and Frydayes, and abftain fo It rift l y from all kind of Their fafts, 
flelh, nay, eveD from Fggs and Milk, that within thefe few years,fome of the 
more devout will not ufe any Sugar, becaufe.they know chat there are whites 
of Eggs ufedin the clarifying of it. 

Their year toaS&sof more fairing dayes than fiefti dayes. For, befides the 
two dayes of every week, and the Eves of great Feftivals, they fait in Lent fe- 
ven weeks together, though in thefirtt they eat Butter, Milk, and Eggs, and 
this week is their Carnaval ,during which they commit incredible excefles in 
drinking,and withallfuchinfolences, as the Patriarch harh not yet found any 
way to remedy. 1 he next week, they eat onely Honey, Herbs, and Pulfe 4 and 
drink onely Quae and Water; they bach, and deanfe themfelves from the im¬ 
purities they had contracted in their excelUve debauches, All the reft of the 
Lent they live very temperately, and the molt devout eat no filh bnt on Sun- 
dayes. Their feeond Lent begins eight dayes after nhitf*mUe , and lafts till 
S 1 . Peter % tide. The third is from the fir It of Augttft, to the r6 th . and the 
fourth, from the 12 th . of November ro Cfa-ifimaffe. ’Tis true, there are fome 
abate of this great Aufterity; but I never knew any Mufcovhe, who did not 
ftriftly obferve abftinence during the Lent. But ssrhey will not by any means 
be difpens’d with as to that time, no not in their great eft fie knefle ; fo can 
they nor, onchefither fide, be perftvaded to eat filhonSundayes and Holy- 
dayes out of Le/ity as believing that it is of Apoftolical inftitution that they 
ftiould eat flefb on Sundiyes, and that they are bound to obferve the Rule 
which goes under the name of S’.Cfcwwf, in the Tomes of the Councils 
primed at Pettier, which fayes,that an Ecdefiailick, who falls on Saturday'or 
Sunday, is to be degraded, and if a lay perron commit the fame fault, he is to 
be excommunicated. The fame Rule which enjoy ns them to abftain from flefh 
in Lenty forbids them alfo nlfedling with their Wives during that time, upon fpe- 
cial penalties. 

Thofewho are come to years of diferetion are obliged to goto Co n feJfio»y ne ; r coMs, 
before they Communicate. There are very few but receive the Communion at 
Eafter,and they prepare themfelves for it by extraordinary mortifications, for 
eightdayes together, duringwhich they eat nothing but a hard kind of bread, 
and drink onely Water and Qt?M, which is fofowr,that it caufes gripings in 
the belly, and brings them in a manner to deaths door. They ifuke their Con- 
felfion handing, in the midft of the Church, and before an Image,on which they 
have their eyes faftned, as long as the Confellion lafts, making a very particular 
recital of all their fins, and at every fin exprefting their remorfe,and promifing 
amendment. ThePricft, with rhe abfolucion, gives them a certain penance to t 
do, which confifts for themoft part in pronouncing feveral times th: Gefpody 
PomUfti, or in making a certain number of Reverences before the Saints, attain¬ 
ing from Women for a certain time,(landing at the Church door: or, if the fins 
be very hainous.be enjoynsthem to make ufe of a Holy-water, which they 
Confecrate upon TV?//-day, and is kept by the Priefts altthe year tong for that 
purpofe, and not to be had of them for nothing. They make acCompt that that 
water hath the vertue to deanfe them of iheifliw, and toreftorechem into the 
fiate of Grace • _ ( * _ 

They receive the Cornrnunion 3 ordinarily j at jeaft they mnu * 

think it muft be done upon a fafting.day, and this they fo ftriftly °hferye, that 
if one ft)onld Communicate on the Sunday, yet is he not to eat any flefti that 
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t * y * da y* 3 'hey Communicate in boiti kinds, and mix water with the Wine. The 

° / p * bread they pur into the Wins, taking out a morfel, together with fome of the 
Wine, with a fpoon. The bread is leavened, and muft have been made up and 
baked by a Prieit’s Widdow: which they think to be fo EfTential to 1 the Sacra¬ 
ment, that one ofahe principal caufes of the Schifm between the Gwi^and La- 
tine Church, is, that tba latter makes ufe of unleavened bread contrary to the 
expreffe mftitution of our Saviour, who, to abolifh the Ceremony of the Jervs ) 
who made ufe of unleavened bread, was pleafed to rake ordinary bread. This 
Communion bread is about twice as big, and fome what thicker, than a Crown 
piece, and hath in the middle the figure of the Crucifix. After the Pried: hath 
Confecraced it, h: rakes off that figure with an inrtrumenr made much after 
the falhion of a Launcet,and puts it up inroa wooden box, which hangs above 
the Altar, that the Rats and Mice may not come at ir. When the Communion 
is-ES be Adminiiired to a fide perfon, they take a little out of thefaid box, 
upon which they powr three-drops ofClarer-wine, Sc putir into the Chalice, 
mingling fomecimes a little water,and fo they give it the fick perfon with a 
fpoon. But if, through weaknefTe or otherwife, he be pot able to get down the 
bread, they give him onelya little Wine confecrated, In the ordinary Admi- 
niftration of the Communion, they make ufe of a fort of Confecrated bread, of 
the fame form as the other, but not bigger than a half Crown, from which they 
alfo take away the Crucifix, and break it into as many pieces as there are Com¬ 
municants, call them into Claret-wine, and put thereto a little warm Water, 
becaufe, no doubt but the blood and water, which came our of our Saviour’s 
fide, were fo. They hold Tranfubibantiation, and, at the adminiftring of the Sa¬ 
crament, the Prieft fayes rhefe words : This is the true lady and the true blond of 
our Lord Jefus Chr 'tfi , which hath been given for thee , and for many more , for the Re- 
mfiion of thy fins, which thou (halt tafe In remembrance of him. God bleffe thee. The 
more devout fort fleep after they have receiv’d the Communion, that fo they 
may not fin that day. What remains of the bread after Confeerarion ferves for 
holy-bread. They call it Kmja, and the Sunday following, the Prteft gives a 
morfel of it to each of ihofe who had Communicated the week before. There 
is no Child fo young but they give him the Communion; but it is onely when 
he is fick, and then but in ope kind) till he be feven years of age, and then he 
is Communicated as the reft • for which they give \h\s reafon, that about that 
age one begins to fin mortally. Nodoubt,they have derived thiscuftom from 
what was done in the third 2ge, wherein S'. Cyprian fayes, chat they Communi¬ 
cated Children immediately after baprifm, which cuftom was continued till 
S'.AuguJiine's time. But inProeeffe of time the cuftom was changed, finre 
thar, as Nicephoros , the fon of Galijhts , who liv’d in the 14 th . age, affirms, that in 
his time) rhey gave thofe Children, who were learning the firli Rudiments of 
the Sciences, but onely the Confecrated bread which was remaining after the 
Communion. In Mufcov v, they alfo give the Communion to diftrattedper- 
fons; but they onely touch their lips with the bread after it hath lain a while in 
the Wine. 

* ThePrieft whohathkifs’da dead body, ot been at the intermeut of any, can 

neither coofecrate nor adminifter the Sacrament that day, for they hold him to 
be defiled. Nor is it lawfull forhitn to Comm’unicate a'Woman in Child-bed, 
in the fame room where fhe was delivered : but flic is obliged to get her felf 
carried into fome other place, and to be wafhed. Heretofore, they were wont 
to fend the Confecrated bread into the Countrey, tothofeplaces which were 
defticute of a Prieft ; nay, they gave of it to fuch as intended to rravel, or 
were going to the Wars, who made their Confetfions before their departure, 
and were to Communicate when they had any convenience todo it, or were in 
any danger of death, fo to make it, as it were, their laft Viaticum, Their cu¬ 
ftom of receiving the Confecrated Wine in the Church , and carrying away 
the bread, to be taken at home; ai alfo that praftifed by Anchoretes t who carried 

away 
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away both to the plates of their retirement, is fo ancient, that S .CyprUt» nay, 
even TertalHem fpeaks of ic, as a thing very ordinarily done in their times: but 
this kind of Communicating is now absolutely abolifh’d in Mufcovy, as well 
as other places. Thofe who have taken their Oaths in any Lawbufinefife, or 
have committed murther,or any other hay nous fin, are not to receive the Com¬ 
munion,but at the point of death. All that arefick to that extremity are 
Communicated , and at the fame time receive extreme Uo&ion , but that 
once done, they foffer them not ro rake any thing elfe, not ought of nourish¬ 
ment, unleffe they apparently perceive that the Tick party begins to recover 
llrength, and gives them a great a durance of the retrival of his former health. 
Before the receiving of the Communion,they give thofe that are fick, feme fair 
water, or Aquavits, wherein fome Re lie Its had been put. There are thofe, who, 
in that condition, caufe themfelves to be (haven, put on Monks habit, and be¬ 
come really fuch j for, chat once done, they are not fuffer’d to take any thing for 
the (pace of eight dayes; it being their perfwafion, that thofe who take that 
habit, which they call Seraphic^ are not to be uumbred among men, but are 
become Angels. ' And if»after thofe eight dayes abftinency, they recover their 
former health, they are oblig’d to perform their vow, and to go intoaMonafte- 
ry, becaufe the Rafour hath pafs’dupon their heads. 

Their incertements are accompany’dby abundance of Ceremonies,as indeed 
are all their publick actions. As foon as the fick perfon is departed, they fend 
for all his Kinred and Friends, who being come into the houfe (land about the 
body, excite one another to bemoan him, as it were to heighten the Lamenta¬ 
tions of rhe Women, and ask the deceafed, why he would dy ? Whether his af¬ 
fairs were in a good condition ? Whether he wanted meat and drink? Whether 
his Wife were not handfom and young enough? Whether (be had been un- 
conftane to him? &c. Then they fenaaprefent of Beer, Aquavits and Hy- 
dromel to the Pried , that he may pray for the Soul of the deceafed party. 
The body is well wilhed, and after they have put a clean fhirt,or a fhrowd 
about him, they put on hts feet a pair of new fhooes,of a very thin Ruflia 
leather, and fo lay him into the Coffin with his Arms erode the bread. Their 
Coffins are made of the Trunk of a Tree, and are to be fold every where. Iris 
cover’d with a Cloach, or haply with fome Coat of the deceafed, and carried to 
Church. If it be a rich mad, and that thefeafonof the year permit ic, he is 
not buried fo foon > but kept above ground eight or ten dayes, during which, 
the Prieft comes to incenfe the Corps, and caft holy water on it every 
day. 

The Funeral folemnicyis after this manner. Fir ft there goes a Prieft, car¬ 
rying the Image of the Saint which had been affigned the deceas’d at his bap- 
tifm for his Patron. Next go four Virgins, of the next of Kin to the deceafed* 
who are to go as Mourners, and who fill the air with tbsirtarrid cries and la¬ 
ment ations, keeping fuch exadt time, that they both give over, and then 
begin all together. Then follows the body, carried by fix men upon their (boul¬ 
ders,* and if it be a Monk or Nun, fome of their own Profeffion do them that 
Office. The Priefts go all about the body, and incenfe it all the way, to keep 
off evil fpirits, andwichall fing certain Pi'alms. The Kinred and Friends fol¬ 
low the body, but without any order , having every one a Wax-Candle in 
his hand. 

Being come to the Grave, the Coffin is uncover’d, and the Image of the de- 
ceafed party’s Saint is held over him, while the Piieft fayes certain prayers, in 
which there come often thefe words, Lord Uol^ upon this Soul in nghteoufneffe , 
as alfo fome paftages of their Liturgy, during which the Widdow continues 
her la mentations, and makes the fame queftions (he had done before. Then 
the Kinred and Friends rake leave of the deteafed, killing either him or the 
Coffin ;and at laft rhe Prieft comes up to him, and puts between his fingers 
a piece of paper, which is a kind of Teftimonial of his behaviour id this world, 

figned 
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* * l'lgncd by the Patriarch, or the Metropolitane of the place, and rhe Coofefi'or, 

1 o \ who fell thofe papers dear or cheap, according ro their abilities who buy them. 

This Tdtimonial, wbi.h.is a kind of PaiTe for his admittance into the ocher 
WorU, runs thus, “ VVe, whofe names are hereunto fubfcribed , the Pa- 
** triarch, or*Metropolitane, and Prieit of the Citie of N- do make known and 
“ Certifie, by thefe prefents,that the Bearer of thefe our Letters hath alwayes 
“lived among us like a good Cbriftian , profeflingthe Greeks Religion; and 

though he hath committed fome fins, yet that he hath confelfed the fame, 
<e and that thereupon he hath received abfolution, and taken the Communion, 
“fortheRemiffionofhis fins:That he hath honoured God and his Saints; 
“That-he hath faid his prayers, and that he hath faded on the hours and 
“dayes appointed by the Church , and that he hath carried himfelf fo well 
“ towards me who am his ConfelTor, that I have no reafon to complain of him, 
t( nor to deny him the Absolution of his fins. In witnelfe whereof, we have 
“given him theprefent Teftimonial, to the end that upon fight thereof, S \Pc- 
“ ter may open unto him theGate of eternal bliffe. As foon as he hath this 
■Pafle-pott given him, the Coffin is flitft up, and put into the Grave, with the 
face of the deceafed turn'd towards the Eait. Thofe who accompany’d him 
thither do their Devotions to the Images, and return to the houfe of the de¬ 
ceafed, where they find Dinner ready, and where, many times, they drown their 
sfip&ion, with all other femiments of mortality, in Hydromel and Aquavitce. 
Their mourning lafts 40. dayes, during which they make three Feafts for the 
Kinred and Friends of the deceafed ,to wir, the 3 d . the p' 1 ’- and the ao lh . day, 
after the burial. Wherein they imitate the modern Greek *, chough thefe, inftead 
of the 2o'\ rake the AO n \ day; upon rftts ground , that about chat time, the 
heart corrupts, as the body begins to pwrifie, towards the nineth, and the face 
is disfigured, the third. ^ 

Some build Huts over their Graves, which they-coyer with Mat, for the con- 
venienre of the Prieft, who, morning and evening, for the fpace of fix weeks 
together, is to make prayers there for the deceafed. For though the Mufcovites 
do not believe there is my Purgatory, yet they fay there are two feveral pla¬ 
ces, to which the Souls retire, after their departure out of the body , where 
they expedt the day of judgement fome in a pleafanc and delighcfull place, ha¬ 
ving the con vet [ation of Angels; others, in a lad and dark Valley, having the 
fociety of Devils; That the Souls being yet in their way, may be diverted out 
of the evil way,by the prayers ofPriefts and Monks, nay, that thefe have fo 
great an Intereit with God, as to obtain a certain eafe and alleviation of cheit 
mifery, for thofe Souls which are with the Devils, and to appeafe him againft 
the.day of Judgement. Such as are of ability) give Alms dayly during the 
fix weeks ; which may indeed be ordinary among the Mttfeovites , who make no 
difficulty to inrich themfclvcs any way, and believe that fin is to be expiated by 
Alms.. Whence it comes, that no Mufcovite almoftjbutjashegoes to Church, 
or about his occaiions, buyes bread, which he afterwards dirtributes among the 
poor, who, though very numerous, yet getfo much, that being not abk to 
confume all themfelves, they dry up the reft in an Oven, and make it a kind 
of Biskec , which they call Suehm, and fell it its the Market to Travel¬ 
lers. 

The Aitifcovites tolerate all forts of Religions, and fuffer all Nations to live 
among them , as Calvinifisj Lutherans , Armenians, Tartars , 7 'tfrkj, and Pcrjians , 
excepting none, but Jews and Psas/wCarholicks. There is a great number of 
Protefloats all over A'lufcovy, and in the Citie of ATofcou it felf, there are abovea 
thnufand, who have the free exercife _ of their Religion. Thofe of the Reform’d, 
Religion and the Lutherans, hid their Churches heretofore in the quarter of 
Czatargorod ; but it is about twenty years fince that the Lutherans loft theirs, by 
the imprudence of their Wives: becaufe thofe of Merchants would not give 
place to the Officers wives, who indeed for the molt parr were but fervant-maids 
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ditfisMup a little nner ih,mihey fua gone before: The conteflation grew fo 
hgh, cha: they came from worlds to blows, in the very Church, with fo much 
Randal* that the Patriarch, then accidentally palling by # , having underflood the 
occaiion of their falling out, conmanded the Church to be demolifh’d, which 
was immediately .done. Cut they were permitted to build another in the quar¬ 
ter of Botfoiverad. They cook away their Church from chafe of the Reformed 
Religion, becaul'e, not> content with the wooden Chapel which had been gi- 
-ven them within the White-wall, they would needs build there an Edificeof 
Hone, whi. h was in a manner Hnifh’d, when the Patriarch, who had not given 
his confent for the doing of ir, caufed both to be pull’d down. Now, Fo- 
reinershave neither Church nor Houfes wit'hin the Citie. For the Germans 
finding [hemfelvescxpofed to thederifionof the Muscovites, after the Pat natch 
had ordered them to go in a habit diflin£tfrom chat of che Inhabitants of the 
Countrey, to free themfelves out of rhar perfecut ion. Petition'd the Cz,aar to 
proteiSt them 3gainff the outrages and affronts they dayly received. On the 
ocher fide, the Priells complained, that ftrangers built on their foundations, and 
leflened the revenue of the livings ; fo that the Great Duke,to pleafe both fides, 
aligned them, without the Citie, near the Gate called Pokrofkt,* place big e- 
nough to contain all the Houfes of Foreiners ,who immediately demolifh’d 
chofe they had in the Citie , and in a fhort time made up that part of the Sub¬ 
urbs, which is called NovalnafemskaSloboda, where the Lutherans have two 
Churches, and thofe of the Reformation two more, one for the Dutch, and the 
other for the Englifh ; and where they have this further fatisfaftion, that they 
converfe but lirtle with the Mufcovttes, and are out of all danger of chofe 
frequent fires, which commonly begin in rhe houfes of chofe barbarous Chri* 
fiians. 

The Lutherans, and thofe of the Reformed Religion live very quietly toge¬ 
ther, and the Muscovites Trade indifferently with either : but they have fo great 
an avetfvon for the Roman Catholicks, that they would never grant them a To¬ 
leration of their Religion in Mufcovy, In the year 1627. the late King of France 
propofed, by Louis des Hayes, a Treaty for the regulation of Commerce With 
the French , and at the fame time fora Church,where they might haveMaffe faid, 
but it was deny’d. And in the firft War of Smotensko , they would not entertain 
Cathollck Soldiers* Nay, in the Treaty they made with us, for our pajfage into 
Perjta, it is an expreffe Article , that we fhould not take any Roman 6atholicks 
into our retinae. So that it is much to be admired, that they fhould call to the 
Crown ttlafi(lasts. Prince of Poland and Sueden j though that Eleaion came to 
nothing,for reafons,into which it is befide the fubjeft of our Relation to en¬ 
quire, as it is alfo into thofe which may be given of the Animofity of th zAfuf* 
lovites againft the Roman Cathollckj, whereofthe grounds are to be fearched for 
in Ecclejiajlical Hlfiory, which hath nothing commqp with the Relation of out 
Travels, the profecution whereof is the bufmefle of the following book. 
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E^ving Mofcpu, we. went, by, Land) as far as the Monaftery of 
Sinuixa, ■ yvfrere-we embark'd:, after we had taken leave of our 
Triends who had accompany’d us thirhet, under the conduit 
of a Priftaf , named Rodhvon Matfeowits , who had order to 
provide for the Ambafladors as far as Aftrachan. We had hardly 
quirted the Ohore, ere the Governor of the PAnce, Boris Jm- 
xouits Morofost came in fight with his Trumpets , andintrea- 
ted ustocomeafhore, and favour him fo far as to fup with him that night. 
Eut t^AtqbifTadors, earneft to b? on their Voyage , excufed themfelves, and 
fent mm, by way of Prefent, a fdver Bowl. He receiv’d it in a little Boat 
which came along by the fide of ours, and exprefs’d how kindly hetookit , 
by the flsturifhesof hisTrumpers. Eurat laft, not able to contain any longer, 
he cameintoour Boat, where he (laid all night drinking with the Gentlemen, 
at his parting from whom the next morning, he could hardly forbear tears. 

Our Mttfcovian Mariners, whom the Aquavi ae they had taken had fhade more 
lively and lufty than ordinary, took fuchpains in the mean time, being alwaies 
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eighta-rowbg, that the next mp thingat bun-riling, we were got asfarasa ^ * 

pleafant Country houfe, called Dmrimkw , fe.ued on the left fide of the Ki- * ® 3 
ver, 80. wtrfies , which make id- German leagues, from Simona. Ac nwln , 
vve goc.40. werftcs , or 8. German leagues, from pnorm'xw 9 to a Village called 
Marefchuckji fo that hi 24. ^jours, we made fo many Goman leagues. 3 
The next dayJW. a. about noon, neer the Village and Monaftery of Porfem, 
wa met with federal great Boars, loaden with Hony, Saif,and.Sair-hlh,coming, 
mo If of them , from Afrachan^ bound for Mofcott. 

At night, we were come before the City of Columna. It lies on the right fide Goluama. 
of the River Mo ska, 180. iverfies , or 3 6. German leagues from Adofam, though 
by Landchereis but. 18. which may be traveled in a fhorttime, efpeciallyin 
the Winter, upon the fnow. The City is of a considerable bignsfs, and looks 
very delightfully on the cuc-fide, by reafon of Us Towers and Hone-walls 
which are not ordinary \n Mufcovy.t Nay iris indeed of rhataccompt, that 
the Great Duke hath Bis Weywode there, which is not feen but in the chief 
Cities of Provinces^ We lent him our Paffe-porr, by th zPriJfaf, and imme¬ 
diately the wooden Bridge was fill of people j and whereas the covering of 
our Boat was too high to pafs under the Bridge, they in a trice took off one of 
the Arches , to make us way. We faidinthe foie-going Book, thacthereis 
but one Bifhopin all Mttfcovy, and that his Refidence is in this City of Co~ 
lumm. 

Three werfles above the City , neer the Convent of Kolntin Serge Monaflir t 
founded by one Sergius, a Saint among them, whom we have fpoken of elfe- 
vvhere, and who is buried at the Mohaftery of Troitz,*., the Mofca falls into 
the River Occa , which is incomparably much more deiighrful, and broader 
than die other. It comes from-wards rhe South, and hath on both fides it a ■ 
noble Country, well peopled, and very fruitful. Both fhorcs are well fur- 
nifii’d with Oikswhich is a kind of rarity in thofe parts. Being got alliore, 
we had a Sermon under a great Tree, which fufEcienrly fihaded the whole Af- 
fembly. 

Prefently after Dinner we embark’d , and left, about half a league on the 
left hand , a great lfland in the rnidft of the River. Afterwards, we pafs’d by 
feveral Villages , namely rhofe of See!fa and Morofo , which are bigger than any 
of the reft, and both upon the River fide,on die right hand. 

The 4. about noon , we got to the City of Perefla faated upon the River- Perefla, 
fide, upon the right hand, 2 2. leagues and a half from Colapena, at 54,degcees, 

41. minutes, elevation. This hath alfo its particular Weywode. 

The 5. we left on outright hand the Town of Rhe fan. It was heretofore a Rhefan. 
gallant City, and had given its name to th^whole Province, but rhe friver 
Tartars dellroyd it . with the whole Dutchy, in the year igdS. Thereat 
Duke, conlidering the ferrilicy of the Country, which reaches f{om the River 
Occa , as far as the Trench made agavnli tfye irruption of the Tartars , got to¬ 
gether , fuch of the Inhabitants as the invafion of the Barbarians haddifpers’d, 
and having caufed Materials to be brought to a place eighr league?from ir, he 
orderedthe building of a City there, which, to this day, is called Perefla Re- 
fanskf , becaiifethere went thither many of the Inhabitants of Perefla, which 
Hands ac an equal diftancefrom ^/c/f<?«North-\vards, with this South-wards. 

The Town of Rhsfm ft ill keeps the honur of having rhe ReHdence of the 
Archbifiiop: but we are to corre£t their errour, who affirm , chatrbe'Prq- 
vince of Rhefan lies Weft- ward from Mofcw, fincethey themfelves confeffeic 
is between the Rivers of Don and Occa, which are not towards the Weft from 
Mefwa, but regards rhe Eaft: fo that Rhefan mull be placed in the Map, Souch- 
wardfrom the City of Mofcon, . * 

Thefameday, we psfs’d in fighr of feveral Monafleries and Villages; as 
that of Seisy y neer Rhefan , on the !efr hand ; and 7. wsrfles thence, Kyfirw ; as 
alfo, op the other fide, and 3. werfies thence, the Monaftery of OL/oz,itz.a% 
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and y. werftes thence, Lippow-IJfado ; at a. thence, Mara oh ; at 1, thence, 
Kalllomm; and 2, thence , Schilko. Neer the firft Village we found a Carkafs 
floating on the water, which , io all likelihood, the Cofaqa s had calf into the 
River many dayes before, in as much as it wasfo Sun-burnt, chat it was become 
black. In the afternoon,we got four leagues. 

The 6 . we made two, as far as the Monastery of Tericho, on the left hand ; 
thencctwomore , 10 Tinersko Slowed# , on the right hand ; and afterwards 
8, werftes, to Swinfotts * and thence z.werftes, to Kopauowo, where we found 
another dead Carcafs: But th tCoftacyttes, and the fugitive Slaves, who retire 
into thofe parts , do there commit fo many Vilanies, that the Mufcovites , to 
whom thofe accidents are ordinary, thought it nothing Grange. 

July 7. betimes in the morning, we left on the rteht hand, ao I (land, called 
Debrinin Qftrow , ^0. werftes, or 6 - leagues from the laft Villages and after¬ 
wards Seloy Rubets , at 7. werftes thence'; and, at 7. more thence, on the fame 
fide, Kttrman. About fix werftes thence we had on the left hand, the River Gaf- 
reca, and fevcral other Villages, and on the right hand Mot cow a, at 8 .werfles, 
Gabiloskay at two, and Bab'wo, at three. Theft: e we made three werftes, and came 
at night to Caftitmorod, This City lies on the tight fide of the River Occa, in 
the Principality of Cap Win Tartary, and there it was we firft met with any 
Mahometans, Not far from the City, in an old ftone Cattle, which had fome- 
timebsena Fort, lived a young Prince of that County , whofe name was Res 
Kitzsi?N\\ h his Mother and Grand-father,who fome years before had put himfelf 
into the protection of the Great Duke of Mufcovy, We were tola, that the 
Great Duke, would have prefs’ri him to receive Baptifm, upon fome hopes gi¬ 
ven him that he fiiould have married his Daughrer, but the young Prince, who 
was but 12. years of age , fent him word, that being not come to years, fo as to 
make choice of any Religion, he could not take a refolution of that impor¬ 
tance. The Ambalfadors fent two Gentlemen of their retinue to give him a 
vific, and prefented him with a pound of Tobacco , and a bottle of Aquavitae. 
He took it very kindly, and made his exxufe, that he could not entertain the 
AmbafUdors at his houfe, left the neighbouring Weywodes fhould conceive 
any jealoufy at his entertaining of Strangers, without their permiffion. He 
therefore only fent fome of his Servants to us, whom our Interpreter could 
hardly make a fhife to underftand, they being all Tartars. Hefentusaprefent 
of two fheep, a Barrel of Hydromet, another of Beer, and* third of Aquavitae, 
with fome pieces of Ice, Cream and frefh Butrer, which the Prince's mothet had 
her felf taken the pains to beat. 

The night following, and the next day, being the 9. we faw, as we pafs’d, 
feverll Villages, Monafleries and laverns , moft of them very pleafantly feated, 
ami^fl the woods; among others, on the right hand Potftnk.Tatarsko , three 
werftes from Caftwgorod, and at feven werftes thence, Seloy Pettiowo. Then a 
Tavern, or Caback., at 8. werftes , and Rrooth , at f\\z werftes ore from another, 
upon the left hand : and then on the right hand, the River of Mokfche , at eight 
werftes • the on the left hand, another Tavern ; at two werftes thence, Sateowa; 
at 13. werftes, the Monaftery of Adnanoti Puftlno ; at 13, more Jekatma. This 
laft is a eteac Village, containing about 300. houfes, and belongs to the Bojar, 
Foedor j'Hattomts Skeremetou, And thence we got 20. werftes to the Foreft of 
Rusbonor , 

The 9. wegottenjv^/cr, to the Church of JVoskreffenja, commonly called 
JVoskyejfraskjwkhl, upon the left hand; and thence five werftes ,to a great Village 
named Lechl , belonging to Knez Boris Mlchaeloms Lykou , on the fame fide; 
and thence about 10, werftes, to Pret&ifte RefcKskyu ,on the right h|pd; and at laft 
to the C.T 0 I of Morttma, on the left band, 

Beforewe gottotheCity,wedifcover’d on the other fide of the River a com¬ 
pany of Crim Tartars, who prefently got into the woods, whence theydif- 
c barg'd their Fowling-pieces at us, which we anfwer’d with Muskets, and fo 
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forc’d them to keep off. They were feeu afterwards below the Ciry, whence f, y A 
we imagin’d* they would have fee upon us the # night following; whereupon 1 > °* 

we lay under the I fie of Znchtsko Ofh-ou , and fet a ltrong Guard j bucweheard 
no more of them, . 

TheGityof Momma, is the chiefeft of the Tartar s of Mordtva, and is inha- The Tartars*/ 
bited by Mufcovhes and Tartars , but fubjeft to the Great Duke. We fent out Mordwa. 
Interpreter to the Market.to buy fome provifionsneceffaryjforthe continuation 
of our Voyage. . 

The ro. we patfedby the Town of Prewofpalo, belonging to ICne2 Juan Bo* 
rijfouits Clrcaskl, one of the Great Dukes Pdvy Count el, and left, on bnh 
hands, feveral little Villages, and the RivCT of Morfm Reka , on the righc 
hand ; and at eight werftes thence that of Clefha , which comes from VVU&l- 
mer. All along from that place, the (hore on the right band rifes by little «nd 
little , tofuch an extraordinary height, that looking on it from the water, it 
feems to be one continued mountain, for above a hundred Gefbtan leagues 
tlotw the River Wolga. In fo much , that even in that feafon, as alio in the 
greateft heat of Summer, thofe parts are not without Ice and Snow, though all 
clfewhere , the Country is plain, fertile and fit for Tillage, teaching above . 
a hundred leagues towards the South-weft, and on the other fide, it lies very 
Iow,batren,andmootifti. 

July u, having pafs’d by the pleafant Villages of Isbmlets , 7 roh ska ,, Slmvoda, 
theMonaftery of Dudlna, and Nofimkl , wc got at night before the great and 
Noble City of Nrfe, or Nifenotegorod , where we found the fliip , called the 
Fredericks, which we had ordered to be built, by our Captain Michael Cories, 
whereof we fpoke in the beginning of ourRelation. It was not quite fimilt’d, 
byreafon the Mafcovlan Carpenters, whom the Captain had employd about 
her, had not anfwet'd his expe&ation ; yerwask fo far on, that the AitbafTa- 
dors lodg'd in it, andfo forbore going into the City. It wasbuilcof Deal, 
being 120. long, and 40. broad , having three mafts, and fo fiat bottom’d, 
that it took but feven foot water. It had many Chambers and Clofets, for the 
convenience of the Ambafladors , the Officers and Gentlemen of their Retinue, 
and fome Iron and HrafsGuns, a great number of Granadoes and other Fire¬ 
arms. And as our defign was to make ufe of it chiefly upon the VFolga, which 
is full of Banks and quick-fands, it was fo built, as that if there were no wind, 
they might ufe Oars; and to that end, it had twelve feats , two Oars to every 
feat. We had caufed to be made a double Shallop, for the conveniency oi un¬ 
lading the Ship in thofe places where it might want water, as alfo to carry the 
Anchors, tables, ‘ails, and other things neceffary for fo great a Voyage, and 
to difeover thofe Banks and Sands in the Cafpian Sea, which might hinder or re¬ 
tard its'paflage. . , , _ , _ 

We ftaydalmoft three weeks before the City of NifsmvogorH, for the fin 1 fil¬ 
ing of the Ship, which time we fpenc in vifiting onr Friends in the City, where 
the chiefeft D«(fA Merchants entertain’d usac feveral great Feafts, asalfom 
reciprocally treating them in our Tent, which we had pitch d by the River 

Our ft ay there gave me the convenience ro obferve the elevation of that place, Nlfenovo „ 
which I found, at the pi ace where the River Occa falls into the VVolga, to be rod , 
at <6. decrees, 28. minutes, and that the Needle of the Compafs declined 
there above nine degrees , towards the Weft. The Great Duke Bafih ordered 
it to be built at the conflux or meeting of thofe two Noble Rivers, and gave it 
. the name of Nifenovogorod , upon occahon of the'Inhabitants of the great 
City of Novoworod, whom he caufed to be tranflared thither. Tins indeed is notr 
fo great as the other, yet hath its Towers and Walls of ftone. F-om M«fco» to 
Nlfe are accounted 500. werftes, or 100. German leagues by T 3 °-d > bUE b y wa¬ 
ter, it is above 150. The Suburbs are much bigger than the city , and a*e 
above half a league about. The Inhabitants are Tartars, nd HolUn- 
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ders> of whom there are To many as make a Protcfiatit Chute If of about 100. 

_ perfons. John Bemarts, our F|&or, was the chiefeli man among them,' the reft 
being, for the moil part, Military Officers, Merchants, and Victuallers, or Sut¬ 
lers. _ 1 he Cifie is Governed by a tteymde, who, at our paffage that way, was 
Baf.h PetroHtfS) under the Great Duke. Provifions were fo cheap there, that 
we bought a Pullet for a peny, a quartern of Eggs for as much, and a Mutton, foe * 
ft. 15. or, at moll, for 18. pence. 

M * 4 - The Ambaifadors Cent lAonfita: Mandeljlo and my felf,accompany’d 
by oarMtifcov ,Interpreter and the Prifiaf-* to theto thank him foe 
his civilities towards our pea^c^dTmng the [fay they had made in the 
Citie, while the fhip was a-bitla!ng, which was almoll a year, and to make him 
a Prefent of a Jewel worth a hundred Crowns. HU reception of us difeover’d 
haw magnificently lie liv’d, and what a noble houfe he kept. For as foon as 
notice was brought him that we were come oeer the houfe, he fent two very 
handfom ccbtpleat perfons to meet us at the Gare. They conduced us through 
a very long Gallery, and at the entrance into the Palace it felf, we met with 
two comely old men, richly clad, who brought us to the VVejwdt 's Chamber, 
who had on a Garment of Krocadoe, and was accompany'd by a great .number 
of perfons of Quality. The Room was hung with Turkic Tapiliry, and had in ic 
a great Cup-board of Plate. He receiv’d us with much^ivlliry. and having 
accepred the Prefent, and anfwer’dour Complement, hedefir’d us ro take our 
part of a Collation, during which »his Difcourfe was excellent good, and fuch 
as we thought the more extraordinary, in that-fhe Mttfcovhes, for the moll parr, 
contribute very little to anything of Convention. Among other things he 
asked us whether we did not fear meeting with rhe Cofaques, who in all likely— 
hood would fee upon us ere we got off the VVii!ga y and rold us, they were a bar¬ 
barous inhumane people, and more cruel than Lions, fhewing us at the fame 
time a Pi&ure, wherein was reprefented Santpfon's engagement with one of thofe 
Creatures. We made him anfwer, that we look’d on that Piece as a good omen, 
in as much as if the Ccfaquts were flout as Lions, wcfhould behave our felves, 
on the other*fide, like Sawffons. The VFeywsde reply’d, that he had that good 
opinion of us, nay believ’d, that the repute our Nation had gain’d, by the fer- 
vices it had done his Czaaricl^ Majefty, would frighten the Cojaqnes , and hinder 
them from attempting ought againil us. 

The River VV<slga is four thoufand fix hundred Geometrical feet wide neer 
M/f, at the meeting of the two Rivers; and whereas its water* encreafe in the 
moneths oi May and June, by rcafon of the Sun’s having melted the Snow , and 
thaw’d the Rivers which fall into it, the Boat-men who go from Atofcou to A- 
firachan^ do commonly take that time, when there is water enough to paffe 
pver the Banks of Sand, nay indeed the little Iflands which are very frequenc 
in that River. This conGderation,and the example of their misfortune, whofe 
Boats we had feen call away, and half rotten upon the Sands, made us refolve 
upon our departure thence with the foonefl, before the waters, which vifibly 
decreas'd, were fallen too low, andfo we appointed it fhould be the 30 th . of

The Welga^ whereof we gave a fliort accompt in the precedent book, is, in 
my opinion, one of the noblefl and greateft Rivers in the World, its courfe 
being of a vaft extent, from its fource to the place where it falls into the 
Caftian Sea, below Afirachan. Whence it came that I took a delight to obferve 
all rhe particularities thereof, from League to League, and from Wetfte to 
Werjh, with all poffible exaftnefTe, and with the aflillance of a Dutch Mailer's- f 
"mate,named Corntlitu Nicfahv ,one of the moll able I ever came acquainted' 
with in that Spence, as alfo of fome MufcoviaK Pilots, I have drawn a very 
exadl Map of ic, which I had made the World a promife of fome years fmee, 
but now part with it, Co well done, that 1 hope the judicious Reader will be 
Tarisfy’d therewith. 

Having 
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Havinv bought Provilions fo; oar Voyage as hr as Ajhachan,\\c left Niff 
the day before named , having onely a fide wind, Mr. Balt h*fdrMostcferotty 
CommHfary,or Agent from his Highneffe of llolfie'n? sbouc she Great Duke, 
the fFeymdt of Niff's Secretary, the Pallor of the La: her am Church there, and 
our FaftoE, John Bcnutrts, would needs accompany us fome Hrrfics , to foe 
the beginning of that long Voyage: but we fead hardly got two H-erfies, ere 
we were a ground near the Monastery of Pe:jora, %r 4 forc’d to calf Anchor, • 
while the men were gening off the Hi ip, which took them up four hours. 

July 31, Having mads about a H ’erfie, the (hip touch’d ygiintt a Sind bank, 
but was foon got off, and we had continu’d our courfe , if the contrary win'd, 
together with a Temped had not oblig’d us ro calf Anchor. This interval we 
fpent in our Devotions, to give God thanks, for bis miraculous deliverance 
of us the year before , when w,e were wrack’d upon the Baltic!^ Sea. Ha¬ 
ying eetertain’d our friends with a Dinner and Mulick, they took leave of us, 
and return’d that night to Niff. 

Augufi 1. The Ambalfadors ordered what Guard fhould-be kept all along 
the VVolga. Thole who were able to bear Arm*) both Soldiers and Servants, 
were divided into three Companies, under the Command of the 2. Ambaffador?, 
and the Steward of the $mbatty. Th: Ambaffadors had each his Captain Lieure*. 
nant, M'. Cr#/?w, the Matter of the Hotfe, and Brugman, the Secretary of the 
Embaffy-, whowent to Guard everyday alt era a rely , fet Sentinels sc the fore- 
CaLfle and the Stern, and had theirGourt of Guard at the main;Watt. The fame 
day we made ufe of our Oars, the wind- being againttus ; but we had hardly 
made 500, Paces, ere the (hip (frock again upon the Sand. Mott of our Gen¬ 
tlemen wenr afhore, and had good fowling; for the High-Coum rev between 
Nije and Caff an being well iurniiVd with Wood and Pittures,,was alfo well 
fupply’d with fowl. ■. h / . ' 

The 2. Th^ wind being fomewher la-y’d, we weigh’d Anchor, for the pro fee tr- 
tion of opx Voyage ; but ere,we had gotten-a quartet of a League, ws met 
again with- Sand-tanks near the Ifle of TUiinski , and foon after others, near 
the Ifle of Sabfwskl, where we fa w a great Boat which, had nor Mg before been 
caff away thereabouts 1 -. Thofe unfortunate accidents, our being nine hours 
getting off this Uii Bank, together with the ignorance, of our Pilot, who ac¬ 
knowledg’d he had not; made that Voyage io qight years before, much abated 
their courage,who, considering that in four dayes they lad made but two 
Leagues,anJ-thatthere were 5 ye*to,injak^ere they-came to the'C^^Seu,began 

to doubt they flvmld never go through that Voyage* , ; 

But the 3'. We advanc’d a little better, and pafs’d by the^V ill ages of StoB 
kUa and Stoba, which lye three Leagues frotn-JVye.' - Wfe faw.afterwards, onithe

luted with a Volley of our great Guns. That honour we did all the Cities ud 
on the fame River. * U P‘ 

Th ^Tartars we fpoke of are called Ceremjfes, and their Countrey reaches 
beyond Cafan, on both fides of the River JVolga, They have no houfes, but one- 
ly wretched Huts, and live upon Honey, and the wild-fowl they take in the 
Woods, and Milk, which their Paflnres furnifh them with, ’Tis a Nation ab 
folutely barbarous, treacherous, and cruel, much given to forcery and robberv 
Thole who live on the right fide of the Vniga are called or Moun¬ 

taineers, from the word na, which, in thzMufcovian Languagerfignifies, upon 
and Gor,t Mountain.; and thofe on the left, Lugom or Lz&mwt , that is rX 
fay, Meadows, becaufe of the abundance of Hay which tl)oTe parts afford, info- 
much chat theNagmn are fupply’d thence. Guagnin fayes,they are partly Ma- 
httmetansy partly Heathens ;bnt this I am certain of, that about Cat an they are air 
Heathens, not knowing what either Circumcifion orBaptifm means. AH * t he 
Ceremony they have when they are to give a Child a name, confifis in appoint¬ 
ing fome day fix moneths after, on which they give it the name of that perfoo 
whom they firfttneet. r 

Moft of them believe there is a God, who is immortal, author of all the °ood 
that happens to men, and that he ought to be adored. But t his is all they know 

tLu* r l do b = he y c , the immortality of the Soul, nor confequent- 
iy the Refurreftion of the dead; but that men and beafts have the fame beei« 
ning, and come to the fame end. I met with one of the Ceremijfes at a houfe 
where I lodg’d at Co fan. He was aged about 45. years, and wanted not ingenuity 
but undemanding that I was difcourfing with my Hoft about fome points of Re¬ 
ligion, and that I fpoke of the Refur region of the Dead, he laugh’d at the oer- 
fwafion, and faid to me, Thofe who are dead are really dead, and will never re¬ 
turn again, no more then my Horfes and my Cows, which are long face roc 
av as , kcdbim whether he knew who Created this World, and made Heaven 
andEarth? hisanfifcrwas 7 W#«Y,The Devil may haply know. Theydo 
not believe there is any Hell, yet are perfwaded there are Devils, and evil Spi¬ 
rits, which afflift and torment people in this life; and therefore they endeavour 

to appeafe them, and to gam their favour by Sacrifices, 

Forty Leagues from there is a place called Vww^amidft the Fenns, 
where: there 7 artots go.Pilgrimages and do their Devotionsi and they believe 
that thofe who go thuher empty-handed, and carry no Prefent to the Devil, 

, . pine away of fome long and incurable difeafe. A particular 

P?' nc ,°f their faith, is, that the Devil hath his principal refidence in the Torrent 
eiScbockfchm, ten VFitrfies from Nando, ; and whereas that little riyuler,Which 
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is but four foot deep, is never frozen (occafion’d.by the violence cf its courts 
between two mountains) they think it is not without fome myftery, and they 
have fogreat a veneration for ir, as to be perfwaded , they cannot come user 
it, without danger of their lives, though the AXufcoynes erode it dayiy with-

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In their Sacrifices to God * they kilt a Horfe 3 an Ox > or a Sheep > roaaing 

theFleftv, and take a cue thereof inDifh, and holding in the other handan- 
other Difhfullof Hydromei, or fome other liquor, they call both into afire, 
which they make before the skin of the Creature chat is facrificed , which skin 
they bang upon a Pole laid a-crofts. between two Trees. They intreat that skin 
to prefect their Prayers to God , or fometimes they make their aM'refs imme¬ 
diately to God, and pray him to augment the number of their Cartel, or grant 
them fome other conveniences ef this life, which aiethe only object of all their 
Devotions. They adore alfo the Sun and Moon, as Authors of all the 
Noble Produftions of the Earth; nay they are Co fondly fuperdiifeus, as to 
have a veneration for what ever prefencs it felt'to them in the‘•night in their 
Dreams, and to adore it the next day > as a Horfe, a Cow, Fire, WatV, &c. 

I told the Tartar I Cpoke of before, that it was madnefs, to worfhipthofe. 
Creatures, whofe lives are at our aiCpofal; He reply'd , chat it.was better to 
adore things Animate, than rheGodsof Wood and Colours which the Mus¬ 
covites have hanging on their Walls. They have neither Churches-, not Pj lefts, 
nor Books , and the Language of the Ceremljfes is peculiar to them , haying in 
a manner nothing common with that of the ocher Tartars y nor yet with the 
Tterkifti though thofe who are fubjeft to the Cz^aar , and fo oblig o to converfe 
with thcMufcovitest make ufe alfo of their Language. 

They perform ail Religious Ceremonies and Sacrifices neer fome Torrent, 
where they meet together,efpecially when upon thedeathofany of their friend?, 
who hath left any Wealth behind him,they make good Cheer with the be ft Horfe 
he had,which they put to death with the Mailer. { 

Polygamy is fo ordinary among them , chat there are few but have four or 
five Wives, whereof they take two or three into the fame houfe, and make no 
great difficulty to marry two or three Sillers at the fame time. "Their Women 
and young Maids are ail cladin acoarfewhiteCloath, wherein rhey.fo wrapup 
themfeives, that the re « nothing; to be fedb but tneirPat^^Thofe.that are be - 
troathed have a particular drefs for their Heads, which hath a po.nt like a Horn, 
which feems to come ^ut of the Head, about half an ell in length : At the 
end of that Horn, there is a Taffel of filk, of diverfe colours, ay which hangs 
a little Bell. The Men w«ar a long Coat or Garment of coarfe Linnen Cloaih, 
under which they wear Breeches. They all fhave c,heir Heads, xmly thofe young 
Men that are not married, leave on the Head a long trefs of Hair, which fome 
ty up into a knot upon the Head, osiers fufferto hang down the Back: which 
particularity we had the opportunity to take better notice of^c our return aq 
Cafan. When they fawus upon the River in a Drefs fo different from theirs , 
they were afrighted , fo.as chat fome Bed , others had the confidence to ftay on 
the Rivers fide, but notone would venture to come into the Ship. Being come 
at night to the River of Wdluka , neer the Monaftery otj/txkg , one of rhefe 
Tartars had the courage to bring us a Sturgeon to fell, for which, at fir ft ,.ne 
asked a Crown, bur afterwards let it go for xv d . . f ■" 

Aagttjb y. we came before the City of Kufaademicwskyt 40. rverjres from 
Bafiloqorcd , feared at the foot of a mounrain on the right hand. Wefaw m 
thqfeparts, whole Forefts of Elms, the Bark whereof they fell all over ^he 
Country to make Sledges of. The Trees are many times’of fuph ct^mpafs, that 
the body of them being cut cylinder-wife , they make great Tats, Barrels, and 
Coffins thereof, all of one piece, which they fell at the ad ja?ent Towns. 

We cad Anchor three verges thence neer the iffand of Krw y where we did 
our Devotions, and Celebrated the Lords Supper, The Peafants thereabouts , 1 
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/ , / brought aboard the Ship feveral provifions to fell. About a league thence * 

10 1 a tempeft overtook us, and forc’d us to call Anchor and to flay there all 

nighr. 

The 8. the wind fair, we got, about noon, neer the Ifland of Turich ; but 
in the afternoon, the fame wind forc’d oor Ship, being under all the Sail fhe 
could make, upon a Sand-bank, neer the Ifiand oiMafiof, with fuch violence, 
that it was thought the Malts would have broken; and this prov’d fuch a check 
to us, that it colt us four hours toil and trouble to get oif. We perceiv’d on 
The City if Zi- the right hand a great number of Tatars , fome a-foot, fome on horfe-back, 
bakzar, coming from Hay-making. We came at night before the City of Sabak$>ar, 40. 

werfies from KufmadsmUnskl , and upon the fame fide of the River. The build¬ 
ings of this City are of Wood, as are thofe of all the celt, but the fituation 
of this is, beyond coniparifon, more pleafant than that of any other City of 
Tartar p. The Inhabitants perceiving our Ship at fome diltance, knew not at 
firft what to think of her; whence it came that the Weymde fent fome Muf* 
ketteers in a B^ar, as far as the Ifland of Makfits, three werfies from the City, 
ro difcover what we were. The Boat thinking it not fafe to venture too neer us, 
rook a com pafs, at a great diftance about our Ship , and fo returned to the 
City. But they no foonet underflood our quality by our Pafs-port, and withall 
the occafion of out Voyage, but there came above 300. perfons to the Rivet fide 
■ to fee us pafs by. 

The 9. we pafs’d by the Ifland of Cofin, leaving it on the left hand, 12. werfies 
from Sahakszar. Afterwards on the fame hand a Village, named Sundir, and 
thence we came to a ‘little City, called Kockjchaga, on the left fide of the 
VVolga , 2 ^.werfies from Sabak^ar. The River is fo ihaliovv thereabouts , that 
.. there was hardly water enough for our fhip, which put us to much trouble, both 
chat day and the next. 

Then, the current having forc’d the Ship upon the flaore, where we were 
conftrain'd to flay forfeveral hours, M. Manieljlo and my felf went a (hore, to 
divert our felves and fee what Fruits we would find in the Woods. Which had 
like to have occafion'd us a great misfortune, for the wind turning fair, at our 
return to the River fide, all were gone, the Ship it felf not in fight, chough we 
made all the hafle we could to overtake it. At lift we faw a Boat comiog to* 
wards us, which we thought at firftimghc belong to the Cofaqnes ; but foon af¬ 
ter we perceiv'd they were fome of our own, fent to bring us aboard. The con» 
trary wind had ftayd the Ship at a turning of the River, and the tempeft Bill in- 
creafing, we were forc’d to caft Anchor, and to ly there all nkht. 

The 12. we fpent in gercing beyond the turning by the help of an Anchor 
which we order’d to be caft at fome aiftance before us, but with this misfortune, 
that having faften*d in a Tree that was in the bottom,the Cable broke ere it could 
be find up again. The River is very full of thofe Trees, which it brings down 
with ic when it overflows; andthefe accents happen fo frequently, that the 
bottom of the River is fo Iayd with Anchors, that the Mnfcovites fay, there are 
as many as would purchace a Kingdom. 

The 13. before noon, we faw,aswc pafs’d, two Cabaquts, or Taverns, and a 
Village named Wefos 1 (a t on the right hand, and came afterwards before the 
The cityefSni- City of Sttiatski . It is feared on the afeent of a hill, on the left hand, having a 
atiki. Caftle and fome Churches built of flone: but all the other buildings, as alfo the 

Towers and Rampiers of the City, are of wood. We caft Anchor there, by rea- 
Ion of a Sand-bank which we were to pafs by. The people in the mean time came 
in multitudes to the River fide to fee us, and by reafon that a little fandy fdiill 
kindred their hiving a full fight of us, many came'in Boats to theShipfide, others 
fwam over to the Hill. Having pafs’d by certain white Mountains, whereof 
The city of Ci. tome were of Chalk, others of Sand, we came at night before the City: of 1Ctf**, 
fan. ' 20. werfies {tomSuiaskl. We there found the Caravan of Perfia and CfrejtfiU, 

and with it * or Ptrfian Merchant, who had been fent Ambafiador to Mof • 
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con. There was in i his place alio a 7 airtarian Prince, of Terly , whofe name was 
Mxjfy/, who had fucceeded his Brother in the Principality, and had then been 
doing homage to the Ce.aar, at Mofceu, which he Had left fomedayes befoie 
us. 

The City cf Cafan is feared in a plain , 7. werfi.es from th cFFofga y upon 
the River Cafank# > which gives it the name , as it does tothe whole Province. 

3 found the elevation there to be 55. degrees, j 8. minutes. It is of a confide* 
table bignefs, but all its HouTes, as alfo the Towers and Rampiers, are of 
wood. Only the Caftle and its Fortifications are ot ftone, being well moun¬ 
ted with Canon , and having a ftrongCarrifnn in it. The River is infleadof 
a Ditch roit, and makes it a very confiderable fortrefs. The Calile hath its 
FFeyivode , and the City, its Governour, who commands andadminifters Ju- 
ilice tothe Inhabitants, who are Mufcovites and Tartars’. But in the Cable 
they are all Mufcovites., and the Tartars are prohibited entring into it upon pain 

,of death. ‘ 

The Province of Cafan lies on the left fide of the River of VFilga, reaching 
Northward as far as Siberia , and E ail ward , as far as the Tartars of Nagaja. It 
was heretofore fubjeft to the Cham of Tartary, and fo populous, that it could 
fend 60000. men into the Field. The conqueft of it coil the Mnfcovite much 
blood, and the ftory of its redu&ion is fo remarkable, thac.I think fit here to 
make a ihort d ; acefiion to give an accompt thereof. 

Bafifi JuawMts, Father tothe Tyrant Juan Bafilonits , having obtain’d a fa¬ 
mous overthefe Tartars t madeChief over them one named Sch’eale , a 

Tartar by birch, buc one fo ill-fhap'd as to his Perfon, that his Subjects, who 
foon conceiv’d an averflon for him , joyning wish the Tartars of Chrim , who 
are Mahometans , as they alfo are, made an” in furred! ion, furpriz’d him, and 
ejefted him. This fuccefTe gave the Chrim Tartars , who hadgoc a considera¬ 
ble Army together, the courage to errer Mufcwy , under theconduftof two 
Brethren, Mendligeri , and Sapgerl , who forc’d the Mr.fcovtte , with certain 
Troops which he had made a fliift to get together, and were encamped upon the 
River Occa, to retreat ro Novogorod. 

The consequence of this was the befieging, taking and plundringof the 
City of Mofcott ; nay they reduc’d the Cafile to that ex-.remity, thacth cMuf 
cevu es were forc’d to fue fora Peace. T he Tartars we re wi 1 1 ing t o he arken t o a n 
accommodation, and having got ve^y confiderable Presents frontthofe who 
kept the Caitle , who maintain’d it wirh more courage than fnccefle, they made 
a Peace, whereof rhis was one Ar r "u 1 c, ThactheGreat Duke and all his Sub¬ 
jects, fltould ever after be Tribute 'tvs ro them. Bajilt was loath to fubmit to 
fuch cifhonourable Terms, but forc’d to comply with neccffiry , he accepted 

them, and confirmed the agreement by his Letters Patents. 

Mendligeri , to make it appear he was Soverasgn Lord of Mcfcou, caufed a 
Statue of his to be erected in the heart of the City , and would needs oblige the 
Great Duke, to exprefs his fnbjedtion, to finite the ground with his head, 
before that Statue , as often as he paid Tribure tothe Tartars. After,! his Vi¬ 
ctory the Brethren parted ; Sapgers eflablifir’d the Seat of his Oovq^mentat 
Cafan, and Mendligeri , as being'the Elder Brother, his, at the City of Chrim. 

But the later defirous to add ro his former conqueft that of the City of Rejan, 
refolv’dto lay fiege to the Cafile thereof, and to that end, he fenc word to the 
Weywodefjohn Kowar, who commanded ir, that it was madnefs in hitnto think to 
maintain the place, and that he (hould make no difficulty to deliver it up, fince 
the Great Duke was become his Subject. The Wepvode fent him anfvver, that 
it was a thing fo extraordinary, that he could pot'believe ic,unlefs hefent_ mm 
fuch afluranres thereof,as fhould put him out of all doubt. Mcndhger* imagining 
there could not any thing be more convi&ive in that cafe than the Letters 1 a- 
tents, feat hem to him by certain Officers, juft as he had receiv’d them from the 
Great Duke. But the Wemode, not a fide glad to have the Original of thole

The Ambajfadors Travels into 

Letters in his bands, fends Mendfigerf. word, that he would keep them as fafely, 
as he woulddo.the place hewas in, which he refolv f d to maintain to the hit 
drop of blood. There was in the Cable an Italian Canrmeer named John Jordan* 
well known inthofe parrs upon the accompt of his Wife, who would reeds 
have her Husband expreffe his affection to her by beating her with a Bull’s-pigzle. 
This man did the Heywode very great fer vices, and kill’d fo many Tartars, that 
A'lendllgeri perceiving one day , that a L anon-bullet had taken of a piece of his 
Garment, was frighted , and profered to raife the Siege, upon condition 
they wouldreturn the Great Duke’s Letters. But the heyrrcdc would hear¬ 
ken to no fuch thing, and having oblig’d Mendllgerl to retreat, he fent the Let¬ 
ters to his Prime's his Court, where they were received with the general joy 
of all the people, who immediately thereupon pull'd down, and broke to 
pieces the fctatue of jftatdhgtru Nay the Great Duke himiclf took fuch cou ¬ 
rage from that A£lion, that having rais’d an Army 0125000. men, he proclamM 
open War againlf Safgeri , Prince of Cafan , fending hint word, that he, by 
furpdfingand affauking him without declaring any War, hid proceeded like 
a Murtherer and a llobber, but that himfelf, as Soveraign Lord and Confer va¬ 
lor of all the Ruffes , proceeded therein as a pcrfon of Honour fhould do, 
and fent him word, that his*Army was upon the march, in order to the befieg- 
ing of (afan. This. I iege caus’d the lots of much blood on both fides, bur prov’d 
unfortunate to the Mttfcovltes, who were at lall forc’d to raife it. Thus ended 
the War between the Great Duke ‘Baftlljuanonits &x\d the Tartars. 

His Son, fohnBafUouits, to fhew the World how much he r^enred the 
affront, which xk&Mufcovlres had receiv’d before Cafan, began hinleign with 
the Siege of that place. Having, batter’d it for ihefpaceof two moneths to¬ 
gether, fearing that Me&dligirl woifjd come in with his Crlm-Tattars to the 
relief of his Brother, and exafperared ar the refufal which the befieged bad 
made, roacceprof very honourable conditions, he commanded all the Walls 
to be undermined, and a general affault to b; given. The Mines wrought their 
effeft, and took off a great numbers of the Tam??**, the Affault was given, and 
the place carry’d by florm, on thep. of July 1551. The Tartars perceiving 
the enemies were gotten into theplace, took this refolution; after they had 
made a vigorous refiflance in twofeveral places within the City, where they 
fortify’d themfelves, and feeing their chiefeb Commanders kill’d or wounded, 
they went out at one of theGates, made their way through the Mufcovites , 
and got on the other fide of the River Cafanka. Everfince, the City and Pro. 
vince of Cafan hath continued under the Mufcovlte, who repair’d the breaches, 
renew'd the Fortifications, and reduc’d the Cable to the condition it is now 
in, having four Baftions, of Hone, many Towers, and a goodDicch. 

He who had the command of this place, when we pafs’d that way, was Bro¬ 
ther to the Hcywode of Ntfe. The Ambaffadors fent him, asaPrefenr,by their 
■Chamberlain,’ M. Uckerks , a very Noble Ruby. lyl. Mandelfio and I, con¬ 
ceiving our Ship would have lain there at Anchor all that day and the next, went 
afhore, as well to take the fuuacionof the City, as to buy certain provifions- 
We couj^imeet wichnothing but Fruits, among others,;particularly Melons, 
full as big as our Pompions , and Salc-fifh , but fuch as flunk fo that we were 
forc’d to flop ournofes, to fliun the infe&ion. As we came out of the City, 
we met with divers Tartars , who cold us that our (hip was gone ; which intel¬ 
ligence oblig’d us to take a Wagon, and afterwards, to make ufe of the Pri - 
fiafs Boat to bring us aboard, which, in the evening we found at Anchor, 
two leagues below Cafan , where they intended to ly all that night. 

The courfe of the River tVolga from Nlfomvogorod to Cafan, is Eaft-ward, 
and South-eaftward; but from Cafan to Affrachan , and the Caff Ian Sea, it goes 
from North to South. The Connrry is very good, and fertile, blit in manner de¬ 
folate, by reafon of the Cofaqnts^ and hath but few Villages.

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Aug. 15. We continu’d Qiir courle, With the current of the water, whi h ✓ ^ 

being vetyfiro'ng in that pUceby reaionofthe nafrp'yvnefle of the River, brought * ° \ ■ 
U3 that day as far as the Village of Khtfifchn , 2 6, verifies from Cafan , lying 
amidlt feveral Sand-banks, vvhich we had much ado to palfe through. Sorii$ pare 
of that day, as alfoof the next, we fpenc in recovering our Anchors, whereof 
the Cables were broken; we at lift mads a Chi ft ro-get up the great one , and 
left the little one behind, as being loath to lofe any more time. Thence,, 
vve pafs’d by a Tavern, called Tenkofskie, 50. werfles. fro n Cafm, where 
we met with great Sand*banks; and about half a League beyond it ano¬ 
ther Eankj neer a Tavern called 1 <esfofsl{a , which we had much difficulty to. 
pafle, ^ ■ . fV , * 

The 17. VVe pafs’d over a g-eat Bank, which had given the name to the Ta¬ 
vern we had pJfs’dby the day before. Thence we came to a place , where the 
fhnre on one tide was very hi*h, and fame part of it fallen into the River about 
a Moneth before, and by its fall had overwhelm’d a Boat full qf people , who 
were going that way to gather Cherries , whereof, there is abtyidance in chore 
parts. The new Pilot, whom we had taken up at 'Cup .told us, that coming 
fro in Ajlrachnu-, he had met feveral of table Carkaffes floating down the River, 
towards the CafpLm Sea. Hereabouts, neer the fhore,on the righr hand,we met ice in Align ft, 
with great quantities of Ice, which we put into our drinks, to make them drink 
the cooler. 

In the evening we came to a place where the great River of Kama falls into rbci^ver 
the VValgA h It tomes from North-Hall, out of the Province of Perntie , and Kama, 
falls into the TTo/ga, on our left hand, do. TPT'fies from Cafiw, The water 
of it is blackish, and it is much about the fame breadrh as that of Prefer in 
tier many. Ac the mouth of ir there are two I Hands, whereof the greater is cal¬ 
led Sokol 1 and upon the Cominenr, overagainllir, a bandfom Village called Pa- 
gatttziua, and three werjles thence, another, named Corot d , whence wc*goc fe- 
ven werfies further, as far as a .Village named Ktr/eskjt, where we flay’d all 
night. 

The 18, The wind wjsfo fair for us ,.thit. we made all the fayl we could, 
and got, by noon, to the place where the River Zerdick, falls into the Vf f 9lgk 
which is alfo on t he left hand. It is indeed but a’branch of the River Kama t 
making a kind of an Ifland, and having another mouth thirty mrpei from the 
former. We difeover'd at ibe fame time on our right hand, upon a lirrlc af- > 

cent, the Citte of Tettts, dtllant from Cafan 1 iQ,werftes y having its buildings ,as The cities/ 
well publick as private, diforderly fcatter’d up and down. Fromthis place to Tetu^ 
the Cdjpiax Sea, there is no Village at all. _ 

Jn the afternoon, neer an I (land called Prolftktffa ,we met with the P P ey- 
wodi of Terkj. This Ckfc is feated upon the CffiU* Sea neer Ajlruchav , and 
tbcf'F’ejmde, upon the#spiradon of his three years Government, was then 
returning to Mofcou, to make way for his SuccefTor. He was very Veil at¬ 
tended, having a Convoy of eight Boats with Muskettiers in them. At fiijft, 
vve knew not who they were, fo that we kept them at a diflance, by threatning 
ro fire at them if they came neerer. They told us there were three thousand 
Co/afw* who expe&ed us at the paffage, fome upon the River, fome on the 
CafpiaK Sea; that they had feen nor far thence, upon the Riyer-fide, yo.horfe, 
which the Tartars had drawn off to make a difeovery of us, and that they would 
be fare to fee upon us; thinking with thefe /lories ro frighten us- W e 
them one great fhot, and kept on our coprfe, having the wind fo fair, as that it 
carried us"70 .werjfts that day; In the mean time, we left ojropr^ hand the 
River Utka, which rifes near the Cure of Balgara, 2 5. werjfes from Tet&t. We The River of 
thought fit, the night following, to make tryal what our people could dp , in Ulka ' 
cafe we Ihould befet upon, fo that the Ambaffadors conserved it would hot 
be amiffe to have a falfe Alarum given, ordering the <entih.elstocry.onr > and 
to difeharge,and thereupon the Drums to heat, and the Muskets and great

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• £ + *r Cuds to be (hot off, Our men did their parts very well, and kept their Ha- 

-- * _ 1 . iiods , exp.elfing much refolution. We d:d the Jilts in out return from 

Ptrfia. 

The ip. We came to the Iftabd of Stecrltx,o } which is i j,»’f rftes long. There 
I found the Elevation to be 54. d. 31. m. Behind that I Hand, on the right hand 
we found a great number of round llones, mu. h after the form of Orenges or 
Citrons, which,being broken in the tYi'dlf, reprefenred a Star of divers colours, 
whereof iorr.e had the rcfemblance of potifh’ci Geld or Silver, others were 
brown or yellow. .We took up a good quantity of them, ro ferve us for bullers 
for our Iron-pieces. Thence we came to a very pleafant place , where might 
have been feen heretofore a Citie of Tnrtary , galled tlxtroskwa. There, had 
been buried one of their Saints, for which Monument thofe that live there¬ 
abouts have Ilil 1 a great Devotion, From this plate to the Citie of Te:m are 
accompred 6 5. iverjles. We faw on the River- 11 ^, under certain Trees, two 
men on horf-back , who immediately got out of the way , which occailon’d 
us to feed one tofland Sentinel in the Scuttle of the main Mali; but they ap¬ 
pear’d no more. 

The 20. There came feveral Fifher-men of Teirn aboard us, and brought us 
5 5,large breams, which they had taken tbereabouts,‘and fold them ns for fifty 
pence. They have a particular way of fi filing. They fallen to the end of a long 
Cord, a pretty big ftone,which falls to the bottom, and at the other end of 
the faid Cord feveral great pieces of Wood which fwim upon the water. All 
along this Cord are fatten'd many little Cords, each whereof hath a hook 
. baited with a certain kind of fifh which is nor of the ieaft, but fuch as the 
orbers greedily feed upon. The fifli they take by this invention is«en or twelve 
foot long, the meat of it white, firm,and very delicate. In our return from 
Perfui^ rfjfre was ore brought to the Boat where 1 was with the Ambaffador Cru- 
which was fo big, though there was nothing elfe eaten,by reafon every one 
liked it fo well, yet was all the company fatisfied,and there was as much left 
as fill’d a barrel, wherin it was pickledup. 

When the Mttfcovites travel about their own occ a (ions, they makeufeof an¬ 
other invention. They fatten a hook to the end of aCord,aodtyethcCord 
about a piece of board of about the breadth of a man’s hand , plan’d very 
fmooth, and tinn’d over, and drag it afteriheBoar, fo as that the current of the 
water raufing it ever and anon to turnup towards the Sun,makes it fhinelike 
fealesof ififla: by which means drawing the greater fort of fifh after it, they 
takemore than they can fpend while they are on the water. So that the Muf- 
covltes , making no other prc#rifion,for their journeys, but of bread twice back’d 
, or dried in the Oven, find it no hard matter to fubfif^jny where; not ro men¬ 
tion, that their continual abllinences, and rheirFaltt having accuttom’d them 
to becoptem with little, and to care little for fleflijWiey make a fhift ‘to live 
. upon any thing they can meetwithall, nay, in cafe of neceflity, upon the liquour 
which Nature furnifties them with. 

At this place we let go the Boat which had carried our Provisions from Nlfe y 
and which being empty we had no further ufe for: but vie thought fie to fet it 
a-fire,left it might have fallen into the hands of the Cofaques ,who would have 
made ufe of it againft us. About noon , we pafs’d by the Ifland of hotenskd, 
which is three mrftes in length, and is onely divided by a fmall Chanel, from a 
kind of Cape, or Promontory, called Po/ilxo. The contrary wind forc’d us to 
Anchor behind the Ifland, neer the River Peitma^ which, as they fay, is alfo 
a branch of t he great River Kama, 

Then. We left, on the righthander wo very pleafant places, which are re¬ 
ported to have been heretofore great Cities, defiroy’d by Tamrldf^ whereof one 
was called Simberska~gora. 

The 3 2, With fome little difficulty, we pafs'd over three Sand Banks,where¬ 
of one is above,the other,below the place whence may be feen the Mountain^r- 

• fattchim, 
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beucbim , which was on our right hand. It derives its name from a Citie, where- ^ 
of the mines are yet to be feen, - 2 — * 

There may be feen from the River a great Hone about 30. foot in length, 
and as many in breadth, lying between two little Hills, having engraven on it 
the words following, Badefchtime dabro toko; Met; that is to fay. If thou raife 
me, thou {bait be well rewarded. We were told, chat not long before, a great 
Mufcovian Boat being forc*d by contrary winds to make fome Hay there, fifty 
Paflengen went a(hore,to raife the Hone, but when they had with much ado 
turned°ir, they onely found engraven on the other fide thefe words, Tfto ifehes 
netfebo tofofshen ; that is to fay, In vain dolt thou look for what thou hadH not 
pur there. On the right hand, we had the view of a fpacious and very delight- 
full ChampainCountrey,the ground very rich, with ahigh-graffe on it; but it 
was not in habited,and there could be feen onely the ruins of Cities and Villages* 
which hid been heretofore detlroy'd by Tamber lane . 

The 23. The contrary wind forc'd us to Anchor neer the River Adrobc, where 
I found the Elevation to be 53. degr. 48. minutes. In the afternoon, we 
thought to advance a little by laveering, but we hardly got half a League fur¬ 
ther. 

The 24. The contrary wind,Hill continuing at the fame height, fore d us 
twice again ft the (bore, and very much hindred the profecurion of our Voy¬ 
age. tor fome dayes following we had the fame inconvenience, by teafon of 
the Sand-banks, arid the inconftancy of the wind, which rife about nine in the 
morning, and about five at night there was sot rhe leaft breach Hitting,by that 
means adding ro rheaffliaion which orherwife lay heavy enough onus. For, 
befides that rhe indifpofitlon of moft of our people made that undelightfull 
Voyage rhe more tedious to them, continual watching, and the irffuppormble 
trouble we were every foot put to, rcduc d them to a very fad condition. 

Thofe who had been in aaion all night, chough it was not their profelfion to 
bear Arms, were, in the day timei forc’d to row. Smoak’d and Salt-meats af¬ 
forded littlenourifhment, and rhedifeontents arifing orherwife upon the fro- 
wardnefie of one of the Ambaffadors, in a manner took away the little cou¬ 
rage we had left to encounter with the great inconveniences of that long Voy-

B The 25. We faw, on the right hand, a Mountain out of which.the Mttfco- 
wtes gee Salt, which they prepare in certain Huts, built for chatpurpofe at the 
foot of the Mountain, then expofe it to the Sun,and fend it along the mlgt 
for Mofcop, Opposite to this Mountain is the I ft and of JCoftowata. The River 
hereaboursis very broad, by reafon of the lowneffe of the (hores on both ndes. 

Not far hence there is another Mountain,at the foot whereof is the River tiff#) 
which though it there falls into the mlga , yet is united again to it fixty wtrfiis. itffaj 
below Samara. There are on both Tides of the River pleafant Paftures; but not 
far thence there being thick Woods with a high Mountain adjoyning, whence 
Robbers difeover at a great dittance what Paffengers there are coming , it is ve¬ 
ry dangerous travelling that way. The C ofaqttes make their advantages there¬ 
of* and not a year before our paflage that way, they took a great Vcflel loaden, 
belonging to one of the’ richeft Merchants of Wife. Neer this River we 
fixty foot water, as alfo neer the Mountain Diwifagora, which word hgmne£, 
the plaids Mountain , and the Afufcovites fay it derives its name from, certain 
Maids that had fometime been kept there by a Shee-Dwirf. We left it on the 
right hand. It is very high and Heepy towards the River, whence it may be leen 
divided into feveral Hills, pleafant to the eye by reafon of the diyerlity of the 
colours, fpme being fed, fome blew, fome yellow, See, and represent mg, at a 
great diflgpce, the ruin? of fome grear and magnificent ftru&me. upon every 
Hill or Bank is a row of Pioe-Trees, fo regularly planted, that a man might 
do»bt whether it were not Artificial, were it not that the Mounts# is#- 
acceffible of all fides. M the foot oF t&s Mountain 4 isjrc rues another, 
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I 6 x 6 r f ac i 1cs alcr 8 c he River, tor eight Leagues together. The Valley between 

-■-/ thofe two Mountains, is called Jitbla-neiv-ejuas , that is to fay, Apple-drink, 

° rei: 1,um ^ ier Apple- frees there, which bring forth Apples fit onely 

The fame day we receiv’d Letrers from Mofcou by an expreffe Mcffenger, who 
brought us alio Letters from JVift, by which we underflood, that among out 
Mariners, there were four Cofaques, who came into our retinue, purpolely to 
. betray us into the hands ot their Cameradcs. This notice, though we were care- 

full enough to look after our people before,added to our care, and made us more 
vigilant. 

In the evening, after Sun-fer,we perceiv’d two great fires attbe entrance of 
a Wood on the right hand, whuh purring us into a fear they might be the Co~ 
Jaynes who by in wait for us,there were five or fix Musketteers Centro difeo- 
ver what they were : bur ours having (hot off three Muskets, the other anfwer’d 
them with the like number,and difeover’d .themfelves to be Strellts, who had 
been ordered to Guard a Prifian Caravan, and were then returning to their Gar- 
rizons. The Ambaffador Brttgman^ impatient to hear what accompt our men 
would bring, and thinking they flay’d very Hog, call’d after them as loud as he 
could, but the conrrary wind hindred them from hearing him • and in that fuf- 
pence he wou.ld have had fome of the great Guns difehargm at thofe fires ; but 
rhe Ambailador Crufm oppos’d it, and told him, that their quality obliging 
therrno flandondy upon the ae fen five parr, he would not by any means c on- 
fen t thereto. * 

. In the night,between the ad. and 27. ourSeminels perceiv’d in a little Boat, 

two men, who, thmkingtogo along by our fhip-fide, were flay'd, and forc’d 
to Come aboard us. They faidthey were fifiler-men,and thatrh t Muft ovites^ 
whom rhey called their brethren, fuffered them to go along with their Boats by 
night as wdl asby d3y :bur,'in regard we were told , the Ccfuques took this 
courfe, and were vyonc to come neer Veffels,co cut their Cables, we examin’d 
them apart, and’findrng their anfwers different, one faying there were 500, Co- 
faqtte s waiting for us,in anlfleneer S or at of ^ the other denying it, rhey were kept 
all night, and the next morning we fent them by our Priftaf to th t'tteywode of 
Samara. , . 

The jy, -\Ve la w, on the left hand, in a fpacious plain, not far from the Ri¬ 
ver fide, a RiH’oFSand like a Down. The Mufcovites call it Sarlol Kurgan , and

About a from’ the faid Hill,and on the fame fide, begins the Moun¬

We intended to make fomellay neer rhe City, in expectation to hear, by* 
our Prifi 4 , whatOut PrilonerS had depos’d ; but the wind came fo fair for us, 
that we thought better not to let Hip the opportunity we then had to make the 
gteatell dayes journey of any fince the beginning of our Voyage. According- The Mmntm 
ly 3 we got at'night, to the mountain of th z Cofaques y which is 115. werfies of the Co- 
from Samara , and fo the prognoUication of the Mufcoznan Mariner* , by the faq uc «* 
Snakes, proved true. Prom the City of Samara, to the place where the rivet 
SamarhWs imo'the^Wgyf , thereis all along one continued mountain. Nser 
the fame place-) but on the other fide of the river, the River AficuU falls inro 
it, fb that the falling in of all thefe waters together, does fo fwell the Wolga, 
that in this place it fs ncer two leagues broad. Afterwards, on the right hand 
may be feen the mountain called Peficherskf, which is in a manner all one Rock, 
having very little upon it, and reaching neer 40. werfies along the river 

About 100* werfies from Samara , in the midftof the river , is rhe Ifland of 
■Barrack , and ten werfies lower that of Lopatin , which is five werfies in length, 
and lies oppofite to the river Lifran , which there falls into the Welga , on the 
ri^ht hand. Afterwards , we pafs’d by many little Ifles , and came very late at 
m«ht to the mountain of- the Cofaques. Ic * s all bare and without wood. The 
Cojackj who live’ upoifthe river Don, and had their retreating places in this 
mountain, whence they.at a great dilfance difeovered the Boats that were co¬ 
ming down, and there appointed parties co carry on their Robberies, have 
oiven it the name. But ever fince the i^yivode of Samara fur priz’d there a great 
party of Cofiaefftes , whereof there were five or fix hundred kill’d upon the place, 
they have forborn afiembling therein fo great numbers, and appear only in 
fmallamies, AU thefe mountains do fometimes reach a great way into the 
Country, and fometimes they do but in a manner border the river, to which 
they ferve infiead of a bank. We lay at Anchor all nighc, at the place where 
this mountain begins, and the next day , ap.wepafs’d it, and , in our way, 
the river Pantzim , which falls into the Volga , on the right hand., and having 
fail'd that day werfies, we caft Anchor at night neer the IQeof Sagerinskg, 
where we ilayd all night. Some Fifher-men, who came aboard, gave us intelli¬ 
gence that-chey had feen thereabouts 40, CofacyM, who had made their appea¬ 
rance on the rivec-fide. Here wetoldour people, that our Beer beginning to 
grow low, they muft content rhemfeWes for ihe future with water, into which 
they might put a little Vinigar, and fo make.0.v(W of it. 

. Am. so. we came betimes in the morning to the mouth of the river Zagra, 
which falls' into the Wolga on tbe right hand, neer the Me of Zagennsko, to 
which it gives rhe name. Forty werfies rhence, we pafs’d by the I fie of Sofnott , 
where-news was brought us, that we fiiould meet with the 40°* Cofasjues , of 
whom one of the Fifher-men of Samara had given us an alarm j whereupon 
all rook Arms, ar.d the Guns were made ready,but we faw not any body. 

Towards noon , we came over egainll the mountain of Ttchj , which comes 
out fofar on the right hand,that at a great difiancedt/cermto dam up the river, 
which neverthelefsVfo (hallow thereabouts, thatfome affirmed, the Cofaqms 
forded it- Not far off there is a Bank of Sand , called Owct^abrot, and feveral 
little Ides,, full of eppfes and buflies, which th tCofaqaes krfow how to make 
theiradvanragesof, in the carrying on their encerprifes. There we met with 
two Fifher-men, who told us, chat fomfe eight dayes before* the (.ojac/ues ■ 
had takena great Boat from rbem , and had told them that within a final! time, 
they expe&ed to come into thofe parts a great German 'hip. In the evening, 
we called ro two other Fifher-men , who coming aboard. We asked them what 
they knew concerning th tCofdques. The more aged was at rim cautious and 
would fay nothing, but perceiving , the other, who was rrmcn younger, had 
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I < * A n S£ ui,c ^ £ ^ e rcierv’doels, he confirm’d what his Camerade had faid, and 

_- *, . afiu:’d u«**, ch^t he had Uen 40 .-Cafaques retreating into the Wood , which we 

diftQver d trom o-ur Ship, and that they’had fix Boats, which they had brought 
aftu>re : , to be madeufc of again!! us. They both intreited us,' to make our fieft 
advantage, of that dticovery,which would co(t them,their lives,if the Cofaqnes 
came to know as much,and to carry them away as Prifoners, and fee them afhore 
fome werfles thence. Which we accordingly did, but we doubled our Guards, 
and kept them under a Guard all that night, in regard we had no reafon tobe 
more confident of them, than of the Cofaqttes thetnfelves. The next morn¬ 
ing a: the Break of day, we dtfmifs’d them. That day we failed do. werfles. 

The latl of Augttfl , we had fo good a wind that we got no, werfles between 
Bun and Sun. The Ifle cf Oflino, ten werfles diflant from Seratof , wasthefirft 
thing we faw that day. The Sand-bank which neer that place reaches a great 
way into the Riyer, put us to fomc difficulty to pafs it. The Ship ftruck fe- 
veral times againfl it, yet at laft pafs’d it without any flop. Twenty werfles 
thence there is another Itle , called Scbifmamago, and then that of Koltof , which 
is yo. werfles from S or at of, where we found fomerimes 16. fometimes 20. fomc- 
times 30. fometimes 40. foot water. Between thefe two Iflca we met with two 
great Boats, having each of them 400; Mariners aboard it. One belong’d to 
the Patriarch,and was loaden with Proyifions; the other, which was loaden with 
Cavayar, which is a pall of the Spawn or Egges of Sturgeon faired, as we have 
faid elfewhere, belong’d to the Great Duke. They gave us feveral Volleys 
of fmall (hot, and we anfwer’d their civility with a grpat Gun, Neer the Ifle of 
Koltof', we mer with four other Boats, coming from Aflrachan, loaden with 
* Salt and Salc-fifh , upon the accompt of Gregori Mlkltof, one of the richeft 

Merchants of The Boat-men told us chat they had feen,neer Aftrachan 3 in 

feveral Boats, about 200. C^/^«.r,who,had fuffer’d them to pafs, without faying 
any thing to them.Nor far from this Ifle may be fecn on the right hand,thejmoun- 
tam o( Sofaoma , which is above 40. werfles in length,Thc word Smiwa flgniftes s 
Serpent, and they have given the Mountain that name, becauleit fometimes 
winds it fdf a great way into the Country, fometimes, it only borders the 
River. The Mufnmes would have it fo called from a Serpent, or Dragon, 
whichhavingdoneabundance of mifehief thereabouts, was kill’d by fame great 
Herde, and cut into three pieces,which were immediately metamorphofed into 
fo many Hones, and are {hewn to this day, to fuchas pafs that way. From 
this Mountainall along the plane may be feen many Ifles, which they call Sa- 
rol^ oflrowe, that is to fay, the Forty Ifles. 

S E P T E M- ^ e P ti z < bet^rncs in t he morning, we met with three great Boats, between 
B E R. s • and doo. tun a piece, which yet took up but 1 a. foot of water. They tow’d 
after them a great many little Boats, in order to the unloading of the great 
ones, where the River is not deep enough. The biggeft of them carried Provi- 
fions for the Moaalleryof 7 roin.a 3 whereof we have fpoken elfewhere. The 
The city of So- Salute was-the fame with what we had made to chofe we had met before. About 
ratof. nine in the morning, we pafs’d in fight oftheCiryof Soratsf. It is feared at 

52. deg. 12.min. elevation, in a great plain four werfles from the River, and 
upon a branch which th clfolga makes on chat fide. All the Inhabitants ar eMufl- 
ctoti*n Musketreers., under the command of a Weywv&e , fent thither by the 
Great Duke, for theprefervatiou of the Country, againfl the Tartars , called 
Kalmtcfxt •, who irepoflefs’d ©f vail Country, reaching from thofe part's as far 
, as the Calf,or, Sea, and to the River Jaika- Thefe Tartars 'make frequent incur* 
• flans asfar as the River wdgA, and are not foinconfiderable, but that they many 
times proclaim open War againfl the Great Duke. From Samara to S or at of 3 are 
350. iperfies. 

T he fecond, having a fair wind, we pafs’d in fight of the Ifles of Krlufna and 
SapHxoffa , which are at a fmall difiance one from rhe other, and came to the 
Mountain of Achmats Klgori , which ends at an Ifle of the fame name, 40. 

werfles 
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werfies from Storatof. This Mountain aftords a very pleaUnt Profpeft,ia as mi^fh 
as the top of it is dad with a perfe&ly-ex cel lent verdure, the afcent checquerd _ 
with a foil or mold of feveral different colours, and the skirt of if is a very 
great bank, foeven, that it feems to have been done by hand. Twenty wer~ 
fits from the Ifle of Aclmotsko , we faw that of Soloioi , and afcerwards the 
Mountain of Sallot togori , or cheGolden Mountain, fhe Mytfcevttes cold us, 
that name was given it , for this reafon, that heretofore the Tartars had there¬ 
abouts fur priz’d a Mafcovlan Fleet, fo richly loaden, that they divided Gold 
and Silver by the Bufhel. We were no tooner pall by this Mountain, but we 
came in fight of another, called All link , that is to fay, Chalk. It reaches 
along the River 40. werjlet , having the top as even as if it had been done by a 
Level, and makes an infeniibledcfcencdowo cotheRiver, at the foot where¬ 
of are many Trees planted checqucr-wife. After this, we came to another 
Mountain on which we bellow’d the name of the Mountain of Pillars, for 
as much as the rains having wafh’d away the earth in feveral places, they look’d, 
at a dillance, like fo many Pill as ,‘out of order, of feveral colours. Blew, Red, 
Yellow, and Green. Here we met with another great Boat, the Pilot whereof 
fenr us word» that he had feen neer Afirachatt about 70. Cofacjms , who had fuf- 
fered them to pafs without faying ought to them; but wit hall, that fome four 
dayes before ten of thofe Rogues had trapaund him out of 500. Crowns, not by 
fetcingonthe Boar,where they fhnuld have met with refinance,fince they could 
have made their party goodagainfl a much greater number of Enemiei; but 
they had taken rhat Boat and the Anchor, which the Mttfcovltes makeufeof 
when they go againft the /treamof the river (as we have exp refs’d elfewhere ) 
and kept borh till the fore-faid fum was fcof them. In the evening, afloon as 
we had cart Anchor , we faw coming cowards us ten Cofaqttes , who went into a 
Boat, and crofs’d to the other fide of the river. The AmbafTador Bragman im¬ 
mediately commanded eight Musketreers, taken, fome out of our retinue, 
fome from among the Soldiery-, to follow the Cofaques , to find out what their 
defign was, and to endeavour to bring them aboard. But the Cofaqstes had time 
enough ro get albore, and retreat into the wood, whither they alfo carried 
their Boat; fo that it was far night ere cur people return’d. Our Steward was 
much troubled thereat, and reprefented ro Bmgman , how dangerous it wai, 
to command our people at fucb unfeafonable houres, and that in a place where 
they could not be reliev’d; but the other was fo much incens’d at tnefe remon- 
flranees, that he gave the Steward very unworthy language, 

Sept. 3, we faw on the left hand the river of Rttjlana , and oppofite thereto on 
the right hand, the mountain oG Urakofs Kami , which is 150.. voerftes from 
Soratof, They fay that a Tartarian Prince, named Uf’okai who giving Battel ro 
the Cofaqstes in that place, was there kill’d and buried, gave it the name. Thence 
we came to the mountain Katnzfcbinka t anc ^ to 'be river of the fame name. It 
rifes out of the Torrent of Iloha , which falls inro the Don , 'which falls into 
the Ehxwc Sea, and divides Afia and Europe. The Cofaqttes crofs this river in 
little Boats,and make their incurlvonsas far as upon rhe d'o/ga^o that this is the 
molt dangerous place of any. We faw along the river-fide, upon the right 
handjfeveral wooden Croffes, fer there to fignify the Sepulchres of a great num¬ 
ber of Mttfcovltes , who had been kill’d there by the Cofaqttes. 

Having pafs’d this place , we perceived rhe Caravan of Perfta and Tartary j 
It confided of fixreen great Boars, and fix little ones. As foon asthey faw us, 
the Mariners gave over rowing, and went only as the dream carried them, to 
the end we might overtake them ; which oblig’d us to make all the Sail we coula, 
and rodowhat elfe lay in our power, till we got up to them. We foon ex- 
prefs’d our joy, by the noife of our Trumpets, and' faluted the Carav:in wit t 
four great Pieces; theyanfwer’d with all their fmall foot, which obligd us to 
give them another Volley. 
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l *£.<*£ The Principal perfons of this Caravan, who couid not have all met till they 

__* p * dmc to Samara, were, ^Tartarian Prince, named Mujfal > the Cmzi, or the 

King of P t^fiatis Merchant, whomwefpakeof before, a MttfcovianPoflamch , 
named Alexei Savinowits Rmantzikox , fent by the Great Duke to the Kino 0 f 
Pcrft4 , an Ambaflador from the Crim-Tanars, a Merchant, or Factor from he 
Chancellor of Perfia , and two Merchants of the Province oiKUanm Per¬ 
fia. 

\ , Immediately after thefe firft general exprelfions of joy , we faw coming to¬ 
wards us a Mrfcovian Officer, attended by a confidetable number of Musket- 
teers, who came to give us a Volley , and inquire after out health, from the 
Prince of Tartary. As they came up to our Ship, the Sirelits difcbarg’d their 
Muskets, and then only the Officer.came aboard, and made his complement. 
As foon as he left us the Ambafladors fent to the faid Prince, the Sieur Uchterits, 
who was accompany d by Thomas de APelUvtlle, and our Afttfcovian Interpreter ; 
and commanded the Secretary of the Embaffy, who took along with him the 
Per ft an Interpreter, to go at the fame time and complement the Cupt*.i, who had 
in rhe interim fent one of his retinue to do the like to the Ambaffadors. 

The Secrecary^oming to the Lar-board-fide of th eCnpui’s Veflcl, would 
have got up into it there, but his fervants, acquainting him that the Matters 
Wife having her lodgings on that fide, it would not befo fit for him, fo chat he 
was forc’d to order the Boat to go about the Ship, and to get in the other fide. 
The JUjng of As we got in there flood feveral Servants, very handfome perions, who took 
PerGaV us by the arms to help us up, and conduced us to the Kttptz.Ps Chamber. We 

V. founding him fitting in a Couch, which was raifed two foothigb, and cover'd 

with' a piece of the beft kind of Perftan Tapeftry. He had under him a coarfe 
pieceof Turly Tapefiry, fitting crofs-leg’d, according to the enftome of his 
Country, retting his back on a Crimfon Satin cuQiion. 

He received us with much civility, putting his hinds to his bread,and making 
. a low inclination of the head, which are the ordinary Ceremonies, wherewith 
tliey receive thofe (Perfons, whom they would do the greatett honour. He in- 
treated us to fit down by him , which out of complyance we did, but not 
without much trouble to us, as being not accuttomed to continue any long 
time in that potture. He very handfomely receiv’d our complement, andan- 
■ fwer’d it with fo much of obligation and kindnefs, that wc could not but be 
much taken with his civility. He told us among other things, that he was ex¬ 
tremely defirous to fee bis own Country , and hisownHoufe, but the fatisfa- 
fiion it would be to him to fee either o,f them , would not be comparable to 
that which he had conceiv’d at thefirtt fight of our Ship. He added, -that as 
foon as we were come into Perfia , we fhouldfind theroughnefs and barbarifrn 
of the Nation, among whom we then were, chang’d into an obliging civility, 
to pleafant convention , and into a manner of life abfolutely inviting, and 
that attended with a freedom, which fhould be common to us with all the In¬ 
habitants of the Country. That, he hoped , at his arrival at the Court, it 
would not be hard for him , with the afliftaDCe of his Friends there, to ob¬ 
tain the charge of MehentanAar? or Conduftor, for our Embaffy , fincehehad 
thehappinefs of our acquaintance by the way! That then he would oblige us 
upon all occafions, and in the mean time intreated us todifpofeof his perfon, 
and whatever was in the Ship, as wepleafed. He treared us witha Collation, 
which was ferv’d in, in Plate Vermilion-gilt, and confifted only in Fruits, 
Grapes, andPiftachoes, dry’d and faked. The only drink we had, was an ex¬ 
cellent kind of Mttfcovtan Aquavits, wherein he firft drunk the health of the 
two Ambafftdors together, and afterwards that of each of them by himfelf, 
which happened at the fame time that his own was drunk in our Ship , which 
we knewto be fo by the joint Volley of both the great Guns and the fmalllhot. 
Taking our leave of him, he told us as a great Secret, that he had fome news to 
tell the Ambaffadors j which was, that he had it from a very good hand, that the 
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King of Poland, had lent an Arnbaflador to Sc hack Sefi , that he ,had taken his \ 6 X 6 
way by Constantinople and Bagdet ; that he was then upon his return at Aftrachan t l ' 

and that he had order, in his way, to fee the Great Duke ; but that the Wey- 
We would not permit him to p?fs, till he had firit heard from the Court. That 
this was all he knew of it, andthac the Ambafladors might guefs at the reft, as 
alfo what may have been the occafionof his Voyage and Negotiation. 

The other eminent Pcrfons of the Caravan Cent alfo to complement us, and 
to make proferof their fervices, increaung us to keep them company, and 
alluring us of their afliftance if need were. Alter a general Volley of all the 
Caravan, we parted, and kept on our courfe, At night we had a great Tern-" 
pell, with two extraordinary Thunder-daps, and fomeflafhes of Lightning; 
but the weather foon became fair again, and we had a g'-eatcalm. 

Sept. 4. being Sunday, jurt as our Minder was beginning his Sermon, came 
aboard us feveral Tartars , whom Mttflal the Tanan'anVnnctoi Clrcapa fent 
to tell us, that, his difpofition would not fufterhim to give the Ambafladors 
a perfonal vlfic, but as foon as his health would permit him to takecheair, it 
fliould bethefirrt thing he did. .The equipage of thofe who came along with 
the Perfon employ’d in this Meffoge may very well deferve a little remark from 
us. As to his Perfon, he was fomewhat of the tailed, his complexion of an 
Olive-colour, his hair long, greafy, and black as jeGand his beard of the 
fame colour, and fafliion. He bad upon his upper Garmwit, fome black-Sheep 
skin, the woolly fide out, a Cal lot, or clofcCap, on his head, and his counte¬ 
nance fuch as a Painter might well cake for an original, if he were to reprefenc 
the Devil. His rerinue were inno better order, having about them only Coats, 
or Garments of fome very coarfe Cloath, brown or black. We entertaind them 
wichcerrainGobelets of Aquavits, and fent them fufficiemly drunk to their 
Ship, 

About noon we came to the Rivet of Bolloclsa , in the mid-way between Ka- 
rnttfchinka, and Zarina, 90. werfies diliant from either of them. Having fail’d 
1 6. rverfies further, we came to a very high hill of fand , called Strehlne , neer 
which weftayd all night. 

Sept. 5.we had hardly weigh’d Anchor,but the current forc’d us upon a fa'nd- 
bank, where we found but five foot and a half water. White we were bulled 
about getting off the Ship, the Caravan got before us, and made towards Zarina, 
with a deiign totake in there fome other Muskecceers for its convoy to Afira- 
chan. About noon, we got to a place whence we might have gone in tefs than 
a dayes time as far as the River Daw, called by Ptolomey and other Ancient Geo¬ 
graphers Tonals , which advances in that place as far as within feven leagues of 
the Wolga, raking its courfe towards the Eaft. A little lower, neer Achcobska Tbefift Branch 
Utska , the divides it felf into cwobranches, whereof one, which takes into “f Wol &** 

the Country on the left hand, goes a courfe contrary co that of the great River, 
taking towards Eaft-North-Eaft': butaboutone vterfie thence,. it reaffu me s its 
former courfe, and returns towards theSomh-Eart, foto fill into the CafpUn 
Sea. In this place I found the Elevation to be 48. deg. 51. min. 

Five rterfies from the river, and feven from Zarina, may yet be feen the ruins 
of a City, which they fay was built by Tamherlane. Ic was called ZaarefgoroA , 
that is to fay, the Royal City ; its Palace and Walls were of Brick, which they 
ftill carry thence, to built Walls, Churches and Monarteries at Afirachan ; even 
at the time of our paffage that way , they were loading feveral great Boats with 
Brick, bound for the pi act: afore-faid, ' 

In this place, we faw a Fifher-mao, who coming clofeby our Ship-fide, took 
2 BlelngO)Ot white-fifli, which was above-eight foot long, and above four broad. 

It was fomewhat like a Sturgeon* Bud was much whiter, and had a wider mouth. 

They kill it much after the fame manner as Oxen are kill’d among us, by firft 
fiunningtt with a knock with a mallet. They fold it us for fifty pence.

tsept. 6 . We overtook the Caravan, at Zarina, where mofl of the Paffengers 
were landed, and lodg’d in Tents, upoD che River fide, ex petting the Convoy, 
which was to be Tent from the adjacent Towns : but the wiod beino Hill fair 
for us, we kept on our courfe. The Citie of Zarina is dittant from Soratofi<e. 
iverjtesy and lies on che right fide of che River, ac the bottom of a Hill, fortitVd 
with five Balhons, and as many wooden Towers. It bath no other Inhabitants 
than about 400. Strehts or Musketreers, who ferveagainlhbeincurfions of the 
Tmari and Cef/Kjats, and are oblig’d to Convoy t h C °Boa [s which and 

comedown the River. There I found the elevation to be 40 d “and la mi- 
‘nutes. • H 

From the Citie of ZarUa to Aftrachan, and the Cafplan Sea, there is onelv 
watte grounds and heaths, and To barren a foyi, that being not able ro brins 
forth any kind of Cornell that Countrey, even the Citie of Ajbrachan ir felf is 
fore d to fend for Wheat to Cofan, whence there comes fuch abundance that it 
is cheaper ac Ajlmchcw chan it is ac Mofcou. 

Below Zarina Lies the 1 fie of Zerpinskj. It is twelve vrerfies in length, and 
the Soldiers of the Garrifon of Zarina, fend their Cartel thither tooralse. The 
Cojagues of thofe parts, having obferv’d that the Wives and Daughters *of chofe 
Soldiers eroded over ro rhe Ifland without any Guard , went thither one day 
aftm them , furprizU raviQi’d,and fern them back to their husbands, without 
doing them any othefmifchief. Behind this lfle, there falls inco the Ml?a a 
httle River, which rifes out of theZW, bur it hath hardly water enough for 
h'.tle Boats, which I conceive may be the reafoo, why Geographers reprefent 
ir not in their Maps; there being ox\t\yJfaac Afatfa, who hath pur it into his, 
ana calls it Kamotu. The hears were thereabouts fo great in rhe moneth of 
September, as that of theDog-dayesis not more infupporcable in Germany • yet 
the Mufcovhes affirm’d, they were but ordinary. * 1 

Sept.y. The weather chang’d, and a Tempeft following,' we could not ad¬ 
vance flinch. Having fay I’d tertwerfies, we faw, on the right hand, aGibn 
erefted upon a high reddifh Hill. It was che firtt we had feen in chofe parts and 
w 5 y vc *V olci wasfetu P b y thtmpoode of the next Citie, for the execution 
of thcCofae/Heshc fhould take within his Government, and rhac he gave them 
no other quarter, bur that their Camerades fuffred not the bodies to han* there 
above five or fix dayes. ° 

The fame day an humour took the Ambaflador Srftgman , ro caufe all the 
Servams belonging ro the Embiffy to come before him, to whom he faid , that 
he had reafon to believe, that there were many among them , who exprefs’d 
littlekindneffeand refpeft cowards him, and, if occafion ferv’d .would do him 
all the ill Offices lay in their power, and confequencly chat his defire was, that 
the Muficians, the Guards, and the Lacqueyes, fliould rake their Oaths to b* 
to Anrwer was made him, chat his diflruft was ill-grounded" 
that they faw nor any reafon why they fliould be oblig’d ro a thing fo extra¬ 
ordinary , and that they were lo far from hiving any ill defign againft him 
that, on the contrary, they were all ready to lay .down their lives rodohim 
any fervice.; bur that rhey in treated him, for his part , to fpare them as 
much as might be, and to treat them more midly than he had done : which 
he promifed to do, bur it was one of thofe promifes that are either kept or 

The fame day we met with a great Boar, the Matter whereof fenc feme Mari¬ 
ners aboard us, to dettre us ro pity their fad condition , and to relieve them 
with a httle bread, in the extremity they wtrein , having not eaten ought for 
the fpiceof four dayes. They told us it was rhree weeks fince they came from 
Aftracban^ and that they had .been robb'd in their way by thirty Cof agues, 
who had taken away all their Provifions. We gave them a fttk full of pie¬ 
ces of bread, for which they gave us thanks* with their ordinary Ceremonies, 
bowing their heads down to the ground, 
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forty Jerfies from Zarina, lies thj I tic of Naffonofsko, and oppohte the: e:o, 
on the right hand, a great flat Mountain of the lame name. Between the Iflc 
and the Mountain there is a kind of a Grott, where the CbfujHes had, fome years 
before, kill’d a great number of Mufcovites, who had lay'n chere in ambufh , to 
fnrprife the others. In the evening, a certain fifhermnn brought us a kind of 
fifli whith we had never Ceen before. The Mnfcovhesx.z\\i.d it 7 z,iberika , and 
it was above five foot long, with along and broad fnout like the Bill of a wild 
Drake, and the body full of black and white ip us, like the Dogs of Poland , but * 
iriuch more regular, unleffe it were about the belly, where it was all white. It 
had an excellent good tafte, and was at leaft as pleafant as that of Salmon. He 
fold us alfo another kind of fiih tnuch refembling a Sturgeon , but much 
Idfie, and incomparably more delicate, whereof there are abundance in the 

Wolga, 

The 8. Thc Caravon, which we had left at Zariz,a, came up to us neer a 
Gape, called Popowltskajurga, upon this accompt that the fon of a Mafcovian 
Popeor Pried, who had fomecime headed ihzCofaques and Bandits, was wont to 
make his retreat, and appoint his rendezvous at that place. They count from 
Zarina to that plate 70. v>erfies,md thence to the Mountain of Kamnagar, 
which lay on our right hand, 40. roerfies. The Rivet thereabouts is full of Ifles 
and Sand-banks, by which the Caravan was no leffe incommodaced than we 
were, though their \feffels were much leTSe than ours. Twenty tonifies lower 
there is a very high Ifland, four werftes in length, called Wefmi, neer a River of 
the fame name, which falls into the Wolga on the right hand. Thirty werjics 
lower, the wind forc’d us into a corner, where rhe River otWolodlnerski Utfga 
falls into the Wolga. But in regard we were loath to let flip the opportunity of 
making a great dayes journey , which the fairneffe of that wind put us in hope 
wetnight tfo, we with much difficulty made a flnfcfto get our, and afterwards 
pafs’dby the Country of Stttpln, thirty wirfies from the Citie of Tz.orno.gar, 
which was the firft we were to come at the next day. Ten -aerifies lower, the 
Hra/ga puts out a fecond branch on the left hand, called Achtobenifm Utfga, 
which joynsics waters cotbofc of Achtobska, whereof we fpoke before. Thence 
•we fay I’d five tmftes further, where the whole fleet call Anchor, near the Ifle 
1 of OJfim, which is feven werfies from Tnornogar. So that,that day we got 13 y. 
werfies, or 27 . German Leagues , that is,at the leaft as far as it is from Paris to 
Sastmar. 

Prom this Countrey quite down to Afirachan, on both fides of the River, 
there grows abundance of Liquorice, having a ftalk as big a^ ones arm and a- 
bont fome four foot high. The feed of it is much like a yicch, and lies in cods 
upon the top of the ftalk. The Ghampain part of Media. is cover d therewith, 
efpecially towards the River A raxes ; but the juyee of it is much fweeter, and 
the root much bigger chan that which grows in Europe. 

Sept, 9. There rofe a wind, which foon grew into aTempeftj and brought 
us about noon before a little Citie of T^arnogar, where we ftay’d. It was but 
fome nine years before, that rheGreat Duke had given order for the building of 
thisCitie, which lies 200. morfies from ZarUa, fome half a League lower than it 
is tow s but the great floods having walh’d away the earth along the fhore, in 
fuch great quantities, that the courfie of the River feem’d to be thereby diver¬ 
ted.* and that it would be ill coming afhore there, they tranflated the Citie to 
the place where it is now. It is feared upon a high fliore, on the right fide of 
tlie River, and is foreify’d with eight wooden Towers, and a Rartipier with thick 
planks, hiving no other Inhabitants than three or four hundred Souldiers, who 
are kepttbere to fecute tire Couotrey againft the incurfions cif the Cofaqnes and 
'Ka/rmckas Tartars. There is at each corner of the Citie, which is fquare, a par¬ 
ticular place for the Sentinels to ftand, erefted upon four great poles, whence 
they have a full profpefl into a fpacious plain as far as they can lee, without 
the leaft interpofidon of any wood, 01 other eminency. 
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What oblig’d theOreai Duke to order the building of thisCit^, was /the 
. mifihiefs done thereabouts by ibe Cofaqties ,but particularly,the defeat of a 
Caravan, of 1500. Mufcovhes: who were there iurpriz’d fome ten years before. 
It had a very tncng Convoy, but the River being extremely fwift in that place, 
and the Convoy being gone before, the Cofaejues, who had differed the Soldiers 
to patfe by, came out of their Ambufiies, let upon the Caravan, kill'd feven 
or eight hundred men, and cook away all before the Convoy could come up, 
the violence of the current not differing it to get up the River time enough to 
relieve them. Between that place and ^firachan, there are rio Trees to be fofcn 
on the River-fide. 

The 10. We left T&trnggar ,but th; wintl turning agatnft us, we could hard¬ 
ly get ten werfies that day. About noon, fome fifher-men brought us a noble 
Carp, which weigh’d at lead thirty pounds, with eight other fifh, of rhofe they 
cM Sandates, the faired we had feen in all our Voyage. We would have paid 
for them,but they refus’d our money, and told us, that they fifti'd there for 
certain Merchants of Mofcou, who having farm’d the filhing of that place from 
the Great Duke, would be lure to have them feverely punifh’d, if ever it fhould 
come to their knowledge, that they had fold any fifh. We foon found their de- 
fign was to be paid in Aquavits, accordingly a quart was ordered to be given 
them,wherewiih they feemed to be very well fatisfy’d. 

Sept, 11. The wind and weather ^air, we got 120. werfiis, but without any 
accident worth noting, favetharabout noon, we pafs’d by the Mountain of 
Palawan, fo called, becaufe half-way between Afirachan and ZdrUa, 250. werfies 
di'ftant from each of them. We pafs’d over the night neerthe Jfle of Kyjfar, 
yvhere the AmbafTador Brugman, who was upon the Guard, hearing that the 
Sentinel had difcovered a great Boat, which the current of the River brought 
fomewhat neer our Vertel,and that upon calling to them,no body anfwet’d, 
commanded fifteen Muskets to be {hot off, and at the fame time, a great Gum 
to be fired. All took the Alarm ; but hardly was every man got to his Ration, 
ere they might perceive comingto the fhip-fide a fmall boat, guided by onely 
one man, who gave us this accompt ofhimfeif, that his Boat was leaden with 
Salt, and that his feven Camarades,being acquainted with fome of the Caravan, 
had been fo treated by them with Aquavits, that being all deadafleep , he had* 
been forc’d to let the Boat j°o with the ftream. Our Pilot knew the mab, as 
being an Inhabitant of Nlfe, whereupon we gave him fomeGobelecs of Aqua- 
vitae, and fenc him back to his Boat. The next day, he came to acknowledge our 
kindnefie to him, by aprefent of certain Sturgeons. 

The night following,the wind continuing fait, we thought fit to improve 
the opportunity, and fo fet fay 1 by three in the morning, Sept. 12. We foon 
came, upon the left hand, to a third branch of the Wolga, called Bach woflowa, 
which falls into the two precedent. Thence we came to thereof Coppom, 
from which the name Coponogar is deriv’d to the County, which is oppofire 
thereto, on the right fide of the River, From this place, there are lyo. werfies 
to Afiracban. Twenty werfies lower, th zJVolga makes a fourth branch, on the 
'lift hand, called JDjmt/ifska Utfga , which mingles not with any of the other 
three, but difembogues it felf^by a particular Chanel inro the Cafpian Sea. 
Fifteen werfies thence lies, in the midff of the River ,the Hie of Katarinski, 
which is little, but very pleafanr,by reafom of the Wood, and other plants 
rhar gr$w on it. Not far from it, we law upon a Sand-bank the Catkafls of a 
Boat, which had been call away there , and was half rotten. Being feen at 
fome diflance,a mau might take it for a Fort, built thereby -the Cofaqttes , nay 
there were rhofe who imagined they had feen fome of t-hem, which occafion’d 
a command to be given that fome fhoc fiiould be made imp the Wood ; but 
it was done with fo much Precipitation, that one of the Muskets; breaking in 
the hands of our Cook, the fplinters took off the Thumb of his left hand, 
and hurt him art the forehead and bread. We Ray’d the next night, neer the 
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I He of Pirn ski go. werftet from Aftracfam, lifter we had fail’d a hundred that 
day.* 

Sept, 13. while we were , after morning prayer, reading fome Chapters out 
of the Bible, and among others thextrr. of Numbers, where Mbits fpeaks 
of the fertility of the Land of Canaan, and the excellency of its Fruits, 
efpecially of the Grapes s brought thence by the Spies, there came two 
Boats from Afirachan, which brought us fome Fruits to fell. We were 
fo furpriz’d thereat, that , for my part, lam in doubt whether that of the 
Holy Land could be better ; fo delicious were the Melons and Peaches, and 
the Kernels of the Grapes weae as big as Nurs. This day betimes in the morn¬ 
ing, we came in fight of another Branch of the f Volga , called Jtfit'ttsi^t, which 
at fome diliance from the River, is divided into two o her Branches; whereof 
the one is united to the Danilofskj lit z,gd, which we fpoke of before, and the 
othet falls again into the main riverat fome werftcs thence. Weweretold, 
that was the moft dangerous place of all the river, by rearon thofe Robbers had 
their rendevouz and retreating plates thereabouts. For indeed, we faw , be¬ 
tween two! ties, a great number of Cofaques, at whom the Am ball a dor Brag- 
man caus’d a great Gun to be Bred. Fiyst verfies lower, and70.from Afira- 
chan, we came to the laft fand-bank, which is called Kabangameel. Five werfies 
thence, to the Promontory of K abangexoar ; and five lower, to the Ifieof 
Itau&ttrkji where we Hay'd that nighr, ^oiveerfies from. Aftrachari. 

We Taw in thofe pares, as alfo afterwards neer Afrachan , and upon the 
Cafpian Sea, a kind of wild Geefe, or rather Cormorants, which the M»fca¬ 
vil es call Babbes, which in a manner cover’d rhe river hde} but pf them more 
at large, when we come to the defeription of rhe dry, and of the Country of 
Nagaia. 

■ The 14, we were flay’d by a contrary wind , and a rempeft coming from the 
Somh-Eaft, fo that we could hardly advance two werfles , e _ e we were 
forc’d to calf Anchor, and to continue there till the next day. We lay at So. 
foot water. IhzTartarlan Prince fent us a Prefent of Beer, Hydromel and 
Aquavirse, and fent us word, that if we liked it, we might have more. 

Sept. 15. the wind changing , we fet fail by 4, in the morning, taking our 
courfe South-ward, and, betimes in the morning, camebefore the Ifle of Bu- 
fan , 15, werftes from AJhachan ; and afterwards to a fixth Branch of the river 
fi’olga, called Baltz,!ck,> within 15, werfles of the City. The plain, which tea¬ 
ches from that place to Aflrachan, gaye us the fight of the City by S, in the morn¬ 
ing, Three werfles lower, and 1 a. from rhe City, there is a fev’enth Branch of 
t Ivzifo/ga, called Knilujfe, which makes the lfland of Dilgol, within which 
Aftrachan is feared , and having compafs’d the Ifle, it falls into the Cafpian Sea, 
by many fevera! chanels , or ofrlaes. We came to Aflrachati about noon, and 
whereas the City lies on the orher fide of the River, which, in rhatplace, di¬ 
vides Europe zndAfla, we may-fay , that, as we departed out of char part of the 
World, which we may in fome manner call our Country, we made our firft 
Hep into the other. We made fome Hay before the City, in the midft of the 
Fiver, andfalutedit with a Volley both of all our great Guns, andfmall flior, 
whereat the Inbabhanrs, who were come in great number to the river-fide, were 
the more furpri*z ! d, by reafon tire/were not accuflomed to hear Thunders of 
that kind. 

1 will not beamifs in this place , bya fbort digreflion , to give an account 
of the firuation of Aflrachan , of the qualities of rfie Country , and th'e life of 
the Inhabitants The A rrticnc Geographers. as Ptolemy, Strobe, and others, 
who fellow ihem, had no knowledge o? thife Tartars., no more than their 
neighbours, and have not made any mention of them , but only under a ge¬ 
neral name of Scythians and S f trmatia»s , though they fhould indeed have been 
diflinguillvd into fo many different Nations, fuinfele to the diverlity there is in 
their Names, their Language, and manner of Life ; in all whfth the^ have 
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nothing common one with the other. Ala: him de Michm , a Phylician, and 
Canon of Crt!covta,Yi\\o liv’d at the beginning of the ldt Age, faies that thofe, 
who confound the Tartars with thofe Nations, which the Antients called 
Geta, Scyiha , and Sarmatey are much miftaken , in as much as the Tartars 
have not been known, but fince the thirteenth Age. For in May 121t.there 
appear’d a Comet, which, having its tail towards the Weft, and menacing 
theX>w and Rufiia, prefag’d the invafion which the Tartars made into thofe 
parts the year following. They were certain Indian Lords, who having kill'd 
their King, David , got away, firft, towards the Euxine Sea, neerthe Palm 
Mrnides , were lived the amienc Get*, whence^they afterwards advanc’d to¬ 
wards the Don, and thence to the river Volga , where they live to this day. 
The fame Author diftinguiilies them into four ipecies; to wit, the Zazio! he fi¬ 
fes , (whom he alfo calls Czahadai _) Precopenfes, Cofansnfes , and TPobacenfes , 
and faies, they are the Tartars, who live along the river Volga, ( which he 
calls Volha ) thofe of Precop , thole of Cafan , and thofe of Nagaia , who are 
thofe of whom we are to treat of at prefect, Alexander G mgr,In , of Verona , 
divides them into eight Colonies, and gives them other names; but icisonr 
dehgn to entertain the Reader only with what we have feen, and to difeovet 
that part of Tartaria, through which we'traveird. We lay then, that they 
call NagaU , that pact of Tartary , which lies between the rivers of Volga, and 
Jaika , as far as the Cafpian Sea, whereof Afirachan is the principal C'ltyf It is 
reported that a Tartar- King, named Afira-chan, built it, and gave it his own 
name : So that the Baron of Herberfietn is very much miftaken, when he faies, in 
his,Relauon of Mnfcovy , that it is fome diies journey diftanc from the River, 
whereas it is feared on the river-fide, and in the Iile otDolgoi, made there by two 
branches of the faid River. 

After feyerai very exadt obferyations, I found the Elevation of the Pole 
there, to be 2d, degrees, zz. rcrinuccs, and rheClimacfo hoc, that in the 
Months of September and October , the heats were ftill as great as they are in Ger¬ 
many in the height of Summer, efpecially when the wind blew frontwards the 
K o/ga, Eaft, or North-Eaft. ’Txstrue, the South*wind was there fomewhat 
colder, and brought with it the inconveniences , nay indeed the fent, of the 
neighbouring Sea, wherewith it infe&ed thewhole Air. At our return that 
way , our ftay there happened robe in June, July and Angufi, and yet the heats 
were not abrolucely infupportable,, in regard they were moderated by the cool- 
nefs, which the South - wind continually brought along with it. But what is to 
be moft admir’d, is, that, in this hot Cllmat, the Winter, \vhich lafts but 
two months, is fo exceeding cold , that the Rivet is frozen ap, and bears Sled¬ 
ges. Which is contrary to what other Authors fay of it, yet the Reader may take 
it for moft certain. 

Thelaftndof Dolgoi isfindy and barren, infomuch , that, fome Gardens, 
and Lands cultivated by the Inhabitants of Afirachan •> excepted, it produces 
nothing at all, no more than does the Continent, on the right hand; but on 
the left, towards the river Jaika , there are very good paflures* On this fide 
the Volga , Weft-ward , lies a long Heath of above 70. German leagues, reach¬ 
ing as far-as the Emin Sea, and cowards the South, another, of above 80. 
leagues, alongthe Cafpian Sea .* as we found at our return from Perfia , when 
it was our chance to meafureit , by eleven very tedious daies jouroyes. Yet 
are not thefe Deferts To barren , but they produce more Salt, than the maifhes 
in Trance and Spain do. The Inhabitants of thofe parts call them Mo^aksfski, 
Kainkoma , and Gmfiofski , which are ten, fifteen, and thirty werftes from 
Afirachan , and have fait veins, which the Smi bakes and caufes to fwim upon 
the face of the water about a finger thick, much like Rock-Chriftall, and in 
fijch abundance, that, paying an Import of a half-peny upon every Poude , that 
is, forty pound weight, a man may have as much as he pleafes. It fmells like 
that of France „ iadtbuMftfcovites drive a great Trade with it, bringing it to 
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the lideof iheM'oiga i where they pm it up in great heaps, till they have the con- ^ T 
venienceof cram'potting it elfe where. JPetreius, in his H'tfiprj of Mafcovy, fate*, ^ ° 3 
that within two leagues of Afiravhan , there are two mountains, which he calls 
it ttfin, which afford fuih abundance of Roik-falt, that, if thirty thoufand 
men were perpetually at work about it , they would not be able to exhautl the 
pits. But 1 could learn nothing of* thofe imaginary Mountains. Cercainin- 
deeditiS). thatthc falt-Veins wefpeakof, arcirexhauftible, and.that asfoon 
as yon have taken off one crull prface of it, there comes upanorher. The fame 
Pttre'iU is alfo much mid a ken, when he fates , that Media , Perjia and Arms- * 
ma are fupply’d with Salt from thefe mountains, whereas thefe Countries have 
Salt marfhes of their own, as alfo Mttfcevy hath, as we fltall fee in the fequel of 
this Relation. 

From Afirackau to the Cafpian Sea, are twelve leagues, and thereabouts, the 
river does fo abound with Fim , that wc bought twelve large Carpes for two 
pence, and two hundred young Sturgeons, which are very delicate there, for 
half a Crown. It produces alfo Lobliers, or Sea-crevices, which multiply in a 
manner to infinity, by reafon the Mufcovnes and Tartars eat not of them. 

The Ifies which are in the river afford habitations for all manner of FowJ, ef- 
pecia ly an infinite number of wildGecfe and Ducks, which the Tartars take 
with Falcons and Hawks» and are very expert in the ordering of thofe Birds foe 
that kind of fporc. They are alfo excellently well skill’d in the hunting of the 
wild Bore; but in regard their Religion permits them not to eat of it, they fell 
them for a finall matter to the Mufcovltes. 

As ro the Fruirsof thofe parrs , ir is certain , that, both in goodnefs and TheFmtsof 
beauty*, they yceld not to thofe of Perfta^ efpecially Apples, Quinces, Nuts, Nagaia. 
Peaches, and Melons, but above all, that kind of Melons, or rather Citruls, 
which the Mafcovites call Arpus, the Turks and Tartars , Karptts , becaufe 
they are extremely cooling, and the PcrftAb r HindnaneSj becaufe they had the 
firft feeds of them from the Indies* Th s Fruit is excellently good, and very 
pleafant to the tali, as alfo totheeie, having the rind of a lively-green colour, 
the meat of a pale Carnation .and the feed black. The Tartarsjwho brought them 
to the City in Carts, fold them two or three a peny. 

It is not many years fince Lhac they have had Grapes among them, the In¬ 
habitants of Aftrachan being oblig’d for thefe to the Merchants of Psrfia, who 
brought the firfi fees thither, which an old Monk of a Convent that is in the 
Suburbs planted In his Garden. The Great Duke hearing chat it had taken with 
good fuccefs, and having tafted the Grape, fent order to the Monk, in the year 
j 61 3. to improve his [lock, which he did, and that with fuch increafe, thac at 
the timeof ourbeiegthere, there was no houfe altrioft, but had its Arbours 
and Walks fee about with Vines, torhe fo great advantrge of the Planters, that 
the Mafter of the houfe where Hodg’dtold me, the Vines he had about his ^ 

houfe had yeelded him a hundred Crowns the year before. Thefe Grapes, with 
fomeotherFruits, were either fent to the Great Duke, ©rfold to the neigh¬ 
bouring VVejvsoies : but fome years fince, they have planted a Vine there, 
which hath yeelded in one year above 60, Pipes of excellent Wine. 

The Monk I fpnke of was living at our being there , and was a hundred and 
five years of age. He was a German , born in Attfiria v and had been carried 
away prifoner very young by fome Turkjfb Soldiers, who had fold him into 
Mafcovy > where he had chang’d his Religion , and became a Monk. He was at 
that time Superior of the Monaftery, and (fill remembred fome German words, 
butveryfew. He was a very good natur'd Man, and (hew’d how much he 
was taken with onr converfatioh, by the frequent vifirs he made us: bur as 
foon as he had taken off two or three Diihes of Aquavit*,he was fubjeft to the 
ordinary weakness of thofe of his age, threw away his fiaff»and fella-dancing, 
though not with over much confidence, 
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- ^ Heretofore , all Nagaia was inhabited by i attars, who had their particular 

1 ° } zl - King, and held a very fair correfponden.y with their Neighbours of Cafan and 
Us inbm- Crlm , with whom they all'o ran the lame fortune after their defeat. For the 
tarns. Great Duke, John Sajilouits , having redut’d under his jurisdiction the TV - - 

tars of Cafan ,in the year i yjs.two years after,fee upon thofe of, Nagaia, and 
took the City of Afirachan by alVault, -dug- i. 1554. He forc’d'thence all 
the Tartars , and, having peopled the City with Mnfcovites , he compared it 
with a (lone wall, and added fome other Fortifications: but it’fvas the Great 
Duke Michael Foederouits that made it larger than it was, by-adding thereto 
that part, whit b is called Strclit^agorod , fo celled from the Alafcevian Muf- 
ketteers, who ace quartered therein. The City is eight thoufand Geome- 
meal feet about ; and that fide towards the river, which, inthat place , is 
twothoofand, two hundred and fixteen foot broad, affords a handfome Pro- 
fpeft,’ by re afon of the great number of Turrets and Steeples of ftone, which 
look very delightfully at adiftance, but within,, it is not anfwerable thereto, 
the Houles being all of wood, and not well built. Some told us, that there 
were in the City above 500, great Pieces of brafs, and among others , many 
Mortar-pieces. The Garrifon confifted-of nine Pricajfes , or Regiments., in 
each of which were 500. Musketteers, under the command of two f / Veymdes % 
one Dlak., and feveral Captains , and other' Officers, who have an eye upon 
the Tartars , whom they have reafon to be diftmllful of. 

This, City being feared uponthe Frontiers of two of the merft eonfiderable 
parts of the World , it may well be, that not only the Tartars of Chrim , Pre-> 
cop „ Bu<ar,znd'N'agaiii t znd the Alufccvites ,but aifo the Perftans , and Armenians , 
( who are Chriiiians) nay the Indians trade thither j and rhefe laft have a par¬ 
ticular market-placethere for themfelves. All which improves the Commerce 
of the City, fo that the Cufiomes, which there are very low, amount to above 
25000. Crowns a year. • 

The Inhabitants of the Country, who are the Tartars oi Crim and Nagaia , 
arc not permitted to live wit bin the City, but are thruft into a place without 
'the City, which-is hedg’d and paliaadocd, or forc’d to live in Huts, which 
they fet up and down, in the open Fields, becaufe they are not fuffer’d to 
build Cities, nor to fortify their Towns nor Villages with walls. Their Huts 
are made either with Bull-rufhes or Canes, being a£nut twelve foot diameter, 
round, and towards the top, like the Coops wherein Chickens arc kept in 
Ear ope. In the midi! of that place , which ferves them for a Roof, there is a 
hole*, through which goes out: a flick , having at the end a piece of coacfe 
Cloath , which they turn to the Wind, to facilitate the going out of the 
Smoak, and which they draw in, when the Turf, or Cow dung, which 
they burn, is reduc’d to a live-Coal or Afhes. When the weather is very 
cold, they put over the Hur a covering of coarfe Cloath, whereby they Co 
keep in the heat , that they pafs over whole dayes without flirting out, with 
their Wives and Children , not feeling any inconvenience. They have no fixs 
habitation in the Summer-time, but Hay in thofe places where they find the 
bell Paflure for their Cartel, When that begins to fail, they put their Huts 
into Carts, and their Wives, Children, and Goods upon Camels, Oxen, and 
Horfes, andfothey ramble up and down the Country, whence it comes thac 
the Muscovites call them Polatttskl, Vagabonds. 

At the beginning of Winter they ail come neer and about Afirachan , and 
lodge themfelves in feveral crews or troops, which ly not at fo great a diftance 
but that they can relieve oneanorher again ft the Malntnkes Tartars, otherwife 
called the Tartars of Bit char , their common and irreconcilable .enemies, who 
make their incurfions up at>d down the Country s from Ahrachan and the Caf- 
pian Sea, as far as Soratof. The Tartars who live neer the river Jaka are their 
Tormenrers on the other fide, difturbing their quiet by continual Alarms, 
when the river is frozen. Whence it comes, that the Muscovites , to prevent 
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their being ruin’d by the iniur lions ot thole people, furnifh them wirh Arms 
out of tiu Great Dukes Magazine, w hie her they arc oblig’d to return ebem, 
as foon as the River and the wayes are thaw'd: for they are not permitted to 
have any, either defenhve or offenli ve Arms in the Summer. 

Tis true,they do not pay the Great Duke any Taxes or Tmpofitions, but 
are oblig’d to lerve him again!! his Enemies, which they do the more gladly, 
and wit hour any com pul lion, out of the hope of booty, as doalfo thofe of 
Daguefian, wham we fhall fpeak of hereafter. 

1 1'befe Tartars have Primes of their own,as alfo Commanders in time of 
War, and particular Judges of their own Nation : but left they fboulddoany 
thing contrary to their allegiance to the Great Duke, there arealwayes fome of 
their Mtrfes, or Ptinces, kept as Hoftnges in the Caffle of Aflrachan. ■ 

' The Tartars of Nagaia and Ckrim are for the moft part of little ftature, and 
far, having large faces and lirtle eyes, and being of an Olive- colour. The men 
have oroinarily as many wrinkles in their facesas old Women , little beard, and 
the head a'l fhaven. 

AU they have about them is a Cafiaepne y or Garment of a coarfe grey Cloath, 
upon which thofe of tyagata wcarfortbe moff part a loofe Mantle of black 
Sheep-skin, with a Cap of the fame Ruff, the Wool-hde outward. The Women, 
who are not unhandfc.m, are commonly clad in white linnen Cloath, and have 
about theic heads a Coif of the fame Huff, folded, and round, like thofe pots 
which Come make ufe of in rhe Wats, having in the middle a hole,fit to put a 
plume of Feathers in. Upon this Coif, and on both ftdes, there hang a great ma¬ 
ny topics, ox-Mttfcavian Pence. 

They many times vow their firft-boro,or fome one of their other Children, 
to God or fome Intara, or Saint, And that thefe Naz-arites may be diftingutflh’d 
from others, if it be a Girl , fhe wears a Ring with a Ruby, a Turqueze flone, or 
Coral in theNoftrii; if a Boy. he wears it ki his right ear. The Perfians have 
the fame cuftom ; but of'thac more at large hereafter. Children go ftark naked, 
and are alt big-bell y’d. 

The Tartars live upon what their Cartel, their hunting and fifhing fupplies 
them with. Their Cartel are large and fair, as that at Poland. Theiriheep, as 
alfo thofe of Perjia , have great tayls, which are all fat, weighing 20. or 30. 
pounds,the ears hanging down as our Spaniels, flat-nofed. Their Horfes are 
little and mifhapen, but rtrong and hardy. They have fome Camels, but they 
have moft of them two bundles on their backs, which they call Paggnr: thofe 
which have but one, and by them called Towe , are very fcarce among chem. 

Their ordinary food is fifh dry’d in the Sun, which ferves them inflead of 
bread. They have alfo certain Cakes made of Meal, Rice, and Millet, fry’d in 
Oyl or Honey. They eat Camels and Horfe flefh, and drink water and milk, 
Mares milk they much efteem ; with this they treated our Ambaffadors, when 
w^gave them a Vifit, taking it out of a nafty Leather-bag, to prefect it 
to us. 

They are for the moft part Mahometans, of the Tnrkijh Se&, hating that of 
the Perfians. Some hive;made profelTion of rhe Mttficovim Religion, and have 
beewbapciz’d.They receiv’d u$ civHly.at leal^asfar as that Nation is capable of 
civility. One of their Princes would have given the Ambaftadors the.divercife- 
ment of Hawking, but the Weywofie would not permit it. 

The time we Ray’d at Afiracbanwisfyznx in providing all things neceffary 
for the profecution of our Voyage. The Perfians of the Caravanne, and the 
Tartarian Prince fent often fome of their people to complement us ; they al¬ 
fo made us Prefents, and came in perfon to Viltc us. For, we had hardly caft 
Anchor before Aftrachan^wd made known our arrival by chedifehargingof the 
great Guns, but -the Captziind rhe other Per fan Merchants, who were there but 
a little before us, fent us a noble Prefenc.of all forts of fruit, Ar\ms y Melons* 
Apples, Apricocks, Peaches, and Grapes, with this excufe* that being, as we 
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, g were, hi angers iiu he Court ey, they could make us no better Prefencs; but 

_t .3 when we were,t.ort'e 10 Perfiii-, they would be abfolucely ar cur difpofat. The 

Au-b.Ui,idnrs having anfwe«*d this civility,fent them, as alfo to the Tartarian 
Prince, logic of all foyis ofdiltill’d waters, and.fweet tneits. 

Aeuftomof The next day after our Arrival, we were Vifiredby many Perftan Merchancs, 
Peifia iomn$c who were dd. irons to fee our (hip, Not one among the n but brought Come 
J f'Vn't-l Ci ~ Prerenr fr Uit > according to rhe cuiiom of their Counrrey, which permits 
■ B ‘ n ‘ Ul ,Jf * them nor to come empty handed before perfons of quality. They treared us. 

with much kindreile and familiarity, which the more delightfully furpriz’d 
us, in that we had but then parted from a Nation famous for its incivility 
and birbarifm. And whereas thence forward we were to converge and nego¬ 
tiate w ch Perftaniy we though: it not amide to allow them the. liberty to do 
what they pleas’d in our (hip, and were extremely pleas’d to fee them get ail fo 
heartily and fo kindly drunk, that Come, as they parted, fell into the water; nay 
one of their Merchants, an aged man, falling fad afieep upon the Deck, ftay’d 
there all night. This good man was fokina in his Wine, that taking a gtafle 
of French~v/tr\z from one of the Ambaffadots who had arunk to him, and per¬ 
ceiving they made him this complement, that, after jhe excellent Wines of 
his own Countiey, he could not ralle thofc of ours,he made anfvver, char, 
though it were poyfon, yet coming from the Ambafl'adors hand, he would take 
it oft. 

The Cupm’j The 17. The Perftan Cm&i fern us a Prefenr of two facksof Rice, the grain 
Prcfcni, whereof was very white and very big, and aVefl'd of preferv d Gatlick, which 
was very pleafant to the talle. How th tPerfaw preferve it fhaU.be faid here- 
aicer. Many of rhe Cupt^Pi Domed ides came alforo fee us, and brought along 
with them fume Mariners, who were aflontfh’d at thebignefleof ourThip, and 
faid all,that it would not be fit for the Cafptan Sea, whereof the high a and in 
a manner contiguous, Waves would overwhelm it, and there was a neceffity 
. of taking down the Mails. They all affirm’d,that the Culfum (fo they call the 
Cafpian Sea) had never born fo great a {hip; which yet they onely faid in com¬ 
panion of their own, which ate onely little Barks, made like our bathing-tubs 
in Europe, fo to take up but rwo or three foot water. having neirher Hatches 
nor Pump, in fo much that they are forc’d tocall our the water with fhovells. 
They have but one great fayl,no rt ore rhan the Mtifcovitcs ,and know not what 
it is to fayl with a fide-wind ; fo that when a Tempeft overtakes them , they are 
forc’d either to go with the wind or calf Anchor: but commonly they go with¬ 
in Pilfol-fliot of the fhore. 

The Perfans having left us, the AmbaffadorS fent to the Chief We;»ode, 
, .whofe name was Fa dor Taf Units, a Prefent, which was a large drinking Cup 

Vermilion gilt, intreating his advice for the continuation of their Voyage, 
and to know whether we fhould profecute it by Sea oc by Land. The Weywode 
defrr’d a dsyes rime or two* to confider of ir, and to cake the advice of perfons 
skill'd in Sea affair-: but we Hay’d not for his anfwer, and refolv’d, for feveral 
reafons, to continue our Voyage by Sea. 

Sept, r jj. 1 be Tartar -Prince having fent ur word that he would give us a 
Vifit aboard our Chip, we fent our fhallop ro Land , to bring him aboard.# He 
brought with him another TartttMd rince , and a retinue of about 40. Perfons, 
befides thofe who belong’d to Alexei Sauatmits, the Great Duke’s Poflaulck,~ 
He was habited after the Mufcovian fafhion, his Veil men t embroider’d with 
'Gold and Pea-ls, and his.perfon and deportment was fuirable to the great- 
neiTeof bis birth : for he had 3 very good countenance, a very dear complexion 
. and black hair,being about 28. years of age, of an excellent good humour, and 
eloquent. He was receiv’d into the fiup with thenoifeof our Trumpets, and 
the fiering of three great Pieces, and conduced to the A mbafladors Chamber, 
through the Guards and Soldiers in their Arms. 


After 
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Afterfome two hours difcourfe, during winch he was cut err ain’d with Mu- - £ s 
fickjhe defir’d to fee the fhip, He was Slew’d it all, and at Ialt brought into 1 ® J O- 
the Hails where he found a Collation ready, but he would not fie down, and 
took leave of the AmbalTadors, to return to the Citie, At his departure, he 
had the fame honour done him as at his entrance. 

Sept. 20. The AmbalTadors fenr to the Lord ,tbe King of Perfias The Cupcil 

t Cuptzriy to entreat him to honour them with a Vi fit in their fliip, which he pro- vifus the Am- 
mis’dtodo. The next day he came, accompany’*} by another rich Merchant, bajfadori. 
named Npure'ddin Mahomet , and the Pr'tfiaf , which che Weywode had fent to 
condufthim. His reception was like that of the T^rr^-Prince. After the 
Collation, at which pars'd feveralgood difeourfes, ourMufick playing all the 
time, they entreated us to give theirs leave to come in,which confifted of Haw- 
boyes and Timbrels. Their Timbrels were made of earth, and were not much 
unlike our Butter-pots, making a very Grange noiG?, though their'playing on 
them was very regular and well carried oh. The Colhcion had put them into 
fo good an humour, that in their return we could hear their Mufick, nay a good 
while after they were got into the Citie. 

The 22, The my w ode Cent his PreCents to the AmbalTadors , which conflfted Tbcmymde’s 
in tvyenty Flitches of Bacon, twelve large Fifhes that had been hung up in Prefms. 
the fmoak, a Barrel of Cavayar, a Tun of Beer, and another of Hydromel. A- 
bout noon,there came aboard us two of th sPolifk AmbalTadors fervahts, whom 
the Cuptz.i had fpoken of, to Complement the AmbalTadors in their Matter's 
mme, and on the behalf of the AmbalTador, fent from the King of Perfa to 
the King of Poland, bringing along with them a bottle of Schtrai, or Per ft an 
Wine. The Polijk AmbalTador was a Jacobin Frier, named John de Lucca ; and 
the Per fan, an Armenian Archbifhop, named Auguftimns Bafecim, The perfons 
fent to us were two Capuchins,ooz an Italian^ the others French-mtfi, They 
cold us they had been five moneths at Afrachan,t nd complain’d much of the ill 
treatment they had receiv'd there, in that they were detain’d as Prifoners, and 
not permitted to go any further. ■ * 

The fame day, the AmbalTadors acquainted the-WryWa with their defire to 
Vifir the 7Prince , entreating him, to that end, to accommodate them 
with horfes for themfelves and Come of their retinue : which he. very civilly 
did, fending the next day, by his Gentleman of the horfe, to the River-fide, the 
number of horfes we de fired. 

Being come ro a Lodging prepar’d for us without the Citie, and having, ac- The Ambaffn- 
quainter! the 'Tirrtar-Vnnce. with our arrival, we walk’d cowards his Lodging, <*?>* vifit tbs 
where he expeftedus. The Prince having notice of it, met them incheCourr, iattir " nm ‘ 
where be receiv’d the AmbalTadors very civilly, and conduced them to a Cham¬ 
ber richly hung. There were with rhem the P^fanickj, Alexei, and a Tartar 
AmbalTador of Chrim. The Collai inn was Magnificent, and ol rhe nobleft fruits 
in the Countrey, in great plenty. Our drink was Wine, Beer. Hydromel, and 
Aquavit*, of all enough, the Trumpers, which the Weymde had lent him, 
founding ip the mean time,and other Mufick playing. When he drunk the Great 
Duke’s, and his bighnefle our Matter's health, he flood, and prefented the Cup 
with'his own hand, to all the retinue, even to the Pages. Alexei in the mean 
time told us Miracles of the birth and noble endowments of Mujfal, endea¬ 
vouring ro perfwadeus, thatTie was not robe ranked among the other Myrfes, 
or Princes of Tmm, but that he was to be fonfider’d as a very great Prince, and 
Nephew to Knex. J uan Bor if cults C hkad>f being his brother’s Ton, one,®* the 
greateft Lords of the great Duke’s Court. He told us, that, when he did ho¬ 
mage, the Czaar had done him very particular favours, and made him conttoe- 
rablc Prefents: that he had a brother at Court,a great Favorite.; t ™ c ” 1 ? **’ 
tter was io marry rhe King of/Vr/#*,*and that he might ferve ns in both King¬ 
doms. 
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> , This Entertainment took us up fevcral hours i after which the Ambaffadors 

A-X-L would have gone to fee the Habitaddns of the Tartars , without the Citie; 

Tbs imvitlty but the Afufcovitts very barbaroufly fhut the Gates againlt them, which oblig'd 

oftht Mufto- us to return to the fliip. 

Vltes ‘- . The 24. The Poflanick., A lex si, gave the AmbaffadorS'a Vi lit, upon his own 
accompt. He was kindly receiv’d, and after he bad been Magnificently treated 
at Dinner wefent him back to hi* Lodging, attended by twelve perfons of our 
retinue, who had each of them a fable skin. This Mxfcovite, who might be a- 
bour 50. years of age, was an ingenious man, and had a great inclination to 
Learning, contrary to the ordinary humour of thofe of his Nation. He had 
learnt fome few Latine words, and was a Lover of the Mathematicks, whence 
it came that he Courted our Convention, in order to the advancement of his 
fludies. He was fo fedulous, that in the fpace of five moneths, that we were 
in company'rogether, both in Perfta and by the way, he made fuch a Progrcffe 
therein, that he could expreffe himfelf well enough to be underflood in Latine. 
'Tis true, ’twas not with the Congruicy requiiitei but what he had was very ex¬ 
traordinary in a Mttjcovite. He learnt alfo the life of the Aftrolabe , as well to 
take the height of the Sun, and find out the time of the day, as to make ufe of 
it in Geometry. He had one made by our Clock maker; and as foon as he 
came to any Citie or Village, he went out into the ftreer, to take the Eleva¬ 
tion of the Pole; which the Mttfcovitcs , not accuftom’d to fee their Countrey- 
nfert employ’d in thofe exercifes, thought very ftrange. 

The 25. TheCisptzji fent to invite the Ambaffadors to a feaft: the next day, 
and defir’d them to fend him the name and titles of his Highneffe, our Malter, as 
alfo the names and qualities of the Ambaffadors , that he might fend them by 
an expreffe to the Chan , of Govern our of Schamackie in Media, chat when we 
came to the Frontiers*of Perjia, we might find all things ready for the prolecu-

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tion of our Voyage. 

The 26. He fent feven Horfes to the River-fide for the Ambaffadors and 
their retinue, but thtfy made ufe onely of two, and, caufing the reft to be led, 
they, ordered the Gentlemen and Officers to walk afoot, according to the cu- 
jftom in Germany • He had prepar’d the Feaft in a great houfe, which,to that 
end, he had borrow’d of the Weymde and over againft it, hehad hir'd another 
Lodging, where he had ere&ea a Theatre cover’d with Per firm Tapi If ry , for 
the Timbrels and Hawboyes,who continu’d their Mufick from our arrival to our 
departure. 

The houfe where the Feaft was kept, was all cover’d with Turkish and Per fan 
Tapiftry. The Cuptz .1 met the Ambaffadors in the Court, receiv’d them with 
great civility, and conduced them through two Chambers hung all about,in¬ 
to a third, which was hung with Gold and Silver Brocidoe. 

In all die Chambers, there were Tables and feats cover’d with the b&Perfian 
Tapiftry, which theC#/>f<t» had done purpofely for our convenience , knowing 
1 we were not yet accuftomed to the mode of Perfta , where they fit upon the 
ground to eat. The Tables were loaden with all forts of Fruits anci Preferves* 
asGrapes, Apples, Melons, Peaches, Apricocks, Almonds,Raifins of the Sun, 
whereof fome were little and without flones, Kernels of Nuts , Piftachoes, 
and feveral Indian fruits, preferv’d in Sugar and Honey , and over them were 
large pieces of Satin or Taffata. 

We were hardly fet, ere came in ;he two Ambaffadors of Perfta and Poland, 
who had upon their ordinary Habits, the Veftimems which the King of Perfa 
had prefented them with, and the Jacobin Frier had a Golden Croffe upon his 
breaft as welt as the Armenian Bifliop. They cook their places next* the Ambaf¬ 
fadors , and being well skill’d in the Latine ,Spam(h , Italian, and French Lan¬ 
guages , their difeourfes were accordingly Vithour any trouble, and full of di- 
verfion. 
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s Tis the cuiiome of Perfa to begin their Fcalts with Fruits and Preterves. 

We fpent two hours beating onlythofe, and drinking Beer, Hydromel and 
Aquavits, Then was brought up the meat in great Silver DiGies. They were 
full of Rice of divers colours, and , upon that, feveral forts of Meat boil’d 
androalled, as Beef, Mutton, tame Fowl, wild Ducks, Fifh and other things, 
all very well ordered, and.very delicate. 

The Perfatis ufe no knives at Table, but tire Cooks fend up the meat ready 
cut bco little bits; fothat it was no trouble co us to acculiome ourfelves to 
cbeir manner of earing. Rice ferves them inftead of bread. They take a mouth- 
full of it, with the Two fore-fingers and the thumb, and Co put it into their 
mouths. Every Table had a Carver, whom they call Safretui, who takes the 
meat brought up in the great DLflies, to put it into lefferones, which he fills 
with three or four forts of meat, fo as that every Difb may ferve two, or , at 
moll, three perfons. There was but little druok till cowards the end of the 
repaft, and then the Cups went about roundly, and rhe Dinner was concluded 
with a Veffel of Porcelane, full of a hot blackifh kind of drink,which they call 
Kaham , whereof we /hall have occafion co fay more hereafter. 

The Perftans exprefs’d their civility towards us fo highly, both in word 
and deed, at this Feaft, that vve could not have defir’d more in our own 
Country, Having taken leave both of our Entertainer, the Ambaffadors of 
Perfiaznd Poland , and the reft of the Company, which was done with much 
honour and civility on all fide*, we drew off with the noife of the Timbrells 
andHawboies, which founded a retreat, after a very pleafant manner. Two 
of the moft confiderable of the Company brought us to the City Gate, wh-.; 
they renew’d their civilities, and acknowledg’d the honour the Ambaffadors had 
doDe them, and reaflur'd us of their friendfhip and Cervices. As the Ambaffa- 
dors went into the Shallop, fome of the Ship Guns were fired, which had alfo 
been done when they went out of it to go to the Feaft. 

The 27. the Ambaffadors, with fome few perfons about them , took a walk, 
and having gone about the City, they went a league further to fee the habita¬ 
tions of th zTanars. We found by the way, that, in thofe parts , Oxen and 
Horfes tread out the Corn , whereas in other places it is trafh’d; whereby we 
explain’d that Law, which forbids muzzling the Oxe chat treadeth out the 
Corn. No Hut but had its Hawk or Faulcon; in our return we met with one rhe Tartars 
of their Princes coming from his fport, having his Hawk on his fill, and a muck given to 
Sheep-skin on his back,as all the reft had. He expreft his trouble chat-he had not Hawing. 
been at home to entertain the Ambaffadors. 

The fame day went thence the Pojlanick,, Alexei Sammmts , continuing his 
Voyage to Per pa by the Cafpian Sea. 

The 28. the Ambaffadors were treated grith the fame magnificence and cere- The t-tmmm 
monies by the other/VyWMerchanr, namely, Noureddin Mahumed, faverhat of another Per- 
theftage, orThcater, {oxthe Alufcoin ans wasere&ed in the Court, oppofite 
to the Table, but more richly adorn’d than that of the Cstptz.i. He had alfo 
invited the Religious Men before fpoken of , certain Indians t ard two Musco¬ 
vites , who came from the /Veywode , and undeillood the Language. TheAm- 
baffador i/r^w/^.beingengag’d in difeourfe with them , broke out into very in¬ 
jurious expreifions againft the Turkj , who, though enemies to the Perftans , 
yet were not then in any hoftiiity againft the Mttfcovites; whereupon the former 
fearing it might refle£t on them, as being rhe Mailers of the Entertainment, 
entreated the Ambaffador not to engage into ary further difeourfe concerning 
publick Affairs, but to be merry j and co affure bimfelf, that the expreftions 
they then made gs of their affedtion, were but flight earnefts of the friendfhip 
we were to expect from them after oar arrival into Perfwi Another Tar- 

The 39. we were vifited by tbcM/rfa, or 7 Vr«?--Prinee , whom we bad met 
two dayes before returning from his fport. He made us a prefect of forrie wild jj tJ t i n Ambaf- 

Geefe, which he had taken, and invited us to g® along with him a-Hawking the fadore, 
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next day, which we had accepted, but the jVejmde would not permit it, as we 
raid before. 

Sept, the [aft, the Weymde Cent us a Prefent of fome of the Country Pre¬ 
fer ves • to wit, Ginger-bread, and the juice of Goosberies reduc’d to a parte, 
whereof fome was difpos’d into the form of great Cheefes, fome flat , and 
fome in Rolls. It was, intafte, fomewhat fharp and picquant,and not un- 
pleafant. Th zMufcovites put of this kind of paHeinto molt of their fawces. 

Ottobft the firlt, the Secretary of theEmbalfy, withtwo other Officers of 
OCTOBER, the retinue, were ordered to goto the iVeywode about fome bufinefs, He re¬ 
ceiv'd me with much civility, made me fit down by him, and gave me a very 
favourable audience. But before he anfwer’d the Propoficions we had made to 
him, be made great complaint of the unhandfome treatment, which 
Rodhon , our Prifiaf , whom the Great Duke had order'd to condudt 
us as far as AJh-acban, had received from the Ambafsador Bragman. He 

had given him very uncivil language, and had call'd him Bledinfm^ Sa* 
bak _, &c. never confidering that he was employ’d by the Great Duke. He 
told us further, that, to his knowledge, the Prifiaf was a perfonof honour, 
and prudent in the management of his charge : but that it was a great indifere- 
tion in the Ambaffador to treat him after that rate, though Rsdlvon had noc 
done his duty , and that he fhould rather have made his complaints of him to 
his CidwmvtMajefty » or at lead to thofe who reprefent the Prince’s Perfon at 
Aftracbau , of whom he might have expedited facisfuftion : That he could noc 
believe the Duke of Holfiein would take it well, no more than the Great Duke, 
that any publick Officer of his Country fhould be created in chat manner: 
That he was oblig’d by the concernment of his charge to make thofe remon- 
drances to us, but, that there was not, on the other fide , any reafon the 
whole retinue fhould fuffer for his mifearriage, and that that fhould not hinder 
him from giving us a lpeedy difpatch; as indeed he immediately did. 

The dayes following were fpent in carrying aboard the Provifions which we 
had boughs, for the profetution of our Voyage. Our own people had bak'd 
Bread andBiskec, and had brew’d a certain quantity of Beer, We had bought 
of the Tartars twenty fat Oxen, at between eight and fourteen Crowns a-piece, 
as alfo feveral Barrels of Salt-fifh, intending to go to Sea with the fird op¬ 
portunity. And in regard we knew not what kind of fayling it was on the C.af- 
piew Sea, and that it was reprefenced to us as very dangerous, by reafon of the 
ihallownefs of th tWelga thereabouts, for feveral leagues together, befidcs 
our Mst[c<iviati Pilot, we hired certain Tartars of the Country, who promis’d to 
go before us in a Boat,and to bring our Ship into the main Sea. 

Accordingly, 03 . io. we left Afirachany about noon, having very fait wea¬ 
ther , taking our comfe towards South, and South-weft. But we had not got 
a league, ere a contrary wind rifing forc’d us to the fhore and kept ns there all 
that day , and the next. We there receiv’d the vifit of a certain Myrfa , or 
TV/(sr-Prince 5 a very handfome gncefull perfon, and one of the mod confi- 
derable in thofe parts, who presented us with a Mutton, and a Bartel of 
Milk. 

We obfervd that neer Afirachan , and for the mod part all along the river 
Woiga, the Earth produc’d Simples in great abundance, and of incredible 
bigneis. The Herb, which the Latins call £fuia t grew there as high as a Man, 
and the Root of Angelica was as bigas a Man’s arm- 

The temped being over the ia. we fet forward, but could get but a league 
i hat day. We got not much more the 13. and were forc’d to call Anchor neer 
a little round mountain, on our left hand, i^.werftes (tom A/h-fchax. 

The Mufcovites call this mountain Tomanoi-gor . We gave it the name 
of the Mountain , by reafon of the abundance of Serpents we met 

With there. It was full of Caper-trees, and had abundance of the Herb 
called Se»tper--ohm , of fevetal kinds , as Sea-houfe-leek» Prick-madame, 
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&c. The Plain, which is at the foot of this Hill, aftords one of the mort de- c * 
lightful Profpe&s of the World, and that for feveral leagues together. Ac * ° 3 zd . 
right, we. faw in a Boat the StreHts who had convoy’d the Pofiamd as far as 
Terkj. They told us there was no danger in our way, and that they had come it 
in 24. hours. 

The 14. the wind North-north-eafi, we continu’d our Voyage, and came 
in the afternoon over againft a Chapel called 30. werfies from A fir a- 

chan. Hereaboars is the bell fiihing in the Country; The Tartars call it Utfchti, 

6c it belongs to the Convent of 7 n>/fx«, or of the Trinity, at Afirachan. 'I'he 
river is 'j in this place . divided into feveral Chanels, makingfomany 
Ifies, which are covered all over withllufives, Canes, andOzier , as is alfo 
the Coaft of the Cafyikn Sea, as far as the river Koifn, There is, among the 
re It 1 one Ifie named Pern!, 15, veerfies from Utfclw, in which we faw ahoufe 
built of wood, of a confiderable height, having on the roof of it along pole 
with a Sheep’s skull at the top of it, and we were cold it was the Sepulchre of 
a Tartarian Saint, neer which the Inhabitants, as alfo fome among the Perfians , 
when they either take a Voyage ,*or are fafely return’d home , facnfife a Sheep, 
pirt whereof ferves for the facrifice, the reft for a Peart after the facrifice. Ha¬ 
ving ended their Prayers and Devotions, the Sheep’s head is put onthetopof 
, the pole, where it is left, till it be either reliev’d by another, or fall off of ic 
felf. The Mafcovites call this place TataeekJ Molobltza , that is to fay, The 
Sacrifice of the Tartars. Behind this Ifie*, on the left hand, there were, upon a 
high, but very fmooth afcenr, a great Dumber of Hurts. 

Ac night, we came ro another Fiihing-place, ly. mrfiesft omrhe Sea, where 
the river is fhut in with' a Palizadoe, and kept by a hundred Mafcovian Muf- 
ketteers, who keep a guard there again /1 rhe G/apc. Pirates, In this place we 
faw a great number of Dog-fifhes, or Sea-hounds, as alfo of thar kind of Fowl 
which Pliny calls Omcratalm , whofe Beaks are long, round, and fiat at the ex¬ 
tremity, as a Spoon beaten our. Putting its Beakinro the water, ic makes a 
noife not much unlike that of an Afs, whence ic hath the name: but particu¬ 
larly we cook notice of a kind oTGeefe, or rather Cormorants, whereof we 
made mention before. The Muscovites call them Babies , the Per(tans , Kat hum , 
and the Moores of Guitry , Bomba. As to their feet ,■ leggs, neck, and colour, 
they are like'other Geefe, but they are bigger in body than Swans. Their Bills 
are above a f^bt and a half long, and two fingers broad , and forked at the end. - 
Under their Bills, they have a great bag of fhrivell’d skin, which they can di¬ 
late fo*, as that it is able ro contain neer three Gallons of liquor, and they make 
life of ir as a refervatory for rhe fifiithey take, nil! fitch time as they can fwallow 
themdowr. For their throats are fo wide, that people are not only oblig’d to 
fiiut them, when they makeule of thefe Birds in fi filing, as they often do, bar alfo, 
if we believe Brand [cm SanUitts , ic was difcover’d, that one of thefe Birds, 
which was taken upon its having overcharg’d the faid bag, had fw all ow’d down 
a Aifw-childupon the Coarts of Africk .. The Perfians are very expert in dref- 
ficg theskinsof them , and making Tabours thereof, or covering therewith 
fome other Mu ft cal inlirumenrs. The Ambaflador Crufias kill’d oneofj&emr 
upon the Caftian Sea fide, which wasaboverwo ellSand a half betwe^Tthe’ ■ 
extremities of the Wings, and' above fevenToot from the.head torheTeer. 

Franci [cm Fernandez ., in his Hifiory of the living-Creatttres and P/ants of Mexico t 
Tales, that, in thofe parts, there are fome that have teeth within their Bills* 
but we are nor to go out of Africa into At erica. 

We faw hereabouts another kind of Bird , much a r fer the form of wild 
Ducks, fave that they are fomewhat bigger, and black as Crows, and have 
longer necks, and ‘the end of their bills forked. The Mufcovites call them 
Bac/an, and they are feen only in the night time ; their quills are harder and 
bigger chaa thofe of Crows, and very fit for defigners.

The 
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- . The 15. we came to the mouth of the rivet Wolga ., and the encrance into 

^ p 3 P* the Cafpian Sea, which [is 12. leagues from dftracban , and full of ftnall 
Jflands, covered with Reeds and Canes till a man comes ftxleagues within the 
Sea. Some attribute to rhe W^asmany mouths asthereare Wands there¬ 
abouts ; but they are mittaken, for thofe Iilands are to be accompted rather 
made by the Sea, than the River. 

The bottomeis all muddy , having but between four, or four foot and a half 
water, which put us to inexprettible trouble, and took up our timefo, as that 
we hardly got four leagues in feaven dayes. Our worft dayes were the 18. and 
19. of Olioher. The 18. we were got on a Bank, at five foot water, and ha¬ 
ving fpent as many hours in getting off, we found indeed fix foot water,, but 
foondifcover’d that it was only a pit, whic i, of all fides, had Banks, at four 
and four foot and a half water. 

Having , with no lefs trouble, got again to the Bank where we had five foot 
water, the wind being turn’d to the North-weft, the water fell fo fenfibly, that 
we had but three foot, the Ship being as it were fatten'd in the mud. We unloa¬ 
ded part of our Provifions into the Tartarian B'oat that went before us > and fee 
all our people on work, toget off; but though they took incredible pains, fo 
as that they had not the leafure either to eat or drink, yet could they do no 
good, fo that ail would be done was patiently to expeft the return of the water, . 
which we could not hope for but with the change of the wind. This was no 
fmaU affiiftion to thofe, who confider’d that we were there ao the mercy of the 
Cofaques , who might eafily have taken us prifoners, and forc’d us to ranfome 
our felves. With all thefe misfortunes there happen’d to be fuch a thick mift , 
that we couid not fee from one end of the Ship to the other, arid occafion’d a 
grea t overfiaht in us, by firing a great Gun, according to the order of the Am- 
baffador Bnigmar,, at a Mufcovutn Boat that pafs’d fomewhat neer our Ship: 
Thofe who were in the Boar return’d us their curfes, and told us, that they 
might as freely pafs that way, as we,* who were Strangers, and went by the 
Great Duke’s permiifion, whom we were oblig’d to acknowledge for Soveraign 
of that Sea,and their Prince; that fince we were fomuch given to Ihooting, we 
might keep our powder to be us’d againft the Cofaques , who not far thence ex- 
peftedus. This reproach caus’d two other Boats to fare the better, and our 
felves alfo , for, inllead of injurious fpeeches, they fern us fome of the fruits 
of Circapa, to wit, an excellent kind of Pears. Nuts, and Medlars. 

Off. ai. at night, we firft perceiv’d that the water was rifen to five foot, 
which begat in us a hope, that we might put oft to Sea. The tempeft, which 
rofe the 22. with a South-four h-eaft* wind, brought it up to Dine foot j but ic 
was fo violent, that not daring to make ufe of our Sails, we were forc’d to 
continue ftitl at Anchor, and expeft fairer weather, which came not till five 
dayes after. 

The 2 3. in the morning, the sky being dear, 1 obfeev’d the Sun at its rifing, 
and found, that, in refpeft of the Compafs, it rofe twenty two degrees more 
towards the South chan it fiiould, by which means we difeover’d, that, in that 
place the needle declin’d 22. degrees from rhe North, towards the Weft. 

The 27. the tempeft being over, we return’d all our things into the Ship , 
and difmifs’d our Boat, and, having hoifed Sail, got into the Sea; but we hardly 
made a league, ere we were again in the mud, and oblig’d to fend for the Boat, 
But perceiving we had water enough , the 28. and feeing thirteen Sail behind 
us coming out of tb zWolga* whom we conceiv’d to be the Caravan, vve order’d 
the Boat to be lent back. It was the Tartar- Prince, two Merchants of Perjia, 
and five hundred Mufcovian Musketteers , with their Colonel, who were going 
to relieve the Garrifon of Terki : but what put us moll to a lofs, was, that, 
finding the MufcovUnVWot , whom we had taken up at Jfirachax^ abfolutely 
ignorant in the bufinefs of Navigation; and the Maps, by which we intended to 
direft our courfe, abfolutely falfe, we knew not what refolucion to cake. 
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_ W : e refoiv’d at laft to addreflfe our felves to the Officer that commanded - s, 
the 500.Musketteers, and to fend to him in the evening, while all the fhlps lay 1 6 3 
at Anchor, to entreat his affiftance and advice in chat conjun&ure, and to de¬ 
fire him to give 11s an able man that might be our Pilot on the Cafpia» Sea. 

He came aboard us, and having drunk fuffidently, he made us thegreacefl pro- 
teftations of friendffiip in the World,and told us,ihat the trouble it was to him 
to fee us in thofe difficulties had bereft him of his fleep 5 that his joy to find 
us in good health was fo much the more extraordinary, and that he would not 
fail to fend the mymde notice of it by an expreffeMeflenger; that all under 
his Command were at our fervice, and that as foon as he were got aboard, he 
would fend us a Pilot we might confide in. But the merry Companion was no Mufcoviao 
fooner got to his own fiiip , but he fet fayl, and left us in the lurch. I think, Slum. 
what troubled him was, that wchad not made him feme prefenc according to 
the cuftorn of the Countrey ; but he regarded fo little the fiur he had put up¬ 
on the Ambaffadors, that he had the impudence to come and Vifir them in 
their [hip, in the company of feveral other Tartarian Lords, after out arrival at 
Terkit and made no o.ther anfwer to the reproaches he^ receiv’d upon occafion, 
than, jawitioiiaty a great bufineffe indeed to be talk’d of. 

. Finding our felves thus abus’d, we fent to the Mailer of the Perfiax-fl\\p , to Tbs civility of 
entreat his affiftance. He, though Mafiei of the fhip, and owner of all the a Perfian Pi- 
goods in it, came aboard us, to profet us his fervice as a Pilot, with more kind- lot < 
neffe and civility than we could have expected from a Ch i f?j«»,and, having re¬ 
commended his own fiiip to bis fervants, flay’d with us. He was a very under- 
fianding man, and was not onely acquainted with the Navigation of thofe 
parrs, but alfo witfi-theCompafle, much beyond what the Perfmns ordinarily 
are vers*d in, who do not willingly venture very far into the Sea, but for the 
moft part keep in fight of Land.So that finding the wind ferv’d,he caus’d the An¬ 
chor to be weigh’d, about eleven at night, taking his courfe towards the South, 
with an Eafl wind. We obferv’d it was t he fame day that we left Travtmunde the Mm]nm 
year before , and accordingly we had the fame fuccelfe in this Second Voyage. ^ 

We had all that night but ten foot water, but towards day, wS had eighteen. 

The Countrey on our right hand, whichis called Sacbator , had four Hills,which 
madeagreat Promontory reaching a great way into the Sea; and from that 
Cape to Aftracba ,» are counted t00 .werfies, and to Tcrkt 200. but on both fides 
they are very fhotc ones. 

The 39. The weather fair, wd kept on our courfe, in the morning South¬ 
ward, with a Souch-Eaft wind, and in the afternoon, South weflward , haying 
about twenty foot water, and finding rhe bottom gravelly, and full of little 
fhelJs. We could difeover no Land that day, and the night following, we 
cafl Anchor. Here, the Needle declin’d twenty degrees, from North to 

Weft. , , „ .. ,. r 

OZlob. 30. We fet fayl at the break of day, and foon after Sun-rifing, we dif- 
cover’d the Countrev oidreafta, which lies all along the Sea-Coalt from the 
Soil! h-Wefl, to North-Eafl, comparing it about, much after the form' of a Cref- 
cenr,and making a Tpacious Bay. ' . 

It was our deligti, to get beyond the point of the Gulf, but the wind coming 
to South-Eafl ha'cl almoft forc’d us into it, which oblig’d us to caft Anchor 
about noon, at the entrance of the Gulf, at three fathom and a half water, nna- 
ingac rhe bottom a kind of fat earth, about fix Leagues-from Ttrki. We dneo- 
ver’din the Bay, about 20. or twenty five Boats, and upon the firft fight there¬ 
of, it run into our imagination, that they were t he CofaqHes ; but we were foon 
undeceiv’d, and found them to be Tartarian Fifher-men, belonging, to crKa 
and were then coming co bring us fiflno fell. For thofe we bought of them* we 
gave them fifteen pence a piece, but they were very great ones, and we found in 
their bellies a great number of Crabs and Lobflers,amoog which there were fome 
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The remainder of the day we fpent in giving Almighty Godfolemn thanks, 
for ail his mercifull deliverances of us, particularly chat which happen’d on the 
very fame day the year before, when we were info great danger, amidff the Rocks 
and Shelves oiOtlaud. OntPerfim Pilot went that day to his own fhip , which 
was at fome dillance behind us, to give his men order what they ffiould do, lea¬ 
ving us fomewhac of an opinion, that he would fhew us fuch another trick as 
the Muscovite bad done before : but he afterwards made it appear, that thofc of 
his Nation are notonely made up of Complements, for he return'd very be¬ 
times th: next morning, having fent his Boat before us, ro ferve us "for a 
Guide, 

The laft day of Ottober, we had, in the morning, a thick Miff, with a great 
Calm. The Sun having difpeU’d the one about noon, and the wind being come 
to the North, we endeavour’d to get out of the Gulf, and vyith much ado , by 
laveering, got the point, neer which we flay'd at Anchor till after midnight, 
and came very betimes in the morning on rhe firft of November , before the Ci- 
tie of Terkt. We call Anchor about a quarter of a League from theCitie, be- 
caufe we could not come any neerer, by reafon of the fhallowncffe of the water. 
The night before, the Coft^ues had a defign to fet upon us, bur happily mifs’d 
us in the dark , and met with the little Fleet which brought the Tartar- Prince 5. 
but the noyfe of the Strelhs or Mufcoviau Musketteers having.difeover’d to 
them that they were millaken , and imagining they fliouldfinda vigorous re¬ 
finance, they drew back, but made it appear they were the Germans that they 
look'd for. 

Intelligence costing, in the morning, rotheCicie, of this attempt of the 
Cofat/ws, rais’d a very hoe Alarm there, in regard it Was known that Mujfal 
their Prince was coming, and that he might be in fome danger. The Inhabi¬ 
tants were confirm’d in that opinion, when they heard the going off of our great 
Guns, a noyfe they are nocaccuftomedto in thofe parts; infomuch that they 
began to gfct together, and to look on us as Enemies ; but they were put out of 
all fear by-the arrival of their Prince , who having given us a Volley as he 
pafs’d by, ariH invited us to honour him with a Vifit at his Mother’s, fa. 
tisfy’d the Inhabitants , that there was no danger either to him or 
them. • 

TheCitieof Tcrkl lies fomewhat above half a League from the Sea,, upon 
the little lliver Timeuski > which iffues out of the great River Bn firs , and fa» 
cilitates the corrtfpondence there is between the Sea and the Cine, to which 
there is no other way to come by reafon of the Fens, which encompafle it on 
all Tides, for a quarter of a League about. It is feated in a fpacious plain, w-bich 
is .of fuch extent, that the extremities thereof cannot be difcover’d’by the eye; 
whence may be corrected the etrour of the Map , drawn by Nicholas Janfion 
Pifcator, alias Fifchcr., though in all other things the bell and moff exadt of any 
I could ever meet with , who places theCitie of Terkj upon a Mountain, but, 
by a miffake,confounding the Citie of Tarku in the Province of Dagefthan , with 
that of Terki-, in Circafiia. The Elevation of the Pole, is, here, at 43. degrees 
13. minutes. It is diffant from Aftrachan fixty Leagues by Sea, and feventy by 
Land, and is the lift place under the Jurifdi&ion of the Great Duke o(Mufco- 
vy. It is in length 2000. foot ; in breadth 800. all built of Wood , even the 
Towers and Rampiers, yet very well furnifK’d wirh great Guns, among which 
there were then two b.ittering Pieces, plac’d upon Carriages,before the Gover- 
nonrs houfe. 

TheGreatDuke hath lately caus’d it to be fortify’d, after the modem way 
of Fortification , with Rampiers and Baffions of earth, by a Dutch Engineer 
named Corr.elm Nicholas, who went Maflers-mate along with us into Perfia, 
The ordinary Garrifon confifts of two thoufand men, 1500. whereof are unde: 
the Command of a ivcyfoode^ or Colonel, and divided into three Pricajfes or Re¬ 
giments, each of yoo.men. The Prince is affign’d the other 500. for hisGoard, 
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and they are maintain'd upon the Great Duke’s charge, but oblig’d to joyn* c ^ 
with the others in cafe ofnecelfity.The Tartars oidrcafis'ia have their habitations 1 ® 
on this fide the River. We (Rail fpeakof their Religion and manner of life here¬ 
after, as haviog had mo re leafureat our return, to make a more particular ob» 
fervat ion thereof. 

The next day after our arrival, the Cuptz.! and the other Perfitan Merchants The c 2l , 
fent aPrefenc to the Ambafladors, which confined of excel lent Pruits, in great Vnfm to the 
abundance, asalfoto ask them, whether they were refolv’d to profecure their ^mbojfadort. 
Voyage by Sea, or would travel by Land,with this by way of Invitation, that if 
they would go by Land, there was an opportunity to do it with all imaginable 
convenience, in as much as, within three dayes, there was expefted at Terki a 
Muficovuin Ambafladof, who was upon his return from Perjia , and would bring 
with him to the Frontiers, two hundred Camels, and a great number of Mules, 
which might carry our baggage. To this, it was added,chat,by this convenience, 
we might paffe fafely through the Countrey of the Tartars of Dageftban , and 
avoid falling into the hands of their Schemkal , or Captain, who was one of the 
greatelt Robbers in the World; and that we might be the further allur’d there 
was no danger, they profer’d us their company in our Travels. This propofal 
was fo well receiv’d by the Ambafladors, that they immediately fent to the 
tvejmlt to defire his permiflion to take their advantage of this opportunity, and 
difpatch’d Rttftan, our Perfitan Interpreter ,to the Frontiers of Vagefihan , fix 
Leagues from Terkj> to take order for the profecution of our Voyage by Land j 
but bring come thither, he found the Camels, and all the ocher be alls fit for car¬ 
riage were return’d into Perjia, 

The Wtywode had at fir ft absolutely deny’d us the Liberty of paflage j but as 
foon as he heard there was no convenience of raking that way, he fent an 
Officer to tell ns, that, though he had receiv’d no exprefle order from rhe Great 
Duke to permit any fuch thing, yet he would not flick to grant us paflage , and 
aflift us in order thereto what lay. in his power. 

The night following, the Mariners, belonging to our fhip, fell into a muti- J- mutiny hi 
ny, agailfl Michael C'ordes,ou: Captain, and the noife was fo great, that many <’ ,e s 1)1 P' - 
of them were put into Irons. The next day, an enquiry was made into the * 
diforder that had been committed in the night, and Anthony Manfion, 3 Sayl- 
maker, bring found the moll guilty of any, he was condemn’d 16 remain a Pri- 
foner at TVifc/, till our return out of Perfta. The Weywcde fent for him, by two 
of bis Officers, at the entreaty of the Ambafladors. One of thofe Officers had a 
Coat of Mail finder his Cafaque, and a tin Gancelet; the other, who by his qua¬ 
lity was a Kvez,) had a Garment of Crimfon Velvet. 

Nov. 4. Our Mufick play’d in the morning betimes, it being the birthday of 
the Ambaflador Urttgmanx which ended, the great Guns were difeharg’d. The 
fame morning, the Tartar Prince’s Mother fent one to. Complement rhe Ambaf- 
fadors,andtogivethemthanksforthettrerperi:s and civilities towards her fon 
in his Voyage, entreating them to honour her with a Vifit atherhoufe, and to 
come and receive her Benedi&ion. In the afternoon, we were Viflred, aboard, 
by 3 Perfian Lord, who had a retinue of many fervanrs. He was an Eunuch, and belonging to the 
the King of Perjia had fent him exprefle, to bring along with him the Tartar x,- n/pcifia 
Prince’s" filler, ro whom he was to be married. He made extraordinary, profers vifitst the Am~ 
of friendlhiptothe Ambafladors, and was fo well pleas’d with our drink,that bafla o>y. 
he grew perfetftly drunk, in fo much that he knew not which way to get out of 

ihethip. They that came along with him were fo edify’d by his example, that 

one of them was fo loaden, that we were forc’d ro let him down by a rope into 
the Shallop. 

The g. The Ambafladors fenr M. A far defile , the Pallor and Secretary of the TteV vnfeni 
Embafly, accompany’d byotir Tartarian and Perfian Interpreters,to rhe Wey~ tbthttftywtdt, 
*>ode t to Prelenr him a large Vermilion-gHc-cup, and the two Chancellors or Se¬ 
cretaries each of them with a Ruby. They were alfo ordered to go and wait up¬ 
on 
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s s * on tbe Tartar-V'Antt’s Mother, and to complement her upon rhefafe return 
l 0 3 zi of her Son. We were very kindly receiv'd in all places , and treated with Col¬ 
lations of Fruit, Beer, Hydromel, Aquavicae,-and Wine, The Kf r eyrt>ode 
entertain’d us with the fame magnificence as that of N'tfenovogorod, and falling 
into difcourfe of the nature and manner of life of the Pcrjians , he told us, 
ihatthey would, nodoubt , be extremely liberal of their good words andfair 
promifes, but that it requires a ftrong faith to believe one half of them, inaf- 
muth as theirperformances would not beconfonant thereto. 

7 !m mcffm Prince Muffal receiv'd us in Perfon, with very intimate demon ft rat ions of 

tathe Tartar- afMtian, at the entrance of the Court,and conduced us into a' high andfpa- 
princc. cious Hall, whereof the Walls were of earth, andfo built, that a man might 
fee on all Tides, at anequal dillance, a certain number of Needles vaulted, in 
which there were either rich beds, with coverlets of filk or cotton ; or there 
were layd up in them feveral pieces of / > tfr/w#Tapcftry, and coverlets, wrought 
or embroider’d with gold and filk, of divers feveral colours, with great cherts 
covered wkbtbe fame. 

All along thewali, juft under the feeling, there hung two rows of dirties, 
of wood and earth, of diverfe colours; and the pillars, which underpropp’d 
the ftrufture were hung all about with excellent Cymkars, Quivers, and Ar¬ 
rows. The Princefs. fate in a chair, having about her a black loofe Gown lin'd 
with Sables, and made after the fafhion of a morning- coat. 

The teccptM of -phe pincers name was Blka, and fhe was of a very Noble ftature, and had 
frm 'thc^m- a g 00 ^ contenance, and might be about 45. years of age. She wore, at her neck 
bajfadars by" behind, an Ox-hi adder, blown to rhe utmoft, which was wound aboutto- 
tbs Tartar- wards hair,wit h a rich Scarf embroider’d with Gold 8c Silk, 8c had her about her 
Prineefle. neck another Scarf, the two ends whereofhung down over her fhoulders. Be¬ 
hind the Chair Hood a Lady, who had alfo a Bladder at her neck, and we were 
told afterwards that it was the Badge of Widdowhood. On her right hand 
Hood her three Sons, the two younger whereof were no better in Cloaths than 
the moft inconfiderable Perfons in the Country. Behind them, flood certain 
Servants, on whofe fore-heads and faces ( which they had torn with tlftir nails) 
- might Til be feen the marks of their mourning for the death of the elder brother,' 
which had been executed at Mofcopt. On the left hand flood, all in a rile, feve¬ 
ral Tartar!) who were all very aged Perfons, and reprefented the Council and 
Officers of the Court. The Princefs, having anfwer’d our Complement, or- 
.. , deredSeats to be brought, and a little Table furnifh’d with Fruits for the 
ne 0 a la*. q^ Hw ( on ? M w bich our drink was Hydtomel and Aquavits. We would have 
had the Princes to have fate down with us, but they would not by any means 
doit, alleging, that ir was not the Cuftome of the Country, ana chat the re- 
> fpeft they ought their Mother permitted not their fitting down in her pre¬ 
fence. 

The curiofitvof The Collation being ended,and the Princefs and others of the Company ha- 

the Tartar- ving handled and taken particular notice of our Cloaths all over, the Princefs 
Ladies. her felf prefenced to each of us, a large Cup, full of a fort of Aquavit* extra- 
died out of Miller, which we found as ftrong as Spirit of| Wine. The rfiree 
Princes Ptefented us alfo with each of them a Cop,and intreated us not to cake 
it ill, if they did the fame honour to our Servants. In the mean time there was 
opened, behind the Princefs, a Chamber-door, at the entrance whereof.were to 
be feen feveral Ladies, and amongft the reft the Princefs’s Daughter, who was 
betroathed to the Sofkj of Perjia. 

She might be about fixteen years of age, and was very haodfome, the clcar- 
nefs of her complexion having fomuch the greater luftre, by reafon of the ex¬ 
traordinary blackneft of her hair. Thefe Ladies feemed to be no left defirous to 
fee our Cloarhs,than thofe who were in the ELt II, thru fling one another towards 
the door, which they immediately fhuc upon the leaft fign made to them by the 
Princefs :■ but they opened it again foon after, to take a farther view of us.

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They call'd one of our Servants to them, to take the more particular notice of £ * 

his Cloaths, the fafhion whereof they very much admir’d, as alfo that of his 1 ° \ 

Sword, which they defir d him to draw, chat they nnght fee the blade of ir t But 

the Per ft an Envoy, who every day vifitedthe Prineelle, coming into the Room 

while they werefo employ’d , the Chamber door was immediately (hot upon 

them, and we took leave of the Princeffeand the Princes her Sons, and went to 

view the City. We there met with feveral Women , handfome, young, and 

well made, having on them a kind of Knocks or frocks of diverfe. Col ours, who 

made no difficulty ever and anon to flay us, till they had taken particular notice 

ofourCloaths. „ _ , 

Nov. 6. The C«pf^i fent us a Letter from the Governour of Derbent> m 
anfwer to chat which he had writ to him from Afiracha *, the 2<j. of September 
before. The contents of it was» to expreffe his joy at our arrival, and to order 
the Cwparnotto come away without us, bat to bring us along with him by 

They, Our Intcrprerer Rufian return’d from the frontiers of t>agejtba» 9 
with this news , that thole, who had conduced the Mxfcavian Ambaflador to 
the frontiers , were return’d into Perfta before his coming thither; and that 
they thought it not enough to carry away the Camels and all the other Beafts 
fit for cania°e,but they had alfo taken along with them the pieces of Timbef and 
Fagots, without which it was impoffible to get over thofe places where the Road 
was bad : upon which intelligence it was immediately refolv’d, that we fhould 

continue our Voyage by Sea. 

The 8 . The Princefle fenr rhe Ambaffadors a prefent of two Sheep, fifty 
Pallets, and feveral other provifions, The high Chancellour of Mttfcovy fcnc 
us a Sheep, a barrel of Beer, and another of Hydromel. In the afternoon , the 
Prince Mnffd came to give usayifit, to bid us adieu. There came along 
with him a Myrfa of Dagejthm y a Brother of the Prince of Tartjfs , who made 
us believe, he was come expreffe to condo& the Ambafladors as far as the place 
of his Brother’s refidence. He was no better clad thanthe other Tartars , ha¬ 
ving over his old cloaths, a Cloak, of a fort of very coarfe Cloath, but as to his 
countenance and behaviour, heexprefs*da fierceneffe beyond any of them, not 
diffemblingthe trouble it was to him , that we difeover’d a greater refpeft for 
Muffalihso for him , and refufing to (land at the drinking of the Great Duke’s 
health. And when Muffal inrreared him to confiderthe place he was in, he 
confidently made anfwer, that he knew not whether the Country he was then 
in, were the Great Duke’s or his own, and began to pick a quarrel with him, 
reproaching him, that, with all his gay Cloaths, he was but a flave toth tM*f- 
covite , whereas himfelf, though but in raggs, was nevertbelefle an abloluce 
Prince, that acknowledg'd no other fupenourthan God : infomnch that at Iaff, 
not able to govern his paffion , he abfolutely refus d to drink the Cz,aat s health 
in any pofture, and went his wayes. Some of his fervants ftole from our Mi- 7 he Tartan 
nifter, a filver Spoon and a Knife, and cut off one of the fteeves of my Doublet; tncMd to 
bat they were forc’d to leave it behind them, it beiDg engag’d under fome other theft. 

C1 Prince Mttffd (laid with the Ambaffadors , and begg'd of them the pardon of 

the Mariner whom wc bad fcnc Prifoner to Terki - The Ambaffadors very 

freely fatisfy’d his defire therein, and fo fent late that night, the Secretary of the 

Embaffy and another Gentleman, to the Weymde , to entreat him to return the 

Prifoner into our hands, and to defire juftice of him againfl the 

Pilot, who had ran away from us two daies before. A good while after mgnr a jbt 

Lacquey was fent after us, to preffc our immediate return to the Ship* which /M»w two 

was then ready to fee Sail, to make all the advantage they could of the Wind, 

which for fome hours had blown very fair. We had difparch*d all our bullneffe, 

when rhe Lacquey came ro us; but notwithftanding all the expedition we 

could ufe, we found the Ship under fail, but it was not long, ere the Wi , 
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l (x\6* turn * n » 10 c ^ ; jSSpC^ contrary point , forc’d us to continue ua the fame 
^ _ _ place. 

The tt'tywodc in the mean t\ ne font us his p refen t, which confifled of a hun- 
wodc^s p 7 ~ pi^^ftfhung Beef , four tuns of Beer,, a puncheon..of French Wine, a 
fm. ' tun of Hydrqmef, a puncheon of Vinegar, two Sheep,'four great Cakes <jf 
Ginger-bread,, and feveral Loafs of other bread. There was bellow’d among 
thofe that b'OU^t the prefenc,,about 20. Crowns* and good flore of Aquavit#, 
in fo mpch th^t.fhey went th^ir way very well fatisfy’d. 

A 7 bv._ 1 q., the Wind coming.to South-Weft , we fee Sail at the break of day, 
intending to take cKe courfe of the City of Derbent, which is the neareft of apy 
of that frontier. About moon,, we difeover’da Back, which at full, took its 
' 'courfe fo aHflt.woqld have pafs’d on the right hand of us, then made as if fh*e 
would cqjjQe up llreigbc to us, and not knowing well what refolution totals?} 
they ever and’anon rriade moreoc lpiTeSail; whereby perceiving that thofe who 
were i n ir, were afraid of us, rhe Ambalfador Brkgmnn gave order that the Ship 
fhould make, (freight cowards the Bark, put the Soldiers in their feveral Hattons, 
and commanded a.certain number of great Guns to be fir’d at randome, the 
more ro fright epihem. Tfip poor people immediately ftruck Sail, and came 
neerus. They were Perfians, fruit-Merchants, and the Bark was then loadep 
With Apples, Pears, Quinces, Nucs, and otherfruits. The Mailer of it, who 
,Was Brother to our Pilot, feeing him anong a fort of people fuch as he had 
.never feen Before;, and believing he was their Prifoner, begin with homd-Cries 
ah'd'Larriematidns to beWaiL his Brother’s misfortune, asalfohisown ., which 
he e*pc£tcd tp.feJl.iptp, though he cri'd feveral rimes to him , Korchma dtefeh- 
man lardefiul. Fear not, they are friends, among whom f am with my own confute. 
But the other would bearof no perfwafion to the contrary, imagining, that 
they, forc'd him to fpeakito cfeat purpofe, and could not recover Tiimfelf out 
of the fear he was in, till his Brother hid acquainted him with the occafion 
which had brought him to our Ship. Then was it that he took the courage to 
come himfelf into our Ship, with a prefent of all forts of Autumn-fruits, 
wh^eof h? atfo fold good (lore,. fo cheap, that a quarter of a hundred of very 
great Apples came not to a peny. He was treated with Aquavits, after which 
he return’d to his Bark very well fatisfied. 

jin 1 (landin about this time, we came neer an Ifle which the Mufcovites call 

the Cafpian 7 ~z,etlan, and the Perfians , Tx.enz.tni, eight Leagues from Terhl, on the left 
sea. * band. There we caft Anchor, at three fathom and a half water, and (laid there 
fonr and twenty hours, according to the cuftom of the Perfians . We had lying 
before us aTieatife written by George D inlander, ( who had Traveled into Per fa 
in the year idol, with an Amballador Cent thither by the Emperopr Rodoiph 
II.) vvhp, fpeakingof this Ifle, faies, that, being the only man left alive at 
hi$ return, andilaid in that place by the cold, he had been forc’d to kill the 
Horfps which the Sophy had bellow’d on him, aftet he bad confttm’d all the 
o.thpr Provifipns. Having, at our coming thither, four or five hours of day¬ 
light remaining,, the Ambalfadors thought it not amiffe to go into the Ifiandf 
to fee whether what they obferv’d there, were confonantto what the other 
had written thereof : Butall wecould meet with worth our Obfervanon was, 
only three great poles fallen’d together, and fet up at one of the points of the 
Id and., befec all about with Roots and Boughs, to fetve for a direftion to the 
Mariners, and_two great Ditches, wherein Tome time before fire had been 
made. This, in all probability was done by the Cofaejues, who make their fre- 
,qaent retreats into that Ifiand. It lies at forty three degrees, five minutes 
elevation, and reaches in length from NOrth-eid to Souch-eaft, about three . 
German Leagues, The foil is for the mod part Tandy andbauen, and towards 
the extremities, either cover’d with (hells, or fenny ; and it Is the only 
Ifland that is to be Jeep* as we go to Hilan , Weft-ward of the ordinary 
courfe.

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From this ltland, there may be feet) in the Continent, towards the Sooth- ^ ' ✓ 
weft, fuch high Mountains, that we took them at firft for Clouds. Our people 1 & 7 ZJ. 
felled them the Mountains of Circaffu i; but the Mufcovites , nay the Inhabi¬ 
tants of Circajfia themfelves, call it the Mountain Salatto , and it is properly 
that Mountain which the Antiencs call Caucafus , in the Province of Colchis , Mount Cauea- 
which is the fame that at this day is called MengrelU; and is fo famous in fus. 
Antiquity, for the fabulous expedition of Jafon for the Golden fleece. Its Mcngrelia, 
height, which indeed is extraordinary, in as much as it feems to extend it felf 
to the Stars, hath furnifh’d the Poets with that fancy, that it was from this' 

Mountain Prometheus ftole fire from the Sun , to communicate it to men, 

Quintus Curtins affirms, that it crofTes all Am Cercain indeed it is, that the 

Mountain of Ararat and Taurus ye fo neer, and do fo as it were cloze with it, 

chat it feems ro be but one continu’d Mountain, extending it felf all rhrough 4Q 

AJia, from Mengrcha, as far as the Indies, From the Cajptan Sea, towards the 

Ettxine Sea, and Afta the leffef , it is neer fifty Leagues in breadth. But let us 

fee whit Q. C mitts faies of its in the Seventh Book of his Hiftory, where he 

oives us this accompcof it. “They reach, faith he, from thence * towards 

* Mount Caucafus , which divides Afta into two parts, and leaves the Cilicim 

** Sea on the one fide, and od the other, the Cafpian Sea, the Rivet Araxes, 

“and the Deferts of Scythia ._ Mount Taurus , which is to be ranked in the 
« fecond place for its height, is joyned to Caucafus , and, beginning in Cuppa. 

« dochty erodes Cilicia , and reaches as far as Armenia. It is as it were a con¬ 
s' tinu’d concatenation of Mountains, out of which atife alfnoft all the Rivers 
« of AJia , fome whereof difembogue themfelves into the Red Sea., and others, 

«into the Hyrcanian , or that of Pont ns. The Army, pafs'd the Caucafus in fe¬ 
at venteen dales, and came in fight of the Rock, which is ten Stadia in compafle, 

« and above four in height, where Prometheus was chained, if we may credit the 
« Poets. 

Mount Ararat , upon which JVoah's Ark refted after the deluge, and which Mtmhmnt. 
the Armenians call Mejfina , _ the Per fans, Am, and the Arabians Suhilahn, is 
without comparifon much higher than the Caucafus , and is indeed but a great • 
black Rock, without any Verdure, and cover’d with Snow on the top, as welt 
in Summer as Winter, by means whereof it is difeover’d fifteen Leagues into 
theC<j/p/<wSea. The Armenians , and the Per fans themfelves, are of opinion, 
that there are (lilt upon the faid Mountain fome remainders of the Ark, but; 
that Time hath fo hardned them, that they feem abfolutely petrifyV. At 
Schamacfy in Media , we were {hewn a Croffe of a black and hard Wood, which 
the Inhabitants affirmed to have been made of the Wood of the Ark: and upon * 
thataccompt it was look’d upon as a moft precious Relick» and, as fuch, was 
wrapp’d in Crimfon T affara. The Mountain is now inacceffible, by reafon of 
the precipices whereby it is encompafs’d of all fides. 

Jmanic A l Salthan , whom the Sophy feet Ambaffadour to the Duke of Hol- 
Jfein , out Mafter, and whofe Territories lye in thofe parts, in the Country of 
KaratOih, told us many very remarkable particulars of ir. Thefe high Moun¬ 
tains are a great direftion to thofe who have no compafle to fail by in the Caf- 
pian Sea; inasmuch as changing their form according rothefeveral profpe&s 
they afford, the Pilots by that means eafily difeover where abouts they are. * 

The n. we continu’d our Voyage prefently after Sun-rifing» caking our 
courfe along the hie South-ward. At trie extremity of the Ifle, there is a kind 
of Streight, near a Cape or Promontory which comes out of the Continent 
intotheSea, much about the fame place, where, on the Ifle fide, a great Sand¬ 
bank advances it felf towards the Land, and To makes but a narrow jpaflage. 

Which oblig'd us to call Anchor, that vve might have the more convenience ot 
Sounding, fo to avoid rhe flats, or /hallows, which make Navigation very 
dangerous thereabouts. We found, at firft, but two fathom water, put foon 
after we wercatfix orfeven fathom ; infomuch that the Wind becoming more 
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favourable^ we took our courfe South-South-weft, direftly cowards Derbeut, 

_ along the (h ore, and in fight of ir. After mid-night, the Wind being notfo 
much for us as before , we were forc’d to laveer it all the remainder of 
Night; but we advanc’d little or nothing ; infomuch that a Tempeft rifing 
thereupon , we at laft refolv’d to cart Anchor, which we did, at twelve fathom 
water. We lay at Anchor all the 12 th , till nine at night, and then the Wind 
coming to the North, we fee fail with a favourable wind, taking our courfe to 
the South-South-eaif. 

About 11. the fame nigh:, we found between 20. and thirty fathom water, 
and an hour after, no bottom, fo that the wind being turn'd again to an abso¬ 
lute Tempeft > we .conceiv’d, that it would be dangerous for us to bear much 
fail upon a Sea we were not acquainted with, and that In the Night time. 
Whereupon having ty’d them up, we let the Shipgodiredly before the wind, 
by which means we got two Leagues in ieflethan an hour. We had , befides 
our double Shallop, two other Boats, one whereof, which we had bought of 
the Muscovites , was only for their convenience who founded the depth of the 
Water, and the other ferv’d for the unloading of our Ship, which drew both of 
them after her. There were two Sea-men appointed for the guiding of the 
Shallop, which, having in it only certain fmall pieces, Bullets, Chains, Cables, 
Pitch, and other things neceffary for Navigation , was made fo (hallow, that 
being ever and anon fill’d with watei, the Sea-men, finding chemfelves no lon¬ 
ger able to guide it, came aboard the Ship, and fatten’d the Shallop to the Bern. 
The other Boats were foon over-whelm’d with water and loft. The Shallop 
held out a while, but ac length follow’d the others , and this prov’d the begin¬ 
ning of our wrack upon th sCafpiau Sea. Our Ship, which was built only of 
Firr, andhad been much endammag'dby the Sand-banksof the m>/ga, bow’d 
under the high and violent waves of that Sea , as if it had been a Snake, and 
opened in fo many places, that we were forc’d to be alwayes at the Pump, and 
continually employ’din emptying the waterthat came id of all fides. Our 
Ferftan Pilot had not the leall (hare pf the common feat and diftra&ion we 
, were all in , and no doubt wi(h’d himfelf in his own Ship, or nearer Land in 
regard that had we been caft away there, we had all inevitably peri fil’d. 

Nov. \ 3. ac the break of day, we perceiv’d, chat we had (fill-kept in fight of 
Land, and we particularly di{covered the Mountain of Derbm> which, as we 
conceived , could not be above ten Leagues dittaht from us. The Tempeft 
abating a little of its Violence, we hois’d the mizenSaii, and afterwards the 
main Sail, with a refolutton to run the Ship ttrait a-ground. But having, 
the Night before, taken out courfe too high , and the wind continuing (fill 
from the North-weft, we were forc’d to comply with it > and, to our no fmall 
regret, paffe beyond the City of Dcrbeuty along the Perfim Coaft, which, in 
chat place, reaches from North to South , but fo as that we could not find any 
Road or Haven , where we might fave our felves ; forasmuch as there being 
only Rock at the bottom for the fpace of fix Leagues from the Land into the 
Sea, it is impoflible to make the Anchor take any hold. At laft, about four, 
in the afternoon, we caft Anchor, at four fathom water, before the Village of 
Niafebeth , which our Authors call Nifavaj , the bottom muddy ; but we 
thought not our felves mote fafe at Anchor, than when we were cofs’d up and 
dowg in the main Sea. The waves were fo Violent by reafon of the extraor¬ 
dinary roughnefs of the Sea, that ir was not long ere they broke the hindges of 
the Rudder, which oblig’d us to take ir quite off, and tofaften it with a Cable 
behind the Ship, left beatiog a°ainft the Caftle it fhould have broke ir all to 
pieces; the Water coming ftill into the Ship fo ft ft, that we were forc’d to 
fpend the remainder of that dayand all the night following in emptying it. 

The Tempeft abated a little of its violence the next Morning, being the 14. 
of November , and invited us to think of fome courfe for the difembarking of 
our felyes, but we had neither Boat nor Shallop to help us ro Land, and though 
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we had caus’d feveral Volleyes of great and fmall fliot to be difcharg’d, to ob- , g 
]ige the Inhabitants of the - Councry to come in to out relief, yet could we noc * ° 7 °* 
perceiveany Body; bur we had hardly made a (liifc to clap a certain number 
of deal Boaids together like a flat-bottom’d Boat, ere we faw coming towards 
us two Boats, which the Kattcba , or J udge of the Village, had fent co our relief 
in'that extremity. 

They brought us a prefent, of two baggs of Apples, with a very obliging 
Complement, protelling that they were no iefleglad at our arrival, thaowe 
might be at theirs. Which done , they exhorted the AmbalTadors to get out of 
the Ship as foonas they could poffibly, taking along with them what they ac- 
compred of greatell Value, and not to be over-confident of the calm, which, no 
doubt, woutdnotlall many hours. The AmbalTadors took their advice, and 
having put into the Boats what they thought moll confiderable, they ordered Jke 
fome part of their retinue to go in alfo, and certain Soldiers with their Officers; p^ntF 
leaving in the fhip the Sieur Ycherlts, their Steward, and the Secetary of the J tin ue. * 
Embaffy, wich an intent'to fend for-them as foonas they were landed them- 
felves. 

The Kaucha was on HorTe-backat the Sea-fide, and perceiving that the Boats 
con Id not come near enough, by reafon of the fhallownefle of the water, he 
alighted, and fent the AmbalTadors hisHorfefor their more convenient Lan¬ 
ding. And thus it was that the AmbalTadors firft fet foot in Perfia. But as foon 
as they were got a-fliore, the Tempefl grew more violent than it had been be¬ 
fore , infomuchthac it was impolfible for them to fend back the Boats: which 
put us that were left aboard co rbe unnoll hazard of Shipwrack and Life, "file 
Ship, being now in a manner quite uoloaden, was cofs*d up and down like a 
BailbyrheWaves, the Sea railing her, one while, up to the Clouds, another 
fwall owing her up in its abyfles. There was conllamly above a foot water upon 
the Deck, fo that we were not able to flay upon it s and at lall the Ship opening 
above, jull in the middle , we began to fear the abfolute diflolution oF her. 

We obferv’d alfo by the Trees .that were upon the Sea-fide , that the Anchor 
was loole, and that the Wind had carry’d us above a quarter of a League from 
the place where we had difembarked the EmbafTadors , wherenpon we call two 
others, both which were loll about n, the fame night, as alfo our Rudder. 

Tbebiggeft Anchor held Hill, but the Veftel drew fo much vyacer,that the Pump 
being of no further ufe, wc were forc’d to empty her with Kettles. About 
rriid-night the wind came to the Haft, and broke off our main and mizen Malls, 
and over-turn’d them into the Sea , the Ship {baking in chat interim with fo 
much Violence, that the edges of her were ever apd anon even with the water. 

The Sea-men intreared the Secretary, to give them leave to cut the Ropes that 
Hill held her, ro fee if that would deliver us out of the extremity we were in^ 
which he made no difficulty to grant them. We had not eaten ought in three 
dales, and watching, with continual Labour, had brought us fo low,tharhaving 
loft all courage, together with the hope of ever faving our Lives , all out 
thoughts were taken up with the difpofal of our felves for Death. Our Car¬ 
penter the only perfon who had the courage to go under Decks, and to cake 
lo large a dofe of Aquavits, that being come up on the Deck, he fell down dead 
at our feet. Nor indeed could we have imagin’d him co be otherwife, if the 
Exhalations of the Aquavits, .that afcended from his flomach, had not difeo- 
ver*d the nature of his mdifpofttion. The Sea-men remitted nothing of their ^ [tm*c nfo* 
labour all this time, and exhorted the rell to be of good courage, putting us in lutmintbcut - 
hope, that, within fome few hours, either the weather would change, or the m 3 bayard* 
AmbalTadors would not fail ro relieve us, as indeed they were both of them 
earned to do all lay in their power for our prefervation. Nav the Ambaffador 
Bru^man would, with his Sword drawn, have forc’d fome of our people to come 
in the two Boats to look after us, but he cbuld by no means prevail with them, 

to hazard themfelves. • - _ 

Perceiving 
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s _• ^ Perceiving the day flipp'd away without any hope of relief, and fearing the 
1 0 \ °* Tempeft might grow more violent the night following, I took the Master's 
mare alide, and was delirous to know of him, whether, the Tempeft continuing 
in the height it was then at, it would not be our oeft courfe to run the Ship a- 
ground to lave the men. His anfwer was, that he beliey’d the Ship could not 
make any great refinance , and that ia were not amilfe I took the advice of the 
other Officers, and propofe it to the Captain and the Mailer, who both con- 
fefs’d, that the Ship was in fo ill a plight , that they were confident the Am* 
biffador Brugman himfelf would have commanded her to be run a-ground, had 
he b:en among them : and yet they were wicfiallof opinion , that, conrinuin^ 
their Labour for fome hours longer, it was not tmpoffiblebut the Veflel might 
befaved. But they difcover’d by their difcourfe their main fear to be , that, 
m whentherewerenoShip, they would be look’d on as ufeleffeperfons, and that 

there might be fome difpure about their wages for the reft of the Voyage. 
Hence it came that they were unwilling the Ship fhould be mo a-ground. b'uc 
the Sieur Vwicks and the Secretary, overcome with the importunities of the 
reft of the company to have that courfe taken, in fo great an extremity, the 
Captain and Mailers mate at laft gave their confent, provided a promife were 
made them in Writing, that the Atnbafladors ihould not call them to an ac- 
’ compt for their fo doing: which was accordingly done, and the Secretary drew 
up an Aft to chat purpofe, which was figoed by all. But the Captain and Mailer 
beginning to make new difficulties, after they had gotten a difcharge, as afore- 
faj,d, all our people would have mutini’d, and cri’d out, that if they delay’d the 
running of the Ship a-ground any longer, they ihould anfwer before the Tri¬ 
bunal of God , togivean accompc for what fbonld happen thereupon. The 
Captain would have excus'd himfelf, alleging, that though the Ship were run 
•-ground, as was defired, yet were it iropoffible for him to faveall our people: 
but anfwer was made him , that they were refolv'd to tan the hazard of it, and 
lie was fo earoeftly prefs’d thereto, that he confente'd, after he had obliged the 
Sieur Vchterits and die Secretary of the EmbalTytogive the firft ftroak upon the 
Cable: which when they had done, the Sea-men footi made an end, and having 
The ship runs firack the only Sail we had left ns, we made ftrait to Land, and tun the Ship 
A-gmJ. t-ground, about thirty pearches diftam from the place where the Ambaffadors 
and all out friends expefted us, with no lefle trouble for us, than we had for out 
felves. Nay fome of them, to make a greater expreffion of their affeftion, came 
a good way into the water, and carry’d us afhore. 

It prov’d no great trouble to us to juftifie the refolution we had taken of 
runoingthe Ship a-ground, in regard that, as to that particular, the Ambafiador 
Brugman himfelf prevented us, and told us he had been long before refolv’d to 
fend the Captain orders to do it, but that he could not meet with any perfon 
that would undertake the execution thereof. 

a dtfaiptionof . .As concerning the Cafpian Sea, it hath not in all places the fame name, but 
the Cafpian it is changed, either according to the diverfity of the Inhabitants that live about 
sea. it, or the Provinces that border upon it. It was called amientlf the Sea of 

Chofar , from the Name of the eldeft Son of Tlmgarma, who was thF Son of 
Gamer , and Grand-child of Japhet, third Son to Noah. Nubin* s Geography calls 
it the Sea of Tavifihan. The Moors call this Sea., as they do alfo the Gulf of 
jlralia, Bohar Corfuin ; and the Tor fans call it Kujfum , which name they alfo 
give the Red Sea. Th z Greek ant ^ Latin Authors call it the Hyrcaman Sea, as alfo 
Mart C afpism and Cafpiamm , The Per fans call it by another name, the Sea of 
Baku, from the City oiBakiije , in the Province of Schirwan\ and the Msifco- 
vites name it Gualenfkgi-more. But a man muft be very cautious how he credits 
what is affirmed by Dionyfm a 4 fer , Pompon!Ht Mela , Pliny, Salinas, and thofe 
who follow them, as Strabo, Marti amis Capella , Sr. Bafil the Great, Macrotim, 
and others j that jtisonly a_S<W, or Gulf of the great Sea of the Indies, or of 
the Tartarian Sea, or that it hath fome communication with the Buxine Se*, 

and 
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and Palm Mmides by the River T'agate ; in as much as ic is molt certain, that 
it hath not any communication at all with the other Seas, but is of all fides fo 
en com pars’d with Land, that ic may be more juftly called the Mediterranean, 
than rfiac which is known only by that name. Herodotus and Ariftotle are much 
more worthy credit, when they affirm, that the Cafpian Sea is a particular Sea 
by ic felt., having no communication with any other: and this is no more than 
what the Inhabitants of JK-Uan, who live upon that Sea on the Eaft.fi de, have 
fo ftrongly'confirmed us in , that we lay it down as a thing no longer to be dif- 
jmted. ■■ - 

But what on' the other fide is much to be wondred ac, is, that though fo great 
a number of Rivers inceflantly pay the tribute of their waters intoit, yet can 
it not befaid-whjtc becomes thereof. We at firft could hardly be induc'd to 
believe what was told us concerning all chofe Rivers j but when, at our return 
our of Perfiih between Refcfa and Schamacby> which-was twenty daies journey, 
we tookuofice , that we had crofs’d above tourfcore, great and fmall Rivers, 
we made no difficulty then to acquiefce in the Relations we had before recei¬ 
ved thereof. The molt confidcrable of thofe we faw , are, the Wolga* Araxis^ 
or Am, which is joyned to the Cyrw, which is now called Kttr, the Kiflofein, 
the Bujhow, the Akjfcy and the Koifu. t Towards the North are the Rivets of 
J<dka, and Jcpts \ and cowards the South and Eaft, the Nips, the Oxtu r and the 
Orxentes ,which Q. Curtins calls, 

And notwichftanding this vaft Contribution of waters, this Sea is not per¬ 
ceiv’d to be any way increas'd thereby, nor can it belaid, by what patfages 
ull thefe Rivers are conveyed thence, Someareof opinion , that they are, by 
fubterraDean Chanels, return’d into,the Ocean.' The Per ft ans told us, that 
neer 'Ferebathy between the Provinces of Tasrriftan , and Mefendan , there is a 
Gulf, where all thefe waters are loft as in a bottomlefle place, and convey’d a- 
way under die neighbouring Mountains. But in regard a man rouft,consequent¬ 
ly to this aflertion, imagine that Gulf to be as big as the whole Sea, co fwal- 
low down the waters of fq many Rivers, I cannot be eafily perfwadedto fide 
with the maimainers of that opinion. On the contrary, I think it may be pro¬ 
bably held, that fhere may be alleged , for th t Capian Sea, the fame reafons, as 
are urged fop the Ocean's not overflowing the earth, though an infinite num¬ 
ber ofRiveps difemboguechemfelvcs intoit: To wit,that,be(idesthe Mifts, 
which are very frequent there, and confequemly con fume a great part thereof, 
the reft is return’d by fee ret Chanels, to the fources of the Fountains and 
Rivers, according to the wjfe man’s faying, that all the Rivers come qut of the 
Sea , and return thither again , whether it be that the weight of the Sea-water, 
which is not all within its Centre, forces that which is lowed into the clefts of 
the earth, as far as the fources, and chat this is done with fuch violence, that at 
its breaking out of the earth, it fpouts higher thin the Seaic felf 5 or that there 
are in the earth certain reins, which, drawing the water t6 them, diftribute it 
to the Fountains and Rivets.. The firft ratiocination is Julius Scaliger's , in his 
46 h . Exercitaiim , where he fayes, that he does not believe, the Argument 
which is deduc’d from the difference of the qualities of warerscan deftroy the 
force of hisjin regard wq find by experience,that the water, palling through 
the earth, is clean fed from its filch,and leaves its Salt at the bottom, from which 
iris divided, much after the fame manner as if it were diftill’d through an Alem- 
bick. Which is evidently feen by this, that the greater diftance there is between 
the Sea and the Fountains, the fweeter their waters are. It is alfo acknowledg’d, 
that there is no Mountain higher than the Sei, which making but one part of 
the roundnefs of the Terreftrial Globe, the fwelling* and eminencies, which 
are upon the earth are nop higher than the Sea. Which I affirm to be fo much 
the more certain, upon this accompc, that, being, in my return from Perfa, be. 
tween Schama file and Dtffagbw the Village oiSoray^ I bad the curipficy^ to go 
up into one of the adjaednt Mountains, where I took the Horizon with my 
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Aftrolibe', and having put ray Dioptra into it, I turn’d,my felt towards 

___ the Sea, which was two Leagues diftanc thence, and could eafily dif- 

cern it. 

The Authors who have written of the Cafpian Sea, affirm, that,it is,in length 
fifteen dayes journey , and in breadth, eight \ which may fall out fomewtuc 
right, if it be in a great calm, and that thofe who are to pafle it, make ufe oncly 
of their Arras and Oares, and have no advantage of wind. Whereupon I pro- 
mwj> ^ pofe ir as a particular obfervacion, that, contrary to the common opinion of 
Cafoian sea! Geographers, as well ancient as modern, che length of the Cafpian Sea reaches 
‘ p ’ * not from Eait to Weft, as it is fet down in all Maps, even in thofe that have 
been publish'd fince the former impreffion of this Relation , where I con¬ 
demn’d that errour, but that it is. to be taken from South toNorth, and that, 
on the contrary, it is its breadth which reaches from Weft to Eaft. And this I 
know, not onely by the moftexaft obfervacion I made thereof, bat alfo by a 
curious Inquiry of the flotation of all the Maritime Provinces, according to the 
"Catalogue, or Regiftcr, of Longitudes and Latitudes, which 1 had from the Per- 
■ftans , as alfo Confonancly to the Agronomical fragments of che Learned 
ML John Graves. For it is certain, that the true length of the Cafpian Sea, is 
from the mouth of the River below Aftrachan , to Ferabath , in the Pro¬ 

vince of Mefenderan, reaching eight degrees of the Equator y which make 120. 
German Leagues; and that its breadth, frcjm the Province of Chuarefm , named 
by others Karragan y to the Mountains o(CircaJsia 9 ot to Schirwan y is fix de¬ 
grees, which make but 90. German leagues. According to this acoompt thereof 
are to be corre&ed all the Geographical Maps , though the opinion we intro¬ 
duce be new, and dire&Iy contrary to rhat which huh been receiv’d for fo ma¬ 
ny ages. 

Nor are we to give anymore credit to what Q. Curtins affirms , when he 
faies, that the water of the Cafpian Sea is frefherthan that of the Ocean, unlefte 
he be conceiv’d to fpeak only of the coaft of Hyrcania , which is now called 
Kilan y where indeed the water is neither Calt nor frefh, but brackifh ( as it is in 
fevCral places of Holland ) by reafon of the mixture of the waters of divers 
Rivers , which fall into the faidSeaon that fide. For, in the Sea itfelf, the 
water is as Salt as any other that ever 1 could tafteof. Polybius and Arrian 
■affirm the fame thing of the Buxine Sea; and Ovid confirms it by this Di- 
Rick; 

Copt a lot laticum , quas atiget, adulterot mias y 
Necpatitur vires aqaor habere fuas.

* It is befides our defign to engage into any difcuffionof Scaiige/s pofition, 
who faies in his 5^. Exerdtation , that the water of all Seas is fweet, or frefh, 
at the bottom, nor yet to examine the Reafons alleged by him for that opinion, 
as falling not tender the fubjeft of our Relation. But this we fhill prefume 
to affirm, that the Cafpian Sea was not much known to the Greeks, in the time 
of Alexander , fince Arrian faies, in che feventh Book of his Hiftory, that rhat 
great Conquerouriffu'douc his Commands, chat Timber fhouldbe fell’d in 
the neighbouring Mountains, for the building of a Fleet, which he intended 
to employ in the difcovery of that Sea, It is certain alfo, that Q.Curtius 
fpeaks not of itotherwife than according to the knowledge which forae had 
thereof, in a time when that of che Romans bad not pafs’d the Euphrates , no 
more than their Arms. For though Pliny faies, lib. 6 . ch. 17. of his Natural 
Hiftory , that Seleucus and Antiochus , the Succeffors of Alexander , made a difco¬ 
very of that Sea by Patrotlus , their Admiral, yet he is withal 1 forc’d to acknow¬ 
ledge^ thattherewere many other things to be difcovered; as it wasalfoouc 
intention, tomakeufe, to that purpofe, of our Ship and Shallop, during che 
aboad we fhould make at the Court of Perfta , if our misfortune in being caft 
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not flows. 
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away upon this Sea had not defeated us of our expectations. Certain it is, that 
t his Sea does neither Ebb nor Flow, nay that indeed it is not capable of either; 
forafmuch as it hath no communication or correfpondence with the other, 
which, in that particular, follows the motion of the Moon. 

The Per flaks, Tartars and Mafcovites feldome venture upon this Sea but in 
the Summer time, and then dare they not hazard tfaemfelves far imait; for 
Sailing only in wretched fmall Barks, or Boats, they keep as nser as they can to 
rhe Chore, and never are out of light Land. It hath in a manner no fafe Ha¬ 
vens or Harbours, The bell it hath, is the fame we fpoke of before, neer jVrfr’, 
between the Me of Tzenzem and the Continent; at which place the Perjians 
are wont to caft Anchor, and Ray for anight. The havens of M»,. Lenkoran, 
and*/>n*WAare nope of the worlt» nor are they on the other fide the fafeft; 
and the bell Haven of all this Sea, is on the fide of the grand Tart toy, and neer 
rhe City of Minkifchlak which may be found in the Itinerary of Anthony Jen- 
kjnflon )under she name of Mangeiflavt t but mif-named. 

But, howereic be Haven’d, we may confidently affirm this, that we have 
been long enough uoon the Cafpian Sea and its Coafts, to undeceive thofe who 
arc apt to believe, what is deliver’d by Pttreitu in hi sHiJiory of Mttfcovy ,to wit, 
that the water of itisas black as Ink, and that it is full of Mauds, whichare 
well ilored with' Inhabitants, and have in them a great number of Cities and 
Villages; both which we affirm to be abfoluceiy falfe. For the water of it is 
of the fame Colour, as that of all ocher Seas ; and though we difcoveHd but 
fome part of th t Cafpian Sea , yet having made particular enquiry asto this par¬ 
ticular, all the Perjians, Tartars and Mufcovites I ever difeourfed with concer¬ 
ning it, unanimoufly affur’d me, that in all that Sea there is but one Ifiand, 
wherein there is, I will not fay either City or Village, but fo much as a Houfe, 
unlefle it be in that of Enjti, neer Ferabath, where the paftures being very good, 
fuch as keep Cartel, have made certain Huts , not fo much for their fetleci 
Habitations, as to prevent the injuries of the Weather at certain times. 

I aH'o enquired of the Inhabitants of Ktlan, whether the Cafpian Sea bred fuc 
an infinite number of great Serpents, as Q. Curtm would make us believe: * Qt 
they all allur’d me they had never feenany, and that it was a thing they ntvM 
had heard fpoken of before , no more than they had of a certain great round i 
without a Head, whereof Ambrofim Cent an mu fpeaks in the Relation or nis 
Travels, which Father Bizarre# hath Printed together with his Hiftory of Per fa. 
He faies, that this Fifh is an ell and a half Diameter, and that there is a certain 
Liquor drawn out of it, which the Perfans ufein their Lamps, and to greaie 
the Camels. But the Perjtans cold me, that they flood not in need of any uc 
Oyltoburn, fincethat neer the. City of Baku, under the Mountain of ar~ 
mach , there are inexhaullible fources of a certain Liquor, which c e.y ^ 
Tfefla , and make ufe of in their Lamps. And of this there is daily fuc gie 

quantities taken up, that it is tranfported all over the Kingdome, . , 

Certain indeed it is, that there may befecnin thofe parts ^certain kindofc 
Fifh,'which they call Naka, thit is. Gluttony which hath a very (hort Nofe, 
and the Head as it were within the Belly, having a round Tail, and being ieven 
or eight foot in breadth, and not much lefTe in length. It fafiens it felf wit 
the Tail to Fifher-mens Boats, and,- if they be not very carefull, over-turns 
them. The Perjians t old us alfo, that the white FiflieS, of which we have lpo- 
ken heretofore, do the fame, and that thenceit comes, though the wear tier oe 
ever fo calm , the Fiflier-men never venrurefirinto the Sea. This is the omy 
<feature , which may in fome meafure make good what Pompom*** 
his Geography, to wit, that the Cafpian Sea breeds fo great a numbei ° o 
ffrous Fifties, which he calls Bellm, wild Beads, that that is one of tlie main 
Reafons, -why it is not Navigable. This fifh delights much in } e - .... 

Flefh of Beef and Mutton, whence it is that the Inhabitants oi Ki.an>z Tpec ^ y 
thofe who live towards the Mountain of Sahebelan , as being the mo l 
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in their Fifhing, make baits thereof* wherewith they cover ttrong andiharp 
Hooks fatten'd togreat Cords, with which they draw them co Land 1 . Nor are 
we to credit'what the fame ‘Bi&arrtu and Cowarinns affirm , when they fay, chat 
there is noother fi filin' the Cafpian Sea; for, on the contrary , it is extremely 
well ftor’d with lilh , and there are in it abundince of Salmons and Sturgeons, 
as alfo a kind of Herrings • nay there are in it fome fifh , which in other places 
arenumbred among the frefK-iwaterfifh,’ and are had only in ponds j asforin- 
ffa nee B reams, which they call Chafe harm and Bar heir, which they call Schwit: 
but thg latter are tough, and infipid, if they exceed two foot in length. There 
is alfo a kind of Trows , which they call Snggak. Thefearenot eaten frefh, 
butlaltedand hung up in the fmoke, and their way of dreflingthem, is, to lay 
them on the hearth, with a clean linnen Cloath about them, and then to cover 
them with hot afhes, till fuch time as they are ready: being thus ordered, they 
make a very pleafant and delicious difh. There are no Pikes nor Eels in all 
Perjia , infomuch that thofe Per fans , whom the King fent along-with us into 
Germany, when they faw us eat Eels, conceived a horrour thereat, as taking 
them for Snakes, The King of Perjia farms out the fifhing of the Cafpian to¬ 
wards the mouths of Rivers, which brings him in very confiderable fums of 
Money, many times more than the Farmers make thereof, for infiance, the City 
of Kefker , where a Farmer named Schemfi paid eight thoufand’Crowns for the 
farming of five Rivers', which that year had yielded but fix thoufand. Their 
fi filing is only from September to April , and during that time, there is a Pali- 
fadoe or kind of Hedge made in the Sea at the month of the Rivet, to hinder 
the fifhing of thofe that have no right to fifh, within that endofure; but all 
the year befides it is indifferently permitted to all, and in the Sea it fclf, at all 
times.

■fbc name of - - As to t * le naTie °( Per f ,a i Herodotus, in the feventh Book of his Hiftory, 
Perfu. iaies, that the Ambafiador, whom Xerxes, King of Perfia, fentto*the Greeks, 

would have them believe., that he deriv’d his original from Perfes the Son of 
Perfens aqd Andromeda, Ammianui Marceltinus affirms, that the Per fans arc 
original!yf97; and, if we credit Pliny, the Scythians calkhem Ckqrfari. 
The Holy Scripture calls them Elamites , and they give themfelves thenaraeof 
Schim, thereby to be diftioguifli’d from the Turks, who, upon the fame accompt, 

• give themfelves that of Sunni , And as the fame Turks have an affectation to 
call themfelves Mujfulmans , fothe Pfrftans are much pleas’d, when they are 
called KiftlUchs, that is to fay, Red-heads, But of the Etymology of that word, 
we (hall give an accompt hereafter, when We come to treat of the habits of the 
Per Jims. 

It is moll certain, that Part hi a and Perjia were heretofore two dillin£t Kjng- 
domes, and that the name of/Vr/ 7 « hath Dot been common to both, tillthey 
became both fubjeft to the fame King, and were inhabited by the fame peopl^ 
Upon the fameConfiderationicis, that we now comprehend under the name 
of Perfia, not only the Kingdeme of Perjia it felf, but alfo all the other Pro¬ 
vinces which have been annexed thereto , either by Conqueft or other wife, 
and are now under the Jurifdiftion of that Monarch. Hence it is, that when 
we fpeak of Perjia , our meaning is, to comprehend, under that name, all thao 
Country, which reaches from North to South-weft , from.the Cafpian Sea to 
the Gulf of Perjia , and from Eaft to Weft, from the River Euphrates which 
the Turks call Moratfiu , ro the City of Candahar , upon the frontiers of the In¬ 
dies. By aligning it the Cafpian Sea for its frontier, our meaning is to compre-» 
hend therein neer the one half of that Sea, along the Mountains of Armenia, 
reaching Weft-ward as far as the River oiJtuth-Cane Kurkahn , by the Ancients 
called Oxus, which divides the Perfians from the FJbeeyues, who are the fame that 
are called the Tartars of Buchar , and are for the moft pare Tributaries to the 
King of Perjia. 

Whence is to be obfervedby the way the error of Botero , who, in his Politla 
Regia , faies,that the extent of Perjia from North to South is eighteen degrees. 
Wherein he is fo much the more miftaken, by how much it is certain, chat, from 
the firft City of Perjia from the Cafpian Sea, to its utmoft frontiers towards the 
Perjian Gulf, there are hardly twelve degrees. For, let 1 man but caft his Eye, 
not only on the Map, which we here give of it, but alfo on that of M. Samp - 
fion y and particularly opthacof the Learned M r . John Graves , not long fince 
publifh’dby him in England , and he will find, that the City of Hufittm, which 
the Inhabitants of the Country call Rejcht , within twofmall Leagues of the 
Gafipian Sea, lies at thirty feven degrees, and that the City of Ormm , upon the 
Perjian Gulf, is but at twenty five, which make but twelve in all- We acknow¬ 
ledge that it contains above twenty degrees in length, from the Euphrates to 
the Indies: but we are to confidcr wit hall, that one degree of Longitude under 
the thirty feventh degree.of Latitude, under which Perjia lies, con fills but of 
fifty minutes at the moft. 

The principal [Provinces of the modern Perfia are thofe of Erak., Pars, 

S don wan, Adirbeitnsan, Kilan , Thabrifian , Mefenderan, Iran or Kardbag, Che- 
r* », Sablufian , Sitsoeflan, Kir man, Chujijlan , and Tzdjire or Dior beck. 

The Trovincc The name of Eral^, or Hierakj, is common to two fevcral Provinces, to wit, 

of Era It. that whereof the City of Babylon or BfgtUt is the Metropolis which is common¬ 

ly called Erakain, and wichoutall queftion is the antient Ajfyria . But it is 
not of rhis Province that we have any account to give in this place. Our 
Province of Erakj which is alfo called Era^atz.em , to diftinguifh it from Era¬ 
kain , lies in the midftof all Perjia , next to the Province of Ears, and is the 
antient Parthia, The Arehratology , Printed not many years fince at Frankfort, 

gives 
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gives it the Dame of CharaJJ'en , but it confounds this Province with that of 
Chnarefm, which lies upon the Cafiplm Sea ; on the EaJt-fide, and is inhabited 
by the Tartars called the TfLeques. The chief Cities of the Province of Erak, 
befi des that of Ifpahan, which is the Metropolis of the whole Kingdome, are 
Cgfmx, Sohbanle, Senkan, Serna, Kom-, Kafichan, Rbey, Scahed$Qtr, Ebother, 

Hemed.au, Derkafin, Theheran, and Kulpajan, at which laft place * the bell Bows 
in Pcrfia are made. ' ^ 

The Province of Ears, which Be Laet, in his defcription of the State of Perfia, Thc Tl0V - inc( 
eA\s Fare, ot Parc, but unadvifedly, is properly the antient Perfia, whereof 0 fFars.' 
PerfcpoUs was the chief Cit y. Alexander tht Great cauCed it to fcjp fet on fire, 1 
out of a fond Compliance for a common PrfiiUtute, with whom he had over- 
drnnkhimfelf. It is reported , that the rains of that City became the foun¬ 
dation of that of Schlras, upon the River Bendemir., which Q,Curtlus calls 
Araxes . Its prineipal Cities, befides that of S chit as , whereof there will bean 
accompt given in the foil owing Travels of M r . Manielflo Into the Indies, are 
Kafir-an, Bunttz.au, Firufabatb , and Aflar't whereto maybe added the City of 
Labor, with the little Province which derives its name from it. 

The Province of Sciritan is known in the Maps under the name of Servan, The Province 
and is no doubt that which the Amients called Media Atropasla, though Jenkjh- oj Sciriian. 
fo», in his Itinerary , affirms, that it is the antient Hjrcanla. It is indeed the 
moLf Northerly part of the Antient Media , which Herodotus.and Strabo deliver 
to be Mountainous arid Cold. Whereof we had a fufficient experience in ouf % 

Travels! after our departure front Schamacble , as will be feen in its due place. 

Schamachle is the Metropolis of the Province, wherein there are betides, Bakujc, 
feared at the foot of a Mountain, upon the Cafipian Sea, which from its namfeis 
called the Sea of Baku .* That of Dei-Lent % which is one of thePaffages which 
the Ancients called Pyla Cafipta. This is chat which Alexander the Great caufed 
to be built, and called Alexandria, upon which accompt it is chat the Inhabi¬ 
tants do often call it Scacber Junan , that is, thc City of the Greeks : That of 
Schabran , in the Country of MafkuY , near the place where the wrack caft us a- 
fliore. The City of Eres, or Aras , is deftroyed ; but there may be feen the 
remainders of what it hath been heretofore! upon the River Arts, which is now 
Called Arlfbar. 

; The Pro vince of Iran , which t he Inhabitants of the Country commonly and The Pm'mc 
for the moft part call Karabag, is feated between the two famous Rivers of of Iran. 
Araxes and Cyrus, which are now called Aras and Kttr, and comprehends fome 
part of the two Provinces of Armenia and 'Georgia, which the Perfians call 
Armemch and Gttrtz.. It is one of the Nobleft and Ricbeft Provinces of all 
Perfia, and in this particularly » that it produces more Silk than any other. It 
is fub-divided into feveral other lefler Provinces , to wit, thofe of Katpan, 

Tz.ulfa, Scabus , Slfian, Kefichtas, Sarfebil, Ermn or Iruan, Kergbulag, Aguftawa, 

Aberan , Scot gel, Safcbat, Intxe, Tbabak-melek., Thumanif, Atget, and Tzdlder. 

The principal Cities, Forts , and Towns of it ate Berde , Bilagan, Skemkar, 

Kentz.e, Berkjtfcbat, Nachtfcuan, Ordebad, Bajefiei, Maku, MagafLurt, Tlfiis, 
and Txilder. This great Province might very well* deferve adarger accomoc to 
be given of it; but in regard it borders upon the Turk., and chat I have been fo 
fortunate, as co meet with a very accurate Map of this Country, together with 
a particular Relation of what ever is molt obfervable therein, we fhall endea¬ 
vour to find elfe-where fome occafion to fpeak of a thing, which to treat of in 
this place would make too great a Digrcflion, 

_ Adlrbeluan , which the Europeans are wont to name Aderbajon , or A dor- The Province of 
blglan, is the more Southerly part of the»Antient Media, to wit, that part which Adirbcitzm. 
the Antient s talled Media Major. And forafmuch as it is acknowledg’d that 
the Province of Kurdefthantsthit which the Ancients called we may in 

fome meafpre be fatisfy'd with what Nablus' s Geography faies, to wit, that it is 
the more Northerly part of Ajfyria, lince they have their Frontiers common,

Us principal Cities are Ardebii and Tmris, 
The forme*is famous for the Birth of Schith Sefi , Author of the Seft of the 
Perfes , who liv’d and dyo in that City, where' his Tomb is yet to be feen, as 
* alfo thofe of feveral.other Kings of Perfia, of whom we ("hall have occalton to 
l'peak hereafter. The City of Tmris or Tabris , which is thought to bethat of 
(Jabris accogling to Palmer, and which Ortelius affirms to be the ancient Ecba- 
tana , heretofore the molt coniidftrable place in all the Ealt,'and the ordinary 
refideoce of the K ings of Perfia , is feated at the foot of the Mountain Orontes, 
eight daies journey from the Cajpian Sea, and is one of the Rkheft andmoft 
populous Cities of Perfia. The reltare Merrague , Salmas, Choi , Ail me, Kar- 
nuTrag, Thefts, Thd, and T^ettfler. Tz,ors and Trunn are two places excellent¬ 
ly well fortityd/and in the latter is to be [een the Sepulchre of Bur/a, the Wife 
of King Cafan, which if it bears any proportion totheliatureof that Woman, 
fbemuli needs have been a GUmeffe, and Of an extraordinary height, finca the 
Totnb is above forty foot long. 

tbe Prmiue The Province .of Kilm derives its name from the people tbit inhabit it, who 

of Kilan. are called Kilek. It is the antient Hyrcania. For its fituation abfolutely a- 
rees with that which is given it by Quintus Curtius, and that it is encompats’d, 
after the manner of a Crefcent, with a Mountain cover’d with Trees. It is wa¬ 
ter’d by many little Rivers. It comprehends fcveral other Provinces, among 
which fome number that of Thabrifianot AFefmderan , which is the fame with 
that , whofe Inhabitants, in the time of Alexander the Great, were called 
Mard\. The reft are Klfilagas , Dejfchrehend, Maranki*> Mafchtcm, Lenger- 
kunast, Aftara, Bftladi, Schigkeran, Nokeran, Klllkeran, Hoise, Lemur, Difeke- 
ran, Llffar t T^tHlmdan, Rihkj, Kefker, Refcht , Laketz.an,itiA Afiarabath, con¬ 
taining forty fix Cities» and a very great number of Villages. The principal 
Cities are, Afiarabath, Metropolis of this Province of the fame name ; and 
Firafcu, where may be bad the faireft Turquoifes in the Kingdome. In Mefan~ 
Mefanderan. Her an are Armil, Fttnkabun, Nei, Sarou, Nonrketz.our, and the noble and pleafant 
City of Ferabath. It was heretofore called Talma , but Sckach Abas was fo 
pleas’d with it, that niaoy times he pafs’d over the Winter therein, and gave it 
.the "Name it now hath, front the word Ter ah, wjftch fignifie* pleafant or de¬ 
lightful!. Indeed the whole Country is fuch, fo that they who affirm that fruits 
hardly ripen in it by reafon of its coldneffe, injure ic very much ; unlelfeVt be 
that they fpeak of its Mountains, which indeed are not habitable: but the 
plains arc very populous, and very fertile, and fo pleafant, that the Perfians fay 
it is the Garden of the Kingdome, as Tottraine is, of Prance. Whence the 
Hakim, or Poet, Fardmfi had reafon to fay,

That is, What is Mefanderan ? Is it not a place fet with Rotes ? neither too 
Hot, nor too Cold , but a perpetual Spring ? Lahetz,an is famous for its Silk, 
which it hath better than any ocher place j and its principal Cities are, Ze«- 
keru, Kutfefbar, and Amlekende, In the Province of Refcht, befides the Me¬ 
tropolis of the Tame name, are the Cities oiKlfma, Fumen, Tull am, Scheft, 
Dilum, ztsAMaffula. This laft is built upon a Mountain, by reafon of an Iron- 
mine, by which the Inhabitants, who are inoft Smiths, maintaiuthemfelves. 
There are alfo in thoft parts abundance of Wall-nut Trees, whereof aremade 
moft of the Wooden difhesrhat are all over Perfia. In Kefker are the Cities of 
Kefker, Scaherruth, Knrab, Enfeh, Dalai, SchaT, and towards the North, 

Ruejferu, 
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Ruefleru, Miuhfcafay Senguerafaya, Bake, Chofcbkfdei ene, Henke lm, and Kiftla- 
a ms. There is do entrance into the Province of Kilan, but by the four p all ages, 
whereof we (hall fpeak hereafter, in the latft Book of the Travels of the Aruba (fa¬ 
ctors, as aifo of the Cafflan gates» the tnfolcnce of the people who live between 
Mefar,Aaron and Kefker, and the Hifiory of Kuril Schach. 

Cborafan, or the ancient BaUriana, hath on the Wed, Mefanderan, and com- rht Proviact 
prebends alfo feveral other leffer Provinces, whereof the chiefeft is that of Herl, of Chorafan, 
the Metropolis whereof is Herat. This Province is one of the great eft, and 
mod fertil of any in Perfta , and that which drives on the greiteft Trade of any. 

The City of Mefched , which, in the Catalogue ot Regitter of their Cities, 
maybe found under the name of Thus , is no doubt the mod Confiderable of 
any. It is encompafs’d with a noble Wall , fee oun with many fumptuous 
Structures, and among others with two, or if we may believsj Texelra , three 
hundred Towers, diftant one from the other about a Mufquet (hot. In this 
Cityis to be feenche Sepulchre of I man Rifa , one of the twelve Saints of 
Perjia , of the Family of Aly , which, as to its Structure, Revenue, and Wealth, 
is equal to that of Ardehll , and all things arc performed there with the fame 
Ceremonies. The fame Devotions ate alfo done there as at the Tomb of Schick 
Sefi. In the Country about MefcbcA, near the City of Nifllur , there is a 
Mountain , where are found futh Excellent Turquezes, that the King permits 
them not to be fold to any but himfelf. Herath is the fecond City of the Pro¬ 
vince, and there, is made the beft Perflan Tapiftry. The.Indians Tcade thither, 
and it is a place they muft neceflarily pafle through, who go from Cmdahar to 
Jfpahan. There it was that the Horfes of the Great Moguls Ambaflador were 
Ray’d, whereof we fhall fay more hereafter, Thun, Thabeflileki, and Thabes- 
Mejflnan, are very confiderable Cities, as well upon the accompt of their greac- 
aeffe, as of the feveral Manufactures of Silk that are made there, and where¬ 
with they drive a vaft Trade. All the other Cities, as, Sebfl'dar, Turfchts , Kain, 

Pufchentz., Budkos, Merit , Merueritd y Tz,urtz,an i Pariab ) A [urban. Belch, Bamian, 

Semkan, Thalecan , and Sus , are alfo very populous, and eminent for Merchan- 
dife, and in thefe parts is fouud the bell Manna in the World. 

The Province of Sabluflhan lies more towards the Eart, <R. Curtins calls the rht Province 
Inhabitants of it Paropamifada, from the neighbouring Mountain, called Pare- o/Sabluftan/ 
pamifns, which is a branch of Mount Taurus , and it is all cover’d with Wood. 

The people living in it, is, at this day, asfimpleand barbarous as they were in • 
the time of Alexander. It is upon this Mountain that Goropius Be emus would 
have Noah's Ark reft, after the deluge, contrary to the opinion of moft of the 
Fathers, who, forthemoftpart, agree, that it refted upoq Mount Ararat in 
Armenia. The Cities of this Province are Be^ahath, Metmtne , Afbe, Bufl, and 
Sarents. 

The Province of Sit z.iflan , by others called Sigeftm, Sageflan, and Stflon, sitziftan.’ 
lies South-ward from the Province of SaUuflan , and is the Habitation of the 
people, who were heretofore called Vranga. It is encompafs’d of all fides by a 
high Mountain; and it is the Country of the Grand Rufiasn , who is known 
not only in their Hiftories, but is alfo the only celebrated Heroso? all their 
Romances, The principal Cities of this Province, arc Si flan, Chalukj Ketsv,

The Province of Kirn?a» is alfo one of the greateft of the Kingdoms oi Kiroian, 

Per [a. It lies between thofe of Pars and Sigeflan , and reaches as far as the Sea, 
and the I {land of Ormus. The Country is fomewhat nD-even, and Moup- 
tainons, but the Valleys of it are very fertil and delightful!, abounding in Fruit, 
and every where cover’d, and as it were ftrew’d with Flowers, efpecially Roles, 
whereof this Province produces fuch great quantity, that a confiderable part of 
its Revenue is rais’d out of the water made of them. The Inhabitants call ic 
Galas, whence it may well be imagin’d that the Word Juhv comes, and they 
drive a great Trade with it, efpecially at Iflahau. Thofe who Trade moft in it 
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I 6 2 6. ari T the „ L ? s \ who area fort of people by themfelves, dittingmfh’d from the 

——^- olhe f Ptrpm.i- by what they wear about i heir Heads, which is a kind of Coiffure, 

that is longer and narrower than rhe ordinary Turbines, and there is fatten'd 
to it a tuft or tafTel, which hangs down over the Back, There is alfo in this 
Province a Drugg very foverain againtt the Worms, which is called Darn 
Kirma^ « well upon accompt of the Province, as alfohence, that the Word 
Kir man fignifies a Worm. And concerning this, there is a ttory of one of their 
Kings, who being in the fields on Horfe-back, heard himfclf call'd by his own 
name. He look’d back, as if he had heard the voice behind him, and feeing only 
a dead man s skul half rotten upon the ground, and doubting the voice pro* 
ceeded chence,.he asked, who it was. The skul anfwer’d, that that was all was 
left of what he had fometime been; that he had worn a Crown as well as hirn- 
felf, and had Conquer’d feveral great Provinces, but that defirous to add, to his 
ether Conquefls, that of Kir man , he had been over-come and eaten; exhorting 
him to reflect on what he had feen, and to make his advantage of that Philo- 
fophy. The Province is barren enough towards the North, having on that fide 
abundance of heathy grounds; but towards the Sea-fide it is very fercil. Its 
principal Ciries are Berjir, Bcrmafir, Bern, Challs, Tz,irefl, Karnron, and Or mas, 
Kamren i s a Sea-port, whence it is many times called Bender, or Bender Kamron. 
Or mat, by the Per fans called Hormotn , is an liUnd, three Leagues dittant from 
the Continent : but of thefe two places, the Reader will have a farther accompc 
in the firtt Book of Maude Travels into die Indies. There is compre¬ 
hended alfo under the Province of Kir man, that of Mekjran , wherein are the 
Cities of Firh, Kin ,, and Chalak^ 

The Province Chuftftm is t he fame which was heretofore called Suftana , and in the time of 

oj Chufiftan, the Hebrews 'E/am. It lies between the Province of Fan and the River Dilfel, 
and its Metropolis was Safa , famous for the Vifion which the Prophet Daniel 
had there, concerning the determination of the Per [tan Monarchy, and the be¬ 
ginning of the Grecian. It is now called Deft/. It was alfo in thefe parts that 
the palace of Safa flood, upon the River Vied, where King Ahafttems, King 
over twenty feven Provinces, made his great Featt. Its chief Cities are Ahdroaf, 
Ramchrmm, Scalar , Askar, and Arban. The heats in thefe parts are fo great, 
efpecially towards rhe South-part of the Mountain, that, in the SnmmeE time, 
the Inhabitants ate forc’d to forfake the Cities, and retire themfelves into the 
Mountain. 

Theprovinct lfire is found in the Catalogue of the Provinces of Per fa , and it is the 

o/Tiifire or antient Mefopotamla. Now it is commonly, called DiarUkj and lies between the 
Diaibek. Rivers Eupltrates and Tigris , which the Turks call Dioel. This Province hath 
been often taken ahd re-taken by them from the Per fans j fo that it is not al- 
wayes under the Scbach's jurifdiftton, but then only when he is Matter of 
Bagdat, or Ba\.ykn % and Moful , which Come affifm to have been the antieoc 
Native, Tis true, Bagdat is not properly in the Province of Dtarlck ., but in 
that of Eracaw , as are alfo the Cities of ff'ajith, Bcfre, Rufa, and Medain. 

As to i he City of Bagdat, there is nothing fo certain, as that it was builr, out 
of the ruins of the antient Balylon , but not in the fame place, in as much as 
Bahylon flood upon the Euphrates, which ran through it, as is expreflely affirmed 
bv Strabo ; whereas Bagdat is feated u pon the Tigris , which joyns with the Eu¬ 
phrates , a League below the City. The Pcrjians are of opinion, that the Inha¬ 
bitants of Babylon had heretofore their Summer-Houfes and Gardens at the 
place where now Bagdat ftands , infomuch that after the dsftru&ion of the 
City, they found it no great difficulty to remove their habitations thither. 
And indeed, the word Bag, which fignifies a Garden, and Bagdat, iplace full of 
Gardens, does in fome meafure confirm their opinion. 

The province . To rei'ume our former difconrfe , rhe Country where we were caft a-fliore, 
of Schiiiian. is very pleafant, it was all over green at rhe time of our arrival, and the Birds, 

‘ which were nor yet fenfible of the Cold, oidisaryin our pacts, continued 

their 
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1 heir Chirping and Singing rill near the middle of December. The foil there is ^ ^ 

very good, bringing forth Rice^ Wheat, and Bailey, in great abundance. They 1 ® 
makeno Hay, becaufe their Cattel are out Winter and Summer; but if they ~ 
make any, iris only for the convenience of Travellers. Their Vines tvere fcac- 
rer'd up and down , Planted without any care or order, all along the Hedges, 
ihe Vines being fallen’d ro the -Trecs, fo as (hat they fpread up to die extremities 
of the Boughs, from which the fmall branches hung down three or four Ells in 
length. All the Province of Kitan is full of them, and at our return, we faw 
very fair and very larg^.oues At 4 flora. The Country affords good ftocc of 
Wild fowl, efpeually Vheafants, as alfo of Hares, the Hunting whereof found 
us good fporr during the aboad we were forc’d to make there. There is alfo in 
rhefe parts a certain kind of Foxes, which they call Shakal , about the bigneffe 
of chofeof Europe, (of which kind there are alfo abundance, and the Inhabi¬ 
tants call them / ulki ) but in Read of Furr or Hair, they are cover’d with-Woo I, 
and have white Bellies, Ears all black, and leffe Tails than thofe of our parts. 

We heard them in the Night time running in Herds about the Village , and 
were not-a.little troubled at their’Cries, which was a drawling and dolefull 
noife without any intermilTiou. 

The Inhabitants make ufe of Bnffles or wild Oxen , more than they do of 
Horfes, but, inflead of loading them upon their Backs, they make them draw 
Wood, or any other things of great weight. Their ordinary fuflenanceisFeny- 
greek, wherewith they Sow whole fields, as we do with Vetches and Lemills, 
and they cut it, while it is yet green. Herb and Seed together, and fo give it 
thofe Creatures to ear; The Milk, I mean that of the Females, isfofat, that 
it makes a Cream two fingers thick, of which they make excellent Butter. They 
never make any Cbeefeof Cow’s-milk, but only of Sheep's. 

The Village of NUfalath is at 41. deg. 15. min. Elevation , and hath not rheHsufes of 
above 15. or 16. poor Houfes, whichlye fcatter’d up and down, all built of psifia. 

Clay,, and abfolutely fquare, having flat Roofs, and cover’d with Turfs, l'o as 
that a man might walk upon them without either danger or inconvenience. 

And indeed it is ordinary among the Perfians, to erect Tents upon them, to 
eat, and,.in the Summer time, to lye on them all night, that they may the more 
participate of the coolnefle of the Air. Here it was chat I fitft underflood 
what the Gofpel faies of the Paralycick , who was let down through the Roof 
of the Houfe; and the Counfcl our Saviour gave thofe who were upon the 
Houle-top, not to come down into the Houfe ; for this is their way of building 
all over the Haft. We were at firft lodg’d in the Houfes, which were very hand- 
fome within, and the floors of the Chambers for the moll part cover’d with 
Tapi’ftry, and the Mailers of the Houfes receiv’d and treated us the firft day 
very well. But the Village being but fmall, not able to find Lodging for alt 
our retinue, and our aboad beiig likely to be too long there for us to lye upon 
the cbarge#of the Inhabitants, we got Tents pitch’d near the Lodgings of the 
Ambaffadors , where we continu’d till the Court of Perfui took order for out 
departure thence. Wehadno Bread; our Beer was loft with the Ship, andthe 
Village had no Spring of frefh-water; fo chat we were forc’d to look after our 
mouldy feraps , and to content ourfelves with the troubled water of a fmall 
Torrent: which pa(s*d near the Village, while our Ship furnifh’d us with firing 
for the Kitchen and the Chambers. 

Nov. 1 q. Schticbeveerdi , , Governour of D orient fenr, ro Complement us, 
uponthecccafion of our arrival there, two Perfons, very well clad, one where¬ 
of was R^her to the Kaucba of Niafalath. They deliver’d the Ambaffadors the 
Sultlmh Letter, which came with a prefect of two Horfes, as many Oxen, 
twelve Sheep, twenty Pullets, three great pitchers of Wine, one pitcher of 
Water,-two paniers of Apples, and three lacks of Wheat-flower ^ 

But the Ambaffadors coming to understand , that the Suit ban s Letter made 
mention only of one Horfe, they would 'not receive the ocher, though the 
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Perjtans earndlly protected* thac the mil-take came onely hence, that the Sal- 
1636. t ^ Mi imagining there had been but one Amb'affador, had accordingly fern but 

---- one horfe, and that they, coming afterwards to hear there were two, had bought 

another hone, out of anaffurance that it was the Salchad s intention to have 
Bntgfnatfsw- done fo. But not wit hit and ing all their allegations and inliantes, the Ambaf- 
crjilny. fador Bfttgman would by no means accept of theborfe, for no'other reafon, 
doubtleffT, than this, that his was not fo good as his Collegue's. The Perfans 
were not a tittle troubled thereat, andlook’d on it as an aifront done r he Sul- 
than , who refemed it fo highly fince, that he did cs all the ill Offices lay in hi, 
power, being alfo farther troubled in this refpeft, that, contrary to the cu'tom 
.. atPerfia arid Mttfcoty> upon the Ambaffador Btiferkans untowardnefs, his peo¬ 
ple had been lent away without Prefents. 

The ae, the Ambafsadors fent Vrands Afexrler , one of our Retinue, with 
our Perjian Interpreter, to the Chan or Govcrnrur general of the Province of 
Sch'mian , whole ordinary refidcnce is at Sc.tnsnchie, to acquaint him with our ar¬ 
rival, and to entreat him to fupply us with 5II things necelsary for the conti¬ 
nuation of our journey. TheGovcrnour, who had heard of it by fome other 
means, had immediately fent a Mehmander to us (fo they call in Psrjla tbofe 
who among th zMufcovttcs are 1 ailed Prifiafs, whofe charge it is to conduct the 
Ambaffadors through the Countrey , and to feethem furnilh'd with Provifions 
and Carriage) but < : ur people had milt him by the way. 

This Mehitodtdar came Wour Quakers the -ip. ti£ November. Hi Was moft 
fumpruoufiy Cloathed, and excellently well mounted , on a very gallant 
horfo, the Ha rneile whereof was cover’d with Gold, and be fee with Turquezes. 
Heacquitred h. nfelf very handfomly both in hts addreffe and complement, 
with promiles of all the civilities and fervices it was in his power to do us, as 
long as we fhould be under his Conduit, which was as far as Scamnchle, Ha¬ 
ving anfwer’d his Complement, we invited him, and thofe who came along with 
• him, to cafte of our fruits, and of all forts ot Aquavits, wherewith we were well 
ftoi’d. We alfo caufed our greatGuns to be discharg’d, and we entertain’d them 
with our Mufick, wherewith they feem’d to bemuch taken. As foon as the 
MehemaUar was return’d to his Lodging, he fen: us a Prefect of five Aiecp, 
three PicchresofWine,and Come Pomegranates. 

Nov. the la ft, came back Frauds Moaner with th^ Interpreter, bringing 
this accompt, that the Chan being not at Scnjaacfy, at their coming thither, they 
had been oblig’d to follow him into the Countrey, where they had found him 
encamp’d under Tents, with a Retinae of about four hundred perfons: That he 
had receiv’d them kindly, and had affur’d them, that he had already fent a Mehe- 
■ mandar , whofecarcit (houldbe to fee the Ambaffadors fuppiy’d with all things 
jaecelfary for the continuation of their journey; thar he had cold them further, 
thac he heard the Ambaffadors had aRetmue of about three hundred men, but 
they [bould be all welcom , though they were twice the number: That it was 
a great while fince he firll heard ot this Embaffy, and shat he was very cfcfirous 
to fee us. To which accompt the Interpreter added_ onely this, that the Go- 
vernour had particularly d'efir’d to be imform’d by him, of the quatiry and hu¬ 
mours of the Ambaffadors, as alfo of that of the petfons whereof our Retinue 
confified, and our manner oflife. 

ThcGovcmur’s The firft ill Oifice the Stdthan of Dtrhent did us, was, in denying us a fuffi cient 

yefimm. number of horfes and other cat tel for the carnage of our felves and our Bag¬ 
gage. Which prov’d fo con fide r able a rub in our way, that our A&hemandar 
was forc’d to return to Sca?mcbie , where he fpent above a monefuin getting. 
Together fuch a number of cartel as might carry us and all vve Had during 
a! fwhich time we were forc’d to continue Kill in the Village of N inf dad. 

. Cu „ . Durino that time was difembarqu’d,-much about the fame place, the Ctsftz.1 
emcst 0 NU. or Per fun Merchant, of whom we have fpoken before, after he had run the fame 
ikbath, hazard upon the Caftan Sea as we had fo narrowly efcaped. 
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jVw. 24. came inthither a fmali Boat with five pci tons in it, who were all 
left of fifty, who had been cart away with the ihip , which was hound for 

Klian , the thirteenth before : fo that thofe poor people had been ten - 

dayes together ftruggting with the wind and waves ere they coaid get to 

Land* # ■' 

The joy we might well conceive at our being in Per fa, after fo troublefom 
. a Voyage, wherein we had run through fo many dangers, was much abated by 
the inconveniences which the untowardnefs and homourfomnefs of one of 
the Chiefs ft in the Company ran us into : but I {hall fpare the Reader the dif- 
facisfaftion of finding any thing in this relation but what is divertive. The bet¬ 
ter to overcome the affli&ionit put us alt into, we, who were of Mifnle, en- 
rred into a little fociecy among our felves, and taking our advantage of the fair 
weather we had the firft oS December,™ went all together in a Company about a 
quarcerof a League from the Village,where we found out a little place,whereof 
the Rivulet maketh almoft a Peninfuta, fo plea fant and inviting, that the faireft 
Meadows in Europe afford not any thing fo delightfull in the belt Seafon of the 
year. The water came almoft round about that Tittle parcel of ground, and the 
Pomegranate-Trees, which had joyn’d their verdure with that of the Vines,in vi¬ 
ced us to reft our felves under their (hade, and to divert our felves with the me¬ 
mory of our dear Countrey: to which divectifemcnc our Phyfician, D'.Graman, 
contributed very much, by the good cheer he made us of Gamons of Bacon, 

Neats Tongues, and two or three forts of Sack and Aquavits, whereof he had 
frill good ftore left. This was our diverrifemenc for feveral dayes. _ 

Decern!). 9. the Ambassadors were vifired by the fame Tartar Prince of TV- The Tartar. 
ku> who had given us a Viiit at 7 "r rki. He was accompany’d by his brother, and 
attended by a Retinue of about twenty perfons, After his Vi fit, he went to the f be 
next Village to lookfor Lodging , there being none to be had in ouk, and fent ^ oru 
ns the next day, as a Prelent, an Ox, fome Sheep, and two great Paniers of Ap¬ 
ples. That whieh the Ambaifadors fent in return thereto, confifted in certain 
Ells of Cl oath and Satin , a Veffel of Aqua vitae, and a roll of Tobacco. And 
whereas he had exprefs’d, that they would do him a great kindneffe to give him 
a little Gun-powder ,• to be feveng’d fot the incurfions which Sul than Mahomet 
had made into his Territories, the Ambafsadors fent him a Barrel that weigh d 
80. pounds. \ 

The return of our Mebemandar, who came back the fame day, made us tne 
more joy full, in that he afiur’d us, that within 15. da yes, there ftiould be brought 
us out c(S comae hi eind Derbent fuch a number of W agons. Camels, and Horfes, 
as that nothing fhould retard our journey any longer. _ 

According to this promife, the 12. there came in fome Horfes and Camels, 
but we heard of no more afterwards. The Mehemandar excufed himfelf upon 
the Snow that had fallen the night before, and faief, that the Per fans were not 
wont to travelvn the cold, and chat the Camels, vvtaofe hoofs are not fo nat as 
thofe of other Creatures, would not have been able to go by reafon of the tup- 
perinefs of the way. Whereto he added, thatic had hapned, that whole Ca¬ 
ravans had perith’d, through cold, in the Mountains, for want of Wood and 
Lodging, which are very fcarce upon that Road, though there be but twenty 
Leagues, or Farfangs , from Niafabath to Scamackie. True it is indeed, that for 
fome nights, we had Snow* but the Sun melted it as foon as he appear’d over cne 
fcfomon. But bow ere it happen’d, we were forc'd to flay there ten dayes lon¬ 
ger j which made us imaginethat what was done was out of defign,purp°‘' ei V to 
defer ourdepartnre thence, till they fliould receive the Orders which they, expe¬ 
nd from the Soph) concerning our fubflftence ;for till then we had been upon 
our own charge. 

During our ftav at NiafaUth , the Ambaffador Brugntan would needs cut Bmgman* ">■ 
fome certain beams , which the Sophy had, with vaft charge, brought to the T 
Sea-fide,to be employ’d in the building of his (hips,and caufe Carriages to be 
made thereof for our Artillery, not regarding the Remonftrances of the Fer- 
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who told him, that it he made ufe of thole beams, the Sophy could not 
bu : id his ("hips that year. The Ambaffadot went on in his intended defign, and 
toUi ihofe otour Retinue, who .would have difUvaded him from it, that it was 
ti. humour of that Nation, not to doany thing rillth-y are forc’d to it, and 
that ttie onely way was to domineer over them. But the Per pans had afterwards 
the advantage to laugh at us, whin they furnifh’d us with fo few horfes, that be¬ 
ing not able to draw our Artillery, we were fore’d to leave our Carriages behind, 
and to load our Guns upon Camels. 

Decerab. at. there came to us two MehcTnmdars, one from Saamachie , the 
other from Derbm % bringing along with them about forty Camels, thirty Wag¬ 
gons drawn by wild Oxen, and eighty Horfes, which being loiden with the Bag. 
gage, weDt before, with fome of our feryants. But when the Ambaffadors them- 
ieives were to go, and that what belong’d to their Chambers and the Kicchin 
was to be pack’d up, there were but fixty Horfes left for all the reft of the 
Retinue, which was 94,perfoDS: TheAfehet&mdar fwore by the head of his 
King (which is the greacell Oath among the Per pans) that he could not polTi- 
bly^ind any more, telling us,that while we were within the Government of 
the Sulthstn of Derbe/it, whom, without any occafion, wemuft needs difoblige, 
wewdte not to hope any better treatment, but that as foonaswewere come 
within the Government oiScantachie , we fbould not want any thing requisite 
for the profeemion of out journey, if in the mean time we could pluck up a 
good heart, and fet our felves once in the way. 

Hence it came, ih.it upon the 2 3. of December we were forc’d to depart, Corse 
on Horf-baclc,fome*behind them, and the reft, to wir, the Lacqueys,the Guards, 
and the Soldiers, afoot. Our way lay Sou: h-ward along the Cajpiah Sea, and we 
crofs’d chat day four finail Rivers; The firft place we Lodg’d at was che Village 
wuhin the Government of Scamachf^ fomewhat above four Leagues 
from jVn'fakah. The houfes there were all round, and built up of Ozier and 
Canes, as-thofe of the Tartars. The Inhabitants call them Ottak. The nights 
were cold enough, and there was no Wood in the Village, fo that we fpenr.'our 
time there uneaiily enough,efpeciaUy ctiofe, who had wetted themfelves by going 
through the water afoot. 

1 The word Morion figmfi.es a Fen , and the Village derives its name from the 
Fenny places which ly about it, wherein there ate many Springs, which fend 
forth their water with fuch violence, that there is no cold fo great as to con¬ 
geal them. Whence it comes, that there ate abundance of Swans there, even in 
the Winter, whofe down is gather'd for the Soph/s Beds and Pillows. This Vil¬ 
lage is inhabicedby a certain people whom they call Padars , who have their par¬ 
ticular language,though with fome relation to the Tttrkjfh and Perfim. Their 
Religion Hr he inclining co the Turkifb, but accompany’d betides 

with-infinite Superftitions. 'Amongothers they have this, that they, leave their 
meat'afeeruisdrefs'd, to grow almoft cold before they eat it,and if it happen 
that aqy one, ignorant of their'cuftoms, fhould blow or breath upon it, they call 
It away as frnpnfct 

The Aoibaifodor Brugrnm Cent for the Kattcha, or Bjyly of Nuifibath , and 
complain’d to him of the ill Offi x-s done us by the Snhh.tn of Derbent , in not 
allowing the Carriage neceifary for the p^oferuclon of our Voyage; infomuch 
tha't he was oblig’d to fee fome part of his Retinue, whom he lov’d as his own 
eves, go afoot, and likely to mifearry by the way, of which proceeding he 
flVould give the a full rccompras foon as he came to Court. The Kancha 
made anfwer, that it mull needs be, the Snlthan knew not we had fo much 
Baggage ; bur faid withall, that he could not imagine what pleafure we took 
in carrying along with us fayls,braffc Guns, and Carriages, which could onely 
put us Wtrouble j aod retard our journey, and that if the Ambaffador did 
put up his Complaints, the Snlthan. for his part would eafily find out wayes 
to juiiifie himfelf The next day, our Mehentatidar brought us twenty horfes 
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more, i'o char having feffen’d our baggage by certain tinens and u&lefle Veffels 

which, were ordered to be broken , we made a (hife to fet all our people on 1 6 } 6, 

Horfe-batk. We traveled chat day three Leagues, and came atni^ht to the--—' 

Village of TacboitJIy which lies in abottom, and hath very handfome Houies. 

The 24 h . we got three Leagues further, and came to the high Mountain of T - a 
B amacb , ac the foot whereof we cook up our quarters, i# a a- cat Court c * 
which was all open, and had only the four bare Walls. The Perils call thofe niavariWra ‘ 
places CaravunfcrM, and they are as the Vent at in Spain, and ferve for Inns upon 
the High-way, in the deferts of Perjta. They are within a dales J ourney one 
of anodicr, for the greater convenience of Travellers, who are obl Vd to brin° 
along with them Provifions and Forragefor HorfeandMan , for you find in 
them, actbebeft, but Chambers and Halls, and thofe nocfurniflPd with anv 
thing, and have only a Roof to keep you dry. * 

The Wagoners and Mule-drivers of Herbert made afhevyas if they would 
have return’d, and have left us there, to flay till other conveniences of Riding 
and carriage were brought us from Schamaclr.e : but finding , on the or her fide & 
than he Ambafladors had ordered the Drums to be beaten to bring their people 
together, and that command was iflued out that all fhou Id march a-foor, and 
abandon the Baggage, to be made good at their perils who refus’d to fupply H lein 
with necefiary carriages, they chang'd their refolution, and [laid. 

The Caravanfera was a very anrtent ftruftare, all built with large Free-ftones 
being forty two paces fquare. Over the.gate, there were two Chambers, where 
we found certain Infcriprions and Hebrew Letters, and fomeChara&ers, which 
none in the company could either read or comprehend. 

The 25. being CbrlfimasA ay , we did our Devotions in the great Stable 
which was appointed for the Camels; which done, fomeofour retinue had 
the curiolity cogo and take a view of the Mountain, induc'd thereto by the 
miraetdons relations which the Perftms had made ns thereof by the way. 

Tli" Mountain lies within a quarter of a League of th vOafpUn Sea , and, 
by reafon of its extraordinary height, is feen at a very great didance. It is in a 
mannerround, having on rhe very top of it a great Rock (freight up, and very 
fteepy of all Tides, from Which it hath the name of Barmach, that is, finger e 
becaufe it looks like a finger ifrecch’d our above the other adjacent Mountains. 
Weunderilood fince, that there is a path, which will commodioufiy enough 
bring one to the top of it, but we knew it nor then , fo that we aan great hazard 
of our Lives in getting it up by dreadfull precipices. 

It was fo cold upon rhe Mountain, thacthe Grafle, which was high enough 
rhere, was all cover’d with a white froft as with Sugar candy, whereas at the 
foot of the Mountain, near the Caravanfera , the wearher was fair and mild. 

Upon the edge of the Mountain , and ac the foot of the Rock, there is a plain 
of about fifty perches fquare , which hath in the midll of it, a very fair Well, 
built about with Scone, and about that well maybe feen the ruins of a very 
thick Wall , flank’d at the corners widyertain Towers and Bulwarks, where¬ 
with that fttu&ure had fometimebeen forcify’d , as alfo with two good deep 
ditches built about with Free done, which fat isfy’d us they were the ruins oE 
an impregnable fortreffe. Towards the Northern part of the Mountain , we Kl(l „ 
met with other ruins, which could be no other than the remainders of another *«/«. 

Foie. They facilitated our accefleto an afeent, which was cut in the Rocks, 
and conduced us almoftuptotheTop, where we faw.a Vault, and the remain¬ 
ders qf a third Srructure , which had fometimes ferv’d for a Dungeon, or place 
of Retreat, afier the Ioffe of the two other Forrs. 

I imagine th.it this may have been one of rhofe Fortifications , which the Tbtepiw/iof 
antienrs called PortaCafp;*, or Ferre *.; whereof there is a defeription in the the Perfians 
Greekartd Larin Hifiories, The PerJtuxrzTt of opinion , that thefe fituif 11res 
were built by IfcarJcr , 'fo rhey calf Hfexardcr the Grejt, and that they were r ° nre fl es ' 
demolifh’d by Tamerlane. We relied our felves upon the Rock, where we fung 
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TeDeum. , and renew'd among our felvesthe frieadflfip*, which we had before 
mutually promis’d each other by molt unfeigned prorefiations : and having 
gather’d terrain Figgs otf the Trees, which grew out of the clefts of the Rock, 
we got down again with leffe trouble and danger, by the ordinary path. 

The 2 6. wcleft JSarmach, having very fair weather, the Sun catting at that 
time a greater iiqpt than it does with us in May. The Waggons, with the Bag¬ 
gage, took the way of the plain towards Bakuje > and the Ambafladors, with 
thofeofthe retinue, who were on Hotfe-baek, took that of the Mountain. We 
Traveled that day five Leagues, and came at night to a Village named Chanega t 
within the. Mountains, There, we met with"abundance of excellent Fruits, 
and good Bore of Honey; but the water thereabouts was troubled, corrupted, 
and Bunk. 

The next day, Dec. 27 th . we got five Leagues further, to a Village named 
Pjrmarattt, three Leagues from Scamachie. This place is very famous, by r.ea- 
fon of one of t heir Saints, named Seid-Ibrahim , whofe Sepulchre is to be feen 
there. The Perftans affirm it to be very antient, and fo great a Veneration had 
for it, that Tamerlan , who had no Religious refpeft for any thing, would not 
meddle with that Sepulchre, though he deftroy’d all that lay in his way. This 
Ifrufture hath its Walls, and its two Courts, as a Caille. Our Ambalfadors 
lent the Mehemaxdar to the Guardian of the place, to entreat him , thatthey 
might be permitted to enter; bat all they could obrain , was only to fee the 
fir (t Court, which was full of fquare Bones, which were fet up-an-end, to 
diftinguifh the Graves of private Perfons. 

1 had a great defire to get a little nearer , and, if it were poffible, to fee the 
Saint’s Sepulchre. Whereupon, I return’d thither in the Evening, and fet down 
in my Table-Book the airalUn Infcriptions, which I found Grav’d here and 
there upon the Walls. The Perftans , who imagin’d what I did was in honour 
of their Saint, fuffer’d me to proceed in what 1 was about. I made mv advan¬ 
tage of that liberty to flip in‘at the gate of the fecond Court, whereT*found 
many other Infcriptions. I bellow’d about half an hour in Coppyingthem our, 
and perceiving they took no further notice of me, I vemur’d fo far as to open 
the Door which goes into the ftrufture it felf, which being made fall only with 
a wooden pin, it was no hard matter for me to open it, and to get in. It con- 
filled of many arched apartments, which had no light, but what came in by 
certain little Windows, which put me into a little frighr. In the firft apart¬ 
ment, there wSs, juft oppofite to the door, a Tomb about two foot high, having 
as many fteps to get up to it, and it was encompafs’d with a Balcony, or rather 
an Iron-grate. 

On the left hand, there was a doo: which led into a great and very lightfome 
Gallery , ihe walls whereof were Whitened, and the floor cover’d with rich 
Carpets. On the right hand, there were, in another apartment, which was 
Vaulted, eight high Tombs: and it was through this lad Vault , that people 
pafs’d into a third , in which was the. Sepulchre of Seid-Ibrahim. The Tomb 
was two foot aboveground , and was cover’d with a Carpet of yellow Darftask. 
At the head and feet, as alfo on both fides, there were feveral wax Candles and 
Lamhorns, upon great bralfe Candleflicks, and from the Roof of the Vault 
there hung certain Lamps. As I came out ol this place, I met with our Mini- 
fler, who exprefs’d fo great a defire to go into it, that I ventur’d once more to 
go in along witjh him j and he went in thither a fecond time along with out 
Phyfician, 

About two Musket fhotfrom the Village, on the Hall fide, there is to be 
feen, inaRock, the Sepulchre of another Saint, which is very fumptuoufly 
built. The Per fans call the Saint who is interr’d in that place TiribaUa , and 
they affirm he was Mailer ;o S eld-Ibrahim , who had fo great an Affection, and 
fo particular a Reverence for him, that he made it his reqnell to God, that he 
would vouchfafe, that, after his Death , he might be feen in the fame pollute as 
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he was wont'to put tnmfelf toco, when he did his Devotions in his Life time 3 . > ^ 

and that accordingly he is to be feen at this day t lad in a grey Garment kneeling, * & _ 3 0 
which was his ordinary getlure when he faid his Prayers, while i,e lived. Which 
a man need make £0 great difficulty to believe, if there may be any credit given 
to what is affirmed by Camtraritts, in his Hiftorical Meditations^ after Varro y 
and Ammiarn MnrcelllntfSy to wit, that the Bodies of the Pcrfsms are no [cor¬ 
rupted, and that they are only dri’d up : I am of opinion , that this is to b; 
underftoodonlyof fuch Bodies as are not intern'd, but expos’d to the air, nay 
it is further requisite they fhould be Bodies brought very low either by age or - 
iicknelfet for full Bodies are fubjeft to corruption, in Pqfia as wall.as mh.£ 
places. 

Thefe two places are very famous by reafonof the Pilgrimages upon which 
the Perfatis refort thither, efpeciai ly about the time that Tmbabba hath a new 
Garment bellow’d on him, and that the old one is corn to pieces, to be difiri- 
buted among the Pilgrims. The Inhabitants of the Country relate -Range 
• things of the" Miracles of thefe Saints: but in regard they can be no other than 
Fables, or theeffeftsof Sorcery, and that the Pe.rjuots are very apt to believe 
any Rories, and ate vety much inclin’d to Sorcery, I thought it more dtfcrecion 
to wave the relation of their impertinences. 

Upon the door of this Sepulchre, there was this Infcription in Arabick. 

Letters , Alla mafethi hit cltisd, that is to fay, O God y open this door. There are 
cut within the Rock feveral Chambers, Neethes, and Holes, in which the 
Pilgrims are lodg’d and do their Devotions; nay there are fome fohigh, that 
rhey mull have Ladders of 12. or 15, foot long-to get up to them. 

There were three of us ventur’d to get-up to the top of the Rock by dread¬ 
ful I precipices , helping one the other as we got up. There we found four 
fpacious Chambers, and, within, feveral Neeches cut in the Rock, to fervefor 
Beds. Buc what we thought moft (Range was, that we found in that Vault, Sbds tii Mm- 
upon the very top of the Mountain, Mufcle-ftvels, and in fome places facha- *' m 

bundinceofthem,as would induce a man to imagine, that the Rock was made 
up of fandand fhels. In our ret urn from Berfia , we obferv’d all along the Caf- 
j>ian Sea, feveral of thefe (helly Mountains, whereof we dial I gives further 
accompt hereafter. 

The Inhabitants of this Village of Pyrmtraas never drink any Wine , out of 
a fear, as they fay themfelves , that, breaking the Laws of Mahomet and the 
Directions of the Alchoran , the Holineffe of the place might be thereby pro- 
phan'd. Ac the entrance of the Village, neer the Sepulchre oi')Sei(b-mhihi»t 
there is a great Vault, or Cefternof 52. foot in length and twenty in breadrh, 
compafs’d with a wall of Frce-Rone, which in-the Winter time they fill with 
Water, Snow and Ice, to be us’d in the great heats and drought of Summer, 
as well for themfelves as their Catcel. 

The 29 ?b . the Chan fenr us word, that we might fend our Harbinger to Scha* 
to take up Lodgings for us, and rhat we might follow him in the after- 
neon. Bur, after we had" loaded part of our Baggage, and juft as we were 
going to take Horfe, the Chan Tent an exprefie Mefienger to us, to intreat us to 
continue that night at Pyrmtimstt. And that we might beaffur'd , this was not 
done out of any defign upon us, he fent us feveral refre firm cuts, and among 
other things, four great Pitchers, and two Leathern baggs full of Wine, good 
Bore of Pomegranates, Apples, Pears, Quinces andChe't-ndJh and to each of 
the Ambaffadors an excellent Horfe fadled and bridled. We could not then The fupeStian 
imagine what might oecafion this delay ; but it was told us afterward, that the »f the Pcrfi- 
Afinatzim, or Artrologer, belonging to the Chan, hadperfwaded him, that that ar.s, 
day was not a fortunate day to receive flrangers in. 

The next day, 1 l>ec. 50. we left Prrmaraiuly about eight in the Morning, ta- The nfeptiou of 
king our way ftraight t^Sthamachy , into which we made a very noble entrance, the Ambaffadoti 
Within two Leagues of rneCity, we mervvkh one afoor, who came to tell us, at Schama- 
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from the Chan, chac we Wire welcom, and thac he would come out of the Citie 
in perfon co receive us. This man m-arch’d on (till in the front of our Caval¬ 
cade. Within a League of the Citie, we met with about thirty Gentlemen on 
horf-back, very well mounted, who came onely to take a view of us, and imme¬ 
diately return’d, in full fpeed, to the Citie. After this, vve met, neer a certain 
Village, with about a hundred men on horf-back,vvho opened, to make us way 
to pafs through them. 

About two Jduskec-fhot thence we met with another Troop of Cavaliers, 
among whom there were twelve that had a particular Coiffure about their 
heads, having their Tutbants.pointed upwards like the fpire of a Steeple, which 
they call Taki *; and we were told it was by Privilege that they were fo drefs*d, 
it being to fignifie thac they were of the potterity andkinred of their Prophet 
Aaiy. Thefe faluted us with alow inclination of the head, and bid us welcom, 
by falucing us with their Chef ekeIdi, in the Txrkjfh Language, which they would 
rather fpeak than the Per ft an. 

Having kept company with thefe about half a League, we perceiv’d on out 
right hand a body of about 500. men; and whereas we were told, that the Chan 
and his Calemer, or Lieutenant, were there in perfon, it was taken into coniide- 
ration,whether wefhould keep on inche High-way,orturnafide and make to¬ 
wards them. The Ambaffador Brugman would have had us keep cn in the 
High-way, which led {height to the Citie, alleging, thac it was the Chan s duty, 
who receiv'd us, and who ought co be his own Matter of the Ceremonies , to 
come to us. But our Mehemaxdar, and others of the Company affur'mgus,rh3c 
theHfgh-way was very deep and dirty, and that the fields, were more fit for 
the reception of the Ambafladors, and the Complements and Ceremonies occa¬ 
sion’d thereby, they prevail’d with us, fo that we went flreight towards the 
Chan, vvhojiay'dforus upon a little Hill, and advanc’d towards the Ambafsa- 
dors, as foon as he perceiv’d them coming up. He had on his right hand fix 
men, very proper perfons, Arm’d with gilt Bows and Arrows; on-his left, as 
many of his Guard, with their Muskets, and after him came a very great num¬ 
ber of Gentlemen on horf-back, very well mounted, and dad in Garments of 
Brocade , and Mantles and Caps embroider’d with Gold and Silver. Being 
come up to us, he would needs do our Nation the greateft honour imaginable, 
which was by taking the Ambaffadors one after the other by the hand, contrary 
to the cuttom of the Pcrftans. The firtt Complements over, he commanded Wine 
to be pour’d into a filverVeffel, drunk to the Ambaffadors, and oblig’d each of 
them to pledge him twice. 

The Calmer , and Mu fowl an Pojlanick ., Alexei Samxeuits, who were about the 
Chan, bid us aifo heartily welcom, and took us by,che band. 

As we inarch’d along,we had before us our loud Mufick, which confifted in 
Hawboys, Timbrels, Cornets, and Tabours, bur particularly in a kind of lnftru- 
ment, called Kerrenau Thefe are made fomewhat like our Hawboyes , fave tbac 
they are of Braffe,being above eight foot in length, and at the extremity, above 
two foot Diameter. There were four of thefe Inliiuments,aBd thofe who play’d 
on them made a halt ever and anon, and flood in a Circle as ourTrumpetters, 
holding up the end of their Kerrenai to the sky, and making a noife, which hath 
nor onely nothing of Harmorfy in it, but is more like a dreadfull howling than 
any thing of Mufick. There were alfo common Hawboyes, which they call Sur- 
xat^i ,and earafcpn Timbrels,made like our Butter-pots. Having maxh’d od 
a little way inWis Company ■, the Chan ordered all to make a fecond halt, that 
the Ambaffadors might drink, caufing in the meantime.a certain Buffoon,or Jea- 
Her, one of thofe whom they call Tazufch, to make wry-faces, and {hew a thou- 
fand pottures. He alfo ufed Caftagnets, and fang very pleafant fongs. 

"Within a quarter of a League of the Citie, there wasabodyor batallton of 
above two tnouf and foot, moft Armenians. This ^ttalion confifted of five 
Regiments diftioguifh’d one from the other by fo ifflny Colours, which were 
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fallen'd to the cop of a great and long Pole , fo as that it was as math as a man - 

could do to carry one of them. They had, their particular Mufick, confiding I 6 J O, 

of Pipes and other Inflruments, one whereof was very remarkable, and con- — ; - 

filled of two braffe Bafins, which theyfimek one again ft the other. All thefe 
people bid us alfo very welcom i andexprefs’d their joy at our arrival, fome by 
dapping their ha rids, others by turningtheir Caps about their heads, or flinging ' 
them up into the air. There the Govetbour commanded a third halt ro be made, 
that the Ambaffadors might drink once more. Coming neer the City-Gate, 
we were entertain’d with another band of Mufick,'confirtingof Timbrells, 

Hawboyes , Trumpecs, and other Inflruments, which joyning with thofe of 
our Company made fuch a noyfe as would have drown'd Thunder it 
felf. 

The Chan invited the Ambaffadors with the c hie fell of their Retinue to Sup¬ 
per, and made them croffe the Court on horf-back ,• till they came to the , ' 

Lodgings into which they were to go; but the Gentlemen, and the reft of the 
Retinue were oblig’d to alight at the outer Gate. The floors of all the Cham¬ 
bers were cover’d with very richTapiftry. Th zPerJiaw took off their fhooes • 
before they went into the Chambers; which put us to fo much the greater trou¬ 
ble, in that being all, in riding-boots, we durit not venture to go in, till fome of 
the Chaw Domefticks took fome of the more'forward by the hand and brought 
them it^ without putting us to the trouble of pulling off our B t oots. 

We paCs'd through three very fair Chambers, and were brought into a fpa- 
ciousHail veryfumptuo u fly furnifli'd, and hung with excellent pieces of Paint¬ 
ing , reprefenting thofe parts which are not commonly feen naked. In the 
midftof cheHaJIt there was a Fountain, the call of the water reprefenting the 
form of a Glaffe. They had fee, cocool, all about the Fountain, feveral lilver 
Flaggons, and Bottles of Wine; and there werd feveral Tables cover’d with all 
forts of Conferves. The Governoucknovving we were not accurtomed to fit j/Wr them 
down after the Perjian wiy , had earned feat* to be made, and the more to ob* twitraty 
lige the Ambaffadors,he fate down,after pur way of fitting, oppofite to the Foun- t0 ti)! (U ? mt 
uin,caufing the Ambaffadors to fit down on his right-hand, and on his left, 
but upon the ground, the Calenter or Lieutenant, the Minatfchim oi Aftrologer, 
hisPhyikian,and feveral other per fons of Quality. The Gentlemen and Of¬ 
ficers belonging to the Ambaffadors face down on the floor, the other fide of 
the Hall. 

The Muftclans flood before the Chan. At the entrance of the Hall there 
were feveral young men, veryhandfom perfons, having oo Garments of Bro¬ 
cade > with their Bows and Arrows in the poflure of {hooting. All that were 
in the Hall, whether fitting or Handing, had their backs to the Wall, and their 
faces towards the Chan and the company, fo as that not one had his back 
turn’d to another, according to the ordinary cuftom, which they obferve in 
all their Afsemblies, 

There were brought to the Company feveral little Tables cover’d with r befirSmestf 
Fruits and Conferves, to befecv’dto two at atime, while two Pages went tbet'c^. 
round the Halt to fill Wine, it being all they had to do , unlefs it were, when 
they had ended one round, to begin another. After every one had eaten fome 
few Conferves, they were taken away, and the like Tables were cover’d with a 
very fine Coccon-c loath of feveral colours, to ferve the Meat upon. About 
an hoar after, the Meat was taken away, and Conferves were ferved up again, 
and after that began the Preparatives for Supper. The little Tables were taken 
away, that the whole Hall mi°ht be cover’d, upon the Tapiftry, with great pie¬ 
ces ofLinnen, which were to ferve fora kind ofTable-cloath. The Butler ha¬ 
ving done his duty , the Carver comes in with a grear Wooden Dilli full of* a 
certain thin bak’d Pad. The Perfiaw call it Jacha , and every piece is above . t 

three foot in length, and as many breadth.' He call one of them to every one 
of the Company , to ferve inflead of a Napkin. That doDe, the Meat was J ‘ 
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brought in, in great Pewter Dilhes , which were let in rhemidlt of the Hall, 
where the Sstfretz,’, or Carver, kneeling dawn, cut it into pieces, and difpos’d it 
' into little DiiTies, whereof every one had one brought him. 

All the Gueiis had every one handing by them a Tulfdan, or Por to fpet in, 
made as our Chamber-pots, fa vet hat the mouth is narrower; and they make 
ufe of them inftead of a Bafin to fpet in, a* alfo to put is the bones, parings, and 
cores of fruits, and other fupeifluities, which might injure the Tapiftry or the 
floor. 

We had Mufick, while we were at Meal. The Mufick confided of Lutes and 
Viols, very poorly plaid on ; as alfo of Tabours and voices , which made a 
wretched kind of Harmony. The two Pages who had fill'd the Wipe at the 
Collation , danc’d to the found of all thefe Inllmmenrs: fo thit they feem’d 
as if they would giveusatafte of the delights of the Terreftrial Pa rad ife, after 
the hardship we had fuffer’d iinceour coming from Mo few. The Govemour’s 
Palace iiech upon the afceDt of a little HiU, whence might be difeover’d all the 
houfes about the Citie ; and he had commanded all the Inhabitants to fet a 
row of Lamps in their windows, which reprefented to our eyes above twenty 
thoufand Stars, enough to difpell the geeareft darkneffe of the night, and added 
much co the divertifemem, which they endeavoured to give all our fenfes,while 
the Mufick of the Hawboys and Timbrels made all the Rampiers of theCitie to 
refound again. • * 

The Governour, defirous to letthe Ambaffadors fee how expert he was in 
{hooting , bid them obferve'one of the Lamps that flood neer them, to fee whe¬ 
ther heftruck it out with the firft Mnsket-fhot: which he did twice together, 
without milling any one time. This Feaft having lafted till it was fomewhac. 
late in the nigbt,and that we began to think it a little cold, the Governour 
carry’d us into another Room with a fire in it, where he call’d for Conferves, 
Wine, and Aquavits, which the Perfians vjrere fo greedy of, that one of them, 
a perfon of quality, who never had drunk iliy before, and would needs do it 
out of comply ance to us, took fo much of it, that the next day he was found 
dead in his bed. 

After this treatment, which lafted till midnight, the Chan permitted us to 
withdraw , and affign’d us Lodging among the Armenians , becaufe they were 
Chrlftians ; but in regard our Hofts bad had no notice of our coming, and that 
our Baggage was not yet arriv’d, we found neither Beds, nor Benches, nor Ta¬ 
bles , fo that after fo good a Supper, we had a very ill night of it. 

The Uft day of Deccmlp, the Chan fent the Ambaffadors feveral refrefhmentJ, 
Wine, wild Fowl, and other Provifions. Th t Calmer or Lieurenant ordered 
to be allow’d us fpr our dayly Provifton, feventeen Sheep,twenty Pullets, a 
hundred Eggs, a certain quantity of Salt, and Bread, fifty quarts of Wine, and 
twenty burthens of Wood. This was very pnn&ualty obferv’d for the four or 
five firft dayes; but the Mehematdar being oblig’d to get in thefe Provifions out 
of the neighbouring Villages , which he could not fo procure but that it was 
fometimes three or four dayes ere vye could get our allowance, the Chan fent 
us word , that it were more for our convenience to fend to the Market for our 
Provifions, and that we might be afsur’d, that what we laid out fhould be re¬ 
imburs’d ac our departure thence. To that purpofe , he caus’d it to be Pro- 
dim’d by found of Trumpet, that all Provifions fhould be lold to the Fren- 
qr.i (for fo they call rh cGermans, as well as the french, Italians, and Spaniards) 
at a reafonable rate. 

We continu’d three full moneths ac Scamachie , expe&ing orders from the 
Court for our expence, and the profecution of our journey. The Governonr 
and Calmer endeavour’d what they could, in the mean time, to make this long 
flay of ours there the lefs teadious by the continual entertainments they made 
us, as alfo by the divettifements of Hunting, and the Vifics they often gaveche 
Ambafsadors, together with the frequent Prefeots they fent them of Wine,wild¬ 
fowl, and fruits. 3 M - DC ’ 
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We began this year with the Ceremonies of the Perfian Gentleman’s Enterr- 
mentj who had kill’d himfelf by his exceilive drinking of Aquavits, arthfe 
firft Entertainment j which the Governour had given us, the day of our arrival. 
We {hall have occalion hereafter to fpeak of the Ceremonies of their Enterr- 
ments, and therefore fhall give no further ac com pc of it here, than that or¬ 
dinarily the Bodies arc carried into the Metn.id, Mefyuey or Church , whence 
they are afterwards cranfported to Babylon, Kufa, or Netfchef, to be interr'd near 
their Prophet Aaly, or near Come other of their Imans, or Saints. 

January 2 d . the Governour and the Calender vilited the Ambafladors, and 
brought along with them> Confen/fes and Wine, for the Collation, TheCA?«’s 
defignwas, to hear our Mulick, whereof he had heard much talk; and accor¬ 
dingly, he was fo taken therewith, that he importun’d the Ambafladors to go 
and fup with him at chef Cali le; andtobringtheic Mufick along with them, "ic 
confided of a Violin* a Bafe-Yiol, a Bandore, and a Voice. The AmbafTadors 
would at Brit have put him off, but his inilances were fuch, that they could not 
poffibly do it; infomnch that we pafs’d away the remainder of that day, in the 
fame Divert!Cements as he had entertain’d us with the firft day of our arrival. 
Only there was this extraordinary, that the Governour ordered to be brought 
out of the Stable Come of his beft'Horfes, to the number of twenty Ceven, 
among which there were three, which the Sophy had Cent him, not long before, 
as fo many allurancesof bis favour. He caus’d one of the Gentlemen belon¬ 
ging to his Chamber to mount them all, and to take Several turns thereon about 
the Hall, though the floor were cover’d with very rich Tapiftry.' 

Jan, y. the Chan Cent the AmbaGajlors word, that if they were defirous to 
be prefenc, the next day , at the Ceremonies perf ormed by the Armenians at the 
Confecration of their Holy-water, ac which he fbould himfelf be in perfon, he 
would order 3 particular place to be kept for them. The Armenians call this 
fea/t Cbatfcha Schuifdn, that is the Bapttfmof the Crojfe. 

The Ceremonies are performed without the City, near a Bridge called Puli 
Amberi. The Armenians celebrate this &att , as do alfo the Mnfcovhts and 
fome other C hrijffme, uponthefixthof jMmy , which is the day of the EpU 
phony , or appearance of the Scar to the Kings or Wife-men. They began ic 
with a Made, which was faid betimes in the Morning before day. After Maffe 
there was a Sermon preach’d , the former being faid in a manner with the fame 
Ceremonies as the Roman-Cat ho licks do it in Europe. The Ambafladors , whofe 
Lodgings were near the Chapel of the Armenians , made no difficulty to be 
prefenc ac both Maffeand Sermon; and aftet the latter, they were Comple¬ 
mented by the Bifhop who had Preach’d it, and who came purpofely for chat 
Exeicifc, from the place of his ordinary refidence. 

He gave them to underftand by an Interpreter, how glacfhe was to fee their 
Devotions honour’d by the Prefence of Perfons of that quality , fince ic could 
bcnofmall comfort to them, to feein their Churches European Chriftians, 
who had never-come into them befo*re. Whereto he added, chat their Excel¬ 
lencies the Ambaffadors knew not who he was, bur that he fhould find a time 
to acquaint them therewith: from which Difcourfe of his weinferr’d, that he 
was fo.r.e Milfionarv of the Pope's, Cent into thofe parts, to endeavour rhe Re¬ 
union of rhe Church with the Roman. 

Hefurtherintrested rhe Ambafladors, to ufe their Mediation to the Gover¬ 
nour, that they might‘be permitted to carry on the building of a Monaftery, 
which the Armenians had begun; which they promifed to do. 

About noon, the Armenians, by order from the Governour , brought us fif¬ 
teen Horfes, upon which we rodeco rhe River, which is about half a League 
from the City. Thofe poor people, who were come to the City from all the 
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adjacent Villages, went outof it in Proceiiion , with abundance of Images, 
CroiTes and Banners, guarded to the River-fidc by afirong party of Soldiers, 
which tbeGovernooc had aflign'd tbetn , for their Prore&ion againll the inju¬ 
ries and affronts of the AiuJulmMis, or Mahometans ., who make it their fport. 
toabufe them-. The Governour had caus’d a Tent to be pitch’d over againft 
the place, where the Confecration was to be performed, very richly hung with 
Tapjilry, aDd had ordered a fumpcuous Collation to be made ready in it. There 
were on his left hand the Mnfcovian Poflanick^t and a great number of Gentle¬ 
men, and the right he had kept void for the Ambafladors, and fome of their 
retinue. After he had receiv’d us and made us fit down , be commanded the 
Tbcccrmwhs Armenians to begin, their Ceremonies. As foon asthey begun Reading, at the 
e f % Armeni- Rjver-fide, font men, hark naked, Icap’d into the water, and fwum up and 
torts pto, 1 " ^°' vn for a certain time, to open the wacet, which was a little frozen over. 
* * One of our Spaniels, which was wont to go into the water, leap’d in after them: 

which found the Perfians excellent fport, who look upon a Dogas fo unclean a 
kind of Creature, that they would not willingly one tlwuld couch them; in fo 
much thatthey laugh’d ro fee the Ceremonies of the Afoenisns pcophan’d by 
our Water-Dog; though indeed they look on all thofe poor people do as fo 
much mummery. Only the Governour himfelf makes his advantage chereof, 
inafmuch as the pains he takes to be prefect thereat, and confequenrly to pro¬ 
tect thole of that Profeflion , brings him in yearly a Prefent of a thoufand 
Crowns-ftom their Churches. 

Aftenhe Bifhop had read for an hour or better, and the Affembly given over 
Tinging and playing on the Timbrels, he pour’d a liccis Confecraccd Oyl into 
the Water, into which be,afterwards dipp’d a little Croffe befet with abundance 
of Precious Scones, and aclaik, holding his C roller over the Water, he gsve ic 
his Benediction. 

After that Ceremony, all the Armenians took of it, fome to drink, others to 
wafli their faces wichall. There were fome among them call themfelves into 
it, but mod took only fo much of it as to fprinkle their faces therewith. Some 
of the Governours Do me dicks made it their fport to dafhthe Priefts and the 
Women, nay fome were fo uncivil with them, that the Chets himfelf was a- 
fham’d of it, and obliged to comma^i them to forbear their rudeneffes: though 
he himfelf made his Jertcr and other?of his Servants Dance, purpofely to abufe 
the Armenians , who Danced about their Bifliop. The Governout’s Phyfician, 
who was an Aratim Born, anda-perfon of no Religion, had the Impudence 
to ask the Ambaffadors, what they thought of Jefm Clmfly and whether they 
believ’d him to be the Son of God. Anfwsr was made him, that they believ’d 
him to be the True God, but that it was uncivilly done of the Phy fician, to 
laugh at their Religion, and that they were not come thieher to difpuce ic with 
him. 

All the Ceremonies being over, they fell very feriouffy a-drinking., and the 
Governour took his Liquor fo liberally, chat being well nigh Drunk, he left the 
Company, and got on Horfe-back, without taking leave of any one. All the 
red of the Per/ans follow'd him; which we were fo much the more furpriz’d 
at-, inafmuch as, not acquainted with their 'cuftotn, we could not imagine what 
fhouldbe the reafon of his going awiy : Being got on Horfe-back, in order 
to oar return for the City, we met with the Governour, who ftaid for the 
Ambaffadots, not far from the Tenr. Wc under [food afterwards, and indeed 
1 found it by experience , that the Perjians think it not much, to rife from Table* 

and go their wayes, without making.E^cufe or Complement to thofe by whom 
they were entertain’d , who for their parts take the fame privilege to do the 
like with thofe whom they had invited, when they find themfelves in fucha 
condition as that they are not able to keep them company any longer. Of this 
we had many inftances, during our aboad in Perjia, and that fomeeimes, at the 
Schach’s own Table. 

January 
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January 3. the Armenian Bitbop gave the Amballadors a viltt. He came to s 
their Lodgings wichthe CroffeandJJanner, having many Priefls marching be- 1 ° 3 7 * 
fore him , who were all in their Pontifical Robes, with Wax-Candles in their 
hands. As they came into the Court, they fell a iinging and playing on their 
Timbrels, Hawboies, and little Bells, and brought us a Prefent of two pitchers 
of Wine,and adjfii of Apples, in the midh whereof they had planted a Wax- 
Candle lighted. They were above three hours in difcomfe with the Ambaffa- 
dors, concerning the bufinefle of their Religion , and when they took leave 
of them, they re-iterated the Intreaty they bad made to them before, of employ¬ 
ing their interceifion to the Cover nour, for the Building of their Church. 

Jan. to. The Calent er t or King’s lieutenant, entertain’d the A mb a (fad or s The Calcine* 
and ell their retinue at a very great Feaft: but before we fat down , he would F eaft. 
needsgiveus the fatisfa&ion to fee his Palace, which was incomparably both 
better built and furni fil’d than the Governour’s. The Hall, where we were to 
Dine, was all arched and fet out with a certain PlaUier-work done in Leaves 
and Branches, which argu’d much the Ingenuity of-the Inventor. The Hall 
looked into a very fpacious and very fair Garden.; theSiruarion whereof, we 
thought fomuch the more advantageous, in that the Hallbeing high,and che 
Garden very low , it might be all fecn out of the Windows thereof. On one 
fide of the Hall there was a Gallery , out of which iffu’d a Fountain, which 
calling its water at Erft very high * charm’d us with a low, but delightful 1 noife, 
which the water thereof made by falling into another lowet Bafinoppofitetoa 
Chamber under the Hal I, and rhsnceinto a third which was in the midft of the 
Garden. The Governour, who was alio at this entertainment, with the chiefeft 
of his Courtiers) had brought thither along with him the Marfhal of the Soph/s 
Court, who was then newly come from Ifpaban. The Feafilafted till night, 
which being fomewhat dark the Verfians brought us to dur Quarters with 
Torches; though they the mfelves were fo wellfurnifb’d, as to Rand in need of 
condufiors, at leaf! as much as we did. 

The 18. of January , the Amballadors Cent the Steward of their Houfhold, Tbs Ambajja- 
the Secretary of the Embaffy, and the Controller, to the Chan , to make him dmjPrcfmsto 
the ordinary Prefenr, which was, ten Ells of Scarlec, five Ells of blew Satin, tl3C Cli an, 
a Barret of Aquavits, aChefi; or Cellar, in which they fent him two dozen 
Bottles of all forts of Spirits of Wine, and two pair of Knives, the hafts 
whereof were of Amber. This piefentpuc him into fo good an Humour, that 
we thought it a feafonable time, to prefent to him the Petition of the Armenia 
ans, concerning the Building of their Church. 

Id anfwer to which, he cold us, that although , ever fince the eftabUlhment 
of the Malwmtati Religion irf Per ft a , the Chriftians never werepermirtedco 
build a Church at Schamacbie, and that accordingly , it never had been his in- fbeGovemur 
tendon to fuffer the Armenians to build any; yet fuch was the refpefl he had p^mits f/«Ar- 
for the Interceflion of the Ambaffadors in their behalf, chat they might allure menians , « 
themfelves , hc would no longer oppole it: and chat they might have no occa- iriUdtCtRrsh* 
don to doubt his reality herein, he would needs have the Orders for that put- 
pofe difpatch’d in their prefence. 

7 bz Armenians fo over-joy'd thereat, that, not thinking it enough to 

give die Amballadors their humbled thanks , they promifed fo to order things, 
that their intended Strufturelhould acquaint pofteriry with their Names, and 
the Good Offices they had done them upon that occafion, 

Jan. ao. came back the Courier, or Exprefs, whom the Chan had Cent to 
Pfpahan , even before we left Nuifabath; upon which the Amballadors fent to 
him, to defire him to tommunicateto them the orders of the Court, concer¬ 
ning the profecution of their Journey. Anfwer was made us » that he had not 
receiv’d any new. orders at all/ and that, if we defired it , we mi°ht hear the 
letter read, which he thereupon gave his Phyfician to read. The Phyfician, a 
perfon the fitted in the World to reprefenc a Fool in a play 5 after he na 
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kifs’d the Letter, pat it to his forehead,, and at lall read it. The Concents of 
- 1C »^ C lead what he read, was to this effedl; That the Exprefs from the Snlrhan 
f Ucrkm being come to tee Crurt, before him whom the Chan olScamachlt 
had rent, all the accompt he had brought, was, that there was arriv’d at Derbent 
an Envoy,or Pofanlc fromthe Great Duke ot' Mttf&vy, who had reported, 
chat, within a few dayes, there would come into thofe parts certain Ambas¬ 
sadors from one of ihe Princes of Germany : That the Schacb , who had receiv’d 
no other accompt of their arrival, thought it enough to order the Governour 
of Derbent to receive them, to entertain them kindly, during the hay they 
flaould make there, and to fupply them with all things for th'e continuation 
of their journey, as far as Scamachie, and that when they were come thither, 
c he Ch?in of Scti'trttchie fhou Id lend an Exprefs to give an accompt thereof to the 
Court, from which he fhould immediately receive orders what to do , as well 
in refpeci of the maintenance of the Ambafladors, as their departure thence. 
The Cbm demanded of us a Catalogue of the names and qualities of all of out 
Retinue; nay, he would have had it exprefs’d in the faid Catalogue, wharPro- 
teihons they were of, and chat we fiiould not fail letting down , that we had 
among us a Pbyhcisn, a Surgeon , a Painter,and Muficians ; which we would 
not do ; but thought it fumcienc, to give them , in writing, onely the names 
of our people, and die Offices, and employments they were in, upon the ac¬ 
compt of the Embafly, We had a great fufpicion that the faid Letter came 
not from the Courtand that there was fomewbat moreorleffein ic, and the 
more to be aiVur’d of it, we got the Courier to come the next day to our quar¬ 
ters. The Wine we gave him, and the foul 1 Prefents which were fecrerty made 
him, unlock’d, the man’s bread, and drew out the whole fecrer. He told us, 
upon pfomiTe of fecrecy,that the GoverDour’s brother, having been, not Ion» 
before executed, ’and that misfortune having , in fome mealure,engag’d the 
whole Family in the difgrace of the deceas’d, there wasnot anymandurtl un¬ 
dertake the delivery of bis Letter to the Sophy t as being ignorant what the 
contents rhereof might be : but that after a moneths dday/one of the Kinos 
Chamberlainshaving ventured to lay it at his Majeflie’s feet, the Soft would 
make no acfwer at all thereto , but ordered another to write to him, and fenc 
him word, that there was no anfwer to be made ro his Letter, by reafon of 
the orders feet to the Sttlthan of Derknt, which were contain’d in the Letter, 
whereof we had beard the reading. That it was not thought fit to add any thin^ 
thereto- but 3n expreile command to the Governour, "to tee cut to pieces in 
his pretence all thofe Per fans that dutf! affront or injure the Germans, during 
the flay t hey fliould make in his Government. So that we were forc’d to flay 
there, in expa&ation of what orders the ,Sophy ih’ould fend, upon the Difparches, 
which the C'hanwis then fencing to the Cqurt by an Exprefs. 

J*», 25. theGovernouraccompany’d byth zPoflmick., and a great number 
of Courtiers, gave the Ambafsadors a Vifit, but in regard their Lent was already 
begun, he would not participate of our Collation, and fo having heard our Ma¬ 
li ck, he return’d to his own Palace. 

Jan. 28. the Mufcovian Pofatticl^wtm for Jfpahttx> not well fatisfy’d with the 
treatment he had receiv’d from t he Governour,and Calmer. All the revenge he 
could take was upon t hzMehema>sdar % who had been affign’d to Conduft him, ta¬ 
king any occafion to affront and abufe him. Some of our Retinue accompany’d 
him a League out of the Cine, where they took leave of him. 

February the fifth) walking abroad with fome of out company, we went into a 
great houte nearthe Market-place, which they caIl-&?/*r. It was a very noble 
Structure, having many Galleries and Chambers, like a College, Meeting up 
and down witb.feveral peytons, fome a orient, fome young, fome walking, fome 
fitting, with books in their hands, we had theebrtofity to enquire what place ic 
was, and found that it was a School or College, which they called Mandrefit, of 
which kind there are very many all over Per fa. 

* ' 'While 
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While we were viewing the Structure, one ol their Matters, or Regents, who ^ 
readpublickLeftures, imreaced us to come neer him,and perceiving that I * ® J 7 
had caus'd to be graven upon a Cane I walk’d withal! thefe words in Arabic k, 

Bifmi aBa> rabman rachim, that is, tn the name of the merciful! God who fheweth mer- 
cy\i fentence which the Per fan a pur at the beginning of their writings) he de¬ 
fied metobeftow it on him, upon a pro mite that he Would give tries better 
the next day; but finding I made fome difficulty to part with it, he cut out the 
word alia, which in their Language is the proper name of God, and put w hat he 
had cut off in a piece of clean paper, very gently and carefully, and told me, the 
name of God ought not to be written upon a walking flick, which was many 
times thruff into the dirt. 

The next day I went again to the fame College, whither I had caus’d to be 
brought along with me a very fair celettial Globe, bur, by miftake, I went to an¬ 
other School » where neverthelefle they receiv’d me very kindly. The Pcofef- s 
fors and Regents, as alfo the Students, very much wdndred to fee me come with 
fo noble a Globe, and to under (land thereby, that Attrology and the Mathemi- 
cicks were better taught among us than in Perfa , where they are noc yet ac¬ 
quainted with r he invention of Globes, and make ufe onely of the AftroUbe, 
for the inffruftion of their Students. They took much delight in viewing my 
Globe, and they nam’d to me in the Arabian Language allthefigns of the Zo¬ 
diac k, nay, gave me to underhand further, that they knew all the names,and all 
the fi unifications ofaiott of the other Stars. 

Another day, I went into a Metvd, or Church, in that part of the Town ^ ScM , dr 
where we were quarter’d, to fee, how they infirn&ed their Children. They coilinL J 
vrexe all fare againif the Wall,excepting'only the Mo!U y or Matter of the School, 
who, with fome other aged perfons, fate in the midtt of the Hall. As foon as 
they faw me coming in, they invived me to fit down by them. The MolU y who 
had an Alchran in his hand, very fairly written, flittered me to turn ic over 
awhile, which when I had done, he cook it back from me, kifs’d it, at the be¬ 
ginning, and would have given it me tokiffe alfo: but I onely kifs’d another - 
book ITiad in my hand, and told him, that, knowing well what book X had my 
felf, I made no difficulty to kifTe ic, but not undemanding what was contained 
in his book, I fhould noc be too forward to honour ic fo much. He laugh'd, 
and told me I had done very well. There wasamon^theman Arabian named 
Chain, who was a Mlr&km, ocAfttologer, born at Hetfa y neer Mtcay aged about 
6 ;. years. Heunderflood Aftrology, and read Euclid to ftune.of his Difciples. 

I prefently knew the book by the figures in it, and made Hfln fome demonftra- 
tions, as well as I could exprefle my felf in the Per fan Language : whereat the 
good old man was fo much pleas’d, that defirous, on his part, to fiiew me 
what he could do, he took out of his bofom a little brafs Aftrolabe , and ask a 
me, whether 1 had ever feen the like, or understood the ufe of it. IVhereto ha¬ 
ving anfwei’d him, that I underttood it very well, and that I had one at my 
Lodging, he feem’d to be very defirous to fee it, which oblig’d me to go home 
to fetch it, and tobring along with me the Globe , which they wondred very 
much to fee , efpecially when they underttood that I had made it my felt. The 
honett Arabian defil’d me to fhew him, how 1 could fet down the Degrees fo ex- 
aaiy, in regard they have noInftruments wherevvirh to make their Circles and 
Degrees. I Ihew’d him the invention of it, and how in a fiiort time, and vvith 
little trouble he might attain thereto, for vvffich difcovery,he acknowledgd 
himfelf very much oblig’d to me, infomuch that ever after, he let flip ®° ® c ^" 

(ion, whereby he mighriafsure me of his friendship, exprefiingit as well by ms 
frequent viflis, coming one day with abundance of excellent fruit, and dimes 
of meat ready drefs’d purpofely to Dine with me at his own charges, as by nrs 
earneft profers of all the fervice that lay in his power- He gave me the Long*- # 

tudes and Latin des of the chiefeft Cities and places of all Afta y whic 
compared with the obfervations.1 had my felt made thereof, and found t ^e^ 
very exaft. • 
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w ft , « ThsJkfolla, or Matter of che J\detzjid y was called AdahebAaty , and was a very 
I O J 7 * young , but mighty good mtur’d man, and of an excellent humour, one who 
■ “ did all that lay in bis power toferveme, doing me the greateft kindnefles he 

. could upoD all occafions, especially in my ftudy of the Arabian Tongue. He 

brought me alfo acquainted with a- certain friend of his, named Imanculi , who 
was an Ohnbafcbl, or Captain of a Troop of Horfe. Thefe two came to fee me 
f every day alternately, as well to teach me their Language as to learn mine. 

"Which they did with very great improvement dayly, efpecially Imanculi, who 
no doubt had in a Chore time arriv’d to the perfeftion of it, had it not been for 
the envy or )ealoufie of fome of our own, which prov d fo great, as to make 
it fufpeded , that thofepoor people had fome defign to change their Religion: 
fo that they were forc’d to keep out of the way, and forthemoftparc to make 
their vifiis in the night. Infomuch that one day, to wit, Febr. 11. being gone: 
to thcMet^id, to take a Lefson in the Language, there came thither a Perfiaa 
lervani , to tell the Mo!la^(tom. the Governour, that he muchwondred , how 
he durft fuffer thofe Chriftians to come into their Temple,that they had nothing 
to do there, and chat it was his bellcoutl'e to difmifs them. The Molla was, at 
firrt,a little tlarded thereat, but upon fecoDd thoughts,confidering with him- 
felf, chat the Per fans are never forbidden the company or converfation of 
Chriftians, he doubted this was fome trick put upon him j and having taken the 
fervant a fide, he underftood from him, that it was not the Chan , but our Inter¬ 
preter who had fent him, to hinder my ftudy of the Language. Th^ next day, we 
had fuch another Mefsage fent us; but we knew before both the Author ana oc» 
cafion of it, and therefore made no accompc thereof. Some time after, there 
happing fome difference between rhe Ambafsador Brugman, and opr Interpre¬ 
ter, he acknowledg'd, that it was by order from his Excellency, that he had feoc 
the fa id fervant, to hinder my learning of the Language. Upon the fame accompc 
Was it that the faid Ambaisador ordered me to reduce Perjla and Turtle into one 
Map, that fo I might be taken off the ftudy of the Language, at leaft as 
long as I fhould be employ’d about that teadious and rroublefom piece of 
work. ' ♦ 

ku uftine 7- the Ambafsadors were vifttedby a Monk, a Roman Catholic^? named 

Man\ %s Ambrofw fa's Amos, born at Lisbon in Portugal. The accompc he gave of himfelf, 
the Jtmiafa- was,that he came from Tijlrs in Gear^which lies about ten dayes journey from 
fan. Scamachie , where he was Prior of a Monastery of the Order of St. AuguftlhyZTtd 

that he had undertaken that journey out of no other defign, than ‘upon the 
news.hehad heard$ thataPocenr Princeof Germany had fent a folemn Embaf- 
fy into Per ft a , and that he could not imagine, it fhould be upon any accompc 
fo much as the advancement of Chrifilan Religion in thofe parts: That he had 
been the more willing to be at the trouble of that journey, our of the hope he 
had, that their Excellencies the Ambafsadors, would not take it ill that he had 
taken the freedom to wait on them ; not onely to congratulate their happy ar¬ 
rival in Per fa , but alfo to ferve them many thing lay in his power: That he 
had been feven and twenty years in the Kingdom, and that during fo long a 
Trad of time, he had not been fo negligent in inquiring into the affairs of the 
Countrey, and the humour of the Nation , a* chat he might not be in fome mea- 
futeferviceable to them in their Negotiation. 

"We knew not, upon the firftpropofal,what to imagine of the intentions of 
this Religious Man, and therefore we thought fit to ftand as it were upon our 
Guard, till that after ten dayes converfation with him, we really found him 
finefre in all his proceedings, infomuch that we made no difficulty to truft 
him abfolutely in all things. Befides the Portuguese , which was his Mother- 
Tongue, and the Latinc, in which he entertain’d the Ambafsadors, he under- 
ficoa alfo the Georgian , the Titrkifh, and the Per fan Languages ,for the attaining 
# of which [aft, he gave me many excellent diredions. t 

About this time,many of our people were troubled with burning Feavers, 

which 
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which was a confequence of their abundant drinking of Wine , after the much . 

Water they had oeen forc’d to drink before. The Wine of Perjia is very good, 1 o 3 7 » 
butllrong, and out people drunk fo freely of it, that the Ambafladors were 
forc’d to forbid the ufe thereof by a very ftrift order. There were two and 
twenty of them kept their Beds at the fame time, but by God’s mercy, and 
through the extraordinary care of the Phyfician, not one died. 

The fame day, which is, according to the accompt of the Persons, the 21. a Fean fa 
day of Kamefan , they celebrated their Aufchur, or folemn Feaif, in memory of "tmory ofHt- 
Hal >, their great Saint and Patron. The Ceremonies and. Devotions were per- 
formed in a Houfe built fo: that purpofe , without the City. The Governour, 
hi sCalenter, and the other chief Officers, were in a Gallery of the Caid Houfe, 
and oppofiretothe Gallery, there was an open Chair, about eight foot high, 
which was plac’d under a piece of Lsnnen Cloath which had been pitch’d there, 
for the convenience of the Chatib, that is, their Prelate, who fat in the fald 
Chair, c lad in a blew Garment, which is the Mourning-Colour of that Coun- A FerGan 
try. He fpent above two hours in reading'in a Book , which they call Mach- Vnesi piufart- 
telnama ,containing the Life and Aftions of Haly, finging with a loud and dole- ^ 
full, yet clear and intelligible Voice, and that without any intermiffion, unlefTe 
it were when he cametofome remarkable PafTage, orfome Moral Sentence, 
whereof he only faid the firlt Word, leaving the reft to be Sung one by the 
other Prims, whereof there flood a great number about the Chair. One of 
thofe Ptiefts cri’d out at the end of every pillage , Lnanet Chudal her kufebendi 
Aaly bad , that is, God's Carfe be on him who kill d Haly: whereto the whole 
Aifembly anfwer’d, bifeh bad kgm bad, that is, rather more than lejfe. When he 
comes to the paflfage where Haly faid to his Children, (there are ;fome believe 
he was well skill’d in Judiciary Aftrology, and chat he fore-faw his own Death) 
that hefhouldnoc livelong, and that it would not be long ere he ware kill’d 
by one of his Domefticks, difeovering it fliould be Abdurraman ibniMeltuem, 
upon which the Children, with teats in their eyes, intreac him, tobecarefull 
of hisPerfon , add rather to prevent Abdttrraman , then Euffer them, upon his 
Death, to become Orphans, deftituteof all Comfort, and expos’d to the dif- 
cretionof their Enemies; when the Chathib, I fay> comes to this place, yon 
Thai I fee the Perfiaxs weep and fob moft biterly ; as they do alfo when the 
Chathib reprefents how Haly was kill'd in their Met&ii , _ as he was at Prayers, 
and the defolace condition his Children were in upon his Death, When the ^ ^. ecc ^ on - 
Chathib hath given over Reading, the OW; fends him a Garment of Silk, which 
he immediately puts on, and then there were qondufted, in Proceffion, three 
Camels carrying Coffins, cover’d with black Cloarh, to represent thofe-of Haly, 
and his two Sons, Half an and Hojfefa. After that follow’d two Chefts cover’d 
with blew Cloath , in which were the Books and fpiritual Treatifes written by 
Haly, Then came two excellent Hoifes, having at the Pommel of the Saddles 
andupon the Saddles, feveral Bows, Arrows, Turbants, and Flaggs. After 
them marched one man alone, carryingupon the top of a long pole a kind of 
Tower or Steeple, in which there were thtuft four Cimitars, but they were 
cover’d.wich fomany Ribbons, and other Toyes, that they could hardly be 
perceived : and at laft many men carrying on their’Heads little Boxes cover’d 
with Feathers, and Flowers of feveral colours, in which the Alchoran lay 
open. 

Thefe laft Danc’d and Leap’d, in cadence to a certain dolefull Mufickof 
Hawboyes, Timbrels, Flageolets and Tabors, On the other fide, many young 
Boies Danc’d and Sung together, dapping one another upon the fhouWers, 
and crying Hcdtr, Heder , which is the name of Haly., Hafon , HoJfeinj and 
with thefe Ceremonies they took their way towards the City. Upon this day 
the Death of Haly is celebrated all over Perfta; but Mahomet, their great Pro¬ 
phet, hath no particular Feftival. i , 

The 14. of February, was the new Moon, at which ends the Lentoftne 
J F f Per fans. 
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^ PirftOHtt which began the i6 . oi January, which according to their accompc 

* ° \ 7 * is the firH of Ramcjan ; but in regard it was the eve of their" Sabbath , which 
is Friday, their Ecclefiaituks thought fit to continue the Fall tillthatday. 

The'jimbifl’i- The next day after the bead , the Chan made a great Entertainment for all the 
dors treated ty Grandees of his Court , co which he invited alfo the Ambaffadors with their 
the Chin, retinue, and treated them very Magnificently. 

jL* wdei from The 27. came back the Courrier, whom the Chat; had difpatch’d thence ever 

the court for ii nee the z%. with expreffe orders for our departure, with the firllconvem- 
their departure, ence , for Ifpahan. This good news put fome of us into an humour co go a 
Hunting. TheGovcrnou: Cent us bis excufcs, thar, fome buhnefs of impor¬ 
tance intervening, he could cot go along with us; however, hefentushis 
Huntfmen, his Hounds and his Hawks; as alfo a Leopard, which, being Excel¬ 
lently well taught, darted with asmuchfwiftnefle as a Grey-hound , and gave 
us all the fatisfnotion Hunting could afford. He difeover’d no Hare which he 
took not» and 1 true on at the lead call, with more command chan any Setting 
' Dog , leaping up behind the perfon who had the ordering of him. The Cbm 
had in the mean time caus’d afnmptuous Collation to be made ready fot us in 
his own Garden , without the City j but the perfon he had fent to invite us to 
paffe that way, milt the Company , and over-took us not till we were coni tug 
into the City ; fg that it being too great a trouble for ns to go then back again, 
Jiefepp to our quarters fome part of the Meat which had been prepiled for our 
Entertainment. 

MARCH. _ The firft of March » which, according co their Almanack, called by them 
Taguitv, is the fou’teenrh of Schc'ual, tne Pcrjians celebrated another Fcaft, 
which t hey call Chttmmehaier, in memory of the day 1 on which Haly took pof- 
feffion of the Eliare of his Cou/tn and Father-in-law Mahomet. The Cbm treated 
»s again this day very Magnificenly, neer the River under a Tent, where, du¬ 
ring thetime of the Entertainment, he gave us the Divcrtifements of feveral 
forts of Dances, %nd among others that of a Youth of about twenty years of 
•age, who Danc’d ro the Mufick of two little Gimbals, which he himfelf play’d 
on Excellently well; as alfo that of a Moor, or black Arabian, who Leap’d and 
danc’d between the Porcelaue Difhes, wherein the Meat had been brought up, 
with fuch exaftneffe, that he broke not one; Nay, as it ftiould feem, alt the 
people were willing ro contribute co our Divertifeinent, by the publick Ac¬ 
clamations which till’d every llreet : And the Chan himfelf wonld needs give 
us another t’ryal of his skil at the Bow. He told us that heretofore he had cut 
a Hair with his Arrow, at a confiderable dUtance , and thathe would try, whe¬ 
ther he could do as much at the fge he was of then, which was forty five years. 
Having therefore fatten’d to a Horfes hair one of, thofe Rings, which the Per- 
Jims makcufeof tobend their Bows, and commonly wearthem upon their 
Thumbs, and having caus’d the Boy that held it to ftandat thediftanceofa- 
bpve fix paces, he cut it twice one after another with his Arrow. He alfo, 
with a Fire-lock, fhot an Apple, which he had caus’d to be call into the 
Air. 

Incur return to i he Ciry, after an Entertainment which had lafted fix hours, 
all the’Officers took occafion, inafpacious plain, to give us a Trial of the 
fwvltneffeof their Horfes. I mull needs confefs it is extraordinary , and that 
there is no Englilh Horfc comes near them: but it is certain w'uhall, that 
this is all they teach r hem. They alfo gave us the Divertifement of their En- 
. gagements on Horfe-back, and their manner of Skirmifiring with their enemies, 

and View’d us an incredible and miraculous Activity, not only in catling their 
Switches, which, in that Exerrife s they made ufe of infiead of Javelins, 
Riding with full fpeed upon thofe whom they purfu’d , but alfo in catching 
them in their hands when they were catlac them) and immediately Darting 
them at the pnrfueis. Of all thofe engag’d in that Exercife, the Chan's Mailer 
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of the Horfe behav’d himfelkt be belt, and had bellow'd on him by way of re- 
coeipence, one of the bell Horfes.outof his Mallet’s liable. 

Thecbirdof March , the Perjtaas celebrated apotberjeaft, which they call

Tzar Schcrtdcfttr, that is, the fourth fad Sabbath , and it is the next Wednefday vaL 
before the Verr.al Equinoxby which they begin their year; of which they are 
perfwaded, that this Wednefday is the molt unfortunate day. And this , they 
fay, they know not only by Tradition, but alfo by Experience, which hath 
difeover’d to them, that there never happened any thing but- misfortune to 
them that day. Thence it comes, that they do not any bufinefle that day, they 
keep their Shops fhut, Swear not, nor make any Debauches; but above all 
things, take they an efpecial care, not to pay away any Money that day, out of 
a fear, they fhould be oblig’d not to do any thing elfe all the year after. There 
are fotne whofpend the whole day in telling what Money they have in their 
Houles: others go, without fpeaking a woTd by the way, to the River, forfome 
water, wherewith they fprinkle cheic Houfes and Houfhold-fiufF, thinking by 
that means to divert the misfortune which might befall them. If they meet 
with any one of their acquaintance, as they return home-wards, they calf fome 
water into his face with their hands, or haply, pout the whole pitcher full 
Upon him : bur this is akindnefle they do only to their bell friends, out of a 
perfwalion, that thofe who are fo ferved, and haye their Cloatbs all wet, cannot 
fail being•hajppy all the year after. Young people that are not Married, find 
alfo their Divertifemenc at this folemnity, which is, to walk up and down the 
Streets, or along the Rivqtfide» playing upon certain Timbrels of bak’d Earth, 
whichthey carry under cneir arms. Others carry great Staves in their hands, 
and go up to rheir knees in the River, to dafh thofe who come to fetch water 5 
eirher by calling it at them with their hands, or taking hold of them, to wee 
them, or to rub their faces with the borders of their, wet Garments, or haply • 
they break the pitchers with their Staves, Thefe laft are look’d upon as ill- 
prefaging Birds, fo that thofe who can keep out of their clutches, think they 
have avoided many misfortunes that fiiould have happened to them that year. 

Upon which* accompt it is, that there are fome, who to avoid meeting with • 
them, go and fetch in their water before day: but all thefe fopperies arc done 
only in the morning, for as foonas it is after-noon, they go a-walking, and 
bellow the time in any of their other ordinary Exercifes. The Author of the 
Preface before the High-Hutch Tranflacion of the Kuluftban, fares, that this 
FelUval is Dedicated to Saint John Baftifi , and that it is in Commemoration of 
hisBapcifm, that the Perjians do all thofe Ceremonies. Certain it is indeed, 
that the Perjians have a certain Veneration for that Saint, and that they go, to 
this day, upon Pilgrimage to his Sepulchre at Damas , aod it may be, that was 
the intention of him wh6 indicated this Feaft 5 but now, there is no track to 
befeenof anyfuch thing. 

March the tenth, that is, the ao. according to^our flyle , (for the Author 
means in all places the old) they celebrated thefirtl day of their year, which Tbcftfi day of 
they call Navas, with great folemnity. For though they commonly count 
their years, from the Hegira, or the day of Mahomet's flight , itom Mecato 
Medina, which is their Epoche> and co-incident with the id. of according 
to our Almanacks; yet fo it is, that, their year, confining only of twelve which cmjifts 
Lunar moneths', and coufetpiem Iy being eleven daies ihorter than ours, they of i*. utm 
take a certain day for the beginning of their year, which is that, on which the monetbr. 
Sunenters Aries, at the Vernal Equinox, in what quarter of the Moon fo- 
everit happens; but of this wefhall give a further accomptclfewhere. * 

The Ambafiaddrs fent fome of us to the Caflle to complement the Chart 
upon the beginning of the new year, and to wifh him a good one. We found 
him ac Table, having near him tne Minatzim, or Aftrologer, who rofe up ever 
and anon, and taking his Aftrolabe, went to obferveihe Sun,- and at the very 
moment that the Sun came to the Equator , hepublifh’d the new year, thebe-

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ginning whereof was cdebracedby the filing ot feme great Guns j both from 
. * ® 3 7 * the C^iileandthe City-Walls, and at the fame time, there might hehe*arda 
T Mafic* of all forts of inllruments. Oppofiue to the (turn(ii one of their Ora¬ 
tors, whom they csWKaftechuan, who made an Oration, intermixt with more 
Faces and Gelluies than any Player can fliew on the Stage, fpeaking onLy of 
the ViStories obtained by the Kings of Perjia over the / itrkj , the FfUyaes, 
and or her enemies of that Nation. The renainder of the day was merrily 
fpencin Bating&nd Drinking , whereof we, who were lent upon the Com¬ 
plement, participated fofiiciemly, for the Chan would needs oblige us to ftr 
down at Table with him. The Feltival larted till the next day , and then the 
Cthan made a great Entertainment for the Ambaffadors, whereto he invited alfo 
the Monk I fpoke of before. 

March io. the Chan and the Calenter carpe to fee the Ambaffadors, T-hey 
were both gotten fuffkiently Drank , and the occafion of their VUit was this, 
that the Chan being to take a journey ( as he would make us believe,) and not 
likely to return before our departure thence , he came to tell w, that he 
thought it uDhandfome to go without taking leave of the Ambaffadors. He 
brought along with him his Hakim, or Phyfkian, who had alfo Come fmat- 
tering in Aflrology , as molt of that ProfelTion have. His Hakim cold him, 
after he had oblerv’d the Sky a while ,'that the Starrs fignify’dic was an unfor¬ 
tunate hoar to go into the Lodgings of the Ambaffadors, and upofl that Pre¬ 
diction , they fit dotfn in the Court and fell a-drinking. The Chan haying 
taken notice of one of the Ambaffkdor Crufim’ sPagu, a beautifulland well- 
timbred Lad, he defir’d him to come near him ; whit n when he had , addrefTmg 
liisfpeech to the Phyfician, heas’d him, whether he did not rhinkhim afine 
Boy, and wiGi’dhehad been his own Son. The Phylician , having taken ano¬ 
ther view of the Heavens* though the Air were not very clear, and chat it was 
not near nighr, madeanfwer, that if, after he had earnefily view’d the Boy, and 
by that means Imprinredan Idea of him in his imagination , he went and lay 
with a Woman , he would certainly get as handfome a Boy as that was. This 
the Chan arid his Company believ’d as an Oracle; infomuch, that having for 
lome time well confidered the Page, he got on Horfe-back and departed. 

There was at Schamachie a Perjian Have, named Farad), who being a Mufca- 
vite by Birth, had been ftolleja and told into Perjia , where he had been circum¬ 
cis’d, while he was yet very young. He delighted much to be among-us, be- 
caufe there were in our retinue fome perfons who could talk with mm in his 
own Language: inlomuch that being, by his often coming to ouf quarters, 
grown famHiarwiih fome , he came one day to tell us, that we fliould have a 
Our Perfiau care of our Terfian Interpreter, whofe name was George Kaftan • for, rohls 
interpreter knowledge, he had written to fome of bis. Friends at /fpahan, to this effect; 
pmts a Ren e- -p^ar, though he had liv’d a long time among Chnftlant , yet were they not to 
i’nferr thence , that he had abjur’d the Mohamet ate Religion ; but that he 
fhould ere long be with them, to give them further afiurancesof the contrary. 
Kaftan was a Perftan born, and had, opt many years before, Travetl’d into Eng¬ 
land, where he had been Baptiz’d. Some years after, he went into Mafcovy , 
where we found him, in the Englijh Refidenc’s retinue , who was his 'God¬ 
father ; and coming to hear chat we were to go into Perjia, he made fo many 
friends, and was fo importunate with the Refident, that at laff, we gave him 
leave to go along with us, as an Interpreter. Yetwsshe not receiv'd into our 
retinue, till fie had oblig’d himfelf by a Writing under his hand, to come back 
with .us, and by many falemn protections allured us, thar his going along 
with ns was out of no other defign, than to look after and receive what was due 
to him of his Patrimony > that he might have fome what to Trade wit hall as a 
Merchant at his return. Accordingly , we were nofooner come to Hrdebif, 
but we found the truth of what we bad been told by Forach: for, Kaftan, as 
foon as he was got to a place, where he might expiate his pretended fin, and 

declare 
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declare himlelf with fafety, he went to the Sepulchre of their great Saint, - 
Schich-Scfi^yhz:? he did his Devotions as a right Mahttmetaye: which tint he had 1 ® 3 7 * 
done.he got a formal Certificate. We fecur’d him itlfpachan^ bat he made his 
efcape,and got into the San£tuary, which they call Ana-Cap!, That done, he 
call hirafelf at the feet of the Kvng,and.che Seterjot Chief of their SeA , ex- 
prefs’d his repentance in tears, begga Pardon, put himfelf nnder the Kings pro- 
dion, and remain’d in Perjia. 

March the zz. Father Amlrrop took leave of us, being to- return to hy Mo¬ 
na fiery at Tips. 

March 24. the Chan fent away theNew-years gifts, which the Governours 
are wont to fend the King at the beginning of the year, and which were at this 
time fo much the greater, by how much the difgrace and death of his brother 
impos’d upon him a neceffity of Courting the King’s favour. The Prefent con¬ 
fided in a certain number of excellent Horfes, richly Harnefs’d , feveral Camels 
loaden with Rapa Leather ,■ feveral rich Stuffs, and thirty bags full of Swan’s 
down : but what augmented the value of this rich Prefent, was a great number 
of haniom Boyes and Girles, whom he fent along with ir. The Chan went him¬ 
felf out of the Citie , with an intention , as was given our, to conduft the 
Prefent two or three Leagues *. but he returned not, leaving, by chat means, up¬ 
on the Calcmer, the trouble of providing ail things for the profecution of our 
journeyi Immediately after theCta«’s departure, there was fent to our quar- 
tetsthe furo of fixty Tqmasns ,which amount to about a thoufand Crowns, by 
way of re-emburfement tor the charges we had been at .during our flay at Sea- 
machie. 

But, in regard it amounted not to, one half of what we might exped, accord- Tbe^mbafa- 
ingroche allowance which was aflign’d us at our arrival, the Ambaflador Brag- *rx reimburs'd 
man, fending os to the Cdenttr about other bufinefs, charged us to ask him by tbfir expence ., 
the way, whet her it were upon any order from the King, or out of the Go¬ 
vernor's kindneffc towards us, that the faid fum had been fent us, and to let 
him know,thAE though ir was not the intention of the Ambaffadors to receive 
any money, yet lince the Cal enter had fent it under his own Seal, they would 
carry it fofeal’d to J/pahan: That they could not forbear complaining of the 0. 

injury had been done them in keeping them there fo long , contrary to the 
orders they bad received from Court, to take the fpeedietl courfe they could 
for our departure. 

The Calenter made anfwer, that it lay not upon him to maintain the Ambaf¬ 
fadors., and to furnilh them with money : Thkt it was not to him their Matter 
had fent them, but to the King, andthac it was accordingly by his Majefty’s 
appointment, thacShe had fent the focefaid fum: That he could not binder 
them from making their complaints, but that they {Rould advantage them felves 
nothin® thereby : That, for the clearing of himfelf, he would produce their ac¬ 
quittance at the Court, and that the Cheat and himfelf had fupply’d them ont of 
their own, till the King’s order was brought them: That he was much trou¬ 
bled at the inconveniences which the Ambassadors had been put to , during 
the long ftay they had made in that Citie, but that it was nor their.fault, 
fince it had been itnpofsible, in fo fhort a time, to get Horfes and Wa¬ 
gons enough, for fo many people, and fo much Baggage , intreating us , ere 
we went away, to honour him fofar as to Dine with him once more ; which

March the 27. there were brought us fixty Wagons for the Baggage, and for 
the conveyance of fome of the Retinue who were lick, or not able to tide, and 
a hundred and twenty Sadle-Nags. We fent away our Steward with all the Bag-

it will not be amlfs to give here a ftiortaccompt of the Cure ol Searache. 

Father Btkarrm a in his Hiflory of Per and Jtfcpb Bar bar o y u» his 7 ravels, ca rc * 
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l < 2 n, Ibmetimes Summachiu , fometimes Sumac hi a , or Samachist ,'and the Spaniards 
* ' * write ic Xamachi, Some Geographers place it in their .Maps below Derkent, 
others place it above, and there are alfo fome who put it in twice, for fear of 
failing. Its true name, according to the pronunciation of ihzPcrfans, isi’M- 
ntaclne, and it lies forty German Leagues, or fix jgrear dayes journey from Der- 
l>er.t: it being fuppos’d a man cakes the Mountain way , which is very much 
about. ^ For ir a man go a-foor, or on horf-back along the Cajpion Sea , by the 
Citie of Bakue, apd the Mountain Lahatz, where the King hath a place for the 
receipt of cu (toms upon forein Commodities, he may eafily travel ic in two 
dayes. The Camels ordinarily take chelitterway, and perform their journey 
in four or five, and at moft in fix or feven dayes,accordiog to the burthen they 
carry. Scamachie. is the chief Cine of that noble Province, which the amientfl 
Called Media Airman a , or Atedia Minor, and which is now called Schirtian ; 
which is the more to be obferv’d, inrefpedt of their miftake, who place this 
Cicie in Hyrcanla. It lies at fifty four degrees, forty minutes longitude, and 
* ac forty degrees, fifty minutes latitude, in a valley between two Mountains, 

which hide it fo, as that it is hardly feen till a man comes to the very Gate. 
The Per flam affirm, ic was built by Schirtian Schach , and that ic was heretofore 
much larger chan it is now , fince there were in it five thoufand houfes. It was 
deftro'y’d by the lurks in the time of King Alas , who perceiving the Emperonr 
of the Turks took in onely the ftrongett places, therebjLto fecure his Con- 
quefts, and minded not open places, and confidering wtthall, that fo many 
lirong and fortify’d places were rather a burthen than aft advantage to him , and 
being in the midft of his Kingdom were hard to keep, ordered the pullin* 
down of the Walls on the Sourh-fide of the Citie , where they were 
If rouge 11. He took the fame courfe with the Cities of Tauris, Nachtz,uaK, 
Kemxja , &cc. 

This South-part of Schamachie makes as it were a Citie by it felf, as being 
divided from the North-part, which is Hill compar'd with a ftrong W> 11 , by 
a little plain, which ferves for a common Market-place to both. The Per - 
fan's affirm, that the Grand Seigneur having taken the Citie oiScamachie, took 
the Hones from all the Sepulchres, and therewith repair’d the Walls of it. 
• TheNorrh-fide of the Citie lies at the foot of a little Mountain, and is fome- 

what, but not much bigger than the other, containing but about nine hun- 
hundred houfes. It hath but a poor Wall 'about ic, which being but low, aod 
having but a wretched Dkch, hinders not but that a man may come into the 
Citie at any time. The Citie hath five Gates jitsftreets are narrow , and the 
houfes low, and moft built of Mortar and earth. There are very few of Brick, 
or free-ftone. The Inhabitants are partly Armenians, partly Georgians .* who have 
Us inhabitants, each their particular Language, fo as that they would not underiland onean- 
ibcn Language, other, if they did not make ufe of the Turkijh , which is common to both,noc 
onely in Schirtian , but alfo all over Perfa. Their greateft Commerce Vies in 
fluffs of Silk and Cotton , whereof there ate fuch quantities made, that Wo¬ 
men, nay, very Children makeafhiftto get their living there, by spinning and 
preparing the Silk and Cotton for the work-men. Moft of their fliops are in 
rhe South-part of the Citie, where there is alfo a Bafar , or Market-place, into 
which abutt many flreets, which are all covered,for the convenience of the 
Merchants. Not far from this Market-place, there are two Store-houfes, con¬ 
taining many Chambers and Galleries, for the entertainment of forcin Mer¬ 
chants, who fell by whole-fale, and for the difpofal of their Merchandifes, 
One is called Schath Caravanfera, and is the place appointed for ibe Mujcovltes, 
who bring thither Tin, Rufia Leather, Copper, Furs, and other Commodities. 
The other, which is called Lofgt Caravanfera , was built for the Tartars of Cir¬ 
ca Jf a, who do not bring their Commodities, thither, but lead them, they being 
°nely Horfes, Women, young Lads, and handfom Maids, wherewith they 
Trade among themfelves in their own Countrey , where they fteal them upon 

the 


itsfbccts and 
houfes. 
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ths Frontiers of Mufcovy. The Jews , who have aito l’ome pare of this latter 
Store- fa pole ailign’d them, upon this accompt, that the Mufeovites will not 
admit them into their Company, bring thither, from Tabejferabn , the belt 
Wollen Tapittry in the whole Countrey , whereof there is brought into 
Europe but the refufe. Stuffs of Silk and Cotton, nay , Gold and Silver 
Brocadoes > as atfo Bows, Arrows, and Cymitars, are foAd there at a very rea- 
fonablc rate* • • 

In our return^ from Per ft a > the Mujcovum Envoy Alexei Savir-ouits would 
needs go into theStore-houfe belonging to the Tartars , 'and being a perfon of 
a pleafant humour , he fell a-cheapning of a Boy, about fifteen or fixteen 
years of age, who was handfom enough , and ask’d the Tartar what price he 
fethimat, who made anlwer, he fhould have him for a hundred Crowns. A- 
IextJ who had no mind to buy, proffer’d him two and thirty ; but the Tartar 
laugh’d at him, and, giving the Boy a clap upon the buttocks, told the Mufco- 
vtte, that chat very part of him was worth more. 

There are alfo in the Citie three f-Ltnutms, that is, Baths, or publick Stoves, 
the ufe whereof is as ordinary in Per fa as Mttfcovy . There are two which are 
common to both men and vvomen,but with this diftineiion , that the women 
goiaonelyin the day time, and the men in the night. The third which they 
call Hantam Schach is onsly for the men. Hard by this third Bath there are two 


great Trees, for Which the Perfans have a great Veneration, 


as having 


been 


planted by one of their Saints, named Sebich-Maritb , who is interr’d not, far 
thence, in a Metz,id, or 'Church, where there are greater Devotions done than in 
ocher AAetzids about the Citie, wherein there are fix in all. The Revenue of 
thisBarhisfpentin Luminaries, C!oarhs,*nd other things neceflary about the 
holy Sepulchre. 

The OW,or Governors of the Citie of Scamachie hath alfo the command of T[}C ^ , 
the whole Province, joyntly with the Ca/extcr, o r King’s Lieutenant. _ The Go- gba/ge, * 
vernour is cncrufted with the Adminittration of Juftice, as alfo the difpofal of 
things Civil and Military, upon which laftaccompt,he is oblig’d to maintain a 
thouland men, out of the Revenue of his Government, and colae in a readineffe 
to march, upon the firtt order he receives to that piirpofe. The King s Lieu¬ 
tenant hath the overttghc of his Revenue, and difpofes of the Crown-Lands, 
but is not oblig’d to go to the Wars: on the contrary he is left in the Province, 
whereof he hat h the foie command during the.abfence of the other. The C ban's 
name was Areb) and he kept a very noble Court, though he were a perfon of 
very low extraftion, fon to a Peifant of the Village of Seerab t between Taaris 
and Ardebll: but the lownetfe of his ext ration was recompens’d in the great 
endowments he was Matter of. The Per fans are very indifferent as to a man’s 
birth, provided he be Dthcrwifea perfon of courage and worth, and Areb had 
much of both, and had acquir’d fo great reputation by his valour, cha tSchach- 
Sefi made him Controller of his Ordinance, when he befieg’d Erttan, which the 
Turks had taken from the Per fans. Hedifcharg’d that truft fo well, and in all 
other things anfwet’d the opinion the Kinghad conceived of him, that he be¬ 
llow'd on him then the Government of Scamachie , which became vacant by the 
death of Teirnd>Chaz t who was kill’d in the fiege we fpoke of before. Areb took 
no fmall pleaflfre in (hewing us the wounds he had receiv’d in chat War, _ and in 
telling us how many Turks heads he had brought ro his King, who Cent him con¬ 
tinually npon parties and forlorns, againft the Army, which was coming to re¬ 
lieve that place. _ _ 

TheGovernour and his Lieurerfenr had both very graceful! and bold arpec*?, 
and with that all the requifite qualities in Commanders , fave that they were 
borh fo addi&ed to Wine,that they were fcldom met fatting: bet the Governout 
had ttill this advantage over his Lieutenant, that he was more apt to be over* 
comebyitthantheother. . 

Imay boldly and truely fay, that, in all this Citie, I found not the leaft track 
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oi Antiquity. For,though 1 took abundance of pains to find out that »reac 
Tower, whereof John Cartwright an Englifh Gentleman, peaks, in the relation of 
his Traveif tntoPerJia , where he fayes it is built of Flint and Free-ftone, and thac 
they have thru!! many dead mens skulls between the flones, yet {could I not 
find any fuch thing, o t learn any news of it. ’Fis true, 1 found two mens heads 
cut in theftone, atone certain place of the City-wall, but no body could celt 
me whir they Reprefemed. It is alfo true, thac, not far from theCicie, there are 
to be feen the ruins of a Cattle, which had fome time been fortify’d, as* the 
fame Author fayes el few he re. For it is certain, thac there are the remain¬ 
ders of a veryltrong place within half a League of theCitie, and that towards 
theNorth-fide s upon a very high,and very tteepy Mountain , which is called 
Kale Kulcffan. 

1 had the curiofity to go up to the top of the faid Mountain , and found no¬ 
thing whole, but a very noble great Cellar, and neer it one of the deepett Wells 
that ever I faw, bothcompais’d wichthe beft free-ttone that ever was put in 
any work. We were cold thac thac Province had heretofore had its particular 
Kings, and that Scbiruan Schach had built that Cattle, upon the accompt of one 
of his Chafes, or Concubines, who gave it the name, and thac it was Alexw 
der the Great that deltroy’d chat noble Structure, which none ever after otter’d 
to repair. 1 am of opinion, that the Cattle derived its name from the neigh¬ 
bouring Valley , in as much as, having running through it a Brook, which makes 
it one of the molt delighrfull places in the World, and chat being in the 
Spring cover'd with an infinite number of Tulipi , which nature her felf is 
pleas’d to produce there, it is not to be much admir’d, that they called the 
place Kale Kuleftatt, chat is, the Fort, or Caftle of Rofes, iince the Perftans give 
the name of Kulcjfan , or Polity of Rofes to all thofe places, where they would 
have ic exprefs’d , that there is an extraordinar y pleafanrnefle. So that there is 
no necenity of feekingthe Etymology of that name in Fables, or in things 
which might have hapned before the time of Alexander the Great, whereof the 
Per fans have had nothing tranfimtted to them. 

Neer KtUeftan, between the Fort and theCitie of Scamxchie , there are alfo 
two Chapels, upon a Mountain, which is higher than that we fpoke of iatt. 
In the greater of the two, which is built in the form of a Parallelogram, there 
is a very high Sepulchre to be feen , -and all about ic feveral pieces of Cloath and 
Rags of all forts of colours,w‘uhRods of Iron, whofe ends are like the tops of 
Arrows, and they are taflned or ty’d to the Sepulchre with a filk firing, In 
the other, there were two Sepulchres, adorn’d much after the fame manner 
with the former. Thefe are the Tombs of fome of their Saints, neer which they 
often do their Devotions. 

From this laft Chapel there is a defcenc into a fpadous Vault, where is to 
be feen the Sepulchre of one of their Kings Daughters, named Amelek^Katraa, 
of whom they relate, that (he hid fogreat an averfion againlt marriage, that 
her Father defirous fhefbould march with a 7 Vr<tr-Prince,ttiekill’d her felf, to 
prevent the marriage. The fame Cartwright fayes, that the young maids of thofe 
parts go once a year to the Sepulchre of this Princetfe, to bewail her death. It 
is pottible, t hat, in his time, fome fuch thing might be done; but let it be taken 
for certain,!hat rhatcuttom is now abfolutely aboliflVd, and thifit is not Devo¬ 
tion, but ibe Hear, which obliges the Inhabitants, in the height of Summer, to 
retire to this Mountain, as alfo to Kulefian , for the greater coolnefle of the air: 
and that it is out of fuch a coofiderarion, that they do their Devotions neer 
thefe Saints more frequently in that feafon,than at any other lime of the year. 
Tradef-men, and perfons of mean condition, ttay there onely in the day time,and 
at night return to the Cine ; but the Chan , the Calemer , and perfons of quality 
have their Tents pitchM there > an _d remove not thence during the three hotrett 
Moneths of the year. During which time they alfo drive their Cartel towards 
the Mountain clEllours, where they find not onely a more temperate air, but 
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alfoas ^ood Meadow-ground as any in all Perfia. That Mountain is pare of 
Mount °Caucafa, and it is of fuch height, that though it be acavery great di- I 6 } 7. 
flance from thence , inafmuch as it lies on one fide of 7 abrijihan 3 towards 
Georgia, yet may it be difeover’d from Kale K-uhtftha*, and the ocher neighbor 
ring Mountains of Schamacbie. ft was upon this Mountain of Elbows , as it 
is reported, that the Perjianskept, and antiemly Worfhipped, their perpetual _ . 

Fire : but now there is not the leatt track to be teen of. it, neither there, not p gef 
near 'jefcfo, though Texeira , and thofe who follow him, would have us believe C nt Perfians. 
the contrary. True indeed it is, that there are, to this day, in the Indies, cer¬ 
tain Religious men, who have a Veneration for the Fire, and keep it in with 
the fame care that the PerJims did heretofore ; as we (hall take occafion to 
fhew in the fubfequent Travel Is of Mandeljlo into thofe parts. But it is time 
we return to thepurfuance of our Journey. 

The Bacgage being Cent away the 27 th . of March in the Evening, theAm- 
baffadors “follow’d the next day, and were upon their way two hours before J&* Ambaff*. 
day. The Ambaffador Brugman , who was dif-fatisfy’d with the Treacment we jg, 
bad receiv’d at Schamacbie , would not permit the Lalenter fhould have theho» ^ ’ 

Dour to conduct us , but gave order we fhould diflodge and depart without any 
noife , and that all fhould go, while it was yet Night, afoot out of the Gates, 
where we took Horfe. Having Traveled about two Leagues we found a Scotch¬ 
man of our retinue, whofe name was Alexander Chambers , dead in the Waggon, 
though , at the Loading of the Baggage, he feem’d to be fo well, as that it was . 
conceiv’d he might have gone through the Journey. Which occafioa’d usto 
make a Halt, to difpofe of the Body into the ground. We buried him at the 
bortom of a little Hill, cover’d all over with Hyacinths, on the left hand, near 
the High-way. 

Having got half a League further, we came to the Sepulchre of anorfier 
Saint, named Pyr Mardechm , in the Country of Faker lx, where we were forc'd 
to take up out Quarters in the open Air, and without Tents , making a [Life 
in that manner topafle over one of the fharpeft Nights we had had iu all our 
Journey , by reafon of the Storm, which came attended by Lightning, Thun¬ 
der, Wind, Rain, Snow, and Froth the Ambaffador Bragman being defirous 
to outvy the Thunder, with our Artillery, which he caus’d to be feveral times 
difebarg’d. The next day, the fame Ambaffador having obfetv d, that feveral 
pieces of Canon were left behind, becaufe there were not Camels enough to j$ e demesne 
bring them away , and that the Horfes were too weak to draw them, would 0 f gne e f , 
meeds fall out with the' Mekemander , and was fo traniported with Paftion, chat Ambujfadecs. 
be came to Railing, and Spetcingwhen he nam’d the Chanwd the Calenter, 
and faid that iheCA*»had not been fo good as his Word , and had ly’dinallhe 
faid, bat that he fhould refent it, and that he would either have his Life, or the 

other fhould have his. . . e 

Some were of opinion, that we fhould flay there till the pieces we had f elt 
at Schamacbie were brought up: but, upon the Remonfirances of fome others, 
that the place was too incommodious ; that we had nothing over oar Heads j 
that we fhould want both Wood and Provifions, and that the fick Pcrfons 
would not be able to indure the Cold , it was refolv*d we fhould go on, 
which we did, and came, after two Leagues travell, to a Caravanfera t csWca 
Tachtji , and having gone two Leagues further, we were got to the top of tne 
Mountain of Schamacbie. . 

Upon the top of the faid Mountain there is a fair Plain , and an even ana 
fcrtil ground, though in Winter, and at the beginning of the Spring, Rain, 

Snow and hard Weather are no Grangers there, and bring the fame inconveni¬ 
ences along with them , as they do in fome parts of Europe. But as to 011 J 13 we 
were come rothe brow or defeent of the Mountain , vve fawacle3r Sky, a 
cheerfull Sun, and difeover’d a Country wholly cover’d with Verdure , in a 
fpacious Plain, which reaching above ten Leagues without any excreicency 
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much as to the height of two foot, reprei'enced to us, as it were in a Map, the 
\ 6 3 7*_ Courle and Conjunction of thofe two Rivers, Araxes and Cyrus, which the 

Writings of Ancient Hillorians and Geographers have fo highly celebrated, 
This defcem was above half a League, buteafie, and not very fteepyj fothac 
thofe who went fore-moll, looking behind them, fawthe lattof our company 
defending as it were out of the Clouds, We took up our Lodging that night 
in certain Onakj, or Huts, which the Tartarian Shepherds had fet up there near 
their Flocks. 

Mar. 30 . we got four Leagues, along the Plain, as far as the Village of 
Nomidcs. Kajth*. We met, in our way, with a company ©f Shepherds and Cow-herds^ 

who march’d with their Houfes and all their Houlhold-ftuff, their Wives and 
Children , all as it were Ihuffled together it) Wagons,or pack’d up upoD Horfe^ 
Cows, Affes, and other Creatures, not ordinarily us’d in carriage, after a very 
odd manner, and fuch as reprefenteda very Fantattick kind of Tranfmigrai 
tion. 

Ever afr-er that day, we had nothing but fair weather, a sky clear, and with¬ 
out any cloudinefle, five that when we traveled over the Mountains, we 
might, in the Morning , fee the Heavens a little over-cart i but asfoonasthe 
Sun appear’d, all was difpell’d. 

March the laft, we travell’d two Leagues, along the River fide, to a Village 
named 7 'z,auat, upon the right fide of the Kur , or the River,which the Andencs 
called Cyrus , all the Houfes whereof were built of Reeds and Canes, and cover’d 
•The eenjunSm with Earth. About a quarter of a League above this Village, Is the Conflux, 
<if Cyrus and or meeting oF this River with rhatof Araxes , which is now called Aras, at 
Aras > thirty nine Degrees , fifty four minutes Elevation; the Cyrus coming from 

Well-north-wdl, and the Aras from Souch-wert. Thefe Rivers after they are 
njec together are about four hundred paces in breadth. Their water is black 
and deep, and the brink on both lides pretty high. All along the Rivet fide, 
and all the Meadow grounds of the Province of Mokan, were cover’d with Li¬ 
quorice , the llalk whereof is many times as big as a man's arm, and the jnyee, 
beyond all companion , fwetter ana more pleafant than that of Europe. 

APRIL. The River Kttr ferves for a common Frontier to the two Provinces of 
The Frontiers S^hlruan sod Mokan , and there is a Bridge of Boats overir, near Tx.aivat. We 
°f Sch™. . p a f s »^j ov * er t h e fecond of April , and found, on the other fide of the River, 
m 0 an, an 0 th et MeUemander, 'whom the Chano: Gove morn of Avdebll had fent to 
meet us, and to condu& us in thepurfuance of our Journey , as far as the chief 
City of his Government. He had brought along with him, for the carriage of 
us and the Baggage, forty Camels, and three hundred Horfes : in regard , the 
way we were then to come into being very bad, by reafonof the continued , 
Mountains and Valleys , we could not have made any ufe of our Waggons. 
He fuppli’d us with Provifions in abundance » allowing us, every day, ten 
Sheep, thirty Batmans of Wine, and Rice, Batter, Eggs, Almonds, Raifins, 
Apples and all forts of Fruits as much as we pleas’d. On Sunday, after Ser¬ 
mon, we departed, caking our way along the River Aras , for above a League. 
We lodg’d that night within half a League of the River, at the entrance of a 
great Heath, in Hurts, which the Mehemandar had purpofely ordered to be pro¬ 
vided, for our convenience. 

April the third, wepafs’doverthe Heath, which reaches about four Far- 
fangs, or Tcrftan Leagues, and we were lodg’d again that night in Hutts, as we 
bad been the nighc before. Wehadfeen allthatday in great Herds, a kind of 
Ahu, a %eer, which the Turks call Tzelran, and the Perfians , Ahu , which have fome 
ofTteer. refemblance to our Harrs , fave that they are rather Red than Fawn, and tbeir 
Horns have no Brow-ancklers, but are fmooth , and lye backward like thofe of 
wild Goars. They are very fwift, and there are not any of that kind, as we 
were told, but what are in the Province of Mokan, and about Schamachlt , Kar- 

ralack , and Menage. ' r * ' 

jiprtl 
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~ Ami*, we were forc’d co leave the way of elm Heath, though much the nea- 
rer, siid co cake another, which brought ua, by a great coinpafle of above fix J ^ J "j. 
Leagues, co a Torrent called Balbaru > out of this confident ion, that if we had 
traveil’d along the Heath , we fhould have wanted water, both for our felves 
and our Horfes, We found in chat place abundance of Tortoifes , which had Tortoifes, 
made their Nells along the fideof the Torrent, and in the Sand of the little 
Hills thereaboms, but ail expos'd co the Mid-day Sun, fo to give the greater 
heat co their Eggs, which cannot be hatch'd but in the Hoc, or rather burning 
Sand. Perceiving fomemen oDthe other fideof the Torrent , fome.of our mhtbU 
people had the curiofity to croffe it, to obfetve their manner of Life : Their touts. 
Children were /lark Naked , and Aged' perfonshad nothing about them but a 
{hire or fmock of Cotton. The poor people entertain’d us very kindly, and 
brought us fome Milk. They thought that the King of Perfia had lent for us, 
toferve himin his Warrsagainii the Turk., out of which perfwafion, they 
pray’d for our good fucceffe, that God would make their and our Enemy fly 
before us, as far as Stamped that is Cotifiantinople. _ 

April the y. we overcame the Heath of Mok^m , and came to the Mountain 
and Country of Betdrwan , after we had twelve feveral times crofs’d one little Becziiwani 
River, which lay fo many times in our way. We got that day five Leagues, 
and lodg'd at night in a Village called Scheckwtrat . Moil of the Houfes were 
built at chefooc of the Mountain , irndfomc within the Mountain, and were ' 
cover'd with Reeds: but we found not any Body in the Village , for thofe 
who went along with the Cban t of Scham ache's. Prelent , for Ifpahan, had made 
the Country people believe, as they pafs’d chat way, that we were a fort of 
Barbarous people, who thought it nor enough to take and ranfackall, but did 
alfoabufeand beatfuchas Entertain’d us; upon which accompcofus, they 
were all gone to hide themfelves in the Rocks of the neighbouring Mountain. 

There were fome of our company, who got up a very high Mountain to fee whac 
Simples they could find there, and co take a view of the adjacent Country; but 
they found not any there, and the other nearer Mountains, which were higher 
than chat we were upon, abfolutely depriv’d us of the fight of the Champain. 

They met not with any thing remarkable there, fave that upon the very top 
of the Mountain, there was a pleafanc Spring, near which we faw coming out; 
of the clefts-of the Rock a kind of Crabb, which fome among us, who^had 
never feen any before^ took for fome veDemous Creature. The Author is of 
opinion, that it is a Sea-fifh; but he is mitlaken , for it is properly no other 
animal than that which in Latin is called Cancer , is found in Rivurs, and is of*, 
different fpecies from the common Sea-crabb, which is called Acafiu*- We 
far down by the Spring-fide, and, in what Liquor nature had fumith d the place 

with, drunk to our Friends in Germany. . 

April 6. we could not poffibly get above two Leagues, over Mountains ana 
Rocks, where we faw a great number of Fig-trees, which the Earth produc d 
there without any Cultivation. We came at night to a ruin d V Mage, called 
’Ttjl'e ; but ere we had quite when up our Quarters and unloaded the Baggage, 
word was brought us, that it was the Plague, which, the Autumn before, had 
confumed all the Inhabitants of that place; whereupon we immediately left 
it. The Ambaffadors caus’d a Tent to be pitch'd in the fields, but all the reft of 
the retinue bad, at fir 11, no.other coveting over their Heads than the Sky , till 
the MehemarAer had feBtforfqme Tartarian Hurts, which were brought late ^rtariart 
in the night loaded upon Oxen. Thefekiadof Huts are made of feveral pieces 
of Wood, which arefaften-’d togetherat the ends., foas they maybetakena- 
funder, or fet together in a fhort rime. The Sieur Fchterlts, who had liay d a 
while in the Village, to fee the Baggage loaden and convey’d thence, coming 
to the Ambaffador’s Tent » wasfo rail’d at by the Ambatfador Brttgman } who re¬ 
proach’d him that he came from an Infected Houfe > to bring the Plague among 
them, that befell into a Feaver. ' • 
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- l here were fome of the Company , who finding the weather lorr.ewbar dole 
0 ? an< i cold, went and lock’d themfelves up in a houle, where they made a good 
fire, and (pent the time merrily with the Wine they had kept the day before, 
diverting thejnafftlves, and linging, to drive away Melancholy, and to forget the 
froward humourypf the Ambalfadot Brttgman , which they v/ereas much afraid 
of as the unwholfome air. The Indians bad begun the building of a Caravan- 
ferain that place , for the convenience of Commerce, which was grown to a 
considerable height; but the Plague had hindred them from finifhing it. 
lilmatbcr. The 7 . we hid a very lad dayes journey of it , being forc’d , in a conti¬ 
nual trot) to travel above ten leagues, without ever baiting, in the cold , the 
wind, and the fnow , which not oncly difheartned our people, many whereof 
fell fick, but lay fo heavy upon the Camels, that divert of them fell "down un¬ 
der their burthens. There is in thefe parts abundance of Abfymhium , or 
Avmrnm Wormwood, and we were told, that the Herb of ic is fo venemous , that if Hor- 
Hoi, fes or any other Creature eat thereof, they die immediately, upon which ac- 

compt ic was, that we durft not unbit that day. About noon, we came in light 
of a Caravewfer^ called Aggu,\hz ftru&ure whereof is of the nobleft kind we 
Ihe Kjvg fends had feen. Not far from it, we met a Per fait, who was excel lenrly well mounted, 
amber condo- and attended by two fervants, who told us, that the King had fent him to be 
Hoy to mcct tbe our Alchemwdar^o take order for our fubfiftenre, and to Conduit us with the 
Ambajja ots, f oon6 [t to the Court. We lodg’d that night in a Village called T^anlu, at the 
foot of a Mountain, where we found excellent Gardens,and abundance of fruit- 
trees, but no Wood for firing, infomuch that we were forc’d to make ufe of 
Cow-dung, Horfdung, and Camels-dung. We fenc away that day our For- 
rager, to rake up Quarters for us at Aide hi. 

The 8 . having broke our fall, we got on Horf.badr, and after vve had tra¬ 
veled three leagues along the Mountain of Tz,iz,cti», we came to the River 
Karaftt , which rifesout of the Mountain of Baksts , in the Countrey of Kilan. 
We crofs’d it, ncer the Village of Sutnajan , over a very fair Hone bridge, con¬ 
taining fix noble Arches , which wire in all thirty eight fathom in length. 
About half a league thence, we came to the end of that day’s journey, to a Vil¬ 
lage called Tbaltedar , two little Ic-agues front Ariel]l , where we Hay’d that 
night. The next day, being Eafter-day, we law how the Inhabitants dawb the 
Walls of their Houfes with Dung, that the Sun may the foonerdry k,and make 
iccombutlible: but we were alCoin this place terribly pcrfecuted with Fleas and 
Lice,and other naliy Vermine, wherewith we were in a manner covet’d. 

.The p. We Celebrated our Eafter, beginning the Peflival with the firing of 
out great Guns, and fmall fnot, which we ordered to be difebarged thrice. That 
done, we had a Sermon, and did our Devotions. 

About noon, we were vilited by our new Mcbemandar^ whofe name was Net- 
~efbee ; he was a perfon of an excellent good humour. He came to Complement 
ns upon occafion of theFtftival, and brought usaPrefent of five fifhes dry’d 
in the Sun, a difb, full of Bread, Pomegranates, Apples, and a fort of Pears 
I had never feen before , fafhion’d like a Citron , and full of a very plea- 
fant juyee, and having a fweer fent, pickled Cowcumbers, preferv’d Gar- 
lick, and Scbiras- wine, which is the ,moft efteem’d of any that grows in Per- 
fisi. . . 

April ro. being Eafter monday, we made our entrance into Ardelit , for 
the mod part with the fame Ceremonies, but with greaterPomp and Magnifi¬ 
cence) than we had done at Schstmaehh. About noon, we met with a party of 
Horfe, which having Calmed, and taken a view of us, immediately returned to¬ 
wards the Citie. 

7 be mum of Neer the Village of Ktlhertm , (which is fo noble a place, that viewing, at a 
the Ambsffadors diftsnce,its Steeples, or Towers, whereof there are a very great number, and 
into Ardcbil. they make a very great fhew, in regard they are built of Hones of feveral colours, 
we took it for the Citie it felf» though they are diftaat one from the other 
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above half a leagfle) we met with, in the head of a body of Hori'e, the C aimer * 

of jfc&titt, whofc name yvas Talcb Chan, an aged, and very fpare man. Having 1 * } 7* 

faluted the Ambafladors, he rid on one tide of them. Having pafs’d by the ’ 

Village,we faw in a fpacious Plain, abundance of horfe and foot, who opened ro 

make us way. Some paces thence, we faw crofting t he fields towards us at the 

head of a Brigade of above a thoufand Horfe , the Governonr of Ardebtl , whole 

name was Kelbele-Chati. He was a tow man, but of a good afpect and pleafant 

humour. After the Complements reciprocally pa [V bet ween him and the Am- 

baffadors,he rode in between thetrl Before our Troop, there march’d two 

youths-dad in Sheep-skins of feveral colours, upon their clem skirts, and 

carrying each of them upon the top of a long and very (lender pole, an Orenge. 

The poles, we were told, were made of aDate-tree. 

Thefe youths read and fung,ouc of a book, certain Verfes made in honour of 
Mahomet, Aly, and Schach-Sefi. They were Sons or Difciples to a certain Ab- 
dallayoS whom we (hall fpeak hereafter. After them came others, who were 
cloathed in white, and had a wonderfull Arc in imitating the Nores and tinging 
ofNighciDgals and other birds. On both tides march’d the Tyonbrels and Haw- 
boyes; in fome places there were people dancing and tinging at the fame time, 
and at others were fome dancing after another manner. Some caft’theirCaps up 
into the air, and caught t hem again with cries and exclamations of joy. There 
were Come danc’d with little Garlands about their heads, much like thofe we 
had feen at Scamacble, when they Celebrated, there, the death of Aly, Neer the 
Citie flood the Guards, in two files, having their Bows and Arrows in their 
hands, Coacsof Mail about their bodies, and their heads cover’d with little Caps 
like Calottes, which they call Arenskij in which they had plac’d abundance of 
Feathers, the ends whereof fome chrnft, through their Caps, into the skin. Many 
of them were naked down to the walle, and chough they had the flefti of their 
Arms and Breafts pierc’d with Daggers or Ponyards, yet did they not feem fenfi- 
ble of anyjpain thereat; whence we inferr’d there might be fotnething of Charm 
in it, and that they were Sorcerers, theta being abundance that deferve that 
na me in Perfut, There was alfo a Company of Indians, who, as we pafs’d by, fa- 
luted us, after their way, with a low inclination of the head, putting their hands 
to their breads. When we were come fomewhac neer the Citie, there was fo 
great a confluence of people, that we could not get a hundred paces forward 
without making a halt; infomuch char they were forc’d to drive them away with 
Cudgels aod fiulls pizzles, fo to make them give way. And within the Citie, 
all the Windows, Houfes tops, Steeples, and Trees,were full of thofe, who came 
from all parts to fee our paflage through it. 

The Governour brought us, through a fpacious Garden, into a fair Summer- The Governonr 
hotife, to which there were ten Hairs ro get.up, and treated us with a fumptu- gives them * 
ous Collation, io a very (lately Gallery ; honouring all thofe who came up coliatton. 
with the'Ambafladors fo far as to prefent, to every one of chem with his own 
hands, a Veffel full of Wine, while all the reft of the Retinue were created be¬ 
low, in a Tent, which had beenpu pofely pitch'd there to that end. ‘The Col¬ 
lation was accompany’d with the bed Mufick theCouncrcycould afford, as 
alfo with a Dance performed by their Oc!>rz,i , or Archers, who dancing, in ca- 
dence t with their Bows in their hands, reprefented a kind of Ball, which their ex- 
a&nefle of the obfervance of time made more delightftilJ- and divertive , than 
had been the (inging'of thofe two youths, the foes or Aldalla , who with their 
Orenges in their hands, veryferioufly celebratedthepraifesof their Prophec. 

After the Collation and Divertifement, the Ambatfadors were conduced to ve¬ 
ry fpacious Lodgings, which had been taken up for them in one of the nobieft 
parts of the Citie , which Lodgings had fometime belong’d to Sara Chutzsa, 
high Chancellor of Perfia • The red of the Retinue were Lodg’d not far from 
them, in rhe neighbourhood, where they were well accommodated, by chore 
into whofe houfes they were receiv’d. . 
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This Suinmcr-houic, being one of the nobleft Structures I ever faw, de- 
lervss I mould give in this plac.eamore particular defeription of it. Sulfaear 
. ban , the Predeceflor of Kclbeh-Chan In the Government of Ardebil, apenon 
or in hntre Wealth, had built it, according to a modell he had brought out of 
Ittrksj. T figure of it was oaagonal, and it was three Stories, fo rais’d, 
ebat Art had not left any thing to be defir’d. Every ttory had its Fountains, 
which calf their water higher than any part of the Houfe. The vyalls were 
bude of a fort of Glittering Bones, of all Colours, Blew, Green, Red, and of 
all forts of Figures; and all the Floors were cover’d with the richeft TapiBry 
the Country could aftord. All about the Houfe there was a fpacious Gallery, 
all builc with Marble , and adorn’d with Painting, reprefenting Flowers arid 
Leaves.^ At one of the corners of that Gallery, there was a little couch or 
Chair or Stare , four foot fquare, cover’d with Embroider’d TapiBry, having in 
the midB a quilt wrought with Gold and Silk, tofignihe, that the King, par¬ 
ting one day through Ardebil , bad relied himfelf there ; which made the place 
fo_ Venerable, that, to she end nonefhould come near it, it was encompafs’d 
within Iron rail. The faid Sulfagar Chan had builc alfo anoihec Houfe of 
Plea.ure, or Summer-houfe, in a great Garden, near a Bone-Bridge, without 
the City ; but at the time of our Travel Is that way, it lay defolate, as indeed 
it had been ever (incethe Death of Sulfagar , who had beeD Executed, upon 
the infligationof JCartx.ogaty General of ihz Perfiaa Army. . The other Houfe, 
which was within rhe City, had been bellow’d by the King upon Kelbeh-Cban, 
to be enjoy’d by him during his Life. 

The next day after our arrival, which was Apr. n. there was brought the 
Ambaffadors, from Schich-SefPs Kitchin, the 7 haheticJC, which is a certain 
quantity of Meat, fenr in for three meals, to fuch great Lords, and other Per- 
fons of qnaliry, as come into that City, according to a pious Jnftitution, 
which hath been obferv’d about the Body of Schich-Sefi , Author and Founder 
of the Religion of rhe Per flans , as alfo near that of the late King, whofe Se¬ 
pulchres are at Ardebil. Our Thafrcrick^ was brought us in 3 2. great Difhes 
or Bafins, full of Rice, of all forts of Colours, upon which the Meat was laid, 
which confifled of Boyl’d, RoaB, Omelets, and PaBry , according to their 
way of DrefTing. Thofewho were appointed to bring us this Dinner, carry’d 
the difhes upon their Heads, and let them down upon a Cloath, which was 
laid upon the ground. 

We were not. over-pleas’d with this entertainment, by reafon, not only of 
the trouble it was to us to fit down according to the Perfian way , bur alfo bc- 
caufe wc were forbidden tp drink any Wine at this FeaB of the Thabericki 
However, we ordered our great Guns to be difeharg’d at it, as alfo our Trum¬ 
pets to found , and would have made a fmall Prefent to thofe who had brought 
it 5 but they defir’d to be excus’d, telling us, that the Devotion of the place 
permitted t hem not to receive any Prefects. • 

The next day, there was fuch order taken for the Provifions of the Kitchin, 
that we had all the reafon in the world to be fatisfy’d therewith. We were 
allow’d every day fixreen Sheep, two hundred Eggs, four Batmans (which come 
to 26. pounds) of Burter, thirteen pound of Railing of the Sun, fix pounds and 
a half of Almonds, a hundred Batmans of Wine, two Batmans of Sir rap, Meal, 
Honey, and Poultry in abundance, befides the extraordinary Prefects, which 
were ever and anon brought us from the Cha»‘ t infomuch, that our expence, 
during our Bay at Ardebil , amounted to,

He was but T i,, 
lately comethirher from the City of Braun, was a Perfon difeours’d very hand- Armenian st! 
fomely , and cold us many particulars concerning the {lace of the Chriftiatt Jbop. 

Churches in 4 ft a * Among other things, he cold us, that there was near Eruan cbri , lian n m _ 
a Monaiiery wherein there were above four hundred Religious men , and that cbesiit AGa. " 
there werein the Mountains, between Aras and Kur, above a thoufand Vil¬ 
lages inhabited by (. hrlfiians, aDti that there were, befides all chefe, near Cafwin 
and Tams, above two thoufand Families, which made up in all above five 
hundred Churches. Whereto he added, that the Turks had, not long before, 
carried away above fifteen hundred Chrlftlans , and very highly commended the 
King of Perfia , for his care in preferying their Privileges, and not burrherung 
them with Taxes, as the Turk, does, increasing us to recommend their concern¬ 
ments to the King, when we fhould come to Court, 

Apr. 15. which, according to the Arabians , is the ro. day of the monetfi Kurban o/s*- 
Silhotz.a , was the great Bair am, or the Fellival which they call Kurban, that is, enfice of (be 
Sacrifice ,in commemoration of the Sacrifice, which Abraham would have made Fctfiam. 
of his fon IfmaeJ , according to rhe command of God : for fo they uodertland 
the Hiftory of the Sacrifice of Abraham. All their Ceremony confifts in kil¬ 
ling, beforeday, a Sheep, or Lamb, in tbeftreer, at their own Doors, which 
being cut into pieces, they difiribure them among the poor, who come to thofe 
Doals in great numbers. They do not referve fo much as the skin* which they 
do, as they affirm, according to the example of Abraham, who referv’d nothing 
of the Ram, which he facrifiz’d in Head of his Son. 

It is about this time, that the Per fans go to do their Devotions at Meca, rbc vitgrim- 
as well as the Turly. They fay that Noah, when he went into the Arck, took ges of tbe Pet 
along with him feventy two Perfons, and for that reafon, it is tequifitethe ii 311 * 

Pilg, ns of Meca fhould amount to the number of feventy two thoufand; AUc s ’ 
and that number ought to be fo exactly obferv’d, that if there be either more 
or lefle, they mufi not be receiv’d there, as f*ch, that year. But above all things, 
it is their main care , that that great number be compleat ; for otherwife, as 
they affirm , the Angels would be oblig’d to come in, to makeup what were 
wanting, and it were a want of refpeft to thofe Spirits, to put them to that 
trouble. The men put on a particular Coiffure for this Voyage , which is^a 
kind of Turbanr of White Wool; in regard their Law forbids them to wear it 
of any Colour, or of Silk at that time. They call this kind of Turbanc Ehharan^ 
and they cover their Heads therewith, only as they go; fo as that one part of • 
it falling down on one fide of the Head, paffes under the Chin, and is fallen d 00 
the other fide. 

They commonly take their way through the City of Jcrufalem, where they particulars of 
do their full Devotions. Thence they pafle through Medim, where they con- the Ti/grimge 
tiouethenij at the Sepulchre of Mahomet •> which they kifle withaprofouod toMcca. 
Veneration, a nd t hen the y con dude them at Meca, orMounc Arafat. Prom 
Medina to Meca, they are cover’d only wiih a fhirt, nay fome go naked down 
tothewalle, In thispofture, they march continually, and after a^very parti¬ 
cular faftiion. For they are oblig’d to go, afrer the rate of a trotting Ho Te, 
or rather that of a Camel galloping; and that with fuch earneftnefte, that they 
hardly take tbe leifure to eat and drink, or yet to deep : and all, out °f 
ginarion, that the Sweat caus’d by that Violint Motion, and fore d out er their 
Bodies, carries away with it all their Sins, and cleanfeth them of all their hltht- 
neffe. The Women, who might not be able to bear the inconveniences or 
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2 «. fuch a march, hive the privilege to fwath up their Breads with a Skarf, which 
5 / hath a particular Same, and they call it Scamachtx,e. 

The tenth day of the moneth of Siihat*.a, is that of their great Devotion. 
That day, all the Pilgrims go to Mount Arafat, which, they fay, k the place 
where the Patriarch Abrahat .« fhould have Sacrifiz’d his Son , and there they 
fpend the whole night in Prayers. Towards the dawning of the day, they come ' 
down, and go to the City of Moca, where their Hetz,as, or High-Prieit, malces 
aProceffion, condufting through the chief Greets a Camel, which is appointed 
for rhe Sacrifice. The Hair of this Camel is a very precious Relick among them; 
whence it comes,that the Pilgrims throng, to get as near as they can to the Beaft] 
and tofnatchoff fomeof his Hair, which they fatten to their arms, as a very 
facred thing. The Httz.m , after he hath walk’d the Beaft fufficiently, leads 
him to the Meydan, that is, the great Market-place, and puts him into the hands 
of the Baily, or Judge of the City, whom they call Daroga , who, attended by 
fome other Officers, kills him with an Axe, giving him many blows in the Head, 
Neck, and Breatt. 

As foonasthe Camel is dead, all the Pilgrims endeavour" to get a piece of 
him, and throng with fuch earnettneffe and fo confufedly , with Knives tn their 
hands, that rhefe Devotions are never concluded, but there are many Pilgrim* 
kill’d and hurt, who are afterwards allow’d a place in their Mirtyrologies & Af¬ 
ter all thefe Ceremonies , they go in ProcelTion about the tSeykifie a 

Stone, which was left after the fimilling of the Scru&ure , and they take of the 
Water, which paffes through a Golden Chanel over rhe Mifyttey , and carry it 
away as a Relick, with a little piece of a certain Blackitti Wood,of which Took- 
picks are commonly made. When the Pilgrims are return’d from their Pil¬ 
grimage, they are called Hatz,i, and they are as it were Nazantes, dedicated 
to God, in as much as it is uniawfnll for them to drink Wine ever after. 

From this Pilgrimage, and the Sacrifice perform’d at Meat , welhall cake 
occafion to infert here, what the Perfians and Turkj relate of that of Abraham, 
as Mahomet hath drefs’d up the ftory, falfifying the truth of it in all its cir- 
cumfiances. They fay in the firtt place, that Abraham was the fonof A^ar, 
who was Graver to Nimmh, King of esEgypt , and that he married S *, who 
was fo beautifull a Woman, that the King having call his eve on her, tham 
grew jealous, and carried her away into Arabia ; but finding that (Ik .re no 
Children, he there bought a Slave, named Hagar , whom he carnally knew, and, 
by her, had Ifmael. Hagar being n - her time, and not able any longer to 
endure the ill treatment fhe receiv’d; m Sara , refolv’d to run away. "Abra¬ 
ham coming to hear of her difconcen , and fearing the might make away rhe 
Child, efpedally if (he came to be ediver’d without the affiftance of fome 
other Women , follow’d her, and found her already deliver'd of a Son, who, 
Dancing with his little feet upon the ground, had made way for a Spring to 
. break forth. But the water of the Spring came forth in fuch abundance, as alfo 
with fuch violence, that Hagar could make no ufe of it to quench her thirtt, 
which was then very great. Abraham coming to the place, commanded the 
Spring to glide more gently , and to fuffer that water might be drawn out of it 
to drink, and having thereupon ftay’d the courfe of it with a little Bank of Sand, 
he took of it, to make Hagar and her child drink. The faid Spring is, to this 
day, called Semfem , from Abrahams making ufe of that word, to ftay it. After 
this Sara pray’d to God with fuch earnettneffe > that be gave her her Son 
Jfaac. . ° 

Some time after Ifmacl’s birth , the Angel Gabriel appear’d to Abraham, and 
told him, that God commanded him to build a Houfe upon the River, which 
IJmaol had given the rife to : in anfwer whereto, Abraham reprefenting, that 
it was impoffible for him to build any great ftru&uFe in the midft of a Defart, 
where there was nothingbut Sand; the Angel reply’d, that he fhould not be 
troubled ac that, and that God would provide. Accordingly, Abrahmwsno 
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foonercnme to the place appointed him by the Angel, but Mount Arafat forc’d 
our of its quarries a great number of (tones, which roll’d down from the top 
of the Mountain, to the fide of the little River, wherehebuilt a houfe, which 
hath (ince been converted to a Mofauej, and is the fame where the Pilgrims of 
Meca do their Devotions. The Scrufture being finifh'd,there happened to be 
one fingle (lone remaining, which began to fpeak, and to complain that it had 
been fo unfortunate, as Dot to be employ’d in chat Edifice. But Abraham cold 
it, that it (hould fo much the rather be comforted , io as much as it fhould 
one day be in greater Veneration than all the reft put together, and that all 
the faithfull who came to that place fhould kifTe it. This is the ftone we 
fpoke of before. Thefe people fay , it was heretofore all white , and that the 
reafon of its being now black, is, chat it hath been conftantiy kifs*d through fo 
many ages, 

Some years after, the fame Angel Gabriel appeared again to Abraham , who 
was grown a very rich and very powerful! man, and told him, that God intend¬ 
ed to make t he hi^heft tryal that could be of his affe&ion and gratitude,and that 
he would hive him,in acknowledgement of fo many favours, to facrifize his fon 
to him. Abraham immediately confemed, and being return’d home , bid Ha~ 
gar callup her fon, and put on hisbeft Cloaths,that he might be the better 
look’d on at the Wedding, co which he intended to carry him. They departed 
the next day betimes in the morning, and. took their way towards Mount Ara¬ 
fat, Abraham tarrying along with him a good (harp knife, and fome Cords. 
But as foon as they were gone, Sceithan , that is to fay, the Devil, prerented him- 
felf to Hagar, in thefbape of a mao, reproach’d her with the eafineffe, where¬ 
with fhe had confented, that her fon Ifmael fhould go from her, and cold her, 
that wbac Abraham hid related to her concerning the Wedding, to which he 
wasto brirjg him, was pure forgery, and chat he was carrying Freight to the 
Shambles. If agar ask’d him why Abraham would ufe her fo, fincc he had al- 
wayes exprefs'd^a great tenderneffe to her fon. The Devil made anfwer^, that: 

. God had commanded it fhould be fo ; whereto Hagar reply’d, that ft nee it was 
God’s good pleafure to make that difpofal of him, it was but fit fhe fhould 
comply therewith. Whereupon the Devil preffing harder upon her, and treat¬ 
ing her as an unnatural Mother, endeavouring by thofeaggravations to 
bring her into rebellion againft God 3 flte pelted him away with Bones. The 
Devil’s endeavour proving unfuccefsfull that way,and too weak to overcome 
the obi 1 inary of a woman, he apply’d himfelf to Abraham , reviv d in him^ the 
cenderneiTes andaffeftion of a Father, reprefenred to him the honour of the 
murther we was going to commit, and remonftrated to him the little Iikeiy- 
ftoodthere was, that God fhould be the Author of fo barbarous and abomina¬ 
ble an s&ion. But Abraham, who was acquainted with the fubtiltyand arti¬ 
fices of that wicked fpirir, fent him away, and to be the fooner rid of him , caft 
alfo a ftone at him. The laft actemp: the Devil had to make, was, to reprefcne 
to f[hmael thehortour of death, and the unnatural procedure of his Father: but 
he found the fame treatment from him, as he had from the other two, and had a 
good ftone flung at his head. The Father and Son being come to the top of the 
Mountain, Abrahamfoid to his Son Ifhmae !; My Son, I cannot imagine thou 
knoweft the occaflon of our journey, and the reafon why I have brought thee 
to this place It isonely this, that God hath commanded me to facrifize thee. 
whereto ffmac/ made anfwer, that (inceit was God's pleafure it fhould be lo, 
his will be done, onely let tne intreat thee, Father, to grant me three things. 
The firft is, that thou have a care to bind me fofaft, chat the pains ot death may 
not engage me to nttcmpr any thing againft thee. The feeond is, that thou whet 
thy knife very well, and, after thou haft thruft it into my throat, * atc ?? 
hold it very fait, and fliur rhy eyes, out of a fear the cruelty of the action dU- 
heattemhae from going through with it, and fo leave me to languid) a long 
time. And rhe third, rhar, when thou art returned home , thou remember my 
duty to my Mother. H h 
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S 2 _ . Abraham, having promis'd to observe ail thefe things, ar.d whetted his knife, 

p t l *— binds Ins ion, directs the knife to his Throat, and, (hutting his eyes, holds it as 
ialtas he too Id ; bur finding, when he opened his eyes seam, that the knife had 
made no entrance, he is extremely troubled , and tries the edge of it upon a 
ftone, which he cuts in two. Hewasfo aflonifii’d thereat , that he addrefs’d 
himfelf to the knit'e,andasked it, why, having fogood an edge as to cut a hone, 
it could not as well cut his ton’s Throat, The knife made anfwer, that God 
would not have it fo. Whereupon the Angel Gabriel took Abraham by the hand, 
and faid to him ; Hold , a little, God would onely make cryal ofthy faith. 
Unbind thy Son, and fa-crifizc th's Hec-Goat; and immediately there came 
into the place a Hce-fjoat, which Abraham offered to God , for a burnt- 
offeriDg. 

They affirm, that the three ffones, which IIagar , Abraham , and IJkmatl call 
at the Devil, are yet to be feen, neer the High way, between Medina and Mecay 
and t-hat there are made thereof two great heaps of ffones, by the means of the 
Pilgrims, who bring every on a three ffones, to be caff at the Devil, at the fame 
place where thefe heaps are, to the end he may boc diffract them in their De¬ 
votions.

We faw alfo the fame day above five hundred Women* who were going before 
day co the Church-yard to weep ever the Graves of their Husbands, and others 
of their kmred, There we r e fcjme who had fomewtm ro*eac at rhe Came time; 
others had fome pafTtges of the Alck&rm read to rhem \ a nd thofe of any qublky 
had Tenrs pitch’d there, for their reception^ rhac they might not be expos'd to 
the fight of all that paft’d by* 

This kind of Devotion for rhe Dead is commonly performed in the time of 
their Omt > or Lent* 

The Am&flacfor* were again ihu day treated out of Sdicb-SeJS's Kit chin* The 
meat was brought injn fix great Copper VeiTeh unnM over^which they call Leu- 
^rtnVand the Conferves* in nine great Vefiels of Porcelain* 

The ncxrdayjche (hm treated rhem very Magnificent!y* at a Dinner he had 
provided in one of his Summer-hnufes. 

The 27- in the evening* the Governour communicated to rhe Amhaffodors 
the good news he had receiv’d from ( ban-Rfsffiaky General of the King of Ft n ‘JiaK 
Army, who had wtit to him, that the Jam^anesy being fallen into a mutiny at 
Confl anti nofle % had kill’d the Grand Signior, and impAlon'd the moll Eminent 
Miniffers of hit Court. The Perfume e.preis’d their joy thereat, by the fire¬ 
works which ihe Governour ordered to be made, as all'oby the Mu lick ,■ which 
echoed all over the Citic. The Ambafiadors did the like on their parr, with their 
great Guns,caufing them to be fired fix times over , and ordering the Trumpets 
to found, and the Drams to beat , while from the roof of their lodgings they 
could fee all the fires about cheCitie. 

The Governour was fo well pleas’d to fee that the Ambaffadors concern’d 
themfelves fo much in the publick joy, that he feat them two fiaggons of Schiras 
Wine, with a Glaffe Vcffiel, full oFSngar-candy’d, 

May the firft, we Celebrated rhe Birth-day of the Ambiffadoi Crufim , which 
was concluded at nighr with a Magnificent Supper, to which we had invired our 
Mehemeridar ftfetzefbtkj 

The 4. the Ambaffadors receiv’d a vifit from the fon of Sara-Taggty C&oeel- 
lor offtrfowbtf was come purpofdy from Ifpihan ,accompany'd by tome perfong 
of quality, to fee the Amb.fladorj, We entertain’d him with our Mufick, 
which he ftem’d to be much taken with, St treated him with a fumptuous Colla¬ 
tion, during which ,che great Guns were difcharg'd,as often as there was any 
great health drank. ' 

May 14, the Ter [tans began to Celebrate a mournfull Feflival, which they 
call Afchnvy which fignifies ten, in regard it laffs ten dayes, and begins with the 
Moon of ihe monetb Maher am. Of all the forts and Sefts of Mabumeumcs , the 

Persians 
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'PerjiZ)s~o^t\y Celebrate this Feafi,in memory of ffojl'ein ,the youngeit ion of 
Hah, whom they accomptone of their greatelt faints. Their Legends relate cf 
him , that he was kill’d in the War he was engag'd in, againft the Calif Jefcd. He 
was at full ( according to their ftory cf him) troubled with an extraordinary 
thirltj in regard they had depriv’d him of all water. Afterwards, he had feventy 
two wounds which he receiv’d by Arrows, and at lift, Senan fad anefli run him 
throu°h the body with a fword , and Scbemr Sukz,aufe». kilt'd him out-righti 
That this Feall lafis ten dayes proceeds hence, that Hojfem, having left Medina 
to °o to Kttfa, was, for ceD dayes together, purfu’d by his Enemies,who treated 
him as we related before. During all thk time, the Perftans go in mourning, 
expreife much affii&ton>fuffer notrheRafourtocome neer their heads,though, 
at other rimes they make ufeofit every day , live very fobtrly > drink no 
Wine, and content themfelves with Water. The whole Line of Ardebil was 
taken up in thefe Ceremonies and extravagant Devotions. In the day time, 
the Children and young Lads afefflbled themfelves in great companies up and 
down the flreets, carrying in their hands great Banners,at the extremities where¬ 
of there were Snakes of PaBboard winding to and fro , much Y\kz‘ Mercury s 
Caduceus. The Perfiam call ihzmEfchder. They went to the Doors of their 
Metz.it s, or M/fqueys, andcry’d one after another, jaHojfein, jaIIoffer *, that 
is, o Hojfeiq. In the evening, efptdally the three lalt dayes of the Feftival, af¬ 
ter Sun-fer, men dick alfo meet in feveral places, under Tents, with abundance 
of Torches and Lanterns, having at the tops of their Poles Orenges , as the 
Children of AUaila, Bnging, and crying out as loud as they were able, their 
ja Hojfein , and char with fuch violence, that it chang’d the colour of their 
countenances. Having fang thus about an hour, they return’d to the Cine, and 
went in Proceffion with their Banners and Torches, through the principal 
Itreets, The tenth day concluded the Devotions of the Feflival, In the morning 
there was an Oration made in honour of Hojfein, with the fame Ceremonies in a 
manner, as we had fecn at the Feftival of Aly, at Scamachte, Thefe Ceremonies 
were performed in the Court of the Me far of Schick? eft, where,, neer the Chan¬ 
cery, they had planted a Banner,which,as it is reported,was made by the daughter 
of Fatima, the daughter of Mahomet,who caus’d the Iron-work of it to be made of 
a hotf-fhooe, which had belong’d to one of the hoifes of Abas, Uncle to Mahomet 
by the Father fide,whit h Schtch Svdredm, the Ton of Schick Sefi, had brought from 
Medina to Ardebil, They fay, that this Banner Brakes ot it felf, as often * s they 
■pronouncethe name o( Hojfein, duringthe Sermon which is made in honour or 
him j and that when the Prieft makes a recital of the particulars of his death, 
how he was wounded with feventy two Arrows, and how he fell down from 
his horfe, it may be feen ftvaken by a fee ret agitation, but withall fo violent, 
that, the Itaff breaking, it falls to the ground. I muB: confeBe, I faw no fuch 
thing,but^e Perfians affirm it fo pofitivtly, that they think it mould not be 

^May 24, about noon, the Governom fent the Amballadors notice, that they 
coDcludedtheFelUval that night, and that if they would be prefenc at the t - ere " 
monies which were to be performed , they fhould be very welcome , an 
he would take ic for a great honour done him : but it -mud be wun t 
condition, that, complying with the Law of the jjfcujfult»a»s,thzy ^were not to 
expeft any Wine at the Collation he intended to treat them withall. t , 

In the doze of the evening, the Ambaffadors wenr to the Governour s raiace, 
who met them at the [freer door. And whereas the Ceremony was to oe^one 
inThe Court, they we regifle reared ro take their places on the left hand , w c 
they had prepared Sears, cover’d with Tapiftry,for them, and their Retinu.-, . 
would have been much croubled.ro fit as the Per ft tuts, do. There were * 
fore them, upon a Cloach , wherewith they had cover’d thegroun , „ 

Veflels of Porcelain, with Suger’d and Perfum’d waters, and, neer t e a^ j-, 

braffe Candlefficks, four foot high, with great Wax Candles in them, 1 

Hh 1 t-amp!*! 
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r s _ I-atrpj,fill’d vvith Kags dipp’d in Suet andNaphre. The Governour took.up 
* 0 7 < f his place at the entrance of the Court,on the right fide of the Gate, and fate 
upon the ground. Our people had Handing before them great Wooden Candle- 
Hicks, or B: anches,holding each of them twenty or thirty Wax Candles. There 
were fatten'd to the Walls thoufands of Lamps,of Plaifter, all fill’d with Suet and 
Naphte , which tatt fogreat alight, that the houfe feem*d to be all on fire. 
They had drawn ctofle the Court certain Cords whereat hung Paper-Lanthorns, 
which gave not fo full, but,without comparifon, a more pleafant light , than 
that of the Lamps and C reflet-lights. The Inhabitants of Ay ids l are dittin- 
guifh’d into five_ quarters, or profeffions,who meet each by it felf, and in- 
Perfian Potts, treac fome of their Poets, whereof there are a very great number in Per/!#, to 
write them fome Verfes, in commendation of Aly and Bo pin , and making 
choice of thofe among them who ling beft , they go and give the Governour 
a Serenade, who receives kindly, and bellows aPrefent of water fweetned with 
Sugar, on that band, which is mott excellent, either as to its invention or 
* Mufick. . 

Thefe 'Mnfcia»s being come Into the Court drew ap in fiye bands, info 
many feveral places, and prefcnced themfelves one after another before the 
Governour; but, for the fpace of two hours, they may be rather faid to cry 
out and roar, thin to fing-. after which they all came by order from the Cover- 
Hour, to make a Complement to the Ambaffadors, and wilh d them a happy 
journey, and good fucceffe in their Negotiation at the Courr. 

* In the-mean time, there were dancing at one place in the Court feven youths, 
all naked , excepting onely thofe parts which modefty would not have feen 
by all.. They called that kind of people and their bodies , from head 

• to foot, were rubb’d over with Suet andNaphte,in fo much that their black 

skins being more Alining than jet, they might very well be compar’d to fo 
• many little Devils. They had in their hands little ftones, which they knock'd 
one againff the other, and fome times-they Cmote their breatts with them, 
to expreffe their forrow for the death of Hojfein. Thefe Tz,atz>aku are poor 
boyes, who difguife themfelves in that manner, to get fome fmall matter by 
it, which is, that they are permitted, during the time of the Feaft, to beg Alms. 
, for HoJJtin’s fake. At night, they do not Lodge at their Homes, but ly in the 
attics which are brought out oiSchich-Sefts Kuchin. Some,mftead of Suet,rub 
themfelves with Vermilion, that they may make a more lively reprefentation of 
the blond of Hojfein : but, at this time, there were not any fuch, After thefe 
Ceremonies , the Governour entertain’d the Ambaffadors with noble fire¬ 
works ; which mott of the Perfians cook very ill at his hands , and thought 
it not over religioufly done of him, to give fuch Diverrifements to the Chri- 
during the time of their j4fcbur 9 which oughtto reptefent onely things con¬ 
ducing to fadneffe and affliction, , * * 

Firfrmrb. Thefe fire-works confifted of feveral very excellent and ingenious inventi¬ 
ons, as of little Cattles, Towrs, Squibs,Crackers, &c. The Cattle , to which 
they firft fee fire, was three fooi-fquare, the Walls of Paper, of all forrs of co¬ 
lours, They lighted firft feveral fmall Wax Candles about the moat of it, 
which difeover’d the figures Painted on the Paper. There came out of it Squibs 
and Crackers for an hour and a half,or better, before the Cattle it felf cook 
fire. Then they fee fire to another invention, which they call Derhttde. It was 
a kind of Saucidge, about fix Inches thick, and three foot long, catting, at firft, 

. at both ends, a (bower of fire, and afterwards feveral Squibs and little Serpents, 
which falling among the people,fee their Cotton Garments on fire; while they 
fird feveral forts of Crackers, which in the air, were turn'd to Stars aid other 
figures. They fet fi re alfo to feveral boxes ; but what we mott admir’d was a 
great kind of hre-woik,whtch was fatten’d to the ground with great Iron Chains, 
and caft out fire at the mouth, with fo dreadful! noife, that we were afraid it 
would have burft at laft, and {carter its fiery entrails among the company. This 
fire- work they call Kmshara, • There 
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There were tome, who tarry ! d Paper-Lamhoms upon long poles, which 
were alfo fill’d with fquibs and crackers .* but what diverted us mott of all was 1 ^ 3 7* 

that, out of thofe Lamhoms, there came a piece ofLinnen, which, beinWol- -- 

did together^ and ty’d up in knots, had, in each of thofe knots, feveral fquibs 
crackersand ferpenrs, which having much ado to get our, made an admirable 
fliew , by the windings which the fire made through all the folds of that piece 
of cloath. Others carried in their aprons, a certain competition , into which 
Tome chic pafs’d by let fire fall, as it were negligently , whereupon, he who car¬ 
ried ir fbaking his apron, there came out a great number of Stars, which burnt 
a long time upon the ground. 

_ Jn rhefe Fire-Works, the Prfjip.ru make ufe of white IVaphte, which is a kind 
of Pareotm: but in regard this Drugg is feldome found in Europe, there may 
be ufed, to the Tame effedt, the fpirit of Turpentine re£Hfy’d. We faw alfo, at a 
great dilhnre, in the air, certain flames, which vaniflTd as foon in a manner 
as they appear’d.. I conceive thefe flames proceeded from a certain Dtu^° 
which the Mufcovites call Plata, which is a yellow powder made of a certain 
herb, commonly found upon the ground, in the Forcils that are planted with 
Pines and Birch , and is properly called in Latin, Acanthus, in French, Branche 
urfme , in EngUfh, Bears-fm^ or Bears-britch. Every ft a Ik of this ’herb hath on 
it two Buttons, which are ripe in Auguj ? , and then the Mufcovites Ate very 
carefull to gather rhem , dry them in an Oven, beat them, and keep the powder 
which comes from them in Ox-bladders, to be fotdby the pound. It is us’d 
alfo in Medicine, as being a drier, and is adminirtred with good fuccefle in ' 

Wounds, and rlie Itch. But the Mufcovites ufe it for the moil, part in their • ’ 
Divernfemenrs, putting it intoaTin-box made like a Pyramid, into which 
they thru/^rhac end of a Torch which is nor lighted, and by that means make 
the powder come out, which being very fmall, immediately fattens on the 
flame, and is lighted , and difappears almoll at the fame time } fo that conti¬ 
nually ihrutting in the Torch, a man makes ever and anon a new flame, which 
is very lively , and makes the nobler (hew, in that ic is not accompany’d with 
any fmoke. This powder will not take fire, if it be not ftirr’d after the fore- 
faidmanner : for if ic be caft upon burning coals, or if a lighted Candleb* 
thru ft into it, it would not take fire. 

Thefe Fire- works entertain’d us fo long, that it was after mid-night ere we 
came to our Quarters, where we found not aDy thing colder than the Hearth ; 
for out of a prefumption, that the Governour would nave treated us at Supper, 
there hid been nothing provided afhomc'. 

The next day, very betimes in the Morning, before the Sun was to be feen Tkeimment 
over the Horizon j th zPcrfians made aProcellion, which was to reprefent the s/Hoffeimv- 
incermentof Hojfeth. In this Proceffion there were carried a great many E[ch~ pefenttd. 
tiers and Banners, and there were led feveral excellent Horfes and Camels, 
cover’d with blew Cloath, in y?hich were to be feen many Arrows quilted, 
as if they had been purpofely fiioc into it , reprefenting thofe which the Ene¬ 
mies had (hot at Hojfew. Upon thefe Horfes rid fo many Boyes, who had _- 

before them empty Coffins, upon which thev had call a little Straw, or Hay, 
and they reprefemed the great aftli&ton of the Children of Hojfein. U pon Tome 
of thofe Horfes» they had fet fair Turbants, Cimitars, Bows, and Quivers, full 
of Arrows. 

As foon as the Sun was up, there might be feen in the bafe-Courc, a very ^bioodydt- 
great number of men, who let themfclves Blood in the arms , in (o great quao- voi'w, 
tity, thataman would have thought there had been many Oxen kill’d chere. 

The young Lads flafh’d and cut themfelves above the Elbow , and clapping the 
Wounds with their hands , they made the Blood fpurt out all over the Arm, 
and about the Body , and in that condition they'ranup and down the City. 

.This was done in remembrance of the effufion of the innocent Blood of 
Hojfein j ( our of aperfwsfion, that, by this aftion, they expiated fome part 
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^ _ of their (ins; which perfwafion is the itronger, in a$ much as they are pre-

Ardebil dt- • As con | :e! ' n ' tn e the City of Ardebil, which the 'forks call ArAevil , and may 
feribed. be found in Maps under the name of Ardonil , ic lies in the Province of A dir* 
beitz,an, by the antic ms called Acedia Major , the chief Cities whereof are, 
Ardebil , Tabris , or Taw is, Men ague, Natfchan, Miatie, Trumi, Choi, Salmas, 

• 8ic. ArdeLU is one of the moll ancient and molt celebrious Cities of. all the 
Kingdoms , not only by teafonofthe reftdsnce which feveral Kings of Perfa 
made therd*, but alfo particularly upon this accompr, that Scich Sefi , Author 
of their Se£t> liv’d and dy’d there. Some are of opinion, that it may be con¬ 
jectur’d, from the Hiftory of Quintus Curtius , that it is the City which he calls 
Arlc/a. In this City are to be f^en the Tombs and Monuments of the Kings 
of Per/ia • and it is a place of fo great Traffiek , that it may jullly be numbred 
among the moll conliderable of all the Eaft, The Turklfb Language is much 
more common among the Inhabitants, than the Per/tan. I found the elevation 
of the Pole there i to be at thirty eight degrees, five minutes, and the longitude 
to be 3 a. degrees, 30. minutes. 

It is feated in the midft of a great Plain which is above three Leagues about, 
and compafs’d of all (ides by a high Mountain like an Amphitheatre , thehighell 
part whereof, called Sabeman, .which lies Weft-ward from the City, is alwayes 
■ cover’d with Snow. Towards the Sourh-Sourh-Weft, lies that Mountain of 
the Province of Kihu, which is 1 called Bahru. It is from thefe Mountains ic 
, ’ proceeds, that the Atr there is fometimes exrremely hot, fomerimes extremely 
cold; infomuch that even in Augufi , they begin t'o be fenfible of the incon¬ 
veniences of Aurumn, as alfo co be troubled with thofe Epidemical Difeafes, 
which reign there every year, and commonly carry away a great number of 
psrfons. Nor was our Quarters free from them. Porbefides the great number 
of fervants who fell Tick, the.Ambaffado: Brugman and our Phyfician lay In of 
a Feaver, but efpecially the latter, who was reduc’d to that lowndTe, that there 
was no hope of Life. In the greareft heat of the day , and exattly at noon, 
'there role a kind of a Whirle-wind, which fill’d the Whole City with duft ; 
but ic lafted not above an hour. The reft of the day and night is calm , which 
gave occafion to the Ter fan proverb, Saba Ardebil, Nimrtu K ardebil, that is 
fn the morning Ardebil , at noon, fall of duft." 

The air not fo Yetis it not the cold quality of the Climate, but its Situation that hinders 
warm as jelfe- the earth there to produce Wine, Melons, Citrons, Orenges, and Pomegra- 
wbere. nates, which are to be had in almoft all the other Provinces of Per ft a. Apples, 

Pears, and Peaches thrive very well there. Which is tobe underftood of the 
City it felf, and the Plain, in which it is feated : for the Air is incomparably 
more hot and more terr.perateat the foot of she Mountain ; whence it comes. 
The fertility of that, r hereabouts, you have alt forts of Fruits, and the Trees, which, in April, 
Us ful, do but begin to bud about Ardebil , were very forward at the Village of Alarn, 
at cheroot of the Mountain Bakgtt, This particular of fruits only excepted, 
the foil thereabouts is very good, as well for arble Lands as Paftures: info- 
much rhat the Plain,which is not very great, is able to maintain the Inhabitants 
of above fixty Villages, all which may tie feen from the City. Be Tides all which, 
the Revenue which is rais’d for the Kitig , from the Arabian and 7 urkifh Shep¬ 
herds, is very confiderable, by reafon of the Liberty allow’d them to feed their 
Cartel thereabouts, and to Trade therewith in thofe parts, after they have pur¬ 
chas’d the SdW/s Protection, dr embrac’d rhe Religion of the Perfians, Some 
of the Cla'ks belonging to the Farmers of the Revenue allured me, that with¬ 
in fifteen daves before, there had pa[s’d over the City-Bridge above a hundred 
thoufand Aieep, and for every (beep, they pay four Kafbeki.,'01 two pence/iW, 
for their pa ft a ra^e , and as touch when the owner fells them. This laftducyis 
0 . . called 
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called 1 xjmUnbtki i and the oc her Atjchur Elejehw , or theduty of Water and s 
Herbage, which the Turks call in one word Othbafch. I o } 7 * 

TheCityis fpmewhat, but very little, bigger than that of Scamaehte , but “ 

hath no Walls. NoHoufebut hath its Garden, fothat, feen at a diftance, ic 
feems rather a Pored,* than a City. Yet are there no other Trees about it than 
Fruit-Trees, inafmuch as'che Country producing no Wood fit for Building, 
nor indeed any for Firing, the Inhabitants are oblig’d to fupply themfelves] 
out of the Province of 7 e< 7 <«, which is fix good daies Journey dittanc from 
it. Within a League of the City, South-ward , lies a Village named ScatmfbH, 
out of which riles a little River called Bdachla. Before it comes into the City, 
ic divides it felf into t wo branches, one whereof divides the City, and the othei 
compaffes it, and is joyned again to the ocher, and fo fall together into the 
River Karaft*. It is fo apt to over-Bow in the moneth of April , when the 
Snow upon the Mountains begins to diflolve , that if the Inhabitants of the 
Plain had not the induilry toclivercitby Trenches,, whichthey make on that 
fide which is towards the City, it would drown them all. . 

Of fuch an inundation , there happened an Example in the time of Schach 
Abas, when the violence of the w..ter having broken the Dikes, over-threw in 
a moment a great number of Houfes; in regard, the Walls, being bnilt only 
of Mortarand Bricks bak’d in the Sun , there is not any able to band out a- 
gainft the lead inundation : fo that the River carried away tbeir Houfhold- 
ifuff, nay many children in their Cradles; as it had alfo neer happened at the 
time of our being there, upon the is, of April-, when there were a thou fand 
men at workday and night in making Chanels, and in,turning the River by 
means of a Trench, which was made in the Plain upon the River fide, which 
over-flow’d all the adjacent fields. The City, befides agreat number of nar- i ts n YC(t ^ ’ ■ 
row (beets, hath five very fair and broad ones, named Derwana, Tabor , ISTiar- ' 

dower, Kmihahn, and Kafirkufte: in all which they have been at the pains of 
planting both lides with Elms and Linden-Trees > tohavefome fliade againll 
the excelfive heats of the Climate, 

The Market-place, or Maydan, is large and noble, as being above three hun- lts 
dred paces in length,and a hundred and fifty in breadth, and having,on all (ides, pt acCm 
Shops fo orderly difpos’d, that no Merchandife, no Profeilion but hath ys par- 1 
ticularquarter. On the right hand as you come into it, you find, behind the 
Sepulchre oE Scinch Sef, and the latl Kings of Per fa, a Met Ad or Mofqaey,in 
which lies interred ImanSadc , or one of the Children of their twelve Saints. 

Malefaftors and Criminals may retire thither for a certain time, and thence 

eafily get to the Monument of Schich-Sefi , which is their great San&uary. As xbc Sepulchre 

you come out of the Market-place, yoii come to a place which they call Bafar, of Schich-Sefi 

where the firft thing you meet with is agreat fquate arched Building, called a SaitSitd-ry, 

Kaiferie , where arc fold all the precious Commodities of the Country, as Gold 

and Silver Brocadoes , and all forts of precious Stones, and ftlk Stuffs, As yon fyA 

come out thence, you enter, by three Gates, into fo many ftreets, covet’d"' 

over head, all befet with (hops, where are fold all forts of Commodities. . ^7 A 

There are alfo in thefe (Ireecs, feveral Caravatferas or Score-houfes, built for A 

the convenience of forein Merchants, as Turkj, Tartars, Indians, &c. Wefaw 

there alfo two Chir.efes , who had brought thither, to be fold, Porcelane, and 

fevetal things of Lacqac. 

There are alfo in the City a very great number of publick Baths, and Met* tt s Mctzidsj 
Ads, the chiefelt whereof is that which they call, Met Ad Adine, which is feated or Mofqueys. 
upon a little Hill, as it were in the midll of the City , and hath a very, fair 
Steeple. There, rhe greateft Devotions^re done, on holy dayes, and particu¬ 
larly on Friday , from which ic derive* the name. At the entrance of the Met- 
Ad, or Church, there is a Fountain, which the lace Sort* Chotz-e , otherwife 
called Mahomet Rtfa t Chancellor of Per ft a, brought to that plate , by a Chanel 
under ground, from rhe very fource , 'which is in a Mountain* above a Le*sue 
diftant from the City, South-wed ward. 
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Th e Ambaffadors Travels into 

The Sumpcuos Monuments of Schich-Scfi, and the 1 aft Kings of Perfta y are 
neer the /Medan. The Perfiatts call that place. Me jV, and Kebd-Chats, Gover- 
vernour of the G:cic did us the iavour to let us in:o them, upon Hhitfn»- 
monday. He fenc us word before hand, that, fince \ye were fo defirous 
to fee the holy Sepulchre, we mult be oblig’d to abllain from Wine that 
day, and that our Supper (hould be brought us out of SchUh-Sefls Kit- 
chin, 

The Ambaffadors went thither immediately after Dinner, attended by all 
tlieir^ Retinue, and their Guards, The Gate , at which we entred, to get into 
the full Court, is a very large one, and above it there was a great (liver Chain, 
reaching from one fide to the other, at which there hung fuch another perpen- 
dieulary in the midlc. k is a Prefent, which Aga-Chan , Governour of Mer- 
rague, had, out of Devotion, made to the holy Sepulchre. This firtt Court is 
very fpacious, and pav’d all over with broad Hones, havingon both Tides great 
Vaults, where there ate many (hops, and backwards a very fair publick Garden, 
open to all. 1 

TheGovernour, having receiv’d us in the Bafe-Court,brought us to another 
Gate, over which there was alfo a Silver-Chain like the former, and it was an 
exprellion of the Devotion of Mobmed-Chax , Governour of Kext&a. At the 
entrance of this Gate, they demanded our Arms, it being not lawfull to carry 
any, of any kind whatsoever, to the place where the Sepulchre is; in £o much 
that if a Perfum were found but with a knife about him, it would coft him his 
life. The threfliold of this Gace, as alfo of all the following Gates, was Qf white 
'Marble,and round,& notice was given us not to fet our foot upon it, but to Rep 
over it, the right footforemoft, out of this reflexion, that having been kifs’d 
by fo many Millions ofMillions of perfons, it were, as they faid, very irrational 
that ourfeecfhould propbaneit. Thence we entred into another Court, which 
was at kail as long as the firR, but much narrower,and pav’d after the fame man¬ 
ner, having vaults and Chops on both fides as the other. On the right hand, 
there came out of the Wall,by abrafs-Ccck, a fair Fountain, (the water where¬ 
of was brought a League difiance thence) that they might drink, who retir’d 
thither out of Devotion. At the end of this Court, on the right hand, we were 
fliew’d a very fair and fpacious Vault arched above, pav’d without, with green 
and blue Rones, and within,hung with Tapittry. In the midttof this Vault, 
there were two fair braffe Ca'ndlettieks with lights in them. All along the 
Walls fatefcveml PrieRs, cloath'd in white, who fung as loud as ever they 
wereable, exprefling a great humility , and an extraordinary Devotion , by a 
continual moving from one fide to the other; which motion was performed 
by ihem all at the fame time,and with the fame (haking, and chat with fo 
much exaftneffe, fhat a man would have thought they had been all fatten’d to 
the fame Cord, and chat they had been all drawn at the fame time. This 
place is called Thfchillachane , in regard Schich-Sefi retired thither every year, 
to fall, eating orely, for 40. dayes together, but one Almond a day , at lead if 
we may believe theRelations of the Perfians. Thence , we pafs’d through a 
third Gate, over which there bung alfo a Silver-Chain, bellow'd on the place, by 
AiU-Chan , Governour of Kappan, in another Court which was lefle than the 
two precedent, and pav’d all over with little fquare-ftones of feveral colours. 
We entred into the place where the Sepulchre was, by a Gate which was built 
like a great Tower, the Clappers whereof were all cover’d with plates of 
filver , and adorn’d with feveral Rings of the fame Metal, which Gate 
brought us into a great Structure. The pavement before the Gate was 
cover’d with Tapittry , to expreffe the holinefs of the place ; and we 
were told, that, for the faid reafon, it was expefled, wefhould put off our 
fivooes. 

The AmhaTador?,at firft,made fomedifficulty rorenderthar refpett, toa 
place, for which they could not have any Veneration; but perceiving, that, 

if 
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it- 7 [hey didTc nor, they would not have been permitted to go in, they at laft 
refolv’d to comply with the cullom. The Perfians , to let them know, "they did 
not any thing, that might abate ought of theii Dignity, told them, that Schach- 
Abat himfelf, when he came to fee the Sepulchre,many times, put off his fhooes 
when he was come within half a League of the Citie,and came fo far bare-foot; 
but chat they could not expert that Devotion from us. We pars’d thence into 
a very fair fpacious Gallery, hung and cover’d with Tapiftry : and afterwards, 
we emred by another Gate, cover’d with plates of Gold , into another Sump¬ 
tuous Structure which was Arch’d all about, Scbach-Abas^ being upon the 
point of his departure, into the War he was then engag’d in agatnft the Uf- 
bee/ues Tartars , made a vow, and promised, to be'ftow a Golden Gate on the 
Sepulchre of Scbicb-Scfi > at Ardcbil , and another upon I matt Rifas at Chorafan , 
if his Armies had the fuccefs he expe&ed: which vow he very religioufly per¬ 
formed, immediately upon his return , having had all the advantages over his 
Enemies that his own heart could have wifh’d. This Vault was about four fa¬ 
thom fquare, and was enlighcnedby a great number of Gold and Silver Lamps 5 
among which there were fome, above three foot Diameter. On both fides face 
twelve Hafifabns, or PcieRs, having before them, upon Desks, great books of 
Parchment, wherein were written,in Capital Arabian Characters,certain Chap¬ 
ters of the Alchoran, whkh they fung, much after the fame manner, as our 
Monks do their Vefpers, but with the fame motion as we hadobferv’d at the 
Tfchtllachane . Having gone through that Vault ,we came to another appart- 
ment> which was divided from it oneiy by a Silver Rail, though rais’d higher by 
three filver Reps, to get up into it. The Govern our, and our Interpreter Rn- 
havingkifs’d chofe Reps, he went tntoic with the Ambafsadors, who cook 
along with them four perfons of their Rerinue. This a^parrment was much 
more richly adorn’d than any of the rert, and there was at oneend oi it ano¬ 
ther place rais’d a foot from the ground , the Rails whereof were of mafsy 
Gold. It is behind that Rail or Pattitipn, that the Sepulchre of Scfach-Sefi is 
tobefeen, built of white Marble, and not of Gold, as fome have written. It 
was cover’d with Crimfon Velvet, and rais’d three foot from the ground, be¬ 
ing about nine foot in lengch , and four in breadth. From the Roof, there 
hung certain Lamps of Gold and Silver, and, on both Tides, two huge Can- 
dlefticks of mafsy Gold, in which there were fet great Wax Candles, lighted in 
the night time. 

The Door of that Golden Rail was lock’d, and though the Ambaffadors were 
very importunate to have it opened, yet could they not prevail, the Per- 
fims telling them, that the Laicks, even to the King himfelf, were not per¬ 
mitted to come within that place. In the fameappartment where we then 
were, was to be feen, on the left hand, in a particular Vault, the Sepulchre.of 
Schach Ifmael, the firff of that name ; as alfo that of Schacb-Sefi’s Wife, and 
chofe of fome other Queens of Perfta .* but we were permitted to fee no more 
of them, thin we could difeover at the meeting of the Curtains, which were 
drawn at the entrance of it: and from what we could judge thereof, there was 
nothing remarkable. There came all along after us a grave old man, who, 
with a perfuming-pot in his hand, purify’d the places , throngh which we had 
pafs*d. 

Having taken notice of all that was tobefeen inthacpla^e, we were con¬ 
duced through the fame Gallery, towards the right hand, inco another fpa¬ 
cious appartmenr, which was Arch’d all about and Gilt'; where we could not 
but admire the manner of its building, which being neer as large as a fair 
Church, was ne vert heleffe fuftain’dby theftrength of the Roof* and with¬ 
out Pillars. This Hall is called Tzenetfera, and ferves for a Library* The books 
were lay’din Drawers, fhuffled one upon another, without any tank, but o- 

therwife well enough kept. They were all Manufcripts, fome, upon I arch- 
0 r 3 j j • ment. 
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menc. others upon Piper, molt in Arai>ick.y and fome iD the Per ft ah and Tttr- 
kifh Languages, but alt excellently painted ,richly bound, and covet'd with 
Plates ofGold and Silver,carv’d,and branch'd. The books of Hiliory were 
enrich’d with feverat reprefentations in colours. In the neeches of the Vault, 
there were above three or four hundred Vefsels of Porcelane 5 fome, fo large, 
as that they contain’d above 40 quarts of Liquour, Thefe onely are ufed at 
the entertainments, which are brought from the Sepulchre, to tbs King and 
ocher great Lords, who pafs that way iforcheholinefs of that place permits 
not that they fhould make ufe of any Gold or Silver. Nay,it is reported 
of Schich-Sefi, that he, out of an exceflive humility, made ufe onely of Wooden 
Difbes. 

Thence we were brought to the Kitchin, the Door whereof was alfo cover'd 
with Plates of Silver, and all things within it were fo handfomly ordered , that 
it was not a little to be admir'd. ‘'The great Cauldrons were all fet in a tow,and 
feal’d within the Wall, along which pafs’d a Pipe, which, by divers Cocks, fup- 
ply’d all the Kitchin with water. 

The Cooks of all degrees had everyone his place,according to their functi¬ 
ons and employments. This Kitchin maintains every day above a thoufand 
perfons, accompting thofe belonging to the houfe, and the poor, among whom 
they diliribute thrice a day , Pottage, Rice, and Meat; to wit,in the morning 
at fix, at ten, and, in the after-noon, at three. The two morning-meals are 
upon the accompt Of Schieh-Sefi-, whoi to that end, lay’d a foundation of fif¬ 
ty Crowns per diem ; and the third is an Aims bellow'd chere, by order from 
the King oiPerfa. Befides thefe, there are fo many Alms di/lribured there up¬ 
on the accompt of private perfons, that there is nor onely enough ro main¬ 
tain the poor, but there is much over and above, which is fold to thofe who 
areafbam’d to beg. At the rime of thefe meals or di(lributions,they found two 
Timbrels, which, as theyfay, were brought from Medina, with the Banner of 
Fatima, by Schach Stdrtiln t „ 

Going out of the Kitchin,we entred into a very fair Garden,where we faw the 
Sepulchres of Salthan Aider , Schdeh-Tar&M , and fevetal other Kings of Per- 
ftk , which were in the open air, and without any thing over them, but a 
ftnooth ftone. The principal Lords , whofe Sepulchres ate to be Icen in this 
Mefchaich, are,

Sckicii-Stdredi* ordered his Sepulchre to be built, after the death of his Fa¬ 
ther, by an Architect, whom be had brought along with him.from Medina , and 
accordin'* to a Model which he drew of it himfelf by Miraele(for th tPerfians af¬ 
firm, that both he and his Father wrought many! which was, that having com¬ 
manded the Architeft to {hut his eyes, he ravilVd him into an extafie, du¬ 
ring which, he gave him a Tight of the Model, according to which he would 
have that Structure’ built, and according to which it was afterwards done.

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Schich-Tiftnid , adding [hereto the great Court, and feveral Houfes, augmented - 
it f 0 as that now it Teems a very noble and fpacious Caiile , whirher^there comes 1 ® 5 7 * 
every dayfo great a number of perfons, to Difcourfe, or Walk, that there are ' 
few Princes Courcs where there are more Teen. The foundations of feveral 
Kings, its vaft Revenues, and the Prefects which are daily made thereto, do fo 
augment the Wealth of it, that fome conceive, its Treafure amounts to many • 
Millions of Gold , and that, in cafe of necelfity, th\iMefar might raife ina 
maintain a very powerfull Army, and that it would furnifh more ready Money 
than the King could himfelf. Beiides the Farms and Dairies which depend on 
it, ic hath within the City of Ardebil two hundred Houfes, nine pnblick Baths, 
eight Caravanferas, or Score-houfes, chat great Vault, which is called the 
Kaifrie , all the Meydan , with its Vaults and Shops, a hundred other Shops in 
the Bafar, and the Market-places, where Cattel, Wheat,Salt, and Oyl are 
fold. The , or Regracers and Hucksters, and chofe who fell Com¬ 

modities in open Market , having neichec Shops, nor Stalls, pay certain duties 
thereto. It is poli'efs’d, about Ardebil » of thirty three Towns or Villages ; 
and in the Province of Serab, of fiv& Villages. In the City of Tmris, it hath 
fixcy Houfes and a hundred Shops, and two Villages without the City ; feve- 
ral Caravanferas and Baths, in the City of Cafmtt , as alfoin che Provinces o£ 

Kllan and Aftara. The duties of Abfchur and Elefchur, in the Province of Mo- 
kan belong to it, and one moiety of thofe of Chalchat, Kermermb, and Hafcb- 
ttruth, not accompting what the Tartars and Indians, who makeprofetfion of 
the Pcrfian Religion, fend thither, nor the Prefects, which ate b'ougbr from all 
parts, ioconfequence of the Vows, which they are wont to make, in great 
Journeys, iD their Sicknefs, nay indeed in any bufinefs of Impo'tance, which 
they very Religion fly perform. Befidesall thefe, there are fo many Gifts, Do¬ 
nations, and Legacies made to ic, that there pafTes not a day, but a man fliall 
feegoing thither Horfes, Afles, Camels, Sheep, Money, and other things. All 
thefe things are receiv’d by two Perfons, who are oblig’d by an Curb to be 
faithfull to that facred place, and they are called Neftan^chan, from the word 
JVefnr, which fignifies a Vow , and they have an allowance out of the revenue 
of a fair Village, which is within half a League of the City, called Sstlranabatb .* 
which was granted by Schich Ifmael , to that purpofe. Thefe Commiflaries are ^rnffahs 
every day in an apartment on the left hand, as a man goes into the Metz>td j tt tberectptitd 
Tullachane, and are fee on both fidesof a Chell or Box, cover’d with aim [on of the profits. 
Velvet, into which they put the Money chat is brought them, as they do alfo 
that which arifesby the fale of thofe Horfes, Camels and Affes, which are be¬ 
llow’d on the Sepulchre : for the Oxen and Sheep are kill’d , and diftnbuted 
among the poor. They give thofe who bring them a finall Prerent, which is^a 
handful! of Annifeed ; and they are given to underftand thereby , that tneic 
Souls fliall enjoy ferenity andbliffein che other World. 

They alfo give the Pilgrims who come thither to do their Devotions, a Cer¬ 
tificate of their being there, and of the Prayers they faid there ; whichferves 
not only foraTeftimony of the profeflion of their Religion, but alfo for* 
protection againft feveral difgtaces and misfortunes, nay, which is more, for 
thefavingof their Lives. Accordingly , our Interprerer Ruftam, Having re* 
folv’d to leave us, and fearing what might follow uponthe complaint which 
the Ambafladors fhould make to the King of him , rook three authentic!: Co¬ 
pies of fuch a Certificate, whereof two were found among his Cloaths, after h} s 
departure, and prefented, at our return, by the AmbafTador Cruft **, to rus 
Highnefs of Holftein , in whofe Library, they are ftill to be teen. _ . 

The Perftans call thefe Certificates Sharctnams , and they are g" lv ^o 5 not 
here, at the Sepulchre of Sclvch Sft, but alfo at Mefchet , 'at chat of I*»‘•}*■> 
and thefe latter are as efficacious, and havethe fame authority as tne former. 

Now that it may be underffood how thefe Certificates are able to fave the Lives, 
either of a Malefa&or, or a Perfon fallen into difgrace at the Coarc, i *, g 
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f > , - h£re allege an Example of k. Noc long before the time of our Travetls into 
? i *_ thofe parts, it happened, that 'Tx.irrd-Chan , who was a perfon of quality, and 
one To highly in favour with Schich-Scf ., that he concluded a Marriage between 
him and one of the Ladies of his Seraglio , coming one day fomewhac late to 
• Dinner, the King ask’d him the rcafon of it 9 and laid to him, fmiling, that it 
mult needs be the cateffes of his new Married Wife, kept himawiyfo long. 
Tbs confidence He had the boidnefle to makeanfwer, that bis Majefty had nor mifs’d the mark 
rfafsvturitt. mnch , that indeed he had been dallying with a Woman, but that if had been 
with the Wife of ^ga/i-Bcg, who was then hi the room, and difcharg’d the 
Office of Steward'■, when j *.irra-Cha» told the lory. The King was fo (tartled 
at that in Colt nee, r hat, blufliing out of vexation and fhame together, he knew 
not’how to lift up his eyes, to look on either of them : which T^irra-Cban 
obfeiving, and inferring thence, that he had'faid too much, rofefrom Table, 
and vvenc to his own Houfe. As loon as vht King had t aken notice of his de¬ 
parture, he calL*d Agaft^ and laid to him, ** Thon haft ieeo, Agaji t after what 
** manner Tzirra, nor thinking it enough to have dishonour’d thy Houfe, mud 
“ needs make oiicDcation of his lewdnetfc* and ;eptoach thee with thy infamy, 
"and have the confidence to doit in my prefence; Go thywayes, and bring 
tc me his Head/ 4 Agaf obey’d, and went his way; but about Tome two hours 
after, the Kipgmudn wondringco find that Agafi was not return’d, fends after 
him, to know what was become of him. The King had this accompt brought 
him, that Txfrra and Agafi had been found, like very good friends, making 
merry aDd drinking together. Whereupon, the King notable toforbea- laugh- 
ingi cries out, ja Kunttmfal^y O the poor Cuckold: but immediately after, re- 
fledting on their procedure, and imagining, that it was a joync defign between 
them to pur the affront upon him, and that they laugh'd at him in theic ileeves ; 
■•‘lh^ CnCC ‘ !t ~ l ie Commanded Altcult-Chan , Brother to Rafiany Chan of Taarisy Divanheg y 
"* ;j £ ’ or Judge of the Province, to go and fetch both their Heads. In the mean time, 
Agaji , coming to hitnfdf, and considering that the King never jailed In things 
of chat nature, and that, he might well come to repent his negle& in executing 
his Com million , took leave of the company and withdrew ; but Tz,!rra, con¬ 
fident of Lhe King's favour, andprefuming on the familiarity there had been 
between them, was fo imprudent as to flay,as it vflereexpefting the effe&s of 
his Prince’s Indignation, and had his Head cut off, Agafy making his advantage 
of Tx.irra$ Death , went in the mean .time to the Sepulchre of I man Rifa s 
whence he brought one of thofe Certificates, wherewith. Come moneths after, 
he ptefemed himfelf before the King; who , perceiving him coming at a di¬ 
fiance, could not forbear Laughing, and faid to him, "I commend thee for 
"thy wit, my honed kind-hearted Cuckold, go thy wayes, I pardon thee for 
** I man Rifat fake; come > kiffemy foot." Thus did this Si jarct name ot Cer¬ 
tificate, fave Agaji 8el£s his Life, who was afterwards entertain’d again into 
the Sc hack's fervice, not indeed in the quality of Steward, but only as a Gentle¬ 
man belonging to his Chamber. 

_ Yet is it not to be thought, but that thefe Secretaries, of whom fuch Cer¬ 
tificates are obtained , are guilty of frauds and connivances in the difpofal of 
them, by delivering them figned and fealed, with blanks to put in the names of 
fuch as may have occafionfor them ; as maybe feenbythe Copy which is in 
his Highnefs’s Library at Gottorp. Of Schich-Sefi, bis Life, and Miracles , we 
Avail give an accompt hereafter, when we come to treat of the Religion of the 
PerftaHS. 

anther Sai?tt*s In the fame Village of K ether an \ about a League and a half from Ardeki/, 
Seviticb/e, there is another’fumptuous Sepulchre , built in honour of Seid Tfebraily the 
Father of Schich-Sef. He was a poor Peafant, who not able to pretend to any 
thing particular, which might dillinguifii him-from the other inhabitants of 
the place, had alfo his Buriall common with them. But Sedndin , finding the 
reputation of his Father’s Sanftity fo well eftablifli’d, that it was become in a 

manner 
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manner Hereditary id his Peclon , would needs have it return backwards to his ^ 
Grandfather , and, ro that end, caus’d his Relicks to be uncover'd, and ho- 1 ° 3 7 
DOtir’d rhfiiii with a Sepulchre , at the place where tt is now ro be feen. Some 
affirm, th«u in die fame Tomb are kept the .bones of Seid Sala, and Seid Kad~ 
bedin. Father and Grand-father of Tz,draU: but others would have ail the 
honour done to Seid Tjsbrail alone. And it is posfible they may be all mil taken, 
it'being very hard, that, after To many years, their bones and afhes could be 
diHinguifh’d from thofe of fo many others. 

The Tomb it felf Hood in the midft of a large Garden, and was built abfo- T ; )e rombde- 
lately round, rais’d ten Heps from the ground, adorn’d all about with glalie of fctibed. 
all forts of Colours, which are preferv’d by Iron-grates, and had in the midft 
of its Roof, a great round Tower, built of blew and greenStones. Thofe of 
our retinue, who weredelirous togointoit, were forc'd to leave their Shooes 
and Boots at the door, as alfo their Swords and their Canes. The building, 
within was of admirable Architecture, The Roof, which was Azure Gilr, was 
joytfdby Bowing-pillars, throughwhich chelight came in. The floor wis co¬ 
ver'd witluhe riche!! kind of Tapthry, and the Walls, which were open of all 
tides, had in them other little Partitions, or Vaults, where they taughr Children 
to read and ting the A Ichor an , fo to enable them, in time, to become Haftfans, 
or Guardians of that holy Sepulchre. We found here and there, upon tittle 
feats, Books lying open, in order to the Gnging of their Service, after the fame 
manner as we had feen at the Sepul chre of Scbich-Sefi. The Tomb was about a 
man’s height, and an Ell and a half in bread:h, of Joyners work , all the jun¬ 
ctures being dpne over with little places of Copper, and all cover’d with a piece 
of green Velvet. ..Over the Tomb hung four Lamps, whereof two were of 
Gold, rhe other two of Silver, which two Tz,iragts-Chihan 9 or Snuffers, were 
oblig'd to light a: the cloze of the Evening, and to keep in all Night, Over 
againft the Tomb, there was a little Chapel, kept for the Sepulture of feverat 
ocher perfons of the fame Family of Schich-Sefi. 

From the fanftity of the place, ^proceeds, that the Chan of Ardelll , admi- The Governor 
miters an Oar h to the Religious me*n of the place, for their fidelity thereto, °f Ardcbil arf. 
as well as their allegiance to the King, as being oblig’d joym.ly r.o ferve that t f£ Re . 

Holy Sepulchre and the King; whence it may be inferr’d, he hatha certain tipontmet b\- 
fpiruual junfdiction as welt as the temporal. As a privilege whereof, as alfo lo sing to i be 
upon the accompt of the Situation of hi.s City, which is no Fronrier, and con- Scfutcbrc. 
fequently not fubjeft ro the invafion of the Tiar^j .rhe Governour is freed of 
the charge of maintaining that number of Soldiers, which the order Gover- 
nours are oblig'd to raife and keep, out of the Revenue of their Govern* 
menrs. . * 

His Reeinnewas very well ordered, not exceeding fifty Perfons, to whom 
his own Temperate Life ferv’d for an Example. He creared us three ievenl 
times, but was guilty of no exceffe, and feem'd to be very cernpcrftce in all 
things, fave that he took abundance of Tobacco , Hi king it through a pipe 
of Cane which was put into a glaffe of Water, according to the Per (tan mode, 
and drunk very mnch Cahwa, or Coffee f to moderate in inrurretftions oi the Cod- 
piece. 

What Is moft remarkable about Ardebil , is the fources of Medicinal waters. Medicinal w.i- 
whereof there is a great number, and of feveral forts , whether in orderyo tat. 

Health, or Diverrifemenr, to which the Chan., or Governour, profer’d to bring 
us, and would have done it, had not the Ambaflador*s indifpofition, who was 
then (ick, prevented him, , 

What we can fay of them upon rhe relations of the Perjlans , is, that, at'the 
foot of the Mountain Sebelan, there is a fource called Serdebe 9 over which 
Su/fakar-Chan, whom we mention’d before, built a fpscious_ Vaulted apart¬ 
ment. Its water, which is almoft lake-warm, and as dear as it is poffible water 
can be, makes a very pleafanc Bath, , ^ 
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, Tiiree Leagues Ehence,on the right fide of the fame Mountain, there is ano- 
. therfource, the waters whereof are ib Sulphureous and fo corrupt, that they in- 
fedt all the circumambient air. It is excellent good for the Itch, upon which 
accompt it is called Abcotur , a word which in the Per fan Language fwnifies that 
difeafe, ° ° B 

Out of the fame Mountain, but from another part of it, there arife three 
other Springs of hot or boyling water, calle'd ATetil i JDattdaH, aDd Randan, The 
iiril rifes out ci a little Hill, between two fources of cold water. Daudau hath 
alio not farfrom it a cold Spring, the water whereof is us’d to allay the con¬ 
trary qualities, by the mixture of their waters, which are brought by federal 
Conduits into the publitk Baths. Dandau is admirable for the feveral effects it 
produces, being fometimes very wholfom ,fometimes of noufe at all. To 
know when it may be us'd vvirh fuccelfe, they have this cbfervation, that 
there may be feen in the water Serpents , which have on their heads other 
little white Serpents , fet round about them like a Crown, When there are 
none of thefe to be feen in it ,the water hath no ver«ie,fo that it is to no pur- 
pofe to bath in it. r 

About half a League from theCitie, upon the right fide of the High-way, 
thereis a Pond, or rat her aftanding Pool,called Scherliol, which is cover’d all 
over with great pieces of Salt-Peterand Salt,as with a cruft of Ice, whither fuch 
as are troubled with the Itch, go and baththemfelves. 

Having llay’d two full moneths at Ardeljt, the firft of June, came thither a 
A 4 ehenmr.d&\ named Abafcu/l-Beg , with orders from the King for our immediate 
departure thence, he being charg’d to bring us within fix weeks to the Court, 
where he faid the Amballadors were with much impatience expected. But beiDg 
himfelf an ancient man, and consequently not fit to be over*earneft in travel¬ 
ling, be left with us his fon, whole care it was to conduft us to Jfpahan. Thefe 
new orders oblig’d Net reef beg , who had been our Mchemandar from Scamachle, 
to cake leave of us. We requited, in fome meafure, his civilities towards 
us, with a Prefeptof four pair of Sables, five Ells of a dark grey Cloach, four 
Ells of green Satin, the like quantity of blew Satin of Gema, and four bottles 
of Aquavits, 

Auafculi did all that lay in his power to haRen our departure, and was fo ear- 
neftrofind us all neceffary conveniences, that he caus’d the Hotfes and Ca¬ 
mels to be brought to the very Doors of our Lodgings , the more to oblige us 
to fend away the Baggage. But the Ambaffado: Brngman , who was refolv 5 d to 
have the brafle-pieces, which we had kept till then, brought away along with 
us, would needs, in defiance of all perfwafion to the contrary, have Carriages 
made for t hem. Which to fatisfie him in, the Mthemandar was forc’d to make 
ufe of certain Trees, which were an Ornament to the Citie , after many remon- 
ftrances, of the impotfibility which he told us we fhould meet with by the way, 
to draw Arrillery after us. Sothar we found ourfelvesinfenfibly engag’d to 
make a longer flay there than we expefted ; for, though they us’d all poflible di¬ 
ligence to make the faid Carriages, yet was our journey put oft for eight dayes 
longer. 

Atjaft, all things being ready, there was-fenr ro the Chan three pair of the 
beft kind of Sables, whereof the Per flans make very great account, a ftriking- 
Clock, aCheft , or Cellar, containing twelve bottles of Ros foils, and two pi- 
£ures, done by our own Painter, reprefenting a psrfon of quality and a Lady, 
drefs’d after the French mode. He fent back to the AmbaiTadors, each of them 
an excellent Horfe, with their Bridles and Sadies, fet out with Silver-plates, 
two pieces of Satin, one red, the other blew , one piece of Gold and Silver 
Brocado,one piece of Cotton-fluff, with flowers of Silk, and a piece of Cufliion 
Canvas, with flowers of Gold and Silver. 

June io. the Mthemandm' brought a hundred and fixry Horfes, and twelve 
Camels, as well for the Baggage, as the fix pieces of Artillery. The next day, we 
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feoc away both, and on the 12. follow*^ out i'clves. The AmbafTador Bragman 

who was yet weak, though recover’d of his Feaver, was carried in a Horf.Lutef > 1 6 3 7, 

and weoc away about five in the morning , attended by chircy perfons of our-“ 

Retinue. Moll of the Inhabitants, who had had no notice of our departure, 
and had never feen any litter before, finding it covet’d with Cloath, and com- 
pafs’d by menonhorf*back , imagin’d we were going to celebrate fome Fefiival 
in the Countrey, and that the Litter carried themytteries of our Religion. 

The AmbafTador Crufim went away about eight, with the reft of the Retinue.' 

KelbeU-Cban was gone before to a Garden,without the Citie, expefticg the Am- 
bafsadors, that he might take leave of them,it being not their cuftom, no more 
thin it is in Tome other places, to conduft Strangers at their departure > with 
the fame Ceremonies as they had receiv'd them,wit hall, it being, accordin'* td 
their perTwalioh, an incivility,to bring fueh at they had before kindly enter¬ 
tain’d, out of their Lodgings. Accordingly, after we had traveled about a 
League, we met him In the fields, and with him a Suit ban oiTabris 3 who being 
Matfhal in the Per Jim Army, had about him a confide table number of people, 
who were all cover’d with Tygres and Lynx's skins , and by their counte¬ 
nances difcover’d the quality of their Matter. The Governour carried the 
Ambafsadot Crufim into th zOttakj, or Huts of the Tartarian (hepberds , not 
much out of the High way, whither he had brought abundance of cold Meat, 

Fruits, and Conferves. 

Having taken leave of him, we profecuced our journey, over a high and crag- The Chan 
gy Mountain, till we came to the Village of Bufnm, which lies in a bottom, four to%uBuhe of 
Leagues from Ardebit. There we over-rook our Baggage and our Artillery; tl}e 
but the Wheels of the Carriages were fo fpent, that the Ambaffador Bragmau do,s ' 
was, with much ado, pe.fwaded, that it were more convenient to leave the fix 
greater Pieces there, upon the promife made by the Mehemaridar, that he would 
get an order from the King to the Governour of Ardeb\l % to have them fent af¬ 
ter us, and to that end, be took the bore and fize of them. "We took along with 
us the two little btaffe Pieces) weighing each of them 300. weight,and R>nr mur- .* * *» 
thering Pieces. . ■ 

June the 1 ?. we continu'd out journey, through very bad way, and over 
Mountains with fuch dreadfull precipices, that not thinking it Cafe to rruft the 
Beads with the Litter, wherein the AmbafTador Brugman lay, we had it carried 
by men. IntheVallies, we found many great Villages and Huts, and excel¬ 
lent Meadows, all cover’d with fair Cartel. Having cravell’d five Leagues, or 
better rhar day, we came at night to a Village called Sengoa, where we found a 
Meliks, or Receiver general of the whtle Province oiChalcaly which begins ar The province of 
that Village, and reaches as far as the River Kiftlofeln. His name was Baindur % Clulcai* 
and he had fucceeded his Father in that-employment, who had been fo much 
in favour with Schach-Abas 3 chat with one of the Women of his Seraglio , whom 
he married, he gave him two or three great Lordfhips. 

Thei4. our way lay ftill over high Mountains, yet in our way, we pafs’d The corruption 
through three Villages,where our nor, according to his co- oftbePetb an 

ftom, co take up Horfes, prerending they were for us, chat the Countrey people 
might be oblig’d to redeem them. Having traveli’d four farfangs 3 or leagues, 
we came into a very pteafanc Valley, where we Lodg’d neer a delightfull Spring. 

And whereas we had Tome oecafion to (lay there till the next day at noon, I had 
theleafureto obfervethe height of the Sun there, afljfoond,that we were ac 
Thirty {even degrees,and twenty minutes of the Line. In this place , we faw 
green GrafTe-Hoppers, which were above three Inches in length , and one and a Greffe-bepperf. 
half in compafie. 

The 1$. prefently after Dinner, we fet forward on our journey, and the Am- 
baffador Brugman finding himfelf a little more hearty, got on H^rf back with 
the reft. Before we came to the dreadfull Mountain T ‘atfriu> which the Per ft am 
call Perdelif t we came to a bottom, which prefented it felf to o.ur view like an 
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Abyfs. We were two honrsin getting dowD to it, and above three in getting 
out of it, though between thepointsof the Mountains,there feem’d not to 
be half a League difiance. It is a moil dangerous pafsage for Travellers „ who 
are oblig’d to come in Itrong parties, for fear of falling into the hands of Rob¬ 
bers, who difcover, at a diftance, the number of pafsengersj and accordingly judge 
whether they can engage them, or mult let them alone. 

There runs throughthe bottom the River Ki/ilofei^ which falls into it through 
Rods and. Precipices, with an inconeeiveable fwifrnefs, and a noife that 
Runs the pafsengers. 1 he waters of it are whitifti; whence it comes chat in 
the Province of Kilan t where it falls into the CafpimSsa, it is, in Talifman, cal¬ 
led Jfperuth. Schach-'lamat built a very fair Bridge over it, of Brick, contain¬ 
ing nine Arches. The way was planted on both Tides with wild Almond-Trees, 
Cyprcfs.and 6>wr-Trees. Having crofs'd the River, we came to the Afcent, 
which was very fieepy, though it wenrftill winding till it came to the top of 
the Mountain , andic was 16 hard toget up, that to advance ought, we were 
.many rimes forc’d to flep up as if we got up a pair of Rairs: having in the mean 
time on our left hand, Precipices ana Abylses fo dreadfull to look on, that the 
Mule nf a Afufcovlan Ambafsador falling down there, was never after feen or 
heardof: infomuch that thinking it not fafe to ride it up , we alighted, and led 
our Hotfes. 

By that time we were got to the top of the Mountain it was night, and that To 
dark, that we loft our way, in the abfence of our Mehtmaniar , who had flay’d 
behind in fome Villages in the bottom. We were gotreninto very dangerous 
wayer, and went Hill a-foor, though the trouble we had been at, (which had 
put us all into a fvveat) wearinefs, and the cold, which beat into out faces, 
might well have prevail’d with us to make ufe of our Horfes. We were three 
whole hours, ere we overcame the darknefs of the night, and all other imagi¬ 
nable inconveniences; but at fail about midnight, we got to the Village of 
Keixtze, four Leagues from our Lift Lodging. We (tay’d there all the next day, 
as well in expe&adoo of our Mehemaxdar , and to give our Horfes a little reft, 
as to refrefh out felves, after the precedent day’s wearinelTe, with the Diver- 
tifement, which Wine, out Mufick, and the noife of out Artillery could afford 
us. We intended to give our Mehematidar a fnarp reprehenfion, and reproach 
him with his negligence; but he foon flopp’d our mouths, telling us, that he 
could not but acknowledge himfelf oblig’d by his charge, to wait on the Ambaf- 
fadoi g, and that he Chou Id not have negle&ed their fervice ; but that he had 
not the heart to hear the injurious , and blafphemous expreffions, which 
fell every foot from the Ambafsador BAtgmatt, which yet Ihould not hinder him 
from taking order,thse we fhouldbe plentifully fupply’d with Provifrons; where¬ 
in. to give him his due, he failed not, and contributed much to the good Cheer 
we made that day. 

The 17. we left Keint^e, after the mid-day’s great heat was a little over: 
but out Mebe/tsandar , in Read of Conducing us along the High-way, made us 
turn on the right flirt'd, and Lodg’d us in a Village, called Hatz,imlr, feated in 
a bottom, which was, of all Tides, encompafs’d with Rocks. The Mellk^t or Re¬ 
ceiver of the place, treated us with certain Bafips. of fruit, Apricocks and 
Grapes, which were not fully ripe, and a fack of wine, wherewith we made a 
Collation, which ferv’d us for a Supper: for our Cook, prefuming we fhould 
have kept the High-way, was gone before us with all theProvifions.. 

June 18. we got on Horf-back after Sermon, and Dinner, marching after the 
rate of a full trot, between two very fteepy Hills, and we came about midnight 
to the Village of Kamabl, which is two Leagues or better out of the High-way, 
and fix from our la$ Lodging, and we were Lodg’d in feveral houfes, fcartered 
np and down, upon three Hills. They bad taken up for the Ambafsadors a great 
unfnrninvd houfe, at the entrance of the Village; but finding there was no con¬ 
venience at all for them, they refus’d to Lodge there, and having left two of 
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their Guard upon the Avenues of the Village, to give an'ac ompr or them to £ ' 
the reft of the Retinue, they took up other Lodgings, and we after their ex- 1 ^ $ 7 »_ 
am pie, though the Countrey- people , who were lurprix’datour unexpe&ed ar¬ 
rival, and could not fo foon get their Wives and Daughters out of the way, 
deny’d us entrance, and put us to the neceffity ol taking up Quarters by force, 
half-dead as we were with cold, andfpent with hard travelling. But we were 
hardly laid down, hoping to reft our ielves\he remainder of that night, when 
our Trumpet founding to Hotfe , made us get out of out beds, to fee what the 
matter fhonld be. Being come to the Trumpetter, hsbrought’us to the Am- r^Pcrfians 
baiTadors Lodgings , where we underftood, that twenty Perfums of the fame fee upon the * 
Village, all Hors’d, had fet upon, abus’d, and difarm’d the Guard which the Am- \Amuafiidars 
biflaaots had left upon the Avenues of the Village, and that they had kill’d G,farel . 
them, if our Steward, with the Mafcovian Interpreter, who, by reafon of his fick- 
nefs, had not been able to follow us, had not come up to their relief, and made 
the Perftans draw back, fearing there might be others coming after them. There 
was a Lieutenant with twenty Musketteers commanded cut, to clear the Kigh- 
wayesall about, and all the Retinue were Lodg’d as user as could be to the Am- 
ba/liidors. 

The 19. we continu’d in the fame place, where we caus’d Tents to be pitch’d; 

Here our Secretary fell Tick of a burning Fewer. 

The next day, being the 20. we departed thence about two in the morning* 
and march’d all the fore-noon, which was extremely hoc, through a vaft Plain,- 
where we faw onely barren and heathy grounds. About noon we came to the rheChieof 
little Cicie of Senkem , fix Leagues from Camabl. This Cicie is not enclos’d with senkau, 
a Wall, but is otherwife fnfficiently well built. Within half a League of 
the Citie , we receiv'd, from the Governor of Sjtltkame , who was then in 
the Citie, a Prefent of certain Difties of Apricocks and Cowcumbers, which 
were a great refrelhment to us, in that exceflive heat and fultrinefte of wea¬ 
ther. 

At the extremity of the Suburbs we were met by thirty perform on Horf-back, 
well mounted, who receiv’d us in the name of the Governour of iS»/rfo«Hf,whofe 
name was Sewlndac Sulchan. AmongthefeGentlemen there wasone, who, though ^Har/Sasfes* 
he had neither hands nor feet, yet made a (hire to guide his Horfe, with as much bad wither 
skill as any of the reft. He was fon to one of the principal Inhabitants of the Ci- bands nerfeet, 
tic, who had been heretofore much in favour with Schach-Abas , the Grand¬ 
father of Schach-Sefi, for his Poems, and other excellent Productions ofhislln- 
derftanding; upon the accompt whereof, he was fo well refpefted at Court, 
pcii.it the King not onely granted him the life of his fon, who for fome Crimes 
had deferv’d death, but would alfocontinue.him in his favour> contrary to 
rbe cuftom of the Countrey , according to which all the relations of a Male- 
fafror,or unfortunate per fon , participate of his difgrace or misfortune. The 
young man had been guilcy of ftrange debauches and extravagances, even totne 
Ravifhing of Maids and Women in their houfes, fo often reiterated, that they 
becam: at laft infupportable ; fo that the Scbach ordered him to hive his hands 
and feet cut off, and caus’d the (lumps of his arms and legs tobe thruft mtoboyl- 
ing Burce r ,to ftop the bloud. He bad wooden hands, crooked at the extremities, 
wherewith h&made a fhift to hold his Bridle. _ f 

The Citie of Senk an was heretofore of a confiderablebignefs * and famous tor senkan nW 
its Trading, before Tamerlane deftroyed it t but what reduc’d it to the condition flroye y a* 
it is in now, is the Turk., who hath raken and plunderd it feveral times. *^ e 11161 ne * 
there fome very handfom houfes in it, andrhofe well furnilh’d, in which vve 
vvereenterrain’d with much civility, and our fide people extremely vvel1 a< ;" 
commodated. The Sttlthan came ro vifir the Ambafsadors itumediaoely after tneir 
arrival, and made his excufes that he had not met them ; which was upon t 1 
Icore, tha: having been wounded in rhe fiioulder at the fiege of Eraan , an t 
wound being lately opened, hecould not have waited onus in perlon. 
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fcm co him our Phylician and Surgeon , who drefs’d him ; which he look’d on 
16 3 7 *„ as fo g r eat a kindneffe, that he thought it not requital enough to fend us a 
P re fern of feveral excellent Fruits, but he alfo doubled the ordinary allowance 
of our Provifions. 

All about this City , there are only Barren and Sandy grounds, which bring 
forth only Briars of about the height of a mans hand. 
jl bimh of About half a League from it, tfiere maybe feen a branch of the Mountain 
Mount Taurus. Taurm* which they call Pejder Pei-amber , and reaches from North to South, 
towards Kurdefthan* where may be feen, as they affirm, the Sepulchre of one 
of their moll ancient Prophets, from whom the Mountain derives its name. 'Ac 
the foot of this Mountain there is a very pleafant Valley, which is checquer’d 
up and down with a great number of Villages, 

June 21. having Bay’d till the great Heat were over, we left Senks r» after 
Sun-fee, taking our way, by Moon-light, through a Plain of fix Leagues, at 
Sulthmie, the end whereof we came, with the Sun-riling, to Sulthanie, h had been fo 
calm and cold in the Night, that we had hardly the ufeof our Limbs, fo that 
we had much ado to alight. This hidden change, from extreme cold, to the 
ex« effive hvarsof the next day, occafion’d the falling lick of fifteen perfonsof 
our rer inns at the fame time, all of a violent burning Feaver, the fits whereof 
were vry frequent , accompany’d with a benum’dneiTe of all the Members: 
but that misfortune hiodred not but that they were fet on Horfe-back, and 
rh'/ugh to avoid the hears of the day, we afrerwards travell’d only by night, yet 
were they fofar from over-mal'ering their former wearinefs, that they were 
bought lower and lower. Two of our Guards took occailon co fall oat at 
this place, and fought a Duel, wherein one of the two, who was a Scotch¬ 
man, named Thomas Craig , vvts run into the -Lights, near the Heart, of which 
Wound he lay long /Ick, bur at la; f was Cur’d. 

its fitmion Asto rfie City of Sakhawit , it lies at eighty four degrees,five minutes Longi- 

1 1 * tude, and at thirty fix detitees, thirty mmut.es Latitude, inafpacious Plain, . 

which is nor, as M*. t&trtfigf* writes, enennpafs’d of all fides wkhaoreac 
Mountrtn-. hut it hath indeed on both fides , efpecially ou the right hand, the 
Mounrain of Keider. .It makes a great (how at a diltance, by reafon of fome 
very fumptuous StruSures, and a great no .met of Steeples, and great Pillars, 
which dazleihe eye on the ont-fidc ; but within it is in a manner defolace, and 
when a mm comes near it, he finds the Walls almoff even with the ground. 

It was heretofore one of the greateft, and noblett Cities of all Perfia , being 
above half a League in length, as may be yet feen by the marks upon the way 
of Hamedan* half a League or better from the City, in a gate which hath belong 
gingtoic aTower, which tome affirm was heretofore part of the City Walls. 
Mitt by Cho- Suirhan Mahomet Chodabende , having joyn’d to his other Territories fome pare 
dabende. of the Indies* as alfo of the Ufbeqaes* and 7 built it out of the ruins of the 
antient City of Tigramcerta , and made it the feat of his Empire, from whom 
it derives the name of Sulthama: inafmuch as heretofore, the Kings of Perfia 
were not called Schacbs , as they are now, but they affum’d the quality of SuU 
than* 3$ the Grand Seigneur does. Chot^a Ref chid , King of Perfia , whom Jos, 
BarL&Hs calls Giaafam , deffroy'd fome part of the City of Salt ham a, upon a 
TlebeUion of the Inhabitants, and what he had left, T amber ia-e made an end 
of. We faw there rhe ruins of a very fair Caftle , which had ferv’d the King for 
a Palace, andrheCiryfora Cirradel, there being yec Banding fome part of its 
Walls, all built of'fquare pieces of free-ftone, and adorn’d with a great num¬ 
ber of quadrangular Towers. The nnbleft Building in it, or Eaters #, is rhe 
Metz.id, or MY* where is ro be feen the Sepulchre of Mahttmed Chodabende. 

It hath three gates, very much higher than thofe of Sc. Markj at P'entce, and 
are not of Braffe or Copper, as BUarrus relates, but of Steel, p lifb’d, and 
wrought Damask-wife. 

The °reateltof the three gates, which is over again!! the Meydan , or Market¬ 
place, 
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plate, would not open, as they affirm , even though twenty of the itroogeli 
men could be chofen fhould endeavour all they could tochrutt it open, if they 
do not pronounce thefe words, Beask^Aiy Bakjcba, that is, be opened for A/y's 
Jake-, ana then the Gate turns to and fro upon itshindges, with fo mutch eafe, 
that, no Child but may open it. The whole roof, which grows narrower and 
narrower up towards the top, is built with white and blew Stones, which, in 
feveral places, have very fair Characters and excellent Figures done upon them. 
One part of the itruirture was divided from the ocher by a braffeGrace or Rail, 
for the Sepulchre of Mahomet Ckodabende , making a kind of Quire, where we 
law feveral old Arable Books, above half an Ell [quire, having Letters as long 
asa man’s finger, and black and golden Lines alternately. 1 made a fhift to get 
fome of the Leaves, which I ftill very carefully keep in the Prince’s Library. 
It is fome part of the Paraphrafe upon the Alchoran which they call Serats 
Elkalub, or Candle of the Heart , and begins with a Fable, the relation whereof 
the Header may haply think worth his reading. He faies then, that Godba- 
niCh’dche Devils, and had (but Heaven Gate upon them , yet had they Rill a 
defire to know what the Angels did, and what they faid of the good or ill for¬ 
tunes of men , chat they might give them notice thereof, by the means of 
Fortune-tellers and Sorcerers. To dive into thefe fecrets, they thought the 
only way was to get up on one mothers fhoulders, till fuch time as the I aft 
could put his Ear to Heaven-Gate. God perceiving their temerarious atccrtipr, 
darted on the head of the fore-moft of them a Star, which is called in Arabitk' 
Schihab , which linking through all the Devils immediately reduc’d them to 
afhes: But chat this judgement hinders not, but chat fometimes the Devils 
make ufe of the fame means, to endeavour to dive into the fecrets of Paradice, 
though rheyare often puniih’d foric. Thence is it, that when the Perjians fee 
one of rhofe Meteors, which to our fight appear as Srars, and feetn to fall down 
to the earth, they re joyce thereat, and pronounce thefe words, 

Choda mke dafeht mar a es fehitan. 

Heme bttfttchtend roe ma Chains fehadlm. 

That is to fay , God of h& goodncjje keep as from the Devil ; they frail all be re due d 
to afrss, and we frail be delivered from them. 

The Sepulchre of Sulthan Mahomed Chodabeade is to be feen through a grate 
of admirable Workmanfhip, at the end of the Temple, on chat fide where the 
Meherab, or Altar, ftands. This grate is certainly one of the nobleft things that 
are to be feen all over Perjia t being made of Indian Steel, potifh’d and wrought 
Damask-wife , the Barrs being about the bigneffe of a mans arm, and fo neatly 
wrought that the Jundlures are hardly difcernable. Nay fome affirm it is all of 
apiece, and chat there were feven years fpent in the doing of it, at the^end 
whereof Chodaber.de had it tranfported from the Indies , together with the Gates 
of the Mofcjuey , to the place where they are now to be feen. 

Therewere, in the fame Emerat , twenty brafle Guns and a Mortar-piece, 
and among the reft, four pieces of Battery, the others Quiverings, all fet upon 
carriages with four Wheels. The Mortar-piece was mark’d with a fpread Eagle, 
above which were thefe two Letters A. and Z>. and under it an A. The Balls 
were of Marble. The Tower was built in the form of an Oftogone, and com¬ 
pos’d about with a great Gallery, which had eight little Towers, up to which 
there was an afeent by eight low fteps, Ac the entrance of the Mofq»ey there 
was a fquare Fountain, into which the water was brought from a Springnfing 
out of the Mountain Kelder. There is alfo belonging to it a very fair Garden, 
and a Summer-ho ufe. ' 

There is in the fame City another fair Mofruey , founded by Schrtch I\macl, 
the firfi of that name. The entrance into it is through a very fair and large Gate, 
over which there is a round Tower: and the firft thing offers it felfco your 
view is a noble -Pyramid, fomewhac decay’d at the top, having about it.eight.fair 
Pillars of Maible. Then is it that you come into the Mofqaey it felf, wtuc_ 
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is very high and well arched , having a great number of Pillars, which up. hold 
the Roof, with pleafanc Galleries, and in the midftarich Pulpit. This alfo 
harh a fair Garden belonging to k, in the midi* whereof there is a Tower, whofe 
point ends in a Pyramid. 

Thefe ffruitures do in fome meafure oblige us to credit what Panins Jovius 
fates, in the 14. Book of his Hifiory; as alfo what F. Perodin confirms, in the 
Life of Tamerlane , to wit, that that barbarous Commander, whoover-ranaU 
that lay in his way like a Torrent, ye,t exprefs’d a certain refpe<ff for thofe things, 
which were, though out of fuperitkion, accompced facred. 

Neat this Mofrjaey there is alfo to be feen another great Gate, of free-Hone, 
between two Pillars, twenty fathom high , which feems to be antique, and 
had been built at the Ceremonies of fome Triumph j but it begins now to 
decay. • \ 

The City hath about fix thoufapd Inhabitants, who wondred very much to 
hear us relate, that fome of thofe who have published their Ttavells into Perfia, 
would make the World believe, that the cold weather forc’d them in the Win¬ 
ter time to forfake the City, and change their Habitations. For, it is fofar 
from being true , that there are many places in Perfta, where the Cold obliges 
the Inhabitants to chanpe their Habitations, that, on the contrary, it is an eftedt 
ordinarily-caus’d thereby the Heat. 

True indeed it is, that there are fome places in that Kingdom e, where the 
cold is very incommodious, by reafon of the fearcity of firing', as for inftance, 
near Eriiau, at a place called Deralekes , as being feared between rwo Moun¬ 
tains, and cfpccially ar the Village of Ary a. But it is not fo great as to oblige 
the Inhabitants to change their Habitations: for they only quit,.their upper 
Rooms, andretireinco Cellars, built very deep under ground, not only to 
ferve them for a place of retirement in the Wintertime, again!* the cold, but 
alfo in Summer, again!* the heat. 

June 25. we left Suit bam e' } after we had-Raid there three dates, which were 
fpent up and down the Country , in getting us freflh Horfes and Camels. The 
fick perfons, who by reafon of their weaknefie, were not able to ride on Horfe- 
back, were difpos’dinto fuch Cherts, asthe Women make ufeof when they 
travtil. The Per [tons call them K etzarveha , and they are put on Camels backs, 
like.Carriers packs; ThePhyfician and my felf werefet upon the fame Camel, 
whereby we were put to twog^eat inconveniences, one proceeding from the 
violent Mo-ion caus’d by the going of that great Beaft, which at every ftep, 
gave us a furious jolt ; and the other, from the infupportable ftink of the 
Camels, whereof there being but one Boy to guide eight or ten, they were t y’d 
one to another and went all in a file, infomuih that theint'c&ious fmell of all 
that went before, came full into out Nofes. 

We departed two hours before Sun- rifing, and rravcll’d that day fix Leagues, 
through a very fertil Country, all arable and jpsfture Lands, leaving, on the 
left hand, rhe little Mountains called Tz,ikjtx,iki , where the King of Perjta’s 
beft Race-Horfes and Mams for breed are kept. About noon we took up our 
lodging at the Village of Choramdeh , which lies on the fide of a little River, 
having fo many Trees and Gardens about it thacitis not without reafon that 
name is given it, which fignifies, a place of Pleafure. 

The ad. wc departed rhence in the night, and traveled five Leagues or bet¬ 
ter, over Mountains and Valievs. 

The 27. we departed at midnight, and, having traveled five Leagues, we 
were got, by Sun- rifing, near the City of Cajun, or Caftan ; but that the TV 
tuga , who had the Command of it, might have the leifure to fee his affairs in 
orcler for cur entrance, our MehcmarMr carried us to a Village, where we ftaid 
above two hours tiU fuch time as the Daruga came to receive us. This entrance 
was not accompany’d with the fame Ceremonies as we had feen in other places, 
in regard rheGovernour 3 havingnot the dignity of Chan, could not exprefle the 
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fame Magnificence. Yet was ic handiom enough,in as much as the Domna came 
attended by five or fix hundred men, horfe and foot. There came alto to meet 1 ° 3 7 ■ 
uS3H hdltm Prince, accompatiy’d by Tome Gentlemen on horf-back of his own " 

Councrey 3 and follow’d by a great number of Lacqueys and Pages. He came 
in a kind of Chariot, having one other perfon with him in it. The Chariot was 
drawn by two white Oxen, which had very (hort necks, and a bunch between the 
two fhonlders, but-they were as fwift and manageable as our horfes. The Cha¬ 
riot was covet’d above, and lay’dover two Wheels, which in Bead of an Axle- 
tree, turn’d upon a 'piece of Iron, made fo crook’d at the middle, that it bore 
the weight of the whole Chariot. The Charioteer face before, and guided the 
Oxen, tallen’d to a Beam, which was made fall to the Horns, with a Cord drawn 
through their Nottrils. 

Being come within <joo paces of the Citie, wc met wi.h fifteen young La¬ 
dies , excellently well mounted, very richly clad in Cloach of Gold and Sil¬ 
ver, &c. having Neck-laces of great Pearls about their necks. Pendants in their 
ears, and abundance of other Jewels. Their faces were to be feen, contrary to 
Lhe cuttotn of honefi Women in Per fa, Accordingly, we foon found, as well 
by their confident carriage, as the accompt given us of them, that they were 
fome of the Eminent Curtezans about the Cine, who came to entertain us with 
theDivertifement of their Mufick, They march’d before us, and fung, to the 
found of certain Hawboyes, and Bag-pipes ,that went before rhem , malting 
a very*extravagant kind of Harmony. And that we might be fure to fee the 
Citie , we were carried quire through ic , and Lodg’d on the other fide 
thereof; 

As we pafs'd through the Miydan^ we fawfeveral perfons playing on 
Timbrels, and Haw-boyes, who, joyniog with the ocher Mttficlans , accompa- 
■ny’d ns to our Quarters. The people came alfo thither in great numbers , fome 
of them having it put into their heads, that there were in the ltetz,awehas , fome 
great Beauties, whom we carried as Prefencs to the King : but when they faw 
lick perfons with great beards coming out of them,they hung down their heads, 
and made all the hade they could away. 

I found this Cirie, conformably to the Calculation of the Per fans and Ara- rheftmhnof 
b'um, at 85. degrees Longitude, and at 36. degrees, 15. minutes'Latitude. Ic is Cafwin. 
one of the principal Cities of the Province of Era^ which is the ancient Par- 
thia, wherein is comprehended as well Salt ham a % as all the other Cities, from 
this place as far as Ifpahan. It was anciently called Arfacia, and it is feated in is the antiest 
a grear fandy ^lain, haying, within half a dayes journey of ic, Wellward ,. the Ar ^ acia ' 
great Mountain otElwead, which teaches towards the South-weft.asfaras^^- 
dat or BdfUit. The Citie is a far fang, or'good German League in compaiTe, but 
hath neither Walls, nor any Camion kepr inic, by reafonit lies at fo great a 
difiance from the Frontiers- Yet hath ic, with t hefe di Advantages, above a hun- Hatbdtve 
dred thnufand Inhabitants, whereof, if there were occafion for them, a good 1,lha ~ 

part might be put into Arms. ThYir Language is the Perfan, butfomewhat dif- ‘ 
ferent from the common Dialed, whence ic comes that ic is not fo intelligible ’ s * 

to the other Per fans , being much after the rate that the German Language is 
to the Hollanders . The houfes are all of Brick bak’d in the Sun , according 
to the Perftaa way, having n t any Ornament without, but within,they are ve¬ 
ry well furni fil’d, as to Vaults, Wainfcoats, Paintings, and ocher Houfiiold 
fluff. 

The fireetsare not pav’d, whence it comes, char, upon theleafi wind , the Ci¬ 
rie is fill’d with dull, It hath no ocher water than what is brought by aque¬ 
ducts from the Mountain of Elwend , into Cefierns, wherein it is p-eferv*d. No 
houfealmoft but hath a particular place for the keeping >flceand Snow, forthe •fl jsm i mre - 
Summer. We were forc’d to get into thefe,to avoid the exceffive hear. fidcnce of the 

Heretofore, the Kings otPerfafyiA theic ordinary refideDce at this place, at Kings of Ves- 
kaft, ever after Schaib-Tamas transfert’d the Seat of the Empire from Tauris to 
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this Citie. Some attribute that co'inflation to Schacb-Ifmael ,though the con- 
® O 5 7 * cirnial Wars be was engag’d in, fuffred him not to (lay long in, any one place. ■ 
its palace. But it ’ s quellion’d but chat he built the noble' Palace which (lands near the 
Maidan s which hath belonging to ii a fait Garden, adorn’d as well without as 
within, with Gilding , Painting, and fuch other embell Kliments as are in ufe 
among th zPjrfians. 

• There was another Garden oppolirc to this Palace, which was above half a 

League in compafle, and had Several little Structures within it. This was one 
of the mod pleafant Gardens that I ever saw, not onely by reafon of the great 
number of all forts of Trees,as Apples, Pears, Peaches, Apricocks, Pomegra¬ 
nates, Almonos,and other Fruit-trees, but alfo by reafon of the fair walks of 
Cypreffe, and the Trees called - j z,imar 3 which gave us a very pleafant Pro- 
fpebt. 

; Mamets. This Citie hath two great Market-places; Cartwright names the bigger of the 
two sh mu'dan , and fayes, that, in the Per fan Language,it fignifies , a Horfe - 
market. 1 could never find, that in any part of Perjiai there was a Market, pur- 
pofelyforthe buying and felling of Hones: whereupon, coriiidering with my 
feif that the Perfums^ who call, by the general name of Maidan, all thofe Mar¬ 
kets, where all things are indifferently fold, I imagine, that Aurhour’s millake 
proceeded hence, that, being ignorant of rhe Arabic^, he read At may dan , for 
A/maid an, a !, being the Article, without which the Perftatts and Arabians never 
pro non nee the word Maidan. The greater of thefe Maidans , or Market-places, 
is fomcwhnt longer,but not fo broad as that o fArdelil, and hath, on the South- 
fide, feveral great places, built by fome of the Chans and Per fan Lords, The 
mod Magnificent among them are thofe of AllaweMi-Chan , Governcur of Schi- 
ras ; that of Alieuli-Chan , Prefident of J u ft ice • that of Mahomet-Chan, Chan t or 
Governour of ICent&e; and that of S’chuh-Achmcd-Chan, who was great Prnvoft 
in rhe re'gn of Schtich-Abas. The other Market-place is called Sinkg-Maidan, 
and is towards the Wed part of the Citie. In both the Market-places, as alfo in 
the Bazars, or Shops and St ore-houfes, which are in the cover'd Greets , there 
maybe feen a great number of Merchant s,and abundance of Commoditie s, which 
$re to be bought there at a very reafonable rate. 

Turqneftstnd 1 my fell' bought Turquefes there, which they c all Firstfe , and are Tmnd in 
Knbi cs wy great quantities neer A //Jabtsr , a nd Ft rusku , of about the bigneffe ofaPea, nay, 
fome as big as little Beans, for two (hillings, or two and hx pence at the moft. 
Rubies and Granar’es were alfo very cheap there. 

In the evening, after the (hops are fhur, there is, on theEaft fide,another kind 
of Commodity ex pofed to fale, to wit, a confide table number of the Cahbcha , 
or common Traders, who there proffitute themfelves to any that will take 
them up. They all fit in a row, having their faces cover’d with a Veil, 
and behind them rhere ftands a Bawd, whom they call DelA , who hath by 
her a bed , and a quilted coverlet, and holds in her hand a Candle unlighrea, 
which, when any Cutiomer comes, fhe prefently lights, that he may look the 
Wench in the face, and order her to follow him, whom be likes bell among 

• them. 

, ,,. On the Eafl-fide of theCkie lies the Church-yard, where there is to be feen, 

vkofcin** 6 in a fair Mo fancy, the Sepulchre of Srhaheft.de Hojfeis^onz of the tons of Hof- 
s»v. fei»,ii which the Oaths taken in Law-fates are admioiftred j a cullom which is 

* alfo obfervedin all orher parrs o fPerjia, at the places where there are any Se¬ 
pulchres of Sainrs, or thofe of any.of their kinred. Whence it comes > that the 
Perjians when they make fome difficulty of crediting what is faid to them, 
immediately ask, Scahe Sade HoljVin, file Mufef\ that is ,dar’ft thou affirm time 

Ufon the Saints Sepulchre,or upon the A Ichor an? Befides this Mofouer , or Met' 

z.it , there are about fifty more, the chiefeft whereof is_that which they call 
Tz.ame Mctzid. where they affemble on Fridayss to fay their prayers, 
Cauvanferaf; There are alfo in the Citie of Cafwin many Carovanferas, for the convenience 

of 
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of forein Merchants, and a greac number of publick Baths. There is one behind /■ 
the Garden belonging^ the King’s Palace, which they call Hanutm Chorale. 1 ° 3 7 * 

It is now half dettroy’d, and there is a ttory told of it, which I conceive plea- 
fane enough to deferve infer lion into this Relation. They fay , that there - , 

lived heretofore at Cafvin a very famous Phyfician , named Lokmm, a black of'‘toe 
Arabian) who had acquir'd fo greac reputation » not only by the Books he had man. 
written in Medicine , but alfo by many other excellent productions of his un¬ 
demanding, that the Inhabitants have Bill a very great Veneration for his 
memory. Nay it is to be found in their Kttlnfihan , that they gave him the fur- 
nameof wfe, when in the z, Book, ch. i< 5 . they fay, Lehman hakimra kuftendl, 
vsEdehefkt nniuchu ? Kufi, es liedlahn. Herjtz,e ijehan herd end, menpertis Ker- 
dem. That is, that the wife Lehman, Icing one day asked by what means he had 
attain’d fo great Learning and Knowledge , he made anfwer, it was by means of the 
ignorant and uncivil , for he had abates done what was contrary to what he had fees 
mem do. This Lehman having attain’d a greac age, and being upon his Death¬ 
bed, font for his Son, and told him, that he would leave him an ineftimable 
Treasure , and having cammandectao be brought him three Glaffes, full of cer¬ 
tain Medicinal waters , hefaid they had the vertue to raife up a Dead man to 
Life, if they were apply’d before the Body began to corrupt. That, catting 
upon the Deceas’d the water which was in the hrtt Glaffe» the Soul would re¬ 
turn intoche Body } that, upon the pouring of the fetond, the Body would 
fland upright, and that upon the third, the Perfon would be abfolutely alive, 
and flnould do all things as before j That however he had very feldome made 
ufe of this Experiment, out of a fear of committing a fin, by undertaking to 
intermeddle vvirh chat which is referv'd to God alone; and that out of the 
fame Confiderarion, ire exhorted him to be very careful! how he made ufe of 
ic, as being a fecret rather to be admir’d, than put often to experience. With 
thefeexhortations Logman dying, his Son was very mindfull of the advice he 
had given him, and pretending the fame cenderneife of Conference as his Fa¬ 
ther had express’d before him, he referv’d the Glattes, till lie might haveocca- 
fiontorriake tryalof them upon himfelf* Accordingly being at the point of 
Death, he commanded a man that waited on him, to make ufe of thofeGlaffes, 
as his Father had taught him. The man having caus’d his Matter’s body to be 
brought into the Bath we fpoke of before, poured upon ic the two firft Glaffes, 
which wrought the effedt, which Lohynan had promifed they fhould $ infomuch 
thatthe Matter fitting up, and impatient to return to Life, cries out bris, bris, 
that »s to fay, pour, pour s at which words the Fellow was fo frightned, that he 
let the third Glaffe fall down to the ground j fothat the unfortunate Lokptan 
Sade was forc’d to lye down again, and cake the Journey which all other mor¬ 
tals do. The Perfidns confidently affirm, that, near this ruinous B«th, that 
Voice of Iris , bris , js flill many times heard. They relate feyeral other ftones 
of this Lehman t but I fliall forbear any accompt of them, thinking it enough 
to have produced one, to fhew the vanity of all the reft. 

Some yea[s fince , in the time of King Abas, a certain man named R/fa, r Mx&fdfc 

began to take upon him the quality of Schich , or Prophet, and to broach a new -prophet, 
Dodtrinc, imagining he might, in time, acquire the fame credit and autority, 
as had before rais’d Scbich-Sefi tofo great reputation. The humour of the fer- 
ftans, who are extremely addi&ed to novelty, brought after him, in a fhort time, 
above thirty thou fand men, who, cajol I’d by the apparent fandtityof this new 
Prophet, were become followers of him. Scbach-Abas, fearing this novelty 
might ditturb the quiet of his Country , fent for Rift, making him believe, that 
he was defi tous to be inttrudted in the particulars of his Dodtrine : b»u when he 
was come, the King commanded him to confirm it by miracles, which Rija not 
able to do, he pm him ro Death as an Impoftor. , • , 

Xc will notbeamiffe here to give fome accompt how the htirtin Prince came 
tolivc at Cafwin, when we came into thole pates. The great Mogul, who Uvf oe^a 
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* j - in:he time of Schach-Abas, left, at his Death, two Sons; The elder, whofuc- 
1 0 < _A*- ceeded the Father, foon after died , leaving behind him only that Myrfa Polar!, 
whom we found at Coffin , who was but very young when his Father died* 
Choram, youngell Sod of that Mogul) and Uncle to young Polagl , took his ad¬ 
vantage of that! Conjuncture, to ufurp the Crown , and accordingly, he was 
King of hdoflhan at the time of our i raveIJs into Perfta. The cruelty of 
Choram s reign, and the mild nature and inclinations of Polagl, who in rhe mean 
time was arriv’d to aconfiderable age, drew upon him the afteftions of the 
People, and the hatred of his Uncle. In fo much, that Choram, perceiving that 
it was the defign of the Indians to bring his Nephew into the Throne, would 
prevent them, by difpatching Polagl out of the way, who having notice of his 
Uncles wicked intentions againft him , retires into Perfta, and puts himfelf 
, under the Schach'% Proteftion, All the time before, his Refidcnce had been at 
Ifpahan, where the King allow’d him a penfion of 11000. Crowns per am. but 
he was oblig’d then to retire to Cafmn, byreafonof afolemn Embaffy, which 
Cat. Mogul fenc to the King of Perfta , purpofely to demand him; though that 
during the fpace of three years that the faidftmbaffador had been there, he had 
not prevail’d to have him delivered up. 

The Kings of Perfta live in perpetual jealoufie oE the Indians, with whom 
they never have any allured peace, by reafou of the Frondes of Candahar, 
which finds Exercife for both fides, as thofe of Babylon do on the Turks fide : 
infomuch that the Per fans take their advantage of any occafion, to foment the 
difcontents of the Grandees, as they do any other diftraftions tending to Civil 
Warr. Whence it comes, that they never deny rheir Procedfion to the Indian 
Princes, who are willing to retire into Perfta, to oblige by that means the Moral 
to aflift them againft the Turk, and to continue the Commerce, which the 
Per ft ans have with the Indians, from which Perfta derives fo great advantages, 
that the obftruiftion thereof would be an infinite Ioffe to it. There are feveral 
inftances of thefe Prore&ions under Schach Ifmael, and Schach Tamos. Under 
the reign of the latter, it happened , that Selim who, as eldeft of the Houfe, 
had fucceededhis Father', died foon after, leaving only one Son, very young! 
named Httmajm, TzeUledin Ekber, younger Brother to the Deceas’d, who 
flighting the infancy of his Nephew, takes poffeffion of the Scepter, and the 
more to allure himfelf thereof, hehadadefign tomurther the right Heir of 
the Crown. Humajm had notice of it, and got to Perfta. Totaled!* hearing 0 f 
it, fern to demand him, with this meffage to the King of Perfta , that if he tent 
him not back, he would come and fetch him away with all the forces of his 
Kin^dome, Schach-I amas who was then engag’d in an open War again ft the 
Turks , not thinking it prudence to difobligefo powerfullan Enemy, caus’d 
Schach Ta- Htt ”sajun to be hidden, and chat he might not make * falfe Oath, when he was 
mas’s evttfon. to give an anfwer to the Embaffy of Tz.elaledin, he had put him into a Cage and 
caus’d that to be hung in a Tree, while he was to give audience to the Ambaffi- 
dor ; to whom he procefled, that, Humajm nifi der chakimn, Humajun is net 
upon my Lands , and difmifs’d the Ambaffador with that anfwer. But having, 
atterwards,made a peace with the Turk., hefent Humajun with a powerfull 
Army, commanded by Mebedtcuh Sulthan, a gain ft Tzalaledin, who was fo ftarc- 
led to find himfelf fee upon by fo ftrong an Enemy, that he was forc’d to run 
away. Humajm deft rous co requite the Cervices of Mehe'diculi, bellow'd on 
him Lordfhips and great Wealth in the Province of Kuikende, where he fettled 
himfelf, with the confent of StkaehrfTamas , and where his Pofterky ftill live in 
much credit and authority. 

JhcjAmbnjfa- The Ambaffadors fenefome of the retinue tovifitthe Prince Polagl, who 

* fa the *lnStk" rece * v ’d them, fitting on a cufhion of Velvet, near a Fountain , about the 
Trinee. ° J * n border of whofe Bafin there was caft pieces of Tapiftry, the ground-work 
Gold and Silver, and hehadabout him a great number of Servants and Dome- 
fticks. He took this for Co great* civility and kindneflefroifi the Ambaffadors, 

that 
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that be thought it not enough to exprefs how fenlible he was thereof in words, _ 

but would needs treat thofe that had been fenc to him with a Collation of 1 e 7 /■ 
WineaDd Fruits, android them, thac being not in a condition to entertain 
them, as he w'rfh’d, out of his own Efface, he was forc’d to borrow of the 
Kin°s favours to make them that treatment. The Ambaffadors intended to 
have°gw«» him a perfonal vifit, but the Perfuns would by no means permit it, 
alleging it was againft the cuffom of the Country j where Ambaffadors are 
not°psrmitted to make any Vifits before they have had audience of the 

July!, the Dwtiga invited the Ambaffadors to a Diverrifemenc, which he j u l y. 
had appointed to be made on pur pole for them. It was to be feen in the great The Gavtrmtt 
Maidan, or Market-place, where he had caufed Tents tobe pitch'd, to keep off 5*ver li ’ e Am ; 
the heat of the Sun, and fome part of it to be fprinkled with water, to avoid the ? Dt ~ 

ioconvemence oi the duff. Having difpos’d the people into a ring all about • 

the place, and Ceaced the Ambaffadors on high feats, there came i», firft, certain 
perfons who were excellent at Vaulting and fhewing feats of A&iviry. Afcec 
them came in three pair of Wrattlers , molt naked, having nothing cover’d a- 
bourrhem, but what nature would have co be fo. Only two among them had 
Leathern drawers on, done over with Oyl, who dilcovet’d a miraculous adti- 
vitv and ffrength of Body. After thefe had fhewn all could be expe&ed from 
perfons of their quality, there were-broughc in two Rams, which run very fn- 
riouffy one at the ocher; as alfo two Birds, fomewhat bigger than Parrots, 
which fought with great atiimofiry, After thefe, there came in , with the noife 
of Timbrels, eight Wolves of extraordinary bigoeffe, fatten’d co long Ropes, 
which they Jet out five or fix rimes one after another among the people, but 
drew them back ere they did any hurt. And at latt came ina man covet’d with a 
thick Mattrefs, who went boldly to one of the Wolves, took him up by the 
Body, and carrfed him away. . • 

The Prince Pelagi would have given us the Divertifemenc of his Elephant, 
which he fern for to be brought thither j but he being then at Graffe, it was lo 
long ere they could bring him, chat the Ambaffadors, who were already weary 
of a Divertifement, which had lafied bur too long, and found chemfelves pre¬ 
judic’d by the heat, wenuhomero their quartets. Some dales afterwards we 2 uphm. 
had a fight of chat Elephant, at the Prince’s Lodgings, and we were not a little . 
attonittPd *t his monffrous bulk, which exceeded the height of any two men, 
as being indeed without comparifon much bigger than any of thofe we afteL- 
wards faw at Ifpalwt , where there was a great number of them. His 1 eggs were 
bigger than any man about the wafte, and his ears came down along his Head, 
half an ell in length, or better. He could do many tricks , and was govern d 
by a little Boy, who by touching him in the fore-head with a little pole-axe, 
very fharp at the poinr ( guided him, and made him lye down and rile up as he 
pleas’d* Whence may be correfted the Errour of the ancients , who were:of ^errtrdf the 
opinion, that the Elephant could not lye down, as having no joynts in his Aments. 
Legs, and that that natural defeft was rhe occasion of bis raking , when coming 
to reft himfelf agaiiift Trees half fawn afunder, his weight forc'd them down, 
and that falling with them , he was not able corife again. Thofe, who have 
written of the affairs of the Indies , have given an accompc of the manner^hoW 
they are taken, and therefore we Hull forbear troubling the Reader with it 


here. . f 

The City of Cafivin hath, towards the South-South-weft, the Mountain or 
Elwend, which is a branch of Mount Tmms , and the molt confiderable Moun¬ 
tain of any in Perjia, for its vatt and noble quarries, out of which white Mar le 
isgocten, whereof there is fuch abundance, that there is enough to mppiy cne 
whole Kingdome, The Per funs relate a pleafant ttory of a thing, which, were it 
true, would be very remarkable j but admitting it is not, we fhall nevertneie *- 
infert it here, as we have it from them, upon cccafion of this Mountain.

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They fay then, that, heretofore , a certain King of Perfidy named S/thak. 
1 & 3 7 *_ Moran , who was much pleas’d in taking journeys up and down, would needs 
- ,„7 once find out fome means to have made in the open fields, fome Jamhas, 

t ij which isakindof baked palle, ufedby the Per [sans inftead of Napkins. The 

Devil, defirous to make his advantage of this irregular defire of the Kings, 
prefenced himfelf to him in the lhape of a man, made him an Oven, which a 
Camel might eafily carry, and delir’d of him no other reward, than that he 
might ktfs the King's fhoulder. There was no difficulty made ro grant him a 
thing of fo little confequence; but the Devil, inllead of killing the King’s 
fhoulder, apply’d his teeth thereto, takes away a piece of it, and immediately 
vanilhes. Out of the wound, there came two Serpents. which were perpetually 
biting at the head and ears of that miferable Prince, to get out his brains ; and 
though they were often cut off, yet there immediately ftarced up others in their 
room. The Devil, who had done all the mifchief, having difguis’d hvmfetf like 
a Hakim* or Pbyftcian, wencand made proferof his fervice at the Court, and 
prefcrib’d a remedy, which was as bad, if notworfe, chan the evil it feif. He 
faid, that fince rhofe Serpents were fo defirous to feed on the brains of a man, 
and that, as it fhould feem, it was their only fuftenance, the bett courfe were, 
everyday, to kill two men, and to feed them with their brains. One of the 
chiefeR Grandees about the Court, moved with companion , to fee daily fo 
much innocent Blood fpilt, and confidering, that by the means of fo many 
murthers, the number of the King’s Subjects would be infinitely diminifh’d, 
ordered that there fhould be two men brought ro the Rake, as they were wont 
before, but that only one fhould be kill’d, and chat with the mans brains, thofe 
of a Sheep, then alfo newly kill’d, fhould be mixt, and chat that fhould be the 
allowance of the Serpents. Which proje£f tookfo fuccefsfnlly, that the faid 
Lord perceiving, that the Serpenrs were not fenfible thereof, he, at la ft, caus’d 
the two men to be convey’d out of the way, and made ufe only of fheeps 
brains. Among thofe who had mod contributed to the nourilliment of thefe 
Beafts, a Black-Smith, named Churdel^, was one, by which means almoft all his 
Children had been upon that accompcdeftroy’d ; fo that, of feventy fix Sons, 
that he had had, only two were left. Growing defperate upon fo great alofs, 
he reprefented to the o.her Inhabitants of the”City,«that it was impoBible for 
them to endure that Tyranny long; that there was no likelihood nature fhould 
have brought them aU into the World, to be ficrifiz’d to the appetite of one 
particular man ; that it were better to rid themfelves of the Tyrant, and in 
regard the State could not be without a Govern our, that it was his advice, they 
fhould bring in Kechofrnv ken Frldm , who had been put out by Stthak .i aDd was 
then Living, in the Defects of the Mountain of Elmni. This Counfell was 
approv’d by the people, who defirous to have it put in Execution by the perfon 
who had given it, entruded the Black-Smith with the management of that gteat 
enrerprize, who, haviegfaden’d his Leathern apron to an Iron hook, led on the 
reft of the Male-contents, and feiz’dthe Perfonof Ssthak. They went after¬ 
wards ro the Mountain of Efaend , where they found Kethoflow among the wild 
Bealls, and reftor’d him to his Throne. The firft requeft chat Kechofrow made 
to the people was, that Stthak. might not be put to Death j which was granted, 
but they carried him to the Mountain of Demmend, which reaches from that of 
Elwend, towards Teheran, where they made him go into a Cave, and hung him up 
by the feet. They fay, he is there Living to this day, and that the place of his 
punillrment is known byafulphureous llink that comes out of ir. Wherero 
they add, that when a done is call into the Cave, there comes out a voice, 
which faies Tzim miflm ntera ? that is, why doji thou fling ftones at me ? They 
fay alfo, that Kechoflow fo regulated his expenccs, during the whole time of 
hts Reign, that he gather’d vaft Treafures together, and that he put it up in the 
Mountain Bakra, i° the Province of Kilan hiding it fo fafely, by the means of 
a TheJefr»at or Tdiifat&t , that, till there happen a Conjuncture of the fame 
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Sms it will never be difcovei’d. They fay the place is known, but that when 
any come neer it, there arifecertain winds, which not onely blow out the lights, 
butalfo over-turn the men who bring them. 

But the truth of all this Ilory,is f that there ate many Sulphureous Mines in 
thofe Mountains, and chat the winds, which reign there, are very natural, and 
ordinary,as well there as in Several other Provinces of Ptrjla j as we had cbferv’d 
before at Jr dibit* Noris it unlikely that there may beamyttical fenfe of this 
relation, aod ihau the Petfims^ whoarerftiKhaddifted to reach their Morality 
under Fables, would, by this fabulous Hillo-y, coudemn thofe Princes, who, to 
fatislie their irregular paifions, are apt to hear flatterers, who being ever guilty 
ofw’tiked intentions, never give any good advice, and, to prevent the inconve¬ 
niences arifing thereby, apply remedies that are much more dangerous than 
the evil it felf, and fuch as not onely are dellruftive to the people, but alto put¬ 
ting them into defpair, animate them into rebellion again ll their Princes, who 
acetby that means brought to great misfortunes. 

% h L ij, we left Cajmn ; the iickperfons and the Baggage were fent away Tlx^mbaft- 
in the evening, and t he Ambafl'adors follow’d the fame night. The next day, dors lew Caf- 
the 14. having era veil’d through aPlaln of three Leagues, we came to the ViL w,n * 
la^e oSMembere, whereof all the Houfes were covet’d like Vaults, fo tliac look- 
in^ on it at a diliance, the whole Village Teem’d to confift of fo many Ovens. 

Tine Ambaffador Crnfius, the principal perfon of the Embaffy,began, at this^ 
place, cq complain of fome indifpofltion: info much that, not being able an/ 
longer to ride on Horf-back, he was for fomedayes following carried in a Lit- 
ter. & Our Mim/ler was grown fo weak, thar, notable to endure the jolting of 
theHorfe, he alighted ever and anon, and lay upon the ground, chinking by 
that means rogec fome eafe. Monfieur Matt&eiflti was the onely perfon, who 
had no touch of any fickneffe all along our Travels; whence it ca ^* h j- 
had the more convenience of obferving all the particulars thereof; which be hath 
done with fo much exa£tnefle,that his Notes might make a confiderab.e Volume. 

We eraveil’d that nigh t.feven Leagues , and were got the next day, being the 
is. very betimes in the morning, to a fair Village,named Arafeng. We found 
there, inaGarden which was feated on the right fide of a Torrent, good Itore 
of Pomegranates and Almonds, which were a great refreihment to us. in the 
evening, we profecuted our travels, and got fix Leagues further, over a ve.v 
fmooih Mountain, and Lodg’d the id. in t he morning, at a CarMfcm named 
Cimkent. It was all built of Free-flone,and had Teveral Vaults and Charnb., 
difpos’d all about a fpacious Court, in the midft whereof there wasa Well, 
cojt.pafs’dby an Iron-rail. Upon the \Valls offeveral Booms , wer ,V 
the names and devifes of feveral perfons of moll Nations, who, it w . J 
defitous to leave there behind them fome marks oftheit paffagethat way. - 
patted thence about four in the after-noon,and travel! d,that nig > ' 3 . '

them time to cotne out and receive us. ’ , • * hll . Tbefituatmof 

The PtrSMtwx. this Cicie ae 8$.degrees Longitude,and 35. Latitude . du Saba 
I found it at 14. degrees, $6. minutes. It is feared in a fpacious Plain , wi 
fight of the Mountain ot El»e»d, which maybe difcover’d thence, by rea o 
its height, which reaches in a manner to the Clouds. The ruins of the ^ 

Rhel are under fhe fame parallel with that of Saba , from whtc - 
good dayes journey diftanc , towards the Eaft. The ground tner , 
is of a reddifh colour, and brings forth neither gcafle nor fruit- 

The caufe of that barrenneffe they attribute to the Maledi&ion, w _ 
pronounc’d againll it, upon the accompt of Omar Saad , who was 0 
principal Military Commanders, inrhetimeof Hofei h. This w . ,1 

at firft, profefs'd friendfhip to Hojfelrt , prov’d rife onely pef ° p.L Ki ou d 
r eive Pftd.Pefcr againft him; upon this feme, that Heffnn, being of the blond 
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s 2 m ot Mahomet , and having acquir’d a great reputation of Sanctity , not one 
1 ° s I Captain of Medina would take up Arms again (I him,but onely this Omar, who 
engag’d in a War againfl him, upon promife, that there fhould be bellow’d on 
him the Citie of Rhei y with the Territories belonging thereto, which, long be¬ 
fore, he had been very defirous of. But the death of Hofei*, who was kllfd in 
that War, brought upon the Coumrey, the Curfe, which, according to their fay¬ 
ing, i* fill! yifible there, i n the col our and barennefle of the ground. 

Excellent fruits The Cirie of Saba is of no great bigncfie, though it be numbred among thofe, 
at Saba. which make a fair fhow on the cur-fide, by reafon of its Towers , and other 

publick Structures. The Walls of it are but of earth, and its houfes in a man- 
ner all dcftroy'd : but it hath, in requital, very fair Gardens, and rare and ex¬ 
cellent Fruits, efpecially Pomegranates and Almonds. Neer the Citie, at the 
foot'of the Mountain, there grows abundance ofCorton and Rice, which are 
the greateR Commodities they have to Trade in. We Ray’d there onely that 
one day, and departed thence in the evening, travelling the night followin'* 
itx Leagues or better,fo that,the 18. by Sun-rifing, we were got to a Caravanjera, 
cal led Schach Fnabath, The heat was fo exce ffsve that day, that though we were 
all in our Drawer5,yet could we not poflibly avoid the-inconvemences thereof. 
txcejfivc beats. We ordered our Tents to be pitch’d abroad, fo rojiave the atlvanrage of the 
coolnefii?,and the wind, which came from the adjoyning Mountain; bur, about 
noon, the Sun fo heated the wind it felt, that the hot blafls which come out of 
an Oven could not be hotter; infomuch rhar we were forc’d to retire into the 
Caravaxfcra, where the heat was fomewhat more moderate. Nay, the ground 
ic felf, which, in thofe parts* is onely Sand and Heath, was fo hot, chat a man 
could not go five or fix Reps, without burning his feet. About this time, both 
the Ambafladors were very fick : but their indifpofition givingthem alternately a 
little eafe, the weaker of the two made ufe*t>f the Litter, and the other rode on 
Horf-back, 

The title of The * 9 > we traveled five Leagues, and got in the morning before the Citie 

Kora. of Kom. The Daruga receiv’d us within five or fix hundred paces of the£icie, 

accompany’d by fifty Gentlemen on Horf-back, and certain Tumblers, amon° 
whom there were fame, who went upon Stilts before tbeAmbafiador Brugma* t 
whofe chance it was that day to be alone on Horf-back, and fhew’d a thoufand 
tricks of aftivity, all the way to the Ambafiadors Lodgings. As we pafs’d 
through the Marker-place,we found a great number of Timbrels, Hawboyes 
and Fifes, which made a kind of Mufick after their way, and their Inhabitants 
had water'd the ftreets, which being not pav’d, no more than thofe of Cafwix and 
•feveral other Cities of Pfrfia, the duft had other wife troubled and annoy’d us 
very much.' 

itsftmtm, The Per flans place this Citie at 85, degrees, 40. minutes Longitude, and at 
34. degrees, 45, minutes Latitude ; but after I had made a more exa& obferva* 
tion thereof, I found, on the 20. of J«//,precifeIy at noon, that the Sun was 
74. degrees, 8. minutes above the Horifon, and that the Declination, taken upon 
the fame Meridian, was 18. degrees, 35. minutes j. fo that the elevation of the 
Pole, could be bur 3 4. degrees 17. minutes. 

is Ptolomey’s The Citie oiKom is very antient. Ptokmsy calls it Gariaxa, and heretofore it 
Gmuiia. was of a great extent, as maybe feen by the ruins of its Walls, and other build¬ 
ings, which are a great way without its prerent compaffe. 

It lies in a Plain, on the right hand of the Mountain of Ehvexd , which is dif- 
cover’d at a grew diftance by the whiteoeffe of its Sand , and by the extraordi¬ 
nary height of its points. In this Mountain, there rifes, from two feveral 
springs,a little River, which making but one Chanel at the entrance of the 
Gitie, runs through fame part of it, and is one of theohiefeft conveniences be¬ 
longing thereto: but about three years before our Travels chat way,the litrle Ri¬ 
ver, over-flowing by reafon ofthe Snow, which the precedent heat of the Spring 
had melted, broke down and carried away above a thoufand houfes. 

There 
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There are in the Gardens, whereof there is a great number, as well within as 
without the Citie, all forts offlfccellene fruits among others, a kind of Melons, 
which they call Scamrmaw* much about the b'goefle of an.Orenge. There are 
upon the rind fpots of feveral colours, and they have an admirable fenc : but 
they are more luftiious in cafte chan the other Melons, which in fweetndle ex¬ 
ceed all thofe I ever eat any where elfe. 

There are alfo fome ofthefe Melons at Ardetll, where, by reafon of theit 
fent, they commonly carry them in their hands; but they cold us , that they 
were brought from the Village of A lam , where there grows abundance of them. 
The learned Golius , ProfeiVor of the Oriental Languages in the Univerfity of 
Leyden , gives a large accompt of them in his Aratick^ Lexicon , pig. 1309, 
There is alfo in the fame place a kind of Cowcumbers of extraordinary large- 
neffe, being above two foot long, and as thick as a mans Arm , which they 
call Chmchlar , that is, crooked Cowcumbers, as having the form of a bended 
Arm. 

Thefe the Verfutns pickle with yineger, without any Salt, but the tafte of 
them is not very pleafant, efpecially to thofe that are not accnlfomed there¬ 
to. The ground about thefe pans is^sry tit for Tillage, and produces all forts 
of Grain, as alfo Cotton in abundance: but the principal Trading of the Inha¬ 
bitants conftfls in earthen Pots, and Sword-blades, Thofe blades which are made 
in this Citie are accounted the beft in the whole Countrey, and are. fold fome- 
times at twenty Crowns a piece. The Sceel,of which they are made,comes from 
the Citie of Nirh , within four dayes journey of ffpaha»> where there are found 
in the Mountain of Demavend very rich Mines of Iron and Steel. The Pots alfo 
made in the Citie of ICom, are very much cfteem’d,efpeciall y the Steans,or great 
Picchars; as well by reafon of the excellency of the workmanfliip, as for this 
reafon,that it Is conceiv’d, they will keep water freih and fiveer, even in the 
greatefl beats of Summer. 

The Inhabitants of this Citie are fome what lis;ht* finger'd , and apt to find 
anything lies in their way. We had hardly alighted , but ourPiflols were ta¬ 
ken away,and what was not lock’d up immediately vanifii’d. In this Citie,fome 
of our people began to be troubled with bloody fluxes, occafion’d by their excef- 
live eating of Melons and other forts of fruits, and drinking water after fruit, 
and-in the greatefl heats. . 

July at. we left Knn% an hour after Sun-fet, and traveU’d that night five 
Leagues. The next , the 52. we flay’d in a great Village , called Kafma- 
bath, where**ll the Houfes of one whole flreec were built fo as that they 
made altogether but one continued Vault, or kind of Cloifler. 

The 23. we got feven Leagues, to the Village of Senfen, where we found a- 
bundanceofProvilions and fruits, which the Mehemandxr had appointed.ro be 
brought thither from Katfcha» y a place five Leagues diflanc thence. In this Vil¬ 
lage died one of our Interpreters for the Pcrf.an Language^whofe namely as Gre¬ 
gorys He was by birth a Mufcovitc- but had been Circumcifed; upon which fcore, 
we left the body to thofe of his own Religion, to be buried after their man¬ 
ner. 

The 23, in the evening we departed thence, and the night following, we loit 
a Mttf 'covUn fervant, who dy’d of the bioody Flux by the way. We kept the 
body, to have it buried at Katjcben , wirh that of another Ainfcoviax fervant, 
who died two hoiats after the former. We got thither the 2 a. bat To betimes 
in the morning, that we were forc’d to flay above two hours, before the 
ga could come to meet us, in order ro our reception. He was accompiny d by 
fifty Gentlemen on Horf-back , and had appointed to be led feyeral excellent 
Ho rfes cover’d with Lynxes skins; nor was the ordinary Mufick of the Coun¬ 
trey wanting. At the entrance of the Citie, he Q(jfc*d us two Indian Oxen, ve¬ 
ry black, and of great height and bulk, which Wo Bells about their necks, arc 
Plumes of Feathers in their heads, and « their Cruppers. This Dareega a- 
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~~~ Come time been a Foot-man to Scbacb-Sefi 3 when, being very young, they were 
* Q 3 7 * forc’d to hide him from his Grand-father Schach Wt/bas; and Schach-Sefi having 
no Money to live upon, fold the Foot-man for fifteen Tumulus , which amount 
to fevent y five French Pilfols. But coming afterwards to the Crown, he caus’d 
him to be immediately redeem’d, and, with the quality of Sulthan, bellow’d on 
him the Government of K at [chan. 

TbiSiumvn of The Pefftaus put this City of Katfchan at 84, degrees longitude , and at 
Katichan. thirty four diltant from the line. After an exait Obfervation of three dales, 

1 found that it is diflant from it thirty three degrees and 51. min u res, that is, 
Its bigwffe. nine minutes Ioffe. The City is of a great length, reaching, from Eaif to Weft, 
above half zCerman League. Its Walls and Baftions are of a kind of Potters 
clay, and it lies in a great Plain, the ground of which is good enough for Til¬ 
lage, and there maybe difcover’dfrom it, on the right hand. Mount Taurus, 
which the Per fans call Efaexd. As you come toth; City, you paffc through 
a place appointed for tilting and running at the Ring, which hath on both fide s 
fevetal Pillars, and in the midft, a high Pole for thooring at the wooden Parr at. 
On the left hand of that place or carriere, you leave the King’s Garden, where¬ 
in there is one Sunamer-houfe, Banding jpthe midti of it, and another near ic 
. B ft wt), upon the High-way. We were told that the former hath a rhoufand Doors be- 
a loooDflsjj, longingtoir, comprehending in that number the Windows, through which 
they patfe into the Galleries and Balconies. It is tobeobferv’d withall, that 
thereis no Door but hath its Counter-door > in regard the Wall being above 
two foot thick, there is a Door od each fide of it: io that the number is not fo 
great, as it feems tobe atfirft. In this Houfe, the King is Lodg’d , when he 
comes to Katfchan. 

The City is, no doubt , oneof the moft populous and molt eminent foe 
Trading of "any in Per ft a, and the belt Built of any we were yet come to , whe¬ 
ther in regard of its private Houfes, or its Palaces and Caravan [eras .- but the 
Bafar, and the Malian, and the other publick ftru&nres, which have all their 
Store-houfes, Galleries, and Rooms for the Merchants , as well fuch as live 
within the Kingdome, asForeiners, are the 'nobleftl met with in all my Tra¬ 
vels into thofe parts. There is, in this City, at all times, a great number of 
forein Merchants, and above all, Indians , who are affigo’d there a particular place 
for their Habitation, and Traffick ; as are alio all the other Merchants. Tradef- 
men, elpedally fuch as make Silk-fluffs , and Weavers of Gold and Silver Bro- 
cadoes, work in open places, where all the World may fee them. 

The Valleys are very fruit full in Wheat, Wine and Fruits, which grow in 
fuch abundance there, that 1 find no difficulty to acknowledge, what Cartwright 
fates of thefe parts, to wit, that the pooreft, and moft indigene of the Inhabi¬ 
tants , have not only what is requifite for their fubliftence, but alfo fomewhat 
of delicacy , and that what they molt {land in need of is frefh water. For 
there is nor any to be bad without digging very deep into the Earth, and what 
there was fo got we thought very diBattefull to the Paht, and fo corrupt^thac 
had there not been an extraordinary necelfity , wefhould have been much 
troubled to fwallow it- I muft withall confefie, that I could not obferve that 
excellent order and commendable policy , which Cartwright faies he hadfeen 
therein the Inftitution of Youth , nor that they ate more carefull there than 
in other places, toaccuBom ic timely to pains-taking, fo to avoid idleneffe, 
and the inconveniences consequent thereto. True it is, that the great rumber 
of Children, which are ordinarily to be found therein Families, which by res- 
fonof Polygamy are very numerous, obliges the Parents tobethemoreca r efu!l 
for their fubfillence ; but the Perjlans , for the mofi part are fo little inclin’d 
to paios-rakinojthac, commonly , you fhall either fee them walking in th t Mal¬ 
ian, or difeoupfing in the Slflfc, while they leave molt of their work to be 
done by their tlaves. WhicMPppens hence, t hat being rhemfelves very tem¬ 
perate, and content with little , and on the other fide, Provifions being very 
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cbeap, they conceive they ought not to take much pains for what is fuper- t $ i 7 

flnous, and thofe things whereof there is no great ueceiTity, So that there_ 

are even in thefe parts idle Perfons, and Beggers , as well as in other pla¬ 


ces. 


What the fame Car/wright fayes concerning the Scorpions, and other vene- 
mons Creatures, is very true. Pot of thsfe, there are, about Katfchan , more 
than at any other place of Perjia , and fuch as are io dangerous, that they have 
occafion’d that Malediction , Akrah-Kafchan he defiet finet : may the Scorpion of 
Kafchan finch thee by thf hand. We found Come of them in our Lodging, as black 
as cole, about the length and compafle of a man’s finger, and we were cold,' 
that thefe were the molt dangerous of any fort of them. 

They are fomewhat like ourGrabs or CrevifTes, fave that theic Bodies are 
fhorter, they go farter, and they have their tails alwayes flicking up. Whence 
k comes that the Inhabitants never lay their Mactrefles, or Beds, upon the 
ground, as they do in other places; but they fee them upon a kind of Trevecs, 
or Frames, 'which they call T*mm* They affirm alfo, that thefe Beads haves 
certaimefpeft for ftrangers , and that to prevent their Hinging, they are only to 
pronounce thefe words, Menharihem, I am a Granger. But for my part, I am 
of opinion, that ftrangers , who ftand more in fear of them than the Inhabi¬ 
tants , are only the more oblig’d to chemfelves for the care they have of their 
own fafety; though I never could hear, that thofe who are flung by them dye 
of it. For they-have a preCent and eafie remedy againftthis kind of poifon, 
by applying a piece of Copper to the place affesfted ; for which Cure they ordi¬ 
narily snakenfe of that Money which they call Pttl t and rhence it comes, that 
they carry fome of it alwayes about them ; and having lefc that piece , fox the 
fpace of 24. honrs upon the part ftung, they cake it off, and put on the Wound 
a plaifter made of Honey and Vineger. 

It was my misfortune to be the only man of all our retinue that hadoc- 
cafion to make triall how venemousthis Creature is. For lying down upon 
my Bed at Scamachie , in our return from Ispahan , a Scorpion ftung me in the 
throat, where it made immediately a fweljing about the length of my finger, 
which was attended with infupportable pain. As good fortune would nave it, 
our Phyfidan, who lay in the fame Chamber, immediately appli’d thereto the 
Oyl of Scorpion , gave me fome Treacle, and put me into a fweat: which 
deliver’d me from the greateft of my pains at the end of three hours, but I had 
Bill fome pain for the two daies following, but by intervalls, and it was as if I 
had been prick’d with a Needle: nay indeed for many years afterwards I have 
been troubled with the fame pains at certain times, efpccially in Autumn, much 
about the Sun’s entrance into Scorpio, . , ... 

There is alfo in thefe parts another fort of infe& of a making much like a 
Spider, about two inches in compafs, and mark’d with feveral fpors. This 
inleais commonly found lodg’d in ftony pl aces, under a kind of Herb , which 
tbe.Perfutns call Tremne , and the Turks, jauchfchan , which is liKe Worm- woo , 
or AbfyniMum , but the leaves are much larger, and the fmell much wronger. 
The Perftans call this infea Enkur fi; and it is that animal which, in Latin , w 
called Stellio, and a kind of infea , which the Italians and Spaniards call TaraX- 
tola. This Creature, inftead of flinging or_ biting, lets falHcs venom like a 
drop of water, which immediately caufes infnfferable pain in the pare wnsre 
it fallens, andfuddenly makingusway totheScomack, fends up Vapours into 
rbe Head, and thefe put all the Members of rhe fick party into fuch a protouna 
fleep, that it is impolTible to awake him, fave by this only remedy, * hic "l s ’ E £ 
crufh one of thefe Creatures upon the wound; out of which all trie vcnomis 

by that means drawn our. . 

But if there cannot any of the fame Creature be found; there is anotnet 
remedy may be ufed. The fick perfon is laid updn his back, that he may fwa - 
lowdownas muchMilk as maybe. Then he ieput upon athiDg made ^ 
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bier, w^tch, by cords iailen’d to the four corner?) is bung up to abeam and 
having ruin'd the bier about, till the cords are all twilled, they let kgo of a 
ittddeD, £ h«thc cords coming Loumwiftby a violent Motion, may make his 
head lurn, and force cut,of his ftofflack ailthe Milk he had fwallow'd. 3 It comes 
From him all Greenifh, as is alfo the ciuds which come forth at his yard but 
with great violence and extreme pain. This remedy does in fome meafure 
Core t he fuk perfon j yet fo as that it hinders not , bur that, at certain times, 
cully at the lame feafon of the year, he mufl expedi to feel much pain. 
7 his Creature is to be found only in the Country, ftrthac thofe wholivein 
Cities fear it not, there being none there, unUife they are, through negli¬ 
gence, brought in t he bubble, wherewith they cover their Honfes. But what’s * 
moft.-co be.admir'd in this animal, is, that the Sheepfeek after it, and feed on

Schucza A- cefior of Mahomet , being very defirous, one day, ro go and fee his Mill at Me- 
din - ddna, the Miller, whole name was Sebw^a Ad in , intreated him to blefs his 

Labour, and his Mill, by putting both his hands under one of rhe Mill-flones 
whuh was rais'd up j which Omar having done, the MU let let it fall and fee the 
Mill agoing, by which means having crufil’d his hands to pieces, be afterwards 
kill’d him.

The 
Miller Married the Caf s Daughter, but died foon after, and was buried without 
the City," at a place where now there are feveral banks of fand, which the ftory 
faies, were brought thither by the Wind, fincethe Miller’s Death ■ left the 
Hjfian Kaf- Friends and Kinredof Omar ihould take him up to be burnt.

then at the full. That Night we travell’d fix Leagues, and came the next Mor¬ 
ning ro a Oaramnfera, called Cfatz,aKfJJit»: but in regard it was very narrow, 
, ® R| d vvithall very nafty, we lodg’d our (elves in a Garden nor far from it, in rhe 

(hade of abundance of Cyp r efs Trees and Pomegranate-Trees, upon rhe fide 
of apleafant Rivulet, which, making a gentle murmuring noife, contributed 
muentotherepofe , which, afterthe Precedent night’s Travell, was but ne- 
ceflary cPus. In the Evening we continu’d our Journey , ano Travell’d that 
night fix Leagues or better, through Deferts and Barren grounds, and came, 
rhe 28. about four in rhe Morning, to a lirtlc City, called by the Inhabitants 
CoiactflNi- Country Natens, ana by l ontanm, in his Travel!?, Net hat. We took 

tens.' U P lodging in a Caravaxfera, within the City , which is hand! r me enough, 

furcifh’d wiihTeveral Springs cf frefla water, and well llor’d with all forts cf 
I'mits, As you come into the City, you leave on the right hand two very high 
and picked Mountains, one whereof hath on the top of k a great Tower, built 

by 
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by” Schach-Abas »in memory of the advantage, which one of his Faulcons had ^ _ 

in that place over an Eagle, which he fer upon, overcame* and kill'd, after a 1 ® 3 > * 
very fhirp engagement. All of our Retinue being cither fick or overcome with 
wearioefs, ouely Monfieur Mandelfo hid the euriofity to get up the faid Moun¬ 
tain with his two fer«nts,and to take a view of that Structure. He found it 
built of Brick, and t*c cowards rhe foundation it was in an Odogonal form, 
being about eight paces Diameter; but that as it went higher and higher, it by 
degrees loll that form and bignefs, and chat above-* neec the top, tc had fo many 
windows, that the light came in of all ftdes. The greacell miracle of all is, 
how rhey could carry lo many materials up to fo high a place, to get to which, 
that Gentleman had fpent above three hours, and at lead as much to get down a- 
g.iin, with great pains ana hazard. 

The 29, we got four Leagues further, palling over a great Mountain , and continue theh 
Lodg’d in iCaravanftra^ called &oml>i t whither fome of the Inhabitants of If- 
fahan came to vi.fit us, as they laid; irom the Chancellor. There came thither al- 
fo certain Dutch Merchants, c loath'd in Pet ft ax habits; but they made no difeo- 
very of the mfe lve?. 

The night between the laft of July and firil of Augufiy we travell’d four leagues AUGUST; 
furcher,and came the next day to a Village called tiuk. WewereLodg’d in the 
houfe of the Kssicha, or Judge of the place, where we continu’d all thae day, and 
the night following. 

Atigafl 2. we departed thence two hours before day, the Moon Alining very 
fair, and got but two Leagues further, co one of the King's houfes , where we 
took up our Quarters in a very fair Garden, which was our iafl nights Lodging 
in our pa flags ro the Ci'ieoF lfpabm. For, very betimes the next morning be¬ 
ing the third oi Auguft , Horfes were fenc us, to make our entrance into the 
Metropolis of the Kingdom. Within a quarter of a League of the Citie, we 
found one of the principal Officers of the Court, named / (achan-Leg^ in the head 
of 2co. horfe, and fome paces thence, two great Armenian Lords, named Sefa- 
rdtiiegy and Eiltu-Lcg , who conduced the Ambafladors to their Lodgings. 

The dud, which ihe Horfe, and the people who came to meet us , had rais’d, 
was fo thick, that we were got to the'Gates, before we imagin’d we could 
have feen the Citie. Notonelyche llreets and windows were full of people, 
who out of curio fit y were come to fee our entrance into the Citie, but alfo the 
tops of the Houfes were covered with them. 

We were conducted .through feveral Ilreets, through the Mat dan } and before Are lodg'd a- 
the King’s Palace, to that part of the Suburbs which is called Tz.ulifa, where we 
were lodg’d in the Quarter of the chiefeft of the Armenian Merchants, who are ‘ —* 

Chrifia»s > and have their habitations there. We were hardly alighted,ere there 
were brought us from the King’s Kitchin the ordinary Pretents of Provuons, 
for out weicom thither. They laid upon the floor of the Ambafladors room a 
line fllkCloach, on which were fet one and thirty Diflies, of Silver, filld with 
feveral forts of Conferves, dry, and liquid, and raw fruits, as Melons, Citrous, 

Quinces, Pears, and fome others, not known in Europe. Some time after, that 

Cloath was taken away , that another might be laid in the room of it ; and 

upon this was fet Rice of all forts of colours , and all forts of Meat, boy! d and 

roafledptn wit, Mutton, tame Fowl, Fifh, Egs, and Pyes, in above fifty Diflies 

of the fame metal, befides the SaHet-diflies, great Porrengers, and other letter ,, . 

Veffels. Prefently afrerDinner, the Commiflary or Faiflor for the Dutch Com- ^ 

fierce, whofe name was Nicholas Jacobs Ovtrjchle , who was afterwards Gover* ^ 

nourof Zeilaxy for the Eaft-Irdia Company, came to vifit the Ambafladors,, 

who being then looking upon the unlading of the Baggage (though that Inou d 

have been the employment of their Steward or fome other Officer ) won ct 

have wav’d the vifit upon that pretence. Bar thz Dutchman would not e put 

off his vifit, wherein he ingenuoufly acknowledg’d, that he had or " 

ders from his Superiours to oppofe our Negotiation ; but that nevertneieiie „ as>

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to what concern’d the Ambaffadors themt'elves, he fhould do them all the civi- 
* * \ >*_ . lities they could expe£t from him. He feem’d defirous to drink, and we had the 
comptyance to give him his load ere he went away. 
quiurd with The joy we conceiv’d at our having, at Uft, arriv’d to a place, where we hoped 
the Indian to put a period ro our Negotiation, was foon difturbed by a moft unhappy ac- 
cident,and tbeDivertifements inrended us were within T fewdayes after our 
Vmtftots, coming thither, changed into a bloody Conreftatiori with the Indians > occa- 
fion’d by the infoleoce of one of the DomelHcks belonging to the Moguls Anv 
baffador, who was Lodg’d not far from our Quarters, with a Retinue of three 
hundred petfons, molt of them Ufbecjstss. One oft heir Domefticks ftanding by, 
and looking on our people unloading and putting up the Baggage, our Mehe- 
matdsri fervant, named tvilllcham faid to him jeafting, that it would fpeak more 
good nature in him, to come and help them, than to ftand as he did with his 
Armsa-crofs; whereto the other making anfwer fomewhat too fnappifhly, as 
ha conceiv'd, the Per fan ftruck him over the pace with his Cane. The Indian 
incens’d at the affront, ran to fome of his Camerades, who were lying hard by 
under the fhade of a Tree, and made his complaints to them of the injury he had 
receiv'd: upon which they all got up,and fell upon ivllllchafi ,'whom they wound¬ 
ed in rbe head with hones. 

Our Domefticks perceiving this tumult, brought out Steward notice of ir, 
who caking aloDg with him five or fix Soldiers, and fome others of our fervams, 
charg’d the Indians (who fe number was augmented to neer thirty) fo home, 
that they mortally wounded one, and purfu’d the reft ro rheir Quarters : but; 
what moft troubled the Indians, was, char, in this engagement, they had loft a 
Sword and a Poniard, whereto a Jitrle Purfe was faften’d, in which there was 
fome fmall money, which our people brought home as a fign of their vidiory. 
The Ir.doftha/ts, at that time, thought it enough to threaten bow highly they 
fliocld refenc that affront, and that they fhould take an occafion to revenge 
their Came rade. Not indeed were theyunmindfull of their threats; for the 
Ambaffadors having refolv’d to change their Lodgings, by reafon of thegreaein.. 
convenience it was to them , that their Domefticks were fcatter’d up and 
down the Suburbs, and quarter'd at a great diftance from them, and ha¬ 
ving appointed the'feventh of Astguji for their removal, the Indians took their 
advantage of that occafion, to be fatisfy v d for the affront they imagin'd they had 
received. 

We had fent before a Lacquey belonging to our Steward, and fome of our 
Sea-men with part of the Baggage, to "be, by them,conduced to the Lodgings 
we had taken up, which were within the Citie, a quartet of a League or better 
diftant from the former. Certain Indians, who were lying under Tents to keep, 
their Mafter’s Horfes, which were then feeding between the Citie and Suburbs, 
knew him, as having feen him in the former eng-gement, fee upon him , and, 
though he gallantly defended himfelf with Sword and Piftol, at laft kill’d him 
wirh"their Arrows; which done, they cutoff his head, tofs’d it up and down 
in the air, and bound his body to his Horf-tayi, which dragg’d it to a certain 
place, where the Dogs devour’d ir. The news brought us of this Murther was 
enough mhffure us,that the Induflhms would not think that revenge enough,buc 
that they were refolv’d rofetupon us with all their forces. Whereupon the 
Ambaffadors lent out orders, that all of their Retinue fhould ftand upon their 
Guard, and come with all expedition to their Lodgings. But) before this or¬ 
der could be put in Execution, the Indians had already pnffefs’d rhemfelves of 
all the Avenues of their Quarters, which they had in a manner block’d up : in 
fo much rhar none could get in, without running the haza d of hemp kill’d. 
However, reftefting on the imminent and inevitable danger it was to lie Mat¬ 
ter’d upand down in feveral quarters, moft of the Domefticks choncht it their 
fafeft courfe- though with fome danger, to make their way ro rbe Haute where 
the Ambaffadors were, which was in the corner of a narrow ftreet. Moft of 

them' 
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them Reap'd the fury of the IndiWf , but fome were mortally wounded, and 
I mv felf came very neeric, for 1 was no fooner got within the door, but an Ar¬ 
row came grazing through my hair, and was (hot inro one of the Pods. All 
their Arrows were made of Canes, having a (harp and cutting piece of Iron at 
the end,and fo light, that the leaft ftrength Cent them away with incredible 
fwittnde, and they pierc’d where they lighted, as dangerously as a bullet from 
a Fire-lock, Which is the more to be observ’d,in oppofition to that patfagenf 
OstiumCmins , where he fayesin the eighth book of his Hiftory , Bir.ism cssbi - 
"tormi funt [agists (Indis) qttas emtttmt majors nt[tsquant effettu\ qutppe tdnmca¬ 
irn in levitate viiomais e/?, inhakli pondere oner at nr. But betides thefe Arms, they 
had alfo Muskets, and Arquebufes, according to the Perjian way , which are of a 
very fmall bore, wherewith they (hot very exa< 3 Iy. 

Our Lieutenants did all that could be expefted from perfons of courage and 
conduct, fetcing their Soldiers in order at the Door of the Ambaftadors Lodg¬ 
ings, and cauling feveral Volleys of Musker-fhot to be ciifchirg d at the Indians, 
But the Indians made their advantage of a Wall, which ferv’d diem for a Para¬ 
pet , and they had made feveral holes in it, that they might (hoot with lefle 
danger to themfelves, and more annoyance to us. On the contrary, ourpeo- 
ple, inftead of following their example (whom fome would have accotnpeed 
Barbarians, but who, will not be found fuch) and making their advantage of 
the Cheiis ,and the Baggage, which were in the ftreet , had no other Parapet, 
than their own breads, which were expos’d to all their Volleys. One of our 
Cauoneers, as he was going to level a fmall Piece at the Indians s was 
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kill'd. 

Sergeant Morrhoy, * Scotch-mats, feeing the Canoneerfali ar fur feer, t:>ok up 
his Musker,and fee himfelf in a pollute of revenging his Camerade s death. 

He was fo fortunate , as to kill five or fix Indians } but at lad an Arrow takes 
him juft in the breaft, which, not at all troubled at, he pluck’d ic our.and, ha¬ 
ving charg’d his Musket once more, kill’d another man, and then fell down dead 

upon the place. . 

The Armenians living thereabouts, who were Spectators of this engagement, 
could help us no otherwife than with their tears, whereby they exprefs’d the af¬ 
fliction ic was to them ro fee the death of fo many poor Cltrifiians. At laft, the 
number of the Indians iocreafing flillj the Muskets play’d fo fart , that the Anri- 
bafsadors were forc’d to command chcir people to come into thehoufe, ana, 
remaining in the Court, to keep the Indians' from getting into the home. but 
they making their advantage of our rerreat fell upon the Baggage, and rants, k d 
it, and not content with thar, they forc’d their way into the next houle to us, 
and becaufe the M after of ic would have kept them from _ coming in, tiey cut 
off one of his bands, and afterwards kill’d him. By which means getting up 
to the top of it, they could look into our Court, and fo fore d out peop.e to 
abandon ic. Some of ours goc up to the top of our houfe, and making t eir 
advantage of the Parapet, no Indian appear’d but they (hot at him, and no I nor 
but did execution, M. Mandeljlo, who had an excellent faculty in the handling 
of Fire-arms,kill’d the Leader of the Indian party with aPiftoUfhoc His dear a 
made them all fury , infomuch that they got out of the place w / ,e . r ^ 
were, with adeftgn to force our Gates: which refolution of theirs oblig <- c v 
Ambafsadors to think of fome retreat, and to break down the Walls of the aa- 
ioyning houfes, where the Armenians, who lived in them, joyfully receiv d us, 

. and brought us Ladders to get down into a fair Garden. We got cown 
inro it, but the pleafsneners of the place, rook us no more than a . llc a 1 ° u ,

While we were thus outof.ll hope of elope, one of the >«“*.1 
Courc came to us from the Kmg.ro bring ns news of a Peace. Me w , 

fome time before, with che fame orders, but the heat of the enga D eme > 

Mm a rnnorea 
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hindred us, as well as the Indians from hearing what meflage he brought: for, 

* Q 3 7 the Inhabitans of Ifpahan, perceiving the noife increafed, and fearing a greater 
di lorder, which might be of dangerous confeqaence among a people who had 
never feen any thing of that nature, the King fent thither a hundred Soldiers 
well arm’d, in the Head of a good number of the Inhabitants, but as foot) as 
the Indians perceiv’d that Body coming towards them , they difpets’d them- 
felves. We werctofd, that the King hearing of the Murther, which was the 
Prologue to all this Tragedy , and withal! that the Indian Ambaflador had Con¬ 
niv’d thereat, had Commanded his Head ro be brought him: but thar the Chan¬ 
cellor had moderated that Pally of his Palfion , by reprefenting to him, that 
both the Ambafiadors were Strangers, and his Guefts, and that it belong’d to 
their Mailers, and nor to him, to punifh them. 

Tbi* peace brought us alfo the liberty ro go into the Streets, where we found 
• our Chefts broke open, and all the Baggage plunder'd , unlefs it were certain 
Sawcidges, Neats-Tongues, and Gammons of Bacon, which the Indians; as 
being Mahnmeianes; had thrown by. Our lofs upon this occafion amounted to 
above four thoufand Crowns. The King demanded a particular of it , and 
would have defray’d us; but that kindnefs of his had doc its effeft, for reafons 
but coo well known co ail the Retinue. 

In the fore-faid engagement which lafted above four hours, we loft five men, 
and had ten wounded. The Indians , according to the informations we receiv’d 
from the Perfians , loft therein about four and twenty men, and had many more 
hurt: but the Indian Ambalfador had, fome few dries after, orders lent him 
^tortalfahr co ke § one * This was the moft unhappy accident we met with in all our Tra- 
difm’js’d. ' veils: for, after we had efcap’d ail the dangers, which we mteht well have fallen 
into by the way, and the injuries might have been done us by the moft Cruel 
and Barbarous people, through whole Territories we pafs’d, this fad accident 
happen’d to us in the chief City of the Kingdome, where we thought to find 
reft after all the hardlhips we had endured. 

As to this Indian Ambalfador, he was a Myrfa, or Indian Prince, and had been 
fent to the Court of Perfta t by Choramfcha > King of the Indies, whom they call 
the Great Mogul* and not, as he is commonly called, A'hgor. He had a very 
noble Retinue, and was ordinarily carried in a Litter, according to the Indian 
g making, more fit to lye down in, than to fit, which was carried by feveral 
Slaves-, it being hang’d at agreat Iron-barr made crooked in the middle. The 
King of Perfta , who knew on what occafion he was fern Ambaffador to him, 
Histiboadat made him flay three whole years, before he gave him audience, ordering him 
I fp ah an, in rhe mean time to be magnificently treated , infomuch that fome few daies 

before our arrival, the King had fern him, befides many before, a Prefentof 
three thoufand Tummts , which amount to fifty thoufand Gowns; the Am- 
ballador btmfelf, it feems, defraying the expence of his Houfe-keeping. 

The Ambafl’ador, on the other fide, demean’d himfelf fuirably to this mag¬ 
nificence ; for hefpem the three firft dayes after his audience in bellowing the 
itii tafias. Trefsnts he had brought along with him. Thofe he made the firft day , were in 
the name of the Great Mogul ; thofe made the fecond, in the name of the Prince 
his Son; what he did, the third, was upon his own accompc. We were credi¬ 
bly inform’d, that the Prefents made by him amounted to above a hundred 
rhe occafion of thoufand Crowns. His bufioefs was , co intreat the Kin" of Perfta, to put 
ibcEmbaffy. into his hands the Myrfa Polagi , Prince of the Blood, and Nephew to the Mo- 
?#/ , who had been forc’d to retire into Per fa to Cave his Life, which he was 
in danger to lofe, as he had done his Kingdotne. The King excus’d himfelf, 
and gederoutly made anfwer, that it were a breach of the Laws of Hofpitality, 
to deliver up a Prince, who, out of an afiurance of his friendfhip, had taken re¬ 
fuge in his Kin "do me that he was oblig ’d in honour to treat him as a Friend, 

as long as he fnould think fit to flay 

This 


and a Gueft, and to gwe nunentertainin 
in his Country. 
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Thiswas all the Anlwei the Amballador could gee, in telaion to the tm 
baffy; bat that he might be affur’d, they had no great kindnefs for himfeif in 
particular, fecret orders were lent to Hafan-ChanGonitnovit of Her.ah, v vh ; h 
h themoft confiderable or any place towards the Frontiers of the Indies , that 
he fhoald Hop! in their pillage, four or five hundred Horfes, which the Ain* 
baffador had bought, and fent away by fmall parties, that, at his coming, he 
miotic find them ready upon the Frontiers : for th s Indian Horfes are i'maU 
andill-fiaap’d, whence it comes, that the Indians are fedefirous, to have feme 
0 f'"the Periian breed. The Ambaffado'r {form'd, alleg’d his quality, and urg’d 
k as an affront done his Mailer in his perfen, anti, that the King of Perfta, who 
knew he had bought them , and hat) permitted him to do fo, was, no doubt, 
willing he Ihould take them along with him. But Hafan-Chan r made'anfwer, 
that he was King in his own Province, that if he did ought prejudicial to the 
King’sCervice, his Life fhouid anfwer -for it, and that he would notfuffer any 
Horfes to go out of the Country, it being to be fear’d they might afterwards 
be brought to ferve in the Warrs againli his Majelly, to whom he was to give 
a ftrift accompt of all his a&iom. So that the Ambaflador was forc’d to leave 
tbe Horfes behind him, and to fell them at fuch rates as the Perftans would give 
him for them. As for the Indians\n general, they are good Natur’d, Civil, 

Friendly, and their Convetfatibn not unpleafant, provided they be not in¬ 
jur’d; but foapt torefenrany thing of affronts that they ate never fatisfy’d 
without their Blood, by whom they are offended. We know it otherwifetnan 
by beat-fay. . 

■ The next day after this unhappy engagement, to wir, the 8. of Angst ft we 
chang’d our Lodgings, and* to prevent any difordetthat might happen, efpe- 
cialiy upon the accompt of the Indivns , the King caus'd prohibitions to be 
made , 'that not only any of the Ambaffadors retinue, but alfo, of the other 
Indians, Day even the Merchants of rhat Nation, whereof there are above twelve 
thoufand in Ifpaban , fhouid, upon pain of Death, be feen in the ilreets, till we 
were Gotten within the City. And that we might be the more fevure, we found 
attending near our Lodgings, feme of the Guard, who went along with us to 
our new Quarters , which we were permitted to fortifie ar. the weakeft places, 
again!! any attempt might be made by the Indians , who might eafily and with 
advantage have affatrlced us in our Quarters, by reafon it was of a vail extent, 
they having openly threatned to do it. , 

The Structure comprehended four great Courts, through two whereof there The Ambaff^ 
ran a Rivulet twenty five foot in breadth , planted on both iides with that de- <>o,s 
light full Tree called Tzannar, which made two veryplealant walks. The >ame 
Rivulet ran through fome of the Halls and Galleries , and went under , 

under the main part of the Lodging, which was defign’d for the appa: rmem of 
the Ambaffadors. There was in themidft of it, and below, a fpacious Hall, 
bniit eight feuare, with a fair Fountain, and at every fide of the Oaagonea 
J?oor, which led into feveral Chambers, 1 he firll Story had the fame apparr- 
ments, bat this over and above, that the Windows ferv’d lor Poors, feme 
whereof led into Galleries and Balconies that look’d into the Garden, feme to¬ 
wards the Hall ; fe that a man might, out of any Chamber, fee what wts done 
in the Hail, In the midft of the Hall, there was a Fountain, the Balm whereoi 

was of Frce-ftooe. _ 

During ouraboad at Ifpahan, we were fuppli’d with all things upon tne The f|f*£ treats 

King’s accompt, being allow’d, everyday, fixteen Sheep, a hundred of all feres themftilk 

of tame Fowl, two hundred Eggs, and a hundred Bttemns of Wme , wuti 

Fruit and Spice in fuch abundance, that we might have made very good cneer* 

had it not been for their ill management thereof, who had the difpofal ot cnem, 

and who fquander’d away the Provi/ions , noc only by Connivence, but a o y 

the exprefs order of one of the Ambaffadors, I mean him ot h am 

who fent them to the Armenians, and, many times, co common pro^tu^^ 
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c m Whence it came-, that fome times our people made but one meal a day, nay 
* J O 3 7 * fome dales, the fervants and others had no. cloath laid at all. 

‘Aug. to. the Ambafladors fent fome of the retinue to Alexis Savimstitiy 
Ambjpior from the Duke of Mttfcbvy , to treat with him concerning their 
. They go into common affairs 5 and in regard the Per Jims were not well pleas'd to fee us in 
Mufcovian ha- our own Cioaths, we put our (elves into the Mujcovian fafhion, as coming 
bits. fomewhat nearer their mode. About this time, died fome of our people, who 

had been Wounded, in the Engagement with the Indians, and, among others, 
one of our Guard, who had been hurt in the knee, with apoifoned Arrow. 
Our Harbinger died alfo the fame day , but it was ; of a Eloody-fiux, which 
took him after he had been fuffkieutly fhakenby a Tertian Ague, and difpitth’d 
him in a few daies. We buried 1 hem both in the Church-yard of the Armenians , 
in that part of the Suburbs, which is called Tzfolfa, 
rim firfi an- Auguft theitf. the Ambafladors had their firft audience of the King, who 

dime. ' fent them word, that they fliould alfo have the honour to dine with him, and 
to that end, fent them forty gallant Horfes out of hisowh flablcs , the Saddles 
and Harnefles whereof were adorn’d with great plates of Gold. 

T}>c prefers The Ambafladors made ufe only of two , and alfo ordered the Gentlemen 
mdc in the and the principal Officers to ride on Horfe*back , bnt the reft went a-foor, in 
Prince's name, the foil owing order. 

Firft, march’d three menonHorfe-back, two whereof were in compleat arms, 
having Flowers and orher Workmanfliip of Gold. The third was arm’d only as 
a Hone-man, with Back, Bread, and For, yet all very rich. 

After him march’d forty Perfons, having every one a cafe of Piflols, the beft 
that could be had in the Low-Countries, with their Holders, the laps whereof 
were Embroider’d, 

Next, four men, carrying two rich. Cymirars, the (heaths whereof were of 
yellow Amber, garnifh’d with Gold, in very rich Cafes. 

Next, two men, with Walking-daves, done about with Amber, which the 
Perftans eftcem above Gold, in very ruh Cafes. 

Four men, carrying fo many great Candleftieks o'f Amber. 

Two others, carryings Cabinet of white and yellow Amber. 

Four others, carrying a Cabinet of Ebony, garnifh’d with Silver, having 
within it, in Golden Boxes, feveral Druggs, Eflencesand Magifteries, and the 
coverings thereof befet with fine ftones , which ftgnify’d what Magiftery there 
was in every Bov, 

The Ambaffa- And whereas it is the cuftom of the Country , that Ambafladors are oblig’d 

dorsprefents, to make fome Prefems from themielves, and upon their own accompt, the 
Ambaffador Crtejiw fent in an Arquebufs, the dock whereof wasef Ebony, 
which cock’d itLeif by letting down the Cotk ; A veflel of Rock Chryfial, 
done about with Gold , and befet with Rubies and Turquefes; a Cabinet of 
Amber, and afmall (inking Cloak. 'The Ambalfador llrugman prefentedthe 
King with a gilt brafs Candleftick, that had thirty branches, having a (iriking 
Watch within the Body of it ; a pair of,gilt Piflols, in very rich Holders: a very 
fair Hour-Oafs 5 a Watch,in a Topaze cafe ; a bracelet of Diamons and Rubies ; 
and, a Writing, whereby were prefented the two pieces of Canon , which we 
had left at Ar debit. * 

f ^ Every one had his place aflign’d him, to the end that all things might be pre- 
abfem m Irdn to the King with the obfervance of fome order; bur. the Per fans never 

nt their fermo- obferveitin any Ceremony: infomucb , that they were no, fooner got into the 
sin. dreet,but they were all indiforder, and march’d with futh condition, that the 

A nnbaffadnrs retinue could not make the Proceflion theyexpe&cd. 

Fird, there fliould have march'd three Sergeants with Halbards, in the Head 
of fifteen Muskettters. After them the Marfha I, or Steward, alone, in the Head 
of the Gentlemen, who march’d three a bread. Then, three Truuipetters, with 
filver Trumeets, and after them marched the Guards, four a-bread, immediately 
v before 
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before rhe Ambatfadors, who had on both tides eight Halberteers, and behind s 

them the two Interpreters. Theeight Pages follow’d,* on Horfe-badc, in. very 1 ® 3 7 j_ 
rich Liveries, and after them the relt of our people, marching three a-bread, 
and eight deep. 

The Ambaffadors being come in this order, attended by-a great number of* 

Kifitbachs , and Per ft An Gentlemen on Horfe-back , whom th©J&ng had fenc to 

them, through the Maidm, to the Gates of the Palace Royal,' they were there Tberecepiioi 

receiv’d by Jefau/ Serhobet , who is as it were the Imroduttor, or Mailer of the °fj he 

Ceremonies. He commanded thofe who carried the Prefents to nuke way for 

the Ambaffadors, whom he conduced into a Hall, where the D}vanlekj, or 

Judges, are wont ro meet, for the AdminiRration of Juliice, aiftd inrreared 

tdem to red themfelves, till he had acquainted the Ring with their arrival. 

About half an hour after, feveral great Lords came to give the Ambaffadors 
notice, thattheKing expe£tedthem. We were brought through afpacious 
Court, which was of greater length than breadth, and in which there was on 
both Tides, about fix paces diftance from one Wall, another lower Wall, built 
clofe toarowof Tz^ittnar- Trees; and all along that lower Wall , Hood the 
Muskerteers, and the or her Guards, in a file on both fides. 

The Guards were diftjnguifh’d from the Muskerteers, by the Coiffure they 
wore about their Heads, which-was pointed, andfetout with plums of Fea¬ 
thers of feveral Colours. They call this kind of Courts, or Walks, Cheywa^ 
and they afford a very delightful! profpeft. At the end of this Court, there 
was a great Hall, hiving ligbr coming in of all fides, which was the place de- 
fign’d for oor audience. It is called DimmChmdy as being the place, where the The mU ft? 
King adminifiers j uliice in Perfon ; there being a great difference between the audience, 
cultom of Perjia, and that of Mufeovy y where rhe Great Duke hath a particular 
Hall, wherein he gives audience ro Ambaffadors; whereas the King of Perfta 
does it in thofe places where he accidentally is, either about other bufinefs, or 
fot his Divertifement. Neic the faid Hall, and under thofe Trees, between the 
two Walls, there were ro be fecn fifty excellent Horfes, with their covering- 
C1 oaths of B roc ado, or Embroider’d with Gold and Silver, and among thole 
feme Arabian Horfes, ready to be back'd, with their Saddles and Harneffe, co¬ 
ver’d all over wirh plares of Gold , and befet with abundance of precious 
Stones. All the Horfes flood in che open air, fatten'd by one of the hinder 
feet to a Hake (truck in the ground, and they were molt of them of an IfabeMa 
Colour, about the Belly and Leggs. There Rood hard by pails of Vermillion ^ silvtifftlste 
Gilr, for the watering of them. Not far thence 3 there were two great Citterns 'yfMnivjet. 
four foot fquare, for the cooling of Wine. 

This Kali was rais’d three Reps from the ground, and was eight fathom broad, 
and twelve in length. There was at che entrance into it a Partition, likean 
Alcove^ with Curtains drawn before ir, of red Cotton, which were taken up 
and let downwith filk Rrings. When they were drawn up, they refted upon 
rhe Chapters of certain wooden Pillars, made Cylinder-wife, Embellilh’d with 
Branch-work, Painted, and Gilr, is were alio the Walls. On the left hand, as 
yon came in, there were fome pieces of Painting, done in Europe , and repre- 
fencing certain HiRories. The floor was cover’d all over with Xapiftry, where¬ 
of the ground-work was of Gold and Silver , and in cb|midfiof the Hall, 
there was a Fountain , and in the Bafin of it abundance 0/ Flowers, Citrons, 

Orenges, Apples, and other Fruits, which fwom upon rhe water. Abonttbe 
fides of the Bafin, there were a great number of Gold and Silver Flaggons, and 
Bottles, which either had Garlands or Flowers about them , or pofies in their 
Mouths. 

The King fat upon the ground, having 'a fat in Cufhion under him, behind The K}»z's egi. 
the Fountain , with his back to the Wall. He was about feven and twenty 
years of Age, handfome Eodied, having a gracefull Afpeft > and of a dear and 

fmooth Complexion, fomewhac Hawk-Nos’d , as molt of the Perfums are, 

and 
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and he had a little black Hair upon the upper lip. There was nothing extraor¬ 
dinary in his Habit, fave that his Cloaths were of Bcocadoe, and that, at his 
Coiffure, there was a Plume of Heron-Feathers , fatten'd with a bracelet of 
Diamonds. He had alfo upon his Kurdi, chat is, a kind of Coat without fleeves, 
which the Perfitans wear upon their Garments , two Sable Skins hanging at the 
Neck : but for ought we fato afterwards, other Perfiian Lords wore the like. 
The Cymicar he had by his fide glitter’d with Gold and precious Stones; and 
behind him, upon the ground, there lay a Bow and Arrows.- 

On his right hand there ttood twenty Pages, who were, moft of them, as we 
were told , the Tons of Chans, and Satthans , Goyemours of Provinces, among 
whom there were fome Eunuchs. 

They were all very handfome, as to their Perfons, but it feems, they bad 
made choice of the handfomeft among them, to hold the Fan, wherewith he 
incefl'antly gave the King air; Thefe Fan ns are made of a certain Sea-Creature, 
which they call Mtistri hut as, and it is like a Horfe-tail. Near the Pages flood 
the Mehetcr , or Groom of the Chamber, who hath the over-fight of them. 
Before the King ttood Eifchici^ agafii bafichi , or the Lord Chamberlain of the 
Houfhold, having in his band a Staff cover’d all over with Gold , as was alfo 
the great Button or Apple at the top of it. Within four pacei of the King, and 
on his left hand, fat the Chancellor, whom they tiWEthtmad Dov?Ut, and about 
him, the Chuns , and great Lords of the Privy Counfell. At the entrance of 
tlfe Hall, on the left hand, fat the Ambsffadors of an Arabian Prince , who 
had been fent to defire the King's Prote$ion againil the Twr^.; an d the 
Pojlanicg of Muj'covy , Alexei Savlnovhs ; and fotpewhat lower were placed 
the King's Mufick. 

The Ambaflidors were receiv’d at the entrance of the Hall > by the Prince 
Tz^tm-Chan, Kmd Bafichi, of whom we fpoke before, and by Aliculi-bek, 
Divanbeki , who took them under the Arms, one after the other, and brought 
them to the King. 1 hefe Condu&ors, as they -led the Ambaffadors along, 
laid fuch faft hold on their hands, that they had not the nfe of them them* 
fetves. 

This Ceremony is very neceffary , and mutt now be look’d on as a particular 
honour done the Ambaffadots, though itbefaid, and chat very probably, that 
with the fame labour, they fecure the Prince’s Life, againtt the attempts there 
might be made againtt it. But I would not have any to credit what fome affirm, 
to wit, that this Ceremony hath not been obferv'd in Perfia but fince the Reign 
of Sthaeh-Abas r and that it was occafion’dby the defigtr which tome Turkifh 
Ambaffadors had to kill him. For this cuftom is alfo obferv'd in the Grand 
Seignor s Court,’as well as in Perfia ; nay it is my opinion, rbat it is for the 
fame reafon, that the King does not give his Hand, but his Knee to ftrangers to 
kifs, to his own Subjects thinking it enough to prefent his foot. 

The Ambaffadors, as they came near the Kin°, made a low Reverence, which 
he civilly anfwered with a lit tie Inclination of the Head, and a {anting and ob¬ 
liging Countenance. They were immediately led away, and intreated tofu 
down, on low Seats, which had been plac’d near the Lords of the Conned. 
The fame honour was done to fifteen of the Retinue, but they were forc’d to fit 
down a little moreen the left hand, and upon the ground. The Pages, and the 
rett of the Retinue, were conduced into the Court, where they were feaced 
near thirteen Women-Dancers, who were very handfome Women, and very 
richly Cloath*d, and fat upon Tlpittry, whereof the ground-work was Gold and 
Silver, 

Some of our people were perfwaded they were the ordinary Danang- 
womem belonging rot he Court, and gave that accomptof themin the Rela¬ 
tions they have made of their Travells; but it is certain., they were fome of 
the handfomeft Cortezansof the City, who, befides the Tribute they yearly pay 
the KW, are oblig'd 10 come to Court, to divert the Prince, when ever he fends 
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for them. We were told * that a man might have had his choice of them tor a ^ g ^ y 

J TheAmbaffrdors having re fed themfelves a little, the King fent the Lord 

Chamberlain to them, to know the Prince’s name, by whom they were fent, 

and the occafioo of their EmbaiTy. Which meflage oblig’d them to rife up, 

and to °o near the King, with their Interpreter, to deliver their Credentials, 

which they accompany’d with a Complement, which was fo much the fhorter, 

in regard the Perjtans^ who are no Lovers of long Speeches, would have thofe * 

that approach their King to do it with refpeft, and to exprefs that refpea by a 

Difcourfeof few words. The Chancellor receiv’d the Credentials, and after 

the AmbaiVadors were feated again, the fVakae mis y or Secretary of the Chamber, 

came and told them , that the Scbach would order their Credential Letters to 

be TraniUtedthat as foon as it were done , his Ma jelly would give them a 

fecond audience! for their affairs, and that in the mean time, hedeiir d them to 

Divert themfelves as much as might be. This done, the Prefents were brought 

in, whiih were carried by the King, into an appartment defign’d for the Trea- 

fury, on one fide of the Hall, at the entrance of the Palace. 

While the Prefents were carried in, theCloath was laid, that is, ail the floor 
of the Hill was covet’d with one piece of Cotton cloath, on which were fet all 
forts of Fruits and Confetves, all in great Bafins of Gold , whereof there was GoldTlate. 
fo great a number, that there was hardly place left for three hundred great. 

Flaggons of the fame Metal, which were difpers’d here and there, only for 
OftcDtationfake: fo that which way foever a man look’d, there was nothing 
to befeen bur Gold. Ail the Plate was plain and fmooth, faveonly the Flag- 
eon and Cup out of which the King himfelf drunk, which two pieces the Per- 
pans call Sttrhahi, and PiaU, which were befet with Rubies and Turquefes. 

'With rhefe Conferves, we had excellent Scbir<u-Wmz , and they gave us the Schirasww. 

Divertifement of a fellow that fhew’d tricks of Legerdemain , who did beyond 

any thing I ever faw of that kind before. About an hour after, the Conferves 

were taken away , that the Meat might be brought in. The floor was laid with 

another C loath, which was of a Gold Brocado, and there came in ten men lpa* 

den with Meat in great Veffels of Gold , made like the Milk-pails in Fran c*, 

which fome carried upon their Heads, fome upon a kind of Barrows, which were 

alfo cover’d with plates of Gold, , 

The Snffretz.i) that is, the Carver, having plac’d the Meat, fat down in *e The carves, 
midftof the Table, or floor of the Hall, took the Meat out of thofe Vellett, 
anddifpos’d it into Difhes, and fent them, full to the King, tfen ro c he 
bafladors, and afterwards to the Lords, and the reil of the Company. v.y 
nnderfiand not what it is to entertain withfeveral Coutfes, but let down ail 
upon the Table at once, and chink they treat their Guefts very well. All the 
Difhes were fill’d with Rice of all forts of Colours, and the CanarPJ““J e 
Meat upon the Rice , to wit. Mutton, boyl’d and roatled, tame and wild Fowl, 

Omelets, Pies, Spinaee, Sowr-cmds, &c. infomuch, that many times, cnere 

was five or fix forts of Meat in the fame Difh. This is done by debgn, and for 

their own convenience; in regard, that, not fitting %t a Table oppofiteone thc f r maiaer of 

to another, but all of a fide, as the Monks do, and confequently one man being fitting at men . 

not able to reach to feveral Difhes, they are ferved feveral forts of Meat id tne 

But as*we imitated the Monk* in our manner of fitting, fo were we as filent sextet metis 
as they are at Meals: for there was not a word fpoken all the time we were at 
Meat ;*uolefs it were chat the King himfelf whifper’d twice or thrice to je 
Chancellor. But there was not that filence obferv’d at two or three otn 
Entertainments we had ar the Court afterwards: for theo, the Kirgvv« P s ■ _ 
to faLl into fome difeourfe wirh the Ambalfadors, concerning the aftairs o 
wk, and particular!y concerning rhe Warrs of Germany. vj„r.rk MnCict. 

We had alfo, while we were at Dinner, the Divertifement of their Muticx, .

and ihe Activity of thofe Canezans. The Mufickconiiftedof Lutes, Violins, 
1 6 y 7 * Flageolets, Hawboies, and Timbrels, which he who play’d upon the Timbrel 
—' "* accompany'd with a wretched inharmonious Voice, which difordet'd the little 

Conforc there was in their pretended Conforr. The Dancing of the Women 
was more regular, and though it was not confonanc to the Muiick, nor the way 
of Dancing among the ‘Earopaans, yet was it not undelightfull,but had its caden¬ 
ces and exact net's as well as ours. 

While wc were at Dinner, there lay hid, in a Door which was cover’d by the 
Hangings, over again 11 the place where the Ambaffadors fat, a Perftan , who 
underilood the Portttguez and /taila », to obferve their Demeanour, as alfo whan 
difcourfethey might-have will) their Interpreter, that he might give an accompt 
of what they Card concerning the fafbions and manners of that Court. The 
relation he gave in to the King of what the Ambaffador hrttgman had faid of the 
Pictures, and the Encerrainmenrs , and the mauner of Life of the Perjians, 
prov’d to his difadvantage and prejudice. Our Interpreter was a PonngHe an 
Attgafiine Frier, about forty years of age. His name was Father Jofeph, of the 
Repay 3 . a good natur'd man , obliging, and complaifam, and a perfon that un- 
deriloodhimfelf very well} inafmuch , as, having liv’d fonr and twenty years 
■ in Rerfia , he was excellently well skill'd in the Language, and throughly ac¬ 
quainted with the.humourand cuftomsof that Nation,’ In his difcourfewith 
the Ambaffador Crnfm , he made ufe of the Latin Tongue, and fpoke Pmttgttez, 
to the Ambaffador Brngman. 

They fat at Dinner about an hour and a half, and then the Cloach being taken 
away, there was warm water brought to wafh their hapds. Which done, the 
Lord Chamberlain cry’d aloud , Sttfre Haki'ne, Scahe dostletine, Kafrfer Ktwe- 
tine , alia dictum; that is, Makg *t thankful for tbit repaft, pro/per the Kings af¬ 
fairs, give bis Soldiers and Servants courage.-, thns vtepraj thee, OGodg whereto, 
all the reii anfwer’d their Alia, Alla. Grace being thus faid, they rofe up, and 
went out of the Room one after another, without fpeakinga word, according 
to the cuftomof the Country. Our Mebemandar came alfo to tell us that wc 
ridohr withdraw when we pleas’d ; as we immediately did, making a low Reve¬ 
rence to-he King. 

Afte. this firft audience, we were permitted to recewe theyilics of all other 
Nations, whohaveany Commerce at Ifpahan , as the French, Spaniards, Italians , 
E^H(h and Dutch. They came often to fee us, and contributed much to our 
Divettifement, during the aboad we made in that City, The Engllfh were the 
firft that »ave us a Vint. Their Fa&or, whofe name was Francis Honywood, 
came to our Quarters the 18. of Auguft, accompany’d by a conliderable num¬ 
ber of Merchants, who, t o exprefs the affection they bore us, had all put tbera- 
felves into the German fashion • thoogh otherwife they went according to the 
mode of their own Country. The Factor was an excellent good-natur’d man, 
and exceffively civil. -He immediately made profers of bis fervice to us , and 
afterwards made themgoed upon all occaftoDs, and kept us company moft 
part of that day. _ . , 

The i2. rhe King fentthe Ambaffadors a Prefent of Fruus, as Melon?, Ap¬ 
ples, Pears, Grapes,"Quinces, and others, and, along with it, thirty great Flag- 
gons of moft excellent Schiras- Wine. 

The Gift private The 24. the Ambajfadors had their firft private audience ', concerning their 
audience: ' Negotiation, at which was the King himfelf in Perfon , attended by the Chan¬ 
cellor, and a "rear number of the Lords of the Councel. This conference was 
not had in the° Pi van Chane , but in another appartment, into which we were 
brouohr, through a fpacious Gallery, and afterwards through a fair-Garden, 
where thofe of our Retinue found their Divertifement, while the Ambaffa- 
dors, with their Interpreter, wereempToy’d about their affairs. TheKmghid 
the patience to flay there two hours and better , and as we came out thence. 
Dinner was^oinc in, whereto all the Company was invited, all being placed,and 
treated in the fame rnannei as we had been before. -^ K g- 
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jut. [be j 8. the Auguftine Friers came to increac the AmbafTadors to ho¬ 
nour rbem with their Pretence the next day , at the Celebration of the Fefliyal 
of their Patron St. Aaguftine. They defired the fame favour of the Mufcevian 
poflmck.t -Alexei Savinomts , as alfo of an Armenian Bifhop, and the English 
Merchants, who, chough of a different Religion, and that in£#r^ethey would 
have made fome difficulty to be prefeDt at the Ceremonies of the Roman- 
Cat fail'd Church, live like Brethren and trueChriftians, among their common 
Enemies, 

There were in the Monaftery. in all, bnt fix Spamflt Monks, and yet they had 
built a very vaft Scru&ure , with a very fair Church belonging to it, which had 
twoSreeples, but fomewhat low, a ftstely Cloiflcr, feveral Cells, and a large 
Garden, 

The AmbafTadors went thither on Horfe-back, in regard that, though the 
Monallery were within the City, yet was it above a League from our Quarters; 
and the Religious men, who receiv’d them atrhe entrance ot the Monallery, 
conduced them llraight to the Church, which was adorn'd with abundance of 
Pictures, and Gilt in feveral places. They prefemly began Mafs , during which 
we had prettygood Mufick , foroneof their Monks had fome skill upon the 
Organ, and our Muficians had brought thither t heir Luces and Violins. After 
Mafs, we were carried into the Garden, near a fountain , and under the fhade 
of a Tree, the branches whereof were fo full of Leaves, and Co woven one 
within another, that they compafs’d the Fountain, and in feveral places, reach¬ 
ing down to the ground, they made convenient feats, Ihe Clock linking 
twelve, we were brought into a fair Hall, where we were feaced at three feveral 
Tables, which were plac'd all along the Walls, after the fame manner as may be 
feen in rhe Mona Be ries of Religious men in _ 

The Tables* were cover’d with all forts of Fruits, in difries of Force lane, 
and the Cloaeh was all Brew’d wich Flowers. Every one had his difh of Mete 
by hitiTelf, plenty of all things, and all very well drefs’d, yet not without fome 
refpeci to frugality. After Dinner, which Vailed not fo long as we had beenac 
the entertainments of the Perftans , orthofe we were invited to by fome foreio 
Merchants, we return’d into the Garden, where we pafs'd away the remainder 
of the day, under the fiiade of the fame Tree. . , 

With the beginning of September , we began to be fentible of a change of the 
weather. The great heats were fomuch abated, that the Nights besjan to be 
tedious and croublefome, efpecially to thofe who had not been carefull to pro¬ 
vide them feives good Co vei lets. . 

About this time, Seferas-beg , Governour of Armenia., accompany a oy his 
two Brothers, came ro fee the AmbafTadors, with a defign to make acquaintance, 
and contract Friendfhip withrhem. They were all three per ions o an.exce- 
lent good Difpofirion, free in their Converfation, and Civil, which gain dI fo 
much uponthe Nature of the Ambaffador Brttgman , who tov d people of that 
Kidney, and was himfelf of a free Humour., that he presented the twoemer, 
each of them, with a handfome Fowling-piece, and the younger with a Cafe 
of Pifiols. They took thofe Prefentsfo kindly, thatwoexprefs their grati¬ 
tude, they refolv’d to make an Entertainment foe the AmbafTadors, for which 
they appointed the 18. of September , and entreated them to bring *U their e- 
tinue along wich them. They fern us Hotfes to bring us, and Come of cne 
Armenian Merchants to accompany us. . . . j u „ u ■ 

We brought along with us two Pmnguez, Monkes, thePuof of tne-ajg - 
fiinest and our ordinary Interpreter. Seferas-beg receiv'd the Atnbalia _ ^ 
the entrance of the Church, in the Suburbs called Tvalfa , wjaerehe rl . 
Service faid by the Patriarch of the place, who had about him t Copeo* 
of Silver, with flowers of Gold, befet with great Pearls , and a Mitre of the 
fame Staff, cover’d all over with round Pearls. The Body of the T r 

adorn’d with feveral large Pictures, the floor was covet'd wun the 1 p Y ^ 
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the Country, and they had placed benches all along-the walls for our more 
convenient luting. They had alfo a kind of wretched Mufick. Having done 
our Devotions, we got on Horfe-back again to-go to the place where the enter¬ 
tainment was prepared for us. Sefertu-beg , having receiv’d the Atnbaffadors 
with much refpeft , ( and done his civilities to the chiefeil of the Retinue, con¬ 
duced them, through a fpacious arched Gallery, into a great Garden, at the end 
whereof wa found an open Hall, according to the fafhion of the Country, 
where we were intreated to fit down on the ground. The Cloath, which was of 
Gold and Silver Brocado, was cover’d with all forts of Fruits and Conferves, 
and we drank of'a certain prepar’d Water, much like Ros Solis, but incom¬ 
parably more delicate, and more precious. Having taken away the Fruits, they 
laid an Indian Cotton cloath, and the Meat was brought up, infilver Dirties. 
it was excellently well drefs’d, according to the Perfian way of dreffing, with 
this difference only , that at this entertainment there was brought in Pork, and 
feme other forts of Flefh, for which che Pcrfians have anaverfion. We had 
hardly eaten fomuch as allay’d our firtt hunger, ere we were forc’d to rife from 
cheTable, to be conduCed through a very noble appartment, into another 
Hall, which look’d into the Garden. It was arched all about, and there were 
on the walls certain Pi&ures reprefenting the Women of mod Nations in the 
World, drefs’d according to the mode of their feveral Countries. The floor 
was cover’d with rich Tapittry, on which were hid Cuihions of flower’d Satin, 
the ground-work thereof Gold and Silver. In the midll of rhe Hall, there was 
a Fountain, the Bali n whereof was of white Marble; the water was cover’d 
with Flowers , and it was befec all about with Flaggons, and Bottles of 
Wine. 

We were invited to fit down, and to eat of the Fruit and Conferves, which 
were brought in , during which we had the Divertifement of Mtrtick and Dan¬ 
cing. And asa farther honour to us, the Patriarch was fent for, who came in 
immediately, having about him a Caffotk of water’d Chamlet of a Violet: 
Colour, and attended by two Prietts clad in Bla.k, with Caps on their Heads. 
He was no ill Company : butthefecond of the two Brethren, whofe name was 
MliaiMgt made the tell fport of any in the company. For, to heighten the 
Divertifement of the Ambaffadors, he would needs play on che T^mera, which 
is an Inrtmmenc u fed by the VerfuaiS inltead of the Lute: and then he call’d for 
fevenPorcelanecups, full of water, and linking them with two little Hicks, 
he' accorded them with the Lute. While we were bearkning to this Mufick, 
Seferas-Ug told us, that he would give us a kind of Mufick, which fhould be 
as delight full as the other ; and thereupon rifing up, he ordered tube brought 
him-, by two Pages, in two great wooden Dirties, feveral Chryflal Glafles, which 
heidirtributed among the Lompany , to whom he began the King of Perfiag 
health. The whole day was fpent in thefe Divertifements, till that the Am- 
baffadors perceiving Night approach, took leave of their Hoffs ; but thefe, 
pretending to conduft us out of the Houfe, brought us to the other fide of the 
Garden, into a Gallery, were we found the Cloath laid, and cover’d with all 
forts of Meat,-Flefh, F^i, Pies, Fruits and Conferves, for the Collation. We 
fat down again, but it was only out of compliance , for it is not to be imagin’d 
we could have eaten oughr. Nor indeed can I believe, that he by whom we 
were entertain’d had any other defign therein than to rtiew his Magnificence, 
and the Gallantry and Freedome of his Nature, efpeciaily in his Converfion of 
the darkeft Night to bright Day. The Hall was all full of Limps, which hung 
by a firing fatten'd to the Roof, there being fo great a number of them, and 
thofe fo nearonethe other, that their Lights were fo confounded, as that they 
made but one. There was alfoin the Garden, a great number of Torches ana 
Candies, whicb'wrought the fame efFed there. 

Having, with much ado and many Complements, taken our leave, we could 
not by ariy means put off the fecond Brother out of an Humour bad taken him 

to 
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to accompany as to our Lodgings, where he made a Shift to get perfectly drank, ^ 
with Aqttaviat and Ros Solis. And thus was concluded that day , which I muff 1 5 7 

coDfefs was one of the molt pleafant we had had in all our Travells, having been 
better treated, than we had been by the King hirnfelf. 

The 19 . the Ambafl'adors had their fccond private audience , which the King The frtwd pit- 
gave them in another apparcmenr, at the end of a Garden, and which laded not audience. 
above half an hoar; in regard the Council cook time to confiderof the Me¬ 
morials they receiv’d in Writing from them. It is ordinary to flay and Dine at 
the Court after che Conferences; therefore I fhall forbear repeating the Cir- 
cumdances, nnleis Comet hing in particular oblige me thereto: as it happen’d 
t his day, in that the King having heard that the Ambaffadors had Mufkians in 
their Retinue, he fent them word, that he would gladly heat their Mufkk. It 
confided of a bate Viol, a Tenor, and a Violin, which play’d about half an hour, 
till the King Cent us word , that that Mufkk was not ill, bat chat bethought 
that of the Country as good as it. 

The ay. of September y the £;;gli(h made an entertainment for the Ambaffa- t UjimlaJ#. 
dors and all their Retinue, which,"in Magnificence, furpafs’d all the red. Their dors treated by 
Houfe or Lodge, was in the Bafar, near the Mattm. The Structure was of tbe Engliih. 
great extent, divided into feveral apparcments, and had a very fair Garden. -We 
wereat full brought into aGallery , where we found Fruits and Conferves laid 
upon che floor, which was cover’d with Tapi dry, according to the cuftomof 
the Country; and having done there, we pafs’d into a great Hall, where we 
found the Table fumifh’d and ferv’d afrer the Et/glijh (sdrioa. 

Theyforgot not to drink the healths of mod of the Kings and Princes of 
£/srope, and we had the Diverdfement of Mofick upon the Virginals. After 
Dinner, we were brought into an open Hall, which look’d into the Garden, 
where we found a Collation of Conferves, with the bed Wine the Country 
could afford. And whereas we had often feen the Dancing-women of the 
Country , they fent for Come Indian Women of the fame profeflion. There Indian d.w.~ 
were brought fix young Women, whereof Come had their Husbands with them, mi-moat, 
whoalfo either Danc’d or Play’d upon Violins; Come came in alone. They 
were all Co me what of an Olive-colour, but had excellent good Features, a Bmlfomtand 
delicate fmooth Skin, and very handiome Bodies. They had about their Necks 
much Gold and Pearls, and in their Ears Pendants of Gold or Silver, glittering 
with Jewels and Spangles, ; 

Some of them had bracelets of Pearl, others of Silver, but they had all Rings 
on their Fingers, and among the reft, they had,upon the Thumb, upon which, 
in the place where the Stone (houldbe, there was a piece of Steel, about the 
bignefs of a Crown-piecc of Silver, and Co well polifh’d that it ferv d them for a 
Looking-glafs. They were Cloath’d afrer a particular manner, having on a kind Theirbabit, 
of Stuff, which was Co thin , that there was not any part of the Body but might 
be feen by the Company, Cave only what was hidden by the Drawers which they 
wore under their Petticoats. Some wore Caps on their Heads, others had them 
drefs’d in Tiffany , and Come had filk Skarfs, wrought with Gold and Silver, 
which eroding their fhoulders reach’d down ro the ground. Some were bare¬ 
foot, others were fhod after a very ftrange manner. They had above the inftap 
of the foot a ftringty’d, wnhlittle Bells fade red thereto, whereby they du- 
cover’d the exa&nefs of their Cadence, andfometimes corrected the Mu nek 
it fetf; as they did alTo by the Tzarpanes., or Cafiagnetts , which they had in their 
hands, in the managing whereof they were very expert. Their Mufick con- 
fifted of Timbrels , according to the Indian way of Playing on them, Tabors, 

3nd Pipes 

The Indian Timbrels are two foot long, fur broader in the middle than at the 
extremities, much afrer the fafhion of our Barrels. They hang them a out 
their Necks, and play on them with their fingers. The pollutes of there n tan 
Woman in their Dancing are admirable. Their hands and feet are 3 
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s _ ad^ion, as is alfo chcir whole Body: and many times, they addrefs themfelves 
* Z_ \ co iome particular petfon of the Company , either by an inclination of the 
Body* or to get the little Prefent they expect, which they very handfomely beg, 
either by Breeching out their hands, yet fo as that it feetns to be done without 
any affectation, but as a neceflary conference of the Dance. They are much 
more pleafant in their Converfation than the Women of the Country, AH 
• tbefe Dancing-women are common proffitutes, and very free to fhew all their 
poBures for Money, nay to do beyond what might be expected from them. It 
was far.night ere we got avvay, which oblig’d the Englijh ro bring us home to 
our Lodgings, 

The French Merchants madealfo an entertainment for the p incipal perfons 
of our Retinue, and treated them, with fome of the English Merchants, at a 
Caravanfera, very handfomely. 

OCTOBER The hrB of Oftober, the Ambaffadors made a great FeaB, whereto were invi- 
Ibe <Ambaf[ii- te ^ rhe Mufcovlan Ambaflador. the Governonr of Armenia, and his two Bro- 
dors m$e a *hcrs, the thiefefl of the Englifh and French Merchants, the Spanijh Monks of 
the order of Sr. Angnftinc , and fome Italian Carmelites. They treated them 
after the German way , with three feveral Courfes, each conliBing of forty 
Difhes. The Muftck confiBed.of Violins, Trumpets, and Timbrels, which 
made a goodly Noife , as did alfo out Cannon, wnen any Prince’s health was 
drunk. 

The Prince of Armenia,- was taken, above all things, with Certain fervices 
of PaBe and Sugar, according ro the German fa/hion , which were brought to 
the Table, rather todivert the Eye, than to fliarpen the Appetite: and thought 
them fo good, that having fpoken of them at Court, the King would needs fee 
fome. Whence it came that the Ambaffidors ordered fome of them to be 
made by our Cook j as alfo fome Florentines , and other pieces of Paftry of 
that kind, which he took very kindly, and prefenced them to fome Ladies about 
the Court, who thought them excellent good Meat. 

Running at a In the afternoon they had the Divertifement of feeing fome run at the Ring, 
Ring. * at which M. Mandeljle got the prize, which was a great Silver Goblet , and the 
Ambaffador Brugman did the beft next him , and got a drinking Cup of Ver¬ 
milion gilt. Every time any one put into the Ring, one of the Brafs pieces was 
fired. 

rbefcanddous The next day rhe Prior of the Auoaftines came to the Secretary of the Em- 
Life of one of taffy, to complain to him of the debauch’d Lives of fome of out Retinue, 
the Ambatfa* nay one of the chiefeB among us, naming particularly the Ambaffador Brag- 
man, and difeover’d that there were fome among us, who, after the example of 
the Armenians, had married Women of the Country. He told him, that they 
had conceived a great joy and comfortat the firft news of our Embaffy’s com¬ 
ing thither, out of a hope, that onr Lives would be an example to the ChriJH- 
ans of the Country, who living among Mahometans, were apt to fall into their 
vices and fihhinefs; but that, to his great regret, he found the contrary: en¬ 
treating the Secretary, to fpeak of it to thofe in whofe power it was to take 
fome courfe therein, fo to prevent the fcandal which was given to others, the 
injury done to the name of Chrifi, and the infamy which muff fall on the Prince, 
from whom the Embaffy was fenr. The Secretary went, with arefolution to 
give the Ambaflador Brngman an accompt of thefe RemonBrances of the Pri¬ 
ors, and to intreat him that fome courfe might betaken, that the.Domefficks 
might reform their Lives; bur it was his misfortune, that coming into the 
Atnbaffadot’s chamber, he found him in the company of an Armenian Woman, 
named Tulla, But rhe Ambaflador Brugman imagining the Secretary’s defign 
had been to fnrpmehim, was fo incens’d thereat, that having fwomhe would 
refent that affront, the Secretary, who had experience ofh's Revengeful! and 
Irreconcilable difpofition , retir’d to the Monaffery of the Augnjhnes, with 
an intention abfolutely ro quit his Relation to the Erobaffy, and to accept of the 
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proic: which the Carmelites made him, to give him directions how to go for s 
Jiabjhn, andfoby Aleppo into Italy, and thence into Germany. Entth^Am- * ® 5 7* 
batfador coming to hear of the courfe he intended to take, fenc him word, that ‘ 

if he did profetute it, he would have him kill’d wherever he were met : which 
he might the more cafily have effected, in that the Caravans having their appoin¬ 
ted places for Lodging, he might have found out zPerfian, who, for a fmall 
matter, would have nmrther’d him. This apprehenfion, and the advice of fome 
friends oblig’d the Secretary to increat the Prior of the Augafilnes , to inter¬ 
cede for him, and to make his peace with BrHgman\ whereupon he return’d 
to the Amballadors quarters , after he had ftaid thirteen diie^ in the Mona- 
fiery. 

About this time, I went to the Suburbs of Tn.nlfa, with an intention to ceremonies of 
Yifie fome Armenian Merchants, with whom I had had occafion to rmkeac- Marriage among 
quaintance at the entertain merits which had been made us. Coming near their (be Armenians. 
Church, lfaw going thither one that was to be Married, whom lhad thecu- 
riofsty to follow, purpofely to fee the ceremonies of the Marriage. In the front 
of theProcefflon march’d their ordinary Mufick, confiding of Timbrels, and 
Tabors, and after them we m a Youth of about twelve or fifteen years of age, 
who had a wax Candle in his hand. The Bride-groom , who immediately fol- 
low’d the youth, was on Horfi-back clad in flower'd Satin, of fevetal colours, 

•and had on both Tides of him two Men, h and fome Perfons, and very richly 
Cloath’d; as were alfo the other four who follow’d them, intwo ranks. After 
them were carried two diflies of Meat, two pitchers of Wine, anidfo many 
diflies of Apples. The Bride-groom being come to the Church, fat down with 
thofe who were come along with him , and call’d for rhe Meat and Fruit to be 
brought and fee before him j bur did not eat of either. Thofe who hid accom¬ 
pany’d him fell ro ir, but eat not much, and rhe red was fav’d for fhe Pried 1 , 
who was coblefs rhe Marriage, fave only the Wine, which was all drunk off. 

The Bride-groom having taken notice of me, rofe up, and taking, on his right 
hand, a young Lad, and, on the left, one of thofe Men, who had accompany’d 
him thither, came draight tome, faluted ti^e, pour’d out himfeif of the Wine 
into an earthen Cup, andinrreated me co drink, but he himfeif would not tad 
ofit. In the mean time , the Bride came into the Church, having, ontheright 
hand, a young Maid, and, outcte left, a Married Woman; all three with their 
faces covet'd with a thin Lawn. The Pried, having brought rhem near the Altar, 
read feveral Prayers, and bled the Marriage, by holding a wooden Crofs over 
the Married couple, who in the mean time gave one another their hands, and 
joyn'd their heads together, yet fo as that the Bride’s head touch’d the Bride¬ 
groom’s bread, to whom, by that aftion, {be acknowledg’d her felf bound ro 
fubmit, mutually promifing fidelity and loyalty one to the other, under che 
Crofs, that is, in misfortunes and afflictions, That done, the Pried gave them 
the Communion , delivering to each of them a piece of the Confecmed Hoafi 
deep’d in Wine. 

I fay, of the Heafi, inafmuch as the bread of the Each.wifi is not here leavened 
as in Mufcovjy and other places, in the Greeks Church, bur is made of apade 
without Leaven, about the bignefs and thicknefsof a Crown-piece of diver. 

While the Communion was adminidred, they fung, and play’d on certain great 
Cymbals, which rhe Armenians call Hambar^ok They never communicate 
t without that kind of Mufick, which they beiieveto befo much the more ne- 
’ ceffary,-inahar they fay our Saviour, when he was ro feed four thoufand men 
with feven Loaves, went fird upinto tne Mountain, where he offered his Pray¬ 
ers in Sacrifice to God, and that while he pray’d, nvo Angels came down from 
Heaven, and play’d upon that kind of Cymbals. After the Communion, they 
cad Rofe-water upon the new Married couple, and all the company, and ty d a 
Scarf about rhe Bride’s righthind, by which the Bride-groom draws her after 
him to the Church-door, where all che company get on Horfe-back, to go to the 
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_ g , *7. place where there is a Featt prepared for them. For the three firft nights after 

_?_1L- the Marriage, the Married couple couch not one another, 

Tfte Btftifm of Coming out of this Church, I pafs’d by another, where hearing a great noife; 
rk Armenians, I went imok. The noifewas made by linking with a great flick upon a deal 
Board that.was hung up , which the Armenians are forc’d to make ufe of inftead 
of Bells, the Per/tans , it feems, not permitting them to make ufe of any. I 
found that this ceremony was perform’d in order to the Chrifting of a child. 
There were in the Church, only the Priefl and his Clark, an aged Woman, who 
had brought the child thither, and flood in a corner of the Church, and a young 
man, about eighteen years of age , who prefented the child to be Baptiz’d, 
After the Prieit had faid certain Prayers, and htade feveral Queftions to the 
God-father, this Utter carried the child ro the Woman , who unfwath’d it, and 
then the Priefl, Clark, and the God-father went intothe Sacrifly , where the 
Font flood wiihin the Wall, being made like a little Trough, half an ell in 
length, and a quarter in breadth. The Priefl , having confecrated the Water, 
and put into it tome confecrated Oyl, pur the child, naked, into the Font, and 
Baptiz’d him, in the Name of the Fother , r he Son, and the Holy Ghoft , pouring 
water three feveral times upon his Head, Then he poured water all over the 
Body, and mads the Ago of the Crofsinhis Fore-head, with confecrated OvI. 
The Armenians Chriflen nor their children, till they are full eight daies ole), 
unlefs they be weak; for in that cafe, they do it before, out of a belief, that the 
children , who dye without Baprifm, are damned; whence italfo comes that 
they bury them noc in the Church-yard, no .more than they do thofe aged per- 
fons, who have not communicated once within a year. 

71j t Tragical The 3 . of Oftobcr, there was put into P/ifon a German Clock-maker , a me- 

Hijioty of*i nial Servant of the King of Per/ia's. His name was John Rodolph Stad/er > born 
Qloc^maJfet. at Zurich, in Switzerland.. He was aged about 38 , years, and had Married the 
After of that' Talla, whom we fpoke of before. He had been five years in the 
King’s fervice, and growing weary of being fo long among lofidels, be was de¬ 
ft rous to take the opportunity of our Embaffy to return into his own Country. 
He had, to that end, defued his M^je [tie's leave, to depart the Kingdome, and 
the King, who had an affe&ion for him, had promis’d him a Prefent of four 
hundred Crowns, to oblige him to flay two years longer id Perfia: but that was 
fo far from prevailing with him, that, on the contrary, he continu’d his impor¬ 
tunities for his departure , and, to that end, got the Ambaffadors to intercede 
for him. In the mean time, a Houfe-breaker coming one night into his Houfe, 
out of a hope to find there the four hundred Crowns, the Clock-maker, who 
perceiv’d him, fell upon him, got him down, and having hurt him in feveral 
places, thimft him out of Doors. Afterwards, upon fecond thoughts, repen- 
tinghimfelf, thathehad fufferedhim to efcape fo, he took a Piftol, run after 
him, and kill’d him. The friends of the Deceas'd went immediately to the 
Ecclefiaftical Judge, and made complaints of the Murther, committed by* 
Stranger and an Infidel, upon one of the Faithfull, demanded Juftke of him, 
and defil’d, chat the Murtherer might be put into their hands, in order to his 
Execution. The Clock-maker who little thought he fhould be troubled fot 
the Death of a Ilobber, got on Horfe-batk the next day to go to the Court j 
buthe was taken in the llreet, and immediately put into the Palenkj, which is 
a wooden Inflruroent, which' comes about the arms and the neck, and very 
cruelly handled. The Ambaffadors us’d much folicication on his behalf, but. 
the animofity of the Relations, and the authority of thefpiritual Judge, whom 
they call Muftis carried it agsjnft him , fo that he was cehdemn’d to dye; with 
this Provifo neverthelefs, that if he would be circumcis’d, and embrace the 
’ Religion of the Mafulmans y it fliould be in the King’s power to pardon 

him. 

Mnfi of the lords , who had a great refpeft for him upon theaccompt of 
his Profeifion, wherein he was Excellent, prefs’d him very much to change his 

Religion, 
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Religion, at lei It in outward fhew, and tor a tune, promihng him thole ad¬ 
vantages which he could not expe$ in .Germany. He was two feverai rimes 
conduced to the place of execution, in the Madan^ before the Palace-Gate, 
that he might fee the honour of death before his eyes,out of an imagination, 
that would oblige him to renounce: but he equally flighted both promises and 
threats, bis conltancy could not be flaaken, and he wav’d all they faid to him, 
with forefolute a courage, thititis not to be doubted bat it was fupernatu- 
ral, and that his death was a kind of Martyrdom, He cold them, that the King’s 
favour ilionld never make him lofe that which Jcfm Chrift had done him , by 
redeeming him from.eternal death, by his bloud: That being entertain’d into 
the King’s fervice, his Majefly might difpofe of his body, but chac he would ■ 
render tip his Soul to him by whom it was created, that he might be therein glo- 
rify’d both in this World and the next. The Aiigttftin Monks,and the Carmelites , 
endeavour’d all they could, cooUlige him to make profeifion of the Roman Ca¬ 
tholicity Religion j but he continu'd firm to his former refolution,aod would die in 
the Rif arm'd Religion, wjaich he profefs'd, and wherein he was perfeftly well 
inftruited. 

At hit, t he Perfians^ finding it impoflible to overcome his courage , either by is executed,'. 
fair or foul means, left him to the Relations of the deceas’d, who had the ex¬ 
ecution of .him. He among them who went out to give him the tirft blow 
with theGymicar, mifs’d him, and wounded his next neighbour in che Leg; the 
fecond (truck into the Palexky> which they had left about his neck; the third ' 

ftruck him upon the neck, and fmote down that Martyr oF Chrift t who af¬ 
terwards receiv'd three other blows; ere he expir’d; the firit in the head, and the 
other two, in the face. 

The Ambalfador Brngman, who, as I faid before, had a great kintjnefs for this 
German's filter-in-1aw,"was fo enrag’d at this execution, that being at a lofs 
Of all judgement, and not knowing what to do for madnefs,he would needs di¬ 
vert himfelf by running at the Ring,in the prefence of two or threeGencJe- 
nnD»andcheCasonier, eaufing,in the mean time, the great Guns to be fired 
above a hundred times. The body lay all that day expos’d to the fight of_ tho‘e 
that pafs’d by, in che place where the execution had been done; till that in the 
evening, the Ambalfador Brugmsm , with the King’s per million, caus’d it to be 
brought to’our Lodgings, with an intention to have it buried the next day. 

But the King having appointed chat day to go a-hunring, and invited the_ Am- 
baffa*dors to that Divertifemenc; .it was put off ; fo that the Ceremonies of 
the encermenc could not be performed dll the aa. The Mtefcovian Ambafla- 
dor, cheGovernour of Armenia and his brothers, molt of the' Armenians, and 
rhofe of the fed of Nejfera of which the Widdow of the deceas’d made pro/ef- 
fion (and whereof we fball difcourfe hereafter, as alfo of the other European Chn- 
ftians) honoured his Funeral with their prefence. 

The Hunting , ■ we fpokc of before 5 began che 17* The night before * che The 
Arlehemtmdar came to acquaint the Ambaffadors, that his M a jelly had, for their the ^i>nbaj}a- 
fakes, appointed a Hunting, that Ihould lali feverai dayes, and that it was ^ 
pleafnre, they Ihould have notice of it,...that they might be ready agamfi the ' 
next morning. It was imagin’d this was done out of defign, that the Ambafia- 
dors might not be in .perfon at the interment of the Clock-maker, but thac hin- 
dred not the Ambalfador Brngman from giving order that che body Ihould be 
kept till his return. 

The 17. betimes in the morning,there were Horfes brought for the 
and Camels for the Baggage. The Ambaffadors got on Horf-back, with Father 
Jofeph, and about thirty perfons of their Retinue, The Mehemandar conducted 
them into a fpacious Plain, whither che King came foon after, attended by above 
three hundred Lords, all excellently well mounted, and fumptuoufly cloatn d. 

The King himfelf was in aVettmenr ofSiIverBrocado,with a Turbant adorn ci 
with moft noble Heron’s Feathers, and having led after him four Houes, whereot 
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An Aftrttogcr.

the Saddles', Harirefs, and covering Cloaths were b^fet with Gold and precious 
(tones. The King at his coming up very civilly (aimed the Ambaffadors, and or¬ 
dered them to march neer him on his left hand. 

The other Chaw and great Lords march'd after the King, with fo little obfer- 
vance of order, that many times thelervanrs were (huffied in afhong their Ma¬ 
tters. There was, among the rett, in the King’s Retinue, an Aftrologer , who al- 
wayes kepr very clofe to him, andever and anon obferv’d the pofition of the 
Heavens, that he might Prognollicate what good or ill fortune fhould happen. 
Thefe are believ’d as Oracles. We rode up and down that day above three 
Leagues, the King taking occafion often to charge his Horfe and upper Gar¬ 
ments, whit h he did every day while the Hunting lalled, The morning was fpent 
in Hawking, the Hawks were let out at Herns, Cranes, Drakes, nay fometimes sc 
Crows, which they either met with by chance, or were fet purpofely upon. 
About noon, we came to an Armenian Village > where we found a great number 
of Tents of divers colours, pitch’d after an odd kind of way; which yet ma'de a 
very pieafam Profpefl. After the King had been brought by his Grandees into 
his Tent, they came for the Ambafladors, who with fome of their Gentle¬ 
men and Officers Dined with him. There was nothing extraordinary s Fruits 
andConferves were brought in firrt, and afterwards the Meat, upon a kind of 
Bier, or Barrow, which was covet'd all over with plates of Gold, and ic was 
ferv’d in Ditties ot the fame metal. 

In the after-noon,the Mehemandar carried the Ambafladors to be Lodg’d.in 
another Village, about a quarter of a League from the place where the King 
had his Tents. The Inhabitants of thofe Villages are Armenians , and they are 
called Defach , and ft.'trends, from 1 he Countrey, where they liv’d before , neet 
Iriian whence they woie heretofore rranttared by ScbadyAbas, to the end, that, 
living’ neer Jfjuhan, they might be employ’d about the Vines. When they un¬ 
der (toed we wer zCkri/iaWy they entertain’d u* much more kindly, and made 
us fever? 1 P-efcorsot F nits ar d Wine. Seferatmbeg, and fome other Lords gave 
the Ambattaaors a Vi't, rc be merry, and participate of a Collation with theft. 
They bronght along with ihemtwo of thofe fallow Deer , which the Perfutns 
call Ms, and fome Heins, which we fent to ffpahan. The King, coming 
to hear that the Mebemandar had Lodg’d us in.another Village , was very 
much difpleas’d at it, and commanded that we (liould be brought the fame 
night, to be Quarter’d in the next houfe to that where he was Lodg’d himfelf; 
which was accordingly done, and our Supper'was brought us out of the King’s 
Kite hin, in Ditties of Gold. 

The 18. betimes in the morning, the King fent the Anabaffadors word, that 
he vfould go with very few perfons about him,a.Craoe.Hpnting,intre*nDg them 
that they would bring along with them onely their Interpreter, out of this te- 
fpe&, that the Cranes might not be fright ned, by the great number of people, 
and that the pleafure of the Huntingmight not be diilurb’d by too much noife. 
The Arabs fladors cook onely Father Jofepb along with them ;but the fport was 
no fooner begun with the day, ere they fent for all the Retinue. They had made 
a great fecret way underground , at the end whereof there was a field, about 
which they had fcalter’d fome Wheat. The Cranes came thither in great num¬ 
bers, and there were above fourfeore taken- The King took fome of their fea¬ 
thers, to put into his Mtndil , or Tstrbant, and gave two to each of the Ambaf- 
fadocs,who put them into their Hats. That done, they rode up and down the 
fields, and fpent the time in Hawking , till that drawing towards noon, the 
Kino went to take his # repart in the fame houfe, where he had Dined the day 
before ’, ami was in a very good humour. They had fent for his Mufick thi¬ 
ther. 

At nioht be fern to entreat the Ambaffadors to come onely with fix perfons 
along wTrh’them , to the hunting of the Drake and Wild-Goofe,ac a place, 
halt a League from the Village. They all alighted within two hundred paces of 
B the 
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the place where they expedted the (port , and went into a great Hut built of - 
Earth , near which they had hidden the Nets upon the fide of a [mall Brook, 1 & } 7 * 
where there is abundance of fre(h-warer Fowl, The King caus’d us to fit down “ 
all about the walls of the Hut, and oblig’d us to help him off with fome Bot¬ 
tles of excellent Wine, which was all the Divertifemeat we had that day. For, 
not fo much as one Bird appearing, we return'd to our quarters , where the 
King fern us cold Mutton, boyt'd and roalled , fowr Sheeps milk, which they 
account a great delicacy , Cheefe, and feveral Veil'ds full of Citrons, and other 
Fruits, raw and prefer v’d, 1 , 

The near day was ourgreateft day for fporc, the King having ordered to be leopards. 
brought to the field, a great number of Hawks, and three Leopards taught to 
Hunt j but very few Dogs. Having fpenc fome time in beating the bufhes up 
and down, and found nothing, the King carried us inro a great Park, which was 
above two Leagues about. The Per firms call it Hnz.artz.irsb , that is, a place 
where athoufand bulhels of Wheat may be fown. It was compafs'd with a very 
high Wall, and divided into three Partitions. In the firff were kept Harts, 
Wild-Goats, Deer, Hares, and Foxes. In the fecond were kepethae kind of 
Deer, which they call Abu's ; and in the third, Wild AfTes , which they call 
Kouhrhm. The King fir 11 commanded the Leopards to be let in among the 
Aim's, and they cook each of them one. Thence we went to the wild Alfes, 
and the King feeing one of them at a (land, fpoke to the Ambaflador Brugman 
to fire bis Pillol at it, and perceiving that he mifs’d it, he took an Arrow, and 
though he Rid in full fpeed, flior it direflly into the breaft of the Bead. Ano- 
ther lie rook juft in the Fore-head, and afterwards he wounded others in feveral 
places. He never fail’d , rhough he ahvayes (hot Riding in full fpeed. He was 
as well skil’dar his Sword as at his Bow ; for perceiving one of the wild AfTes 
could hardly go , he alights, and going direaiy to the Be^d, gave tc a blow with 
his Sword over the Back, with which Tingle blow he cleft it down to the Belly. 

Heftruck another with his Cymkar over the Neck, with fo much ftrength and 
flight, that there wanted not an inch of his having cut it clear off. One of the 
Chans took the King’s Sword, wip’d it clean , and put it into the Scabbard. 

Then we all went to another fmall Partition , that was in the middle of the 


At the entrance of this inclofed place, the King commanded one of the two. 

Huntfmen who carried his Fowling-piece after him, to. (hoot at a wild Afle, 
which bad before been wounded with an Arrow. The antienter man of the two 
thinking it a difparagement to him, that the command was directed to tne 
younger, wonlj needs prevent him, (hoc at the Beall, and mils d. T he com¬ 
pany laugh’d at him , which put him into fuch madnefs, that futtering the K'PS 
togo on, he returns to his Camerade, drew his Sword upon him, and cut oft 
the Thumb of his right hand. The wounded party makes his complaints to the 
King, who immediately commanded the others Head to be brought him: but 
upon the Mediation of feveral’of the Grandees, his punifhmenc was changed, 
and he had only his Ears cut off. The Executioner, I know not upon what in¬ 
ducement, cutoff but fome part of the Earj which the Grand-Maftet, Sbfor- AVtsh&a Lord 
tufachli-Chm perceiving, and thinking the man had foul*play done him to *v tm>a uccHt.c- 
ought of his Ears lefr, alighted, took out his own Knife, and cue °ff sv 
Executioner had lefr j to the grear allonifhment of all us, who were noc a

Having knock’d down all 
thofe that were wounded, there were let in thirty wild Afles more, which they 
alfo kill’d and laid them all in a row before the King, to be fent to ffpahm t to 
the Court Kite hi n. The Per Jims fo highly elteem the flefh of chefe wild Afles, 
7 eif«wre *A that - ey •* iave ^ rou &^ c 11 * imo a Proverb in their Kalufihan. 

PeiTia.' * Ph's kind of Hunting being over, Dinner was brought in at the fame place. 

Ptefiitts from Here it was , that the Ambafl'ador Brttgman was pleas’d, upon his own account, 
one »} the *Am- to prefent the King of Perjia-, with his Highnefs the Duke of Ho/Jlein's Picture, 
bsftam to the i n a i\ 0 x all befet with Diamonds , as alfo with a very fair Steel Looking- 
Glafs, polilh’d on both fides, and embelliOvd with feveral Figures, grav’d by 
that famous hiuW^JahnDrefde» and done after an Excellent way, whereof he 
himfelf had been the Inventor. 

After Dinner, we retir'd into Tome Houfes thereabouts, to take our Mid¬ 
day's repofe. The King fent us thither ten Ahtees, and a very fair Stagg * the 
Horns whereof had twelve brow-ancklers : but erewe were well laid down, 
word was brought us, that the King was got on Horfe-back, in order to fome 
further fporc. We immediately follow’d, and found him a-Hawking. He foon 
gave over that fport, and taking along with him nine perfons of his own Reti¬ 
nue* and fix of ours, he went into a fpacious low Walk, at the end whereof 
there was a place for the keeping of wild-Ducks : but inttead of Hunting, he 
mu(i needs fall a-Drinkiug, and was fo difpos’d to mirth, that the noife we 
made, kept the Ducks and Geefe from coming near the place. The King did 
Monfieur Mar.deljlo the favour, to permit him to prefent him with a Glafs of 
Wine, and after he had drunk, and that ManAelflo had kifs’d his knee, he prefen- 
ted him with an Apple,-which is an expreffion ot fo particular a kindners , that 
the whole Court began to look on him, from that time, as a Perfon very much 
in the King’s favour. 

The Kere^eral ^, or ordinary Steward of his Ma jetties Houfhold, who ft: 
name was Mahumed Aly-beg , who had fill’d the King his drink during this De¬ 
bauch, and had not forgot to takeoff his own, was grown fo Drunk, that, fit¬ 
ting at the entrance of the Walk, he made fuih a noife, that the King fent one 
• to bid him get thence, and perceiving no intreaties would prevail with him, 
he commanded him to be dragg’d thence, and fet on Horfe-back. 

Aly-beg could not hinder their dragging of him thence, but they werenoc 
able to fet him on Horfe-back, nay he abus'd and ftruck thofe thac fhould have 
done it. The King goes out of the Gallery* and would have perfwaded him to 
get on Horfe-back, but he was no better treated than the reft, fo thac laying his 
hand on his Sword , he made as if he would have cut off his Head. The fright 
which that put the Steward into, made him cry out fo loud, that the whole 
company concern’d tbemfelvesin the fear he was in. 

He was very much to bisPrince's favour, but knew him to be a perfon not 
to be jeafted with all, and he had fo many fad examples of it before his Eyes, that 
the terrors of Death did, in a moment, difperfethe Vapours, which badun- 
fetled his Brain * and Bellow’d wings on thofe Feet, which the Wine had made 
unable to go. He immediately got on Horfe-back, and rid away as fait as his 
Horfe could carry him, and fo made a fhift to efcape that time. The King who 
was got into a pleafant Humour, only Laugh’d ac it; he came very merrily 
in to us; but withdrew foo'n after, and we went and were lodg’d in our ovvn 
quarters. 

The lo. there was no Hunting at all. We dined with the King, who was 
that day fervd by a hundred young Men, very handfome Perfons, and richly 
Clad, who alwayes flood before him. Many of our Retinue would rather have 
kept thofe Gentlemen company, and waited, than have been among the Guefls, 
byreafonof the trouble it was to them to fit according to the manner of the 

Country. 
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Couocrv. This entertainment was made in a pleafant Summer-houfe tha: ftood Z - 
in che midft of a Garden, upon the water-tide. In the afternoon, we went to ±ZAJl 
another Village, about a League and a half from the City, and, in our way, took 

a white Heron. . ' w . . 

The ii. the King fenc betimes in the Morning to invite us to go a Pidgeon T idgcon-bm~ 
Huntin' 1 . We were carried up ro the top of a great Tower, within which there ti»g f 
were above a tboufand Nefts. We were plac’d all without, having in our hands 
little Hicks forked at che ends. The King commanded our Trumpets to found 
a charge, abd immediately there were driven out of the Tower or Pidgeon- 
houfergrear numbers of Pidgeons, which were moft of them kill’d by the King 
and rbofeof hisCompany. This was the end of that kind of Huptmg , after 
which we to 'k our way towards che City : but ere we got into it, the King 
carried us into one of his Gardens, called T^'lach , which is no doubt the 
fairell of any «e have feen in Per fa , where_we had another Magnificent treat¬ 
ment. As foon as we were got to our Lodgings , there were brought ns, from 
the King, twelve wild Drakes, and as many Pidgeons ; but they were provided, 
ir feem^only for the Ambaffador Brugman and his Ladies. . 

Some dues afterwards, it was publifh’d by the Tz.mfa or pubLick Crier, all . 
overtheCity, that all fhouldkeep within their Houfes, and that none fhould 
prefume to come into the Street 5 the King being to go that way abroad, to give 
che Court Ladies the Divemfement of Hunting. 

The cutlom of the Country is, that the King’s Wives and Concubines fhould 
not "o abroad, unlcfs it be in certain Chells or Cabiners, which are coveted all 
over, and carried by Camels. All which notwitbftanding, they permit nor, 
that, while rhevare palling by, there fhould be any one in the Streets, or that 
any men (Tiould come within Musket-fhoc of the field where they are, upon 
pain of prefent Death. The King goes before, and the Ladies follow about half 
an hour after, accompany’d by their Women, and a great number of Eunuchs. 

When they are come into che field, they get on Horfe-back, carry Haw.,son 
their fifts, and ufe their Bowiand Arrows as well as the men. . 

Only the King and the Eunuchs Hay among the Women ; all the reft of the 
men are about half a League from them, and when the (port is begun, no man 
is to come within two Leagues of them, unlefs the King fend tor him by an 
Eunuch. The Lords of the Court in the mean time hunt fome other way. 

The King return*d from this Hunting, Nov. 26. fo Drunk, as were alfo moft 
of his Lords, that they could hardly fit their Horfes. They made a halt: at the 
faid Houfe called Tuarbach , and had engag’d themfelves into that Debauch, 
upon a ereac Bridge which is at the entrance of the Park, where the great Lords 
bad Danc’d to his prefence, and found him fuch Excellent fp° Et ’ 
who did belt, had great pmfents beftow’d on them. It was obfervd to be bis 
particular Hrnnour, that he was very liberal in his Debauches , and many times 
gave away fo much, that che next day he repenred him of ir. ® 

Some eight dayes after this great Hunung-match we hid an example of his 
Liberaliry in that kind. For, one day, being dciirous to dnnk in the afrer-noon, 
and moft of the company having left him , there being fwuh hipii only tne 
EehtemA dmlst, and fome Eunuchs, he caus’d a great Cup to be fill d, whicn 
he ordered to be prefented to the Chancellor, with a command, that he Ihouia 
drink his health. The Chancellor, who was not given to thole Exccfles* would 
have excus’d himfelf, but the King drew one his Sword, fet it by the Cup, ana 
bid him take his choice, either Drink, or Dye. . . 

The Chancellor finding he had the Woolf by the Ears, and not knowing a 
to avoid Drinking, takes the Cupin his hand, and was going to drink ; micp^- 
ceivingthe King a little turn’d about, berifes and gets away. 1 * . 

extremely incens’d thereat, and feat for him, but uponanfwerbreu > _ 

was not ro be found, he gave the Cup to an Achta or Eu®* 4 '* 1, ^ ^ j while 

hive excus'd himfelf, pretending he had n'ot Drunk any Wine for 
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w * * m before, and that if he cook off that Cup, it would infallibly be the Death of 
* z. 111 . him: bat the King was not fatisfy’d with thofe excul'es, and taking up hi* 
Sword would hive kill’d him , if a Mehater t or Gentleman belonging to his 
Chamber had not prevented him, yet did he not do it fo clearly, but that he 
himfelf was hnrtin the leg, and the Eunuch in the hand. The King, who would 
have his will, finding all had left him, addrefs’d himfelf to one of his Pages, the 
Son of Ahmerdan-Chan, Governour of Candahar, who was a very handfome 
young Lac!, and ask’d him, whether he had the courage to venture at the drink¬ 
ing off of that Cup. The young Lad made anfwer, that he knew not what fie 
might be able to do, and rhat he would do his endeavour, whereupon kneeling 
down before the King, he took feveral draughts of it. At latt, thinking if roo 
great a task to go through, and finding himfelf animated by the Wine, and the 
King’s obliging exprelfions, who hill egg’d him on to Drink, herifes, eafthig 
arms about the King’s neck, kiffes him, and faies, Patfcha Immfe allay taa!a memtm 
itZiUti d' Jfchocks lafeh w erf an ; that is * I fray God grant the King a long and happy 
Life: and the Prince was fo much taken with the aftion , that he lent to the 
Treafury for a Sword, whereof the Handle, Scabbard, and Belt, were befet with 
precious Stones, and prefented him with it ; and bellow’d on another Page, 
who had help'd off with fomcofibe Wine, another very rich Sword, aDd a great 
Golden Cup. But the next day , he was fo cafldown, and fo Melancholy, that 
Riding abroad into the Country, he was not able to hold his Bridle. They put 
him into a better humour, by getting from the Pages the bell Sword and the 
Golden cup, giving them fome l umains in ready Money. 

The Qumctttot The 19. of November , the Eahtemad Dowlet f or Chancellor, made a great 
treat r the jim- Feall for the Ambaffadors, in a moll fair Hall, which as foon as a man came to 
bajfajoTs, the entrance of ir, wonderfully charm’d the Eye. For in themidft of thj Veftl- 
bnium, there was a great Fountain, out of which came feveral fpoucs pf water. 
The Hall it feif had on the upper part of it, towards the Roof, feveral Pour- 
erasures of Women, cloach’d in feveral Modes, .all done after Come Europaan 
ohoMt-Iiti) Poppies; and under them the Walls were fee all about with Looking-Glattes, 
tMtinz-Glaffis to che DQ mber of above two hundred, of all fizes. So that when a man flood in 
‘‘the midll of the Hall, he might fee himfelf of all Tides. 

We were told, that in the King’s Palace, intheappartment of his Wives, 
there is alfo a Hall, done all about with Lookinp-Glaffes, but far greater and 
much fairer than this. The entertainment which che Chancellor made ns was 
very Magnificent, all the meat being ferv’d in River Difhes, We had the Di¬ 
vert'd ement of che King’s Mufick and Dancing-women all the time we were at 
Dinner, during which they behav’d not themfelves with the fame refpeft and 
referv’doefs as they had done in the King’s prefence, when we din’d at Courr, 
but Chew’d cricks much beyond any thing they had done before, one whereof I 
obferv’d, which I think almoll Miraculous. One'of rhefe Women having 
plac’d in tte mid ft of the Hail a Veffel of Porcelane two foot high , and taken 
feveral turns about it, took it up between her Leggs, with fnch flight, that not 
any one of us perceiv’d it, and kept on the Dance with the fame eafe, and with 
the fame flight return’d it to the fame place, not making one wrong tlep all the 
time. 

The Perfian Thefe Women are called KackhehJs , and they are employ’d not only in this 
treatments have Divemfemenr, but in any other that may be expefted from Women. Thofe 
aS Diverftons, w bo entertain their Friends, what qnality foever they be of, will nor have them 
want any Diverfion they caD defire ; and the Perfians , who are great Lovers of 
Women, will not omie at their treatments that fporc which they mod delight 
in. Whence it comes, that there is no great Feaft made in Per fa , at which tbefe 
Dancing-women are not brought in, as a neceflary part of it. The Mafter of the 
Entertainment profets them to his Guefts, and he who hath a mind to any one 
of them, rifes from the Table, goes into a private room with her whom he moft 
fancies, and having done his work, comes to his place again, and the-Woman 
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«oes to the Dante, without any ihame on the one tide, or nptice taken of it on s 
The other. Thofe who make fome difficulty to venture themfelves with fuch * ® 57 * 
common Wate, refufe the Maher’s kindnefs with a Complement, and rhankhim 
for the honour he does them. There is but one Citie in ail Perfia, to wit,that of 
Ardebil, where this curtom is nor fuffred; which is done upon the accompt of 
theSanflicy of the place, whichisfo great, chat Scbach-Abas thought himfelf ob¬ 
lig’d to banifo thence all the publick Women. 

Dinner bdrg ended, the Mutick and the Dancers withdrew, and the Ambaf- 
fadors with the Chancellor, made fome Progrefs in their Negocia:ion,and in the 
mean time we were carried a-walking into the Garden, where they treated us 
with Fruit and Conl'erres. 

As to this EahtemM doubt ; his name was Tagge, and he'was about fixty years the Chancellors 
of age, having one eye black, the other blew, a full face ; bnr yellowilh or in- name, age, aad 
dining to an Olive, and very high colour’d; whence it came, that he was ordi- 
narily called S#u agge, He wore no beard , as being an Eunuch; and up¬ 
on that oceafion' wcThall here give a fhort account of him and his fortunes, 
which we chink may deferve infection in this place,though there are various 
relations thereof. 

Some affirm, that Sara Tagge, being yet very young, and his employment be¬ 
ing to Copy out Writings in the Citie of Kei»t^e t be fell in love with a young 
Boy , and not prevailing with him to confent to his brutality,he forc’d him. 

The Boy’s Father made his complaints to Scbacb-ALu, then King of Per Jr a , who 
commanded, that Sari* Tagge fhonld have his Sjh^ (fo they call the privy parts) 
with, all its dependences,, c uc off. Others relate, that Scbach-Abas condemn’d 
him to die, and rhar Tagge coming* o heir of it, cut off, himfelf, thofe parts with- 
a Rafour, fenc them to The King, with this requeff, that having himfelf punifh'd 
the Members which had offended, his Majefty would be p!eas*8to let his head 
alone,which had done no more harm, and might, one time or other, befervice- 
bleco him; and that the King aftoDifh’d at the Rrange relolution of the man, 
conceiv'd an affe&ion for him, and finding him an undeclianding perfon, made 
him Secretary in his Court of Chancery. Scback~Sefi having with his ovyn hands 
kill'd Ttbldkan, this man’s Ptedecefforffent Tagge the Golden Ink-horn,which 
is the Badge of the Dignity of Chancellor. 

The ii. following, the Chancellor invitedtheJAmbaffadors to a fecond 
entertainment,by expiefs order from theKing,thatthey might make fome further unce wltk tlx 
Progrefs of their Affairs. They had a very long conference together, after which ckmillfi. 
we were treated at dinner,but not with the fameMagnificence as t he time before. 

The 29, the two Brothers, Seferat^ and Ehas-beg ,came to Vilic the Atnbaf- 
fadors, who womld needs have them Stay Dinner. Ehas-beg endeavour d all he 
could to be merry himfelf j and to make others fo , but we eafily found it was 
done with fome .violence, and that his heart anfwer’d not his outward demea¬ 
nour. The reafon of it we underliood from his elder brother, who told us, 
that the King had a great kindnefs for them, and did them very great favours; 
but that it was a dangerous thing to jeaffwith him , and that he had a very 
fad affurance of it in his brother , who being much refpefted at the Court, for 
ihcfrcedom of his humour and bis diverrive convention, theKing told him 
one day, that he wanted not any thing , rave that he was not of the 
man S Religion, and that he could not do him a greater pleafure,than to luhcr 
Citcumcifion. Whereto Eliat-Beg, reply’d fmiling, chat that might happen one 
rime or other, intreating his Majeffy not to fpcakany further of ferious af¬ 
fairs, but to profecute his Divemfemenrs. There was no more faid to Mrn °t 
it for a good while, but upon oceafion of the Clo^kpsakers conftancy ■> the ing 
fent him word , that he Ihould remember the promife he had made to ne 
Circumcis’d. He would have excus'd himfelf , pretending what ne na 
fpoken was in jeaft ; but thofe whom the King had Cent 1 to him , woo d 
not be fliuffled off with thit anfwer,took him,and Citcumas d him y • 
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thas-beg confirm'd what his elder brother had told us; but with this proterta- 
tion, that be was neverthelefs a Chrijhan in his Soul,and that he. would die in 
the protellion he had ever nude of that Religion. 

December the fecond, Abafculi Beg , our Mehemandar, came, and brought us 
the Prcieots from the King; to wit, to eai h of the Ambafladors a Horfe, with 
the Saddles cover’d all over with platesof Gold, and the Bridles having great 
buckles- of ene lame Metal : Two Garments, according to the Perf.an wearing 
together with the Mend/ Is and Mlanbe/ds, that is, the Turbanc and Girdle , of 
Gold Brocado, according to the mode of the Countrey. Moreover, to be divi¬ 
ded between them both, two hundred and five pieces of fifteen forts of filk 
Burts» Satin , Damask , Dm-at , Taffara, Cotron,&c. and two hundred Tumfns 
’ n . moric y > which amount to jufl three thoufand, three hundred and feventy 
Viafl^es > ot -a thoufand French Piftols, towards the -expect es of their travel in 
theu return. The five principal perfons of the Retimje had each of them a 
Satin Veil men t, and another of Taffaca>wkh Flowers of Gold and Silk. The 
other Gentlemen bad each of t'hemorie of Taby, with Flowers of Gold ; but the 
rsff^ ot the Retinue had not ary hing fent them. The Ambalfador Brugnuin 
feis d the money,bellow’d feme of it among thole ofour Company, who Hood 
in need thereof, to buy things necefsary for their journey, and difleibuted the reft 
among fom'e of his Armenian friends. 

The next day, Decemb 3, the King fent ro invite the Ambafsadors to Dine 
with him once 'more, which was to be the laft Treatment we were to have at 
Court. 'XhtMehewandar told them, it was the curtom, that they ihould have, 
upou their own cloatbs, the bett of thofe Garments, which the King had fent 
them. The Ambafsadors,_at firft, made fbmed’ffiLuky to have that complyance; 
but when they were told it was a cuftom obfifrv’d by all Ambafladors, and that 
no doubt the King would take it very ill at their hands, if they prefented them- 
felves before him, without the marks of his Liberality, they at lift refolv'd to 
do it, and, after their example, all the reft of the Retinue.- We Dined in the 
Hall of the Divan Chane'yiod all things were performed with the fame Ceremo¬ 
nies as at the firft time- Onely this happened more'than ordinary, that, while 
the fruits were yet upon _ the Table , the Chancellor ordered to pafs before 
the King, the Prefent, which he is wont to make%very year once, and fomerimes 
twice,for reafons whereof we fhall givafome account hereafter. This Prefent 
confifted in twelve excellent Horfcs , very richly cover’d, forty nine Camels 
loaden with Turkic Tapillry,and other fine fluffs of Wool,fifteen Mules, a 
thoufand TumaUs % or fifty thoufand Livers in money, forty pieces of Gold and 
Silver Brocado, and feveral other fluffs and Commodities, whereof there was 
fuch abundance, that it took up an hour and a half ere all were pafs’d by, to be 
difpos’d into the Treafury: inasmuch as for every Tamaini there was a fe* 
veral perfon , who carried it in his hand, in a filken Purfe of feveral co¬ 
lours. 


Tbe Ambaffa- After Dinner, the Km*ibackt> or Lord high Chamberlain , came and condn- 

the Ambafladors to the King, of whom they took their leave. The King 
i 11 's* delivered them himfelf the Anfwer he made to the Letters they had brought 
him , with recommendations to his Highnefs our.Mafter, and promis'd that°he 
would fend to Vifit him by an exprefs Embafly. The Ambafladors anfwer'd 
the Complement, and thanked the King for the honour he.had done them, 
and the noble.Treatments they had received from him, during the flay they 
had made in his Kingdom; and return’d to their lodgings, obferving the fame 
order in their going from the Court as had been done at their going thi¬ 
ther.

cetv’djhis ddign to do them an honour, and to obligethemby the Prefent he i!ie Ambafts- 
made them, he would fend it by a perfon, for whom they muli needs have an <l9VS ‘ 
averfion,ar\d one they could not endure to fee. Threedayes after, he lent them 
by another man, two Horfes,a Mule, and eighteen pieces of Huff, which they ac¬ 
cepted, and gave the perfon who brought the Prefent, fivePifiols, 

The 10. the Chambedain fern them two Horfes; the Chancellor, two Horfes, 

9 Mule, and forty five pieces of Huffs, among which there were feveral, whereof 
the ground-work was Gold. 

The fame day, the MekmarJetr came to give us notice, that the King intended 
within eight dayes to go for Kajckn, and that if we could be ready againH that 
time, we might make our advantage of the convenience, as far as that Cine. 

Which oblig'd us to put all things in readinefs for our journey ;and the 12. we 
made an-,entertainment, in order to our departure, whereto were invited the 
fame perions who had been at the firlt, fave that the acquaintances , which 
the AmbalVador Brugman had made in the Suburbs of Tzfiifa , occalion’d 
bis invitation of feveral Armenians to.this, who had not been at the for¬ 
mer. 

Inthcafremoon, there was running at the Ring, at which Divertifement was 
prefeta alio the Portxguez, Agent., who manag’d the Viceroy’s affairs at the 
Court, and a rich jew , who drove a great trade between che Indies and 
ConftaniitiofU. The Walls, Windows, and cops of the neighbouring Houfes 
were full of Perfians and Armenians , who came thither to fee chat Divertife¬ 
ment. 

Thenoyfeof the Trumpets and Tymbrells continu’d all the time, as did alfo _ Brugmans 
that of our Artillery, whichthe Ambaffador Bradman ordered to be difeharg’d, imprudence, 
at all the Healths that were drunk, and that fo often, that Father Jofeph , our 
Interpreter, who knew that they might hear every fliot at the King’s Palace, 
fearing his Ma jelly fhould take it ill, was forc’d to reprefenc to him the Tyran¬ 
nical humour of that Prince, and the danger, whereto he expos’d not onely his 
own perfon, after the AmbafTadors were departed, but alfo' all that belong’d to 
theEmbaffy. He cold him, that it was no extraordinary thing to fee that Prince 
exercife his cruelties upon all forts of perfons, without any regard of their 
Quality orCharafler, and intreated him to command that there fhould be no 
more (hooting. But all chefe Remonfirances prevail’d nothing with the Am¬ 
baffador, who ordered the Trumpets to found, and the Guns to be fir’d as 
much as at any time before. We underfiood fince, that the King was fo in¬ 
cens’d againff the faid Ambaffador, as well for this a&ion, as another, whereof I 
ihall prefemly give an account, that he was upon the point of ordering him 
to be cut in pieces, and it may be all of us with him, if the prudence and modera¬ 
tion of the Chancellor had not prevail’d with him to forbear, by reprefenting to 
him , that the Prince his Mafter, who, no doubt approv'd not the infolences 
of that Ambaffador, would before to punilli them, as foon as he were adver- 
tis’dthereof, , 

But what moll" incens’d the King was this following adventure. Dton Ber - ’j c 

so/d/, who had the Quality of a Gentleman, in the Retinue of che Ambaffadots, ^ et - me t a ^ ts 
was pur into Irons by order of the Ambaffador Brugmem \ upon this account, 
that being fco-n at Antwerp, whence he retir’d into Holland ,there were tome jea¬ 
lousies conceiv’d^ fhim, upon the frequent Vifits be made to the Dutch Agent, 
from whom he receiv’d many little kindneffes. However, that the Agent might 
not take ought amiTs , and the more to fmother the jealoufie had of him, it was 
given one that hehadrobb'd the Ambafsadors. He found means to make his 

P p efcape. 
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_ g 2 7, eRape, and call himfelf into theSanflu ary of the Perjians , which they call si Ha- 

_ Capi, which is part of the King's Palace. The Ambafsadors fent to intteat the 

King to return their Domeiiuk into their hands; but anfwer was brought that 
it' what he was charg’d to have Itolen were found about him, it fhould be re- 
ftor’d, but thatas to bisperfon,itwas not in his power to force him out of 
the Sanctuary, though he had committed fome Crime againft his Royal Dignity, 
The Ambafsador Brugnum was fo tranfpnrted with paffion at this anfwer, that he 
faid aloud, that he would have him, and would kill him > though he took refuge 
Brugmin’s;>f- and were found within the King’s arms. Nay: not content to betray this fally 
folence, ' of his piflion, he fuborn'd an Armenian , who was to petfwade Bemolth , to get 
out of the Sanctuary in the night., and to hide himfelf fome where elfe, while he 
fent above twenty perfons afoot and on Horf»back, Arm’d with Fire-locks and 
Muskets, with Match lighted, to the Palace-Gate, with exprefs order to kill 
him, if he came out, or to get him thence by force. His Coilegue endeavour’d 
all he could to prevent that violence, and the King’s Guard oppos’d it; but 
the infoknce of the party he had fent out upon this defign, who did more than 
The Kings they were commanded to do, was fo great, that, making head again!! the Guard, 
t tencti ' who would have thruft them back, the King awak'd atthenoyfe, and,defirous 

to prevent further dtforder, commanded that Gate, through which there was an 
entrance into the Sanfluary, to be fhut, which was more rha‘n had beenfeen in 
the memory of man ; it being the defign of the foundarion,_that thofe unfor¬ 
tunate perfons, who are forc’d thither, Qiould find their way in, at any honr. 

The Kingjwas fo incens'd at thefe proceedings, that as foon as he got up the 
next morning, fie rnid the lords of his Councel, that being not fafe, even with¬ 
in his own Palace, by reafon of the Germans, who would not fnjjfer him to take 
his reft in the night, there was a neceifity, either he or they fhould leave the 

The fame A mbaflador engag’d himfelf in another unhandfom bufinefs, which 
was of fo much the more dangerous confequence, that all the Chrifiteins of the 
Suburbs were concern’d in ir, The King commands every year ,a fearch to be 
made amon« the Armenians, for all the handfom Maids, and makes choice of 
thofe .whornhe likes bell. Our Interpreter for the Armenian Language , whofe 
name was Seran , aperfonof a leud life, addreffing himfelf to the Ambaffador 
Bmamany told him, that,in that fearch, he was like to lofe a Daughter, a beauti- 
fuU^Lafs i whom he tenderly lov’d, and defir’d his advice and proteflion in that 
care. Brut)mm advis’d him to eppofe the Searchers, and to call to his affiftance 
the Domeriicks of the Embaffy, and a flut'd him, they fhouldbe ready to re¬ 
lieve him. This procedure of his, and feveral other imprudent aftions, had, at 
Utt, forc’d the King to a more feveie refolution againft the faid Ambaffador, nay, 
haply aga'mii the whole Company , if the Chancellor had doc moderated his 
palTion. 
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R Ewe leave the City of Ifpaban, which is now the Metro¬ 
polis of the whole Kingdome of Perjia, it will not be amifs, 

I gave the Reader an account of what I found therein 
worthy my Obfervatioo , during our aboad there, for the 
fpaceof five Moneths, and to give here fuch a Description 
thereof, as he mult expedf to be fo much the more full and 
particular, inafnuchasthereis not any Author, who hath 
hitherto Written of ir, hath done it with exactnefs enough, 
tofatisfie, even, a mean Curiofity. • 

They fay, that the City of ifpahan is the fame which was heretofore called 
HccatmyolU) and that before Tamerlant s time, it was known by the name of faii/ed, 
Sipahan, as well by reafon of the number of its Inhabitants, which wasfo great 
as that, out of ir, a confiderable Army might be rais’d, as in regard that, in that 
ptace, the Armies had their Rendezvous; from the aocient Per ft an and fijbeaae 
word, Sipe> whereof Sipahan is the plural, and fignifies the fame thing as

that isro la/, an Army: from which is cerived rhe word Sipes-alar , a term the 
Perjiansdo yet fomcritnes makeufeof, to lignifie a chief Commander, or Ge¬ 
neral of an Army. Tamerlane was the firtt, who, by tranfporting the two firft 
Letters of that name, call’d it Ifpahan. -Ahmed her. Arebfcha , who hath written 
the Life and Actions of Tamerlane , calls this City in all places, Ifbdhak, wri¬ 
ting the word with a b, and the Modern Per fans alwayes write it Isfahan,, with 
an f, from an Arabia// word, which fignifies Rank or Batallion , though they 
pronounce it indifferently, Cometimes Isfahan, fometimes Ifpahan. Jos. Bar- 
boro alwayes calls it Spaham 5 and Amir. Conrarini, who was fenr Ambaffador 
from the Republickof Venice, zaHffum Caff an. King of Per fa, in the year 147 J. 
calls it Spaa, Spaam, and Afpacham. But as we faid before , its right name is 
Ifpahan. 

This City lies in the Province of Erak. or Heirack., which is the ancient Par- 
thia, in afpa.iousPlain, having on all fides, at about three or four Leagues 
diftance, i high Mountain , which compares it like an Amphitheatre, at thirty 
twodegrees, twenty fix minutes Latitude, and eighty fix degrees, forty minu¬ 
tes, Longitude ; and I have obferv’d, rhat the Needle declined rhere Seventeen 
degrees from the North towards the Weft. It hath, toward the South and 
South-weft fide, the Mountain of Demon end \ and on the North-eaftftde, to¬ 
wards the Province of Mefanderan , the Mountain of Jeilak-Perjatt. The 
Author of the French Book, intituled Les Eflats er Empires, puts it in the 
Province of Chuareffen: but he is mitlaken, for Chuareffen is a Province of the 
Ufbeejnes /Tartars, 3:43. degrees Latitude , and lies at-a great diftance from that 
of Erak, 

If yon take in all its Suburbs, it will be found that it is above eight German 
Leagues in compall’e, in fo much that it is as much as a man can do to go about 
it in one day. The City hath twelve Gates, whereof there are but nine open ; 
above eighteen thoufand Houfes, and about five hundred thoufand Inhabitants. 
The Walls of it are of Earth, low and weak, being, below, two fathoms, and 
above, but afoot, thick, and its Baftions are of Brick, but fo poorly flanked, 
that they do not any way forcifie the City, no more than does the Ditch, which 
is fo ruin’d, that both Summer and Winter, a man may paffe over it dry-foor. 
F. Bizarre, and fome others affirm, that the walls are of Chalk; but I could 
find no fuch thing, unleffe it were that in the Caflle, which hath its walls di- 
flinft from thofe of the City, there are fome places, which look as if they were 
Whitened, or done over with Chalk, 01 Lime. 

The River Senderttt, which rifesout ofthe adjarent Mountain of Demavend, 
runs by its walls on the South and South-weft fide, on which fide is the Su¬ 
burbs of T zulfa. Before it comes into the City, it is divided into twtubranrhes, 
one whereof falls into the Park, called Uafartzerib, where the King keeps all 
forts of Deer, and from the other, there is drawn a current of water, which 
paftes, by Chanels under ground , into the Garden of Tzarbagh. This Rivet 
iupplies the whole City with water, there being hardly a Houfe into which it 
comes not by Pipes, orfo near, as that it is no great trouble to them refill 
their Citterns of it, which they call Flaws and Burke ; though befides this con¬ 
venience of the River, they have Wells, the water whereof is as good as that 
of the River. AHawrdi-Chan, fometime Governour of Schiras, built, at his 
own charge, the fair Stone-Bridge, which is between the Garden of Tzarlagh 
and the City, upon this River, which is as broad in that place as the Thames \s\z 
London. 

Scbach-Abas had a defign to bring into the River of Senderttt that of Albums 
which rifes on the other fide of the fame Mountain of Demdwend ; and where¬ 
as, to bring thefe two Rivers into rhe fame Chanel, there was a neceffity of 
cutting the Mountain, he employ’d, forebe fpace of fourteen years together, 
above a rhoufand Pionersat that work. And though they met with extraordi¬ 
nary difficulties, not only in that they had to do wiih pure Rock, which in fome 
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places was above two hundred foot deep}*but alio in regard > the Mountain % 

, being cover’d with Snow for near nine Moneths of the year, they had but three 1 ° $ 7 * 

to work in, yet had he the work conftamly carried on with fuch earneftnefle, -- 

that all the Chans and Great Lords fending their Work-men thereto, upon their 
own charges, there was in a manner no doubt made of the fttcceffe of than 
oreat enterprize, fince there remain’d to do but the lpace of two hundred paces, 
when Schach-Abas died , leaving the Confummation of that imperfeft work to 
his Succeffor, who hath as yet done nothing therein. 

If Jaly > the Patron ana great Saint of the^ Perfians, had liv’d in thae-time, 
he might have done Schach-Abas a very great kindnefTe, by opening that Rock 
atone blow with his Sword, and Co made way for the River, as he fometime 
did, according to rhe Relations of the Perfians , in the Province of K or abaci?, 
wherehe madea paffage for the River Aras , through the Mountain, which he 
opened with Ins Sword, and which, upon* that occafion, is, to this day, called 
A ah dere/fi, that is the freights of Aaiy. 

The City of Ifpahan was twice defroy’d by Tamerlane ; once, when he took ifpahan de- 
iefromthe King of Perftai and the other, when the laid City would havere- firey'I by ,Ta- 
voked from him, and become Subject to its lawfutl Prince. Jof. Barbara, who merlane, 
Traveled into Per (la in the year 1471. faies, that, about twenty years before, 

Ckotzat, whom he calls Gfwfa, King of Perfia , deiirous to pumfh this City for 
its Rebellion, commanded hi* Soldiers not to come thence , unlefle they 
brought with them the Heads of fome of the Inhabitants of Ifpahan •, and that 
the Soldiers, who met not every day with Men, cut off Womens heads, fhav’d 
them, and fo brought them to Chotz.a > and that by this means the Ciry was fo 
depopulared , that there were not people enough .left to HU the fixe part of it. 

Jt began to recover it felf under Schach-lfmael II. but indeed, it was Schach- 
uibaf,by t ran Hating the feat of his Empire from Cafmnto this City, brought it 
to the height it is now in , not only by adorning it with many fair, both.pub- 
lick and private, -Stru&ures , but alfo by peopling it wjthagreac number cf 
Families, which he brought along with him out of feveral other Provinces of 
the Kingdome. 

Em what contributes mod to the greatoefleof this City is the Mpfchid >, 
or their Mofymes , the Market-places, the Bafar, thepublick Baths, and the 
Palacesof Great Lords that have fome relation to the Courc; butefpecially 
the fair Gardens ^ whereof there is fo great a number, that there are many Houfes 
have two or three, and hardly any, but hath at.leaft one. 

The e\pences the Per pans are at in their Gardens, is that wherein they make Us Gardens. 
greatefl ollentationof their Wealth. Not thac they much mind thefurnilhing 
of them with delightfull Flowers, as we do in Europe ; but thefe they flight as 
an exceffive Liberality of Nature , by whom their common fields are ftrewd 
with an infinite number of Tulips and other Flowers; but they are rather de- 
■firousto have their Gardens full of all forts of Fruit-Trees, and efpecially to 
difpofechem inco pleafant Walks, of a kind of Plane or Poplar, a Free noc 
known in Europe , which the Per fans call Tzdnnar. Thefe Trees grow up to rhe 
height of the Pine, and have very broad Leaves, not muchunlike rhofeof the 
Vine. Their fruit hath fome refemblance to the Chcllnut , while the outer 
coar is about ic; but there is no Kernel within it , fo that it is not to be eaten. 

The wood thereof is very brown, and full of Veins, and the Perflans u fs inn 
Doors, and fhutcers for Windows, which, being rubb’d with Oyl, look incom¬ 
parably better than any thing made of Wall-nut Tree, nay indeed than the 
Roor, of it, which is now fo much efleem'd, . 

All things in their Gardens are very delightfull, bur, above all, tneir toun- mtaim 
tains. The^Bafins or Receptacles of them are very large, and moft of Mara e or 
Free-ftobe. There are belongingrothem many Chanels, of the lame it one, 

Which conveigh rhe water from one Bafin to another, and ferve r ° Wll . rep . t . 

Garden, Perfons of quality, nay indeed many rich Merchants, built,, in t etc 
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Gardens, Summcr-houfes, or a ldrtd of Gallery or Hall, which is enclos’d vvirh 
a row of Pillars, whereto they add, at the four corners of the main Stru&ure, 
fo many with-drawing*rooms, or Pavilions, where they take the air, according 
torhewiod then reigning. And this they take fo much delight in, that, many 
times,tbefe Sntnmer-houfes,are handfomer built, and berter furnifh’d, than 
thofe wherein they ordinarily live. ’Tts true, their Great-mens Houfes and 
Palaces are very Magnificent within j but there is not anything fo ugly with¬ 
out, in regard moft of their Houfes are built onely of Earth, or Brick-bak’d in 
the Sun. 

Their Houfes are in a manner fquare, and moft have four flories, account¬ 
ing the ground-room for one. They call the Cellar, and fuch places, belonging 
to a Houfe, as are under ground, Sirftmin , the ground-rooms of the Houfe, 
Chant, the firft ftory, Kufcbk.i the fecond , Tz.auft ;wd the third, Kejfer ; and 
they call the open Halls Eiwan. Their Windows are commonly as big as theic 
DoorE; and in jregard their buildings are not very high, the frames ordina¬ 
rily reach up to the Roof. They have nor yet the life of Glafs , but, in 
Winter, they cover the frames of their Windows, which are made like Lattices, 
with oyl’d paper. 

There is alfo little Wood in Perfta, I mean in molt of its Provinces, that, not 
being able to keep any great fire, they make ufe of Stoves, but they are other- 
wife made than thofe of Germany. In the midft of their low-rooms, they make 
a hole in the ground of about the compafs of an ordinary Kettle, which they 
fill with burning Coals or Char-coal, and put over it a plank, or little low 
Table, cover’d with a largeCarpet. Sitting, according ro their cuftom , upon 
the ground, they thruft their feet under the Table, and draw the Carpet over their 
body up to the breaft, fo as that the heat is thereby kept in. Some pafs away 
the nights alfo, thus accommodated, and fo they procure a very natural heat with 
little fire, and they imagine it to be the more wholfom, in that it troubles not 
the head, which in the mean time hath the benefit of afrefhand healthy air. They 
call this kind of Stoves Tenner * and that the brain might not be offended by Va¬ 
pours, which Char-coal commonly fends up into rhe head, they have certain 
Paffages and Conduits under ground, through which the air draws them away. 
Perfons of mean Quality, and fuch as are faving, dreffe their meat with thefe 7 >- 
msrsy and make ufe of them inftead of an Oven, and bake Bread and Cakes over 
them. There is not a Houfe in Ijpahan 9 but hath its Court, which a man mult 

crofs ere he comes into the Houfe,' 

They fay, that heretofore, the ftreets of Iffaban were fo broad, that twenty 
Horfe might have rid a-breall in any of them. But now, efpecially fince the Cicic 
began to be repeopled , in the time of Scbach-Abas, they husbanded their ground 
better, efpecially in the heart of the Citie, neer Maidan ind the Bafarj infomuch 
that the ftreets are become fo narrow, that if a man meets a Mule-driver, whom 
they call Charbends , that is, a fervant to look to the Affes, who many times 
drives twenty Mules or more before him , he mull ftep into forae fhop , and 
flay there till they be all pafs’d by. AH the ftreets abutting upon the Maidan 
are very narrow : but the Maidan , or Market-place, though it hath fhops all 
about it, is fo large, that 1 cannot imagine there is any in Europe comes 
neer it. 

This Market-place is feven hundred foot long, and two hundred and fifty 
broad. All the houfes about the Maidan are of equal hei°hrh, and all built of 
Erick,having their (hops vaulted: where you have, on the fide towards the 
King’s Palace, Goldfmiths, Lapidaries, and Dmggifts; and, oppofke to them, 
thofe Merchants, who fell all forts of fluffs, of Silk", Wool, and Cotton, and the 
Taverns where they Tiple, and fell, all forts of Proviftons. All thefe Houfes are 
two ftories high, and have all, their Etwam, or open Halls. The Market-place 
is planted all'about with a kind of Trees, called Sdmfcad, which is fomewhat 
like Box , but they are much higher , and the branches being perpetually green. 
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they arc lb cut, that the Shops arc to be teen between the Trees , and ’ ' 
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Jldmddn j thac the Rivuler* which runs at the *ooc ot chefe Trees^ in a Chanel of 
Free-Houcj rais’d two foot from the grounds all about the Marker-place* falls 
into two great Bafons, at the two corners of it, and is thence carried by Chanels 

underground ro other places. 

Tralef-men d<) not work at all thcnjfelves, bat have their Slaves and Appren¬ 
tices,who do all the main work at their houfes, while the Mailer’s bufinefs is 
oneiy to fell his Commodkit , in fhops appointed for that purpofe , at the 
Mmdan, in a great Vaulted Gallery built with Arches, or in the lireets abut* 
tint-upon it, where every Trade hath its particular quarter atfign’dir , or haply 
ina^ftreec appointed for that particular Commodity, and^where they permit 
not the fell in,’ of any other. The observance of which order,in regard the Per fans 
are very neann all they do, makes CodelighrfuU a fhow, that t have not feen 
any thing like it. At the end of his Gallery, there are two Balconies, cover’d 
over headjoppolice one to the other, where their Mufick, which confills in Tym- 
brels, Hawboys, and ocher kind of Initrumencs, which they call Kerenei, is ro 
be heard every night at Sun-fee, as alfo, when the King, either going out of the 
Citie,or cotmn* 1 into it , patTes through the Mmdan. They have this kind of 
Mufick in all the Cities of Per fa, which are governed by a < han , and they 
fay Tamerlane firft introduc’d that cuftom , which hath been obferved ever 

The Kin°’s Palace is upon the Afaidan., The Perjians call it Dowlet-Chane, 
or Derchans Schach , and there ly before the G re feveral great Pieces,of all fizes, 
but moll furh as require ;6. or 48. pound Bullet, very roughly cart, without 
Carriages, and lying upon Beams, fo asrbac no ufe can be made of them. Ni¬ 
cholas hem, a Hollander , who travel Pd into Per ft a in the years id a 3. and 1624. 
fayes that thefePieces were brought 'thither from Ormts , and that they Secure 
the Avenues of the place; but,as I laid before, it is impoflible they fhould be dif- 
charg’d. Nay, the Palace it fdf hath no Fortifications, and is compafs’d oneiy 
by high Wall. In the day time,there are but three or four upon the Guard, 
and.in the nighr, there are fifteen at the Gate, and about thirty within rhe King’s 
appartemenr. Thefe laft are all perfons of Quality , and fons of Chans , of aisGmd , 
whom, fome Hand Centry, and the reft walk the Round, and they all ly upon the 
ground, in the open air. This Guard hath its Kifchikt&h or particular Cap¬ 
tain, who, every night, delivers the King a Lid of their names who are upon the 
Guard, that he may know whom he may confide id , and by what petfoas he is 

Over thtffirft Gate, there is a great fquare Struftore, which hath Urge Win¬ 
dows on all fides, and we were told, that, within, it was Carv’d all over and 
Gilt. The other principal Appartments of this great Palace, are, the Tab-C honey 
which is a fpacious Hall, where the King treats all the Great Lords o. ms 
Court, and entertains them at Dmner, upon rhe day of their Nauru *, which is 
their firft day of the year; the Dlvan-Chanc, which is the ordinary place, where 
all Appeals are try’d, and w here the King commonly gjves_audience co the Am- 
bafi’ado. s of forein Princes, as we faid elfe where; which is done, parrly upon 
this accompt, that, this Edifice having a great Court adjoyningto it, into which 
it looks, the King may have the convenience of fhewing the Ambafladors fome 
of his bell Horfes, and his other pieces of Magnificence, as he did at our firrt au¬ 
dience. The Har am- Chant, which is a Hall,wherein the Caffeba, that is the King s 
Concubines, who a real way es fhut up in feveral appartments, have their meet¬ 
ings, to Dance before him, and to divert him with their MuficUns, who are a 
Eunuchs: The Hekjt , or the place of the King's ordinary refidence , w ere e 
lodges, and eats, with his lawfull Wives. All thefe Halls have, be ouging to 
them, feveral Chambers, Clofets, Galleries, and other neceffary appar men , 
fit for the lodging and divertifement of fo powerfnll a Piince, app °^ r ^ e 
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number of Ladies, who are all with him within the fame Palace; wherein 
there is not any conftderableappirnnent, but hath its particular Garden. 

Ac the. entrance of the King’s Palace, and about forty paces from theouter- 
ga(e, on the right hand, there is another Gate, which'opens into a fpacious Gar¬ 
den, in the midft whereof there is a Chapel which gives a Privilege to the whole 
pi a. e, and makes the Sanctuary we fpoke of before, called by rhe Perftans , Alla- 
Capii that is, God's Gaie. All thofe who Hand in fear of imprifonment, whether 
upon a civil, or criminal accompc, find here an allured Sanctuary and refuge, 
even againlt the King’s difpleafue, and may live there, till they are reconcil’d to 
their Adverfaries, if they have to do with private men, or obtain’d their Par¬ 
don of rhe King; provided they have wherewithall to fublift. Murtherers and 
Affafsins pan’uiparc of the fame Privilege ; but the Perftans have fo great an 
averfion for Theft,as accounting it a bafe and infamous Crime, as it really is, 
thacthey permit not Thieves, if they do come in, to Hay there many dayes. Ac 
the time of out Travels, we found, in this Sanfluary , a Sulthan , who having, 
either through misfortune or his own ill condufl, loll the King’s favour,and be¬ 
ing in fear of lofing his life, was got in thither withall his family, and liv’d in 
Tents, which he had fer up in the Garden. 

Behind the King’s Palace, lies the Callle,which they call Taberik.Kale. It 
ferves for aCicadel,which is the bonification of the word Kale, and it isforrify’d 
with a Rampier,and feveral Bailions of earth, whichbeing very fharp above, 
Nicholas Hera, whom l have found in all things elfe the moll ex aft of any that 
have written of the Cide otIfpahan,iook them for Towers. The King do*s not 
live in it, but there is a Governour, who hath the command ofir, and a flrong 
Garril’on with id it, which is kept there for the fecurity of the Treafure, rhe Arms 
and Ammunition of War, that are within it; though all the Artillery coDfifts 
oncly in fome Field-pieces. . > 

On the other fide of the Maidan, in a by-ftreet, there is another Sanfluary, 
which is called Tfchehil Smttn, upon occalion of the forty Beams , which under¬ 
prop the Roof of the Struflure, and which all tell upon one Pillar , which 
hands in the midle of the Metfchid, or Mooney. Into this Sanfluary,there got 
a great number of the Inhabitants of Jfpahan, when Tamerlane punifh’d the re¬ 
bellion of this Cicie. For though he had no great fentiments of piety, yet did 
he difeover a certain refpefl for the places he accounted facred ; and accord¬ 
ingly he fpar’d all thofe who took refuge in the Mofqstej , but ordered all the 
relt to be cut in pieces, and commanded the Walts of the Court belonging to 
it, to be pull’d down. Rut Schach-Jfmael had them built up again, and made the 
place a Sanfluary. 

Towards the South part of the Maldan ftands that rich and Magnificent 
Mofcyuey, which Scbach-Abas began, and was almoll finith’d when he died : but 
Schach-Sefi had the work carried on at the time of our being there , caufing 
the Walls to be done over with Marble. It is Dedicated to Mehedi, who is the 
twelfth /man, or. Saint, of the Pofteriry of Aaly , for whom Schach-Abas had fo 
particular a Devotion, that he was pleas’d ro build feveral other Mofcyueys af¬ 
ter the fame Model, though much lefs,at 7 «*r*^and other places, in honour of 
the fame Saint, wherein he madeufeof theMaible, which he had-brought 
ixomErtian, which is as white as Chaulk, and fmootherthan any Looking- 
glafs. But theMaible, which was fpentinthe building of the great Met [chid, 
at Ifpafwn, is brought from the Mountain of ElrterA. The Perftans would have 
it believ’d, that Mehedi is not dead, but lies hid in a Grot, neer Kstfa, and that 
he fhall come out thence, fome time before the day of Judgement, and ride Dh!- 
dml, Aaly s Horfe, upon whom he is to go all over the World, to convert peo- 
pl e to the Religion of Mahmet. Whence this Mofcyuey is called, Met us d Mehedi 
Sahebtfeman. 

To go from the Maidan to this A/ofejney, a man mu ft pafs through a great 
Court, pav’d with Free-Hone, at the end whereof, there is, under a Tree, a fair 

Ciftern, 
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Cilfein.wnerein thole, who go to dorhiir Devotions in tile Mojcjttey, vvaih and 7 ~~L 

putifiethcditlves. Behind this Tree, there is a pair ot (lairs , by which yon go * ^ 3 7 - 

up C't thei'quire place, which is much leflethaa the fore-faid Court, and thence 

there is it is but a iittle further to the Adofqney. John de Last , taking it from JVi- 

cl.oLu Hm. allirms, that there is a pair ot ftairs of thirteen Heps to get up to 

the ar| d that thofe (fairs are cut out of one piece ot Marble ; but there 

is no Tii 1 . h thing. The Portal is of white Marble > and at leaft as high as chat of 

the Mefciwc^Chodabende, in Suitbama, The door is cover’d all over with places 

of Silver, whith are Gilt in feveral places. 

As yon paiVe through the Door, you enter inro a great Court, roundabout 
which there is a Vaulted Gallery, and,, in the middle of it, a great Ciftern of 
Free-lione, built eight i’quare, and full of water. Above this Gallery there is 
another, no: fohtgh as this, which upper Gallery hath, towards the Hejat t or 
Court, a row of Marble Pillars, which in fome places are Gilt, A man mutt 
crotfe this Court to go into the Mvj'qxey , wherein are the Meherab and the 
Catbib , that is, the Altar and the Pulpit, according to their way. As you come 
in, you pafie under a Vault of extraordinary height> done over with glittering 
Stones, fame Blew, fome Gilt. Itisavaft Structure, having many Neeches 
and Chapels, which are all upheld by Marble Pillars. But the moll remarkable 
thing 'mail this Emerat , is, that all the Walls, as well thofe of the Gallery, 
which is in the Court, as of the Mo fancy it felf, are of Marble , about fifteen or 
fixteen foot high, and that there is no piece of Marble, (which is moll of lo 
white and extremely well polifb’d ) but is five or fix foot in length and breadth, 
and they are fo nearly put one into aoother, that, the Junctures being in a man¬ 
ner imperceptible , a man cannot but admire rhe Arc of the Work-man, and 
acknowledge that the Workmanship is not ro be imitated. The Mehevab , or 
the Altar, is all of one piece of Marble , having on each fide, a Pillar of the 
fame Hone, which is alfo all of one piece. Befides this Mofauey , which is the 
chiefcll in all the City , aud the moll fumptuous of any in the whole King- 
dome , there are in Ifpahan many others, but they are much lefTe, and there is 
too great a number of them, for us ro undertake to give here a more particular 

Defcripeion thereof. — 

In the raid!! of the Mai dan there Hands a high Pole, much after the manner The Zxtrafu 
of thole that are fet up in feveral Cities of Europe, to (hoot at the Parrar, but, oftheGtmites, 
inilead of a Bird, they fee on the cop of it a little Melon, an Arpw y or an Apple, 
or haply a Trencher with Money upon it; and they alwayes fhooc at it on Horfe- 

back, and that Riding in full fpeed, 

The King himfelf is fornetimes pleas’d to make one , among the Inhabitants, 
when they are at that fpor-c, or fends fome of his chiefeft Lords to do it; and 
commonly, there are very confidence fumrns layd. The Money which falls 
down with the Trencher, belongs to the King s foot-men, and he who carries 
away the Prize, is oblig’d to make aFeaftfor^U the Company ; nay for the King 
himfelf, if fobs he hath (hot among them. They play there al fo at a cerram 
Game, which the Per 6 ms call Kmtsk*»ka*> which is a kind of Mall, or Cnckjt ; 
bur they play at this alfo on Horfe-back, and ftrikethe Bowl to the end, Riding 
in full fpeed. They alfo often Exercifethemfelves.it rheTWnd, or Javelin ; 
their way we havedeferibed elfewhere. And in regard Perfia harh the belt 
Horfes of any in the World, andthatthe Perfiany are verycurious about them, 
they many rimes lay wagers on their fwifinefle , and Ride.them between the 
two Pillars, which are at both ends of the Mai dm. When the King is only a 
Spectator of the fporr, he fits in alittie wooden Lodge, called Sca»efcm, which 
is ac one end of the Maidar , fet on four Wheels, for the more convenient re¬ 
moval of it from one place to another. _ . T i;;_- 

On the other fide of the Maida»> over again ft the great Mofattey, ^ tne v ° ■ ’tsvam. 
Taverns,andorher Drinking-Houfes, whereof weTpokebefore.■ t Hereareie- 
veral kinds of them. In the •Scire Chants , they fell Win e S ^ ut t ^°^ e w . 
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ctis lcait tenderndie for their Reputation , will not come into thofe places, 
1657* which are infamous, and the common receptacles of a fort of people, who 
—* divert thcmfelves there wish Muftck, andtbc Dancing of fotne of their com¬ 

mon Drabbs, who having, by their obfeene getlurcs, excited the brutalities of 
the Spectators, get them into fome corner of the Houfe, or draw them along 
into iome publick places, where they permit the comtniiTion of thefe abbomi- 
nations, as freelyas they'do that of ordinary fins. 

In the Xfea C hettui Cbanc, they drink The, or Tea , which the Per fans call 
7 W, though the 7 W, or the Cha are properly but a kind of The , and Chattai, 
in as much as it is brought them from Chattel; we {hall have occafion to fpeak 
more of it hereafter. 1 hey are only perfons of good repute who Drink of this, 
and frequent thefe Houles, where, in the intervals of their drinking, they 
fpend the time at a certain Game fomewhat like our Tick-Tacks But they 
commonly play at Cheffe, at which they are excellent, and go beyond the Mnf~ 
covites, whom I dare affirm to be the bell Gametlers at Cheffe of any in Europe. 
The Perfons call this Game Scdreniz,, that is, Hundred-cares , in regard thofe 
who play at it, are to apply all their thoughts thereto * and they are great Lo¬ 
vers of it, in as mu-.hasfrom the word Scbach, whence it hath its name, they 
would have it believ’d, it is of their Invention. Some years fince, there was 
pub bill’d in Germany , a great Volume, upon the Game of Cheffe, wherein the 
Author, too eaftly crediting O/rfw* Magma, would have it believ’d, that the 
ant lent Gabs and Swedes, put thofe to play at Cheffe who were luters to their 
Daughtets^chat, by their management of that Game, which hath no dependence 
on Fortune, they might difeoverrhe judgement anddifpoficion of their pre¬ 
tended Sons in Law, but thefe are only Fables, as is alfo what is related of one 
E/maradab, King of Babylon. The Government of this Prince was fo Tyran¬ 
nical, as the ffory at ieatt would have it, that no Body thinking it fafe, to repre- 
fem to him the dangers, whereto his cruelties expos'd the State and his own 
Perfon, one of the Lords of his Council, named Pbilometer , invented the Game 
of Cheffe, which, inllead of openly oppofingthe fenciments of the Tyrant, 
difeover’d to him the duty of a Prince towards his Family and Subje&s , by 
{hewing him the removals of the feveral pieces, by the reprefentation of two 
Kings encamp’d one againil the other, with their Queens, their Officers and 
Soldiers; and that this wrought a greater imprelTionon the King, than all the 
ocher remoniiranees that could have been made to him. 

The Cafm>a Chant are thofe places, where they take Tobacco, and drink of a 
certain black warer, which they call Cahwa: but we {hall treat of both here¬ 
after in this very Book , when we {hall have occafion to fpeak of the Perfume 
manner of Life Their Poets and Hiftorians are great frequenters of thefe pla¬ 
ces, and contribute much to the Divertifement of the Company. Thefe are 
feared in a high Chair, in the midft of the Hall, whence they entertain their Au¬ 
ditors with Speeches, and cell them Satyrical (lories, playing in the mean time 
with a little liick, with the fame gcllures, and after the fame manner, as thofe do 
who (hew cricks of Legerdemain among us. 

Near thefe Taverns or Drinking-Houfes, are the {hops of Surgeons and 
Barbers, between which Trades there is agreat difference in Per fa, as there is, 
within thefe few years, in France. The former, whom they call ITerrach, 
only dreffe Wounds and Hurts ; and the others, named Dcliak only Trim, un- 
leffethey fometimes are employ’d about Circumcifion. Thefe Barbers are much 
taken up, for there is not a man, but is fhav’d, as foon as any Hair begins to ap¬ 
pear ; but there is not, on the other fide, any who carries not his Rafour about 
him,’for fear of getting the Pox, which they a re extremely afraid of, becanfeic 
is very common among them, and very contagious. 

As you 00 out of the Mai dan, on the fame fide , and turning on the right 
hand , you come to the Bafar t or true Market-place, and, in the naidft of the 
Market-place, the Kaiferie, or kind of open Cloifter, where are fold alt the 
r 5 richeft 
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ricbeft Scuffs and Commodities that the Kingdome affords. Orer the Gate of ^ 
this great Structure, there is a ftriking-Cloek, made by an Englifb-man named * ® j 7 » 

Ff/?;, inthe time of S'chach-Abfs : and in regard, that then there were few- 

lordstfaathad Watches, the Perjians look'd on the Motions of that work as a 
thing Miraculous and Supernatural. This EngHfb Clock-maker had met with 
the fame fate as Rodolf Stadler , and had been cut to pieces by the friends of a 
Per fatty whom he had kill’d, and the Clock had been out of order ever fmce his 
Death. 

ThisMarkec-pIace confifts of feveral Streets, covet'd overhead, and is fo fall 
of Shops, and thofe /hops fo full of all forts of Merchandifes , that there is 
nothing, though ever fo rare in the World, whii h is not to be had here, and at 
a very reafonable rate. For indeed, there is nothing dear at Ifpahan, but Wood 
and Provifions, inafmuch as there is no Foreft near it, not Meadows for the 
feeding of Cattel. 

Of all the fhops I faw at Ifpahan, I was not pleas’d fo much with any as that; 
of a Drug gift, who liv’d in the Maidan , on the left hand as you go to the Met- 
by reafon of the abundance of the rareft Herbs, Seeds, Roots and Minerals 
it was furnifh’d with. The Root Ti&iW, or Chi ni , which the Per fans call Bleb 
Tz,im , and Rhubarb, which they call Rmentx>lm , and is brought thither from 
China and great T'artary y were not worth here above three Abas's, or a Crown the 
pound. 

There is not any Nation in all Afa, nor indeed almoft of Europe , who fends Ifpahan apim 
not its Merchants to Ifpahan, whereof fome fell by Whole-fale, and others by «f£teat Trade. 
Retail, byjho Pound and the Ell, There are ordinarily aboue twelve thoufand 
Indians in the Ciry , who have, moftof them, their /hops near thofe of the Per- 
fans, in the Maidan, and their Merchandifes, in the CarXvahferas , where rhey 
have their Habitations, and their Store-Houfes. Their Stuffs are incomparably 
fairer, and their Commodities of greater Value chan thofe of Perfa ; inasmuch 
as, befides the Musk and Amber greafe, they bring thither great quantities of 
Pearls and Diamonds. I obferv’d, that tnoftol thefe Indofihans, had, upon the 
Nofe, a mark of Saffron, about thebreadth*>f a Man’s finger; but 1 could never 
leirn what that Myftery fignify’d. They are all Mahometans or Pagans: they 
burn the Bodies of their Deceas’d friends and kin ted, and in that ceremony they 
ufe only the Wood of the Mefcb-Mefcb , or Apiicock-Tree. But of thefe, a 
particular account will be given in the Traveils of Maxdeljh into the Indies. 

Befides thefe Indians, there is, at Ifpahan, a great number of 1 art are , from the 
Provinces of Chuareff Chattdi, and Busbar > Turks, Jews, Armenians , Georgi¬ 
ans. En<rli(h, Dutch) French, Italians and Spaniards. _ 

The City is fupply’d with Provilions out of the other Provinceso. the 
Kingdoms- Out of that of Kirman\ there are brought, in the Wintertime, 
fat Sheep, and, in Summer, Lambs, which are fold, at Ifpahan , at nine or ten 
Abas's a piece: for the very Skin is worth five or fix, upon the account or tne 
Furr , which is'very pretious there. The Province of 1C dan furniihesic with 
Rice; and thofe of Kendeman, Taftim , Ebarka, and jefchi, though they lye at a 
great diftance, with Wheat and Barley. Wood and Charcoal are fold here , py 
the pound, theWoodnearahalf peny, and the Charco&l a peny the pound, in 
regard they are forc’d to bring it from Mefandcran, and Jeila^-Perfan. * 

T*he ordinary Money of Pcrfta is of Silver and Brafle , very little of jo * 

The Abas, the' Garem- A has, or half -Abas, which they commonly call If' Mmy ' 
bende, the Sethi and Bifii , are of Silver. The former were fo called lro. 

Schach-Abas, by whofe command they were firft made, being In Value aD ™ t 
third part of a Rixdollar; fo that they are about 18 d . fieri, t hough tney o 
'amount, by weighr, to above i yd. Sehach Chodabende gave his na ^ e ^ , n j 
Abas. The. Scahiate worth about rhefourrh part of an Abas , and n, _ / 
a half make a Scahi. Schaeh-Ifmadh^ Coined, in his time, a ki • . A 
which was called Lari , and it was made after the manner ofc a tlucK j 
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flatted in the midle, to receive the impreffion of the Chara&ers, which (hew’d 
the value of the piece. The Ptrjians call all forts of Copper or Brafs money. 
Pul , but there is ore particular hind thereof, which they call Kashkjt where¬ 
of forty make an Abas. When they are to name great Sums,.they accompt by 
whereof is worth fifty AUs's. Not that there is any piece of 
money amounting to that fum, but the term is onely us’d for the convenience 
of accounting, as in Mnfcovj, they account by Roubles , and in Flanders by thou- 
fands of Livers. They will receive from Foreiners no other money than Rlx- 
dollars, or Spansjh Ryals, which they immediately convert into Abases , and gain 
a fourth part by the money. The King of Perfia farms out the Mint to 
private perfons , who gain mott by it , and (hare flakes with the money¬ 
changers, whom they call Xewifi *, who bate their (hops, or Offices,in the Mal- 
dan , and are oblig’d to bring all forein money to the publick Mint, which they 
call S crab-chant. 

There is this remarkable as to the brafs moiey , that every Citie hath its 
particular money and mark , which is changed every year, and that fuch money 
goes onely in the place where it was made. So that upon their firft day of the 
year, which begins with the Vernal Equinox, tllthe brafs money is cry’a down, 
and the mark of it is chang’d. The ordinary, mark of it is a Stag, a Deer » a 
Goat, a Saty re, a Fifh, a Serpent, or fome fuch thing. At the time of our Tra¬ 
vels, the Kasbekj were mark’d, at Ifpahan, with a Lion, at Scantachie , with a De¬ 
vil, at Kaf chats t with aCock, and in Kilan, with a Fifh* The King of Perfia, on 
the one fide, makes a great advantage by this brafs money, in as much as he 
payes for a pound of this Metal, but an abas, which amounts to about eighteen 
pence, and he hath made of it fixty four Kasbekh and, on the other, he, by this 
means, keeps the Kingdom from being too full of uncurrent and cry’d down 
money. 

The great Trade of the Citie of Ifpahan hath oblig’d the King to build there 
a great number of Caravanftras, Thefe are fpacious Store-houfes, builc four- 

S uare, and enclos’d of *11 Tides with a high Wall, for tbefecurity of forein 
erchants,who have their lodgings*in them, as alfo for that of the Commo¬ 
dities they bring thither. They are two or three (lories high, and have, within, 
many conveniences. Courts, Chambers, Halls, and Galleries. 

Amohg other publick Sr ru&»res, we may welltake notice of thetwoMona- 
fleries of Italian and Spout fh Monks, which are in the moft Northerly quarter of 
tbeCitie, and about achoufand paces diftant one from the other. One is the* 
Convent of the Augtsftine Monks, whereof we hive fpoken before ; but the o- 
ther is inhabited by certain Carmines, who are Italians , and though they were but 
ten in all, yet 1 may boldly affirm, chat thofe of this Order have not a nobler 
Convent in any part of Europe. Their Prior’s name was F. Tinas , and he was, 
at our being there, very antient,* good man,and of a free difpofition, as were 
alfo the other Monks ; whoiiveamong the Infidells much more orderly than 
iheydoelfe where. We, are oblig’d to acknowledge their civilities, efpecial f y 
thofe among us, who, having the advantage of the Latine tongue, could con- 
vetfe with them. We never vifited them but they treated us with a Collation, 
anddifmilVd us extremely oblig’d to themfor their kindaefs,as in other things, 
ft particularly, in the inftruftians they gave us how we ought to behave our 
Celves daring our aboad in Perfia. They prefemed M. Hlerome Imhof, a Senator 
of Nuremberg, and one of the chief Gentlemen belonging to the Embaffy , (who 
is now in Germanjtfiin a Court much different from that of Sthach-Sefi) with a 
very fair Italian artd Per/lan Lexicon , which he promifes to publi(h» with the 
Latine, fince by hina added co the other two Languages. They did me, in par* 
titular, the favaur, to afford me refuge in their Convent, to prote& me agamft 
tbe perfecations of the Ambaffidor Brueman, and to get my Letters convey’d in¬ 
to Germany, with much fafety and fpeed. 

At the time of our being there, they were alfo beginning to build a Convene 
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for certain french Capucins^who had bought a ptace»for that end,within a quarter 
of a league of the Monastery of the Angnjims, They were but three in all, who 
feetn’d to be very good people , and had attain’d fome learning. They had fi- 
uifh’d the Chapel, and were then upon the Dormitory, which had adjoynlng to 
it aKitchin-Garden, and a Vineyard, with much likely hood they would not give 
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over building with that. . , 

Between this laft Monartery, ind that of thtCxrmhres, are rhe King’s fiables, The King's ft* 
neer which there is a pretty high Tower, which is all built of Earth, and the 
Horns of Stags and Ahas, They fay, that Sckach-Tamas I, having kill'd two 
thoufand of thofe beads at one Hunting, employ’d their Horns in that building, 
in memory of fo remarkable a defeat, and that he therewith made that Tower 
which they call Kclemlnar. 

The parts adjacent totheGicie,are not undatable to thefumptuoufnefs of H« Garden, 
its Stru&mcs, and the greatnefs of fo famous a Metropolis. The Kings Gar¬ 
den, which they call Tx,arbagh> is, no doubt one of the noblert in all the World* 

It is above half a League in a perfeft fquare, and the River Sevdertity which hath 
fpacious Walks on both tides of it, divides it into a crofo, fo as that it fee ms to 
make four Gardens of it. At one of its extremities, towards the Sourh, there 
I* a little Mountain, divided into feveral Alleys> which hive on both fides 
ftcep Precipices, In regard that the River, which they have brought up to the 
top of the Mountain , dues thence continually fall down, by Chanels, into Ba¬ 
ling, which are cut within the Rock. The Chanels were about three foot broad* 
and were cut upon every fide, fo as that the water falling dire&ly down, and, 
with a great noife into the Bafin, extremely delighted both the ear, and the eye. 

No Ba/in but the Water fell into it, and upon every Alley, there was a Bafin of 
white Marbles which forc’d the water into divers figures. All the water about 
the Garden fell at laft into a Pond, which in the midft of it, cart up wa>er_ forry 
foot high. This Pond, had, at the four corners ofic fo many large Pavilions, 
whereof the appartments were gift within, and done with fueillage, there be- 
inw a pillage from oneto anorherby Walks, planted with Tuttnar- Trees, where- 
oAhere being Millions, they madethe placethemoft pleafant anddelightiuHof 
any in the World. 

The Fruit-Trees are not to be numbred, and there are of all forts, which Fnut-TretK 
Schach~Abe.s , who began this Garden, had feut for, not onely out of all the 
Provinces of the Kingdom, but alfo out of 7V£j> and the Indies. Here yon 
have all forts of Apples,Pears, Almonds,Apricocks, Peaches,Pomegranates, 

Citrons, Orenges,Cheftnuts, Wallnuts, Filbeirds,Goosbernes, Sec. befides a 
crreat many not known in Europe, We faw there a kind of Grape which they call 
'fJallarxe'y of the bfgnefs of a mans thumb, which bad no ftone, but the skin and 
meat firm, and of an admirable tafte. This Garden is kept by ten Marter-Gar- 
deners, who have each of them ten men to work under them j and there 1 $ 
this further convenience in it, that when the Fruits are fic to eat , they 
permit any that have a mind to go into it , and to eat what they pleafe °* 
the fruits , paying four Kaslekh or two pence a piece j but they are forbidden 


The Citie hath, on all fides, very large Suburbs, which they call AUtk&'nt re- The ShMs, 
of the faireft and moft confiderable is, that which is called T^u/fa, wherein there Trulfa, 
are twelve Churches, and above three thoufand houfes, equal, in point °f build¬ 
ing to the be ft in the Citie. The 1 nhabitants of this quarter are Atmem<ans z Chri~ 
fiians, and moft of them Merchants, and rich men, whom Schach-Ahas brought 
out of great Armenia , and planted in this place. They pay the King but two 
hundred 7#>»a»V,by way of Tribute, which amount to a about thoufand 
which fum their Daroga , who, in our time, was called Cfafrou Sul than , and the 
Calertter, Seferas-beg,uc obi ig'd ro bring into the King’s Coffers* . 

On the other fide of the River Sender at, lies the Suburbs of Tamja -

Hifcnabatli. Tiie Suburbs of Hafendath is the ordi nary habitat ion of the , that is 

to fay, theGeorgians, who are zlioChriftians, and molt of them Merchants, and 
wealthy men, as the^rwm««j, as well by reafcn of the Trade they drive within 
the Kingdom, as in all other places abroad. They delight much in making Voy¬ 
ages, efpecialiy to the ladles , and into Eartye, in fo much that mod of the Mer¬ 
chants who come ro Venice > Holland, and other places, and who are there called 
Hrmemans, are of this Nation, Not that the Cbrlfiians, whether Armenians, 
GeorgsanS) or others, are not permitted to live within theCirie ; but their living 
in thefe remote Quarters proceeds from the delire they have to fettle them- 
ftlves in a place, where they might live quietly, and enjoy the freedom oftheit 
confcience. For the Perfuws do not onely fufter them to inhabit any where, 
fince they have a particular Quarter aiTign'd them within theCirieof Jfpaban, 

. behind the Metdt Mehedi, in a plat e which they call Nejfera } but they have 
alio an aife&ion for them, as well upon accompt of the advantage they make ■. 
by Trading with them , pdl the Tribute they pay, as pirtimla ly .upon the fcore 
of their Vines. The Mahumesane Law forbids th>>fe who are lubject thereto* 
the drinking of "VVine, and consequently the yulrvation of Vineyards^ Buc 
the PerfiatiS)' who are fo given to W me , t hat it were i^potftble rh y fhould for¬ 
bear it, imagine th.y u.mmit no g eat tin,m the d inking of Wne,though it 
be done even to excefs , p nvided their Vineyaids are drefs’d by Omfiians, 
The Armenians are expert enough at all things requisite to the ordering / f the 
Vines ; but t hey undertone nothing of the making or preserving of Wine. 
They are no lovers of white Wine, in fo much that when it ha rh not flood Ion° 
enough in ibe Vat, or is nor high colour'd enough to their fancy , they put 
into it a little Brazif wood, or Saffron, to heighten irs colour. They do not 
keep it in Buts or Tuns, but either in great earthen pots, or fill therewith the 
whole Cel lar, withont uhng any Veflel at alt. 

. There is yet a-noble part of the Suburbs towards theWeft-fide of the Ci- 
Kcbrabftth, tie , named Kelrdath , deriving its name from a certain people called Kebber , 
that is to fay. Infidels, from the Turkifr word Kdphir, which fignifies a Rene oat, ■ 
X know not whether I may affirm they are Originally Perpans, Twice they have 
~ 1 nothing common with them but the Language. They are dittinguifli’d from the 

ocher Perftans by their beards, which they wear very big,as alfo by their habit, 
which is abfolutely different from that of the others. They wear, over rheic 
Wafcoats, a Cafaque, or Coat, which falls down to half the leg, and is open 
onely at the neck and fhoulders, where they ty it together with Ribbons. Their 
"Women cover not their faces, as rhofeof the other Perfians do, and they are 
feen in the ftreets and elfewhere, contrary to the cuftom of thofe, who pretend 
.... to live civilly; yet have they a great reputation of being very chatie- 
^);c Kebbers 1 mac ^ e it my bufinefs to enquire, what Relegion thefe Kebber s are of, but 
*11 the accompt I could have of them, was, that they ate a fort of Pagans, 
who have neither Circumcifion, nor Baprifm, nor Priefts, nor Churches , 3 nor 
any books of Devotion or Morality among them. Some Authors affirm, that 
they have a certain Veneration for the fire, as the antient Perftant had ; bat 
there is no fuch thing. They believe indeed the immortality of the Soul, and 
fomewhat, confonant to what the antient Pagans writ,of Hell, and the Ely/ian 
fields. For when any one of them dies, they let a Cock out of the Houfe of 
the party deceas’d , and follow him into the fields without the.Cine , and if a 
Fox take him by, the way, they make no doubt but that his Soul is fay'd: but if 
this experiment take nor, they ufe another, which in their opinion is more cer¬ 
tain ana infallible; which is this. They put about the deceas’d perfon his beft 
Cloachs, hang feveral Gold Chains and Jewels about his neck, and Rings, and 
wharfoever eife be had of mnli value of rhat kind, upon bis fingers and 1 in 
his hands, and fo drefs’d>he is brought to the Church-yard, where they fet him 

ftand- 
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ing agaimttUe Wail, and keep him up in that Pollute, by put ting a Fork under 2 '— ; 

his Uiin. It ic happen, that the Crows, or any other ravenous Birds, pick out 1 6 3 7* 

his Right Eye, he is look’d upon as a Saint, there’s no doubt of his Salvation -- 

the Corps is buried with Ceremonies, and is very gently and orderlv let down 
iototheGrave. But if the faid Birds nsn fortunately make at the Left Eye 'tis * 

an infallible argument of his Damnation, they conceive a horrour at him as a 
Reprobate, and they cafthim head-long into the Grave. 

There are near and about Ifpahan fourteen hundred and fixty Villages, the In- vhi 
habitants whereof are all in a manner employ’d in the making cf°Scuffs and llbahan*” *** 
Tapittry, of Wool, Cotton, Silk, and Brocado. 

The fields about the City lye very low, and it feems Nature was willim* in ,, c ,, , . 
that to fliew an effe& of her Providence, inafmuch as were ic not for that nn- T ! ic ^ e d * ^ 0Ht 
venieiKc, the Country would not be Habitable, by reafon of the excelTive hea'S 1 ’ 
which reign there. For the convenience they derive from this fituation is chi- 
that they can make the River Sendernt over-flow , when the Summer heats have 
melted the Snow on the neighbouring Mountains, and drjw it all over the 
fields. Johannes de Perfia faies indeed, that the River, falling again into its 
Chanel, leaves a dime behind it, whit h i or :upt s the Air; but heismiflaken. 

For it is certain, that, fome Provinces only excepted , which lye upon the 
CajptanSta, there is not any place in all Perfia , where the Airis more healthy 

thaD at Jfpahan. 1 

True indeed it is» that the heats there are very great, efpecially in Jme and 
July-, but the Inhabitants are not much incommodated thereby. For as in 
Winrcr, they have their W, again# the Cold, lb, in Summer, they have 
their Vaulted apparrments, and rheir Halls and Galleries, with Windows of all 
fides, that the Wind and Air may find their paflagein, to moderate their <*reat 
Heats. And though it freezes rhere fo little, that in a Night’s time it does not 
makeanlceas thick as a man’s finger, which thaws as foon as the Sun appears 
over the Horizon, yet have they a way to make the Ice above two foot thick, 
and to keep it, to be us’d to cool their Drinks in Summer. To do this , they 
make choice of a commodious place, that is cool, ahd towards the North, 
pav’d with Free-flone or Marble, but uneven, and with a little defeent, upon 
which they pour the water, and as foon as that is congeal’d, they pour on more* 
and by this means, in one night, they make an Ice a foot thick , which in the 
day time they cover, that the Sun may not fhine upon it: and fo continuing 
this exercife for two or three Nights Together, they provide Ice enough to 
fervethem all Summer. Having made as much as they defire , they br ak it in 
pieces, and put it up into Snow-Houfes, whereof there are fo many a>- IfpafiaL 
that, for two or three Kafbekls, a man may have as much as will fufficehhn all 
Summer. 

The extent we have zffiep’d Perfia, from.the 25 , degree of the (Equator, to rheairef 
the 37 . North-ward from the Equinoftial line, difeovers, thar it is feared in Perfia, 
the temperate Z.one. Mount 7 dams divides it in the middle, almoflasthe A- 
■penrane does Italy , thrulling forth its Branches here and there into feveral 
Provinces, where they are called bv other particular name?.' The Provinces, 
which have this Mountain between them and the North, are very hot; butthe 
others, which have it between them and the South , have a milder and more 
temperate air. The Kings of Perfa heretofore took rhis convenience, to change 
the places of their Habitations, according to the Seafons, pilling away the 
Summer at Ed-atanc-, which is now called Tabn's, having the Mounrain between 
it andthe Soutb-weft , and by that means noefo much expos’d to the great 
hears; and the Winter, at Safe, in the Province, which, from that name, is now 
called Saffian , where the Mounrain not only keeps off the Norch-windfrom 
annoyingche Inhabitants, but alfo fends them heat, by the refleaion ofthe Sun¬ 
beams at Noon, and makes the place fo delightfull, that ic hath thence the 
WBie Safcj that is, Lilly. In Spring and Autumn, they liv’d at Perfepolts^ or ac 
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-liv d, ID the Winter, at Ferahath , in the Province of Mefmderan j and Scheck- 

Sep, fometimes at Tabris, and fometimes at ArdsbH, otCafmn. The City of 
# is the raoli commodious of any, as well for Winter as Summer, inaf- 

much as being feared in a great Plain, at, in a manner, an equal diflance of th-ee 
leagues trom theMountdin, ther-i is alwayes l'ome little WiDdHirrin°, which 
cools the Ait, and comes into all Rooms, 

We had but too much experience of this change, and the inconveniences 
enfuing thereupon , and found, that the heats of < he day, and the cold of the 
nights, of which Jacob made his complaint to Laban his Father-in-law, are 
there equally infupportable. For, being forc’d to fravcll in the nighr, and that 
during the hottell Seafonof the year , we felt . here a c old * whi< h depriv'd us 
of the ufe of our Limbs, and made us many rimes unable to get off our Hor- 
fes, ef pec ia 11 y when there wasan Halt or North-wind: whereas, on the con¬ 
trary , the South-wind lent us fometimes fuch hot blalls as were ready to choak 
us. 

tyifcafa. From what vve have now faid, it may be deduc’d, that all the Provinces of 
Perjia r.t not equally healthy, jnd that there a e fome, where Difeafes are much 
more common than in others._ Thole of Schirvtcm- and KUan are very much 
fubjeil to Feavers; but the Air of the City of lauru is fo good , that a man 
hears no talk of that Difeafe there. Nay, on the contrary, they fay that thofe 
who are troubled therewith, may find their remedy in rhat place, even without 
taking any Piiyiick, Epidemical Difeafes, futh as the Bloody-Flux and the 
Plague, are not fo ordinary here as in Europe. The P , which is called Sehe- 
met K,:fchi,x hat is,, the Diieafe of Kafchan , in regard it is more common there 
i than elfewhere , or rhat there norice was firlt taken ofic, ( as It is called in 

France^ the Neapolitan Difeafe, and in England, and other places, the French , 
in as much as, lulled of going to Naples for ir, where the French were in¬ 
ferred in the time of Ch.v!s VIII. they may now have it as conveniently ac 
Pam ) is very common at that place. Tis true Kafchmh a place excellently 
well feated, but the Air mult be-fomewhat unwholfome, when they want frefh 
ware: thereabouts, and that it is here the Tarantulae and the molt dangerous 
Scoipionsof all Ptrfu rare moll rife, TheDropfieis nor very rare in the Pro¬ 
vince of KUan ; but there are very few troubled with the Stone in any part of 
the Kingdome ■ and for the Gout, it is a Difeafe not yet known among them. 
The 1 nh.-bitants are Long liv’d, it being an ordinary thing to fee perrons of a 
hundred years of age. I knew a judge in the Province of Serab , between Ma¬ 
kar* and Ardebit , who was a hundred and thirty years of age; and the Father of 
Hacwerdy, who went along with us into Holfiem, was above fix fcore. Their 
temperance and fobriety contributes much to the good confutation of their 
Body, the continuance of their Health, and length of their Lives, 
perfii isfmiy to the foil of Perfia, the Province of KUan excepted , which is very 

and dry, fertile it is fandy and barren in the Plains, every where in a manner checquet’d 
with little red Stones, and not bringing forth ought but ThilUes and Reeds, 
which they ufe forfiringin their Kitchin inflead of Wood, where there is not 
iny. The Province of KUan only hath nothing of this drought. Bur in the 
uneven parts of the Country,, where the Mountains make’feveral Valleys, the 
ground is very good. Accordingly in thefe places it is, that moll of their Vil-' 
lages are feared, inafmuchas they are very Ingenious, in conveying the water, 
which rifes out of rhe Mountains, by Chanels of about four foot in breadth, 
which they ufe in their Gardens, and many rimes in till’d Lands, to thofe places 
where it feldome Rains, fo give the earrh rhat moillure which Heaven hath 
deny’dit, they raife up tbs ends of their Lands which are about fifteen or 
twenty fathom fquare, afoot higher th n anyorher part, into which they let 
in the wrer out of their Chanels over Night, and the next Morning let it out 
again : To chat the earth, which hath been thus moiilen’d’, receiving the Sun¬ 
beams 
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beams almofi perpendicularly , brings forth all Tons of traits in great ahun- 
dance. 

In the Cultivation of their grounds, they make ufe of Ploughs, which arc 
fo big in thofe places, where the foil is if rung and fat, as it is in Truan and Ar¬ 
menia-, that many times twenty or four and twenty Bufftes * or wild Oxen, are 
hardly able to draw them, and they require fix men to drive them. The fur¬ 
rows area foot deep, and two foot broad. They ordinal il y fow only Rice, 
Wheat, and Barley. They care not for Ry*, and when there chances to be any 
Grains of it among the Wheat, as this often degenerates into the other, they 
weed it out, and caftic a way. Oats is a kind of Grain not known among them. 
They fow all'o M 'let, Lent!Us, Peafe and Beans. The call the Ciches, Nagudy 
and the common Peafe, Kulul. 

They fow alfo whole fields of Rlilpus, or Palma Chrlfti , which they call 
, Km Jnt. .They b>.at the Grain thereof, uoge'e an Oyl out of ir, which they 
a\\ Schlrl/itch and it is tweet amd p leaf ant , and very good to eat. The Pea- 
fantseat alfo the Grain ; and mixing it with Ciches, and Currens, they make 
their Deferts of ir. 

fhere is in a manner no Province of Per fa but brings forth Cotton , which 
they call Pambeb , and there are whole fields covet’d therewith^ efpecia I ly in 
Armenia; Irttan. JT.ttbtn.um, Kerabath> near Arafbar, in Adirbejtz,an, and in 
Cboncfan. It grow open a Buffi, two or three foot high, having leaves like 
thofe of the Vine, but much Idle, and {hoots forth ;at the extremity of its 
Branches abudofi about thebigneiTeof a Nut, which, when fully ripe, opens 
in feveral places, and thrutts out the Cotton, through the clefts that are in the 
fhell. Though there be abundance of it fpentjn ail forts of Sculls, made in 
rheCountry; yet do they drives vail Trade with that which is unwrought. 
The Province of KUan brings forth alfo a kind of Flax , the thread whereof is 
very good, and fit for Ctoach. 

The domeliick Creatures, as well fuch as are us'd in carriage, as others, are 
Sheep, Goats, Buffles, Oxen and Cows, Camels, Horfes, Mules and Afles. 
The ordinary Forrage for Horfes is Barley, mixt with Chaff, or Rice imxt with 
fhredded Straw. The Persians water not their Horfes till an hour and a halt 
after they have eaten, contrary to the ordinary cuiiotnof the Tt *r hj , who wa¬ 
ter theirs immediately after they have given them rheir allowance. There is in 
Perfta a certain kind of Herb, which they call Ge'rfcheht , which isfown much 
after the fame manner as we fow Saint-foin , once in (even years. It grows up 
three toot high, and brings forth blew Flowers. It is cut twice a year, and they 
areonly Perlons of quality who give it their Horfes. There is very lutle com¬ 
mon Hay, unleffe it be in the Province of Jr nan y and Armenia. In > ori } e ro ' 
vinces they do not make any at all , becaufe there is Graff e enough all ne year 


Of all Cartel,' they have mod Sheep. Of thefe they have very great Flocks, 
anditistheir molt ordinary Food, though it be not of fo pleafant a raft tothofe 
who are notaccuffotndd thereto. They are much of the lame bulk wit ^ - 
rf Europe, and fometimes a little bigger; but fhort and flaoNos d with the 
Ears hanging down, as our Spaniels. They are but lea* 1 * 111 regard t he 1 
which weigh ten, twenty, nay fometimes rhirty pounds, draw alt the fat ou 
them. The Tails have the bones and joynts,as our Sheep have, but che ® 

to them in great gobbets like locks of Wool; which much hinders the .

Of the Suet they make Candles; and it is of their skins that they make the lea¬ 
ther which we call Marroquin or Span ip? Leacher,and is brought through Mufc<?~ 
•vy and Poland into the ether Provinces of Europe. 

taffies. ' They have abundance of Buffies, efpecially towards the CW/^Wz-Sea , infV- 
rab j.neer Ardebil, in Eruan, and Sum!, where fome Peafants have five or fix 
hundred of them. They ace kept in moift places, and they fay their milk is 
very cooling, as is alfo the butter made thereof. They have alfo Oxen like thofe 
of Europe ; but, in the Province of Kilan, they have a bunch of fat upon the neck, 
as thofe of the Indies have. I have been told , that the Cows will, not fuffer 
themfelves to be milk'd, if their Calves be not brought before them : fo that 
if a Calf chance to die, (for they never kill any to eat) they fill the skin 
with Sera*, cart a little Skit upon it, and they let the Cow lick it, by which 
means flie Hands quiet to be milk’d. 

They abhor The Per pans have an ayerfion for Swine; whence it comes that the Arme- 
nians themfel ve?, who live among them, feidom breed any, unlefs it be in thofe 
places where they live apart, as in the Suburbs of 7z.ttlfa, where they have fome 
few. They conceive they have very good reafon to have an averfion for this 
Creature, following the example of the and tell, to that pnrpofe a ri¬ 
diculous and cbfcene ftory, which they take out of the Alehoran t and relate ; 
That, o»e day , the Apoftles inrreaced our Saviour, to cell them, after what 
manner Nodi liv’d in the Ark, during rhe Deluge. But our Saviour, wirhont 
faying a word to them, having taken a handfull of dirt, made the figure of a 
naan with it, cart it upon the ground, and faid to it, rife up in the name of the 
Father, Immediately there flatted up an old man, all white, whom our Saviour 
asked, Who art thou ? He made anfwer, I am Japhet , the fon of Noah% Our Sa¬ 
viour ask’d him , whether he were fo white when he died ; whereto he an- 
fwered, that he was not ; but that he became fo juft that moment, out of the fear 
he was in to appear before God, as believing he had been rais’d up to come to 
the latt judgement. Upon that, Jefits Chrift commanded him to acquaint the 
Apoftles with all that had been done in the Ark. Japhet obey’d, and told them, 
among other things, that, one day, the Ark being fo full of chirr at that place 
where the houfe of eafe Hood, t hat Noah, fearing it might take in water there, 
thought fit to confnlt God in that extremity. The Divine anfwer was, that he 
fhould fend an Elephant to the faid common houfe, and that of the Dung of that 
Creature and mans trim together, there was immediately engendred a Swine, 
which fo turn’d up chat heap of Ordure with his fnowc, that the Ark went ve¬ 
ry even. This natty Creature having fill’d itsNoftrils with filth, fneez’d very 
violently, by means of which freezing, there came out a Rat, which put Noah 
into greater perplexity than before ; info much, that, to be deliver’d out of 
thefe troubles, he addrefs’d himfelf once more to God, and ask’d him what 
he {hould doinrhar upbappy conjun&nre. The anfwer was*that God com¬ 
manded him, ro ftrike the Lion upon the head with a Wand* and that he, be¬ 
ing thereby put into a fury, fell a-roaring fo loud, that, out of his bloftrils there 
came out a Cat, which immediately pnrfued theRar. The Perfiian Paraphraft of 
the Akbran, going on with his ftory, fayes, that Noah, knowing he was to con¬ 
tinue forty years in the Ajk, feparared the Males from the Females, out of a 
fear, that the feveral fpecies multiplying, the Ark would not be able to con¬ 
tain rhem,and that they might want meat. Of all Creatures, oDely the Dog 
bad the freedom allow’d him ftay with the Bitch, at the bottom of the Ark. 
One day the Cat having obferv’d that thofe Creatures had the liberty do what 
all the reft were deny’d, went, and made her complaints to Noah, who reproch- 

ing 
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ico them with what they had done, the Dog would not acknowledge!^ faft. 
But word was fo often brought to Noah of the Dog s tranfgrclfion , that he de- 
fired God co make known the truth of it by an infallible proof*, and chat af- 
rewards the Dog defirous to line the Bitch became fatten’d to her 3 where vyitfi 
the Cat having acquainted Noah) they were taken in the Uft, an.tl found guilty 
of havin D lied before. Thence it comes, that, ever fince that time, Dogs have 
been fo fatten'd in the aft of generation, and have an inveterate fcwdagainft 

Ca Thev have feveral forts A Camels. Thofe which have two bunches they call 
Bmhtir] and thofe, which have hut on e,Schm!*r. Of thefe laft there are four 
kitfds; that is, thofe, which, by way of excellence, they call Ner, that is to fay, 
the Male, which Vs engandted of a Droojedary, or Camel, with two bunches, 
and a Female that hath but one , which is called Mate, and thefe are not to be 
cover’d by any of another kind. Thefe are the befl and moli eiteem’d of all 
the Camels,in fo much that fome of them are fold at a hundred Crowns a-piece. 
They carry nine hundred, or a thoufand weight, and are in a manner indefatiga¬ 
ble. When they art hot, they eat little, foam at tht mouth, are angry,and bite; 
fo chatto prevent their doing any injury to thofe who govern them, they have 
a kind of Muzzle put over their mouths, which the Perjians call A grab. The 
Camels, which come of thefe, degeWate very much, and are heavy and flow, 
whence the Turks call them Jar da KaUem, and they are not worth above thirty 

or forty-Crowns. . * , „ „ ■ . 

The third kind is chat which they call Lohk,i but thefe are not fo good as the 
Bmhurs, nor do they foam at the mouth as the Ners , when they are hot: but 
when they go to rut, they pur out under the Throat a red bladder, which they 
draw in with cheir breach, lift up their heads|^i fnorc often. Thefe are worth 
about fixty Crowns apiece* They are not firQjng as the others,whence it 

is, that when the Ptrjlans would fpeakof a floffr and daring man, they fay he is a 
Ner ,and when they would exprefsapoor-fpiriced and cowardly perfofi, they call 
bimaTo/j^j * 

The fourth kind \s y by the 7etji&nSy called Schniturt and by the i 
JeUovefi^t is, Wind-Camels. They are' much left in bulk, but more aftive 
andfprightly than the others: for whereas the ordinary Camels go but a foot¬ 
pace, iheferroc and gallop as welt as Horfes. 

The King and the Chans have many Teams of them , and every Team con tuts 
in feven Camels coupled together. They life them at Magnificent < .eremomes, 
either to meet Ambafladors, covered with covering-doaths of red Velvet, or 
Patk-faddles made of the fame fluff, embroider’d with Gold and Stiver, with 
filver bells about their necks, or toridepotte,'nay, fometimes in the w ars, in 
which they are thus much the more ferviceable, t hat, in a deteat, tj oy con L j t- 
buremuch tothefaving of the Baggage. They trot fo hard,that the Boy vv o 
guides them, and to that end gets uphrft , is glad to be ty d to the Pannef or 
Saddle by the watte. When they runj they put. out their heads, and open their 
Noflrils, and run with fuch violence, that it is impoflibleto flay them. At out 
entrance inro Siamachie and ArdeLll, we faw a.great number ot them , galloping, 
fometimes before,fometimes behind us, , _ 

This is one of the great ell conveniences that Travellers meet with in Ferp^ 
as well for the caerying of their own perfons, as the conveyance ot tneiL g~ 
sage and Commodities , which they may, by this means, tranfport from on^, 
place to another, at a very eafie race, and with little trouble. One man gm ■> 
a Team, or as many as are fatten’d together: and if a man thinks it not a e 
craveUlone, he may joyn with the Caravans, which go perpetually up 
down the Count rev, and with thefe is the fafeft way of travelling. - 

The travelling of the Camels is at a certain rare, and therefore t 
being fee, they find it no great trouble to make thetp reach their or mary^ 
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I t /eras have perfons in them, who are as it were Hofts, and fell Provender bur 
in others, you have onely the bare Walls, It is oo great.charge to keep the 
Camels. Their fuftenance is Thirties and Nettles, and fo me times they chruft 
down their throats a hard Parte, made of the chaff of Barley, about three pound 
in weight, much after thefafhion of the Loaves, which the French Soldiers 
who ferve in the Low-Courureys, corruptly call Brindeflocq. Sometimes,they 
put into rhis Parte, Cotton-feed, which is very fweer, and as big as a great Peafe 
They can endure thirft for two or three dayes together; wherein nature feems 
to have madefome Provifiou againft the extremity men are put to for want 
of water, when they travel over the Defarts and Heaths of thofehot and drv 
Countreys. They onely touch the lyaees of their fore-legs to make them bow 
to receive their burthens, and being fo laid with their bellies on the around 
they fuffer a man to order them as he pleafes. The harmonious found ofa man’s 
voyce, or an iortrumenr, enlivens them ; whence it comes that the Perfians tie 
little bells about their kn«s,and a pretty big one about their necks, not one¬ 
ly by reafon of the long trims of them that go together, ic being neceffary they 
fhonldbe heard at a great diftance, to give chofe notice who might unadvifedlv 
come between them, butalfoto divert thefeCreatures in their travel. The 
Arabians i to the fame purppfe, make ufe of timbrels, when they travel through 
the Defarrs of their Countrey, in as much as whipping • or beating does not make 
them advance} but Mufick, efpecial'ly a man’s voyce,animates, and infpires 
them with a certain courage. What moft troubles the Camels, is a kind of Snail, 
called Moherc’t which fometimeslies witbin the Thirties j if thefe flin° them in 
the Nortrils, it proves mortal. 

The Camels are very revengefi^, and remember a long time any injury they 
have receiv’d ? in fo much, thaCftf^^erJla, a Camels anger is come into a Pro¬ 
verb, when they would fpeak of ah irreconcilable enmity. As to this.particu- 
lar, there is a very memorable example ofa Camel, which, being hot* and ha¬ 
ving not. the Muzzle on,bit a fervant who went along by him, in the Arm 
The fervant gave him a many blows about the neck with a Cudgel, which part is 
thetendreft about thefe Creatures. Bucthe Camel had a cruel revenue of him', 
ere they came to their journey’s end. For fome time after, being goHoofe in 
the night, he went among the fervants; who by reafon of the cold lay neer the 
Camels, that they might thruil their feet under their bellies, and having 
pitch'd upon the perfonthat had beaten him, he trod on him fo as that all his 

• bones were crufii’d and broken. The fervant’s father demanded fatisfaaion , 

and had the Camel adjudg’d him, to be difpos’dofas he pleas’d. If anger pro- 
ceed from Choler as its principle, a man may juftly wonder whence it comes, 
that Pliny fayes, that Camels, Horfes , and Affes, have no Gall. Nor could I 
ever find any reafon why the fame Pliny fh ou Id affirm, after Xenophon, that Ca- 
mels have an averfion for Horfes. When I told rbe Pcrfians of it, they laugh’d 
at me, and faid, that it was not without reafon Camels hared Horfes; when 
many times the Horfes may get into the ftables, and have a houfe over their 
heads, whereas the Camels, which cannot get in by reafon of the lownefs of the 
Doors, areforc cico lie abroad, and to fuffer the Horfes to take uptheirquar- 
ters. And indeed there hardly goes any Caravan, bat a man may fee Camels, 
Horfes, and Afies put up together in the fame liable, yet exprefs not any aver¬ 
fion or acimofity one againft another. 

True indeed ins, that the Females go twelve moneths, but thofe are ex¬ 
tremely misinform’d, who believe char the Male, when he covers her, turns his 
hinder part to her. This miftake took irs.rife hence, that the Camels, when they 
make water, put their yards backwards between their hinder legs; but in the 
work of Generation they ufe them ocberwife. The Female lies down upon 
' ber belly, and the Male coveas her, after the fame manner as Horfes do. And 
though this Creature be of a great bulk,yet is not its generative member,which is 

at 
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ac leal! threefoot in length, my thicker than a man’s little huger. This animal ^ 
is feldome eaten, as being more fetvfceable in point of work ; but when they 1 6 
fall under their Burthens, or in cafe they be flung by one of the Moheres , they 
kilhhem, with two thrufls into theiThroac, one ac the place where it joyns to 
the Head, the other, towards the Breaft, and then they eat them. 

There are abundance of Horfes in Perf a > moft of them well made. They are hw/w, 
very handfome about the Head, Neck, Ears,Crupper, and Leggs. Acedia bred 
heretofore fuch excellent Horfes, that they were all kept for the King. The 
Horfes of t hole parts are at this time very good ones, and there are of an excel- 
lent breed in the Province of Erfchec^ near AMI ; but it is withal! certain, 
that the Arabian Hotfes are incomparably better, and accordingly more efteem’d 
by rhe King, who makes them the chiefeft Ornament of his Stables. Next 
cbofe, they moft value thofe of Turkey , though the King hath good breeding 
places in reveral Provinces of his Kingdome, efpeciallyin Erfcbed^ Schinva^ 
Karalag, and Mokan , where is the belt Meadow-grounds in Per fa. They make 
ufe: of them for the moft part for men’s Riding , jQry feldome for the carnage 
of Commodities, and never almoft in the Cart, v«Hf, all over Perfta , hath but 
two Wheels. And whereas the main forces oFfne Kingdome confift in their 
Cavatlry, it thence comes, that they ate great lovers of Horfes, and very tender 
in the keeping of them. Vet with all this care, do they not make ufe of ftraw 
for Utter, but of Horfe-Dung, which they dry in the Sun, and make beds of it 
a foot deep, for the Horfes, which could not lye more at their eafe upon quilts. 

This Litter ferves them a long time, and when it is moiften’d with ftale, they 
pntitinrothe Sun, dry it again, and fo continue to make ufe of it. With 
their foft beds* they alfo cover them with a Hair-doacb , lined with a kind of 
fofc coarfe doarh. They alfo fallen them by the hinder feet, to a rtake, that, in 
cafe they flionld break or flip their Halters, they may noqgec away, or hurt the 
other Horfes, All the manage they bellow od them, confifts only in accuHom¬ 
ing them to flare awa^-as Lightning, at the beginning of a Race, and they call 
thofe Horfes which exceed in fwiftnefs Bad-paj, that is, Wmdy-hcerd. If 
their Horfes be White or Grey , they colour the Main, and the Tail, and fome- 
limesalfo the Leggs, with Red or Orenge; wherein the Polanders and Tartars 
are wont to imitate them. They do notin any thing make fo great oftenranon 
of their expence , as in what is employ’d about the hacnefs of their Horfes,. 
which they fometimes cover with Plates of Gold or Silver , and adorn the 
Reigns, Saddles, and covering-deaths, with Goldfmichs Work and Embroidery. 

Yet is not this cuftom of fo lace a beginning , but that there may lomewnat 
of this kind be obferv’d out of the moft antient Authors of the Oreek^ Hi- 


iiorv. 

They have alfo a great number of Mules,which for the moft part are u led only M/{tcf 
for Riding. The King himfelf and the Chans ordinarily Ride upon thele, and 
they flood us in good fleed } when alt other kind of Kichng had been ve.y 
troublefometo us, in our fteknefle. They yield as good a rate as Horfes , fo 
that a Mule, though none of the bell, nor very handfome, is lold ac lead for a 
hundred Crowns, I was told there were fome white ones, but they are veiy 
rare, and highly Valu’d j and I muftconfefs, I Deverfaw any. 

Affes are very common all over the Eail, but in Per fa more than any where, 
and especially at IJpahan, where there is an infinite number of them , in regard 
they allow not Carting within the Ciry. Thofe who drive them, have at r e 
end of their Whip a great Bodkin, faften’d with a chain, wherewith they mate 
a noire, and are perpetually pricking of this Creature, which feems to be more 
cold and heavy in this Country, than any where el fe. , . 

The hears are fo great in Perfta , and the weather foconftantly fair and c ear FrW -^ 
in the Summer, that it is not to be much wondred they fhould have fuc goo 
and excellent Emits. As for thofe which are fpent in the Kttchin, t ey are 
there in greater abundance, but incomparably better and morefavoury 
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. £ 2 *7. kunpe. Among others, the Onions are fp big in the Province of Ttemm, near 

- Chaicttl , that one of them will weigh three pound. The Cabbages are*there 

curled, very tender, and of an excellent call. 

Melons. Their moll precious Fruits are Melons; and as their care in the ordering of 
them is extraordinary, fo they have every year.great quantities of them. They 
fow them all only in good mold, yet are there nor any but what are very excel¬ 
lent. There are two forts of themto wit, thofe which they call Kernel 
from the word Keren, which fignifieshot, in regard they are eaten in Summer’ 
and they come betimes, and are fully ripe in Jane. Thefe are as yellow as Gold, 
and the tweeted ol any. 1 he other fort they call Charbufapap , and rhey*come 
not to perfect maturity till Autumn. Thefe are very big, and weigh thirty, for- 
ry,or fifty pound weight. They are kept, not only all the Winter, but even 
till there are new ones ro be had : and this is done with fuch indullry, that, to 
diLlinguifh them from the new ones, a man mull put his finger to them and fee 
whether the Rind giveaway ; and by this means they are never without Me¬ 
lons. They have a way allWto keep Grapes , by wrapping them up in green 
Reeds, and hanging theqjHp to the roof of their Chambers. There is yet a 
third fort of Melons, whiSroey call Scammame , and are no bigger than Oren- 
ges; but thefe are wrought or embroider'd , having amidft the cmbroideVy 
red, yellow, and green fpots. They are not very good to eat, but the fcent is 
very pleafant, and for that reafon the Perpms carry them in their hands. There 
is yet another fort of water-Melons, which they call Hmduane, in regard the 
firll of them were brought out of the Indies, as we faid elfewhere, in the de- 
feriprion of the City of Afirachan, where we had fomeoccalion ro fpeakof 
this kind of Fruit. It is very big, and yet the fialks of it are fo fmall, that the 
Per ft an Poets ufe them in their Inventions, to make a comparifon between them 
and the Wall-nur Tree, which being a Great and lofty Tree yet brings forth but 
a Small Fruit: tofiiew, that, many times, a perfon of Mean Birth may do very 
Noble adlions, and that, on the contrary, a Great Prince.,nyiy do things that are 
poor and unfui cable to his extraction. 

CitmUs. They have atfo feveral forts of Cicrults, or CitruLCowcumbers 5 and amon« 
the reft, one, which they call Kaback , and may be found among the Herbarifts“ 
under the name of Cucurbit a Lagenaria, They are about the bi°nefsof a 
man's Head, and fometimes bigger, and have a long Neck. They “are eaten 
green, and before they are come to their full Maturity: for when they are 
ripe, the Rind dries, and grows as hard as the Bark of aTree,orboyled Leather,, 
and the meat within is fo confum’d, that there being nothing left but the 
Seed, the Per pans ufe them inllead of Flaggons, and make Drinking Cups of 
them. 

padintzan. They have yet another kind of fruit, not known in Europe, which they call 
Padlntz>an. They are like little Melons, or rather Cowcumbers. The fruit is 
green, lave chat at the end towards theflalk, it is fomewhatof a Violet Co¬ 
lour. The Seed is round and long , and of a pretty bignefs. This is not eaten 
raw, becaufeic is a little bitter; but, being boyl’d, or fry’d in Butter, it is a 
delicate Diflt. 

The Fine. _ The Climate of Perpa is excellently good for the Vine. There is no Pro¬ 
vince in the whole Kiugdome which doth not bring forth excellent Grapes ; 
but in regard the Makamet/m\,vfe forbids them the ufe of Wine, theyaccor- 
dingly negleft the cultivation of the Vine. They fay, that the Prohibition 

why the Mi- made in the Alchram gawd their drinking of Wins'is grounded on a reafon, 
* w! . lkh rhe ? c . hink . ver y s°? d > and feeing to us pleafanc enough, to deferve a fmall 
Digreffion in this Relation. They fay then , that God, defirous to comfort 
Mankind, efpecially the Poor, for the injuries and afronts, which Great Lords 
and Wealthy Men are apt to do thofe who have any dependence on them, fent 
into the World two Angels, named Haroth 7 and Ad/troth , and forbad them par¬ 
ticularly three things, toput'anypsrfonto Death, to do any Wrong, and to 

drink 
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drink Wine, Now it happened * that a young and very handiome Wvtnan, li- g „ 
vinginfome difconcent with her Husband* would needs havethete Angels to 1 ° 3 7‘ 
underrake the arbitration of the difference that was between them, and to gain 
their favour 5 (lie invited them to Dinner, and prefs'd them to drink of her 
Wine, which was the belt the Country could afford. The Angels, at firft, 
would have excus’d chemfelves, alleging the Prohibitions which God had made 
them to that purpofe ; but at left five prevail’d with them, and they drunk fo 
liberally other Wtne, that they began to be very familiar with their fair Ho- 
fiefs, and to defire of her thegreatelt kindnefle it is in a Woman’s power to do 
a Man. The Woman was content they fhould have their delires, but made this 
condition before hand, that one of them fhould fhew her the way by which 
people come down from Heaven, and the ocher that by which they go up into 
it: but as foot) as the Angels had fhown her the way , the Woman flunk away 
from them, and went ftraight to Heaven. God finding her Cloath’d as (he wa's, 
ask’d her how fhe could get up to Heaven withour*D.ying. She made an flyer* 
that it was by the information of the Angels, andfor the preservation of her 
Honour. Which, oblig'd God to Crown her Chafttty with an extraordinary 
Glory 5 and whereas fhe was one of the moll Beautifull Women in the World* 
it was accordingly his Pleasure, that fhe fhould have more light than any of the 
other Stars, and fo he mads her that Star or Planet which is called Verna. Af¬ 
terwards having called the Angels before him, he told them, that in requital of 
the good they had done, he was content they fhould condemn themfelves to 
fomepunifhment which they thought proportionable to their Sin : whereupon 
they well: into the Cave of BeUl, between Bah/lon and Betreb , where they were 
hungup by the Feet, to a great Iron Chain, in which pollute they were to cone, 
tinuetill the day of Judgment. 

The Perfiansi In obedience to MabonuVs command, niake no Wine 1 bur in 
regard they are great lovers of it, they do not only permit the Chriftians to make 
thereof, bur indeed the chief reafon why they permit the Armenia#* to live 
arnoDgthem, is, that they may buy thereof of them. They do not make itfo 
well as it is done in Europe , and have not the Ingenuity to put it into Buts, but 
keep it in great Earthen Pitchars, each of which contains near half a Barrel, as 
wefaid elfewhere. The Seder * that is, the chief of the Religion of the Per [tans , 
to expreffe his zeal, did fometimes order the Pitchars of the Armenians to be 
broken. The Per pans are permitted to make a firrup of fweet Wine, which they 
boyl, till it be reduc’d to a fixth part, and be grown as thick a* Oyi. They call 
this Diugg Ditfchab , and when they would rake of it, they diffolve it with wa- jj u fy w ^> ■> 
ter, and add thereto a little Vineger, all which together make a very pleafanc 
Drink. The Minatiitn, or Aflrotoger oE Scamacbie , gave me of it at a treat¬ 
ment he made for me at his own Houfe: In the more Northerly ProvincespF 
Perfta , where t he Wine is not very good , the Inhabitants diflolvc the Dufchab 
in the Country Wine, whereto they by that means give both the Colour and 
Taft of Sack. 

Sometimes they boyl the Dtsfchd fo long, that they reduce irinro a Pafte, 
for the convenience of Travellers, who cut it With a Knife, and difToIveitifl 
water. At Tabris, they make a certain Conferve of ir, which they call Jiclsoa^ 
mixing therewith beaten Almonds, Flower, and peel’d Filbeards or fmall Nuts. 

They put this mixture inm a tong and narrow Bag, and having fee it under the 
prefs, they make of it a Pafte, which grows fo hard, that a man muft have a Hat¬ 
chet to cut it. They make alfo a kind of Conferve Of it, much like a Pudding, 
which they call Zattach , tbrufting through the middle of it a fmall Cotton 2 u«ueb. 
thread to keep the Pafte together. 

There are fome Chymirts, who maintain, that by the fame reafon, to prevent 
the charges arifmg upon the tranfportation of Wine, it were pofftble to reduce 
five Tuns to one » fcy cauftng fweet Wine tobeboyl’d away to the fifth part. 

For, as they fay > there is no likelyhood the Wine fttouldlofe ought of its Sju- 
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rirs, before it hath wroughr, and is difpos'd into Vefl'ds, and that afterwards 
adding thereto as much fair water s oat of which the-fuperfluous humour hath 
been evaporated, it might be reftor’d to the lame quantity , and reduc’d to the 
fame degree of goodnels it had been of before. But I am of opinion, thar if 
this were fealible a the experiment had been long fince try’d, efpecially ro 
E ranee y inf lead of turning Wine into Aquavits. 

There are two forts of Grapes in Perfia , but the beft and fwceteft are at Schi- 
rasy and Tabris ; whence they bellow on the moll delicate of them the name of 
Talerfch. This Grape is long, and hath no Hone, and it may be kept all Winter. 
Thofe which they call Kefikh are yellowifh and fweet, and grow in Tammy at 
Tabnsy and at Ordebaih : but of chefe a man mull eac fpaiingly, for fear of a 
Bloody-Flux. 

The fmall Grapes, which we call Currens, are there yellowilh, andbieger 
than thofe whuh grow in the Ille of Zattihe. They call them Kifchmifch, and 
the beft of them grow at Mrvanaty near Herat. 

Befides thefc, there are yft feveral ocher forts of Grapes, not known in Eu¬ 
rope ; among the reft, thofe whirh they call Tlallaguc. The Grape it feif is 
above an inch and a half chick, but the meat of it is hard, juyce-lefs, and with¬ 
out (lories j and they are kept all the year long : as alfo the Enkuri Aliderefi^ 
the bunch whereof is above afoot long, and the Grapes are about the bignefs 
of a Damalin, of a dark red Colour, full of juyee and very fweet \ but they will 
not keep. There does nor grow any of thefe fave at one place , in the Province 
of Irany between Ordabath and Choddaferia. They derive their name from their 
great Prophet Aly, who being, one day, in Winter, at that place, defireda Vine- 
drefler, whom he met, to give him Tome Grapes; whereto the other making 
anfwcr , chat it wereimpoifibletofatisfie his delire, in chat feafon, Aly bid him 
go inro the next Vineyard, and he fliould find fome, He wenr, and according as 
hehadfaid, found the fairell Grapes he had ever feen ; upon which occafion, 
they are called Enkpri Aly derefi , chat is, the Grapes of the little Valley of 
Aly. 

There is no Fruit-Tree in Europe, but is to be found in Perjia • but, befides 
thofe, chey have many, not known to us ; as a fort of Pears, which they call 
Melletz>ey which grow near the City of 0>debath , about the bignef', and mur h of 
^he colour of Citrons, The feent of them is very fweet and pleafanc, and chey 
are very juicy, but not delighfuli to the tall, 

Pomegranate-Trees, Almond-Trees, and Fig-Trees grow there without any 
ordering or cultivation, efpecially in the Province of Kilaa, where you have 
whole Forellsof them. The wild Pomegranates, which you find al moll every 
where, efpecially at Karabag, are fharp or fowrilh. They cake out of them the 
Seed, which they call Nardan y wherewith they drive a great Trade, and the Per - 
fians make ufe of it in their fawces, whereto it gives a colour, and apicquanc 
tall, having been deep’d in water, and drain’d through a c loath. Sometime* 
they boyl the jnyce of chefe Pomegranates, and keep it to give a colour to the 
Rice, which chey ferve up at their entertainments, and it gives it wit hall a tad 
which is not unpleafanc. The Terfians ufe fharp fawces with mod of their meat, 
and thence it comes, that among them, you very feldome find any perfon trou¬ 
bled with the Scurvy, which is a Difeafe, too well known, and mortal in feveral 
Provinces of Europe. 

I (hall fay nothing of thofe other Fruits, which we have alfo in Europe , as of 
their Nmntz.y or Orenges, Limec, Citrons, Mefchmefchl, Apricocks, Scafra/u, 
Peaches, 8tc. only thus much, that tbey are not equally good every whe*e. The 
beft Pome°ranates grow in Jefcht, and at Cafmn, but the biggelt, in Kara bag. 
Ifpak-m is famous for its good Melons; Cafmuy for its Peaches; Tabris ,■ for its 
Apricocks; and the P rdvinces of Kilan and Lahctz,an for Silks. 

The Trees out of which they get this rich Commodity , may, no dr*ubt, be 
very well mimbred among the Fruit-Trees, not only in regard that it is true 

they 
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they bear Fruit) but alio upon this fcore, that the Perpans every where hll their 
Gardens with chefs plants. They are white and black Mulbery-Trees, which 
they plant foclofe one by^anocher, that a man can hardly pafs between the 
Trees, but they order them as. Bu flies, and fufFer them not to grow above five 
foot and a half high , that they may eafily reach to all the Branches. In the 
Spring, as foon as chefe Trees begin to fhooc forth their leaves, the Perpans be¬ 
gin to hatch their Silk-worms. Todothis, they carry the Seed in a I'm!e ba* 
under the arm pic» where the heat of feven or eight dates hatches them. Then 
they put them into a wooden difb, upon the Mulbery-lcaves, which they change 
at leiflonce a day, hiving a great care that they be not wet. Ac the end of five 
dayes, they fleep three, and then, they difpofe them into Rooms, or Barns, kept 
very clean and prepar’d for that purpofe, and in the Province of KHm > they have 
particular Buildings for that end. Along >he beams of thefeBuildings they nail 
laths, or cleft pieces, lucb as Honps are made of, upon which they lay the Mul- 
bery-branches with the leaves on, and put the Worms upon them, everyday 
changing thefe branches, andatlaft, wheiuhey are grown pretty big, tvvkeor 
thrice aday 3 and they fo (hut all ouvertures of the Barns , which are cover’d 
with Nets, that the very Birds cannot get in to eat them. In the mean time, 
and before they begin to fpin, they fleep eight dayes more j but there mufl be 
a great care taken, that Women troubled with their Monethly infirmiry, come 
not near them ; inafmuchas it would kill them, and as it were Another them, 
in their own moUture. After feven weeks life, they begin to fpin, which is 
known as well by their fkiecy, in regird they then give over eating, ashy the 
Silk which comes our at their Mouths. They fufFer them to work twelve dayes 
at theirCod, and inthe mean time they very carefully watch, rhe place where 
they 1 pm. Thao time expir’d, they find as many Cods, as there had been Worms* 
and rhey make choice of the biggeft for the Seed. All the rert is call into a 
Kettle of boyling water, into which they ever and anon putaBefom, made for 
that purpofe, whereto the Silk flicks, and they immediately wind it up, and 
what remains they call, away. That which is kept for Seed they Jet upon a Ta¬ 
ble, our. of which, about fifteen dayes after there are hatched Butter-flic', and 
thefe produce the Seed , which is kept in a temperate place t ill rhe year follow¬ 
ing. In this Commodity of Silk confifls the greatefl Trade of all Perpa , nay in 
a manner.of all the Eafl , as it is, in effeft, the molt Richefl and moll Noble of 
any ihit is driven lh Europe. 

We. may put, into the number of the Fruits of this Country, the Nefte r 
which is gotten out of feveral fources, near Bakp \ as alfo the Sale, which is 
dawn out of the Salt-pits of Nxcbrfna* ; but this is fairer, and as dear as 
Chryfl.ll in Kttlb y V\rum-, Ket&re, Heme dan, Bifetbstn , S nidus ^ and Kil'jfun. There 
are no other Pits or Mines where they work. There are indeed certain Forges, 
at Meifnla, and Keint&e ; but the bell Iron comes from M.ifn/a, whpre it is fo 
foft and traflable, that it is malleable , and yields to rhe Hammer without hea¬ 
ting. There are Gold and Silver Mines bet ween Serab and Miane, bur they can¬ 
not be wrought for wane of Wood, which is fo fcarce thereabouts, that the 
advantage might be made of them would not defray the charges. Between Pir- 
tn.tras and Schamachie, we faw a Mountain of Lapis Specularity which, when the 
Sun flione upon it, look’d like a heap of Diamonds. 

The Perfians are of mean (lature. Xenophon faies,that they were mod of them- 
bulkyand far; and Marcellintts , on the contrary, affirms, that, in his time, they 
were fpare-bodied, and dry. They are fo now, but flrong, and have great limbs, 
their faces inclining to an Olive-colour, Black-hair’d, and Hawk-nos’d. The 
men are fliav'd once in eight dayes, contrary to the outturn of the antient Per- 
pans, whofuffered their Hair to grow, as do at prefenc the Seid , that is, the 
kinred of Mahomety who, as they fay, went fo. They alfo fhave their Beards, 
leaving only Muflachoes. They are only a fore of Religious men, called Ty/jr, 
who fufFer their Beards to grow upon their Chins, and about their Cheeks, 
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1 hete people are in great Veneration among them, upon the accompt of their 

apparent lancticy, which principally conlifts ih abftinence. There are alfo 
ihofe, who never cut their Muutachoes , which fy that means cover their 
Mouths; and this they do in remembrance of their Prophet Haly, who wore 
them in that manner. Thefe laftare called Snffii and they fay Holy wore his 
Multachoes fo, for the following reafon: That when Mahomet took that Voy¬ 
age to Paradife, which the A lehr an fpeaks of, A&oara 27. Haly follow’d him. 
Ac firft they made lome difficulty at the Gate to let him in, till fuch time as he 
told the Porter, that he was Schir Ckodda , that is, God’s Lion. Being got in, 
he faw that the Angels made Mahomt drink of a certain excellent Wine, 
whereof he was fo happy as to have one Goblet prefented to him , which he 
took off; but fome drops of the Divine draught liicking on his Muftachoes, 
he would never afterwards fuffer them ro be cut. 

The Perftans have a great fancy to Black hair, and they bear with the flaxen - 
hair’d, but not without fome trouble ; but for Red-hair’d people , they have a 
ftrong averlioti. They have fo great an elieem for Black hair, that when it is not 
fully black, they colour u fo. To do that, they make ufe of the herb and feed 
of tvefme, which is brought from Bagdat , and is fomewhat like char whi'.h the 
Hcrharlfis call Secttridaca , which they beat very fmali with the rinds of Pome¬ 
granates, and mix therewith Soap and Arfenick* they boyl this compofirion in 
Spring-warer, and rub their Hair therewith, which they afterwards wafh with a 
ftrong lye, made with unflak’d Lime. They make ufe alfo of the water, which 
iffues out of the Vines, in the Spring-time : the Men rub their Mullachoes 
therewith, and Maids their Hair, which fall down over their flioulders ty’d up 
in feveral treffes'; out of an opinion they all are of, that this makes them

Paint their ° They hive alfo a cuflom of Pain ring their Hands, and, above all, their Nails, 

Hands and with a Red Colour, inclining to a yellowifh or Orenge, much near the colour 

Trails. t ft Jt our Tanners nails are of. There are ihofe who alfo Paint their Feer. This 

is fo neceffary an Ornament in their Married Women, that this kind of Paint is 
brought up, and diftributed among thofe that are invited to their Wedding 
Dinners. They therewith Paint alfo the Bodies of fuch as dye Maids, that when 
Lhey appear before the Angels Examinants, they may be found more neat and 
handfome. This Colour is made of the herb, which they call Chirm , which 
hath leaves like thofe of Liquorice, or rather thofe of Myrtle. It grows in the 
Province of Era^ and it is dry*d, and beaten, fmali as Flower, and there is put 
thereto a little of the juyee of fowr Pomegranate, or Citron, or fomecimes 
only fair Water; and therewith they Colour their hands. And if they would 
have them to be of a darker Colour, they rub them afterwards with Wall-nut 
leaves, This colour will not be got off in fifteen dayes, though they wafh their 
hands feveral rimes a day. 

ibeir Habit. Their Cloaths have no proportion to their Limbs. Their Coats and npper 
Garments are large and hangloofe, not unlike the Garments of Women. They 
exprefs a certain Effeminacy in their gate. They go as it were J erring and Wad- 
ling, and with very little Gravity. I am of opinion , that this feurvy Habir is 
deriv’d from their manner of fitting, which is, as our Taylors do; whereto be¬ 
ing accuflomed from rheir infancy, they are not foflrong in the Hamms as they 
would otherwife be. Diodorus Siculus aferibes the invenrion_of this k'md of 
Garment to Semir amis, and tells the occafion of it, as do alfonWi of rhe o- 
ther anrieot An* hors. The Coejfure of the men, which they call Mendils, and 
the Turkic Tttlhans or Turbants, is made of Cotton cloath, or fome Silk fluff, 
that is very fine, and of feveral Colours, and being about eight or nine Ells in 
length, comes many times about their Heads, having the folds {lightl y fow'd, 
or drawn with a Goldthread. Thofe of their Priefts, aDd particularly, of the 
Hafis , is whi'e, as are alfo all their Garments. There are fome pur to their 
Mendils a taffel of Silk, which hangs down their backs, or over their {boulders. 
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a quarrer of an'Ell or better in length. The Seid , that is, thole who pretend to 
be ofthePolkrity of Mahomet , and afiiime the title of Ins Succeffors, . have 
their Mendllt of green Silk. Some Per fans , even of the great eft of the King- 
dome, wear furr’d Caps, the inlide and out fide being of Bstchar Sheep skin, fo as 
that the Wool hangs down from the edges the length of a man’s finger, and is 
asfoftas Silk. Thefe Caps are e (teem’d in Per fa as the Caltors ate in Europe, 
and are fold at ten or twelve Crowns apiece. They, wear thefe about their 
Heads, in Summer as well as Winter, though a man might think, that, by rea- 
fon of the extreme fultrinefs of the Weather, they fhould be very croublefome 
and incommodious. This cultomof keeping their Heads alwayes very hot 
brings them to that tendernefs, that they dare not expofe them to the Cold, no 
not in calm Weather. To this purpofe X conceive I may allege what Heredities 
faies; to wit, that, after a fight between the Per fans and the Egyptians, where 
there fell a great number of men on both fades, care was taken that the Bodies 
of both parties weredifpos’d into feveral places, and it was found, fpmctime 
after, that the Skills of the Per fans , were fothin and delicate, that,a man, might 
thrufi his finger into them , and that, on the contrary, thofe of the c^Egypuans 
were fo hard, that they could not be broken with Hones. The reafon he gives 
fork, is, that he faies, the Egyptians, who were accufiomed from their infancy 
to °o bare-headed in the Sun, were by that means grown hard , whereas the Per- 
ftans , having their Heads alwayes wrapp’d about, were very tender in their 
Skuls. And indeed they never uncover them, neither at their Devotions, nor 
when they Salute other men, no, not when they fpeak to their King : but when 
they faluteany ,• they do it by alow inclination of the Head, and putting of 

t heir hand to their Breafh' . 

Many of the Perjians wear Red Gsp,^ whence the i%rkj cake ocianoD* to csll 
them, by way of c/eriffon, Rifilbafchs) that is to fay, bed- Heads, Mod Authors, Kifilbalchs, 
who treat of the affairs of Pevfa, write this word Cujclbas, Quejelvacb, or Oue>- 
feibach ; but the right name is Kiflbafch, as being compounded of the word 
KifU, which hath two different fignifications, to wit, that of Red, and of Cold, 
and Bafch, which Signifies a Head, Pau/m Jovws, in the ij. Book or his Ih- 
fimes, and, after him, E. BUarro, in the 10. Book of his PE fary of Per fa, 
affirm ; that TefelUs, Difcipleof HardmUss , otherwite named Eider , _who, as 
they fay, liv’d about the beginning of the Sixteenth age, was the firil who 
brought the Perfans to wear Red Caps, todiftihguifh them from the 7 drfa 
their reparation from them in thebufinefs of Religiop. Butt hey are both mi- 
ilaken : for the truth is, thatthe Perfans , when they broke Communion wit 
•the Turks, and made a particular Sedtofthe Mahometan Religion , by the ad¬ 
vice of Sch’tch-Sefi, the Author of their new Opinions immediately held, that 
the firil Succeffors of Mahomet, Omar, Ofman, and A babe far , had mu’, pc t ,z 
Succeffion, to the prejudice of A alp s right, and would have this la t be ac¬ 
counted the Propher, and that his Twelve Succeffors, whom we fhall name 
hereafter, when we come to fpeak of the Religion of the Perfans, were Cano¬ 
niz’d, and put into the number of their /mans, or Saints * that they weie lootv t 
upon as having that quality, and chat their Ecclefiafticks or Religious men wore 
Red Caps,made with twelve foldings, in form much like the Bottles ufed in 
LanquedocvaA Provence, which have great and flat Bellies, and very long an 

narrow Necks. , _ , . , , aa „ ,u~ 

This difference In matter of Religion, occafiond agreat War between me 
two Nations , wherein the Turfa making advantage of their Arms, were very 
cruel towards the Perfans , but efpecially the Ecclefiaificks, by reafon p m 
averfion which they had for that new Religion. And in regard their moi» , 

or what they wore about their Heads, difiinguifh’d them from theoth, * JJ 
left off their Caps in feveral places of the Kihgdome, and oblig ''c n j: no 
follow their example. This perfecutiot. lafted . till 

bimfelf forc’d by the Turks to retreat into the Province of rda , =

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~ fome reaioD co fear, that, within a thort time, he might fee the whole Kmg- 

* O 3 7 * dom in rhe hands of the profefs'd enemies of his Religion, refolv’dtomeec 

--— them, and to put all to the hazard of a Battel, To this end , he Cent Perfons 

to represent to the Provinces and the chief Cities of the Kingdom, tbedanger, 
whereto the State, their Liberties, and Religion were expos’d, if they refolv’d 
not to make What oppofuion they could in that extremity againLVtheT vrk^, 
fending them word, that he would gram thofe who (hould ferve him inPerfon, 
in that Conjuncture of affairs, a general and perpetual Exemption, forrhem 
and their Polterity. By this means, he got together an Army of three hundred 
thoufand fighting men , wherewith he marched diredWy to Ardebit, as defirous 
to begin his exploits by a pious Encerprize , in recovering the Sepulchre of 
Schich-Sefiout of the hands of the Turks, who were forc'd out of that City. 
He was no fooner become Maher of it, but he confirm’d all he had promis’d 
touching the Exemption, andco the end thofe might be known who were to 
enjoy the benefit of it, he ordered the making of thefe Red Caps, which were 
done with Twelve foldings, in remembrance of their Twelve Itwms. But in re¬ 
gard the City was not able to find Scarlet enough , for fo great a number of 
Caps, aShoo-makerof Ardebil would ne^ds make twelve of them, of Maro- 
quirtt or Goats Leather, of the fame Colour, which Sehach-Ifmatl prefenred to' 
the chief Commanders of his Army. He ordered them to be Red, to make z 
certain reprefemation of the Crown of Aalj , whom the Perjims give the qua¬ 
lity of King, as well as of Prophet, as they do thefe Caps the name of Tatfch , 
that is to fay, a Crown. Whence it comes, chat the Perjians are fo far from 
taking it ill, that they are called Kifilbafchs, that they think it an honour done 
them, though, in effedt, only thofe of the Porterity of Aalj, and thefe ex¬ 
empted Perrons, wear red Caps: the former having them cover’d wirh-Linnen 
Cloath, or fome other kind of Scuff, and the others without any thing at all 
about them. The Pofterity of thefe exempted Perfons do Bill enjoy thefe 
Privileges, and out of them is chofen the Guard for the King’s Perfon, ts be¬ 
ing look'd upon, as the Swingers are in the Courts of diverfe Princes of Eu¬ 
rope, 

Their ordinary Habit are a kind of tleevelefs Coats of Cotton, or Silk, of 
feveral Colours, which come down to the calves of their Leggs. Thofe of 
Cotton have fi-owers printed upon the Cloath, and are quilted, as Mattrefl'es. 
They draw the fides of them cogether, under the left arm, and gird thersfelves 
with a Skarf about two Ells in length, called Tzarkefi , which comes feveral 
times about the Body. The richer fort have, upon this, another rich Skarf, 
which they call Schal , made of a ^ery fine Buff, brought by the Indians into Per-' 
jia : for their Silk being much fairer, and their Colours more lively and finer, 
than thofe of Perfm , their Stuffs are accordingly more hiphly efteem’d. 

When the Moil*s t orPneftscome before the Mehere, they take off that rich 
Skarf, to exprefs their Humility. The other Perjians wear in it a Ponyard, their 
Knives, their Handkerchiefs, and their Money; and thofe , whofe profeffion ic 
is to write for others, carry in them their Ink-horns, a Pen-knife, and a little 
Whetilone, Letters, and all that the Muscovites are wonttothruft into their 
Boots or Buskins, which ferve them inllead of Pockets. Perfons of quality, 
and the King himfelf, wear, over this Coat, a kind of Rocket, without fieeves, 
which reaches but co the Waite, border’d with Sables. When they go abroad, 
whether a-foot, or on Horfe-back, they call over thefe, a filk Garment of di¬ 
verfe Colours, or wrought with Gold Rowers , which they call Jakpb Cahni, 
from a King, of that name, who was thefirR that ever wore them in Perfia* 
Their Breeches are of Cotton, made after the fafliion of Drawers; according¬ 
ly they wear them under their (hires, and they reach down to their feet. Their 
Shirts are of Cotton Cloath, and for the moR ftreak’d with Red, Their Srock- 
ings are of Woollen Cloath, uohandfomely cut out, without any fhape, or any 
proportion to the Legg. They wear them very wide, and commonly, they are 
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made of green Cioath : a colour which is abhorr'd by the Turks y and this is 
indeed one of the chisfett differences of their Religion : upon this accompc, 
that Mahomet having worn a green Cop, the Per fans, the more to dishonour 
that Colourput their Feet into that which their great Prophet wore about his 
Head. Their Shoos, which they call K'efsy ate very picked at the toe, and very 
low quarter’d, to as thacihey put them off and on, with as muebeafe as we do 
our Slippers. Which convenience they the more Band in need of, in regard they 
put them off in the Antichamber, is well at their own HouCes , as when they 
vilic their Friends’, either upon bufinefs or ochcrwife. To this purpofe, I re¬ 
member, that one day, going to the Charts of Scamachie, about the time chat he 
gives audience, for the Adminiffration of ] office, we found, in the Anti¬ 
chamber, more (boos than the richell Shoo-maker thereabouts had in huKhop, 
and ftandingby them, one I may call the Sho-keeper , who with a forked flick 
gave tfcofe their (hobs who went out. 

The women wear much finer fluffs than the men do, and have not any thing 
to tye about the waite : but their Drawers and Smocks are made afteuhe fame 
fafhion as the Drawers and Shirts of men. Their Stockings are ordinarily of red 
or green Velvet, and they have little or rio Ornament about the Head, but fuf- 
fer their Hair to hang down negligently, in feveral trefles, down the back, and 
about the (boulders/ All the Ornament they have about their Heads confiffs in 
two or three rows of Pearls, which they do not wear about their Necks, as 
Women do elfewhere, but about the Head, being fet over the Fore-head, and" 
falling down along the Cheeks to be fatten’d under the Chin , fo as that their 
Faces Teem'd to be let in Pearls. Which may give a little light to that expref- 
fion in the Canticles, Thy Cheeks are comely with rows of Jewels. Young maids 
fometimes wear Rings, with precious Srones in them, in the right Noftril, as 
the Tartarian Women do. They alfo wear of them on their Fingers, and about 
their Arms, i nd they have bracelets of Silver-plates. Bnt the Mahometan Law 
allows not the men to wear Gold Rings; Whence it came, that when our Am- 
bafladors prefented Sara Taggi, Chancellor of Per ft a, with a very fair Diamond 
Ring, he had the ftone taken off theCollet, and put into Silver, andfoprefen- 
tedictothe King. The Women do not uncover their faces as they go about 
the City, but have over them a white Veil, which reaches down below their 
knees, which they open a little to fee their way. The Perfians make an embleme 
of it, to fignifie) that, many times, in a handfome Body, a wicked Soul may be 
lodg'd, and that, under a fair appearance of °ood Life, a great number of enor¬ 
mous Vices may find (belter; as that Veil does often times, under very rich 
Cloatbs, hide a very Ugly Woman. 

The Per fans are very neat,as well in their Rooms and Furniture of them,as in 
their Habit, wherein they would not have fo much as a fpot to be feen: info- 
much that thofe who are of ability to doit, change them as foonas they are 
eyerfo little ilairt'd, and others, who are not much before hand with the World, 
have them wa(h’d once a week. Which is very much contrary to the humour 
of the Mafcovires , among whom a man fddome fees any Cloatbs but what are 
full Of Nallinefs ,and (bine with Grea'fe. Nay it is certain, that the Stables and 
other fuch Houfes of the Perfians, are kept much neater, than the Stoves and 
Lodging Chambers of the Mufcovites. 

The Perfians are of a ready Wit and found Judgement. They apply them- 
felves to Studies, and are very excellent in Poefy. Their Inventions are rich* 
and their Fancies fubtiland ffrong. They are fo far from being any way Vain¬ 
glorious, that they flight no man, but, on the contrary, they are complaifant, 
and of a Taking Conversion, very civil and obliging among themfelves, but 
efpecially to-St rangers. The Submilfions, where with tney exprefs themfelves in 
their Complements, exceed any thing they do in that kind Prance, A Per- 
fan, to invite his Friend to come into his Houfe, and profer him his fetvice, 

delivers himfelf in thefe terms; Let m intreat you to make my Houle noble by your 

prefence ;

- 7 0H i 1 wijhthe apple of my Eye might, help [to pave your way, &£, but for the moll 

part, thefe are indeed but Complements. This puts me in mind of a Perfim , 
who coming to our Phyltcian to acquaint him with a pain he had in his ftde, 
cold himj that if he could Cure him , he would give him bis Head; whereupon 
it being reprcfenred to him, that he fliould not be fo much troubled at the want 
of Health , who was fo prodigal of his Life, he made anfwer, that he meant o- 
tberwife, but chat it was their manner of fpeaking. 

Liars. The Per fans have ever had the reputation of not being ovef-careful! to fpeak 

the truth ; and even to this day , thole, who would fpeak it at all times, moll 
pafs, in their accompt, for people a little troubled with fimplicity. Whence-it 
comes, that no man thinks Jbimfelf injur’d , when they fay to him, Drstah 
Miktti, or, in the Turkijh Language, Golan Dierfen, that is, thou haft told an un¬ 
truth, and the word Galantfi , which fignifies a Lyar, is accounted a drolltfh ex- 
preiftou, though Hcrcdouu fates it was a Vice the ancient Perjians hated moll of 
any, and thatthey*made it their main bufinefs to bring up their young men, to 
Ride and Shoot well, and to fpeak the Truth, 

Tm in their The y are ver y faith[ bU in obfeeving* the particular friendfhips they contrail: 
f rm ijbips. ' Co S ech e r » and they enter into Fraternities among themfelves,which laft as long 
as rhevlive , nay they are fo exact in the improving of thefe, chat rheypreferr 
them before all Obligations of either Blood or Birth. In Germany , there is no 
reckoning paid, but thofe Drunken perfons who clubb to it, make fome fra¬ 
ternity * yet is not the friendship contracted thereby, ever the greater , in 
regard there cannot really be any between fuch as are incapable of it: but in 
Per ft a , it is far other wife. It is their cuftom ro make every year a great Feaft, 
whereat all the men between whom there is any thing of .Kinred, and fome other 
friends, meet together, and if, at that aftembly cherelae any perfons, who, out of 
a reciprocal ana particular affection , are defirous to enter into a mote dofe 
and eonftant friendlhip, they addrefs themfelves to fome one of the Company, 
whom they take by the border of his Garment, and having told him that they 
make choice of him for their Bal>ha t Father or God-father, which the other 
cannot deny, they §o all three together, to their Calif, (there being no Family 
but hath its own j kifs his Hand, and crave his Benedi&ion, To receive which, 
they lye down upon rheir Bellies, firft the God-father, and afterwards the Bre¬ 
thren, at the Calif's feet, who gives each of them three ftrokes with a wand 
upon the Back, pronouncing at thefirft ftroke, the word Alla, at the fecond, 
that of Mahomet, and at the third that of Haly. That done, they kifs the wand, 
and with this Ceremony the Fraternity is eftablifh’d. And this kind of alliance 
is fo facred, according to their opinion of it, that they affirm, there is no other 
fin but may be pardoned 5 that Sacrilege and Idolatry are not irremiffible, and 
that a man may hope for pardon, if he hath drunk Wine, nay in cafe he hath a- 
bus’d an AUalla ; but that the privileges of this kind of Fraternity cannot be 
Violated, and the offence not be Pumfh’d. And if it happen that two of thefe 
Brethren fall our, they are to be reconcil’d at the next aftembly ; which is done 
thus. He who hath been injur’d comes to his Door who did him the injury, 
bowing down his Head, and with his Arms carelefsly hanging down, and con¬ 
tinues in that pollute, till the other hath intreated him thrice to come into his 
Houfe, and thence they go together to the aftembly , where the reconciliation 
is perfefted. The Pcrfians are of a good neture, and very fenfible of any kind- 
nefs done them; but where they hare, they are irreconcilable. They are Cou- 
ragious, and good Soldiers, going chearfully upon anydefign or engagement, 
though never fo dangerous. 

They are alfo modeft, and very referv'd ; whence it comes, they never make 
water [landing, but fquat down as Women do, and when they have done, waflti 
themfelves. It is upon this accompt, that, at Weddings, and other great afletn- 
blies, they have in fome by places, feveral earthen pots full of water. If they 

be 
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benear a iiiook, or River, they willoe mre to uukc water m it, wiisBLcthe ' 

Turks, by derifion, call them Cher Scahei , that is, the King’s or A[ys Alfes in 1 ° 3 7 * 
regard A He! never go through water but they pftfs; on the contrary , the Per- ~ 
flags call [he Turks Sekjnmi , bscaufe they pifs, like Dogs, againlt a Wall 
Certain itis that Perfons of Quality in furky obfervr, in this particular, the 
callotn of the ferfans , and both Nations take a great care, when they either 
make water, oreafe Nature otherwife , not to turn their Faces or their Backs 
towards the South, in regard that when they fay their Prayers they look that 

way. 

Bat it is alfo true, that this rnodetty is only as to the external part, and that taxmen:. 
otherwife they are more Luxurious than any ocher Nation in the World. For, 
nor chinking it enough to marry fcveral Wives, and beftdes, them, to have a 
greacnumber of Concubines, they haye a kindnefsleft for common Whores. 

Accordingly, there is no City, Ardebil only excepted, where there are nor pub 
lick plates appoiatedfor chat.t'porc, under the ptote&ion of the Magidrate. 

During our aboad ztScamachie, one of our Souldiers having had his pleafureof 
a Woman, got away without paying her. She made her complaints to the 
Chm y whofent to the Ambatfadors, to entreat th m to take fome courfe th?£ 
ilie might be fatisfy’d, fending them word, that it was but reafonable, that the 
Kahbe, who pay the King a great Tribute, fltouldbealfo paid the Salary due to 
them. We have given an auompc elfewhere, what ufe the Perfans make of 
them at their great Feafis j and this culiom is fo antient, that fpeaks 

of it, when he faies, chat the AmbaiTadors of the Per fans told A mint as. King 
of MaceAony that it was their culiom, when they enrertain’d their Friends to 
give rhem alio the Divertiiemem of Women. He brought into the place where 
they were men in womens Cloarhs, who kill’d the Ambalfadors. 

The King himfelf maintains a great Dumber of thefe Women at his own The 
charge, and makes it his Divercifement at Meals to fee them Dancing and fhew- Perfia batbfe- 
ing all manner of pollute* before him : Co that thofe who are delirous to rake veral n '* v ‘ ! 
up that Profelfion, muft not only be handfome, but alfo pleafantandailive. ^C"*****. 
The King takes them alongwith him into the Country, nay into the Army, 
afterthe example of the antient Kings Ijf Perfia, and particularly that of D, ritte, 
who,as£L Curtins affirms, had, in his Retinue, three hundred and fixty Concu¬ 
bines, all very fumptuoufly Cloath’d. 

Sodomy is no extraordinary fin among them, nor is it punilh’d as a Crime. Sodomy mt 
Sara Taggi t who was Chancellor of Perjia at the time of our T ravel is, was not Per- 

pumfiVd for his Sodomy , but for the Violence he had done in the Commilfion of 
it* The King himfelf Was givento this Vice, andfo fatfrom punifbingit in 
another, thae,as we were told, in the year 1634. Schach-Sefi being at thefiege 
of Eruan y one of the Colonels, who was got drunk at rfae King’s quarters, 
would, ar bis return to his own, in the heat of his Wine , have forc’da young 
Lad rhat fetv’d him, and had often before refus’d to hearken ro his lewd ad- 
drefles. The Boy,-to prevent the violence, which he now favv was unavoidable, 
layes hold on the Ponyard, which his Mailer wore at his Girdle, and there¬ 
with run him into the Heart. The next day, the King milling the Colonel, ask’d 
what was become bf him. Some body told him, hehadbeen kill’d by one of 
his Domefticks," and gave him an account how it had been done. The Boy was < 
brought before him , who very ingenuoufly confefs'd what had pafs’d between . 
his Matter and him, and avow’d, that the horror heconceiv’d at that fin had 
made him take that refolntion. The King was fo incens’d, that he Commanded 
him to be call to the Dogs, to be torn to pieces by them. The two firII that 
were brought would not meddle with him, bnt' afterwards they got two Eng~ 
lijh Mallives- which upon the firfl fertingon tore him to pieces. . . 

The Mohamet an Law allows them to be Luxurious, not onl y by permitting polygamy 

Polygamy, but alfo thofe other carnal enjoyments, wherein the chiefell part l 0 wedtn Perfia, 

of their Beatitude eonfifts 9 even that which the Maffalmans of that Religion 

expect 
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I 6 i * 7 . ex P e( ' t atter ^ifc 5 11 being their peri waft on, that, in their celeftial Paradife, 
they fhall not only have the fame lawfull Wives they had in this World, but 
that they fhall alfo have as man/ Concubines and Servants as thy pleafe, and 
enjoy all other Women, as often as they have a mind to it. 

They ufe all imaginable inventions to iitr themfelves up to lull, and to this 
end have they, at all meetings whether at dbmmon Tipling Houfes, otelfe- 
wbere, men and vvomeD Dancers., who provoke rbem to brutality by their ob- 
feene pollutes. They ufe alio the leeti and leaves of Hemp, to revive lar^uifli- 
ing Nature, though our Naturalifts alTign it a cold quality, which weakens and 
corrupts Mature, n cannot imagine how this can add any fevvel to their lufifull 
in linations, untefs it be that the ventofous humour of it be alfoevpul live, or 
that in thefe hot Countries, it hath other qualities thank hath in Europe. To 
prepare this Drugg, they gather the leaves before they come to Seed, dry them 
in the fhade, beat them to powder, which they mix with Honey, and make pills 
thereof, about the: bignefsof aPidgeoiis Egg. They take two or three of them 
at a time, to fortiRe Nature. As to the Seed, they fry it, put a little Sale there¬ 
to, and eat it by way of Defert. Immculi , who was fenc Ambaflador from rhe 
King of Perfm to the Duke of Holfiefa took of it at every meal, after he had 
married a young Woman, at slftrachan, he himfeif bnng feventy years of age. 
Perfons of good repute, in Per fa will not eat of it, for they fay, that he who 
makes ufe of this remedy commits a greater fin, than he that had ravifh’d his own 
Mother upon Mahomet’s Sepulchre. They rail thofe who ufe it., Bexgi hjdl 
bengt. But when allisdone, the Perftans think theyhave fuffijentlv expiated 
the (in of Fornication, when, immediately after they have had their pleafure of 
a Woman, .they either bath themfelves, or wafti their Bodies all over with cold 
water. 

The mitfe- The charges the Per fas are at in Houfe-keeping , as to rhe Kirchin and the 
keeping B f the Cellar, amounts to very little , unlefs it be in thofe Families where there are 
Pet nans. many Women, who inflame the Bill very much. The Cotton-Cloath, which 

makes moll of their Cloacbing, is very cheap there. Their Houfesarebuc poor¬ 
ly fu-ni fil’d, and they think they have to fpare, when the floor of their Lodging 
Room is cover’d withTaputry, and all the provifiou they make for rhe whole 
year, is only Rice. Flefhisnoc dear, fave only at thofe places, where the great 
number of Inhabitants makes all Proviftons fcarce, in regard they arefcf the 
moil pa.t brought out of remote Provinces. The Garden fupplies uhem with a 
Defers, and the next Brook ferves them for a Cellar. They are very neat abotic 
their Rooms, and they fuller not Dogs, which, out of forne other refpe&s, they 
hold to be unclean Creatures , or any other Animals to come into them. And 
whereas they have this inconvenience at meals chat they ufe no Trenchers, they 
ufe a fort of pots, which they call Tuftahn , about the bignefs of our Chamber¬ 
pots, fetting one of them between every two Perfons; and intothefe they fpet, 
and call the bones, and parings of Fruits. We have faid elfewhere , that they 
have rheir Tenure or Stoves to keep them warm , and to fpare Wood as much 
as may be, nay fome make a fhift to roall and boyl their meat with them. 

Tim tltujbold- In theJpcchio, theyhave Kettles and PotsofBrafs, or of Copper tinn’d 
Jttfff. over, which are commonly fatten'd to the Hearth, as aifoeartHen pots. In many 

Provinces they are pretty well llor’d with Wood j but theteare others, where, 
they have only Loppings, >and many times, they are forc’d to warm themfelves 
with Cow or Camels-Dung, dti’d in the Sun. Their Diflies are of Copper, buc 
fo hnndfomely made, and. fo well tinn’d over, that Silver Plate cannot look 
better. Some have Porcelane, and the Country people are glad of Eacrhen 
ware. As to their meat, they do not care for much, as being fatisfy’d with very 
little. Which is contrary to what Bi^arrtti relates of them, to wit, that But¬ 
chers mear is dear in Perfm , by reafon of the Gluttony of the Inhabitants, 
which, as he affirms, is fo great, that aged perfons there make four meals a day, 
and confequently, with much more reafon, the younger fort of people. Nor 

does 
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does this agree neither with the account the ancients give ofrhem, whogene- 
rallv affirm that the Berfans were very temperate , and contented tbemfelves _ 
with little Meat, but they lov'd Fruits. Accordingly, during the aboad we 
made in Pcrfia , 1 obferv’d that one of rheir chiefeft Vertues was Temperance, 
and-that the J Mans feldomeeat* Flelh above once a day, and that if they make 
another meal beftdes, it confifls,.for the moil part, of Butte r s Checfe, and Fruit?, 
though I mult confcfs there are fome who make two fec-meals. _ 

There is not any thing more ordinary in Perjia than Rice foaktl in water. Tbeirordimy 
They call tr Platt , and eat of it at all their Meals, and ferve it up in all t heir fmi is Rice, 
Diffies efpecially under boild Mutton. They fome times put thereto a little 
of the juyee of Pomegranates or Cherries, and Saffron, infomuch that com¬ 
monly you have Rice of fevecal Colours in the fame Dim. They ferve it up alfo 
under Capons, andbroild Filh. They alfo eat Sorrel, Spinage, and Cabbtges, 
white and green , bur they do no' much care f or the red. They do not want 
Imall Bird?, and they hav* aUib’.ts ot* Fowl in abundance , Turkeys only ex- 
cepred, which at*, fo fcfrcemthis Country, that a Georgian Merchant, having 
brought thither fome of Mu .n from to, in the time of Schach-AlxUy he$>ld 
them B ar a Tumahu ih it is, near five pound fieri, a piece. Par ridges and Feafancs . 
are common, and, at thoC places where they are to be had ,-they may be bought 

^Though Rice ferves them inftead of Bread, yet do they make fome, of feveral mich f crvi > 
forts of Wheat alfo. The Ktmatfch are three fingers thick, and afoot and a them for Bread, 
half in length The Lamtfcbxt round, and about the thicknefs of a man’s fio- 
oer The %i(eke(fche y are half an Ell, and they are.bait’d in their Houfes, over 
iM Tenors. on which they are fet, and with the five fingers of the tund, they 
make them as many Horns, whence they have their name, The Sengel^z re made 
upon the pebbles, wherewith fome of their Ovens are covered, fo that this 
kind of Bread or Cakes is uneven, and full of pits. The jaueba is like Wafers, 
and as ihinn as Parchment, but in length and breadth they are half an Ell or 
better. The Per pans ufethem inftead of Napkins, to wipe their finger?, \v here¬ 
with they take up the Rice, and poll their Meat ro pieces, for you fhal 1 feldome 
fee them ufe any Knives. When they hive put the Jattchas to this ufe, they 
tear them into bits, put a little Rice or a Morfel of flejh into one of them, and 
fofwallow it down, or haply eat them without any thing with them. All their 
Spoons, even the King’s, are of Wood, made Oval-wile , at the end of a very 

fmall handle, but a foot and a half in length. ' • , . mi . 

Their ordinary Drink, efpecially that ot the meaneft fort of people, is warer, rbcirpri^ 
into which they fometimes put a little Dstfcbab, and fome Vinegar. \-o ihoup 
Wine be cheap enough there, efpecially in the Provinces; of W., Merbetp. 

Zan, and Schiraan, where the meafure, which they rail L*Um*, and which con¬ 
tain? nearan Ettjriifi} pottle, cortsbut fixpence. Yet are there many who make 
a difficulty to Drink thereof, becaufethe ufe of it is farbidden.by their Law, 
efpecially the who are fuch as have gone on Pilgrimage to Meca, to 

Mahomet* s Sepulchre, and are ro forbear u aU their Lives afrer, ouzo* Mjer- 
fwafion they are of, that all their merits would be eftac d, by fo enormous a fin. 

But fu. has are lovers of Wine, and the common profticutes, who havetortne 

moft part con traced a neceffary habit of finning, Drink of it 

fcruple,out of a prefumption,that thac fin will be pardoned them with t 1 * 

provided they do no mLxbl Wine themfelvet. Whence it comes they mtlto 

no great entertainment, but they drink very freely of it. After tneal, t 

warm water brought in for the wafliing of their hands. b 'ytetdtO- 

Ter Jims. They make pills of it of the bignefs of a Pea, a ” d ^^hout an Ounce ‘ 
them at a time. Thofe who are accuftomed thereto will takeaV O ^ 
at a time. There are fome who rake of it only' once m two oi ’ 1 ^ : they 

makes them fleepy, and a little diftnrbs their brains, to as - . were 
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1 6 ll. Wire a cnt red in Drink. There is abundance of it made in Perfia , efpe- 
——'— cully ac Jfpahan t and it is thus ordered. The Poppy being yet green, they cleave 
the Head of it, nut of which there comes a white Liquor, which being expos’d 
tothe Air grows black, and their Apothecaries and Droggifts trade very much 
in it. All over the Eaft theyufe this Drugg, the Turks and Indians-, as well as 
the Perfiam , infomuch, that Bellos fates, in his Obfervations, that if a Turk. 
hath but a peny, he will fpend a farthing of it in Opium ; that he faw above .fifty 
Camels loaden with it, going from Natolia into Turkey, Perf/a, and the Indies, 
and that a Janizary , who had taken a whole Ounce of it one day, took the next 
day two, and was never the worfe for it , Cave that it wrought the fame tftedUn 
him as Wine does in fnch as take too mm h of it, and that he ftagger’d a little. 
It hath alfo this quality common with Wine, that ir does infufe Courage into 
thofe who have not much; whence it comes that the Turks take of it before 
they go upon any defign, The Women do not ordinarily take any ; but thofe 
who are not able to bear with their untoward and imperious Husbands, and 
preferr Deai h before t he Slavery they live in, do fometimes make ufe of Opium, 
whereof they take a good quantity, and, drinking cold water upon it, they, by a 
• gentle and infenfible Deatn, depart this World. 

Ton f rfeTo- There is hardly any Perjian , what condition or quality foever he be of, but 
bac«. " ta ^ cs Tobacco. This they do in any place whatfoever, even in their Mofyueyes. 

There grows abundance of it near Bagdat, and in Kurdsjlhan, but they have not 
the art to Gureit as it ought to be, thinking it enough to let it dry, as they do 
other leaves and Medicinal herbs. There are whole (hops full of it ac lfpahatr> 
being put up in Baggv where it is reduc’d in a manner to powder, Snd is at leaft 
as final! as Sena. They highly efteem that which is broughr them out of Europe , 
and call it iuglis Tambak»\ becaufe the Eng/ijh are they who bring molt of it 
thither. They are fo grear lovers of ir, that, when I gave a piece thereof to a 
Matter, who taught me the Arabian Language at Scamachie , he took it for an 
extraordinary ktndnefs. To take it with any delight) they make ufeof aGIafs 
Flaggon, an Earthen Pitcher, a Cocos , or Ind'an Nut-fholl, or a Kaback., which 
is the rind of a certain fort of Cirralls, or Cucumbers, which they fill half full 
of water, or little more, and fometimes pur a little perfum’d Waters into ir. 
Into this water they pur a little hollow Reed , having at the end of it a Bole 
wherein they put the Tobacco with a little Coal, and with another Pipe, about 
* an EU long, which they have in their Mouths, they draw, through the water, 
the fmoke of the Tobacco, which leaving in rhe water allies foot and blacknefs, 
is incomparably more pleafant this way , than as we take it. Thofe who have 
not all thefe conveniences are glad to take it our way ;* but their Pipes, which 
have Boles or Heads of Earth or St6ne, are of Wood, and much longer than 
oursj 

Cahwa or They Drink, with their Tobacco, a certain black water, which they call 
Coffee, * Cahwa, made of a Fruit brought out of aAlgypt, and which is in colour like or¬ 
dinary Wheat, and in tali like Turkjjh Wliear, and is of thebignefs of a little 
Bfcan, They fry, or rather burn it in an Iron pan without any Liquor, bear it 
to powder, and boyling it with fair water, they make this Drink thereof, which 
hath as it were the raft of a burnt Cruft, and is nor pleafant to the Palate. It 
hath a Cooling qualiry, and the Perfmts think it allays the Natural heat. 
Whencfcit comes, that they often drink of it, inafmuchas t hey would avoid the 
charge of having many Children, nay they are fo far from diffembling the fear 
they have thereof, that feme of them have come to our Phyfician for remedies 
of that kind. But he being a merry difposM Perfon, madeanfwer, that he would 
rather help them to get Children, than give them ought ro prevent the getting of 
them. I fay the Perjiaus areperfwaded this water is able abfolutely to fmorher 
all Natural heat, and to take aw?y t he power of engendrtng ■ and tothispur- 
pofethey retl a ftory of one of their Kings, named Suit ban Mahomet Cajmu, 
who Reign’d in PerfSa before Tamerlane's t ime, that he was fo aecufiom’dto the 
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Drinking of Cabwa , that he ha-J an inconceivable averfiop tor Women ; and 
that the Queen (landing one day ac her Chamber Window, and percqjving’rhey ___ 
hadgGtdown a Horle upon the ground, in order to the Gelding of Him, ask’d 
feme that hood by, why they treated fo handfome a Creature in that manner; 
whereupon anfwer being made her, that he was too Fiery and Menlfome, and 
that the bull nefs of thole that were about him , was with' the taking away of 
the excefsof Metal, which Stone-Horfes are guilty of, to deprive him of all 
generative Vertute ; the Queen reply’d , that that trouble might have been 
fpar’d , fincc the Cahrva would have wrought the fame effeft; and that if they 
would keep the Stonc-Horfe with that Drink, he would, inafhort time, be as 
cold as the. King her Husband. . r 

They affirm lurcher , that the Son of that King, whom they alfo, after his 
Father, call Ad&humet , being come to the Crown , Commanded that great Poe', 
Hakim i(trdaufi , to give him a piece of his Writing, and promis’d by way of re¬ 
ward to give him a Ducat for every Verfe. The Poet in a fhort time made lixey 
thoufand, which are at this day accounted the heft that ever were made in 
Perfw, but the King who expected not be fhould have made fitch hade, fent 
him to thofe who had the over-light of his Revenue, who judging this to be too 
great a fumm for a Poet, told him he muft concent himfelf with a lefs re- 
compence. Accordingly they brought it £o low /that Fardaufi made other 
Vecfes, wherein he reproach’d the King with his avarice, and told him, the pre- 
fsnt he had made him, might be rather thoughc to come from a Porter than a 
Prince, Whereto he added, that Shoo - makers and Bakers were wonc to do fo, 
and that he could not be perfwaded that the King was of Royal Extraction, but 
mud rather be defeended from fome Shoo-makeror Baker, 

The King was fo nettled at thefe reproaches, that he made his Complaints 
thereof to his Mother, who prefendy imagining, riiarrhe Poet had made fome 
Difcoveties of her, ingenuoufly; acknowledg’d yo her Son, char the King, her 
Husband, being become impotent through his excellive Drinking of Cahmt, 
flic fancied a Baker belonging to the Court, and that this Baker was his Father: 

That Hie chofe rather to take that cou fe , than leave the Kingdom dell i to re of 
Heirs; That he was now to conlideri that had it not been for that Baker, he had 
not been at all, and that he would do well to recom pence the Poet, foastbar 
the buli nefs might rake no further wind, left the people fhould deprive him of 
a Crown which belong’d not to him. The Son made ms advantage of the advice 
and remonth ancesof his Mother, and ordered the Poet'fhould have what he 
had prom i fed him. 

We fa id before, that the Per ft ans are great' frequenters of the Taverns or the 
Tipling- Houfes, which they call Tz,ai Cbattai phane , in regard there they may or 
have 7»f, or C/m, which the Usbe^ttes Tartars bring thither from Chat lay. ft is an 
Herb which hath long and narrow leaves, about an inch in length, and half an 
inch in breadth. In order to the keepii g and cranfporration of ir, they dry it, 
fo as that it turns to a darkgrey Colour," incliningto black, and fo $mvel!*d 
up, that it feems not to be what it really is: but as foon.as it is pm into warm 
water, it fpreadsand reaffumesirs former green Colour. ’XwtpPerftkns boyl ir, 
till the water hath got a bitterifti t^fte, ‘and a biackifh colour, and add thereto 
Fennel, Annifeed, or Cloves, and Sugar, But the Indians only put it i* 1 - 0 
Teething water 9 and have for chat pmpofe either Brafs, or Earthen pots very 
handfomely made, which are put to no other ufe. They drink if Conor, that 
they are not able to hold their Difhes, which are of Porcelane or Silver, in their 
hands: whence it comes, that they have found out a way of making them of 
Wood or Canes, done over with a Piareof Copper or Silver Gilt, and iome- 
timesofGold, foas that the heat not beingabl'e topenertare them, they may 
hold them in their hands , even though the water were boy ling. T bzPerfians, 
Indians, Chhicfes ancl Japonxefes afiignthereto fuchextraordinary qualifies, that, 
imagining it alone able to keep a man in conftant health , they are * 
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16 Zl fa 1 - 11 * 5 comc to vific them, with this Drink, at allhours. The quality it is * by 
experience^ found to have, is, that it is affrtngent, and that it continues fuper- 
fluous Humours , which mcommodate the Btain, and provoke Drowiinefs. 
They who have Written of the affairs of the Indies, as MAffttu, Linfchoten, 
Trigattlt , and others, tell Miracles of it: but this herb is now fo well known in 
moit parts of Europe , where many Perfons of quality ufe it with good fuccefs, 
that it muff needs be known, what are both its good and bad qualities: which 
Dr. 'I ttlp > a Phyiician ot Amjierdam, hath very ffritffly examined, inthelaft 
Chapter of the fourth Book, of his Medicinal Objervations. 

The Perftans live either on the Fruits which their Gardens bring forth, or by 
the advantage they make b , Tilling the ground. Some live by Tra'flick, others 
by their Trades 5 fome tocheWarrs, and there are thofewhoget their lively- 
hood by Writing. For iince Printing is not yet ufed amongll them , and thac 
they Hand in need of many Copies oi their Alcoran, they have them done by a 
fort of people, who do not only get a lively hood thereby, but grow very rich, 
inafmuch as a Copy of it well Written , will yield eighten or twenty Crowns. 
Whence it comes, that there is no man that hath Children, but he teaches them 
to write, and yet there are an infinite number of men in Perfta who live only by 
Writing. 

It is a pleafant fight, as a man paffes over the Maidan, or thr'ough the Bafar, 
to fee the Trade fmen of all Profeiiions in their Shops, where they fell what they 
had made at their Houles; for it is very feldome feen, that aTradefman works 
in his Shop , which for the molt part is at fome diflance from the place where 
he lives, and confin’d to certain parts of the Market place, where every Trade 
hath its diffindt quarter, only for the felling of Commodities, The mod com¬ 
mon Profefftons are Weavers, Dyers, and Painters, who paint Flowers upon the 
Stuffs of Silk and Cotton, and fometimes even upon Erocadoe. The ordinary 
length of their pieces of Huffs is not above five or lix Ells, it being as much a*s 
needs for a Garment according to their Fafhion. The faireff Stuffs, as well for 
St/rfsare mde. Painting, as Workmanfhip, are made at jefcht and Kafchan , where they repre¬ 
sent upon Silk and Cotton, the figures of Perfons, and particularly Writing, 
and the Characters of their Language, fotxadtlydone, that no Painter can do 
things with fuch Life and Art. Ufing only what they fpend themfelvesin 
Cloaths, they Trade with the reft into other parts, with great profit, as they do 
alfowich unwrought Cotton and raw Silk, whereof there aregreatquanticies 
brought into Europe, through the Indies. As for the Silk, it is worth in Per ft a 
not above 2s, 6d. or as. Sd. the pound. Their ordinary weight is the Bad- 
man, which is not the fame in all places; in as much as, at Tabris, it weighs but 
fix pound 1 in lCilatt , where they make ufe of the Schach bad man, it is twelve ; 

Perlia yields ant * ac ^camachie and Karninth, It is fixteen pounds. It is conceived that Perfta 
yearly 20000, produces every year, one with another, ten rhoufand Somms , or twenty chou- 
zibs tf$tl\. ’ Balls of Silk, every Ball weighing two hundred and fixteen pounds. The 
Province of Kilan it felf, in good years, yields eight thoufand Balls ; Schir/eav, 
three thoufand; Chora fan, as many ; Mefanderan, two thoufand ; Kar abash, rwo 
thoufand. In which accompr we do not comprehend what Georgia, which is 
richer in Silk than any other Province’, produces within it felf. l hey fay, that 
all Perfta does not fpend above a thoufand Balls of Silk, and thac the reff is fold 
into Turley, the Indies , Italy , and tp the Englifh and Dutch, who Trade ac Ormns , 
and who bring thither Tinn, Copper, Englifh and Dutch Cloath , nay fome 
Cloaths made at Berry ( in France ) and Sc.ttx, which the Perftans , who are not 
good at the ordering of Woollen fluffs , do fo highly effeem, thac ordinary 
Cloath is fold thereat 20. or 24. Crowns the yard. 

The Armenian Merchants, who-are Chrifilaxs , are thericheft of any, by reafon 
of the pains they cake in making Voyages themfelves, which is more tfnn the 
other Perftans do; though both have an abfoluce freedom’s ttrTraffick where 
theypleafe themfelves, asForeiners have the liberty to come into Per fa, and 
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pnt off thcic Commodities there, paying, cuitom ; conctary co wnat isobferv’<T“ ~f. \ 7 
in Mtt fcovj, where the Subje&scannot go out of the Kingdom, without the 1 ' •* 

Czaar’s exprefs permillion. There is alto this particular advantage in P erf?a, as ‘ T .. mt 
well as Turkey, that the YVarrsd? not obliruct their CoMn$rce, the Caravans oWtwtivibythc 
and other Merchants having the lame freedom to go to and fro, in the time of vims, ' 

War, as they have in Peace, inafmuch as both thofe Princes are equally con¬ 
cern’d to improve the advantages (hey make thereby. The commerce of the 
Perftaas would be incomparably greater than it is, if they could make their be- 
nefiroftbat which she Sea affords them, and if Navigation were as well felled 
there, as it is in Europe, 

The Warrs, which the King of Perfta is oblig’d to carry on fometimes again'* 
the Turk., fometimes again!* the Mogul and the Usltcquss 7 mars, make him Hand 
in need of a great number of Soldiers. Thofe who are entertain’d into his Ser¬ 
vice have a letlpd pay at all times, as we (hall have occafion to fpeak more fully 


to anon. 

Having fpoksn of the Shops, the Cellars and the Kitchinsof the Perjims , I 
mult not forget their Chambers, and what belongs to them, nor yet their Mar- 
riages. A Perfau, who thinks hirafelf able to maintain feveral Wives, will 
feldom be concent with one. Pol)|amy is an old evil, deeply rooted in them. 

StraL'0 is of opinion , chat they took feveral Wives, becaufe they would have 
many Children, and togetihe reward which their Kings gave thofe who had 
many Males. They are Hill willing enough to take the Wives, but not upon the 
fame Motives, fince they ufe all the means they can to hinder their getting of 
Children, Whar rheydo now is purely upon the accompt of pleafure , that 
their enjoyments may be heightned by the variety. To this purpofe, they have 
a Proverb, which fates, that, to have a perpetual Spring, a man muH ofren change 
Wives, and ufe them as Almanacks, which ferve but for a year. The Alcoran 
permits the Mahtsmetans to marry as many Wives as they are able to maintain, 

Whence it comes that rich Merchants, who are oblig’d toT avel up and down 
the Country, marry Wives, and keep Houfes in feveral places, that where ever 
they come they may be at home. Yet do I not advife any man to believe thofe, 
who fay, there is a Law in Media, whereby men are enjoyn’d to Marry at leaf* 
feven Wives; noryecvvhat Niger faies in his CJeography , that the Children 
kill their Father and Mother, wfien they are come to feveflty years of age. Thsfe 
are idle done*, which have no ground in the amient HiHory, and whereto we 
found nothing confonant in our time. # . 

It is not out deft°n to dilate much upon the inconveniences of Polygamy J Tbe 
bnt certain it is, that, in Perfia, there is but little friendftiip among the Wo- m me of Poly 
men. Some love there may be between, them , buck is nojdoubt of that hind gamy, 
which comes near brutality. It is impollible alfo that a Family, where there are 
fo many Women, can be free from jeatoufie, which is inevitable among thofe, 
who would all be lov’d, and absolutely depend on him, who fhould, ^buc can¬ 
not, love them all equally. The Perjsans themfelves, to exprefs the inconve¬ 
niences of Polygamy, fay in their Proverbs, thar, as two A lies are more trouble- 
fome to be driven, than a whole Caravan', foa Judge finds not fomnch diffi¬ 
culty in decking the differences of a Province , as a man dillraaed by two 
Women, who cannot live together without fome iarring. We were told feve¬ 
ral examples of the great mifehiefs happening in Families through Polygamy, 
and amonu the reft one, concerning Silfahar , Chan of Scamachte; He was a 
Petfonof very great Authority in the Country, and well look’d upon at trie 
Court, where he had Married the filler of Scbath-Chdalende, wbo was Hnrher to 
Schacb-Ams. This Woman conceiving a jealouftc at the affetYion her Hus Dan d 
exprels’d towards another young Lady whom he had Married, and imagining 
her quality would take aw3v all Comparifon between her and her.Kivau, wa 1 
highly incens’d again!* him, that Hie refolv’d ro be reveng’d, ® od K r .® 
writ to the King her Nephew, to bid him beware of her Husband, as having 
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lomc dciign upon his Perlon. Schach Abas, who.tookthe halt fufpicions for 
certain proofs, immediately Commanded Karifthichai-Chan,Chan of Mejched, 
who was then aboqrtim at ArdeUl , to go and bring him $$ahar'% Head. 
Kanfchichai berng^cOTie to the foot of the Mountain ot Elbows , in the Pro¬ 
vince of Scbiman, Cent one io SUfahar, to dehre him to come to him. Silfuhar, 
not fearing any mifchief from the other, who was his intimate Friend, departed 
upon the firft lummons, and coming late at Night to the place appointed him 
by the other, he fet up his Tent near that of Kanfchichai. The next day, 
Kanfchichai getting up betimes in the Morning, went to Silfakar, who was in 
Bed, and having awak’d and kindly faint eo him, he defir’d him to rife and take 
a Walk with him , for he had fome affairs of great confequence to commu¬ 
nicate to him. But while Silfaljor was putting on hisCloaths, Kanfchichai , 
perceiving his foul was in a quiet poiture, in regard he was going to his Prayers, 
made a fign to his Servants, who knew what they had to do, to difpatch him, and 
having caus’d his Head p be cut off, he brought it to Court. 

It happened alio, not long before our Travels into Perfm, that one who kept 
aTiplin^ Houfe at Ardebll, vvhofe mine was Schirltz,i Aly> beingDrinking ve?y 
late with one of his friends, upon that bric^ of the C/tty, whi- h is called Helder 
Aly, faw coming towards him a loaden Mule , whlh leem’dto look after a 
Mailer, while the true owner, who was a Merchant, was gone toeafe himfelf 
on the River fide- Schiritd had the good nature and charity to drive the Mule 
to his own Houle, to unload it, and to turn him out again ro look for his Ma¬ 
iler, who comino immediately into the City, met with his Mule in the [freer?, 
but difchaiv’d of his burthen. He went and made his complainrs ro the Go- 
vernour, whobidhim name the perfonchat had robb’dhim, and he w^uMdo 
him lull ice. But the Merchant norfatisfy’d with this anfwer, made his Cafe 
known to the King, who prefently recommended him to A/laslUbats, wiih ex* 
prefs order to fee the Merchants lofs made good to him, to the full Value he 
fhould fet upon his Commodities, inafmuchas the CTwwhad nor been careful 1 
to fecure the High-way, and negle&ed to make an exaft enquiry after the 
Thief ; which order the Chan was forc’d to obey. SchlntxA, on the o:her fide, 
finding his Fortune much better’d by this unexpected Wind-fall, and not think¬ 
ing one Wife enough, Marries a fecond, which he took up out of the B rot hell- 
houfe, but had ho Children by her. By the former, he had a Son, who, one day 
coming from School, and finding in the Chamber a Melon, whereof fome part 
had been cur, prefum’dto take a piece of it, and by chat means gave the young 
Woman occahon to tlrike him. The Child’s Mother came into the room, and 
reveno’d him, not only by fighting with her Rival, but alfo by the complaints 
flie made thereof to her Husband, reprefenting to him the inference of t haa 
youn" Woman, with fo much bitternefs, that being no longer able to endure 
her Language, he gave her a good Cudgelling. The Woman exafperated at r hit, 
went to the , and acquainted him with the adventure of the Mule. The 
Chan immediately fentfot theTavemer, and having found him guilry of the 
Fa£ , order’d him to be hang’d. And whereas the two Women had difrover’d 
the Robbery; out of pure animofiry and private refinements, rather than out 
of any affe&ion they hadforthe Governour, or regard of jpublick Juft ice, he 
caus’d them to be publickly ravifli’d, and banifil’d them out of the City. The 
Taverners Son was fold, and all his Fathers Ellate confifcated to thenfeof the 
Governour, who loft nothing by the bargain. 

The Ptrjitws3.re not fo fcrupulous in their conrra&sof Marriage, butthit 
many times it happens a man Marries his Brother’s W’ddow ; yet could.I not 
learn that Incetts were fo common rhereas fome Authors would^ayeir be¬ 
liev’d ’ nor chat the Son meddles with his Mother, or the Brother with his. Shier. 
Nay ir cannot be found, that, before the Reign of Camlyfes, who fell in love 
with his own sifter, there was any talk of thefe incefts in Perfia, no ^ore than 
there was in , before Ptolomey s time. Theii Marriages are celebrated as 

followcch. When 
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When 3 you os Man hath a mind to Marry, and hath hear d ot tome pcrlonhe 16 2 7 
can fancy, be employes others to make inquiry into the qualities, and difpofidon ? ' ! 

of the voung Maid , inafmuchas neither he nor any ot his Relations are per¬ 
mitted to fee her, and if upon the acco?npt he receives of her by them be finds 
his affe&ions inclin’d to her, he makes a demand of her by two of his Friends, 
who had been his God-faihersarhis Circumcifion , or, lor want of thofe, by 
two others of his Kinred. This firft Embaffy ordinarily finds no very kind re¬ 
ception, left they fhould imagine the Father to be over-forward to be rid of 
his Daughter. But if, on the other tide, the young mans Friends find that his 
addreffoare not taken amifs, they continue them, and*proceed to Articles, 
and agree upon the Dower, which, in thefe Countries, the friends of the Bride¬ 
groom , and not thofe of the Bride are to give. The Dower is to be either m 
Monev 5 which the young man fends to his Miilrefs, Come few dayes before the 
Marriage, as a recompute to the Father and Mother for their Care in the Edu¬ 
cation of their Daughter; or he promifes her by the contraa of Marriage, a 
certain fumm of Money, or fuch a quantity of Silk, or Stuffs, to oe paid m 
Cafe of Divorce. Thefe cootraas are pafs’d in the prefence of the A aft, or the 
Moll*, who figns them. That done, they name on both1 fides certain perfom to 
be as it were who inthe name of the becroarhed parties^ go to the Kaji^ 

or Ecdefufikal judge, if it be in the City, or, if in a Village, tothe Moll* 
who is empower’d by the Kafi to that purpofe, and who, being lacisty d that all 
is done with tbeconfents of the Kinred on both tides, as alfo of the parties 
contracted, Mantes them by the faid Agents, in the name of God, of Mahomet, 
and of Ah, delivering them a Certificate of the Marriage. This Ceremony is 
for the mod part, performed in private, the Kaft or Moll* taking along wuh 
bknthetwo Agents into a private room, or haply into thefi elds, tofome place 
•where no people come , not of a feat that fome trick might be pur upon the 
new Married couple, or fome Witch-craft ufed upon the Bndegi-oom. Whence 

itcomes, that, when the Marmge is celebrated in pubhek, before the as 

it often happens, ( th zPerfws, iefeems, having the fupetllicion to do afti ms 
of this coniequehee according to their Obfervance of certain ConlklUtions, 
which they think fortunate or*unfnrtunate to them ) that the Judge may not 
be t ruff rated in the execution of his Duty, they oblige all that are prefcnt, to 
ftretch out their’hands, that they may not be able to do any thing of Witch¬ 
craft under their Garments. The Perfian , _ whom we brought along with us 0 
jjolileim told us, that when he was Married, one of his Wife* Kmredcut - 
little piece of blew Galoom-lace off his Garment, wherewith he made his en¬ 
chantments, which made him impotent for above two years and a half, rail luch 
nkne aTbaviU heard of a Sorcerer that liv’d at W, who had the fecret ro d.l- 
folve thofeCharms, he went to him about it. This. pretended Sorcerer, or 
Magician who was lame in both hands and feet, feeing him coming towards 
him, cold him he knew what was the occafion ot his d 1 (content, and that e 
fhould be eas’d of k, as foon as he had taken a N ail out of a hole of a «rtam 
Wall, which he told him of; which when he had done, he could perform th^ 

duty of a Married man as well as any other. c . .„„ va - 

Str&o affirms, that, heretofore, t b&Perftans obferved the \ ernal E^oo 
the fittett time for their Marriages; but now they are abfolutely ®different« 
to the Seafon, and a man may be Married on any day, fave only 'Wjt he h 
of Rtrnfa which is their Lem, and during the ten dates of the 
the Ceremonies performed in remembrance of the mterrmem of /AJ/ * 
ploy their Devotions ; inafmuch as during that time, they allow n y

The Wedding day being appointed , the young man fends, tl fujJblvro their 
his intended Wife, Pendants, Bracelets and other Ornamen , and^Friend*, 
qualities, as alfo fome Difhes of Meat, to entertain t he Re J* . '. h pr£ . 

who are :o bring the young Woman to him: but neither of them both are pre 
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fenca: the Dinner. In the Evening, towards Night, the Bride is conduced, on 
1657* Horfo-back,or upon a Male or Camel, cover’d witha Veil of CrimfonTaffata, 

-which falls down below her Knees, accompany’d by her Kmred, andMnfick, 

to the Bridegroom’s Houfc. As foon as they are come to the Houle, they carry 
the Bride with her Maids into one Chamber, and the Bridegroom with his 
Friends into another, and Supper is brought up. Which ended, (he is led to the 
Chamber where (he is to lye, where the Bridegroom comes to her, and them* 
it that he hath the firli fight of her. The Bridegroom, who finds his Bride bro¬ 
ken up to his hands, may lawfully cut oft" her Nofe and Ears, and tur n her a- 
wav - but Per Tons of Equality, for the moftpart, think it afront enough to the 
Bride who is no Maid, to fend her and her friends immediately packing away. 
But if he really finds her a Maid, he fends the tokens of it, by an amient Wo¬ 
man to her Friends, and then they continue their.entertainments for three 
dayes together. After rhe firli engagement, the Bridegroom gets up from his 
Wife, and goes to his Friends, among whom he fpends fome hours in Merri¬ 
ment. Perfons of any Learning who come to thefe Entertainments, inftead of 
Drinking, divert themfelves with their Books, which, to that end, they bring 
alon° with them, and ipend the time in difeourfes of Morality, or fpeeulanve 
.Philofophy, which they do alfo at thofe other affemblies which they many times 
appoint for that purpofe. Their Poets are never wanting at thefe Feafts, and 
contribute very much to the Divertifetnents thereof, efpeciauy the next day 
after the Wedding, and the day after- Among other thing** there is brought in, 
a great wooden Difti full of Fruit, in the midit vvhereot there i* a Tree, hiving 
on every branch Fruit anddri’d Conferves * and if any one of the Company can 
take ought thence, foas that the Bridegroom perceives him not, b» flight it 
recompens'd with a Prefent, which the Bridegroom is obhg d to make him : 
but if he be furpriz’d therein, he mufi make good what he fhould have taken, a» 
hundred fold : They have alfo this cuftom, that if any one of the Company is 
not there the next dayprecifely at the hour appointed for Dinner, be is laid 
upon a Ladder fet againft the Wall, with his Head downwards, and Whipp’d on 
the Coles of his Feet with a Handkercher roll’d about , till he redeems hitn- 

felf * * 

They have alfo Dancing; but the Men Dance by themfelves, \n one room, 

and the Women by themfelves in another room, into which the Mufick comes 

not,'but ftand at the Door. ,. M , . . 

The next day after the Wedding, the Bridegroom wafhes himfelf, m the 
Wintertime, in Baths, which are very ordinaryin thofe parts, and m the Sum¬ 
mer, in the River, or next Brook; but the Bride baths her felf in the Houfe. 
In the Evening they fet before every one of the Perfons invited, upon a Hand¬ 
kercher of Flower’d Cotton-CIoath, two fpoonfulls of Chime, which is the 
Dru»° wherewith they Colour their Nails and Hands. That done, the Guefts 
makeiheir Prefents. If they have taken a little more Wine than they can vvell 
bear, as it often happens, they take up their Lodging at the Houfe where they 
Supp’d ; in regard the Watch which is kept very ilriftly there in the Night, 
fuffer not any to go in the Streets without a Lantern. Thofe who find them¬ 
felves well enough to go, give the Guard fomewhat to Drink, and are brought 

home to their Honfes. , . , ,, 

WI , • I (hall here take occaiion to fay fome thing of the excellent order obferv d 
*“ in all Cities of ?«■/., for the Guard. At^rrltt./th.t.ar.fortymen, whom- 
cefTintlv walk about the Greets* to prevent Mifchiefs and Robberies, with fuch 
Vioilanc- and Exa&nefs that they are oblig’d to Indemnify, thofe that are 
Robb’d 'whence it came, that, at Ifpahan, we came many times after Mid- 
nioht from the Monaflery of the Auguftines, which was above half a League

time , as ic might well happen in that Beat City, we thane d to lofeow w^. 
the Guard would bring q with Torches home to our very Doors. Ins re- 
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ported of ScfMchZiUi , that, delirous, oneday, eo make tryal ofcbe Vigilance Z _ 
of thofe people, fuffer’d himfelf co be furpnz’d by them, and had been carried 1 0 3 '» 
to Prifon, had he not been known by one ofthe Company, who difcovering 
him to the reft, they all caft themfelves at his Feet, to beg his pardon. But he 
exprefs’d himfelf well fatisfy’d with their care', and told them they had done but 
their duty; that he was King in the day time, but that the keeping of the Pub- 
lick peace in the night depended on them. 

If it happen , that, after the Marriage, the Bride be oblig’d co live at her 
Husband’s Father’s Houle, it is not lawfull for her to appear before him wich 
her Face uncover’d, much more to fpeaktohim, till fuchtime as th? Father- 
in-Law hath hir'd her to do it, and given her a Dew Garment, or a piece of Stuff 
to make one, to oblige her thereto. But after all this, ihemuft not uncovet 
her Face in his pretence, nor yet her Mouth when fhe eats: for fhe hath apiece 
of Cloaih, which they call Jafchmahn, ty’d to her ears, fo as chat it hangs over 
her Mouth, to hinder her from being feen eating. 

The Perjintts keep their Wives more in reftraint than the Italians do, and fuf- 
fer them not to go to Church, or to any great Feaft, unlefs their Husbands go 
along with them. If a Woman permit her Face to be feen, all the Apologies 
fhe can make for her felf fhall not dear her from the fuptcion conceiv’d of her 
Dilhonelly, even though fhe granted that favour to one of her Husband’s nea- 
reft Relations. This reterv’dnefle they alfo obferve in their Houfes, where they 
are kept up as dole Pcifoners. When any bufmefs obliges them to go abroad, 
if it be afoot , they cover themfelves with a white Veil, like a Winding-fheet, 
which reaches down to half the Legg, and if it be on Horfe-back, they aredif- 
pos’d into a kind of Chefts, or at leaft muffle up their Faces, fo as that it is im~ 
poilibletofee them. 

The Ceremonies we mention'd before are only for ordinary Marriages ; but '§&&&/# 
befides thefe, there are rwo other kinds of Matrimony among the Perpws } which a cm mi time,' 
are celebrated quire after another manner. For thofe who are oblig'd to fc- 
♦journat other places 6'efides thofe where their ordinary Habitations are , yet 
a e unwilling to rake up their quarters in publick places, take Wives for a cer¬ 
tain time, allowing them a certain Salary, either for a Moneth, or fuch term is 
they agree upon. They call this kind of Marriage Alittehe , and todiffolveir, 
there is no need of Bills of Divorce, but che time of the com raft being expir’d, 
it is dilTolv’d of it felf, unlefs bo'h parties are mutually content to prolong it. 

The third kind of Marrying is, when a man makes ufe of a Stave, that he hath 
bought and thefe Slaves ate for the moll part (brijhan Maids, of Georgt, r, whom 
the Tartars of Dagefihan Meal, to be afterwards fold in Perfia. The Children 
which rhey bear, as alfo ijjiofe Born in the Marriage called A-httebe fh.ne in the 
Fathers Efface as well as the others, who have no other advantage of them there¬ 
in, thanwh.it was granted the Mother by her contraft of Marriage: but rhey 
are all accounted lawfully begotten, inafmuchas, after the example of the anti- 
ent tSgmiausy they look upon the Father as the principle of Generation, and 
fay, che Mother does only foment and feed the Child when it is once conceiv’d ; 
and upon che fame accompticis, that they affirm, that the Trees which beat 

fruit are the Males, and that thofe which do not are the females. ^ 

When che Women are in Labour, and that they find fome difficulty in the f lt p e) p_ 
delivery, the Kinredand Neighbours run co the Schools, and make a pretent to non of the Pcr- 
the MolUy to oblige him to give his Scholars leave to piajf, or ac leaft co^pardon fians. 
fome one of them that hath deferv’d to be feverely punifh’d ; imagining that 
by the liberty they procure for thofe Scholars, the Woman in Labour is eas’d, 
and will be che fooner deliver’d of her burthen. It is alfo our of the fameper- 
fvvafion, that, in fuch Emergencies, they let go their Birds, and many times 
purpofely buy fome, rh.icthey maygive them their libertyupon fuch an ope¬ 
ration. They do the like for perfons in the agony of Death , who feemunyvil- 
ling to dye. The Mvfcovhts let go Birds when they go to (■ opefjion ; bc.ieving, 
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that as they permit the Birds to fly away, fo will God remove their fins far from 
I 6 J 7 * them. 

The men take an abfolure liberty to fee the Women when they pleafe , but 
they allow not their Wives the freedom of feeing fo much as one man, fo far 
are they from permicting-them to fee any in private, fo excefilve is their jea- 
loufie. The offences Women commit contrary to their faith plighted to their 
Husbands are unpardonable, nor indeed can they be gu'lty of any which they 
will puniih with greater leverity, nay indeed cruelty. "We were told an exam¬ 
ple of ir, that had happened in the Province of Lenkfran, in the rime of Schach- 
slbas, who coming to underftand, that one of his Menial fervanrs, who was 
called Jacufz.anbeg, Kstn^i '1 irkendH, that is to fay , hewhofe Office it was to 
carry the King's bows and Arrows, had fomcwhat a light Wife, fent him no¬ 
tice ofir, with this meffage, that if he expedited to continue at Court, and to 
keep in his employment, it was expedited he fhould dcanfe his Houfe. This 
meflage, and the affiiftion he conceiv’d at the bafenefs of his Wife, and his re¬ 
flection that it was known alL about the Court, as alfo that of the hazard he 
was in to loi'e his place, put him into fuch a fury, that, going immediately to 
his Houfe, he cut in pieces, not only his Wife, but alfo her two Sons, four 
Daughters, and five Chamber-maids, andfo cleans’d his^Houfe by the blood of 
twelve per fobs, moftof them innocent, that he might not be turn’d out of his 
employment. The Law of the Country allows them to kill the Adulterer with 
the Woman, if they be taken in rhe fa£t. Thefe accidents are not very extra¬ 
ordinary among them ,* and the Judge reeompences with a new Garment the 
perfon who does an Execution of this Nature: which I conceive is inftead of 
the Salary which he is oblig'd to pay the common Executioner. 

Divorce is lawful! among them , and the ditfoIutioD of the Marriage is made 
before the Judge, upon hearing of what both parries have to allege for tbem- 
felves; forir is Lawfull, not only for the Men, but alfo for the Women to give 
Bills of Divorce, fliewinggood caufes, not only for Adultery, but alfo in feve- 
rai other Cafes. Impotence, or Frigidity,rather declares the Marriage null, 
than diffolves it; and Adultery is punifh’d among them, as we mentioned be¬ 
fore. We were told a llory of a Woman, who, defirous to part from her Hus¬ 
band charg’d him with impotence. The Husband defir’d rhe Judge to com¬ 
mand the Woman tofcratch his Back ; whereto fhe reply’d, 1 have fcratch’d 
thee fo often, that I am weary of it, and thou wouldff never fcratch me where 
it moll itch’d. Another complain’d of her Husband , that he would have done 
his work in the wrong plate ; whereupon the Judge ordered her to be feparated 
from him, and the Husband.ro be Gelt. They Marry again after Divorce , as 
well Men as Women , with this difference neverthelefs, thatthe Women are 
oblig’d to continue in Widdow-hood three Mnnerhs and ten dayes, not only 
tbar's: may be known, whether they are wirh Child, bur alfo thar they may have 
time to work their accommodation with their Husbands, if they have any fuch 
defire. The 7 urkj following the Do&rineof Hmfe , have, in this particular, 
a very b-utifh cuHom, in regard thar, in Turquej, there may be a reconciliation 
made after the Divorce i but when a man hath’pur away his Wife rhree feveral 
times, or, at her purring away, faies onlv the word V.tz.katala, thar is ro fay, I 
renounce thee thrice, he cannor take her again , unlefs he permit the Mo/U to 
namefome perfon, who is to lye with her before hand in her Husband’s pre- 
fent e, fo as f hat he may be allur'd he hath done his woik with her. I fhould not 
fet down a thing fo extravagant, had I nor inform’d my felf of the truth thereof 
from Perfons of quality, either Turks Born, or fuch as have liv’d feveral years 
at Conftamiwfle, who have all aflur’d me, rhar, of fmy two Sefts, whereof the 
Ttirb'h- Religion coofifl*, many have this cuflom, nay, what is more, that they 
give Money t o rhofe who do them thar good office. There are fome indeed who 
chink ir fnffi: ten* to put a~Bd with their Wives a young Lad, thar is nor able to 
perfor" rhe work of Matrimony, which they do only for form fake, thereby to 
reconfirm the Marriage. To 
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To chis purpofe, there is a Story, that during the time there was no other 

Religionallow’din Snlthma» but the Turkjjh, though there was a great num¬ 
ber of perfons who profefs’d the P'erftan Religion , the Sulthan , being one day 
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incens’d againft his Wife, faid to her rhe word Tt^katala, fo that being oblig’d ft 0 */- ■ " 
by the Law to give her a Bill of Divorce, he immediately repented of it, and 
not willing chat another fhould make nfe of her, in order to his having of her 
again, he ask’d his Eccleluilicks whether there were nor any /man, who could 
difpence wichihe feverity of that Law. Whereto the Mufti, and the other 
Turkjfk Prieils having return’d their anfwer, that that Law was indtfpenfable, 
he would needs hear what a certain Molla , named Ha jjm Kafchl could fay in 
the bufmefs. This man was a Perf an Born, and had the reputation of a Jcaller, 
and one that made fporc with things rnoft ferious, infomuch that there,had been 
no great notice taken of his affirming , that he knew an /man, who would cer¬ 
tainly ditpenfewith the Sulthan, had it not been for the paffionate defire this 
Utter had to take his Wife again , wherein he was fo earnelt, chat he hearkned 
to any advice was given him to chat purpofe. Haftan came to fee him? but in- 
ftead of leaving his {boos behind him in the Amicbamber, according to the 
cuftomof the Per fans , he brought them in under his arrn._ The Sulthan per¬ 
ceiving him coming in that poflure, ask’d him the ieafon of it, and whether he 
were afraid his {boos might be ftollen. Hajf an made aofwer , that he was sot 
afraid of any fuch thing, but only that he was unwilling any other fhould put 
on his (hoos, expreffing thereby, that the Sulthan fhould not permit another to 
lye with his Wife. Whereto he added, that in the time of Mahomet, fome 
body had done the Hanlfe the afronr to cake away his fboos. The Turkifh 
Priefts, vvhowereprefemacrhisdifcourfe, laugh’d at him, and faid, that if lie 
had no better reafons to allege, tofarisfie the Sulthan , that he might take his 
Wife again, he might go his wayes, in as much as Hamfe had not liv’d in the time 
of Mahomet, but long after. Hajf an Kafchl , making his advantage of this an¬ 
fwer, reply'd ; If it be fo, faid he, that Hanlfe liv’d not in the time of Maho¬ 
met, nor you neither, and that in the whole Alcoran there is not a word to be 
found of this infamous Law, how can you tell whether Mahomet had any fuch 
intention? And how can you impofe this burthen upoD the people ? He there¬ 
upon cited the expofition of Sa&ukjt Hanlfe s Mailer, upon the Alcoran, and 
made it appear, that a Husband hath the power, not only to give his Wife ill 
words, and to threaten her, bur alfo to beat her, yet it (ball not be in her power 
to forfake him, for his fo doing. This reafon» which fuiced with the Sulthan $ 
defign, pleas’d himfowell, that he not only took his Wife again, but heaifo 
profefs’d the P erf an Religion , and either put to Death or Banilb’d all the Tar* 
kjjh Priefts. ' . 

They relate another pleafant Story to the fame purpofe ; to wit, that/,//- 
man , Emperour of the Turks, being one day angry with his Wife, did, in the Y y t 
heat of his paffion, pronounce the Htz,ala againtl her. He foon repented him 
of it, in regard his Wife, being one of the handfomeft Women in the World, 
it went tp nis very foul to part with her t and it being not in his power to take 
her again* till fuch time as fhe had pafs’d through another man’s hands , he be¬ 
thought him, the only way were to have her Bedded by a Dervls, of the Seft of 
thofe, whom they call Dervls Raflkell , who were in fo great repute for their 
fanftity and auftetity of Life, that he had not the lead fear he would meddle 
with her. It is to be obferv’d by the way, that he, who thus lies with the Wife, 
is before folemnly Married to her, and when he hath done his work, is Divort d 
from her, otherwife it were adultery, So/yman then, having concluded the 
Marriage between his Wife and the Dervis, ordered them to go to Bed together: 
but they gave one the other fueh mutual farisfaftion, and ere they came out of 
the Bed, werefo well agreed, that the next day, they declar’d, that they had an 
affeftion one for the ocher, and that they would not be feparated; fo that, tt 
being not in the power of the Law to force them to a Divorce, bofyman

ThcEddcMi- It muft needs be, thar, of fomany Women, there are Born a great number 
0 >l .. 0 f thm of Children. Accordingly there are fome Fathers have 25. or 30, But the 
C,liircn ' modern Education of them differs much from rbac of the antients; in as much 
a_s now they are not brought up by Women, and the Fathers put them not out 
till they cometofuch an age, astheydidamiendy, when they admitted them 
not to their prefence till they were four years of age, according to Strabo, or 
five, according to Herodotus, or feaven, according to Valerius Maximus. Nor 
do they now, as heretofore, exercife them in Shooting and Riding j bur they 
are put, very young, either ro Work, or to School, to learn to Write and Read ; 
there being very few Perjians who cannot do both. 

Their Metz.id, or Mofames, where they fay their Prayers, ferve them alfo 
for Schools. No City but hath is many Metz.ids as Streets, every ftreet being 
oblig’d to maintain a Metsdd, with the MolU belonging to it, who is as it were 
the Principal of the College, and the Cahfe, who is the Regent. Th z Molla 
fits in the middle of the form or Clafs, and the Scholars all about him, all a- 
long the Walls, As foon as they begin to know the Ghara&ers, they put them 
to read certain Chapters taken out of the Alcoran, and afterwards the whole 
That Authors Alcoran. Then they pnt them into the Kulufihen, or the Rofe-Garden of Schick 
for r ending. Saadi, and his Bufian, or Orchard, and at 1 aft into Hafis, who fet out the Baft an 
in Rime, Thefe laft Authors, who were both of Schiras, which is the antiene 
Perfepolu, where the Language is more pore than in any other place of Perfia , 
ate highly efteem’d. as well for the Excellency of their Style, as the Pregnan¬ 
cy of their Inventions, The Children read very loud, and all at the fame time, 
the fame Text, moving themfelvesall with the fame agitation from one fide to 
the orher, much after the manner that the wind fhakes Reeds. They all Write 
Their tyritiar, upon theirknees, where ever they are, or what age foever they be of, in regard 
they have not theufe of eirher Stools or Tables. They make their Paper of old 
raggs,as we do, which for the moftpart, are of Cotton and Silk , and chat it may 
not be hairy or uneven, they make it fmooth with a Polifliing-ftone, or fome- 
Tbei'r times with an Oyftec, or Mu file {hell. They maketheir Ink of the rinds of 
Pomegranates, or of Gills and Vitriol, and to make it thick, and more fit for 
Writing, thei; Charadfcers requiring a full Body, they burn Rice or Barley, beat 
it to powder, and make a bard pafte of it, which they diffolve with Gum-water, 
when they go to write. The beft comes from the Indies, which though it be not 
And Tens. equally good and fine, is yet very fit for their Pens, which are not made of 
Gooie-quills, as ours in Europe are, in regard they would be too hardfor their 
Paper, whi r h, being of Silk or Cotton, is very tender, but they make them of 
Canes, or Reeds, and a little bigger than our Pens. They are of a dark Colour 
without, and they are brought for the moftpart from Schiras , or from the Gulf 
of Arabia , where there grows abundance of them. 
the PeiGan . The Perfiatss have their particular Language, which hath much of the Ara- 
Uvt&uage. bian , but nothing ar all of the Turkish, There are in it alfo many ftwein words 

as Germane and Latins . infomuch that it might bethought thefe Languages have 
the fame Original, if it were not found, that it happens alfo in almoft all rhe 
reft, yet not fo as that it may be thence inferr*d that all thefe Nations come from 
the fame fource. To fignifie Father, Mother, a Tooth, a Pen, a Rat, a Yoke, 
they have the fame words with the Latin ; the ne and ttt are Latin and Per ft an 
words; and du, no, de, fignifie two, nine, and ten t yet is it not to be conclu¬ 
ded thence,that the Perfians are originally Romans. True it is } that the Per fians 
come from the Scythians, as do alfo the Germans ; yet would 1 not affirm, thae 
the ancient Goths and modem Tartars are the fame people. It muft therefore be 
granted , that the modern Language of the Per [tans differs much from the an¬ 
cient, if what Herodotus faies be true, that all their words ended in S, though it

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may be-wittnU conixfs’d , that they have all a tell termination,, in as much as ~Z "

10 be learnt, as having but few irregular Verbs , and if it be true,' that it is the 
fame Language which was fpokeo ancientlyj the examples of Them'fiocUs and 
Alcibitdss make it appear, chat ic may be attain’d in a fhort time. All that is 
hard in ic is the Guttural pronumiauon thereof. 

Moft of the Per ft a»s, with their own Language, learn alfo the Turkifki efpe- rbe Pcrfians 
dally in thofe Provinces which have been long under the Jurifdittionof the lean the Tur- 
Craml Seignor, as Schirmn, Adirbeit^an, Erak., tiagdat, and £wm*». where Chil- kiih Language. 
dren are taught the Turiijh Language standby this means, in is fo common at 
Court, that a man feldome hears any one fpeak the Per Jinn ; as in the Grand 
Signer's Court, they ordinarily fpeak the Sclavoman , and in the Mogul's, the 
Per fan. But in the Province of Pars, which is the ancient Per Jin, and at Schi- 
ms , they fpeak only the Perfim Language. They understand nothing of the 
Hekew, Greek1 or Latin \ but ioftead of thefe Languages , wherein the Europe¬ 
ans tludy the Sciences, they have the Arabian, which is to them as the Latin is 
to us; in regard the Alcoran, and all its Interpreters make ufe of ir, as do alfo 
all thofe who write any Books of Philofophy and Phyfick. So that it is not to rhek chard- 
be much admir’d, that it U fo common , that indeed they cannot exprefs their tiers. 
own Language, but in Arabian Cbwa&ets. 

Tis true , the Sciences are not improv’d to that perfeftion by them as they rbcil 
are by .the Europeans , yet can it not be faid but that the^ Perfians arc much-ad- fuks. 
difted to Study, and they call their Learned men Filofufs. To this end they 
have their Colleges* or Univerfities, which rhey call Medrejfit, and the Pro- 
feffors who reach in them, Mederis. Their moil eminent Colleges are thofe of 
Ifpabrm, Scbiras, Ardebil, Mefcbed, Talris , Cttfmfo, Km% Jefcht, and Scamachic, 
which are ail under the fuperintcndencyof the Sedder , or chief of their Reli¬ 
gion, who is oblig’d to take care for their allowances and maintenance. This is 
done out of the Revenue of thofe Provinces which pay no Taxes to the King, 
as Kochtzeh, near Era an, ytuathz.uk.yiit ar Karabath, Tabakpte/eky between Gisr- 
gia and Karabath, Agd.tfch, and Kcritters*. 

They have a particular inclination for Arithmetic!;, Geometry, "Eloquence, 

Poetry, Natural and Moral Philofophy, Aftionomy, Alftology,La\v,and Me¬ 
dicine, in regard they makefome advantage of qhe Profeflion of t hele Sciences. 

They have all Arlftotles Philofophy in the Arabian Language, and call it Dtsnj.i 
piaU, that is to fay, the Goblet of the ip or Id ; with this remark upon ir, that as a 
man Drinking out of agteat Bowl moderately , finds himfelt the better for ir* 
and taking fo much of it that heis Drunk therewith, he both injures his Body . 
and difturbs the Mind • foisamanto make a temperate ufe of the Philofophy 
of Ariftotle, and, not deboyfting himfelf, obferve a Mediocrity in the Study 
thereof. Children arc taught Amhmetick in the Schools with their Writing 
aod Reading. In their acompts, they commonly make ufe of the Indian figures s 
but the more Learned ufe the Arabian Charafters. L 

They jofctlo'quence and Poefy together, and comprehendHfiefe two Sci¬ 
ences undw^Very few precepts , which bring a man in a fhort time to the 
pra&ick part thereof. Ana indeed moft of their Eloquent pieces , which they 
embellifh with abundance of Hiftories, and Moral Sentences, are in Verie. 

For the excellency of their Language, Pregnancy of conceit, and Elegance T;jth 4ffJ 
of exprefli'ons, they read the Kulujihan of Schick Saadi, whom they prefer before ^mhors. 
all their other Authors. It is a very Eloquent piece, though in Verfe, tail of 
figures and enrich’d with Hiftory, and Maxims of Policy and Morality. Accor¬ 
dingly, there is not any onealmoft, but hath this Book; nay fome have penis d 
and ftudied it fo much, that they have ir by Heart, and apply the PafVagfls, Sen¬ 
tences, and Comparifons thereof, intheir ordinary DiCcourfe, fo pertinently, 
that iris no fmall pleafure to hear them talk. They are alfo.greac^Lovers of 
Hiftory, anddelight much in reading the Lives and Deaths of their I fopnec 
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Aly and his Son Hojfein , who was kill’d in the Warr againft JeJied-, which pieces 
, 1 O 5 7 * are written inailyle truly Hiftorical, and of a noble height. They havealfo 
feveral other Hiftories, and Chronicles, Eecleliaflical and'Prophane, of the 
Lives and Wars of their Kings*, and fome , of the affairs of other forpih Nati¬ 
ons : the bell whereof arethofe of Mire ho ml, Enmry, Zam, iPalcbi, Nujfe- 
grl , and others. Thebeftof all their Hitioriansis Mirchond , who hath written 
the Hiftory of Perfta, in excellent good Language, in feveral great Volumes, and 
it is a piece fo highly efteem’d, that it is worth in the Conntry above two hun¬ 
dred Crowns; and therefore I cannot think it can be had perfect in Europe, 
though I know, that Colins , Profeffor of the Oriental Languages and the Ma- 
thetnaticks in the University of Leyden, hath molt of it, with feveral other ex¬ 
cellent Books of that Nature. But there is not any man, I know of, that hath 
fo much of it, and makes fo great advantages thereof, as the incomparable Mon- 
fieur Gaulmtn , Counfellor of State , and the Senior of the Matters of Requells, 
who though he hath the befi Library in Europe, for Books of this Nature, yet 
mutt it be acknowledg’d , that he is foperfeft a Matter of all the Oriental Lan¬ 
guages , that he needs not be oblig’d for ought he can learn out of any of thefe 
Authors* 

I do not give this accompt of their Hiftories, that a man ftiould give any great 
credit thereto, efpecially when they fpeak of their Religion'and Saims. For in 
Perfia, as well as etfewhere, they have their pious frauds , and think it a kind of 
piety toeftablifli and improve the errors of their Religion, by Fables and Im- 
poftures: ftnee that even in their profane Hiftories, they take that freedom 
which is only allow’d Poets and Painters, as may be feen particularly in the 
Hiftory of Alexander the Great, which they have fo difguis’d,, that it hath no 
Confonancy to what is written of him by Q. Curtins, Plutarch, and Arrianus . 
But though it be nor true, yer it is Divertive enough, at leaft to excufe, if not 
deferve, this little Digreffion. 

, f aMm They fay then that I [carder , fothey call Alexander the Great, was Born in 
H-flo>yofAkx. Junahn, that is to fay, Greece ; that his Farher’s name was Bedim **, and that 
ander the his Mother was the Daughter of King Tmimfchid, who was the Son of Keikp- 
Gmt, They f a y Tz,imjcbid liv’d feaven hundred years ; That he wasthewifeft 

of all the Kings that ever Reign'd, and that he is to be acknowledg’d the Inven¬ 
tor of Saddles, Horfe-fhoos, Bows, Painting, Tents, and Wine. That the 
education of Alexander was committed to Arifiotle, who knew fo well how to 
ingratiate himfelf with his Difciple, that being extreme unwilling to be with¬ 
out him, he oblig’d him to go along with him in his fir 11 Wars, wherein he made 
great advantages of his advice. For Alexander being at yet but fifteen years of 
age, bethought him one day to ask Arlflotle, to whom all Greece belong’d, 
whereto bein» anfwer’d by him, that his Grand-fat her by the Mother-fide had 
heretofore been Mailer of it, he, extremely troubled to find himfelf depriv’d 
of fo great a Kingdom , refolv’d upon the Reduftion and Conqueft of it, and 
afterwards to wage a War againft all the W orld. To that end K he wapt, with his 
Tutor, to Stampul, or Conflantinople , and made profer of his letvlyio the King 
there. Arifiotle, who was one of the moll Eloquent men of his twR, knew fo 
well how to recommend the excellent endowments of Alexander, that the 
King trufted him with the conduft of an Army , wherewith he Conquer’d 
zMcypt and all the Neighbouring Provinces. Afterwards, he conduced that 
Army againft thofe of the Helhes, who dill made oppofuion, and making their 
advantage of their Elephants, rendred all Alexander's attempts fruitlefs, till 
Arifiotle advis’d him to rub over with Nefte a heap of Reeds ro fer them a-fire, 
and to call themamongrhe Elephants , which were fo flartledat the fire, that 
they were put into diforder, whereupon the Hehbes were defeated, and forc’d 
to fubmic.' Thence be went to Sengehat, the Inhabiranrs whereof have^ great 
Lips and very long Teeth. Their King, with fome of his people, got into a 
Tower, wheat Alexander would have befieg’d him. But Arifiotle told him, that 
’ being 
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bJog Mailer of the City, he had cat off the Root of that Tree, and that it would < « _ 
not be tong ere he fa# him fall without any further trouble. He cook his ad- 1 ° 3 7* 
vice, and went thence to Jemex, and Conquer’d all Arabia. He went after¬ 
wards to dlevpo, Erferstm, Diarbek. going on Hill along the River Tigris, as 
far as Mo ft l, and thence fell down into Georgia, reduc’d all to his Subjection, 
and came at lalt to Bertie, in the Province of Iran. In this City , there lived at 
that time the Widdow of a certain King, named Melkchatun, who hearing daily 
of the great wonders done by Alexander^ employ’d feveral .Painters, to take his 
Pifture, asalfo thofe of all the great Men of her time • infomuch , that Alex- 
going Difguiz’d, and in the quality of an Atnbaffador from Alexander, to 
give her a Vifu, fhe made a fhift todifeover him, and invited him to Dine with 
her. But inftead of Meat, there were brought up only great Bafms full of Gold, 

Silver, and Pterions Stores, which fhe delir’d him to fall to and to make the belt 
Cheer he could: whereupon Alexander telling her, that there was not any 
thing could tatis fie his hunger. Hie reprefented to him, that it was for thofe ufe- 
lefs trifles that he ruin’d fo many Provinces and fruitfull Counrries, fuch as 
were able to produce what could maintain many Millions of people, and fhew'd 
him, how that when he had Conquer’d all the World , he mult at lalt dye for 
want of Bread, if he Hill continu’d the courfes he then took, and intreated him 
not to deprive her of her Kingdom. Alexander did as fhedefired; and they 
talk to this day of the great Wifdom of that Qpeen , of whom they relate a- 
mong other things, that, being very Rich, fhe did notimpofe pecuniary Mulfts 
upon offenders, but oblig’d them to make Graves for the Burial of the Dead, 
and they fay there are yet many of thofe made 6y her Command to be Teen near 
Neihrz.mn. > hat thence Alexander went to Schirdan, and built the City of 
Derbend, caufing it to be fortify'd on the fide towards Perfia, and drawing a wall 
all along the Mountain as far as the Black Sea, and building Towers at a "League 
dilianceene from another, for Guards againll chp Invafion of the Tartars. That 
afterwards, he went into Perfia, became Mallet of almoit all the Provinces there-, 
of, and engag’d againll Darius > who was then, with an A"my of two hundred 
thoufandmen, in the Province of Kit-man. That Darius had the advantage in 
thethreefirft Battels, but was defeated inehefourth, Alexander having drawn 
the enemie’s Army to a place where he had caus’d feveral pits to, be made, which 
he had covered with Hriw , and that Darius was taken in one of them. Af:e'° 
wards, he went into Chorafan, and thence into the Indies, where, upon the in¬ 
treaty of the Indians , he caus’d to be,made a Palizado of Iron again!,! the 
Pigmees , which is to Hand till the day of judgement. Afterwards, he defeated 
the UsbecjHts, and after that, he turn’d his Arms againll the HeUes, who rebell’d 
againHhim. That having To many Kings in his power, he would needs be ad¬ 
vis’d by Arljlotle, whether it were not the fafefl way to put them to Death. Bur 
Arljhtle having reprefented to him, that fome of their Children might come to . 
revenge that cruelty , he Tec them all at Liberty, except Darius, whom he poy- 
fon’d. After this, Alexander coming to underlland, that, in the Mountain of 
Kef, there was a great Cave, very black and dark, wherein ran rhe warer of Im¬ 
mortality, would needs take a Journey thithe\ But being afraid to lofe his 
way in the Cave, and confidering with himfelf, ihat he had committed a great 
over-fight, in leaving the more aged in Cities and fortify’d places, andkeepirg 
about hisPerfon only young people fuch as were not ablero advife him, he or¬ 
dered to be brought to him tome old Man , whofe counfell he might follow in 
the adventure he was then upon. There were iii the whole Arrfty but two Bro¬ 
thers, named Chidder and Elias, who had brought their Father along with them, 
and thisgood old MaDbid hisfons go and tell Alexander , that to go through 
with the delign he had undertaken, his only way were, to take aMarethac had 
a Colt at her heels, and to Ride upon her into the Gave, and leave the Colt at 
the entrance of it, and the Mare would infallibly bring him back again to the 
fame place without any trouble. Alexander thought the advice fo good, that he 
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would not take any other perfon with him in that Journey but thofe two Bro¬ 
thers, leaving the rett of his Retinue at the entrance of the Cave. He advanc’d 
fo far, that he came to a Gate, fo well polifh'd, that, norwithttanding the great 
darknefs, it gave light enough to let him fee there was a Bird fatten'd thereto. 
The Bird ask 0 Alexander what he would have ? He made anfvver, that he look’d 
for the water of Immortality. The Bird ask’d him , what was done in the 
World ? Mifchief enough, replies Alexander , fince there is no Vice or Sin but 
Reigns there. Whereupon the Bird getting loofeand flying away, the Gate open¬ 
ed, and Alexander faw an Angel fitting, with a Trumpet in his hand, holding it 
as if he were going to put it to his Mouth. Alexander ask’d him his name. The 
Angel made anfwer, his name was Raphael, and that he only ttaid for a command 
from Godtoblowthe Trumpet, and to call the Deadto Judgment, Which 
having faid, he ask’d Alexander , who he was ? I am Alexander, repli’d he, and I 
feek the water of Immortality, The Angel gave himaStone ( and faid to him, 
go thy wayes, and look for another ftone of rhe fame weight with this, and then 
thou fhalt find Immortality. Whereupon Alexander asked, how long he had to 
live? The Angel faid to him, till fuch time as the Heavens and the Earth 
which encompafs thee, be turn’d to Iron,or as others fay, into Gold and Silver. 
Alexander being come out of the Cave, fought a long time, and not meeting 
•with any ttone juft of the fame weight with the other, he put one info the Ba¬ 
lance which bethought came very near it, and finding but very little difference, 
he added therero a little Earth, which made the Scales even ; it being God’s 
Inrenriontofhew Alexander thereby, that be was not to expeft Immortality, 
till he himfelf were put into rhe Earth, Ac latt, Alexander having, one day, a 
fall off his Horfe, in the barren ground of Kuro r 0 'bnr, they laid him upon the 
Coat he wore over his Armour, and cover’d himwirhhis Buckler, tokeep off 
the heat of the Sun. Others afErm, that rhis Coat was Embroider’d with Gold 
and Silver, and that his Buckler was cover'd with Places of the fame Mortal, and 
that thenhe began to comprehend the Prophecy of the Angel, and was fatisfy’d 
the hour of his Death was at hand, that accordingly he dyed, and that his Body 
was carried into Greece. 

They add to this Fable, that thefe two Brothers, Chidden and Elia*, drunk of 
the water of Immortality, and that they are Ball Living, but inviftble, Elias , 
upon the Earth, and ('hidden, in the Water, wherein this latte: hath fogre:t 
power, that thofe, who are in danger of being deilroy’d by Water, if they^ear- 
neftly pray, faying, JaChidder Nebbt, vo w ing a Sac rihee or Offering to him, and 
firmly believing, that he can relieve them, fhall elcape the danger, and fave 
their Lives. Whence it comes, that, if any one perifiv, it is attributed to his 
incredulity : but if heefcape, they are of a cerrain perfwafion,that it is by the 
afliftance of Chidden, to whom thofe who efcape Shlpwrack, or any other danger 
upon the Sea, do every year, upon the fame day, give folemn thanks, and ac¬ 
knowledge the proteftion of this Saint. Thefe Ceremodies are performed in 
February, and thofe who keep the Vows they have made upon fuch occasions, 
invite their Friends to a fupper, both Men and Women, relate to them the par¬ 
ticulars of the dangers tl\ey had been in, and how they were deliver’d our of 
them, by the means and aftiftance of Chldder. Then they Sup together, and 
make good Cheer, but drink no Wine. In the meantime, they ferveupinto 
another Room, feveral Difhes of Fruit arid Conferves, and in rhe midftof the 
room, they fet, in a Wooden Di(h, full of Peafe-Meal, a Wax-Candle lighted, 
and as they go out of the room, they fay, C bidder Nebbi , if this offering be ac¬ 
ceptable to thee, (hew it by fome ftgn. If, rhe next day, they find the track of 
any ones having been in the Room, or the print of a hand in the Meal, it is ac¬ 
counted a very good ftgn, and the Friends have another meeting, to fpendrbat 
day in Merriment. Whence it comes, that the Women, who are not often ad¬ 
mitted to thefe Feafts, find out wayes to get into the room, fo as that they are 
not perceiv’d, and take away a handfull of the Meal, that the Feafting may be

We * ® 5 7 * 
were told at Ardehi , that, one day, a Woman making her advantage of this 
Fcaft, had lock’d up her Gallant in the room where they had prepar’d the enrer- 
taimem for the Prophet. She went ever and anon to fee him, and perceiv’d not 
that a Child of hers about four years of age, follow’d her, who feeing all range 
face, fella crying, fo loud , thatthe Gallant took an Apple out of the Fruits 
defign’dfor Chidder , and gave it the Child to make him hold his peace. But as 
foonas rhe Child had got the Apple, he runs into the Hall, where he fhew’d 
his Father the prefer)t, which Chidder NebU had made him. The Father not 
knowing what co think of that Viiion, and defirous to fee whether Chidder was 
become Vuible, went into the room, and there found a man in a pofture that a 
little ftirtled him. But the Gallant, fearing they would have Sacrifiz'd him to 
the Prophet, made a fhift to getaway, and the Woman, pretending fhe had not 
feen any thing, it pafs’d for a certain apparition of Chidder. 

There’s no Nation in the World more addi&ed to Poetry chan the Perfiaits, 

There you have Poets in all the Market-places, and in all Houles of good fel- 
lowfht p, where they entertain and make fporc for fuch as frequent them, as the ir *' 
Mountebanks, apd luthas (hew tricks of Legerdemain do in Europe. All bear 
with them, and the Great Lords think they cannot give their Friends abetter 
entertainment, than by Diverting them, while they are at Dinner, with the re¬ 
cital of feme Poem, The King temfelf, and the Chant have , among their other 
Menial Servants, their Poets, whofe only bufinefs iris to find out fomewhac 
for their Diversion by whom they are maintain’d, and which they are not to 
communicate to anyorhefj without the conTent of their Patrons. The Poets 
are known from others by their Habit, which is the fame with that of the Phi- 
lofophers; co wit, along white Coat, but open before, with great broad 
Sleeves, and they have at their Girdle a kind of a Hawking-bag, in which are 
their Books, Paper, and an Ink-horn, that they may give Copies of their Verfes 
to fuch as defire them. Their under Garment hath no Sleeves, and would be a 
perfea Cloak, if it had bucaCape. They wear no Stockings; their Breeches 
come down to their feet, like Pantaloons, and in Winter, they wear fuch as 
reach but to the ankles. Iplfead oS Mend, Is ozTarbants, they wear a kind of 
Caps. Thofe who put off their productions in die Market places and at Ta¬ 
verns, wear Skarfs of fevcral Colours ,■ which come about their bodies juit a- 
bove the walle , and palling over the right flioulder fall down under the left 
arm. Moll of there take for the Subject of their Poetry the Religion ofrhe 
Turks and their Saints, which they are pleas’d to rail at and make fport with- 

3 It may well be imagin’d, that, among fo many Poets, there mull slfobe Come 
Poctafters, and that t here, as well as in other places, a man mull expect to find 
but few Homers and Firgils. Nay there are feme fo model! as to vent only the 
works of other Men, and finding in themfelves fuch a barrennefs of Wu as will 
not produce any thing, make it their bufinefs to difperfe their productions who 
are in repute. Perfta 'Hath this common with France t as indeed it hath many 
other things, that it hath hardly any Author excellent at an Epick Poem, and 
that feme few Poets laid afide, who are in great reputation, the tel! are rather to 
be pictied. The beft, and fuch as may jufily be accompred good Poets, are 
Saadi , Hafts, Firdauji , Fuffnli, Chagam , EheU> Schems , Noway, Scafvdh 
rahf'd, Dchekiy Neffimi, 8tc. Their Poety is fuitableto rhe modern way , »n<a 
they will keep up the Rims , though they are noc veryexaa in oblemng 
number of the Syllables.

Their Study of the Law can be of no great extent, in regard they have but 
few Laws> and thofe they have are all taken ousof the Alcoran, ana the Com¬ 
mentaries upon it : which the Kafis and the Divanbegs obferve, in the deci- 
fion of differences. They havebefides thefe, certain Local cuftoms,but very 

few. * 

In Pbyfick, or Medicine, they follow the Maxims of Avicenna ana their Phy- 
ficians are all Gdenifts. Phlebotomy is not very ordinary among rhem, but they 
ad min iff er continual Medicines made of Herbs and Roots , and many times 
apply Fomentations and ocher outward remedies. They have nothing of A na- 
romy, and their practice is fogrofs, thac, when I was at Scamchie , where our 
Phyfician was intreated to vific a Man, who, having drunk too much Aquavits, 
lay a Dying, I faw a Moor-Phyfitian, who had the fid party in; hand, order a 
great piece of Ice to be laid on his Stomack, maintaining his procedure by this 
general Maxim, that a Difeafe is to be Cur’d'by what is contrary thereto. 
When Women or Children are troubled with any Difeafe or Indifpofition, 
they do not fend for a Phyfician, but for the Midwife, whence it comes that 
Midwives havefome skill in Medicine. The Books which treat thereof have 
this extraordinary , that the remedies they preferibe are as fit for Horfes as 

Men. . . 

Our Phyfician, who had joyned to Galen s method certain Maxims of Para - 
cel jus y and us’d Chymical remedies with very good fuccefs, grew fo famous in 
Perfta , that the King himfelf profer’d him very confiderable allowances, to 
engage him to continue in that Court. Nay, he grew into fuch repute, after he 
had recover’d'fome petfons who had been given over by others, that the people 
began to look upon him as an extraordinary man, infomuch that they brought 
to him fome that were lame and blind from the Birth, to recover their limbs and 
fight who never had had them. 

It is not of late rhatthe Per fans have appli’d themfelves to the ftudyof A- 
ftronomy, Heretofore they who made profelfion thereof were called Magt t 
and now they call them Aiinatzim, and they donor bufie themfelves fo much in 
obferving the motions of the Heavens and Stars, and the pure contemplation 
of chat Science, as in Prognofficaring the effefts which their influences may 
produce, and to fore-reil thofe things, the contingency whereof they imagine ro 
themfelves may be read in the courfe of the Heavens. So that it is rather Judi¬ 
ciary Aftrolcgy,than Aftronomy that they now Study, in regard the one would 
brin" them no advantage at all, whereas the other is the more beneficial to them 
in this refpeft, that moft of the Perftahs have this fuperfiition, that they never 
undertake anythin 0 of confequence, but they firft confute the Minatzm.- To 
that end, the'King and Great lords have alwayes one of thefe about them, who 
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perpetually obferves the Heavens, "and iorc'tclls whether the time be fortunate - * 

or unfortunate for thebufinefe they would undertake. And out of that reflefti- 1 ° J 7 - 
on it is, that they fay chemfelves, that Aftrology, who is dependent on Aftro- ' 

nomy, is a rich Daughter, but comes from.Co poor a Mother, that fhe is forc’d 
topreferveherLTe, from whom (he receiv’d her own. Thefe Aftrologers are 
never without their Aftrolabe, which they carry in their Boforns, that they may 
ere& a Scheme at any time : but their skill is not great about Nativities, efpe- 
cially chore of perfons of mean condition ; which proceeds hence, thar, having 
no Clocks, they cannot get rheprecife hour, much lefs the minute of the Birth, 
which °reat perfons have exactly obferv’d, by means of the Aftrolabe. 

For the teaching of Aftronorny they have neither Sphear nor Globe, info- 
much that they were not a little aftonifh’d to fee in my hands a thing which is 
fo common in Europe. I ask’d them whether they had ever feen any filch before. 

They told me, they had not, but faid, that there was heretofore, in Per ft a, a very 
fair Globe, which they call Felek., but that it was loft during the Warts between 
them and the Tttrkj. They haply meant chat which Sapor, King of Per fa had 
caus'd to be made of Glafs, fo large, that he could fit in the Centre of it, and 
ohferve the motions of the Stats, and muft no doubt be like that of Archimedes, 
whereof Claud! an fpeaks in the Epigram, which begins thus, 

Jupiter itrparvo cum cerneret athera vitro, . 

Antiquity might haply admire thefe works; but what miracle would it be 
thought 1 , if they few the Globe which his Highnefs the Duke of Holjltin hath 
ordered to be macle in his City of Gottorp. It is a double Globe, made of Cop¬ 
per, ten foot and a half Diameer, fo that within it,*ren perfons may fit at a 
Table, which, with the fears about it, hangs at one of its poles. There a man 
may fee, by means of an Horizontal Circle within the Globe, how the Stars and 
the Sun it feif, coming out of its Centre, moves of it felf through its Ediptick 
degrees, and rifes and fees regularly. The motion of this Globe exa&ly fol¬ 
lows that of the Heavens, and derives that motion from certain Wheels, driven 
by the water, which is brought out of a Mountain hard by, and let in, as it re¬ 
quires more or lefs, according to the fvviftnefs of the Sphears. 

The Perfians regulate their year according to the Moon, as welt as the Sun, rf)( Vmynn a 
fa as that they have both Solar and Lunar years; to wit, the latter, for thetr solar y.m in 
Feftivals, and Religious Ceremonies, which are appointed on certain diies of Perfia. 
the Motveth, and thefe moneths beginning and ending with the Moon, make 
their year fhorter than ours by twelve daies. Their Solar year is of 36;. dates, 
and was fo accounted even in the time of Alexander the Great , as Q. Citrtujs 
exprcfsly obferves in the 7. Chap, of the 3. Book of his Hiftory, where ne 
faies, fpeaking of Darius's Retinue, thar, after the Magi, follow d three hun¬ 
dred fixty live young Men, compleating the number o£ the daies of their year, 
which con lifted of fo many daies, that is to fay, twelve Moneths of thirty daies 
apiece, and five daies over and above. It begins, at that very minute that toe 
Sun, enttingimo Aries, makes che Equinox, and brings in the fir ft day of the 
Spring. That day they call Naurw, or Neartu, that is, the new day. They 
count the years of their age, according to the courfe of the Sun, to that to cx- 
prefs how old they are, they fay, they have liv’d fo many AWki’s, that is, 10 
tnany years. It is one of the principal fnnftions of rhe Minatuim , to oblerv;., 
by the Aftrolabe, the happy minute, in which che Sun comes to the /Equator, 
and as foon as he declares it is , they all begin ro rejoyce. Their F.poche is tne 
Hegira, or flight ot Mahomet, which falls on the io, of jt*ly> in the 61-• 
of om Saviour. , , * 

The Perfians had heretofore their Almanack, or Takhttim , w ^ r 1Lh ^ n-her 
cularro them, and every day of the Monethhadits namefrom tome o . 

Kings or Heroes, as Oromafda, Bchemer , Adarpahafche , S chart as. Sec. as W<- . 

ir in Scaligtr , in his incomparable Treacife , de Emendations r Iempot iim *, 
the Ephemerides of Origanw : but they are not ufed now a no more , . ^ 
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Bpoche of JefdeiJrd, or as Scalipr calls him, Jejdeghd, who was the Son of 
1 6 3 7 • ScMerjar , and Grand Son oi C ho [roes, who was kill'd by Otman, the Son of 

-- Of kin, a Sarafm, on the i6 . of June in the year d 3 a. They had no other till the 

year 1079. at whit h time Alba Arfalan, King of Cbrafan, Mefopoiamia and 
Perfia, a Sarafm, having brought together eight Aftronomers, very Learned 
Men, reform’d the year of Jefiigird, and conftitured another Epochs, which 
they began on the 14. day of the year, and which is called T^elalee, otSul- 
thanee, or, in lbs Arabian, Tarieh akzstlalh, that is, the <^£ra, or Epochs, of 
AuguJIu. f, fromrh'e word Tx.elaf, which iignifies Majelly, or Highnefs. Now, 
they have the Arabian Kalender, and the names of their twelve Moneths are, 
Maharem, Sefar, Rebbi Ewel, Rebbi Aehlr, T&entadi Ewel, Tz,e»/adi Achtr, 
Reu>eb,- Scabahn , StlmvaL Dftlkade , and Dflhatfe. It is alfo to be obfery’d, 
that the Ptrfdns have a way of accomptibg by four years, much alter the ftme 
manner astheGV« 4 /acconr.pted by their Olympiads, and the Romans, by Lufira, 
which confided of five years, and then they give the firft year of their accompr, 
thenarr.eof the full Moncth of the yea”, rothe four enfuingyears, that of the 
fecond Monet h,-and fo of the reft; lo that to know that they fpeak of a Monerh, 
and not of years, they add, ro the names ot the Moneths, the word Adah, which 
fignifies a Moneth, Abraham Ecchelenfts gives the Etymology of it, as he does 
alfo that of the daies of the week, in his Hiftoryof Arabia , pag. a 04. 8rc. They 
begin the week wbh Saturday, thatthe leventh day, which is the day of reft, 
msy fall upon Friday, whit h to them is as the Sunday is ro Chrifiians, and Satur¬ 
day to the Jews. The names of the feven daies of the week are thefe, to wit, 
Saturday, Scembe, Sunday, Jekfchembe , Monday, Dufchemle , Tuefday, Sefchembe, 
Wednefday, ‘ fchafchembefXbssAdiy, De. fckemle, and Friday, Adi/te, or T^utneh, 
that is, the day of Aflembly, in regard that on that day, they meet artheir af- 
femblies to do their Devotions. They account /fcharchembe the moli unfor¬ 
tunate day cf all the Week. ... 

They are extremely addicted to Aerology, andin imitation of th z Chaldeans,- 
of whom, doubt le Is, they learnt that Science, they a-e 10 fuperftiticms, 1 h--c 
they do not only credit all the Alirologers tell them, but alfo, perfons of qua¬ 
lity do nobufmefs of any confequence, undertake no j< urney, nay would be 
loath to put on a newGarmenr, get on Horfe-back to Ride abroad, or Bath 
rhemfelves, but they fir ft confulc the who is fo much the more cre¬ 

dited by them, in that many times they heighten the Vanity of their Art by a 
Ptofefiion, no lefs deceitfull than the other, whi his Medicine, Thisperfwa- 
fionof theirs is grounded on rhc opmion they have, as well as the Arabians, 
that the Stars are governed by Intelligences, who have an sbfolute power over 
fublunary things; fo that it is no hard matter to make them tcquiefce in the 
prediaions of t he Alirologers. Thefeare sir he: Mountebanks, or Magicians, 
who, by their Equivocal expreflions circumvent thofe who confuk them, pur- 
pofcly rodillu b r heir Brains, and to put tricks upon them, as Stephen Alexander 
did upon Heraclius , when he fore-cold him, that be (hould perifh in the water, 
obliging him thereby tofiil up all the Lakes and Ponds all over the Empire. 
After the fame manner was alfo deceived John Menard, a Phyftcian of Ferrara, 
who was told he fhould perifh in a Ditch. He avoided them all, burrhar of z 
yoY-tw Woman, whom he Married in his old age, and who vifibly fhomned his 
daies. 0 They attribute ro every hour in the day one of the Ggns of tbeZodiack, 
to wit, tothefirft, Aries, to rhe fecond, Taurus, and fo forward; and they be* 
lleve there are in every Moneth, fome unfortunate daies, efpccially the 3. the 5. 
and the 13. and a?-, of every Moon. Abraham Ecchelenfu, whom we cited 
before, rel ares, to this purpofe, two remarkable ftoiies, taken out of the q. Book 
of the Chronides of Gregorius Barhebra, where he faies, 1 hat in the i?8, yea: 
of the Netrira rbereiiv’d aMan, who, among other things, had a Ring, which 
made him that had it on his Finger laugh as long as ir was on. Hehimfelf was 
* the only man who could life it as another Ring ; and he had alfo a Pen, whe;e- 
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witff nobody could Write, and which no body wis able to guide with his hand, 
but hs him ft If. Whence it came, that the Calif , Alamun, who liv’d in that time, 
would needs have his Nativity calculated by the famous Altrologer All?:imaz,ay, 
whofound that his Afcendent was*m T writs, between whom and Jupiter, cmda 
draems and there was a benevolent afpetl, and that the Sun and Moon 

were in the Came degree of the Afcendent, The other Story is of a Phyfician, 
named Tdet Haren/is, who feeling a man’s Pulfe, told him he had eaten Veal, 
and taken of a Broach, whereof the Milk was turn’d in the boyling, yet had not 
any reafon to give for what he faid , five that the Phyfician knew it by feme 
particular > and that he had receiv’d that gift from fome fecrct inftu-

Yerfor all this prejudice they have for the influences of the Stats, they at¬ 
tribute much to Chance , and endeavour to difeover the fecrets of things by 
thofc means, efpecully futh as are not yet come to pafs, the knowledge where¬ 
of is not fo eafie. 

Tistrue, they are for the moft part Women, whoaddrefs themfelves to thefe 
people, who have their Shops or Stalls in the Maidan, nearthe Dowlet Chane, 
and fore-tell things by Lot, two manner of wayes. Some of them, whom they 
call Rental, have feven or eight Dice ftrung together upon two little pieces of 
Wire, and they predict according to the falling of the Dice. The others, whom 
they call Fafkir, 6 o their work with much more Ceremony. For they have be¬ 
fore them, upon a Table » thirty or forty little pieces of board, about an inch 
fquare, very thinn and very fmooth, which arc mark’d with certain Characters 
on ihar fide which lies downwards. Upon one of thefe little pieces of board, 
he who defires to know vvbac is to befall him, ts to lay down his Money, which 
the Fnlkir immediately pots op, and no doubt this is that which is moll certain 
in the whole Myftery. That done, herufns over a Bonk that lies before him, 
about three fingers thick, the leaves whereof are Painted with all forts of Fi¬ 
gures, as Angels, Devils,Satyrs', Dragons and other Mongers, and he opens the 
Book feveral times, till he finds one that hath fome rapport to the Characters 
upon the little board. Neither is that done without Muttering between his 
teeth certain inarticulate and not intelligible words; and this is the moliinfaL 
lible prediaion they have among them. 

Thepolirical Government of Per fa, differs not much from that of the APuf- The ptdhi'cd 
covites. .Both ate Monarchical, and foDefpotick, that the Prince governs with Govonment of 
an abfolute power, making his Will a Law, and, without any accompttobe Perl,a - 
given of his fo doing, difpofingof the Lives and Eilates of his SunjeCte ; who 
arefofarhis Slaves^ that they do not fomuch as murmur at the Violence, 
wherewith thegreareft Lords of the Kingdom are put to Death , without any 
kind of proceedings again!! them; 

They call t heir Kings Schach, Padfchach , and Padifchach, words whit h have in 
a mannerall the fame figoification , to wi.r, that of King, or Lord. Yet does 
not theEmpercur of the Turks, when he writes to the King of Perfa,^ g’vehim 
the quality of Schach , but that of Schich Ogli , that is to fay,. EccIqfiaHuk, o; 

■Son, or Kinftmn, of the Prophet. Thofe who fay, the Kings of Perfia *ffattie 
the quality of Choda, that is God, are miliaken. For Clodalende is the proper 
name of a man, isThscdofms, Theodore, &c. and figmftes, oblig’d to God,ota. 

Servant of God ; though it mud be confefs’d, that thefe Princes are Vain-Glori* 
ous enough to afteme extravagant Titles which make them equal to the Sun 
and Moon, and Companions of the Stars; as Ammianus Mar celling ff'es of 
Sapor, King of Perfta. Tis true on the other fide, that they arc a.s free to give 
the fame Titles to thofe Princes of Etsropemth whom they live in good 10:- 
refpondence : for in rhe Letters whirh Schach Scfiwrit to the Dnkeot Hol- 
fiera, he gave him the fame qualities he afTWdhimfelf. They would not have 
inferiptions of Letters fill’d with the Titles of the Kingdoms and Provinces 
under their JurifdidHon t nay Sckuh-Alm would have no other title at 1 t c 
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! 6 2 7. head ° f * l-'ecuion than that of Schach , and one day faid to a man that had fee 

-*—- feveraf titles at the head of his Petition, Go thy wayes, friend, thy titles will 

make me neither more powerful! nor Riore poor; Give me that of Schuck face

I 'he quality Molt Authors give the Kings of Perfia of the laft Race the quality of Sophi ■ 

of Sophi, and the Rings themfelves, efpedally rhofe who have any zeal for their Religion * 
are much pleas’d with 1 he addition of that quality ro their titles, outoftheaf- 
ieclion they bear Schich Sofi, or Sefi , tfiefirfl Inllicutorof their Se<R s as the 
Kings of France take the quality of mofi Chrlfiian ; thore of Spain, that of moft 
Catholic 3 nd thole of England 1 that of Defenders of the Faith. Whence rhey 
fay, Ifmati-Sofi, Eider-Sofi and of this a man mutt take notice in the reading 
oi their Hi Rory, inafmuch as if he do not, he may confound the Names of the 
Kings,and act ribu« that to one which is to be underflood of another. 

rbt Kingdom 7 be Kingdom of Perfia is Hereditary, and may be enjoy’d, not only by the 
of Perfia Here- Children lawfully begotten, out alfo, for want of fuch, by natural Children, 
ditiiy. and the Sons of Concubines, who inherit the Crown as well as the others, nay 

they are preferr’d before the neareft of the Collateral Kinred, and the Nephews; 
iince the Sons of Concubines and Slaves are not accounted illegitimate in 
Perfia, as.we have faid elfewhere. For want of Sons, the Crown falls to the 
next of Kin by the Father’s fide, defeended from Sefi , who are as it were Princes 
of the Blood-Royal, and are called Schich Eluend, They enjoy many great 
Privileges and Immunities, but many times, they are very poor, and have much 
ado co live. The Children of the Kings of Perfia make the Houfes where they are 
Born, Free, and they are converted into Sanctuaries; infomuch that if the 
Queen be delivered in any other place betides the Metropolis, the Houfeis 
compafs’d with a noble Wall, to be diflinguifh’dfrom others. 

The arm oF vve may credit Q. Curtins , the antieDt Arms of Perfia were the Crefcenr, 
Perfia. ascheSun wasthatof the&w/y. Now, the Turk /*take the Crefcenr, and the 
Perfians, the Sun, which they commonly put upon the back of a Lion. Due 
upon the great Seal of the Kingdom there are only Chita&ers. It is about the 
bignefs of a half Crown piece, having within the Ring; To God done , I Schich- 
Sefi am aSlave with ail myHearty and in the Circumference; Aly , let the World, 
fay what !t pleafe of 7 hec , yet will I be thy Friend. He rvho before t hy Gate does not 
account himfelf dttfi and a fits , though he were an Angel , daft and afhes be upon his 

__ Head. In the Letters he tends to (hrijtlan Princes, be obferves this refgeft, that 

he does not fet the Seal on the fame fide with the Writing, but on the other 
fide, at the very bottom. 

The corona- ^be Ceremonies performed at the Coronation of the Kings of Perfia , are 
tioa of their no1 - done at Babylon , as fome Authors would have it believ’d, nor yet at Knfa, as 

Xizgs. Minadous- affirms, but in the City of Jfpahan, They are not fo great as rhofe 

done at the Inauguration of Kings in Europe. They fet upon a fable, about 
half an Ell high, as many pieces of Tapillry of Gold and Silver, or Embroider’d, 
as there have been Kings of the fame Family , before him who is then to be 
Crowned ; fo that at the Coronation of Schach Sefi, there were eight, inafmuch' 
as hewasthe eighth King of Perfiaoi that Houfe accompting from Ifmael the 
fijft. That done, the chiefefl of the Chans prefent him with a Crown, which he 
kjfles thrice, in the Name of 6W, of Mahomet , and of A aly, and having put it to 
his Fore head, he delivers it to the Grand Mallet of the Kingdom, whom they 
call Lele , who puts it on his Head • and then all prefent make Acclamations, of 
Long live the Ktng ; God grant , that, during his Reign, one year may be multiply’d to 
athoufand: they kifs his Feet, make him great Prefems, and fpend the remain¬ 
der of the day in Fealling and Merriment. There is no fuch thing among them 
as the taking of any Oarfiof Allegiance, or obliging the King tofweartothe 
Confervation of the Privileges, or Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, in re¬ 
gard their fubjeftion is pure Slavery ; whereas among Chrijhans , the condition 
of Kings is quite othetwife* for the obligation is reciprocal, and the Kings

P The Kingdom is of great extent, Thofe Provinces which lie mo ft remote 
from the chief Citie, and the ordinary refidence of the Ki ngs,cannot be governed 
other wife than by Governours or Lieutenants, who, in Perjia, are called Cbahs ; 
the word not tignifying the employment they have in the faid Governments,but 
a quality which all great Lords affume to themfelves. Of this we (hall fpeak 
more at Ur®eelfewbcre, and here give a fhort accompt of the Kings of Per fa 
who have reign’d within thefe hundred years j with Come affurance, that the 
Reader will clunk this digreflion the lei's tedious, when he finds me pofitively 
affirmino, that there h hardly any Author who hath written, the Hiftory of 
them, °We faid before that the Empercvur of the Turks , when he writes to the 
Kintj of Per fa, gives him not the quality of Schacb, but of Srf>lch~Ogli , in as 
mutfh as he is not defeended from the ancient Family of the Kings of Per fa, but 
from a later, as we fhall now make it appear. _ . ■ 

Hajfan Padfcbaclhwho was fiinamed MfltmCafJtVt, that is to fay Gra;i»$cignor t Ifmael I 
by reafon oft he great Wars he managed, and wherein he was alwayes vifto- 
rious, was of the Family of the Afimheis, and liv'd about the end of the fifteenth 
a cr e . He was Governour of Armenia Major, and having gain’d feveral viftories 
over the Txrkj.hz reduc'd feveral Provinces by force of Arms , and among 
others, Per ft a, whereof he made himfelf King. U$*m Cajfm had three fons, 

Uftober Mahomed, Calal, and Jacup. The firtt was ftrangled by the Father’s or- 
der» again ft whom he had taken up Arms j and the fecond was poyfon’d by 
the thud ; fo that U{*m 6 ajfa* dying, on the fifth of Jamarj 1485. Jacup fuc- lamp, 
ceea'ed him: but he enjoy’d not long the Kingdom he had got with the price of 
his Brother’s blond; for his own Wife poyfoned[him within a fhort time after 
his coming to the Crown. Afrer his death, Schich Eider, fon-in-law to Ufam 
Caffan , firnamed Hardwllii, from the place of his birth, pretended to the luc- 
ceflion 5,buc it was difputed againft him, firft by JnUvcr, a Per fan Lord, and af¬ 
terwards by hay linger, and Rtffan. • ... 

The Tttrkjt who flighted Schtch Eider,w reafo* of toe meannefs of his birth, 
(noiwithftanding which tlfamCajfan had bellow’d oh him his Daughter Mar. 
tha, whom he had had by Dtfpina, the Daughter of Cahjeafi, King of Trttifmd) 
and hated him , particularly upon this accompt, that he had quitted their 
Religion*, prefuming that a man, Who pretended much to Devotion and San- 
&ity', would be unexpert, if not unfortunate, in thebufinefs of Arms, declar’d 
a War again!*, entred Per fa wit ha powerfull Army, gave him battel, and defeated 
him,-in to much rhat falling alive into their hands, they Head his head and 
pull’d down his skin over fiis ears. 5 Tis true , there is fo great difcrepancy 
among the Perfan Authors, concerning this ftory, that we have been fore d 
herein to follow the common opinion 5 though there are tome who arfho, 
that Eider was not King, but that R»flan, King of Fir fa fearing he might come - 
to be King, treated him as we faid before. Nay,fome affirm, that happe¬ 
ned in the time of Jacufa the fon of tiff am Cajfau. But what cann^FwcIl be 
deny’d of the floty’,is,that, about chat time, the Turks became Maftets of 
molt of rhe Provinces of Per/?*; and that Rafan was fucceeded by Aomar, Ca- 


mbem* ardAl&antes. . 

s chick Eider , who firft chang’d the quality of Schscb, that is, Prophet, into 
that of Sc hack-, or King, left one fon named Ifmael: but he was fo young, when 
his Father died, that all could be done for him, was to fecure his perfon L he if mae j i 
houfe of a certain Lord of the Province of Kilats,* Kinfman and Friend of 
his Father’s, named PyrChalim , who brought bim up, and inftruaed him 10 rhe 
fame Sc& his Father had been of. 7 /ww/being come to years of efiferenon, du- 
cover’d himfelf to be a perfon of an excellent underftanding anc great cou¬ 
rage, and there were the greater hopes conceiv’d of him , ovt ohthis rerpeR, 

St his Father, who v*« well skill’d in Aftrology , had PredtAed that his 
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l6?7. do wonders , as being the perfon defigned for the refutation of 

- J - Pcrjia, by the reduction of many Provinces, and the propagation he fhould 

make ct bis new Religon. Accordingly, he made fuch advantage of the oppor- 
tunKy he then r^d, while the Emperour of the Turkj was at Confiminop/e, lit¬ 
tle thinking vyhat might happen towards Perfia, that having, by the advice of Pyr, 
fent Deputies into the neighbouring Provinces and Cities , hefo fat fatisfy’d 
them of the right he had to the Crown, and prevail’d with them to reflect 
on the mtereli 01 the State, and the prefervarion of Religion, that having °ot 
together.an Ar,myof twenty thoufand men, with which he left Latretzutn., in 
the Province of the Inhabitants ofihe other Provinces came in fo fall, 
that it was, of a iadden fwelld to three hundred thoufand. With this Army, 
he marched Ilreighc to Ardebsl, whence he forc’d away alt the Turkj , fome 
few oncly excepted, who were got into a ftreet behind Schich Sfffs Sepulchre, 
where they Petition’d for their lives, andpromifed to Embrace the Per ft an Re¬ 
ligion: and thence it comes, that the faid Hreet is, to this-day, called ttvtmi 
Mahele . It was upon this exploit that many Per fans came to be hr named Kifil- 
bafebs , as we have (hewn before, 

Ardebtl being thus reduc d ,Ifmetel went to Tabris, Scama$hif, and Iruan, 
and. recover’d ail the Cities and Provinces which the Tttrks had taken from his 
Father, and had been poffefs’d of ever hnce his death. He afterwards entred 
into Turkey, gave the hmperour battel,and defeated him. The particulars of 
thac War may be feenin the Letter wich Henry P enia, who was then in Perfta, 
writ to Cardinal Sauli ; and they agree with what the /kr/^ihemfelves write 
thereof. After this Victory he rook Bagdat ,BefreKurdefian,Dia r bek^ t IVan, 
Efferum , Erfingan, Pit Us , Adihfchouas , Ahhat , Berdigk^, Kars, Entakie. As 
foon as he had fecur’d the Frontiers againft the attempts of the Turks, he turn’d 
his Armies Ea/iward, and rook, from the King of the Indies, the Province of 
Car.dahar,a nd the next adjoyning Province, with the fame good fuecefs, 
which he had had againft the Turks , [Ull attending him. ’Twas after this 
Iaft Conqueft that lie went to Cafivin, to be Crown’d. He flay’d there buc 
ju 3 the time requilire for tf*t Ceremony, and to refrefli his Forces, with 
which he afterwards went into Georgia, Defeated the King of that Councrey, 
whom the HUlories call Simon Padjchach > and forc’d him to pay him, yearly! 
three hundred Bails of Silk , by way of Tribute, The difficulties which 
SchackIfrnaelSoft met with in all thefe Wars, were not fofmall buc the Per- 
fians grew weary of them, though the zeal of their Religion induc’d them 
to fuffer theutmoft extremities, even death it felf, with refolution enough. 
Buc the confequence of thefe Victories, and the good fuccefs which Ifmaet 
bad in all his defigns, was>that they raifed him to fo high ariefleem , that all 
the other Princes of Afta, nay, feveral Monarchs of Europe courted his friend¬ 
ship, by folemn EmbafTies, which gave our Writers the firll acquaintance they 
had with the affairs of Per ft a. And whereas he made a ftrift Profetfion of the 
Perfianj^ igion, and had a great Devotion for Aly, fo far as to affume: t he quali- 
ty of'S’lw thence it comes, that our Hiftorians fpeafc of him as the principal 
Propagator, nay, indeed, as the firft Inflitutor of that Seft. He died at Cafwin, 
in the forty fifth year of his age, and was buried at ArdebU. He had the re¬ 
putation of bein§ a great obferver of Jufiice, but it is affirm’d of him, that 
he made no great difficulty to drink Wine, and eat Swines flefh; nay, that, in 
derifion of the 7 urkifh Religion, he had a Hog kept in his Court, which he na¬ 
med Baja^etb. 

Schich Ta- Schuck If mail Soft left four Sons, whereof the eldelt, named Tamas , fucceed- 

111 as, ed his Father in rhs Kingdom of Perfia, but not in the vertues and great en¬ 

dowments, which had madehim confiderable all over the World. The three 
° f hers, to wir, Helc&ft > Beiram, and Sor-Myrz,a, had certain Territories affign’d 
them. This change was perceiv’d at the very beginning of his Government 
For Suit ban Solyman, Emperour of the Turks , taking notice of the weaknefs 

of 
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of Schach I amas in matter of Government, railed a powenuu Army , enrers 

the Kingdom of Perfta, under the Conduft of Sulthan Murat Bafcha , and re¬ 
cover’d from the Perjians alt that Schach I [mad had taken from the Turks , Bagdan 
and Wan onely excepted. Two years after Sofymait came in perfon into Perfa 
where he took Tour is, and befieg’d •Sttlthama,$chachTamas y who was in the 
mean time a tCafmn, having not fo much courage as to raife the Siege. But as 
o 0 od fortune would have it, it happened, that during the time of the Siege, in 
the moneth o(March t foime few dayes before their Naums, there fell fo great a 
Rarti.accompafcy’d by fuctr a violent Temped , that the Snow of the adja¬ 
cent Mountains diflolving, and the water over-flowing all the Valleys, Sohman 
who was incommodated thereby, and found the water of a teddifh colour, 
comrafted haply from the ground, through which it had pafs’d, was frightned 
thereat,railed the Siege , and departed the Kingdom. In his retreat, he de- 
flroy’d all before him, but was engag’d neer Bit Its , where he was abfolurely 
defeated. Schach Tamai dying the 11. of May 157 6. in the 68 h . year of his 
age, and the 42"'. of his reign, left a very ill repute of himfelf among the Per¬ 
jians , who (peak of him with fome prejudice, as well in relation to his Con- 
duft, as his Courage. They charge him, among other things, that he was very 
carelefs of dotne Juftice to his Subjeas, and had committed the adminifira- 
tion of the affairs of his Kingdom to his Minifters , as they are ordinarily 
wont to do, who cannot love a people that hath no affe&ion for them. 
They blame him for protecting Hamaium , the Son of Selim, Kiogofthe/*- 
dies , to whom he gave Refuge and Prottflion, againft tbe Perfecutions of 
Tz,eUledin Ekbct , his Uncle, a younger Brother of Selim s , who had ufurp’d 
the Crown, and demanded him of Schach Tamos, that he might be put to 
death. But that was a generous and juft aft ion , and is not to be produc’d 
among the examples that ate alleged of his violence and injufttce, specially 

with any parallel to the eniuing (lory. ., , , 

Lavafap, Prince of Armenia, had two Sons, Simon and David, and left the 
former, as being the Elder, the Government of the Countrey. David, who 
had too much courage to be fatisfied with a fmall Territory, found means to 
raife an Artny ^ fuch as tuighc frighten his Eider Brother, who f Ixing really 
afraid of an infurreftioo, de(it’d the affiftanceof Schach tamas, who lent him 
four thoufand Horfe, ordering him who had the Conduct of them, if p -fli- 
ble, to take David alive, and fend him to him, nay, to Crown him, in cafe he 
fhould comply fo far as to be Circumcifed , but with this Provifo , that he 
ftiould prefer Simon, if he would take the Crown upon the fame terms. Da¬ 
vid being taken in the firft Engagement, foon hearkened to the King of Per - 
fta s Propofirion, and promis’d to change his Religion, and do homage for 
his Province , if the King would eilablifh him in his Brother s place. Simon 
exprefs’d a greater conftancy, and would not change hu Religion ; whereupon 
he was iraprifon’d, in the Fortrefsof Kahah and DavM to after hw Cie- 
cumcifion was called Dattt-Chan, was forc’d to content himfelf wuhjhe Go¬ 
vernment of Tifits. Simon remain’d fome time a pnfoner; but the Refutation 
he had of being a good Soldier, and a knowing perfon. brought him , r , 
acqnainred, and afterwards very intimate with Schach / fhtad the ferond the Son 
of Schach lamas, who promis’d to deliver himout of the Captivity , which ^ e

Schach Tamas had by feveralWives eleven Sons,8£ three Oau^b , g 

the tell, Mahomet, on whom upon his having fhaken hands wi b * 
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by rcalon of the weakoefs ot his light, and embracing a devout kind of life, they 
bed ow’d the lirname of Chdabendc, that is* fervant of God) Ifmael, and Mi tier. 
~ lamas had a particular kindnefs for Eider, his third Son, and it was hisdeiign 
to prefer him before the two Elder in the Government of the Kingdom, and to 
make the more fare work, he permitted 1 him,even in his lifetiine,toa(Turae 
fome part thereof, Bui after his death, the Lords of the Couucrey Cent \x> Ma¬ 
homet, to defire him to accept of the Crown, which was his right by birth ; and 
upon his refutal, they fent to Ifmael, who was, by his Father’s order a prifonet 
in the Caftle of Cihak , fot having, upon his own accompr, made incurfioril in¬ 
to the Turks Dominions, though, in his Soul, he had an averfion for the Perjiun 
Religion, and in efTc£V made profelTion of the Turkjjh. Eider , who was bat 
feventeen years of age, was fo impatient to get into the Throne, that he had the 
iniolcDre to put the Crown on his head, and prefenc himfelf, in that pofture, 
before his Father, who was then neer his death; and defirous to make his ad¬ 
vantage of I [mail's abfence, and Mahomet’% refufit , made ufe of the intereft 
which Periaconcona, hi* Sitter,had wuh the Grandees, to mount the Throne. 
The Printeb, who had declar’d for the intereft of the elder Brethren * confide- 
ring with her felf, that in tbeir abfente, Eider might commit fuch violences as 
might prevent her fecuring of the Crown for Ifmael, thought it not fafe open* 
lyrooppofe the pretentions of the younger Brother, but fuffer'd him to af¬ 
lame the title ofKing,and he was acknowledg’d as Inch all over the Palace. 
But fhe had all the Avenues fo well Guatdtd, that it was impcilible for Eider’s 
friends to can y any tidings of it to theCitie. So that the young Prince co¬ 
ming to diftrui; his Siller’s carriage, and apprehending it might be their defign 
to facrificehim to his Brother’s ambirion, conceal’d himfelf among the Women, 
till fuch time as Schama /, a Georgian, his Uncle by the Mot her-fide, found him 
out, and cut offhis head. 

Ifmael II. coming to the Crown, in the 4 3. year of his age, and reflefting ott 
his long imprifonmenr, confirm’d, by his procedure, the antient Proverb, which 
fayes, that the ;eign of a Prince who returns from Exile, is ever cruel and Woo¬ 
dy. This man began his, with theexecutions of all the Kinred and Friends 
of-Eider, and all rhofe who had advis’d his Father to imprifon him , purfuing 
thofe whom he could not get apprehended, even as far as the Frontiers of Tur¬ 
key, and at his firftentrance, difeover’d the inclination he had to the Turkffh 
Religion, which he openly profefs'd. To find out how the Grandees of the 
Kingdom were, affefted towards him,a report was fpread abroad of his death; 
but he rofc up again too foon for thofe, who had been fo imprudent as to 
difeover their averfion to his Government, For he brought to execution alt 
fuch as he conceiv’d any jealoufie of, and exercis’d fo great cruelty, that s his 
own Sifter thinking not her felf fees re, thought it her beft courfe to prevent 
her own definition by attempting the King’s. Certain it is, he dy’d a violent 
death,on the 24. of November 1577* and that Periaconcona was the Contriver and 
Inftrument of it: but this was done fo fecretly, that it is yet not known, how 
Perjia came to be rid of this Tyrant. 

Ifmael II. being thus remov’d out of the way, they made a flnift fo far to 
Mahomet fatisfie Muhom-et Chodabende, his eld_r Brother, of the danger,whereto he ex- 
Cfiodabende. pos’d his perfon and the Counrrey, if he fuffredthe Crown to come toaftrarige 
Family, char, at laft, herefolv’d to accept of it, but upon condition, that, be¬ 
fore he were oblig’d to make bis entrance into Cafwin, theyfhould bring him 
the headof Periaconcona, who had imbru’d her hands in the bloud of two of his : 
Brethren, and in whole power it was in fome refpe&s ro difpofe of the King¬ 
dom. She proftituted her felf to feveral of the Grandees about the Courr, but 
particularly to Emecr-Chan , whom fhe had railed into fome hopes of enjoying 
the Crown. As foot) as Chdabende came to the Government, which was in 
the year 1578. he feem’dnot to mind anything fo much as-to imitate thofe 
among his Predeceffora, who had contributed moft to the prefervation and

glory of the Kingdom oi Perfa. This is the I'ettimony given of him by F. Bl-

z,an*s;- but the Perf,an Authors affirm, on the contrary, that never any Prince 
manag’d a Scepter with greater negligence and pufillanimity, in fo much that 
finding himfelf not fit lor the cartying on of any Military defign, he fpenc all 
his time within the Palace, in Gaming, and diverting himfelf with the Ladies. 

That he was unfortunate in his Wars,& that the common Enemy taking advan¬ 
tage of his poornefs offpirit and effeminacy, made incurfions into Perfia, to 
wit, th zfmkfi on one fide, and the Udtqnet Tartars , on the other: That both 
thefe Nations poffel's’d themfelves of feveral Provinces belonging to that 
Crown, and were not difpofiefs’d ot them, as long as Mahomet Chodahende liv’d. 

Mtnadons obferves, among other paflages, that the Turks kill’d, in one battel, 
five choufand Per fans , and took three thoufand prifoners, whom the Tnrkijh 
General ordered to have all their heads cut off, and having heap’d them up to¬ 
gether, he fare .down upon the heap, and gaye audience to a young Prince of 
Georgia who was come to give him a Vifit. 

Mahonusd Chodahende dy’d in the year 1585. leaving three Sons, Emir ffemfe , Emir Hemfc, 
ffmael,4Bsh Abas, The former, as being the eldeit of the three Brerhren , was 
Crowned King of Perfa\ but Ijmael, troubled to fee the Crown on his Brother's 
head, manag’d his affairs fo well, ar^nfinuated himfelf fo much inro the affe¬ 
ctions of the chiefeIf Lords of the*ngdom, that they confpir’d the death of 
Ernir Hemfe. Jfmael got him kill’d, in the eighth moneth of his reign,by a fore Ifmael III. 
of people uifguiz’d in' Womens Cloaths, who being cover’d with Veils , accor¬ 
ding to thecuifom of cbeCountrey, came to ‘be Sihach’s Chamber door, and 
cold the Guards, tbar ihey wererhe Wives offome of the Chans, whom the 
King had fenr for, and char they waited there in obedien "e ro his commands. 

TheMurtherers werenofoenergor inro the Chamber,but they fell up' n rhe 
King and kill’d him. But this death wasfoon after reveng’d upon the Contriver 
of it,as we (ball relate. 

Abas Myrz,a> chat is to fay , Prince Abas,Mahomet Chodahende $ third Son, 
was Governour of Herat,and was come thence, with an intention to fee Emir 
Hemfe, his Brother; but hearing, in his way, of the Murther committed upon 
him, and having fome reafon to fear, that the Mmtherer might be advis’d, to fe- 
cure himfelf in the Throne,by a double fratricide, return’d back into his Go¬ 
vernment. The year following Abas Myrfa being advanc’d as far as Cafeetn, 
while the King was at Karabach, rhere happened fu h frequent differences be¬ 
tween the people belonging to the two Brothers, that they heightened the reci¬ 
procal difiruii they had one of another. Abas Myrfa had about him a Lord, of 
great quajiry, named Murfchidcull’Chan ,who had acquir’d fo .great reputation 
by his p'udence and courage, that Chodahende had entrufted him wirh the con¬ 
duct and education of that young Prince. This Murfchdcuh , knowing that 
Ifmaet, who had exprefs’dbut too muchanimofity again!! his Brother,would 
never pardon him , and that his life abfolutely depended on that of his Mailer; 
and confiderirg withall,that ifheprov’d the occafion of railing that Prince, 
whom he had Govern’d from his youth, tothe Throne, he would haves great 
fhare in rhe Government, refolv’d to prevent the King, who was already come 
into the Province of Karabach , purpofely to march in perfon again!! his Bro¬ 
ther. To effoft thisTomeof the great Lords of rheCourr, who hoped to gee 
inro favour with Abas Myrfa, corrupted one of Ifwaet's Barbers, named C hud,, ifmael HI. 
who, coming to trim him,cut his Throat. The Lords, who were prefenc at the k^’d. 
execution, and thought it concern’d them to juftifie tbemfeWes, kill’d t he Bar¬ 
ber, cut his body into little bits, and reduc'd it to afhes. Thus dy’d Schach //- 
masl II I, in the eighth moneth of his reign. . . 

Abas Myrfa had already fofar gain’d the affe&ions of the Perfans , by his vi- Schach Abas 
vacicy offpirir, and the moderation they had obferv’d through the whole fourfe fueete- s, 
ofhislife, thacheafcended rhe Throne wirh the general facisfaftiop ofal! the 
people. But the favour of Mmfchidculi-Chan, who had moll contributed to 
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his advancement, continu’d not long: for aIItiming to himfelf the fame au- 
I 6 J 7 * cboriry over the King which he had had before, while he was onely Mjrfe, 
or Prince, he became cioublefom and infupportable, and that in fo high a de* 
gree, that, one day, the King, defirous to give his opinion upon an affair of 
great importance, which had been propos’d, Murfchidculi~Chan had the info- 
lence to tell him,before a full Council, that he was not fit to fpeak of affairs of 
that nature , they being inch as were above the reach of his age and under ftand- 
ing. The King diifembled, for the p:efenc,his Refentment thereof, but confi- 
dering,that that Authority of Mur(chi dot!i-C ban would eclipfe his own, and 
expole him to the contempt of his Subjefts, he refolv’d to rid his Gover¬ 
nor out of the way. He complain’d of his Favorite’s infolence to three Lords 
of his Council, named Mehedicttlt-Chan, Mahomed Ufiadfpahi, and Alituli-Chan > 
of whom he thought he might be moll confident; but finding they demurr’d 
upon the bufinefs, and, being not too well affur’d what refolution the King 
would take, in a bufinefs, which to them was of the greateft confequence of 
any in the World, that they endeavour’d todiffwade him from it,he told them, 
it was his will, that Murjchldculi-Chan fhould die by their hands, arid*that if 
rbey made any fcrupie to do it, he fhould find means to be obey’d) as, on the 
contrary,he fhould not be backward in rf^requiting their fervices,who up¬ 
on that occafion fhould implicitly excctR his commands. This extremity 
forc’d them to follow the King into his Favorite’s Chamber, into which he gor, 
ere MurfchidculUChan was awake; fo that the King, having found him lying on 
his back, with his mouth opeD,gave him the firii blow over-thwart the mouth. 
The rell gave him each of them a flab; but M$r{:kideals-Chan , being a very llout 
manjhad'the courage to get off his bed, and put himfelf into fuch a pollute , as 
Ihould have given them more fear, than he bad receiv’d hurr from them, and no 
doubt he had difpatch’d fome of his murtberers, had it not been for one of his 
Grooms, who coming in at the noife, with a batle-axe inhis hand, the King faid 
to him ; I would have the life of Murfchidculi-ChaD, who ts become my Enemy ; Go, 
difpatch him, and / will make thee a Chan. The Groom did his work as the King 
commanded, went ftreight to his Mailer and difpatch'd him. 

The next day, the King put to death all the relations and friends of Murfchld- 
culi-ChAt, that fo he might be abfolutely eas’d of all the dillurbances, which 
their difeontems might"have given him ; and conferr’d on the Groom the 
Dignity of f Ass, with the Government of Herat. This execution happened in 
the year 1585. which was the firfl of the reign of-SciwcA Abas. 

Thefirit aftiens olSchachAbas made a fufficienodifcovery of his abilities in 
order to Government, and that there was no neceflity of his being any longer 
under the Eye and Conduit of another. All his thoughts were bent upon re¬ 
covering the a rear Provinces, which the Turks and Tartars had ufurp’d from the 
Crown of and he made an abfolute refolution to declare a War againtl 
both thofe Nations, upon that fcore. Being one day ar Cafwin , he took a walk 
out of the Citie, and ask’d the Lords who follow’d him, whether there could 
be a nobler Countrey than that where they then were. There were fome cook 
the freedom to tell him, that it was indeed an excellent good Countrey, yet 
was it not to be compar’d with the Province of fVj^mujh lefs with chat of 
Chorafan, efpecially that part of the faid Province, whish tne had taken 

Engages ix-i from Ptrfm,\n the time of his Father’s reign. Upon this difeourfe, he imme- 
irxr againft the diately refolv’d up»h a War againlt the Tartars, and having rais’d a power full 
Tartars. Army , he entred Chorafan . Abdulla, Prince of the Ufbecjutu met him, and, at 
firfl, with lome advantage over him, in regard the Plague, which was got into 
Schach Abas' s Army, and the unfeafonable weather kept it from being in aftioc. 
The two Armies were neer fix moneths in fight one of the other; but at lad 
Schach Abas fet upon Abdulla, and forc’d him to retreat to Mefchei, Schach 
Abas continu’d three years in Chorafan, Abdulla being not in a condition to di- 
flmb him in his new Conqueft, and when he attempted it, he wai fo unfortu¬ 
nate. 
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nate,chai his Army was not onely defeated, but all'o he himfelf , w hh y 7 " 

Chan, his Brother, and his three Sons, who were in the Army, fell into the hand" 1 6 57. 
of Schach Abas, who order’d them all to hive their heads cut off. Afterwards " 
Schach-Abas wem to Ifpahan, and found it fo excellently well fituated and 
thsCountrey about it fo pleafam, that he refolv’d ro make it the Metropolis 
of the Kingdom, beaut if ying-it, to that end,'with many Magnificent Struftares, 
and among others, the A/lacapi, or Sanctuary, and the Sumptuous Mofquey Me - 
W, of which we have given an accompt already. In which Magnificenc e the 
Lords of the Court were defirous to imitate him, by building many rich and 
noble Palaces. 

. After thefe viftories, he march’d again ft ch eTV^i and having uoderftood by A»d a.ga,n& 
his Spies, that the Garrifon of Tains thought of nothing lefs than a War, he tht Tiuks. 
got together, with as little noife as mighr be, a little Army, with which he went 
in lefs than fix dayes from Ispahan to Tdris, though it be ordinarily eighteen 
dayes journey for the Camels. Being come to the paflage of Sdbli, within four 
leagues of Tdrifj where the 7 *rkf kept a party, rather to receive the cuftoms 
upon Commodities ,than to hinder the entrance of the Per fans, he, with fome 
Officers left the Army, and advanc’d as far as the Turn-Pike. The Turks ima¬ 
gining they were Merchants, the Septet ary of theCuftom-houfe addrefs'd him¬ 
felf to Schach-Abas, and ask’d him for the duties. Schach-Abas told him, that 
he who carried thePurfe was coming behind, and, having caus’d Dulfakar-Chan 
to come up to him, he bid him give the other fome money ; but while the Se¬ 
cretary was telling ir, he order’d o'ne to difparcfrhim, made the Soldiers who 
kept the Poft to fobmir, and pafs’d over his Army. Aly Bafcha, Governour of 
Tdris, having intelligence hereof, got fome Troops together, at left as many as 
the diffraction of his affairs would permit him to do, and went to meet Abas, 
but there being a great inequality between the Forces on both fides, he%as 
overcome,and fell into the hands of ths Perfans. .In the midft of the Okie, 
there was a Ciradd, built by HafmPadfchach, otherwife called uffum Caff an, 
which the Turks kept a moneth after, but, at laft, it was taken, by intelligence, 
and afterwards demotifh’d. Thence he went to Nacht^uan-, but the 7 urkjjh 
Garrifon quitted the place, upon the firft news they receiv'd of the Perfan 
Army’s coming towards it, and retreated* to Irttan, Schach-Abas ordered alfo 
the demolifiling of the Citadel of JVacht&ttan, called Kifchlkalaban ,and went 
and lay before Irttan, which he took after a fiege of nine moneths. This Con- 
queft facilitated his reduftion of all the other Cities and Neighbouring Pro¬ 
vinces, at l which-were reduc'd, fave onely the Fortrefs of Orumi, the ftrong and 
advantageous fituation whereof, being on the point of a Rock, purring him 
out of all hope of caking it by ftorm. He befieg’d it eight monechs together, 
but finding that rhe Kttrdss did him more mifehief than the Turks rhemlelves, 
though they were a free people, and had bo dependence on the Grand Sefg- 
war, he gain'd the affections of the chiefeft among them by Prefents andPro- 
mifes, putting them in hope of all advantages on nis fide, if they would help 
him to take in that place , and promis’d them all the boor y they fhould find 
there. The K»r<ffj,who live onely by Rapine, were willing ro ferve him up¬ 
on thofe terms. But Schach-Abas having receiv’d that fervice from them, and 
taken rhe Fortby their means, fent to invite the chiefeft among them ro come 
and Dine with him. He had his Tent made wirh fo many turnings and wind¬ 
ings, and had thofe To done over with Cloaths, that rhey who came in faw 
not fuch as were but fix paces before rhem. He had planted two Executio¬ 
ners in the way, who difparrh*d hisGnefts as rhey came into the Tent; and 
this courfe he took with rhem, out of an apprehenfion they might do the 
Turks the fame fee vires he had receiv'd from rhem. He made Kaban Chan, 

Governour of Orttmi and rhe neighbouring Province , and marching ftilf on, 
he became Mafter of all between the Rivers of Cjrm and Araxs.t, and reduc’d 
into his power the Citie of Scamachle , after a fiege of feven weeks, together 
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with the whole Province of Schir&an, which he left under the Command of 
- Dfttlfakjtr-Chan his Brother-in-law, The Inhabitants of Derkm, hearing what 
fuccefs Sckach-Abas had had againft the Turks, kill’d their Turkifh Garrifon, 
and fuhmittedto the King of Per fa. Then he entred the Province of Kilan, 
and reduc’d to obedience thole people who fell off from the King’s of Perfta, 
in the time of Schach-Tamas . • He ordered to be made neer L anker an , where a 
great Fen in a manner cover’d that whole Province, and made the entrancein- 
co it very difficult, a way or Bank of Sapd, and fetled Chans in feveral places 
of the Province ; to wit, Bamdurc-Chan , at Aflara, Martufa Ktill-Chan, at Kef- 
ker, Helder-Chan , at 7 urkabm, a Vtftr, at Refcht , Adam Sttlthtm , in Mefanderan, 
and Hoffeln-Chan, at Aftarabad. 

It was Sc hack- Abas his intention to {it Bill with thefeConquefts ) but the 
quiet he had after them was fo little,that he had hardly the time to have his 
Soveraigmy acknowledg'd. For, being at Ifpahau , about a year after this War, 
intelligence was brought him that the 7 urk was coming into Perjia , with an 
Army of five hundred choufandmen } whereupon he got together all the For¬ 
ces he could , and appointed them their Rendezvous at T,abris, and ordered all 
the Inhabitants of the Frontiers, to retire, with their Cartel, into Cities and 
Wall’d Towns, to deftroy all id the Fields, that the Enemy might make no ad¬ 
vantage thereof in order to his fubfiftence. The Turk, having advanc’d , and 
encamp’d neer Tabris, the King of Per fa caus’d it to be publifh’d through his 
Army, that fuch as were willing to ferve as Volunteer*, fliould lift ihemfelves 
apart , and that for every 7 sgkj head they brought him , he would pay fifty 
Crowns. About five thou hnaPerJlans liftedrhemfelves upon that accompt; fo 
that not a day pafs’d, but fome heads were brought in, and at his rifing every 
morning, a good number was prefenredto him. Nay, one Soldier, named Bm- 
rrm^Tekel brdughc him one morning five together, and by that means gain’d the 
favour of Schach-Abas , who rais'd him to the Dignity of Chan. 

At the end of three moneths 7 ^akalOgll, who commanded the Tmkifh Ar¬ 
my, fent a kind of Challenge to Schach-Abas y telling him, that if he had as much 
confidence in God and the juftice of his caufe,as he would have the World 
believe, he ftiould not be afraid of accepting a general Engagement, which 
he thereby proferd him. Abas wa^coment, and having divided the ground, 
the Sun and the Wind with his Enemy, gave him battel. It lafted all that dayj 
fmd the night following , the Turks, who had loft many of their men, retreated. 
The next day word was brought to the Camp, that the Turks were retreated ; 
u E j1 r ’ w h° fear’d it might be a ftratagemeof theirs, flood on his Guard for 
three day es,. keeping the Army upon continual duty, and not fomuch as go¬ 
ing himfelf into his Tent during that time j till that the Scouts having at laft 
brought him word, that cheEnemy. was effectually recreated towards the Fron¬ 
tiers, he advanc’d ro the Mountain of Sehend, where he Encamped, and there 
. af Afahumed ( han Kafak^, Schaheruch-Chan , Effchar, and Jifchan , Kurt- 
zabajem, were cut to pieces, for having given the King poyfon, who immediately 
taking an Antidote, receiv’d no hurt thereby. y

CforAV Batfcba , with whom jbyned alfo feveral parties of the Tartars ol'Cnm 
and Precop, ScbachAbas Tent agiihft them KartJ.fcbmkaUChan , the- mott Va¬ 
liant and mott Fort anate of all his Captains, who wearied them out, and forc’d 
them td retreat, after feveral Engagements, or Skirmidies rather, wherein he 
tookPrifoners two Tartar- Princes, &b>erfebeg,s.od Schihlnkerai-Cban , and the 
Bathews 6\ Egypt, Aleppo, Eyfcrtm, and Wan. The King, inttead of treating them 
ill, prefented each of them with a Garment and an excellent Horfe > and fent 
them bat k without paying any Kanfom. 

Afrerwards 9 ,} chach-Abas went into Georgia, where he ftay’d nine monechs. 

Dti ring his aboad there, Tamer as-C ban, the Son of Simon had the confidence to 
enter with ah Army into the Province of $eggen,\x\ the mid It of Georgia , and 
to give battel to' Sthdch-Abas ; but he was forc’d to retreat with great lofs. 

While he was in thofe parts, he pay’d his Army twelve Mutters together, arid 
hearing that His Soldiers fpent moft of their rapney in Tobacco, he forbad the 
ufe ofit, with futh feverity, that he caus’d theirNofes and Lips to be cut off, 
who were found to have taken ofit, contrary to the Prohibitions: and ha¬ 
ving underttood, that a Merchant, who knew cot that the King had forbidden fcJeriw 
the ufe of Tobacco , had brought feveral Bags of it into the Army , in hopes 
to make a greater advantage thereof among the Soldiers, he order’d him to be 
fet on a heap of Fagors, with all his Tobacco about him, which being fee on 
fire, he,and his Commodity were reduc’d tofmokeandafhes. 

Afrer this was it that Schach-Abas went into KUan , where he put to death 
his cfdett Soii, as we fhall relate anon. Schach-Abas had three lawfull Wives, 
and font or five hundred Concubines. By his three Wives he had fo many Sons, 
to wir, Sef Mir fa, ChtiAahenAe Myrfa, and Immaslt Myrfa. He Ordered the two 
younger to have their eyes put out with fire, and confin’d them in the Forrrefs 
of Alarnuih, under a very drift Guard. • The eldeft Son was born of a Chr'tfiian 
'Slave, rtf Georgia, This Prince having catt his Eye on 'a very handfom young 
Mi\do(CtrcaJfia, whom a Merchant of $camachie>hsd prefented to Schach-Alas, 
fell in Love with her, and intreared hisTather to permit he fhould marry her. 

The King, who dearly lov’d that Prince , by re'afon of the great complyince he 
had for him, confented thereto, and ordered her to be brought up in the Se¬ 
raglio, ti6er the Mother of Sef Myrfa, who had by her Sain Myrfa, fince King of 
PerJicT, under rhe name of Scbacb Sef. 

The Over-fevere, or father, Cruel, and Tyrinnical reign of Scbacb- Abas,hi- schacfi-Abas 
gah cocrovy fo odious and infupporrable to the Grandees of the Kingdom, that pats to death bis 
fomehad the'confidence to catt a Note into Sef Myrfa* s Chamber , whereby tldeHSon, 
the'ydifcoVer’d tohim, rhar if be would not ttand in his own way, he : might 
immediately fucceed fbe'King his Father, and that if he would confent to the 
Execution of the Defign they were engag’d in to that end, they would foon 
{how hini How the bufinefs was to be effefted., Scf conceiv’d a' horrour at 
the Propofitibn, whereby he was to be a complice'in bifc Father’s death, and 
thereupon earned 1 the Note to the King, accompanying his free and innocent 
proceeding with fo manyproreftations of the finceriry of his intentions, and 
an abfolute dependence on his Fathers will, as might well fatisfie any other 
mind lefs diftruftfull than that of Scbacb-Abas. He could not forbearexpref- 
fing outwardly, that he was very well fatisfy’d with his Son , and'commended 
his affeftion and piety : but he afterwards fell into fuch'frighcs, as depriv’d him 
of all reft, and obliged him to change his Lodging twice or thrice in a mghr, 
with fuch ditturbances as he conceiv’d he could not be deliver’d of otherwife 
than by the death of his Son, According to thefe apprehenfions, being one 
day at Refcht in rhe Province of Ki/ab, with the whole Court about lum, a 
Flatterer fo heighten’d rhe diftrs&ions of His mind, by the falfe Alarm he gave 
him of a new Con fpi racy of Sef Mnfa's, with feveral of the great Lords of 
the Kingdom againft him, that he refolv’d he fhould die.

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l 6 ? 7. ^ He thought, at firft, to employ in that Commiflioo Kart^chuckai-Chan, 

- i —— General of the Army, or Conltable of Perfia, and would have oblig’d him to 

kill his Son with his own hands. This Lord , was Originally defcended from 
an Armenian Family,born by Father and Mother-fide of Chripam^ and had been 
ftollen away in his youth by the Tartars^ who had Circumcis'd and fold him 
to Scbach~A ! >as, The freedom andlincerity of his difpolition and demeanour 
had gain d him the friendfhip of the whole Court, and his courage had fo well 
fettled him in the King’s favour, that having by his means, had feveral great vi¬ 
ctories over his Enemies, he had conferr’d on him the Command of his Army, 
and look'd upon him with fuch refpeft, that he never call'd him by any other 
name than that of Aga t ihii is,the Captain. 

The King would needs put him upon this important fervice,as confidering 
him to be the perfon, who of any in his Kingdom was the moft oblig’d to him 
for his Fortune,- Burthe grave old Man, having laid down his Sword at the 
King’s feerj and calf himfelf by it, told him, that he was fo infinitely oblig'd ro 
his Majelly, that he would rather lofc a thoufand lives, than that he fhould be 
ever reproach’d to have imbru’d his hands in the blood of any of the royal Pro¬ 
geny, fo far was it again!! his Soul to commit a Crime of that nature, and by 
patting to death the Heir of the Crown, execute a command which the King 
could not impnfe upon him without regret, and which were no fooner pur in 
Execution,but he would repent_him of ir. Schach-Abas was fatisfy’d with this 
extufe, from him , and made rhe fame Propofuion to a Gentleman, named 
Bebut-Beg , whom be found not fo fcrupulous as Kartpchssckat-Chan . This man 
having undertaken thar Commiflion went immediately to S»fi APyrfa, and ha¬ 
ving met him coming out of a Bath, riding on a Male, and ao ompany’d onejy 
by a fingle Page, layes hold on the Bridle, Mayes the Mule, and fa yes, Alight,^ 
Myrfai it is the pleafure of the King thy Father that thou fhould’ff die, and 
thereupon rJrows hitn down. The unfortunate Prince, joyning his hands to¬ 
gether, and lifting up his eyes to Heaven, cries out, “Omy God 1 what have I 
"done ro deferve this difgrace > Cuffed he the Tray tor who is theoccafion 
e< thereof- But fince it is the pleafuceof God thus to difpofe of me, Gods will 
w and t he King’s be done. 

He had hardly the. time ro fpeak out thofe words, ere Bebttt gave him two 
ftabs with a Cheats.?., which is a kind of Ponyaid, ordinarily worn by the Per- 
fians in their Girdles, wherewith he laid him dead upon the place. The body 
was dragg’d into a Fen not Far thence, where it continu’d above four hours. 
In the mean time, the news of rhis Murther being brought into the Okie, the 
people ran in multitudes to the Palace, threatned to force the Gates, and 
would have the Authors rhercof deliver’d up to ihem , infomuch chat the 
Cham , who were afraid, thac.in the fury of rheir firfl infurre&mn, the peo¬ 
ple would wreak their malice indifferently on all they met, for look the Kin* 
and got away. The Queen, Sefi Myrfds Mother, underflanding that her Son' 
had been kill’d by the King’s expiefs order, was fo overcome with grief, that 
not minding the humour of the Prince {he had then todowithall, who could 
not endure the led oppofirion, {he ran into the King’s Appartmenr, and not 
thinking it epoughco reproach him with his inhumanity , and the barbarous 
death of an innocent Prince, and one whom he had tenderly lov’d, Ihe flew 
in his face , and bear him with her fills. But the King, inftead of being angry 
with her, was at an abfoluce lofs, and at lilt made her anfwer with tears in 
his eyes; “ What would you have had me to do! News was'brought me that 
<e he had a defign upon my life. There is now no remedy, what’s done cannot 
"be recall’d. 

On the other fide, Schach- Abas had no fooner heard of this execution, but 
it repented him of ^having commanded it, and exprefs’d no fmill regret, that 
he had proceeded with fo much precipitation in abufinefs of that importance. 
He thought it not enough to acknowledge it done by his order» but would 

needs 
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needs continue ten dayes fhut up in a place where tie would not lee the light . s . . 
of the Sun, as having all chat time a Handkercher over his eyes. He liv’d a 1 ° 3 7» 
whole tnoneth, and eat no more than what was purely neceffary to keep him 
from ftarving. He went in mourning a whole year , ana all his life after he 
wore not any thing about him, that might, as ro matter of Cloaths, diftinguifii 
him from the meanest of his Subjeas. And in fome Fort, to eternize the me¬ 
mory of the Prince , he caus’d the place where he was kill’d, to be encom- 
pafs’d with a high Wall, made a Sanftuary of it, and allow'd it a certain Reve¬ 
nue , for the entertainment of a great number of poor people. The firft ten 
dayes of his greateft mourning being over, he went from Refcht to Cafm'n; where 
he would needs entertain the Chans , whom he any way fufpe&ed , and the 
Flatterer, who had made him jealous of the Prince, at a Dinner, but he caus’d 
poyfon to be mixt in their Wine, and kept them fo long at Table till he faw 
them all dead in the place. , , r _ 

The aftlon of Bebut-beg was indeed recompens’d with the charge of Doruga, 
of Cafrvln , and fome time after with that of Chan of Kesker ; but he could not 
avoid the pumfhment which fo bate a complyancetoo well deferv’d. For the 
firft journey the King made to Cafwtn, after that we fpoke of before, he com¬ 
manded Bebut, to go and cut off, with his own hands, his Son’s head, and to 
brin° it him. He was forc’d to obey, and Schach-Abas feeing him coming into 
the Room with his Son’s head , ask’d him how he did. Bebut made anfwer, 

Alafs my Liege, I think I need not tell you; I have been forc’d with my own 
hands to kill my oftely Son, whom 1 lov’d above any thing in the World j the 
grief I fhall conceive thereat will bring me to my Grave. The King reply d. 

Go thy wares, Bebur, and conftder how great mttft have been my affliction , when thou 
brought ft the news my Son's death , whom I had commanded thee to put to death. 

But comfort thy [elf, my Son and thine are no more , and re fie ft, that thou art tn this 
equal to the King thy mafter. 

Not loe° after this unhappy Paricide, Bebut ended his life after an extra- jffaffmtc ?n- 
ordinary manner* For, foon after he had taken poffeffion of the Government ntjhd, 
of Kesker, one of his fervama giving him water to wafti after Dinner , according 
to the Per [an cuftom, pour’d it on fo hot, that it Raided his hands , which in¬ 
cens’d him fo that he threatned to have him cut to pieces; but the Slave pre¬ 
vented him , and confidering that he who had been fo barbarous as to murchet 
his Prince and his own Son , would make no great difficulty to rid the World 
of a fervant, he confpir’d with fome of his Cameradeswho expected no bet¬ 
ter treatment from their Mafter, and kill’d him the night following in his 
drink. Scach-Aban was not much troubled, chat that .hatefull object was re¬ 
mov’d out of his fight, and would not have profccuted the Murtberers, bad 
not the other Chans reprefented ro him, that, if they were not made examples, 
no Lord could think himfelf fecure among his fervams, after he had given 
them fome threatning language. , , 

But Schach-Abas' s affliaion,and the regret he exprefs d for his Son s death, 
how great foever they might be, took not off the juft apprehenfionsrne Wi - 
dow conceiv’d, that he had a defign to put to death his Grand-Child 
Myrfa. Whenceit came, that (he kept him a long time conceal d, and v«oa^ 
not fuffer him to be brought to Coun, though the King, who faw his r 
younger Sons, whofeeyes he had caus’d to be put out, were excluded the °- 
vernmenr, by the Laws of the Kingdom, defign’d thatTittle Prime to fuc«e 
him. ’Tis reported be had a great tendernefs for him, and yet left he i 
appear to foon , and the vivacity of his fpirit revive the affe£] on 
people had exprefs’d towards his Father, he endeavour'd to have is ,. 
dull’d, and commanded there fiiould be given him every day w .

While Schach-Abas was in Kilan, Tamar as-Cban , taking advantage of his ab- 
feoce, entted again with an Army into Georgia , and recover’d all thofe places^ 
out of which he had been forc’d. The King lent thither AticaliXhanyMd*.ned~ 
Chm» Kafack^ and Mortufacull> Chan otjalifch, and feveral other Chans , who 
could do no good there, but brought word back, that they had found the 
Enemy fo advantageoufly polled , that they durft not fee upon him. The 
King punilh’d their feeming prudence with death, and went the next year in 
perfon into proteltihg at his departure, that, if he return’d victorious, 

from that War, he would fell the Georgians^ at an Abasy or fifteen pence a head. 
Upon which occafion they fay it hapned,that the King being Matter of the 
Field, and having taken agreat number of Prifoners, a Soldier came to him 
with two Abafes in his hand, and defir’d him to fell him two handfona young 
Maids , who were among the Prifoners, and that the King remembring his 
Oath, permitted him to take his choice. It was about this time, chan moft 
1 of the Georgian ChriJHans-, who liv’d at Ifpahan at the time of our being there, 
came out of their Countrey to fettle themfelves in the Metropolis of the King¬ 
dom. 

Much alfo about the tame time, was it, rhac Schach-Abas receiv’d Letters 
from Bekjrkeha, who, under the Grand-Seignor, commanded the Garrifon of 
Bagdat or Babylon. This man, difiatisfy’d with the Court, upon his being de- 
ny’d the Government of that place, at the Bajfa's death, under whom he had 
had the Lieutenancy, profefd Schach-Abas‘to deliver uptheCitie to him. 
The King hearkned ro that Proportion, and immediately cook his march with 
a good Army towards thofe parts; bur ere he got thither, Bikirkcha's difeon- 
tent was over, fo far, that he fent Schach-Abas word, that he had onely Powder 
and Bullets at hisfervice. He was fo netted at the affront,that he protefted 
not to return thence till he had taken the Citie, though it (hould coft him 
his life. Accordingly, having pafs’d over the Ditch, after a fiege of fix moneths, 
and having fee fire to a Mine , which work the Perfians are very excellent 
at, he- caus'd an a {fault to be given, encred the breach, and became Matter of the 
Citie, without any compofition. Bikirkeha being found among the Prifoners, 
was fown up in a raw Ox Hide, and in that condition plac’d neer the High¬ 
way, where the King order'd him to be fed, till fuch time as the heat of the Sub 
having made the Hide (brink together, he died a very painfull death. His Son 
caft himfelf at Schach-Abases feet, and fatisfy'd him fo far of his being whol¬ 
ly unconcern’d in his Father’s proceeding, chat having begg’d his Pardon, 
he by that fubmilTion obtain’d the Government of Schlras , which Schach- 
Abas made no difficulty to beftow on him, in regard that lying at a great 

dittance from the Frontiers of Turkey , he fear’d not his proving unfaithful! 
to him, 

r Tj e u ye i r folI °wing, the Emperour of the Turks caus’d Bagdat to be be- 
iieg «, by the Bajja, Hafis Ahmed ; but Abas forc’d him to raife the fiege, and 
continu’d eight moneths together in fight of the Turkijk Army, till fuch time 
as hcsnefs having confum’d a great number of ibz Turks , who were nor fo 
We I a a er *dure the great beats, as the Perfians s Hafis was oblig’d to retreat 
to Confiantinople. At his return from this expedition, Schach-Abas began to 
build theCme of Ferabath, in the Province of Mtfanderan , upon occafion of t 

VjUage, named Tahona, fimaced upon a pleafant River, which, not far thence. 
Falls into the Cafptan Sea. 

This Viftory procur’d him but two years reft. For the Twkifh Emperoor, 
.eirous to recover Bagdat , fent Chalil Bajfa t with an Army of five hundred 

ou^and men, to reduce it, Schach- Abas commanded Cam,fchugat-Chan to 

ate to the relief of the Citie, with a fmall Brigade, but confift'ng of choice 
men, and he follow’d him in perfon, \yith the whole Army. He himfelf got in¬ 
to 
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to the Citie, and tent Kaaz>fcfytgai - Cban 10 meet the 1 urk_, whom he wearied 
out with perpetual skirmilhes tor fix moueths together. At lalt he gave him 
battel, difordet’d, and defeated him, forcing him to fly as far as Netted. Upon 
the firli news of the Vi&ory, Schach-athas left the Litie, to go and meet

“ My deleft Aga, I have by thy means and conduct obtain’d fo noble a Vi- 
“ftory, that I would not have defil’d a greater of God* come, get up on my 
* 6 Horfe.’tis tit 1 ihouid be tby Lackey. Kartzfcbtgai was fo fu[priz’d a*, chls 
difcourfe, that he cad himfelf at his feet,intreated his Majelly to look on him 
as his Have, and not to expofe him to the dcrifion of all the Worlds by, doing 
him an honour fo extraordinary, as that it was impoffible he could any way de¬ 
fer ve it. But notwithflanding all his in treaties, he was forc’d to get up, the 
King and the Chans following on foot, onely feven paces. Sebach-Ahas had 
many other Wars againflthe Twin but the molt fignal Viftory he ever got 
over his Enemies, was at the redu&ion oftheCitieof Ormtts, which he reco¬ 
ver’d from the Portuguese, hx years before his death. Of that an account fhall be 
given in the fubfequent Travels of Mandelslo, , 

About the end of the year 1619. he took* journey to Ferahath, in the Pro¬ 
vince of Mefanderan, which was the place he moft delighted in of any in his 
Kingdom ; but he there fell fo ill, that, perceiving he fhould not efcape, he 
fent for four Lords of the c hie fell of his Councel, to wit, I [a- Chan, KnnAla- 
jchi, Sewl-Chan, TufckmaL or Councilor of State, Tcmerhey, Ouwo^/y, or Lord 
High-Sreward, and Jufuf Aga, chief Gentleman of his Chamber , who being 
come to his Bed-fide, he told them. That, firmly believing the ficknefs he was 
then in would be his Iart,it was his pleafure, that his Grand-Child, SainMyrfc 
fhould fucceed him, ahdafTumehis Father’s name, obliging them all folemnly 
to promife him,thar, after his death , they would religioufly execute his Laft 
Will. The Aftrologers had told Schach-Abas, that Sam Ihouid reign but eighe 
monethsat matt j but wheD thefe Lords would have fpoke to him of that Pre¬ 
diction, the King madeanfwer, Let him reign as long as he can, though it were 
hsit three dayes ; it will he feme jdtufattion to me, to he afj'ur'd, that he fhall one day 
ha ve on his head the Crown which was due to the Prince hisFather . 

’Twas conceiv’d, he bad had fome poyfon given him, upon which preemp¬ 
tion the Hakim Jufuf, his Phyfician, order’d him hor bathing for eight dayes to¬ 
gether, and for four dayes afterward another kind of Bath, of Cows milk : bur. 
*11 thefe remedies being either ineffe&ual, or too weak, he ferioufly prepar’d 
himfelf for death, even to the appointing of the place where he would be in- 
terr’d. But that the people might Hot certainly know it, he commanded the 
Ceremonies of his Funeral Ihouid be Celebrated in three feveral places, at the 
fame time, to wir, at Ardehil, Mefched, and Babylon j but the more genera] re¬ 
port is, that the body was carried toBahylon y and thence to the JVetgejof Aufa, 
neer theSepulchre of Aly, upon this accompt, chat S chach-A has .go ing to Kufa, 
foon after the reduction of Babylon, and looking on the BPetzef t faid, he had 
never Teen a more delight full place, and that he ihouid wilh ro be thereinterred 
after his death. What ere became of his body,certain it is that hedy’d, in 
the year 1629. having liv’d 63. years, and reign’d 45. He difeovet’d the iirength 
of his memory and under Handing, in the order he rook, at his death, that ic 
might be kept fecret, till his Grand-Child were allur’d of the Succefflon >c° m * 
tnandingthat they fhould expofe his body every day in the fame Hall, where 
he was wont ro adminitter Juttice, fet in a Chair of Scare, with his eyes open, 
his back turn’d to the Hangings, behind which Hood Jufuf-Aga , who evec and 
anon made him lift up his Arm, by means ofafilk firing, and anfwer a thole 
things which were propofed by Temir-beg, on the behalf of f»ch as were at the 
other end of rhe Hall, and who were thereby perfwaded that S chach-A has was 
ftill alive. This was fo well perfomred, that his death was conceard ; 
fpaceoffix weeks. 
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The Per firms have a Veneration for the memory of this Prince , and fpeak of 
163 him ?s of the gteacett King that Per fid hath had thefemany ages. And indeed, 
The Pcrli anT~ take but out of his life, the examples of cruelty we have couch’d at before, it 
honour tbt me- mutt be acknowledg’d, that, if we may not number him among the good, yet 
miy of Schath mutt we aifign him a place among the great eft Princes, of any mentioned in the 
Abat, modern Hittories. He was Wife and Valiant, and hath heightned the glory of 

Perfia by the great Victories he obtain’d over his Enemies, extending by that 
means the Territories of nis Kingdom of all tides, towards the Indians, the Turks 
and the Tartars. The Augnjline Friers told us, that, he was fo far from ha¬ 
ving any averiionfor Chrifiian Religion, that, on the contrary, he often came to 
their Monattery, made them Dine with him, fenc for them in the night, put 
their Beads about his Neck, fighing, and faying, that he knew not which Reli¬ 
gion he fiiould embrace, and difeourfing very familiarly with them. He had a 
great fence of the miferies of the Poor,and took a particular care for their 
fubiifienCe. - Whence it camethat it was ordinary with him, after his depar¬ 
ture out of fome Citie to return into it again incognito , to go to the Market, 
and ip examifie their weights, and the goodnefs of their Bread and other Pro- 
vifions, feverely puniflitng fuch as he found guilty of any Circumvention. Be- 
■ ing One day at Ardebi( he ordered to be put into a red hot Oven, a certain rich 
Baker, who refus’d-'to fell Bread to the Poor, under prerencethac he was oblig'd 
to keep it for Abas,und his Soldiers, who, as he faid, could never be faiisiy’d; 
and he caift’d to be fallen^, by the .back, to the hooks on which the Meat had 
« hung, a Butcher, whole weights had been found too light. He took a plea- 

♦ fure irlbetto wing, in Aims, the money he ^ot from publick places, as being 

perfwaded they could not be acceptable to God, if that facrifice were made of 
T . that money which is taken fr&n the people- He could not endure rhofe J udges 
who receiv’d money on either fide, and fevercly puni/h’d fuch as were guilty 
of Concuffions, and manifeft injuftice. For, coming to underrtand that 3 
JCafi , or Judge of Jmhan, after he had takenPrefents from both Tides, to wit, 
fome 70.1. fieri from each, would have perfwaded them to come to accom¬ 
modation , he ordered him to be fet on an Afs, with his face towards the rayl, 
which ferv’d him for a'Bridle, and upon his Judge’s Robe caus’d ro be put the 
Entrails of a Sheep newly kill’d, cut in feveral places, and in rhat potture he 
made him take feveral turns about the Maydan ; having it cry’d before him, that 
this fbould be the punifhmem of a corrupt Judge. 

ScliaetaSdi While Temr-beg , and JitJufAga, expos'd, at Ferabarh, the Carkafe of S clinch - 
fmeeds his Abas , as we faid before, Sciml-t ban made all the hafte he could to 1 foahrw. whi- 
Gwid-fatber. ther he brought the news of the King’s death to the IXgrugay C ho ft on Afyrfit, 
and having confultqd with him about the means they fhould ufeto advance 
SainMyrfa to the Throne, they went together to the Apparrment of the Prin- 
cefs, his Mother, which is called Taberick^kale^ and increared her to put the 
t young Prince into their hands. The Mother, wfaofUll bad before her eyes the 
violent death of her Husband , believing it was fome fiftion, and that they had 
order from Schach-Abas to Murther the Prince , lock’d her felf up in her 
Chamber t and made all paffages fo faft, that thefetwo Lords being out of all 
hopes toperfwade her, and being afraid to let flip the opportunity of execu¬ 
ting the deceas’d Kings laft Will, after they had lain three dayes at the Pdn- 
cefi'e’s Chamber door, fent her word, that if (he would not open, they ttiould 
be forc’d to break it. Upon this meffage fhe at "laft opened the door, and pre- 
fented to them the Prince her Son ; but, conceiving it was in order to his pre- 
fent execution, with thefe words < Go child to the Jame place where thy Fat her is, 
l * here are the murtherers ready to d!(patch thee. But when file faw thofe Lords pro- 
flrare ihemfelves , and killing ■ the Prince’s feet, her fright was turn’d into 
perfedf joy. The Lords conduced the Prince to the Palace-Royal, where they 
fet him in the Divan-Chant ,upon a Table of ftone, on which were as many 
Carpets, (which they call Kalitfe Ahdalet ,or Carpets of JutticeJ as there had 

been 
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been Kings of Per fa of his Family , (in as much as every King, at his firfico- ^7 — 

coming to the Crown, caufes one to be made for him) and having fenc for all 1 ® 5 7 - 
the Chans and Lords who were about ffpahaz , they Crown’d him, kifs’d 
his feet, and wifhing him a long and happy Reign, fet led him in the Throne 
of his A Deed or s. 

Immediately after the Ceremonies of his Coronation , he took the name 
of Sefi, according to the defire of Schach-Abas , and bellow'd on the Chofrou 
Myrfa the Dignity of Ch<m\ with the name of Rtiftam, asdefirous, by that 
means, to revive, in his perfon, the memory of the great Heroe, fo highly Cele¬ 
brated in their Hifto tie's and Romances. 

It is reported chat Schach-Sef came into the World with his hands all bloody, rhe bcmmnt 
and that Sjfhaci>Abas, his Grand-Father, hearing of it,faid, that that Prince of bis reign * 
(hould often bath his hands in blood. Accordingly, till the time of our Em- mtei * “ 
baffy , his reign had been fo cruel and bloody, that Perfia had not, for many 
ages before, feen fo many executions. For immediately upon his comin° to 
the Crown, he follow’d the counfel of the Chancellor, Predeceflor to Vim 
whom we knew, and made away RuftatfChan, whom he had made £eneraIilfimo 
of the Armies of Perfia, and Govemour of TV/?#, and feveral other Lords, and 
caus’d to be cut in pieces, or kill'd with his own hands, all his own rela¬ 
tions, and what other perfons foever he was any way diftruftfull of, by that 
means fo accnftoming himfelf to blood, that, when he was incens’d , he 
fpar'd none, and kill’d or order’d to be kill’d, upon trivial occafions ,fueh 
as he was any way difpleas'd with. I {hall here produce a few examples there¬ 
of, that the Reader may, by them , as a Pattern , judge of the reft of his 
life. • 

He began his cruelties, by an ODely Brother, chough bocn of a Concubine, 
whofe eyes he caus’d to be put out. Chedabezde , and Imancull Myrfa his Un¬ 
cles, younger brethren to Sefi Myrfa , whom Schach-Abas , their Father, had 
confin’d in the Cattle of Alamuth) thirty Leagues from O/Ww, after he bid put 
out their eyes as we faid before, were caft down headlong from a* high Rock, 
for this reafon, as Sefi faid, that, having loft the benefit of their fighr-, they were 
ufelefs in rhe World. Afterwards he difpatch’d Ifa-Chan> his Uncle , after he 
hadcufoff the heads of his three Sods, upon the following occafion. 

Ifa-Chan was fo much in favour with s'chach-dbast that, the King , willing Kifo amber 
to make it appear what extraordinary refpe£t he had for him, bellow’d on him mdc and bis 
his Daughter, by whom he had the three Sons, whom Sefi^ put to death. She three Sms. 
was a very handfom Woman , and of a pleafanc convention , infomuch that 
Schach-Sefit her Nephew, was extremely taken with her company. This Prin- 
cefs, being one day with the King, took the freedom to jeaft with him, and to 
tell him,fliemuch woodred, that he, who was fo young and vigorous , and 
had fo many great beauties to command, could get no Children, whereas fhe 
had had three by her Husband. The King made anfwer, that he was young, 
and having,as he hoped, many years to reign ,rhere would be time enough "to 
get Heirs to inherit the Crown after him. But the Princefs defirous to keep on 
the jeaft, replv’d , that, ground nor well cultivated would hardly bring forth 
any thing, imprudently adding, You Cpeak very well, my Liege,but I fear me, 
that, after your death, the Perfmns will be glad to pitch upon one of my Sons 
to fucceed you. The King was extremely troubled at rhe boldnefs and bit- 
ternefs of the jeaft , but made a fhife to diffemble it , and to get out of 
the Room, without the Princeffe’s perceiving that he was incens’d againft 
her. 

The next day, the King commanded the three Sons of I fa-Chan to he brought 
to him ; the eldefl: was 22, years of age, the fecond 15. and the third <7. and 
having convey’d them into a Garden, he caus’d their heads to be cutoff, and 
at Dinner time having difpos’d the three heads info one of thofe cover’d Pots, 

in which the Per fans bring the Rice and Meat to be fet on the Table, and fend¬ 
ing 
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I 6 ? *7. in §* or c ^ e Mother, he order'd them to be taken out one after another, by the 
1 Nofe, and laid to the Princefs ; See the children of a H man who bragg'd fo much 

of her fertility ; go, then art young enough to hear more of them. The Princefs was 
fo aftonifhfd at that horrid Spectacle , that flic was not able to fpe'ak a word; 
buc perceiving in the Kings eyes and countenance the eruptions of his in¬ 
dignation, which flie imagin’d might break forth to her unavoidable death, fhe 
call her felf at his feet, kitVd them, and faid to him, dll is well-, all is welt ; God 
gram the King a long and happy life. This forc’d com ply an ce fay’d her life. But 
as foon as the had left the Koom»£«/J fern for IfanChan, and pointing with his 
finger to the heads of his Children, ask’d him what he thought of that pleafant 
Spectacle. Jfa-Chan, who knew whac humour the Prince was of, and whom he 
had to do wit hall, fmother'd the tendeinefs of a paternal affe£tion,and made an¬ 
swer, tha T he was fo far from being difpleas’d thereat, that if the King had com¬ 
manded him, ro bring the heads of his Sons, he would have been the Execu¬ 
tioner himfelf, and that he would have no Children, if the King's pleafure 
were it fhould be orherwife. This bafeand brutifh flattery fav?d I fa-Chan s life 
at that time ; but the King refle&ing, that he could not be faithful 1 to him, at 
led that it was impofiible he fhould love him , after he had been fo treated by 
him, gave order his head fhould be alfo cut off. 

Kills Seine!- We faid before, t hat I fa-Chan was one of thofe who had moft contributed to 
Chan with his the advancement of Scfmh-Sefi to the Throne of his Piedeceffors, Seinel- Chan 
own hands, had aif 0 <j 0 n e much in that bulinefs; whence it came he was not to expedt any 
better treatment than the other, fjom him whom he had raid’d to a condition to 
commit fo many inhumane sftions. Schach-Sefi, having forc’d the Turks, to 
* raife thefiege they had lay’d before Bagdat in the year 163 2. encamped with 
his Army neer Ffemedan,ac which place, feveral Lords, reflecting on the execu¬ 
tions wherewith the King had figoaliz’d the beginning of his reign, faid among 
themfelves, that flnee in his cendrer age, he could commit fo many cruelties, it 
was likely he would in time, extirpate all the Grandees of Per fa. Seinel ■( han> 
who was pmCem at this difeourfe, went immediacy to the King, and gave him 
an account of what had paft in that conference, advifing him to rid himfelf of 
thofe who had mod credit among them, and fo feeure his own life. The King 
made him anfwer ; 7 by advice, Srinel-Chan, ri fo good, that I will immediately fol¬ 
low it , and I will iegin with thee ; for thou art the perfon of great efi age and mofi 
authority among them , and mufi needs he of the confpiracy, JS/fd I frail in that fol¬ 
low the example of the King, my Grand-Fat her, whoje reign was neither fafe nor 
happy, till he had executed him, who had the fame charge of Kurt z\bacb\, which thou 
now enjoy efi. Seinel-Chan reply’d, that chat would be no ha:d matter for him to 
do; that, for his part, Ik was arriv’d to the greatell age man could attain,and chit 
it would not trouble him much, his life fhould be (hortned fomefewdayes: 
but that that his Majefty would haply one day be troubled, that he had put to 
death one of his moft faithfull fervancs,and thathefhould rather confider the 
importance of thedifeovery he had made to him, and the earneftnefs he had 
therein exprefs’d to ferve him. This anfwer delay’d the execution of what 
the King had refolv’d to do; fo that he thereupon went to his Mother, who 
had follow’d him in his expedition, with the ocher Ladies of the Seraglio , ac¬ 
cording to the antienr cuflom of Perfia, to acquaint her with what he had beard. 
The next morning the Princefs fern for Seinel-Chan to her Tent door, to hear 
from him all the circnmflances of that Confpiracy ; but as foot) as the King 
heard that Seinel-Chan had fpokento his Mother, he was fo incens’d there* 
at, that he went and kill’d him with his own hands, in the prefence of the 
Princefs. 

This certainly was one of the greatell perfons in the Kingdom, who ought 
his fortune to bis conduft , and the crufi wherewith he had ferv’d Schach Ac as 
in feveral affairs of great importance ; whereof welhall here allege onely one 
example. 

Schach - 
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Scbach-Abas being to fend a folemn Embally to Labor, ro the Great Mosul, £. 
about the differences there were between them for the Frontiers of Candahar, _ 3 7 * 

would needs employ in it Selnel-Chan , as being the perfon, whom, of all his 
Minifters, he repos’d greareft confidence in ; and as he took leave of him in 
order to his departure, he faidto him; For this employment, 1 have mad? choice 
of thee , Seinel, out of the ajftsrance I have of thy fidelity , whereof I expett the utmofl 
demonfir at ion in this Embaffy. For as this flirt flicks clofetomy baci^, fi> would I 
have thee to be fo tenderly concerted in my interefls , that thou do nothing in this choree 
that maybe prejudicial either to my reputation or my fervlce. Seinel-C'han promised 
him his uemoil care, and was as good as his word. For being come to the Mo¬ 
gul's Court, he refus’d doing him reverence , according to the curtom of the 
^ountrey>by putting both hands firftrothe ground, and afterwards upon his 
bead, but he emred the Room with a grave and fetled gate,'and onely fainted the 
King with his Salomalek- The Indian Prince was fo troubled at ir, that he fent 
to iotreat him to demean himfelf 01 her wife , and to render him the fame re¬ 
flects, as the Ambaffadors of Per fin were wont to approach him wit ha 11 . Nay, 
he would have prevail’d with him to do it, by the profers he caus’d to be made 
him of feveral confide rablePrefents; but perceivings that nothing would work 
with him, he bethought him, to make^oppofite to his Throne, a Door fo low, 
that Seinel-Chan could not come in at without (looping, and confequencly not 
avoid doing him reverence. But Selnel-Chan found means to elude that Arti¬ 
fice , and entredthe King’s Chamber backwards, fo that the full part that 
came within the Door was his britch. This irreverence put the Mogul out of 
all patience ; fo that, he not only forbore making him thofe Prefents, which 
are ordinarily made Ambaffadors, and in thofe parts are of no fmall value, but 
alfo forbad his people tofupply him with the ordinary Provifions ; which re¬ 
duc’d him to fucb extremities, that he was forc’d to fell his Plate, and what . 
ever there was of Gold or Silver about the Saddles and trappings of his Horfes, 
to fubfiil. The Mogul made his complaints to Schach Abas , of this demeanour 
of Seinel-Chan, and the King pretended to be troubled at the little refpett he 
had rendred th z Mogul t; but he made it appear, on the contrary, that he was 
well fattsfy’d with his behaviour towards that Indoflhan Prince. For not long 
after he honour’d him with the title of Chan, and bellow'd on him the Govern¬ 
ment of Hcmedan, Terkjfin, Kalpejan, See. to be enjoy'd by him during his life, 
but upon condition, he (hould be alwayes about the Court, as having one of the 
chiefefi places in the Counoel. 

Selnel-Chan being thus kill’d, the Ptincefs, Schach-Sefi's Mother, who con¬ 
ceiv’d a horrour thereat, rep refented to him how much he was to blame, for 
treating in that mannerone of his Grand-Father’s mod ancient fervants, one 
that had done himfelf fo great fervices at his coming to the Crown ; and the 
King Teem’d to be fcmewhat troubled thereat. But he reflected not much on 
thofe Leftures, fince that not many dayes after, the Chancellor, the Lord high 
Steward, nay, his own Mother found not better treatment from him j as may be 
feen in the following relation. 

The King being, during the forefaid expedition, encamped in the Mountain Putst6 death 
of Sehend, within a League oiTauns, and the Lord high Steward, named ligurlu- h u Chancellor 
Chan , being one day to command the Guard about the King, at which the C hans and others. 
are oblig’d to be perfonally prefent, when the King is in tne field, it was his 
misfortune to go and Sup with Talnb-Chan, Chancellor of the Kingdom, who 
had alfo invited the Dawatter , that is, the Secretary of the Clofet?, whofe 
name was HaJfan-begyZnd a certain Poet. Supper being neer ended, the Ft- 
fchitz,i-bafch!y that is, the Captain of the Guard, named Mortuf <tettli~Chan , came 
to give Ugurltt-Chan notice, that it vras time to come to the King’s Tent. But 
the Chancellor, unwilling rodifmifshis Gne(ls,fent away the Kmhefop-baf- 
chi , and cold him that there was no great recertify of ttgurltt-Chan 's being 
there in perfon, and that the King, being but a Child, would take no 
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of Ugurlus abfence , and fo he might fee the Guard well enough without 
L him. 

The Captain reiterated his inftances for his coming away, and prefs’d the 
high Steward to come and do his duty, and told him, that otherwife he fhould 
be oblig’d to make his complaints thereof to the King. The Chancellor, im¬ 
portun’d with this difeourfe, commanded his people to rhru & Mortufaculi- 
Chan our of Doors; which they did , .buefo roughly, that he was hurt in the 
face. He went, all bloody as he was, to the King, and gave him an account of 
what had pafs’d at the Chancellor’s. The King commanded ro fay nothin** of 
it: but the next day, the Chancellor being at Dinner with the King, and°fit' 
ting in his ordinary place, the King having commanded him to come neer, 
faid to him,; What do’s he deferve, who, eating the bread, and, living by the 

S ure favour of his Mailer, is fo far from paying the refpeft due to him, that he 
ights him ? The Chancellor made him anfwer, he deferves death. Whereto 
the King reply’d, Thou hall pronounc’d thy ownfenrence; Thou art the per- 
fon, who living onely by my favour, and eating at my Table, halt had the info- 
lenee to treat me as a Child, in the difeourfe that pafs’d yefterday, between thee 
and Mimufacull- C.han. The Chancellor would have juftify’d him re If; but the 
King not giving him the time to do it, run him into the belly with his Cymitar. 
The Chancellor, as he fell down, onely cry’d our, Ha Padfchach-Aimahn , and 
the King commanded his Pika, who are a part of his Guard who carry Pole- 
Axes, and many times do the work of Executioners, to cut his head into little 
bits. There happened to be one of the Pages who conceiving a horror at that 
cruelty, turn’d alide, and would not look on it, which the King obferving, faid 
to him ; fince thy fight isfo tender, it will be of no great ufe to thee, and com¬ 
manded his eyes to be immediately put out. 

The Execution of Tabnb-Chan was foon follow’d by that of Ugurlu-Chan, 
who receiv’d his by the King’s command, from the hands of AH culi-Chan ,Divan- 
beg, or President of the Council, who was Cent to bring him bis head. Ugurlu 
was coming out of the Bath, and going co put on his Cloaths when ^ llculiZChan 
came to him. Ugurlu feeing him coming in, at tended by two fervants, was a lit¬ 
tle fiartled at it, though they were very good friends, and faid to him. Wo is me l 
dear friend, I fear thoubringft me no good news. AHculi-Ckan made anfwer. 
Thou art in the right, my dear Brother, the King hath commanded me to brin<* 
him thy head. the onely way is to Cubmit; whereupon he clos’d with him, cut 
off his head, made a whole in one of the cheeks, chruft his finger through it, and 
fo carry’d it to the King, who looking on it, touch’d it With a little Wand, and 
faid • It muft be confefla thou wert a flout man, it troubles me to fee thee in that con - 
dm on, but it was thine own fault \ *tis pity, were it onely for that goodly beard of thine. 
This he faid, by reafon his Muftachoes were fo long, that, coming about his 
neck, they met again at his mouth, which is accounted a great Ornament in 
Perfla. 

Mortufacu/ihid his charge conferr’d on him. Hajfan-beg, who had alfo been at 
theChancellor’sFeaii, receiv’d the fame treatment; and the Poet, who was af¬ 
terwards falfly accus’d of having put this Execution in Verfe, and fang them in 
thzMaidan , was conduced to chat place, where they cutoff his Nofe, Ears, 
Tongue, Feet, and Hands, whereof he died feme few da-yes after. 

Not long alter this Execution , the King fent for the Sons ofehefe Lords, 
and faid to them; You fee , I have deftroy’d your Fathers, what fay you of it # 
Ugwlu»Chan $ Son faid very refo!ute!y,what do’s a Father fignifie to me? X 
have no other than the King. This unnatural anfwer reftor’d him to the Ellate 
of the deceas’d, which otherwife^would have been Confifcated to the King: buc 
the Chancellor’s Son was reduc’d ro great mifery, and had not any thing al¬ 
low’d him of all his Father had enjoy’d, for his exprefling a greater Refentmenc 
of his death than Comply an ce for the King. 

The King, being come to Cafwin , iffued out his commands, that all the Lords 

and 
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and Govcwours of Provinces (liould come to Court. They all obey’d this 
order, fave onely 'Alymerim-Cbm ) Governour of Caxdah.tr, and £>aud~Cha» a G 0 - 
vernour of Kent&e, who thought it enough to affure the King of their fidelity, 
by fending him, each of them, one of their Wives, and one of their Chil¬ 
dren, as Hot! ages: but the King thought not that fubmilfion fufficient; where¬ 
upon Alymer dan-Chan ablolutely revolted, and put his perfon and the Fot- 
ttefs of Caitdabor under the proredion of the King of the Indies. Dand-Chan, 
undemanding by the Achta, or Groom of the King’s Chamber, who had been 
fent to him, how dangerous it were for him to come to Gourt, took the advice 
of his friends, and refolv’d to retire into Turkey. To effe& his delign , he 
thought good to try how his fervants Hood affefted towards him , and having 
found there were fifteen among them who were unwilling to lollow him, he 
caus'd them to be cut to pieces in his prefence, writ a very fharp Letter to 
the King, and carried away all his Wealth along with bim 3 to Tamaros-Cban , a 
Prince of Georgia , his Brother-in-law, and went thence into Turkey , where he 
ftill liv'd at the time of our E mb iffy, and was much refpe&ed by Suit ban Ibra¬ 
him, Emperour of Conjhwtlnople. The King , to be reveng’d of both, fent tbek 
Wives to the houfes of pnblick proftitution, and expos’d the Son of DW» 
Chan to the brutality of the Grooms about the Court, and the common Execu¬ 
tioners of the Citie ;buc Alymerdan's Son, by reafon of his beauty, was referv’d 
for the King’s own ufe. • 

Sometime afterwards,the King fent orders to lm<wctitiXhan> Governour of 
Schiras r Brother to Daud-Chan t to come to Court. He had notice fent him of 
the intention the King had to put him to death: but he made anfwer, that he 
could not be perfwaded they would treat himfo ill, after he had done fuch con- 
fiderable fervices to the Crown: but however it might happen, he would rather 
lofe his life, than be out of favour with his Prince, and become a Criminal by 

hi; difobedience. . 

According to this imprudent refolution,he came to Cafww, where the Court 
then was; but he was no fooner come, ere the King ordered his head to be ta¬ 
ken off. Schacb-Sefi intended to fave the lives of Imancuh's Children, and, no 
doubt had done ir, had it not been for the ill Office which was repdred them by 
a wicked Parahte, who, feeing the eldeft Son of them at the King s feet, aged 
about 18. years, his friends it feems having advis’d him to make that fuhmif- 
fion,told his Ma jelly, that he was not the Son of Imancuh, but of Sc hack-Abas, 
who had bellow’d one of his Concubines in marriage on the Father, being before 
hand with Child by him, , . . c .. 

That word occafion'd the death of that young Lord,and fourteen oFh:s 
Brethren, who bei»g conduced to the Mai dan, were all beheaded neer their ra- 
ther’s body. The Mother made a fhift to gel away, with the fixreentb, into 
Arabta } to btv own Father’s, who was a Prince of thofe parts, andas we were 
told,he was living at that time, and had his Habitation at Helhfe, three dayes 
journey from Befre, or Balfara. ' , _, ., 

The bodies of thefe executed perfons remain’d three dayes in t [ ie ^l a 'T' n lti c 
the open ait, till that the King, fearing the lamentations, which the Mother ot 
ImanatH made there day and night, would have rais'd the people into an mlut- 
reftion, commanded them to be taken away. > - 

The Perftans do ftill bemoan the-death of this Imancuh-Chan , out o 
mernbrance of his liberality. He was the Son of- 4 Ha-fVerdi-Cban,wbo> up¬ 
on his own charge , built the Bridge of Ifpahan , and who was as oi^c 
on as any Lord in Perfia , for the noble adions he had dooein the . ■ 

The King’s cruelty was as great towards the Ladies, as his mhuma y - 
wards the men. For, about that time he kill’d one with hts own _ . ' 

committed feveralorher murchers. When he intended aD Y, j e ' v “ n l,’ _ nr 
ordinarily did in Skariet, or fome red fluff, fo that all trembled when ne put on 
any thing’of that colour. Theft nnhea.d of ciwlties fiightned all that came 
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necr him , and put toms upon a refolution to fhorten his dayes by pcyfon: but 
I 6 3 7 * that which they gave him prov’d not itrong enough , fo that h£ efcap’d the ef. 

lefts of it with a fitknefsof two moneths. As loon as he was recover’d, he 
caus’d an exaft enquiry to be made, whereby it wasdifcover’d,by means of a 
Woman belonging to the Seraglio* who had been iJl-treared by her Miftrefs, 
that the poyfon had been prepar’d in the appartmenc of the Women, and that 
his Aunt, Jfa-i ~ha»‘$ Wife, had caus’d it to be given him. He reveng’d himfelE 
fuffidencly the night following ; for the Seraglio was full of drcadfull cries 
and lamentations, and it was found the next day, that he had caus’d a great Pic 
to be made in the Garden, wherein he had buried forty Women alive, whereof 
fome were Ladies of the Seraglio, others their fervams, and fuch as attended 
on them. 3 c was alCo much about the fame time , that a rumour was ipread 
abroad, that his Mother dy’d of the Plague; but it is more likely fhe ac- 
company’d the forty Ladies , who had been buried alive » as we faid be¬ 
fore. 

He exprefs’d, when occation requir’d, courage enough, and it is certain the 
beginning of his reign was remarkable for the great Viftories he gain’d over his 
Beexpreffd Enemies. He dcfeAtedKarik-Schach.in the Province of Kilan. He forc’d the 
rme ttmenty Turks to raife the fiege of Bagdat , and took by a [fault the Fortrefs of 

i bis'a & i oiu * 1 * ^ rmn »though, to fpeak impartially, the glory of ihefe good fucceffes be due 

to the, Valour andConduftof his Generals, and to fortune rather than his pru¬ 
dence : for be difcover’d not much in any of his aftions, which were for the 
molt part temerarious, and without any dependence one of another. To prove 
this, we need onely inftance rhe reduction of Eruax. 

The King, finding rhar, afrer a fiegeoffour moneths,his affairs were little 
advanc’d, fell into that impatience anddefpair, rhac he would go in perfon up¬ 
on the alfaulc of the place, faying, he would rather dye in the attempt, than 
with infamy rife from a place, which the Turkj had heretofore taken in three 
dayes. He had already pat on the Cloaths of one of his Foct-men,that he might 
not bediftinguifli’d from others, and had given order foe the ftorming of the 
Place, when the Lords, who durft not conrradift him, intreated the Princefs, 
his Mother, to reprefenc to him, how impoffibie it was to take a place before 
there was a breach made,and that the danger whereto he would expofe himfelf, 
would have no other effeft, than his own death and ignominy, with the deftru- 
ftion of the whole Army. All the anfwer fhe could get to thefe reprefemations, 
was, a good box o’th’ear,the King being liill bent upon his former refolu¬ 
tion of affaulcing the Place, and ro that purpofe he had taken a Pole-Ax in 
his hand to lead them on. But the principal Lords calf tbemfelves at his feet, 
and intreated him tograntthem but one day more, wherein they promis’d to 
do all that lay in the power of men againft the Place. They obtain’d their de- 
fire, order'd the whole Army to fall on , even to the boys , and carried 
the Place by (form; but they loftin the aft ion above fifty thoufand men. 

The good fnccefs, which till that time had attended his defigns, foon 
chang’d, after the executions of fo many great perfons as he had put to 
death : aDd of this there was a remarkable inftance in, the lofs of Bagdat, 
which the Perfians were notable ro maintain againft the Turks > who reco¬ 
ver’d it out of their hands , twenty fix years after they had taken is from 
them. 

The onely good aftionhe did during his whole reign, is, rhac he fent back 
to their feveral Habitations thofe poor people whom Schnch-Mas had taken out 
of Eruax, Nachtz,uau,( haJetz.,and Georgia, to the number of feven rhoufand, and 
had brought to Ferakath, where they were employ’d in great buildings, and liv’d 
in a miferable flavery: yet were there not above three hundred rhar made rheir 
advantage of this good deed of his, ail the reft having pe ri fil’d through mifery, 
and been ftarv’d.

He had three lawfull Wives, ooe whereof was the Daughter ot a Colonel, 
whofe employment it had focnetime been to drive the Mules which brought wa¬ 
ter to the King’s Kitchin, and came to be known to Schach^Abas, by a Service 
he did him one day while he was Hunting, in helping him to lome fair water, 
the weather being extremely hot i when no other could meet with any, This 
fervice was required by the P re Tent the King made him of the Village of Bdott, 
neer Nachman , where this Mule-driver had been born. This was the firft ftep 
of his advancement, and what made him noted at Court, where he found means 
to *»ec an Office, which’is no hard matter in Ferfia forfuch as have money, 
aiAving Come time after taken an employment in the Wars, he prov’d fo 
fortunate therein, that he got the command of a Regiment of a thoufand 
men. Schach-Abas thought his Daughter fohandfom, that he made a Pre- 
fent of her to his Daughter-law, S$-Myr[a ’s Widdow, and appointed her 
to be brought up in order to a Marriage between her and his Son Sam- 
Affrfa>(\ncc named Schach-Sef, who, at his coming to the Crown, accordingly 

The fccond Wife was a Chriftian, the Daughter of Tameras-Ohm , a Prince 
of Georgia-, and this Marriage confirm’d the Peace which Schach-Abas made with 

The third was a Tartar of Ctrcajfia , the Daughter of snd Si Her to Piince 

Muffnl. of whom we have often fpoken heretofore. The Mother brought her 
as far as rhe River Baflroa, ac the time of our Travels, and writ to $chach~Sefi, 
that Hie fent him her Daughter, not as a Concubine, or Slave, but as his law- 
full Wife ; That it was her hope he would look on her as fm h , and that me 
fhould find from him a kindnefs and affeftion equal co that Hie her felf had 
cxprels’d towards the Princefs, his Mother, who, though Hie had been her 
Slave, and had often undrefs’d her even to her h toe kins had been treated,

thu. The Kings oiPerfia have the Provinces and Cities of their Kingdom Govern’d 

by Chans, bulthans, Caltnters , Parugas, Vi Jin , and Kane has, dignities and em¬ 
ployments whkh are confert’d thete according to valour and virtue, and not 
id conhderation of birth and extraction, Thence it comes, that there are fo 
many perfons of fuch refolute courage, "that 1 hey cheerfully hazard their lives, 

. mt as knowing it is the onely way to get into the gcearelt charges Of the King- 
Htredltm. * dom, which are neither hereditary nor venal in/ 9 erfta. : Tis true, the Children 
of ihefe Lords are look’d upon, with fome refpect to their Fathers, and that they 
enjoy their Enares,bm they are never advanc’d to their dignities,buc purely 
upon rhe account of worth and fervices, from which they are inleparable. The 
King never makes ary but with the title he gives him where withall to 
maintain ir, and that during his life, which many of them lofe meerly that they 
might be depriv’d of rheir quality. 

Every Pi ovince hat h its Chan, and its Cdmrr, who have their feveral Habi¬ 
tations in the chief Cicie. ThtChan is as it were the Governour of the Pro¬ 
vince, and is entinfied with 1 he adminiflranon of JulHce, with the power o£ 
putting his Judgements in Execution, notwirhUaDding any Appeal. The Ca- 
lenter hath the cver-fight of the King’s Demefn, and the Revenues of the Pro¬ 
vince, which he receives, and gives an accpunr thereof to the Counc il, or, by 
order from the King, to the (kan. The Daruga is, in a Cirie, 3rd t he Kmcha,\ts 
a Village, what ihzChan is in refpedf of the Province. The Daruga do’s alfo 
Execute the Funftic-n of rhe (dienter in his Jurifdiflion , but wirb a depen¬ 
dence on the Governour of the Province. The King employes theCA<*».r and 
Subhans in the Em bailies he fends to forein Princes ; but they are not fo 
chargeable to him as fome conceive , in regard he finds bur one half of 
the Prefents which the Ambaffador carries alorgwith him, the Province, 
whereof he is Governour , being oblig’d to defray all the reft of the 
Charge. 

Moft of the Chans are oblig’d to maintain a certaitr number of Soldiers, 
who are to be ready to ferve in the Armies, when any occasion requires: and in 
this is all the Revenue cf the P. ovince fpem , not including what is rais’d by 
way oflmpofmon, which is carried into the Exchecquer. Befides that, they al¬ 
fo fend the King certain New-years-Gifts, which aie very corfider«ble. The 
Provinces and Cities, which have no Chans , and are Governed by a Daruga , as 
part of Georgia , the Cities of Cufsam , 1 fpahan , Kafcham , 1 he her am , Hemedan, 
Me[ched,Klrman, ChmttS) &c. maintain no Soldiers, bi t pay Taxes to the King. 
The order they obferve,efpecially in the Frontier-Provinces,for thefubfiftence 
of fo great a number of fcldiers, is fuch, that it is no bard matter to raife a 
powerfull Army in a fliorr time. And indeed -this the Sckach makes very much 
hi* advantage of againft the Potent Enemies he hath about him, and by whom 
he is in a manner encompafs’d of all Tides, as thsttsheejucsTartars , the Turks 
and Indians, He is never at quiet with the former, concerning the Frontiers of 
Chorafan ; with the Mogul, about thofe of Candahar , and with the Turk,, about 
the Provinces of Bagdat ano Ermn,iox which they are in perpetual War,Whence 
it comes that they often change Mafters.

They have us’d Muskets and great Guns but fince the 
re>gn of Schach-A’^as, nor do they ufe the latter fo much in rhe afTault as de¬ 
fence of places; in as much as their Armies making ordinarily great dayes mar¬ 
ches, and with little or no Carriages, it would be rroublefora to them to rake 
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gr^ac Guns along with them, as futh as would much retard their ..Expeditions * 

No flight or Aratagemin War but they areapt enough to make their acfvan " 1 ° 3 7 ‘ 
rage of. Ac the liege of /man, in the year idJ 3 * they had the mvemion of 
calling into the place, with their Arrows, fmall Glaflesfull of poyfon, which 
foiofe&ed the air,that the Garrifon was extremely incommodated thcrehvj 
and made incapable of handling their Arms, for the defence of the pi-ce. Th y rikir Miiitar 
call the General of the Army Serdar, a Colonel of ten or twelve thoufand Hone Office. * 
Kunnibafcki, him, who commands athoufand men, Minbafcbi , a Caplin of 
a hundred men, Jusbafcbi , and a Leader up of ten men, Ohnbafchi, 

At the time of our being there, all the Military Commanders were perfons 
of very mean ex trail ion. 

^ Areb , Cbm of Shimm was the fon of a poor Countrey-man of Serab, and 
his firli employment had been in the Train of Artillery , wherein he made 
fuch Difcoveties of his Condudl and Courage, that Sc bach-A bat bellow’d on 
him that Government» which is one of the mo A 'conftderable in the King¬ 
dom. 

Aga-Chan was the Son of a Shepbeard neer Merrage, This man orde-ed his 
bufinefs fo well, at the liege of Wm, that his Cervices were recompens’d with the 
Government of his Countrey. v 

Kart^fchucal-Can , was the Son of a Cbrifiitm , of Armenia, and had been fold 
to Schach-Abac, who made him a Cbm, and afterwards General of his Army. He 
acquir’d fo great reputation in that employment, that the Schach himfelf would 
needs be his Lacquey, as we fa id dfe where. 

Salma-Chan, a ICurde by birth, had fome time been an ordinary Groom. 

Emr-Kme-Chan was the Son of one of that kind of Shepheards, who live 
in Tents or Huts upon the Mountains, & grew fo famous at the liege of Eruan, 
that the Kingentrufted him with the Government of the whole Province. Whac 
a particular kindnefs Schach'Aba bad for this perfon , may be guefs’d by the en- 
fuing Hory. 

The Turks, who lay before the Citie of Errnn, having rais’d the liege, Schach- 
Abas got into the place, where be fpent the beA pare of thenigbr in drinking 
with Emir-Kune, who grew fo familiar with him, that taking the King by the 
Muftachoes, he kifs’d his very mouth, yet did not the king take it any way un¬ 
kindly, Emir-Kune , who remembred not what he bad done in his Wine, was 
much aAonilh’d when fome gave him an accompt of what had pafs’d the next 
day, and fo frightned thereat, that hanging his Cytimar about his Neck, he went 
in that poAure to the King’s Chamber door, according to the cufiom observ'd 
by fuch as know they have deferv’d death, and by that fubmilfion beg their Par¬ 
don. The King fent him word he might come in, whereto the other having 
made anfwer that he was not worthy to fee his foot within the King’s Chamber, 
hiving abus’d his goodnefs as he had, Schach-Abas comes out of the Room, and 
cook off the Cymitar from about his Neck, and deliver’d it to him , as an affii- 
rance of his favour. But he Aritftly forbad him the drinking of any Wine ever 
after* in as much, as being got drunk, he knew not what he did. Some time af¬ 
ter Emir-Kune-( ban having in a fight, been wounded in the Arm, and the Phy- 
ficians having given it as their opinion, that that abfiinence would be prejudi¬ 
cial to his health, the King did not onelytake off the prohibition he h 'd made 
him,but fent him a certain number of Mules leaden with the beft Wine in the 
Countrey, 

Th tPerfians hate and contemn Cowards, and rhe Officers who negleft their The PerGans 
duty in the Wars are moA feverely punilh’d. An infUnre hereof was feen in iw Coma-ids. 
jt/iculi-Chan,Govtrt\om of Sher of an, who having let flip the opportunity of 
engaging Tamer as. Prince of Georgia v though he might have fought him with 
advantage, Schach-Abas caus’dhim to be drift'd in Woman’s Cloaths, ahd fo 
fent him ro the Army, where he was walk’d up and down all day among the Sol¬ 
diers. The allowance ofa fforf-man is three hundred Crowns per asm, towards

--—— They have the reputation not to be over-fcrupulous in the keeping of their 

word, as was feen in the Capitulation they granted the Garrifon of fmm t which 
was very ill obferv’d. 

The Schaeh’s Thofe who fpeak of the Wealrh of the King of Perjia^ think they fpeak of a 
•Revenue. yaft and incredible Jum, when they affigo him a yearly Revenue of eight Mil¬ 
lions of Gold, and imagine they raife the Reader into admiration , when they 
affirm that the Province off andahar alone brings in yearly neer a Million of 
Gold ; that the Cities of Bagdat and Iruan> wiib,the Countrey tbereabouts,pay 
in a manner as much, and that it hath been found by the Regifler’s Office of 
the Chancery, that the King gets out of the Suburbs of Ifaphan and the Villages 
within rbeBaylywick thereof , neer forty thoufand Crowns. But thofe who 
know, that the Province of Normandy it felf pa yes yearly fucha fum as amounts 
to almoft as much as all the King of Per fiat, Revenue, will grant there is no hy¬ 
perbole in what we have affirm’d. This Revenue was very much diminiflVd in 
the time of King Tama j, when rhe Turks and other neighbouring Princes over¬ 
run Perjia , fo as that they were poflefs’d of feveral Provinces belonging to that 
Crown. Befides, rhere is hardly any Bridge or Paffage,not onely upon the 
Frontiers, bur alfo all over the Kingdom, nay, in all Cities almoft, but there is 
fomewhac to be paid, without any diftinfilicn of perfons, Foreiners or Na¬ 
tives. All Merchandifes pay, and the King'takes, upon every Bail of Silk, ten 
Crowns. There is no Horfe fold, but pays xv d. to the King'; an Ox as much, 
and an Afs one half, and a Sheep , which are as thick as Ants all over the 
Countrey, iij.d. The King lets our the Caravanferas, which are in Cities, and 
are appoimed for Lodgings for Foreiners and Ware-houfes for Merchants, 
efpecially at Jfpahan, where there are twenty five of them, of which nor any 
payes lefsthen five thoufand Crowns fer am. 

He Farms ouralforhe Fifhingof the Rivers, the Baths,and Stoves, the pla¬ 
ces of publick Proftitmion, and the Springs t>i Ncfte. He fells alfo the water 
which comes into the Fountains, and taifes finely from the River of Sende?ut s 
at Jfpahan-, the yearly fum of fixteen thoufand Crowns. All the Armenian Chri- 
fiians, whereof there is avery great number in Perfta> pay yearly a Poll-money, 
of two Crowns for every head. Nay, what is more, there is not a perfon, thofe 
onely excepted who are maintain’d by or have fome relation to tneKmg, butt 
payes a Tax proportionably to what he gets, even to the very Midwife , I fay 
nothing here of the Prefems brought the King from all parts, and which fall by 
feveral t hanels into the Prince’s Treafury. The great Lords , though they 
make good the King’s Revenue, yet abate nought of their own advantages, and 
find wayes to fleece the Counrrey,fo as char it is not to be admir’d there is fo lie- 
tie wealth to be found among the people, Forthere is nothing fo true as what a 
certain Emperour fometime faid, that it is impoflible the fpleen fhould be fwol- 
len in any body, and that the other Members oPthefame body (hould not be wa¬ 
fted and become Hefitick. 

’Twas alfo Schach-Akas, who ordered the melting down offeven thoufand 
and two hundred Marks of Gold for the making of the Plate we have mentioned 
elfewhere, which his Succeffors Bill produce at the entertainments they make 
Foreiners ,’and confifls for the mcH part in Difhes,Pots, Flaggons, and other 
Drinking-Cups.

and Treafory. This was the moll feif-concern'd perion of all that ever hid die 
management of publick affairs, as a Miniller of State. For there was no buli- 
nefs done at Court, whereof he made not fome advantage ; and there was no 
charge or employment to be gotten , but the perfon petitioning for it mull 
have made his agreement with the Chancellor; whofe exa&ions were, in this 
particular, excelfive, nor onely upon theaceompc of the Prefcnts, whi.b, bein^ 
made by him (mce every year to the Court , rendred the King himfelf in 
a manner a complice of his concufTions, but alio upon this confideradon 
that being an Eunuch, all the Wealth he got was at his death to fall to the 
King. 

The Kurtz/i-hafchi , who had the command of ten thoufand Horfe, whom K , lrt ~; ba- 
Schach-Ifnml appointed as a Handing Army, to be conllantly maintain'd, named (chi. 
T^ani-Chan, was a Peafanfs Son of Schamhi who, in the time of Sc hack-Abas, 
had been a Menial .fervanc to a Lord of the Court. Thefe Horfe, in time of 
Peace, retire to their own Habitations, yet are paid as duely as if they we e in 
actual fervice, and meet not again till there be an Army on foot, enjoying in 
the meantime divers Privileges and Exemptions, which the other later Kmgs 
of Per fra have granted them. , 

The Meheter, that is the Lord Chamberlain, or chief Gentleman of the Cham- Mchetcr. 
ber, named Schanefer , was a Georgian ^born , of Father and Mother Chriflians. He 
had been carried away in his infancy, and fold to tbe Court of Perjta, where 
they had made him an Eunuch, fo char he needed not be Circumcis’d to receive 
the Character of the Perjim Religion. He had been a Page, attending in his 
Clumber, to Schaeh- Abas^ and was much in favour with Schach-Sefi , upon this 
account, that being alwaycs neer the King’s perfon. in all both publick and Pri¬ 
vate aftemblies, nay,even within the Seraglio, he had the King’s Ear, and knew 
how to comply with his humour, and make his advantage of the opportunities 
he had to fpeak to him, by which means he obtain’d thoie favours of him,v^hfcb 
another could not have ask’d. 

The Wr&^nhuis) that is, the Secretary of State and of the King’s Re venue,who The secretary ef 
havingforcy Clarks under him, perpetually employ’d, iffues out all the orders State,- 
and dilpatches which are fent into the Provinces, and takes an account of all 
that’s receiv’d towards the charge of the King's houfe, was called Myrfa Ma - 
fum. He was a Peafant’s Son of the Village ofPerw?»,in the Mountain of El- 
wend, neer Cafw:n> where there are, among others, two Villages, to wir, Ber men 
and Saru t whence come* the beft Pen-men of any in the Kingdom ,in regard 
there’s not an Inhabitant but puts his Children to writing as foon as they are 
able to hold a Pen, and keep them fo conftantly employ a therein, that even in 
the fields,and as they keep their gocks, they pafs away their time in that Ex- 
ercife, 

AHcnli-C who had the charge of Dt’wan-bekj > that is. President of the oman-Min. 
Councel for the adminillration of Juftice, was the Son of a Chrlfhan , of Geor¬ 
gia, He had'been taken during the War which Schach-Abas had in -hofe parts, 
and fold at Iftah*n t where he had ferv’d as a Lacquey, which had alfo been the 
condition of his rwo Brothers^ ufam-Chav, Govemour of Jfa-t 

Jttsbafchi, who were made Eunuchs as he was himfelf. The functions of his 
charge confided principally in prefiding at the judgement of Criminal cauies, 
joymly with the Seder and the Kafi , and the orher Ecclefiallica^ and fecular 

Judges*whom they call Schehra, and founder the Portal of the King s 1 a 5 ce > 
at tbe place named Bt&av-Ckxxe ; and to be perfonally prefent at the executions 

The Kularagaft, that is, Captain of the Kulim,ot Slaves, who are fold to u aragai. 
the King, to fei vein the Wars upon any order they receive to thar purpofe. 
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called Slaiisfoki- ) *n&\\t& been one 'oiSchuch-Abae’s Foot-men. Of thefe Kulams 
there are about eight thoufand, and they are permitted to live at their own Ha- 
tacions,as the Kmzi are, and have the fame pay: but they enjoy not the fame 
Privileges or Exemptions, having nothing of that kind which is not common to 
them With the King’s other Subjects. 

The Elfchikagafi-bafchi , or Lord high Steward, who hath the over-fight of 
forty Stewards that fet ve under him, called Mortufaculi-Chan , was the Son of a 
heard-man, or one of thofe people whom the Perpans call Turk > who have no 
ferled Habitation , but remove their Tents and Huts to thofe places, where 
they chink to find the belt Grals tor their Cartel. I faid xhtitEifchikagafi were 
a kind of Stewards, of whom there are at all times four or five at the Court, 
who Hand at the door of the King’s Apparrment,and ferve by half-years, under 
their Bafchi, or Chief, who carries the ItafF they call Dekcuek,, and Hands before 
the King when he eats in publick, on dayes of Ceremonies* He is alfo one of 
the two.whotake AmbalTaddrs under the Arms, whenthey are brought to au* 
dience. We have already related, how Mon afucull-Chan fucceeded, in this 
charge, Ugurla-Chan, whofe head Sc hach-Sefi had caus’d to be cut off. Jmane nil 
Sulthan , whom the King of Per pa fent upon an Embatfy to the Duke of Ho/Jleit> t 
our Malier, had the quality oiEifchtkagap, 

Schahe heard!, who was fefiul Scebet, or Matter of the Ceremonies, was the 
Governour of Der bent's Son, but his Grand-father was a Peafanc, of the 
Province of Serab. The JefattlSchehet carries alfo a ftaff, and his principal fun- 
ftion confifts in placing Grangers at rhe King’s Table, and at publick affem- 
blies. 

The Napr, or Controller of the King’s houfe, whom they alfo give the qua¬ 
lity of Kerekjerak ,, becaufe he execuresthe function of a Purveyor, whofe 
name was Samamhe^ was the Son of one of the ordinary Inhabitants of 

Kafchan. 

The Tufcbmal, who hath the over-fight of all the Officers belonging to the 
King’s Kicchin, was cailed Seinel-bel^, and was the Son of SeinelXhan , whom 
the King kill’d with his own bands, in the prefence of his Mother. 

The Daivatterithu is , the Secretary of the Clofet, whofe name was Ugurltt - 
bek_, was the Son of Emrkune-Chan. He had,in that charge, fucceeded Haffan- 
beg, who was kill’d by the King’s order, becaufe he had h.een at Supper with 
Taluk-Chan , as we related before. The word D await er is deriv’d from Daw at 
which fignifies an Ink-horn, in as much as the principal funftion of this charge 
confiHs,in carrying the Ink-horn,and prefenting that part thereof where the Ink 
is to the King when he is to fign any rhing. For the King himrelf carries the 
Seal about hisNeck, and Seals or Signs himfelf ,by preffmg the Seal upon the Pa¬ 
per, after he had put it into the Ink. 

Aly-balj-bel^, who was Myra-chur-bafcbi, that is chief of the Gentlemen of 
the Horfe, or Mallet of the Horfe of Pcrpa , gras a Senkjne by birth, and his Fa¬ 
ther was a Drover, who traded altogether in Oxen. 

The Mirifcbikar, or Grand Fauiconer, whofe name was Cbofrolv Suit ban, was 
a Chrifiian , an Armenian born,one, notwithftandinghis Religion, very much in 
the King’s favour. 

Karachan-bek who had the charge of SekfahrMfchl, t hat is,Overfeer of thofe 
who kept the Dogs for Hunting, or-chief Huncf-man, as I may call him, was alfo 
^Sen-hjene, and the Son of a Shepheard, 

The Jefaulkor hath two functions, to wir, that of Grand-Mar fhal of the Lodg¬ 
es, and that of Judge of the King’s boufhold. He marches before the King, 
as well in theCitie as in rheCountrey, with a ftaff in his hand, to make way. 
He hath under him feveral other Jefauh , who are as it were Harbingers, 
ai) d fometimes is employ a in the fecuring of perfons guilty of Treafon, and 
luch as ate impnfon’d by the King’s exprefs order/

ThtTz,artz,i, who publifhes the King’s commands. 

The Tzelaudar-bafcbi, who is as it were a Captain OYet the Grooms that con¬ 
duit fuch Horfes as theKingwould have led. 

The Kitabdar, Library-keeper. 

The Menmar , Ingeneer and Architeft. 

The Af#y?ej?,Purveyer for the Houfe. The Seraidar, Suryeyer of the buildings 

The K/itOy Captain of the Gare, 

The Scherbedar, Overfeer of the Gonferves and Spices. 

The CaxKati 3 Confectioner. #*he Omat^dar, Governour of the Pages. 

The Schirtui , Cup-bearer. 

The Eacht&i who keep’s the Gold-plate. 

The Achtz,i, Clark of the Kuchin. 

The Etmektz.1, who bakes the bread which the King himfelf eats.’ 

The Forrafch, who makes the fire. 

Tb tSavOf Water-bearer. , 

The Blldar are fuch as ferve for Pioneers, when the King goes any journey, 
to make the wayes even, and fteps for the fafer treading of the Camels. They 
helpalfoco pitch up Terns, and dig pits in the ground, whether to getwater,ot 
ferve for Privies. 

The Schatir, Foot-men. 

The Rika are men who carry Pole-Axes, and are alwayes about the King’s 
perfon,as his Guards *,but fometimes they alfo do the work of common Execu¬ 
tioners. 

All thefe Officers have their Salaries and other Allowances, which are very 
duely paid them, not out of the Treafury or Exchequer, but they are charg’d 
upon theDemefn of certain Villages, whereof they rhemfelves have the dilpo- 
fal, or they are affign’d them out of fome part of the Taxes, or haply on the Tri¬ 
bute paid by common Proftitutlfe. 

The Perjlaxs feldom meet about affairs, but the Cloath is lay’d. At the two 
Audiences the King gave us, as well at our coming thither, as our departure 
thence, we Din’d wuh him, and ar all the conferences we had at the Chancel¬ 
lor’s, we alwayes found a Collation of Preferves,and after that the Cloath was 
lay’d, and the Meat ferv’d up. 

.When the King ears in public k, or comes into any affemblies,befides cen or The Hakim, 
twelve Lords of the Court, he is ordinaril y attended by the Hakim-* or Phyfi- Mumc*ud,'«w 
clan, the Seder , and the Minatzim, The Pfiyfician appoints what Meats he {}C ^ etler< 
fhouldeat of. The Minatzim. cr Aftrologer, acquaints him with the fortunate 
and unfortunate hours, and whatever he fayes is believ’d as Oraculousj and 
\ht Seder, who is the chief of their Ecdeftafti ks, explicates to him thofepaf- 
fages of the Alchonw, and furfi poincs of their Diviniry, where there feems to 
he any dlfficnlty. The King and the Kafi joyn together in the naming of the 
Seder, and they make choice of him among r hofe, whom they think beft skill d m 
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’ ^ * m the explication of the Alchordk, and the Laws which depend on it. They take 
* * *_ h« advice not onely in Eccleiiaflical, but alfo in Civil affairs, but efpeciaily in 

Criminal. He is fhew’d the charge and proceedings againft the Criminal, and 
he returns his advice feal’d with his Seal; The King for the molt part follows it, 
adding thefe words, 'This is the advice of the Seder, which we confirm ; then he or¬ 
ders his own Seal to be fet thereto. 

Tbtudmmm- Civil caufes are comm only try’d before the Secular Jndges whom they call 
t m of Justice, Oef. They are a kind of Lawyers according to their way, and they have for 
their chief the JTiwan-bekj-, who ought to be well vers’d in the Law of Mahomet. 
Their Pleadingdayes are Monday and 1 hurfday 9 and the place where they meet 
for the ad min ill ration of J office, is a fpacious Arch’d Hall under the Palace- 
Gate, where they hear both lides,and if the Caufes be of importance, they report 
the fame to the King, and acquaint him with the opinions cf the Judges, where¬ 
upon the King decides them. . 

ufary forbid- Ic is forbidden by their Law to put out money to nfe. Yet they flick not to 

dcu. do it; but if the Uiurers be difeover’d, they are look’d on as infamous per- 

fons, and not admitted into the company of fnch as are of any quality, nay, 
they are alfo very feverely punifh’d. Of this we faw an example as we pafs’d 
through Ardebiti where they had an odd way to take oat a Man’s Teeth, who, 
by way of interefl, had taken one and a half in the hundred for a moneth’s time. 
They lay>d him all along on the ground , and knock’d one his Teeth one after 
another with a little Mallet. They call this kind ofUfurers Sidebar, that is, 
eaters of Interefl or Ufury. TcstPerfians are^ermitted to layout mony upon 
Lands, Gardens, and Houfes, which they enjoy while they are out of their mo¬ 
ney, and if they be not redeem’d within the time agreed upon between the par¬ 
ties, they are forfeited to the Morrgagee. 

Theirpmjb- Their puni/hmenrs are Cruel, and proportionable to the irreclaimable obfti- 

mm. nacy of that people, who arc violently bent to Vice, and laugh at gentle cha- 

flifemenrs, and moderate pains. The leafl Crimps are punifli’d with mutilation 
of Members. They cut off the Note, Ears, and fometimes the Feet and Hands 
of Malefa&ors, nay, they are put to death,by cutting off their Heads. That de¬ 
filing, which the Latins call Violation is not punifli’d with death , bnc they 
think it enough to cutoff the part which hath offended,to prove which, there 
needs onely the Woman’s Oath,if fhe hath the confidence to reiterate it thrice. 
The two lafl Kings, Schach-Abas and Schach-Sefi , have been rather cruel than 
fevere in their punishments, as may be inferr’d from the examples we have al¬ 
ready produc’d thereof, nay, they have been fo far fuch towards fome Cri¬ 
minals , chat they have caus’d them to be ty’d between two boards and 
fawen afunder. St-hack* Abas had fenc into Spain one named Teinksleg , who 
returning from his Embaffy,and having not brought home all his Retinue, and 
the King underftanding by the Interpreter, that his ill nfage of them had caus’d 
many of his people to run away, he took the^inshimfelf to cut oft’hisNofe* 
his Ears, and a good piece of flefh out of his Arm, and forc’d him immediately 
to cat them, bloody and raw as they were, Imantnli-Chan -,who was fent Am- 
baffador to the Duke of Holfiein , our Mafler, treated his Domefticks no better. 
For a very trivial fault, he caus'd a Spit red hot to be apply’d to the back of 
one of his Retinue; and he order’d another’s fingers to be knock’d with the 
back of an Hatchet, till aU the bones were bruis’d: which oblig’d five or fix of 
his Train to leave his fervice,and return into Perfia by the way of Italy: for which 
cruelties he had no doubt been punifh’d at his return, had not the Chancellor 
made his peace with the King. 

As to the Religion of thefe people , I could make a long digreffion, to give 
fome accomptof that of the ancient Perfians , and (hew how they ador’d the 
Sun, Moon, Venus, Fire, and other things, which they made Divinities} but 
it is befides my delignsind therefore I (hall onely fay fomething of that of the 
modern, and the difference there is,between the Religion of the Perfians and that 
of the Tur^fi “ Both 
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Bocii thefe Nations follow the Dodtrine ot that grand Itn potior Mahomet ✓-' 

and acknowledge the fame Alcoran ; yet do’s not that hinder, but they have* a* 1 ® 3 7 " 
mortal animo^ty one againft the other. And whereas their enmity is chiefly nTJdi Z m? 
grounded on the difference of their Religions, we (hall here briefly fhevr where the Bcrfians, 
jn it confifts. 


Monfjenr£«f%w fayes in the third Letter of his Embafly to Turkey that a 
man may judge of the difference of thefe two Religions, from the converfa'- 
tion he had with a Perfian r/ fir , named Rufian , who told him, that the Perfians 
had a greater hatred for'the Turk/ , and accounted them much mote profane 
than the CmfiiMs ; but he gives no other particular thereof. Others, who 
have written ot the fame fubjeff, as Panins Jovtm, Biz,arrw§ Mlnadom , and a • 
certain Lngltjh Gentleman , named Thomas Herbert , have given no better an 
accomptot’ic 5 fome, by reafon of the little acquaintancethey had therewith 
and others out of negligence, having nor deliver’d what they might have learn’t 
during the aboad they made in Perfia. I have had the curiofity to make a ftri&er 
enqui_y into it, and to inform my felf as well from finch as I became intimately 
acquainted wit hall at Scamachle and Ifyahan , by means of the Mat hem a ticks, 
as by the reading of fome Books,which I have compar’d with what I had learnc 
thereof my felt. 


The fmMitxt as free to alfume the quality of Mujfulman’ sas the Turks, rbietmoltmrf 
This word is deny d from that of Salam, which comes from another Hebrew the W Muf/ 
word , which figrnfies, he hath deliver'd , or faved. And the reafon of it is, fulmar,, 
thu the Mahunmave Religion * bfing ro propagate i t felf by Arms and the 
Alcoran ordering rh ofe to be perfeenredand kill’d, who refus'd to pronounce 
this confefuon, ,Ja ill ah tllalabx, Mahstmeda refttl-alla, that is, There is no other 
■ God but one and Mahomet the Afofile of God , fuch as, by this profelTion , faved 
themfelves fiom ,or avoided death, were called Muffulmans , that is to fay, 
t he pm or deli vered. But the prefent Turkj explicate it orherwife, and affirm, 
that they who make profeilion of their Religion, are Muffnlmans, that is, lav’d 
from ett mar am nation. Whence it comes, that they do not call their Sons 
M»fttlmahs,t ill they are Circumcis’d. 

T he Circumcifi on of the Perfians is not celebrated, till the. Children are fea Citcmclfivi* 
ven, eight, or nine years of age, and then they intoxicate fuch as are to be Cir- 
cumciso, with a certain drink, to make them infenfible of the pain they are 
to endure , in the cutting of the Prepuce : and in this they agree with 
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confifls.

Hie veryprinciples ofrheir Religions are contrary, in as much as Mahomet , difference • 
having appointed by his hft Will and Tcftament, that Aly , his Nephew , and betwew the Rfa _ 
Son-in-law, (for he was the Brother’s Son and had Married his Daughter Fat- Hgwoftbe 
tima') fhould fucceed him, as well in Temporals as Spirituals , Abakrker , Jjfg 
Omar, and Vfman, all three Father-m- Jaw’s of Mahomet, who were more confl- 1 
derable and powerfull then > 4 /;, and had contributed much to the propagation 
and ellablifoment of Mohamet's Religion, sfurped.fncceflively one after an¬ 
other, the Califate , and Political Government of their Son-in-law, notwith- 
flanding the oppofition, which Aly and his friends would have made againft ir. 

'Twas*after their death, that Aly obtain’d the Califate, which yet he was not fo 
poflefs’d of , but that it was pretended to, and, difputed againft him, by the re¬ 
lations of the three lift Califs , W/y did not change any thing in the Alcoran^ 
and though he gave feveral Interpretations to the words of Mahomet, and expli- 
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* , m cared the ftRfe of his Law, jet did he lubmit to his Authori-y, where it was 
i o j !• c j carj aD£ j w [, ere t he Text admitted no explication, in fo much that this occa. 
fion'd no change in the Religion.

But about the year 1363. 
man,named Softy who pretended himfelf ‘deriv’d from the Family of Aly, and 
gave out, that he was, in a right line, defeended from Mufal Kafim, the Son of 
Hojfeirty who was the Son of Aly. The autferiry of his life , and the outward 
innocency of his demeanour , manag’d by an underflanding that had the knack 
of making the molt advantageous difeoveries it could of it felf, brought him 
into great reputation, and rais’d him to the quality of Schick. He flighted, at 
leallin appearance, all the plcafures and enjoyments of this World, clad him- 
felf in a Sheep-skin , and would not wear any thing about him but what was of 
Wool. Some affirm,that he had the name Sofi given him , fromthe word Suffy 
which flgnifiesAf'W,though others are of opinion, and that with greater pro¬ 
bability , that chetrue Etymology of his name is deriv’d from the word Sefid, 
whic h fignifies pale and white, in as much as it is the cuftom of the Perfians , many 
times, to give 1 he firname from the colour of the face, as the Chancellor of Per- 
fia, who liv’d at the time of our Embaffy thither, was named Sara Tagge , from 
the yellowifh colour of his countenance. 

Soft was rhefirft who ventured publickly to teach and write, that the fuc- 
ceffion of Mahomety which belong’d to Aly , his Nephew and Son-in-law, had 
been illegally ufurped from him and his Pofteriry, by Abubekyr, Omtr , and Of- 
man; That God, who had been very much offended at thar procedure,had rais’d 
him the faid Safi, and had endu'd him with all qualifies necelfary for the reftau- 
ration of the glory of Aly, which had been in a manner buried for many ages. 
And to make it appear, that Aly was a man after God’s heart , he reviv’d a; 
great number of Miracles, which he faid had been fupp-efs’d by the malice of 
the Tvrkj : That Aly had given a true explication of the Alcoran, which his Suc- 
ceflor, Tz,aferfadHckj> had reduc'd into writing, and that in thofe Commenta¬ 
ries there were many precepts contrary to the opinions of Hamfe, whom the 
Turks follow , but much more rational. There is not any Nation in the 
World mote inclin'd to change, and more addicted to Novelty, than the Per- 
fians. Softs new Do&cine foon found credit among them, in fo much that 
they forfook that of the Turks , in whom this Schifm heightned the animo- 
fuy which neighbourhood and perpetual Wars about the Frontiers had alrea¬ 
dy but too much blown between thofe two Nations. However, tb z Perfians 
made it their bufinefs to confirm the reputation of their Aly, and added to their 
Creed, whereof we fpoke before, thefe words Aaly we III Alla , fo that they faid, 
There is but one God, Mahutnet the Apofile of Cod, and Aly, Coadjutor or Lieute¬ 
nant of God; Nay,they prefume to affirm, that though Aly be not really God, 
yet he comes very neer him. An'd to prefer him even before Mahomet himfelf, 
they add hereto, that it was God’s intention to beftow thz Alcoran on Aly , and 
that it was by mi flake it fell into the hands of Mahomet. But as to A bide- 
kfrt Omar, and Of man, they who at Prayer time call the people together (for 
the Per fians , as well as the Turks , ufe no Bells) will befure to Curfe thefe 
three pretended Prophets , and to execrate them to the pic of Hell. They 
have commonly thefe words in their mouths , Kirl Sekjer dehem Abubekyr, 
Or»ar,Ofman, Han't febad , that is, many Dogs flones flop the mouths of thefe Pro¬ 
phets, which is an abomination to the ears* of theTV^r, who, upon this ac- 
compt are become irreconcilable Enemies to rbe Perfians , efpecially fiare 
Scdredlmnd Tx,imd, (whom fome name Gut net ) express'd fo great a zeal for 
the eftablifhment and advancement of their Sefit, which is, in procefs of 
time, grown fo ftrong , that their Schlchs are become Schachs, that is their 
Prophets have chang’d their quality into that of Kings, 

Th zTerfians not thinking it enough to have eftablilh’d rhe Sanility, nay, in 
fome meafure the Divinity, oisdly, were of opinion that he had communicated 

fome 
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loine pare ofrhat quality tothol'eof his Family,and that they might bellow the ~Z _ 
denominarionof Saints upon his firft Succeflors, of whom there were related ^ ? I* 
many Miracles, whereby their memories havebeen celebrated , and their Se¬ 
pulchres enrich’d by the Prefents fent in to them. He had left t wo Sons, Haf- 
fan , and Ho (Jem , who left Seine/, Abethn , MahwmedTBagttr , T K.afer~Sadu!^, 
MufaUafm , Sffo Mahumd-Taggl, Jill Naggi, Hofei n Albert, and Mehtdl , 
whe r eof fome, to wit, Ha fan , Seme/, Abedsn, Mabamed-Bagtfr , Mahtmed- 
Taqol, and AlllNaggl, are interr’d a t Medina', Tz.afer SaHttk., at Bagdat, and 
Hoifeiny Mttjai-K ajum, and Hoffein Albert, it ICelbula or Kttfa. They affirm 
that Mehedi is not dead, but lies hid in a Cave neer K'ufa, where he is to remain 
till rheday of Judgement, which is to be, when his fliooes,which he left an 
the entrance of it, and which are already turn’d half way , fhall be quite 
turned towardg the Cave, fo as that at his coming out he may put his feea 
into them } to go aod^convert all the World to the Faith of the 


ran. 

On ihcfe twelve Saints they bellow the quality of Imam , or Prelate. To 
thefe, as alfo to the Inftitutor of their Seft Schich-Svfi , they addrefs their 
Prayers and Devotions, and it is to the four Sepulchres of them, that they go 
on Pilgrimages, efpedaily when their affairs permit chem not to go to Meat, or 
Medina. They give the Pilgrims a Certificate orTelUmonial, called Sljaret* 
name , whereby they are not onely known to be uvz Mufuimans , profeffing 
rhe true Per flan Religion ; but there is alio afurcher particular advantage ot 
thefeTe/limonials, in that they fave their lives, who are in dtfgrace with the 
Kmg or Governours of che Provinces where they live. We have feen instances 
hereof in our Interpreter, whofe name was Raft am, who cook one of them ,.to 
avoid the puni(hment which he might have fuffredfor embracing ch tChnfhan 
Religion in England and another in Tzjirracban, who took this cou.fe to lave 
hiinfelf, as we have related elfewhere. 

The Perfiam Celebrate every year, with great Ceremonies, the memory and Thcif 
death of Hajfan and Hojfein. The Turks deride them For it, and on the contra¬ 
ry, have a great Veneration for Ababeker , Omar , and Of man , and highly effeem 
Han!fe,t heir chief Commentator and Paraph rail of the Alcoran. The Per fans 
execrate the memory of the three former , andfpeak of the fail as an 7 m P?' 
ftor, who hath made falfeexplications of the Alcoran, They affirm, chat Hawje, 
being a fervant to T^afer SM. > was very carefull to preferve the water, where¬ 
in that Saint had waffl'd his hands, which he carried intor^.rubb’d there¬ 
with the eyes of feveral blind people, whoby that means recover d their light, 
and wrought diverfe ocher Miracles, the honour whereof belongs onely to 
the Saints of Perfta. They add to this, that Schach 7 amas, at ter the takin B of 
Bagdat , caus’d the body of Hanlfe , who had a very famoruous Tomb 
there, to be taken up ; and that he converted th & Mafur, or place of hi® Se¬ 
pulture , into a St ble, and the Sepulchre into a Sink or common Houfe of 
eafe. 

There are many Authors have Commented on the Alcoran ; but they who commtmnn 
have had a particular iUnminarion for that woik, and have,in their opinion, W^eAL 
bell nnderfiood the Sentiments of Mahomet, are Aly and Tzmfer-Sadttk., whom 
the Perfians prefer before all the reft. The Turfs moll efteern Hamfe ; and the 
Usbeques Tartars, as alfo the Indians t follow the explication of Hembih , and 
Malehl The Alcoran^ in many places,is not to be underllood ; not qneiy m 
that Mahomet himfelf Teems to have affefted obfearity , as not ^owmg him- 
felf what he would fay; but alfo in this regard, that, many times, ne alludes to 
(lories which peradvenrure never happened, and whereof the C°romew«ors 
certainly having no knowledge, have fupply’d the defea wuht heir w - 
ons, fables, and Import ures, which have no Rkelyhood of «»* »»»; 
not to digrefs from th tPer/im, whom it is our particular defign hereto give 
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an aetompt of, it is a thing much to bs admir'd, that thefe people, who are fo 
I O } 7 ’ ingenious, and fo wife in their Generation, and fo excellently well vers’d in 
the affairs of the World * could be brought to believe things fo ridiculous, 
and the many fables, their Books of Devotion are fill’d with. As for infiance, 
among others, that Duldal> ( fo they call Aly’s Horfe) was got of a Rock. 
That it was the Angel Gabriel who brought him the Sword, called D^ttlfakar, 
wherewith he did io maDy great exploits: That with rhe faid Sword, he kill'd a 
Dragon that had feven heads; and cma Devil to pieces. And that Sulthan Ma¬ 
homet Chod abends , being one day a-hunting neer Kufa, difeover’d thereabouts 
a Sepulche with this Im'cription, Under thu place A Adam , Noe, and Aly , and 
that thereupon ihe Sulthan had ordered the building of the Citie of JV'etz.ef, 
where he hadereited a Tomb in memory of Aly. But there is not any thing fo 
ridiculouily flat as the Rory they relate of Aly s drinking with the Angels in Pa- 
rad ife. '* 

Miracles. And that there may be no fcruple made of ihk fupernatural , and as it 

were Divine power, attributed by ihem to the Author of their Seft, they re¬ 
late a great number of Miracles wrought by him, which Miracles indeed are 
chargeable wiih fome impofiure among thofe of other perfwafions, but in the 
Religion of the Per fans they are the more impertinent, in that they make 
their Saints do themwithout any neceffity. As for infiance, when they af¬ 
firm, that Schich Soft , being yet very young, and going,to fee Schich Sahadl^ 
who was a great Saint, and a vei*y wife man, and liv’d in the Village of Sahedan, 
in the Province ofKllan, he there took particular notice of the pains the In¬ 
habitants were at in weeding their Grounds, and moved to companion thereat, 
he commanded the Weeds nor to pefler the Earth any longer. He was imme¬ 
diately obey’d. But Schich Sahadt obferving ir, Paid to him 5 I fee , Son , what 
thou art able.to do; but thou art to confider, that if thou ea.fe thefe Pefants 
of the employment wherein they fpend their time, they will be loll through 
idlenefs. Schich’Sofi thought this fo excellent a confideration, that he present¬ 
ly refolv’d to ferve that holy man , with whom he continu’d feven years , and 
learnt of Sahadl many noble things. It is upon this accompr, as they affirm, 
that the faid Village, to this day, en joyes an abfolute and perpetual privilege and 
exemption. 

They relate alfo that Tamerlan > whom they call Temur long, defirous to f*e 
Scbich’Sefi, and to be affur’d whether his San&icy was anfwerable to the great 
reputation he had acquir’d all over the Eafi, tefolv’d to give him a Vifit, and 
to have an evident Demonftration of the truth of his Do&rine, he bethought 
himfelf to makeatryal of it, with a refolution to refi fatisfy’d as to his San¬ 
ctity, if he behav’d himfelf in threethinM as he expefted he fhould • to wit, 
1. if he came not out, to meet him : 2. if he entertain’d him with Rice, boyl’d, 
not in Sheep’s Milk, but that- of wild Goars ; and 3. if the poyfon be would 
order to be given him , (hould not kill him. Hereupon Tamerlane being come 
to Sehamasbu , where Safi then liv’d, went freight to his Chamber. Soft faw 
him well enough coming, but would not go to meet him, till Tamerlane had 
fee foot within his Chamber: then Soft rofe up, and faid to him, I know well 
enough what refpeft is due to the King, but it was your pleafure I fliould not 
meet you. I humbly crave your pirdon. ’Tis atryal you were pleas’d co make 
of me. This Complement pafs’d, he made Tamerlane fit down, oppofice to the 
Door , and caus’d ro come of the neighbouring Forreft a great many wild 
Goats, which were milked in Tamerlane's pretence. At lafi Sofi perceiving they 
were goi n° to give him poyfon, call’d fora clean fiiirr, which he put on, and 
having drunk the poyfon , he fell a dancing round the Room , according to the 
manner of the Schichs, and continu’d rhar exercife fo long, rill fuch time as 
having put himfelf into a fwe«aU over rhe body , he took off the fiiirr, out of 
which he wrung the fweat , which the poyfon had made of a Green colour, 
andhavin® puMtimoaGlafs, prefented it to Tamerhmeyto facisfie him that 
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Jt had done him no narm, That thereupon 1 amerUw made no furchj U ;ubc ^ 
of the truth of Se/?s Doftrine; that he bellow’d on him feveral Villages necr^- f^ ? 7* 

debit, and made him a Prcfem of a great number of Turkic whom he was to' in- ' 

Wrnft in his Religion. 

The Turks believe not a word of all chefeMiracles ; but however, they 
have a great Veneration for the memory of Aly. They acknowledge be was 
2 neer Kinfman of Mahomet's, that he is truely an I man , or Saint, and that 
he led* very exemplary life; and particularly that he was valiant , and a yer-y 
good Horf-man ,*and thence it comes, that, when they get onHorf*bsck, they 
fay IfaAly, in the name of .-i'i 

As the will not admit of-any of the Laws and Ordinances which rbtis ptrifUa- 

Abubeker, Omar, Ofasa»,znd Hanife affirm to be grounded on the Alcoran , ft» signs. 
they alfo contemn ail the Ecdefiartical Ceremonies of the ,, and have 
particular ones of their own, which they believe to be as neceflary , as any 
thing that is moft etfemial in the bufinefs of Religion, For inftance , when 
the Perfans intend to do their Devotions, efpecially their Prayers, they pre¬ 
pare [hemtelves by external ablution as the Turks do, but after an abfoluce- 
ly different manner. They turn up their fleeves above the Elbow, w^fli their 
bands, which they afterwards put, two feveral times upon the Arms, If roaming 
them from the Elbow down to theWrift. Then they Itroak their faces onely 
with the right hand. The Turks, on the contrary, take up fo much water as 
they can hold between their hands, and therewith rub their faces, (freaking 
them three feveral times, from the forehead.down to the Chin , and after¬ 
wards from the Chin up to the forehad. They wafh alfo their Notes and 
Months by drawing in with their breath the water, which, to that end,they 
take up between their hands. The Perfians (froak their Heads with a mold 
hand, from rhe Nape of the Neck to the forehead, and afterwards the Feet 
up to the Andes. But the Turks pour water on their Heads, and fo apply 
their moift hand to the Feet, which they are oblig’d to wafh , before they be¬ 
gin cbefe Ceremonies: but this the Perftans do not. The Turks pur the fore¬ 
finger into the Ear, which they afterwards rub all about with the Thumb, and 
then with the fame forefinger (froak their Heads from the Nape of the Neck, to 
the Throat. Thefe Ceremonies are perform'd in their Houles, before they go 
out in order to the doing of their Devotions, in the Mofauey ; whither the 
Women come not at all, out of a fear they might diftradfc the Devotions of 
the men. The Perjians have a ftone, wherewith they often couch their fore¬ 
heads, while they are at their Prayers ; or haply they lay the Hone upon the 
ground and touch it with their foreheads. It is made of a greyiili Earrh, . 
which is to be had about Meiz.ef and Kufa, where Hojfem was kill'd , and in- 
rerr’d,neer Aly , and thence it is that the faid (lone derives all its verrue. 

The Figure of it is Otfogonal, and it is Somewhat above three inches Dia¬ 
meter, and contains, with the names of their twelve Sainrs ,thac of Fattima f 
their common Mother. They are made by the Arabians, who bring them into 
Perfia to be fold. 

The Per Bans being come to che Adofquey begin their Prayers wirh Alla Ekper. Tick Pmjtrs, 
When they Pray,their Arms hang down negligently,and they have their eyetti- 
fien’d on the ground. On the contrary , the lurks have both rheir hands up n 
their breads. The Perftans, afterwards,put their hands upon their Ears,and ru n 
their faces to the South, out of this regard, that Meca and Medina are towards 
chat Quarter, in refpeft of the Cicie of ArdebU, where their Sefthad its firft 
Inflitution and Original. There is fome probability, that, in this particular, 
they, would imitate the primitive Chrifiians, who,in their Prayers , turn’d their 
faces towards the Ea(f, to exprefs, thitCfaifl, their 5un of right eo.nfnefs, was ri- 
fen. Whence it came that rh tChnflians being charg’d.in the time o£ Sever us ; he 
Emperour,as if they ador’d the Sun, 7 ertu!lia» vindicates them in his Apology, 
and gi ves an accompc of the true caufe of that Ceremony. , 
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« a: 2 *7 Perjians having thus turn’d their faces towards the South , begin their 

i ~—* Prayers with that of AUhemdo /Ilia. Having faid that, they fet their Hands on 
their Knees, and in that [looping pollute they fay the Prayer S Manna Rehbi, 
and repeat the Alla Ekfer, Then they kneel down, touch their foreheads 
with the grey Hone, and repeat theforefaid Prayer of Sulhanna Rebbi t liretch¬ 
ing out their Arms. After all this, they make the lall Prayer upon their 
Knees, then rife up-, and turning to the left and right hand , they pronounce 
with a low voice, Sahm alekom , Sdom nltkom , fainting the Angels who have 
ailUfed them, and kept the Devil from difiurbing them in their Devotions. 
The lurks faluce the Angels before they have quite made an end of their 
Prayers. The Religion of the Perjians obliges them to fay their Prayers five 
times a day , to wit, in rhe morning at Sun-riflng, at noon , in the after* 1 
noon, in the evening, and as they go to bed. Their chief Prayer is the Fatah, 
and nexc to that, the AlhemdoUUa , which Tranflated is to this eft'eft. tf Glo- 
” ty be to the Lord of all Creatures, to the King of the laft judgement. We 
tf honour thee; we invoke thee ; affift us in our necefllties; Lead us in thy 
“ wayes ; bring us into the path of thofe to whom thou hall done good, 
** and not into the way of thofe , upon whom thou hall poured out thy 
wrath, nor into thrt of fuch as thou fuffreft to go aflray. Amen, 

They are very .And whereas all the Chapters of the Alcoran begin with thefe words, bif- 
devout* rnUla rahntan rahim , in the name of God, &c. the Perftans accordingly never 
undertake any thing, but they Dronounce the bifmilla , and fometimes fay, 
benahm ohnki namefch beret t&anehaft , that is, in his name, who is the refuge 
and prote£lion of Souls. They exprefs a great attention and devotion in their 
Prayers; info much that going femetimes into the great Me tf chid Mehed'n at 
iffaban , at the time when they were at Prayers , I could never obferve, that 
they fo much as took notice of me ; but they bad their eyes either fattened on 
the ground , or lifted them up to Heaven, according to the fubjeft of their 
Prayers. There are fome among them, who pray with fuch violence at their 
own houfes , that they put rhemfelves out of breath, and many times fall 
down in a (wound. I remember to this effe&' a fiory of one of my Neigh, 
hours at Scamachie, who was fo earneft in his Devotion, that having faid his 
Prayer very loud, and pronounc’d with all his might, above fifty times the 
word Mak^a, which fignifies, God, he at length could not pronounce it 
without a great deal of difficulty, and at laft his voice quite fail’d him. 
There are fome, who, at their Prayers, ufe a certain kind of Beads, which 
they call Moher Thebtfb , confiding of three dozen, diftinguifh*d by fo many 
great Beads. 

Upon Friday , which is their ordinary Fellival, their Chain'b, or Preacher, 
gets up into the Pulpit, and reads certain Chapters of the Alcoran , with the 
explication rhereof. They make no account at all of our Bible, and fay it 
hath been falfify’d by the Jews and Greeks , and that for that reafon God fenc 
the Alcoran , as a Correfted Bible, or the true word of God. While I 
was at Scamachie , I fliew’d the MinatzAmChalil , the Pentateuck in Aralick. 
He knew the book well enough, but faid of it, Ckrab dw^that is,it is a book that’s 
corrupt and abolifh’d; the Alcoran is murh the better. 

Their opinion They have very ftrange and extravagant opinions concerning the Creation 
concerningHta- of the World, the firft man, the Hones of the Bible , the laft judgement and 
ven and Hell, eternal life. They affirm, among other things , that, at the beginning, God 
made fevenHells,gc as many Paradifes,but that to the forefaid number there was 
an eighth Paradife added, upon the following orcafion. Ath, King of Per fa, 
and Grand-father of Nimroth, one of rhe moll power full Princes of his time, 
grew fo vain-glorious and proud, that he would be refpe&ed as a Godtand 
to the end there fhould not anything of Magnificence be awanting, he lay’d 
out feveral Millions of Gold, in building the nobleft and moft Sumptnous 
Palace, that the Wit and Art of man could imagine, which was to ferve him 
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their Children 
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tor a Paradife. But the King being upon his way to go and fee it, and take 
polTdTion thereof, there rofeup fuch a thick Mitt, which fo cover’d the Houfe 
and Gardens that were about it s that it feemed to have quite vanifh’d > fs that 
it could never yet be found: and that this is the eighth Paradife, which God hath 
joyned to the other feven. 

The Per Jims have alfo the cuftotn of dedicating or devoting their Children 
cofome Saint, as foon as they come out of the Mother’s Womb, to which 
Saint they are to be as it were Slaves as long as they live. As a badge of this 
flayer y, they make a hole in their Ears, as foon as they are born, and thence 
it is they have the name of Mahumedctfli , immcy.ll Aaltculi, that is, the 
Slaves of APahmee > Iman , and Aaly. This they ordinarily do, when they are 
fome years married before they have Children, or when the Children thrive 
not well. There are alfo fome who devote them to a Monaftifal life,and pro- 
mife to make them A'dallas. And yet if the Children that have been fo de¬ 
sign'd exprefs no inclination co a Monaftical life, they may go to fome holy 
place,and for a fum of money be difpens’d of their Father’s vow. 

They have alfo a Lent or Faft, which lails a moneth every year. They call Their Lent 
it Rafik, or, with the Turks Omz, , and they begin and end it, according co the 
preferipcion of the Alcoran , with the Moon of the moneth Ram Jan. They ob- 
ferveic with fomewhai more auftericy than the ordinary Fails, in as much as 
they neither eat nor drink between Sun-rifiag and Sun*fet: but they have all 
the night to do what they pleafe in, and they commonly fpend it fo well, that 
they never faft lefs than they do at that time. For having fufficiemly furnifh’d 
themfelves with Meat and Wine in the night, they ly down in the morning, 
and deep away part of the day. Such as are unwilling to fart, may, for money, get 
a difpenfation, • 

There is in Perjia a fore of people whom they call Seid, and they are of the 
Pofterity of Mahomet and At/ , and enjoy feveral particular Privileges-and Ex¬ 
emptions. They do not ilrave their heads as the other Perftans do , but onely 
cut their hair about the breadth of two fingers, and let the reft grow, which 
they tie up together in a trefs. They are not permitted to marry out of their 
own Family, in regard the Alliances they might make eUewhere would much 
diminifh the King’s Revenue, They are clad in white, and their fbooes are 
low and flat-IoaVd. They are forbidden notonely the drinking of Wine, bun 
alfo being in the place where any is Drunk; fo chat if they are invited to any en¬ 
tertainment, the other Gnefts muft be content with Dufshab , or onely water. 

The touching of a Dog renders them unclean. One untruth would forfeit all 
their Privileges ; and whereas all the other Perftans fwear by the name of God, 

A//, Scbtcb-Sofi , and by the Bey amber baembia , that is, by the Pofterity of Aaly , 
thefe Seid have no other Oath than that of Enlademen ,that is, by my birth. 

Thofe of them who live in Cities are commonly rich,in regard they are pof- 
fefs’d of Lands and Villages,for which they pay not rhe King any thing, whence 
it comes they are fufficiemly proud and infuppoitable. There are fome who af- 
fume the quality of Seid, though they go from Cicie to Cicie, and live by Alms. 

They fliew t heir Teftimonials where they come , but they are for the moll part 
Counterfeit, and fuch as makeufe of them are accounted Impoftors; and thence 
it is they call them Cher-Seid , that is, Saints-AfTes. Some of thefe latt mentio¬ 
ned carry, about them, fome hair, in round boxes of filver, which they lay was 
raken off Mahomet's head, and have the Height to make the feveral hairs come 
flreight out at a little hole,perfwading the fimple, that that is done by fome fu- 
pernatural and miraculous vertue.This hair they fell at a very dear rate,and die 
Perftans make ufe of it in their Devotions, putting it upon their books, vv en 
they fay their Prayers. . , 

At Kimatjva the Province of Ki/an, there was one of thefe Mounte_ , 
who having found out the trickof feccing Cotton on fire by means ot a JT* 

Aal cut half round* and held in the Sun like a burning-glals, would uyc P , 

Ccc ? le 
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. g 2 n pic perfwaded by [hat Operation, which he affirm’d to be Supernatural, chat 

* - * * *_ he was of the Kinrfcd of Mahomet. After our return to Holfein, I fhew’d the 

Pcrjiafis , whom Schach-Sef fent thither, that it was the eaftelt thing in the 
World to get fire from the Sun, and I lighted papfcrin the very depthof Win¬ 
ter, by means of a Chryitall full of cold 1 Water, or a piece of Ice, which 1 had 
made half round in a Pewter Difa. They were aflooiflTd at it, and faid,rtiac if 
I had done as much in Perfia, I iliould hare pafs’d there for either a great Saint, 
or a Sorcerer. 

Another fori T here is yet another fort of EccleGallicks in Perfia , who are thought to be 

of Rdi&im descended from Aly , indead whereof the Turks have the Tervts, of whom the 

mn - Kulefthan makes many pleifanr dories. Thefe are called Abdullas , and are a 

kind of Monks or Friers. They are very meanly clad, with a kind of fleeve-lefs 
Coat, of feveral pieces, quilted like Mattreffes. Some of them wear onely a 
hairy “skin, having at the wade, indead of a Girdle, a Serpent of brafs, given them 
by their Doftors, when they make their profeffion, as a mark of their Learning. 
It is the Sxffibafchi, or chief of the Stiff whoConfecrates them in the Suffica^ 
at Ardebit* ffpahau, and Mefchet. Thefe A bdalhu trudge up and down t he Mar¬ 
kets and other poblick places, to affemble the people, and Preach to them the 
Miracles of their Saints, and to curfe Ababeksr^Omar, Ofma^ and Hamfe, as alfo 
the Saints of the Usbecjnes Tartars , of whom they relate ridiculous and obfeene 
dories, to make them abominable and defpicable. This Contributes fomewhat 
to the edablifhmenr of their Religion, and heightens in the Children the ha¬ 
tred they have againd the 7 »r^j, for rhofe are the chief Auditors of thefe Mar¬ 
ket-LeSures } and thence it comes, that thefe Abdullas are never feen neer the 
Frontiers of Turkey. There are fome of them, who rake whatever their Auditors 
give them, and thence it comes the^are alfo termed Kala»deran\ for after they 
have fpent about half an hour in talking and telling of dories, much after the 
manner of our Mountebanks,they have fome fmall money given them, where¬ 
upon they difmifs the affembly, to go and Preach in fome other place. They 
have in their hand a Hatchet or Scepter of wood, wherewith they make their Ge- 
ftures,and handle them, as thofe in our parts, who (hew tricks of Legerdemain, 
do their ftitks. They fet out their Difcourfe with all forts of Fables, and fome- 
times bring in fuch palpable lies, that fome make no difficulty to interrupt 
them,and reproach them wirh their impudence. They are a lewd fort of peo¬ 
ple , addifted to all manner of vices. Tipling-houfes and places of publick 
prodicution are their ordinary retreats, and they are for the mod partBuggerers 
and High-way-men. That they may commit their Robberies with greater fafe- 
ty , they go in the nighttime into Caves, and, Counterfeiting the neighing of 
Horfes, they make a difeovery of what number pafles by. Hence it comes,'that 
there are few that will give them fo much as Lodging, infomuch that they are 
forc’d to take up their quarters in Chapels, built for thatpurpofe neer the 
JlToftjueyes, 

I (ball here relate, to this purpofe, what happen’d, at the time of our Em- 
bafly, in the Village of Lekere, within three leagues of Ardebil 3 to one of thefe 
Aldalloftwha addrefs’d himfelf to a young Woman,defiring her to give him a 
night’s Lodging. The Woman excus’d her felf upon theabfence of her Huf- 
band, and told him, that, another rime when her Husband were at home, he 
fhould not be deny’d. The Abdalla finding the young Woman to his mind, 
and feeing her go out to milk rheKine, made his advantage of the opportunity, 
crept into the houfe.and hid himfelf under a bed, which the Perfans , in the Sum¬ 
mer time, put on high Treflels, as well to prevent the inconvenience they re¬ 
ceive from infefts, as that they may make ufe of the floor to put their Corn in. 
The Woman being return'd from milking, defir’d a young Maid of the neigh¬ 
bourhood to keep her company that night,and while they were at Supper, (Vie 
intreated the Maid,to reach fome Cakes fhe hadlay’d upon the bed, which fhe 
did, but finding the AbfalU lying under it, and imagining it was with the Wo¬ 
mans 
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mans confent and privity that he was come thither, flic would flay no longer 5 g , * 

with her.' The AL-dalla perceiving the Maid was gone , comes out , falutes - 

the young Woman, and defires her to Lodge him, and haying obtain’d that, 
made it his further intreaty, that (he would afford him part of her own bed. 

The poor Woman finding her felf alone, made as if (he contented, and told 
him, (he would onely go into the next Room to get fomewhat for his Supper : 
but as foon as fhe was got in, fhe lock’d the Door , and barn cado’d her felf 
in with certain Bags of Rice. The Abdalla finding himfelf chows d, lay d hold 
ofa little Child, and threamed the Woman to kill ir, it fhe would not open 
the Door. The Woman made anfwer, that her honour was dearer to her than 
her Child, and that her Husband, who would be the moll injur’d in its mif- 
carriage , would get more of them. Upon rhac the Ab&alU kill’d the Child 
with a broad Knife , which thefe Villains are wont to carry at their Girdles, 
and call Bttkdan , cut him into four quarters, and befec himfelf to force open 
the Door. To get into the Room , he made a hole under the Threfhold of the 
Door, and thruft himfelf into it to get through ; but ere he had quite pafs'd 
his head and moulders, the Woman cries out, and finding a Plough-fhare 
in the Room , gave him fo many (trokes over the head and neck therewith, 
that he dy’d of it. The Neighbours , coming in at the noife, and, immediate¬ 
ly after the Husband, found this fad Speftacle of the Abdalla > and, having 
got open the Door, the Woman fwounded in the Room, Being come to her 
felf,'Hie call’d to mind, that the Rogue , finding himfelf hurt by the firft 
blow five had given him, had begg’d his life, and told her that he had where- 
withall to purchafe it: whereupon the Husband took the pains tofearch him, 
and to examine his ragged Coar, which had fo many pieces about ic , as made a 
fliifr to Lod°e eight hundred Cheqttines, whereof the Peafanc made his advantage. 

The Abdulla & body was bufbe. ■. 

The Verjians iorerr their Dead , within three hours after the Soul is gone Their inteiv- 
out of the body 1 unlefs it be in the night time. Theywafh the bodies before .mms-. 
they are interr’d , and this Ceremony is perform’d , in the houfe , to perlons 
of quality, or in a place built in the Church-yard for that purpofe, which 
they call AdordefcharC'ane, for the common people. I had the opportunity to 
fee thefe Ceremonies at Cafwin, in our return from Ifpahan. Fvvas tbe^ body 
ofa young man of about twenty years of age , whom they carried in his 
Cloaths, and before he was quite cold, tinging all along, to the Church-yard, 
where they dripp’d him, and call him into a Geftern built about wirh 
ftone, about lixteen foot fquare. The Grave-maker having warn d the body 
all over, they put a clean fhirt about him, wrappd htmina fhrowdof Cot¬ 
ton Cloath , and lay’d him on a Bier, cobecarry’d to the Grave, which was 
not far thence. Perfons of quality have this further Ceremony done them, 
that at their coming out of the Bath , the body is fet upright, and t ^.y pour 
Camphir water, which they call Kafttr , upon the head, whence it runs down 
all over the body, all the Overtures whereof are (topped with Cotton, 1 hen 
they lay it neer the Grave , and the Pried having read fome pan ages of the Al~ 
coran , raifes u Ahead a little, which he prefcntly lets down again, and then 
he is put into^VGrave without any Coffin. The Graves are made 
lovir, and fomeare vaulted, and others cover’d with boards. The body is laid 
down on the right-fide, with the face towards the Weftupon this accompr, 
that the Perfians, among other things, are of a perfwafion, that at the fair 
judgement, the Sun and Moon (hall be very fad, and that the Sun coming to 
the Weft (hall ftand (till, and that both thofe Planets (hall become as biavx as 
Coal. That then the Angel Gabriel fliallcome and beat ,the Sun and Moon, 
and force them to return from the Weft to the Haft, and that the lai judge¬ 
ment (hall begin at the Weft. Then the Prieft, having taken up a »‘“Ie earth 
in his hand, read another paflageof the Alcoran , went feven P a £ es ro a },, 

Grave, then return’d to it again, and having read another paflage, r nr 
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w with all che company. Alter chete Ceremonies ,perfoDS of quality are wont 
J-~ to make a read, the third day after the imerrmenc, bat without any Wine, and 
if the deceas’d hath left much Wealth behind him,they make another Fealt 
on the ievemh, and another on the fortieth day , as alfo at the Nmnts „ at 
the Kurban t and at I'azRamefan, being fore todiffribute fome Aimes among’the 
Poor. - ° 

lh_ icalon why they make the Craves lo hollow , and flop up all the 
Overtures of the body,is,the belief they are of, that when the Prieft goes 
leven pai.es from the Grave, two Angels, named JVekjr and Munkl/y come in- 
to it, and, ii the Overtures were not ilopped , might be incommodaced by 
fome unvArannels. They believe, chat,during that time , the Soul returns in¬ 
to tiie body , that fhe railes it into a lining pollute, that it may give the 
Angels an accompt of all its Members had done in this World. Then he 
ma*es l hAe quollions to the deceas d In whom haft then believ'd ? whereto it 
aflfwers, In one onely Cod, my Heavenly Father. Who is thy Prophet ? Ma¬ 
homet. Who is thy Imam} Aaly. If he anfwers pertinently to thequel'lions, 
and can give any accompt of the ufe of his Members, there is no doubt made 
but he is fav’d,and chat the Angels thereupon feize the Soul, and abfolutely 
feparate it from the body. # Thcreareonelyperfonsofage who are fubjeCl to 
.this examination j Children being not oblig’d to sivkany account of their 
Fairh. 

The Perfmns , to Anew that Abathalib, At/s Father, is infallibly fav’d , affirm, 
that he was, before, named Emir am , and thap he dy’d before Mahomet, Be¬ 
ing buried , and the Angels having ask’d him who was his Prophet, he made 
aniwer )} it was Mahomet ; but when they ask’d him who.was his Saint , he 
was at a Iofs, and knew not what to fay, for he knew not then chat his Son 
Aly fhould become fo great an Imam. Whereupon the Angel Gabriel ^oin^ 
to Mahomet, bid him lend Aly to Abathallb's Sepulchre, and to fay coVim* 
■ Father I am.thy Imam, and ftiall draw thee to me at the day of Judgement : and 
that thence it comes,they gave Emir am the name of Abathalib, that is,the feekim- 
Father, in as much as the Father had fought, and found his Imam. s 

The internments of great Lords and perfons of quality are performed with 
great Pomp, and the body is accompany’d by a great proceflion. We made 
mention, in the fife book of this Relation, of a Gentleman of Scamackle who 
had drunk fo much Aquavits, that he dy’d of it the next day. The Ceremonies of 
his internment were 3s followerh. 

In the firft place, in the head of the Proceflion , there marched fix men 
carrying Banners , and great and long Poles, much like thofe we had feen 
at our entrance into that place , with this difference onely, that thofe at 
this Funeral were wreath’d. Next marched four Horfes , the firft whereof 
carried the Bow and Arrows of the deceas'd, and the other three fome part 
of his Cloaths. After thefe, one of his Mental fervanrs, mounted on an ex¬ 
cellent Mule, carry’d his Modi/, or Turbant. This man was follow’d by two 
men carrying , on their heads, certain Towers, which then call Nachal, a- 
dornd with great Plumes of Feathers, who danc’d and idH to the found 
of the Mufick, which came after them, and confifted of Trouts, and Cop¬ 
per bating which they ftruckone againli another. Betweenthis Mufick and 
the Dancers, there were carried eight Difhes of Preferves, having each of 
them a Sugar-Cake in rhe midi*, cover’d with blue paper, which is the co¬ 
lour of their Mourning, and about every Cake three Wax-Candles lighted. 
Next marched divers of the Steffi , who were diftinguifh’d from others by their 
white Turbants. Then follow d two bands of Muficians , who with all their 
might fung the la HU HUha , and the A/i a £hp er ? accompanying their cries 
with fuch diftorted Countenances and Poftares, <is Rva>'a»*uz,za himlelf would 
be much troubled to imitate. Then follow’d three young Boys, having 
their right fhouldet and arm naked, and r,heir foreheads and arms fo feratch’d, 

that 
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that the blood trickled down to the ground. LaHly ? there follow’d th e --“~ 

men, carrying each of them a Tree , whereto they had fatten’d certain red 1 ^ 5 7 J 

Apples, and the Treffes of hair, which the faid Gentleman’s three wive-— 

had. either .[pluck'd or cut off their heads, as alfo certain pieces of red and' 
green paper. Thefe went! immediately before the body , which was carried 
by eight men upoD.their fhoulders; and upon the Bier there was a very fair 
Garment , lined with the precious skins of the Buchar-fheep. Behind t he 
Corps there follow’d four men, carrying, in a very high Chair, a young Lad" 
who read certain pa/Tages of the Alcoran , and the Proceflion was clos’d with 
the Relations and Friends of the deceas’d, who went along with the body to 
a certain place of the Citie, whereat was to remain, till fuch time as it fhould 
be rransferr’d to Bagdat, to be difpos’d neer their Imams, 
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given an account, in the precedent Book, of all wee 
thought worthy our obfervation in the City of /fpaban, 
during the abode we made there > as alfo of all we could 
learn of the State of the Kingdome of Perfia > and the 
Inhabitants thereof and their manner of life, atleaft as far 
as was confident with the relation of our Travells it fhall 
he our bufinefs in the fubfeqtteut to fetdown the par¬ 
ticulars of our return , andtoreconduft the Ambaffadors

into their Country. 

All things being fee in order for our departure, there hapned a difficulty 
which occafioned no final l diffraction. The King of Perfia had commanded^* 
Ufiatli-Chari) our Mthemandery to conduct us, in our return, through the Pro¬ 
vince of Kit AN, out of this confideration, that the faid Province being one 
of the beR and molt fertile of all the Ktngdome , it was his pleafure we fhould 
pafs through it ; as well that we taight be eye witneiTes of the riches of it, and 
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"ive an account thereof in Germany , as that we might find there thofe conve- \ 6 * *7 

niencei, which we had not mecwithall in our coming thither, and which we —_ i-i* 

niould hardly light upon elfewhere. But inifgard the Inhabitants of Kllan ' 
arecmel and barbarous, whereas all the other Perfiant are civil and obliging, 
it rais’d an apprehenfion in fome, that the King had given thofe orders, pur- 
pofely to min us, and it was reported, that bis Majefty, being incens’d a- 
oainft the Ambaflador Brugmtn, who in feveral Occurrences had demean’d 
himfelf infolemly and imprudently, intended to make thofe people the in- 
ftrnments of his reveDge upon him, and all of his. And this it had been the 
more cafie for him to do, in that he needed onely to awaken the refentmems 
of the Governours of Derbent and Scamachie , whom the Ambaflador Brugman 
had indifereedy afronted at our fir ft paflage that way. Moll, of our people 
were fo prepoflefs’d with this apprehenfion, and had given fo much credit to 
the report, which was fpread up and down the Citie, to that effeft, that five 
of our Retinue went and took up their Quarrers with Lyon Bernoldi, in the 
Alia-cam, or Sanauary, to wit, the Captain of our fliip, Michel Cor da, his 
Mace, one of the Pages, the Chirurgeon,who afterwards went along with Ma»- 
deljlo into the Indies, and on?:wf the Guard. 

We left Ifiahan, on them’, of December, toward* the evening. Moft of the DECEMB. 
Enolijh Merchants accompany’d us above a League out of the Gitie, to a ccr- T be jimbafr*- 
tain place, where they gave us a Collation, at the toot of-a pleafart green dors leave If- 
Hill; which done, they took leave of ns, and return’d to the Ckie. The fame pahan, 
night, we traveled three Leagues, to a Village named Pefchman , where we 
continu’d all the next day, as well for fome reafons, not fit to be difeover’d, 
as in expeiftation of the PoJlantck,, or Mufcovian Envoy, who was to take the 
fame way, and accompany us. The Augttjhne Fathers of Jfpahan and F. Am- 
brofe, Prior of lifts, came thither alfo, to take their leave of us, and afterwards, 

Monfienr Malon, the moll confiderable perfon among the French Merchants, 
came alfo to make us his Complements. Monfieur Mandelflo came alfo to 
the raid place, as well to take his final leave of us, as to acquaint us, that the 
Kino of Perfia had appointed Imancttli Suit ban , Elfihickagafi, or one of his 
Stewards, for the Embatfy he intended to fend to his Higbnefs the Duke of Hol- 
fiein, our Mailer; that he carried along with him a Prefenc amounting to fi ve 
and twenty thoufand Crowns,and that he was taking his leave, in order to his 

departure from the Court, within a few dayes after. 

The 23. after we had taken leave of our friends,not without the Shedding oi 
fome tears,we got on horf-back,and reach’d that day ro the Caravan fir a of Dom- 
bi , five leagues from our former lodging. . ... 

The next day,we got five leagues further,and took up our lodging at night in 

a Caravanfira, called Serdehe. 

The 15. being Chrlftmas- day, we faw, neer the Village of Bask abash, within 
two leagues of Serdehe, how the King was encamped there uDder leveral Tents, 
which being of divers colours, made a very delightfull fhoW. The Atnbafiadors 
fent thither the Sieur Francis Murrher, who underftood the Turly ft language. 

He made the King fo handfom and refpedlfull a Complement, that his Majefty 
openly exprefs’d how much he was facisfy’d therewith. In the mean time we 
pafs’d on, and went and lodg’d in the little Cicie of Natens. ' tens. 

The 2 6, we travell’d on, and took u p our Quartets at night in a Caravan] era, 
named Chot^akaffim, . .. „ nV) „ . 

The ay.we came to the Cine of Kafchan, where the difference which happ- Kafchan, 
between the Ambaffador Brugman and our Mehemandar, put us to much trou- 
ble. For the Mehemandar , thinking it a difparagemenr to him to be domineer a 
over by the Ambaflador, would have return’d to the Court, to make nis com¬ 
plaints of theill treatment he receiv’d from us; and had done it, had it not 
for the Ambaffador Crufus, who reconcil’d them,butit was hisbutineuroriou 
dayes, which we fpent to no other purpofe at Kafchan, We f° un c

the firing of our great Guns, which were difeharg’d three times, and after¬ 
wards by a Sermon and the ordinary Prayer?. In the after-noon, we not on 
horf-back, and reach’d that day five leagues, to the Village of Senfen. &

The third , we came to theCitie of Kom t where we were affign’d lodg¬ 
ings , in very fair houfes reer the Beefar , upon the complaints we made 
of the Ioffes we had receiv’d in our former paffage that way , when we 
were quarter’d in certain old ruin'd houfes, where we had many things ftol- 
ienfromus. 1 

We continu’d there all the 4 th . and \hz,Mebemandar , to {how hehad for¬ 
gotten all former differences, treated us f 4 &W H that day, that we had all 
the reafon in the World to be affur’d thereof. ■ ‘The Mttfcovtan Ambaffador, 
who feem’d willing to have a little debauche, oblig’d us to pafs away the night 
with him. 

Jon. 5. we traveU’d five leagues,to a Caravanfera, named S chafer abath. But 
ere we were all got out of the Cirieof K<m, we found the Sun eclips’d foon 
after his rifing. Jt was not quite three degrees above the Horizon, when the 
Moon depriv’d us almoll of all fight of it, and fo overfhadow'd it, rhar, to 
my judgement , in the greateft obfeurity , the eclipfe was three parts of 
four. 

Neer this Caravanfera , and on our right hand , we difeover’d the Moun¬ 
tain of Kilijfim, which is not very high, but encompafs’d of all fides with fe- 
veral barren and ftony Hills, which produce nothing but Salt, as do’s alfo all 
the neighbouring Champaign, which is all white, by reafon of the Salt and 
Saltpeter. This Mountain, as alfo, thofe of Nacht^nan, Kalb, Uriimi , Kemre 
Hemedan, Bifelon, and Suldw, fupply all Per fa with Salt, which is digg’d out 
of them as out of a Quarry. The Perfans fpeaking of theMounrainof KiUf* 
Jim, have this expreflion, kefmes, chat is, thofe who go it up come 

not down ; an equivocation wherein many of our people have been miflaken, 
in fo much that they have fet down in their Journals, that the faid Mountain 
is fo dangerous, that fuch as go up it, never come down again. Whereas the 
true meaning of thofe words is onely this, that they who go up that Mountain, 
come not down, that is, that as long as they are getting up they do not come 
down, in as much as Ijoth cannot be done at the fame time. The Perfans affirm 
indeed, that Schach-Abat one day commanded one of hisHuntf*men to go up 
to the top of it, ancTthat he did fo,and made it appear by the fire he made there, 
and that he never return'd thence, and that it could never be known what be¬ 
came of him : but this is onely a made ftory. 

The fixtb, weccfotinu’d our journey;burere we were well got out of our 
Quarters, the AmbaiTador Pragma# s horfe fell down under him, in a very plain 
way. He had not onely the‘‘right Arm put out of joynt by the fall, but bis 
brains were alfo fo diforder’d,that we thought he would hardly ever be bis own 
man again. Bur indeed we had all a fad day’s journey of it, in regard moft 
of our horfes tir’d, nay, mine falling down dead under me, I was forc'd to 
make ufe of my man’s, who went afoot, and carried the Portmantle up¬ 
on his head. We lodg’d that night, at Saba , where we ftay’d all the 
next day , to gWe the Ambaffador Brngman fome reft , to recover his 
fenfes. 

The 8 th . we left Saba betimes in the morning, and cravell’d that day nine 

leagues, 
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leagues, to a Caravanfera named; Ckosher a. In our way, we I oil one of the 
Mules, which being liray’d fomediflance from the reft, had been driven one 
of the way by fome Peafants. They were purfu'd to the next Village, where 
the Mule was found, with fome part of its burthen, in a houfe, among a ®reac 
many Women, who had made a Ihift to unload the bead, but finding them- 
felves furpriz’d, and fallen into the hands of Grangers, they c-y’d our as if they 
had been undone. The Thieves were got away, fo that all could be done, was 
to bring away the Mule with what was left, 

'As loon as we were lodg’d in this Caravanfera, the Ambaffador Cm ft Hi gave 
order for rbe feizing of certain Sea-tnen who had committed feveral info- 
lences at Saba; but they put themfelves in a pollute of defence , and endea¬ 
vour’d to make a infurre&ion in the Retinue, info much that we were ob¬ 
lig’d to difarm them by force, and to put them into Irons, wherein they conti¬ 
nu’d till, our coming to Scamachie , In all this quarter, and till we came to the 
Mountain of Kllan, the weather was cold enough, and the Snow upon the 
ground was above half a foot deep. 

Jan. 9. having travell’d about three leagues, neer an old uncover’d Caravan- Meet with an 
fera, named Hetmb, we met with a Lord whom the King of Poland fenc Ambaf- fbnbapdo^ 
iadorco the King of Per#*. His name was Theophilm de Schonberg , a perfon, 7p, ! f"’ 2 
though well advanc’d in years, of a very good countenance. He was a German ° * 

by extraction, and yet in the difeourfe that pars’d between him and the Am- 
baffadors, which laiied above an hour, he fpoke altogether in Latine* but ta¬ 
king leave of us, he difeover’d htmfelfjjo be a German. He told us, among 0- 
ther things, chat the King his Matter had given him a Retinue of 200. perrons, 
but that the great Duke of Mufcovy would not permit him to pafs with fo ma¬ 
ny : which had occafion’d him to (fay fix moneths at Smolensk. ?, whence he had 
been forc’d to fend back molt of his people, and reduce them to the number he 
then had about him, which was, 25. perfons. 

He alfo deliver’d us fome Letters from the Armenian Archbifhop , who we 
. had met at dfirachan, and told us, there were arriv’d in chat Citic fome Provi- 
fions which had been fent us from NlfenowgoraA. 

.We faw that day, on our right hand, a very fair Countrey-houfe, which - he 
King had built upon the Hill call’d Kaltebe^ for the convenience of hunting. 

We intended to lodge the next night at theVillageof Arafeng, and to travel 
that day but fix leagues, but the Inhabitants told the Harbinger whom the Me- 
hemandar had Cent thither, to take up Quarters, that they would nor receive 
us, and that if we attempted to lodge there by force, they were able to prevent 
it, and make us repent our rafhnefs,nocdiffembling chedefign they had,to cut 
all our Throats , if we came within the Village. They had not forgotten the 
affront which the Kattcha»ot Judge of the Village, had receiv’d, at our firtt paf- 
fage rhat way, from the Ambaffador brugman, who having defir’d wacer to wafh 
bis hands, and the poor man having brought him troubled water fuch as the 
Brook did afford, cart it in his face, and the pot at his head* fo that we were 
forc’d to travel on. The Villages of DowUt,Al>ath,ind Ketzifan, raking exam¬ 
ple by that of Arafeng, in like manner deny’d us entertainment, and forced us 
to travel on three leagues further, to the Village of Kulluskur , through fuch a 
bad andfiippery way,that mofl of ourHorfes werefeveral times on their No- 
fes, nay, it was day ere fome got to the Quarters. 

I was lodg’d at the Parfon’s of the Parifh,and fent feveral times to defite him 
to come in and Sup with me. But he would by no means come, and walk’d all 
night without Doors, grumbling that his houfe was profan’d,by drinking Wine 
in it, and eating fuch Meats as are forbidden by the Law of Mahomet. 

Jan. to. we had another ill day’s journey, in regard the ground being fro¬ 
zen, the beafls we rode on were fo rir’d, that mod of our people were forc’d ro 
march afoot. Nay fome were not able to perform the journey, whom we were 
.afterwardsoblig’d to fend fora We lodg’d that night at the Village of Memheye. 
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The 11, we came to the Cine of Or/W», where we were forc’d to continue 
_ nine dayes, till frefh Horfes and Males could be got for the profecurion of one 

Come i4 Cal- journey. Ne$r the Ambatfadors lodging there was a great Tree, full of Nails 
* in -. W. and Pebble-ftones, which are fo many marks of the Miracles, that one of their 
1 >e 1 w1 - Pyrs or Peats, who lies interr’d under that Tree, is wont to do at that place, in 
healing the Toot-ach, Agues, and feveral other Difeafes. Such as are troubled 
with theTooth-ach touch theaking Tooth with a Natl or Pebble, which they 
fallen to the Tree as high as they can reach with their mouths, and hope 
by that means to get eaffi.They, whofe imagination is fo ftrong as to be ever the 
better by this kind of Cure, exprefs their acknowledgement thereof by tying 
certain Ribbands to the boughs of the Tree ; though in other refpefts thefe 
Miracles are not done^-sw, but are very beneficial to a certain Religious man, 
who hath the keeping of the Tree, and makes his advantage of the Offerings 
and Alms made there. This profit, which is enough to maintain one man, hath 
encourag’d feveral Mountebanks and Impoftors, to expofe their Cheats,in dref- 
fing up T rees with thefe trifles, and finding Sepulchres of Pyrs where there ne¬ 
ver were any. 

The 15. The Pojlamck ,, or Mufeovian Ambaffador, made a great entertain¬ 
ment for our Ambalfadors, and the chief eft of their Retinue, and treated us ve¬ 
ry Magnificently. It was in Commemoration of the birth-day of Knez, Juan 
Bajilouits , one of the chief Minifters of Mufcovy, whofe favour he courted. 

Ja». 20. we left CafmtJ, and leaving on our left hand, towards the North- 
weft, the way of Sole han't a and Ar debit, which we had taken at our coming into 
Per fa, we took that of Kilax > directing our courfe Northward. We traveled 
that day four leagues, for the molt part over Hills, manur'd and fovven, and 
lodg’d, at night, in the Village of Achlbaba, at the foot of a Mountain, on out 
light hand. 

We were told, that Village was fo call’d from an antient man of that name, 
who liv’d in the time of Schich-Sefi , and obtain’d it of him,in memory of a Mi¬ 
racle which God had done in his perfon,in reviving in him and his Wife , who 
were each of them nee: a hundred years of age, the heat of younger years, in fo 
much chat they had a Son, who hadbeftow’don them the Tomb, which they 
ftiew’d us, under a great Vault. 

The 21. we pafs’d through a fruitfull Countrey but fomewhat uneven, to 
the Village of Tzitelly, by fome called KeHal>ath,thit is,a place fit for the breed¬ 
ing of Cat tel 5 fofar as that the Grafs, which there is excellent good, and grows 
very plentifully ,invites the Inhabitants of Cafwin to drive their Heards into 
thofe parts. The Fice-Daruga of Cafmn , who accompany'd the Ambiffadors 
to this place, and Supp’d with them, entertain’d rhem a long time,and much to 
their Divdrfion, with the relation of his life, and told them, he had been carried 
away in his Infancy out of Georgia, which was his Countrey, in the time of 
Schach-Abas , during the War he made in thofe parts,and that he had been tranf- 
ferr’d to Cafmn with his Father and Mother, who were then alive,and Civil Chri- 
JtlanSf though, in appearance, forc’d to embrace the Religion of the Perftans. 

He told us alfo, that Abafcttli made his advantage of out journey, as well as 
other Mehemandars, to exa£t Provifions and other conveniences from the pla- 
ces which lay in their way; but chat there was notone half employ'd For the 
fervice of the AmbaCfadors. They made him a Prefcnt of certain Ells of Gloat h 
and Satin. 

Then, we travel I’d feven leagues, all over Mountains and Rocks, inter' 1 
woven with a Brook, which thereabouts ran winding up and down, fo as that we 
were forc’d to crofs it above thirty times,ere we got to the Village of Kwtz,l- 
bafchl, whereWtlodg’d that night. The next morning, we travell’d alt along 
Mountains, which were not very high, but delighted the eye by a diverfity of 
colours. Red, Yellow, Green, and Blue, which afforded a very pie a fane profpeft. 
But about noon, we could fee nothing but Rocks, dreadfull for their height 
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and fteepine Island, in the evening, we came to the River Seedermh > which we .5,9 
crofs’d by a Bridge, that joy ns the two Mountains through which it runs. We _ 
difcover’d from the top of the Mountain, fome plearant and fruitful! Valleys, 
atlealUfl may fo call the other lower Mountains, which are till’d and culri^ 
vared, and appear’d to us from the top of the Mountain as little Hillock*. This 
Village belong’d heretofore to a Kum^rbafehi^ot Colonel of a thoufaod Horfe, 
who gave it his own name,and was feared in a very pleafant place: but the hou. 
fes were built onely of Earth and Canes, whereto there adjoyned certain fhep- 
heards Huts, wherewith we made the belt fliift we could. 

The 23. we traveled two leagues, very good way,along a Foreft of Olive- F _ 

Trees,ac the end whereof, we came to a place , anciently called FamesHytca~ ^ 

m* 9 but by the Perfians,\n the time of Alexander the Great,as it is indeed to this 
day, Pjlae. The paffage is very narrow, and ferves for a Gate to the Province of 
Kdan. At the entrance of ir, joyn two fwift Rivers, which fall down with a 
dreadful! noyfe through the Rocks,under the name of the River Ifpernthj. hough 
before their joy mug together, the greater of the two had the name Kijilefeln , 
and,palling under a (lone bridge, in order to its falling into the Province Of 
if/Aar, it there again divides it felf, and, by two feveral Chanels, falls into the 
Cafplan Sea. 

This is a very fair Bridge,built on fix Arches > each whereof hath a fpacious , ^ 
Room,a Kitchin,and feveral other conveniences,lying even with rhe water, f er * umT' 
The going down into it is by a Hone pair of flairs ;fo that this Bridge is able to Badge! 
find entertainment for a whole Caravanne. 

At the end of the Bridge, the road divides it felf. One way leads through a 
delightfnll and even Countrey, into the Province of Chalcal y and.fo to Ariebil 9 
the other goes ftreight into the Province of lCllan 9 and this laft is the moll dan¬ 
gerous and moll dreadfull way of any, I think, in the World. Jc is cut out of a A Vmdful 
Mountain which is pure Rock, and fo lleepy, that they found it a bard matter to 
make way enough for the paffage of one Horfe or Camel loaden, nay, in fome 
places they have been forc’d to fupply it with Mafon’s work, where the Rock 
fell fhort. 

On the left hand, the Rock reach’d up into the Clouds, fo as that the top of 
it could not be feen * and on the right,there was a dreadfull Abyfs, wherein the 
River made its palTage, wit ha noyfe, which no lefs ftunn’d the ear, than the 
Precipices dazzled the eye, and made the head turn. Not one among us,nor in¬ 
deed of thzPerJians themfelves, durft ride it up, but were forc’d to lead their 
Horfes by the Bridle, and that ac a d ilia nee loofely, left the bead, falling, might 
drag his Mafter after him. The Horfes came very gingerly,but the Camels Hum¬ 
bled not at all, and were Cure to fee their feet in the Heps, which had been pur- 
pofely cut for them in the Rock. At the top of the Mountain , weeameroa 
hou re, where certain duties are paid. The Receiver thereof made us a Prefent 
of feveral fruits, and we wondred much, conftdering the time of rhe year, to fee 
the Hedges all over the Valleys, flourifhingj and full ofblofloms. 

But this very Mountain, which was fo fteepy, readious, and dreadful! on the summand 
one fide, had fo pleafant anddeiighrfulladefcenrontheother, that it was no wider ibt font 
hard matter for us to forget the fright and trouble we had been in, in coming it ***• 
up. It was all over dad with a refplendent vendure, and fo planred with Ci¬ 
tron-Trees, Orenge-Trees ,Olive-Trees, nay , Cyprefs-Trees and Box, that 
there is nor any Garden in Europe could more delight the eye, nor more furprife 
and divert the frnell. The ground was in a manner cover’d with Citrons and 
Orenges, in fo much that fome of our people, who had never feen fuch abun- 
danceof them, made it their fport to fling them at one another’s heads. Buc 
what we were moftaftonifh’d at, was, in one and the fame day, to fee Winter 
chang’d to Summer, and the cold, which wehadbeen fufficieody fenflbte of in 
the morning, turn’d to a heat, which in a manner accompany' d us into 

We lodg’d that night, at the foot of a Mountain, upon the River Ifpermb , 
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at tbe Village of Pjr/e -rubor ,’T\s true the houfes were little and incommodious, 
and fcatter’d up and down without any order; but there was not-any but had 
its Garden, and Vineyard, its Citron-trees, Orenge-ttees, and Pomegranate- 
trees, and that in futh abundance,that the Village being cover’d there with, we 
could hardly fee any of the houfes. It was encompafs’d of all Tides with a very 
high Mountain, fave only, that on the South-weft fide of the Valley, there was 
a little Plain. 

It may be faid of this part, as indeed of all the Province of Ri&w, that it is a 
kind of ter tell rial Paradice. In the fifth Book ofthefe Travels , we gave an ac¬ 
count of Us extent, of the other Provinces whereof it confi fted,and of its prin¬ 
cipal Cities; whereto we think fit to add in this place, that the Province of 
Kilm extends it felf like a Crefcent, ail along the Cafpian Sea, and that it is 
encompafs’d like a Theatre , with a high Mountain, out of which arife feveral 
Rivers, which refrefh 1 he plain Country, and make it very fruirhful, but in 
fome places, specially towards the Sea, fo fenny, t hat the whole Province be¬ 
comes by that means inacceflible. But Schach Abas bath remedied that inconve¬ 
nience, by abankorcaufey, which runs quite through the Country, from A- 
flarabath to Aajbra\ fo that now people may travel without any inconvenience, 
and that with any kind of Carriadge, Horfe, Camels, Wagons, &c. 

There is no Province of all Perfa fo fertile and fo abundant with Silk, Oil, 
Wine, Rice, Tobacco, Lemons, Orenges, Pomegranates, and other Fruits. 
The Vines there are excellent, and as big as a man at the wafle : but in regard 
they are commonly planted at the foot of fome tree, the branches fpread them- 
felves up thetree, even to the extremities of the boughs, fo that the vintage- 
becomes fo roach the more difficult. For he who is to gather the Grapes, is 
oblig’d to fallen to the top of the tree a rope having at the other end a (lick as if 
it were to fwing withall, upon which he having feared htmfelf, is'drawn and 
fwings as it were from one tree to another, and from one bough to another, to 
gather the bunches. 

The Mountain which encompaffesit andfpreads its extremities to the Caf- 
fian Sea-fide, is fo cover’d with trees, that the whole Province feems to be en¬ 
clos’d by a continual Fotell. 

The neighbouring Sea, and all the Rivers of this Province are fo well florM 
with Fi(h, the grounds with Cartel, and the forefts with all forts of Venifon 
and wild Fowl, that the Inhabitants have notonely wherewithal! to live deli— 
cloudy themfelves, but may communicate of their abundance to their Neigh¬ 
bours. Which is contrary to what John it Laett writes, after Johannes ie Per - 
fia , to wit, that Me fonder an, which is part of the Provioce of Kilan, is fo cold a 
Country, that theiruirs thereof hardly come to their fall maturity. We know 
by experience, that there is no Province in all Perfia ,where the air is better and 
more temperate than in Mefanderan , and that it produces the bed and faired 
Fruits of any place in the Kingdom. Whence it came, that Schach Abas , who 
knew it very well, preferr’d this Province before all the reil of tbe Kingdom, 
and had fuch a kindnefs for it, that, willing to make it his ordinary refidence, 
he there built the City of Terabaib, where he died, 

The Inhabitants of this Province, efpscially the/G 7 eJ<_, who live between 
Kesksr and Mefanderan, are felf-conceired, hardy and apt to attempt anything. 
They had heretofore their particular King,nay even to this day, the K. of Per fa 
is not fo abfolute there,as in the other Provinces of his Kingdom ;as well in re¬ 
gard they need not much care for any Trading with their Neighbours,fince they 
have at home whatever is neceffary, as that the Country being in a manner in- 
accefisble, they may eafily avoid entertaining the Forces which might be quar¬ 
ter'd upon them, There are but four waies to come into the Province, but all 
very narrow : the full comes from Chorafan-fsdc, by the way of Aftarabath ;the 
fecond, from Mefaniaran, by the way of Ferabath • the third,by Pylc-rubor, and 
the fourtb, bv LowerKmvi. 
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All tfaefe vvaiss are fo narrow , that they hardly afford pafl'age for aloaden , * - © 
Camel. Such as are afoot v as alfo hotfe-men, fomenmes venture to get into A * 
it by the way of the Mountain; but the way there alio is fo intricate, that the 
pillages being maintainable by a few people,and the C dfptax Sea not being able to 
bear great {hips'* the Inhabitants have no enemies to fear but the Cofaque j, who 
fomerimesfall into the Country in the night, to furprife and rifle certain Vil¬ 
lages upon the Sea-fide. ' 

were then told, that it was not above eight and thirty years, finee SchAch Revrft, 

A Us had re-united that Province to his Crown ; but that afloon as his Sove- 
raignty was acknowledg’d there, the Kilek .finding that Schtich Sefi y his Succef- 
for, fignaltz’d the initials of his Reign by the executions of the chiefeft perfons. 
about the Court, revolted, took up arms, and thofe a King, whom the Perjians 
call Karlb-Schach . 

This Karib was born in the Village of Lechtenfcha, but defeetided from the The hiftey «f 
amienc Kings of Labet^an^ in tfab Province of Ki tan, and found credit enough Karib- 
in the Country to raife an Army of 14000- men. His firtt a&ion was the ra- Schach. 
king of the City of Rejskt f where hefeiz’d on the King’s mony, as he alfo did in 
all the other Cities of the Province, whereof he had poflefs’d himfelf of all the 
avenues. The King of Perfia , who was then at Cafmx, coming to hear of this 
revolt by the othet Governours of the Country, Commanded Sara , ChanoZ. 

A flora, Afahomed>C ban of KochtXm and Seherabtaby H eider, S uit ban of Keinltt- 
hefar and Tduchaban, and Adam,Sttltm of Mefanderem t Ui fet upon Karib-Scbach 
of ali fldes. To that end they divided their forces into three Bodies, and went 
svith two of them ftreight towards him , intending to make life of the third, in 
cafe of neceflity, as a referve: but they found him fo well polled , that they 
were forc’d to retreat with lofs. 

Karib-Schach , inflead of improving rhis firft advantage, which might have gi¬ 
ven reputation to his Arms, grewfo info lent-thereupon , and vvithallfo negli¬ 
gent , that hepremvrted his people to enlarge their quarters to the adjacent 
Villages, where they fell to merriment and making good cheer, while he conti¬ 
nued with fome few about him at Kifma and Pitmen. The Cham who obferv’d 
all his aftions,had nofooner notice of it, but they got together again their three 
Bodies, which made an Army of above 40000. men, with which they fet upon 
the forces of Karlb-Schaib in their quarters, and gave them an abfoluce defeat. 

As to Karih himfelf, he had the time to get into a Garden, where he hid hiin- 
felf, behind one of thofe trees which produce filk,and which thofe of the Coun¬ 
try call Tut ; but he was there difeover’d by one of the Domeflicks of Emir- 
Chan, who knew him by his doaths.Heintreated that Thebm ,or Servant, to fave 
his life, by furnifhing him with his c 1 oaths,and promU’d him,in requital, a good 
fum of mony, bolides the Prefem he made him in hand of a great many Jewels. 

The Servant made as if he confented , but afloon as he got on Karib’s garment 
and fword, he faid to him. It is I who am now King,and thou art but a Trayror, 
and thereupon calling to 1- fome of his Cameradcs, hefeiz’d upon him, and pur 
him into the Patent Sthdeh-Sefi would needs fee him, and had him brought to 
Cafvein, where he then was, making his entrance into it, accompany’d fay five or 
fix hundred Curcezans, whoinceflaotly jeer’d him in his Royalty,and aid him 
a choufand indignities and affronts. 

They began his execution by a very extraordinary punifhment, For Schach- Albmtge fa- 
Sefi caus'd him to be (hod, hands ancl feet, like a Horfe, and told him he did it mjbment, 
for his eafe, in regard that being accuflom’d to go upon the fat and fofc ground 
of Kilan, he would other wife hardly endure the flony and rugged waies of Per- 
fta. Havingfuffered him to languifh in that condition three daies,they brought 
him to the Mm dan, where they fet him on the top of a Pole, and kill’d lum With 
Arrows. The King having fhot the firft, oblig’d alt the lords of the Court.to 
follow his example, bidding thofe that lov’d him do as he had done. Upon that 
word* he was immediately fo cover’d with Arrows, that there was no fhape of a 
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hud co be feen. The body was left in that port are three dales, expos’d co the 
fight of all, and then it was taken thence and tncerr’d. 

Sara CheiM) Governour of .Afar a, hadexprefs’d mollzeiljcourage,and con¬ 
duct in that War, whereby he got fo much into favour with Scach*Sefi, that he 
fay’d the eftate and life of a rich Merchant, who was unfortunately engag’d in 
Karlb’s revolt. He liv’d at the Village of Lefihtenfa, and if he did not openly 
declare for Karlb, certain it is, he knew of his defign, and neglected to give no¬ 
tice of it to the Court: fo that they were going co extirpate him and his fa¬ 
mily, andto confifcate his Eftate, which amounted to above a hundred rhou- 
fand pounds fieri, to the King’s ufe, had not Sara-Chan’s inrerceflion procur’d 
his pardon. 

Alfoon as this revolt was appeas’d, the Kilek^wtzz dif-arnvd, and they were 
forbidden to buy Arms, upon fo great penalties, that ever (ince that time they 
have not dar’d cohave any, not fo much as a Sefir, or Ring, wherewith the Per - 
funs bend their Bows, fo far were they from being allow'd Fire-arms, Swords, 
Bows or Arrows. They are only permitted the ufe of a cettain Inflrumenc like 
a Hedg-bill,which they call U^,having a handle of wood four foot long, where¬ 
with they cm wood, drefs their Vines, and do feveral other things. The people 
called Talifch, who live between Kesker and /Mefandera»> who exprefs’d their fi¬ 
delity, and affe&ion to the King's Cervice, in the War again!! AVi/>,have,on the 
contrary, the privilege of ufing all forts of Arms. 

.The Klhk. wear a fitorter Garment than the other Perfutis, bytfeafon of the 
moifture aud moorifiinefs of the Country. They are not of fo yellowifha 
complexion as the reft of the Per fans, but of a much dearer, in regard the air 
thereis much more temperate, than in other parts ofthe Kingdom. The Wo- 
The Talifch. men of the Tall fib's are the handfomeft of any in Per fa , and cover not their 
faces as much as the others do.. Maids have their hair ty’J spin24,0- 25. 
trefles, which hang down over their backs and fhoulders, but married Women 
have but ten or twelve. Their Garments are fo fliort before, that they hide n®t 
their Smocks, andinliead of ihoes, they were Sandals of wood, which they fa- 
ften with a ftring to the heel, and , with a button or latchet of wood, between 
the great toe and the next to it: but in regard the ground is very fat there upon 
any rain , they commonly go bare-foot as well as the men. The Caps worn bv 
the KUeck. are ofacoarfe Cloath , but thofe of the Talifch are of black Lamb¬ 
skin. Thefetwo people have each ofthem their particular Language , which 
differs from the Per fun, only as to Dialed; though there be fo little rapport 
between that of K Han and that of the Talifch , that they have much ado to un¬ 
derhand one the other. For example, to fignify a Dog, a Perfan will fay a 
ICilek^,, Seggh and a Talifch , Speck. There is no Province in alt Per fa, where rhe 
Women take more pains than they do in that of Kllan. They are commonly 
employ'd in fpinning, and making Stuffs of Cotton, Flax, and Silk, as alfo !n 
making Dafchab, and SyrropofWine, which they fell by jarrs, and tilling the 
ground for the fowing of Rice,about which the men and women have their feve- 
ral employments.For the men hold the Plow,and make the trenches to keep in 
the water, for the watering of the ground : The women carry the Corn co field. 
The men fow the ground, going backwards as they call the feed into it: The 
women weed it. The men cut it, and the women bind it. The men bring it into 
the barn,but the women tralh and fell it. They allprofefs the Tnrkffh Religion, 
and are of t he Se& of Hanife. 

They receiv’d us fo kindly, that it was generally wifh’d by us we might have 
made fome (lay there: but we were forc’d to depart thence the 24. of Jamary. 
We went, at fiift) along the River fide, having on our left hand a forett of O- 
live-trees, which gave us a pleafmc (hade, again!! the heat ofthe Sun, which 
prov’d very great that day. Within a league of Pyh-rubar , we faw, in the midft 
ofthe River, upon a great Rock, the ruins of a Caftle, and the remainders of a 
Bridge, both which they faid had been pull’d down by Alexander the Great. 
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We afterwaids pafs’d ovet another Mountain, or rather a very iiign and cragoy ~ ^ o' 
Rock, atthefoot whereof we came intoa very Smooth way , enameird’vmh * ° \ zl 
green, and fpreadover with new fpringinggrafs,ckecquer’d withylolets,which " 
extremely delighted not only the ftnell but alfo the ey. We came at night to a 
Village, where we faw the Sepulchre of lam Sade , in a little Chapel built at 
the foot of a hill, which lay on our right hand. All the houfes of die Village 
were cover’d with fiats and tiles, as they are in Europe, by rcafonof the rains, 
which, it feems, are more frequent in thofe parts than any where elfs. 

The a5,we got five leagues, and came at night to Refckt. The way at firft,was 
fomewhat uneven and wooddyrbut after a while,we found it plitfed with thofe 
trees which bear filk, and at laft we came to a plain and l’mooth way, having on 
both fides Corn- grounds, inter-woven with feveral deep trenches, fuch as thofe 
which in Flanders they call Water-gangs, into which they let in the water by Slu- 
ces,and there keepie,for the watering of their grounds, when the heat hath dry’d 
up the four ces of the Rivers, nay indeed for t he ovei flowing of them, when need 
requires. Thej had indeed been at the pains to make Bridges over thofe moats 
or trenches, but they were fo ill kept in repair, that many of our people fell into 
the water. The Inhabitants of the Country mind only the husbandry of Rice, 
and they have each of them his houfe at the end of his piece of ground, about 
two or three hundred paces diilant one from the other. 

The City of Refckt is the Met ropolis of all K iUn, and of a confiderable big- 
nefs, but open of all fides like a Village, and the houfes of it are fo hid within 
the trees, that a uud at his entrance into it may think, he is rather going into a 
Foreil than a City, fince there is no feeing of it, till a man be within it. It lies 
two leagues dirtanr from the Cafpian Sea, and the Arabians, in the Catalogue of 
their Cities, name ir, Httfum, and place it at 85. degrees, io. minutes latitude. 

The houfes of it are not fo well built, npr fo fair, as rhofe of the ocher Cities of 
Perfta, but they were all cover’d with tiles'as ours, and not any but had adjoyn- 
ing thereto a great number of Citron-trees and Orenge-rrees,which had then on 
them their feeond fruit, ripe, of that years growth. 

The Maidan, or Market-place, is very fpacious, and full of (hops, where are 
fold all forts of Commodities,efpecially Provifions,which are very cheap there, 
upon which accompr it was,that our Mehemandir created us very magnihcenrly 
during the aboad we made there , which was five dates. The City of Refckt, 
though the greatert of all the Province, hath no Chan, or chief Govecnour, but 
only sDotm, whofe name, at that time, was Alyaih-Beg. 

Jan. 26. the Inhabitants of Refckt celebrated a Feftival, in honour of Aly, jfcAiab*. 
with the fame Ceremonies in 1 manner,as we had feen at Scamachte on the 7. of nour °f A Y< 
February, the year before: and this Featt happen’d then in January, in regard the 
Terfuins regulate their Feafts according to the Moon. They borrow’d of us a 
Drum, wherewith they made a mad kind of nolfe in their Proceffion. The Prea¬ 
cher , who made a long relation of the Miracles of Aly , concluded his Sermon 
with thefe blafphemous words, That, if Aly were not really God, heat leaft 
came very neer the Divinity : Aly Ckodda nifi, amnia tie dares Choddai. 

We were here [hewn the Sanftuary , which Schach dbas had ordered to be ScfiMyrn's 
built, ar the place, where Sefi Myrza, his Son, had, by his command, been kill’d Santlumy. 
by Be bat-leg, as we have related in the precedent Book of thefe Travels. 

Jan. 30. we left Refckt, the weather rainy. We faw nothing at all that day but ^ eave R t f c hr. 
a Plain, which brought us not only to our lodging chat night, but alfo to the 
Frontiers ofrhe Province of Kllan, which is very even on that fide. All the way 
was planted on both fides with Box, and thofe trees which bear filk,and crofs a 
by many fmall Rivers,whereof fuch as were considerable enough to have a name, 
are, the Peft-ckan, half a league from the City of Rejcht , then that of C hettiban, 
and feme what lefs than a league thence, thofe of Pifcheru and Lijfary all wnicn 
have Bridges, rais’d very high» by reafon of the frequent inundations ot the 

Rivers, and fo untoward to pals over, that they put a man into a fright: and 
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- gig, nocwithllandingail our care, yet could we not prevent the Horfe,which carried 

i - the Phyficians baggage, from falling into the River, whence we had mnch ado 
* to get him out, by reafon of the Fens on both fides it. The laft River we crofs’d 

that day is called Tx,omm ; and they are all well ftor’d with fi(h, in fo much thac 
the King farms out the fifhing of them, which brings him in yearly very con- 
fiderable fums. Having cravell'd four leagues that day, we came atni°ht to 
Kifma,nKZ. the Town of or Pnmen, where Karib-fchach was defeated* 

and taken, as we related before. 

Jrf»«^vthelaft,we got four leagues further,our way being planted all a- 
long with thcfe Trees which bear lilk,and whereof there was fo°reat a number, 
that they made a Foreft. We faw alfo that day great Vineyards, according to 
the Perjian way. ° 

Having travell’d about four leagues, we met with the Calmer , or King’s 
Lieutenant in the Government of Kefker, who came to meet us, accompany’d 
by thirty Horfe. He had led after him a Mule,loaden with Wme,Conferves, 
and other refrefhments, wherewith he created the Ambaffadors, and oblig’d 
f them to make a Collation id the field. 

emt to Kurab. - The Chan, who was coming aftet him,accompany’d by a hundred perfons of 
quality on Horf-back, receiv’d the Ambalfadors with great civility, and condu¬ 
ced us to the little Cicie of Kurab, where he invited us to his own houfe, and 
treated us with Fruit and Conferves, making it his excufe, that their Fall per¬ 
mitted him nor to keep us company ,and entertain us with flefh. The Colla¬ 
tion ended, he had us all conduced to the Lodgings he had taken up for us, 
ordered certain Gentlemen to wait on the Ambalfadors, and fent them a Pre- 
fent of four wild Boars. 

The Chan's name was Emir, and he was fon ro a Georgian Chrlfiian , born at 
a Village neer Eruan. He had been .Circumcis’d in his youth,and hadfome 
time been Cup-bearer to Schach-Abas, who had bellow'd that Government on 
him, in recompence of the fervice he had done him at the liege of Eruan , and 
had given the reverficn of his place of Cup-bearer to his Son. He was an elo¬ 
quent perfon, and obliging, and took much delight in talking of the Affairs and 
Wars of Germany, and our manner of life. He,coldushe could not forbear 
loving the Ckrijtms -.but we were told one very extraordinary thing of him, 
and horrid to relate, to wit, that having fome time been in a teadious Direafe* 
which having caus’d an univerfal contraftion in all his Members, the Phyfici¬ 
ans had order’d him one of the moft extravagant remedies that ever were beard 
of, whic h was, m rem haberet cum cane fDemina. 

Kurab Metro - This little Cine of Kurab lies-within two leagues of th tCafpian Sea, as that 

poUs of the Pro- Q f R e jcbt do’s, and is hid within its Trees. They who call it ICeskp, give it the 
wace of Kei- mnne t h e Province, wherein it lies. In this place was born Schach-Sefi , who 
reign'd at the time of our EmbafTy. For his Mother was brought to bed in this 
Cine, upon occafion of a. journey which Schach-Abas took into K‘Ua» , where¬ 
in (he follow’d him, along with Sefi Myrfa her Husband. The houfe, whetem 
he was born, belong’d to a rich Merchant,mined Chotza Mahmud ; bur in re¬ 
gard 3 Prince, Heir to the Crown, had his birth there, it was converted into a 
Sanftuary. 

TEBR.ua.EW February the fir ft, we left Kurab , about ren in the morning, having very fait 

The „4mba{fa~ weather, fave thac the heat was greater than we could have will’d. Jmr Chan 
rah ' 7 r iUl " cor| du6fec! us a league or better out of the Citie, where he took leave, intreat¬ 
ing us to be careful 1 of his ( alenter , who had order to accompany us through 
his Government. This Cal enter was a young man, of an excellent good nature, 
and diverted us in our way , by (hooting with the Bow, and (hewing cricks with 
a half-pike, at which exercife he had an admirable fieighr. 

Having cravell’d two leagues, we were got to the C afpiSi Sea-fide, whence 
we faw the Land, which is aft cover’d with Trees and Forefts towards tire North 
and South, fpreadingit felf like a Crefcent a great way into the Sea,on the right 
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hand, from auouc Afefanderan, and t'erabenh, and on the left, from about Attar<i 
We traveled about a league along the Cafputt Sea-fide , and lodg’d ai night, up-' 
on the Torrent Naffer h>\xh a houfe called Knajfer/i-kjira, which had but \wo 
Chamber^ in all, lot hat betDg iff eight ned for room, mod of our people were 
forc'd to ly abroad, at the lign of the ieveo Stats. ... 

The 2. we travel!'d fix leaguesor better, along the Sea coafl, going North- 
wellward. We croi's’d over that day forteen little Rivers, or rather fo many 
great btouks, and among others, chofe of Schibern, Dinar far, Chaliffera, Alarm, 
and Nalarms. The River of Dinar far, which is about the mid-^ay, ferves for a 
common Frontier to the (Jo vermeil ts of Kesfp-ind Afar a, which oblig’d the 
Calmer of Kesker, who had accompany’d us fo far, to take leave, and recom¬ 
mend us to the condu£t of the (aimer of Afiara, who waited for us on the Ri¬ 
ver fide. The Canton is called Kargarn, The Calenter carried us out of the high¬ 
way, and conduced us through Corn grounds to a Village named Sengar-haff* 
ra , where we lodg’d that night, and found; brought thither, before us,live wild' 
boars which they had hunted, purely upon our accotnpc, andfor our entertain^ 
ment. Ml the Foretts of thofe parts are well Hat'd with them, in regard the 
Per fans , not daring to eat them, are not much inclin’d to the hunting of 
them. , ■ 

The 3. we departed betimes in the morning,in fnowy and rainy weather,.and 
continu’d our way along the Cafpian Sea, drawing towards Eallrnorth-eatL 
Out way lay fo neer the Sea, that.the Horfes many rimes went into the water 
up to the Girts, nay fo:ne of our people fell, horfe and man, into the water* 
fothatchis prov’d one .of the worfldales journey wehad, efpecially forthis; 
rhat, after we had travail'd feven large leagues, we were forc’d to lodge that 
night in a wretched Village, named Howe^emur, where all wecould get was 
only a houfe over our heads. 

The 4. we were upon our way again very betimes in the morning, having re¬ 
ceiv’d frefh horfes. We travell’d four leagues along the Sea-coaii, going to¬ 
wards the North. TheD we pafs’d through a Foreil of two leagues, antijinthae 
fpace of ground, met with tvyoand twenty Rivers j whereof the chiefeit are 
called Lome , Konab , and Beskefchan. The Bridges w? were to pafs over, were fo 
bad, that many of our company'fell inco the water, nay there were three Pea- 1 
fants and four horfes drown’d, and fix more died by the way. 

The Chan oiAflara , with 3 troop of 200. horfe, met us within half a league 
of the Village, where we were to take up, our quarters, and accompany’d. the 
Ambaffadors to their lodgings-, whichhehid taken up for them in houfes Ccat- 
ter’d up and down among the trees. The name of the Village, as alfo oft he 
River, which runs through ir, is Chosked:he»e. The word Choskedehene fignifies* 
dry-mouth, and they have given it that name, foe this reafoD, thar.the Seais 
fo {hallow there, that rhe Fifh cannot get inco the River. The Chan lives ac 
Afiara, which place hath its name from the Province,and is an open place with¬ 
out any walls, as Refcht is, within a quarter of a league of the Cafjnan Sea. His 
name was Saru-Chan , a perloc furnifh’d with all rhe qualities requiiice in a Go- 
vernour of a Province. 

Feb. 6. which was chelalt day their Lent, he made a great entertainment for 
the Ambaffadors, whereat he difeover’d not only the magnificence ofhisdifpo- 
ficion, but alfo the excellency of his wit, by the noble difeourfes that pafs’d 
between him and the Ambaffadours. Among other things, he gave them all the 
particulars of the War, occafion’d by Karib-Schach’s revolt, wherein he had 
been in perfon, and had brought away’his Table-eloaih, which, being of green 
Satin with Gold-flowers, was laid at this entertainment. That fervice, with 
other he had done upon feveral ocher oceafions, had rais’d himfo muchinto the 
King’s favour, tharhehad appointed him for the Embaffy into the Indies , 
whither he was ro go the following Spring, to which effect he had already re¬ 
ceived his difpacches. He confirm’d to us what we had been cold before, of the 
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16 \ %* daD S er we m 'Skc fear from the Co f a ^ Hes > adding thereto, that it was not two 
Z - y«rs fince they had plunder’d the City of Refcht, and that it were not amifs we 
iiood on oar guard, and had our Arms fixt. 

The Vines in thefe parts are fo big, that they exceed a man’s bulk. I have 
faidas much before, though I believe fome will hardly believe it: but betides 
that all who traveled wirh us , are ey-witnefles of this truth, I may allege, to 
make good what I affirm, the Authority of Strabo, who faies the fame thing of 
the Vines of Margiana , which is part of the Province of Chorafan , apd adds 
thereto, that n<*itock almott but yields an ordinary pail-full of Wine j which 
is very certain, and yet I have feme reafon to doubt of what he further affirms, 
that the bunches there are above four foot long. 

We faw neer Aftara.mht foot of the mountain of Schinian , the Village of 
Scbich-Sahaian , which enjoyes an abfolute exemption, granted it, upon the ac- 
compt of the Sepulchre of Schich-Sahdan , Ah' s Matter. 

Gome to the Febr.'j. wc got feven leagues further, along the Sea-fide , and came, by a 
trovim of very ftreight pail age, into the Provinces Lengerkunan, The only way to come 
Lsngerkuoan. i n t 0 it is by a Bank, rais’d between the mountains and the fenns, befides which 
there is no other palfage. Ac the end of the faid bank , we came to the River 
Serdane , and afterwards to the Town of Linker an, upon the River Wdfafiarmh, 
This Town, as alfo all the adjacent Country ,derives its name from theeafy an¬ 
chorage of (hipping thereabouts, though, to fpeabtigoroufly, there is no haven 
in thofe parts, bur only a kind of Bay, between two Capes, or Promontories, 
which reach a great way into the Sea, one on Lenkeran-fidc, which is cover'd 
with trees, on rhe other on KtfilagatsA ide, on which there is nothing but canes. 
But the Sea thereabout is fo fhallow, that little Veflfels can hardly gee in there j 
and when they are in, they ly expos’d to the violence of the Eatt-wind. ’ 
George DiRader faies, in the Relation of his Travels , char, in the year 1603. 
there came to that place by Sea an Ambaftador from Rudolph 1I. Emperour of 
Germany, and chat he died there with molt of his retinue: but the Inhabitants 
thereabouts, from whom I would have inform’d myfelf of that particular, 
knew nothing of it. The Kunzlbafchi hath the. revenue of the Country allow’d 
him as part of his pay i chough our Mehemandar and the Perfians , for what rea- 
fons I know not, would have perfwaded us, that it belong’d to the Chan of Ar- 
debil , and depended on his Government. We were receiv’d there by a Vi fir, or 
Secretary, who had the over-fight of the Demefn in thofe parts. 

We continu’d there the &. 9, and 10■ afwell to refrefh the Camels,which the 
ill and flippery waies bad almott wearied off their legs, as in expectation of the 
reft of our retinue, who were not yet come up with the baggage, and with them 
Iretti horfes, for the better profecution of our Journy. 

Leave Lcnkc- The n, weleft Lenketan, and traveU’dfive leagues on to Kifilagats, crofling 
ran ‘ that day fou r great Rivers, to wit, thofe of Kafiende, Nodi re, Tdli, and Bui ad?, 

the three former over Bridges , and the hft, which was very broad , in little 
Boats, fwimmingover the horfes. At our coming out of theRivetj we were 
forc’d to travel, with much inconvenience, for half a league orbetter, through 
the water, which the adjacent Sea had forc’d up there, and to fend the Baggago 
by Sea , in fix great Fi(her*boats, The Sea-fide, in thofe parts, is cover’d all 
over with Canes, as are alfo the Hands along the coaft, where the Cofaques fome 
times ly in ambutti, ro fur prize and fet upon the (hips which pafsthat way, as 
alfo in expeftation of an opportunity to crofs over to the Continent. 

At our coming out of the faid water, we found the Lord of that place,who 
was come to meet us, accompany'd by a hundred perforvs on hors-back. 

'thecity of Ki- The little City oiKifilagats, that is, red , or gilt wood , hath no walls, no 
filagats. more thao any of the other Cities of thofe parts, and lies in a plain, half a 
leapue, or better, from the Sea s towards the Korch-wett, upon a little River, 
called mlhfihi : S rtfahar’Chan fold it heretofore to the Chan afArdeUl, by 
whom it was left to his Son, Hoff tin Sultan, who-ftill enjoyes it. The moun¬ 
tain 
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rain of preiented it fell to out light, towards the weft-north-writ, link- . < , j> 

i.ng by degrees into lit tie hills, towards the Country of Mohs *.' At the foot of _ 

the mountain, there were fevetal Villages, among others, thofeof BulaAi, 

Matzula, B after, and Thai!skew., acid abundance ol trees, planted in affreight 
line, along a vail piece of Meadow-ground, where there was excellent Patture 
for Cattel. I conceive this to be the place which Strata fpeaks of, when he 
fays, that, towards the Porta Caffla, there is a fertile plain, very fit for the breed¬ 
ing of Horfes. He adds, that it is able to keep fifty thoufand breeding-Mares, 
which number the Kings of Perfia were wont to have kept there. But this is 
not true, at leaf! there is no fuch thing now : though a Military Officer of the 
Duke of Holftein s, who made it his bragg, that he had traveled into Tart fry, 
though ha had not been beyond Aftrachan , being queflion’d concerning the 
truth of tliia breeding-place, had the confidence to affirm, that what Strabo had 
faid of it was very certain. 

About thefe p?as , and in the neighbouring Mountains, are the Countries 
of Kaaver, Mar*»k ? s Ind Defchiimni , and the Village of Dub;l, oiherwife 
called Chatifekeh > the Inhabitants whereof were extirpated, by the exprefs t j m ted, 
codim and of Schach Abas, for the abominable lives they led. They had their 
meetings in the night time at fome private houfes, where, after they had made 
good cheer, thcyWw out the Candles, put off their Cloaths, and went pro- 
mifeu nutty to the work of Generation, without any refpeft of age or kindred, 
the Father" many times having to do with his own Daughter, the Son, with the 
Mother, and the Brother, with the Sitter. Schach Abas coming to hear of it, 
ordered all the Inhabitants of the Village, to be cut to pieces, without any re¬ 
gard or dittiuaion of age or fex, and peopled it with others. I conceave, it is 
of the Inhabitants of rhefe parts, that we are tounderttand what Herodotus af¬ 
firms, oftheirgomg together, without any fiiame, and publickly, after the 
manner of Bealls. Over againft Kiftlagats , and about three leagues from the 
Continent, there are two Hands named KeUchol and Aalybaluck^. 1 he later, a falfe Mi- 
which is three leagues, or Far fangs ,in length, hath its name upon this accompr, xuit of AJy, 
that Aly being there one day , extremely put to it for frefli water to quench 
his thirft, God immediately caus’d to break forth out of the ground a Spring of 

frelh ware:, which is to be feen there to this day. 

Febr. 12. we traveled on, through a plain Country , but crots d by feveral 
fmall Rivets, the chiefefl whereof were the Usher a , and the Bat am , and we 
lodg’d, at nieht,at Elliefdtt, a Village feated at the entrance oE the Heacfrof 
Moka»,X the foot, Of a hill, which is very fruitful, as isalfo the tell ot iheCoun- 
try, on the mountain-fide. 1 1 belong’d to a Military Officer, named Ay Sttl- 
than ,who had his ordinary refidence at a place fix leagues thence. The houles 
of this Village were very wretched ones, as being built only w,t h l acs ua il d a- 
crofs, and plaitter’d over with clay.Thev were inhabited by Soulaiers, on whom 
the King bellows the revenue of his Demefn id thefe parts, with certain Lands 
which they are oblig’d to cultivate. . , 

In this Village, the Ambaffador Brttgmm caus’d a Per pan to be kill d with ^ iw-taiwr 
cudgelling. His Groom would have gone into the firtt boufehe came to, with atbion of the 
one of the led-horfes: the Klfilbach , or Soldier, who was the Matter of ic, told 
him, that his houfe was free from quartering, and that besides, he had no con¬ 
venience for the entertainment of horfes, whereupon,having a flick in 1ms hand, 
he therewith ftruck the horfe over the head, but very flightly. The Ambaffador 
BrstgrtoM, who faw this contention, was fo enrag’d at the refiftance or the Kt- 
ftibach , that he immediately alighted and ran in to him. 

The K'tftlbach, who faid afterwards that he knew him not, and was far from 
imagining, that an Ambaffador would engage him fel fin fuch a bufinefs,and,asa 
Soldier could not brook an affront in his own houfe, flood upon the derenfive, 
and gave the Ambaffador fuch a blow over the arm with his flick, that he was 
forc’d to cry out for help. 
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I 6 } 8. • came in upon the nolle, and gave the Kifilbach fazh a bea- 

—1-ting, that he was mortally wounded, and had much ado to craw Unto the next 

home, to avoid their further fury. The Ambaffador, notwitlianding all this, • 
would needs make his complaint to t he Mehemazdar, of the infolenceof the 
Kifijmch\ whereto the other reply'd , that he knew not-what to do in the buli- 
nefs j that he had no power over the Klfilbachs j that rhe Superiour Officer was 
not there, to give him facisfadVion. and,with, all this, that he who had injur’d 
him, had receiv’d fuch a chaftifemenr, as he thought he could hardly ever reco¬ 
ver, and that if hewerenoefatisfy’d, he might do himfelf what further fatisfa- 
dion he thought fit, Brugman, prefuming upon this permiffion, immediately 
fent ro plunder tbt'KiJitbach’s houfe, and order’d his horfe and arms to b$ 
brought away. The next day, he gor together all the retinue,and caus’d it to be 
publifh’d by found of Drum, that alt fliouldger onhorfc-bacjqinorder to their 
departure out of the Village, and that all who fhould ttay thereafter the Ambaf¬ 
fadors were gone, mighLdoit at their own peril. 

Not one of the Company knew his defign, no, not his Collegue j but it was 
foon diffover d, when he himfelf, being got on horfe-back, and making a halt 
before the Ambaffador’s Lodging, told the Mehmaniar , that he ffiould brln” 
forth the man, who had ttruck him the day before. The Mebematidar told himT 
he was fo dangeroufly wounded, that he was able to rife ; but the Ambaffador 
not fatisfy ’d with that anfwer, order'd him to be brought thither in a Coverlet, 
and, not withltanding the mediation of the other Perfians, who with great fub- 
milhons begg’d the Klfilbacb’s pardon, he commanded an Armtm«n 9 who was 
an Interpreter for the Turkjjb Language, named Mark-Filers few, ro beac him 
with a great Cudgel, after the fame manner as he had been beaten the day be¬ 
fore. 

caufesa Kifil- This mercilcfs Rogue gave him .one blow over the arm, and another upon 
bach to be , the fide, wherewith he difpatch’d the poor JCtftlbach, who itirr'd a little afeer- 
Ihld tH C ° td Wards » * JUC wIieB jhe Armnian would, by order from Brttgman , have profe- 
cuted the execution, he found the man quite dead. The Ambaffador feeing 
him in that pollure, faid, ’tis very well, he hath what he deferv’d; and there¬ 
upon turningto the Mebemandar, and the other Perfians, he told them, t hat if 
Scbacb Sefi did nor revenge him for the affront he had receiv’d,he would return 
again in a fliort time, fo well attended, that he fhould do himfelf fat isf aft ion. 

1 he other Soldiers made,it appear by their demeanour, that they wanted 
neither will nor courage to exprefs their refentment of the injury done 
them, and cut alt out throats, and I know not whether it were rhe prefence of 
th tMehemdtdjFi that prevented them from doing it j but certain it is, that ic 
would have been no hard matter for them to do it, and that it was the effeft of a 
miraculous providence, that weefcap'd that misfortune. 

We’t ravel I’d that day, which was the 1 3. of February t two leagues over the 
Heath of Mok&t, and lodg’d, that night, at Oba 9 in Shepherds hurts. The Me- 
nqnandar , who had (laid behind in the Village,overtook us at night, and brought 
us word that the Klftlbacb was dead,and demanded of the Ambaffador Brugnm* 
the Horfe, Arms, and other things, which he had taken from the deceas*d per- 
fon , tobe fenr to his Widdow and Children, whom he had left in a very fad 
condition. 1 

i obferv’d that morning, that the Sun rofe towards Eaft-foueh-eaft, andcon- 
■ fequently, that the Load-flone declin’d 24, degrees from the North towards the 
W and *t Oh, I found the Sun, at noon, ar the height of forry degrees 
forty eight minutes, andcpafequeDtly, that the elevation of the Pole, under 
that Meridian, was thirty nme degrees, twenty eight minutes. 

she Sea-coaft lay from South-weft to Nortb-eaft , and we had a fight of the 
mountain of Schmttcbn 9 towards the North. 

As concerning the Hrath of ic is held tobefixty forfart in length, 

.. and twenty in breadth. The . call it Miudunluck ^, that is, a tftonfattd wales 9 

ox 
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or thoufand holes % at which the fmoak. comes out , and the Per ft ms , Moeran or a a~ 
Mokan. It is inhabited by feveral peoples and families, whofe Predeceffors 1 ® 5 ^ 
having born Arms under the command of J eftd again If Hoflein, were banilK’d* 

Into this Deferc, and they are not permitted to live either in Cities or Villa¬ 
ges. In Summer, they encamp at the foot of the mountain; and in Winter, 
they lodge in Tents upon the Heath. 

They fnbfift by their Cattel, butfo poorly, chat it is as much as they can 
do. Whence it comes, that they are called Sumek Rajeti, either for that , from 
bone to bone , that is, from Father to Son, they are fub jeft to the King no other- 
wife than as the moft mifetable Slaves are, or that they have hardly left them 
wherewith to cover their bones. They are a kind of Slavages, and their chief 
families are called Chot^e Tfchaubani, Tehje , Elmenku , Hatmkaftlu , Sulthan 
bafchelu, Carat , ArdcndufchenlUy Chaletz> &c. I fpeak in another particular 
Treatife of the orig'mc of thefe families, and the manner of life of thefe 
people. 

The 14. we traveled three leagues, drawing towards the North, and lodg’d A Robber Ge¬ 
ar night amODg the Hatwafitu. We faw, in a Chapel by the way, the Se- malefanjir- 
pulchre of Bair am Tekje Obafi, He was the famous Robber, who liv’d in 1 he 
time of Schach-Abasy who coming to be head of a ftrong party of To ryes, did 
abundance of mifehief to the BajfaT^akalOgli, who wasentred Per fa with 
a Turkish Army, infomuch that there hardly pafs'd a day, but hefentloms 
Turkj heads to the King. 

Thefe little advantages, and the booty he got, improv’d his retinue to 
the number of twelve rhoufand men , who did the Turks more mifehief 
thaD rhe Royal Army could, Scach-Abas required his fervices , by ho¬ 
nouring him with rhe qualiry of Chany and bellowing on him the revenue 
of cercam 'Villages, and fome Lands, to maintain the new Dignity. 

We lodg’d that night in Hutts, and were hardly laid down, ere we heard 
the noifeofa great volley of fm'all (hot j which gave us a hot alarm, and oblig’d 
us to put our felves into a pollute of defence, in expectation of fome engage¬ 
ment. We thought at firft, that the Kiflbachs had adefign to revenge the 
cruelty, which the Ambalfador Brugman had exercis’d the day before on one 
of their Camerades; but we under Hood foon after, that whac had been done, 
was by order from the Mofcovian Pofianick purpofely to frighten the Ambaf- 
fador Brugman , though he would make us believe, it was to honour him, out 
of an imagination he feem’d to have, that itwasthefaid Ambaffador’s birth* 
day. 

The 15. we traveled eight leagues along the Heath,and lodg’d within a quar¬ 
ter of a league of the River Aras. 

We intended to take up our quarters that night at Tzauat ; but underftand- 
ingthat Areb y Chan of Scamachie, was lodg’d there with his whole Court, and 
that he would ttay there all the n.xr day , we alfo rcfolv’d to continue the 1 6. 
at the place where we were. 

We had fome reafon to be dilPullful oiAreb-chan ,by reafbnof whatflad hap* 
pen’d between us at our fir ft paflage: but he made it appear that the P erf ms 
have this alfo common with all Generous mind, char they can forget injuries. 

For he did us no unkindnefs; nay, on the contrary, as long as we were in 
his Government, he let flip no occafi on of obliging us, layingchecaufeofouE 
mifunderftanding one the ocher, on the Interpreter Ruftan , who had fo^a- 
ken us, and, as he faid, had made him feveral bad reports of us, not doubting 
but he had {aid as much to us of him, and prorelling that if he had him 4 his 
head fhouldgo off for it. He order’d us to be receiv’d by a Perfon of Quality 
of his retinue, upon the firft news were brooghc him of our being come to 
the KwaArasy and made us a Prefent of three ba^ss of Wine which came 
to us very feafonably, in as much as that day and the’day before, we had teen 
but poorly treated,' Aetzebeg, who had been our Mchemandar at our former *

The 17. we crofs’d over the famous River Araxes, neer T^amt, where they 
had made a Bridge of Boats, which, thy call Tzajft, The antienc Hifforians 
and Geographers fpeak fo differently of this River, that I conceive it will not 
be amil'g 1 laid fomewhac here of it by the way. 

Tf>c Rive? A- Trueir is, moftof them put ic in theProvince, wherein it really lies, but 
ras, ' they are midaken in the defcripcion 8f its Courfe,in as much as they do not well 
underffand O, Cwius, who fpeaks ofin cwofeveral paffages,but in adifterent 
fenfe. For in the 5. Book he puts it in Perfida , and faies its courfe is South¬ 
wards a °d in the 7. Book, he makes it pafs through Media, and tofail into 
the Caff an Sea. Nor does Strabo exprefs himfelf more clearly. Raderus, in 
his Commentaries upon ££. Cantus, thinks to make thefe pillages very clear, 
by faying, that the River Media, imo which the A raxes falls, hath its courfe, 
at firff, from North to South, and that it falls into the Caff an Sea. But he 
is midaken ; for ic is impofiible, that River (bould make its way through 
the dreadful mountain Taurus, which is many leagues in breadth, and which 
runs through all Perfia, nay indeed all Afia, and pafs from Perfefo/is to¬ 
wards the Caff an Sea. But the truth is, there are two Rivers of the fame 
name of Araxes, in Per ft a ; one, in Media, the other in iPerjida. As to that 
which paffes by the walls of Perfefolie, now known by the name of Schlras , O. 
Curtins calls it Araxes, as he gives to the Jaxartes, which paffes to the Fron¬ 
tiers of the Scythians , the name of Tanais, and that of Caucasus to the Eaftern 
part of the mountain Taurus, for which it would much gravel him tofhew any 
reafon. 

The Perftans call that which is in Perjida, Bend-Emir, by reafon of a great 
Miracle , which they believe Aly did there, and it falls into the Ocean neer 
the Perfian Gulf. That which we crofs’d over in the Heaths of Mo\an, Hill 
keeps its name, which is deriv’d, if we may credit Eufiathius , from the Greek 
word ’Ag^ffffStv, which fignifies to plucky in as much as,_ when it overflows , 
ic plucks up, and carries along with ic whatever lies in its way. It rifesoun 
of the mountains of Armenia , behind the great Ararat , and, receiving into 
its chanel, the waters of many other Rivers, the chiefefl whereof are Karafu, 
SenkJ, Kerri , and Arfa, it goes, neer Karafu, a great way into the Land , and 
falls foon after neer Ordabath , with fuch a noife, as is heard above two leagues 
thence, in the Plain of Mokan, which lies very tow,in comparifon of Armenia 
and Schirdan. 

Its courfe there is very flow, and after it is joined, viz. 12. leagues above 
Tzaiiat, with the River Cur or Cyrus, ( which is as big as it felf, and comes 
North war’d out of Georgia or Gurtz.iflan') it falls into the Caff an Sea. Whence 
it appears, that Ptolemy, and thofe who follow him 9 aremiffaken, when they 
affirm, chat the Araxes and the Cyrus fall into the Caff an Sea by two different 
chanels; as alfo when they fay, that the City of Cyropolts was that which 
is row called Scamachie. This is inferr’d by Maginw , from the degrees of 
Latitude which Ptolemy gives him. But if it were To, we muff put thefe two 
Rivers, not above, but below the City, towards the South, in as much as we 
found their Conflux or meeting together, which the Perftans call Kanfchar .;> 
at thirty nine degrees, fifty four minutes, and Scamachie , at forty degrees, 
fi(<y minutes, that is, thirteen leagues thence, and under another Meridian. 
And indeed we found fuch a diffance between them, when we travell’d : thofe 
parts. Nor is there any other River, either eminent enough 0: big enough, 
within nineteen dayes journey of Scamachie, on either fide of it, to deferve 
that name. 

The 17. wetookup our Quarters at Tz.auat, where we were receiv’d, and 
magnificently treated by the Mehemandar, whom the Chan had fent to us- This 
* Village derives its name from the Arabian word Tz.auat, which fignifies a ;<*/%?, 

in 
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in regard that, it the croffiog of this River, people^ are oblig d to iliew their j / ■» J? 
pifs-porc, which is done, to prevent the entrance of the lurks into the King- ro j _ 

dom. 

The ip. we traveli’d eight leagues, fort he moft part, over barren Lands, 
andadefert Country, cover’d with Reeds, and lodg'd, [hat nighr, at the foot 
of the mountain of Scamachie , in three Matz.uchs t wt^ round Hutts, which 
had been purpofely fet up there for us. That day dy'dour Painter, whofe 
name was Thinly Nleman, after he had been fhaken feveral months together 
byaquartane ague, whereto a flux joyning carried him away in four dayes. 

He died by the way in a, Wagon, and in ill weather. We had him buried the 
2 2. before the City of Scamachie, in the Church-yard belonging to the Armeni¬ 
an !, with the ordinary Ceremonies of our own Country. 

The 20. we were upon our way betimes in the morning, that we might. The mountain 
in good time, pafs over the mountain of Scamadne, which extendi it felf in of Scamachie, 
thofe parts like a Ctefcent, towards the Eail, from the Sea, along the River 
Cyr 9 and it is called there, Lengths* tachi , by reafon of a Village, named Len- 
gebtts, which is upon the top of the mountain. 

* The rain, which was then Co cold , that we thought Winter coming on a- 
gain, had fo broken the high-wayes, that this was one of the faddeft dayes jour - 
ney we had ever fince our flrft fetcing forth. 

The Ambaffadors, and fuch others as were well mounted, got to the City 
ere,day-light was fhut in, but it was very late ere the reft reach’d it ; nay fome 
got not thither till after mid-night, fome, not till the next morning. 

The Camels, which being fo heavily loaden , were not able togetupfo 
narrow and flippery a way as is that of the Mountain, came not till eight 
dayes after.' The Chan had atfign’d us the fame Quarters we had had, at our 
former pallage that way ; fo that we were all lodg’d at the houfes of the 
fame Armenians, our antient Landlords. They receiv’d us very kindly, 
and as to the Ambaffadors , the Chan fent them a Supper from his own 
Kitchin, 

For my own particular, I had feveral Prerents fent me from my friends, 
and Tutors, as Maheb Alp the Molla, Imancu/i , and Chatil , who fent me 
feveral diflies of Apples, and Grapes, and came to fee me the next day, to ex¬ 
amine how I had improv’d my felf in their Language. ' . 

Feb. 22. The Chan and Calenter came iD perfon to fee the Ambafladora, and the Chan 
invited them and their retinue to a Supper. In the evening, the Chan fent * 

horfes, to bring them to the Palace. He treated us magnificently , and en¬ 
tertain’d us -with very civil difeourfes, and fuch as were the more obliging, 
in that we afterwards found the effefts of them,'during our aboad Scania- 
chle , where we continu’d five weeks; during which, we had the diverrife¬ 
me nt of feveral hunting matches, and were treated at great Feafis, which the 
Chan made from time to time purpofelv for us. 

Alexl Savi nowits, Ambaflador oiMufcny, madeagreat and fumpruous enter- MARCH, 
tainment on the fir if of March , in commemoration of the birth of the Great 
Duke, his Matter* . 

The tf.and to.the Chan treated us at his own Palace, to celebrate their 
Naurm\ or Newyear.CWf&,the Minat&im ,or Allrologer,belonging to the Chan, 
fent me, for my new-year-gift,afar Lamb. . , ■ , HflWthtK o/ . 

March 14. Areb-Chan receiv d an alfurance of the continuance of the tung i, perfia ^ (£ 
favour towards him , according to the cuftome, by the Prefent of a new the Chlgs ^ 
Garment: in as much as wheD the Chans and Governours have made their hisfavutr, 
ordinary Prefenrs, the King fends an exprefs to them, to affure thorn, 
either of his favour or difpleafure; whereof the Ceremony is this. The 
King’s Envoy or Exprefs, being come within three or four leagues or the 
City, fends a MefTenger, to give the Governour notice of it, and to let 
him know he brings him good news. The Governour, who many times is 
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l6?8. not lu,< T t0 retuu3 again, takes his leave of the City , .as if he w^re not to 
Z —— come thither any more, and goes a league out of the City, to meet the Envoy, 
aaompany’dby all his friends. 

Asfoonas the Envoy fees the Governour corning, he makesa halt, and 
the Govermmr alights/ and puts off hi* Sword, Garment, and Turbine .and 
in that pollute approawes the Envoy, who hath in a Box cover’d with fome 
rich Tapiftry, a Letter of grace, with a new Garment, or elfe an order to 
bring the Governour’s head. If the Kings favour be confirm’d to him, he re¬ 
ceives from the Envoy, the new Garment,which he Julies at the collar,toadies 
with his fore head, and then putsic on. 

If the Envoy hath an order to bring away the Governour’s head, hepre- 
fently hath it cut oft', puts it into the Box, and immediately returns. There 
arediverfe examples of thefe executions in the time opSchach-dias, as alfo 
in that of SchackSefi , The former caus’d to be executed after this manner, 
Alrnad, (-ban of Memtdan , Kal/an, Chan of Oruml , and Baifunkjtr Stilt ban , 
Governour of Magaslwn; and the later pur to death, by an Envoy y Jara/i, 
Suit ban of A 4 akjt t and Mo-lal t Stthhanoi Bajefid. But ihislait caus’d.thetn 
to be llrangled, and afterwards to be flcad, and order’d theirskins, fill’d with 
Elay, to be fet in the high-way, becaufethey had over-ealily deliver’d up thole 
places wherewith he had entrulled them. 

Areb-Chan intreated the Ambaffadors to be prefent at an affirm, which 
he knew could not be otherwife than advantageous to him, in to mu h 
thac he had got a large dofe of drink, ere he went out of the City. He 
was mourned on an excellent Roan horfe, without any Arms, caufing to 
be led before him feveral other gallant hotfes with rich trappings, and 
having about his perfon fifteen of his Guard, with their Carabins, and a 
retinue of about four hundred men, befides the AmbafTadors, andtheCsr- 
iemer , who accompany’d him with their Domefticks. He march’d in this 
order , as far as die King’s Garden, without the City, halting feveral 
times, to make the Company drink , and caufing feveral young Lads to 
dance in the mean time. His two Sons, whereof the elder was but 20. 
years of age, and the; younger 18. both very handfome welMhap’d perfons*, 
follow’d him , with molt of the Inhabitants of the City, and certain 
men on horfe-back, who were covet’d with Lynxes-ikins, and the furres 
of 21 »r£wr-Sheep, and carried on the tops of long Poles, certain Tnrkj 
Heads fill’d with Hay , and the Colours, which Arel> had taken from 
them. ,:i •„ i, ■ ... 

He alighted before the Garden , and found the King’s Envoy at' the en¬ 
trance of it, attended by three Servants, and holding the Box in his hand. 
The Chan being come within ten or twelve paces of the Envoy, he very 
cheerfully put off his Garment and l utbanr , but perceiving the Envoy 
flood a while , without fayiiig ought to him , he began to be a little 
;> . ;•/ flartled and out of countenance , till the Envoy faid to him, At.,Areb- 

Chan 9 whereto Areb anfwer’d, Nedierfen , what faielf thou fTbe Envoy 
continu’d, Schach Sefi ne chalet kttrAerdiw rakem , S chuck S'eji infi} fa 
that is, Ssbach Sefi fends thee a Garment, and a Letter of Favour- 
** thou arc certainly belov’d of the King. Whereto the Chan repl M v*ry

[caking biriart k*lm'>'■ that is, “ May the King’s Wealth tomin-e forever* 
and may finery day of his be as a thoufaDd; lam one of the Kin°’s old

He. thereupon took the Garment, with very great fubmiflion. Tt was of 
Sea-green Satin. The Envoy help’d him to put it on , with a Rochet of doath 
ofGoid, a Girdle,and Turbant, . 

;■ The Envoy had , for his pains , a Prefent of certain Ttmains. Then 
the Cafi, or Judge, made a Prayer for the King’s health, which ended,

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the Ch£% Steward , cry’d out , Schach dmeiine , Kaji/er Chah 

U'ltkfMi alb dielim 5 that is, “ We pray for the profpsmy of the King, 

‘*°the foccefs of his Soldiers, and the health of the ( bun ; whereto ail the peo- 
pleaofwet’d, Alia, Atla^Alla, 

Thefe Ceremonies ended , the T rumpsts founded, .andthe Tyororels were 
play’d on, and the Cbm return’d to the City, caufingco be carried , before 
him, the Turks heads and Colours, which, at his coming thence, had march’d 
after him. The fife*invited the Embaffadors ro Dinner; bat he himfelf had 
thunk fo liberally, that hewas forc’d to rife from Table, and the Company fooh 

after withdrew. . 

The 23. being Mattndy Thnrfday , the Armenians performed the Ceremo- Afmenitn Ce~ 
ny of the waihing of Feet, in memory of the beginning of out Saviour’s iWW '* K - 
Pillion : They all came to Church, where the Pridi wafh’d the right 
foot of the Men, and the left foot of the Women , and made thereon 
the iign of the Crofs, with Butter, which had been confecrated to that 
pur pole: And that done, he was call into a Chair by twelve men, who 
rais’d him up into the air, with exclamations of joy, and kept him there, till 

he had promis’d to treat them with aD/inner. 

The '"t. the Armenians began their year, and in regard that day fell on TJ?e Arroeni- 
their E after r th^y made a great Procdfion out of the City. The Chan “fK., 
would needs fee it, and made a great entertainment for us, during which, - 
the Armenians Hood with their Banners, Croffes and Images before his 
Tent. Which they did only to pleafe the Terfians , in as much as, when 
the Mttfeoviun Ambaflador, who was troubled-, to fee thofe poor people 
ftand there fo long in that pollute, fenr them word, that they might be 
gone with their Images, they made anfwer, that they ought not coj Hire 
thence , without exprefs order from the Chan. The Armenian Women 
gave us the divertifemenc of their dancing, in three Companies, which 
fuccelTively reliev’d one another. The Chan gave us another kind of iport, 
by letting loofe among the People, two Wolves, ty d to long Ropes, to 
be drawn back when they pleas’d. He caus’d alfo the head of oneofthofe 
wild Beads which they call Abttf> to be cut oft at one blow with a Cy* 
micar. That was done by this Height, firft they gave the Beaft a blow over the 
back, which made it lift up the head , fo that they could hardly mifs it. That 

night I was dung by a Scorpion. . „ „ . ri,e Ambit]'in- 

The 26. came to Scamachie, Imancttli , whom the King of Perfta Cent Am- m(le ^ or H 0 J. 
baflador to the Duke of- ftolfteln , our Mailer. The Chan invited him to c^meste 

Dinner with our Ambaffadors. The next day, they had a long conference jeamachic, 
together, for the regulation of our journey, for which we fee aJ things in 

The ap. Immctill Salt ban came to vifit the Ambaffadors, to take leave of 
them, and to affure them, he would follow within eight dayes .Abajc»h-Beg^ 
our Mehemandar , took alfo his leave of us, and return’d toward the Court, and 
we had another appointed us, named liojfeincnh-Beg, who was ordered to con* 

du St ns to the Frontiers of Perfta. ~ , The jtinbafta- 

The 30. we left Scamachle t accompany’d by the Chan ana Calentc ? , leave Sci* 
who, with a great body ofhorfe, brought us half a league out of the maciiie. 

City , where "he treated us magnificently. Having mutually taken 
leave with the greateft expreffiocs of civility, the Chan return’d, wirn nis 
Company, to Scamachle , and we took our way cowards Pyrmaras , winner 
we came in the evening , after we had travell’d , that afternoon, tnree 

March the laft, wewere on our*way by eight in the morning, 31 ’d we §° c 
that day fix leagues,all over mountains,whence we had not the fig™ ° 
as one Village. At right we came into a Valley, to the Village otCochm,w 
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we lodg’d.'

' -April 1. wecravell’d feven leagues, over hills and dales, till we came to the 
Village oiBnhel, otherwife called Surras, from rhefruirhfulnefsofthe Country, 
elpecialiy by reafon oF the abundance of Millet growing there,beyond whac 
any other part pf Perfm affords. 

The 3. we got out of the mountain into the plain Country , leaving 
the Rock of Barmach ori the right hand, and coming within a quarter of 
a league of the Sea. We faw, as we pafs’d by, within the fpace of bye 
hundred paces, above thirty fources of Nefte , which is a kind of Medi¬ 
cinal Oil. There arej among the red, three great ones, into which they 
go down by flicks, plac’d there to ferve inflead of a Ladder, fifteen oc 
lixeeen foot into the ground. A man, Handing above at the pits mouth , 
might heat the Oil coming out in great bubbles, fending up a flrong fmell, 
though that of the white Nefte be incomparably more pleafam than that 
of the black: for there are two forts of Jr, but much more of the black, 
than of the white. We traveled that day fix leagues, and lodg'd, at night, at the 
Village of Kijicht, not far from the Sea, 

The third,‘we got two leagues, and lodg’d at night at 5 chairany having pafs’d 
over three little Rivers. 

There lives in.the mountains of thefe parts a certain people, call’d Pastors. 
They live only by rapine, and courfe up and down the high-wayes for twenty 
leagues about, to rob Travellers. We were cold, that, the day before f they 
came to the Village, to inquire how flrong we were, how we march’d, and whac 
Guard we Kept in our quarrers. 

The MehemarJor and the Inhabitants advis'd us to keep a flrong Guard , and 
to keep clofe together, as well in our march, as at our quarters. Whence ic 
came, that ever after, we kept ftill iu fight of the Baggage. The Inhabitants of 
Schaira» are, in their Language, called Kurs, which occafion’d the miftake of di- 
verfe of our people in their journals, who thought they were the'people called 
Kurdes, But it was a great overfight, in as much as latKurdes live in Kterdc- 
ftktwy which is the antient Chaldaa s a Province far diftant from that we now 
fpeak of, 

Apr. 4. we travell’dfour leagues through a hilly, yet very delightful, Coun¬ 
try. We overtook by the way a (aravame of MufcovlA and Clrcafftan Mer¬ 
chants, who were very glad of our Company, to fecure them againft the incur fr¬ 
om oft hofe Robbers. % 

There appear’d one of them, who would have taken notice of out march, and 
flrength; but the Mehemattdar immediately commanded out ten or twelve 
Perjiattsy who purfu’d him into the Wood, where they loft him. He had ftoln 
an Ox, and being forc’d to leave him behind, th*e Mchmandxr made a Prefent of 
him to the Ambalfadors, 

In the afternoon, weeame to Mifchkgry a Village lying in a fenny place, 
within two leagues of Niafabath, where onr fhip was wrack'd. The Inhabi¬ 
tants of the Village, who took, us for enemies, had left all, and were got into 
the Woods : but underftanding afterwards upon what accompt we came, they 
bad the confidence to return to their houfes. We found in the houfe of one of 
their Priefls, many fair Minufcripts. 

The fifth we era veil’d eight league's, through woody roadsf and defertSj, to 
the Village of Koptepe._ We faw by the way the Sepulchre of one of their 
faints, named Pyr Schich Motla Jafaf , and met with a parry of five and 
rwenty Horfemen, well mounted and well arm’d. They faid-they were 
Country people of the adjacent Villages, and that they were forc'd to go 
in flrong parries , and to travel Co arjn’d, to fecure therhfelves againft 
the Robbers thereabouts: but they look'd more like fuch themfelves. For 
we underftood afterwards, that .rhejhhabitants of the Village, where we 
logd’d that day, were Pad'ars, Their hAnfes were buijc upon the afeent 
of‘cerrain littl ehills* half within the Earth, being encompafs’d about 

with 
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witha knot of trees, which made a delightful proipett from one houfe to an- A 
other. . ^ 1 

• Thed.we traveled three leagues,all through a continu’d Forehand weerofs'd 
the three Rivers of Kojfar, Sambur, and JCurgane. That of Sambttr is the moft 
confiderable, and rifes out of the mounrain of Elkours , dividing it f e ]f at 
this -place into five branches, the chanels whereof were fo broad, that 
our horfes, as we pafs’d through, had not water up to half the legs. 

The 7. havinggone three leagues, we came to the mott ancient City of Der- c ta 
bent. There came to meet us only a certain number of Kifilbacbs , in regard the bene! 
Governour, Seahemrdi Snlthan , between whom and his horfe-men there was 
fomedifference, durft not come out ofrtfc Cattle, lettthe Kijilbr.chs iliould 
poflefsthemfelves of it. 

. The Perfians put this City at 85. degrees longitude, and I found it at forty Derbem 
onedegrees, fifty minutes,_ latitude. It is in length, reaching from Eatt to ferifod. 
Weft, about a league ; and in breadth, four hundred and fifty ordinary paces. 

It fetves for a Gate to the Kingdom of Perfta on that fide, for, on one 
fide it teaches to the foot of the mountain, and on the other, to the Sea, which 
is fo neer, that fometimes the waves beat over the walls. 

The Perftan Authors, as alfo the Inhabitants of the Cky, affirm, tliat 
it was built by Ifcander , that is, Alexander the Great; not fuch as it is 
now (for that honour is due to their King Nattfchirtian) but only the 
Caftle , and the Wall, which encompaffes the City on the South-tide, 

Thefe walls are very high, and ac leaft five or fix foot thick , and view¬ 
ing them at a diftance , a man would think them built of the beft and 
fairett kind of frpe-ftone} but coming neer them, he finds that the Stones are 
made of Mufele-fliels, and pieces of free-ftone beaten and molded like Brick, 
which time hath reduc’d to a hardnefsbeyond that of Marble. 

I found upon one of the Gates which are remaining of the building of 
Alexander the Great, a Syriack, Infcription, of three lines , and in an¬ 
other place certain Arabicti words, and ftrangeChaca&ers, but fo eaten out 
by time, that they were not legible. The Caftle, where the Chan lives, 
is upon the top of the mountain , and kept by a Garrifon of five hun¬ 
dred men, who are of two feveral Nations, Ajamrumltt j arid Koidurfcha. 

The fecond quarter of the City is at the foot of the mountain, and the 
moll populous { but the lower part of it is very much ruin’d, fince Emir 
Hamfe , the Son of Cbadabemle y recovei’d the City, out of the hands of M.njht- 
piba, the Turkjjh Emperour,to whom the Inhabitants had voluntarily fub muted 
themfelves. 

The lower parr, and that which reaches to the Sea, is about two thoufand 
ordinary paces incompafs; but it lies defert, having no houfes, bur converred 
into Gardens and Corn-fields. It was heretofore inhabited by Greeks , whence 
the Perjians call it, to this day , Scaher Jitnan 9 that is, the Greek, City. 

All this coaft is pure Rock j upon which fcore it Is very dangerous fo'r 
Vefiels, It ferves For a foundation to the walls of the whole City, which 
are fo broad, that a Wagon may eafily be driven on them. The moun¬ 
tain above the City, is cover’d with wood, where there may be yet feen 
the ruins of a wall, above fifty leagues in length, which, as we were told, 
had fomecime ferv’d for a communication between the Cafpian and Euxine Seas. 

In fome places it was fome five or fix foot high, in others, bur two, in others, 
there was no track of any. There might be feen alfo on other hills, the ruins 
of feveral old Gaftles, whereby it might be judg’d, that tbepi were built four 
fiquare. There were two undemolifh’d, and bad °arrifons in them. There are 
alfo feveral redoubts of wood, upon all the avenues. 

Themoft remarkable thing about this City is the Sepulchre of Tz.umz.umjy 
of whom t he Perftdtts relate this ttory .after their Poet Fief>*H 9 who hath left in 
writing.

l6 ig 4 They affirm, that EiJJi (,fo they call our Saviour Jefus Chrlft) coming 
* * one day into ihofe parts, found in his way a dead mao’s skull, and deiifotts TO 
Tbtfabie of know wbofe it had been, praid to God , with whom he was in greatfavour, to 
Tzumctarae. ra jfe t j )a[ ^eceafed perfon to life again, which God accordingly did, and then 
EiJJi asked him, who he was. He.made anfwer, his name was r j\amiK.umt , that 
he had beeti King of all that Councry,and fo powcrful,rhj[ he eonfumedevery 
day in his Court as much fait as forty Camels were able to carry. That he had 
forty thoufand Cooks, as many Mufkians, as many Pages with Pearlsin their 
ears, and as many Servants, But fay iJzmr&ume to EiJJi, Who art thou? And 
what Religion doll thou profefs ? Whereto Chrifi made anfwer, I am Eifsi, and 
my Religion is that which faves all the World. If it be fo, repty’d Tx.»mtuume % 
1 am of thy Religion; but I pray thee let me dy affoon as may be,for,having been 
heretofore fo powerful, it would extremely trouble me to be here now~wich- 
out a Kingdom and Subjects. Eifsi granted his requeft, and immediately per¬ 
mitted him tody ; and at this placets his Sepulchre, over which there is a great 
tree, and, adjoining to that, there is a Scaffold erected, ten foot high, and fix- 
teen, fquare. 

We.rook notice,on this fide of the City,of about five or fix thoufand Tombs, 
cover'd with ffones,much larger than the ordinary ttature of meD,all half round. 
Cylinder-wife,and hollow within. They had all of them AIrabick. Infcriptions, 
and it is reported, that antiently,yet fince the time of Mahomet, thcrehad been, 
in Media, a King named Kajfan , by birth, an Okies, (a people living in Thabeffe - 
ran , behind the mountain of Ebbours}vftio beiDg ingag’c/ in a war again If the Tar¬ 
tars of Dagefthan , whom they call Lejgi,was denrous to give them battel in that 
place; but that he was there defeated, and that he caus'd the Officers then 
kill’d to be buried in the Tombs which are yet to be feen there. Towards the 
Sea-fide, there were forty others compafs’dby a wall, but much bigger than any 
of the fore-mentioned, Thefe, as the Inhabitants affirmed, were the Sepulchres 
of fo many great Lords, and holy Perfons, who bad been kill’d in the fame bat¬ 
tel. Every Sepulchre had its Banner. 

The Perjians mme thefe. Sepulchres Tziltenan, and the Turks and Tartars , 
Kerchler.. The Per Jans and Tartars do their devotions at them, in fo much that 
this place was heretofore very famous, both for the many foundations, and c ha- 
rities given thereto : but now it is kept by an antienc man , who makes a poor 
fhift to live upon the Alms that are given him. 

King Kajfa», who liv’d many years after this Battel, is inter r’d neer Tabris, 
neer a River, named Atra, t hat is, bitter waters. The Tomb of Queen Bar la, his 
wife, is to be feen neer the Forcrefs of Ur ami, and they fay it is forty foot long. 

Apr. 13. we faw feveral Tartars, as well men as women, coming to do their 
devotions there, which confifted in going, one after another, to kifs the Sepul¬ 
chres of thefe forty Saints, upon which they fet their hands while they pray'd. 
It was the tenth day of their Silhat^a, on which they make a commemoration 
of the facrificeof Abraham. 

There are not any Chriftians at Derbent , but the Inhabitants are all MafaT 
mans, unlefsit befome few Jews, who pretend to be of the Tribe of Benjamin. 
It is accordingly a place of no Commerce, faveonly that the Tartars bring thi¬ 
ther a great many lloin Children, or haply furh Turks and Mufcovhes, as cbey 
have taken upon forne occafion or other, and there fell them, to be carried fur¬ 
ther into the Kingdom. 

The Soldiers who kept the Garrifon there, as alio the Citizens,were a proud, 
daring, and infqjpnt fort of people, fo far from treating us with any civility, 
that, on the contrary, they did what they could to pick a quarrel with u$. 

The Mehem-aniar himfelf gave ns notice before-hand,to Hand upon our guard: 
whence it came, that, on the 8. after Sermon , the Ambaffadors order’d, upon 
feveral penalties, that none of their retinue, fhould , either in word or deed, 
give occafion of offence to any Soldier, or Inhabitant, nor relieve any perfon 
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whom they iliould find engag’d iD any quarrel with them, leit rbey fhould take 
occafion, from a particular difference) to fall upon the whole Company. 

The 9. xhaChats of 7V^«,who had given the Ambafiadors a vifir, at their for¬ 
mer paflage that way, fent ns word) that the way we were to travel through the 
Counrry of the Tartars of Dagefth **, was very dangerous , definng us to make 
life of the Convoy he proffer’d u*. The Ambaffadors, confidenng that thofe 
proffers were made by a 'tartar oi. Dageflhan, and that there were no more fafety 
in his Company, than among the Robbers rherofelves, return’d him their thanks, 
and fent him word,rhat they would not put him to that trouble. However we 
thought it prudence,to make our advantage of the notice given us of the danger 
we might fall into among thofe Barbarlans t and we order’d a view robe made of 
ourArms,and found,there were among us,twoand fifty Muskets and Firelocks, 
nineteen cafes ofPifiols, two brafs Guns, and four murthering-pieces, all well 
fixe, and lit for fentice. 

Having fiaid fome time for ImawttU, who had promis’d co follow us wirhm a 
few date:,, and finding ourfelves in a place,where the Governour,in!iead offup- 
plyinguswirh provifions, forc’d us to bay all at a deer rate, the Ambafiadors rc- 
folv’d the iz. to give order for their departure , commanded the Baggage to be 
made ready, and deliver’d every rrian his allowance of bread for four dales, in as 
much as there was no great likelyhood we ftiould find much at the places wp 
were co-travel through. 

The >3; we were got on horfe-back, and ready to march, when word was 
brought, that the Govcrnour had (hut the City-gate. This news fomewhat ftart- 
led'hs, and oblig’d the AmbafTadors to fend the Mthem ardor to him, to know 
the rcafpn of his fo doing. His anfwer was, that, haying receiv’d intelligence, 
that Ofmo 7 a Tartar-Prince, not far from Derbent , intended to fet upon us by 
the way, and put us to an exceifive ranfome, or take away all we had, and that 
being refponfible to the King for what might happen to us, he thought it not fit 
we fhould go thence wii bout a Convoy, which being not to be had that day, 
he defir’d us to Hay till rhe next. 

We knew the Convoy he intended us,would ferve us in no ftead,and that the 
care he took proceded not from any kindnefs'he had for usjbut it was fit,we put 
on the be(T face we could upon it, and acknowledg’d our felvcs oblig’d to him.. 
Only we fent to defire him, in regard we were all mounted, to permit us co en¬ 
camp without the City, and there expert the Convoy. He was content we 
fhould do fo ; whereupon we went and encamp’d a quarter of a league without 
the City, neer a Vineyard, upon the fide of a fmall River, which ferves for a 
common Frontier, between the Tartars of Dagefllxw and the Per/tans. _ 

We fonnd neerthar place theSepuhhres oftwoother Mahometan Saints,one, 
that of Pyr Mocharjn the plain, at the foot of the mountain ; the otrjer, that ot 
Imam K urchod, within the mountain. They fay the later was of kin to Mahomety 
and chat he alwaies fare ar his feet, to be inftru&ed by him. They add, that hp 
liv’d three hundred years after Mahomet's death, and that he retir d to King Kaf- 
fan, whom he diverted by his playing on the Lure, and inceflamly animated to 
make a war againft the LeJ&, by the longs he Jung to that lnfirumenr; but that 
at Ufi, preiuming to preach to chofe Barbarians) who were Pagans, in hopes to 
convert them to the Mahometan Religion, they kill’d him. 

His Sepulchre is in a Cave cat within the Rock. There is alfo another hollow 
place in rfie fame Rock, where there is a Coffin, made pffour boards naild ro- 
gether»and rais’d about four foot from the ground.I faw it over-night, and tounc 
at it, an old woman, who had the keeping of the Sepulchre; but thenext day, X 
found it fet forth with a Carpet of Brocade, arid the floor cover’d with Mat, tor 
rheit convenience who came thither to do their devotions. _ , , , 

There reforted thirher many women and maids from the City, aad , ot £ ?’ 
ces, who went all bare-foot into the Cave, kifs'd the Coffin, and, w, ar 
their prayers, made their offerings to the old woman* to whom tney gav ^ 
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Baiter,Ch$|fe,Milk,'ocbersjBreadjMony s Wax,and the like.Theni°ht following 
. we beard here a confus’d and dreadful noife, much like that of perfons (inoine 3 
darti inland weeping, all at r he fame time.l never heard any thing fc barbarous 

Ayr. 14.we expected our Convoy till three hours after 5 un-uun° * but fepinp 
none came, we fet forward, obferving the following order. & ® 

The three Lieutenants, with their Soldiers, having their marches lighted 
made the Van-gua d. 6 J 

Next them, follow’d a Field-piece, oftwo pound and 3 half Bullet, upon a 
cariadge with four whcels,a«d then the four Murthering-pieces, with all things 
belonging ro them, in a Wagon. ° 

Then marched iheCamels,loaden with the baggage,having on both lides fome 
of our retinue, commanded by the AmbaffadorCrM#*, and in the head oft hem 
aTrumpetter. ■ 

Next the Baggage, came t he other Field-piece,and after that,the Ambaflador 
Brugmm , who brought up the Rear, conllUingof all the reft of the Company. 

In this order we left the Frontiers of Perfla, to go into thofeoftheTVt^*,- 

of Dageftha/t. 

Ptofomy , and his followers, affirm, that this Country is part of that Albania, 
our of which Q. C. uniits would have to come Thalefiris , Queen of the Ama- 
*.ww,who came to Alexander the Great in Hyrcama,tn get of him that kindnefs, 
which Women will not often beg,though they ever fo muchdelireit. The Per * 
fiam call thefe people Lefgi , and they name .thetnfelves Dagefthan Tatar, that 
is , mountain Tartars , from the word Tag , or Dag, which, in their Language, fie, 
nines a mountain : becaufe they live between the mountains, and in the plain, 
at the foot of the mountains, which are twenty or thirry leagues diftanc from 
th sCafpian Sea, towards the Weft. 

They inhabit all along the Sea-coaft, Northwird,as far as Terki, about forty 
leagues, taking the way we came. The mountain it felf, in fome places, comes 
within half afeague oftbe Sea, and in fome it is two or three leagues from it 
there being in the plains very fruitful and pleafanc fields unlefsitbe towards 
the Sea-fide, where it is all heathy and barren. 

The Inhabitants arc of a yellowifh and dark complexion, inclinitfg to black * 
they are well fet and have ftrong limbs, dreadfully ugly in their faces, and wear 
their hair, which is black and greafy, falling down ovet their fhoutders. They 
are all barbarous and falvages. J 

Their cloathingis a long clofe Coat, ofa grey or black colour, of a wretched 
coarfe doath, over which they were acloakascoarfe, or haply of Sheep-skin. 
On their head they wear afqnare Cap, made of feveral pieces of doath, and* 
their fhooes are of Sheep-skin , or Horfehide, all of one piece, andfow’d to 
their feet over the inftep, and at the Tides. 

They are circumcis’d, and have all the other Ceremonies of the Turks, pro- 
fefting rhe Mahometan Religion; but are fo flenderly inftruifted therein,that it is 
not to be wondred, they have fo little devotion. They liveby the Cattel they 
breed, whereof the women take care, while the men go up and down a-robbin<?, 
making no confcience to fteal away the children oftheirneereft relations,to fell 
them to the Perftans and others. Whence it comes,that,even among themfelYCS 
they live in perpetual difiruft one of another. 

Their defenfi.ve Arms, which they put on and off, with their doaths, are, a 
acoatof mail, a headpiece, and a Buckler; and the often live are the Cymitar, 
bows and arrows,and the Javelin,rhere beihg not any fo poor among them but is 
furnifh’d with thefe Arms.They put alt Merchants to a rarifome,aod fomeeimes 
rob them of all; fo that the Caravames which pafs that way,are dither fo ftron^ 
as ro make their party good againft thefe tories,orgoby Sea to avoid them. 

They fear neither Perjian^ nor Mufcovires y \n regard no Army is able ro follow 
them inro rhe mountains, into which they retreat when they arepurfu’d. 

All this country is not fubjeft to one Wince ; on the contrary, everyCity, 
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line', into which the Prieit of the place calls a golden Apple, and the perfon 
who is firll touch’d thereby is matte sehemkal. Yet is not his power fo abfolute, 
but that the ocher Lords participate thereof, they having only tor him a certain 

refpeft and compliance, and that not very great. 

YVe came into this ’Connery, as we faid before, on the 14. ot dpn/. We cra- 
veU’d that day. five leagues, palling through feveral Villages, and pleaiant fields, 
and lodg’d ar night in the Country of O/w/^whom tome call //»*», ac a Village The Country of 
♦ named 8 .u&m >which was alfo the name of the Lord of it,He few to meet us his Ofmin. 
fon, attended by fifteen perfons on horf-back, well arm’d, who after the firft 
complement, fell off on the left hand, and went into a wood, and we took the 
right. We quarter'd in the fields tieet a Village, fortifying our felves with the 
gjoojgg , and fecuting our felvesagainft the furpril.es of thole Kobbers, by a 

good numbers of Sentinels, plac'd at all the avenues, . , 

The young Prince return’d to our Quarters in the evening, but vihted only 
the Muft ovum Ambaffador, only to learn of him who we were, and what there 
was to be gotten of us. We intended him a Prefenc of 12. Duckats, and chree 
pieces of Eerjia-Sit in, had he honoured the Amhjfladors with a vifit; but he 
thought it enough to do it by two of his-Officer?, whereupon we only fa luted 
him with the firing ot two great tuns, charg’d with bullets,juft at bis departure 
from the Mufcoviav Ambaffadoi’s to take horfe. . ■ 

The 15 we profecuted our journey, through a hilly Country, St had in our way 
good hunting. There ftarced fo many Hares,rhat,in a fhort time,we cook nine. 

Having rra veil’d fix leagues than day, we came, ac night, into the Seigneury of rbeUrMiPof 
Boinack.-, and lodg’d neera Vi II age of the fame Dame , upon theafcenc of a hill, Jiomi<fc - 
which was fo ftcepy towards the Sea, that we were fecure as to that tide, and wc 
fortify’d our Camp with the Baggage, which we drew up likea half-moon well 
flank’d. The Lord of Bowak, hath not many fubjeas, but m recompence, abun¬ 
dance of Cattclg wherein all his Wealth eonfifts. , 

The Ambaffador Brugman was incens’d acthe people’s looking on us , as a Brugmn ? 
thing they had never feeft before, and would bav.e had Come Muskets difebarg'd tm t thum 
among them, but without bullets, only to frighten them, and was enrag d 
that thofe he fpolte to would not execute fo impertinent a command, which no 
doubt had coll us all oprdives. For ihofe Barbarians, who were wicked and da- 
ring, and difeover’d that they wanted only a pretence to fee upon us, grumbled 
that any fhould think k much they fiood there y and were confident enough to 
tell uSj that the ground, they were then upon* was rather theirs, than ours* and 
that they had as much right to be there as we had : l Hat we might have tor born 
threat Ding them; that they acknowledg’d we were too ftrong tor them; but that 
upon the leaft fign ch zSchemkgl fbould give them, they would come wuh Inch a 
force as were able to difpatch us all, though we were twice as many . That they 
car’d for neither the K.of Perji& nor Duke of hat they 

md acknowledg'd noSuperiour bur God.They would not, at firrt, fatter us to go 
for water, without paying for k *, but finding that the Weil where it waste be 
had, was within the reach of our great Guns, and that w£ fet things in orcer.to 
force our way to iti they recreated and left us. . 

The Sihemkgl fett us word lace over-night,that we fiiould cot offer to go a- 
way the next morning,till hctaadfearch’d our baggage,to fee whether w ^ 3rr ^J 
any Merchants ^oods.The Ambafiadors return'd him anfwer, that t|wyvW?re .iJop 
Merchants, but?Ambafiadors, and that consequently they might P als a ' P*“f 
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- < 1 g at.thc lame place, had quarrel I’d with the Inhabitants oiBoinak^ and was kill ’d, 

' ‘_ wich all his retinue , only three Servants excepted , who got back to Derbenty 

whence the Afehemandar, who had conda&ed him thither, carried them to the 
Court.During their Hay there,the King allow’d each of them three d bus's aday, 
till he found a convenience to fent them home, which he did afterwards, upon 
an Embafly which the Great Duke of Mufcovy had fent to him. 

... Aitti or The 1 6 ‘ We de P arted betimeS in the morning,and came,long before night,In- 
4 , to be tubeit t0 the Territories of the Prince of ' 7 >£#, where I narrowly efeap’d falling into 
by the Tartars. the * lant ’ s of thofe Barbarians. For, hearing that we were not above a quarter of 
a league from the Sea-iide, I left the Company, taking along with me the Ma¬ 
iler’s matejCer^/iV Nicholafon, to go and obferve the fuuation thereof: but we 0 
were hardly got thither, ere we difeoverd at a didance two Tartars , follow’d, 
within two or three hundredpaces, by eight more,who,affoonas they perceiv’d 
us>made all the hafte they could towards us; but wefoon recover’d the Road. 
The twofirft feeing us retreat, purfu’dus in full fpeed,'with their Javelins in 
their hands ; till the other eight,doubting-,it feems,thac we might not be alone 
in thofe parts, got uptoa hill, to take a view of the Country,and feeing all out 
Company, from which we could not be above aMnskec-Hiotdihanc,ttiey call’d 
to the other two, to give them Dotice it was in vain to purfue us. Whereupon, 
they rode on gently, and came all together to the Company, faluted it,admir’d 
our cloaths,and would needs fee our Piflols, but were not permitted to handle 
them. 

We met that day with feveral parties of Tanars t fome appearingbefore us, 
fome behind us. Some onlypafs’d by, others aceompany’d us a quarter of a 
league or better. Some try’d whether we would fuffer them to crofs us in our 
march ; but we would not permit it. 

come to Tarku. Having tra veil'd feven leagues char day, we came at night before the Ciry o£ 

Tarktt,itia encamped without the City,neer a Fountain, within a quarter of a 
league of the Sea. _ 

Thenextday, Apr. 17. the Lora of the place fent his Brother, accompany’d 
by three perfons of quality, to complement us,and make proffers of his friend- 
flu p and Cervices. 

The Cfcwhimfelf,beingfick,could not come in perfon,which the Ambaffadors 
underftandingjthey fent their Phyficianro him,as well to return their thanks for 
his civilities, as to offer his afiifiance, for the recovery of his health. He made ufe 
of him, and found fuch eafe , that fome daies after,ne fent to complement t he 
Ambaffadors, and thank them for the care they had had of him. 

He was a Lord, of about 38. years of age, named Sttrchw Chan , and pretended 
himfelf defeended from the Kings of Per]ia> with whom he held fo good corre- 
fpondence, that when the Dagefthans are ingag’d in a war amongft themfelves, 
he implores the aflifianceof ibtSchachjNho fails not to back him. His authority 
is very confiderable among them, yet not fo abfolute, but that feveral Myrfas, 
of his kinred, participate of the Government. Nay he had aNephew, a younge'r 
Brot her’s fon, who was Lord of fome part of the City. 

Torkti the Me- The Cit y of 7 V£«,the Metropolis of all Dagcjihan t lies within the mountain, 
umiis of Da- between fteepv rocks, which are fo fall of fhels,that they feem to confift of no¬ 
thing elfe, there being not thefpaceofa hands breadth, but a man meets with five 
or fix of them,mod,about the oignefs of Wall-nut-fhell. The Rock is as hard as 
flint, yetis there good pafture upon the top of the mountain. 

Outofthefe Rocks there rife feveral pleafam fprings,which fall into the City 
feveral w'aies. The City is not wall’d. It may contain a thoufandboufes,built 
according to the Perftan way y but not fo well. Thefe Tartars , as alfo thofe Of 
Soinak^y and the others who live more Northerly, are called Kattackj but thofe 
who live behind 7 Viy<, in the mountain, towardathe Weft, are named Kamnk_ t 
or Kafakurnnk, who have, moft of them, their particular Lords. 

The Inhabitants of Tarkj* ate as barbarous & mifehievous as thofe of Boitsakj 
but the women and maids were more civil. They go with their faces uncover’d, 
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snd sta not kept id iuch restraint, is thofe ot the Per fans, 1 he maids have their hair a O 

ty’d up in forty trefies, which hang down about their heads, and they were not ihy 1 0 3 
of being feen, nor of having their hair felt. 

We met here with an old man yarned Mm hi ns Magmarhow at Ottlngen in the 4 German //- 
Dochy oimttettl>erg t wha having left off his trade of weaving, to go into the wars -ving among the 
of Hungary£t\\ into the hands of the Turks* who bad fold him to chele Tartars, He Tartar,. ° 
was dtcumcis*d,and had almoft forgot the German tongue ;yet he cold us he was a 
Chriftiattf and believ’d one God and three perfons. He alfo faid the Lords Prayer, 
but with much ado. , 

The proffers of friendfhip and fervice which S nr chon G 5 w«made us, had raised us 
into fotne confidence,that we werefafe under his proteftion: but we found lince s 
chat we were in greater danger there, than we had been any where before, For,du¬ 
ring the five weeks we were among the Tartars, all tbeir difeourfe was of robbing, 
rifiing,killing,and cutting of throats.We defir’drhe Afehemandar to go aloDg with 
us to Terki, upon the frontiers of Mnfcovj , or, at leail, to leave us the Camels and 
ocher conveniences for carriadge, confidering the little likelyhood we had to <>et 
any of the Tartars, and we fhouldrequite his kiDdnefs with a confiderable fum^of 
mony.Buche told us, that he had exprefs order to bring us only to Tarty, and that 
if he went any further,ic might endanger his life: Thar we might treat with the Os- The 
mel-drivers,and that he would affiff us what he could do in it: but inftead ofo.bli* dmi ' a ® fiMt 
ging us in that, he took them all along with him that night, unknown to us. This ****&’ 
luddea departure of his ftartled us the more,in that,the next day,two women,who 
fold us milk, and pretended to be Mnfcovltes born,and Chriftim:,ind that they had 
been ftoln away in their youth, & maried in that Country,came to tell us,that tfie 
Tartars intended to kill us all, out of an imagination,that we carried alon° with us 
a vaft rreafure j That the Inhabitants of Of min and Mtnak. had feat word to Surkov 
Chan ,that we had pafs’d through their Country, and that, inftead of payin® the du¬ 
ties for ourMerchandifesand Baggage,we had been fo infolentas to threaten them, 
and give them ill words: That they had refolv’d to fee upon ns, to kill all the aged 
perfons, and make the reft Slaves, and, to that end, had lent Meflengets to $#rbn 
t han , and that there was one gone from him to the Schemkai. 

We put the beft face outward before thofe women, and made as if we were not 
troubled at aDy thing the Tartars could do , in regard we knew not how far we 
fhould credit their relation. However we thought good to make pur ad-vanc a°e of 
it,upon this refledUon,that we found no order taken for out departure them; c%nd 
•that there came thither a party of forty Tartars of Bo!nak,$c that Meflengers pafs'd 

to and fro, as if it were in order to the execution of fome great defi°n. D 

The Ambaffadors having cat I’d together the chief of the retinue. Sc re prefen red het 
danger we were in , put it to the queftion what were beft ro be done. It was urg'd, 
that it had been more prudence t« treat thofe Barbarians kindly, chan to have ex- 
afpecated chem,as had been done,but fince there was no recalling of wharwas paft, 
that.the only way was to take courage, and fell our lives at the deareft race we 
could: That, having, on both fides of us,inaccelTtble Rocks,the Sea behind,and the 
Tat tars before us, it would be more honourable for us tody nobly, than fall alive 
into the hands of ib& 7 artars. 

Our greateft misfortune was, that there were differences among our (elves. The 
Ambaffador Brngman carried on his private defigns, and found fault with whatever 
others advis’d, efpecially thofe among us who any wayprerended to Learning. 

Certain it is, that, inftead of contributing his endeavours to our prefervadon, he 
would have comriv’oour ruin, could behave doneir, without danger to himfelf. 

WeJ underflow!'Cnee, that it was really the defign of the Tartars, to fer upon us, 
a pd chat they had done it, if the Schtmkgl 3 out pf hopes to have ihe whole booty 
himfelf,and crapann d ps an other way, had not prevented rhem.He Cent an Exprefs 
to tell us, thac we fhould tak»mr way over the Bridge of Boats, above the City of 
his ordinary refidenre,& that if we took any other,even that oftheSea-fide,where 
we might have crofs'd the River by Boat, he ftiould tr eat us as Enemies. 

The MeSenger he fent us, having concluded his difeourfe, rote up, and would 
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hive been gone; but the MufcovUn Ambaffador "taking him by the arm , fa id to 
him; '* F iiend, go and tell thy Schemkal t that he is not to appoint us our ways we 
“ Shall take that wethink fit :*tis true, it will be no hard matter for him, to cut off 
“ a handful of people; but let him know, that the Cz,aar, who is molt concern’d in 
‘‘this Kmbalfy,v»ill refent it,and revenge our deaths, with the greareft cruelty ima- 

ginable.This (harp and refolute anfwer made the Tartars quit the deflgn they had 
to fet upon us, as they intended, and oblig’d them to change their manner of pro¬ 
ceeding : Sothac, vfyr.20.we were vifued by four T^mir-Princes, who din’d with 
the Ambafl'ado s ini heir Tent, and were not ill treated, considering the place we 
were then at. AU rheir difeourie was only of robbing and ftealing, and felling men: 
my one of them faid, that, all the week before,he had ttoln but one poor Girl, After 
they were gone,the Prince of Ofmin's Brother cameto vlfic us. He express'd Some¬ 
what of civility, sod made us great proffers of hi* fervices. After him, came the Da~ 
ruga of the City of lark it. We ask'd him, Why we were not furnifhd with conve¬ 
niences of earriadge for our Baggage. He ingenuoufly told as, that we were not to 
expeft any,till we had made a Prefent to Surk^a Chart. The next day, there was one 
fern him,to wit, a pair of gold Bracelets,! pound of Tobacco, aPilloI, a Firelock,* 
band of Powder, two pieces of /VyLr-Sacin, and feveral forts of Spices, with this 
tried age withal 1 , that a barel of Aquavite fhould be Sent him,as foon as we came ro 
Terkl. This Prefent took him So, as that he presently promis’d we (hould have all 
conveniences, for mony,and invited the Ambaffadors to come and dine with him. 
It was taken into consideration whether they (honld go, or not;but at laii, it was 
refolv'd they Should, taking along with them four other perfons. 

The cloach was laid upon the ground, according to the Person way, and the 
whole entertainment confided infenardifhes, wherein rhere were little flices of 
Murton, drawn upon dicks. Some Whitings, andCards, and in four other lefler 
difhes, Rice, wirh pieces of Mnrton in it, tnd raifins of the Sun. The Carver face 
in rhe middle of the diibes, and hiving broke a long thin Cake, he Ad a p^ece of it 
to every one of theGueds. He alfo tore the pieces of Meat and rhe Fifh, bur all 
was done only by his hands,which were asblack as his face; So that the fat running 
between his fingers, and mingling with the dirtfrom which it took another co¬ 
lour, alrnott turn’d our domacks. 

But there was a neceflity we fliould comply.Our drink was only water,in great 
gtafles,and afterwards Aquavit at, in Silver Cups. After dinner, they would needs 
hear our Mufick,which we fern for; and after a divemfemem of three hours,there 
was meat brought in again. 1 observ'd, among other things, the Liver and Rump 
of a Sheep, which was ail fat, and weigh'd at lead five or fix pound. 

One of the Carvers, (for at this Second treatment there was three) minc'd the 
meat very Small, Salted it well, and Serv’d every man by handfuls. The meat look'd 
as ifir had been chew'd before, yet was it not fo bad, asagainft our domacks. After 
the treatment, we return’d to onr Quarrers. 

Tbe next day, fyr. 21. one of the other P-inces, named Imam Myrfa, invited 
the Ambaffadors to dinner. He was very young, as being not full eighteen years 
of age, and born between a Brother of Surk$»Chan\ and a vvmnan, by birth a 
Kafamttka. His Servant told us , that SurkottChan ufu-p’d the Principality from 
him, and that his life was in fome danger, by reafon of his Uncle. 

The cloath was laid in t great Halt, where we fare down, wirh Imam Myrfa 
and fome other Lords of the Country, in Chairs,at a low Table. We were bet¬ 
ter treated, than we had been rheday before, and rhe Meat wasbetterdrefi. A- 
mong other difries there was brooghr in a whole Lamb roriled, whereof every 
one carv’d himfelf what he pleas'd. They a Ted no knives bu f co r e the Meat in pie¬ 
ces, and I obferv’d char when had left any' Meat about the bone, his nexf neigh¬ 
bour took it up, and pick'd ir, and many rimes it went, ro a rhird and fourth hand, 
till at I»ft, he who could find nothing about it wfltald try what there was yvich- 
it, and get no- the marrow. 

Their drinkms Veffelsare of Cows-horns, and rheir drink a forrof Fqaor cal- 
led Bragga, which they make of Millet, and, in colour and confidence, looks like 
. the 
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the lees of beer. They think is very delicious, and drink freely of h, aTcljey do sT c~ 
alfo of Aquavits, and grow of a Taddeo fo drunk , that notwithftandiugche p:e- 3 '”' 
fence oftheir Prince, they made fuch a nolle, as would have drown’d Thunder it " 
felfi 

The Tartars having thus treated us, we took leave of them, well fatisfy’d with 
the cheer they made us. 

■ Some dales after, the Ambafladors were treated by another Prince,named Emir- 
Chan, who alfo gave them a vifir. But all thefe Barbarians did in this kind , was 
only toger Prefencsfrom us. 

The 2 j. the Darstga got us fome Waggons for the Baggage. We immediately 
loaded: hem, intending to be gone the next day : but in the evening, Sttrchou-Chan 
fenc us word , that he had certain intelligence, chat Sultan Mahmud (to was the 
Schemkal call’d) had poflefs’d him fclf oif all the .paflages of the Rivet Kotfn , with a 
defign to Hop us, and put us to a ranfom, and that hindred him from permitting 
us to depart. 

Late in the evening, there came neer, 7 >i« twenty horfe-men, well mounted 
and arm’d, who encamped dofe by our Quarters. The Ambafladors, accompany’d 
by fome Musketceers, went to them, to know whence they came, and what their 
defign was. They made anfwer, that the Prince of Ofmin had fent them to the 
Schemkal, to tell him that certain forein A nbaffadors, friends of the King of Her* 
pa, and Czaar of Mufcovj, beingcome into his Territories, he had fuffered them 
copafs without paying any toll or duties, andtointreat him, to do him the fame 
favourwhich the Schemkal had promis’d to do, provided they carried no Mer- 
chantsgoodsi We gave not fomuch credit to this intelligence, as to neglect 
keeping a firing Guard, and having our Arms in readinefs. 

The 24. theie Tartars departed before day, and prcfemly after, there came to 
us, : wo Mellbngrrs from Sulthan Mahmud , who asked the Ambafladors why they 
did noc profecute t heir journey, promising all the favour andalEflance lay in his 
power,for their paffage,provided they took the way he appointed them. Thefe Mef* 
fengers were hardly gone, ere Surkett-Chan came ro vifit us. The Ambafladors af- 
ked him, why he hindred their departure, he told them, that the Horfesand Oxen, 
we had hired, were ready, and that we mighc be gone when we pleas'd, giving it 
him under our hands,how that we would needs depart,notwithstanding the notice 
he had given us of the deligns of the SchemkaK in as much as otherwise he fhould 
be refponfible to the King of Perpa , and Great Duke oZAfuskevy,{otiht tnisfor- 
runes.might happen to us: That he knew the Schemkal better than we did: That 
he car’d for neither God,nor Devil,nor any forein Prince at all: That he never ob- 
feev'd his word: That it was his only fport , to rob, and flied blood, and that it 
were better flay eight daies longer, within which time he promis’d us a fuflkienc 
Convoy, without which we could not pafs t hrough the Prince’s Country, if we 
refo I v’d not ro hazard our lives, a8d lofe our Baggage: That ere that time were 
expir’d, the/’ erpau A mbaflador would come thither, with Letters of Commenda¬ 
tion from the King, without which he durft not undertake to convoy us, left he 
fhould thereby difoblige all the other Tartars. * 

This difeourfe pot us into a great perplexity , confideringrhat the arrival of the 
Pcrpan Ambaffador was uncertain, and that in the mean time, we might fear the 
fame thing from Surchou-Chtm, which he would have us apprehend from the Schem - 
kal. We fent an Exprefs to the H'eywede o(Terki,to defire him to fent us a Convoy 0 Jj Qt yi rt r u re S 
of St relit s, luchas might fecure u* againft the attempts of the Tartars ; but he / Cmof. 
would do nothing, SurcmttCbajtfenT an Exprefs to Derhm, toknow of the Am- 
bafladotjhow long ir would be ere he came roTkr^/obm he fent us word.fome dates 
after, that the man he had difpatch’d for Derlent was return’d, but had been fo in¬ 
direct as to put the Letter, deliver’d him by ImancuU Su/thau, into his Quiver, 
and going to flioot at a bead by the way, had dropp’d ir, fo that he bid been forc'd 
to fend him back again. All thefe proceedings added more and more to our jealou- 
fy* but what moftftartled us, was, the fudden deparrure of certain Jrmcman 
Merchants, who having joyn’d with us, out of hopes of travelling with greater 
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I 6 %-S* fafecy ^ ^ Ur Con ?pany 9 went into the City, upon notice given them, thattwo 
_—?-hundred 'Imars intended to fet upon us. Befides, the inconveniences we en¬ 
dur’d by reafon of ill weather heightned our affliction: for the continual rains 
hadnot only funkthrough out Tents and cloaths, but alfo hindred us from ma¬ 
king any fire, to warm us, and drefs our Meat, No condition, formifery, could 
be compar'd to that we were t hen in* forfaken by all, deftitute of all things, even 
advile and retaliation, infomuch that we durif nor go into thiTmors hates', 

S ttrkok Char, hJpnlclf having given us notice, that we might run the hazard of 
being carried away and fold.Nay, Ayr. 27. one of our Soldiers, a Scotchman, na¬ 
med william Hoye , being got a little too fir from the Quarters, was carried a way 
by the Tartars,to clearly, that wecouldaever learn any news ofhlm, though we 
made great inquiry. We heard fince, that he was carried to the Fortrefs of Sachnr, 
within five or fix leagues of 

The fame day, there hapned to us another misfortnaejin that,Come of our peo¬ 
ple being (hooting with Bows and Arrows, our Canonier, goingfomewhat neer 
the Mark, to take up an Arrow, was (hot into the Belly, whereof he died the next 
day. 

The Mufcovite, whofe mishap it was to hurt him > had fo fersfible a remorfe of 
what had happened, thathedefired to be put to death/, but the buflnefs being ta¬ 
ken into conlideration, it was found done by chance without any defign; where¬ 
upon he was fet at liberty. We ’mrerr’d the deceas'd, by the advice of certain 
7 ’«rr<tr-women, who 'Nttz.Chriftians , in the place where our horfes flood, and 
made a Grave without the Quarters,into which was put an empty Coffin,it being 
certain that the Tartars would, after our departure thence, dig up the Carcafs, to 

f ive it their Dogs. There died alfo a rich Mttfcovim Merchant His body was in- 
alm’d, and brought to Terkj, where it was buried, in the Church-yard, belonging 
to thofe of bis Religion. Amidif all thefe afflictions and misfortunes, the T,mars 
came every day to gecourMufkk plaid upon ; which was fomewhat like that of 
the J'fraelites , at the waters of Babylon. 

MAY. May'\.'nt difpatch’d a man to Sulthan Mabmut l,to defire paffage. Oar Meffenger 

The Scherakal return’d the next day, accompany’d by four Tartars , who told us from the Scbem- 
gtsyts them jfy/, that he wondred much to hear, that Sttrchou-Chan would perfwade them, he 
was a famous Robber andfa'uhlefs perfon: that he had given him no caufe to 
drefs him in fuch a character, and that he fhould takeocctlion to refenc it.For us, 
he proffer’d all his credit, and his Subjects,for the advancement and [afecy of out 
journey; andchatifwedurfl noctruflhim, he was ready to fend us three of the 
principal Lords of the Country as hoflages,whom we fhould either take along with 
os, or leave with Surchou-Chan , till we were out of his JurifdiCtion. . . 

Thefe unexpe&ed proffers pot ns to feme difficulty what we fhould do: but 
hearing, that Sulthan Mahmud liv'd other wife than his Father had done, who, ha¬ 
ving dishonour’d his Country by continual robberies, had reform’d his life, and,to 
expiate his fins, went on pilgrimage to Mtca, and to Mahomet's SepuL Ire,we ac¬ 
cepted of his proffers; and that the more willinglyftn that the 6 . following, we re-. 
•eiv*d Letters from Derbestt,' wherein the Per ft an Ambaffador Cent us word, that be- * 
iog oblig’d to continue there till he had receiv'd his difpitches and the Interpreter 
he expeded from the Court, and thinking it would be a moneth longer ere he 
came to Tarktt, he left it to our choice, whether we would expeCt him, or profe- 
cute our journey. Upon this, we prefs’d Surchou-Cbatt, to give order for our de¬ 
parture ; which be did,after the receipt of another Pretent,wbich he had the bold- 
nefscobeghimfelf, andfecuriry given, for che return of the Horfes and Oxen, 
which carried our Baggage, by rwo of rbe Schemas hoftages, whom we left with 
him, taking the third along with us. 

May xi." we left 7 * arku-t upon the dangerous word of Sulthan Mahmud. We 
had agreed daiesbefoie with the Waggoners of Tarkjt : but when the Baggage 
came to be loaden, they fell from the former agreement, and madeus pay much 
more than we had promis’d them. They would have done the fame for the Sadte- 
Kaggs ; but the Acnbaffadors would cot condefcend: which occasion’d fome of 

our 
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our people, nay of the chiefelt,. to foot it) the two firlt daies, not without sbufca 
and jeers from their enemies. 

We rrsvell’dthat day two leagues, through a plain and even Country, but de- 
fertj to a Rivulet, which ferves toe a common Frontier,between Suit ban Mahmud, 
and the Prince of Tarku. We met by the way certain Tartar Lords, who intreaced 
the Ambafl'adors to lend,theta out Phylkian, to viftc one of their friends,who was 
fick not fa; rhence.The Phyiician feeraing unwilling to go, out of a fearhefhoutd 
never return,they left two of cheir.Company.as h'oftages,wuh us,and brought him 
back after mid-night. AH our Supper that night was, only Bread and troubled 
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Water. 

Afrf 15. beitig nbitfiatday , we travell’d four leagues, through a very woody 
Counrry. We thought that day , we fhouldhave been left by the way; for the 
Mtffioviiw Ambaffador having cudgel I ’d one of the Waggoners, all the reft would 
unteam, and return homewards: but with much id treaty and fair words we got 
them to Ray. We pafs*d over the night in the Wood,andthofe who were defirous 
to fleepflay downfuppetlefs. 

The,i4. we got but one league, to the River Koifa, which, in my opinion muft the Riur AI- 
be that which Ttolomy calls Albania. It tifes out of mount Cattcaftts. Its Water banus. 
is thick and troubled, and its courfe very fwift. Jt is at lead as broad as the Elbe, 
and, in that place, it was above twenty foot deep. 

The Town, or Village ot Andre, where Sultban Mahmud, liv'd, ftands upon a 
hill, on this fide of the River. Neer the Village , thcrctsaSpringof feething 
Water,which falls into 2 Pool,and makes the water thereof very fit for bathing.The 
Inhabitants of it are for the moil part Fiflier-mcn, and we faw them in great num¬ 
bers upon the River fide, about their employment. 

Tbeythrnft a fliarp book baked, which is fallen’d to a long pole, to the bot¬ 
tom of the River, and by that means take abundance of Sturgeons, and fuch like 

Fifti. # 

1 heard they had an odd cuftom at their Weddings, which ts , that all the men 
bidden thereto, [boot each of them an Arrow into the floor, and leave them there, 
dll they either ror, or fall of themfelve|, whereof I could never learn any reafon. 

Afloon as they perceiv’d us, they came to the River-fide, and proffer’d to help 
us over, and to facilitate the getting over of the Baggage,they joyn’d two Boats 
together, oyer which they laid a hurdle, ftrong enough t© bear a Wagon. They 
demanded two Crowns for the paffage of every Wagon,and we had about feventy ; 
and perceiving we made fotne difficulty to give it them, and that weehofe rather to 
make a bargain with them for all together,they pafs’d over to the other fide,where 
they fell a-jeering and laughing at us. We faw there alfo the Schemkal, Handing 
at the entrance of the Wood, accompany’dby a great number of perfons on horfe- , 

back : fo that we knew not what cafe we were in. 

We made hurts of boughs of Trees, upon the River fide, and had feveral private 
Affemblies, in regard there was not any publick, in relation to the holy time of 
Whicfumide.Such "as profefs’d Letters met at the AmbaffadorCra/wV, where we 
dined, haying no other drink than Oxitrat, that is, a beveridge of Vipiger and \V a- 
ter 9 which .was increas’d by the tears we flaed, refle&ing on the difference there 
Was, beween ourprefenc condition, and that we fhould be in at our return into 
our dear Country. , 

The 15. we increated the Mafavian Am ballad or to crofs the River, which he 
did, and fpoke to the Schemkal, according to the inftruftions we had given him,and 
prevail’d fofar, that the Tartars were content to take two Tximins,which amount 
not to above forty Crowns,, for the paffage of all the Company and the Baggage. ^ 

We crofs’d the River the fame day, and the Ambafl'adors immediately causa 
their Tents to be pitch’d, and forcify*d the Quarrer with the Baggage, which was 
defended by the Artillery. c 

Soon after the Schemkal, accoaipaoy’d by two his Brethren, and a retinue of 50. 
perfons on horfe-back, gave them the firft vifit. He was about 3 6 . years of age* 
ftrong, bulky, and of a good countenance. He had on a Garment of green Satin, 
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s o over a Goar of mail, and over that a Cloak, of extreme coarfecloath. His Arms, as 
.10 5 o. alfo thofeofthereiiofthe Company, were the i~ymitar,Bows,and Arrows. Be¬ 
fits a Prefenc of certain Sheep and Lambs, he caus’d fomeof his people, to bring 
thither a g!eat,Chauldron,full of Sturgeon,cut into little pieces, and boil’d in wa¬ 
ter and fait, whereto there was a fawce offrefh Butter and Sorrell may truly fay,I 
never made abetter meal.and that all the delicacies of PerJtavteK not comparable 
to that difh. The Ambalfadors treated him with Aquavits & Mufick,during which 
our brafs Guns were feveral times difeharg'd, He diverted himfelf in that manner 
for the fpace of two hours, till chat being got half drunk, he withdrew ; but re¬ 
turn’d again within a while after-. 

We prerented him with a pair of gold Bracelets.a filver Goblet,a Scarlet Cloak, 
lin’d with Furr, a cafe ofPilioIs, a Sword, a barrel of Powder, certain Perjta-Cilk 
ftufts, and fomcGoats-sksns drefs’d into leather. He immediately put on the 
Cloak, and gave his own to the AmbafTador Brtsgman , who had the prudence to 
humour him, and aft ure himfelf of his kindnefs and friendfhip, by putting him in 
hopes of extraordinary advantages, likely to accrue to Mm by fettlement of the 
Commerce, for which he had traveled fo far. He told him»that the Perfian Am- 
bafTador was to follow i hem, to conclude with the Duke oF f*//?«*,what they had 
but begun in Perjta ; that the fatd Ambafiador would give him further farisfadtion 
as to that particular, and that they fhould be oblig’d to pafs through his Country 
once a year, with Commodities of great value : That that Country was not known 
at a 11 in Germany, and that their Prince knew not they were, in chofe parts,to meet 
withfo great a Lord, otherwife, he had feat him very confiderable Prefents; but 
that it fhould not be omitted hereafter, and that it was their intention to make a 
perpetual ftiendfliip with him. This difeourfe fo pleas# the Schemed, that be 
would havehaften’d our deparr ure thence, that we might the fooner return rhac 
way. So that we had horfes for thefadleandforcarriadge at a very eafy rate, to 
carry us as far as Terkj. ♦ 

Leave Andre. id- we departed. He himfelf, accompany’d by fifty horfe, convoy’d us 

through a thick Wood, half a league from Andre, where he took leave of us, witt» 
mac h civility. We travel I’d that day tw# leagues, over a great Plain, to the Rivet 
Akjai. It runs very flowly in chore parts, and is not above fifty paces broad. The 
Tartars told us, that it is an arm of the River Kotfa, into which it falls, neer the 
Sea. There we were forc’d to flay for the Boats, and the Hurdles,which the Inha¬ 
bitants of Andre brought in Waggons, and in the mean rime, we cut Reeds and 
Canes, to lay over thetnudd which hindred our coming dry to the River fide. We 
crofs'd it by Moon-Iighr, and paid there alfo twoT»w.'n'»jforoui»pa( 1 fage. 

Such as were not in favour with the Ambaflador Brugman, were forc’d to ly 
down fupper-Iefs. 

The 17. we travell’d feven leagues, over a great Heath, where we began to bt 
out of fight of mount Caucafus. 

Wecameatnightrothe River Bnjlro, and pitch’d our Tents intheadjoynirg 
ForeR. This Ri ver is very muddy, and neer as big, but not fofwift as that of Koifu. 
Running Northward, about five leagues frorn the Cafplan Sea, it is divided into 
two branches, whereof one, heretofore named Terk, and now TjW»ly‘,htth derived 
its name to the City of Terkj ,by which it paffes, and is about fifty foot broad. 

The other branch of the faid River is called Kijilar,\yy reafon of certainGrains, 
like Gold, which come down with its gravel , and the cbinel of it is as broad as 
that ofthe other, but hath fo little water, that many times, id the Summer, a man 
may crofs it dry-foot. The mouth of this arm is eight leagues above the City of 
Terkj. • 

It is to be obferv’d here, that all rhefe Rivers come from the fPefl-uerth-vefi, and \ 
that between Kljilar and the River fif'Wga, which are fixty five leagues dilianr one 
from the orhet, thereis no other River. So that we are to conclude, that the Aktal, 
is the Coe pus of Prfl/jwtjtbat Bufiro, is the Gerr test, that Timet>kj,o: Terkfiis the A- 
/o»ta, and chat Kif tar is tbs Adrna, in as much as there are only rhefe Rivers be¬ 
tween the Albania 01 Keif it, and the Rha> or Volga. 
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The River Baftra is a common F ronrier berween the 7 art or s of. Dagefiban, and 
thofe of Cireafiia ; upon which accompt it was , chat the Waggoners of Tarty, 

Would nor go beyond it. 

Mm 18. we crofs’d the River, and got over the baggage, to our greater fatisfa- 
&ioa in this particular, that we left, on the other tide of the River, the Alahume- 
tans and Vagans, and were entred into Chrifiendom . For though the Tartars of thefe 
parts are alio Pagans or Mahumetans , as well as thofe of D age ft ban, and the reft,yet 
ire they under the Jutifdi&ioDof a Chrifitan Prince, who is the Great Duke of 
Mstfcol)-, and hath, at all places, his Governours, Migiftrates and Priefts, for the 
exercii'e of Chriflian Religion. 

Provilions were fodear in thefe parts, that we were forc’d to pay above thirty 
flail I mgs for a Sheep, Nay they would not fpare us many ; fo that to get fiefh, 
we went into the Woods, and {hoc at Crows, whereof there were abundance 
thereabout s. 

The 19. we craveU’d five leagues, through a plain Country, full of Reeds, ha¬ 
ving alfo fomefew trees, which were, forchemoft part, planted round about a 
fjrcux Plsui, 

Ac ni°ht we encamped upon the Heath, neer a Well, or rather a Sink, in regard 
the water of it was fo corrupt, that the very Bealls would not drink of it. The 
“round f hereabouts was all full of holes, which the Serpents and Snakes had made 
there; and yet, though we were forc'd to lodge on the ground, not one of us re¬ 
ceiv'd any harm. . , ,, . , . 

The to, we got four leagues further,ovet heathy and barren Lands, to the City 
of Terki We faw that day a great many Serpents, many whereof where as big as 
a man’s arm , and above fix foot in length. They lay round, lodfporied them- , 

felves in the heat of the San, which gave a delightful luftre to the hvehnefs of the -jjjjfj** °t 
colours, wherewith their skins were fpotted all over. We fawalfo, neer 7 ^, a t * 
kind of field-mice, which in the Arabian Language, are called jerbuah. They are 
about chebtgnefeof a Squirrel, and fomewhat like t he Creature ofthat kind which y f 

is fo common in£««r,fave chat their hairis blacker,their heads like thofe ofRacs, JgJ f,M 
they have long ears,thc fore-feet (hort,and the hinder feet long; w hence it comes, 
that they cannot mn> but when they get up feme place, and^o the piaiD s they only 
creepjunlds it be,when chy leap>fot ihen they fpring five or fix foot high from *nc 
ground, having their tails la yd over their backs. And whereas their tails are long, 
and without any hair, like thofe of ordinary Mice, but not fo big, they are■ fome¬ 
what like the Lions Rampant, in Coats of Arms: and made a pretty kind of fport, 
efpeciaUy when many of them leap*d at the fame time, as vve faid before, l iey ay, 
there are abundance of them about Babylon, and inAralftai where the Inhabicants eat 
them. Some will leave the field, and go into peoples houfes; which if they do, the 
mafter of the houfe had need have a care of his money, left t hey hghc upon it. 

The p erf, an, whom I brought out of the Country,aDd who ftiU wans on me .Di¬ 
med AchweriX, told me a ftory, how that his Father having obferv dt|« his mony 
was s from time time,taken out of his Chamber,at fiift fofpefted his Wife and Chil- 
dren 3 till! one day finding there one of thefe Jerbmh> he prefend yimsgin w o 
playd the Thief: but to be afldr’d of it, he fee an Abas upon the Table, and,going 
out of the room,lock’d the door,fo chat no other could get in, and coming r it « 
a while after, the Abas was gone, whereupon fearchmg the nett of that Creature, 
he found in it more mony than he had loft, n ,„.h^r 

Within a quarter of a league of the City oCTerkj, came up to us a P*° , 

Prince Mujfal's, of whom we have fpoken heretofore, accompany d by a - _ » 

whom the Wermode fent to meet and complement us. He recevv d us in -» 
pitch’d without the City, where we had a Collation of Ginger-bread, u , y- • 
dromel, and Aquavitar. During our ftay there, there were Lodgings caue P 

The next day, the VVepvodc fent the Ambalfadors four difhes of 
wellcom thither. The Ambafladors fent to vifit thePrincefs^^, MnJJAsMo- 
ther,and,fomedayes after,went to her in perfon.They din d with her. ^ 
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* £ 4 9 c orn pitrar, [o find our fetves ont of rhe power of the Tartars of Dtwtfthan 

? and among the Mufcovnes, who were our friends and acquaintance* which made 
us lend for oarMufick to divert cur felves at Prince Mufful' s. 

We promis’d, in the precedential of this Relation, to gives further account 
of the CtrcaJSi an Tartars , in our return, in as much as, travelling by Sea as we 
went, we could not learn much of them. There is no Hiftorian, either antienr 
or modern, that I know of, who fpeaks ofrhejn. Scaliger makes mention of them, 
in his Exercifations,agaiD(l Cardan, Excrc.^. i6j-& 305. fefi, 3. but in very 
few words, and, with Sraho t calls them Zigi y placing them beyond the Ca»caf*ts > 
upon the Eaxine Sea, and towards the Pains Meat ides, upon the Frontiers of 
Afiaznd Europe : whereas they, whom wefaw, are Scythians> or Cafpian Sartna- 
t'tans, and poffefs d ot part of the ant tent jUltauia, which hath for his Frontiers , 
on the Eaft and Well fide, the Cafpian Sea, and mount Caucasus ; and on the 
South and North, the River Bttflro, and the dreadful Defects of Tarrary and A- 
ftrachatt. 

Terk! tke .wr- Their Metropolis is Terki ; but ever fince the redu&ion of thofe parts by the

The Govern- Government of the Lords of the Country, who are all fubjeft to the C&aar, and 

c*mry. >l °h 1 ig'd to take an Oath of Allegiance to him. The adminiftration ofjuftice, - 

whereof rhofe of their Nation have the management, parses under the Cz.aar’s 
name , and in the pre fence of the Wrprode , efpecially if the affairs be of impor¬ 
tance. Their houfes are but poor ones, built, for the moll part, of earth and 
boughs of trees, and, within, piaifter’d over with Clay. 

The men, for the moft parr, are ftrong, and of yellowifh complexion , but hot 
fo broad-fac’d as rhofe of Nagala, Their hair is black’and long, fave that they 
fhavcrhe midftpf their heads, from rhe fore-head to the neck, about the breadth 
of an inch, leaving at the crown a little lock, which falls down behind. 

Scaliger faies, that the Ctrcaflan Tartars are the moll perfidious, and moft bar¬ 
barous ofany Nation. It might be more truly fa'id ofthofe of Dagejlhan. For the 
Circapans are fomewhac lefs barbarous, and more compliant. ’Tis likely, thar, 
fince their coming under the jurifdiftioo of the Mpeovites, and their convert 
with (hrijhatis, they, by degrees, quit theic former birbarifm. ^ 

The V havc the “ Lail £ ua § c common with all the others Tartars ,and betides that, 
moft of them fpeak alfo the Mufcovian. The men are cloath’d as the other Tartars, 
fave rhat their Caps are alirtle larger, and much like thofe of our Priefts. Their 
Cloaks are of a very coarfe doath, or Sheep-skin, fatten'd at the neck with a point 
or ftring; but bot h fades do not come together, fo that, it being ab’ero cover only 
fomepart of the body,they turn it, before or behind, according to the Wind and 
Rain. 

Their Women are well (hap’d, and have good faces, a cleat and fmooth com¬ 
plexion, and their cheeks well colour’d. Their hair, which is black, hangs down 
in two tre{Tes,on both tides of their faceSjwhich are never cover’d.They wear about 
tneir heads a black Coif, cover’d with a piece of very fine Cotton, or Come other 
wrought Iinnen doath, which they c y under their chin. 
iromen. The Widdows have hanging behind in their necks an Ox bladder, fully blown, 

cover’d with a piece of Cotton, Lawn, or fome other [luff of feveral colours, fo 
that at a diftance, they feetn to have two head'.The Women, in Summer wear only 
a fmock, which is red,green, yellow,or blew, cut fo deep before, that a man rrjay 
fee all down to their Navels. 

, They were very familiar, and of a very good humour. The firft day after our ar¬ 
rival, four of them came to us, in a [lately gate* and with fuch a confidence, as the 
Poets attribute to the Amazons ,v/hom they place in or ncer thefe parts.They ftai’d 
us , and would not let us go, nil they had taken particular notice of all rhings 
about us.tsor were they on the other fidefo fhy,as to take k ill,that fomeofours t 
who pretended to handle the beads of amber and fihells, ot necklaces of Tinn 6r 
Coper, which they wear about their necks , flipp’d their hands downinro their 

• bofoms. 
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bofoms. Some invited us to their houies, and we were, told, it wasthecufiom of r 
the Country, chat the husband, feeing any one going to his houfe, to ifceak with * ° 3 
his wife, fhould, to avoid being troublefome, go out of doors, and leave them " 
together,Though the men are feldome at home,as being ajl day bulled in the fields, 
about the;r Cattel, yet do they relate miracles of the chaftiey of there women. 

One 1 have to this purpofe from a Military Officer’s of ours, who bdn^ °ot Arccbafte. 
into one of their houfes s and finding the woman handfome, grew familiar with 
her,and found her very willing to do him any little kindnefs that lay io her power 
even to make himHandkerchers,& wafh his head:fothat,thinkingthe fort as good 
as taken, he would try how much longer (he could (land out. But fhe told him 
there was no fuch thing done among them ; that the confidence their husbands h3d 
of their honedy,requir’d they fhould be as faithful on their parts; nay chat though 
their husbands might connive at fuch a mifcarriadgc,yet would not the red oFttU 
people pats by an'mcoodancy of that nature. They made no difficulty to endure 
any thing elfe, and would be paid for it, taking and begging Prefencs, nay under 
pretence of vifiring our cloaths all about, they fometimes put their hands into out 
pockets, and took out what they could light on. 

Though it be lawful among them ,-for men to marry feveral wives, yet mod 
concent themfelves with one. When a man dies without iflue, his Brother is ob¬ 
lig’d to marry the widdpw,to raife up feed to him: and according to this cuHom, 
the Mnffal had married his Brothers widdow. 

Their Religion isfe a manner Pagan; for though they are circumcis'd, yet have T heir Rdimn, 
they neither Bible, nor Alchoran, nor PrieUs, nor Churches. They are them¬ 
felves the Priclts, and offer the Sacrifices, efpecially on the day of St,Ella*. ■ 

When a perfon of quality dies, the relations and friends meet in the'fie Ids’both their SufiS- 
men and women* co facrifize a he-Goac j and to find whether it be fit to facrifi^e 5 
they cut off the privy members, which they caft againfi the wall: if they do not 
Rick thereto, they are oblig'dro kill another, bur if they do, they proceed with the 
Ceremonies, fleatng it,and [fetching the skin upon the top of a long pole, before 
which they offer their £acrifice,and boil,and road the Flefh,which they afterwards 
eat.The Feaft ended, the men rife,and go and adore the skin, and the prayers con¬ 
cluded,the women withdraw.The men Bay,and grow fo be(tiatly drunk, with their 
Bragga, or Aqaavlu e, that they feldom part without fighting. This skin is left up¬ 
on the pole, till another perfon of quality dies, and then the former is taken away, 
and another fetupindead of it. 

We faw seer Terfa both going and coming, not far from the Princefs B,%fs 
houfe, one of thefe ftrecch’d skins, with the head and the horns on, uponabhek 
crofs. The pole was planted in a quick-fet hedge, only to keep the Dogs from 
coming nee tie, and, by their piffing again ft it) profaning the My fiery., 

I hey interr their dead very honourably; adorn their Sepulchres with pillars, and Their mw- 
build houfes over chore of perfons of quality. We faw one over the Sepulchre of 
jUtifal’s Brother, the boards whereof were of diverfe colours, plac’d checquer- 
wife, having, upon the roof, feveral wooden Statues, poorly done, which repre- 
fenced the hunting of fomc wild-Bead. 

To exprefs their forrow for the departure of their friends, they tear their fore¬ 
head, arms, and breads, with their nails, after a barbarous manner,fo chat the blood 
comes out in abundance. Their mourning continues till the wounds are healed, 
and if they would have.ii lad longer, they renew,them, by opening the fcratches in 
the fame manner. r 

Afaj. 21. we began to fee things in order, fonhe pro fecu cion of our journey. 

We had a Deferc of fevemy leagues to travel over, and, to find horfes for all rhe 
Company to ride, would have been too great an expence. Wherefore we agreed 
with the Waggoners of Terki, at nine Crowns a Wagon, drawn by two horfes, 
which might carry each of them three or four perfons, to Ajfrachan. 

i cre j°y De ^ with us a Caravan of Merchants, of feveral Nations, as Verfiant , 

Turks, Greeks, Armenians ,and Mufcovites ; fo that then we had above two hundred 
Wagons,in our Company. But theProvifions allow’d us were but final! for fo great

a journey: to wit, to every man, with the Stecbart , andaloafof mouldy brown 
breadj'halfa dry’d Salmon that flunk, without any drunk. For th ^Tartars, preten¬ 
ding they had bargain’d only for the cariadge of men, would not receive any bar¬ 
rels or ocher veiVels inrothe Wagons,and the AmbalTador Bmgmm would not be at 
the cbaige of a Wagon, purpofely to carry beer or water for us, though he made 
good proviiion of all for himfelf and his Favourires. And indeed we flood not 
much upon it , out of an imagination, it was impoffible, we flronld want water : 
but we had time enough to repent us of chat prefumpcion. 

We left Ter^;', the fourth of Jwvr, in the afternoon, and foon encred into that 
dreadful Heath,taking our way on the left hand,and turning from the Cafpan Sea. 
’Tisathingflrarge, yet very certain, that, in eleven daies journey, we faw nei¬ 
ther City, nor Village, nor tree, nor hill, nor any River but that of Kifilar, con¬ 
trary to what all Maps reprefenc thereof. Nay, during all that time, we faw not 
fo much as one Bird, but only a vafl Plain, deferr, fandy, and cover’d in fome pla¬ 
ces with a little grafs, and pics, or Banding pooles, of fait, or corrupt and link¬ 
ing water. We got thefirft day but two leagues, and lodg’d at night, neer one of 
thofe Banding pools. 

The 5. we encamped neer the River Kifilar. 

The 6 . we travel I'd fix leagues, and lodg’d neer one of thofe pools, Thefe three 
fi cB daies , we took our way towards the VVcft-mrih-wcft) and Eaft-mth-eaft, to 
the River VV"olga. 

They, we got fix leagues further, through a great Fenn,Aich we had much ado 
to pafs.Heat and thirfi troubled us extremely,but not fo much as the Flies, Wafps, 
Gnats,and other infedls,which both men and horfes found it nofmall difficulty to 
keep off. The Camels, which have no tails, to keep away thofe infers, 15 the hor¬ 
fes have, were all bloody, and full of fwellings. 

The 8. we were going before dayjand,having cravell’d 4-leagues,we gave our horfes 
a little reft and provender, at the entrance of a very fandy road. In the afternoon, 
we got four leagues further, and lodg’d at night, neer a Banding pool. The Tartars 
perceiving that one of their horfes was liketomifcarry by the way,prevented him, 
cut his throat, and (har’d him among themfelves. At night theyroafled him, making 
a fire of little bullies of thorns and reeds, and were very merry. 

The 9. we travell'd feven leagues, and lodg’d, neer a pool, which the overflow¬ 
ing of the Sea made thereabouts. The water was fo bad, as was alfo that of all the 
refl, that we were forc’d to Bop our nofes while we drunk it. 

The 10. we got feven leagues further, to a place covet’d with Reeds, where we 
found a little frefh water,deriv’d thither from the VVs/ga. ■ 

The 11. we got feven leagues further,to a Banding pool,madethereby the inun¬ 
dation of the Wtlga^Xhz water is not fait,but fo dead and Binking, chat there was 
no drinking of it. That day, twelve great wild Boars crols’d our way. Some Tar¬ 
tars on horfe-back came riding after them, and as ill fortune would have it, there 
came two of them clofe by our Waggon. The horfes were frightned,andfeU a-run- 
ning, fo that the Phyfician and Sreward fell out of the Waggon, with the Baggage. 
The Sieur iicbterlts and my felf, who (ate in the fore-part of the Waggon, confide- 
ring there was no getting out without danger, kept our places,till thehocfes,being 
not abldtogo any further, flopp’dattheentraneeof aFenn. . 

The 12. we travell'd eight leagues, and found, in our way, upon the ground, a 
NeaB, wherein there were two Birds nor quite fledg'd. So nje were of opinion they 
were young Eagles. Wepafs’dby two fait marfhes, the feat whereof wasfome- 
what like that of a Violet, and very delightful. . * 

The 13. we travell’d eight leagues further, lodg’d at night in a place, whence 
we could difeoverthe City of Ajhachan. 

The 14. we got three leagues,and lodg’d on the fide oft he VVolga, over againft 
■AfirachaZ All our people who had nor drunk any frelh warer. Time their coming 
from Terkt ran up to their knees in the River, to ’drink with greater eafe, Affoon 
as they had notice at Aftrachan oi our arrival, they prefently came to vificus, and 
he who had the keeping of the Provifions fent thither for us,broughc us afack full 

of 
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of bread, Neacs-tongues, hung-Iieef, a tun of Beer, and a barrel of Aquavits 
We continu’d that day on the lUver-fide, to give the FVqmde time to aHWn us 
Lodgings. . 0 

The next day, June 14. we crofs’d the River Vl r olga> and were lodg’d in a ^rest 
Arabara, or Store-houfe, built there not long before, upon the River fide with¬ 
out the City, where we were much troubled with Flics.We found there aVa an¬ 
other Store-houfe, full of Provilions, which David Ruts , his Hwhnefs’s Fa&or 
at Mofrnty hadfenc thither fix months before. 

The Ambaffador Brugman would have had all the B.iggage difpos'd into an ap- 
partmenc by it fell* intending ro have it fearch’d, and to that purpofe, had open’d 
iomeChefts: but thofe of the retinue who had not put off either cloaths or lin- 
nen, fince their departure from Terki, were fo incens’d at this procedure, that 
they broke into the Room, and carried away their CheHs,nr>twithiiandin° the o-- 
derjie had given the Sentinel, plac’d at the door, to keep any from gettin°ln. 

June tbjwgtt, the Ambaffadors fern their Prefents to the HHepdod^ who re- 
tu r n’d t Manor he rP relent, of four Sheep, an Ox,- ten wild Duks, ten Pull es 
fix Ged Eg wjM a tunnof Beer, and another of Hydromel. 

*Tis Ambaffadors dined andfupp’d together, during our aboadac A- 

fh-ac/iM ; but there was not a word fpoken at Table,anlefs ic were when the Am¬ 
baffador Brugman was pleas’d to fall on any with his ordinary Lan^ua^e which 
was pic quant and facyrical enough. One day he gave inch bitter exprdlions, to 
the Secretary of the Embaffy, that he could not forbear making him fome anfwer, 
whereat t he other was fo enrag’d, that he drew his knife at him, and made him rife 
from the Table, wiihfuch injurious words, that the Secretary, at his return into 
Holjhw, was oblig’d to make his complaints thereof, to the Magittrate, who con¬ 
demn’d Brngmmto make publick facisfaiffion.This ill correfpondence, and aliena¬ 
tion of minds, proceeded chiefly from Brugman*s being confciousto himfelf, of 
the many imprudent aftions he had done in our Travels, and rhe fear he was in to 
be punifh’d, for thofe diforders, at his return into Ho/foin, upon the profqcution 
of thofe, who had taken particular notice thereof, and the freedom many times, to 
mind him thereof.

Ceme to Alha- 
chan. 
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This averfion of his reach’d even to theMinifter, whobeing.oblig'd, by the duty 
of his Ptofeflion, fevercly to reprove the fins committed in the Company, had in- 
curr’d Brugman s difpleafure in fo high a manner, that he could not get of him to 
buy a fuit of cloaths, in. fo much, that, being, on fome great Feftiv.il, to preach 
and adminifter the Sacrament at Scamachie, it was found he had only a pair of 
Drawers under his Caflock, to the great fcandal of all, but particularly the Afufa- ‘ 
via* Ambaflador, who liked opr Liturgy, and would have given the' Minifter a fuit 
of cloaths, had he not llood in fear'of the indignation and violence of the Am¬ 
baffador Brugman. 

\V e underllood alfoj that he had a dsfign to leave AJirachan, and to go by land,, dpemdoas de- 
ac company ’d by fome of his own Creatures, and to forfake the reft of the Compt- we of 

ny. The Mufcovtan Ambaflador, to whom he had communicated it, difeove'ed it |! J i " Ambeffk- 
to us, and gave us notice, that we fhould obferve his atffions, in as much as his in- s ' 
rent ion was no better than that of Roujfel, who had betray'd the Marquefs of 
Ext due if, and caus’d him to be fent prifoner into Siberia, 

Soon after he had given us this notice, the Mufcovlan Ambaffador took leave of 
us, to go for Afufcovy by land 1 but we have heard fince, that, at his coming ro 
JVtfey finding Letters from Tome friends, giving him to underftand that he would 
not be well receiv’d by rhe Great Duks,he went no further, but there tookadofe 
of poifon, whereof he died. 

j iu y 2 V came to Aftrachan, a Mufcovian Caravan,and, with it, a German, named 
Andrew Reufuer, who had Letters of recommendation from his Highnefsof Hol- 
flew ro the King of Per ft a. The Ambaffador Brugrtta* had a great deal of private 
dtfcourfe with him, which begat fuch an intimacy between them, that inftead of 
ptofecuting his journey into Perfta, he oblig’d him try return backthence,andto un¬ 
dertake the follicitation of his affairs at the Duke of Holfteln's Court; 

H h h z Augnfi 
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Angnfi 1. the Mujcov'nes celebrated, with great foletnnities,the redu&iou of the 

City otAftrachm, taken from the Tartars , on the fame day,in Lhe year 1554, 

The fame day came to fee us two Cofaquts , with Letters for the Ambaffadors* 
from Alexei Sarvinomts, whom they had met upon the River Wblga. 

Thefe Rogues freely told us, that they had fuccefsfully fee upon and rob’d fo 
many people, that they were deiiroas to try how they fhould be able to deal with 
the Hermans: 1 hat they car’d cot much for our Artillery, in regard that was only 
for the unfortunate: That they heard, we had an invention to tofsall that came 
neerus into the air: That they could not imagine how ir fhould be done ; but 
that the wort! they could fear was death , which they were forc’d to fuffer at a 
Gibbet, or upon a wheel, and that the hope of booty would make them attempt 
any thing., 

Aug. 6, came to AfracLm Imancttli Snlthan , the Ter fiats Ambaffador, whom 
we hadexpefted fo long, and the next day he made his entrance into the City. 

Auguft \ i. dy’d one of our Interpreters, named Ketiry Krebs, and was bu¬ 
ried the thirteenth, in the Churchyard of the Armenians , with the ordinary Ce¬ 
remonies. 

September the 5. there went away a Staniza, or Caravan) of about a 00. per¬ 
sons, to go from Afracban to Mofcou , by land. Andrew Hefner , made his advantage 
of that opportunity, and departed, taking fome of our people with him. 

The Ambaffadors alfo took that convenience to fend away fome of their reti¬ 
nue with their horfes. We began to fee things in order ro follow them by water, 
and to that purpofc, bought two grear Boats, fixty foot in length, and fifteen in 
breadth, which coll us 600. CrowDj, and to every Sea-man, whereof there were 
thirty, we gave 1 2. Crowns, to bring us to Cafan. 

Not long before our departure, fom e.Mufcovian Muskerreers brought, to be 
fold,totheAmbafsadors, a young Girl often years of agewhom they had taken 
from a School-Mailer, who was a Tartar o{ Precop, at the taking of the City of Af- 
fau, which lies upon the Pains Meotides , at the month of the River H>on , and was 
taken By the Cofaqstes fromthe Tnrk^, on the firft of Auguft, 

They brought us alfo another Girl about feven years of age, whom they had 
ftoln not far from Afrachan, as (he lay a-bed with her Mother. They had put her 
ioco a bagg, out of which they cart her at the Ambaffadors feet , as if it had beeD a 
futking-Pigg, rtaik-naked. Her Parents had made in her cheeks two blew macks, 
of the bignefs of a Lentil, that (he might be known again, in cafe (he were lloln. 

The Ambaffador Brugman, confidering , that, in putchafing them, he fhould 
bring two lort Sheep to the Told of Jefns Chrifl , bought them both, one at 25^ 
the other at irS, Crowns, At his return he prefented them to the Duccheffe of 
Holflein, who had them fovvell inftrufted, that in the year 164s. they were both 
baptiz’d, having before given a publickaccompt of their Faith. 

Our Interpreter for the Turkjfh Language was alfo a TVo^-born, a-dhad 
been lloln in his Infancy and carried to Mofcm , where he hadbeenbap-iz’d. His 
relations knew him again, and would have redeem’d him; but he would nor con- 
fent thereto, p rote fling he would dy in the profeffton of the Chri Ilian Religion, 
fince it was Gods pleafure to bring him to the knowledge thereof. Rut ever after, 
he went not far from the Ambaffadors Quarters, left he might have fallemnto the 
hands of his relations, who would have difpos’d otherwifeof him. 

At this place, the Perf an Ambaffador bought him a Wife. She was a r,*mzr, and 
Sifter to a Myrfa who was a prifoner, and who fold his Siller for a hundred and 
twenty Crowns in money, and a horfe, which the Ambaffador valued at ten 
Crowns. This Ambaffador was at leaf! fevenry years of age, but very vigorous, and 
us’d much Hemp-feed, bak’d in the Embers, whereoirhe Perfians eat abundance, 
out of an opinion, that it revives Nature, yet hinders Conception. 

Sept. 7. we left Ajkacha»AV>d embark’d upon the TFo/g.i, the Ambaffadors di- 
vid'ng their retinue, and takirgeach of rhem a Boar. We call anchor within half 
a league of the City, expecting the Perfian Ambaffador, who came to us the next 
day > with three Boats, We gave him a volley at his arrival, and fee fail together. 

The 
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The io. we pafs’d before the Hand of where the / arrays of Crtm and Pre¬ 
cop 7 are wont to fwim over the River, which in that place is lomewhat narrow. 
The Mafcovites, to prevent them, hid.fet a Guard therei of fifty Musketteers, who 
fent to us for fome Bread, and got a bag of Suckvj. 

The x 5. we calf anchor before T^omogrr, whit n the Mafcsvnes call alfo Ml- 
chailo Novogoroi, from the Great DnVt Michael Federoieits y who built ir, within 
three hundred werfies, or fixty German leagues frorn Aftracbm. The eyv/ods 
fent the Ambafladors a Latin Letter, which Alexei Samemt had left for them, 
and fent one to invite them to come to refrefh themfelvcs in the City : but they 
would not lofe fo much time. 

The 3 4. we got before Sariz.a, two hundred werfies from Tzlormgar. 

The 39. the wind fair, we got forty werfies. The Afafcovite j- attributed the 
caufe of it to the Great Duke’s name, vrhofe Feaft was celebrated that day , being

October 2. one of the Perfim Ambafladors Boats was a-ground. They were fo 
long getting it a-float again, that the Ambafladors went afliore, where they dined 
together. Their people made alfo acquaintances among rhemfel ves, and thofeof 
Perfia took fo much Aquavits, that we were forc’d to carry, and drag them to the 
Boars, like fo many Beafts. 

The Perfians muft alfo needs fallout with rheMusketteers, who guarded them. 
Cudgels and Cymirars were employ’d, arid the Ambaffador himfelf, who was got 
as drunk as any of his people, was going to draw upon them, when our Ambafla¬ 
dors came in, and reconcil’d all. 

The night following, one of the Per fan Ambaffadors Pages, who was fick of a 
bloody fFux, fell into the warer, yet none perceiv’d ir rill the next morning. 

The 6 . we came before Soratof, jyo. rverftes from Sarlz.a. We there heard, that 
a parry of Cofa^stes would have fet upon the Caravan; but fearing they might 
come by rhe worft on’t, they only crofs’d their march with a great noife, and, by 
means of their breeding-Mares, got away fome Archewagtses, or Perfianhorfes, in¬ 
tended for breed, 

The 14. the wind South-weft, there rote fucha rempeft, that it fcatter’d all out 
Roats.Thar of the Ambaffador Cr»fiui % and two of the Perfim Ambaffado-’s, which 
carried horfes, were forc’d upon the (bore, and immediately fprung fuch a leak, 
that we had hardly time enough to get out our Baggage,8t the Pcrfims their horfes, 
whereof there was one drowu’d.This Tempeft having continued two daies,we got 
our Boats afhore, caulk’d them, and departed thence the 17. but: the Perfim hm- 
baflador, who had two Bnats unferviceable, was forc’d to fend away his horfes by 

The 24, vve came before the City of Samara^ fevemy leagues from Soratof. 

November the fixt, we pafs’d by the mouth of the great River A ama>ana enrred, 
with the ni°bt, into the River Cafan : in very good time for us, in regard the next 
morning, the River FFolga was frozen over. 

The VPejtwode of the Ciry ^John WafiloHits Morofou^ who,at the time of our for¬ 
mer being at Mofcoa t was Counfeilor of Stare to the Great Duke, receiv d ns but 
very indifferently, as well in regard rhe Ambafladors hid not made cheiracquam- 
tance with him by Prefents, as by reafon of his fiding with the Mufcovtan Mer¬ 
chants,who oppofed our negotiation,and would have prevented the eftabtifluent 
of our Commerce. The Ambafladors fent rheir Steward to him, with c ^ c Great 
Duke’s pafs, increaring him they might be atftgned Lodgings in the City 5 but Pf 
fent him back with this anfwer, that he might return to the Boat, and there the 
Ambafladors fhould hear further of him. , , 

The *ext day, he fent to the Ambaffador Brtsgmm's Boat, *Sinbo}ar> who ad¬ 
drefling himfelf to the Ambaffador, ask’d him, which of the two wastheAmDaiia- 
dor, which the Merchant.

Go tell thy Mafter, that if he cannot read, 
let him get one that can,and withall may ftiew him,wWat quality the Great puKe 
gives us. Butnotwithftinding all this,we were forc’d to’continue feyeral daies on 
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, * , o tbs'River, though the weather were very cold. The VV { eymde indeed fent us word* 

1 6 > ^ ^at we might lodge in the Citjfor out money ( but be iffu'd out orders, that Done 
fliould entertain us,and commanded the Sentinel, who had permitted the Steward 
to pais, and a Boy, who had been his guide through the marfh, from the River- 
fidc to the City, to be cudgeled. 

7 ViW.ii.the Pwpdx Ambaffador made his entrance inrorhe City,and was lodg’d 
in chat part of it which is built of wood. He prevail'd fo far with the Wvp&e* 
that he permitted us to land, which we did the 13. taking up our Quarters in the 
Suburbs. 

Nov. 10. the Ambaffadors beffow'd the two Boats on the VVeymde, and made 
him fome other Prefeuts* which put himiDio soother humour*and made him very 
much our friend.- 3 

DECEMB. December Khz 16. the Mufcoyhes celebrated the Feftival of theit Patron, Sc.TW- 
cbolas ,for the (pace of eight daies together, during which a man could fee nothing 
but perpetual dr unkennels, and extraordinary debauchdnefs, in both men and wo¬ 
men. The Care ot Parfon of the Parifh, came one day to my Quarters,accompany’d 
by his Clerk, as well to incenfethe Images, as to comfort the Miflrefsof chehoufe 
whofe husband was put in prifon for debt. 

He told us, that, about forty years before, there bad been found in the Mona- 
flery of Spas, which is in the faid City of Cafan, the bodies oftwo Monks, named 
VVarftnoft, and Kurft ,whofe fanSicy was approved,not only,in chat theit bodies had 
been found entire, after fo many years, but alfo by the many miracles they did , 
there being no fick perfon but recover’d his health,afrer he had done his devotions 
at their Sepulchre, lask’dhim, why he complain’d of bis back, and how it came 
to pafs, there were fo many blind people, and fo great a number of other fick per- 
t r,;,. r*r»n f° ns at ^ a fan. The Pried had not a word to fay, but grew angry, and went his way. 
lave Cafan. Having flay . d at Ca f a „ fi ve weeks , till the Ice and fnow were able to bear , we 
departed chence.the 13. of December, with fixty Sledges, leaving, by order of the 
VV tyrvode, the Per fan Ambaffador behind us. 

Com to Nife. We took our way upon the VV^ a , and came, the 21. to Nife, fixty leagues, or 
three hundred werfles, from Cafan, The Ambaffadors lodg'd at Mr. Bernards our 
Fa£lor,and the retinue, up and down the neighbourhood. There it was we left the 
tail Lutheran Church. Their Pallor dy’d fix months before, fo that our Miniflet 
preach : d there, the Sunday before Chtpmafs, The faid Church was very defirous 
the Ambiffadors fhould (lay there till after Chr!fl-mafs day, chat the Sacrament of* 
the Lords Supper might be adminiftred chat day: but the Ambaffador Brugman 
was again!! it, and order’d our departure thence 5n the 93. in the afternoon, quit¬ 
ting the PVolga to cake our way by the River Occa , which was alfo frozen up. 

I he 2 5. we had a Sermon, at two in the morning, at a Village named Kurim, 
ten leagues from Nife, and traveled that day ten leagues further. 

The. 2 9, we came 10 VV oladimer , 42. leagues from Nlfrn, and 28. from Mofcou. 
The ruins of the walls,towers and houfes, which were tobefeen upanddown, are 
undeniable demonHrations ofthe antiquity of the City. 

December the !afl, we came to a Village, named Rubojfa, within eight leagues of 
Mofcou, where our Prl/laf, who had gone before, to acquaint the Great Duke with 
our arrival, came and told us,thar,within two daies we fhould make our entrance 
into Mofcou . The Ambaffador Brugman fell into fuch a peevifh humour at this 
place, that he threarned fame of the retinue ro have their nofes and ears cut off, 
affoon as he were come into the Frontiers of Germany. But his menaces troubled 
no body, not did fo much as any one offer to run away. 
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The firfl of January, we departed, before day, and travel I’d five leagues j to a 
Village moled Bechra , whither we came betimes* and there did our devotions- 
The 2 . we made our entrance into Mofcou, conduced by two Bridal ,whom hi s 
Czaarick. Mafefty had fent to meet us, The Ambaffadors fare, each of them with 
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a friftaf, in a rich Sledge, lin’d with Crimlon Satin, and hang with the ric heii 

ferjtatt Tapiftty , apd the thiefeft of the retinue had excellent horfes fent them_ 

from the Great Duke’s Stable, all'white, twelve in number. We were lodg’d at the 
ordinary houfe appointed for the reception of Ambaffadors, and, during our Hav 
there, we were fupply’d with all things requifice for the Cellar and the’Kirchin. 

The Ambaffadors horfes,and inch of our people as went from Affrachan along with' 
the Caravan, were arriv’d there fome time before ; and Reafner was gone for Hoi- 
(leln , according to the agreement had been made between him and the AmbalVador 
Brugman. • j, 

Jan. 6. Tweff-dty, the Mufcovites celebrated the confecation of the holy Wa¬ 
ter ; at which Cere non y,t he Great Dokeand the Patriarch were in perfon. 

The 8. the Ambaffadors had their firft private Audience, which laft above an 
hour. 

The night following, dy’d Knez. luan Michadomts, fecond fon to the Cz,aar, in Tl>s Csur’s 
the eighth year of his age. •• _ fttiadfoadiet. 

His departure put the whole City into mourning 1 , efpecially the,Court. Both 
men nyi women put off all manner of oinamenc, as. gold, iilvcr, jewels, and gar- 
menrs of hlk, doathing themfelyes only inoldveftiments , for the moft part of .a 
dark grey colour. 

Jjw.ai.the Ambaffadors had their fecond private Audience, and had a confe¬ 
rence of two hours. There were fent to them andthofeof their retinue black 
horfes^nd/ciey found the whole Court hung with mourning, and all the Senators 
clad in b'akChi.nlet. 

Ian. 30. departed thence the Siear Uchterichs. He bad a long time before dehr’d 
leave to return in toGermany, to look after fome affairs of his own; bet he could 
not obtain it of the Ambaffador dll theo, and that under a promife, rhat 

he would not carry Letters lot Holftein from any but himfelf. But he deceiv’d the 
deceiver, and fhew’d him Ehe Letters of the Ambaffador Crufius, who was content 
they ffiouldbe ieen, and .carried away the reft without fhewipgthem robim. 

February the fecond, died the Siear 'Grt&eah/d, a Senator of Damfg t who had FEBRUARY 
traveled with us, as a Gentleman belonging to the Embaffy. He was a perfon of 
much worth, and one who hid before traveled into tbtEmjf and iVeft-Indies. 

The 5. the Perftan Ambaffador made his entrance into Mofcott ; and the 8. had 
his firft Audience. 

The II. the Ambaffador Brugman dc(ir’d,and had, a private Audience, without 
acquainting his Collegue therewith. 

Fein-. 23. the Atnbaffadors had their publick Audience, in order to their depar¬ 
ture, at which they took leave of his Majefty. 

March che y.the Perftan Ambaffador departed, going before us,towards German)/, march. 

The 15. the Ambaffadors left Afs/ew^makingwhat hafte they contd rhence,that Ltiz/e Mofcou. 
they might have the convenience of Sledges, till they came clothe Frontiers of 
German) : and fearing, the fpring, then neer, would fpoil thewaies, they era veil’d 
fo hard, rhat the 18. they came to There , and the 19. to T.arfok. 

Tarfdji is but afmall City, yet huh it thirty Churches and Chapels, whereof 
one is of Home , and makes a hadfome fhow at adiftance: but th z Adafcovites 
would not permit us to come within the City. _ , 

The 2 3. we came to great Novogorod, where we found the Perftan Ambaffador. 

We left it the nextday,and getting out of Mufcovy the 27.entrea Ingermam** 

March zhe laft, the three Ambaffadors made their entrance into Narva > where their 
Colonel Wranqel c ami to meet us, with a party of fifty horfe. ,. , 

The Perftan Ambaffador was lodg’d at one of rhe Senators hoofes, about which <arv 
cherewasgot fuch a multitude of people, to fee his wife, that he was half ina ^md 
to get out of the City,and take up bis Quarters in the open fields,that none might 
fee her: fo that they were forc’d to get the people away. This oblig’d him to take 
another courfe for the future, which was,to have a Curtain drawn from the Wagon, 
or Sledge, that brought her, to the houfe where fhe was to be lodg’d, that Ine 
might not be feen going in. ' Jp-'t 
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April the 14. the Ambatfadors left Narva and lodg'd at the Village of Purtz,, 
whece they hard one day, to change their horfes. 

The 8, they t ame co Kunda^ a boufe belonging to a Senator of Riga t where they 
{laid to a f daies, Heie we were forc'd to give over travelling with Sledges, for 
want of fnow, and co-make ufe of hoifes aod waggons, * 

The 13. we came to Rebel, where the Senate receiv'd us very magnificently. 
The perfecunons which the Secretary of the Embafiy was forc’d tofuffer from 
the Ambafiador Bruoman, oblig’d him co take the opportunity of a VefTel, which 
went thence the 15. for Lttbctk, and fo for the Court olJialJlein, where he expe¬ 
cted the arrival of the Ambafsadors, who (laid three whole months at Rebel) with¬ 
out any necefTity for it, or other reafon than this, that the Ambassador Frajawaw, 
who was loath to return,as fearing what might be alleg'd again!! him, would have 
it fo. 

Their Hay in that City had this confeqnence, that many of the retinue found 
their fatisfaction there in the matter of Wedlock, and among others the Atnbaf- 
fador CrHjius, who married a Senator’s daughter of that place. 

July the 1 i.the Ambafsadors,and a Mujtovian PoJlamckj, whom the Great Duke 
fent to the Duke of Holftein, embark'd, and after eleven daies fail, arriv’d upon 
the Coarts of Holjleiu, neer the Hand of Femeren> intending to get into the haver! 
of Kiel , but the contrary wind oblig’d them to caft anchor, before Neujfadt, 
within two leagues of Lubeck- They foon underftood that the Plague was there, 
whereupon they immediately departed thence, and went to TravemtMe, whither 
they got the next day, Julj the a 3; 

Thence they feat their people and dhe Baggage by Sea,to A 7 ?/,and the Ambassa¬ 
dors came the a 8, to Eutin, where Duke John of He/fie!>ii Bifhop of Lttbeck.) out 
Prince’s Brother, receiv’d us, and treated ns magnificently. 

The 30. they came ro Kiel , where oar AmbaflTadors left the/’fr/rf#, and the 
Majcovian Poflamcb^io go and wait on His Highnefs, whom they found at Got-

oWship of English Merchants^

Y Ou have here the Travels of a young Gcntie- 
man 3 who went along with the Embafly* fent 
by the Duke of H olflein, into Mufcovy and Fer- 
fia. That it was his refolution to fee the other 
parts of Afia , appear’d by the exprefs permiffion he obtain’d 
from his own Prince, before his departure to do it. For the 
particular defcription we have jbSPerfia, we are indebted to 
AdamOlearius ,the Author of the Ambafiadors Travelsin- 
to Mufcovy and Ferfia, which I dare affirm to be fuch as is 
infinitely beyond ought came abroad of that part of the 
world before. What our prefent Author Man del(l o gives 
of it> is only what lay in his way between Ijpaban , and the 
City of Ormuz,. But of his departure from the former, the 
motives upon which he went, and the affiftances he receiv’d 
from fome of this N^ionjbe pleafed to receive this account. 

His acquaintances with fome Englijb Merchants at JJJa- 
hanfht Metropolis of Fcr/w,heightned in him the defign of 
thefe Travels into the EaSl-Indies '<> their recommenda¬ 
tions conduced him fir ft to Ormuz,, and* afterward? thence 
to Surat. The kindneffes he receiv’d from the Englijb Pre¬ 
sident, and other Merchants he met with there, were fuch, 
as not only ingag’d his ftay fome time, but a I fo found him 
the conveniences of divers Cara vans, with whom he traveled 
into feveral parts of the Moguls Country, and particularly 
to the Court of that powerful Prince* where he had ftaid 
longer,had not an accident,which hapned at IJpahan , during 
the time of the Embafly, occafion d in his fudden removal

thence. B.it what farther obftrva.ions he might have made 
of rhofe parts, are fupply’d not only by the faid Oleanus , 
but a Ifo by the perl on who rend red his work into the 
french , out of which,, as bring the moil compleat, this 
Tranflation into the Englijbh done. Flaying continu’d a- 
mongthe Englijh Merchants at Snrat^ till the Ships bound 
for England were ready for their departure,he comes thence* 
along with Matter Me'tb&'olcty who had newly refigned his 
charge of Prcfident to Mr. Fremltne? at the Ceremonies 
whereof he was prefent. Being come to London , he found 
the fame per foil, and others of the Eajl-lndy Company as li¬ 
beral oftheir kindnefs and hofpitality, as they had been in 
thofe parts where he grew firft acquainted with them j and 
luch they continued,till his defires to wait on his own Prince, 
and put a Period to his Travels, occafioned his return into 
his own Country. 

The civilities and endearments he receiv’d from them, 
were indeed fuch, as not only, then, oblig’d the Perfon, to 
whom they were fhewn, but have, fince, engag’d all thofe 
who have made any advantage of the Travels occafion’d 
thereby. It was therefore a noble and neceffary gratitude in 
the Author, to make the frequent acknowledgements he 
does thereof in feveral places of his work. It was a commen¬ 
dable compliance with hishumour, in thofe who put it in¬ 
to other Languages, to propofeboth, as Examples to their 
Countries. But for my part, I cot^eivffthere lies the great- - 
cr Obligation upon me to make this addrefs of my Labours 
herein, in that I am to let the world know, whofe incourage- 
men ts it is obliged to for thefe Travels, and to celebrate in 
our own Language ard Country what was fo nobly and ge- 
neroufly done by fome of your illuftrious body in the more 
remote parts of the Univerfe, and {hew withall what in¬ 
duc’d me to this prefumption of afluming the quality of,

He Relation of theft ottr Travels would not be per fell, if at i 3 g * 
the return of our Embaffy,we gave not an account job at be - 
came efMonfieur Mandelflo, whom we left at Ifpahan, 
with a defan to travel into the Indies.This young G entle- 
man, who was born in the County of Mcklcnburgh> Msnde!fl°’< 
put off the quality of Page, when his Highnefs the Duke fcr ‘ m ‘ 
fl/’Holftem refolv d to fend the Sieurs,Ctutiws and Brugman s intoMnC- 
covy and Perfia, and exprefsd fogreat a deftreto fee Countries and 
Kingdoms fo far dtfiant from bis own, that his (aid Higbnefs did not 
onely foffer him to go along with the Embafi odours, in the quality of a Gen - 
tleman of the Chamber, but alfoto leave them as foonas they had finijhed 
their Negotiation .in Perfia, and to put in execution the dtfign he had to HitPefen, 
travel farther, and fee other parts of Afia. 

He wasfo well look'd upon in thtKlng tffPerfla’s Court,that that Idonarch Schach StB 
prefs'dhim to fijty therefor fome years,<&to that end proffer'd him many great icwbim^ani 
advantages, and among others, afenfion of five or fix hundred Tu mains, % e fp m m t f 
which avaunt to neer 10000. Crowns ; Many of the greatsfi about the 1*000 crowns. 
Court, perceiving that the King had an affetfion for him, courted his 
Friendjhip,and, one after another,entertain'd him with continual FeafUng, 
out of a hope to engage him in the heat of Wine, and by fush great ex- 
prefstons of thtir kindnef r towards him. Tbofe who were the mojl importu - 
natewith him, (and to that end appointed feveral meetings, whereat they 
gave him all the divert* foments which might induce him to forget the incli¬ 
nations he had towards his own Comtrey,)wcre the Mafler of the Horfe, 
the great Faulcontr, and the High Steward, They could not abfoluteh 
prevail with him, but (book his ref elution fo, as that he went and advtfea eb ^ ^ 
with the Prior of the Italian Carmelites, a perfon that by the abode of «t Indian- 
twenty fours years at Ifpahan, was perftBly acquainted with the Court of 
VtxfndThis good religious man, who was called Fat her Tims, A perfon of 
"■ \ \ > Rbbb ' eminent 
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16j 8- eminent vertue, toid him, that to put him out of the perplex ttie he was in ' 
he wouldalledge unto him two infiances, whereby he might himjdf fudge, 
what fortune be was to expttt in Perfia. One was, that he had known a 
French Gentleman, who had fo well tjiablijh'd himfelf in the Court, that 
the King, who bad employed him in two great Embafsies of gr tat impor¬ 
tance into Europe, whichise very faithfully managed, had, to oblige him to 
fpend the reft of bis dayes in Perfia, prevailed with him to marry a Perfian 
Lady, but allowing him the frcedmc to live according to his own Religion , 
That fome yeares afterwards, this Gentleman defired leave to return into 
France, but the King forbad him to depart the Kingdoms, and to prevent 
him from attempting it, caufed all he had to be fei\ed upon, That, even 
that unkindnefs bad not (mothered in him the de fire he had to return into 
France, fo that he made his efcape notwithfianding that prohibition 5 but 
he was killed by the way, That bis L ady, who had received Baptifme, fled 
into the Monafieryofthe Carmelites, where fie lay concealed, till fhe had 
an opportunity to difguife her [elf, andtogoetoKoaxc, whither the Pope 
had invited hir. The other Story was, that another Gentleman, an Italian, 
of the houfeofthe Gabrieli, who was no lejjc favoured at the Court then the 
French man growing weary of living fo long among Mahumetaas, the 
prof effed enemies of his Religion, bethought him to make a difeovery to the 
King of, fome notice he had, that there were about Ormus certain Mints 
out of which Gold might be gotten, 'andfhewed him a /ample of it. The 
King did not fi abfilately credit him, but thatbefent along divers Lends 
and Gentlemen, who were to okferve him : but coming to Gamron, he made 
them fo drunk with fack, which the Porruguefc had furnifhtd him with , 
that he made a fhift to get to the Sea-fide, where finding a boat ready, he 
made his efcape to Ormus. That this efcape of his had fo trtens'd the 
King, that itraifedtn Schach-Abas the fir ft thoughts of befieging the 
City of OtmuJ, which he reduced to his obedience the year following. 

To this the good Father added, that he had feveral other reafonsto give 
him , which might divert a Gentleman of his age, and one jo band fome in 
f erf on, from fiayinginfo depraved a Court as that 0/Perfia: but that he 
conceivedM. Mandelflo himfelf was better acquainted with it, then to 
engage him in a difeturfe of that nature. And indeed what he had (aid 
was enough to fettle his refutation, (0 that before they parted, Mandelflo 
promt fed him to leave Ifpahan with the foontft, andprofecute his defign of 
going to Babylon, and thence to Jerusalem, whence he made account to 
go to Aleppo, and to return by the Mediterranean Sea into Europe. But 
having under8ood that the Grand Seigneur had befieged Bagdat, or Ba¬ 
bylon, he changed his refohtion, and took that of going to Ormus, and 
theneeto the Great Mogul's Court, and Jo into the Indies. 

T 0 that end having disingaged himfelf from the Embaffadours on the one 
and twentieth of December 1637. he flayed at \t pahan, tiS the 16, of 
January following, Butin regard he himfelf hath taken the pains to fet 
down the particulars of his Travels, and to make a very exalt relation 
thereof, it were an in\ury to him, not to let him j'peak himfelf. Be begins his 
relation thus, 
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|HeEmbaffadours of Hotflein, having left Jfpahan, 11538. 
the Metropolis of Perjia> I refohed to make 
ufe of the Permifsion which the Duke my Ma¬ 
iler had given me, and having taken my leave 
of the Embaf&dours two Leagues thence, I re¬ 
turned to the City, where I flayed almofl a 
mcncrh, to put all things in Order for the pro- 
fecuiionofmy Defign. During which time the . 
Xing ordered Imanculi Efichagafi, a Native of -*

Accordingly, January 10. 1638. Imancall fent away the baggage, and the 
preCents that were to be made to the Duke, confining in excellent horfes, and 
feveral ftuffes of gold and filk, amounting, as they were valued by the Perfiant, 
to r?oo. Tumains, which make 20000. Crowns. 

They about the Court, who had exprefs'd a kindnefs for me; perceiving I 
was fully refolv’d to be gone, procured me a particular audience in order to my 
departure, to which I was introduced on the 12. of January by the Mafter of the 
Horfe. I k'lPd the hemme of the Kings garment, who with much kindnefs was 
pleaf'd to allow of my departure. The dayes following I fpenc in taking leave of # . ■ 
my friends, and the 16 Or / anuary,! left Ifpahan, with 4 retinue of three perfons, 
a Surgeon, a Lacquey, and a Groom, all three Germans , and one Per fan fervanc. leaves Kphani 
Mt. Honjmod^ gent of the Englilh at Ispahan, accompayny’d by feveral Merch¬ 
ants of the fame nation, and fo.ne French Merchants, brought me a League ouc.

I tra veil’d that day eight Leagues, to a village called Major, where I ftayd all ctmts teyutf 
the next day, expe&ing a Carmelite Father, who had promif’d me his company. 

But hearing that he had left Ifpahan a day before me, I traveled on the 1 8, and 

came that day to the village of Kamscka, fix leagues from Majar. AU this way xs KuBjfh*.' 

was one continued walke, fee with trees on both fide* in 2 dire# line, with very 

pleafant Gardens adjoyning; fo that I do not chink there can be a.morc delightful 

place then that village; but the Carauanfera f where I was to cake up my lodging, 

bad nothing but the bare wals. The i 9 . I goc fix leagues, to the village of Mach * Madtfud- ■ . ■ 

fud. This village hath a Carananfera well furniflied with todgings and

By thangreat Daies journey, I overcook 
the mules of certain Perfian Merchants,who came from Ifp.than a day before me. 

The *3; I was in like manner forc’d to travel 12. Leagues, to the village* of 
GuJH, where we were very ill accommodated, our horfes having not fo much as a 
houfe over their heads, though it were very bad weather, and flow'd all night. 
The 24. we had a day's journey, as great as the two precedent, but a much worfe 
YYay ^ for sffoon as vYw yrerc oik of wc cams Into mountaines covered with 
fnow, and had that day very cruel weather, though; the Countrey thereabouts 
a man may think Ihould afford a very pleafant ■profpeet in fpiring and fummer 
■ We lodg'dit night in a great village, ailed Mejhid Maderre Soliman, by reafop 
ofa fumptuous Sepulchre, which is within half a league of it. The Sepulchre is in 
a Utie Chappel built of white marble, upon a high fquareof free-lionework, fo. as 
that the going up to it is by fteps of all ftdes. The aire and rain haveeaten into 
the wall, in ieveral places, but time hath in a manner confumedfcvetal great pi-L 
Jars of marble, whereof what remains may b'e feen aft about the lit'ufture: upon thp 
wall of the Cbappel there are yet to be feen in 'Arabian Cbaraftecs .there worcfe, 
Mader Suleiman. The Inhabitants fay, that So/omen'sMothzr was interr’d there, 
but the Carmelite Fathers of Schiras, with mo.-e likelihood of truth, told me, 
that it was the Sepulchre of the Mother of Schach S'oilman, the 14 Calif, or Kib$ 
of the poftcrity olAaly. Elmacin , in his Hi/lory of a Arabia, i. r. c. 14. faies, her 
name vns fVallada, the daughter of Abbas Abbafceam^nd thnt rhis Solimau jiv'd 
in the year 715. and relates, among other things, one very remarkeable to wrr, 
that the King, who was a very hanafome graceful per Con, viewing himfelf one 
day in a Looking-gUfs, faid, that he might juftly aflame the quality of King of 
Youth, as well as of his kingdome ; whereto one of the Seraglio Ladies an- 
flycred', that he might indeed juflly doe it, if his beauty would continue 
ftill the fame, and were not fubjeft to that change which is natural and common 
to all things; but that he nauft confider with himfelf chat it was perifhable, and 
that happily he Ihould not enjoy it long; and that thefe words made fuch an Iin- 
prefsion in htm,that; falling into a deep melancholy, he within a few dayes died of 
ii.In this Village I met with the Carmelite Father, who came from Ifpakan before- 
me, with an Armenian Caravan. 

The 16.I got five Leagues to the Village of Siwany The 27. fix Leagues to 
iMareLtfch. Tnis laft Village is very famous, for the Antiquities which are to be 
feen near it, and which obliged us, as they do all that travel that way, to make 
a particular Obfervacion thereof. They ate the mines of an old Caftle, which the 
Per fans call Tulminar, that] is to fay, forty pillars from a word compounded of 
Tez,ehil> which' figqifies40, and minor,* pillar or Tower; in as much as the 
towers, of the Met f chid, or Mofyntyt of the Per fans, having neither bets 
nor fteeples, are of the form and bigneffe ofa pillar.They are no doubt the mines 
of one of the moft magnificent ftrudtrires,thar ever were; and the Perfians fay,thac 
their King T&emfchid Padfchal , Grand-father by the mother fide to Alexander 
the Great, (of whom mention is made in the precedent Travels of the Embaffit- 
dours into Mnfcovj and Perfa) was the Founder of that Caftle; though others fay 
King S»lemon built icjand fome wpuld have it done by Darittt, the laft K. of Perfa. 
Thereligious men of Schtras tojd me,that the learned were clearly of opintoH,thaE 
Pjrfepcillsl the ancient Petfepolis hid flood thereabouts, and that thefe were the mines oc 
Cyrus's Palace. Whatever they were, they are at this day fuch as would ravifb 
’ thofe who can ever fo meanly judge of the excellency of ancient Monuments. 
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The Ground-work o£ tc is twenty two Geometrical feet, in height, having at each i d 3 $. 
of the four corners 1 pair of flairs of white- marble, confiding of 9 5 Heps, which 

are very flat, and Co broad, that twelve horfe may go up together a-bread. Upon _ 

the fquare of it, before yon come within-the. ftruAure, may be feen the rtiines of 

a wall, as alfo what is left of two great Gates, which have carv’d upon them each 

a horfe, with haraefle and Caddies very antique} and in the two other pieces, two 

creatures, whereof the hinder part hath fome refemblanee to the body of a horfe, 

but the bead, which is crowned} refembles chat of a Lyon, and both have wings of 

each fide. On the one fide, there are nineteen pillars of black and white marble 

whereof the lead were eight,the biggeft ten els high, without the bafes. They told _■ . ^., 

us that not long before there we re forty pillars Handing ; but it cannot be well 

judg’d, whether they had been defign’d for the ornament of fome great Hallj or 

fee there in the aire purely for flaow. A little further are the mines of two chambers, 

which, as fat as may be judg'd by the doors and windows, were ribr very large. 

All is of marble, fo fmooth and polifb'd, that it might fetve for a Looking-glafs, 
as well aifthat of the palace Royal at Ifpaban. On both Tides of the doors, there 
are feveral figures of men, carved, whereof fome are fitting, others Hand, but 
much exceeding the natural proportion. They have ail their hair fo long, that is 
falsdown over their fhoulders, great beards, and habits falling down to their 
heels, with very wide flceveS, and a girdle about their garments. They have all 
round caps upon their heads j which, being much different from the ordinary habit 
of the ‘Ptrfians at prefent, argues a great antiquity. At a fmall didance, there are 
two other Chambers, built after the fame manner,and of the fame bignefs, where¬ 
of rhere is nothing left but th * doors, and the crofs-bars of the windows; 

Tire HruAure ieemscohuve had many doors, which the Perjians obferve to 
this day in their buildings, fo to make way for the winds obey Hand in need of to 
coole chemfelves. Near thefe chambers'there may be feen, engraven upon a fquare 
pillar, certain unknown chara&ers, which have nothing common with either 
theGr«^, Hebrew y or Arabian, nor indeed with any ocher language. There are 
twelve lines of thefe char afters, which, as to their figure , are triangular, Pira- 
midal, or like obeiifques,bur fowetl graven and fo proportionate, that chofe whot 
did them cannot be thought Raibarians :Some believe,they are TeUfmes , and that 
they contain fome feerets which Time will difeover. Befides thefe, there is alfo a 
great Court, upon the fame ground-work, which is ninety paces fquare, having 
on each fide two gates, whereof fome are fix, othets but three paces wide, alt built 
of a very well polifti'd marble, whereof the feveral pieces are eight foot in length 
and three in breidth. In another Court rhere are reprefemedjm catv’d-work, in 
marble* b.itcels, triumphs, and Olympickgames, very well done ; and with an 
exaft obfervance of proportion. Upon every gate is reprefenteda man, with a 
graceful countenance! fitting, and holding in one hand a globe, in the other .1 r t ... 
ficepter, chough the Kings of Perjia never fate in that podure. I had the ctiriofity. 
to get up on high, where I found the figure of a King at his devotions, adoring the 
Sun, fire and a ferpenr. It is not eafie to affirme whether the Architefture of this 
palace be of the lanicki Hortek^ or £ mnthia* otdei, the building is fo ruin’d 
though there be yet as much left, as would find workfora good able Painter for 
fix mont hs. Ti$ a tboafand pities, that no body hath yet had the curiofity to h ave 
agraven, had it been onely out of this motive, that the barbarous people there¬ 
abouts ruine it dayly more and more, and convey away the Hones, to carry on 
private build'ngs. %AElim fayes, that the Grand Cyrus was grown .famous fo. 
the Pilace he had built in the City of Ptrfepolis , whereof he had himfelf lay a 
the foundation ; 'Darias, for that built by him at Safa ; and C) ras c ^f y 0Ljn 3 c . r > 
for the pleifant Gardens which he had himfelf planted and cultivated m 
Lydia. If this be the fame place which Dkdtras Sic alas makes mention o., it is t • ?■ 
certain, that both as to greacncfs and magnificence it exceeded all thofq of that 
time. H; fayes it was eacoinpalPd with three walls of marble, whereoi tne 
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1638. firft was 16 . The fecond, 31, And the third 60. els high, with the gates and bal- 

" con yes of brafs, The work of fo many y cares, and all that wealth were deftroy'd 

in * few hours, by Alexander the great, who, upon the perfwafton of a bafe wo- 
Lib.i.(tp.j] man about him, caufed it to be fired, as Qmntrn Curtins gives an accompt of it in 

his Hiftory. Having view’d thefe antiquities, which with thofe of Dtrbent were 
all we met with in our Travels, I profecuced my journey the 28 of Iannary r 
and got that day ten Leagues, to the city of Schwas* 

In this city I met with four Italian Carmelites , who have a very handfome 
well built Monaftery there,and enjoy an abfolute liberty of confcience, iunder 
• The City tf the jurifdiftion of die King of Perjia. There had alfo been heretofore a Monafte- 
Sehiras defer/- r y of A in-Vims ; but they were forc’d thence, with the other Portuguez,, 
when the City of Ormm was taken from them. Schiras is the chief City of the 
province of Fars> at 29. degrees,36 minutes, feated in a very pleafant place,at the 
foot of certain mountaines upon the river Sendemery heretofore called Araxts , 
which dtfemboguss it fclfe into the Perfian guif. Wcwere told, the City had 
been much bigger then it is now, thougn there be in it at prefent above ten chou- 
fand houfes; which I the more eafily credited, in that we found all about ir, and 
half a league beyond the ruines of rbe gates, and walls of a great City. What ever 
Nature lupplyes mankind withaI,not only for neceffity,but aifo for pleafure, is here 
to be had ‘in great abundance; as Wheat, Wine, Oranges, Lemmons, Pomegranars, 
Almonds, Dates, Piftachoes, See, andthe lovely cyprefs trees afford a pleafant 
fhade againti the exceffive heares. The bed Wine of all Ar/fogtowes hereabouts, 
and in fuch abundance that it is transported all over the Kingdome, efpeciallyto 
the Court, where cheKirg and great Lords drink uot any ocher. ’Tis more ipright- 
Iy,;nd more pleafant then Canary; but in regard no perfon of quality but drinks 
of it, and is willing to treat his friends with Schwas Scharab, it is dear enough aE 
Jfpahan , where it is fold at half a Crown a pottle. The foi:e hereabouts 
is v;rv fertile, and produces abundance of Wheat and Fruit; The fheep which are 
of an Afh-grey colour, with an eye of white, have their wooll curled or frizled, 
and their tails are fo big and fofat that they weigh 18. or 20. pound. The ad¬ 
jacent Forreffs afford abundance of MaftUk, which the Count rey people gather 
in difhes fafined to the Trees, It is at firft green* but the Air imime corrupting 
it gives it the brown colour it is of, when brought into Europe. I flayed eight 
dayes at S chiras, as well to reft my horfes as to fortifie my felf againft the hard- 
fhipl was to expeft in my future travel, it being a hundred Leagues to Ormus, 
through a Country where I fhould not find what I left behind me at Sc Aims, which 
is doubtIcfs the principal City of 'Perfa, for Wine and Women ; and affords 
fo great enjoyments to thofe who can ufe thefe two things with moderation, that 
the Per fans are wont to fay, that if iMabomet had tilted the pleasures of Schi- 
ras, he would have deftred God to make bird immortal here: I left it the fifth of 
IEBRUART, February, and palled by 4 two Caravanferas i and cook up my lodging at the third, 
having craveli’d chat day ten Leagues, through a fair even way. 

The fixth, I got feaven Leagues, having a very bad way, but in fight of many 
Villages, whereof the profpeft was the more pleafant, by reafon of the Date-trees 
all about them. 

The 7. I paffed by one of thefe Caravmftras, and got that day 10 Leagues.^ 
taking up my quarters in the little City of S charim, in the middle of a forreft of 
date-trees. The five dayes following were the moft troubiefome of all my Ufe 
For the 8, of February, we got but five Leagues, through-the moft horrid way 
in the world. I cannot imagine how people made a fhife to travel that way, before 
Jmanculi Chan (of whom fqmewhat hath been faid eliewhere,who was fo cruelly 
, put to death with all his children,by Sc bach Sefijc auPd ic to be repaired,with incre¬ 

dible expence, when at this day a man cannot pafs, but in great danger of his 
life, by realbn of ch; uneven and narrow wayes, between fteepy mountains on 
the one fide, and dreadful pereipices onthe other 5 where I very narrowly r- 

voyded 
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voydeu a naif fortune, which happens there very often. For *f$ Horfe’s 1638. 

hoof , which I was leading by the bridle, being fill’d with inow, he --- 

fiumbfej upon me, forc’d me out of the way, fo as chat had I nor caught hold 
of a ™!d almond tcee,which happeneJto be there,15 it were by miracle,! had there 
ended both my travel and life, in the precipices. I lodg’d at night,in a Caravan fern, 
where I had a lioufe over my head; but that was all, for there was neither proven¬ 
der for my horfes, nor any thing for my felf and my fervants to eat. 

The p, having travail’d three Leagues, I came to a Caravanferm, where I found 
horfe meat. After dinner, I got live Leagues farther, to another Caravanfera ; 
but meeting there with the Armenian Caravmne,and the re Father, whom 

I fpoke of before, I rode on, and tiaveU’d two Leagues farther to a village called 
Berrj, and lodg’d not far from it, in one of the bell Caravanferas that I met with Eerry; 
mail thy journey. 

The 10. I had very ill way, along the mountain '• I preferred this before ano¬ 
ther fairer way which I might have taken by the plaines, but more about by four 
Leagues: Late at night I came to the City of Later. t _ Laar,’ 

The City is feared at the foot of a mountain, in a fpadous plain, its houfes are 
built of brick bak'd in the Sun •, but the Citadel is very advantageoufly feared on 
the mountain, and well fortified with a rampire of free-done. There is no wine, 
but abundance of Dates in thefe parts. The Inhabitants drink onely water, which 
being thick and troubled mult needs be very unwholfome, asisalfo the Aire 
thereabouts ; whence it comes, that no Inhabitant almoft but is troubled with a 
kind of worm which breeds between the flelh and the skin, about an ell long, 
and which is with much difficulty got out after the manner we fhall have occasi¬ 
on to fpeak of hereafter; Hithgjto vve had been more fendble of cold then heat; 
but in this place we beg .in to think the heat of the Sun croublefome. 

I flayed one whole day at Laar ; but when I would have gone thence the 12. 
they would not luflfer me to go out of the Caravanfera , till I had paid half a 
Tamain ,which amounts to between fourty and fifty (hillings. I Hood out, and al- 
ledged that being no Merchant, they could not exaft chatducy from me : but 
the receiver of it very much preffing the payment, I fenc my Pafport, and the 
Letters of recommendation which the King had written on my behalf to the 
Sultan of Gamron^ to the Governour ofche Citadel, who immediately Tent an 
Officer of the Garrifon, with order for my departure, without any further 

They fay the City of Laar was built by Pilaes, the fon of Siroes t who had to his Laar de[crilsid, 
Succeflor Gorgion cMtlech, firll King of Laar y and of whom the two and thir¬ 
tieth Succeilor was Ebrahim Chan who was ejected by Schach Abas , King of 
Perjsa, in the year 1A02. It hath about four choufand houfes, but neither gates nor 
wals, but onely a Cafile built there by the Per fans (idee their conqueii, upon 
a Heepy rock, which commands the City, there being but one way to go up to 
it, and that fo narrow, that two horfes can hardly go abreaft in ic. The vvals_ of 
it are cut out of the rock, and the Garrifon con fills of a hundred men, afufficient 
■umber co make good that place, though there be in the Magazine armes for three 
choufand men. The water they have within ic is brackifhjfothat chefs of the 
Garrifon are oblig’d to fave that which fals from the sky, whergof they have abun¬ 
dance at certain feafons of the year. I travel I’d that day 14. Leagues to a Cara- 
vanfera neer a little village. The Jutbom 

This great dayes journey did me no fmal prejudice, though I had felt tome aite 
ration in ,ny healrh at my departure from Schiras. But the great journeyes, elpe 
ciallythe bit I had madefince ; the water, which was troubled and corrupt¬ 
ed, and theinfupportabie heats, brought me tofuch gripings in the belly, w ^ 
were accompanied by an oppreffion ofche ffomark } and a very great loofnefs, that 
I began to be our of all heart. I caufed enquiry to be made for a Litter, but there 
being none co be found, I was forc’d to get on the horfe which carried the lump-* 
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1638. ter,which I had fo ordered, as that I had the convenience of refting my back. 
In tharpotture I went away the 19. and got that day to a great Village within 
, 12 Leagues of the City of Gamron, and took up my lodging at the Calenter*s, of 

the place. In the Evening came to thefame lodging an Eng/ijhman, who was to 
fucceedhim who was the chief of the Merchants at lfpahan, accompanied by 
another Merchant of the fame Nation, with whom I had fome acquaintance du¬ 
ring my abode at the King of ‘perfects Court. They were well provided with that; 
kind of Spafiijh wme, which is called Seek,, though the true name of it be Xeqae, 
from the Province whence It comes; which,together with two good meals where¬ 
to they had invited me, a little comforted my ttomack, and recruited my fpirits, 
at leail as fat as the polture of my health would permit. They gave me Letters of 
recommendation to an Engllfn Merchant of Bandar Gamron, whom they in treat¬ 
ed to lodge me in the Indian Company Houfe there, and to alTiftme all that lay 
in his power, in my voyage to S uratta, They took horfe after fupper, but my in- 
difpolition kept me there till the 2a.of February, That day I travelled,fix Leagues 
Leaves Liar. t0 a Caravanfera, where I relied my felf,tiU the heat of the day was over,and then 
got three Leagues further, to another faravanfera. I grew worfe and world,in- 
fomuch that my former iudiipoficion being heightned into a burning feaver, I was 
reduc'd to the gre.itell extremity. But there, was no flaying in a place where I 
Ccmetto Gam- could not be reliev’d, fo that I refolVd to get to Bandar , whatever it coR me out 
of the confidence 1 had that there, among fo many Merchants of feveral nations 
who trade thither, I (hould find fome eafe. Accordingly, affoon as I was got 
thither, the 23. of February, the Englijh, French and Dutch came to give me a vi- 
fit, and having had an accompt of my quality anddefign, as alfo of the nature of 
my in difpolition, which was come to a bloody Rise; with a burning feaver, they 
took me fo much into their care, that within four aayes the feaver left me, and I 
made a Ihifc to vifit the Sulthan or Governour of the City. 

Vines with tbe j had before fenc him the Letters of recommendation which S ehach Sejt had • 
Su 1 111,1 given me, direfted to him, fo that he no loaner heard of my recovery, but he fenc 
to invite me to dinner, whither I went the 28. Affoon as I was come into the 
roome, he made me fit down by him, and to further my diverfion and entertain- 
• ment, he had intreaced the ‘Dutch Merchants to bear me company, by which 
means I had the opportunity to be acquainted with them. I fhail fay nothing of 
the particularities of this Entertainment, becaufe there was nothing in it extraor¬ 
dinary, or more then we had feen at Ifpahon and etfewhcre. 

MARCH. The fame day came to Gamron a vefiel from Suratta, of 600. Tun burthen. It 
belong'd to the Governour of Suratta , who had employ’d an Englifh Carpenter 
in the building of it. There came in it a certain Queen who was a widdow. Mo¬ 
ther to the King of Gelkende , with her Daughter. The King fell in love with the 
Daughter, and would have married her, but the Mother would by no meanes con- 
lent to chat inceR, upon which he had forc’d her out of the Kingdome.The daugh¬ 
ter came along with her Mother,preferring the miferies of exile before the enjoy¬ 
ments of that inceftuous marriage. It was reported, the Mothers defign Was to 
marry her Daughter to the King of Ptrfta , or one of the cheifeft Lords of the 
Kingdome. ^ 

Marchn. The Parfans celebrated their Nauru* or fir ft day of their year 
with the ceremonies mentioned in the fourth book of the .precedent Travels 
into Per pa, the fame day the Sulthan invited me again to dinner, with feveral 
Englijh and Dutch. Ihthe evening came to Bandar, Mr. Chapman, whom I 
had met neer Liar, who had accompany’d the new Englifh Captain who was going 
, , n , to If pah an. He brought along with him another Englifh Merchant, with whom 
Mruit cY the * ^d con tufted a particular fnendfhip, and vvhofe convention was fo much the 
ptach. Quem g re a cer comfort to me, in that from my departure from lfpahan, I had not met 
larftmus, odi- with any friend that I could in the leait be confident of. ’For though the Dutch 
mws. entertain'd me very highly, and made great expreffions of their kindoefs cowards 
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me, yet could I not well truft them, ei'pecially when I conlider’d how little reafon 1638. 
they hid to have any affe&lon for us, after the difference we had had with them at “ 1 " "— 

Iffnktn. - 

Marchi3 . I left the Caravanfera , to take up my Lodgings at t he Houfe be 
longing to thcEnglifh, who inceffandy importuned me to accept of it. 

The %i. came to Gamron oni Mr Mall an Englifh Merchant,with 25 3.Balls of 
filk,valued at 200 1 .a Bill, which he had received upon the accompt of tke futn of 
jcooo, Twain*, or i $oooo.PiftoIs,which the K»of Perjta was endebred to the Eng 
liJh,£os one moyety of the Cuftoms of Gamnnyn hereof we (hall fpeak more anon. 

The fame day died my Surgeon of a burning Fever, on the fevenih day of his 
ficknefs. 1 mutt confefs the lofs of him was a very great affliction to 
me. Foe betides the great Cervices he had done me, and thofelhe might 
Hill doe me in my ficknefs which I had not quite lhaken off; I might ‘ J 
have expected many other good offices from him, upon the account of his 
being well skill’d in the languages he had gotten by travelling into Spainrftaly, 

Poland, and the Eafi Jndits , where he had been twice. To alleviate this affliction, 

I went one day abroad awalking with one of the English Merchants,along the river 
fide, where I faw one of thofe Trees which QJCuritHt makes mention of in the 
<?. Book of his Hiftory, in thefe terms Alexander having crofted the river with 
u Torus, went a good Way into the Indies, where he faw F or reft s of a very vaft ex- 
“ tent full of trees, whicn were very thick with boughs, and of an ext raordinary 
“ height. Molt of the Branches being as, big as the boat of ordinary Trees 
* l bow’d down to the ground, and having taken earth,grew up flraigbt again;fo that 
“ a man would think they were not branches that ftarced up, but other trees grow¬ 
ling upon their own toots. 

And indeed fo it war, that the branches which came out of the boal of the tree, 
getting to the earth did there take root, and made another new tree, which at 
the height of fifteen or twenty foot aft forth ocher branches, and fo. became a 
Forrell, rather then a Tree, fince that which I faw there was two hundred and 
fourteen paces about, and might well afford fhade to two thoufand perfons. The 
Portuguez call ir Arbol de Raj/s^nd thofe who have written the natural Hiftory * r ^° 9 j 
of thole parts, The Indian Fig-tree, by reafon of its fruit, which is about the big- p^. ? J r n 
nefs of a mans thumb, and full of grains within, as the common Fig, but L’s tafte 
more unpleafantly lufhious, and its colour red,and the leaves of the tree arc much 
like thofe of the Quince-tree. -phe sepulchre 

At the foot of that tree, from which all the reft fpmng,there is a little Chappel c f a B Cn j an 
built in honor of an Indian Saint,or Bmjan, that lies buried there.The Guardian of saint. 
the Sepulchre, who late at the door, received us very kindly, and treated us with a 
collation of A monds,Nuts, Dates, and very good fair wacer. He fuffered us to 
come into iheChappel,where we found the Saints Tombs all ftrew’d with beans 
of feveral colours, and above it under a Canopy of Satin, feveral Lamps, which 
the Religious man is obliged to keep in nig"ht and day. We frail have oceafion 
to fpeak elfewhere of theReligion of the Indians, and particularly of chat of the 
Benjans ; and therefore we Hull here oncly fay, that it was not by chance rhat 
the Tomb was covered with beans; but hence, that that Saint and the Guardian 
of his Sepulchre,were of the Sedt which is called thzEenjanf , who crade much to 
Gamren, and be ieve with Pythagerat,tha.t the fouls of departed perfons retreat 
into beans: an opinion which is very common, not onely among the Heathens 
of the Indies, but alfo all over China, A PP-lL i 

April 1 there came ro Gamron an Envoy from Scarf, Sef, King of <TcrJi*,wto SctodJ fcfi 
brought the Sultan a prefenc,which was a Garmenr, as an affurance to him of the ^ 
favor of hisPnnce.TheJ»/rA(«« got on horl'eback.witbout any arms about him,and ron ^ itfursncf^ 
having defil'd the Englijh znd Dutch Merchants to honour him with their company tf, faeurt' 
ny in his Cavalcade, and to afford him their prefeace at that Ceremony, I got in 
among chern, and follow'd him about a quarter of a League out of the City, 
where the Envoy had caufed a Tent to be pitch’d in the Field. Being got thither, 
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638. they made us all fie down, but the Sulthan Hood, and with great fubmiflion re- 
ceiv’d the'King’s Letter, wh ; ch he kifs’d and put to his forehead, as alfo the Robe, 
which the Envoy prefaced to him at the fame time, with the Turbant and gir¬ 
dle, which were of a very fineandLhinfilk, with flowers of Gold. He imme¬ 
diately put on the Robe, and the other prefencs, and hiving made a fhort prayer 
for the Kings profperity, lifting up his eyes and hands to Heaven, and receiv'd 
the Complements of the whole company, he mounted again, and return’d to the 
City where he was received with the greaceftguns of both the Caftles. At the 
entrance of his Palace,he meuhe Motla, who made a fpeech to him thaclafteda 
quarter of an houre, after which the Sulthan treated che ftrangers, and the principal 
Officers of the Garrii’on very, magnificently. 

The City of Gamron,or Bandar Gamren t i,e.z he Port of Gamron,\\t$ at 27.degr.la- 
titude. For though the Ter pans and Arabians in their Catalogues put it at 25. degr. 
yet is the obfervation which the Hollanders have made of it,and which we here fol- 
Iow,very juft and ex aft ; hieing certain, that moft of the Mapsthat have been 
yet made, and particularly that of Perfia, are very defective. Their errour pro¬ 
ceeds hence, that they put the Cafftan Sea too high, and confequendy allow 
Perfia a greater breadth from North to South, then it really hath. For they put 
the City of %efht, at 41. Degrees,_ whereas it is ac 37. and fo the breadth of all 
Perfia can be but 1 o. degrees, taking it from Gamrm to Refcht^ oi 12. at moft, if 
we fhould grant Ornsus to be at 25. degrees: fochat Bottro is extreamly mi- 
ftaken, when he allowes Perfia the extent of 18. degrees. 

It is not long fince that this place was but a little Village, confifting of fome 
few huts which the Fifhermen had fee up for their conveniencies, and it is fince 
the redudtion of Ormm,that the goodnefs of the Port hath rais’d it to a City of 
great Trade. The Out eh an AEnglifis Ships, and the Moore hot tomes which come 
there dayly, by reafon of the convenience of the road, and che Merchants of 
lfpahau, Scbirasy and Laar, who bring their ftuffes thither, as Velver,TafFata, 
raw-'Silkjdv. and exchange them for others, will in time make this City one of 
the moft confiderable of ail che EafL It is feated upon che Per fan Gulf, between 
two good Caftles, which defend k againft the defeent of Pirats, and keep the en¬ 
trance of the Haven, where there is a fquare redoubt, with four pieces of Canon 
upon it. The Fortifications of theCaftle are Antiques, with ronnd baftions, hue 
very well furnifhed with great Guns. The Haven is fo commodious, that Chips 
may anchor very fafely at five or fix fathome water. The houfes at Gamron are 
built of a certain ftone which they make of ftiflf Clay, Sand, fhredded-Straw 
and Hone-Dung mixt together, whereof having fee a Layer, they cover it with 
a Layer of Straw or Fagots, and then another Layer of Clay and Straw, and fo 
alternately, till they have brought it fix or feven foot high: then they fee fire 
to it, and fo bake the Stone; and to faften and cement them together, they 
■ make a compofition of the fame pafte with fait water, and fome Lime, and by chat 
means make a kind of Mortar, which is almoft as hard as the Stone it felf. 

The beft Houfes are thofe of the Snltban, or Govemour of the City, and the 
Lodgings, or Ware-houfes of the Dutch and E uglifl), which lye fo near the 
Sea, that at High-water the Tide comes tip to the walls of them, which is a great 
convenience for the loading and unloading of their Merchandizes. The lower 
rooms ieryefor Kitchins and Ware-houfes, and the upper for lodgings, which are 
the more commodious in this refpeft, that they being high, they are the more fit 
to receive the wind of all fides, fo in fome meafure to moderate the excelfive heat 
of the Sun. The meaner fort of people have no other covering over them, then 
what they make with the branches and leaves of Date-trees, which they call A dap, 
I u Streets} and are the onely trees that find them fruit and timber for building. The ftreets 
r*t Airt. are narrow, irregular, and not kept dean. The Aire is very unwholfome there¬ 

abouts, by reafon of the exceffive heat,as alfo of the continual changd'of the winds 
which reign there, and which in the fpace of twenty fours gos through all the 
points Of che Compafs. Fqi ha the morning they have an Eaft wind, which is ex¬ 
treamly 
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treamlycoM j about noon, a Southwind which beings infupporcable heats aWa« 
with it; in the Evening, aWettwind, which coining fromvvards aArabU, brink's 
fufficient heats with it; and at midnight, a Nortbwind, which comes out of the 
Mountains of t’ne Country, and is cold enough. It rains fo feldome, that ic was 
obferved in the year itfja.. That with the riling of the wind, there falling a great 
fhower,after a continual drought of three # years, the Inhabitants kept a day of f 
publick thankfgiving for it. Whence it comes that in the Country all a out this Atou&bh 
City,thereis noefo much as a grafle to be feen,unlefs it be in fome gardens,where 
they are forc’d, twice or thrice every day, to water the pot-herbs and puife which 
they fowin rhem,&among the rdl,parcicularly,Garlick,Onions,ChibobjRadifhes, 
and Cow-cumbers. But the Ifle of Klfmlfch , which is but three Leagues dilfam fbeJJk of 
from Camrony and which is 15. Leagues in length, and three in breadth, fupplies Kifmifch. 
the City with all forts of Fruits. For in rbe monerhof Jme, and during the 
greacelt heats of Summer,they have Grapes, Damfens, Peaches, Mangas,Quinces, 

Oranges,Lemmons, and Pomegranates, red and white. In Ottobtr they have Me¬ 
lons, Citrulls, Cow-cumbers, Radilhes, Onions, Turneps, Almonds, Pittachoes, 

Apples, Pears, and feveral other Fruits, which are very excellent, and in fuch a- 
bundance, that they are cheaper there then in any ocher place otFerfia.Thz Inha¬ 
bitants live for the moft part upon Fruits and Puife, and the Fifh which they take 
in the neighbouring Sea, and find more wholfome and delicious then flefh, 
which meeting with but little good, futtenance, by reafon oF the extraordinary 
heats, muft thereabouts be of ill nouriftiment, and in a manner without any tafte. 

Among other forts of fifh, they take there abundance of Pilchards and Smelts, 
as alfo, Oyfters and Crabs. They have good fiore of Cattle, as Oxen, Cowes, 

Sheep, Goats, and feveral ocher Crearuresj but they have fuch abundance of 
Goats, chat they are fold for fix, or eight pence a piece. There are al fo a fort of 
Rams that have four horns, but no wild Fowl at all. Their ordinary drink is only 
water, unletfe it be chat fome have a little Aquavits’, made of Daces or Rice. 

Scbiras wine, which is brought thither oneiyin bottles, is very fcarce and very 
dear there ; nay the fair water, which they get two Leagues from the City, 
fold at fuch a rate, that what I’.and my fervanes fpent, colt me about two pence 
every day. 

Perfons of quality, and Merchants, are clad after rhe Per ft an mode, but all the 
reft go naked, and cover onely the privie parts. The women weare about their 
arms and legs a great many rings, or places of iitver, brailc, or iron, according to 
their conditions .and abilities. They fatten to their hair a bodkin, or a long flic 
piece of iilvergilt, or braffe, which hangs down over the middle of their fore¬ 
heads to the end of the nofe, and they chruft through the left noliril a gold ring, 
having in the middleja Turquefe, a Granar, or haply a little gold knob or bur¬ 
ton enameUV,' or Ample ; and the pendants they wear in their ears are fo heavy, 
that if thofe Were not well faftnedto their head, they would goe near to force 
them thence. 

The great heats begin to abate in OBob .and fo from that timetill the beginning 
of May is the feafon of gceaceft trading. Then it is that all Nations come thither 
with their commodities, as Perfians, Arabians,/ndiavs, Banians-, Armenians , Turks, 
7 artars,Euglifh andD«tc6.Thefc latt come thither by fea,but all the others by land, 
vdich the Caravans, which they call Caffi/at , and which goe aca certain day from 
Aleppo, Bagdat, Ifpahan y Sciras, Labor , Herat and Bajfara; coming all toge¬ 
ther in Troops, and having a Convoy of certain Janizaries, for the fecuricy of 
of their travel, againft the incurllons of the Arabians. 

The Hollanders and the Englijb bring tbirner ready mony, and fome certain ThcVra$elt ,f 
commodities which they either take up in Europe or °oz to the Indies for, and^^S^ 
fell them there to very good profir. The Dutch are the better fecled thereof the g™®* 
two, and dofurnifh in a manner all Perfia, with Pepper, Nutmegs, Cloves, and 
©mer Spicery, though they alio expend very mudh “ready mony in their trading 
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i 6 3 8. as we faid before, and elpecially Spanijh Ryals and Rix dollar which the Perfiaas 
” prefer before all other mony,becauie they melt them,and make into their own coins 
with great advantage. 

The Engltfh do either fell or truck their Englijb c!oaths, Tinne, Steel, Indico, 
filk ftuffe*,iad Cottons one of the Indies ; for though there are excellent good 
ones made in Per fa, yet are thofe of the Indies more efteemed, bccauCe they are 
finer and clofer woven. They buy of the Per ferns Satins purfled with gold or 
filver, filk-ftuffes, and the Cottons of the Country, Per fan Tapittry, which thofe 
of the Country call Kalichey, and the Portugnez, Alcatifer , raw (ilk, Cotton, 
Rhubarb, Saffron, andRofe-water. This water is made at S thins, and in the 
Province of Kerman, either by infuftoo, and then they call it Gul-ab, whence no 
doubt the word Julip corner or by extraftionin a Still, and then they call it 
Arekjt gtely that is to fay, the fiveat of Rofes. They elteem the formecancom- 
parably beyond the other, and it is one of the beft commodities that a man can 
carry to the Indies y where they fprinkle it about their Chambers, andufeit in the 
preparations of perfumes. There is made alfo in thofe parts great quantities of 
Linnen-cloath; but the Weavers inftead of doing their work in Looms at their 
houfes as they do elftyvhere, fatten the woof of the cloath to fome Tree without 
the City, and having made a pit in the ground, they put their feet into it,*fo that 
when they come home at night, it is no great trouble for them to bring their work 
and things belonging thereto along with them, in as much as they coniitt oncly 
of certain canes faltned to the woof. 

their Hmy. They have a certain Copper-coin, which they call Beforgj whereof fix make a 
Peysy and ten Ptys make a Chay, which is worth about five pence Englifo. Two 
C'hays make a Mamo/tdy, two whereof make an Abas, and three Abaas's make a 
French Grown. A hundred Mamendis make a Tumain, which is worth five Pi- 
Weights, ttols. As to their weights, a Man weighs fix pounds; a Mancha twelve, and a 
Man far At s thirty, 

Tiiere is alfo a great commerce of Pearl?, which are fifht forneer thelfleof 
Bahranty fix Leagues from Gamron. 1 hey put about the Fifher-mans head a cap 
or cafe of boyled leather,fo clofe as that it hath no hole but by a pipe which comes 
up above the water. In that pofture he is tec down to the bottom,wkre he gets 
together all the (hells he can meet wichalt,and having fill’d a bag therewith which 
hangs about his neck, upon a figa made to his camerades, who, wait on him in a 
boat, he is drawn up. 

The Kitig «f The Governour of the City hath the quality of Sultba»> and hath under him,, 
P«fia’s officers not a Calentery but a P’iftr or Secretary, and a Cmtval , who is as it were the Cap- 
«Gamrsn< tain of his guard. 

The King of Per fa hath there alfo a S&bandar, or Receiver, who does not only 
receive the duties at the coming in, and going out of commodities, but fees 
fuch an Impofition upon them as he thinks fit, and ftri&Iy fearches the Ships, to 
fee what Merchandifes are brought in. The Hollanders pay no duties, according 
to a priviledge they obtain’d of Scbach-Aba*, and whereof they endeavour all 
they can to preferve the enjoyment by the prefents they ever and anon make to 
The frivildytt the Officers of the Court of Ptrfa : But tn cEng/ifh ate fo far from paying any 
f/tfreEntblh thing, that on she contrary they enjoy many other priviledges and exemptions, 
and fhould by right receive one half of the Cuftomes, upon what account we (hall 
declare anon, but they have hardly the tenth pact allowed them, nay, are obli¬ 
ged to take that little which they have in Commodities, And this the Per fans do 
with fo much confidence, and fo openly, that they ttick not to affirm, when they 
are furpriz’d in their frauds,that it is not ill done of them to endeavour the advan¬ 
tage of their own Prince, though ever fo much to the prejudice of ttranger s, efpe- 
cialiy if they be Chriftians. Among others, the Englijb have this further privr- 
legde, to fend away yearly out of Perfia, twelve horfetf without paying any 
thing, whereas the Dutch are obliged to pay for the Licence of Traafporanon 
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fifty Crowns at kart for every horfe, as the Euglifh ate alfo, if they fe n d aWay x 6 . y ~ 
above twelve. The Per [tons who have a great advantage over the Indians in this '—— ■ — 
refpe#, that they are better hors’d then the others, are very unwilling chat horfes r ,. r h „ r 
{hould be fent over to the Indians, who are their enemies, among whom they are mubefitm'i 
fo highly erteem’d, that an ordinary horfe there will i bring four hundred among the ir> 
CrownS. dians. 

The Inhabitants of Gamron are for the moft part Perfians, Arabians, or Indians, 
but all in a manner fpeak the Portugmz. Language, which they learnt by the Com¬ 
merce they have had with that Nation, wh© were a long time port'd} of the City 
of Ormw. But now, that is the onely Nation which is not permitted to come to 
Gamren, though all others are fuff .-red to trade there. Chrifiians and feres are 
welcome thither, as alfo Mahometans and Pagans ; but ever fince the reduction 
of Ormiu, the Portuguese, &nd the King of Spain’s Subjects, are not admitted thi¬ 
ther; yetthefelaftarefuffered to come to a little Ifland within three Leagues of 
it, and there no craffkk,where the King of <Ptrfia hath a Salthan, who commands 
the Caftle, receives the Duties at coming in and going out, and hinders the 
Portuguiz. iiom approaching with their great Veffels fo chat thefe Nations being 
as it were in open Hoftilky, the Portuguex, come fometimes with their Frigots, 
and take Prizes even in fight of Gantron , and often Land parties in the neighbour¬ 
ing Iflands. 

The City of Or mm is fcated in an Iflind, which is diftant from the Continent The $ity o; 
two Leagues, and is thought to be about fix about. It is as barren as the Country Ortizs 
about Gantron, for it is a continual Rock, which produces nothing but fait; imo- bed. 
much that ic doe* cot yield even frelh water. And yet its Haven is fo good, and 
its feicuacion fo advantageous, that the City became lb eminent for Commerce,that 
not onely it hid its particular Kings, but the Arabians laid of it by way of Pro - 
•verb, chat if the Univerfe were but a ring, the City of Or mm was the Diamond 
chat (hould be fet in it. Teixera faies, that ScachMahomet, the fon of an Ara¬ 
bian King, who liv’d in the tenth Age, having reduc'd under his Jurisdiction the 
Provinces that are feared upon che Perfian Gulf, as far as Be fra, pals’d over into 
the Iflind, where belaid the firrt foundations of the City of Or mm. Schabedi?, 

Mahomet, eteventh King of Ormus, of the pofteritie of <JM*homet, dyed in the 
year 1278. And he who liv’d when the Portuguez. became Mailers of ir,was called 
S ejtfadm, and paid Tribute to the King of Perfut. D. A/fonfo. d* Albuquerque 
made a Conquert of it in the year 1605. for Emannsl King of Portugal j of which 
attempt, the manner and fuccefsof it,take the following account. 

Trifian dtp ugna , who had taken the Him d of Zocotora, whereof .we Avail have taken by the 
occalion to fpeak herafter, having left certain Veffels under the command of Al- Portu|uez, 
buquerque, with orders to vific the Coarts of Arabia, while he attempted ibme 
new Conqueli in the Jodies, he being a perfon of great relblution, thought his 
onely courfe, to fettle himfelf there,was to fet upon the Kingdom of Ormm, w bich 
he did with 470. Souldiers, whom be had aboard his Fleet. Emanuel Ofoire,Bifhop 
of Selvas in Portugal, (ayes, that Albuquerque made his advantage of the Mahume- 
tan King’s weaknefs, who then reigned. For, underfiandiog that che principal 
Min ifter of State, whole name was Cojeatar, a Forrcigner, a native of Bengal*, 
and an Eunuch, had exafperated.the people againfl him, by converting the publick 
revenue of the Kingdome to his own profit and advantage, having left his Sove- 
riignoaely the bare Title of King, he thought littofttike in at that conjunfture 
of Affairs, and to that end, left Zocotora,upon the zo.olAuguft, and having in 
a very few dayes taken in the Cities of Calajate, Curiate,Mafcate,Soar , and Orfaf- 

fam, he took his march diredly to the principal City, to which he came the ay. 

of September. The firft thing he did, was to defeat a very Arong Fleer, whkh the 
tJUeors had within the Haven, and by that means oblig’d the King to come to a 
capitulation, by which che King ofQrmm protnifed to take the Oath of Allegi¬ 
ance and fidelity to the Kiog oiPortugal ; to pay him every year fifteen thoirfand 
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i 6 3 8, Ducats as a Tribute, in Gold, Silver or Pearls, and five thoufand, towards the 
- charges of the prefenc war; and to permit Albuquerque to build a Citcadel where 
he fihould think moil convenient for the prefervation of the City. 

.The Portuguese began the Card Cutadel on the zy.of OBobtr following,and CT ave 
it the name of Our Plejfed Lady of ViRorjt It is true, this eftablifhment Was not 
fo abfoluce at the beginning, but chat the Moores made fome acrempts to rid 
themielves of thefe new Guefls : but the Portuguese made a fhift to maintain 
what they had gotten, and to make the place they were in a Magazine of Aimes 
for the Indies ; taking occafion by that means to engrois all the commerce to 
themfelves, and obliging all the Per fans and Arabians, to buy of them all thofe 
Commodities which they flood in need of from the Indies . Nay, this was fori- 
goroufly observed, that the povernour of Ormus prohibited the Inhabitants to 
fell any of their Commodities, till fuch time as he had fold his own. They per¬ 
mitted Seyfadin to live intbelflsnd, but at a certain place far enough from the 
Citcadel, fonot to give the ‘Portuguese any occafion of jealoufie. ScachAbas, 
King of Per fa, being no longer able to endure the infolence of the Portuguez., and 
very much incens’d at their receiving into P rot eft ion the Gentlemen of the 
Houle of the Gabrieli, whom we have fpoken of elfewhere, bethought himfelfof 
fome courfetogetthefe Foreigners out of thofe parts. To effeft this, he ad- 
drefs’d himfelf tothe Englifh, who traded at Omsm ; and by the advantageous 
profers that he made, oblig'd them to promife him all the afliltance they could to 
carry on the fiege of that City, which was a {faulted and taken by the Englijh, in 
the year 1622. Thayput both the City and Citcadel into the hands of the King 
of Per fa, who found in it fix hundred great Guns, fome Iron, fome Brafs, which 
ScachtAbas caufed to be tranfporred to Laar and Jfpahan , all but foarefcore 
pieces, which he left in the Citcadel ,* He caufed the walls of the City to be de- 
molilh’d, and the materials thereof to be t ran lit red to Gamron, which began even 
at that time to raife it felf upon the mines of its neighbours. The King of Per fa 
defirous to reward the fervices which the Englijh had done him upon that occafi¬ 
on, did not onely grant them an absolute exemption from all lmpofitions, but 
he alfo bellow’d on them one moyetie of thofe duties which ocher Merchants were 
to pay there j but as we faid before, the Englijh come very far fit or r of receivin'* 
what is due to them. 

I found in the Port of Gamron an Englijh Ship called the S wan, oE 300. Tun, 
carry ing 24. Guns, Mailer Honymod , Agent for the Affairs of England, re¬ 
commended me to the Captain of it, and commanded him to carry me over to 
the Indies , and to defray all my charges till I came to S nr ana. I had brought eight 
hones with me, making account to fell them with very great advantage in the In¬ 
dies-, but the fhip Was fo full of goods, that it was with much ado that I could gee 
in onely two of them t So that I was forc'd to put off the other fix, to very gr<jat 
lofs, as being able to get but jol. for thofe which had coll me do!, at Iff ah an, and 
which I fliould have fold at above 1 yol. at S uratta. 

A pm, I embark’d the 6.of April, with Wi. Manley , 9 c M.HW/, Englijh Merchants, whom 
Mandelilo m- the Prefidenr of the Enghjh at Suratta had ordered to come from Iff ah an, about 
b "k* jo r Su- fome bufinefsconcerning the Company, and went aboard accompanied by mofi of 
tatta. the flrangers that were at Gamron,zs alfo many Indian Merchants,wirh whom I had 

upon fome occafions, made acquaintance. The Captain ordered four pieces to be 
fired at our coming aboard, and received us with much rivilicie, inyicing us,it being 
then about noon, to dine with him. 

We went from Gamron to Suratta in nineteen dayes,during which the Captain 
treated me very magnificently, and did me the honour to refign his own bed to 
me, and to give me precedence upon all occafions. He was well furmftved with 
Fowls, Mutton, and other frefh meat, bur above all things, with excellent good 
Sack, Englijh Beer, French Wines, tAral^, and other refrefiiments; which prov’d 
fo well for me, that by the help of thefe good Cordials, and the benefit I had by 
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the drinking of Ptix,anne y which I caufed to be made with Cinnamon and rinds l6%8i 

.of Pomegranate, at my arrival at S uratta, I found my health perfectly recover’d,-*—— 

though I murt alfo acknowledg t as much contributing thereto, my ufing of Tb e \ co 
which I had fo accuftomed my Cel f,that I ordinarily tooke it twice or thrice a day. 

The contrarie wind prevented our departure the day that we came aboard,fo chat 
we lay at Anchor all the night following, and the next day being the 7th. we fee 
fail, raking our courfe towards the Me of Orm**: but towards night, there rpfe 
fo great a cempeft, together with a Weft-wind, that to avoid running upon the 
Chore, we were forced to call Anchor in fight of the Ifle. 

Sunday being the 8. we laveer’d it with i Welt wind, endeavouring topafs be¬ 
tween the Hies of Ormut and Kifml/ch , which are four Leagues diftanc one from 
the other. About two in the afternoon, we call over-board the body of a youn« 

Sea man, who died of the bloody-flux two dayes before. This Ceremony which! 
had not feen before, put me intofo much the greater fright, in that being ft ill 
troubled with the fame difeafe, I imagined they, would fhortly doe as much by 
me. 

The night following we pafs’d in fight of the two Iflands we fpoke of laft,to wit, 

Orff/us, and Kifmijch ; and the next day, being the 9, we difeovered the Conti¬ 
nent of Arabia, taking our courfe along the Coaft, which is thereabouts, with¬ 
out any danger. _ ^ 

Tuefday 10. A calm ftaid us at the fame place, and the 11. we put off from 
the Coafts of Arabia, to make towards cbofe of Terfta, which we ftillkept in fight 
of, till Thurfday night, April 12. Then a good Weft-north-weft wind rifing, we 
took our courfe towards the Baft-fourh-eaft, at 25. degrees, 50. minutes ele¬ 
vation. 

_ Friday morning, we could perceive no Land, but had fight of a Pirate, who by 
his ouJc'ng ever and anon more oriels fail, difeover’d he had fomwhat to fay to 
us. One while he came fomwhat neer us j another, he kept at a great diliance jbut * 
at laft, perceiving we made it ourbufinefs to get the wind of him, he made to¬ 
wards the Ifle of Zscotora. 

This Ifland is leated at 21. degrees, 40.minutes, at the entrance of the red fea, 
having cowards the South-weft, and North-eaft, the Country of CMelinda rbeSeitutthn 
or Ethiopia, and towards the South, Arabia, from which it is diftant about and dtferiptien 
fixteen Leagues. It is about 15, Leagues in length, but not above ten in of tbe ijlandof 
breadth, having on all fides very good riding forfhips, and fafe Harbours. It is 2ozoku ' 
indifferently well peopled, and isl'ubjeft to the King of Arabia, under whom it 
is governed by a Sxlthan. 

The Inhabitants are of low ftature, and rather lean then far, of a duskifh com- rtJ 
plexion, and very laborious. Their onely fuftenance is Fifli and Fruits, Jiving unit, 
very temperately. They treat their wives, whom they buy in Arabia, with much 
cvility, and Have a certain refpefr for them; but will not permit ftrangers to fee 
them. They are very crafty in their trading, and delight much in ir, chough they 
havebutfew things to fell. And whereas they adulterate almoft all their Com¬ 
modities, they are accordingly diftruftfull of thofe which are brought to them. 

They reduce dates into a pafte, and it ferves them inftead of bread. The Ifland 
affords very few Oranges, and thofe not very good. Tobacco, and Citruls. There 
are alfo fome Cocos-trees, bur not many, the fruit not coming to ripenefs there, 
by reafon the ground is very full of ftones. 

Their mainwealth confifts in Aloes, the juice whereof they gather in bladders, XhtAitesef 
or Goats skins, and dry it in the Sun. They have alfo the gummy juice called Dra- "*?«**! 
gons-blood, and Civet, which may be bought there at about three or four Crowns 
an Ounce: but thofe who are not very well skill’d in that Drug are many times 
cheated j for the Inhabitants of the Ifland put greafe and other naftiej fluff into it. 

They keep abundance of Civet-cats about their houfes, but they have very little ' 
came Fowle; wild, none at all. They have Camels, A flies, Oxen, Cowes, Sheep 

and ‘ 
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t 6? 8. and Goac^ whofe hair about the thighes is curl’d much after the manner that Sa- 
tyresare paiuced. The Town where the Suithm hath his residence is called Tk- 
marji and hath in it a Fort, which is difiantfrom the Sea about a Canon fhot, with 
four Guns. 

f Hr Amts. Tbeit Arms are a kind of broad fwords, whereof the hilt is very large, but with¬ 
out any guard. In their girdles they wear alfo Poniards, the blades whereof are 
above three fingers broad towards trie handle, but very fliarp towards the point. 
They are jfo curious, as to have fomething of Silver or Copper about the handlesj 
but their fire arms are not well kept, and yet they are very expert at the hand¬ 
ling of them, as they are alfo in managing thofe hide bucklers, wherewith they de¬ 
fend themfelves infight. 

Ships may take in frefh water there without any trouble, for the waters which 
come from the Mountains fall iaro rhe Sea like a River.They have no other boats 
then fuch as are abfoluteiy flat-botcorn’d, which they make ufe of in their fifliing-, 
which is very good thereabouts. They have this common with the Arabians and 
Other tMahumetMS) that they eat no Swines fisQi; but even in Tamarj it felf 
there is no Mofqtiey, nor any other place for them to meet at to do their Devo¬ 
tions, Thefe they ao morning and evening, at the riling and fetting of the Sun, 
to which they make very low reverences, and mutter certain words between their 
teeth; This they do alfo three or four limes a day befides,

etmtt H Surat. The 25. of April , we came before the City of Surat, and call Anchor 

t wo Leagues from Land, by reafon it being the Captains intention not today 
there above three or four dayes, he would be fure of the convenience of parting 
thence when he pleas’d. Befides there is no Road a 1 along that Coaft, where 
Ships can lye with any fafety, from CMty to September , by reafon of the continu¬ 
al! Tempelis and furious winds which reign there during that time ; whereas on 
the Eaflern Coafi of the Indies, in the Gulf of Bengala, it is fair and calm at that 
time. 

AN pm fart; The year is divided into three very different Seatons; form the months of 
t ^i £* t t ' rrte February, March, Jpril and May, itisexcreamly hot weather s in June, July, 
Augufl and September ; there is nothing but continual rains, with thunder and 
lightning j and the months of OHobtr jHovtmber, December and January ,are cold, 
at leaf! as far as is confident with the Climate. 

April 26. The Captain fent one to the President of the Engtifb at Surat, to give 
him notice of his Arrival. The Prefident fent him back the 28. accompanied by 
two young Merchants of the fame Nation, who brought Orders to the Captain, 
and in the Prefidencs name in treated me to come with the fooneft to Surety where 
he fhould make good in effeft chofe proffers which they were then come to make 
to me of his fervice. Having acknowledged the Captain's civility by a fmall pte- 
fent, and leaving him very fick, and much troubled at our reparation, after the 
friendfhip we had contracted together, X left the Ship the 19. of April. 

Within a League of thte Road we eat red into the River upon which Surat is 
feated, and which bath on both (ides a very fertile foil, and many fair Garden*, 
with pleafant Country houfes, which being all white, a colour k feems the I*di~ 
zt.is arc much in love with, afford a noble profpe& amtdfi the greennefs whereby 
v 1 ' the 
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th y are enconpaflcd, B «c tjiis River .hich is the 7 apte y called by others 7J»de y l 6 l $: 

is fo ffiallbwacche mouth ofit, that Backs of 70, or 8o, Tun can hardly com*-“—— 

into it. We came afhorc neerthe Sulthms Palace, and went immediately to the 
Cu/lo ne Hou'e to hive our things feirfh’d by the Officers there: which is done 
with fuch exaftnjfs in this placj, that they think it not enough to open Cheits 
and Port,mndes, but examine peoples cloches and pockets, fh eSukhm or Go¬ 
vernor, nay the cuftomers ch emfeIves, oblige Merchants and Paflangers to part 
with, at the price they fhill think fit to put upon them, thofe goods and commo¬ 
dities . hich they had brought for their own private ufe. Accordingly the Snl- 
ihoH himieifj Who came to th e Cuilome-houfe as foon as we were got ffikher, ha¬ 
ving found among my things a bracelet of yellow Amber,and a Diamond, would 
needs buy them both of me : whereto when I made him anfwet, that I was no 
Merchant, and that I valued thofe things, onely for their fakes who had bellow’d 
them on me, he was pleas'd to return me the Diamond, but detain’d the Bracelet 
telling me I fhould have it again when I honour’d him with a viflc. 

While aye were in this contention, came to the place an Indian Coach, drawn 
by two white Oxen, which the E#g/f/&Prefident bad fent to bring me’to their 
Houfe; fo chat leaving the Salt ban with the Bracelet, 1 went into it. At the en¬ 
trance of the Houfe I met the Prefident, with his fecond, that is to fay, he who 
commands under him, and in his abfence, whofe name was Mr. Frem/lnr who re¬ 
ceived me with extraordinary kindnefs, and very civilly anfwer’d the Comple¬ 
ment 1 m-dc them,upon the freedome I took to make my advantage thereof The 
Prefident, who fpoke Dutch very well, told me I was very welcome ; that in the 
Coun-ry where we then were, all Chrillians were oblig’d to affift one another and 
that he was the 1 mote particularly oblig’d rberetoas to what concern’d me, in re- 
ip.-di of the affeftion I would have exprefs'd cowards fome of his Nation at 
lftahan. He thereupon brought me to his Chamber, where rhere was a Collation 
ready. It conlifled of Fruits and Preferves according to the cufiorne of the Coun¬ 
try. Moon as we were fee, he asked me what my defign was, and undemanding 
that I intended to return for Germany within twelve moneths, be told me T was 
come too late to get away that year, by reafon no more fhips would come that 
way, but that if I would flay wit h him five or fix moneths till there were a con¬ 
venience of paffige, he would cake it kind y : that during that time, he would 
contribute all he could to my divertifcmcnc ; chat he would find out a means how 
I might fee the moll eminent places in the Country; nay, that he would fend 
fomeofhisown Nation along with me, who fhould find me thofe accommoda¬ 
tions I cou'd not otherwife hope for. This obliging difeourfe foon prevail’d with 
me to accept of thefe proffers, to that he fhew’d me all the houfe, that I might 
make choice oT a convenient Lodging, which! cook neer his fecond’s chamber. 

In the Evening, fome Merchants and others, belonging to the Prefidenr, came 
and brought me from my chamber to fupper into a great Hall, where was the 
Mmilter with about a dozen Merchants, who kept me company, but the Prefi- 
dent and his Second fup’d nor, as being accuflom’d to that manner of life, out of 
a fear of overcharging their flomachs, digeflion being flowly performed, by rea- 
ion of the great heats which, are as rroublefome therein the night time, as in the 
day. After Supper the Minitler carried me into a great open Gallery, where I 
foun d the Prefident: and his Second caking the coolnefs of the Sea. A ire. This was 
che place of our ordinary rendezvous,where we met every night; ro wit, the Pre- 
fident, his Second, the principal Merchant, the Mini/Tr and my felf; but che 
other Merchants came not bur when they were invited by the Preiidem. Ac din¬ 
ner he kept a great Table of about fifteen or fixrcen diflics of meat, befides the 


The refpeft and difference which the other Merchants have for the Prefid. nr the refpeH the 
was very remarkable, as alio the Order which was there ‘obferved in all things; jffijL&ST 
efpecially at Divine Service, whichwas laid twice a day, in by morning at fix preftieni- 
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163 8. and at; eighc ac nighr, and on Sundayes thrice. No perfon in che houfe but had his 

particular Fun&ion, and their certain hours rflign’d them as well for work as 
TheirHvirtifi recreation. Our divertifement was thus ordered. On Fridayes after Prayers, there 
ment. w as a particular Aflembly, ac which met with us three other Merchants, who were 
of kin to the Prefidenr, and had left as well as he their wives in England, which 
day being that of their departure from England, they had appointed it for to make 
a commemoration thereof, and drink their wives healths. Some made their ad¬ 
vantage of this meeting to get more then they could well carry away, though 
every man was at liberty to drink what he pleas’d, and to mix the Sack as he 
thought fit, or to drink Palepuntao, which is a kind of drink confining of Aquavi- 
*<*,Rofe-water, juice of Citrons and Sugar. 

At our ordinary meetings every day, wetookonely The, which is commonly 
ufed all over the Indies, not onely among thole of the Country, but alfo amo 
- - .the Dutch and Englijh, who take it as a Drug that cleanfes the llomach, and di¬ 

gests the fuperfluous humours by a temperate heat particular thereto. The Per- 
fiam inHead of The drink their Kakvea, which codes and abates the natural heat 
which The preferves. , 

The Englijh have a fair garden without the City, whither we con font ly went 
on Sundayes after Sermon, and fometimes alfo on other dayes of the week,where 
- our Exercife was {hooting at Butts, at which I made a flhifttoget a hundred 
s Mamoudis (or five pound (ierling) every week. After thefe divercifemems, vve 

had a Collation of Fruit and Prelerves,and barb’d our fel ves in a Tanke or Cellem 
which had five foot water, where fome Dutch Gentlewomen ferv’d and enter¬ 
tain’d us with much civility. What troubled me mdft, was, that my little acquaint¬ 
ance with the Englijh Tongue made me incapable of Converfition; unlefs it 
were with the Preiidenc who fpoke Dutch. 

But before I relate what hapned to me in this Voyage,and what I faw during my 
Bay at Surat, it will not be amifs, to give here a genera I,but fiaott defcription,of 
the Mogul’s Country,and the Provinces whereof it confttlsjfo to make the readier 
way for what we fhall have to fay of it hereafter. 

A general ii- The Country properly called India, which the Perfians and Arabians name 
Indoftban Indojlhan, reaches, on the Wed fide, from che River Indus 01 Sindo, and che 
Kingdome of the fame name (chi Inhabitants whereof are called Ahint, or from 
t he Frontiers of the Kingdome of Mate on, which fome cad Gelfche Mac^uerona, 
whereof the Inhabitants ate Bahches\ or Baluchelj as far as Ganges ■ The Anci¬ 
ents called this Province Carmania , and it hath a Port or Haven called Guader, at 
25. degrees on this fide the line. The Perjians and Arabians call the Kingdome 
of S indo Dial. The fame Perjians, andth tlndojlhans call the River Indus , Pang- 
ah, that is to fay, five waters, becaufe fo many Rivers come inro it before it fails 
into the Sea under that famous name. The firli is that oiBugal,oi Begal, which 
rifes neer Kabul. The fecond iscaled Chan ah, and rifes in the Province of 
Quefmir or Cajfamier, 15. dayes journey above Labor towards the North. The 
third is that of Ravy oi Ravee, which runs by Labor, and riles not far from ic. 
The two others, vtz>. Fia and Of aid or Sind, tome from a great distance, and meet 
neer Bakar , which lies at an equal diflance between Labor and the Sea, Whence 
it is to be inferr’d, chat thofe Geographers are in an errour, who put this River at 
24. degrees on this fide the Line, and confound it with that which runs by Dial. 
Some lay the great Mogul's Kingdome is of fo vaft an extent, that a C aravan 
would hive much adoe ro travel through it in two years; but thefe are Fables. 1 rs 
certain Frontiers, according to the defeription of Edvard Terr in, are on the 
Eall fide the Kingdome of Mavy ; on the Well, part of Per fa and the South Sea ; 
on che North, Mount Cattcafus , and great Tarearia j and on the South, che King* 
dome of Decan, and the gulf of Bengal a, containing thirty and feven great P:o- 
iu vinces,which were heretofore fo many Kingdomes: to wir, 

t Candahar' Candakar, which takes its name from, or derives ic to the chief City,is the moft 
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■Wiflern Province of all the Indies, and lies upon the Territories ofthe Kingof 1,638?" 
Perfut, who hath fcverall times been Mafteiof.it. It is indeed for this Province, 
that the Kings of Per ft a are in continual war almoft with the great 'Mogul j as they 
are in Turkey fide for Bagdat and Em&n. 

The Province of Kabul, which is no doubt the richeft of all the Kingdome, de- Kihu l * 
rives its namealfo from the capital City, and bath for Frontier on the North-fide 
Great Tartar/. In this Province rifes the river Nibal, which changes its name 
into that of Bega/, and fallsinto the Indus, as we fa id be fore, It isconceived by 
fome, than this is the Cm, or cheS«<j/?«; of Ptolomj. 

The Province of t Multan owes its name alfo to the principal Gity, and is feat- 3 . Multan,' 
ed along the river IxdttSy having on the Weft-fide the Kingdome of Perfidy and the 
Province of Caodahar. u UfC' 

The Province of Haca-chan, or Hangi-chan , lies towards the Eaft, and hath on * H * c *’ cbS0, ; 
the Weft, the rivet Indus. It is called alfo the Kingdome of Balocby , as we fhall 
exprefs elfe where; but it hath no confidence City. 

Bdebar, osBuckfr ,'the chief City whereof is called Bacherhukpn ,lies alfo along 5. Badatl 
the river Indus, which divides it in the middle, and makes it one of the moft fer¬ 
tile Provinces in the Kingdome. It hath on the South South*weft fide, the Pro¬ 
vince of Tatta, and cowards the Weft, the people called the Bolachet, a cruel and 
warlike Nation. 

The Province of Tatta, which hath alfo its name from the chief City, is divided 6 . Tate?,’ , 
into feveral Ifles by the river Indus. This Province hath the reputation of having 
the moft induftrious Trjrfefmen of all the Kingdome. , , 

Sores is a fmall Province, but very well peopled. Irs chief City is Jangar and 7> *° ltt ' 
it reaches Part ward to the Province of Gttzarata, and Weft ward ro the Sea, 

The Province of Ifelmere hatfi but one City in it ofthe fame name, and hath ** Ifelmerri 
for Frontiers Weftward,the Provinces of Soret,Bacbar, land Tatta. 

That of Attach, ana its capicail City, from which it is fo ailed, are feated upon ?• Attach.' ; 
the river TQbal, which coming from the Weft, falls into the Indus , which divides 
it from the Province of Haca-Chan. 

The Province of Tang-ab is one ofthe greateft, moft Fertile, and moft eonfi- * 0, 
derable of all the Kingdome. The five rivets vve fpok: of which pafs through ic give 
It that name. Labor is the chief City thereof. 

The Province of Cbtfmer or Quexmer, the chief City whereof is called Syr ana- **> Cbiftwrl 
bar, is feated upon the river Bez.at or Bads, which makes a great number of Ifies in 
tiiis Province, and after a great compafs falls into the Ganges. It touches fome 
part of the Province of Kabul, and is cold enough by reaion of its Mountains, 
chough ic may be affirm’d, that in comparifon of the Kingdome of Tliebes, which 
is as ic were its Frontiers on the Eaft fide, it is very temperate. About eight Cos 
( which make four Leagues ) from the chief City, in the midft of a Lake which is 
three miles about, there is a little Iile where the Mogul hath built a very fair 
Houfe, for the convenience of hunting die wild-goofe. All along the rivet which 
runs through the middle of this Lake, there is a kind of tree,whofe leaves are like 
that of a Chefsnut, hut the wood, which is fomewhat of,a Brownifh colour, is 
Checqusr’d with fmall ftreaks of feveral colours, which makes it much fought af¬ 
ter by perfons of Quality. ., 

The Province of Cbtsmer hath on the Eaft fide that of Bankifch, the chief Ci- **• SSD ®‘ C 
ty whereof is Beihar, or Belt bus, . , 

The Province of fengapa'-,os Jemipar, fo called from its chief City,lies between 1 3 - J«iB*P K * 
th.zCI\i\z%Qi Labor md Agra. . 

The Province of Jeuba, oifamba, which hath alfo its name from the Metropolis ’ -• 
thereof, hath on the Weft fide, the Province of Pang-ab, and is very hilly all 
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* 63'8. palling by the City of Agra, falls into the Gauge/. The chief City ef -Delly is 
- very ancient, and was fomedme the Metropolis of all Indefthau, as may be ieen 

by the mines of its palace, and other magnificent ftruftures. 

The Province of Bando, and its Metropolis of the fame name, bath on the Weft 
* fide, the City of Agra. 

\j. Malmy- The province of Malway, or Malwa, is very fertile ; its chief City, Raxiport, 
though Thomas Row, an Englijb Gemleman,calls it Vge». The river i'epra, upon 
which is feated the City of Calleada, the ordinary rei, deuce of the ancient Kings 
of Mandoa, paffes within half a League of island difembogues it felf into the Sea, 
by the Gulf of Cambaia. 

if. Chltofi' * The Province of Chit or was heretofore a very confiderable Kingdome, but the 

Metropolis from which it derives irs name, and whereof the walls were heretofore 
fix Leagues about, is notv fo ruin’d, that there is to be feen but theKdicks of whac 
it hath been, with the fad remainders of its fumptuous Mofquies, and Magnificent 
Palaces. The great Mogul, Acbebar, Great-grand-father of Scbaeb C'biram, re¬ 
duc’d it to that condition, and conquered it from one of the Succeflours of Rana, 
who forc’d to make his efcape came to a capitulation with him, and acknowledg'd 
the Soveraignty of the Obtogul, in the year 1614. This Province hath on cue 
Eaft.fide that of Candifch, and on the South ; that of Gufuratta. 

15. Gufnmta. The Province of Gufuratta which the Portuguea, call the Kingdome of Cambay a 
upon the account of its chief City, where they have their main Trading, is with¬ 
out all quefiion the nobleft and moft powerful of all the Mogul* s Country. Its 
Metropolis feared in the midft of the Province, is called Hamtd-ewad, that is to 
fay, the City of King Hamed, who built it. Iris now corruptly called Amada- 
vat or Amadabat, whereof we ftiall have occafion to ipeak more at large here- 
afrer. 

5 „; Candlfeh. The Province 0 (Caudifch, the Metropolis whereof, Burfampour or Brampour, 

was heretofore the ordinary reftdence of the Kings of Dec an, before the Greae 
Mogul united it to his Crown, is very large, and well peopled. The river Tabes, 
or Tapte, which fats into the Sea by the Gulf of Cambay a, divides it from the 
„Country of the Prince of Partapha, who is alfo a vufTall of the Great Mogul* s. 
ai. Bcrirl The Province of Berar, whereof the Metropolis is Shapore or Shafpeur, reaches 
Southward, and touches that of Gufurattat and the Mountain of Rana. 
aa. Gual«. In the Pr ovince of Gualor or Gualur, which hath its name from the chief City, 
there is a Cittadel, wherein the Mogul confines fuch as are prifoners of State, and 
thofe Lords of whole carriage he conceives any jealoufie, and keeps there alfo 
fome part of his Treafure, and abundance of Gold and Silver. 

*j. Agra. The Province of Agra , which derives its name to the Metropolis thereof which 

is not very ancient, is at prefect the chief eft of all the Mogul's Country, accord¬ 
ing to the accompt we fhall give of it hereafter. 

14. Simbel, The Province of Sambel or Sanbel, fo called from its Metropolis, is di vided 
from rhat of Narvar , by the river Gemini, which falls into Gauges neet the City of 
Halebaffe, v here thefe two rivers meeting make a kind of an ifle: Whence fome 
have taken occafion to call this Province t Doab > that is to fay, between two waters; 
as if one fhould fty, Mefopotamia or Inter aquas. 

*y. Bakor. ^ The Province of Bakorh.es on the Welt fide of the Ganges-, its chief City is 
called Bikameer. 

it Nimr, The Province of Narvar, the Metropolis whereof is called Gefadfruh running 
- * through it a moft noble river,which falls into the Ganges. 

? 7 » Nagneut, The Province of Nugracut or Nakarkjet, is one of the moft Northerly Provin* 
oesof the Mogul's Country. In the chief City thereof from which it hiththe 
name, there is to be feen, in a fumptuous Chappel, the floor whereof is covered 
with plates of Gold, the Effigies of an Animal, or rather a Monfter, called Meta, 
•i which brings thither every year a great number of Indians, who go to do their 
devotions there, andoffer unto it a little fob which they cut out of their own 

tongues. 
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tongues, in this fame Province is the City of Kalamaka, famous fori its JPilgri- i 6 | S. 
mages, which are the more frequent there, by reafon of the flames cart forth by the ” 
coid Springs as they come out of the Rock, which flames the Inhabitants adore. 

The Province of Siba, whereof the Metropolis is Hardware gives its rife to the a g, ga*. , 
river Ganges. The Inhabitants of the Country imagine, that the Rock out of 
which it ifletes, hath a Cow’s bead, for which beaft they have a' certain veneration, 
and that there is fomewat divine in that prod tuft ion. Wuence it comes that they 
bathe rhimfelves every day in the river. This Province is no leffe Mountainous 
then that of Nakarkjet, though ir be not fo much to.vards .the North. 

Kakares, che principal Cities whereof are Dankaler and Binfola, is a very Kaksrts. 
fpacious Province, but very full of mountains. Mounc Caucafus lies between it 
and Tartaria. . ■ 

The Province of Gar, which hath its name from the chief City, is ako full of Gor. 

Mountains, and gives its rife to the river Per fells, which falls into the Ganges. 

The Province of Phan or Tartan, and its chief City, which gives it the name, ju Plan, 
hath running through them the river Kanda, which alfo falls into the Ganges. This 
is alfo a very mountainous Province, and hath on the Weft of it rhat^of jamba. 

The river lderclis divides the Province of Kanduana, the chief City whereof is j Kanduansu 
Karaeh , by fome called Katene , from that of Phan. This Province and that of 
Gor , are the furthermoft of the Mogul's cetritories’tpwards che North. 

The Province of Porena is as fruitful as the two laft named are barren. It lies jj, Pawns! 
between the rivers of Ganges, Perfclis , Gemini, and C^dach, and is fo called from 


its chief City. 

The City oi Raj afore or Reyapor is the Metropolis of the Province of Jemal. 34 . jemlL 

The Province of Meant, the enief City whereofis called Narntl, is a Country 3 j. Memt, 
barren enough, reaching from the Ganges Eaftward. _ 

The Province of Voejfa, or Poet,*, the 'chief s City whereof is Jafcanat, is the v °eflai ^ 
uttermoft Province of the Mogul's Kingdome towards the Eaft. 

The Province of Bengala may no doubt be numbred among ft the moft power* 37 * Bwgalal 
ful of all the Country, giving its name to the Gulf into which the Ganges difem- 
bougues it felf by four feveral channels,or mouths. Its principal Cities are Rayme- 
hel,Kaka,at Dacca, Thilipatan,and Satigam, It is fubdivided into many other lef- 
fer Provinces, the moll confiderable whereof are Pm a, and Palan , from which 
feveral Kings have not thought it much to aflame their Titles; 

Texeira, in his defeription ofTfr/w, fpeaking of certain Provinces of the Indies, 
names that of Vtrat, withies chief City, but he only names ic without giving 
any accompt of its feituation. He fpeaks alfo of the Kingdome of Caeche, and 
fayes it is considerable for the Race-Horfes it breeds, near Cambaya , towards the 
North : but certainly, ic is no other then the Province of Candifch, before 
fpokenof. 

The extent of the Mogul's Country from Eaft to Weft, is about fix hundred 
Teagues, and from North to South, about feven hundred French Leagues, fipce*^™® * 
its uttermoft Frontiers towards the South are at 20. and the furthermoft towards 
the North, at 43. degrees, *..« 

As concerning che Province of Gufuratta, which the ?w^»^,improperly ,eaU A *F*<£"*- 
Cambaya , lies all along the Sea fide extending it felf much like a Peninfula inCO c J om 
the Sea, and having on both fides, a Gulf 01 Bay, one whereof is 8. Leagues ran ^ 
broad at the enir jnce,and growes narrower and narrower for 40. Leagues thence. 

The Land extends ic lelf Weftward along the Sea* Co aft, and North-W*™ Ic J 131 " 
the Provinces of Seret, Quifmer and Banda ; Eaftward, thofe of (Jhitor and 
di(h, and South- ward, the Kingdome of Decan.

They have an averfion for Trades and Merchandife, and had rather 
ferve, then engage themfelves in any honourable employment; for if they can 
but once get to be Matters of a horfe, they court Fortune no further, and imme¬ 
diately lift themfelves in the fervice of their Prince. The Ben jam on the contrary, 
are a referv’d people and laborious, and apply tbem-felves to Trades and Merch¬ 
andife, and have an extraordinary devotion for the things that concern Religion; 
as we fhall have occalion to infill on more at large hereafter. 

There are alio in the City, fome a /Arabians, Perftans , Armenians, Turks and 
Jetves, who either have their habitations there, or trade thither, but there are no 
Foreigners fo confide table for their fettlemenc there as the Dutch and English. 
They have there their Lodges, their Srore-houfes, their Prefidents, their Mcrcb- 
, ants and their Secretaries, and indeed have made it one of the moft eminent Ci- 
„ydes for TrafRckof alt the Half. The English particularly have made ic the main 
the Engliflt place of all their Trading into the Indies, and have ettabliflred there a P redden t, to 

Trtdt. whom the Secretaries of all the ocher Fa&ories ate oblig’d to give an actompc. He 

manages Affairs with the afTittance of 20. oc 24. Merchant sand Officers, and hath 
under his Tupsrintendency the Fa&ory of Agra, where they have a Secretary ac¬ 
companied by fix perfons; chat of Ifpahetn , where they hive a Secretary and feven 
or eight: ocher Merchants; that ot Mefulipatan, with fifteen j efutof Cambay, 
with foure ; that of Amadabat, wirh fix ; that oSBrodra and BroitJ,chela, with 
foure ; and th.it of Tabu/, with two perfons: ivho are all oblig'd to come once a 
year to S nr act a, there to give an accompt of their Admin tflrarioh to the Pre- 
lidenr. 

The Enghjhhpvs alfo a Fa&ory at Bantam, in the Ifie of Java ; but that! hath 
its particular Prefideot, who hath no dependance on that oiSttratta, which bin¬ 
ders not but that he hat If a certain deference for him, as have indeed all the 
Mnglifh Ships, which perfeft not their Voyage without calling Anchor a t Su- 
ratta. 

Tbtpumdmt The places about this City are the moft delightful of any in the world. For, 
Surat. belides the fair Gardens, where they have all forts of Fruit-trees, all the Cham¬ 

pion feems to want nothing that might recreate the eye. Among other things, 
1 obferv’J there one of thofe trees, whereof I have given a deferipdon when I had 
occalion to fpeak of the City of Gamron, as alfo very many fumptuous Sepulchres, 
built of Marble, arid a Tanks or Cettern, made eight fqyare of free done, having 
at every angle a paic of Hairs to go down into ic, and in the midft, the Sspu chre 
of the Founder of that magnificent Stru&ure, which is fo fpactous, that it con¬ 
tains water enough to fupply the whole City, even in the greatett heats of the 
year,'. ■ 1 

$ E P r E M- The tempefls of rain begin to ceafe with the moneth of September. About that 
BER.' time, visit the 14. of that moneth, news was brought that two Englijh Chips 
TwoEnjliffi were arrived at the Pott of Saha/p. The Prefidenc would have gone thither in 
Arrive at per Con, but fome bufinefs he had with the Govemour hindred him ; fo that he was 
forc’d to fend two of the chiefett Merchants, who took me along with them. We 
came to Suhaty about noon,and having left our horfes in the Vilbse, went aboard 
one,of the (hips, called the ‘Difcovery. ’Ttvas a Vefl’el of 600. Tun, having 28. 
Guns, and 190. men. Captain^ Menard, who commanded her, and the three 
Merchants who came to the Prehdent for Orders, receiv’d us kindly ; and being 
comedire&ly ftom England, they told us all they knew of the Affairs of Europe ; 
which difeourfc made uspafs away the beft part oft he night pteafant'y enough. 
The next day, we went to the other VdTei, called the Mar), which was 1 zoo. 
Tun burthen, and carried 4 ^* Gnus. She had paft by Aden, on the Bed Sea, 

where 
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where fiie had loll her Captain, who dy’d of ficknefs. The Merchant who com,- 16 % 8.* 
manded her, in (lead of the Captain, made us a reception equal to what we had —— —— 
in the otner {hip; and both of them oblig’d us to come every day to fee them, 
till the Ptefidenc were come, which was not till eight dayes after. Which hin- 
dreci not buc that we went fomtimes a-walking, and a-huming, but fo as that we 
lay every night in one of the fhips. 

Aftoon as the Commanders heard that the Prefident was come to Suba/p, they 
went a Ihore, and meeting him 011 the river fide, he made a fhort difeourfe to them, 
exhorting them to fhew then 1 fidelity and complyance to their fuperiours, during Vi h 
the time they fiiould Ihy in the Indies. Which done, he went into the boar, to go 
a board of the firfilhip, where they fil’d ia. Guns at his arrival. After tupper, he - ' 

wear along with the whole company, to the other, where they fir’d fixteen Guns, ; 
befides thofe that were dvfc barg’d at the drinking of the King of England's health, 
and thofe of fame other perfons of Honour in that Country! The two dayes fol¬ 
lowing were fpenc in fealiing, at which the Commanders of the two fliips treated 
the Prefident, who afterwards return’d to Stir an a ; but night overtaking us' by 
the way, we were forc’d to take up out Lodging in the little City of Kernel. 

The 24, of the fame monath arrived two other Chips, whereof one was called Bolduc alVcb 
Boldue, a Hollander-, of 1400. Tun. She came from the City of Batavia in the y t ffel ef 140a 
Ifle of Java, and was returning for Holland, loaden with Pepper and other Spi- Tun. 
ces: The other was an Vefiel,call’d the Swan, and had been fenc by the 

Secretary of Mefullpatan into Perfia , for filks; buc the contrary winds having kept 
her four months together at Sea had oblig’d her to put in at Sxratta, whereas the 
Hollander hid in lets time made the whole Voyage from the Texel to the Indies. I 
ag rin accompany’d rhe Merchants who went to the Port to lee their fhips. We 
went firli aboard the Hollander , who receiv’d us very nobly, and we were fhewn 
all the conveniences of the Vdfcf, which no doubt was the befi contrived, and 
th_ biggetf that ever came out of the Ports of Holland .It was twenty foot longer 
then the Mary, but not altogether lb broad. i 

During my uboad at Snratta, I wanted for no diver tifemenc; For either I 
walk’d down to the Haven, or found company in the City, efpedally at the 
Dutch Prefidents, who had his Family there, and with whom it was theeafierfor 
me to make acquaintance, in as much as I could converfe with them in my 
own Language. Buc under Handing that the £ngli{h fhips, with which I intended 
to return mio Europe, would not be ready for their departure undar three or four 
months, I refol/d to take a journey into theCounrry, to the Great Moguls 
Court,taking my advantage of a CafiiU or Cy-a-i/i&ij of thirty Wagons loaden with 
Quick.filvsr, Roenat, which is a root that dies red. Spices, and a confiderable fum 
of money, which the English were lending to Amadabat. The Prefident had ap¬ 
pointed four Merchants, certain Benjans, twelve Englijh Souldiers, and as many 
Indians, to conduit and convoy this frrtall Caravan j to chat confident I might un¬ 
dertake th*s journey without any danger, ( which it had not been fafe for me to 
attempt without this convenience, by reafon of the Rasbontes, and their robbe¬ 
ries upon the high way ; ) I took the Prefidents advice, and put my felf into their 
company. 

Thefc Rasbmtes are a fort of High-way men, or Tories, who keep in the moun- Raibcaetf. 
tains between Brodra and Broitfchia, which are called Champcnir , where they 
have their fortify'd places and retreats, wherein they fomrimes make their party 
good againfi the Mogul himfelf. Not long before, be had taken in one of their 
firongeil places, and by that means kept them a long time in fubje&ion; buc they 
revolted again, and exerdled their robberies withgreater cruelty then ever. 

We left Surma the laft of September, being accompany’d by the Prefident and Heroes Surat- 
fome Englijh Merchants, who having brought us a League out of the City, there 'VJJ 5 M 
took leave of us. We took pur way towards Broitfchia, and came to the Village ! 
oiBriottoi By]am, where we crofs’d the river. Then, at four Leagues difiance 
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i 6 3 8- from Brton we pais'd by Cattodera, which is a ruin’d place, feared upon a river 

of the lame name, and then by Enkjljfer, where we foon made a fibift to take 
above thirty will Ducks, and many ocher water Fowls, wherewith wcfeattedou: 
people. We alfokil’d a Roebuck, and met with fo many Deer and wild Boars, 
chat it was no hatd matter for us to get us a good flipper, face the Dutch and 
Englijh never travel without their Cooks, who drefs the Fowl and whatelfe 
cheir Matters kill, which they never fail to do in abundance. The next day, we 
crofi’d a river which is more broad then deep, before we came to the City of 
Brdtfchh Erohfehia, into which we were no fooner entred, bnt the Englijh Secretary lent 
to us to dine with him, which we did. 

Broitichis it- The City of Brohfcbia is at a i. degrees, 56.minutes,: a. Leagues from Suratta, 

fcribtl and 8. from the Sea, upon a river falling out of the mountains, which divide the 
Kingdoms of Dfcar from chat of Balagatta. It lies upon a pretty high mountain, 
having its waiisoffree-ftone, andfo well built, that it maybe numbred among 
the iirongett places of all the Indies. On the land fide, it hath two great Gate”, 
and two imall Gates towards the rivet, by which is brought to it abundance of 
Timber for Building, which none dire unload without the Governors exprefs 
perminion. There is a guard kept in it, as well upon accompc of the place it felf, 
which is very conliderable, as upon.this, that they exaft there two in the hundred 
upon all Merchandifes that pafs through it. The City is fufficiently well peopled, 
as alio its Suburbs, which are divided into two quartets, which they call Poera, 
though very fewperfonsof Quality live therein, mott of rbe Inhabitants being 
onety Weavers, who make of thole kinds of Cottons which are called Baft as, 
which are finer then any made in the Province of Gufaratta. All the fields about 
this City lye flat and even, unlefs it be that about five or fix Leagues from it.- to¬ 
wards rhe Southwell may be feen rbe mountains called Tindatjhce, which reach 
as far as and beyond it, and are very fertile, as is alio all the rettof 

the Country, which brings forth Rice, Wheat, Barly, and Cotton in abundance. 
It is out of chefe mountains that the Agat is gotten, whereof are made fuch noble 
drinking cups, feals, handles of knives and daggers, and feveral other rarities, 
which arc commonly to be bought at Cambay a. 

The jurisdiftionofthe City of Broitfchia extends it felf over 84. Villages, 
the Demefne whereof belongs to it; but heretofore its territory comprehended 
three other Cities, who have no ■ their particular Governors. Four Leagues be¬ 
low the City, the river divides it felf into two branches, which there make an Ifle 
near half a League about, below which it falls ihto the Sea, by twofeveral chan¬ 
nels. It hath no Port, but onely a Road, which is fo much the more dangerous, 
in that the (hips, which may indeed anchor there at feven fathom warer, lye open 
co jth$ mercy of all winds. 

Eight Leagues from Broitfchia, upon the way oi Cambay a, there is a great 
k^ ca - Village called Jaxbayfar, or Jamboufer , where abundance of Indus is made : and 
upon the Road to Amadabat, there is to be feen the Sepulchre of a Mahometan 
Saint, named Pollemedory, whither the Meors, or Moguls, go in pilgrimage with fo 
A fsbitlw mi- great devotion, that fome of them put padlocks on their mouths to keep them 
rule: from (peaking, and never take them off, but onely when they are to eat. Others 

fatten Iren chains to their arms ; and it is reported, that the padlocks are opened, 
and the chains loofed, by feme fupernatural power, as foon as they have accom- 
plitti’dtheir Vowes at the Sepulchre. 

Lems Broitf- We left Braitfchiam the Evening, accompany’d by the Secretary, who would 

^ needs bring us half a League out of the City. He return’d thither, but it was to 

the end he might overtake us five Leagues thence; for, being entrutted with the 
management of the Commerce of Brodra, as well as of that of Broitfchia, he 
thought fit to go along with the Caravan. We rravell’d all nighr, and the next 
day, till the extraordinary heat forc’d us to encamp near a Fifh-pond, where we 
pais’d away the reft of chat day, and fome part of the night following, our recre¬ 
ation 
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acioa being to fee a dancing the women that were among the Ben jam, in t h e (f A - i 6i 8, 

ravnjj. Wv went thence after midnight. I intreated the Secretary to come into-—~ 

my Coach, where I learnt of him Ceverd particulars of rhe Country, which by 
reafooof iny Cmili {fay in rhofe pares, it wasinpoffible I could have obferved. 

We pafs’d through the Villages of Kararoanet md Kahol, where they made us 
pay a certain paffige-ToII. 

Being come within fome Leagues of the City of Brodra, the Englifh Szczt- comes to Bn»i 
rary went on before to take order for our Lodging and entertainment. We met dra, 
him with his Second, about half a League from the City, whither we came the 7. 
of Oftober. Tns K afiiU pafs’d through the City, to be lodg’d on the other fide OCTOBER 
of it; and rhe Engltjh Merchants carried me into a pleafaht Country Houfe with¬ 
out the City, purpofeiy built for a MattfoUutk, to a perfohof Quality of the 
Country, whole defare it had been to be there buried with all his Family. Having 
taken two or three turns in the Garden, we went to the Lodge belonging to the 
£»glijhy where they made the greatelt entertainment imaginable ; and to come 
to the height of that Country’s endearments, they Cent for fome Bexjan women, 
who were very defirous to fee mycloaths, which 1 hill wore after the Germane 
fafhion, though the Englijh and Dutch, who are fetled in the Indies, go ordinarily 
according to the mode of the Country,and would have oblig’d me to put them off; 
but perceiving I was unwilling to do it, and withal that I made fome difficulty to 
accept of the profers they made me to ftrip themfelves naked, and to dpe any 
thing 1 would expe& from perfons of their fex andv^rofeffion, they feem’d to be 
ve-y much troubled, and To went away. 

vi T be City of Brodra lyes in a Tandy plain upon the little river fMiffettf 0. Cos , or Br0 J rl j c , > 
1 5 j Leagues from Broitfchia. This City is of no long handing, as having been foi, 
built by Raft* Ghie, fon of Suit ban eJMahomet Begeran, lafl King of Gu&uratta, 
out of the mines of the ancient Brodra, which was heretofore called Radiapora, 
from which it is dilianc about half a League. It is forcify’d with good walls, and 
balfions, according to the ancient manner of Fortification,and hath five Gates,one 
whereof is damn’d up,becaufe there is no high way abuts upon it. The Inhabitants 
of ir, efpeciajly thofe of that pare of the Suburbs which is towards the Weft- fide 
of the City, are for the mod part Ben jam and Ketteris by p-ofelfion, Weavers, 

Dyers, and other workers iu Cottons, as being the place where, of all the Pro¬ 
vince,the beftcloaths are made, which are more clofe, but afmall matter narrower 
and fhorcer then thofe of Broitfchia ; and it is by that they are diftinguifhed from 
the others. There arefeverall forts thereof ; to wit, Baft as, Tyjquantas, CMada- 
fons, Cannequtns, black Chelan, blew Ajfamaxu, Berams , and Tire audios. We 
thought fit to name thefefeveral fpecies, that we 1 may the better mnderflandthe 
relations which come dayly from thofe parts. " 

m The jurifdi&ion of the Governour of Brodra extends it feif over two hundred 
and ten Villages, fixty five whereof are defign'd for the maintenance of the Gar- 
rifon, ’andtheMpga/diipofesof the other 135; for the advantage and entertain¬ 
ment of certain Officers of the Court,who have their penfions charg'd upon thofe 
Villages. Among which there is one called SinMckgra, eight Leagues from the 
City, which yields yearly above 25000. pounds of Lacca. This Lacque is a Gum 
taken out of a certain kind of tree,which is not much unlike our Plum-trees; and 
there is abundance of it gotten all over Guz.nr an a. Its colour is of a red 
brown; but when it is well dry’d, and beaten to powder, the Indians giveic 
what colour they pleafe, black, red, green, yellow, &c* and make it into flicks to 
feal Letters withall, or life it to adorn and beaurifie their fioulhold fluffed Chefts, 

Boxes, Cabinets, Tables, Bedfleads.tfv. wherety they «ive rhemfucha luflre, as 
none yet could ever imita re in E H roj>e, efpeciaJJy upon black This Country does 
alfo produce much Indico .. rbt Sepulchre 

Be/ides the Sepulchre vve fpoke of before, there are many others to be feen ^ Mahmaetw 
without the City, moll of them very magnificently built, having fpacious Gardens f# m , t 
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about them, which are open for any that vvouid^ goe in. 

The fame day I took leave of the Secretary, and went along with two English 
Merdunts to the G«rtn>m, which we found encamped at the corner of a »rove 
of Palmes, which produce Cocos t and out of which they get Ttrrj> which is the 
ordinary drink of thofe parts. In the evening came the Dutch Secretary or De¬ 
puty of Brodra,vt ho prefented us with fome bottles offack, and kept us company 
till afrermidnight. 

One of the Engllfh Merchants came along with the Caravame as far as Wajfet, 
which is an old Ohle partly ruin’d, built upon a high mountain, where there is 
,icept a Garrifon, confiding of a hundred horl'e, who there received a certain import 
of a Ropia and a half, which amounts to fomewhat under four {hillings, for every 
wagon : but we had a pafsportfrom the Moguls by vercue whereof we were to 
pais without paying, upon which accompt it was that one of their Merchants came' 
along with the Ctravanne to that place. Accordingly the Souldiersof the Garri¬ 
fon liaid fome of out wagons,and would have forc’d us to pay the ordinary duties, 
but we oppos’dic, and drew up our Convoy, who tirade their paftage by force- 
We crofs’J rhe river, and lodg’d in a Village,fortifying our Elves with our wagons 
againrt the attempts which might have been made againft us. We found after¬ 
wards that this circumfpe&ion was no more then needed. For ere we had quite 
Tupped, came the receiver with fome thirty fouldiers, well arm’d with half-pikes, 
fwords, bucklers'and guns, deli ring a conference with us. We fufferedhimto 
enter with three of his fouldiers; but he demanding rhe duties of us, wc told him 
that we were not to pay any, and that the t Mogul’s pafs freed us ; yet to avoid 
further trouble, and out of our good will to the fouldiers of the Garrifon,wefihould 
make them a prefent of five or fix Ropias. They would not hear of any fuch pro- 
pofition.and bill flood upon the payment oft he whole duty. And fo they went 
away, but with a defign to return the next morning, as indeed they did. At the 
fame rime came a Dutch Merchant, who conduced a CarAvame^oi 170- wagons 
guarded by jo. fouldiers, all htdofihans. He told us that the fouldiers of th&Gar- 
rifon had fell’d down a great tree, and laid it crofs our way, purpofely to hinder 
outpaffjge. We immediately commanded out four of our fouldiers to go& clear 
the way ; which oblig’d thofe of the Caftie to fend fome of theirs to hinder them x 
but in regard th ( ey could not go by, without coming within reach of our muskets, 
we put our felves into a pofture of deputing their paffage, and they attempted to 
force us out of our retrenchment,which occafion’d the coming back of thofe whom 
we had font to dear the way. There was fome firing on both fides; but we had fo 
much the advantage of them, that thofe of the Caftie came to a cotnpoficion, and 
rsprefented to us by the Dutch Merchants, that having no ocher pay then 'what 
they receiv’d fiflfn the Merchandifes parting that way, they were forc’d ro make 
paflengers pay the duties, that they might have wherewithal to fubfift, and that 
they vyould be content with one half of what was ordinarily received ; nay, to 
avoid further inconvenience, with what we had protferr’d them the day before; fo 
that they had at I aft fix Ropias, which amount to about three Crowns. Their num¬ 
ber, during this concert, encreas’d to a hundred, and the Indian fouldiers, who 
convey’d us, refilled to take up arms again ft them* alledging it was not lawful for 
them to fight againft the fouldiers of their Soveraign,and that it was their bufinefs 
to defend us againft the Robbers, who might fee upon us in the high-way. Two 
Leagues and a haifthence is the Village of Ammenojgii ; and at three and a half 
. further, chat of fyWw.whenee we came to the little City of Nariad, which fome 
call Ntrtaud, nine Leagues from Brodra. Itshoufes are handfome enough, and 
there are made in it Cottons and Indico, but not fuch abundance thereof as there 
is in the places before mentioned. 

Oftobtr 11. we came to Mamadehath. This little City is within five League? 
Of JSTartad, upon a pretty, large river which is very full of Filh, It Is a handfotne 
pie a fane place, and was built by two brothers, who have made a very eonfiderable 
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Caflle oh ciie North-tide of the City. The Inhabitants of it are Bcnjans, and they 
make there great quantities of Cotton thread, wherewith they drive a 
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Otteber 12. We travel Pd five Leagues, and having pafs*d by Cams, Batata, and 
JJfempour, Where there is a very fair Caravanfer «, or,as they call ic in/«<£;*, a Sary 
for the lodging of the Capias o: Caraviwnes, we gor the fame day very'lately to 
Amadabath. To Amadabsc. 

The two Merchants and my felf went before, and we took along with us the 
Wagon that carried the provifions. Within half a League of the City, weentred 
into one of thofe Gardens, in which per ions of quality are wont to have their Se¬ 
pulchres, and Haying there-for the coming up ot the Caravan, we Cent to the prin¬ 
cipal Merchant who managed the Commerce in thofe parts, to acquaint him with 
our arrival. His name was Benjamin Roberts, and he had no [boner hoard the 
news, but he took his Coach and came to receive me. His Coach made after 
the Indian fafhion, was gilt all over, covered with feveral pieces of rich Perjian 
TapiLiry, and drawn by two white. Oxen, which exprefs'd !as much metal" as we We Indian 
could have expe&edfrom the beft horfts in Germany. * There was alfo led by the §***• * W** 1 ' 
Coach a very [lately Per ft an horfe, theharnefs whereof was covered with plates 
of [liver. He cook a Collation with us of the little fack and Englifk Beer we had many.' 
left, after which he took ine into the Coach with him, and brought me to the 
City, ordering the Merchants to ftay in the Garden till the Caravame were 
come up. 

The Eng/iJbHoufeo: Lodge is in the middle of the City, well built, and hath 
many fair and convenient apartments, with fpacious Courts for the difpofal of 
Merchandises.. Mi tier Roberts brought ms firft into his own Ghagiber, which 
look’d into a little flower-garden, in which there was a Fountain. The floor was 
cover'd with Tapiflry, and the pillars which fuftun’d the flru&ure were fee out with 
fi Ik fluffesoffever.it colours, and a hove, a great white caflel accordingEo die cu- 
flome of the great ones of the Country. We had a Collation ; after which, 
he fliew’d me the who e home, and brought me into a very fair chamber, with a 
Urge clofee in it, which he had defign’J for my Lodging. We fup’d in a great Hall, 
whither the Dutch Deputy came after fupper to' fee us, with fomc of his Merch¬ 
ants, with whom I had had occafion to be acquainted at Snratta, Afte :1 ; he was 
gone, the whole company conduced me to my chamber, where my hofl kept me 
company till after midnight. And that there might not be ought wanting in my 
emercaiiynen. ( which in anfwer to the recommendatory Letters. I had brought 
from the Pretident, he would needs have in all things extraordinary) he fent for 
iix wo nen dancers, the handfomeft could be found in the C ; ty, and told me, that 
if I liked any thing in them befides their tinging and a&ivky, 1 needed onely to 
expreffe my defires, and be confident, they would give me all the fatisfaftion and 
divsrtifement which thofe of their fex are able either to give or cake.- I thanked 
him for his civility ; but befides that I had had feme touches of my difeafe by the 
way, I made Come fcruple to meddle in that kind with a ‘Pagan. 

They admir’d my cloaths, but above all chat lock of rrry hair that hung down 
over my [houlders ; and could hardly be induced to believe I was what I re¬ 
ally am. .7 

Having ftaid two dayes at Amadabath, my noble entertainer cook me along 
with him in a Coach, followed by two otbers.and fliewed me feme part of the 
City. • . 

He firfl brought me to the great Market-place called Meydan-Schaeh, or the ThtHMi&ti ' 
Kings market, which is at leafl ideo.fooc long, and half as many brorad, and 
be fee ali abou t with rowes of Palm-trees, and Dare-trees,^ttitermk'd with Cir rein- 
trees & Orange-trees, whereof there are very many in the feveral ttreets : which 
is not onely very pfeafant to the fight, by the delightful profpe# it affords, but 
alfo makes the walking among them more convenient,by teafon of the coolnefTe.

1 6 3 8. Beiides this Meyja/iy there are in the City lour Bafars, or publick places, where 
are foid all kinds of Merchandifes. 

r&e Caftk. _ Tfee fame day, I few alfo the Cattle, which is very large, and built of Free-rtohe, 
infomuch that it is one of the mott confide-able in the Kingdome. Not far from 
rhe c Mejdsn, we went into a houfe built of brick, which they call the King’s Pa¬ 
lace. Over the Gate, there was a kind of -curtain or ftage, for the Muiick confut¬ 
ing of Violins, Haw-boyes and Bagpipes, which jpiay there in the morning, ac 
noon, in the evening, and at midnight, as they do in *P«rft*y and all other piac.s, 
where the Prince profeffes the Mdmmetan Religion. All the apartments of the 
houfe were fumptuoui, gilt, and adorn’d with painting, according to the mode of 
the Country; but more to their iatisfadion, who ate pleas'd with diver/ity of 
Colours, then theirs, who look for invention, and (land upon tue exaftnelle of 
proportions. 

Then we went out of the City, to fee the walls of ir, which are very fair, having 
twelve Gates, and many great Towers, with a Ditch iixteen fathom broad,but in 
many places it is ruin’d,and without water. 

A Mofcuev cf return’d into the City, to fee the principal Mofyttey of the Benjaxs., which 
tbeBenjiiii. * without difpute is one of the nobleft Sttuftures that can be feen. It was then new, 
for the Founder, who was a rich Be»jm Merchant, named Smidts, was living in 
my time. The Jtfofquey (lands in the middle of a great Court, which is enclos'd 
with a high-wall ot Free-(lone, all about which there is a Gallery, much after the 
manner of our Cloy tiers in Monafteries, having alfo its Seats or Cells, and in 
every Cell a Marble ttacue, white or black, reprelenting a woman naked, fitting, 
and having her legs lying crofs under her, according to the mode of the Coun- 
trey. There were fome had three Statues, ro wir, a great one, berween two lit¬ 
tle ones; 

Ac the entrance into the Mofqttejr t there are two Elephants of black marble 
done to the life, and upon one of them the Effigies of the Founder. The whole 
Mof(jnef\s vaulted, and the walls adorn'd with leveral Figures ot men and other 
living creatures, There was not any thing within the Mtfqatj, fave thar ac the 
further end of the Srrufture there were three Chappels or obicure places, divided 
one from the ocher by wooden rails, wherein might be feen ttatues of Marb’e, ike 
thofe we had feen in the Cells, with this difference onely, that there was a lighted 
Lamp before that which floodinthe middle. We faw there alfo one of their Prietts, 
who was then butte in receiving from the hands of fuch as came thither to doe 
their D-vouons, flowers wherewith he adorn'd his images; as alfo oyj for the 
Lamps which hung before the rails, and wheat and fait for the Sacrifice, while he 
■ fet the flowers about the Statues. His mouth and nofe were covered with a linen 
cloath, lett the impurity of his breath fhould profane the Myflry, and coming ever 
and anon neer the Lamp, he mutter’d over certain Prayers, and rub’d his hands 
up and down in the flame thereof, as if he had wafli’d them in the fmoak,and fome- 
timesttroak’d his face with them. This was a kind of Purification, done our of 
perfwafion which thefe people have, ..that fire having a far greater power of puri¬ 
fying then water, theymay after this Ceremony, Tift up clean ana pure hands ro 
God. But he continu’d this foolery fo long, that we had not the patience to fee- 
the end of it; fo that we left him in the midft thereof, to goe ana fee the Sepul¬ 
chres, which arc the mofl remarkable rarities of the City, whereof we (hall here 
give a fhort debeription. 

Aaiadabath Amadabathy the Metropolis of all Gmurattafat at . degrees, 32. minutes on 

tfiriki. this fide the line, * 8. Leagues from Cambay a, and 4^. from Suratta , upon a fmall 
river, which not fir thence falls into the Indm. It is a very great and populous 
City, comprehending with its Suburbs, and the Villages adjacent thereto, which 
are part of it, near feven Leagues in eompafs. The flreetsof it are very broad, 
and both publick and private bnildings very magnificent,efpecially the Mofyatyes, 
and the Goveinour’s houfe of the Province, There is a Guard kept there day and

night, and the G v.ru on is very considerable, by reafon of the k Badures, a fort of 16'}$• 

people diftant thence but 25. Leagues, who acknowledge not the Mogul for their -- 

Soveraign, and make perpetual ucurlions upon his Subje&s. There is not in z 

manner any Nation, nor any Merchandifes in all which may not be had at 

Amadabath, where particularly there are made abundance of Silks and Cotton 

fluffs. ’Tis true,they feldom ufe any Silk in that Country, nyjch lefs any out of 

Per ft a, becaufe it is fomvyhat coo courfe and too dear; but they ordinarily make 

ufe of that of China, which is very fine, mingling it wich that of Bengala, which 

is not quite fo fine, but much beyond that of Perjia ,and much cheaper. T hey alio --** .il 

make there great quantities of,Gold and Silver Brocadoes , but they put too much 

chin lace into them, fo that in goodnefs and fubftance they come not near chofe 

of Perfta, though fome of them amount in the Country to eighteen Crowns, the 

Piece. 

At the time of my being there, they hid begun to make a new kind of Scuff of 
Silk and Cotton with flowers of Gold, which was very much eiteem’d and fold at „ 

five Crowns the Ell; but the Inhabitants were forbidden the wearing of it, upon 
thisaccompt, chat the King referv*d the wearing of it for his own, yet not lb 
ftri&Iy, but that he permitted Foreigners to buy of it, to be tranfpoiced out of 
the Kingdom. 

They make there alfo all forts of Sattinsand Velvets of all forts of colours; Tbt principal 
Taffata, Sattinsfor linings of both Thread and Silk, Alcatifts or Carpets, the Cmmoiitite 
ground Gold, Silk or Yarn, but nor fogood as thofe of Perfia , and all forts of 
Cottons. The other commodities to be commonly had there, are Sugar Cindy’d 
or in Powder, Cummin, Honey, Licque, OpiurLjBorax,'Ginger, dry and preferv’d 
MyrobaUns or Indian P/unimes, and all other forts of Preferves, Salt- Pete r, Sal 
armoniac , andIndico,which the Inhabitants ca.I tsfnil, and which growes rhete in 
great abundance. There are alfo Diamonds to be fold there, but in regard they 
are brought from Vijiaponr, they may be had cheaper elfewhere. 

There is alfo to be had fome Amber-grieze, and Musk, though the Countrey MtAt ml Am 
affords not any; for the bell Ambergriezc comes from Pegu % and Bengla , from her-grieve. 
UVofdmbique and Capo vert e } and is io\AziAmadabath, at 40. Mamottdis, or 8, 
crowns the ounce.Some are of opinion chat Amber is tbe feed of the Whale, hard- 
ned or congeal’d, by cold in the Sea: but if this were fo, there would be plenty 
of it found in the North, where men look after this Fifh meerly to get out of it a 
certainliquour, which is as flinking and infeftious ascbefmell of the Amber is 
fweet and pleal'ant. Nor can 1 approve of their opinion, who believe there are 
within the earth certain vems or fources of Amber, as there are of Nefce, or cer¬ 
tain Mines,as thofe of Brimfloneffmce there is none to be found but towards the 
Sea, wherein it growes as Mufhromes doe upon the earth, and is faflned to the 
bottom,till fuch time as the Sea berg tolled up and down by the winds calls it co¬ 
wards the Ihore, Peter de la Brouekj, a Hollander , who made a Voyage to nAn- 
gola. Gain), and the Indies, in the years 1605. and i<5cd. fayes in his Relation, A piece of Am 
that in his time, there was found at Cabo verde , at the mouth ofthe river Gamhi, 
a piece of Amber-grieze, which weigh’d eighty pounds, whereof he bought*"^ * 
fome part. 

As for Musk, all are joyndy of opinion, that it comes of an Impoflhutne or H*bf' 
fwelling, which rifes about the navil of a certain Animal, which fome affirm to be 
about the bignefs of a Fox, and others fay, is like a Roe-buck. Whether then ic 
be that this rifing of the flefh about that part happens every year, when thole 
creaturesgocorut, and that as they tumbe up and down thegraffe it breaks, ot ' 

that it is cut off when they are taken, certain it is that it comes from a living crea¬ 
ture, which fome Authors call Gaz,e/a; hot the Inhabitants of Pegu g lVe 1C ? no “ 
rber name which I could not learn, and which is not to be found in the Relations, 
or natural Hifiories of the Ezt\, Indies, 

Michael Bejen, a Jefuite, who fome three years fince princed, at Vienna, _a 
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i 6 38. Treatife which he calls L * T/ere chinoife, fayes, that the right Musk is made of the" 
~ kidneyes aDd ceflicles of rhac Animal v. hich he calls Hiam, but that the China - 
Merchants, who adulterate tnoft of their Merchandifes, put among it tome of the 
fiefti and blood of the fakt Animal, and fo make up a kind of composition, where¬ 
with they fill the little purfes made of the skin of rhe fame bead, which the Por¬ 
tuguese call Papas, and endeavour to make them pafs for the right cods. How- 
ere this may holdi certain it is, that this excellent fcenr proceeds from a beaft,and 
chat it may be called the foul of allPerfume. But there is not any thing fo conft- 

derahle as the convenience which this place affords for matter of exchange, the 

Benjans having their correfpondents in all parts ofAfia, even at Cenfiaxtinople • 
and this is fo much the more to rhe advantage of the Merchant the more he hands 
in feat of the JL&sboms and other Robbers, who make travelling very dangerous 
noc with Handing all the expence the Mogul is ar, to maintain a great number of 
Souldiers, who are particularly kept for the fafecy of the high-wayes. 

Mercbtndtfes There is nothing paid here either at the exportation or importation of Merch- 
ercujiimeit* aadifcs, fave that the (jow.evalp or Kings Lieucenan r , hath given him by way of 

Amadabat. prefent, about 1 y. pence for every wagon; and it is lawful for all Forreigncrs to 

buy and fell, and trade in all forts of Merchandifes, rhofe onely excepted which are 
prohibited, as Gun-powder, Lead and Salt-Peter, which may not he tranfporred 
. . wirhout the Governor's permiffion; but that it is no hard matter to obtain, 

making but a il:nder acknowledgement of his favour therein. 
its'jwifdiSm The Ciry of Amadabat comprehends within its territory twenty five great 
mi revenue. Towns, and two thoufand nine hundred ninety and eight Villages, fo as that the 
revenue chereof amounts to above fix millions of Crownes, whereof rhe Gover¬ 
nor hath the dilboial, and therewith maintains rhe Souldiers, whom he is oblig’d 
to keep for the Kings fervice, efpecially againlf Robbers upon the frgh*wayes - 
chough many times he prorefts rhem, and divides the booty with them. The Cou- 
teval , who is as it were the Kings Lieutenant, commands under the Salt ban , and 
manages the political Government, nay meddles alfo wirhthe adminiHration of 
Juflice joyntly with the Kafi or ordinary Judge. The Mogul hath there alfo fe- 
veral other Officers who are as it were, Controllers and Superiors of thofe we 
tail named, 

The Sepulchre The dayes following I fpent in feeing the Sepulchres which are about the City, 
*fdKafi, and among others particularly that which is in the Village of Zirkees , about a 
League and a half from Amadabat. ’Tis the work of a King of Guz.uratta built 
by him to the memory of a Kafi, who had been his preceptor, and is grown very 
famous upon the accompt of many pretended Miracles, done by him after his 
death. The whole Scru&ure, wherein there are four hundred and fourty great 
pillars, thirty foot high, is of Marble, as alfo the floor of it, andfervesfor a Se- 
puU hre co three other Kings,who would needs be buried there with their Families. 
Ac the entrance of ch : s fumptuons Monument, there is a large Tanks qt Cefiern, 
full of water,and enclos’d with a wall ,w hich hath feveral windows all about it. The 
Mahometans of thofe parts go on Pilgrimage thither; and in this Village of Zir~ 
kees is made the befi Indico in all the Country. About a League thence, there is 
a fpadous Garden, with a fair Houfe within it, which the Mogul, Chou Cbimamv 
built,in memory of a Victory gained by him in that place over Suit ban Mahomed 
SfgfC4«*UH Ring of CwtjwwrrrfjUpon which he united that kingdom to his Crown, 
as we fhiU exprefs hereafter. 

Thtsepuichrt About a League and a half from the City, we were fhewn a Sepulchre, which 
e f ln ijese&u -1 hey call Betti Chutt, that is to fay, thy daughters flame difeoverd. There lies 
m Father. intend ia it a deb Merchant, a Moore, named Ha jam Majrn , who falling in love 
with his own daughter, and defirous to fhew fome pretence for bis in cell, went co 
an fecdefiafiical Judge,ar.dto'd him in general terms ; That he had in his r youth, 
taken the pleafure to plant a Garden, and to drefs and order it with great care, fo 
that now it brought forth Cuch excellent fruits, that his neighbours were extreamly • 

defirous 
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that he could no; yet be perfwaied ! o part therewith, and chit it was hisdefi^n -'—— 

to make ufe of them himfelf, it the J tdge woud grant him in writing a Licence to 
do it. The Kitfii who was no: able to dive into the wicked intentions of this un- 
forcu iate man, made Anfwer, th it there was no difficulty in all this,' and fo im¬ 
mediately declar’d as much in writing: Ha]am (hewed it his Daughter, and find¬ 
ing neverthelels, chat neither his own Authority, nor the general permilfion of 
the Judge, would make her confent to his brutal enjoyments, he ravifhed her.- 
She comp!ain’d to her Mother, who made fo much noife about ir, that the King 
OWahmet Begermt coming to hear thereof, ordered him to lofe his head. 

Not far from Amadabat begin to appear the dreadful Mountains of Marvaj The meumins 
which retch above 70. Leagues towards Agra, and above a hundred towards ef Msro. 
Ottjen , and are fo inacceffible, that the C.iftle of Gurchitto, (where lives Ram 
one of the principal Radios of thofe parts,) is accounted impregnable, in fo much 
that the Kings of and the Mogul himfelf found much adoe to reduce it. Where tin 

The Indians, who are Pagans, have hill a great Veneration for that Prince/who no . r 
they lay, was fo powerful, as that he could in afhort time bring, 120000. horfe Maifj* - 
into the Field. ^ 

In the Mountain which lies between Amadabat and Trappe, there lives another 
JZadiA, who is not fubjeft to the illegal, by reafon the woods and deferts fecure 
him a gain ft that Prince, who with all his power is noc able to force him out of the 
places he is poffcis’d of, no more then he is the Radia of lder, who is his vaffal, 
but many times refufes to obey his Orders. 

One of the no hi eft Gardens about the City is that of Schack-bag, in that part of Scbach-bag $ 
the Suburbs which is called Begampjur. It is the Kings Garden, very fpaclous, en- Garden. 
,compafs*d with a high wail,and hath within ic a very fairhoufe, the Ditches where¬ 
of are full of water, and the appartements richly furnifh’d. I went thence along a 
ftone.bridge, which is four hundred paces in lengrh to anoth.-r Garden, called 
JHiccimbag, that is to fay,the Jewel,and they fay ic was planted by a beautiful and 
rich young Lady. The Garden is not very great no more then the houfe within it j 
but bo.h very advantagiouily feaced in a place high enough to difeover all the ad¬ 
jacent Champion, and upon the avenues of the Bridge, to make the nobleft pro- 
fpeft that ever I law. The rain which falls in the Winter time fupplyes a great 
Fifh-pond or Pool in the middle of the Garden; but in Summer they make ufeof 
certain Engines, wherewith mmy Oxen put together draw up the water out of 
Wells, which are fo deep, that they are never dry. A man can feldom go to this 
Garden,but he fliall find fome young women bathing themfelves * they wilt not 
permit the Indians (hotild fee them, but fuffered us to come in and fpeak to them. 

There are lo many other Gardens about Amadabat, and the whole City is fo 
full of trees, that a man may fay, it makes all but one Garden ; for as he comes to 
the City, he fees fuch abundance of them,chat he may well think he is going into a 
Forreft. Among other things I cook particular notice of the High-way, which they 
ci\\ Bafcbaban, and leads to a Village fix Leagues diftant from the City. It is fo 
firaighr, that it fhould leem they cook a great pleafure in planting the trees about 
it, when of there is a double row on both fides upon a ftnighcJine. They are (, 'ocos 
trees, which at all times refrefii Travellers with their (hade: but this roach comes 
nothing near chat which goes from Agra to Barampour, which makes but one An Ally ijiC 
continued Ally for a hundred and fifty Germane Leagues together. All chefe trees Usstestt^ 
lodge and feed an incredible number of Apes, among which “there are fome as big tbrr ' 
as Grey-hounds,and firong enough to fee upon a man; but they never do it unlefs 
they beangred They are moll of them Ofagreen/fh brown coloured their beards 
and eyebrows long and white.They multiply exrreamlyiby reafon the Benjans,\vho 
are much more numerous in thofe partsthen the Mahometans, believe the Metem- 
pfyehofis, , or tranfmig ration of fouls, and permit not the killing of beatts, and thefe 
much iefs then any other, becaufe they have fome refemblance of man, and are per- 
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i 0 3 8. fwaded thjc the merrier and beft humour'd fouls after their departure our of the 
body, retire into thefe creatures; whence it comes that the City is full of them. 
They come into peoples houfes at anytime with all the freedom imaginable, and 
in fo great numbers, that thofe who fell Fruits and Preferves have much adoe to 
keep them from their houfes, and to fecure tiieir ware. I Remember one. day I coun¬ 
ted above fifty at the Exgtijh houfe at the fame time, which fell a playing and 
putting chemfelves into feveral poftures, as if they had been fent thither purpofcly 
to make mefport. lone day chanc’d to caff fome Dates and Almonds among two 
or three Apes that came in,which they liked fo well, that they waited every morn¬ 
ing at my Chamber doore for their Breakfait, and became *at laft fo familiar, that 
they would take Fruit or bread, or any thing elfe out of my hand. I would 
fomtimes catch one of them by the Foor,fo to oblige the others to fnarle ac me, 
and as it were to demand their Companion , which I did till fuch time as I 
faw them make ready to fet upon me, fib to force him out of my hinds. 
ttmu. The fame Trees maintain all fotts of wild Fowl, but eCpeciaily an infinite mim- 

.m yv.y ber of Parrots* whereof there are feveral kinds. The biggeft are called India* 
A 45 j ' ■ Crowes.- Some are all white, or of a Pearl-colour, having on their Crowns 
* tuft of Feathers of a Carnation red, and they are called Kahatm, from that 
word which in their Chattering they pronounce very diflin&ly, Thefe Birds are 
common all over the Indtes, where they make their nefts in Cities, under the 
Eaves of Houfes, asSwallowesdo in Europe. The leffer fort of them, which are 
the more valued for the beauty and diverfiry of their colours, their Feathers be¬ 
ing chequer’d between a lively Carnation and a bright Green, bnild their Nefts 
in the Woods, and fallen them to the tops of the branches, fo as that they hang 
in the Aire, by which means they prefer ve their young ones from the Serpents 
that would devour them. They build their Nefts with Hay or Stubble, and ma¬ 
ny times they fallen two together, {with a covering above, and another beneath. 
Thefe Birds are a great annoyance to the Fruits, and doe much mifehief m the 
Rice, becaufe none kill them, nay, the Behais are fo fuperllitious as not to hin¬ 
der them from eatiog; which freedoms they alfo give the wild Ducks, Herons and 
Ctrmmntj, Cormorants, whereoF there are abundance about the River. In the precedent 
Travels of ibe Embaftidours into Mufco'vjznd Perjtay there is feme mention of 
thefe Birds, upon occafion of thofe which we faw upon the River Wolga ; We 
fhallonely addehere, that it is the famekinde of Fowl, that the Natural Hi- 
Rories call Owcrdtab#, from the noife it makes in the Water, when it puts its 
Beake into it, imitating in fome fort the braying of an Me. It bach the fub- 
rilty to fwallow down Mufcles,and keep them in the ftomack, till the heat thereof 
hath opened the fhell, and then caft them up again to take out the Fifh, 
twl and ft- There is nokinde of wild*Fowl nor Venifon, which may nor be had in thefe 
*>/«*■ Forrefts, but efpedally, Fallow-Deer, Roebucks, Ahus, or wild Affes, wild 
Boars and Hares. 

Tmcrtmtr. They have alfo (lore of tame creatures, as Baffles, Oxen, Cowes, and Sheep .* 
and the River is fo well furnifhed with all forts of Fifh, that it may be ctmfidenr- 
ly affirmed, there is no place in the world where a man might live more deli- 
cioufly. 

Ho vine in They want nothing but Wine ; but to fupply their want of that, They have 
Guzurattt. Terri, taken out of the Coe w-trees, which drinks asdelicioufly as Wine. They 
have the moft excellent water in the world; and out of Rice, Sugar and Dates, 
th e y extiaft their Arok. which is a kind of Aq»avlt*,xmc\\ ftronger and more plea- 
fant then that which is made in Europe. 

Hurtful er«. 2? s t as the Kingdome of Gunurntta is furnifh’dWich creatures beneficial to 
***** man, as lo carriage or ocherwife, fo are there alfo fome which he muft have a are 
... of. There is no River, but is pefter’d with abundance of Crocodiles, called by rbe 
stiswiti, Inhabitants Cajw^which do much mifehief, as well as in the water, as upon the 
land among the cattle, niy fometimes among men, whom they frrprile when 
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they go a brimming, or when they go in boats near the fhore;|chis cream re-being 
fo nimble, thata mm hath much ado to efcape by running,* hough it were ho hard 
matter for him, by frequent turnings and windings to avoid his purfuit: for the 
Crocodile having no Vertebra or joyncs either in his neck or back, he cannot t urn 
himfelf,and thence it comes that moil commorffy he rather fur prills men then pur- 
fues them.He commonly lurks in the high grafs on the river fide, to catch at thole 
who come for water; and the Be»ja»s, who believe that the fouls of thofe; who are 
thus devour'd by tfiefe creatures, are immediatly admitted into Paradife, cake no CrmdUu ja 
courftodeflroy them.It is very certain that in the ditches of the city of Pegu there f m ien & 
were Crocodiles above thirty foot in length, and fed fo much upon mans ftefti, 
that no daypafs’d, but they devour’d fome or other , and yet the Be»ja»s 
took no courfe in the world to prevent it and deftroy them. But the King hiving 
caufed one to be more particularly obferved which did more mifchief alone then f c * ccoiile 
all the reft, had it caken and kil.’d. There was one had fwallow'd do vn a woman 
with all her cloaths about her. They cover their egs, having laid to the number her deaths. 
of a8. or 50. with fand, about the change of the Moon, and fo leave them till the 
Wane, by which time they are hatch’d; when they uncover them, they kill a great Hm they Uy 
many of the young ones, which hinders them from multiplying, as they would do *bdrEgs. 
otherwise to infinity. his Natural Hiftory , faith, that near Panama, in 

the Ea ft.-Indies, there were found CrocodUes above a hundred foot long. 

But we fliall not here make a digreflion into natural Hiftory, and ingenuoufly 

acknowledge, that thole we faw were about twelve or fifteen foot long. Gmoitki i ®<5 

The skin or rather fcale.s of their back is harder then Armour musket*proof; i 001 lon & m 

fo that to dellroy them, a man mutt goon one fide of them, and run them into the 

belly. The Inhabitants of the country affirm, char this creature is of its own nature 

cowardly, and that it avoids rhofe who fiand to it, and hath courage onely when it 

ha’s to do with thofe chat h ive not any, and run away from it. ■ 

Another quality which this Country hath hoc, common with all places,is, that it serpents, 
produces abundance of Snakes and Serpents, which are here very dangerous, and 
among the rdi thofe, which from a Greek word are called Amphisbcnes, and have 
two heads. I mult confefs I never faw any of them, and evpedt not that upon my 
cellimony any fhould condemn the opinion of thole, who with much probability 
affirm, that Nature produces no Creature with two heads, Unlefs fhe intend to 
make fport, and frame a Monlter; and that their errour who [peak of the Am- 
fhlsbtne proceeds onely hence, chat they have feen Serpents, which contrary to 
the ordinary form of ail reptiles, are as big cowards the tail as towards the head. 

We might alio very well elteem thofe Lbmewhat ridiculoufly conceited, who 
would have people believe, that thele heads command and obey alternately by 
years, if thofe of the Country did not affirm as much, and if Nierembergues, in his 
natural Hifiory, write, that an inhabitant of Afadr td,named Cortuvillu, had afltuM 
hinuhat he had feen it: but he doth not himielf believe what he addes to that 
Story; to wit, that this creature hath under one of its tong*ue$ rhe remedy again!* 
the poyfon, which the other had calf. 

The woods are.full of Lyons, Leopards, Tigers and Elephants; whereof we 
fliall have occafiomo fpeak ellewhere. ,v. 

But there is no creature more common itnhefe parts, as alfoall over the Indies, Bitts as ^ u 
then the Batts, which are as big as Crows with us, nay there are fome about the envois. 
bigneis of our Hens. They are fo great an annoyance to Gardens, that people are 
oblig’d to watch them, for rhe prefemtion of the Fruits. 

The City of Amadabat maintains for the Mogul* s fervice, out of its own Reve- A®”*?” 
nue^twelve thqufand horfe, and fifty Elephants,under the command of a \ Chau, 
or Govemour, who hath the quality nlRadl^Kaja or Jbvgi, that is to fay,l nnce. 

He who commanded there in my time, was called Areb-cba», and about do. years ^ 
of age. I was credibly inform’d that he was worth in mony and houfhold*ftufre,ten wtoltb./ - 
$r«H t or Curroas %gp 'm, which amount to fifty millions of Crowns, th sCroa he- 
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i 6 3 8- mg accounted ac a hundred Lake %ppias, each whereof is worth fifty thousand 

Crowns'. It was not long before, thac his daughter, one of the greatefi beauties 
in the Co untry,had been married to the Mogul’s fecond foo.and the CW )W hen fhe 
went to the Courr, had fent her attended by twenty Elephants, a thoufand horfe. 
His Court, and fix thoufand Waggons, loadenVith the richeii ituffs, and whatever elfewas 

rare in the Country. His Court confided of above joo, per ions, 400. whereof 
were his flaves, who ferv’d him in his affairs, and were all dieted in th ? houfe. I 
His Expend, h a ve it from good hands, thac his expence in houfe-keeping amounted to above 
five rhonfand Crowns a month, not comprehending in that accompr, that of his 
tables, where he kept five hundred Horfe and fifty Elephants. The moil eminent 
perrons of his retinue were very magnificently clad, chough as to his own perfon, 
he was no hi ng curious, and was content commonly with a garment of Cotton, as 
are the ocher lndoflhans y unlefs it were when he went abroad into the City, or 
cook a journey into the Country ,* for then he went in great date,fitting ordinarily 
in a rich Chair, let upon an Elephanr, cover'd with the richeft Tapiftry, or Alca- 
tifs of Ferfsut being attended by the Guard of 200. men, having many excellent 
Perfian hones leu, and caufing feveral Standards and Banners to be carried before 
him. 


Mandelttovi/iM O^lobtr 18. I went along with the Englljb Merchant to vifit the Govern our, 
*fa Gt 'i c T im whom we faind fitting in a Pavilion or Tent which look’d into his Garden. Having 
of, Amadabat. cau f ec j us to f lt do.vn by him, he asked the Merchant who I was: He cold him in 
the lndoflhan Language, thac I was a Gentleman of Germ#*}, whom a defire to 
fee forreign Countries, and to improve himfelf by Travel, had oblig’d to leave his 
own. That coming into Perfta x upon occafion of an Embaifie fent thither by the 
Prince my Mrfter, I cook a refo.ucion ro lee rhe/w^/er, as being the noblelt 
Country in che world; and being come to that Ciry, thac I hoped he would noc 
Tfairdifecurfe. take ic ill if I afpir’d to che honour of wayting upon him. The Governour made 
anfwer, I was very welcome, thac my relolution was noble and generous, and 
thar be pr.iy’d God to blefs and profper it. He thereupon asked me, whether du¬ 
ring my aboad in Perjia, I had learnt ought of the Language. I reply’d, that I had 
a greater inclination to the Turkjjh Language, and that I underllood ic fo far as 
to make a ftuftto exprefs my felt in it .The Governor, who was iPtrfusn born,wiadc 
anfwer; that it was true indeed, the Turl^fk Language was much more common¬ 
ly fpoken ia the Sehach’s Court then that of the Country, and thereupon as\ed 
me my age, and how long it wasfmce 1 left Germany. I told him 1 was 24, 
years of age, and that I had trave led three years. He reply’d, tbit he wondred 
very much my friends wou d iuffer me to travel fo young, and .asked me whether I 
had not chang'd my habit by the way ; whereto having made anfwer chat I had 
not, he told me, thac it was an extraordinary good fortune, chat I had era veil’d 
in thac equipage through fo many Cotmrri :$ t without meeting with feme unhap¬ 
py accident, and that the Dutch and Engllfh, ro prevent any fiich misfortune, 
clad thcinlelves according to the fafhion of the Country. 

_ After about an houres difeourfe, we would have riien and taken our leaves of 
him, bur rhe Governour intreared us roftay and dine with him. He caufedfome 
fruit to be brought, while his people were Lying rhe cl oath, which was of Cotton, 
laiduponalaige Carpet of red Tstrkje- leather. The dinner was verynobie, and 
ferv’d up and drcH according to che Perfian way, the meat being laid in dirties, all 
Porcehne, upon Rme of feveral colours, in r he lame manner as we hid feen at the 
Court 3t//p^a».PrefencIy after dinner we came away^ut as 1 was taking my leave 
of the Governour, he told me in the Turkjfh Language, Stunt dahe kttrlm, that is 
to fay, we (hall fee you again, giving me thereby to underhand, that he would 
be glad of tome further diicourfe with me. 

A femd vifit Accordingly w~ went thither again the 20. but I had clad my felf according to 
totbe Gover * the mode of the Country, upon the defign I had ro travel into Camfaja, which I 
kmt. could hardly do without changing habit, We found him in the fame apparrment 
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where we had leen him the time before. He was clad in a white Veltment,accord- 1 6 3 g. 
in° to the Indian mode, over which he had anoth ;r that was longer, of Brocadoe, 
rhe ground Carnation lined with white Satin, and above, a collar ot Sables, where* 
of the skins were fewed together, fo as that the tails hung down over the back. ' 

Affoon as he law us come in, he made us fit down by the Lords that were with 
him. He was about feme bufioefs* which hindred him for a while from difcourfing 
with us, yet could I not but obiervethat he waspleafed at my change of habits 
He difpacch’d feveral orders, and fometimes writ himlelf; yet did not his bufi- 
nefs take him up, fo as to hinder him from taking Tobacco, which he took after 
the fame manner as is elfewhere described in the precedent travels of the Embaffa- 
dours, th.’re Handing near him a Servant, who with one hand held the pipe to his 
mouth, and fet ft re to it with the other. He quitted that exercife to go and take 
a view of certain Troops of Horfe and companies of Foot, which wiredrawn up 
in the Court. He would fee their arms himfelf,' and caus'd them to fhooc at a 
mark, thereby to judge of their abilities, and to augment the pay of fuch as did 
well at the cott of the others, out of whofe pay there was fo much abated. So 
that feeing him thus employ’d, we would have taken our leaves, but he lent us 
Word that we fhotild dine with him, caufing in the mean time fome Fruit to be 
Lent us, whereof by his order we fent the beft part to our Lodging, 

Soon after he call’d for a little golden Cabinet enrich’d with precious Hones, 
and having taken out two drawers, out of one he took Ojfion or Opium , and out of 
the other Benglyt certain Drug or Powder made of the leaves and feed of Hemp, 
which they ufe to excite luxury. Having taken a fmatl fpoonful of each, he fent the, 

Cabinet to me,and told me that it could not orhenviie be, butthar,during my aboad 
at Jfpahan, I mufi needs have Jearnt the ufe of that Drug, and that I fhould find 
that as good as any J had feen in Per da. I told him, that I was no competent 
Judge of it, in regard I had not ufedit often; however I would then take of it 
for the Honour’s" lake of receiving it from his hands. I took of it, and the Eng¬ 
lish Merchant did the like, though neither of us had ever taken any before, nor did 

much like it then. _ > . , 

The Governour ask’d me where I had learnt the Turkjfo Language, and wnethet 
I had ever been at ^ottfiaatinople. I told him I never had neen there. hut had 
employ’d the little time of my aboad in the Provinces of Schirwan^nA at Isfahan, 
in learning that Language, which is as common there as that of the Country. He TheGwrmn 
told me that Schlrwan was his Country, and undemanding that 1 had been p«n- jLfiJJJJJJj 
cularly known to Schacb Stfi , had dined at his Table, and been a-huncmg with 
him,- he ask’d my judgement of the King of Per ft a, and w hat 1 thought _ worthy 
commendation or centre in that Prince; I made antwer, that he was a 1 nnce of a 
graceful Afpe& and Perfon,and one that had undemanding and courage enough lc f ButlQV(s mi 
be obey’d in his Kingdom. He ask’d me, whether he Hill reign’d as a 1 yranc, and tbe ^ ^ 
continu’d his former cruelties ? I anfwered, that Age having moderated rus youth- p K f^, 
ful extravagances; his government began to be alfo more modeme. 

But the Chan ceply’d, that SchacbSefi had aflum’d the Scepter with bloody 
hands, and that the beginning of his reign had coft the lives of an infinite num* 
ber of perfons, of all conditions and qualities: That .Cruelty was hereditary to his 
Family: Thatit defeended to him from 5 chach-Abas, his Grandfather,_ and teat 
there was little hope he could rid himfelf of a quality that was become in a man¬ 
ner natural to him, though he might haply diffemble it for a time : That that was 
the onely reafon for which Alj/mfrdm-Cbm, Governour of Candahar y had ® sen 
forc’d to caft himfelf into the proteftion of the c Mogul* and to deliver up 
his place to him ; as knowing his life was in danger, though he had never done 
ought againftthe fervice of his Prince, and that he was fent for to Court, co a g 
meat the number of thofe Lords whom that Tyrant had put to death '> I m m 
was content to believe, chat Schach Sefi was an underftanding P e ^ 01 lk DU J t j ^ 
even as to that, there was no more comparifoa between him and 
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i 6 3 S._ there was between the poverty of the one and the vaft wealth of the other, the 

Prince his Matter being able to maintain a war againft three Kings-of Eerjia.. 
Msndelflo’s I was loth to enter into any conteftation upon fo ucklifh afubjed,. and 1 rhere^ 
difcretitn, fore onely told him, that it was indeed trde, there was not any companion be¬ 
tween the Gold and the Silver, and wealth of Perfia> and what I had. already 
feen oft he Mogul's Kingdom; but that it < muff be withal confefs’d, that fcrfm 
had one thing which could not be hade I fe where, and was in effedl mefiimable, 
which was the great number of Ktflbachs with whofe a fli fiance the King of Per ft a 
might attempt the conqueft of ail ^/WWhich I Paid purpofely, knowing eh; Go¬ 
ve rnour was a Kifilb*cb y and that he could take no offence at fiich a difconrfe. Ac¬ 
cordingly he difcover’d his fatisfadion thereat, not onely in faying, chat be.mult 
grant it to be true, but alfo when rurning to one of the Lords, who was a Perfun, 
as well as himlelf, he faid to him, Walla bekjdde> jafehi *-damdnr> chajfa. adam- 
Ur fatter, that is to fay, I believe this young Gentleman hath courage, when he 
fpeaks fo well of thofe that have. 

By that time we had ended this difeourfe dinner was brought in. The Carver 
fare in the middle of the great VelTelswhetein the meat was brought up, and with 
a great lpoon rut of ir into little difhes, to beferv’d up to us. The Chan himfeif 
would needs alfo put in fome, to allure us of his being pleas’d with our company. 
The room was full of military Officers, whereof fonie flood with half-pikes m 
their bands, others fate about a Tank? or ceftern, which was in the room. 

Immediately after dinner we took leave, but the Governour told us that he 
intended to give us the divertifement of the Women-dancers of the Country, and 
chat we Ihould pais away the afternoon with him : bur fome bulinefs intervening 
he could not do it then, and therefore was forc’d to put it off to fome other time. 
But the earnefinefs l was in to profecuce my travels into fomba^o, together with 
the litrie fatisfadHon I found in the lewd and info'em Pofiures of thole Women, 
whereof I had feen but too much in Terfa , hindred me from making any accep¬ 
tance of his profers. 

The Governour of Amadabat was a judicious underftanding man, but tufty, and 
A CkitiSer of fo rigorous, that his Government inclin’d fomewhac to cruelty. It hapned one 
If iS T the two principal Direftors of the Englifb and ‘Dutch trade there,being 

1 invited by him to dinner; a young Gentleman that waited upon the former, 

comes into the Hall to attend upon his Matter. He had on a fhlh’d doublet,much 
after the fafhion which was worn about 30. years fince, which the Governour 
thought fo ridiculous, that he could not forbear laughing at it, and asks the Englifb 
Prefidenc, in what quality that flifh’d Gallant fe.Vd him, fiiftetbit according to 
his habit, he conceiv’d he kept him for his Fool. The P redden t made an fiver, not 
without Fome confufion, that he waited on him in his Chamber, and that he had 
opened his doublet in chat manner to make way for tb; Aire,' the better to avoid 
- the exteffive heats of the Counrry, which the Ettrepaaxs could nor well endure. 
Whereto the Governour reply’d, that that reafon gave fome fatisfaSion, buc 
What he mofi wondred at was, that the ChrifiUns who are a wife and underftand¬ 
ing people,had not y . t found out the way ro make their doublets of feveral flireds, 
rather then cut and mangle whole pieces of ftuffes to put themfelves into than 
mode. This jelling with the Englifo Merchant put him into fo good an humour, 
that he would needs devote the remainder of the day to fport and divertifement, 
and thereupon lent for tvyenry Women-dancers, who as toon as they were come 
into the room fella tinging and dancing, but with an A&ivity and exaft obferva* 
tion of the cadence much beyond that ©f ours dancers upon the ropes.They had litlc 
hoops or circles, throughwhich they leap*d as nimbly as if they had been fo many 
Apes, and made thoufands of Pofiures, according ro the feveral foundings of their 
Mufick, which confided of a Turn beck, or Timbrel), a Haw-boy, and feveral la¬ 
bours. Having danc’d near twohoures, die Governour would needs fend into 
the City for another band of dancers; but the fervams brought word that they 
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were fick and could not come. This excufe being not taken, he lent out the fame j $ ? 8* 

fervants with exp refs Order to bring thofe Profticutes away by force ; but they - - —- 

returning the fecond time with the fame excufe, he order’d they fhould be cud- 
gell’d, Upon that, they caftthemfelves at the Governout’s feet, and acknow¬ 
ledged that it was indeed true, they were not fick, but were at a certain place, 
where they got mony at a more delightful and caber fporc then dancing, and that 
they abfolucely deny’d to come, faying, they knew well enough the. Governour 
would not pay them. He laughc at it, but immediately commanded out a party of 
his Guard to bring them to him, and they were no fooner entred into the Hail 
ere he ordered their heads to be ftruck off. They begdtheir lives with horrid cries Histrudt^ 
and lamentations; but he would be obey’d, and caus’d the execution to be done in 
the room before all the Company, not one of the Lords then prefenc da ting to Ama " 

make the leaft interceffion for thofe wretches, who were eight in number. The 
ftrangers were ftartled at thehorrourof the fpeftacle and inhumanity of the 
Aft ion ; which the Governour taking notice of, fell a laughing, and ask’d them 
what they werefo much ftartled at / Affuie your felves Gentlemen, faid he, 
that if I fhould not take this coutfe, I fhould not be long Governour of At»a- 
dabat. For fhould I connive once at their difobedience, thefe Bete-Semh or 
Tons of whores, would play the Matters and drive me out of the City. ’Tis but pru¬ 
dence in me to prevent their contempt of my Authority, by fuch examples of 
feverityas thefe are# 

Ottaber ax. I left Amadabath, with a Coach and one faddle-nag, in the com¬ 
pany of a young Enghfb Merchant,who by order from the Prefident was to be my 
Fellow-Traveller. The %asbont*s make the way between Amadabath and Cant* 
bay a very dangerous, which made me take for my Convoy eight fooc-fouldiers 
arm’d with Pikes and Bucklers. This kind of Souldiers do alfo the office ofLac- 
queyes, running juft before thehorfes, and may be hired for a fmaII matter; for 
I gave them but eight Crowns for the whole journey, though I had them three 
dayes, in which time I travel I’d thirteen of the Country Leagues. 

All the English Merchants brought me half a League out of the City, where I 
faw a fumptuous Tomb, which they call Sala, I goc that day to the Garden of 
Tschictbag, made in memory of the place where theSukhan Mahomet Begeran, 
whom we fpoke of before,was defeated,and is without all comparifon the faireft of Tfchletba; 
any in the Indies : but it being dark ere I got thither, I fliall forbear the defer ip- u 
rion of it till my return that way, at which time I had the convenience of raking 
a particular view thereof. 

The 22. Having travell’d 7,Leagues,I came to the Village of SergH»tra } where I 
faw not any thing remarkable, but a great Tanks or Cittern wherein rainwater 
is kept all the year. ..... , 

The 23. After five Leagues travelling I came to’ Cambaya. I din d m fight of 
the City among certain rices, and in the mean time fent one of my foor-fould;- 
ers to a Brocker, that is to fay, one of thofe Btnjans whom the English and Dutch 
make ufe of as Interpreters, and who underftand their Language, together with 
the Pmagnt a, which they : learnt by means of the great Commerce that Nation 
hath had all over the Indies . He immediatly came in a Coach, and having brought 
me into the City, lodg’d me at a Mahometan Merchants, where I w as very 
well accommodated; which courfe I took, beeaufe the Englljh Faftor being ft 0111 
home, I madefome difficulty to lodge at the Englijh Houle. A fib on as I was got 
into the City, I defir’d theArad^r to fhevv me what Was mott worth the feeing 
there, , ^ 

The City o£ Cambaya liesi < 5 .Leagues from Broitfckia in a fandy place upon ^Gimtayt 
River fide, which makes there a great Bay, into which the River May, having part *q<nM * 
by the walls thereof, difemboguesitfelf, The Haven is incommodious, cnougn 
at.High-waterrhere be above feven fathom water; but at Low* water the bmps 
lye dry in die fand and mud that is at the bottom. The City is eneompafs-d by a 
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. very fair wail of free-lione, and hath twelve gates, very large houfes,. and (trait 
and broad fireets, moft whereof have gates which are fhut up in the night time. 
It is much greater then Surat, as being at leaft ten Leagues about. It hath three 
Bafars or Market-places, and four noble Tankes or CeHerns, able to find the In¬ 
habitants water all the year Jong. , 

The Inhabitants are* tor the moft par t Pagans, Benjans, or Rasbomts, where or 
feme apply themfelves to commerce, others ro a military f e. Their great eh 
tr affick is at Achlm , e Dia, Goa,Meca } and into Per fa, whither they carry a, l fort? 
of Sruffes of Silk and Cotton, and bring back ready money both gold and filver., 
to wit. Ducat St Ckiquins and Ryals ; asalfo Raynas, Dates and other Commo¬ 
dities of chofe parts. After a walk of two houres, my conduct or carried me out 
of the Ctty.and fhewed me i y. or it. pubfick Gardens, but among the refl, one, 
into which I went on that fide that was towards rhe Sea, by a pair of flairs of 
free-ftone of many Heps. It was enclos’d with a high Wall, and had in ic two or 
three fair Struftures, one whereof being over the gate, had many noble apparte- 
ments. In the midtl of the Garden there is a very high place, within which was the 
Sepulchre of the Mahumttan who had founded ic,and was there buried with al] his 
FamiJy.The Tomb was covered with Marble,and had feveral Arabian infrriptions: 
There is not any place in all ehofe parts that hath fo noble a profpeft as this* not 
only towards the Sea fide, bur alfo towards the Land, where a man hath the fight of 
the nobleft Champion Country in the world. This is fo pleafant a place, that the 
Mogul being one day at Cambay a, would needs rake up his lodging in the Gar¬ 
den,and caufed the Hones of the Sepulchre to be taken away, that his Tent might 
be pitch’d there. 

While I was taking a particular view of that Smiflure, came up to us two 
Mtiglijb Merchants, who obligingly reproach’d me with the flurre I put upon their 
Nation, in preferring rhe houfe of a Mahumetan before their Lodge, as if I had 
been but poorlyemercain’d at Saratta and other places where 1 had lodg'd amon" 
them. They proffered me their company to walk, andpromifed to carry me the 
nest morning to a place where an Indian widdow was to be burnt with her own 
confent, 

I went at night to my Lodging, whither the Brocker brought feveral Alca~ 
tift or pieces of Tapiftry, quilted Coverlets, Silk-fluffes, Cottons, Veffels, bandies 
for Knives, Seals, Bracelets, Rings and buttons of Agar, Cornelian and Jafper, 
of all forts of colours, which pleafed me very well; but not being in a condi¬ 
tion to fpare any mony, I oaely bought fome few trifles, to keep in favour with 
my Merchants. 

The next day, the English Merchants came to my lodging, whence we went 
together to the River fide, without the City, where this voluntary execution was 
to be done. The woman’s husband was a Rasbottte , and had been kill'd near Labor 
aoo.Leagues from Cambaya. Affoon as fhe had heard of his death, fhe would 
needs doe his Obfequies, by caufing her felf to be burnt alivejbut whereas the Mo. 
gul and his Officers are Mahometans, who endeavour by degrees to abolifh this 
heathenifh and barbarous cuftome,the Govcrnour had a long time oppos’d her de- 
fires, under pretence that the news of her Husbands death being uncertain, he 
could not confent to the doing of an inhumane aftion, whereof there would af¬ 
terwards haply be eaufe to repent- The Govern ours defigo was to fee whe ther 
time would abate any thing of her palfion, and the earnettnefs fhe was in to follow 
her husband into the other world: but feeing (he was daily more and more inftant 
to doe it, he permitted her to comply with the Lawes of her own Religion. 

She was not above twentie years of age,yet we faw her come up to the place of 
her execution with fo much confidence,and a cheerfulnefs fo extraordinary to thofe 
who goto prefentand inevitable death,that I was much inclin’d to believe that flie 
had dull’d herfeateswich a dofe of Opium which is as commonly ufed inth t Indies 
*s in Perjta, 
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In the front of the Proceflion marched the Country Mufick,confifttag of H>w- A ? 0, 

boyes and Timbrels, Then follow’d a great many Maids and Women, tinging -——i— 
and dancing before the Widow, who was drellin her richeft cloaching, ancThad 
her fingers, her arms and legs loaden with Rings, Bracelets and Carkanecs. After 
her came a confuted company of Men, Women and Children, and lb concluded 
the Proceflion. She made a flop at the Funeral Pile, which had been purpofely 
ere&ed for the Ceremony. The woman had wafh’d her felf in the River, that Ibe 
might meet her husbind in a flate of Purity, in regard the body of the deceafed 
being not upon the place, fhe could not accompany it in its paffage into the ocher 
world. The pile was of the wood of Apncock-trees, among which they had put 
in fome Sanders and Cinnamon. Having look'd upon it with a certain corfrempt, 
fhe took leave of her kindred and friends, and difiributed among them the rin^s 
and bracelets fhe had about her. .1 was fomcbing near her on horfeback, with the 
rwo Englifh Merchants, and I think fhe perceiv’d in my countenance that I pitied 
•her, whence ic came that fhe cart me one of her bracelets, which I had the good 
hap to catch,and ftill keep, in remembrance of fo extraordinary an A & ion. ° 

Affoon as fhe was got upon the Pile, they fee fire to it, which fhe perceiving 
pour’d on her head a Veils! of perfum’d Oyle, which the fire immediately taking 
hold of, fhe was fmother’d in an inrtanr, fo as that fhe was not perceiv’d to make 
theleartwry face at it. Some that were prefent cart upon her feveral crufes of 
Oyle, which loon reduc’d the body to afhes, while the rert of the Affembly fill’d 
the Ay re with their cries and (hours, fuch as rourt needs have hindred thofe of the 
widow to be heard, if fhe had the time to make any in the fire, which had made 
a Hidden difpatch of her as if it had been lightning. The Afhes were caft into the 
River. 

I was told, that this barbarous Cufiome had been introduc’d among the Pagans urn the Cu~ 
of thofe parts upon this accompt, that Polygamy occafioning much hear-:- ftome amt up, 
burning among the women, arifing either from the little farisfadtion they could 
have from a man, who is oblig’d to divide his affe&ions, or the jeaiouiie which 
is unavoidable among Rivals of that Sex ; it bapned chat the women procur’d their 
husbands deaths; and ’twas found chat in one year, there had been four men buried 
for one women . fothat to oblige them to be careful of their husbands lives,it was 
ordered, that fuch as were defirous to he accompted honefi women fliould be in- 
gagM to accompany their husbands at their death, and to be burnt together with 
their bodies. Certain it is, that the Perfiaxs, and other neighbouring Nations, 
have ever hsdfo particular a veneration forthe fire, that it is not to be admir’d 
they fhould choofe rather to reduce their deceafed to afhes, then bury them, I 
fay, this Obligation of dying with their husbands was impofed onely on thofe wo¬ 
men who flood upon the reputation of honerty,yet fo as they were engag’d there¬ 
to onely by a principle of honour, there being not any punifhment to be inflifted 
on fuch as refilled to follow them in that dreadful journey, ocher then that they 
were not admitted into the company of perfons of quality, as being looked on 
as infamous women. They who are nor fo fcrupu'.ous, and fiand not fo much up¬ 
on the pundilio of Honour, and prefer their lives before their Reputation, do or¬ 
dinarily flrike in among the publick Dancers. 

The Geremony being over, I went to fee one of the chiefeft Merchants of the 
City, named Uklyrf*beg,to whom I had letters of recommendation from the Di- 
re&or of the Exg/ijb commerce at Ametdabat. He was nor at home, but I found 
him on the River fide looking on fome workmen he had about a Ship which was 
then a building. He receiv’d the letters with much civility, and having caufed 
me to fit do.vn by him, he enquired after my health, the fuccefs of my Travels, 
and thr Defign I was engaged in. He was a Mahometan, and fpoke to me at firft 
by the means of my Interpreter; but himg learnt from him, that I underftood 
the TttrkJJh Language, he would make no further ufe of the Bracker, and fpoke 
to me in that.I cold him that I had not met with any misfortune by the way, and 
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x p ; ,i. that I latended ro be gone the next morning, as ha Ting no further bufineffe 
chat might detain me at Cambaya, and that I had not flayed there that day, had it 
not been for the honour of feeing him, and delivering him the Letters directed to 
.... him. He made anfwer, that it very much troubled him, that the frmllrtay I in- 
eftn 'lKiofi. tenc ^ t0 ma ^ e at Cambay a, permitted him not to exprefs what he would doe for 
bin Mahumc- me » not onel y W on the accompt of the Letters I had brought him from his friend, 
nn, but alfo upon chat of my own meric. 

While we were engaged in thefe Complements, came up to us die Kings Lieu¬ 
tenant, who alighting faluted me with much civility. Having made the fame que- 
ftions co me as the Merchant had done before, and receiv’d the fame anfwer I had 
made the other, he told me, I fliotdd do him a great kindneffe, if I gave him a vi- 
fit at his own Lodgings, which I promifed to do. Myrfabeg told me,that he would 
come, and know of me, wherein he might fervejne, and fo 1 took leave of them 
both, with adeligncofpendthe remainder of the morning in walking about tbs 
City. As I role from dinner were brought in the prel'ems of Myrfabeg, which* 
were two Mm tons, twelve Capons and Pullets, a basket of Egs, a pannier of C<r 
, cosy a great bundle of Sugar-canes, and a very fair veffel of Agat. I requited his 
pains who conduced choie that brought in the prefent, with a imall acknowledge¬ 
ment and roid him, I would not fail coming to thank his Mailer. I thought co 
have done it the next morning,but he prevented me and fur priz'd me, giving order 
for iny departure. He told me, it would have troubled him much, 1 fhould have 
departed ere he bad taken leave of me. I thank’d him for the honour he did me, 
and the prefent s he had fent me, and increared him to acceptofa pocket-Piftoll, 
made at London, which was a very neat one, excudag my felf, that as to the con¬ 
dition I.was then in, it was impoffible for me to acknowledge, as I would defire, 
the kindnefs he had fhewn me. He made anfwer, char it was unhandfome to re¬ 
ceive prefents from a Granger, but that ic would be a greater incivility to refufc 
whaclprofer’dhim •, that he was far from deferving what I then made him, 
bur being bellow’d with fo much kindnefs and obligation, he could by no means 
forbear accepting of it. 

I give a particular account of this anfwer, chit the Reader may judge thereby, 
whether thofe perfons who are fo well furnilh’d with complements of this Nature, 
fhould be lookd on as Barbarians : and no boubt but he will be much more fur- 
priz’d, when I fhall tell him, that there is more civility to be found among the; 
Indiansy then there is among thofe who pretend to the foie poffellion of it, buc 
feldome accompany it with ers fincerity wh‘ch ever attends it in the Indies, where 
fuch as are friends, are fuch without any fhinefs or refervation, to thofe to who/n 
they have promifed friendlhip; as they are, on the other fide, irreconcilable 
enemies to fuch as have injur'd them. 

BttteUs. X intreated Myrfabeg co fit down, and caus’d to be prefenredto him a Box of 

Bentity according to the cuftome of the Countrey, where they never entertain 
any friend, buc there is of that Drug brought him, it being fo commonly ufed all 
over the Indies, as that bread cannot be more in Europe ; in fo much, that it may 
be truly faid, chat it is one of the raoft advantageous, and moft confide table things 
of any produced in the Indies. The Malabares call it Bettele, the Inhabitants of 
Guzuratta, Pam, and thofe of Malaca,Sir.Avicanna, an Arabian Phyiician calls 
it Tambtd. Its predominant qualities are hoc and dry, and ir is a Plant, whole 
leaves are like thofe of the Orange-tree, Cave that they are not quite fo broad, and 
when they ate in their full ripenefs, they are of a brownifli red colour. The 
fia'kof the-Plant is very .weak, whence it comes that it is fupponed by a flake, or 
fet neatfomeother tree, co which it clings and fpreads abouD the branches, as 
Ivy does. Ids commonly joyn’d to that tree which they call tAreca, upon this 
accompt, that the Indians never ufe t he leaves of Bet tele without the fruit of Art- 
ctu This P ant is very delicate and muft be cultivated-with much care and ten- 
dernefj,efpedally as to the watering of it ; for it mufl not have either too much 
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places, fuch as Me^umbique and Zojfala, nor yet in cold Countries; as for in--- - 

ll-mce, in the mote Northerly Provinces of China. It does not bring forth any fruit - 
in Guzuratta, but in Malacca it does, in form like a Lizards tail, and the Inhabi¬ 
tants eat of it, and think it not unpleafant. In ail other places it brings forth only 
leaves, w hich are fold in bundles by the doz:n, and they keep frelha long time 
Th z Indians eat ofehem at any time of the day, as alfo in the night, both men and 
women, infomuch that no perfon of any mean condition but fpends two or three 
dozen of leaves a day.But in regar d this Drug is of it felf very bitter, they put into 
every leaf an Areca- nur, the predominant qualities whereof are cold and dry. This 
is chat which nsfvtcenn* calls Paufel, and the Tree that bears it is not much lefs 
then chat of [he Cocos, which is commonly called the Indian Palm-tree. The 
Haske wherein the Fruit is enclofed, is fmooth on the our-fide, but with¬ 
in , rugged, and downy, as chat of the Cocos , and the Fruit it felfe is 
of the bignefs of a Wall-nut, but the kernell is no bigger then a Nut-meg , 
which it is not much unlike, not onely without, but alfo {as to the veines, 
which are to be feen when it is cut. They mingle with it fome of that lime which 
is made of the {hells of Mufcles, and fo chew them together to get out the juyee 
of it which they fwallow, and fpit out what remains in their mouths. They ufe ic 
at ary time of the day, bucefpecially after meals, as conceiving it promotes dige- 
ftion and prevents vomiting. Thofe Foreigners chat have liv’d any time in the In¬ 
dies accufiome themfelves thereto out of complyance, but above all the Portu- 
guez, women at Goa, who are perpetually employ’d about this Exercife, chewing 
this Drug; as Cowes and fuch ocher Cattle chewtheCud. It does indeed dif- 
colour the teeth, which by the frequent ufe of it become of a red colour ; “but that 
is'one of the beauries of the Indian Women. No corner of a Street f ut it may be 
bad ready prepar’d, fo that a man need not to be troubled about the quantity he is 
to make ufe of. Great Lords have it brought after them in Boxes of Lacque or 
Silver, and take of it as they goe along, the Streets, nay many times when they 
are about bufmefeof confcquence, and that in any place. They are alfo of a be¬ 
lief chat this Drug fortifies the natural! heat, and accordingly .account iconeof 
their delicacies;upon which accompt ic is that they abftain from it when they are in , 
affliftion, and particularly when the Mogulsznd Mohamet am celebrate their Falls. 

Mj/rfabtg having taken a little of it, cook leave of me,and I got into my Coach, 
intending to call on the King's Lieutenant at his own houfe, as I pafs’d by, in 
regard I was to go by his doore: but I met him in i he Street in his Coach, there 
being carried before him three Banners of Taftata, Red and Green, charg’d with 
flanes of Silver, affbon as he perceived me, he turn’d his Coach, and oblig'd me 
to goe along with him to his houfe. His houfe was feated in the moil delightfull 
quarter of the City, having two gates to enter in at, one whereof led into a fpa- 
cious Court, the other into a fair Garden, about the walls wh.reof rhere was one ■ 
continued Hrufture. He treated me with Bettele and Palmcvt'inz ; but having' 
time little enough to perform the journey I intended chat day, I /laid not with 
him above half an houre. He fent one of his Meniallfervanrs after me to give 
order to t he Officer of the Cuderae-houfe, and the 'Guards at the Gate, that I 
might pafs without paying ought. 

I came in the Evening to Sejgmtra, hut ic was fo late, that the Benjans, who Comes to $«: 
burn no candles for fear that Flies and fuch other Inlefts might be destroyed S"™* 
thereby,^ would not open their {hops to fell me any foirage for my beads. It is 
much different from whar is commonly ul'ed in Europe ; For the Country bring¬ 
ing forth no Oats, and very little Grafs, they accudome thefr beads to- another matbejk^ 
kind of fuflenince, and keep them with a certain Pafie which they make up of Su- swelling, 
gar and Meal, into which they fomerimes put a little butter. We were going to bttfs vitK 
break open one of their {hops, but ere vre had done any harm, one ofcbe£m- 
jans brought us fome forrage. 
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i 6 3 8,_ The next day before noon, we traveled five Leagues ro a great Village,where 
we baited our beafts, giving to each of the Oxen a pound and a half, and to the 
Tzjttbigh Horfes two pounds of Sugar, mixt with meal. Thence we got to the garden of 
Garden, Tz>ietb*gh, where we baited again. 

This Garden, which, no doubt,is the moil delightful 'of any in the Indies, is alfo 
the moll confiderable of any in the whole Country, nor onelyin regard of the 
Victory which the eJMogul garind inrhat place, over the Jail King of Gu^uratta, 
as we have mentioned before,and which gave it the name of T&ietbagh, that is to 
fay, the Garden of V'tttory ; but alfo in refpeft of its Magnificent /irmSures, 
and the noble Fruits which grow there in great abundance, It is feared in one of 
the moll pleafant places in the world, upon the fide of a great Pool, having on 
the fide toward the water fever a II Pa pillions,and on that towards Amadabat, a very- 
high wall. The fumpruoufnefs of rhe buildings fpeaks the great fpirit of the Prince 
that founded it, as doth alfo the Caravanfera adjoyning thereto. 

There are in the Garden many AlLys of Fruit-trees'; as Orenge, and Citron- 
trees of all forts, Pome-granate-rrees, Dace-trees,Almond- trees, Mulbery-trees, 
the trees which bear Tamarinds , tjltaugas, and (,'ocos t befides many other not 
known to us; and there was fuch abundance of them, and they were planted fo 
clofe, that we could walk about the Garden in the fhade, which was a great re- 
frelhing to us, The branches of all thefe trees were infinitely fior’d with Apes, 
which added not a little to the divertifement and fatisfadlion of our walk.We ttaid 
no longer in it then while our horfes were bayting, in regard we were refolv'd to 
get that day to Amadabat, whither we came atnighr. I was chat day on horfe- 
back, and by way of fport, would needs frighten the Apes, which plaid a thoufand 
tricks about us, infomuih tfilt we began to think them rroubJefome. I fhor two 
of them with my Pifioll, whereat Ehe reii were fo incenfed, that they feem’d to 
confpire together, as if they had a defign to fee upon us. Their cries and ditforted 
looks difeover’d how much they were inclin'd to do us fome mifehief, infomuch 
that about twenty of the biggefi of them followed us for above half a League; 
bur perceiving us ready to tumtowards them, they got among the Trees, and ac 
laft gave over their purfuit of us. 

Coming to tAmadabatb, 1 met with a Caffila, or Caravan, of about 200. 
Merchants, Englifb and Benjans , which was going to tAgra, the chief City of 
all the Mogul's Country. The Exglifb Prefidenc had ordered him who had the 
Conduft or the Caravan to take me along with him, .and the Direftor of the 
GtuflrAp* Commerce at sAmadabatb added thereto his particular recommendations ; fo 
' that thbfe Merchants received me into their company,and I went along wirh them 
thence on the aB. of Oftober. 

The weather and the way were very fair, but I met with fo few Villages^ that 
tbefirft I have any account to give of, was that of Paingat; and the fixth day 
Heiibath. after our departure from sAmadabath, we came to the City of Htribatb , which 
■ is fifty Leagues diftant from it* This City is not very big, and hath neither gates 
nor walls, as having been raifed by Temur leng, or Tambtrlane, as had been alio 
the Caftle, whereof the mines are yet to be leen upon a high Mountain, not far 
Damtigtt. from-the City. Between this City and that of Damtiges, which is diftant from 

that of Heribatb other fifty Leagues, we met a Caff la of Benjan Merchants, who 
told us ihey had been fet upon by 200. High-way-men, of the %as bents s, who 
had forced -them to raafome themfelvcs at a hundred Ropias, and that we fhould 
doe well to Hand upon our guard, inafmuch as ,the day before they had leen a 
hundred more of them, who having underftood from them what they had paid 
their camrades, had faid no more to them, and only rook away one of their Oxen j 
But that they were gone to joyn with the former,and that they would not fail to fet 
upon us. We made our advantage of this Intelligence, and caufed our Waggons 
to be faflned together, and the Sou! diets that guarded them werefo difpofed, as 
that they might relieve one another, without the leaft fear of any diforder. Near a

us fo WiiiarTi'd, and fo refolvM to ftand upon out advantage to defend our lelve^-- 

that they paffid by without faying ought to us, yet discovering wit ball by their 
march, that they were come onesy to take a view of us. We underlined after¬ 
wards, how that returning the fame Village, they had faid, that if we had 
been at a little further, didance from ir, they would have difputed the way 
with us, .... 

Fifty Leagues thence, we came near a Village tailed S/edtkj which had in it 
averyftrong Grille. And whereas moll of our beads were extreamly wearied, by 
reafon of the great dayes journey es we had made, we ordered that forme of the * 

Oxen and Waggons fhould' goe before. But they were hardly got into a little w 

bottom that was in the way, not above fix hundred,paces from us, ere they were 

fet upon by ten Rasbotttes who had laity in atnbufh behind a little Hill, and at the 

firft onfec wounded two Benins, and were driving away the Waggons, which 

they had before-turn’d out of the Road,when we difeovered them afar off, and fenc 

to them fome of ourSouldiers, who forced the Robbers'to forfakewhat they 

had taken, Afcer this, we met with no mistortune,and came fafely to Agra, where 

I took up my quarters'among the Snglijb, whole Civilities to me here were Cmu Agf*,' 

confonant to what I hid received from them in other places. 

The Mogul) or great King of Indofihan, does often change the place of his a- 
■bode, kibmuch that there is no City in all his Kingdome, of any confiderable 
accompr, where he hath not his Palaces; but he delights noc fo much in any as 
Agra y which, to doe ic right, is indeed the nobleftCity in all his Dominions. Agra described. 
It lies 28. Degrees on this fide the Line, in the Province of Indejlh&t, upon 
the River Gemini, which falls into the Ganges y above the Kingdome of Btnga- 
la. It is at lealf twice as big as Ifpahan, and it is as much as a Man can doe to 
ride about it on horfe-backin a day. It is fortified with a good wall,-of a kind 
of Red ire:* (lone, and a Ditch, which is above thirty Fat home broad. Its 
Streets are fair and fpacious, and there are fome of them Vaulted, which are 
above a quarter of a League in length, where the Merchants and Tradefmen 
have theit Shops, diftinguifhedby their Trades and the Merchandifes which are , 
there folcl; every Trade, and every Merchant having a particular Street and 
Quarter affigned him. Tnere are in it fifteen Meldans and Bafarsy whereof the batff ju 
molt fpacious is that which is before the Caftle, where may be feen fixry great 
Guns of all fizes, but not kept in any Order fo as to be mad: ufe of. There is 
alfo in that place a high Pole, as at the Meldan of If pah An, where rh: Court- 
Lords, and fometimes the Mogul himfelf divert t hemic Ives with Ihoofing at the 
Parratfaftnedac the top of it. There are in the City fourfeore Cardvanferas, so Csiavanfe- 
for the accommodation and convenience of Forreign Merchants, moft of them ra J i 
three Stories high, with very noble Lodgings, Score-Hones, Vaults and Sta¬ 
bles belonging to them, together with Galleries and private Pafljges for the Cor- 
refpondence and Communication of the Chambers* Every one of them hath a 
certain perfon, whofe charge it is to lock them up, and to take care that the 
Merchandtfes be fafely kept. He does alfo fupply the place of a Sutler, and 
fells all forts of Provifion, Forrage, and Wood, to thofe that Lodge iri 
them. * 

And whereas the Mogul, and moli of the greateft Lords about his Court, pro^ 
feffethe Mahumetan Religion ; there is alio in Agra a very great number of 
Metfehid, or Mofqttejs, and among the reft fevency great ones, of which the Mofqutys. 
fix principal I they call Metcfhid-adine , becauie that it is in them they do rheir 
Devotions cm Holy-daycs. . . 

In oneofthefelaft named is to be feen the Sepulchre of one of their Saints, 
called Seaneliry and they fay he is of the Pefiericy of Aaly. 1 ° another of them 
may be feen the Sepulchre of another Saint, who being 30. foot in length, and ¥ht 
iG. in breadth, muft needs have been one of the mightieft Gyanrs that ever *1* l - 

were 
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J f 3 were Milt d of. His Tomb was coast’d all over with little Flags, and we were 
cold he had been one of their Heroes, who bad fometime done wonders in the 
wars. To this place ihere are great Pilgrimages made, infomuch that the Devoti¬ 
ons of the Pilgrims do by the Offerings they make,very much augment the wealth 
of tha zCMefauey, the Revenue whereof is very great without thofe advantages. 
There are dayly maintain’d in it a great number of poor people, fo that it may be 
truly fa id, char the Devotions done there are not inferiour to thofe done at the Se - 
pulchre of Scbich Sefi at Ay debit, Thefe Met^ids, and the Courts which depend 
on them, ferve alfo fot fo many San&uaries to perfons guilty of any capitall 
Crimes, as alfo to fuchas fear imprifonment for their D:brs. Thefe are the 
# Alloc aft of the Per pans, and are called by the Indians, Allader , and the privi- 
ledges of them in the Indus, are equal to thofe the AlUcapi are endued with in 
Perfia, infomuch that the Mogul himfelf chough his power be abfolute, cannot 
force a man out of thefe Sanctuaries, be his crime of ever fo heynorts a nature, 
by reafon of the Veneration which thefe people have for their Saints. 

There are numbed in the City of Agra above eight hundred Baths, or Hoc- 
Houfes, from which there comes in y early to the Mogul a very considerable 
fumme of money occasioned henee, that this kind of Purification making one of 
the principal! parts of their Religion, there paffes not a day, but that thele places 
are frequented by an infinite number of perfons. 

The great Lords about the Court, who are called Rafgi,o: Rajas, have their 
Houles and Palaces in the City, befides their Country-Houfes ail magnificent, 
both as to li'u£hire and houfe-hold-fluffe. The King hath feverall Gardens and 
Homes without the City whither he often retires himfelf with his women-dan- 
cers, who r anee before him Hark naked. Bnc there is not any thing gives a greater 
Demonftra'ion of rbegrearnefs of this Monarch, then his Palace, which Hands 
upon the River Gemini, and is near four Leagues about. It is excellently well 
farcified according to the fortification of that Country, with a Wall of Freelione* 
and a great Ditch, hiving at every Gate a draw-bridge, the avenues whereof 
are alfo very well fortified; efpecially at the North-Gate.The Gate which leads to 
the Bafar, is on the Well-fide, and is called Oft try ■ Under this G ; jte is the 
Diwan, or the place of publick Judicature; and there is adjoyning to it a fpaci- 
ous Hall where the principal! Vifter diipatehes and teals all Orders for the Ordi¬ 
nary and extraordinary Levies of men, whereof the Originals are kept at the faid 
place; Atfoon as a man is come within this Gate, he finds himfelf in a fpaclous 
Street, having Shops on both fide*, which leads dire&ly to the Mogul's Palace, 
which is called Derbar. The Gate by which a man enters into it is called Acbol 
barke Derwagt, that is to fay, King Achobar's Gate > and there is fuch a refpedt 
obferved at it, as that the Kings fons onely excepted, all other Lords whar qua¬ 
rry foe ver they are of, are obliged to alight from their Horfes, and to goein 
a foot. It is in this quarter that the women are lodged who divert the King and 
his Family,with their iinging and dancing. The fourth Gate which is called Der- 
farne, leads to the River, and thither it is that the Mogul comes every morning 
to worfhip the Sun at his riling. It is on thac fide alfo, chat the Grandees of the 
Kingdome, who are about the Court, come everyday to do theic fubmiffionsco 
the King, going up to* little eminent place,whence the King may take the more 
particular notice of them. The Hadys , or Commanders of Horfe,do alio give their 
attendance there, but they Hand at a greater diftance, and make nor their ap¬ 
proaches, bat upon the Kings expreffe Order, who comes alfo to this place to 
fee the fighting of the Lyons, Elephants, Bulls and other wild Beafls, i: being 
his ordinary divert!foment every day, Friday onely excepted, which he fpends in 
his Devotions. Bdides all this, there i* yet another Gate, which leads into the 
Guard Hall, which they call Attefanna, where the Officers keep a Guard, and 
relieve one the other by weeks. There is a paffage through this Hall into a paved 
Court, at the further end whereof there is, under a Portal), a row of fiber Pil¬

There it was! met with the Per fan Servant who run away from me at Suratta, 
and who proffered to doe me any fervice lay in his power, during my. aboad at 
Agra-, nay would have brought me within the Pillars before mentioned, due the tbcHogate 
Guards would not permit ir. A man mull goe within thefe Pillars to get to the rbrencf '■. ;■> 
Mogul’s Chamber, wbere-may be feen within another row of leifer Pillars', all of • 

Goki, the Throne of that great Prince made of maffy Gold, and enrich-M wit h 
Diamonds, Pearls, and other precious Hones. Above the Throne, there is a • r- 
Gallery where the King (hews himfclf every day, and receives thou Compluints 
who have any violence or injury done them. Tbofe who have any complaints to 
make ring one of the little Bells which are hung up above rhofe Pillars; but un - 
letfe a man have excellent good Evidence to prove what he a-ledges, ic will be 
dangers to offer at it, for he will hazard his own life. The King’s ions Onely 
who give him Air with a kind of Pan, and keep off the Flies, and the Grand Vl- 
fier , are permirced to come within thofe Pillars; and there is no pen'on to goe 
into any of the inner Lodgings, but the Godia, orEunuches, who wait onthfe cr . 

Ladies of ( the Seraglio, and ate in number about a thoufand or twelve him- r^e Setaglw.' 
dred. 

There is alfo'wichin this CalUe another apartment, which is known by a great 
Tower, the covering whereof is of Gold, which thews what exceffive wealth is 
enclosed within ic, in eight fpacious Vaults, which are full of Gold, Silver, 
and Precious Scones, whereof the value is in a manner ineHimable; 

I was credibly inform'd, that the Mogul who lived in my time, had a Trei* Tbt Mogul’s 
fure, which amounred to above fifteen hundred Millions of Crowns; and I have Tretfmr. 
an Inventory of the Treafure which was found at the death of Schach A 6 cob*r 
great Grandfather of Schach Chram , as well in coyned Gold and Silver, as in 
Lingoes and Bars, Place, Preciofis Stones,Brocadocs and other Scuffes,Purcelatfe’ 

Books, Ammunition, Armes, CSV. So faithfully drawn up, that lorrhe Rea¬ 
ders -further fatisfaftion, I fliatl not think it amiffe to inferc it here. _ • 

This King Acho’aar had ordered die Coymge of a certain fort of mony of ^ fV ofm „? 
45,50. and a hundred Toles, which amounted to two thou land twelve and 0 ^ \ ight :jm . 
half, four thoufand twenty five, and eight thoufand and fifty Crownes the piece, Znicrnont 
which was coined accordingly, to the fuinme of fix Millions, nine hundred and ihc fine. 
feventy thoufand Majfao, which make ninety leven Millions, five hundred and

But this came not any thing near the Treafure which Sckach Choram was pof- 
feffed of; at the time of my Travel Is in thofe Parcs. This wealth is more and 
more augmented every day, not fo much out of the ordinary Revenue coming in 
from the great Kingdomes he hath, ( in regard that as his Ordinary Expeace 
abates not any thing of his Treafure; fo is it feldome leen that he increafes ir, 
by ought remaining at the years end of his Revenue) as by the prefents which 
are made him, and the Efcheats falling to him at the death of great Lords and 
Favourites, who make th zMogul Heir to what they had gotten by his Favour; 
infomuch that the Children have no hope to enjoy ought of their Fathers Efiates, 
either Reall or Perfoni'l- For the Mogul's Authority is fitch, and bis Power fo 
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' Abfcluce, tbit the Eliacesof all nis Slbjidts aie« his difpotal; and thence it 1638. 
comes, that 0 r e\y his will decides all differences arifing among them, they have- 
ing no other La v, tlien implicirely to fubmit to what he Ordains. He hath the 
abiolute dirpofal of their Liv;s and Fortunes, and thence it is, that upon his meer 
Order and Command, rhegreaceft Lords are dragjfd to Execution, and their 
Eftates, Charges and Governments taken away from them. 

There is noTheredicary Dignity in all his Country. That of Rafgl, or Raja, No bmdit&y 
which he bellowes rather upon the accompc of Meric, then Birch, is Perfonall, as <*•*»» dig- 
thatof Chan in Perfia, and is nor deriv’d toPoftericy, but by the lecommenda- j” tbe 
tion of Verttie. Not that it is to be infered hence, that the Mogul does exclude trnT * C<>m ' 
from Charges the Children ofiuch as have done him good fervice j but he gives 
them Idler charges by which they.may advance themfeives to the chiefeft in the 
Kingdome,-if either an extraordinary Vertue, or the Princes Favour call them 
thereto. 

The chiefefi Offices of the Kingdome are thofe of prmcip&ll Kifir, which is The chief 0 $* 
fomewbat like that of Chance'llour-fhip elfewhere; Chief of the Eunuchs, who is «tj. 
as it were Lord High Steward ; TheTreafurer, the principal Secretary of State j 
the General of the Elephants, and the Over feet of the Houfc-bold-duff, Tents 
and Pecious Stones. Thefe are of the Princes Privy Council, whereto is fome- 
rimes alio called the Contcval , who is as it were the chief Judge, and commands 
the Mogul's Guard. The Councel fus in the Night, from teven of the clock till 
nine, in a Hall, which they call Gafalean. No day at moll paffes, but the Mogul 
is to be feen, in the morning, at Sun-riling, at which time the Lords.of the Court 
falute him with their Patfchach Salammet; as alfo about Noon when he comes ■ 
co fee the Beads light, and in the Evening, when he comes to a certain window, 
to behold the Sun let ting ; with whom he retires himfeJf with the npife of a great 
number of Drums and Timbrels, and the Acclamations of the People, who wifh 
him a long and happy life. 

It is to be found among the Reglfters of the Kingdome, that onely the Pro- ,, 
vince of Canduhar, Cabal, Guz-uratta, Cajfimer, Barampow , Del/, Beugala, * 

■Agra, Orlxa , and fome others, bring in of yearly Revenue, ops hundred feven- 
ty four Millions, and five hundred Thoufand Roplas, which amount tofourfeore 
andfeven Millions, and two hundred and fifty Thoufand Crowns; and that the 
Province of G«*«rofM alone is able to raife fourfeore and ten Thoufand Horfe j 
Cambay a, twelve Thoufand j Kabul, as many ; Orlxa , fourfeore Thoufand ; 
and Del/ } one hundred and fifty Thoufand; befides thofe which may be raifed 
out of the other Provinces, whereof I could get no certain Accompc. All this 
Militia is divided inro feverall Regiments, whereof fome are of fifteen or twelve 
Thoufand Horfe, which are for the Kings Sons, and the Principal Perfons of the 
Kingdome, who have alfo the Command of thefe Bodies, which confift of but 
two, three, or four Thoufand Horfe. 

The Mogul, Scbach Chorum, ivben he went in Perfon, in the yeer 1630. again ft 
ChanChaart, had an Army of one hundred forty four Thoufand and five hundred 
Horfe, befides Elephants, Camels, Mules, and Horfesforthe Train. That Ar¬ 
my was divided into four Brigades, which yet kept all together, that onely excep- 
red which was about the Kings Perfon at Barampour.Thc firft was commanded by 
Schaaft-Chan, the fon of Ajfaph-Chan, and eoniifted of feveral Regiments, to 
wit, that of Schaaft-Cban , which was of five Thoufand Horfe. 5000.

The off-nfive Armes of the Horfe are, the Bow, the Quiver J having in ic forty Tbe Amt •/ 
or fifty Arrowas, the Javeline, or a kind of long headed Pike, which they dart tbeC&vtiry. 
with great exa&nefs, the Cymitar on one fide, and the Ponyard on the oth:r: and 
the defenfive is the Buckler, which they have alwayes hanging about their necks; 

They have no fire Armes with wheeles, nor yet Fire-locks, but their In¬ 
fantry are expert enough at the Mufquer. Thofe among the Foot who have 
no Mufqitets, 'have befides their Bowes and Arrowy a Pike ten or twelve foot v 
long, with which they begin the fighr, by darting it at the Enemy; in (lead of 
ufing ic in Opposition ro the Horfe, as is done in Europe. Some among them 
haveCoats of Mule about them, which come down to their knees: but there 
are very few make ufe of head-pieces, in regard they would be very trouble- . 
fome by reafon of the exceffive heats of thofe Part?. They know nothing of the dcrUnfeLni. 
diflinaion of Van-guard, main Battle, and R;ar-guard, and underhand neither “ ‘ 

Front nor File, nor make any Battalion, but fight confufedly without any 
Order, 

Their created firength con fills in the Elephants, which carry on their backs 
certain Towers of Wood, wherein there are three or foure Harquebufes hanging 
by hooks, and as many men to order that Artillery. The Elephants ferve them 
for a Trench, tooppoie the firft attempt of the Enemybut it often comes to 
pa fife, that the Artificial Fires, which are made ufe of to frighten thefe Creatures, 
put them into fuch a *difotder, that they doe much more milchiet among thole 
who brought [them to the Field, then they do]among the Enemies. Ttiey have 
abundance of Artillery, 'and fome confiderable great Pieces, and fuch as whereof Their Artitk- 
k may be raid, the invention of them is as ancient as that of ours. They a Ifo > 7 . 
make Gun-Powder, but it is not fully fo good as what is made in Europe. Their 
Timbrels and Trumpets are of Copper, and the noife they make in Order ro fome 
Military Aflion is nocundelightful. Their Armies do not march above fiveCV, 
or Leagues, according to the meafure of the Country, in a day; and when they 
encamp, they cake up fo great a quantity of g ound, chat rhey exceed the com- 
pafs of. our greatett Cities. 

In this they obferve an admirable Ordrr, inafmtich as there is no Officer nor The order of 
fouldier.buc knowes where he is to take up his quarters; nof can there he any Ci* «*» Amies, 
ty more regularly divided into Streets, Markets andother pubiick places, for the 
greater communication and convenience of the Quarters, and for the d if tributton 
of Provifions, , v _ ■ 

_ The c Moguls and the General of the Army, have their Tents pitched at a cer¬ 
tain dillance from thofe of the refi, nay, as far as a Mufquet will carry, from thofe 
of their own Guards, 
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i 6 3 8"_ The Mogul's ordinary Guard conftfts of twelve thou land men, be/ides the 
We Mogul's fix hundred, who are the*particular Guard of the body, the Company whereof 
coafills of fo many young men, whom he buyes, and caufes to be exercifed in 
in Armes, that they may be perpetually about his perfon, 
of The Rafgi, Rajas, or Radias, are never advanced to that Dignity, but upon 
the fcore of Merit. The Mogul befiowes icalfo on the Chancellour, or prinri- 
pall Vifiv, who is the Preiident of his Privy Councel, and as ir were Vice-Roy 
of all his D^tinions; inafmuch as he it is, who fends Orders into ali the Provin¬ 
ces of the Ktngdome; and it is to him that all are to make their Addrefies in alt 
Affairs of importance. The King permits him not to receive any Prefents ; y^c 
does he not forbear caking them underhand, and his Secretaries and other O/H- 
cers under him take them fo openly,that there is no,ever fo feciec, tranfaftion, but 
a man may have the particulars thereof, ifhehathmony to beftow among thofe 
who have the tranfeription and difpatchof them, Thele Rafgi havefo great a 
Veneration for theirKing, that it were impoflible for a man to approach things 
moRDcred with more fubmifTion. then they exprefs when theyfpeak to him* The 
difeourfes they entertain him with are intermingled and interrupted with conti¬ 
nual reverences; and when they take their leave of him,they bow down their heads 
put their hands over their eyes, thence afterwards upon their breafts, and at lail 
touch the ground therewith,to fhew they are but dull and earth in companion of 
him, wifliing him all Profperiry, and coming out of his prefence backwards. 
When the Mogul marches in Perfon in the head of his Army, or when he comes 
out of the City to go a hunting, or to rake the Aire, he is attended by above ten 
thoul'and men. In the head of this little Army, there march ahove a hundred 
Elephants with their covering Cloaths of Scarier, Velvet, orJBrocadoe. Eve¬ 
ry Elephant carries rwomcn, one whereof governs and guides the creature by 
touching his forehead with an Iron hook, the other carries a Urge Banner of Silk, 
embroydered with Gold and Silver; excepting onely the Cev;n or eight fore- 
moft, which carry each of them one chat playes on the Tymbrel. The King bim- 
felf is mounted on an excellent Perftan Horfe, or goes in a Coach, drawn by two 
white Oxen, the horns whereof which aw very Urge are adorned with Gold ; or 
dome times, he is carried by feveral men in a Palanquin, or kind of Sedan. Tha 
Rafgi and the Officers of the Coart march after him, andhavecoming behind 
them five or fix hundred Elephants, Camells or Waggons loaden with baggage. 
For the moll part he takes up his Quarters in the Fields, where he caufes his tents 
He changes the c °be pitched ; which is done upon this accompc, that as on the one fide, there 
flue of bis a • are but few Cities, where he might find necefUry accommodations for the quar¬ 
to* According ters and entertainment of the Court, fo on the other, he takes a particular^ Ica- 
tttbefetfons. fare in encamping, in the Summer time, in cool places 5 in the Winter, in hoc 
places: infomuch that he is in Come fort the Mailer of the Seafons, as well as 
of all the other things which are fubjeft to him. He commonly leaves Agra to¬ 
wards the end of April, and retires near Labor , or fome other more Northerly 
Province, where he parfes over the monetbs ofcJ^y, JW, J«//> and Aaguji ‘ 
and then he returns again to the place of his Ordinary refidence. 

The cit The City of Agra is of fuch extent and fo populous, that were there a neceffi- 

Agra dcltilci £ y> there might be rais’d out of it two hundred thoufand men able to bear Armesa 
; ’ There is no Nation in all the Eaft, but hath fome commerce or other at this 

place; bur moft of the Inhabitants are Mahwnttant, and all the Merchandises 
that are imported into it, or exported out of it,pay ten in the hundred. 

There are above forty final: Cities, and above three thoufand five hundred 
Villages chit depend on the jurisdiction oiAgra, which extends it felf above fix 
fcore Leagues about. The Country is delightful and very fertile, producing abun¬ 
dance of°Indico, Cotton, Salt-perer and ocher things, wherewith the Inhabi¬ 
tants drive a vaft Trade. There are two Feftivals which are celebrated in this 
Uce with extraordinary Ceremonies j one whereof is that of the firfi day of the 

year

In order to the celebration of this Feftival, before the Derbar, or Kings Pa- New the 
lace, there is Eredtsd a Theatre, fourteen foot high, fifty fix in length, and for- gul eeUbmu 
tyin breadth j having all about it a row of Pillars after the manner of a Baleo- * he firQ of 
ny, covet’d with rich Tapiftry, Near this Theatre there is erefted another build- *"**** 
ing of painted wood, and embellilh’d with Mother of Pearl, into which goe 
fomeofthe principal Lords about the Court, who neverthelefs have theit Tents 
pitch’d in the fall Court of the PaUce, filled with all they have that is rich and 
magnificent, whereof they make the greateft Oilencation they can that day: 

The Predeceffors of this Prince who now reigns, were wont to go into all thefe 
(Tents, and to take thence any thing they liked ; but now the Ceremony is 
other wife. For the King accompanied by the feven Minifters of State, go up into 
the Theatre, were he fits upon Velvet Cufhions, embroydered with Gold and 
Pearls, and ftayes for the Prefents which are to be made to him. The Queen is 
in a certain Gallery, whence (he lees all the Ceremony, yet is nbt feen her 
felf. Departing thence, he fits upon his Ordinary Throne, where he receives ^ *■* - 
the Prefents of the people, which he continues to do for eighteen dayes toge- " ‘ M 
ther. Towards the end of thcFeftival, the Kingin his turn makes his Prefents to 
the Lords, which confifts in Charges, Employments, and new Honours, which he 
distributes among thofe that have given him moll. 

The Mogul's birth-day is celebrated with the Ceremonies following; He be- T ^ c Xefthil of 
gins rhe day with all manner of divertifements; which over, he goes to the Palace * 

of th§ Queen his Mother, if flie be Jiving, and caufes many Prefents to be made bi 
her by the Grandees of his Kingdome* After dinner he puts on the riche ft cloaths 
he hatband covers himfelf all over with Gold and precious Stones, and being thus 
rather loadea then adorn’d with jne[fumble wealth, he goes into a Tenr,where 
he is expefted by the Lords of die Courr, in which finding a pair of feales, he 
weighs himfelf. Thefe Scales are of ms fly Gold, as are alfo the Chains by which 
they hang, and are ail befet with precious Stones. He puts himfelf into one 
of the fcalcs, and into the ocher there areput feveral bags of Silver, one bag of 
Gold, fome precious Stones, fotne pieces of filk-ftuffs, Linnen cloatb. Pepper, 

Cloves, Nutmeg and Cinnamon, wheat, Pulfe and Herbs, and there is an exaft 
accompt kept of the difference of weight there may be between one year and ano¬ 
ther. The King gives away with his own hands, all the money among the poor, 
and the reft are bellowed on the Benjass. That done, the King feats himfelf in 
his Throne, and caufes to be caft among the Grandees, Nuts, Piftacboes, Al¬ 
monds, and feveral other Fruits of Gold, hut fo finely wrought, that a thou- - 
fand of them weighed not thirty Crowns. Tnis feme would boggle much to ad¬ 
mit for a Truth; yet certain it is that it hath been feen, that the value of ten 
Crowns bellowed in thefe trifles, filled a great Bafin of them$ fo that all the li¬ 
berality of this powerful Monarch could not amount to a hundred Crownes. The 
Feftival is concluded with a great Feaft, at which the Mogul entertains the Lords 
of his Courr, with whom he paffes away the night in drinking. , 

They celebrate alfo another Feftival, which they begin ten dayes after rhe 
aew Moon of the moneth of July, much after the fame manner as the Per fans 
celebrate their Afchnr. The Indians obferve this Feftival in honour of two bre¬ 
thren, named faze, and fawz.e, fervanes to Halj } viho being gone in TPilgcirnage 
ro a particular place of Devotion, upon the Co3ft of C^omandely the BramanSyVfa 
other Pagans of thofe parts fet upon them, and forc’d them to retreat into a Ca¬ 
ttle, where they befieg’d them: Thefe holy perfons maintain’d tbefiege along 
time; but being refolv’d not to drink of rhe water which the Pagans had profan d 
by catling a Lizard into ir, a creature for which the Mstbumetant h ve an aver 
fion, becaufe of its uacleanncfs, they cook a refolution to make a Tally upon the 
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_r 6 j 8. beiiegers, and killed many of them, but at lall they wereovercome by the ®reat 
number ofrheir enemies,who left them dead upon the place. There are carried 
about rhe City Coffins, covered with bows and arrows, turbines, Cymicars, and 
. Garments of Silk, which the people accompanies with robbings and lamentations, 

■ ; . in commemoration of the death of thofe holy perfons. Some among them dance 

at the Ceremony, others itrike their fwords one againli another; nay, there are 
thofe who cut and fUIh themfelves, fo as that the blood comes out in fevetall 
places, wherewith they rub their deaths, and by that means reprefent a very 
Grange proceffion. Towards night they fee up federal Figures of men, made of 
flraw, toperfonacethe Murtherers of thofe Slints; and having (hot a great ma- 
ny Arrows at them,^ they fet them afire,and reduce them to Afhes. And this they 
doe with fo much fury and animofiry, that fhould there be any of the Pagans’ 
in ths Streets ae that clrne, they would run the hazard of theic lives; whence it 
comes, that during chefe Ceremonies, they ftir not out.of their houfes. 

The Mahumtans of thofe parts celebrate alto another Feat! in the moneth 
or. Jwe, in memory of the face ifice of %/ibraham, at which they kill Hee-Goats, 
which they eat at the Entertainments they make among themfelves that day. 

Tbt Mogul Certain it is, that the Mogul Rands very much upon his defeenr, in a diredfc 
emu front and mafailine line, from TemWlanque, that is to fay, Tmlr , the lame , who is 

Jtmerisn. commonly called Tamerlan , who was of the Family of Chinguis-Chan, King of 

Tartar). Scach Choram, who was living at my being in thofe parts, was a 
younger fon of Scach Jahans, and had ufurped the Crown from Prince fol*gi> 
-it his Nephew,whom vve found at Cafwin at our coming inc o Perfias He might be 
then about do. years of Age, and had three Cons, whereof rbe Elder was about 
iV 25. years of age; but he had not rhe affection he fhould have had for him,* fin ce 
it was bis intention to have the youngeft declar’d Heir of the Crown of Indofl- 
ban, and to leave the two elder brethren the command of certain Poyinces., The 
The initials initials of his Government had been crueland bloody, but he was very much rc~ 
mntsrnl**' thofe courfes, though he yet ever and anon betrayed his inclinations 

to feverity, in the torments he put thofe perfons to who were guilty of High Trea¬ 
son, whom he caufed to be (lead alive, or corn'in pieces by wild-beafls. In other 
things, he was of an humour good enough, being a great lover of entertain¬ 
ments, Mufick, and Dancing, especially that of common ProlUtutes, w ho often 
danced (iark naked in his prefence, and diverted him by all manner of extrava¬ 
gant! poRures. 

A pkifitit fio- . The Snglijb zo\d me a Story, which I think fopleafanc, that I (hall not think 
tj of tbt Mo- it much to^ligrefs fo far as to infert it here. This King had a particular aflfeftion 
& u ‘ for a certain Rafgi, who upon the accompt of his courage, and the pleafanenefs 

of his convention, was grown fo confiderable about the Court, that there hard¬ 
ly pafled a day, but the King fent for him. One day the King asking fome that 
were about him, why that Lord was not come to the Court; an anfwer being 
made him, that he had taken Phylick, he fent to him a company of thofe women- 
dancers, and commanded them to flrip themfelves Hark naked, and to eafe their 
Natures before him. The Rafgi having notice brought him of their arrival, or¬ 
dered them to be conduced to his Chamber, imagining the Mogul had fent them 
purpofdy to give him fome diverrifemem; but under Handing what they were 
ordered to do, and perceiving thereby that the King was m a good humour, and 
defirous to make himfelf fome fporc, he refotved to put a crick upon him, and fo 
■ to laugh at thofe who would have laughed at him. 

Having ask’d the women-dancers what commands the King had laid upon them, 
and heard their infwer, he afterwards asked them whether they were ordered to 
do any thing clfe, and being inform’d they had order to do nothing but what they 
, bad told him before, he bid them put the Kings command in execution with all 

the exa&nefe they could, bur that they flaould have a fpedall care not to exceed 
it by doing any thing more, telling them that if they pifs’d the leaf! drop while 

they 
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they did their ocher bufioefs, he would have them whipp d till the blood came. i 6 5 8; 
Not one of them would expofe her felf to that danger; to tnac they thereupon 
returned to the Court,* where they gave the King an account how they bad 
been erne ream’d by the Rafgl The Mogul was to taken with the pleafant trick 
which the Rafgi had pur upon him , that it put htm into the belt humour in the 

His ordinary divertifement every day was to fee the combats of Lyons, Bulls, rj c Mogul’s 
Elephants, Tigres, Leopards, and other wild Beads, an argument of his erne- Vivtrtifemm. 
Nature, and bloody Dtfpofirion, which his perpetual toeing of this kind of com¬ 
bats did much heighten. He alto cook a delight in feeing men ingig’d with Beads, 
but c his was not but with their own confenc; and fuch as would venture their 
lives, out of a hope to gain that reputation of Courage as fhould prove the raifing 
of their Fortunes, were to makeufe of no Arms but Sword and Buckler. This 
puts me in mind of a comb ac which S each Char ant ordered to be had, at the 
conclutiob of a great entertainment which he had made on the Birth-' 
diy of his Sonne, who was King of Bengala, in a C^avaufera without 
the City, at which place we re kept to this purpofe all forts of wild Beafts. This 
Carava»fera had adjoynmg to it a fpacious Garden encompafled with a wall, 
upon which the people were come to fee that divertifecnent. Thefirfl engage¬ 
ment was that of a wild Bull and a Lyooj and the next, that of a Lyon and 
<i TV*cc 

ABoon as the Tigre perceiv’d the Lyon, he went fi night towards him, ancU combat be, 
doling with him withal! his flrengcfi, got him down. Twas generally behev&u 
it wouldbeno hmimacrcrforthe Tigre to make an end of the Lyon ; but the 
Lyon immediately recover’d himfelf, and took the Tigre to fall by the throat 
that he was thought dead a yet he made a fhsft to difingage himfelf, and the 
combat was renewed with greater fury then before, till at lafi ivearineis made 
both °ive over. They were both very much hurt, but the wounds were not 
morta?l on either fide. Upon this, AlUmer di-Chan Governour of Chifemar , 
who fioodneer rh; King, came forth and faid, that Scach Coram was dehrous to 
fee, whether there were among his Subjects, any one that had to much courage, as 
to engage with any of chofe Beads, and chat only with a fwotd and Buckler, and 
that he who durfl attempt it fhould appear, that the Mogul t having een an ocu 
lar wittiefsof his worth, might accordingly requite it, and honour him, not oneiy 
with his favour, but alto with the quality of Chan. Upon which 1 ropohtion, 
three InMhans proferingco undertake the engagemenr,t^Wrrf;-C*4» coin 
them further, that the Kings meaning was, that whoever fhould undertake 
Combace, fhould doe it onely with Sword and Buckler; and that it: was h 
pleasure, that thofe who had any Coats of Mail about them, flwu pu , 

chat the Combat might be without any advantage. . . 

Upon chefe terms a furious Lyon was let forth, who p^vmg A f v J f . r -^ 
coming into the place, made immediately towards him. The InMhan macLhis 
party good very floutly, till ac tail 110 longer able to bear the weight oi the B - * 
which lay very heavy upon him on the left hand, he began to let fall his uc - » 
which the Lyon endeavour’d all he could to force from him, while with his left 
paw, he would have faflned on his enemies right Arm, and lo haveleizd w y 

the throat, when the man putting his hand to his Girdle pull d out a Dagger, , 

thrufl it to far into the Lyons jawes, that he was forced to let go hishow, a. 
get away. The man folio wed him, and giving him a hlo,v over the mouen 1 
all along, and afterwards kill’d him. The people made acclamations for* 11 * »j r he 
py viftory over the Lyon ; but as toon as the noife was over, the Mogul ca a 
Jndofihan to him, and with an angry Cnife laid to him ; “ It » se( * . , 1 

« felt’d thou art a valiant man, and chatthou hafl fought very gallantly- ,, 

“ not foe bidden thee to engage again ft this Beafl with any advantage . _ 

u not appointed what Arms thou Ihouldfl make ufe of f And yet thou a. 
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JLjLi-JLJ' c ° m L ra ?, t0 m y Order, and halt not overcome my Lyon as a Perfon of honour, 

( bl)t forpnz’d him with forbidden Arms, and fo halt killed him as afmurrherer, 
“ and nor as a declar’d enemy. Whereupon he commanded two men to goe down 
inco the Garden, and to rip up his belly ; which was immediately put m execu¬ 
tion, and the Corps was fat upon an Elephant to be carried through the Citv. to 
fern for an example to others. a y * 

mtnaMtn Hc who > u P on this Tragedy, came next into play, went with an undaunted 
4 Tigre. COur3 S e towards a Tigre, which he was to engage with, infomuch that his de¬ 
portment wasluch as taifed in the minds of the Spectators a certain confidence 
of his obtain 1 ng the Victory, Butthe Tigre, who it feemswas coo cunning foe 
his Adverfary, fafiened on his throat, killed him, and tore his body in pie- 
ces. 

The third Champion that came upon the Stage, in Head of being any way ftight- 
A third cem- ned at the misfortune of his two Camrades, came very chearfully and coutagi- 
lut t oufly into the Garden, and went flraight towards the Tigte, who flefh’d with the 

'precedent fuccefs, run at his Adverfary, with a defign to make quick work with 
him ; but the lndofihan, though a man of low ftature, and a wretched counte¬ 
nance, flruck off at one blow the two fore pavves of the Beaft, and haying by 
that means got him down, he foon difpateh’d him. 

Sturiit re- "^he K |D g immediately ask’d him his name;whereto he made anfwer that it was 
7 ZX Geii r> whereupon there came in a Gentleman, who prefenting him from the Mo¬ 
gul with a Garment of Brocadoe, faidtohim, Geliy, receive this Garment from 
my hands, as an aifurance of the Kings favour, who fends it thee as a Pledge 
thereof. Geliy, having made fevcrail low reverences, putting the Garment to 
his eyes and bread, and afterwards holding it in the Aire, and having made a 
fhort Prayer to himfelf, he at Ulj pronounc’d aloud to this ef&ft; “ My prayers 

“ to God are, thst the Mogul** glory may be equal to that of Tamerlan, from 
fC whom h e is defeended; may his Arms profper ; may his wealth be increafed ; 
“ may he live feven hundred years, and may his Houre be ellablilhed for ever; 
Upon this there came to him two Eunuchs, who conduced him to the King’s 
Chamber, at the entrance whereof, two Chant took him between them, and fo 
brought him to the Kings feet. After he had kifs’d them, and was riling up, the 
Mogul faid to him; “ It mufl be confeffed, Geliy-Chan, that thou half done a 
* c very great and glorioul Aft ion, I bellow on thee that name and quality which 
u thou fhalt enjoy for ever. I will b: thy Friend, and thou (halt be my fervant. 
Thus was the doing ofafingleAftion the Foundation of a mans Fortune, who 
was not fo much as known before, but grew famous afterwards, by the charges he 
had in the Mogttl's Armies. 

Msndeiflo dif- waj m y flc {jg n t0 mi ke a little long;r flay ae Agra \ but there happened an 
fcllTJ « In! acc ‘dent which oblig’d me to change my Resolution, nay, forc’d me to leave a 
dothan At Pf. ac ® where X thought my life in danger. For being on: day fallen into difeourfe 

Ifpihin. with the Perfian fervant, who ran away from me at Surat, I perceiv’d coming to¬ 

wards me an Indofihan , a perfon of a goodly prefence, and as fat as I could judge, 
of quality, who immediately asked me whence I came, and what bufinefs I had 
in thofe parts. I made him anfwer, that I was an European, that I came from 
Germany , and that the defire I had to fee the Court of the mod powerful Mo¬ 
narch in ol the Eafl, had brought me thither. He told me, thau if he were not 
much miftaken, he had feen me utlfpaban, and that queflionlefs I was the perfon 
thathad kill’d a Kinfman of his at the engagement which had hapned between the 
Indians and the Germans . This difeourfe hid almoftpuc me out of countenance; 
but upon a little recolleftion 1 cold him, that 1 had never been in Terfia, and that 
I came from England by Sea ro Surat, which the two English Merchants, who 
were then in my company affirmed, to be me. But he who did me the greareff 
kindnefs in this extremity, was my old Perfian fervant, whofvvore by his Met- 
hmtd, and by his fiojfeln, that what I had told him was nothing but the truth. 

Where 
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Whsrwpon chi ludofihan went away, but di covet’J by his deportment, that he 
ojvc hoc overmuch credit to what we had [aid: and for my part,I conceiv <i it but 
prudence to be diflruflful of a man who hid exoreffad bis good will, had there 
been occafion, to do me a mifchief, and would no doubt have revenged his Kmf- 
mans death, ofwhich my confidence told me I was guilty. 

Upon thefe re Heft ions I left Agra, with a ™ Caravan, that wis going utvu Asrai 

to the City of Labor, which lies do. Leagues further into the Country. I had the 
company of two Dutch Merchants, and our travelling was fo much the more plea- 
fane, in that our way was but one continued Alley, drawn m a (freight line* and 
planted on both fides with Date-trees, Palm-trees, Cocos -trees, and other 
It nd of Fruit-trees, which gave us a continual refrelhing fhade aga'mfl the heat of. 
the Sun. Ttie liunpnioif? houfes which were to be fee n up and down the Coun¬ 
try, the Apes,Peacocks, Parries, and ocher Birds found us very much [port. One 
day with a Pillol-fhot I kill'd a great Serpent, which I met with in the way * 
and afterwards a Leopard and a Roe-Buck : but the Benjans , of whom 
tlseie were many in out company, took it very ill at my hands, [and reproach’d me 
with my cruelty, in that I deprived thofe Creatures of a life which it was not in 
my power to give them, and which God had not bellow'd on them, but that he 
might be thereby glorified; infomuch that when ever I handled_ my Piftol, they 
either exprefs'd their trouble to fee me cake a pleafure in violating, in their pre-' 
fence the Laves of their 3 or they intreated me, for their fakes, not to kill 
them, and when I had made them undertime), that 1 would in any thing comply . 
with their defires, they, on the other fide, had all the kindneffe imaginable for 

xne* , , 

The Country about Labor is very fertile,and brings forth ail forts of fruits,as alfo 
wheat and rice in abundance, much beyond any other Province of rhit great King- 
dome. The City is fcicuated at 32. degrees, 30. minutes elevation, upon the 
little River' Bavj, or Ravee , which, with four ocher Rivers, falls into the Indus, 
which upon that occafion, is called Bangab, or five-waters, as we have laid else¬ 
where. It is very delightfully feaced, efpecially towards the River, on which 
fide it h#h many fair Gardens, The King’s Palace is within the City,from which 
it is divided by a high wall, and hath many fpacious appartements. There are alio 
many other Palaces ancLgrcacHbufes, for the reception of thofe Lords who ordi¬ 
narily follow the Court. And in regard molt of the Inhabitants are Mahnmetans, 
there is in this City alfo a great number of Mttxdds, or Mofaueys, and bathing- 
places, for their ordinary Purifications. 1 hid the curiofity to go into one of their Tbe Bttbs w 
Baths, to obferve their way of bathing. I took along with me my Interpreter,^ Mshume- 
who was by Profelfion a Broker, and went into one of their baths, which was built tans, 
according to the Perfian manner, with a flat Roof, and had ievenli Partitions, 
which were made all halfround, very narrow at the entrance, and broad at r he 
bottom:, havin'* each of them a door by it felf, and two Receptacles or Tankss, 
of Free 4 tene, into which the water was let in by brazen Cocks, to fuch height as 
thole who came to bathe themfelves defired it. After bathing, I was ordered ro 
fit down a while, and then I was laid down u P on a donefeven or eight foot m 
length, and fo.;r in breadth, in which poflure the Milter of the Bath rubbd me 
all over with a bait* cloth. He would alfo have rubb'd the foies of my feet with a 
handful of Sand ; but perceiving I was not able to endure it, he ask’d me whether 
I were a Chrlfitan, and hiving underflood that I was, be gav: _ me the hair-cloatrij 
that I might rub my ie.’t my felf, though he had made no difficulty to rub all cne 
reft of my body. Tnisdone, there came into the Bath a little fhorr. fellow, wno 
laid me all along on the belly upon the fame fione, and rubb'd my back with 
hands from the" back-bone down to the fides, telling me, that bathing would 
me hut little good, if 1 iutferednot che blood, which might haply lye cor»up - 
ed in that place, to be by that rubbing difperled through all the ocher mem- 
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1 $ 3 -9 : J. f ° UD ^ not any thing remarkable about Labor » but one of the Kinp’s Gardens 
which hes two dayes journey dirt ant from it. I had as a further "diverfion in 
rbislhorr piece of my Travels, this, that in two dayes I rode on four feveral 
Creatures s For at firli 1 had a Mule, then a Camel, then an Elephant, and at 
laft, an Oxwphofe trotting was the hardefi of any heart that ever J beftrid, lifting 
■ i . up his hoofs as high as the llirrop, and.carrying me between fix and feven Leagues 
injefs then four hours; I fliould have made Tome longer day at Labor , but re¬ 
ceiving Letters from -Agra, I was forc’d to come away upon this accompr, that 
the Esgfij&Prelident intended very fuddenly to embark in order to his ret urn for 
England, whereupon I put my felf into the company of certain Indian Merchants; 
who were then upon their return to Amadabath. 
tnurns to Ac my coming to Amadabath, rhe Dire&or of the Engllfh Commerce told 
Amadabath. me, that he had received Orders from the Prefidenc to make asftrong a CaffiU 
as he could poflibly, and to come with all expedition to Surat. 1 there met al- 
fo with Letters from the Prefidenc, whereby I understood, that he onely expe- 
died the Caffrfa's of Agra and Amadabath, and that he would depart as loan 
as they were come. He writ to me further, that being within a few dayes 
afrerrorefignhisPrefidentftiipto another, whom his Superiors had appointed 
lo receive it; and there being to be a great entertainment andfealtingac that Ce¬ 
remony, hefhould be glad 1 were prefent thereat, 

Fm-werfcr. During my rtay at Amadabath, the Mahometans celebrated a Feaft, which was 
concluded at night with very noble Fire-wprks. The'windows of all the houfes 
that ftand in the C Meidan were befet wijh Lamps, before which were placed 
Vefifels of Glafs fill’d wirti waters of feveral colours, which made a very delight, 
ful proipedt. Upon the fame Meidan, before the King's Palace, there are-two 
low houfes, of which there is little ofe made bur at this Feart, it being the place 
vv bit her rhe and theLords of the Court retire themfelves, while fire is fee 
to the works, which confided of Squibsj Crackers, and other ingenious inventi¬ 
ons, Some had faften’d Lamps to certain wheels, which-hung on, though the 
wheels turn’d about perpetually with great violence, 
jLcturxs to Affoon as the Ctffila of Agra was come to Amadabath, I cook leaw of my 
Surat. , friends, and went ^ong with a Caravan of a hundred Wagons. 

The firrt day we iraveli’d twelve Cor, or fix Leagues to the City of Mamada- 
bath. The next day, I went before, with rhe Director of the Commerce at Ama- 
dabaib, who, with his fecond, was defirous to be prefent ac the Refignacion Which 
the Prefidenc was to make of his place. Wewerefour in company, and we took 
along with us four Wagons, two Horfes,and twenty foot Soutdlers for our Guard, 
leaving Order that the CaffiU £hould follow us with all expedition, 

Ptrfons of The Foot-fouldiers, who carried our Arms and Banners, made a fhife neverthe- 
quality hive lefs to keep pace with us. What 1 fay concerning the Banners relates to the cu- 
BiJimrs carri- flome of the Indies, where there are no perfofts of any quality but have a Banner, 
eibtforetbtm. or a kind of colours, fact) as Cornets ufe, carried'before them. That day we 
crofs’d the River Wafiet, and took up our Quarters at night in the Fort of Safeb 
four. There we met with the Faft or of Brodra, whofc name was Mr. Pans field, 
who treated us very magnificently the next day ac the place of his residence. We 
went thence in the Evening, and lodg'd the night following in a great Garden, 
and the next day we profecured our journey . 1 n the Evening we encamped hard 
by a Tanijnt, called Sambord} and in regard we had not met with any fair water 
all that day, we endeavour’d to get fomeout of the Tanqtte, But the Country 
people fearing we might coniume all the water, there co ding in at the lame 
time a Dutch Caffila of two hundred Wagons, would not fufier us to come near 
it. Whereupon we commanded out fifteen of our Foot-iomdiers, with exprefs 
An Engnot - order to bring fome water, if not by fair means, by forte. But coming to the 
merit with the Tanque, they found it guarded by thirty armed men, and inch as were refolv’d to 
tuntr * fcefl{ - maintain it, and to hinder any from caking of the water. However our men 
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went very cefolutety towards them with their Swords dawn, upon which, with* 16 ?8i 

our any dilpure at a 1 , the Country p:ople ran away ; but while ours were draw- "--—— 

ing warer, the Indians flioc a certain number of Atrowes, and dilchargV three 
Muskets among them, and wounded Hve perfons. Ours exafperated at that kill’d 
three of the Country people; whom we faw afterwards carried to the pillage. 

While we were at Supper,there came in to us one of the Dutch Merchants,wh6 
told us thic there had been feen two hundred R-tsboutes upon our way who had Anenust* 
commitred feverall robberies for Come .da yes before, and that the very day before mm with tfjc 
they bad kill'd fix men within a League of the Village near which we were then Rasbouws, 
lodg’d The Dutch Caffila went away about midnight, and we fo low’d it imme¬ 
diately after. Butwehadnot gone far beyond it, ere we difeover'd one of thofe 
Hoiacueurt, who are wont to march in the head of the Caffilat, and before troops 
ofHorfe, and ferve inftead of trumpeters, by founding a certain Inflrumencof 
Brafs, much longer then our ordinary Trumpets. A (Toon'as he perceiv’d us, he 
flipp’d into the wood, where he fell a founding as loud as ever he could, which- 
we took for an allured Alaram that it would not be long ere they fee upon us, Ac - * 
cordingly aim oft ere we could refolve how ro malre our party good againrt them, ' 
we faw coming out of all tides of the wood a great number of Ratbautes, arm'd 
with flwrt Pikes, Bucklers* Bowes and Arrowes, but withouc any lire Armes. 

We had the time to charge thofe we had, which were four firelocks and three 
pair of Pillolls. The Merchant and J got on horfeback, and bellow'd che fire¬ 
locks among thofe who were in the Coach, with exprefs order not to fire till they 
were Cure to do execution. Our fire-armes were charged withfquare pieces of 
lleel, and rhe Ratkmes came on in fo clofe a body, that at the firli firing we faw. 
three fall. They fhot certain Arrowes ac us, wherewith rhey hurt an Oxe and 
tno foot fouldiers. One was fiot into che Pommel of my faddle, and rhe Eng- 
lifh Merchant had another (hoc into his Turhanr. The Dutch Cafjf/a hearing che 
noife, commanded out ten fouldiers ; buc ere they could come in to 'our relief, 
we rim a great hazard of our fives. For I was fee upon on all fides, and was;hruft ■ ■ 1 
twice with a Pike into my Buff-collar, which certainly fav’d my life that day. 

There came two of the Rash antes fo near as to lay hold on my bridle, after they 
had kill'd two of my foot-fouldiers and we re going to carry me away prifoner. 

But I difpatch’d one of them with'a Piftol-lhor, which I gave him in che fhoulder, 

and the Ettglifh Merchant came in to'my relief, and behav’d himfelf with as much 

gallantry as it was poffible man could do. Thi ten foot fouldiers belonging to the 

Dutch CaffiU being come in, and thzCaffiUit felf not much behind them, the 

JLubeutes got into the wood,‘leaving fix men kill'd apon the place, and carrying 

along with them many hurr. On our (ide we hid two foot-fouldiers_ kill’d, and 

eight wounded, befides whom the Engllfh Merchant had alfo received a flight 

wound. From that time we kept along with the march ing in very go ;d 

order,outofan imagination we had that th z%jttbomes would be fure to let on us 

a fecondtime-. but we heard no more of them, and came about noon to JBroltf- ’ 

chi*, where we flayed till the Evening. We departed thence about four of rhe 

dock that fame day, in order to our eroding the River, and that we might get 

five Cos further to the Village of Ouclajfery where we lodg’d chat night; and the 

next day, being che %6i of DECEMBER, we got to Surat. cmu n 

At my return to Surat, I found in che Enghjh Lodge above fifty Merchants, 
whom the Preltdent had lummonM out of all che other Rxftorks, to give an ac¬ 
count of cheir Admin iftration, andco.be prefent ar the change of Government. 

This Affemblyconliftrd of the perfons following, vis,. Mr. Mtiwold, the then 
Pcefidenc, Mr. Fremlmg, who was to Pacceed him in that charge, five Con fuls 
from feveral places of the Indies, three Miniliers, two Phyfirians, and twenty ■ 
five Merchants. ' . 

Being ail met together, rhePrefidenc made an excellent Speech, to give the g? s bU 
Affctr.b'y then prefent his hearty thanks, for che many expreflions he nad receiver ( ^ e . 
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reipejs they had rendred the Eaft-India Company‘in his perfort, and ro in, 
rre t ic r hem to concimte the fame toward? Mr, Frem/wg^ id whom ho hid received 
Order to refign up his charge, exhorting them in ail tilings to do chic which con* 
duced molt t<- the reputation and advantage of the Company. Having ended his 
Speech, he delivered Mr. Fremling&A Letters Patents, by verttie whereof he 
W3s to aflume that new Charge, and made him a fhort Complement upon that

This Ceremony ended, they went to their Garden without the Ciry, where 
Mr. MttmU had prepar’d a magnificent entertainment, confiding of whatever 
the Country afforded that was excel ent and rare, as alio a let of Eng/l/h mufick, 
Violini; another of Mahnmetane, and a third of Ben jane, which Foe our further 
dwemtemenc, was accompanied by the Women-d.mcers of the Country. All 
which being over Order was immediately given, -that chore Ships which were 
^fully loaden, Qiould make all necetfiry Provisions for their return,and we began to 
make all things ready for our voyage. 

The Sulthan's December 28. There came to Surat a Sultan* fent thirher by th; kfogul, to 
gy c mt him whom I had found there at my Arrival. Tile new Prefidenc went 

half a League out of the City to meet him, accompanied by five of the chiefeft 
Merchants, who intreated me to go along with them. The Snlthan had march¬ 
ing before him l'everal foot-fouldiers,anda certain number of Palanquins* and 
after them an Elephant, upon which a man carried a Banner of red Taffats. After 
, ^e Elephant came above a hundred foor-fouldiers, and after them twenty other 

foul die rs, carrying every one a litrle Banner, much like thole of our Cornets of 
fevsral Colours. Thefe march’d immediately before the S»/tt>a» } vrh6 was mount* 
ed upon a gallant Perjtan horfe, and attended by fever*! perfons of qualiiy, and a 
great number of men onborfebadt. On hne fide of him went a Page with a^reac 
P.ume of Feathers, which ferv'J for a F?n to keep off the heat of the Sun, and be 
had.qrned behind him his own Palanquin which was all gilt. His name was 
Myrfa Mahmttda , one with whom the new Prefidenc had been acquainted Ion® 
before. Having accorapmied him to his Palace, amidii the Acclamations of 
the People, which throng’d in the Streets co congratulate his Arrival, he return’d 
to his own hoiife, 

Immediately upon the eftablifhment of the new President, all the other 
Officers and Merchants departed one after another to the places of their Ordina¬ 
ry Refidence, and the fhips were ordered to make all tilings ready to lee fade. 
They were the Mary and the <SW»; bilt there wer£ to go along with them two 
other Veflelsjone ivhereof, being too old to get home into England, was co! e fold 
- at Goa, where the Prefidenc wasto touch in his way; and th; other was bound for 
the fame place, to. receive fifty choufand Ryals, which the Pmagutz. were to 
pay, in execution of the Treaty of Peace they had made with the English to be 
imployed in the Indies, according as the President of Surat fliould dil'pofe thete- 
of, 

The Swan had orders to fee faile ten dayes before us, and to ftjyforus 
at the Cape ofgood, hope.

of Age, and beginning to rcfLit on the misfortune! of his Captivity, which he 

iaw mull be perpetual, combin’d with one of the moil confide table Lords of Gu- 

s-uratta, who pur him into poffeffion of certain Cities of his Kingdome,. fticb as 

lay at thegreateft diltanc© from the Frontiers of the Mogul \ but they gavebim 

notthe time to fettle himfelf therein.

This Country hath no 
Enemy it need ftind in fear of j but the Mountains of thofe pares are the re ty¬ 
ring: places of certain Rodm, or petty Princes, who live only upon rapine, and 
the incurfions their Subjects make upon the Mogul's Territories, who with all his 
great power is not able to force them out of thofe inacceffible places. Bcfides 
chafe, there are alfo certain companies of Robbers or Tories, who fometitnes 
make up a body of three or four hundred men, to rob upon the Higb-vyay, info- 
mue.h that travelling cannot be without danger, unlefs fo many crave! together as 
can in fome meafute make their party again!! the attempts or thofe Villains, who 
are fo much the more eatily defeated, by reafon of their having no fire 
Armes, 

Tbt Akim- The ContevaH is he who judges of Affairs of little Confequence ; but the ad- 
ftmtitn tf iu- minUiration of Juftice among!! them is very pleafanr, inafmuch as he who com* 
" t(t ' plains firil moft commonly gets the better of it, fo that it may be truly faid among 

them, according to the Proverb, that who hears away the hi owes, payes for the 
bloodwhif. Capital crimes are judged by the Governours of the feverl Cities, who 
caufe their Sentences to be put in execution by the Coutevall. There is in a 
manner no crime, whereof a man may not avoid the puniCbment by mony, fo 
that it may be faid of thofe parts with greater reafon then of any other, that Gib¬ 
bets are fet up oftly for the unfortunate. The crimes punifhed with greateft fe- 
verity are, Murther and Adultery, efpecially when it happens to have been com-' 
micced with a Gentlewoman of any Quality. Upon which accompt it is that they 
permit Br&chel-houfes, all which pay a certain Tribute to the CeHtevall i who in 
1 requital protedhs them fo well, that it is nor onely fafe, bur alfo honourable for 
any man to frequent them. 

Tbs ttbtr ci- We have already given a Catalogue of the principal Cities of Gu&»rdtta t as 
wh GU * U ” ^madal>ath t Camity a, Sttrat, hrodra> Breitfchia , &c. All which we paffed 
through in our Travels, fo that it remains onely, that we give a fhoic account o£ 
the other more in confiderable places of the Kingdoms. 

Gog*. Goga is a fmsll City,or rather a great Village, thirty Leagues diftanc froal 

Cambay at a place where the Gulfeis fo narrow, that itfeemsto be a k/qd of 
a Rwec. T its place is fuffiriently well peopled, and mol! of the Inhabitants are 
Benjans, and live either by their Relation to the Sea*, or by Weaving. It hath 
neither Gates nor Bul-warks, but onely a frec-ftonewaB towards the Sea-fide, 
where the Portnguex, Frigats hive their Rendezvous, in order to the conveying of 
thei' Merchant men to Goa. * . 

Psttepatane Pattepatane and Mangerol y are two great Towtas nine Leagues diftanc from Go- 
and Mangcol. iqd there ar: made in them great quantities of Cottons and Lmen-cloath. 

■Diu. The City of Din, where the Portugne* have three ftrong Caflles,is feated upon 

the Frontiers of the Kingdome on the South fide. They call it Dine pronouncing 
the e fa gently, that a man can hardly hear ir. The word Dine fignifies an 
Iflmd, and thence comes the word, Agredme, five Ifles, and that of Nalediue t 
four Ifles, which the Portngnex. corrupt 7 call Maldina ; and Dine, Nonlaka> the 
Ifle of fourfeote and ten thoufand which hath that name given it,upon this accompt, 
that the Daughter of a certain Lord of the faid place, having begg’d of her Father 
t he Revenue of it for one day ,it brought her in four fcore and ten thoufand pieces 
of Silver. 

zifwwgan. The City of Bifantagan is one of the greateft of all the Kingdome of Gn^urat- 
M, as containing near twenty thoufand HoufesL Ic lies almoft in the midft of 
the Kingdome, and till of lace was but a fimple Village. The fertility of the ad¬ 
jacent Country hath raifed ir to the greatnefs wherein it is now j for thereabouts 
they keep abundance of cattle, and there grow alfo great quantities of Rice, Wiiea c 
and Cotton, which is made into Yarn and Cloaths. 

Petcan. The City of Petttn was heretofore fix Leagues about, and encompafled with a 
ftrong wall of Fiee-ftone, which is now broken down in feveral places, fince its 
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Conirnsrcsbsgiatodurunuh. Trie Intiibiunts*K toe the mod f>arc %a 4 )Ja d x 6 28. 
disir Profeflion, making of Scuffs of Silk 'for the wearing of tbs Country, as *I fo ' 
fo tie Cotton Cloaths, but they are very courfe; and are of thofe. kinds which are 
commonly called Dofternals, Sgarderberal, Leagk, Alitgiens s tic. This Gey hath 
a fair Cattle within it, where the Snlthm of the place lives. In th; middell of the 
City there is a Mofawy, which was built by rhe Pagans, and may pals for one 
ofthe moll lumptuous Temples in all the Bart. Its Roof is fuftain’d by a thou.- 
fand and fifty Pillars, mod whereof are of Marble, Thofe who have contributed 
moft to the deliriitftion of that Citie's Trading, are a fore of People called the 
Coulfes , who having taken any of the Inhabitant abroad in the Country* force 
them to ranfome chemfelves, and do fo pelter the High-wayes, that the Merch¬ 
ants dare not travel chat way. , ' ■ ' 

Cheytepour lies : ftx Leagues from and twenty two from 'AmadArkth, Cheytepour. 

upon 1 imall Rivet’s fide. All the Inhabitants are Benjans, who are Weavers,and 
make great quantities of Coccon-yarn, There is in the City a Garrifon of 150. 
men,for the lecuring of the CaffilM ,which pafs that way for Agra and AmMobath. 

Me(fa/iaism open Town, having within it an old ruin’d Cattle, the Gover-Msfiina, 
nour v. hereof is oblig’d to maintain two hundred Horie, for the fife paflfige of 
the CdfjfiLu. The Country all about produces much Cotton, and tome Gloaths 
are made there, but no great quantities, 

‘J^aJfary,OT Naafary, Gander and B Afar a, ate three fmall Cities, under the Naflary, Gau- 
jufbdietioof urat, from which the fieft is fix, the fecond nine, and the. third du ^ Bl! B,Uata * 
fourteen Leagues dirtanc. They Jye all three about two Leagues dittant from tie Sea. 

There aremadein them great quantities of courfe Cottons ; and it is in thefe 
parts char they fell the wood, which is all fpent over the Kingdom, in the building 
ofHoufeSandShiw. ’ 

The old Inhabitants of the Country are Pagans, and are thofe whom they pro- ™ e 
perly call Hindoy or Indett. The Mohamet Ane Religion came in with the Arms 01 Guz - 
Tamerlan, and thofe ocher forreigners, who have feded chemfelves there,by the • 

Conquers they have made in thofe parts. The Kingdom is peopled wich Perfian^ 

Arabians, Armenians , and feveral othet Nations; hut you {lull feldome meet 
there with either Chinefes or Jafonefes; for they are fo warm and. well provided at 
home, that they feldom fettle themlelves eliewhere. 

The Mohamet am of the Country, pro&ffing at lead by name, the fame Reli¬ 
gion with the Persons, occafions the Pcr/ion Language to be as common among 
them as the Indofttum, though in the Explication of the ^dichoron, they follow 
the fentimenrs oiHembtii, and LMoUkj, whereas the ‘Ptrfions accept onely of 
■the Exposition of Aly and Tz.afer-fnduck.‘, but they both condemn that of /la- 
nifa , which is approved by the Turks. 

It is not our delign in this place to run into any difeourfe of the Mahnmetane 
Religion; bur, having premifed a fhorc atco.npt of the Inhabitants of the 
Country, we fhall afterwards treat more at large of ciieir Religion, and the 
Sefts whereof it con fids. They are all of an Olive or Duskifb colour, but more 
orlefsfuch, according to the climate in which they live, Thofe who are more 
cowards the South, are without comp irifon of a much higher colour, then thole 
who live more cowards the North. The men are fTong, and well proportioned, 
having large Faces and black Eyes, and caufe their heads and beards to be fhaveti 
clear off, excepting only the Muftacboes,i$ the Per fans do alfo. The Mahome¬ 
tans cloith chemfelves much after the Terfian mode,only they fold their I ur bants 
after another way. Thereisa'fo this difference oh!erv'd between clutn, that cn; 

Tndofihant have the ©pening of their Garment under the lift arm, whereas the 
Ferfians hwc it under tne right arm; and that the former tye their Girdles -etc re, Tbett c st s. 
and let the ends hang down, whereas the Perfians doone.y todit lever: liri ^ s 
about the body, and hide the ends within rhe Girdle it felf. is A itiuncncie 
Girdles th.ic tfiey carry their Ponyards, which they call Limber, and are a^out a 
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1 3 3 8. f° ot jong, bating the blide much broader towards the hand e, then ir is towards 
the point. There are fome wear fwotds of that making, but the Soul die rs com¬ 
monly wesr Cymitars. Good horfes are very fcarce in thofe pares, whence it comes 
rhat they often make ufe of Oxen, which are altogether asfwiftas our Horfes, 
Tbiir Vrtmei at5C * * hive feen whole Troops confuting of this kind of Cavalry. The women are 
• very well propprtioned,though of low flature. They have very handfome bodies, 
and are very fumpeuous in their Attire. Tneir hair hang down over their {holders, 
and on their heads they have onely a thin cap, or cover them with a crepine of 
Liwn, wrought with Gold, the ends whereof hang down on both /ides, as low 
as their knees. Thofe who are of ability wear in their ears pendants of Diamonds, 
Pearls, or ocher precious Stones, and about their necks neck-laces of a kind of 
great round Pear!, which makes no undelightful fhow on the btown complexion 
of the Ladies of thofe parts, who fomecimes alfo wear rings in their Noflrils, 
which is fomuch the lefs incommodious to them, in that they never almoft have 
any occafion to wipe their Nofes, They wear Breeches as well as the men, which 
are of TUfaca, or fome kind of Cotton fluff, and thofe of fuch length, that were 
they let outj they would reach over their heads. They lye clofe and even till 
they come down below the ham, where they are folded like mens boots into ma¬ 
ny folds, in regard there is a firing of Silver and Silk runs through them, wherewith 
they are ty’d and faflned above the Navil, the ends of which filing hang down to 
their feet. Thefe Drawers or Breeches they wear under their fmocks, which 
are fo fliorr, that they reach not much below their wafte ; and upon the 
Breeches they wear a Petticoat of Taffatt, or Cotton ; bur fo thin, that its ea- 
fie to fee all under it. Their Shooes are commonly of red Cordovanr or Spanijb 
Leather, flat-foald,and narrow towards the toe. They go bare-breafled,and bare- 
arm’d up to the Elbows,fa ve that much of them is hid by the many Bracelets which 
the) wear about them. Thofe women who fland upon their hon ur appear not in 
pubiick with their Faces uncovered;nay thofe of any quality are very feldome per¬ 
mitted to come abroad. But the Btnjat women are clad quite after another 
manner. 

There is no Province in the Indltt ;where there are not fome Botjant; bur inCu^n- 
ratta ; they are more numerous then in any other place, and they are diflingui/h'd 
from t'nzMahumttAns by their habit.They do noefhave their heads,yet do they not 
’ wear their hair very long. They have every day a yellow mark made in their fore¬ 
heads^' about a fingers bredth,which is made with water and fan dal wood,in which 
they beat 4 or 5 grains of Rice. They are their B ram ant who give them that mark 
- after t hey have done theirDevotions before the Parties .The women do not cover 

their faces, as thofe of th. Mahnmetans do; yet do they not make any difficulty ■ 
to adorn rhemfelves with Pendants and N:ck'aces, efpecially their ears, which 
they in a manner cover with Pearls. The blacker their teeth are 4 the greater 
beauty they think it. During my flay at Amadabatb, fome of the women there 
told me, that it was an ugly thing to have white teeth,as Dogs and Monkies have; 
and thence it came that they caked us Bo»dra t iitet is,Apes.They wear no Breeches, 
Tbttltstbini but onely a piece of chin filk fluff, which they call Cabay, and reaches down to 
their hams, and upon that they pur their $ nocks, and on them their upper Gar¬ 
ment, which they tye with a firing at thewafle. Some among them wear a kind 
of narrow Waftcoars, the fl:eves whereof reach but to the Elbow, being naked 
down from the Breifts to t he Navil. In Summer they wear wooden Ihooes,which 
they fallen to their feet with liraps j but in winter, their fhooes are of Velvet of 
feveral colours, or of Brocadoe, cover'd with gilt leather. The quarters of their 
fliooes are very low, for this reafon, that as well men as women put them off, 
when they go into any room, the floor thereof being covered whir Tapiflry. 
Children go naked, till they come to about four or five years of Age, the Girles 
as well astheBoyes. The men are very civilly apparell'd, and live without any 
fcandal among the who being imperious and infohm, treat the 
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Ben)ms as if they were their fliyes, with great contempt, .much after the' "manner 1 6 -> 8, 

the jtws are treated in Europe^ in thofe places where they are permitted to live. - ~ —— 

Which yet hinders not but that the Benjans are as ingenious as the Mahumeta»s’.Tbe Benjsns 
and without companion more fubele, and more civil) then a*y of the other lndi* tre *»£*»«»* 
ans. There are not any of them can write and caft account better then they, nor 
any whole convention is more delightful then theirs but they come fiiort of 
that fincericy which the others have, fo that a man mult be very cautious how he 
hath to do with them, inafmiichas there is no Commodity which they donor 
adulterate; and they never drive any bargain, but they endeavour to furprize and 
circumvmc chofe they are to deal with. The Dutch and English know this by" ex¬ 
perience ; whence it comes,that they makeufe of rhefe people, as their Brokers 
and Interpreters, that they may difeover the Impofiures and cheats of others. 

There is no Trade which they apply not themfelves to ; and rhere is no commo¬ 
dity l ut they fell it, unlefs it be Fiefh, Fifh,or any other thing that hath had life. 

Their children are oblig’d to match among thofe of the fame trade orProfeflion 
as t he Father had been of $ and t hey fuffer not t hofe who do ocher wife, to be of the 
fam tCafte, or Family .* but they may be the beginners of a new Trade, andyer 
continue in the fame Religion, 

They marry their children at feven, eight, nine, or ten years of Age3 and it 
very feldom happens that they flay till twelve, efpecially if they be daughters ; 
for, if they Hay till that time, they are look’ti On as ftale Maids, it being their 
perfwafion, that there mud be fome imperfection, either in the Maya's perfon, 
or thole of her Parencs,if there be not feme addrefles made to her before that time; 
in which particular they chink rbemfeives to much concern’d, chat they make it a 
pun&iJio of Honour and Conference. • 

The wedding day being come, the Parents of the betrothed partiesfic down ia Their ceremo- 
a Hall, about a good fire, and c»ufe the Bridegroom and the bride to cake three nics °f nmrrU 
lurns about ir, during which, the Bramm pronounces certain words, which ferve ^ 
fora Benedi&ion of the Marriage. This Cullome they the more punctually ob- 
ferve, in regard, that, if the Bridegroom fhould chance to dye before he had 
taken his three turns about the fire, the Bride might take a fecond Husband, 
which the Benjan widdowes are not permitted to doe, even chQigh the 
Bridegrooms died before the confummation of the Marriage ; but fhe is 
obliged to fuffer all) her Ornaments to be taken away from her, and her hair 
co be cut off. They are not forc’d to burn themfelves with the dead bodies of their 
Hushands, as the wives of the Bramans or Ratboutes are, neither are they bin* 
drecl to do it, if they have an inclination thereto. Thofe widows who cannot brook 
a fingle life, get in among the publick Dancers of that Sex ; which mull needs 
happen very frequently in a Climate, which derives to the bodies living in it no 
great difpoluion to Chaflity. 

The Benjanc Law permits men, not onely to marry % fecond or third time, in The men per - 
cafe of death, bur alfo to wed a fecond or third wife, *if the firlt and fecond prove mttsed to mir- 
barren; The firlt retaining neverthelels a certain prebeminence, as being ^- r t lJce! Ce W 
ther of the Family. The Sons are Heirs of all their Fathers Efiare, lucwich Bs 
provifion, that they are to maintain the Mother, and marry rlie S iters. 

■ The Beujatts are Pagans, as having among them neither Bapifmt nor Clrcans - The Religion 
cifion. They are indeed of a belief. That there is but one God, Creator and P;e» °i t ' e H l jnr - 
fervet of the Univerie ; yet does not this perfwafion hinder, but fine they r bej 
worfhip the Devil, and give for their tea Ion, that God created him to govern the the Devil. 
World, and to do milchief to Mankind. Whence it comes that all their Atof- 
qiieys are fill’d with reprefen rations of him, in Statues of Gold, Silver, Ivory, Ebc- 
ny, Marble, Wood, and ordinary Stone, The Figure under which they repre¬ 
sent him is dreadful to look on,The head, our of which ^row four horns,is adorn’d 
with a triple Crown, after the fa fir ion of a Tiara. The countenance is horridly 
deformed, having coming out of the moLrh two' great teeth, lkte the tusks 
>r ‘ * Kkkk ' of 
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1 £> 3 8, of a wild Boar, and the chin fee out-with a great ugly Beard. The breafls beat 
again# the belly, at which the hands ace not abfolutdy joyned together, but feem 
negligently to bang down. Under the navill between the two thighs, there 
domes out of the bdij another head, much more ghjilfly then the former, having 
two horns upon it, and thrulling out of the mouth a filthy tongue of extraordi¬ 
nary bignefs. Inftead of feet it hath pawes, and behind a Cow’s tail; This Fi¬ 
gure is placed on a Table of [tone, which ferves for an Altar, and receives the 
Offerings which are made to the Pagode. On. the right fide of the Altar there 
Hands a Trough, in which thofe who intend to do their Devotions wafh and pn- 
rifie themfelves; and on the other fide, there is a Box, otCheft, for reception of 
the Offerings, which a re made in moneyand near the Trough, there is placed 
• within the wall a Veffel, out of which the Bramans take the yellow Buff, where¬ 
with they mark the foreheads of thofe who have faid their Prayers* The Braman, 
or Priell belonging to the place, fits at the foot of the Altar, whence he rites ac 
certain times to fay his prayers, and when he goes away, he concludes his Devo¬ 
tions with that kind of purifying, which is performed by rubbing his hands in 
the flame of the Lamps which'fland before and above the Altar, as we have defea¬ 
ted it elfewhere. 

Nor is it only in great Cities that the Benjans have their many Mfoqaeys, but 
they have them alio up and down the Country, upon the high wayes, and in the 
Mountains and Woods, They have ho other light then what they have from the 
Lamps, which are kept perpetually burning in them ; having no other Ornament 
then chat the walls are bedaubed with the Figures ofBeaftsand Devils, and look 
more like Caves, and rherecefles of unclean fpirics, which they are in efFeft, then 
places defign*d for the exercile of Religion! Yeck is certain neverchelefs, that 
thefe poor ignorant people exprefsas much Devotion for chefe Monftcrs, as the 
moil regenerate Chr)fit ans can do for their God, and the moll facred Myfteries of 
their Religion j though they at the fame time acknowledge, -that it is not a Divi¬ 
nity they adore, but a Creature which bath fotne power derived from God, and is 
able to do good and ill to men. 

They have this common with the Mahometans, that they make the principal 
part of Religion to confilUn corporeal Purifications. Whence it comes that there 
pafles not a day but they vvafli themfelves, and many of them do it very betimes 
in the morning, before Sun-rifing, going into the Water up to the walle, and 
holding in their hand a if raw, which the Braman gives them, to chafe away 
the evill fpirit, while the Braman blefles and maks exhortations to thofe whojau- 
rifie themfelves in that manner. 

Thefe Bramans or Bramanes, make it their boaft, tbac they came out of the 
head of their God Brama, of whom they lay there were many other Productions, 
which came but out of his arms, thighs, feet and orher mo;e ignoble pates of 
his body •, but that they hive this advantage that they have their being from the 
brains of that great God. 

r ibraham Rogers, who lived ten years upon the Coafts of Coromandel, up- 
the fervice of the Hollanders, in an Employment, by means whereof he 
Tbtir Opinion m ’»hr make more certain Difcoveries of the Religion of thefe people, relates, 
(onceming she in t he Treatife he hath written, of Pagan if me, that the Bramanes affirm, that 
cnam of the their great God, whom they fomtimes call Wiflul, fomtimes Etwara^ and who 
mrld ’ they fay is thegreateft, and the God of all the Gods,bethinking himfelf, be¬ 
fore the Creation of the World, when there was in the llniverfe, buc one 
God and Water, meerly fbr his Diverflon fske, to make a World, had illu¬ 
med tbs Figure ot a little Childe, and having call himfelf upon a Leaf, 
which he had found fwimming upon the _ Water, and playing Childifhly with 
his great Toe in his mouth, there came out of his Navell a Flower, which 
they call Tamara, of which Flower Was produced the firftof all men, whom 
they call Brama. 
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T.ue rheSift thing which Brama did, was _ to give God thanks that he had be- i d ? 8. 

(low'don b™ a rational Soul, and chat God was fo well pleated with that ac-- 1 

knowlcdgemenc of his, that he gave him power, not only to create the world, 
and vvluti'oevca is, contained therein, but alio to cake upon him the Government 
thereof, which God was willing nor to be troubled wit rial himfelf ,• So that Bra- 
ma, being as it were Goa’s Vicegerent and Deputy, in this vaft and infinite 
Adininiftration, there happens not any good or evil to men but by his means, fince ‘ ^ 
it is he who hath limited the life of Man to a hundred years, and hath decreed and * : ; ’J ■ 
appointed die profperity and adverfity that ih.iil befall him. - • 

To this they add; that Brama had five heads, and that, one day, rebelling 
agamft the god H'lflu, He commanded one of his fervants named Blerem, to 
cut off the head which Hood in the midft, with his nail : but that Brum a having 
humbled himfelf before god, and having made Verfes in praife of him, wlftu 
was fo highly pleas’d to hear them fung, that he told Brama, it troubled him 
much, chit be had ordered one of his five heads to be cutoff; but however, bid 
him be of good comfort, forafmuch as he fbould have the fame power with the 
other four, as he had before. And yet they have this belief withal!,, that this 
imprudence of Brama will hinder him from enjoying, in t he other world, that 
meafure of glory which he might hive hoped, had he continu’d in his original 
integrity. ■ . \ 

They affirm, that Brama governs the world by many Lieutenants, the chief- j rlma * s 
eft of whom is he whom rhey call Dertvendre, who commands all chore who go- LitmmMy 
vern the eight worlds, which are like this we inhabit, and go to the Compoficion 
of the Univerfe, whereof, according to them, there axe (even other parts like 
ours, all which fwim upon the water, like fo many Eggs. They believe alfo that 
the world, which is now extant and in being, is not any efferft of the firft Cre¬ 
ation, but that there have been many before it, and that there will be others af¬ 
ter it. That that wherein we now live is to continue yet a Million of Ages longer, 
fince that in the year MDCXXXIX. there were but four thousand feven hundred 
thirty nine years of the fourth Age of the world expired, and that the firft had 
lifted a hundred and feven thoufand two hundred and ninety Ages; That in the 
faid firft Age of the world all men were good and juft, fo as that the Devil, who 
was created even in that time, had no power to’do them any mifehief : That in 
the following Age.the fourth part of Mankind became depraved ; and that in the 
third, good and bad were equally divided ; but that in thefe laft times, the wotld 
was fo much corrupted, that the number of the juft was teduc d to the fourth 
parr.- 

But iris befides the Defiga of our Relation to' digrefs into the Theology of 
thefe people; whereof the Author we cited before,hath written aTreatife,fumcieac 
tofatisfiethecuriofiry of the moft Learned. 

We fhill therefore only fay,that tbeteBramanes&K very highly refpe<fted among y,y e j/gtboritf 
the other Pagans, not onely upon the accompc of their aufteficy of life, and their e f the Brama ns? 
extraordinary abftinence; (for there are feme of them faft three or four dayes to¬ 
gether, not eating any thing at all ’,) but alio in regard,that befides their Super- 
intendency in matter of Religion, they have the overfightbf Schools, where they ( 

reach Children to read and write. They expound the Myfteries of their Religion 
to the ignorant, and by chan means make what impreflioas they pleafe in the 
minds of fuperftitious people, inafmuch as they give what Interpretation they fan¬ 
cy themfelves, to the Auguries and other vanities, about Which they are perpe¬ 
tually confulted. They are believed as fo many Oracles; and thence it comes that 
the Benjawfeldom engage themfelves in any bufinefs of corifequence, without the 
advice a: d encouragement of the Brans an. They are diftinguilh’d from the ot er 
Benjansy onely by what they wear upon their heads, which , is a Coifture mi e 
of white linnen Cloath, and comes feveral times about the head, to cover their 
hair, which they never cut; as alfo by three pieces of fmaft Pack-thread, w ^ * 
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i ,5 58. they wear next their skins, and come crofs the breaft, from the fhouider to the 
vvjife, which Pack-thread they never put off, no r would, though it were to fave 
their lives. They heighten and improve the popular fuperilition, by the Relations 
they make of rhoufands of falle miracles, done by their Pagoda and Saints, 
whon 'they perf vade people to worfhtp, as IntercefTors with God for them. 

Tbej believe They hold the immortality of the Soul,but believe with all, that, at its departure 
tbt imsiteeuU- out of the firit body,it tranfmtg races into that of fome other Creacure ;and affirm, 
V, and tranf- t jj 1£ jjjg Soul of a good meur’d and docible perfon, is tranfheed into the body 
of a Pidgeon, or Chicken ; that of a cruel and wicked man, into that of a Cro¬ 
codile, a Lyon, or a Tigre ; that of a crafty man, into that of a Fox ; that of 
a Glutton, into the body of a Swine; that of a Treacherous perfon, into that 
of a Serpent,^. Before they are admitted to the enjoyment of a beacirude 
purely Spiritual. And this is theory reafon, why the Benjans abftain from the 
killing of living Creatures, even to the Infers, how dangerous troublefome 
foever they may be. They alfo forbear keeping any fire, and lighting candles in 
the night time, out of a fear that the Flies, oc Moths fhould burn themlelves 
therein ; Nay, they make fome difficulty to pits on the Ground, for fear of 
drowning the Fleas and other In lefts which might lye in the way. What is yet 
more fuperliitious, they do not onely redeerri the Birds, which the Mahumetans 
■ had taken, but they alio built Hofpitals for,Bealls that are hurt and wounded. 

Afirtnge im~ The Bram.mss are very much refpmfted all over the Indies , but more then any 
plofteent tftbt where e fe, among the Malayans, where chey have a very odd kind of Em- 
B»mans a- ploymenr. For there is no marriage coutrafted among them, but the fir/1 Fruits 
" of the Bride are confeerated to the Braman , to whom (hi is brought, to be cfe- 
flourid. They believe char the marriage were not fufficiemly blefs’d, if the Bra- 
nfm haVe not t be firii trial of the Bride; whence ic comes, chat many times he 
isearneftly intreaced before he does it;and if the peefonsbe of any quality,he hath 
a reward given him, as if he had been hired to do the work. When the men are 
to go any journey, th :y ihcreat the Braman to hive a care of their wives while 
they are away, and to lupply their places till chey return. 

The Benjahs are divided among themre!v;s, into fourfeore and three principal 
§eftsj not accompting the othsr tefs confiderable ones, which are hiultiply’d al- 
molttb infinity, in regard there is hardly any Family, but hich its particular Su- 
petftitions and Ceremonies. The four principal Sefts, which comprehend all the 
reli, are thofe of Cearawath, Samarath, Bifnow, and Goeghy. Thofe of Ceura- 
wath are fo punctual in cb: prefervation of living Creatures and Infefts, that rheir 
Bramanes have their mouth; cover’d with a piece of linnen cl oath, for fear any 
Fly fhould get into it,and in their Houfes they have ahvayes a little broom in their 
hands, to’fweep the room, lead they fhould negligently tread upon any infedtj 
and they will not fit, till they have firit made clean the feat or place where they 
are to% down. They go bare-headed and bare-foor, with a white ft iff in their 
hands, by which they are diftinguifhM from the others. They keep no fire in 
their houfes, nor light any Candies in them. They never drink any cold warer, 
for* fear of meeting with any Infeft in it, but they hive it boil*d at fome one’s 
Houle of taeir Seft. They hive 110 other cloithing then a piece of courfe linnen 
Close b, which hangs down from the Navel to the Knees, and cover not the reft 
ofthefc body, but with a final! piece of woollen Cloath,as much as could be made 
of one fl eece of w ool 1, 

Their Belief, The Opinions they have of God are in fome things different from thofe of the 
J other 'inafmuch as they do not attribute to him an infinite being, which 

difpofeth of the events of things, but they would have them to depend abfolutely 
on good and ill fortune. They have a Saint named T'ul Ttnchtr , and acknow¬ 
ledge no ocher good works then faftmg and Alms-deeds: They believe that the 
Sun, the Moon, and other Stars, the Earth, living Creatures, Trees, Metals, 

and in a word, all things vifible, have in themfelyes the firit caufesof rheir pro- 
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duaion, and Motion. They hold chit there ate two Suns, and as many Moons, I 5 3 8 
whicfj relieve one the ocher alternately every day. They believe nothing of Hea¬ 
ven or Paradife, and yet acknowledge the immortality of the foul, but after a 
very extraordinary manner. For they affirms that the Soul, at its departure out of 
the Body it had firft animated, enter into another, either of Man or Beaii, accord- ... 

in°to the good or ill life of the deceafed: but that it ever makes choice of the 
Female, that it may return again into the world, to live there in another body. 

Their Mafyutys, which they call &*/«, are built fourfquare with flat roofs, r&«rMofqii«yi 
and towards tne Baft-fide these is an open place, under which aretheChappels 
of'rheir Pagodes, built after a pyramidal form, and rais’d ten foot from the ground, 
having upon the flairs leading up to them, feveral Figures of wood. Stone, and 
Paper, reprefenting their deceafed kindred, whofe lives had been remarkable for 
feme extraordinary good fortune. They doe their greateft Devotions in the 
moncth of Attguft, during which,. they morrifie themfelves by fo great abflinen- 
cies, as might pafs etfe where for no lefs then miraculous; it being certain chat 
there are fome, who for the fpace of fifteen dayes, or three weeks, nay fome* rhtir txtrur- 
times a moneth or fix weeks, live without taking any thing but water, into dUirj tbjti z 
which they put the ferapingsor timings of a certain bkterwood, which is con- 
ceived to hive fome what of nourifhmenc in it. I muftConfefs this will noreafily 
be credited ; but it is fo acknowledged a Truth in th: Indies, that it isnotdi- 
fputed by their greateft EnemieSi They hate alfo about that time, many Aflem- 
blies in cheir Mefyusys, where thsif difedurfe is concerning the lives of their de¬ 
parted Sainrs, and there are reed certain Legends the people ftanding about the 
BtAman, who fits down in the midfl of them, having his mouth cover’d with a 
iiflnen Cloath. 

As they go into the Mofyuej they beflow their Charities, cafting them into Tbeirfubitcti \ 
a great Copper bafin, which they place before the Pagode, and in requital, they A a 1 * - 

receive a mark with the Sandal wood, which is made in their foreheads, or upon 
their cloachs. While they are difeourfmg about their Saints, which lafls for the 
moft part four or five hours, they are entertain'd with Mufick, which is paid for 
out of the Charities that had been collected among them for the poor. They 
bum the bodies of aged perfons, but bury thofe of Children who dye underthree 
years of Age. Their Widows are not obliged to burn themfelves with their de¬ 
parted Husbands, but they promife perpetual Widowhood. All that make pro- 
feffion Of this Seft may be admitted to Priefthood. Nay, Women are receiv’d into 
chat Funftion, provided they be above twenty years of Age ; but the men are 
admitted into it, aefeven, eight and nine years of Age. To become Priefts, all 
they have to do, is to put on the habit, to accuftome themfelves to the aufterity 
of that kind of life, and to make a vow of Chaftity. Any one of the married 
couple hath the priviledge to become a Prieft,and by chat means, to oblige the o- 
therto celibate, for the remainder of his or her life.Tbere are fome make a vow 
of Chafltcyinthe ftate of marriage; but this is feldome feen, and when it is, 
thofe who make fuchVowes, are not overftrj& in the obfervance of them. 

Alltheother Cafies, or Seftsofth zBenja»es, hive an averfion and contempt: 
for this, add condemn it fo mnch, that their Do&ours continually exhort their , 

Auditours to Ihunfhe Convention of thofe people; lo chat they will not only 
noteat or drink with them, but they would not fo much as Tet a foot in their 
Hottfes, though it were to avoid an imminent and inevitable danger; and fuch as 
are fo unhappy as to touch them, are obliged to doe a publick and feveie pen- ^ • 

The fecond Seft of the Benjattf, called Samarath , hath this common with the Tbe jf 
former, that it permits not the killing of any creature or infeft t hat hath me, nor ,fflai E -■ 
the eating of any thing that hath had. This Seft confifts of Lock-makers, Smiths, 

Farriers, Carpenters, Taylors, Shoe-makers, Furbifhers, and all other Tradfe- 
raen. admitting among them, even Souldiers, Clerks, and other Officers. Their 
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6 j S- Religion is different from that of the former, in that they believe, - that this world 

Tbtir belief was creared by a firii caufe, which governs and preferves all, with a ioveraign 
aitdunchangeable power. 

TbtirGoi Mi callI him in their Language Permlfeer, and;afflgohim three Subftuutes, 

bisSubflimtss■ 10 “ av ' i their feveral Tunfttons under his Superiacendency. The firft, who-is 

called Brawn, hath the difpofal of all fouls, which he fends into fuch bodies as 
Permifeer appoints, either of Men or Beads. The fecond, whom they 
ca.i BujfiHna, teaches the world to live according to God’s Comm a ndements, 
which they have difpofed into four Books. He hath alle the overfight of 
ProvUions, and advances the growth of Wheat, Herbs, and Pulfe, after Bra- 
nta hath endued them with fouls. The third, named JliaU ,exetcifes his power 
over the dead. He is alfo Secretary to Permifeer, and cakes the good and bad 
. works of the deceafed into examination, that he may make a report thereof to 
his Matter, who having examin’d both the one and the other, fends the foul into 
a body, where fhe doth more or leffe penance, proportion ably to the good ot ill 
fhe hath done in the former. Thofe that are feet into the body of a*" Cow, are 
accompred the mo/l happy, in regard that that Beait having fomeebing Divine in 
it, according to their opinion,- they hope in a fhorc time to be purified of the 
fins which they had committed during their continuance in the former body. But 
thofe which are forc'd co cake up their fecond habitations in the bodies of Ele¬ 
phants, Camels, wild Oxen, Goats, Afles, Leopards, Swine, Serpents, or any 
other unclean bead, are on rhe contrary thought mod unhappy, iaafmuch *s ac 
their departure out of them, they pafs into the bodies of other beads, cither tame, 
or lefs wild, where they compieat the expiation of the Crimes for which rhey 
were condemned to thofe punifhments. The fame thing happens alfo to thofe 
fouls which are in rhe bodies of fome creatures that dye before they have corn- 
pleated their Purification; which being abfolutely confummated, Mats prefents 
the fouls fo purified lopermifeer, who receives them into the number of hisfer- 
vants. 

They burn the bodies of the deceafed, five only thofe of Children under three 
CcrmonJiAmt years of Age; but they have this particular Ceremony, that rhefc Obfequies are 
the deal performed on the fide of a River oc Brook, whither they carry the lick petfons, 
when they are pafi hopes of recovery, that they may expire there. 

The women There is no'Sed, in which the women facrifice themfelves fo cheerfully to the 
burnthmfehtf memory of their Husbands, as in this Se& of Samarath. For they are perCwaded, 
g j ' that ehe promife which Buffiwa makes them in the Law he gave them from Per- 
Tberctjonefit nt ' i f^ r i is infallible ; to wit, that if a woman hath fo great an affeftion for her 
Husband, as to burn her felf with him after his death, fhe fball live with him in 
the ocher world feven times as long,and {ball enjoy him with feven times as much 
farisfadtion as fhe had d one in this: which hope makes them look on death, 
but as a paflage through which they are to enter into a beatitude and blifs, where¬ 
of they had in this world but a fmall earned. 

AfFoon as the women are delivered, there is prefented to the new born child, 
an Ink-horn, Paper and Pens; and if it be a Boy, they add a Bow and Arrows; ca 
fignifie that Buff ana will write his Law in his underftanding, and that one day he 
fhall raife his Fortunes by the wars. For as we faid before, this Se& admits of Soul - 
diers: but thofe among them whofe ProfelTion it is to bear Arms, make a diftin< 5 t 
Se< 9 r, which they cali that of the Raibenies, of whom we fhall give an accompt

Thofe of the Seft of Biswm have this common with the two precedent, that they 
abftain from feeding on any thing that hath had'life. Bey faff alio, and in the 
moneth of Augujf, have their Aficmblies in there Agtgui fo they call their 
Mofijuxys. Their principal Devotion qcm fifis in finging ofHymnes co the ho¬ 
nour of their god, whom they call Ram-ram, and pray to blefs them and their Fa¬ 
milies wit ha iupply o£ what they think neceflary, thattbey may live without dif- 
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content and inconvenience. Their tinging is accompany\1 with dancing, and Mu- i S 2 S 

fick, confining of Drums* Pipes, Copper-bafios, and other infiruments upon- 

whichthey play before their laols. Tney represent their Ram-ram , with his 
wife* in federal manners, and adorn both their Statues on holy-dayes, with many 
gold Chains, Collars of Pearle, and all forts of precious Hones, and fee up many 
Lamps-and .vax candles before them. This God hath no SubUitutes, as that of 
the Seft of Samaratb , but does all himfJF. 

The ordinary fuftenance of the Bisnow isonely He;bs and Pulfe, fre fh Butter, Their 'manner 
Milk and Curds. They are great lovers of the Aifchia , which is a certain Compo- or Ufa 
firion made of Ginger, Matigat, Citrons, Garliclc, and Muftardfced pickled with 
fafe, and drink only water, or baratte. They are either Women or Prietts that 
drels their meat; and in (lead of Wood, which they furbe.tr burning ,beeaufe there 
are fomeumes worms in it, which might by that means be deliroyed, theyufe their firing 
Cow-dung dried in the Sun, and tnixe with 11 raw, which they cut in fc.uare 
pieces, as they do the Turfs in Holland, and fo expofe it to faie, 

T*:iofe of this Seft are for the moll part addifted to Merchandife, either upon 
their own accompt, or as Agents and Faftors under others. ■ They underftand 
the buftnefs of Commerce extreamly well, and their Converfation is not unplea- 
fanc. whence it comes chat both ('brifkiyms a nd Mabnmttam employ them as 
Brokers and Interpreters,in their way of Trading. 

They, have this particular Cuftome in this Sett, that they permit not the wo> fbtit wives 
men to bum themfelves with their Husbands j but they oblige them to perpetual arc net burnt, 
widowhood, even though the Husband died before the confummation of the mar¬ 
riage. Iris not Jong fince, that among them, the younger brother was oblig’d . 
to marry his eider Brother’s widow, to raife up feed to him ; but this cullome is 
abolilh’d by an exprefs Law which condemns the women to celibate. 

In the morning they all walh themfelves in a Tanque, or rather in a River, if 
there beany near the place where they live, and they think it not enough cogoe 
into it up to the wafte, but they tumble, wallow, and fwim in it, muttering cer- - 

tain words between their teeth, t while the Braman, who fits on the River fide, 
and looks to their Cloaths, gives them his Benediftion, and prayes God that they 
may be as clean from their fins, astheir*bodiesare clear of filth.Ac their coming 
out of the water he rubs their foreheads, nofes and ears, with a certain compofi- 
tion made of Sandal, or fome ocher Odoriferous wood, and they give him for his 
pains a fmall quantity of Wheat,Rice or Pulfe. , . . u 

Thofe of the Seft of Goeghy intermeddle not with either Trade or Tfaffick, but ■ m 

live a very folitary life, in the Country, in obfcure Villages, or the fumes of 0 
Houfes, where they worfhip their god Brum, and his fervanc Meets, They have TheirGmi. 
neither Mofaueys, nor any other pubiick places, wherein to ailemble to do their 
Devotions j hay will not go inro the Mo fancy s of the other Benjaxt, unlefs it be 
into thofe of the Seft of Samaratb ; but it is only to take up their Lodging in them 
for want of other accommodation. For they are forbidden by their Law to be pro¬ 
prietors of any thing. They Ihun the converfation of men, and live in woods 
and defarrs, like the*"Hermits and ancient Anchorites, They have nothing a'bouc 
them, but a piece of linnen cloath, to cover chat part which Nature is unwil¬ 
ling fltould be expos’d to the view of all. They -rub their bodies all over with 
afhes, and where ever they fit down, they have a little heap of allies near therm, 
which they are perpetual y handling, and latter of it upon their moifi hair, which 
disfigures the n after a (Range manner. They never fpeak to -fuch as pais 
by them, nor give them the time of the day; nay they will not anfvyer thole that 
fpeak to them, out of this perfwafion, that being confecrated to their God Brum, 
they believe they iliould defile themfelves by [peaking to other men._ Wnence it 
happens, that when they come into any City, they make no Hay therein, ana will 
not turn out ofih.it Street which leads them to the Gate they would go out 
at.

The common people hath a ereat 
devotion for thefe OgWalutug them with much refpeft, and receiving their 
benediaton tvich great lubmlflion, s z 

Thfir btlief. The Goeghys believe, that their God Bruin hath created all things, and that he 
continues them in being, by his infinite power, by which he is able & to deftrov and 
reduce th:m to nothing. 1 

I hey affirm, that he is not to be reprefenced by any Figure of either Man or 
Bea “> put that he rs a fight, which cannot be the Objedt of our fight, inafmuch 
as, aving created tint bi me Sun, it is not to be admired, .that we cannot con¬ 
template the principle of fo rfanfeendent a brightnefs.

Certain ins, that Charcoal-men and Chimneysweepers among us are not fo 
befmurted as theie people, who take a pleafure in disfiguring their bodies and 

' wherewith they continually rub them, but 

alfo by their abHmences, which as they are greater, to are they wichall much more 
frequent then thofe of the Benjans of the Seit o CCetirwath. There are fome wo¬ 
men become '.Goeghys • but in regard thsc Sex is too tender and delicate, to acoi- 
ARnnze mn °tc tberr l fdves . t ,? fo S reat ff uft !«ty, their number is not very great. 

HLfLhg ., J h * obil 8 e th£ir Proselytes, that is, the Mahuvmm, who embrace 

their Religion, to a very extravagant manner of life. For, to renew their whole 
body, which, according to their opinion, is defiled by the flefli they had eaten 
i liey oblige them tor the tpace offixmonechs together, to mix am&ngft what they 
are ro eat, a pound of Cow-dung ; out of this reafon, that that creature having, 
as chey hold,0wn6 tiling divine in it, there is nothing can purifie the body fo well 
as that kind of nourifhmenr, which their Profdyces are permitted to dim ini IK by 
. oegtees, alter the three firfi moneths of their converfion. They alfo condemn

The fuperftiti- _ ^11 t*c Benjans are excreamfiy fuperfiitious. For they never go out of their bou- 
onoftbc Ben-1'..', u l th-.y have laid their prayersj andifat their going out tliay meet with 
}3ns ‘ . any lll prefage, tl|-y return into their houfes, and do not any bufmefs of import¬ 

ance chat day. They take to preface ill Fortune, the meeting of an empty Care 
a wild Oxe, anAis, a Dog, if he be not eating fomevhat, a Goar, an Ape-, a 
Deer, a Goldimtui, a Carpenter, a Lock-fmith, a Barber, a Taylor, a beater 
of Cotton,a\\ idow, a company of People going to the enrerment of a dead body, 
or a man returning from the lame Ceremony^-' as alfo, that of a Manor Wo¬ 
man carrying Butter, Oyle, Milk, brown-Suga^Citrons,^or any other fharp things, 
Apples, Iron, or any thing relating to War. They are on the contrary, well 
, pteafed 
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plsafed with the meeting of anElephantjOrCamcl,whether they be loaden or not,as i 6 38 . 

alfo o/a Horfe,* Cowman Ox, a wild Ox loaden with water,* hce-Goac,a Dog zn -——-- 

jug, a Cat coming on the right hand of them, and perfons loaden with provisions 
Curds,and white Sugarjbut above aHjjthat of a Cocker a Hare and then they cheer¬ 
fully go about what they have to do, as being prepoffefs’d with the opinion they 
have, that thefuccefsof their Affairs will be anfwerable to their expiation'-. 

There are Some who pur the Rashontes into the number of the Benjons, and 
affirm, rharrbey are a branch of rhe Seft of Sam troth, with which they believe Rasboutes. 
the transmigration of fou!s,and Several other things. But they believe this in par-rhw Btiitf. 
ciailar,thac the Souls of men go into Birds, who afterwards give their friends no¬ 
tice of the good and evil which is to befall them; upon which account it is, that 
they So SuperftUioufly observe the flight and finging of thoSe creatures. Their wid ■ 
dows burn themSelves with the bodies of their deceafed husbands, unlefs it be, that 
at the contra# of marriage,there was Some promise made that they Should not be 
forc’d thereto; But whereas all theorher Ben jaw are of a mild and re Serv'd dispo¬ 
sition, abhorring the effuflon of bloud, even that of Beafts j thefcon the contrary, 
are a fort of violent and daring people, who eat flefli, and live onely by murther 
and rapine, and never mind any ocher profession then that of Arms. The Mogul 
makes ufe of theSe men, as do alfo molt of the other Princes of the Indies, be- 
caufe they are undaunted, and entertain not the leaft fear of death. To this pur- 
pofe, there is a Story of five Rjubontts, who forc'd by wearineSs to reft themSelves 
in a Country man’s houfe, there hapned to be afire in the Village, which by ^Story offivt 
reafon ofthe wretchedness of thehoufes, Soon came to chat where they were. ^** 0UtH * 
They had notice of it, bur onfe of rhem Said to the reft, that having never turn’d 
t'jdr backs from danger, it would bechegreaccft Shame in the world to them, to 
Shun'death which they had never fear’d.* That it were bafenefsin them to ftirre 
thence, but that they were to make the fire as much afraid of them, as others 
were of it, and force it to flop its piogrefs when it came near them; and they 
were So earneftly engag’d in thefe temerarious and extravagant difcourfiM, that the 
fire getting into the room where they were,one only had the time to get out, and 
to drag along with him one of hisCamerades, who could never afterwards be re¬ 
covered out of the melancholly regret he had conceiv’d,at his not having follow'd 
the example of t he others. 

It is related alfo of another J Usfom, who going into the Country,in the com¬ 
pany of two others,came in his way to a pit, at the fight whereof his Horfe flood 
fttil; but the ‘Rjshoute condemning the caution of the beaft as if it had proceeded 
from feirfulnefsjtold him, that he was very much to blame to entertain any fear, 
having on his back a man that never knew any ; and thereupon bearing him he 
wow'd have made him leap over the pit; bur, both horfe and man falling, they 
were both drownV,che man acquiring among them, by this mconfiderablc and bar- 
tiSh a#ion, the reputation of 2 man heroically courageous. 

They have no compaffion but what they have towards irrational crearure*, espe¬ 
cially Birds,which they cake the pains to keep and feed,oat of a perfwa(ion,that one Their Charity 
day when their fouls Shall be lodg’d in creatures of that kind. Some or other will trutris Birds. 
have the Same charity towards them. And this is their employment particularly on 
holy dayes,as alfofor io.or 12 . dayes after the dcceafe of their neereft kindred, 
and upon the anniverfary dayes of their death. 

They have this common with the other Beujous, that they marry their children 
very young,which is the lefs to be wondred at, inaSmuch as it is very certain, that They marry 
the hdions of both Sexes are capable of engendring much Sooner then any other tbtir children 
Nai iomfo that there are not any but are fit for the work of generations loot 
years ofage.To this purpofe I have a fiory, which may feem tabu us,but I have it fro 
Such grave perfons,that I Shal make no difficulty to comunicateic upon their credit. 

Not many years Since,even in rhe reign of Scach Char am, who is yet living, a 
certain Raibo&'s wife,who liv’d at Jgra,ms brought to bed of a daughter, which A rmtr\d)lt 
at 2 . years of age,had brefts as big as thofe of any nurfe SWh 

.LIU ' A Lock- 
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't 6 3 8 ,. A Lockfmith, neighbour to the Rashute. advifed the Father and Mother to per¬ 
mit, that the hot iron might be apply’d thereto, which is the ordinary remedy they 
make ufe of, againft fuperfluous humours. They con fenced thereto; but as foon as 
they had applied the foreifaid Remedy, the Lock! mitb died,and foon after, the Fa¬ 
ther and Mother, and all thofe that had been prefenr atchefaid cure. The child 
had as three years of Age, what thofe of her Sex are nor wont to have till twelve 
or thirteen. The year after fhe had nothing of chat kind, but her belly wasfo 
. fwollen as iffhe had been with childe. Thatfwelling was little abated the year 
J,\.. following, and at fix years of age (he was brought to bed of a Boy. But this was 
thought a thing fo extraordinary all over the Country, though they marry very 
young, as I faia before, that Schacb Char am fent for both Mother and Child, and 
ordered them to be brought up at che Courr. 

Tbt Partis, Betides the Benjans, there is yec another lore of Pagans in che Kingdom of Gu- 
z,tiratta % whom they call the Parfis. Thefe ate the' Perjians of Pars and Chora fan, 
who fled imo thofe parts, to avoid the perfection of the Mahometans in the 
fevench Age. For Abuhtkjr , having undertaken to elHblifh the Mahometan Reli- 
ligion in Perfia by force of Arms, the King perceiving it was impofTible for him co 
oppofe ir, cook (hipping wich eighteen choufand men at Or mm , and landed in /«- 
dofthan. The King of Cambay a, who was a Hindoo, or Indian, that is, a Pagan, 
as himfelf, received him co dwell in his Country, into which that liberty drew fe¬ 
ver a 1 other Perjians , who with their Religion, have prefer v’d and continued their 
Tbtir worn? ancient manner of life. Their habitations are for the moll pare along the Sea-coaft, 
of Life. anc j t bey five very peaceably,fuihining chemfel ves our of the advantage they make 

out of the Tobacco they plinc, and the Terry they get out of the Palmes of thofe 
parts,and whereof they make Arak,, in regard they are permitted to drink Wine. 
They intermeddlealfo with Merchaadife, and rhe exchange of mony, and keep 
fhops,and are of all traefes,except thofe of Farriers,Rlack-fsnichs, and Lock-fmiths j 
in regard it is an unpardonable fin among them to put out the fire. 

The Parfis believe that there is but one God, prefervet of the Univerfe s That 
he a&s alone, and immediately, in all things jand chat the Seven fervants of God, for 
whom they have alfo a great Veneration, have only an infenour sdmimftration, 
whereof they are oblig’d to give an accompt* 

, , , The fin! of thefe fervants is called Hamafda , and hath the Government of 

vuutfGtl" men, *Kl his charge Is, to induce them to the exercife of good works. 

The fecoftd, whom they call Bahman, hath the overiight of Cattle, and pre¬ 
fixes over all t he living creatures chat are upon Earth. 

The third, named Ardybefb, preferves Eire, and hinders it from being put our. 
The fourth is called S ary war, and is entrufted with the charge of Metals, about 
which they ate very curious; and accufes thofe who negleft che making of them 
dean ; which negligence is a mortal fin among them. 

The fifth, who.u they call Sfpander a care of rhe Earth, and keeps It from 

being poilu .ed, and hinders it non; being otherwife ufed then it ought* 

Aawaerdath, who is the fixth, hath the fame charge over the Water, as Efyan- 
dtr hath over the Earth, and keeps it from being defiled with filth. 

The fevench,whom they call Ammadath, looks to the prefervation of Fruit?, 
"frees, Herbs and Pulfe, bur without any power, either to advance or retard their 
produftion. For thefe feven fu bake mate Spirits are appointed by God, onely co 
take cognizance of the abufes committed in chi* world, and to make their report 
.thereof co him.. 

Hwm> fix #. Belides thefe feven Servants, whofe dignity is very great, God hath twenty fix 
tber Strmu other Servants,who have all their particular Fim&ions. 

«f God. The firti, w hom they call S orach, takes pofTeilion of the foul immedi ately upon 

its departure out of the body, and conduits ic before two Judges, whom they 
call After Refm , and Soros, to be examined, and to receive according to their 
: . ., 'Sentence, cither its condemnation or abfolution from its fins. Their manner 
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of proceeding iri'^idgemenc, is, co put the good and evil works into two !«]«>• i ,j 

rhac they rmy judge of them according to their weight. The good and evil An-- 

gels rtand about the feales, and carry aivay the fouls adjudged to them, either 
ipco Puradife, where they enjoy eternal blifs, or into Hell, there to be torment¬ 
ed to the end of the world, which they believe will be renewed at the expiration 
of a thou Land years; and then, they (lull enter into other bodies, to lead a bet¬ 
ter life then they had done in the former. 

The fourth ofthefe Servants is called Beram, anahach the overfight of all Mili¬ 
tary affairs; upon which accompc it is that they addrefs chemfelves to him, that 
they may obtain of God Victory, hy his Interceflion. 

Thefith is Carrafeda, that is to lay, the Sun, 

The lixth Aava , that is, the Water. 

The feventh is called Ader, and governs the Fire,under Ard) fafthi 

The eight h is Moho t or t he Moo n.

The eleventh, who is called Fttrmrdy , hath the culiody of the fouls which arc 
in Paradife.

The thirteenth named Goada, governs the winds, and malts them blow as bo 
pleafech. 

Dteu, who is the fourteenth, reaches Men the Law of God, andinfpires the' 
with good motions to oblerve ir, 

Aplrfanic/), who is the fifteenth, is he who befio.ves wealth on Men, 

AJfaet, Who is the fixreemh, is he that gives men Understanding, . 
Memory. 

The fcvenceenth, whdm they call AJfatK<t» } is Superintendent over Com ¬ 
merce. 

The eighteenth, called D’G(mig«t t hath the Government of the Eart h, 

Marifpati, who is the nineteenth, is Goodnefs it felf, who is commutu . red 
to rhole chatinvocate him. 

They call the twentieth his Prefidemfhip is over money ^whereof 

he hath thcdifpofal. 

The one and twentieth is called Haem, and is he, witho 1 . whole conct-vrence 
there happens no Generation of Men, or Bealls, or Production of Fruits 

Dimm* and $erfe 7 are indifferently dellgn’d to attend alt Men : and rhe Tire-..: 
remaining, whom they all Dephader , Dephmer, and Dephdin, are engag'd m 
on the particular Service of God, who imployes them about all Affairs indift 
rently. 

Tlie ’Barfs, who call chefe twenty fixfervants by one general name, Gefhoo 
is to lay, Lords, believe, that they have an abfoluce power over the t 1 
whereof God hath encrul led them with the Adminiftration, Whence ir co 
that they make nodilficulty co worfliip them, and toinvocate them in their e XL 
mines, out of a perfwafion s that God will not deny them any thing they defiu 
upon their InterrfliSon. 

They have a very great refpefr for their Doctors and Teachers, and aHo 
them a very plentiful 1 fubfiftancej with their wives and children, though io ■- 
among ihe;n inrermeddle alfo with Merchandife, which they are permitted to 
accordingto rheir Law j but thefe are not fo highly elieemed, as thoie oin 
who fpend ail their rime in teaching Children to read and write* anc * explicating 
rheir Law to the people. They have no CMofyueys, nor other publick places, 
for the Exerche of their Religion : but they makeufe, to that purpofe, of fame 
room in their houies,where they do their devotions fitting,and without any in¬ 
clination of the body. 
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i o' j 8. Nor have they any particular day in the week defign*d for that end, but they 
obierve the firft, and twentieth day of the Moon. Though their Monetbs con- 
firt of thirty dayes apiece, yet does their Year confitt of 365, dayes, for they 
add five dayes to rhe lad Moneth. Their Prietts are not known by theit habit, in 
regard it is common to them, not only with all the red of the Parfis y but alfo 
The lodge of with ail the other Inhabitants of the Country ; from whom they are diliinguithM 
their Rdigitn. by a String or Wreath of Wool I or Camells hair, wherewith they make them 
a Girdle, which comes twice aSbuc the body, and is ty’d with two knots behind, 
which is the only didinftive mark of their Religion, and fo inseparable from their 
Prof.ffion, that it it happen to be lod, he who is fo unfortunate as to have loff 
it, may neither eat nor drink, nor fpeak, nay not dir from the place where he is 
till another be brought himfromthe Pried who fells them. The women wear 
of them as well as the men, after they are come to twelve years of Age, at which 
time they are thought capable of comprehending the my d cries of Religion, 

Their houfes are little and dark, very poorly furnilh’d, and they have a great 
a delation to live in the fame quarter. They have no particular Magillrate among 
them, yecdotheynor think much to accept of theemployments which the Ma¬ 
inline tans give them, and create among themfelves two of the mod confiderable 
of the Nation, who decide fuch differences as may arife, and for which they ne¬ 
ver plead before any other J udges: 

There is nothing fo precious among them as Fire, which they keep in very 
carefully, upon this accompt, as they affirm, that there is not any thing affords 
fo lively a reprefenration of the Divinity, as fire does. Whence it comes, that 
they never put out a candle, or a Lamp, and never make ufe of water to quench 
the fire, though the houfe were in danger of being hurtit ; but they endeavour 
to Another it with earth. For it is the greaced misfortune can happen to them, 
to find the fire fo far out in their houfes, as that they mud be forc*dtogoe out 
among their Neighbours to get fome. 

They alfo marry their children while they are very young, but they fuffer the 
Parents to bring them up at their own Houfes, till they are come to fifteen or 
fixteen years of Age, and then they confummate the marriage. Their widows 
are permirced to marry the fecond time ; whence it comes that there are not fo 
, . many diforders committed among them, as there are among the other Nations- 

purijbAduLte- & uc Adultery and Fornication are the greateft fins they can commit, and which, 
tj. no doubt, they would punifh with death, if they had the adminiftration of Juflice 

>n their own hands. 

Their manner When any one is fo fick as that there is little hopes of his recovery, he is taken 

ef burial. out oi c0 be lad on a little bed of green Turfs upon the ground, where 

he lies till he give up rhe ghod, and immediately after, five or fix men, whole 
inipJoyment it is to make the graves, take him from the faid pallac of Turfs, put 
a fliroud about him, and lay him upon an iron-grate, made after the form of a 
Biere, upon which they carry the body to the place of burial, which is above a 
League from the City. Thefe places, or if we may call them fo, Church-yards, 
are divided into three parts, allinclofed with a wall of twelve or fifteen foot 
high, one whereof is for the men, another for the women, and the third for 
children.' Over the graves there are barrs laid crofs like a grate, upon which they 
lay the body,there to remain till the Crows and other devouring Birds have am- 
fumed them, fo as that the bones fall into the grave. The kindred a d friends 
accompany the Corps with horrid cries and lamentations, and make a halt when 
they are come within 500, paces of the grave, till fuch time as the grave-makers 
have laid it upon the grate, and made certain prayers for the foul. About a 
moneth or fix weeks after, they carry rhe turfs upon which the deceafed party 
died, to the Churchyard, as aching polluted, which they would not f° much as 
touch j and every moneth they make aFealf for the nearelt of the kindred, in 

memory of the departed. If it happens that they touch a dead carkais, or the 

bones 
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bones of a dead beaft, they are ob.igVUo caft off their doaths, to cleanfe their I 6 J 8 
bodies and to do penance foe nine dayes together, curing which, neither wo¬ 
men nor children dare come near them. They are of this particular petffrafion, 
thac they whofe bones chance to fall into the water, are irrecoverably dan> 

"xheir taw forbids the eating of ought that hath had lifej yet are not thefe pro¬ 
hibitions lb rigorous, but that in cafe of neceflity,nay even in the time of War, they 
kill Sheep, Goats, came Fowls* andFifh, and eat thereof; But they religioufly 
abaain from the Oxe and Cow, nor do they kill Elephants, Camels, Hones or 
Hares; but as to the Oxe and Cow ; t hey forbear them fo llriftly, that they com¬ 
monly fay, they had rather feed on their Fathers and Mothers, then eat of an Oxe

They are permitted to drink Wine and Terry, but are forbidden the drinking 
of Aquavit*, and above all things, being overcome with drunkennefst This is a 
fin among them, which cannot be expiated without undergoing a very fevere pe- 
n we, which a man muff either lubmit to, or be content to quit their com¬ 
munion. _ , , _ , , . 

Their ftature is none of the greateft, but they are of a dearer Complexion 
then any of the other Indafibans, and their women are beyond comparifoil whiter 
and fairer then thofe-of theContry, or thofe of the Mabameunes. The men 
wear o reatbufliy beards, cut round ox fomwhat fpade-wife. Some cut off their 
hair,* others let it grow to the full length. Thofe who cut their hair,leave growing 
on their Crowns a lock or tuft about an inch in compafs. 

They are the moft felf-eaded and covetous fort of people in the world, ufing all 
poflible indu/iry to over-reach and circumvent thofe they trade wirhall, though 
otherwife they have an averfion for theft. They are of a better Nature then the 
Mahttmetam, atleaft if it may be faid there is any good Nature confiftem with a 
felf-feeking mind, when it is once poIkffed with the bafelf, and moll infamous of 

all vices, Avarice. . _ _ _ . m . , , 

There are in the Kingdom of Gmatratta two other forts ol Pagans, one where- Tbe Indous. 
of, are the Indent, who come out of the Province of Multban y and the parts about 
Afmeern, and are not Ben jam, inafmuch as they kill all forts of Beaffs, and eat 
thereof, excepting only the Oxe and Cow. They eat their meals within a ring 
or circle, within which they permit not the Benjans to enter. They are for the 
moll pact Souldiers, and the Mogul mAzz ufe of them for the keeping ot the molt 
conliderable places of his Kingdom. The other fort comes out of the Kingdoms 
of Bajrhcnal, which is commonly called the Kingdom of Go/canda, and they are _ 

called the Jenttves, , 

Thefe are a lore of very ignorant people, who refer them [elves, _ as to matter 
of Religion, to their Bramans. They believe, that in the beginning there was Their Belief. 
butoneGod, who cook others into a participation of his power, according as 
men cime to deferve that honour by their Heroick aftiotls; and it is to this kind 
of Saints that they build Moffoejs. . . . . 

They believe the Immortality and Transmigration of louls, upon which pet ■ 
fwilion they abhor the effufion of blood. Accordingly are there not to be found 
any Robbers or Murtherers among them ; but on the other fide, they are gene ¬ 
rally liars and cheats, in which good qualities they exceed all the other Indians. 

They feverely punifh Adultery, but they fo openly permit Fornication, true 
there are whole Families among them, whom they call B agave or o, who proituute 
themfelves pubiickly. 

Betides all thefe, they have yet among them another fort of p©°P Ie ’ ^ ^air 
they call 7'hecrs, who are neither Pagans nor Mahometans, fbr_ they havj- rr 
Religion at They are altogether itr.ployed about the Icon ring ot We s, 

Sink c , common-fhor.s, and Privies, as alio the fleaingof dead b^.a *>, W- o*. 
fl .lb they ear. They 
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- r *A:, - I aey alio cqnduA condemn’d peiions to punv&ment, and ate fomerimes the 
'xeuit lonersf of then. Woence it comes that they are an abomination to all 
ine otfier ltt 4 m>h who are oblig’d to piuifie themfelves from head to foot if any 
orthjie people, whom, upon that occafion, they call Aichms t tom\& touch them. 
Which tsthe realon chat they luftcr them not to live within Cities, but afli^n 
them Habitations m the extremities of the Suburbs, that they may be as far as may 
be conveniently from the convention of ocher men. 

We lhall not make icourbufincfeheretofpeakof the Religion of the' Maku- 
r * n f* wherewith the Kingdom Gn^uratift is peopledj in regard, rhac fome few 
points onely excepted, it is common to them with the Turks and Per/tant,wheK- 
ot there hath been an aecompt given in the precedent Travels of theEcnbafJadors. 
But we (hall continue a little further the digreffion wherein we are in o a o ’d, and 
tr^.u ot the manner of life of the Al&humetans of the Indies , which is much differ¬ 
ent from that of the Turks and Perfiaus. 

Tie menage , We m 1 begin with their Ceremonies of marriage. The friends on both fades 
Ceremonies of " ,e mg agreed, and the wedding day appointed, there is brought to the Bride- 
tkIndian fcla- grooms door a Horfe, whofe Mane and Crupper are befet with all forts of Flow- 
humeuiw. ers,as is alio rbe piece of Net-work, wherewith they cover the Bride-groom’s face, 
vyhogetson horfeback accompanied by his kindred and friends, having on each 
lide two P ages carrying Umbrelloes of pain ted Paper, and before him Mufick,and 
certain men who call into the Aire Squibs, Crackers, and other Fire-works, In 
this Equipage he paffes through the principal Streets of the City, and at lift comes 
to the Bride’s door, where he entertains her with his Mufick and Fire- works, for 
the lpace of half an hour. Then he goes into the houfe* where he fits down on 
pieces of Tapifiry, purpofely fer there for that Ceremony; and whither the 
Bride comes to him accompanied by her kindred, and the Matin and Kajt, or 
judge of the place. The Moll* reads certain pafiages of the Alchorau • and after 
he hath taken the Bridegroom's Oath, that in cafe of Divorce, he will provide 
for the fubfillence of his wife,he bleffes the marriage, and goes his way. The reft 
of the company flay in the room to eat Betteie\ and fome other Drugs, but they 
drink no Wine, inllead whereof, they take Pills of Amfiou or Opium, which 
works the fame effeft, and intoxicates them as Wine does. The kindred and 
Friends continue their Aflemblies, five or fix, fomtimes eight or ten dayes toge¬ 
ther, eipeciaily when the marks of the Confummation of marriage are apparent 
upon the Iheets of the new married couple. But if the Bride-groom find it mote 
beaten and common then he expefted, heufesicasa highway, and without any 
more ado abandons it to the publick as on the contrary, "if he be not able to 
force himfelf a palfagej and that in the three oc four fir If dayes of his marri¬ 
age he gives not vifible aflurances of his abilities in the work he hath undertaken, 
one of the Brides nearell kinfwomen fends him a Difiarfe, with this mejfage; 
Thar fince he is incapable of doing man’s work, ‘tis but lit he fhould be put to 
woman’s. 

Their marriages are not indilfoluble, as they are among C'brifltans, nay indeed 
among the other Mahumetans . among whom there is no Divorce made", till the 
grievances of the parties be firli examined, and after that, not without the autho¬ 
rity of the Judge. But here the men make it an exprefs Article in their Contracts 
of marriage, chat they may be divorced, not only in cafe of Adultery or lleriticy, 
but alio in cafe of ever fo little averfion they may conceive again!! their wives ; 
provided fome courie be taken by them for their fubfiftence during their lives. 

Not a word °f a ov reftitution of Dowry, in regard the women there do not 
bring their Husbands any thing befides their cloaths and jewels: Nor indeed 
is there 3ny but have their Pendants, Rings and Bracelets, of each good Bore. 

The women go feldom abroad, and chofe that are of any qua ky goeinclofe 
Coaches, or are carried in Palanquins, or Litters, according to the Indian mode. 
There are indeed chofe who ride on horfeback, but they hive their faces covet’d 
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with a skiff; fo that they areonety the meaner fotr, or the common ones,' that l 6 2 S. 

go Afoot, or are feen with their faces uncovered. They are deliver’d without any - -— - 

pain aimoftjin fo much that it is feldom lee n there that women are above two or 
three houresin labour. 

The Mahometans bring up their Children with much care and tendernefs, fend 
them to School as lbon as they are capable of Learning any things and t here they 5 ^ br **& ** 
are taught.ro read and write. Thofe who are not of ability _to maintain their Chil- xeett 
Q- ta at School, bellow them on fomeperi'on of quality, oc fend them to the 
Wars, a fib on as they are able to bear Arms. They who put themfelves into the 
Service of others, enter into a very unhappy condition ; inafmuch as they are al¬ 
low’d but three or four Ropias a Moneth, towards mear, drink?, and cloath. 

It is.obferved that the children of the OUahumetans have a particular tender- 
nets of thofe that.brought them into the world 5 nay,that itiSfbm'etimesTo great, 
that they would rather Itarve themfelves,’then fuffer thbfe from whom they derive 
their life, fhould want any thing requifite for the preservation of their own. 

There is hardly any perfon of quality, b"t makes him a handfom Garden,with¬ 
in wliich he builds a fair houfa having a great number of little windows of all fides, 
which is to fervefpr a place of Sepulture for them,and all their Family after them ; 
in thefe kinds of Struft ures they lay out vail fums of money. 

The Ceremonies of their Interments are thefe. Immediately upon the Depar- T ^ r Int(fn 
ture, the kindred bewail the dcceafed, and askehim, why he would dye > and menu. 
whether he. warned thofe conveniences which he Ihould have had ? &c. 

Then they dine; and there is a Feail made, in memory of the dereafed. In § ,. 
the mean time, the body is well wafhed, there is a clean-perfum’d Iheetwrap- 1 
ped about it, and it is pur inro an open Coffin, from which three or four Mol- 
U* never tore, but continue near the body, reading: and praying for the fold of 
the dcceafed, till it be carried to the ground. The Coffin is cover’d with Cotton, 

. Velvet 3 or fome other more precious Stuff>iccording to rhe abilities of the deceas’d, 
and the k'ndred and friends accompany the body, which is carried by ten or twelve 
men, to die place of burial, the Mollas finging in the mean time certain Hymnes, 
ot thankfgiving fongs, to t he glory of God. The body is laid down upon the 
right fide, with the face turned towards the Well, the feet towards the South, and 
the head towardsthe North ; and the Coffin is covered with ’a boarA, to keep 
the earth from touching the body, and defiling it. While the body is let down 
Into the Grave, the kindred mutter certain prayers between their teeth j and rhat 
done, all the company returns to the houfeof the deceafed, where the Mollas 
contimiecheir prayers for his. foul, for the fpace of two or three dayes and du¬ 
ring all this time, there is no fire made within the houle, but the meat is drefled 
eli e where. . • 

They affume the quality of Mufulmans, and believe that there is no fa 1 vac ion They m ailed 
out of their Communion,treating as Hereticks and Infidels, not only rhe ^^ r; '-Manfulmani ^ 
films, but alfo all fuch as profefs any other Religion then theirs. Nay, they crMu u m8n ’ 
would not eat of whit a Chriftian or Pagan had drefs’d, unlefs it be'Bread, Butter, 

Cheefe, Prel'erves, or any thing of chat kind. They have a far greater averfion 
for the ^<?«M».Catholicks then they have for the Pmefiants, upon this accompr, 
thit they cannot endure the worlhipping of Images, nor the Adoration of th'ngs 
vifible. il 

They are for the mod part of a good fhture, and there are few bunch-back’d or 
lame.among them. They among them who are called CMoaolits, are of a' dea. 
rer Complexion chen the others, but they hive all their hair black,and without en f 
curling, ■ •. 

They lofe not flaxen or fair hair’d people,and have an averfion for fuch as are 
red-h)ii*d, out of an opinion they have, 1 hit they are Leprous. For that difeafe 
is very common in rhofe parts; nay die more in this regard, thir the Pox, which is 
no lefs common, is never fo wed cured, but that it leaves fome corruption in 
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_whicJrby infeniible degrees infedts the whole body, and. in time de<j-- 
ncraces into Leprofie. The Mollat fuffer their beards to grow, but all the reft 
/nave, nor onely their beards, but alio their heads, excepting only a little tuft, 
or lock, which they leave upon the Crown ; upon this perforation, that by the 
laid Lock, Mahumet is to take them and lift them up to Heaven. 

Both men and women are cloath’d much after the fame manner. Their Gar¬ 
ments, which are of Cotton, Silk, orBrocadoe, according to the feveral qualities 
of the perfons, are clofe above, like our dofe-coats, bur from rhewafte down¬ 
wards they grow wider and wider, till they come to rhefmall of the iegge, 
where their breeches which cone down to the feet, are gathered in¬ 
to many folds. Their {hoes are ot Spanijh Leather, or fome filk Stuff*, 
er Brocadoe, the quarters very low, in regard they put them off ever 
and anon, when they goe into their Chambers, the Floores whereof ate covered 
with Tapiftry. As to what'they wear about their beads, it is rather like that of tha 
Turks then that of the perjtans , and is made of a vary chin Stuff, of Cotton or 
Silk, and wrought with Gold or Silver Thread. They call it Sheet, and never 
put it off, but wixn c hey go to bed. Upon their ordinary Carmen r, .they wear a 
kind of Cloak, which they call T *mtrtit againft the cold and rain. They eye their 
Garment about with a Girdle, which they call Commerbatst, which is made of a 
Silk ftuff, wrought with Gold thread, upon which they have another whirtiis} lar¬ 
ger, of a very line Cotton, Perfons of quality wear in their Girdles a kind of 
ArmesorPonyards, fhort and broad, which they call Ginda, or Cmarre , the han¬ 
dle and (hearh whereof are of Gold, and many rimes fee with precious ftones. 

The hotifes of perfons of quality are fpacicus enough, and confift of feveral 
appartmems, Halls, Chambers and CJo fees. The roofs of t cheir Houfes are filar 
fo as that a man may goe upon them, to take the 'frefh Aire, and lye 
there in the nighr. There is no houfe almoft, but hath its Garden and 
Teufut; but their Buildings are poore, for tbeit Walls are but of Earth,. 
piautered over with a Competition, made of Free-ftone beaten fmall, 
Lime, Gumme and Sugar, which makes a dazling white, and is as fmoorh 
as Glafs, Their houfes are but poorly furnifti’d, even the Kicchin ic 
felf, where you {hall fee onely a few Difhes and Frying-pans i but the women in 
their own Lodgings take no fmall pride in fecting out their Gold and Silver 
Plate. 


The men receive their vifits in’ a Hall, where they fit on feverall pieces of 
Tkt ctremo* Tapiftry . At their entrance into the roome they mutually fa lute one 
nics of tbeir another with their Saiom, which they accompany with a low inclination ; 

yifitt. and if the perfon whom they falute be of quality, they put the right hand to their 

heads, to fhew the power they are willing he ftiould have over them. When there 
is no fubmitfion due on either fide, the Vifitants think it enough to falute one the 
other onely with an inclination of the body, and fometimes they take one another 
by the lock, faying, Grab ant me as , that is, be it t» you according to the prayers of 
the poor. He Who receives vifits keeps his place, andcaufesthofewho come to 
fee him, to fit on both tides of liim. They are very civil and very referved in tbeir 
convention, infomuch that they are never feen contefting or loud in their dif- 
courfe, and never ufe any geftures of either the hand or the head. When they 
would whifper to any one, they cover their mouth with a Skarf or Napkin, left 
their breath (hould offend the perfon whom they fpeakto. They who make vi¬ 
fits about bufmefs take leave afloon as they have done 5 but intimate friends con¬ 
tinue their vifits, till the Mafter of the horife be called ro dinner. 

They are very expen five in cloaths, feafting, and women; for their Law al¬ 
lowing them to take all pleafurcs imaginable, provided they do not injure their 
Tbeit t*f**«.neighbours, they are willing enough to make tbeir advantage of that permiflion, 
and fo purfueail the delight their hearts can wifh. When they ear, they fit up¬ 
on Tapiftry, and are ferved by a Carver, They have no Napkin, nor need 


any 
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any , for ihcy never touch the Meat with their hands. 1638. 

. They keep as many Servants as tlfcy can maintain, aligning every p.rfon hi; Their Dome- 
pnrtieuljr Employment, wherein the others are fo exaft, that they who are ap- flick*. 
pointed to do one thing, will not doe the leall fervtce for another. l 5 o.- 3 
SehUar, whole pi ce it is to look to the Horfes, will not meddle vvirh an Oxe, 
or doe any thing about the Carr, becaule that is th_ duty of the Bellnwan. 

The Sernevan hath the oversight of the Camels, and the Mahout, that of the 
Elephants. 

TbtFreJf; looks to the Tents and Tapiflry; and the Smelts are Lac- 
queyes. Thefe have a great Plume of Feathers on their heads, and two .lit¬ 
tle Bells upon their breafis, and will eafily travel fifteen or fixteen Leagues a 
day. They are not kept in the houfe, but have their wages, on which they 
live, though it amounts not to above three or four Roplas a Moneth. But 
they hrtv: with all certain Vailes, called Tejlttry j yet with all the Advantages 
they can make of their fervices , it is as much as they can doe to fub-> 
liF. 

Tiie : rgreaceR expence is that which they are at about their Wives. For be¬ 
ing permuted coh,iva three or four, if they-pleafe, they are oblig’d to maintain 
them. With thei' Eunuchss and Slaves, according to their Quality, by allow¬ 
ing them a certain fumme Monethly; as alfo by finding them deaths, Pearls, 
and Houfhold-Scuffe. Their Polygamy hath this convenience in it, that there 
is no woman, bur u.es ail Indufiry and Artifice imaginable to gain her husbands 
affeftion, and defeat her Rivals. All the carefies, ail the kiudnefics fhe can chink , 

of, ("he m ikes ufe of to ingratiate her felf. 

There is no Drug eminent for its venereal Virtues, but fhe will find our fome 
means or other to give him, to excite him to VoJuptuoufneffe ■, and fhe thinks 
no complyance to:> great, to purchafe his more frequent enjoyments. They 
have a lib a great kindnefs for the Eunuches, iowhofe cuttody they are, to en¬ 
gage them coafford them more liberty in their reffraint, which they brook fo ill, 
that in thole pans a man would chink Polygamy fhould rather be permitted the 
women rhen the men. 

But of all, Trades-men are in the fadddl Condition, in as much as the Chil- the condition 
dren cannot be put to any other Trades then what their Fathers are of, and «fTrtdc{mtn> 
there is this inconvenience withal, that a piece of work mull pafs through three 
or four hands before it be finifhed ; fo that all they can do is to get five or fix 
pence a day. They mull accordingly fare very poorly, their ordinary Diet 
being o^ely Khfery, which they make of Beans pounded, and Rice, which they 
hoile together in water till the water be coniiimed. Then they pur thereto a little 
butter melted, and this is their Supper, for all day they eat only Rice and Wheat 
in the grain. . 

Their Houfes are low, the walls of Earth, and covered with greep Turfs. Tbeirw»f»‘ 
Thiy make no fire in their Houfes; for having nothing chat is combuliible but 
Cow-dimgj the llink of chat would be infupportable; whence ir comes that 
they burn ic before their Doores. They alfo rub the walls with the fame dung, 
out of an imagination, that ic keeps away fleas and other infers. 

Merchants are infinitely more happy then Trades-men; bur they alfo have Hmlnaits. 
this inco venience, that »ffoon as they have gotren any wealth together, they 
are exposed to the envy of the Grandees, whofind out wayes to fleece them, 
aflbon as they make any Chew of it. And whereas they cannot do it with Juflice, 
r^ey many times make ui’e of fuch pretences as coil rhofe their lives who have ac¬ 
quired ex.eTive riches. _ . 

All the Mahwnetans of thefe parrs may be faid to profefs the fame Religion; 
but they have among them certain Super/firions, and particular manners of life, 
whereby they are dillinguifhed inro feveral Sifts, though it may be alfo aliedged, 
that they are to be accomptedrather fo many Nations, then different Shifts. For 
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1308' when they are diffinguilhed \nzoPata»s> Moguls, or Moyollles, and Ixdoflhaxss 
who are lubdivided into many ocher more cofttiderable Fractions, as Surer, Seegk, 
and Lett, ic muft be confefs’d, tint if there be any difference in their humours,

and manner oflitV, they brought it out of the Councryes whence they came, 
and that it is not to be attributed to their Religion. For it is certain that the 
Patans are thofe who in the precedent Travels of the Embaflkdours, are called 
Padars, a fort of felfi'couceiredjinfolem, cruel, and barbarous people.They Height 
others,for no ocher reafon then that they are not fo rafli as chemfelves in hazarding 
their lives without any necellity. 

The Mogul's, on the contrary, who came out of great Tartar}, are good Na- 
cur’d, mild, dilcreec, civil, obliging, and full of compliance ; whence ic comes, 
that they are more r:fpe< 3 edchen rhe others. 

The IndofthanSyOt HinduJ}bans,%te the ancient Inhabitants of the Country,and 
dilfinguifh’d from the reft by their colour, which is much blacker then that*of the 
two former. Thefe are a Rufticall fort of people, and covetous, and not fo in¬ 
genious and crafty as the Patans and Moguls. 

In the Province of Pfaca-chax, there lives a certain people, whom they call 
Blotious, who areofaflrongconftituwon,and courageous, as the Patous, They 
are for the moft part employed about the carriage of Merchandises, they let out 
Came Us, and undertake the Conduit of the Carlas ; and this they do whh fo 
much fidelity, that they would rather lofe their lives, then endure the reproach of 
having loft any thing committed to their charge. 

There are no common Inns in all the Kingdom of Guz,uratta, nor indeed of 
all the Mogul's Councrey j but inflead rhereof, in Cities, as alfo in fome Villa¬ 
ges, there u re certain publiek Buildings, called Sami, built by fome perfons out 
of Charity, for the convenience of Strangers and Travellers, who, were it not for 
thole, would be forc’d to lie in the open Aire. Thefe are the ^'aravanferas, 
which have onely the four walls, and a coveting over head; fo rhac to be ac¬ 
commodated therein, a Man muff being along with him what is not to be had 


there* 

In travelling througluhe Countrey, they make ufe of Camels, Mures, Hor- 
fes and Oxen. They have alfo a kind of coaches, for two or three perfons, which 
are draun by oxen, wherecothey arefo accuftomed, that they eafily go ten or 
twelve leagues a day. Tne upper part or covering of thefe coaches is of doath 
or velvet; but thofe which carry women are clofe of all Tides. 

Perfons of all quality make ufe alfo of Elephants, and are fometimes carried in 
TWtfMfwiWr, which are a kind of Litters or Sedans, carried by two men upon 
their (boulders with a bar. Theybringup their Elephants with much care, and 
are at gjeat charge about them. They delight much in Hawking and Hunting. 
Their Grey-hounds are fomewhat lefs then ours, but ithey came Tygres and 
■ Leopards,whereof they make ufe in hunting, and thefe furprife their prey at a hid¬ 
den leap, but they never purfue it. 

They are particularly induftrious at the catching of River-fowl, by means of 
the skin of a tameDuck,wh r ch being fill’d with Hiy,they fwim even with the warer, 
and drawing the Decoy-Duck after them, they infenfibly get among the others, 
andtaKethem by the feet, without ever frighting them. 

Thar expert - They are very expert at the Bow, which they make of a wild Oxes horn, and 
ntfstt the Bow the Arrowesof a very light k : nd of Cane; nay, they are fo excellent at it, that 
fomtimes they will cake a Bird flying. 

Trey delight much iri Chefs, and have alfo a kind of Game at Cards. They 
are lovers of Mufick, though there be no great harmony in their own. But above 
all thaws they are belocted with judiciary Afirologj , infomuch that they never 
The) hsve fame unc j er ^ e ; an y b ufi ne fs of co nfeq ti en ce, b u c they firft cqniult cheM«*r*#w. 
and, AviwmiVs They have fome of oAri^otle's works t ranflated into the Arabian tongue,which 
mrkt they call ■/Split* as alfo fome-Treaufes of Avicennas, for whom they have a very 

high 
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high refpe^i becaufe tie was bornat Smarcattda, under the jurisdiction of Ta- 1638. 

mer/m Their writings are not ill, and their productions are nor void ofelo- --- 

queues. They keep a Register of all the remarkable aft ions that are done among 
tbemi and have fuch an exafit accompt thereof, as might ferve to write a Hiliory 
of theCouncrey. 

Of their Language there are many Dialeds, but it is eafie enough to be learn’c, rhe{r 
and t hey rice as we do, from the lefc hand to the right. Molt of any quality gusge. 
about che Mogul's Court fpeak the Per Jinn tongue ; nay tome, but very few, 
fpeak alio the Arabian. _ 

The molt co nmon difeafes of thofe parts are the bloudy flux, and burning The Vifufet 
Feavers; and the Remedy they ordinarily make ufe of agait.it them is zbfti-°f *bc eountrj. 
nence. They hive good flore of Phyfitians,.but no Surgeons. Barbers, of 
which Profelflon there is a great Number, are they who let blood, and apply 
Leeches. 

In the Kingdome of Guzuratta, Winter begins towards the end of June, and 
laits till September t but there are not fucbcominuall rains there as at Gao, for it Water begins 
rains onely in certain Intervals, and particularly at new and full Moon. The I7l -* UIie ‘ 
North-wind blows conrtamly for fix moneths together, and the South-wmd for 
as many. The hottett moneths in the year are April, May, and the beginning 
of June, during which thefultrinefs of the weather is fuch, that it were iiifuppor- 
table, were it not that fome winds rife ever and anon, which moderate the ex- 
ceflive heats j but with that convenience they bring along with them an inconve¬ 
nience, which is, their rayfing fuch ah extraordinary dult, that it deprives a man 
of the fight of the Sun. • 

There is a va/i Trade driven in many commodities all over the Kingdome of The commerce 
Guzttratta, but particularly in Cotton and Linen CJoaths, which are in fair- *> Guiurstt *' ' 
nefs and fineness, equall to thofe of Holland; as alio in feveral fiJk Scuffes, as 
Contoms , which are of feveral colours, Satins.

The beft /»dicain the world comes from about Amadabath, from a 
call’d Chlrckees,whence it derives the name.The herb of which they make it is like 
that of yellow Parfnip, but fhorter, and more bitrer,fprouring forth into branches 
like a Reed, and growing, in kind years, fix or feven foot high : the Flower is 
like that of a Thdile, and the Seed like that of Fenu-grcek. 1 c is iown in 
and cut in November, and December .

They make certain Trenches which they fill with their Salrpe- 
trous Earth, and let into them fmail rivulets, as much water as will ferve for its 
foaking, which may be the more effectually done, they make ufe of their feet 
r reading it till it become a broach. When the water hath drawn out all the Salt-, 
peter which was in the Earth, they take the cleared part of it, and difpofeitmto 
another Trench, where it grows thick, and then they boil it like fait, continu¬ 
ally drumming if, and then they put it into earthen pots, wherein the remainder 
of the Dregs goes to the bottom ; and when the water begins to thicken, they take 
ic out of thefe pots, to fee it a drying in the Sun, where ic growes hard, and is re- 

g dut’d into that form, wherein ic is brought into Europe. 

Borax or the green Earth which the Goldfmiths make ufe of in the refining of 
gold and filver, is found in a mountain, in the Province of Pur bet, under the 
juiisdi&ion of the Raja, Biberom , towards Great Tartar/; whence there is 
brought alfo good dore of Spikenard, Qyick-filver, Musk, and Copper, as alfo a 
cert ain colour,which dyes a very beautiful brown. The Borax grows iafhe rivet 
- ■ Jankenckar, which at his coming out of the mountain tails into the river Maferoor , 
which erodes the whole Province, and produces that Drug, which growes in the 
bottom of the river,as Coral does; The Inhabitants o£ Gux,uratta call it Jankeuck l- 
kar, and keep it in pouches of Sheep-skin, which fot its better preservation, 
- they fill with Oyle. 

Aft fetid*. The Hingk, which our Drugfters and Apothecaries call AJfa feetIda , comes 
fox the molt part from Perfia ; but that which the Province of Vbad produces 
in the Indies is the beft, and there is a great Traffick driven in it all over lndaflhan. 
The-Plant which produces it is of two kinds; one grows like a Bufh, and hath 
fmail leaves, like Rice, and the other refembles a Turnep-leaf, and itsgreen- 
nefs is like that of fig- tree leaves. It thrives bed in dony and dry places, and its 
gumme begins to come forth towards the latter end of Summer, fo that ic muft 
be gathered in Autumne. The traffick of it is fo much the greater in ehofe parts, 
upo i this accompc, that the Benjans of GuxMratta make ufe of it in all their fa wees, 
and rub their Pots and drinking Veffels therewith, by which means they ia- 
icnfibly accudome themlelves to that drong Scent, which we in Europe are hard¬ 
ly able, to endure. 

Opium. The AntphUn , Offion, or Opium , which is fpent in £Vs/w,comes from Aden or 

Cay re ; but that which is Sold in the Indies comes out of the Province of Gualorjin 
hdofthan , and is nothing but the price which is got out o£ poppy, by an inctfion 
made therein,_ when it begins to grow ripe. All the Eadern Nations are great 
Lovers of k, infomuch that the young people, who are not permitted {he ufe of 
it, and the meaner fort, who are not able to buy it, will boile the Poppy it felf, 
and eat of the broath which is made thereof. And whereas the poppy ;.mong them 
is called Puji, they thence call thofe r Pufty i who make ufe of that broath, inftead 
of Opium. The Per fans affirme, that they were the $rd who made ufe of it , and 
that all other nations did it in imitation of their Grandees, who rook ic, at firft, to 
provoke fiieping.They take every day a fmail p[j \ of it, about the bignefs of a p:a,' 
Q°t fo much in order to fleeping, and as that it fhould work the fame effedt as 
wine does, which infufes courage and great hopes into tboie who otherwife would 

,' not 
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nor tiifrovsr much ot either.- The C*ff ee5 i ** Me (lingers, who travel! into the 1538. 
Cjuiicry, take of it to hearten thetnfeives ; but the Indians make tile of it for ' 
the molt part, t hat they may be the bectet fitted for the enjoyments of women. 

No doubt but it is a poyion, which kills, if a. man do not accuttome lumfelf 
thereto by little and little ; and when he hath fo accuftomed himfelf, he mutt 
continue the frequent ufe of it, or he dies, on other fide. It fo wakens 
their brains, who take it continually, that they run the hazard of jofrng 
the iifeofthiir reafon, and the principall Fund!ions of their underftanding, 
and become in a manner flupid, if they recover not thetnfeives by the fame 
remedy. 

We have fpoken a 1 ready of Lstque, and (hall have occahon to fay fomewhat 
of it elfewbere. 

We (ha 1 therefore here onely add, that in Gu^watta there grows abundance The Drugs of 
of Cummin, Ginger ,and Mirobalm , which they traffick much in, both dry’d andGwumta, 
preferv'd with brown Sugar. There are alio fever all other Drugs, which have their 
ufe in Phyiick. * 

There are found in the fame Kingdom Diamonds, but not many, Pearls, Eme- Their p/echm 
raids, Granats or Garnet?, A|ats, &c. Aiabatter, red Marble, Jafper-ttone^onn 1 . 
which the Inhabitants have the Art to po'ifih above alt others. 

There is but one kind of weight all over the Kingdome of Guuteratta, which T j ;tir wc( - ^ 
efcey call Maon, that is to fay, a hand, which weighs fourty Ceers, and makes 
thirty pounds and a half, each pound containing lixteen Ounces j and a Ceer 
weighs eighteen Pejfcs, which is a kind of brafs money that makes about twelve 

Ounces. j ■ •' 1 ; ■ *4' '■ ■- 

They have two kinds of Ells ; the Zeller .makes but half an Ell,and a fixteentb Tbeir mc4 _ 
pare of the meafure of France nineteen of the greater fort make thirteen Ells/w«. 

three quarters of the fame meafure. 

They have alfo two forts of money, to wit, the Man/eudses, and ihc Hop ms. Their money, 
The OHamoudis itc made at Surat, of filverof a very bafe alloy, and are worth 
about twelve pence fieri, and they go onely at Surat, Brodra,Broitcbia,Cam hay a, 
and thofe parrs. Over all the Kingdoms bdidas, as at Amadabatb and elfewhece, 
they have Rmae Chug Am , vyhich are very good filver , and worth halfe a Crown 
French mony, Their fmall mony is of copper, and chefe are the Feyfes we fpoke 
of, and whereof twenty fix make a MmtQndy and fifty four, a Rcf ta* They a ^° 
make ufe of Almonds , whereof thirty fix make a Vtyje, as alfo of certain (hells, 
which they call Kaunts and are gathered on the Sea fide, eighty whereof amount 
to a Fcyfe. Sp.tnijb Ryalls and %ixdollars, are worth there five AtamondU, 
in regard they cooverc them into their own Coines with much advantage, Jiy^ thv 
change they make either as to weight or alloy, 'and many times as to hoth, J hey 
efteem the Lams of Perfta, the filver thereof is very good. They have alfo a 
certain Coin of Gold, which they call Xeraphins, and is worth about thirteen 
Jlopiaf and a half; but th^re are \£ryfcwof chscn. The Ch^ mn€S $ D#m 
cats of Venice, are more-common there, and are worth eight and a half, and lorn- 
times nine Kopias, Snrdt~ T^oney, according to the change, and the rate let on 
the money, whim fifes or falls according to the plenty or Ccarciiy of money, 

upon the place where it is paid. , . .. „, 

. There is abundance of counterfeit money Coin’d in the Indies, whence it come. HuihiuunM^ 
that there is no payment made, but it is done before thefe Changers, whom they ^ 
call Xaraffesy who have their (hops at the corners of the principal Streets, ana tot 
a fmall muter,feenre the goodnefs of the money, which they are fo well ac¬ 
quainted with, that they .immediately di leaver whether it be counterfeit or not. 

Their ordinary way of accomptingis by Lacs, each of which is worth 1 hun¬ 
dred thpufand Ropias ; and a hundred Lots make a Cron, or C.arrest, *n- ten 
Carrots make an Anb. A Theiloi Elver makes eleven, twetv/, ot thirteen 

as, current-money. A Majfas, and a half makes Tbeil of filver,ten wnereo. 
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1638. TbeiiotGoid. They all cheir Brafie or Copper-mony Tacyuts ; and it is. prohi¬ 
bited, upon pain of death, that any fhould tranfport either Gold, filver, or 
coined braffe out of the Country. 

The fertility of Speaking before cafually of the fertility of this country, we fa id, it wanted not 
Guzuratu, any thing requilite for the life of mm. It produces wheat, rice, peafe, beans, 
barley, millet, TVi^-wheat, fhx, muftard-l'eed, &c. Oile,' butter, cheefe’, 
though fomewhat dry, and over faired, to pleafe the palats of foreigners s and alt 
theie it is better ftor'd with then any Province of Europe. Their whear’is much 
I iHJbt/I bi gger and whiter then ours, and they make bread of it, nor to be baked in an 

M ^ * oven, as we do, but upon iron places. The poorer fort, and particularly the 

Benjans, make a kind of flawnesofic in frying-pans over their fire of Cow-dung, 
which they make life of inllead of wood. Their peafe and beans are fomewhat Ieffe 
then ours, but much more delicate, efpecialJy their red chiches, wherewith in 
/tffl0«r.r *» fome places they feed their horfes, Oxen andBuffies, infiead of Oats, which 

Indies. is a kind of Grain not ufed in the Indies. They do not make any Hay at all, not 

ever cut any Gratfe, but Iwhat is eaten while it is green. Their Sowing time is .in 
Their feed time May, and their Harveft in November and December ,

country. acquaint him how much ground they intend to cultivate chat year, upon condition 

to.allow the King a third parr, nay fomtimes half rhe profits, infomuch that ic 
often happens chat the Peafanrs hardly get in the charges they had been at in the 
manuring of ir. On the contrary, the Mogul leaves alf the Meadow -ground to 
be common, rand makes lirtle or no advantage thereof; whence it comes, that 
moft grounds ly fallow and bring forth onely grafs. 

The Gardens. They fow in their Gardens all forts Of Pot-diearbs, as Letcice, Succory, Sor¬ 
rel, Parfley, &c. Ridifhes, Navew, Cabbages, ;Gowcumbers, Citruls, Gar- 
lick, Onions, Parfisips of feveral lands; but above all. Melons, which in deli¬ 
cacy, exceed thofe of ail other parts. The Rofe onely excepted, there is almoR 
no Flower but is fought after more for its colour then feent: for chough thofe 
they call Mogera and Scampi have a good fmell, yet are the women more in 
love with them for their colour then feent,The former are white,the latter yellow 
and both are to be had ail the year long,as alfo the Grafs wherewith all the Fields 
are covered, unlefs it be when the exceffive heat of the Summer dries ic up. 

Trees: * Be fide s the Trees known to us, and which bring forth Lemmons, Citrons of 

feveral kinds, and Pome-granats j there are -alfo [hole called Ananas, Banajfes , 
Jaccas, Cocos, and Fig-trees, of which they moft (cultivate the CVcaj-trees, 
one of which they get the Terry. There is alfo near Surat a kind of Grapes^ 
but muchleis then thofe of Perfia, and much dearer then any other Fruic of the 
Count rey. We fhatl have occafion to fpeak of ir el fo where, and fhall therefore 
only add here, that cheir Forrefts, which are full of thefe forts of trees are ftor’d, 
befides the Creatnres we have fpoken of heretofore, with a kind of wild Dogs, 
which they call Jakalr, but it is death for any to hurt them, or any ofche orher 
Bealls, thac are yellow or black, becaufe that fporc is referv’d for the King,and the 
Governour of the Province. 

Thir tttrfet, Their Horfes are not comparable to thofe of Perjia and Arabia; yet are they 
at great charge in keeping them, allowing a Groom for every Horfe, and feeding 
them after a particular manner. When they give them of that kind of Peafe 
called Ciches, whereof we l poke before,cal led by them Donna, they caufe them 
to be beaten and boil d. Befides which they give them, twice a day, morning and 
evening, two pounds of Barley-meal, which t hey nuke up into a Pafte with half 
fbtir Beef and 4 Pound of Butter, and a pound of Sugar. 

Mutton, The Oxen of this Countrey are of the fame making with ours, fave that they 

have a great bunch or riling between the Ihoulders. The Mahumetans are the 

only 
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only people that eat of them, as they do alfo of Mutton; bu t they are only the 1 
poorer fort chat do fo. Perfons of quality feed on Kid, which they either roaft— 
wix>le,makiDg a pudding of Rice, Almonds,_ and Railins of theSun, in the belly, or 
they ifew them with buccer and pepper, which they call Brenghie,zad is very good 
meat. They eat all'o of thofe Per jinn flieep that have fucb fat tails ; but this is 
a very farce difli, and confequendy refer v’d for great mens tables,. and extraor¬ 
dinary entertainments. 

They have alfo Fowle, as Capons, Peacocks, Geefe, wild-Ducks, Teal, Par- Their Ionic. 
tridges. Pigeons, Herons, Sparrows j as alfo all forts of Birds of prey, asFauI- 
cons, Taffds, Hawks, Eagles, &c. 

They want no River-fifh, as Carps, Breams, Eels, &e. and falt-fifh is extra- 
ordinary good, and very cheap, proceeding hence, thac the Pagans eat not of it 
at all, and the Mahometans lave flefli better then fifh. They have alfo a I forts 
of fhell-fifh, as Oyfters and Crabs, and particularly a certain fifh ( which in 
the Maritime Towns of Picardy is called Chewette, and is a kind of great Prawn ) 
fobig, chat a dozen of them makes a good difh. It is very remarkable, that 
whereas, upon #1 the Cojfts of Europe, this fifh is beft at the full-Moon, in thofe 
parts it is fo at t;be new j and at the full fhell-fifh are in a manner empty. The 
fifh called Tubarans, which devour men, are often feen in thofe parts, audtiiac 
is one reafon why all perfons ordinarily bathe and wafh themfelves in Tankes. 

Tbeir fhips are but poorly built, tnfomuch thac they have no other way to their fhips, 
tfifpofe of their Artillery but upon the deck, and confequently in the open Aire. 

The greateft Voyages they make arc thofe of Java and Sumatra, Eaft-ward j 
and to Aden and Meea upon the red-Sei. They fbmerimes carry above a thou- 
fand perfons together, who for the moft part go upon Pilgrimage to Mcca, thac 
at their return they may be put into the number of their Htggoi, or Saints. They 
fee faile at the beginning of t heM%reb -Moon, and return in September, for the tern - 
pefis, which reign from June till that time upon thofe Coafts, makes them fpend 
fix moneths in a Voyage which might be performed in tw.o. 

The Commodities they cranfport to the Coafts of oAden, are Cotton, Linden- T j )e ^ r xrtihta 
Cloarh, Indico, Camphire, Tobacco, AHum, Sulphur, Benjamin, Pepper, and uttered see? 
other Spices, Mirobalans, and fevcral other forts of Preferves, and they bring 
tack very little in Commodities, to wir, Coral, Amber, Mijfeit , wherewith they 
dye red, Kahtva or Coffee- berries, and Opium, which is accounted the beft of all 
the Eift ; but their bell returns confift in gold and filver coined. _ to the Petfim 

The other Veffels, which are lefs and go from Sttrat, fombaia and Bronfehta Gulf, 
upon the Coafts of Perjia, bring home Brocadoes, Silk-iluftes, Velvets, Charr.- 
lets. Pearls, dry Frnics, as Alnfonds, Raifins of the Sun, Nuts, and Dates, and 
above all Role-water, wherewith they drive a great Trade. Thefego away in 
the monechs of Jwttarj and February, and return in April, or the beginning of 
May. There are other fhips of a hundred, two hundred, and three hundred tuns 
burthen, which carry to Acim, in the Ifland of Sumatra, all forts of the Com- sro'Aehioa, 
modifies of the Country, and bring home Sulphur, Benjamin, Camphire, Per- 
celaine, Tinne and Pepper. Thefe laft fet fails in tAfay for this reafon, that the 
PmttgHcz*, who forbid the felling of Pepper any where but in the Cities where 
they have eliablifhed their Commerce* upon pain of death and confi feat ion *of 
goods, and guard the Co aft againft the Pirats of the Malabares, draiy p ot 
tbeir Havens till that time; and therefore they muft fo order their affairs, that 
they may be at home again in Ottober, before the Portuguex. fet out their Fleets 
to Sea. . 

The tMaiabaret, who inhabit that part of the Indian Coaft, which reaches from cmmcrce

The Pmugutx., who fora long time had all the advantages of the Trade of 
tkt Commerce Gmttratt*, and were become Mailers rheieof, by means of the Forrs they had 
of the Poilu- built at Daman, Dlu, and Goa, to make their party good againflth zMalabnrts, 
* uev their i reconcile able Enemies, brought thither Lead, Tinne, Vermilion, Qniclc- 

fllver, ail forts of woollen Cloaths, I vory,Sand 3 l* wood,Pepper, Cardomomum, os 
*gtjins of Paradiie, Cloves, Porceiane, China fluffs. Cinnamon, Cocos, Capra, 
Vdfels of Gold, Vermilion-gilt, made in Sttrope ; and bought there all for s 
of fluffs, Cotton-cloaths, Indico, S ilt-peter, Lacqus, Sugar, CMirobai'ant, Pre¬ 
fer ves Bed-fleeds, Cab nets, and ocher pieces made of Lacquey which they 
broughr ro Goa, and difpofed into their great Ships o. Carracks which fee thence 
■ for Portugal in 'January and February. They bought there alfo,butter, AJfa fat- 
tida Opium, Cummin, Cotton and thread, co be transported to Malacea,China, 
and Japan, where they traded many times at two hundred upon one hundred 
profit. But flnee the Eugiijh and *Dirch fetled themfelves in the Kingdome of 
Guxjuratta, they have been forc’d to quit fome part of that Trade, and to con¬ 
sent themfelves with what they Bill carry on at Goa, whereof we fiiatl give toms 
accompt in the fecond Book of this Relation.

He EngHfh Prefident, Mr. Metsooli, who had refign’d his charge $Anu A Rt 
in the Indies to his SueeefEbur, Mr. Fremling, hairing taken all 

requisite order for our Voyage went the ftrll day of Jan* at) i *> j 

1639. to take his leave of, the Salthan, who receiv’d himMsndtlflo 
very kindly, and prefeared him with a Vertmenc o£Broct Surat* 
dfftf,the collar whereof was made of two Martins skins with Sa¬ 
bles, which he then had about him; as alfo many other rare 
things, which he entreated him to keep for his fake. At our coming out of the 
Sulthans Palace, we were received into a Shallop which brought us aboard the Ma¬ 
ry ^ then lying in the Road, cwo leagues from the mouth of the River. The new 
Prefidcm, and the chiefefl of the EngHjh Officers accompanied us into the fhip, 
where they flayed three dayes, entertaining and treating one another, and drown¬ 
ing in good wine the affikftion which was co enfue upon lo long a reparation. 

We fet faile the fifth, two houres before day, and got ar night in fight of the Cmti 
City of Dam^n, where we found one of our fhips which was gone before us, to man ’ 
take up a Portugutz,Vt&\ that was co go along with us co Goa. The Governour 
fentus a VelTelofwine, about the bignefsof a barrel, and fome other rcfrefti- 
ments, noiwithdanding the liege which the King of Decant, his neighbour, then 
maintain’d againlithe place, but wich.little good fuccefs, in regard the Haven be¬ 
ing not block’d up, the Indians could not prevent the fending in of relief into the 
City, even in the day time. 

The Kingdoms of Decant, or rather Cancans, for fo it is more commonly 
called, though from its Metropolis it fomtimes gets the name of yljiapottr, 
reaches all along chat Coatl, from Ingediva, which lies within twelve leagues of 
Goa, cowards the South to a place named Sijf *rde .. The Neighbouring Princes, 
are on the North -fide, the King Nefamfa, who is poffefs’d of the Country 
which lies between the Province of Dolte Babtb, within the Kingdom of ‘Decam, 
and the Kingdom of Batlama on Daman-fidc ; and on the Eafi, the King of 
Benghtnal , whofe refidence is in the City of Golcmda, which is corruptly called 
Golconda. „ r 

The chief Maritime Cities of the Kingdom of Decant, ace Geytapottr, aja- 
pof*r t Carapatan, and Dabnl ; but the Metropolis of the Kingdom, IS KtJ>aponr } 
eighty leagues from Dabnl, and eighty four from Goa .

From IW* to the Mountain of B of agate*, are nineXeagues, and you pate 
through the Villages o^Amby and Herptly^nd at the foot of the Mountain,through 
that oitAmboly. This Mountain reaches along the Kingdome of Cmcam, as far 
as the Coafis of Coromandel ; and there are on the top of in Plains, whofe fertili¬ 
ty is equal to that of the moii pleafant Valleys. 

From Ambtly, to the Village of Hertxek*JJ'h upon the River of the fame name, 
there are elevenLeagues,and within Cannon fhot of it, you pafs through the Vil¬ 
lage, of Beroaly, which lies ina Valley between the Mountains of Baiagatta. Two 
Leagues thence, you come to the Village of Wtrferee jthree Leagues thence, to 
rH|||gfO,iwr ; and fix Leagues and a half further, co that of Berapour ; half a 
Leagu^thenco^to that of CAIamra, and a League thence, to that of Calingr <*. 
About yoo.^ace^rom Calingr a, you come to the Village of Kanglr, and ere 
you get rfiuch further,to a Hamlet, which hath no other name then chat of Bary t 
which is given to all rhofe places that have no particular name* 

About a League thence 11 the Village of fFbrry, and half a League further that 
of Attrowad, neer which, upon an eminent place, there is a very magnificent 
Pagode, of the Country, or Mofquey, which may be feen at a very great difiance.- 
About to a leagues and a half from this Pagode, you turn upon the left hand,and go 
through the village of *B*daraly to Kerms, which is alio two leagues and a balfe 
from Badaraly. From Kerwes to Skjokory are accounted two leagues yand from 
Skeokory two very fumptuous Ben jane Pagode, five leagues. • 

From this Pagode may be discovered it,at a great diftaucc,the Caftle of ejMtrfie , 
two leagues thence, upon the left hand, and you go thence to Rajebag, which is 
-> about a league difiant from the faid Pagode. %ajebag is a very great City, and drives 
a great trade in Pepper,which the Inhabitants transport to Bisnager, and e lie where. 

It is part of the Dowry of the Queen of Vlfepoar, who hath there a Governour 
under her. 

About a league from %ajebag, you come to a very noble Well; about two 
Leagues thence, you ctofs. the River Cttgny ; and about half a League further you 
come co the City of Gotteny. You leave it on the left hand, yet go through one 
gate of it, to pafs through the Villages of Cottefi and Omgetr, which ire but about 
500. paces thence ; and about half a League further, you come to j he great river 
■ Corjhna, which runs through the whole Kingdome of Decam, as far as Mafaly- 
patan. About a League and a half from the river, you go through the Village 
of £y»«mr,md not far thence, through that of Katerna, and thence to thole 
of Tj inglf and Entry, and fo to the river Agery , which is difiant thence about a 
League and a half.

heretofore the ordinary rofidence of the. King Ibrahim Sc hueh, who tiifpfd at 
the beginning of this laft age : butnow, it is wholly ruin’d, andthe materials of 
its Paiace and gtear Houfes are convey'd thence for the carrying on of choie which 
are building at Vlftapour. 

The City of Viftapour is offuch largenefs tint it is above five leagues in compaft. 

The walls, which are very high, .are of free-ftone, ehcompaflpj with a great 
ditch, andfeveralfortifications, mounted with above a choufand great pieces, 

©fall forts, iron and brafs. The Kings Palace is in the midd’it of the City, from 
which it is divided by a double wall, and two ditches, being above 3500. paces 
incompals. He who commmded there in the time of Sul: ha* Mamedh Idd~ 

(hack , the Son of Ibrahim, was called Nammouth-cban , by country an Italian, 
born at Rome, His command extended alfo over the City , and the 5000 men 
who kept garrifon therein, be fades theaooo. who were the conllam. Gitrifon 
of the Calf e, The City hath five diilinft Suburbs, where the principal Mer¬ 
chants have their ha it at ions, and particularly in chat of Schanpour, where live 
moil of the lewdtcrs. The other Suburbs are called Gurapour, Ibrahlmpour , 

Alapour mdJ}omntn*/jr.Tht Inhabitants ate Decamns , chit is, of the King do me 
of Decam, or Ben]ant , Moguls , and lentives , of whom an accompt hath been 
given before. 

To go from ftftapour to Dabul, you return the fame way as fat as the City of 
i/ittey , whence you go to the village of t/fgille, which is two Leagues dilfant 
from it , and thence,to the City of i/irecq , which is fix Leagues and a half from 
Agelle, From Arecq to the City of Bsrce are three Leagues, and thence to 
Mtrfe , three Leagues. This City, which is called alfo Mirdft, and Mirifgie, 
is large, but not very populous, having, on the North-fide, a Ca/fle , fo well 
fbrtify’d, that the Cftlogul , who fometime befieg’dic with all the forces of bis * 
Kmgdome, was forc’d to raife the fiege. In this place are alfo to be feen the 
Tombes of two Kings of Delly , who were entered there, above five hundred 
yearsfinee, Tne Inhabitants of the City, as a'fo thofeof the Country there¬ 
abouts have a great veneration for th it place. From Aftrdfi , to the village of 
Epottr , are two Leagues, and thence to the City of Grace*,, three. Ic is ndtg**« tVi 
eatily decided whether it be one City, or two , inafmuch as it is divided only by 
the great river Corfena , the dillance between both parts being about 800. paces; 
and there are fo many houfes on either fide of the River, that they may be taken 
fo- iwocon'iderable Cities, though one be much lets then the order. From the 
river to the village of Toncq , arecoutlced two Leagues and a half j*tnence, to 
that of Afiuva , one , and thence to the City of Aft a, two Leagues. Between 
this laii village and the City, there is a hamlet, which is called Barry ; but ic is 
to be obkrv’d, that this nameis given to alt thoie places which have not in any 
particular, as we faia before. The City of Aft a is very con fide table for its tra¬ 
ding , and hath a noble Market , where may be h id all forts of provifions. The 
Mogul, who fometime came as far as this place with his Army, hub left behiad 
him fuffident markes of the devaluation which attends the nurbees of fuch nume¬

The wood , which lies on the left hand as you go into the river, reprefents a 
great C a file ; and at the foot of the fame wood may be diltOveiM a white Tower, 
which ferves for a ‘Tagode or t*Mofquey , and is an infill idle direction to Pilots, 
T be entrance into t he rive r is fome-w hat diffi cu It, t here being at: he m ourh of it 
a land-bank, which at low water is dry j fo that as you go in, you mufi a'wales 
keep towards the South, in regard that, even at low-warer, you have on that 
fide between five and fix fathom Water, unlefs it be at the very mouth of the river, 
where you have not above twelve or fourteen foot wafer at mofi. The road is 
good within a League of the River, but it is incomparably better four Leagues 
thence, in the Bay o l Zanyui^ara. Twelve Leagues thence lyes the haven or 
road of Ceitapour, which is within 20. Leagues of Goa, at ty. degrees, ro.

But it prov'o his misfortune one day, that the King calling to him for drink, they

Ckauas would needs have that Lord to countenance by his .Authority whatever 
had been done during the time of the Regency, and finding it impo/Tible to cor¬ 
rupt him, he refolved to difpatch him our of the way, by perfwading the Kino 
that the honell old man hadfome defign upon his life. The young Prince impli- 
citely crediting what was told him by his Favourite, refolved rofecure his perfon, 
which oblig'd Muftafa-chan, who had nptice thereof, to Hand upon his guard, 
and tofortifie himfelf in his heufe, having about him 700. Horfe,and 2000. Foot! 
The place was regularly befieg’d with ten Guns; and after he had held out fix 
» dayes, he was fore’e to render it and himfelf up at mercy ; for mofl of his people, 
fru^U-enA. nay, his veryjBenial fervants fell off from him. Idal-Schach hearing that Chanas- 
Chm intended either to put CMuftafa-Chan to death, or at lea /1 to have his eyes 
out, prevented both, by reprefenting to him, chat she Mogul to whom he was 
aliy’d, would concern himfelf in the Fortunes of Mujlafa-Chan-, and upon thefe 
confiderations, he was fent prifoner to the Caftle of Bdagam-Chapour, bein° 
allow’d of all his vail Revenues, but fiveTag adoes to live upon, 
j,. . _ Accordingly, the tMogul, Schach- Jahatt had no fooner intelligence brought 

concerns%m- 0 f [ h e difgraceof Mttftafa-Cban, but he fent an Envoy to Idal-Schaeh , to 
fa/ in Mulls- squire, that he might be fet at liberty, and put into poffeilion of all his eftace, or 
fa’s Formes, that he /hould be oblig’d to declare a war again /1 him* Idal-Schach promis’d to do 
both, butChauM-Chan eluded the performance of that promife, fo that Mnfia- 
fa got not out of prifon, till after Chauas his death: upon which, he was reftored 
to his former dignity, enjoying near ten millions of ‘Pagodts of yearly revenue. 
He kept ordinarily a thoufand Domeflicks and three thoufand Horfe, at his own 
charge abroad, befides thofe he maimaind at his own Palace. ChiderAm-chau, 
who had been very inlfrumental in the death of Chauas-chan, was next in cre¬ 
dit to Mufiafa; and next to him, Agu-rafa, who was Governour General of 
the C allies of Pouda, Perlnda , Saif our, and Bellegam-chapour . He was one of 
Chauas-chan s creatures .• whence it came, that upon the death of his Patron, he 
was not fo much in favour as he had been, but Was continu’d in lus employment?, 
though hedefired to be disburden'd of the care of publick affairs by reafonof 
..L, j.* r his age. t 

ra«am able to They fay the King of Cuncam is able in a fhort time to raife two hundred cbou- 
ftife 1000 q9i f anc * men; yet as we faid before, he is a Tributary to the Mogul. Adelham - 
men- ~~ Schach, great Grand-fathei of 1 dal-Scat h, in the year 158 b. took the City of Goa 

twice 
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twice from the Portttgtux. ; but coniidctrg at hft, that that war dertroysd his i 6 
Coucrrey, he created with them, and by the T rraty concluded her ween them, he —“— 
left them the Country of Salfette, with 67. Villages, chat of Sardes, with it. 
and that of Tl/war/ with 30 Villages, provided that the Inhabitants of Cuncam 
fiiouId enjoy freedome of Commerce all over the Indies ; yet with this further 
provii'o, that they fliould be oblig'd to fell all their Pepper to the Merchants of 
Goa, who had made a general Treaty to that purpofe, upon painofConfi fear ion. 

But this Treaty hath not been fo well obferved, but that tbete were,on both hdes, 
from time to time great diffacisfa&ions,which by an unhappy accident broke forth 
into fome thing of Hoftility in the year 1635. F° r > upon intelligence brought to 
the Pmttgtttz,, that four of the Kings fhips, bound for Meea, and fome parts of 
Perjia, were partly loaden with Pepper, they fent four Frigots to Sea after them, 
which fet upon the Kings (hips, and after a vigorous refiftance, wherein a Parut- 
gttex, Captain was kill’d, took them, and ha ving brought them to Goa, kill’d in 
cold blood all the Indians that we re aboard; fo that it was not queftioned, but 
that the King of Cane am would declare war againrt the City of Goa. 

There is not any Prince in alt thole Parts fo well ftor'd with artillery as the ArtjUttft 
King oi Cane am. Among others , he had one brafs piece, which requir’d a 
bullet weighing eight hundred weight, with five hundred and forty pound of 
fine powder ; which did fuch execution^ as.v^as reported, that at the liege of the 
Caftle of Salapoar , ac' the firft firing, it made a preach in the wall of forty five 
foot in Length. The Cafter of it was a Roman- bort), and the moft nicked of 
mankind; fince he had rhe inhumanity in cold blood , to kill his own fon, to 
confecrare that mondrous piece with his b!ood,and to call into the fire »wbcrein he 
bad melted his metal,one of the Kings creafurers, who would call him to accompe 
for the charge he had been at therein. But it is time we profeepre our voyage. 

Ian. 7. we came betimes in the morning before the Ciry of Baeim. Being 
come neer the City, the Ponugstt^ Governour gave us feven pieces,, and we 
anfwer’d his civillity with three. Weftiy’d there above four houres expecting 
tPmugtsez, Jefuic whom we had promilM to carry to Goa ; but,finding he came 
not within the time he had promised, we kept on our courfe. Being got about a 
League thence, we perceiv’d coming out of the port a Port ugaex, frigpc, which, 
as we imagin’d, came to bring the Jefuit aboard us; whereupon wc ftcuck fome 
ofourfaile, to expe& it: but the Captain Aid us, that it was the Governour’s 
defiteco the Prefident, that that frigot might go to Goa under the Englifh Co¬ 
lours , as fearing to meet fome of the Dutch , who inceffantly rove up and down 
that coart. He brought us, as a prefenc from the Governour, three Oxen, fome 
fiheep, bread, feveral paniers of citrons and oranges, and divers other refrefh- 
ments, wherewith we merrily purfu’d our voyage. 

. Wednefday, Ian. 9. with a good North-wind, we pall’d by the Ifles of 
Bandera and Bambay , which reach all along the coart , from Baeim , as far ss 
Rafmpnr. That of Bambay is of a cohfiderable bignefs, and hath a very good 
haven, towards the Continent! 

Ian. io. We part'd in fight of JRafsafsur , which is but 21. Leagues from f tyfapa urf 
Goa. In the afternoon , we part’d by the City oi Fingerla^ within four Leagues 
of Goa , where the Hollanders have a Fadlory ; and in the evening, W« difeo- 
ver’d the 1 lies about Goa , and afterwards, the two Cadies, which fecure the en¬ 
trance of that noble City. ■ ., 

Ian. 11. We cart anchor under the Caftle deguarj, about a quarcer of a f{ 
Leaguefrom the City. We found in the Haven, fix Ga! lions and a Carrack, 
whom we faluted with our great guns. The Mary fir'd ay. The other 9. And 
she third, 5. The General ofthe Gallions gave us a volley of his greacert pieces. 

The Caftle fir’d three ; we, in aafwer thereto, five; the other two, eight be¬ 
tween them. Immediately after, came aboard us a Portugal Captain. W com* 
pleineiirthe prefident from the Viceroy, Not long after, came the General of 
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i £ , 9 the Gal lions aboard us in perfon, in a‘Condole, gik, and cover’d with skar- 
5 —]er. At his coming inco the {hip, there were ewe my guns fired. After the firft 
complements, he in treated the Prefident to go along with him in bis Condole to 
theGallion, torefrelh him Cell forfome houres: But the prefident excus’d hitn- 
felt, in regard he was then going to the City , and promis’d, at his retain, to 
give him a vilir aboard. The Gatlions were there only to keep the haven, a- 
gainft the twelve Dutch {hips, which pretended to block up the City of Go a to- 
> wards the Sea, Ac our coming thither, they were got off at foine difiaoce, to 
recover chemfelves after an engagement, wherein they had Iol{ two of their Chips, 
Come few dales before, which were burnt by che fite-{hips: but the'next day they 
came up again , and caft anchor in the road, to hinder the Carraek from getting 
out , while the frigots and little veffels which could go along the coall, brought 
thither all forts of providers and commodities, fo freely, chat, one day , I 
law coming in a of above three hundred boats, loaden with pepper, 

ginger, Cardmomnm , fugar, rice, fruits, and conferves. 

The Prefident-, Who is he went up the river Had his trumpets founding before 
him, went lirait to the houfeofthe Ftadorde lafafendt, who is as it were the 
Overfeerof tbeexdiectjuer, it being with him chiefly, that he was to negotiate 
the bufmefs, which had occafion'd his calling ?.[ Goa, The Flador was lick in bed, 

’ yet did he receive the Prefident with all civillity, and promis’d to do him all the 
good offices he could expetft, fiomthe friend (hip they had long before contra&- 
ed together. Thence, t he Prefident was carried in a Palanquin to the lodgings 
which were affign’d bin : whither'affbon as he was come, he ienc to demand audi- 
The Enel'fh ence of Viceroy, which was immediately granted him. The Vice-Roy’s pa- 
Frtfidm vifitt Uce lies upon the river, fo chat we went thither by boar. We found upon the 
' Viceroy. * river fide, many Hidalgos or Gentlemen of the Vice-Roy's retinue, who con¬ 

duced us'into the Hal/, where he was to give the Prefident audience. The 
Guards , who were all clad in the fame livery, had tsikentheir Armes, and flood 
in r wo files in the Anci-chamber, through which there was an entrance into the 
Hall, which was richly ftimifti'd, and full of the piftures of feverat Princes of 
Europe. The Viceroy, who was all in black, as were alfo all his Courtiers, rofe 
out of his Chair at the prefident’s coming in, and fate not down agiio till the other 
wasfet. All che reft of the Company flood before rhe Viceroy, fome only of 
the Gentlemen excepted,who carriecWis into one of the: crofs roomesto entertain 
us.The prefident, having difpatched his bufinefs, took leave of the viceroy,who 
brought him to the hall-door, where he flood bare, till we were all got out. The 
fame Gentlemen whohad receiv’d us at our coming out of the boat, brought us 
back to the river, (hewing us, as we came along, twelve excellent horfes, fump- 
* tuoufly cover’d and harneis’d, which had been purpofely brought thither, that 
we might take notice of the viceroy's magnificence. We favv there alio a B lggel 9 
which is a creature, about the bignefs, and much of the fame colour as a Rtme+ but 
is headed tike a borO, main’d like an affe, having black and cloven feet, and upon 
his head two black homes. 

. We had hardly dined, at our return to our Lodging, ere we were tir'd with vi- 

fitants. Moft of che Portuguez. Lords came to falure the prefident; and there was 
no'Mon aftery, but fenr its deputies to complement him. The ten daies we flayd 
•t Cm were (pent in reciprocal 1 vilits and continual feafting. One of che noble fl 
entertainments we had, was that which was made us the 15. Of lamurjfy by a 
PortugHCZy Lord, who had been Governour of Bacim t and was then newiy come 
to the governmen t of MeK,«mbique, Every courfe confified only of four dilbes 
of meat'i but they were fo often chang’d, and the meat 10 excellently well drefs’d, 
that-I may- truly fay, I never was ac the like. For with che meat there was 
brought'fuch variety of excellent fruits, chat by the continual change and intermix¬ 
ture-of both, the appetite was fharpened and renew’d. But what was mort re- 
msrkeable, was, that though the Portttguez, Ladies are as feldome feeo as rhoje of 
i , t h e 
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ibe Mnfeovstes and Per fans, vet this Lord, knowing he could not any way more 1639, 

oblige the %£0>, then by allowing them the fight of women, we were lerv’dac “- 

table by fouAinadfome young maids of Malacca ,he himfelf was attended 
by nvo Pages and an Eunuch. Thefe maids brought in the meat, and fill'd our 
wins; and though lie himfelf drunk not any, yet would he have the English crea¬ 
ted after their own way, and drink co what height they pleas'd. Being rifen from 
table, he brought us into a Spacious chamber, where he again prefs'd us to drink ; 
and when the prefident was co cake leave of him, he prefen ted him with a noble 
coverlet of Watte, a quilted coveting for a horfc, a fait table, and a rich cabinet 


of .Lacque. 

The next day, being the 16. We dined at the Profefs’d Houfe of the lefttits, Tbt Jcfuits ef 
who had iavited us to a fumpeuous Feall. There were in this houfe a hundred and Goa treat 
fifty Fathers, and at leaf! as many Scholars or fludencs, yet did not that great 
number neer fill that noble ftrofture, which was four (lories high, and had the 
-pleafanteil pro (deft in the world, as well towards the fea, as on the land fide. 

They iirft fiiew’d us all the conveniences of the houfe, their wealth, and the or¬ 
der they obfetv'd in their oeconomy. Tuen, they brought us into a fair arched 
Hall, as big as an ordinary Church, which was befet with cables placed all along 
the Walls. Thecloarh was layd, with the trenchers, the drinking cups, and 
earthen pots, and they had brought in bread and fruit. In the midft of the Hall, 
there was another little lquare table covet'd and furnifhd as the rdf,for thofe who 
were to do penance for their having done any thing contrary to the dii'cipline of 
the order. In the midlf of the entry to this hall, there was a pillar, out of which 
ilTued a fpout of water for rhewafliiog of their hands. Then they carried us up 
to the third rtory, to another hall, which was not as large as chat below, but fo 
richly furnifh’d as might become die appartment of a very noble houfe, as well 
in point ofcapillry, as other things. The table prepared for us, was very large, 
and plac’d in the inidft of the hill, covet'd with a noble cl oath, befet with fruit 
and bread, and china diflies, which perfons of quality in thofe parts do prefer be¬ 


fore thofe of fi l ver. 

The Father Provincial, having given the prefident the precedence, fate down A Ft aft at tbs 
by him, and afterward orderd all our company to be fo plac’d as that, between Promedhouje 
every two, there were two Iefuirs to entertain and difeourfe with us ; the rett # J We JtUllSi 
ftanding behind co wait on us. The meat was brought, in little dithes of porcelain, 
to every man his own difti.; and this for feveral courfes, both of flelh and fifh, all 
excellently well drefs’d. The defsrc was fuitable to thereft of the entertainment, 
and con lifted in Tarts, Florentines, eggesdreft after the Porcngnez, way, admi¬ 
rably well perfum’d, marchpains, andconferves, both dry and liquid. 

Ac our rifing from table, they conduced us into feveral chambers, where they 
left us, to take the ordinary repofe, during the greateft heat of the day. There 
was in every chamber three beds, and, in the midlf upon a table, a great veflel of 
porcelain, fall of fair warer. Then they came and carried us into a hall, where 
we were to hav: the divercifeclient of a Bill, which was danc'd by the children _ of 
certain Indians, whom they had baptiz’d and tnftrmfted in the Roman-Catholick. 

Religion. The Archbithop of Goa, who was primate of all the Indies, was 
there alfo in perfon, as well to participate of the divertifement, as to entertain 
the Prefident, by order from the Viceroy. The Dancing-marter made the firn 
entrance alone, and did pretty well for a Portugtte&j The Habits of the Dancers 
were very rich, but they had no vifardson, nor any thing upon their heads, but 
a crown .of flivvers. The noblefl entrance, and char which difeover'd the fubject 
of the Bill, was rhac of 15. Perfons who came in, bringing along with them, 
fotne, pieces of a broken pillar, fome, garlands of diverle flowers, wherewith 
they adorn’d the pillar after they had,'after feveral turnings, ablolutely fee it to¬ 
gether, all performed with ohfervance oftheMufiek. At the upper end of this 
pillar came out a flower,made Jike a Tulip which opead of it felf, while they dane d, 
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' 0 3 9 - till 3i ij/f there came out of it an image of the Blefled Virgin, with her child in her 
armeSj and rne pillar ic felf opened in feveral places, to call out perfum’d waters, 
like a fountain. After they had danc’d a while, they took the pillar afunder, 
after the fame manner as they had put it together, and went out of the room in ve¬ 
ry good order. The Jefuits told us, that by that invention they rep re fen ted 
the pains they had taken, iu planting among the Pagans and LMahttmtans of 
thofe parts, the Church of God, whereof our Saviour is the only Pillar, or 
Corner-done. After this there was an entrance of cwelve Youths, who fun® and 
play’d every one upon a different Inftrumeo--, all done in exaft meafure. There 
came in alfo fome A/erris-daxcers, who danc'd to the Caflagms, and kept 
meafure with the M.ifick fo exactly, that I never faw any thing like ir. Tiicrc 
came in alio one man alone, who was covered with Birds-nelts, and cloath’J and 
mask'd according to the Spanijh mode, who begin the farce of this Comedy, by 
ridiculous andfantallitk pollutes, and the Ball was concluded with the coming in 
of cwelve Boyes, drefs’d like Apes, which they imitated in their cries and po¬ 
llutes. The Ball being over, we ilaid there a while to hear their Mulick, which 
was altogether after the 'Portugaez, way. As we took leave of oun Entertainers, 
they told us that they made ufe of thofe diverlifetnencs, as well to reduce the 
q>ag.w end ejlfahametans of thofe parts to the embracing of Chrifiian Religion, 
by chat kind of modern Devotion, as to amufe the Children, and divert them af¬ 
ter their Ihidies. • 

Anntber F «9 The 18- of January, we were invited to dinner by the Jefuits of the Colledge, 
4: the jefuits which they call the Bm-Jefus. We were receiv’d at the entrance by fome of the 
CoiMge. mo n anc ienE Fathers, who fhewed us in feveral Halls and Chambers the pi- 
ftures of feveral Princes an d.perfons of Quality, who had been of cheir Order; 
as alfo the Hiliories of thofe of their fociecy, who had fuffer’d Martyr dome for 
ChrijhiW Religion among whom the Authours of the Gun-powder-plot in £«g- 
land were not the I aft. But they forbore giving us the Explication thereof; only 
rhey entertain’d us with a long relation of the cruelties, exercis’d fome years be¬ 
fore, upon thofe of their fociety in Japan, where the Emperoiir had made ufe of 
the moft exquifite torments could be invented, upon die Chriftians, as well the 
Foreigners, who had fpent their endeavours in planting Religion in thofe parts, 
as upon the Japonnefes who had made profeflion thereof. 

Having fhew’d us whatever was worth the feeing in their CoUedge, they 
brought us into the Church, which is no queftion one of the moft fumptuous the 
Jefuits have in all A fa. The ftruftnre is vatt and magnificent, and the Orna¬ 
ments are fo furable to the greatnefs thereof, that it were not ealie to imagine 
any thing more noble. The firft thing we were fnewed . was the High-Altar; but 
though ft were one of the nobteft I ever faw, yet came it nor, in wealth, near 
another lefler one, which had been built in honour of Saint Francis Xavier 
they call the a Apofile of the Indies. We were fhewed ins image, which was 
upon wood, drawn according to the life, and we were told his body was ftili to 
be feen in that Church, ia the fame pofture as it was at the time of his de¬ 
parture. 

Tb* Jefuits told us, that the body of the faid Saint Francis Xavier was found 
in the lfland of Ceylon , and that ic was dtfeoyered only by a moft delightful fmell, 
which had brought thofe who found ic many Leagues diftance from the Sea, to 
the place where it was hidden. Which ftory does nor agree very well with what 
others write of the fame body. For befides, that the feent which is carried from 
the Hlandof i'tjto fo f 3r . iato tfac Sea, proceeds from the groves of Cinnamon, 
wherewith that Iflmd is in a manner covered, CMuphaut, one of the graved 
Authours that ever were of the Society, fayes in exprefs terms, that Francis 
The sepulchre Xavier not fatisfied with the Progrefs he had made in the Jodies by the means 
Xa 'of his preaching the Faith of Chrift, would needs try whether it might have the 
like fuccefs in" China - but that he died on .the Sea-lide, afloon as he landed. 

Whereto 
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Whereto he adds, that the-Miller of the_ Ship, which had carried him thither, i 6 2 g. 

caufed the Corps to be put into unfUkM Lime, to the end he might carry away the*;-~ 

bones, after the flefh had been consumed ; blit that after certain dayes, that con- 
fuming matcerhad not made any imprcflion upon it, 'and chat the body, inliead of 
being corrupted, irncU’d very fweetly; and that thereupon they rein! v’d to carry 
it to Goa, where it was received with great Ceremonies, They related to us a 
great many Miracles wrought by that Same ; but I remember only two or fhre’e 
of thernoliconfiderabfe : to wit, that he had caufedthe Sun to come bath, an 
hours after it was let ; that he commanded the Sea and the winds with the fame 
power, as out Saviour had fomtimes done; and that he had rais’d up two men,one 
whereof had been buried a whole day before. * 

Out of the Church they brought us into their Refeftory, where the Tables 
were placed all along the walls, as we had feen them in the ProfefTed Houfe, and 
in fo great a number, that there was room enough for tiwo hundred per ions. Yet 
were there only four, of the chiefeft among them, that dined with us,while all the 
reft flood, and waited on us. We were as well treated by thefe as we had been by 
the others: but 1 mult confefs thefe gave us the belt Canary that ever I drunk. Of 
all the Moral Vertucs, there is not any the Jefmitt endeavour more to pra&ife, 
then Sobriety, infomuch that Drunkennels is a Vice they can the leaf! of any be 
charged withal; and yet at this time they often call’d to drink, I conceive pui- 
pofely to engage us, to make it appear that it was not out of pure Complement 
ws commended their Wine. After dinner, they carried us up into the lleeple, 
whence we could take a view of all the City, the S:a, the River, and all the adja¬ 
cent Champion, as far as the Mountsin, much better then we could have done 
from the fourth Story of rhe ProfefTed Houfe. 

As we took leave of them, they promifed to fend two of their Fathers to our The Htfrittl if 
Lodgings the next morning, who Should Ihew us the great Hofpit al, whereof the Goi. 

Jeffths hive the over fight. It is a very noble Structure, confiding of Chambers, 

Halls and Galleries, able to lodge above a thoufand tick perform,. who are very 
carefully fupplyed with all things. Every Bed is mark'd with a certain Figure ; and 
thofc which are not taken up, are known by their mark, which is Handing up¬ 
right ; whereas thofe which are, have the mark in fome other poftare. The no- 
bleft appmmencs of the Hofpital were the Kit chin and the Apothecaries fhop be¬ 
longing to it, both well furnifhed with all things necelfary for the accommoda¬ 
tion of the lick, whereof there were a very great number; bur moflof the Pok, 
or Bloody-flux. Thofe who are to look after them have this forefight, that they 
would not have the fick to be difheartned by feeing others dye ; For affoon as i 

they perceive the fick party fo far fpenc as that there is no way but death for him, 
he is carried to a private room, whither a Priell is fen c to him, who flirs not thence 
till he be dead. 

Having view’d the Hofpital, we went to fee the Mo nailery of the Attgufttnety ^ht MtneJUry 
which they call the convent of our Lady of Grace, if is feared upon a little c- t f the Au^u- 
minency, foihat, feeing it at a certain diHance, a man would rake it for one offline*, 
the nobleft palaces in the world. The Friers carried us all about it, and fhew'd 
us particularly the rich copes and other priefts veltmencs, which they faid were 
given them by perfons of quality, who had fpenc fome rime among them* I de¬ 
liver’d them the Letters of recommendation, which the Augujilaes at Ifoaha» had 
given me, dire&ed to them: whence it came that their civilities towards me were 
extraordinary. They prefer* d to fhew me what was moll rerrurkible about the 
City j but in regard I had already feen as much as J defir’d, I thank'd them, and 
cam; awiy with the reft of the company, 

_ Aflbon asxhe prefident had difpatcfa’d his bufinefs with the Vice- *°y » w y ) P a ^ 
him nine thoufand pounds fterliog, in ready mony, and promts d him the re 
fhouidb; paid, either in money, or commodities, to thofe Englffl Merchants, 
whom, co that purp6fe>he had brought from Swr«» he return’d their civihcies^ot 
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- ^ 3 9. whom he had received any, and rook leave of all. The Viceroy, the General of 
th Viceroys c h~ Gjjlions, and all the principal Lords about the Court, rent him very confide- 
io *^ e rj ^ c pjsfcnti, Tne former prefented him with fevera! skins of cinnamon, a BU~ 
r.jucnt. ^ */, pome butts of Pack, fbeep, and certain basket s of fruit, and other refrefldments. 

The fejhits lenrhima^uavicte, and good/lore of all forts of confer ves, dry and 
liquid, with an intreaty, that he would take along with him, for Eng'and, certain 
Jefuits, and among the red, one who had liv’d long enough in China, to be 
throughly acquainted with the Country. Of all the prefents that were lent him, 
what the prelident efleemed moft, Was a bottle ofoile, which had been ext raft¬ 
ed out of the flower of cinnamon, and a candle,tnad£ of the oile ‘extrafted out of 
Cinnamon its fel% 

Jan. 20. Wei eft Goa, and met, upon the river, with above a hundred fmall 
veffels, foaden with all forts of provifions and commodities, which came from 
Cttnamr and-the coafts of ^Malabar, and had pafs’d, notwithflaoding the block- 
houie of Dutch Veffels, which could only hiuder the Gallions and Carracks from 
getting thence, to go for Portugal, or towards the Moluccas, Affoon as we 
were got out of the river, we made ftrait to the Generali’s Gallion, which was 
called the Bon-lefts /, and carried 64. Brafs guns, all cannons or culverings, There 
were aboard her lix hundred men, mariners and foldiers; and it was one of the 
noblell veffels1'1 ever faw, The General receiv'd the president with much civility, 
and brought him into his Chamber, in and about which were an anti-chamber, a 
tlofet, and two galleries .* and after a Co.Iation of conferves and Sack, contrary 
ro the cufiqme of the Ponuguez,, who never proffer a man drink,unlefs he ask for it, 
he fhew’d us all the fhip, which had the name of a Gallion, but might very well be 
accounted a Carrack byreafon of the big n eft of ic. The or her Veffels of the 
Fleet were alfo very noble ones, there being not any one among them, that had 
not fifty Guns at leafl. The General and Prelident were in private difcourfe, for 
about half an houce,, after which the Preftdeat took his leave, and the General 
condufted him to a doo? which was in the Hern of the fhip, at which ic was 
more commodious getting out, then it is in other fhips by ladders of Ropes. As 
foonas the Prefidentwas got into the Boat, all the Portugu «, Fleet fir’d their 
Guns. The Governor of the Caftle de Guarde, having faluted the Prefidenr, who 
was his intimate friend, with all the Guns he had, prefented himfeif upon the 
Battery, put off his hat, and took leave of us. The Prelident being come aboard, 
ordered twenty Guns to be fired, which the General anfwered with twenty 
others j whereupon we went into the Road, and lay between the Portuguez, and 
Dutch Fleets. 

Goa defcrikl Buc * ere we liave GoAi ic wil1 noc arn i f ’ s > to give yet a little further account 
of what we found mod remarkable in that City, which no doubt is one of the 
noblelt and greatell of thofe the Tertttguez, are matters of in any part of the In - 
dies. It lies in the Kingdom oiCuy.cam, or Decant) fifteen Degrees on this fide 
the Line, in an Ifland, which the River divides from the Comment. tAlfonfo 
Albuquerque cook it by Competition, on the rtf, o{ February, 15 10. from Za~ 
balm Dale am. Prince of Goa, who recovered ic again from him on the 30th. of 
May following ; but on the 21. of November in the fame yew, Albuquerque, re¬ 
ceiving frefh Forces from a Fleet, which Diego Mendez, Vafmcelos had then new¬ 
ly brought from Portugal, fet upon the City and took it by fform. The City of 
Goa was, even at that rime, very confide cable for its Traffick, but much lefs then 
it is now, as may be feen by the walls of the old City, which are yetltanding, 
though the Gates be down, infomuch that there is nothing between ic and the 
new City, built by the Port ffguez, t fince they eftablifhed their main Trade there. 
It hath on the South-fide, the Ifland of Salfette , which is divided from the Con- 
thjenconlybyafmaUrivulet, as isalfo the Ifland oi’Bardes , which lies on the 
North-fide, and under which mips may cafi Anchor with allfafety, without fear 
of aDy winds. The Caftle* Guard* lies at the foot of a Rock, on which they 

have 
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have built a Tower, in form of a redoubt, wherein, in the_ night time they make t 6 ? g 

a fire, for a direction to (hips, and it hath federal brafs pieces, placed even.with ---* 

the water- From the mouth of the River to the Haven, are, about two Leagues, 
but it is equally broad all along, even at the place where it runs between the Ill and 
and the Continent, though in fome places it be fo fhallow, that in Summe r time 
there is nor above two foot water. 

The lH md of Goa does not produce any thing, and is fo barren, that fome few 
Lambs and Goats excepted, it * not able to fuflain my thing; and yet the 
PoriHgatz, have fome Gardens there, and in them fome Fruit, but it is to be attri¬ 
buted rather to their induHry, then to Nature. Palm-wine is there in abundance, 
and aH ocher provisions are brought thither from the two fare^entioned lflands, 
or from the Continent 3 fo plentifully, that they are fo cheap there, that notwith¬ 
standing the Block-houfe of the Hollanders, a Hog might be had for a Crown, fix 
fucking Pigs, ten Pullets, or eight wild-Ducks, forasmuch; but there are very 
few Oxen there, then which flieep are yet more farce. They permit not the 
Indians to go over into the Continent; without leave obtain'd from thofe who 
keep the paffigcs, who make a mark in their Armes, which they are oblig'd to 
fhew as they come back : for the Portugal** would not have the TSeoaninef and 
Canarinss come into the City without a Pafs-porr. All the frefh- vacer they 
have within the City comes from a Fountain, which reprefents a Lttcrece, out 
of whole wound there .comes water enough to'fupply the whole City: but the 
Ships take in frefli-water near the CalUe, above which thete comes out of the 
Rock a rivuler, which there falls into the River. 

Thu City hath now neither Gates nor walls, but the River, which makes the Goa bub b* 
Ifland, fecuresir againft the attempts, which an open place might be expofed wtU. 
to. The publick buildings ate very fair, and the Palaces of great Perfons very 
magnificent, efpccially in their Houfhold-fhifF. 

The Inhabitants ate either CafiUes, that is, Port ague a,, born of.father and Its 
Mother Port ague *,; or tMeftizu, that is, born of a 'Fmugucz Father, and In- mu ‘ 
dU» Mother. Tht Mefit&ts arc difftnguifhed from the others by their colour, 
which inclines towards the Olive; but thofe of the third Generation are as. black 
as the Inhabitants of the Country, which happens alfo in the fourth Generation 
of the Cdfiiz.es, though there were no mixture among them. The Portuguese are 
either Titnlados, as thofe who are employed in the principal charges; Fidalgos 
da cafa del Rey, that is. Gentlemen in ordinary of the Kings Houfe; Mow Pi- 
dalgos , young Gentlemen, that is, the fops of Titnlados, or Cavalier os, or newly 
admitted to Gentility by the King, Cavalleros Fidalgos, Sfcuderes Fidalgos, or 
fimply Gentlemen. There arc alio fuch as have the quality of Mtcos da camra, or 
Grooms of the Kings Chamber, whopifs alfo for Gentlemen. All the reflate 
bombret hour ados , and faldados. The former arc Merchants ot Tradefmen, 
and appear publickly with the fame gravity,, and almoft with the fame retinue as 
Gentlemen ; in as much as fome only excepted, who cut leather for fhooes, and 
fluffs fordoathes,all the refl have their bulinefs done by flaves. 

No perfon of quality goes abroad afoot; for fome are carried by their flaves in a 
Palanquin, and others ride on hoftback, or go in painted and gilcy Condoles; but 
not any without a Have to carry an Umblelio, or fanne. 

The Portnguez, have the reputation of being very highly conceited of themfelves; The portugues 
But thofe of Goa arc fuch in fo high a degree, as well in their gate, as all their ocher of Got (render 
s&ions, that they treat, as unacquainted with the world, fuch as are newly *«* Mjeifrtr* 
come from Portugal, and are not accuftom’d to their manner of going, and life. 

They are cxccifivcJy civil one to another; nay rhey are, Ln this, fo ceremonious 

and exaff, that he who fliould omit to render a perfon, that gives him a- vhir, tho 
honour he conceives due to himfdf* whether it be in making’ him fit down other- 
wife then he would, or not bringing him to the flreet door, mufl expeft the effedls 
Qf a deep refinement, where of the leafi are cudgelling or caning, which they li¬ 
berally 
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1 6 3 9- bcraliy beiiow on perfons of mean condition, wr.o being below them, have omic» 
ted giving them the refpeft they look for from thofe chic aie not their equals, 
though indeed they owe them not any. 

Winter begins Winter begins there towards the end of June, with a fourhwelt wind, which 
in, June, comes from the Sea, and reigns for the fpace of Four months, all along that coift, 
from pin, as far as the Cape of Comory j and during all that time, the fea is not 
only innavigable, but there are few havens, whe$e fhips can ride in fafety, and 
unexpos’d to florins, mixe with terrible thunder and lighting, which diflurb tie 
air there in that feafon. Which is yet fo much the more to be wondred at, in- 
afmuch as, at the fame time, the coaftof Coromandel, which is in the fame \ 

[*/*■> and at the fame degree of cle vat ion, and, in fome places is but twenty Leagues 
diltam from that of Mai Aar, enjoyes a pleafanc fpring, and the moil dive reive 
feaion of the year. Accordingly, thofe who go from C'cchim to Siint Theme, by 
hnd, as they pafs over the mountain of BaUgatta, which divides the whole Pt- 
nmfula, as the Apt mine does hdy, difeover, from the top of the mountain, on 
the one fide, a dear and temperate air:, and on the other, a country covet’d 
with a perpetual mili, and drown’d with the nines chat continually fall. The 
fame obiervation may be alfo made in thofe (hips,which go from Omni to the cape 
of Kofalgate.yih.tit, as they pafs the cape, they fuddainly pafs out of fair weather* 
into dreadful ftormes and tempefts. Whence it comes that, in thofe parts, there 
are but two feafobs, as there are alfo principally but two winds that reign there 
in the fummertime, to wir, thofe of the eaft, which the ‘PcrtHguez, call Therem- 
tot, which come from the land fide, and blow from mid-nigbt till mid-day; bat 
they are not felt above ten Leagues within the Sea; and rhofe of the wed, which 
they all Viraftms, which come from the Sta, immediately after dinner, and blew 
all rhe reft of rhe day. 

sbofe&u C * This c ^ nge of fcaf * ons from one extremity to another is the caufe of many dtf- 

" ’ ? * cafes among the Portnguez,; but the moft common there are thofe which they call 

.Mordtx'm, which kills immediately, burning feavers, and bloody fluxes, agaloft 
which they have in a manner no remedy but bleeding. The Plague is a difeafe not 
t known in the Indies; but, to make amends, they have the Pox, which deftroyes 
every year a great number of Pcrtngnez,. For, though the Country produces pre- 
fent and topical remedies againft the difeafe, yet fo violent are their inclinations: 
to women, who, on rhe other fide, are as mad for men, that they will not rake 
Goa fax white rtl£ time EO be cur ’ d ofa ^ f «fe, which is not got off by remedies, if they be not 
mm. 1 accompany'd with a very regular diet. The women of thofe parts have an excef- 
five affeaion for white men, aod, being kept very much in refttainr, they are put 
to all imaginable inventions, to let them know how paffiomtely rhey love 
them, and to get them into their Lodgings - ; where they many times profeaite 
their deiighrs, even in the husbanef’s prefence, by means of a drug, which fo ftu- 
pifieshis fenfes, as t hat he feems either to have loft them, or to fleep with his 
eies opeii. 

rfeeiffiDou- The Indians call this herb D outre, Dmtry, or Datura, and the Turly and Perfi- 
ir f' Datnla. Garcias ab horto , and ('hriftopher d' Acofia, affirme, that it is a 

kind ofSrr 4 j»o»Mj that the herb growes abundantly all over the Indies , in the 
fliade, and chat it is fomewhat like bears-foot. Theyextraft the juice of ir, while 
it is green, or they beat the feed co powder,and mixe it in conferves, or put it in¬ 
to his drink, whom they would reduce to chat condition for 24. Houres: du¬ 
ring which time he is depriv’d the ufe of all his fenfes, fo chat he does not fee 
what is done before him, though his eyes be open, unlefs fome body moiften the 
foies of his feet with fair water, which revives and recovers him, much after the 
fame manner as if he awoke out of a found fleep. 

There are few Vortuguez, women, aiMeftizas, feen going about the City; and 
The went* when they go abroad, either to Church, or upon neceffary vifits, they are carried 
gtdmi. in dofe 7 a/azanini, or are attended and watch’d by fo many flaves, that iris im- 
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poflibletofpeak to them. When they appear inpubltck, tjiey are all very richly i 6 3 9. 
ac tir’d, in velvet:, flower'd farm, or Brocido, and adorn’d with abundance of pearls 
and precious Hones; bur at home, they go in their hn're, and have about them on¬ 
ly a fmock which reaches to the Navil; and thence domynwards, they have Pet¬ 
ticoats of painted cloaths falling down to the feet, which ate bare. They eat no 
bread, a$ liking the Rice better, now that they are aceulto.ned to k ; njt>: doe 
they fa re over-del icioufly as to other things, their ordinary fuftenance being fait 
fifh, Manga*, or only Rice, foak’d in a little flefh or filh-broath. They make 
ufe of certain bottles, made of a kind of black earth, which they cat \Gorgo~ 
lettes, and have a Pipe coming up to ttjp brims, foas that they may fuck up the 
water, without lifting up the bottles to rheir mouths. 

The men there are fo jealous of thdr wives, that they permit not their neared The jettcufU of 
relations co ke them; for Chalticy is fo firange a vertue in thofe parts, that there the 
is no woman but contrives all the wayes imaginable to purfue her enjoyments, 
never minding the breach of rhofe 1-awes which God and nature hath jmpofed up- >, 
on them, though the frequent misfortunes which happen upon that oceaflon, * 

fhould engage them to be more cautious and refer v’q. The perpetual idle life they 
lead nukes them fo high in their defires, for they do not any thing of bufinefs in 
the worldjbuc fpend the day in chewing of Bette/e, which add? fuel to the flames 
of their lewd inclinations, as doalfo the Cloves and Nutmegs,which they eat,out 
of an imagination that they prevent the corruption? of the teeth and ftomack, 
which commonly make the breath ftink. 

The Indian women, who conceive by an Europe**) have To great an affe&ion for 
their children, that theywould rather dye, then pace with them. Children are not 
doath’d, rid rhey are of age to wear breeches: and (ill that time they ace brought 
up by (laves, or orber Indian women. 

The fouldiers live after another rate among them. For thofe who go in that 
quality from Portugal) do not liftthemfelves under any particular Captain, nor At 
will be engaged to continue in any one certain place to ke*p Garrifon there: but 
when they come to the Indlet) they do what they pleafe themfelves. Accordingly 
they have no pay, but when they are in a&ual fervice upon the engagements 
they arc forc'd to at Sea, againftth t Malabar s, or the l^atcb. But the Captains 
who have occafion for tfaele people, treat them with much civility, and give them 
now and then fomwhit towards their fubfiftence, that they may be stored of 
their perfons-and Cervices, when they have any work for them: Co chat they have 
what to Jive upon, yet fpend nOE much. For commonly they live ten or twelve 
in the-fame houfe, where they diet together, having but two or three fervancs 
among them, and as many funs of cloaths, for thofe who go abroad, either to 
beg, oruponfome defign, while the reft flay at home, till their turns come to 
march out. 

The Marriages and Cbriftnings of the Portuguex, are celebrated with very Their fitsrri- 
great magnificence. The friends and relations come on hotfe-back to the Bride- *& e * 
grooms door, and thence march before him to Church, into which he enters, #c- n nt *i h 
.companied by two of his friends, who are in Head of God-fathers co him ; and 
the Bride follows him in a Palanquin, accompanied alfo by her two Godfathers. 

After the 'enediftion of the marriage, rhey reconduft the new married couple 
to their houfe, into which only the Godfathers eater with the young couple, who 
go into a Balcony, or Hand ar a window, to give the company thanks, which,in 
the mean time fhrw a thoufand tricks in the ftreet. Their Cbrifinipgs ?re per- ** 

formed, in a manner, with the fame Ceremonies, fave that, ac.thefe there is carried 
an Ever with a clean napkin, a fslr-fdlar, and in the midft a filvet baftfl,f heap 
of Rofes,or other Flowers, a Wax-cand!e, into which they puc a piece ot gold 
or (ilver, for an offering to the Prieft. The Godfather,and the Mid-wife are car¬ 
ried with the child in Palanquint, 

Moft of the Portuguese kave many dives of both foxes, whom they employ not Their slants, 
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i 5 ; 9. ly about their perfons, but alfo upon any other bulincs they are capable of j for 

' “ what they get tomes in to th; Matter. Whence it comes that hmdfome wenches 

are fought after, to be imployM in the felling of Fruits, and fucb Commodities as 
the Ponugttez, fend to market; to.the end their beaury might draw in cuftomers, 

- and fo they by a double way of trading, bring in double profit to their Matters. 
Their keeping, as to diet, ftands thjmin very little; and all the cloathing they 
give themisondy as much linnencloath as will cover the privy parts. The children 
born between (lives belong to the Miller, unlefsthe Father will redeem-them, 
within eight orcen day as after they are born; which if they let flip, they are not 
afterwards admitted to do it,and rheMittejdifpofes of them; and when they are 
able to do any thing, makes ufeof them him felf, or fells them in the marker, as 
■-/ i 1 we do Cattle. 

Tke hbibi- The Inhabitants of the Country are Pagans,and foe the rnoft part Ben jam . Their 
ttnttpf the houfes are all of ttraw, and very little, having no light but what comes in at a lit— 

Cekntrej, and tie low door. All their Houfhold-fluffe confifts principally in certain matts made 
tbtir bwfis/, of rufhes, which ferve them both for their lodging at night,, and to ly down 
upon at meals. Their Difhes, Drinking-’Cups, and Napkins are made of 
Fig-leaves, of which they alfo make Pitchers and Oil-pots, and their ordina¬ 
ry futtenanceisRice, which they boil in Eirthen-pots. They 1 daub over, their 
houfes with Cow-dung, out of an imagination that it drives away Fleas. 

They are fo fupertticious, that they never go abroad, till they have fat'd cheJr 
prayers, and if they chance ro meet a crow, wherever they be, they immediate¬ 
ly return home, and undertake no bufineft of any confequence that day. When 
they travel, they do their devotions before their pagedts, aod the Pmugutx, tol- 
lerare their Idolatry, upon this accompt, that the Inquificion bath no power, but 
only over fuch as either are Chrittians, or have been fuch. They have alfo their 
particular ceremonies for their marriages, their birrh-daies, and other dayes, 
and feafonsof the year: but they differ fo little from thofe whereof we have fpoken 
already* that we (hall need fay nothing of them. There are among them Come 
very able phyfuians, who are fo highly refpe&ed at Gm, that they are permitted 
to have their umbiellos carried with them: which is a priviledg allow’d only per.- 
Cons of quality : nay the Portuguez. t even to the Vice-Roy himfelf and the Arch- 
■ bi(hop,make ufe of them, rather then of thofe of their own nation. They never 
eat but with thofe of their ownSeft, though they were ready to ftarv*. Nay in 
this particular, they are fo fcrupulous, that if, in their journey to Cechim , their 
provilion fhouid fall (hort, they would rather ttarve, then go to any place, where 
they fhouid be oblig’d to eat what another had fown or'made ready. Molt of the 
porters about Goa are Chrijlians t as are alfo their money-changers,whom they call 
a fas,who make an external profeffion of Chrijlianit /, bur, in their dealing, 
are lewe r, apt to over-reach and deceive all that have to do with them. There 
are in Go<* many Deeamns and C^rinty who have fhops there, and buy of the 
PortHguez,, porcelane, velvet Damask, and other ftuffes offilk and cotton, as 
alfo loine C/j/#4-cominoduies, all by whole fale, and afterwards fell them again 
by retail, Thefe alfo bring prov fions from the continent, and trade therein, 
having, to that end, rheir brokers and factors, who mannage thJr bufinels, 
while they go to Cambaya, and along the coaft to improve their traffick. There 
are amongtt them Goldfmiths, 2 < Wellers, Gravers, and other Arrizans who do 
3 P*f Dtcanlos things incomparably better then any of ours. Thefe alfo farme the Kings demefne 
w* Is* Gfir c ^ e ot inci Salftttt, upon which accompt, having fome times oc- 

cifion ro go to l aw, they are fo well vers’d in the Lawcs and aiifomei of Portage 

that they need no Advocates ro plead their caufes, 

*» Moll of the Camrinf are either husbandmen, or Fifher-men. There arefome 
■ of them have no ocher employment then dreiTing the CW#f-trees, to get the wine 
and fruit they produce. Others only wafh Linnen or whiten Cloath. The Pea- 
ftnts bring in every day to the City, wild-fowle, mi:k, fruit, egges and other 
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provifionsro bs fold. Their wiv;s are deliver'd with the greateft eaiin;fs 1659. 

nable. They nuke no ufe oE midwtves, but are deliver'd .alone, wafh their Chi!- Their mrniT 
dren themfolves as they are born, put them under a few fig-leaves and return to delivered witb- 
their work, as if they Itid no: been about any luch thing. The children brought cut P*** 4, 
up after this rate, grow fo hardy and llrong, that it is an ordinary thing to fee men live - n 
among them of a hundred years of age, yet have not a tooth milling, but all the perf t & beat# 
time in perfeft health. Tney are all excellent* Swimmers, whence it comes, that *0100./taw sf 
they venture orer to the concinent in their little boats called nAlmadies, which 
indeed are fo little, that they can hardly carry one perfon: infomuch that they are 
frequently overturn’d* but they recover them again by fwimming, calf out the wa¬ 
ter, and profecute their voyage. Though in thefe parts they burn the dead bodies 
infiead of burying of them, yet are not the women oblig’d to burn themfelves 
with their husbands corps, but only cut off their hair, and make a vow of perpetu- 
tual widdowhood. 

Thejewes, who live at Goa, have there their Temples and Synagogues, and The$ewti ef 
enjoy an abfolute liberty of conference. They ate either Indians born of, father ® oa ‘ 
and mother, I ewes, or they come out of Paid ft 'me ; thefe lall. For the moil pare 
fpeak the Spanijh tongue, , ■ ' ! 

The CMdmmetans, who live there* trade for the moll part to ejUeca, ando- 
ther places upon the redSea, whither they carry fpices. The Porttsguez, and the 
eJHefiiz.es have their greateii Trade in Bengal*, *Pegn, ^Malacca, China, and in 
GazMratta, at the City of Cambay*, No perfon of quality at Goa, bat goes 
once a day to the Marker, whither the Merchants * nay molt Gentlemen come, 
as well to hear what news there is, as to fee what there is to be fold ; for, from 
7. in the morning, to p. ( after which rhe hear is fuch as chat a man is not able to * 

if ay there ) thepublick Criers, whom they cal! Lajlon, fell there by outcry, all . 
fores of Commodities, but efpecially fhves of both Sexes, and Jewels. There 
you fliall fee the Crier loaden with Chains, Gold-rings, and Precious-Hones, 
and followed by a great number of (lives, s all to be fold. There are alfo to be 
fold there, Perfian and Arabian Horfes, Spices, all forts of aromatick Gums, 
eAicatifs, Porcdane, VelTels of Agac, fever el things made oflacqsse, and what 
ever is thought precious or rare in any other part of the Indies. Merchants and 
Tradesmen are diftinguifhed by Hreecs; fo that Silk- nen are nor fhufled in 
among Lumen Drapers; nor rhe Druggifts among thofe who fell Porcelane. The 
greatelt profit they make is in the exchange of money. Fot when the Spanish 
Fleet comes in, they buy Ryals at 10. or 1 a. in the hundred lofs; and in tApnl, 
when the Ihips go away, for the MolnceSs and China, where the Ryals are much 
elieem'd, they fell them again at 25. or 30. in the hundred profit, notwithlland- 
ing the Order there is to fell them at 400. Reis. They make the .fame advantage 
by the change of the Laris, which they alfo fell at 10. or ra. in the hundred 
profit. 

They have feveral forts of money. The leaft is that which they call Bafarise- mtu ^ % 

qtses, which on the one fide have a Globe, on the ocher, cwo Arrows erofs'd. 

They are made of Thane, and Latin mixt together, and eight of thefe Bafarneques 
make a dentin, whereof five make a Tanghe. Five Tangbcs make a Serafin of fil" 
ver, which according to’the Kings command, is fee at 300. Reis, and fix Tanghes 
make a ardai . The Seraph in hath on the one fide, -Stint Sebafitan, on the 
other, 'a fneaf of Arrows. There are alfo Serafins of Gold, coyned heretofore 
at Ormus, of a more refin’d metal then any other monies of the Indies ; whence 
it comes, chat the Gold-fmiths melt down all that fall into their hands of them.

Forreign Merchants pay at their coming in, eight in the hundred for all Mer* cvftmes upon 
chandiies, and as much at their going out • but the Farmers of the Cuftomes are Cm- 

fo teafonable in their valuing of them, that the Merchants have no caufo to com- 1 
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1 6 * 9 - plain. They have alfo this favour, that if a Merchant hath paid tiieCuHomcsat 
hts coming in, and hath no- put off his Commodities, he may carry them to fame 
other place, without, paying ought at the Exportation. In like manner, a For- 
reign Merchant that hath bought of a Porttcguez,, or other Citizen of Goa, Spices, 
or any other Commodities of tJMaUcc* or China, may enter them under the 
Sellers name, and fo avoid paying the Culiomes due at exportation, 

Tix Vitmf The Viceroy ac the time of our bding there, was D. Ptdro de Silvo. His pet- 
Goi. foo mi not anlwerableto hts quality, but h; had about him above fifty Gentle¬ 

men, who gave him die fame refpe& as they could have done the King btmfdf. 
This charge is continued in the fame perfon, but for three years, as vvdl in re¬ 
gard it were dangerous, a Subject fhculd for long be potfefs’j of a dignity, which 
differs from the Soveraign only in time; as that the King of Sp<f£ hath many 
Lords to gratifie with an Employment, which enriches them fuffidently in that 
time. For, befides that his whole Court lies at the Kings charge, he hath the 
difpofal of all hts Revenue, and every year makes a viht for fixty or eighty Leagues 
about, which is worth to him very much, i But the Prefents which the neigh¬ 
bouring Princes, and the Governours and under-Officers make him, are nocro be 
valued. He hath his Cm in cel of State, and his Courts of Law and Equity. He 
is abfolute Judge in all civil Caufes, the mod important onely excepted, wherein 
there may appeal be made to the King. Criminal fentences are executed thece, 
notwichttandtng the appeal; bur it is not in the Viceroyes power, coinduft .* 
Gentleman, but he is oblig’d to fend him with the informations brought in agairf£ 
him, to Portugal, twlefs.che King order fome other courier to be taken with tiro. 
The Viceroy at his arrival Into the J»dies y lands in the I(land of Bardes, or feme 
* other Haven on that fide, wliencc he immediately fends his Agents to Goa, 
take pdfaffion of his charge, and what ever depends on it. His predecetthux 
makes way for him, upon the firfi news he receives of his Arrival, ufrfurniflies the 
Palace,and leaves him only the Guards and the bare walls. Thus much we thought 
fit to fay of the City of £?o*. ^ 

Maaidtto January i%. about noon, thePrefident feat away the two Blips which esmz 

alon .g with us from Surat, and were to carry thither the money which had bee® 
' ; £ * received at Gwjand after he had difmifs’d certain Jefuitt, and feveral other perfosw 
of quality of Goa, who were come to viftc him aboard, wehoys’d fayl, yetexpe- 
aing to come aboard our (hip the General of the Dutch Fleet, whofe name vvae 
V*n Kf*/«,who had intreated him to convey fome Letters to his Supeiiours, But 
he came not. In the Evening, we faw all the Dutch Fleet under fail, whence we 
imagin’d chat the General intended to give us a vifir, but with rhe night we fofi 
fight of them, and having a reaionable good wind, kept on ourcourfe. 

Ian. *}. At break of day, we had a fight of the ‘Dutch Fleet again ; and the* 
we conceiv’d, they were going to relieve the King of Ceylon, who had incrcatad 
the general to affi.i him againli the Portugttez,, who had declar’d war again tt him 
About noone, we were ac thirteen degrees latitude, and out of fight of iaacl, 
' But in regard we intended to go towards the Coal* of Malabar, upon imel.igeacc 
brought us, that an Englijh fib ip, coming from Batttatn, richly loaden tvath 
fpices, had been fet upon and ipoil’d by the Malabar- pyrates, the next day wc 
chang’d our courfe, and took it more eaftward, fo to get towards the land. The 
Malabo's hid taken their advantage of the condition that fhip was in, which was 
lo over bur then d, that fhe could make ufe of but fix guns; they found indeed ens 
great difficulty to enter her; but they were no fooner in, ere the Englijh Cent *- 
bovehx hundredof them, witn the upper into the fea. Tney difpacch’d as many 
with the fecond; but afterwards being chemfelves forc’d to go to the Hern, to a- 
void the fixe, they yielded to the MaUbars y who with the fliip, took the Captain, 
the Matters mate, the Clark, and fourteen others, whom we intended ’corc- 
f deem.

Indies. H iving fired fome guns to ftlutcibe Cattle, we Cent to Captain Wedded 

toknoivwhic condition the Englifh prisoners were in; and hearing they were 

moii of them fee at liberty, we would liay no longer on that coali, _ * 

The Port agues, have a Garrifon in theCalile otCauanor, but the City is inha- The Malabv*. 
bicedby Malabars. They call by that name all thofe people who live upon 
that coatt from the City of Goa, as far as the Cape of Cmerry, or £Wri«. The 
Country is very fertile, and brings forth abundance of fpices, but particularly 
the bell pepper in the indies, which is moll erteem'd, becaufe the grain of it is 
bigger then it is any where elfe, even then of that which growes in Sumatra and 
Java. The Inhabitants go (lark naked, covering only thofe parts , which nature 
would not have fcen even in bealis. They make holes in the tips of their sales, 
and are black, but have not fuch great lips as the Moores of Afrsck^ They cy up 
their hair together upon the crown of die head, and let their beards grow to. the 
lull length, without any ordering or trimming, inComuch that they are not un¬ 
like thofe figures, under which we would repcefenc the Devil. Nor is their dif- 
pofuton unsuitable to this pleafanr external fhape , for they und ? ,rttand nothing 
of civility, nor are capable of any commerce or converfatioh. They are for 
the mod parr pyrates and I'oldiers, who may be £aid to have rafhnefs rather then 
courage, and are expert enough in the handling of their armes, which are [word 
and buckler, bo ves and arrowes. They make alfq a kind of muskets chemfelves, 
and ufe them with advantage. They obey neirher cbe King of Cmcam> nor the 
Viceroy of Cm; but they have their particular King or Prince, who alio perforates 
the funftioas of High-Prieft, and is of the Seft of the Bramevs. Thefe were the 
moll confiderable enemies the ‘Pmuguez, met with, at the beginning of their 
eflabliflunent in the Indies t but ever fince they made a treaty with them, they 
have liv’d in very good correfpondence. Their prince, whom they caU Zamonu, zimotia £«- 
isalfoKingof Cali cash, upon the fame coaft. In the year i$o 4 - The Dench fereur d Cali- 
made a treaty with him, for the freedom of trade 5 but the Pertugutz. coming to ^ 
be more powerful in thofe parts, and the Dutch finding it eafier to fettle them- 
felves in ocher places, where they continue their trade with greater advantage, they 
have negledled the friendfhip of thefe Barbarians, I obferv’d at Camnor, that there 
were feme men among them, who never par’d their nails; and that there were 
others, who wore bracelets and rings about their armes. Thefe are^ the gentry 
of the Country; whom they call Nayres, that they may be dittinguifh’d from per- 
fons of meaner condition, whom they call J Petyas, The Nayres are very proud, 
and conceited of themfelves, apd permit not the Polyas fo much as to .touch them- 
They alwayes go with their fword and buckler, wherewith they make a noife 
in the Ureets as they go, and perpetually cry out Po, Po, that people fhould 
make way for them. Affoon as they perceive them coming, they cjofe on both 
fides, look down to the ground, and do them reverence. Some affirm, that 
this punctilio of honour, whereby they pretend to a refpeft due to them ft° m a ‘_ 
that are nor of their race, was one of the things tbit molt ohfiru&ed the Meaty 
which the Portuguese, were ready to conclude with the King of Cochim, at then nil- 
eltablifhment, in regard they would have the Portuguese, do them the fame [up- 
mifiions as the Polyas did. The 'Portuguez .on the other fide, who ale as lug li¬ 
ly conceited of themfelves as any nation in the world!, refufed to do it j to that to 
decide the dfference, it was agreed, thm, Portuguese, and a N sty re lhouid_ fight 
For the honour of the two nations; upon condition, that the conqueror lnouiu- 
give the hw to the conquered. The Portuguese, champion had the advantage, ana 
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1 6 3 9 - by that meins cbrain’d the precedence for his Nation ; and ever Jince that time, che 
Portuguez, have the fame honour done them by the 'Hayrts, as they have .done 
Tbe pfi vtledgcs them by the Pcijat. Many of thefe Nayres never marry, in regard 'they have a 
at m XNayru, cerca j Q p r i v j| ec jg e to f ee t wives and daughters of their Camerades, and to that 
end, to go into rheir houfesatany time of the day. When they go into any 
houfe upon that fcore, they leave their fword and target at the ftreer-door, which 
marke prohibits entrance to all others whatsoever, nay rhe very Maflerof the houfe 
himfelf, who fin ding thofe armes at his door, psffes by, and gives his camerads 
full liberty to do what he pleafe. The Poly as are not fo much honour'd as to have 
the Nayres vific their wives, who muft be content with theit own husbands; for 
it were a great'crime in a Nay re to defile himfelf, by converting with the wife of 
a common pecfon. The Nayres are all Souldiers, made uleof by the King, both 
for his Guard and in his Wars, On the contrary, the Polyas are forbidden the 
bearing'Of Arms, and fo are either Tradesmen, husbandmen, or Fifhermtn, 

Tbe writing of The Malabars write with a bodkin upon the bark of t he Cocos tree, which they 

*6eMalabar*, cut very thin,and in an oblong form like a Table book,drawing a firing through the 
middle, which hold the leaves together, and comes twice or thrice about the 
box or cafe, which is as it were a covering to it. Their Cbara&ers have nothing 
common with thofe of the other/«<&*»*, and are under Rood only by their Bra- 
mans, for molt of the common people can neither write not read. 

The King of Ci/kwA doth not eat any thing, which had noc been ptefented 
before to his Pagidey and it is to be particularly oblerved, that in this Kingdom 
it is not the Kings foh, but the Kings fillers fon, who inherits the Crown, it being 
the common perfwafion, that the children born of the Queen, are begotten ii- 
ther by their Bramans then by the King himfelf. 

As concerning the City of Cochins , ic is to be obferved, that there are two 
a.c;hm‘ t M^cn. Cj CJ ' eso f the fame name in the Kingdom of Cochim , one whereof lies upon a 
great River, and belongs to che King of Cochim, the other, to the Portuguez.. 
This lift, whereof we now fpeak, is feated upon the fame Coaft, at io. degrees cm 
this fide the line, having on the Weft fide of it the Sea, andontheLancUicfea 
Forreftof black Trees, whereof the Inhabitants of the Country make rheir boats 
called Atmadles. Thefe trees.they make hollow, and fo their boat is all of one 
piece, yet with thefe they make a fhift to go along the Coaft as far as Go*. The 
Port is very dangerous, by reafonof the rocks which make the entrance into ic 
very difficult. f 

At the beginning of a Winter there falls fuch abundance of Rain in the neigh¬ 
bouring Mountains, that feveral Brooks are of a fudden by that means overflown, 
and run with fuch violence, that the Earth which they carry along, and which is 
flopped by the waves that are forc’d by the wind againft the Earth, makes in than 
place a kina of bank which fo flops up the mouth of the Haven, thac*cis impoffi- 
blecoget into it o-out of it, during that time, nor indeed till the wmd which 
changes with the feafon, forces the Setback again, which carries along with it the 
filch which the rain had left in that place. 

The Portnguez, carry on a great Trade in this place in Pepper, which rhe King 
ofCwfc/?» feils them at a certain race, agreed upon with the Viceroy at hisfirit 
coming ioGoa-, but the Inhabitants of t he Country, and other Foreigners pay 
dearer for it. 

The King of Cochim is one of the m'oft powerful Princes of thofe parts; ic be¬ 
ing certain that he is able to raife above a hundred thoufand men, the moft part 
Nayres, who are obliged to ferve at their own charge, either with Horfeor Ele¬ 
phants. As to their manner of life, ic is not fully fo brutifh as charof t he Md& 
bars, but they obferve the fame Cuffome, for the fucceflion of their Kings, and

Monarch of all chac Coaft, from Goa* as far as the Cape of Corner i* having im- 0 / C alicu c h 
brac’d the Mahometan religion, and deitro.is to end his life in t'olitude, near the vae fimim 
Sepulchre of his great Prophet, dillributed his Territories among!! his friends, Empcnur of 
upon condition that the Kings of Cananor*Cochsm and Chaule* fhould acknowledge Milabar*, 
the Sovenigncy of the King of £W*VjwA» on whom he bellowed the dignity 
of Zamnrin or Empereur ; but fince the ell ibli/hmenc of the Pmuguer, in 
thofe parts, the power oiZamourtn is grown to low, that at the pretent, the 
King of Cochins is -more powerful then he, * 

Jamary the 2<S. We [eft Canavor, andfaw going thence Captain W«ddHl } who 
would gladly hive come along with us into England* had he not been obliged to 
go ar.d dilpatch fome bufinet's he hid to do at Cochlm and Calicuth. Captain Wcd- 
% l call Anchor there, but we onely fired fome Gunnes, and purfued our 
Voyage. 

The next day we difeoverd, at a great diftance, eighteen S.iyl of Ships, which 
comingdire&ly towards us, eaiily difeover'd what their delignewas. We-had 
much ado to clear our Guns, for the Ship was foloadenthat every hole was full. 

However we had the time to put our felves into a pollure of receiving thofe Pyrats, 
who had not the confidence to come within cannon fhoc of us, while day-light 
might difeover them; but prefently after midnight, afloon as the Moon was up, 
they, fet upon us on all fides, though with little advantage, for they were fo well 
receiv’d, that at the firft fireing of our Guns we funk two of their Frigats, and 
made three or four others incapable of further ingageing. Our fmall /hot in the 
mean time playing upon thofe which came nearellour Sip, that they thought it 
their befl courfe to let us alone. 

The fame night we pafs’d by die Caftle of Cochtm* and the next day, the twen- P(t p ; H fight 
ty eighth, we could diicern no mote then fourteen of the Maltha* frigats, which Cochiift. 
follow’d us a far off, wheruponwe conceiv’d the other four were funk. Mean 
while, w; continued on our voyage with a favourable winde, dilcovering, co¬ 
wards the call, a tow country planted with Cocots , andfomthing farther, towards 
fourh- eaft, the Cape of Comory* the moll foutherly quarter of this part ot th i xhe Capi of 
Indies* by the ancients call'd India on this-fide Garget, _ Comory. 

The night following the Malahars made as if they would again actaque us, and 
two of their frigats came within our cannon, we onely gave them two volleys 
without bullets to draw them nearer, but they retreated. „ , 

On the morrow, the twenty ninth, we faw the Ifls of Ceylon , at tne head where- tbsTjlt of 
of we were fix’d as immoveable by a calm, which iadecPthtee weeks compfear. -eyoa. 

This Iflind lyes ten Leagues from the continent,extending from South South-eaft, 
to the North-eail, betwixt the capes of Comory and Nigapatam, which lyes at e- 
leven degrees, towards the coiidoi Coromandel. ‘Tisin lengrh fixey Leagues, 
in bredch forty, and about two hundred and fifty in compafs, They fay > c was 
heretofore much larger then now at prefent, and chit the flowings of the lea, 
which in thole quarters are exceeding violent, carried part of it away, on the fide 
towards C? m9r J> This, without difpure, is the riche/} and moll fertile of al I the 
earteinltlands, if we may credit Maffeus* the moil learned and grave authouc 
that hath written of the affiires of the Indies* or particularly the expecienc d and 
famous S. Barhart in his Phaltg this is without doubt the ancients Paprohane* 
chough Mercator Iof De Efcale*Em. Oftritts , and others, take the IHe of Su~ 
to be ir, of which we fha!| fpeik hereafter. . .. ,

1 ^ *. 9 '. {"diajt J Hands, for ic produces not only all fuch things as the other,Winds affoord 
but moreover there {hall you fee whole forrefts of orange and lemmcn trees, as alfo 
of cinnamon, which emits its odour very far upon the ffea, and great quantity of 
precious ftones, mfomuch as, except the Diamonds, there is no (tone which is 
not there found. They fifh likewife there for pearles, but they are not fo fair 
as thofe of Babaram but, in recompence, it produces the heft Ivory of the world. 
iVben, dsfcove- Laurence fonof Frmcifco oAlmeida difcover'd it in the year i job, who took 
yi by the pcffeflion of it in the name of Emanuel king of Pcrtugal&xz&ing there a columne, 
Poi^i\gmz. with an inscription, fignifying that it had no owner, though at the fame time he 
had a treaty with one of the Kings of the Ifland, wherein he promiled him the 
Kmg of Portugal! proceaton,for two rhoufand five hundred quintals of cinnamon, 
in a c know 1 e d ge men t. The Portuguez have fincefortified the town of which 

lies at feven degrees on this fide the Iine,and kept it till the Holt*nders,ibitc years 
hnee, in the year 1657. cook this important place from themj by this means 
dilpoffdTing them of all they held ia this Ifland. 

The Philanders began not their commerce here till the year 16'oa, in the time 
of F mat a Derma furs Ada, King of Candy , who is the molt puillanc, and in a 
manner the foveraign of the Ifland, who fucceded to the Crown by ways fo ex¬ 
traordinary, that I perfwade my felf’twill not be tedious to the reader,to hear 
the particulars; ■ 

The Hifiory of CM am Ragu, King of Settavacca, had three fons legitimate, and one natural 

Fimata Detms, ailed Derma. Some will have this Derma to be the Ion of a Chirurgion; but 
K*ng <’/Can- L b e y are mi (taken, it being certain he was the fon of Adam Ragu, begotten on 
y * one of thefe Balladeiract or Dancers, fuch as aimoflalfche Indian Princes keep 

for their divertifement. Mara Ragu had an affedtion for this Child, and caus’d 
him to be brought up a SouJdier, that one day he might eommandbis Forces, 
wherein Derma improv’d fo well, and acquir’d fuch reputation, that the Army* 
who concei ved it would be a happinefs to be under a Martial Prince, eftablilhed * 
Derm* mr- him in chc Throne, this unnatural child having firft taken aw ay the ives of his 
there bit father ^d his three legitimate Sons, The Ciugates who in this Ifland of Ceylon arc 

and three bro- as the Nayres among ft the CMalabores, bad fome regret to admit this change 
tbm ‘ and be Subjt-ds to a Biftaid: but he began his reign with fuch feverity, and or¬ 

dered 10 many executions, that they who murmur’d moft were compeUM to en- 
tertaiiiwh.it they could not hinder, till fuch time as they found means to make 
him away by poylion. 

The death of Derma , and that-of the Kmg of Candy, which happened much 
about a iime,very much advanced the eftablifhment of the Pmuguez in this Ifland. 
For, allowing to the Qug&t their ancient Liberties and Priviledges, and without 
fcruple of Religion, intermarrying with them, they flood faire to become Matter 
of the Ifland, had it not been for the opposition of one Lord of the Nation, of 
whom they had good reafon to be confident. His name was Finuda Derma 
Sun Ada, and was graftd Modeller, that is, Conftable of the Kingdome of 
Candy, when the King dyed. He was fon to one of the chief Princes of 
the Kingdome, and in his youth had his breeding among!* the Portuguez , 
who brought him to Colombo , where he was baptized , and named 
Ds» John of Aufirla , in remembrance of the natural brother of Philip 
the Cecond Kmg of Spain. Afterward they educated him at Goa , whither 
ihey brought him at fuch time as D. Emanuel de S oufa Coattubo was Viceroy; 
and he was there likewife udiile Matheo tAlbuyuerqne fuccceded D. Emanuel 
in the fame Dignity. The Portugese*, observing, himto be a graceful perfon, and 
Flmala declares being as they thought, lure of his affe6tion, made no difficulty to confer upon him 
Kfinft the the office of Grand Modthar of Candy, and by this means to fet him inthefirfl 
Fwtugua. rank of the whole Kingdome, wherein D. John t f Aufiria made fuch ufe of his 

truft,that he gain’d the alleaion of aft the Souldiery, fo as that after the deceafc 
of the King, the Clngalet promoted him to fucceed in his olace. 

‘ The 










This'll thing hi did, was to put to death all the Pqrtttgutx ,,in the Town Of t 6 j 
Candy, and co declare war againttthe tell. Tuare was yet.a Princets Heir to the 
Crown, whom the Portuguez hid brought 10 Mannar, where they Baptized her, 
and named her T>. Katbori»*, with ddign to make ufe of her when occaiipn 
fhould require, as in die prefem Conjuncture ic did. For Pedro Lopes deSouf «, 

Captain General ofc JMaUcca, conceiving he coulfj raife the Inhabitants of C**- 
dy in favour of this Princefs, enters the Kingdom^ with a powerful Army, 
and with him brings along D, Catharina with inception to marry her, by which 
means he would make himlelf King, having firft caufed her to be acknowledged 
Heir. He became Matter of the capital Town wiffiout much difficulty, but thac 
prov’d his mine. For D. John, who, with his Cftyales,Yt&s retir’d to the woods, 
did not oneiy annoy him in cutting off ail the jPortuguez., who came out of the 
Town for forrage or other neceffaries of lively-hood ; but he fo cut off a l Pto- 
fionf, that Lodes, to maintain his Army, was conflraind co betake himfelf to the 
Fieid, and leave the Town, to give D. John battle. It was fought in the year i $90 lv # 
dpon a Sunday; and notwit hltaoding the advantage the Portugtsez had of their 
fire-Arms, and above fourty Elephants arm’d for war; *D. John, who would now 
have no other name then Fimala Derma Sari Ada , routed and abfolucely defeat¬ 
ed them. Lopes was kill’d upon the place, and I?. Catharina became prifoncr co 
Fimata,who afterwards married her, by this means acquiring a right to the Cro.vn, 
which before he only held by the fword. 

Four years after this Vidtory, D, Jeronimo d’ Az,tnedo, General of the conquetts 
of ZelUn, having receiv’d Orders from the K. of Spain for a new attempt on the 
Kingdom of Cand^uyks aporent Army,which the Viceroy of Goa reinforc’d with 
all the Cavaliers and Hidalgos attendance : he advances to B alien t the place xbt fetoni 
where the firfl Battle was foughr,and thence fends defiance to the King of Candy. Battle grvtn. 

The VonHgmz, were not more fortunate, in this, then thty had been tn the 
former bate e; for though the Portugnez, Army receiv’d .nor * defeat, and®. 

Jeronimo got high honour by his retreat for fiyedayes together in fight of the 
Kings Army, that purfued him to the very Gates of Colombo-, they were not- 
wichllanding fo weakned, that from that time the Portngutz. durtt never attempt 
the Kingdom otCandjt by force. Nevercheiefs they ceaie not to maintain a war by 
furprizes and incurfions one upon another. 

For not long before the Hollanders arrived in the Iflc of Z« 7 #«,the ‘Fortaguez, 
wetemottbafely crappan’d by the double intelligence which one Jeronimo Dias 
kept with t hem. He was by birth a Portugnet., but as the rett of his N ation who M ^ 9 . 
fettle amongft the Indians , making no difficulty to plant themfeIves in places 
where there is no publick exercife of Religion, eafily lafe chat whereof they had 
oneiy a Height and fuperfidal knowledge.; £0 this man having renounc’d his Re¬ 
ligion, undertook to betray his Country msn^ as I am. about to tell you. This 
Jerinim, being prifoncr to the King, remain’d at Candy till he had contrived the 
means to betray the Portuguez,. Afterwards he efcaped, and returning to 2 >. Je¬ 
ronimo d * Azeaedo, told him, that if he thought fit, he would undertake to kill the 
King of Candy.

upon the Kings expiration, and furnifhing him with a good fum of money for the 
purpofe, without iVhich he faid there was nothing to be done* Dias would 
go a lone, as well thac he migbr feem to have efcaped from the Portnguez, as 
tb difpofe the King co put thefe five Portugnez, his Complices into the Fort

£ 4 ow ot Candy, Who in the year itfoa. received their Admiral with civility, in the 

year following, caus’d their vice-admiral with fifty of his men to be put to death 
in cold blood ; infomuch as for that time they were conitnined to lay afide all 
thoughts of feeding a trade there. But fince, they have found opportunity for a 
firme crtablrftimenc, by gainrngfrom the Pomsgnsz. the fort de Puma de Gallo 
and fortifying the Port de Negombo, where they drive a great trade, much aug¬ 
mented by their taking likewife the town of Colombo from the Portugatn., w hite 
thefe laft kept commonly a garrifon of eight hundred men. 

The Kingdom The King of Candy is the mofl puiffanr and molt abfolure of all the kings of Zd- 
/w. He delights in the‘Pfrrirfflr* manner of building and fortifies his holds aftet 
the modernway. This kingdome extends ir felf along rhar river on which the town 
C. Vintre is fricuare, ’where rhe kings galleys and other veflels have their retreat. 
It contains many fair and well-built towns. The inhabit ants are like the Mala- 
hart, but not Co black. They go naked as low as the Navel, but fome ufe coats 
or dubfets after the Portagnez fafhion. In their ears they hang pendants, and the 
greateft part haveaCnV ot poymardby their fides. Women have likewife their 
hreafts bate, and go very decent in habit, and in their conversion with men dif- 
covet much of modefty. They drefs theis heads much like the European Women 
hying that hair very dofe on their head, and tying their t relies behind. They 
wear collars of Gold or Silver, and rings upon their hands and feer, and their arms 
sod Legs befst with abundance of precious Hones, Their houfes are conveniently 
enough built, and the women very skilful in cookery. The Cingahs addift thera- 
felves to nothing at all, nor are they porper for war, byreafonHiey are accufio- 
med to foktte a life they can indure no hardfhip. 

ViBndt (boa. Throughout the Indies there is no pare fo abounds in all forts of visuals, as this 
Ills ZetiwXowteyffla, venifon, poultry, hotter, milfce, and honey,are at extra¬ 
ordinary low rates, as well as emms^ Bmaanes, Cocos, facies, UHamgas, 
orange, lemmons.ciirons, and all other forts of fruits. They eac of all things inge- 
oeral, even of pork, and all fort of cattle except the oxe, cow,or bufflej wine they 
drink nor, no more then the c Mahometans, who dwell amongft them and enjoy a 
ThtirKtliptn ^ ^erty religion. Thefe Minders are of the fame religion as other Pagans 
in thefe parts. They bear great reverence co their Bramans, who obferve * 
more aullere way of living, and eat] not of any thing hath hid life, by reafon 
that for the whole day they adore thefirft be aft they mept with ar their coming out 
of doors in a morning. Maydes are here married at the age of cen or twelve years, 
and they burn their dead corps. 

F > Mala Dtma Sari t/fda had gotten fome cmfture of Ckrifiian religion, if at 
leaftitbe to be found amongft toe PortMguex.} invas foon raz’J out by the com¬ 
pliance he had lot the Cingalese and after his deceafe his fuccelfours fell back to 
Paganifme. Therearefome amongft them, who adore the head of an elephant^ 
wrought oat of wood oi ftone, and fay, their intention is co obtain wifdome; foe 
they are of opinion the elephmts of Criitn are not only more knowing then other 
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Elephanrs, but further, that they out-goe men in judgment. In their houfes 
they hive a basket wherein they put fuch things as they defign tor an offering to 
tbeir‘Pagodef, to whom they have a-particuhr devotion in their fiekneffes r be- 
caufeitis from them alone they look for remedy. They hold, as matter of faith, 
that cne world [hall not perifh fo long as their grand (JMofyxe, which may be 
feenvery remote within the fei, between Pumode Gallo&nd MonteCa/o, [halt 
be extant, Anocher particular opinion they have of it mountain in this Ifland call'd 
Pico £ a Adam, and fay it was there, that the firft man was fram’d; chat the fpring 
on the top of this Mountain rofe from the rears Eve Ihed for Abel; and chat the 
Ifl; ofCeilonms part of the terreftrial Paradife. ’ To conclude, they are very do¬ 
cile, and willing to acknowledge the errours of their Idolatry; infomuch that 
there were great likely hood of their converfion, if CbriflUns would undertake 
thefe long voyages, as much out of a religious zeale, as worldly concern- 

All the other kings of Cel ton, except the king of Candy# ay tribute to the Porta- . 

guez.: but tis fo inconfiderabh, that the princes think it not worth while to take p ortB£utz> 
armesto free themfelves from a fubje&ion which conhfts but in a bare acknow¬ 
ledgment. For the king Matecalo, who is not the leaft confiderable amongft 
them, pays annually but fifty duck'ates. 

The IQand produces pepper, but their chiefeft commodity is cinnamon They Myncs e t ROli 
finde here mines of bral's and iron; and certainly there is both gold and fiber, 
fpccially in the kingdom o£Candy but the king will nor permit a fearcb to be 
made for the difeovery thereof. Their rich ftones they permit not likewife to be 
foid to Grangers, which are there found in great abundance ; but there is fo great 
plenty thereof, that it is impoflible but fame may be had under hand ; for they 
are found in the heaps of grave/, and in the town of Candy; nay after the rain 
hath walked down the earth of fomc neighbouring mountain, the inhabitants find 
them in tile currents of water, and though they are oblidg’d to bring them all to the 
King/ris impoffible that order mould be exaftly obferved. 

The Jfiand likewife yields timber and ftone for building; the foyle produces 
Corn, Oyle, and Wine it fef, if any man will take the pains to plant tbs Vine, 

Cotton, feveral roots for dyers, ginger, Cardamoms ,Mlrobalant,i'orcoma, and di¬ 
vers ocher Medicinable Drugs, Nutmegs, &c, but particularly-fo great a quanti¬ 
ty ot Rice, that tiis whole Coafi of Canmandel is furnilhed from hence. Like¬ 
wife here is fo great a quantity of Cinnamon, that the- Hollanders buy it for a 
hundred and twenty eight livres, forty eight foups, the Quintal! or Hundred 
weight. ■

The Cdm staid our Hiip hard by this Ifl;, for near upon three weeks, which 1 
imploy’d in inquiring of our Prelidenr and certain Jefultes, who were aboard our 
Yeffels into this plea lant part of the Indies, whichl had never feen, and merries 
to he known by the Defcription I flialI make from the report of chefs perfons, 
amongft whom there were fome who had fptent there the be ft part of cneir Jives* .1 
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Will then begin with the place where we were, and faithfully deliver you all I 

could learn of thofe Kingdoms and Provinces, which without queftion aretih* 
wealthier of any in the world. • 4 

Towards the Cape of Comory ot Comorin, where we then were, arelikewife 
thoie 1 (lands the Ponuguen. call Mai divas or Matdivar. They extend alon* 
the C.om of Malabar, having the Cape upon the North, and taking up about 
fevenkore Leagues by .Sea, which divides them into fucb fmal parcels that they 
are tdeem d near upon a thoufand. Some are inhabited, others nor/by rcafon 
they ly fo low the Sea often drowns them, as it doth likewife the skirts of the con¬ 
tinent, near Cochtm, and Crangonar, The Malahares'hy, that heretofore they 
were joyn d to the Continent, and were feparaced by the Sea, which in fome 
places hath left Inch narrow divifions, that an a&ive man might leap from one 
hde to the other. The Capital Giry, which con fills of four I{lands,and gives them 
rne appellation of Maldives or Natdive, is a place famous for Trading, and the 
I\ehdenee for ih; King of ail the Iflands.Except Cocoes, which are there in »reac 
abundance, they produce little, notwith(landing the Inhabitants by induftry make 
very neat garments both of Silk and Thread brought from other places; in fo 
much that fetafide the Moguls, there are not amongft the Indians any that got 
more nearlyapparrell’d thuichey. 

As concerning Coromandel, the Eaftem part of the Indies on this fide Canoes is fo 
called,a Coat! divided from the Malwares by the Mountain ^/ar^exundio* 
from South to Norrh, from the Cape of Comorin, or rather the point of Nega- 
patam , to the River Nagund, and the Town of Mafulepatam, containing all 
along the Coafi, about a hundred Leagues, 'Tis the more commodious. For 
that ir ferves for a retreat to all Veflfels which are conUraind to quit rhe Court of 
Gufaratta during the Winter feafon, and it hath many good Havens, and the belt 
Roads of any in all the Indies. 

The Portuguese there potfifsthe Town of Same Thomas, at thirteen degrees, 
thirty two Minutes on this hde the Line; and they Tay that at the time when F’afcl 
d; Gama difeovered the Indies, and feiz’d on Cochins and Crangamr, the Inhabi¬ 
tants on this Coatt, who called themfelves Chriflians , crav’d proceflion of the 
King of Portugal-, and that arriving at Sainc Thomas they found Ckriftims who 
made profelhon of the Greeks Religion. For this purpofe they tell a Story 

grounded on a Tradition, which neverchelefs is not to be proved out oftheEc- 
cleliaftical Hiftory. Thus then they fay, chat Saint Thomas , one of our Saviours 
twelve ApoRIes, having long preach’d the GofpeI in the Kingdom of Narfmgia 
ootwiihfiauding the Oppoiicion of the Bramatts, refolv’d to Petition the Kin" 
that he might build a Chappel for the doing of his Devotions, and that the Bra- 
fnans engag’d the King to deny him the favour. Rut it hapned chap a huge piece 
of Timber was fo lodg’d in the mouth of the Haven, belonging to the Town of 
Me/tapour, then the Capital of the Kfffgdome, that nor only great Veffels, buv 
the fmaller Barks being not able to get in, the Trade of the Town was in a fbort 
time quite foil. There was a trial made with a company 01 Elephants to remove 
the Tree, but in vain, then the Magicians of thofe parts weicimploy’d to try If 
theit Arc could do; what ftrength could not e£fe&, but to as little purpofe,•where¬ 
fore the King proclaim'd a tonfiderable reward to him that could clear the Haven, 
which invited the Saint to offer his fervice, and this for no other reward, then 
the mere Timber it felf. _ His proffer to draw it out himfelf made him at firft ap¬ 
pear ridiculous, and fpecully when they law him ty his girdle ro ir, ro draw out t 
weight that many Elephants had not the flrength to llirj but he pulling, the beam 
followed, as eahlyas if had been a little Boat, which when he had hid 

upon the Land, the King was amaz’d with admiration, and in honour of the mi¬ 
racle,permitted him to build the Chappel, as he had requeued. The Brariuns 
feeing their Doftrine difpatag d by this Miracle, and that if Chriflian religion be¬ 
gan to fpread in thofe parts, were was little hope to fupporc the Pagan ; they 
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refolvi to free themielves_ofthe Apoftle, and caufe certain Paymms to amrcher 163? 

hi* while he was at his Devotions in his Chappel. Some there are who will ---- 

hire the Church dedicated to this Saint in that place, to be built by a King of 
Harfmga, i. (. the door to be made of that miraculous beam j bu c the Porfugue*, 
fay they built it, of which indeed there is moft probability. 

.Lenfchikn faith, that in tfaefe parts there are certain people with one leg big¬ 
ger then the other and that they are held to be the progeny of thofe that martyr¬ 
ed the AvijfU. . , , ’ 

in the 8. Book of his Indian hi fiory, relates how /scathe a,King of 
Portugal made fearch for the bones of this Saint upon the coafts of Coromandel, 
which he tranfported to Goa, where he built a fair Church in honour of him: but 
if credit may be given to and Socrates, in their Ecclefiaftical Hiltory, the 

Apoftle Saint Thomas Coffered his Mirtyrdome at Edeffa in Mefopotamia, whither 
heretofore they made Pilgrimages to his Sepulchre ; yet Marco Taulo vtmo p 4 . fr , 
fayesotherwife, though with Tome contridiftioia to .himfelf. Gafper Balbi a 
Venetian Jeweller, who hath made a very hand feme relation of his travailes in the 
Indies, fays, that, being at the town of Saint Thomas, in the year 1 *82. there 
was a Church then building in the honour of Saint j hhn Baptiftimd that the build- . 

ing almoft fini&Id* they found they wanted timber to perfect it, when at the 
fame time the fea calf a tree afhore of fuch a bulk, that looking on it as a thing ex¬ 
traordinary, they would needs meafure itjand finding it to be a juft proportion for 
the edefice, the people cryed out a miracle, wherein they wete eonfirmd, when 
flitting it, it yielded juft fo many beams as ferv’d to finilh the Church. He addes 
further, that the Tree came from fome far diflant place, becaufe in cutting, it • 

fent forth fuch a Winking fmell, rhatitinfedfed the whole Country. The Town 
of Saint Thomas is not very great, but the greateft part of the Houfes are of ftone, 
and well built. The Church there hath no fteeple, yet may be feen a gooddi- 
ftance. There live here about fix hundred Portugnex,, or UHeJh‘x,es, befides foms 
Armenian Merchants. 

The Indians, Pagans, and Mahometans , live in the Town of Meliaponr, which is 
feated on a fmall river two Leagues from Saint Thomas Northward ; but it is fain rhetoeono! 
from the priftine glory it had, when it was the Capital Town of the Kingdome of Meliapour. 
Narfinga. The King of Portugal has no Govemour at Saint Thomas , nor fo 
much as a Magiftrate, nor any political order; by reafon whereof divers difor* 
ders are diyly committed without punifhmebt. # 

The South and South-weft winds reign here from April to September, during 
which time the Road is very good ; but all the reft of the year, fmal Barks are 
conftraind to get into the River Palacatte, and greater Veflets into the Haven 
oiT^egnpatam, You have five Fathom water even^within cannon fhoc of the 
Town; but the Sea is fo rough at all times, there is* no Landing without dan¬ 
ger ! 

Upon this Coaft the Hollanders have divers Plantations where they drive a 
great-Trade; but principally at PotlapotiU , otherwife call'd 'Hjfapatam, where 
they have had their Ware-houfes ever fince the year 1606. andac Palexeatte, 
where they have built the Fort of Geldria. 

■ This Councrey was heretofore divided into three Kingdomes, that is, Caroman~ 
del, Harfi»ga,md Bifnagar', but at prefenc ’eis all fubjeft to one Prince, ivhore- 
fides fomcimes at Bifnagar, fomtimes at Narjtnga, 

Above the Town of Mafulipatam, lyes the Country, or Kingdome rather, of 
Orix*, reaching from the River of Mafulipatam to the River of Gutnga ; but Ori«. 
the Hollanders would have it comprehended under the name of the Coali of C° r f‘ 
maxdel. The chief To wns of the Kingdome are Mafnlipatatn and Golcanda, the Mafdipacsts 
one confiderable for Commerce, the other for being the Kings Ordinary Reft *an MiQ - 
den ce.Th: Country yields plenty of Salt, and Diamonds ace like wife there lound; 
but aU above five Cafacts in weight appertain to the King. 
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i (5 j 9, Next to Orix a, winding towards the North, lyes the Kingdome of BengaU, 

Ben’jiU, '—which gives name to the Gulph by the Ancients called Sinut CangeticHs. [hey 
drive here a great trade in Rice, Sugar, and Cotton, but chiefly in Silks, which are 
efleemd the bed in all the Indies. The finefl Ganes we have are brought from Ben- 
. gala, where there likewise growes a lort of Canes which are finer then theOfyer, 
in fo much as Veflels arc made of them, which being glaz’d with Lacqnt on the in- 
fide, contain liquid matters, as long and as well as, a Ciafs or iilver Bowl. There 
alfo grows a certain Hcarb, which having on the top of its ftaulk, (which is about 
the compafs of a mans thumb) a great button'like a tail'd.■ this taflei is fptm out, 
and there are excellent Stuffs made of it. The Pertuguix. call k Herba de Ben- 
gala, and make of it Hinging*, and Coverlets, in which they reptefenc all lores 
of Figures, • 

Trie people of the Country are all Pagans, and in the mannrr of their living, 
exceeding brutirti. Theft is here very common, and Adultery though it be pu- 
nifhed with feverity by cutting off theic Nofes who are taken in it; they fotbeat 
not neverchelcfs to pollute themfelves with all fort of uncleannefs can be com- 
Th ‘ fb IT mttte 4 i n that Vice. They bear religious worfhip to the River of Ganges, and 
tisn hold the water hereof to be fo holy, that who-wafh themfelves therein are deal - 

fed from all their fins; and this fuperflition reaches fo far, that the King of Nar- 
Jinga fends to the Ganges, for the water he ufes for his purifications. 

Pegu. The kingdom of Pegu joy ns upon Bengala, upon the eift-fid;, and takes its 
name from the capirat City, where the king hath placed the feat of his Monarchy. 
This is a very potent flare, and as Gafpar Balby fa ys, (whom I follow in this rela¬ 
tion ' becaufe I faw not the country ) the metropolis is divided into two parts; the 
one called the old, the ocher, the new town. The King with all that relate to the 
court Jive in the latter, and merchanrs and rradefmen inhabit the other. For the 
g reared part, the dwe (ling houfes are built of canes, but they ate jo.ynd to ware- 
fioufes that are vaulted to prevent fire. The new Town is foure-fquare, and the 
flankers of it fo ftrait, that from any Gate thereof one may dil’cover both cor¬ 
ners of the wall. There are baftions o£ timber, and a large Moat, fu 1 of water* 
where they keep Crocodiles to fecure the town from furprizil. The Pegttams 
hold this Creature to have fomething Divine about it, whence it comes they are 
fo defirous to drink the water, though they fetch it not without danger of being de¬ 
vour’d by the Crocodiles, as it often happens. Notwichflanding, they water their 
Elephants there; but this is a Beall that llrikes terrour in the Crocodiles, and 
would be too bird for them. 

The Palace Royal Hands iij the middle of the City, and hath its peculiar forti¬ 
fications, walls and moats, whereby it is divided from the Town. TneCaflleis 
faidto be much more fpacious then the City of Venice; and that there is no en¬ 
trance but on the Town fidej by two Ports, and as many Draw-bridges. Within 
the fir/1 Port are th: houfes of the Grandees, who enter not into the body of the 
C a file, without exprefs Order from the King. His Guard confining of a great 
number of Souldiers, with them called Bramans, is kept at the fecond Port, where 
they fie, having t heir Arms hanging before them on the wall. In this place are 
. the Stables for Elephants, as well fuch as are kept for the Princes fervice, as thofe 
defign’dfor War, being about eight hundred in nu mber. The Kings apartment is 
exceeding rich, painted Azure, with Flowers of Gold; and when the King gives 
Audience, he appears in great magnificence. In his hand he holds a Fan, to Fan 
himfelf, and on his head he hath a quadruple Crown of Gold, enamelld white. 
Near hts per ion (land four Youths, whom he makes ufe of in his brutalities ; and 
before him all the Grandees of the Court, who when foe ver they fpeak to him lift 
-their hands above their head, and bow down to the ground. Being fare, they 
bring before him his fairdft Elephants,and amongft the refi bis white one, which is 
faid to be the only one in all the Indies, nor ever is there more then one to 
be feenat Court, which was brought thither after the Victory he gain’dagrinlt 
" - the 
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The King of Siam, with whom he hid not made W.ic but to gain that as_ 

v V(] u |(|Tereaf:er tcHyou anon. Tfetefc Bealis make their reverence to birr, . 
and tsflifie a Worfhip to his Period. If we may gwe credit to the fore-menti¬ 
oned B&lbi , this, next the King of is the moll Potent Prince on fiirtB. r 
He fayes, this Prince can bring into the Field fifteen hundred thoufand men, and ]0a£ t 
above eight hundred Elephants, and that his Tfeature is fufficient for fo mighty an Ftnti.

fon, to fhew ho,v mindful he was of his Fathers requefi on his death-bed, and the 
recommendation he then made in favour of the King of Attva-, fept him an Em- 
baffadour extraordinary to reduce him to his Duty, andperfwade him to come in 
again to him .• but his Uncle inllead of taking the advantage of his Nephews No¬ 
ble nefs, puts the Embaffadour to death, and declares War againft the King of 
rpegx. But he having ratted an Army of three hundred thoufand men, before he 
would march into the field, purg'd his Court, and put to death thofe Traytors 
who had ingaged to deliver him into the hands of his Uncle, A fie mb! mg then 
all the confederate,of this Treafon, under pretence of calling them to councel 
about this War ; he caufed them to hefecured, and they, their wives and children, 
to be burnt alive.

That done, the King of *Pigu appeared in the head ofhis Army j mounted 
on an Elephant, coveted with trappings of Tlffue, having by his fide a Sword, _ . t _ , 
that was prefented him by D.Ltmsof Ataj-da, Vice-toy of refolVilte to A finite com* 

march in few chyes againft his Uncle, but he was bindred by the fmall Pox, which g]?lT 

he had in Extremity. Affoon as he was recovered, hecaufes the Army to ad- ^ 4 ‘ 

vance to the very Frontiers of Auva, where he accepts a Challenge lent him by 
his Uncle, that they two might decide the difference by a fingle Combat; and 
was fo fortunate, as to kill his Adverfary, in view of both Armies. This fingle 
Viftory was of greater advantage, then a defeat of the Enemies Whole Army could 
have brought him : for the whole Kingdomeof tsfava delivered it lelf up, at 
mercy: The Queen, who was his filler, fell likewife into his hands, and was 
prifoner during life, though kept in a Princely Palace, and honoured and attend¬ 
ed as a Queen. . , , 

the King of Pegu in acknowledgement 6E the Service his Elephant had done 
him in the Combace* where he fell dead under his mailer, caufed certain Pagodts 
to be made of his tooth, and had them placed amongft the ocher Idols kept in * 
yarelUy or Mofquee, which is within the Caflle. Amongft thefe Idols there is . 
the Figure of a man, done to the life, in msffy Gold, having on the head a Thtlkh* 
Crown enchas’d with precious ftones ofdivers kinds, on the forehead a Ruby as 
big as a Plum, and on each fide the head Pendants as rich as can be imagined, about 
the wafte a Scarf, and over the tight fnoulder, and ilntfcr the left Arm, * Chain of 
Diamonds and other Stones ineftimable, In the lame Chappel are likewife three 
Statues of Silver, higher by two foot then the firft; with Crowns fee with geftis 1 , 
and a fourth more maflive and rich then all the reft, and befrdes tbefe i Figure 
madeof£7rt»t4, which is a mixe merifof Copper andBrafs, valued at as high 
a rate as the other four. The Kings Fatter, who lived in the year } S7^ caufed 
thefe Statues to be made in memory of that famous Vi&ory he obtain d over the 
King of Siam in the war he made againft Mali for the White Elephant, of which pfe 
baveTpokn already. v 
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1 6 3 9. _ The Forrefis of Peg» hive greater (fare of Elephants then all the Indies be- 
Tie Pejuans ~ t ^des, and they are tam’d with very little trouble, in ten or t reive dayes after they 
Arms. are taken,by the means of Females who intice them out of the woods, and make 
them follow into the very Scabies, where there are Dens that hold hot one of 
the r e Beads only, where they flaw them clofe in as foon as they are entered. 

The Pegtwis have fire-arms, but ordinarily they life half pikes, made of Canes, * 
{Ron ana broad Swords, and long and narrow bucklers made of boy,‘d leather 
doubled, and hid over with a certain black gum call'd Aobiran; their SalaAss or 
Helmets are made of the fame fluff, and like ours in fafh'on. 

They au They are generally PaganSy except fome who coat rafting alliance with the 

Pagans, i . • Port signer t have embrac’d their Religion. Thefe Pagans believe that God, who 
hath under him many other Gods, is" the Aurhour or all good which arrives to 
Aim the p*. Mankind ; but the difpofingofall evil he leaves rothe'D-vil, to whomtbelie 
yil wretches, bear more veneration then they do to Gcdjhecaufe the one will do them 

■ no hurtiand they mull pleafe the other, that he may not. 

Their Feafts. They do their Devotions ordinarily on the Munday, and have befides, five prin¬ 
cipal Feafls which they call Sapan. The fir ft, which they call Sap an Giacchse, is 
chiefly celebrated by a Pilgrimage,madi by tne King and Queen,twelve Teagues 
out of town, where they appear in a triumphal Chariots, to fee with precious 
Stones, that, without hyperbole, it may be faid they carry the worth of a Kin»- 
domc about them. They call the fecond, Sapan Carettay obferv'd in honour of 
rhe Statue kept in the grand Par tile of the Ciftle, in honour of which the No¬ 
blemen of the Court ereft pyramides of Canes, which they cover with fevetil 
Stuffs artificially wrought of divers fa fti ions, then have them put into Chariots 
drawn by above three hundred perfons ro the Kings view, that he may judge of 
their inventions. AH rhe people come liken ife, and bring their offerings to him. 

' The Sapa» Giatm* Segienon, they celebrate alfo in honour of fome oAhefe Sta¬ 
tues, where the King and Queen are both prefent in Perfon; and the fourth Feall, 
which they call Sapan Daicbe , is particularly celebrated in the old Town ;at which 
the King and Queen call Rpfe-water at one another. All the Grandees have 
. , likewife a pot of Rofe-water in their hands, wherewith rhey io water themfelves, 
.1 that their bodies are as’ewere bath’d all over, nor can any one pafs the Streets 
that day, without hazard of being wafh’d with water, thrown from die windows. 
At the fift Feaft ealled Sapan Downy the King and Queen go by Water, to the 
town of Affect, attended by above a hundred Boats, all which row for the 
Urn the K in &* fafteft, togain a Prize allow’d by the King, 

Corps are bumf The King dying, they prepare two boats, which they cover with one gilt Co¬ 
vering, and in the middle of thefe boats they place a Tabic, whereon they lay 
the dead Corps; and underneath the Table they make a fire of the wood of 
Sand ale, 'Bemon\n\ Storax, and other fweet-fcemfti Woods and Druggs, then 
cum the Barks down the dream, certain Talapoi or Prieiis, mean while tinging, 
and rejoy cing till die flclh be intirely confum'd. Thefe allies they temper with 
milk; fo making a pafle, which they carry to the mouth of. the River, where they 
caftit into the Sea, But the bones they bear to another place, and bury them 
th ch . a Chappef, where they build another in honour of the deceafed. 

mm. m T^ ir Cit: l 3 bottI ? ™de of an empty gourd at their girdle* and live 

by Aim?, as our mendicant Friars. They are in great eftcem among ft them, and 
they very well preferve their credit by their exemplary life. On Munday morn¬ 
ing they go about with their Finn bafins to wake the people, and invite them to 
a Sermon. They treat not ar all of points of Doftrine, but chiefly infill upon mo¬ 
rality, txhoiting the congregation roabftain from murther, theft, fornication, 
and adultery, andtodo to others, as they would be done by. For this reafon 
they are of Opinion, that men are fooner laved by good works and innocency of 
life, then by Faith. They have no Averfion for ihofe that forfake their Religion 
to become ChrtjliMSy f° their Ufe be corrcfpondenc to the Froftfifioo they make; 
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They exclaim lowdiy againltthe offerings the Pegurns makeco the Djvj 1 , 16^9 
particularly when they perform any tow they made in their ficknefs, or in an/ rbt third ef~ 
other unfortunate accident, and endeavour to abolifti this wicked cuftotne, which inheritance be- 
is grown fo inveterate, that hitherto they have loti their labour. Thefe people lon S\ « the 
ordinarily live in woods, and ro prevent the danger of wild Beads, whereof thefe ***”£■ 
parts are full, they have their Couches hanging in the Aire betwixc boughs of 
Trees. They ear but once a day; and are habited in red Vcftures that reach to 
their heels, bare-footed, and over their fhoulders a fhort Coat or Mantle that 
coiiies ro their hams.They fhave theit heads,nay cannot endure hair upon any parr 
of their body; and ro guard them from.the Sun-beams, they were a hat. G;cac 
hoijoursaredonetochcm after their death, and after their Corps hath been at¬ 
tended certain dayes, they are burnt with San dale-wood, they caft the Afties into 
the River,and inter re the bones near the place they liv'd in. 

Psgu yields no Corn at all,but in recompence they have more Rice then they are 
oblig’d to fpend; in fo much that they can afford fome to their neighbours .They A (lmg$ 
have a cuftome to make a Diug of certain little Fifties,which they pound in a Mot- Sauce. 
tar, and being fo brought to a Pafte, they lay it in the Sun to putrify, till it be 
quite corrupted, and grows moyft, and then they ufe ie in their fauces, indead of 
Oyie, or Butter, making a dainty of that, which it were nor poilible for us to 
endure t he fmell of. 

S odomj was heretofore fo common in thofe puts, that to extirpate this Vice, Other peculiar 
which had near deftroyd the whole Species, ope of the Qyeeni of 'Peg* ordaind Gu^ms. 
by Edift; that every man ftiould carry in his yard a little Bell, which would 
make it fwell in fuch forr, thar he fhould not be able to do Nature any violence. 

And ro the end the women fhould not be fruftrared of their due, thllr Virginity 
was to be taken away,wh;Ie they were yet very young, by means of a Compofi- 
fition, of contrary operation, cotharufed by common women, to heighten the 
pleafures of their Gallants. Thefe little Bells are put in betwixc the skin and the 
flefti: and to effect the operation, they caft them into a deep, with a certain 
drink, ro make them ihfenfible of the pain they are put to, by the Incifion,where¬ 
of notwichftanding they are cur’d in few dayes. For their greater averfion from 
Sodomy , they paint the Boyes at feven or eight years age, with a certain blew, 
which extending with the skin as it grows,changes into another colour,and makes 
them look moft horribly. The women, on the contrary, do all they can to ap¬ 
pear lovely, and atcradt the men, covering their privy parts only with a thin piece — 

of Linnen, which fits not fo ctofe, but the leaft wind Ihews all they have. 

All of them in general, make their teeth black, and men, when they ride on 
horf-back, fill their mouths with fomching that puffs out their cheeks. They who 
marry,buy their wives of their Parents; and when they are cloy’d,fend them home 
again, but the money belongs to the wife, who on her fide is obliged to reftituti- - 
on,if £he part with her husband without caufe. 

The King is Heir to all that dye without Children, and they who have Chil- the third pip 
dren can leave them but two thirds of their Eftate, the reft belongs ro the •Ijjj „ * 

King. • t belling. 

The beft Commodities to be brought to Peg*, and which maybe fold to 
greateft profit, are Stuffs and Linnen Cloaths, from Saint Thomas , ejhfufnh* ^ p e g u , 
p*tam, and Bengal* \ Pepper, Cinnamon, Nutmegs, Opium and San dale-wood, 

&c. by reafon they have no ocher Spices then Ginger. Ac Peg* they take in 
no other Merchandizes then Silver and Rice, which they Tranfport to cjMalacca, 

In bargaining they make no Words at all, they do no more but give their hand 
cover'd with a Handkerchief, and in grafping or moving their fingers they make 
their meaning known. For borrowing of money they flick not to pawn their 
wives and children; but if the Credirour enjoyes them carnally during that time, 
he is then paid, and the debtour acquitted. - . 

Sim, one of the moft confidence Kinsdomes of die Indies a ly ing it eighteen Sis" 1 
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1639, degrees on this fide the Line, hath on the Notch* the Kingdoms of Pegu and 
“ ‘ Auva, on the Weft, the Gulf of Bengal a-, from the Haven of Mtcrtamn to the 

Town of Tavaga ; towards the Eift Patapa, whence the C 01 11 tuns firft Norcb- 
,wards, to 13. Degrees and a half, comprehending in this fpace, the Gulphof 
Siam: And lathy, Southward, to twelve Degrees, lying more at a diftaage from 
the Sea; it joyns’Eaftwirdon the Defects of Cambodia, and the Kingdoms of 
Jangoma, Tangou and Langfought to eighteen Degrees towards the foremen- 
tioned Kingdoms of Pegu and sAuva, making as it were a fcmi-circle, containing 
near upon four hundred and fifty Leagues. The Country in fome parrs is rough 
and mountainous, m other parts covered with Woods, and to the Sea-wards *ris 
low and Marfhy, and generally flir, good, and fertile ; yielding in abundance, 
all neceffaties for livelyhood; and having on theGulphs divers Ifles, Rivers, 
Biyes, Hirboursand Roads, commodious for the tranfportation of fuch chings 
as they rhetnfeives can fpare. 0 

Mmsm aRie The River called Menam, that is, Mother of the waters, is one of the gteit- 
ver. eft India hath. The breadth of it is nor great, but its length fuch, that hitherto 

no man hath difcovcred the head of it. .It fends its Current from North to South, 
Nik dstb. W pa/fing through the Kingdoms of Pegu and tAuvai and at I aft, running through 
Siam, by three Streams it falls into tfie Gulph of Siam. One quility it bath 
common with Nile and Gauges, that it yearly overflows the adjacent Councrey, 
for the fpace of five moneths together, deftroying in that time all Worms and 
Infefts, and leaving when it retires, a flime or moyft foyt proper for the mcreate 
of Rice. That Channel^ of this River which is moft commodious for Birks or 
Veffels, is that, which lies moft JBitt-wara*,ac thirteen Degrees and a half eleva¬ 
tion, but vVpt makes it almoft ufelefs, iv, that there lies a Shelve a League in 
length or better, at the mouth of the River, which at low water holds not above 
five or fix foot water. 

Ac high water it bolds fifteen or iixteen foot, and in September, October and 
November, feventeen or eighteen foot. Veffels of greater burthen ordinarily 
flay in,the Road two Leagues from the Shelve,where having at no time /efs then 
five or fix fathom water they ride fecure. They who venture to come over the 
Shelve with the Tyde, may go up along the River to the City o I Banchochj, fix 
Leagues from the Sea, and thence may pafs by boat in five .or fix da yes, as high as 
the City of India, twenty four Leagues within the Land, except in the moneths 
before mentioned, during which feai’on the River is innavigable. 

Siam very ft . The Provinces of this vaft Kingdome_ are all very populous, though not equal- 

fultus. Iy; for fuch as havethe Commodity of Rivers and Havens, far exceed rhofe thac 
lye more remote. It would be very difficult to reckon all the Towns of this great 
Dominion; wherefore we will here give onelyan account o£-rhe principal and 
moft confide rable, either for greatnels, or as the moft confiderable of the feveral 
Provinces. The chief of the Kingdom, is India, by fome called Odia ; then 
Camboya , Campaa , Smapuro, Picelouck^, Surkelouc!^, Capheng , Soucethay, 
Kephtnpet, Con fey rs>au, Tjtfy&p , Pttfedi , Lidure , Tenon, CMomtelon , Mar- 
ienoy, Lygor, fBevdelong, Tanajferim, where the ‘Pertnguez. drive a good trade, 
BanckpclC Pipry, Mergy, &c. Befides which, there are many more, for which 
rather defeive a place in a Map, then in the Relation of a particular man’s travels. 

India. The City of India, the ordinaty Refidence of the Court, is feated on the Ri¬ 

ver Menm, which makes an Jfland entirely taken up by that Ciry, having on the 
River-fide a ftrong fuffidient wall, for-about two Leagues in compafs,and the Sub¬ 
urbs on both fades the River, as well built and adorn’d with Temples and Palaces 
as the Town it felf.Hete are divers very fair ftreets, with Channels regularly cut; 
but withal there are fome which are neither large nor fair, though the river croffes 
the town in fo many places,that there is fcarce a houfe but may be gone to by boar. 
Its bstifee. The Houfes here, as generally all over the Indies , are but of ordiiu- 

JtB iy Building , and for the moft part covered with Tiles. There are wih-

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or Pyramids, which a: a diifsnce yield a glorious profpeft, with abun- - " 

dance oi pAgobtoi all forts of Metals. The Palace which is as it were a City 
of it feif within the other, hath its Towers and Pyramidcs gilt, fo as the City of 
Indit 1 may be faitl to be as beautiful, as large, and as populous as any City in /«- 
dia- nevertbelef?, I will not affirm what F trnaxdoMendex, Pinto Writes, that it ■ 
contains within its Circuit four hundred thoufand Families, whereof three quar¬ 
ters a re SUmz.es : but thus much I can add, chat the City hath this advantage, 
that iris impregnable; for being of it felf ftrong enough to indure any fiege for 
many Moneths; it hath an Infallible relief,which never fails at fix moneths end, 
by reafon that the River overflowing, no line can withftaad ir, not no Camp 
can be fo ftrong but mull diflodge. 

The King of Slam that now reignes, and who amongrt his other Titles, The HJng t*jf 
Takes that of Trent# Sa/cn, that is, f acred Member of God , holds the Stop,0/a vtty 
Grown from his Anceftours, who have pofl'effed it for many Ages; and next co a * ctm F * mt ~ 
the M»g#t A this Prince can reckon more Kings of his Family, thep any Prince of 3 ‘ 
the Indies. 

He isabfolute Monarch in his Dominions, folely difpofing, with an Inde- Is 
pendant Authority, of all Affaires of his Kingdoms. He makes Warre and 
Peace, impofes Taxes on his Subjects, creates Magillrates, fets value on Money, 
and makes Lawes and Statutes, without the con fen t or advice either of Starts or 
lords; he allowes them to confider of fuch Affaires- as come to their know¬ 
ledge, and to offijr him their Advice by way of Remonftrance; but he re¬ 
fer ves to himfelfe the Power to Approve, or Rejedt , wh?t hec plea- 
fci. * 

Thefe Noble men are called <Jfttando*i>w and are there as ch? Privie Coun¬ 
cell, a quality the TCng brftowes on whom be pleafes, as he doth of all ocher 
Honours in the Kingdome, without regard either to Birth or Merit ,* becaufe his 
Subjects are his flives, and the King is Miller of all they poffeffe, even their 
very lives, whereof he hath power to difpofe to his fervice and advantage. . 'fi? 
true that in this, as in defpofing the MandozSms from their Dignities, and re¬ 
ducing them to the .rank of their fellow Subje&s, he obfetves fome appear¬ 
ance of Equitie, by-following in fome meifure, the LiWes of the King- 
dome , but being above the Law, he explicates and executes it as he plea¬ 
fes. . 

The Prince is exceeding magnificent in his Apparel! and Train, but his State His manner of 
appears in nothing more then his manner of living. For the people who fei- lift. 
dome fee him,have a peculiar Veneration for his Perfon,nor do the C randees ana 
Officers lcarce ever come into his prefence. When he gives Audience, he ms 
moftglorioufly habited on a Throne of Gold, with a Crown on his head, and 
at his feet the Officers, and Gentlemen of the Houfhold on their knees; and not 
far from him a Guard of three hundred Souldiers. No one fpeaks to him but on 
the knee, and they who come for audience prefent themfelves in this fort, their 
hands being lifted above their head, and making co him ever and anon moftlow 
reverences : The continual inclinations that are made him, and the Tide's given 
him, muff likewife be accompanied with oblieging Speeches, and attributions be - 
yond what either greatnefs ot goodnefs can deferve. _ 

His Anfwers are receiv'd as Oracles, and his Orders executed without de¬ 
lay or difpute. He hath in every Province of bis Kingdome, his I a I aces 
and Gardens: when he removes his Houfhold, be hath with him a num¬ 
ber of Elephants loaden with Tents, co be pitched when he comes to places hr to 
reft in. , 

He hath but one Wife,to whom they give rhe Title ofQueenjbut he nath an in- mb but in ¬ 
finite number of Concubines,which are chofen for him, out of the faireft virgins of ) 
theKingdom.He feeds very high,but drinks only yvater,beeaufo [ he Laws both civ^. 
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i 639. and Ectlefiaftical prohibirthe ufe of Wine to perfons of quality ; when he pleafes 
- to recreate himfelf upon the River, he goes in a fplendid gilt Birge under a Ca¬ 
nopy of Brocadoe, attended by fome of his Domefticks, and a Guard of three 
or four hundred, in feven or eight other Barges, which have each of them four- 
fcore or a hundred Slaves to row. The Noblemen who follow, and are fome- 
times to the number of a thoufand or twelve hundred, have each their feyeral 
Barge. 

The like is done when the King gorsfrom his Palace into the City; Then he 
fits in a Chair of Gold, born on the (boulders often or twelve Waycers, havin' 7 
marching before him many Elephants and Horfes, richly harnetted, in this lore 
marching with a (lately and grave pace, while the people ptoftrate chemfe.’ves to 
him, and render him the fame honours they might do to God himfclf. 

A mtmficint He appears particularly in his greaceft Magnificence on a certain day in O£?o- 
her, deligned for this Ceremony. On this day,- he appears both in the City, and 
upon the River, to make a proceflion to one of his chief eft Mafc/uett, whither he 
goes to facrifice, and to do his Devotions for the profperity of the (late. In the 
head of this proceflion march about two hundred Elephants, each of them carry¬ 
ing three arm'd men ' then comes the Mufick, confiding of Hoboycs, Tabours, 
andCimbals; next come about a thoufand men compleatly arm’d, divided into 
feveral Companies that have their Colours and Banners. Next to thefe follow 
many Noble men on horfeback, and amonglt them fome with Crowns of Gold 
upon their heads, with a Train of fourefcore or a h undred perfons on foot. Betwixt 
thefe Noble men and the life-guard, march two hundred Stotildiers, Japentfi </, 
all very well cloath’d, and go immediately before che Horfes and Elephants,which 
are for the Kings particular ttfe, their harnefs made with Buckles andftuddsof 
Gold, fee with Diamonds and other precious ftones. The femurs who bear the 
Fruits and other things for rhe facxifice,inarch before certain Grandees of the king¬ 
dom, whereof one bears the Kings Standard, the other the Scepter ofjtiftice. Thefe 
walk on Foot immediatly before the King, who fits mounted on an Elephant in a 
Chair ftf Gold. The Prince his fon, or fome other Prince of the blond, follows 
next after him, and then comes the Qtjeen and the Kings other women on Ele¬ 
phants, but not to bee feen, as being in certain wooden Clofets gilt. The reft 
of the Houfhold, and fix hundred of the Guard, come in che Rear, which by this 
means confifts of fifteen orfixceen thoufand perfons. 

Proecflien upon _ As to their Proceflion upon the River, they obfejve the order following. Firft, 
tbeAiver. in the head of this Fleet march about rwo hundred Noble-men, each ia his feve¬ 
ral Barge? where they fit in a gilt Cabin, and each Barge row’d by three or four- 
lcore Staves. Then follow four Barges afljgn’d for che Mufick, and next follow 
about fifty Barks of State, each having fourfeore, or fourfeore and ten Rowers ; 
and after thefe come ten other gilt Barges, in one of which the King is featedin 
a Throne of Gold, attended by divers Noble-men, all upon their knees before 
him, and among ft them, one of the chiefs ft Mandarins, who bears his Standard. 1 
The Prince follows after him in another Birge, and after him comes the Queen, 
and the Concubines j And laftly, in a great number of other Birges,the houfhold 
Servants and the Guards, fo as that this Proceflion confifts of twenty five or thir¬ 
ty thoufand perfons, who come cither to fee the magnificence of the Ceremony, 
or to adore their prince. 

Since the thirds of all real Effaces fall to the King, we may well fuppofe his 
Tin Revenue. Revenue to be very great; bor this advantage comes not near the profits accrew- 
ingtohim by the Commerce which by Favours he holds with firangers for 
his Rice,Copper,lead, and Salc-pecer.He hath in his Country, good ftore of Gold; 
and the Cuftomeshehach of all Merchandizes, both coming in, and going out, 
bring confiderable fuots, befides the Prefenrs which Governours of Provinces are 
obliged to make him every year, A great profit like wife he raifes by commerce 
with ready money into Chinn, and along the Coaft of Cammedel, which yields him

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yearly r<vo thoufand Cattjs of SilVer advantage* He bath throughout his King- i 
dome abundance of Officers fet managing of his Revenue, and receiving his mo- “ 
nsys, which as c JiHendcz. Pinto fayes, amounts annually to twelve Millions of 
Duccats; but principally in the City of India, whither they repair from all other 
parts, once a year, to make their accompts. The g reate If charge the King is at, Klt ^omes 
next bis houfhold, is in building places and Mofsjuees, rewarding Services, and 
' maintaining his Guards, the re It comes intone Treafury, which bythismean 3 
fwelis alinoft to infinity. 

Molt Cities have their particular jurifdiftions, and Judges for Admin i drat ion 
ofjultice, to take an account whereof there is a Councel appointed in the City 
of India, confiding of a Prefident, and’ twelve Councellouts, who give a defi¬ 
nitive Sentence, and decide all differences brought before them by way of appeal • 

*cis neverthelefs allowed them fomtimes to prevent thefe Sentences by a Review 
before the Privy Councel; but this happens not frequently , by reafon, the 
Charges are fo great , very few will undertake it. They plead by Coun- 
cellours, and Atturneys, both by wotdand writing, but in prefence of both 
parries who are to enter a Summary of the Plea in the Recorders Regiller, 

But befides Counfellours and Atturneys, you have here the Pettifogger, who 
is irreparable; fo as Suits fomtimes latt whole Ages here as well as in other 
places. 

In Criminal matters, they have an extraordinary arid farruiury way, but much 
after the fame form and manner ufed in France,

nant preemptions. The See ward Records the whole, and makes report ro the 
Judges, who upon the criminal! Confeifion, orDepofition of Wicnefles, give v 

judgement, and caufe the Sentence! to be executed immediately, without appeal, 
fave chat they never put any to death without the Kings exprefs Order, in whofe 
power it lies to confirm the Sentence 9 or Pardon the Partie, as he plea le¬ 
ech; 

Their ptmtfhmeacsarefevere,rathercruel s The fleighreft crime is punifhed 
with pecuniary Fines, Banifhmenc or Tranfporcation: For Theft, they differ 
putadon of hands or feet, or are condemned to perpetual flavery, The Ordi- ' 
dinary punifhments of the Country are unknown; but condemned perfons are 
cart alive into boyling Oyle, according to rhe atrocity of the Crime, but alWayes 
with Confifcation of Goods , for the benefit of the King , and the 
Judges. 

In want of fufficient Teftimony, they make ufe of certain extraordinary Miners of 
wayes for Con vision, or juftification of the Criminal, which they doe by 
confenc of all parties, with the Judges perrniffion, who a 11 owes them 
co maintain what they fay, by water, by fire, or by boyling Oy/e. When 
they fubmit to the Tryal of water, the Accufer, and the accufed party are, 
both let down along a great pole which is planted in the River, and he rhac (layes 
Jongert tinder water gains the day j as he that patiently holds his hand longed in • 
boyling Oyle. Others who choofe the trial of fire, are togofive or fix fteps> very 
flowly, in a great fire, and chat betwixt two men, who lean as hard as they _can 
upon their fiioulders. But the way they hold mort infallible for their juftification,

The Kings Armies confift chiefly of his Subjetfts; for though befides five or lix Militia of 
hundred Jaftnefety who bear the reputation of Valour throughout the Indies ■, he Siam, 
hires fom times both Rashotttes and MaUjset; the number is aotwichfhndiqg fo 
fmalJ, that *cis inconfiderable. The King now reigning had taken fo* great an 
syerlion for the Japonefes, on ftirpirion they had a defigri upon his perfon, that he 
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i 6 3 g, P LI do me to deatfy and expell’d the reft. Y cc fin ce chat, he hath given way foe 
L “ C!r to their ancient truft; but, as I Did, they exceed not the number of 
ri vc or fix hundred. His Subjects are obliged to go to the wars at their own charges; 
fo that according as oceafion requires, he calls out the hundredth, the fiftieth,^the 
twentieth, the tench, and fometimes the fifth man; betides thole,the Noble men, 
at their own charges, bring along with them a fufficiem Guard of their perfons; 
By this means he raifes atafmall charge a moft puifiant Army, wherein there 
fhall be fomtimes three or four thoufand Elephants,though he feldom raife an Ar¬ 
my of above fifty or chreefcore thoufand mena 

their Amts . H'ts Infantry are well enough difeiplined, but very ill armed ; onely Bows and 

Arrows, Swords, Pikes and Bucklers, without Fire-arms. Nor are their Horfe 
better appointed, as being but poorly mounted : fo as his cbiefeft ftrength confifts 
in his Elephanrs, which are train'd to the work, and carry each three arm’d men ; 
but many which are brought out with the Army are employed with the Bagga°c! 
great Artillery they have, but manage them ignorantly. Their Nava! Forces are 
in aslrll condition as their Lind ; confuting in a multitude of Frigats and Gal- 
lies, well furnifbed with Artillery, buctheir Souldiers and Sea-men are inexpert. 
There is an infinite of Barks for feryiee againft the enemy upon che River, as ad¬ 
vantageous to them as at Sea, by reafon his Neighbours are rather worfe pro¬ 
vided then he ; but all his Forces joyned together were not fuffident to oppofe 
a S panifh, an Englljh, or ifr/W Fleet; yet this Princes Predeceffours have often 
had great Vi&ories over their enemies,while Martial Princes have had the Conduct 
of their Armies, 

n tb the it inn The Kings o(Peg» and Siam have at all times pretended to a foie Monarchy 

fif Siam (i*d ovet al * tiie Kingdoms in thefe parts, and without difpute ‘Pffahadfomching the 
Pegu pretend fa better, but the continual War they have held, as well for [his as other differences 
Sivmiintj. hath fo wafted che Frontiers of both thefe Kingdomes, that che Armies are not 
able to fubfift there any longer, neceflity forced them to conclude a Peace; which 
fince they break nor, but by. incurfions of feme flying Army of twenty or thirty 
thoufand, during the Summer feafon. The lart War the Kings of Siam made up¬ 
on the Kings of Jangoma and Langsgangh were purely out of ambition for the So- 
veraignty they pretended to over chofe Kingdomes. Tis not Jong likewife fine* 
the King of Cambrodia a tribulary to the King of Siam revolted ; whereupon 
Siam enters his Territories with a potent Army, but was oppofed fo vigoroufly, 
that he was forced to retire. The Kingdom after this enjoyed a long peace, till 
the dcceafcd King having caufed his brother to be murthered to eftablifh his Sonne 
upon the Throne, one of the Princes of che blood took occasion to ufurp the 
Crown, as I fhali immediately tell you. 

This Ulurper made fhew as if he would efpoufe the incereftsof the State againft 
the Kings of Pegu and Anva, and efpecially againltthe King of Cambodia, though 
be would not enter into open Hoiiility with them, becaufe he might hayee- 
nough to do to ftand arm'd againft che defigns the right Heirs might have upon 
his perfon. 

Tht King *f He continued like wife the fame friendfhip for the Hollanders, his Predeceffour 
ihe Holl««Urs. ^ teftified to them, fince he took their part againft Fernando de five Goyernour 
■" of the Mml/es. This Pmttguez. taking the confidence to fetupon a Holland 
Frigat upon the River of Menam K in the year the King feiz’d upon his 

V effel, and forced^ Fernando ro reft ore the Frigat. Sites which time che Siame- 
fes have been continually ve.vt by the Portugttez, in their traffick with China, though 
che Hollanders a (lift them effectually againft their enemies, and declare highly for 
them ; as they late lylikewifeal Hi ted the King of Siam with fix fhips, to chaftife 
the Rebels oil'at any. 

For certain, the King of Siam keeps more Elephants then any other Prince of 
India, and herein confifts his chiefs ft Forces. For though the Indians iffedt this 
Beaft, of what partfo ever he ts, yec have they a particular eftsem for chofe of 
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Sim, for their mak;, their Arcugch, and as they call ir, for their aprrehenfion. i 6 5 p: 
They take them here as they doe in bringing in-.o the Forrefi fifteen or EkpbTrT 

nventy came Fe■.nates, which being as it were Deco )% fufter theartfelves to be hnmag. • 

Jed tip and down, till ferae of the wild Elephants herd with them, and 
foareby little and lit tie bet raid in to a large Court well wall’d about, to which 
you enter by 3 double walk of Trees, which as well as the Court is fhat up with 
lltong Riyls, as foon as the Elephants are in. Then are tide Females let out one 
by one at another Gate, leaving the wild by tbemfelyes. Within this Court are 
two fourfquare Partitions, divided with Pallizidoes like Cages; the one in the 
middle, the other at the fide of the wall. The polls whereof they are made,’ are 
fee at ftich dillance, that men may with eafe pafs in and out to vex and provoke 
the Beads; but they mult make a fwife retreat within their Apartment, when 
this formidable foe purfues them. This is the molt acceptable diverti fluent cm be 
prerented to the King, who with the Nobility of his Court is ever prefent at this 
hunting. After the Elephants are, by this kind of hunting, fufficiently tyred, they 
drive them into another clofe Pen no bigger then their bodies, made of Wrong 
beams, where they rye them by the legs to four tame Elephants; and being drawn 
up almoft from the ground on a Along beam, hunger that they keep him to, and 
acquaintance with the others, in three or four dayes bring him to live as they do. 

Somtimes they hunt them in theForreft,and open champion,with tame Elephants, 
till at la A they faAen them by the legs together, and fo by force drive them away, 
but this not Without conflift and danger. 

Somtimes in the Kingdom of Si*™, they meet with white Elephants, Al! over 
India, they have a venerarion for this creature: ButtheS**»#*s, and the people bint> 
of thofe parts fay, they are the Kings of the Elephants; infomucb ;as the King of 
Siam, when he meets with one, caufeshim to be ferved in VeAeis ofGold, to 
walk under a Canopy, andjilows him a Princely train. _ * -

the King of Pegu the lives of five hundred thoufand men. 

RajaHapi, KtngofSwaw* who lived about the year 1616. acknowledged at 
that time the Soveraignty of the King of Pegu, but*this was onely till hs could e Aj, m< p ' ‘ 
find opportunity to free himfelf .from this fubje&ion, as hedidfome fewyeares 
after. For entering the Kingdome of Pegu with a powerful Army, he laid bege 
to the QtyoiAracam; refolved not to move thence till be had taken itJnefreA 
he rais’d not the fiege, but not being able to force tbe Ciry, and unwilling to 
break his Oath, he built a boufe near it, where he dyed. This Prince was fo fa- ■' 

mous for his cruelty, that Vis reported of him, that being fick, and hearing two 
of his Concubines laugh in an ami-chamber, he commanded they fhould be tm- * • 

mediatiy cut to pieces. He had a Favorite, called Ochi Clmmi, whofe ambition 
fwell’d to that height, that he brought four or five, hundred Japonefet into cne 
Kingdome, cloath'd like Merchants, to be imployed to number the King, ana 
fettle him upon the Throne. This defigo took no effe& during the Kings life, 
but he being dead; Ochi Chronowi feiz’don the Crown, and caufed himlelf to be. . it. v. 
Proclaimed King. The fonof Raja Hapl had friendsfufficienc to caA our this 
Ufurper, hut he was not fortunate enough to keep the Crown in his poflemort, 
for he was like Wife flain, and left it to his younger brother alive at this day. fis 
not long fince the King of Siam had the facisfadtion to have two young white 
Elephants together, but they both dyed in a fhort time* ... . ... , 

The fhdtaxi do believe that a white Elephant hath fomthing i Q lz °f divine,and 
fay they refpedt it notoiily fbr the colour,but they obfenrs *0 him mat he look^ 
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t0 .treated as a Prince, and chat, he is troubled, when other Elephants render 
not hi:n the honour due to him. 

The %ing a Thz Kingof Siam is a Pagan, nor do his Subjects know any other Religion: 

Pagan. They have divers cMofquees, Monafleries, andChappels, where their Ecclefi* 
afiicks retire and afi'emble to do their Devotions. They are difcerned from other 
buildings by the gilt Towers and Pyramids. There are infinite Pagodes of Gold 
Silva:, Stone, Timber and other things, of all fizes; fome of twenty; fome thitcy* 
fourty, fifty foot, and amongft therefl one which fits, which if it flood, would 
be fixfcore foot in height, 

A Hierarchy. Their Ecclefiafticks are very exemplary in their life, having amongft them a kind 
of Hierarch} under the direction of the High-Prieft of the Grand c Mofquee of 
the City of India, to whom ail the refl yield Obedience. In matters of Rc i°ion 
his Authority is grear,buc ia Temporals he acknowledges ch: King, and yeildshim 
the fame refpeft as his other Subjefts do. In the City of India, there are above 
thirty thoufand ofthefe Ecclefuflicks, who are eafily known by their habit''" 
for they all wear yellow, and have their Crowns fWJ. Amongfl them 
they-choofthe moft lea ru’d and accomplifh’d for Pae(is,and to take charge of the 
Mofyiteet.Tbde are as Curats amongfl them, who on Feflival dayes preach-to the 
people, and facrifice to their Idols. They are prohibited the company of women 
on pain of being burnt alive: but t heir Vowes are not fo indifpeijfible, but fuch 
as have not the gift of Continency are allowed to change their profeiTum; every 
Mefquee hath a Convent proper to it, for entertainment of Priefls defign’d for the 
fervice, which is regularly faid, mormrfg and Evening. They live partly on the 
Revenue of the CWofqHies, and partly on Gratuities given them by the King and • 
Nobility, in the way of Aimes, but rhey have their chiefefl lively hood at thfc 
peoples Charge, by begging every day Through the City, like our Friars Mendi- 

Btguins. cants. They have likewife Religious women and Begums, who are aged, devout 
women,* who inhabit near the c Mefquees, that they may be prefem at all the 
Church-Services; but thefe make no Vo.v, nor are obliged to any particular rule 
of DifcipUne. 

rbtif belief, ^ They believe there is one God, who created the Uhiverfe, and harh under hint 

divers other gods, by whom he governs the world. Theybelieve the foul is im¬ 
mortal, and chat at its departure out of the body, it goes either to injoy Beati¬ 
tude, or into eternal torments, having firft pafled through other bodies. This is 
the ground of their Religion, which they fay they have received from time im- 
memorable by Tradition of Saints, whom they have exalted to Deities, and now 
do part of their Devotions to them. They bold likewife that good works will 
favethem. and in particular their Charity, which they direft not to men alone, 
but to beafls likewife, And hence it is, that on Feflival dayes, the people bring 
Birds and Fiflh hard by the Mofqtuet, which they buy on purpofc to fet them ac 
liberty, becaufe with the Bin jam they believe a Mettmffykhojts, or rranfmigtation 
of fouls. 

Lights in tht In r heir Ceremo lies, they ufe abundance of lights,which t hey fet up before their 

MofqiHt*. Pagodes, in time of fervice. They likewife Incenie them, and adorn them with 
Flowers and precious Scones. They have no certain day in the weekdefign’d for 
their Devotions, but they have fome in particular every quarter of the Moon, and 
obferve moreover a fort of Lent for three monechs, during which they abflain 

Prayers for the from feveral forts of meat. 

itti. They pray for the dead, and bury them With many Ceremonies. They Wafh, 

{have, and perfume the Corps in the prefence of the Ecdefiaflicks t then they are 
brought near the UWoJqt/ees, where r he Corps is burnt, and the Allies buried ia 
the fame place, under a rich Tomb or flateiy Pyramide, according to the Degree, 
and Abilities of the deceafed. The nearefl relations lhave themfelves, give Almsy 
procure the Priefls to fay Prayers, and attend the body with Mufick, Theatri¬ 
cal! Representations, and fire-works, fo as thefe Obfequies put them to great 
charges, * They 
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Tncy nev^r difpuce with any otacomury Religion, due believe that by living 
Well they maybe laved in any Religion i though they are fofixe co their own, 
that there is no hope of ever introducing another. Th&PortugHez. endeavoured 
tocarechil'e fome, but with as little effeft as the Mahmeuns, who would have 
brought in the Alcoran; _ * i • ' • 

The mf.riour people here invoke the Dcyil, contrary to the doftrine of their 
Ecclefiafticks, who inceffamly preach agairili this abomination ; but hi.herto 
they cannot pluck up this rooted wickcdneife, which they fucked in with their 

firli milk. \ . „ 

The Siamtfts are cornel y,iod well proportioned, but ill fouldiers, though cru. 
ell and infolent enough after Viftory. They ire rather black then brown, ingeni¬ 
ous in commerce,but they are cautious,diffident, diflemblers»uncontUnc,falfe> and 

jyarsi ■■ r * ■ 1 

The men are Uzy, and care for no employment which requires labour, fuch 
they leave to their women (and Haves, leaving affairs and husoandring of land to 
their charges, while they walk the Hreets, or make their addrefi'es at Court. 
Tney cover themfelves with a painted doth from the navel co the knees.Men weir 
fhort fhirts with fleeves hanging to their elbo ves, and women hide their breafts 
with a lir.nen cloth which is fallned about the it neck. _ All obferve one fafhion 
in clothesjfoas perfons of quality are not to be diftinguKhed from others, but by 
thsir train, which confifis of about five and twenty or thirty HUyjs. 

their houfes are made of Timber or Canes, of a fafhion peculiar to the coun¬ 
try ,and covered with Coco leaves they areraifed thre or four foot from the ground, 
and in every partition have feverall windows, which is very commodious. They 
have no other moveables then what are neccffiry for the Chamber and Kitching, 
and cheir’dyet is Rice, Fifh, and Pu.'fe ,* and they drink nothing but water, but 
at Feafts they make better cheer, and are willing to be invited co be drunk with 
Aym orllrdng water. , • 

Ecdefwfticks meddle not in the marriages of perfons of quality, by reafon the 
parties are content to confide in each other for the conditions agreed upon, and 
obtaining the confenc of their Parents they confummite the marriage. But they 
ever referve liberty of reparation, with an equal dtvifton of goods and children, 
without Licenfe of any Magistrate, and to marry again, with whom, and as oft 
as they will. Their contraft with their Concubines is of a different kind, for they 
are confidered but as (lives, and under the Authority of the wife, who on her 
part » fatisfied with this precedency, knowing her children, Who are o'nely 
efieemed Legitimate, (hall divide all, leaving to the natural buc a very (null 

(hare. ,, 

The Eftatesof Perfons of Qyality are ordiharily divided into three pars ; 
one falls to the King; one totheEcclefiafticks, they defraying the Funerall 
Charges which there are great ; and the third to the Children. Peo¬ 
ple of middle condition buy their Wives, and confummate the Marriage, 
after payment of the fumme accorded on ; but have the fame privilege 
of Divorce as the orhers. 

Their Children divide the inheritance equaliy, except the eldeft, who hath 
feme advantage. 

Till they are j. ot 6.years of age,they bring up their children with little care j 
then they put them to the Ecdefiafticks to be taught to write and read, andI to be 
Snfirufted in religion ; during which time they fee cheir children but very fsldome; 
buc having learnt theiefirft rudiments, they put them to a rrade; or if they finde 
them co be ingenious,they continue them in their ff udies,tO make them capable of 
the prieltly function, or fit for fome iinployments, which among them are be* 
(low'd according to merit, and not fold for mony. Thofe who live in Cities fubmt 
by Merchandize,(urn Courtiers, or betake themfelves to fome handy-craft, or elfe 
eco me filher*men,whr reof there are very many along the coalf, as there are alfo 
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1639. in thole Cities which have the convenience of any Kiver.J The Pea amry is very 
'— wretched, living onely ontheir labour, employing themfelves in dr effing [he 
Cocoes, and in breeding Cattle and Poultry ; but proviiions are fo exceeding 
cheap that they make veryjittle advantage thereby. 

In the City of India, the principall Commerce confifts in Stuffs brought from

Sue ait a, and the Coaff 1 of Coromandel, all forrs Chinefe commodities, Precious 
lionet Gold, Bcnj&miti, Wax, Copper, Lead, Indico, Calomha-wood, Brafit- 
wood, Cotton, Saphires* Rubires,C^r. but above ail Deer skins, whereof they fur- 
nifh the jf afonefes with above fifty thoufand every year. It likewise yiedls a great 
trade of Rice, which they tranfporc to all the neighbouring Blands. Byreafon 
of the abouiidiisee of thefe Commodities, there isfcarce a Nation throughout 
Aft* that have not their Merchands ih India, befides the Portuguese and Hol¬ 
landers, who have fome yearsfiace fettled themfelves in thoie parrs. 

The King himfelfliketrife trades amonglt them, and for that purpofe hath his 
Fidtours ei ‘Tegk, at Auv*,iz JwgomaM La*gfi*ttgh,upon ih: Coafl of Coroman- 
de/,an'd principally iiCbina, where he hath chore priviledges which are not allow¬ 
ed to any other Prince. 

The money of this Country is vety good, by reafon the King onely has pow¬ 
er to ftamp, and fo prevents .variation of the value ; there are of it three fores ; 
Ticdls, Mafes , and Foangs, Two Foangs make a Mafe, and four Mafis make a 
Tical, worth about thirty fols French mony.Four Tic ah make a Tayl, and twen¬ 
ty Tayls a Catty in filVer. In filver their leaf! mony is a Foang, but they make ufc 
Umi offsets, q/ 3 certain fort of fhells brought them from Mans lies, from Borneo, and Lequeo, 
Whereof eight or nine hundred amount to 3 Foang, without which they cou ld not 
chaffer; by rcifon vitftualsare fo cheap, that a man may buy more there for five 
of thefe (belt, then in any part of Ftttcpe, for afarthing. 

The Tohtugstez., finding of what confequence the King of Slams friendship is 
to them for fjpporting of their trade with che Afolucqtti es, the Phil ip ins Mauds, 
or t-Manll!<s % hive ftiU a particular care to preferve a good correfpondence, by ci¬ 
vilities oftheVice-royofGwi to the King at their arrivall in the Indies, and by 
perfons of quality aayly commiflioh’d thither,confirming rhemfelv’s by this means 
fo well in the Princes favour, that he not onely allows them to trade throughout 
his Dominions, butimployes them in his molt Important Affairs, permit ted them 
to build a Church in his chief City, and maintains one of their PrieHs at his own 
charge. They enjoy'd ill thefe priviledges, till fuch time as the King of Siam be¬ 
gan to favour the' Hollanders, whom newfound lefle infolcntand more fincere 
then the Pmuguez,,vtho jealous of the affcftioh of the King fhewed ro the Hol¬ 
landers prefentiy obfttu&ed the Commerce the Siamtfes held at St,Thomas and 
Negapatam, and proceeded fo far, as at | aft,in the yeafid24.chey fet upon a Dutch

Provifions in thefe parts, are fo plentiful, that the Inhabitants having fo much 
more then they have ufe for, fell them in a manner for nothing, ipefully Ve- 
nifon.Beef, Pork, Goats, Hares, Kids, Cranes, Hems, and allTorts of Poul¬ 
try ; as likewife Oranges, Citrons, Mangas, Cocoes, Zee, but co judge the better 
ol'the Fertility of this Soyle, cake notice, that the people ofOuinam alone 
fetch yearly thence two thonland Coyangs of Rice/ive'^/^/making (out/eftes 
or eight Tuns, at fe?entecn.pr eighteen tails the ‘tyjtxg. And fo much' 7 bv waV 
of accomptof the fmall K'mgdome o{ Cambodia.* ' 

That tongue of Land is called Malacca, which to form of a Puninfu !a extends f f 
felf from the king dome of St am, .from the South-Baft towards the Nokb-Weft, 
even to the Equinoctial Line, betwixt the Gulfs oi PingaU and Siam, ot Torn- 
btdU } and contains belides the City of ^Malacca, (whence it derives its name ■) 
the Kingdoms of Jahor and Pat ana. The Country was difeovered by t Alphonfo 
d* Albnrquercftte, in the year ijn. fmce. when the Pon aguez, have kept their 
ground there io firmly,that none yet can fupplant them.' Malacca is f<.iiu.ue upoq 
the ftrait that divides the Ifle of Sumatra from theominent, on this fide the "Line 
two Degrees and a half, in a large Plain where there is but onely one Mountain ; 
the foot whereof is almoft wholly taken up with the Town, leaving onely a fmall ' 
fpace open towards the North-Eaft. About eighteen hundred paces may be the 
compafsofit; for fix hundred whereof it lies on the Sea-Ccaii, endofed with a 
good wall, as likewife on the Rivet fide a which bounds IRocber third*of the town j 
and on the Land fide, ’tis fortified with four regular Baftions. The firft, which is 
on the River fide, is called the Baftion of Saint Domingo-, another on the Sea- 
fhore. Saint Jago-, and two more berwixe tfaefe two called CMadrede Dios, and 
Unx,e mil Vcrgencs : from chat of Saint Jago, to that oiMadre de Dios, there|s a 
good PalliJ'ado of eighteen foot high, and between thofe oiMadre de Dios to 
Saint Domingo, a fufficient Ditch. The Colledge of the Jefwies, alfo called Saint 
Pauls , which ferves likewife for a Pariffo Church, hands on the top of the Hil^ 
whence k commands the Town, and the Country near about it. There is like-' 
wife another rifing ground about a Cannon fhot from the City, where there is a 
Convent of Jaeoblns, The River there, which runs North-We ft, is not very 
broad, and at high-water it mixes with the Sea, but is frelh at low-water. There 
is a bridge over it, though one fide is without comparifon much higher then the 
other, by reafon the Land, Souch-Eaft, is fo low and Marfhy, that it cannot be 
broken,but water comes in immediately,and in fome places ’tis abfolutely drowhd. 
No week patfes, but it rains two or three times, unlefs k be in Jamiary, February, 
and March. The Ebb there leaves open above two thoufand paces of fhore, 
which being nothing but a deep mud,affords - no la nding at low-water. 

Before the City lie two Elands j one the Portugal call llha da Naos, about 
a Cannon foot diftant fromtheCity, the other tlhije pedra, for the Quarries, 
where they get Free-ftone for their building, and Ifes fomthing more remote. 
The Caiacks and Gail ions caft Anchor betwixt thefe Iftmds at four or five Fa- 
t horn water, but Frigots and Birks enter the River, and Veffels of a middle ate 
fhelter under the llh.% da Naos , between the Ifl.ind and the City. 

In the City of Malacca, ft the Suburbs, and the Neighbouring Towns poffefled 
by the Portngttez, thgro.mgy be about twelve choufand Inhabitants, thusac- 
compred in the Padfo of Saint Thomas , in the place th ey call C'rnp clew, a thou- 
fand:in the Suburbs towards the River eight hundred .• in the Pariilvof Saint larv~ 
fence two thoufand; and in Nojfa fenttera tiepidade as many; in fentjora da 
GtKidalnpt> five L.agues thence, about feyen or eight hundred; and within the 
Walls of the City, three tnouland, making at moil not above, three choufand 
fighting men. Amongft them there are not above three hundred natural Portaga:^, 
thegreateftpart are Mefiws or Malay ant ■ ’ 
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Th; City is ccxrtmodioufly fciuute for Commerce iwij th China and the Moist - r 5 ; 9. 
qHts t whereof th; Portvgusz, having experience, to hinder ocher Nations from 
footing there, gave out, true the Ayre was unwhqllome, that it wats not inhabita¬ 
ble, efpeci ally for Forrainers, vv.iile they poivvithdandtag continued there, and 
followed their buftn:j$, : _ ' 

They arepolTefledof np more then the City and Suburbs, and five Leagues off,

League'thea?e live the Subjects to the Kingiof fahor : But that 

would not-have hincired the Portuguese frpoi making it on^of the molt confide- 
r able places of the India, if the Hollanders .did nor diiturb their Comerce, and 
find work for che King of Spains., Armies in chat part of the Univerfe. At the 
requetfof the -King of Johar> in the year 1 606. they came down intci Malaeca, 
and befieg’d the chief City, upon promiftj they fhould be pofieit of it,; but the 
ayd that ki'pg brought them was, fo inconfidenafile, that they .were conli rain'd to 
raifethe fiege ; yet not till they had fo-riiin’d the place, that it could never fince 
be repaird, fix thoufandlivi?.being loll in-char fiege. 'On the other fide, fi pee the 
Hollanders got fuch ftrong hold mCtylon and Jay*, the Pmsegsieae-ztid^ with Chi¬ 
na and the Molaqxes is quite loll, by real’on they are no more Mailers of due 
Sea. But what more and more nines the City, is the avarice of the Governors,who 
will not accept of chat Government, but on condition to inrich themfeives two 
hundred thousand Crowns, in their years: to rails which fum they ate forc’d to 
opprefs Inhabitantsas well as Grangers ; which oppreffions will in time fo mine 
th; Commerce of this place, that fop the future, ths Portuguese mull make no 
great accptnpr ofiit. _ p 

T hz Kingaoone o£ Patana is not fo greatas that ot Johor, but without compa- n ' 
rifon more populous ; for fome that haye de^ff there for the Hbllanders, and have 
ff aid there a fulficient time, affirm they hive fe-en Records, that aflerc the King 
of Pat Ana. can raife an Army of an hundred andfpurfeore xhoufand men. True ic 
is the ’Patmans are bad Souldiers, and very, improper for'vva^,; bur we fpeajk of 
the number, not che quality, and fay.that the City of Patana, the Metropolis of 
the Kingdoms, can alone let forth at half ten thoufandjchat is,ihz Malayans ,four 
thoufiudi the Chinefes three, and the Starpefes, as many. j •. . f _ r ... ,

paces thence. The houfesare of Timber or Canes, and well andhandfomly built. 

The Kings Palace is furrounded with a Pallifado, and the <J%Uf ]uie is„made of 
Bricks; ’■ , in inbibb 

As ro the.Inhabicants,.they may be faid rather brown then Olive coloured ; ol tints. 
body well proportioned, but rijey are haughty and proud; yet this rathec in their 
Comportment then Conversion, wherein they are very affable; tor the Q^een 
her felf admitted the Hollanders to vifit her in he Bark with her Noble-men, and 
excufed.it, that the fevericy their Sex obferve, neither permitted hpt to fee 
them mote often, nor to admit them to her Retirement, to which fhe was> 
oblieged lince her Widowhood. 

The Chinees and $iamefii,\ who, have lived any time there, are ingenious, 
and underfiand Navigation ; but th; Malayans meddle only with husbandry, 
and fifhing, living mifetably, and drinking nothing but water- T'^y 
have no liking to Wine, and for* <t/frae and Aquavit*, they have an 
Averfion : but women they love, and prefer th if plealure before all others 
wherefore, there is not a man, who hefides four or five lawful wives, hath not as 
many Concubines-. 

_ Simple Fornication they allow of, and hold ft no fip ; but Adultery they pu* 
mfhfeverely. This is a Crime unpardonable, and for which the Parher or ion. 
one of the nearefi Relations, is obliged ro be Executioner, the manner of death 
being left to che perfon guilty; yet is this efime fo common, that [li;y iyouid 
difpeopleche Country, fbould rhey puaifb all that are guilty ?*f c * ■ -u' 
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Ttieir iveaJrh coniifts in Land and Slaves, whom they feed with nothing buc 
Rice, and a little Fifh, yet make great profit out of theic labour, Only th tCbt - 
»eft?j and the Meplz.es betake themfelves to any trade, or apply themfelves to 
traffick, which they chiefly have in Siam, Bttrdelon, Lager, Cambodia, Coehin- 
china, Mac affter, (Trece , < Pahan, Jtimbi , Johor, Bantam, Bandar , Maifn, 
Snchidanar, and other places upon the fame Coaft or Coumrey, where they carry 
all forts of China Commodities, Purcelane, Skins, Pots, Kettles, and other iron 
utenfils ; as likewife flefh powderd and fmoak’d, Fifh dry and fa 1 ted. Cloth 
which they have from thj Hollanders and Chinefes. From their neighbours they 
fetch Timber to build withall, Rot tang, that is, cordage of Cocoe,' Oyleof the 
fame, fruits dry’d and prefer v’d, skins of Neat, Buffles, Goats, Pepper, and par¬ 
ticularly, a Drug they call Saroy-btara. Thefeare onely Swallows nefls, which 
they find on Rocks by the Sea fide, and are of fuch efieem in C/j/h^ that they 
fell thehi for three or four Crowns the pound. There are two forts of them,the 
white which are much in re quell, and are fold for fix,feven or eight Camp ant, the 
China Catti ; but the gray are notfo dear, and not worth three or four Campons ? 

. the Catti, which amounts not to above eleven Cols, or a Mamidt of (am- 
baya. 

• Though the Country lye not far from the Equmoflial, yet is''the Ayre good 
and wholfome, though the heats are" exceeding great. Summer begins there in 
ftbrtiajy, and lafts to the end of Otlober ; there falls continual rains during T^#_ 
vember, December and lanuarj, with a North-Welt wind. They till the Eacth 
with Oxen and Buffles and fow nothing but Rice, of which they get great abun¬ 
dance. They have for every moneckfeveral Fruits, and Hens rhac lay twice a 
day, by reafon whereof the Country abounds in ail forts of provifions for the 
belly, as Rice, Bif,*Goar, Geefe, Ducks, Hens, Capons, Peacocks, Deer,Hares, 
Cunnics, Fowl and Venifon, and fpecially in Fruits, whereof they have above 
a hundred feveral forts ; as Durians, Mangofihans , Ananas t Land at s, Ram bon - 
tommas, ‘Pijfam, Oranges and Lemmons,svA above all Lemmonsgibol, called in 
France China Oranges, bought there five or fix hundred for a Campon ; Mamplans, 
Bat Ians,md Centals,£c c, whereof more hereafter. 

The Inhabitants breed no Swine, but the Forrefts are fo full of wild ones,that 
they are forc'd to hunt them to prevent the deflru&ion of their Rice ; which be¬ 
ing taken, they bury them in the ground, as being ^Mahometans, and eat none 
themfelves, nor fofter others. 

In the Forreft likewife there are abundance of Tygers and Apes,which are no lefs 
pernicious to the fields then the wild Swine are ; but the wild Elephants, of which 
there are likewife great numbers are very harmlefs.They are taken by hunting, 
turning a tame Elephant amongft them, with whom they prefently fight, and 
while they are in the fury they eye their hinder feet togethe ; fo as being not able 
to withfttnd any longer, they yield to be driven away, and are tam'd by hunger in 
a fhort time. 

The Portuguese, heretofore bought there fifteen or fixteen hocned Beafts in a 
year, and carried them to Malacca, paying a Campon a head for the export. Bur 
the Hollanders pay nothing, neither for thofe they fUughcer in the Country, nor 
for thofe they fliip for Sumatra or lava: for do ub dels they win more on their 
aft'eftionsthen the Portuguez., or any other (grangers. 

The King of fat ana is Subjeft, or rather Vaffal to the King of Siam, but payes 
him annually a very inconfiderable Tribute- Not mapy years fince their reign'd 
a Queen that Cent him no more then once a year a flower gf gold, and fome filk 
fluffs and Scarlet; fhe was about chat time fifty years of age, whereof the had 
been a widow fifteen; when (he appeard abroad, which was feldome to take 
the Aire, fhe was attended by four thoufand perfons of Quality with the Arms 
and Equipage of her deceafed Husband born before her. 

The King of hbor poffeffes lU theurmoft part of the Ptmfula , the Aorienrs

jra, Bint am, Carymw, &c. but the chief city of ail the Country is Batnfabnr y 
iciruite fix Leagues from the fea, upon the, river johor ,divided into two town?,’ 
one keeping the name of Battifdar, the other called Caffoae being 
thirteen hundred paces about, the other about five hundred. They are bothbuilc 
with freefione, and all the houfes Hand along the river fide, rayfed on piles eight 
or ten foot from the ground, which lies fo low that at high water *tis covered twice 
a day. In it are n jar four thoufand Inhabitants able to bear arms ; and could 
they being themfelves co take pains in Fortification, with little labour mighe 
this river he brought about the town, which might thus be made one of the 
iirongefl places in the Indies. The Hollanders have ufed all their endeavour to 
bring them to it, and to t'ecure themfelves from chs Pmstgnez,, their irrecon¬ 
cilable enemy: but their Houfes in Cotta Zcbrang, and thereabouts being 
nothing but flravv, they care not much for burning, lb they have but time to fata ,, , 
i hem reives in Batufabar, where the building is titter,md they can defend thcifi- 
felves again!! flying parties. 

• The Country belongs imitely to the King, who gives land to manure to any i <T ' 

that defire it; but the Malayans are fofl>thful,chat the ground is all as it 
were overgrown with Moffe, though by the he: bage and trees itprodnees, ’its eafy 
to perceive, great profit might be railed, if thefoyle were cultivated. For fur¬ 
ther ceftitnony of this, the Hollanders , in their relations Smongft other things 
obferve; that on a time the King of Johor prerented their Adtnirall with Sugar 
Canes, eighteen foot long, and ft: yen inches about. 

The LMilacca or Malay an language is held the moil elegant of all the 
/ndses, where it is at lead as generel as French in Europe,and is rbe eafietfo learn; 
becaufe there are no inflexions, neither in Nounes nor Verbs For the Readers 
curiofity I (hall here infere fome of their words he.er, that he may fpend his judge¬ 
ment, and begin with the numbers, which they thus count.

Some have faid Was rent from the continent by the Sea cur¬ 
rents, as Ceylon from that part of the Indies heretofore called India tatra gate- 
gem but for this conjecture them is little ground in Hiftory, it being not ro be 
affirmed more of this place, then it can c{ Sicily, or England, or any other 
Ifland in the world j except we fiiall prefuppofe, that at the Creation, tbs 
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1 - l 2: J>ea t'ompafled the whole earth, ami that then there were no 1 llinds, but that they 
vverermde by the Sea, which afterwards by degrees form'd them out of the firm 
laod. To enter into this difpute is not our deiign, no more then to decide wh.- 
ther Sumatra were the ancient Taprobancfis Jos. de /’ Efca/c, tMeivator, and di¬

Forrells areloaden with it, and fufficiendy furnuh all the inhabitants. In the 
middle of the Ifle chert is a burning mountain, flaming by intormiflions, as Veftr 
vlut in the kingdome of Naples’, and they report there is a tulfa me Fountain 
. running inceliancly. Tis wealthy in Diamonds, and other precious Stones, Silks, 
Spices, Wax, Hony,Camphyre, Calfia, and divers other Drugs uiedin Medicine. 
There are whole woods of white fanda/e, aud Cotton fuffieient to death the In¬ 
habitants. 

Contain* many This Ifland was heretofore divided; into ten Kingdomes, but men makin* 
K in &^mes, this Voyage onely for Traffick, they are contented to vifit thofe ondy next the 
Sea, and omit to travel further into the Country, where doubt lels riches are to 
be found unknown to the maritime Inhabitants. The Portugttsz, give us account 
Onely of two mediterranean Kingdomes, which they call vindragidan and Ant- 
n*it ; asalfoof thofe of tAchim, Ptdlr , Pacem , Camparam, Za/tdr, and 
Mancabo, all on the Sea fide, andonthis fide the Lne. Th z Hollanders, for 
sfdyance of their Commerce in rhelfle of Java , hive difeovered Lhe K.ogdorne 
of Polimbam beyondthc Line, and have made there a moil firm eliablifH- 
ment, as may be feen in their relations. The Portugal have there nothing at 
all, but have freedome of trade, except hindred by [he Hollanders . 

KiK of Actum The King of Acbim hath united to the Crown the Kingdoms of Pc dir and 
pActm y with almoltall the Northern Coaft of the Hie; but he that reigned there 
in lypiS. when the Hollanders firil fayled into thofe parts, was a Fifiief-inaa 
that ufurp’d the Crown, and in the fiege of Polimbam ; was filin’, leaving 
one onely fonne of five moneths of age , under the government of 
of his Father in Law.

The City of Ach'm Hands in a 'wide plain upon the tide k , of a very broad river, 
but fo (hallow, that the lead boats get in with difficulty. It hath neither gates 
nor walls, the houfes all built on piles, and covered with leaves. Tne Gallic, 
or Palace royal, Hands in the middle of the Town^vbich on two fidss hath mott 
excellent pkafant Forrefts, well ftored with Apes, Herns, and all manner of 
Birds, • 

The Natives are flat*fac*d,and of an Olive colour, they cover their body with 
a Cotton or filk (hirt, and their head with a light turbine of the fame iluffe; chil¬ 
dren go fiark naked, only Girles have their fecrec parts hidden wit h a Giver plaie. 
The Inhabitants of Guzttratta, tJMalabar , Negapatam, Bengal an, and Peg#, 
and all Grangers that live among chemfelves them, Cloathc srterfthe^meiflao-

in the Caftle are built of the fame matter and fame form of thole of the Town, 
by jsa(oi> the River which often overflowes drowns them fome times to thefirft 
ftory, Thepiles.tliitfupportthem aregayly wrought, and the houies covered 
with Qmes. They enter into theCaftle by feven confequent Ports, which are 
neither curious not ftrong. Without the Kings fpecial Licence, none but the 
Life-guard and women enter the Palliudo , all others mufi fue for. Audience, or 
expeft till the King fends for them. Such as prefent themfelves to hjun,- do him 
reference with their hands joynd, and lifted above their heid,cryu}g datfla titan- 
cofty that is, Lang live the King. He never recreates him felt'but with women, 
or appears in publick, but either to fee Cock-fighting, to bathe in the. river, or 
hunt the Elephant. He is ferv’d only by women or men, who for the Court ter- 
vice are concent tocaftriace themfelves. He ufes his Subjtdls as flives, and go¬ 
verns by four Sabandersy who are next in authority to him. His lawes are feyere, 
and punifhments extreamly ctuell; fo as one (hail there meet a multitude of 
people without either hands arid feet, and have been fo mutilated, for mi ferriages, 

11 Or worth the name of crimes. 

The King of Achim, as almoft all that inhabit the Co.ift of S*tm*tra $ is a Ma. „ ,- 7 , 
hornet an,(ot which reafonl (hall not need to Cay any more of their religion ;one I y * 
that they begin their Lent with the new Moon in the twelfth moneth, and end it, 
at the new of the next moneth, observing abftinence all day, during that time til 
night. Whence it comes chit their inpacienceto fee the end of! their Lent, 
mikestbemftill gaze in the Weft, fixing their eyA up to the Heavens,to find the 
new Mood; which is no fooner feen, but they fall to leading and jollity for the 
remainder of that nig hr. 

In im/atmi hey gee no corn, b it Rice fu/ficienr, of which the Inhabitants *.■ ■ y n ut {. 
makegood virienes, particularly cakes with Oyle ; they have plenty likewise * 
oF Beef and Biiffl s, goat, and Mutton, though none but the King hath piiviledge 
to breed (beep.Oranges,Lemmons, Bonana,Tamanndes K<*r«/<w,Reddi(li,Spinage, 
andLectuce in great abundance; they drink water, or si me made of Rice or 
Cocoes. 

There isinS etmatrd a Tree, in the a/a/an Language, called Singadi, in Ara- 7be murn f u i 

bi**, Gur ac ; the Can wits caliit Pari^aticcoy che Perfaniy and Tnrkjy G«/,the dij tree. 
Decaninsy Pul, and the PortHgmnyArbtr trifie de din. It puts forth an infinite 
number of branches very fmall and full of knors, from every knot comes two leaves 
like a plumb leaf, fave that they are as fweet as Cage,and are covered with a beautiful 
white. Every ieaf hath itts bud, which opening rhruflis forth four final. beads, 
whereof each hath fo'T round leaves and from each head comes five flower?,com- 
pofing as it were a Nofegay, in fuch manner as the fifth is feen in the middle of the :, v. 

reft. Tm flowers are white,as turn, and a little bigger then the Orange flowerj ' ■ i 

blowes ittunediately as the Sun is fer, fo fuddenly,char they are produced as ’ewere 
in the caft of an eye. This fecundity lafts^all night, till the return of the Sunna 
makes both the flowers and leaves drop olfjand fo ftripps the tree that the lead 
greennefsis no: to be found upon ir, nor any thing of chit ad.nira hie odour 
which perfumd the Aire, and comprehended all chat # 4 Ji* affords of fweet nets. 

The tree keeps in this condition, till the Sun hath left the Horizon; and then it 
begins to open its womb again, and deck it feifwith frefh flowers,' as if in the 
ilv.des of night ir would recover ic felf out of the affliflion which it is put into 
by that Placet, whofe return enlivens the reft of the llniverfe. 

There is not in the Mind a Tree more common then the Cocoes y and in regard Co©e» 
a cis general through the Indies ; I will give here a brief defeription of it; and 
iftft tell you there are four forts thereof. That which bears th^ftutt called Com 
coes, which are the Nuts of this Country, is t fi e moflcoafiderable, not onely of 
any tree in this Country, but indeed of any other part o£ the world. This Tree 
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I <? 3 $>• no; abort a foot Diameter, grows in body exceeding high, hayin^ aoc a biranch 
' but at the top, where it fpieads as the Date tree. The Ffultcoinesnot our of the 
branches, but beneath out of the body, in bunches or clutters of tenor twelve 
Nuts! The flower is like that of a Chefnui, aiid IcgroWes oaety seat the Sea or 
upon the fiver nde in Ctidy ground, and neverthslefle gtoWsfo lofty, that except 
the Jhdia»s,vtbo by priftice dimbe it with as much agility and quickbeft as ms 
A pe, tbeae is no Itranget will Venture to do it, *Tts as common incite India 
as the Olive in Spain, or willows in Holland ; and though the wood be fappy, ye ’ c 
it Arves forfuch variety of things, that there is ho tree offo general an uTe, la 
the Maldivu Wes they tmke {hips that crofs the Sfea, without any thing but tVbac 
the Cocot affords* Of the outer rifjde, they tnake a kind of Hemp, which they 
call Cap-o, whereof they make Cordage ana Cables for theit Ships. Of the leaves 
they mike fayles, and cover fidufes With chetii ; they alike of them likewife Um- 
brelloes, Fans, Tents, Mats and Wats, which for their lightnefs ate very com¬ 
modious in Summer. 

Thefe trees are planted either for the fruit,Or that T ferry might be abflradtedouc 
©f them. The fruit is of the blgneis Of afl Eftrldge egge; and the husk, chat is 
green, as of our ordinary Nuts, being dried, it is converted into the thread called 
Capo, which I fpoke of before. Sometimes they gather the Fruit before it comes 
to perfeft maturity,and then, it is calledZflvho,whence dray be drawn two pints o£ 
refrefhing liquour pleafant to drink. This J uice by degrees turns to a little nur, 
in talk not much unlike our hafel nut, but fomthing fWeecer. The fhdt Of this 
Nut while’tis green is good to ear, but being dry, they make cups, fpOons, aftd 
other utenftls of ir, or make cole for Goldfmiths, The Indians pee l this nut, and 
ext raft a milke but of ir, as ufefnl to dll pUrpOfes as our Cowes mik. None but the 
poor eat the fruit, becaufe ordinarily they dry it, to ext raft the oyle which is 
good to eat, ufeful in medicine, and to burn in lamps. The fruit being kept in' the 
fheJJ by Degrees turns to a kind of Apple, which in time grows yellow, and is 
excellent to eat*

ww, pot of Earth they ell ColUo, well Hop’d atid luted with potters earth, that it may 

not, dye nor (hirpen. They know in what time the pot will be filled with a cer- 
tain fiquour, which they calf Sara, that hath the tafte and quality of Whev. This 
liquor boylM makes Terry, w hich fetV teS them fdr wine, and betDg fet in the Sim, 
makes excellent vinegar,and Billing it inf a limbeck makes good flrbng Wafer.They 
make likewife Sugar Of it, which they call Jagra , but efteem it nor, for that ’cis 
brown, having fueb plenty of wbitfe. The Portugal*, Keeping raffins 6f the Sun, 

and fome other ingredients inS#r#, make a drink that hath the tatte and quality 
of Sick. 

ftps tftHt The Indians efleefln mott the infide of this tree, for the pith is white, add as fine 

Tm> as any paper we fme, tirill hold in fifty of fixty folds or as many leaves. They 

term it OIU, and ui'e k in Read of papef, fo as perfeta of quality feek much after 
it, only for this ufe; of the Bark they make Couffe: Paper, to make up Mer¬ 
chandizes in. 

The feeond fpecies of Cocots is the Tree that the Pmuguez ialt arre^utiro.lbctfit 
arts a that comes of it, whereof tve fpoke in the precedent book, and of which win- 
fhall hive further occasion to fpeakmofe hereafter, as well as of the ocher two 
kinds, called Tamor and Lamer, h the defe option of t he lltc of Java, to whichjw© 
fhalt cbrtie (mmedittly* 

Banana* is not any where fo common as in Snnrtrrti f tis a kind 6f Indian fig * 
free* which grows teamans height, and produces leaves that being fix foot long 
dnd a foot and haU broad t wfe Turks make Cornets of them. We clll, it with 
the PoritttHt* tbl Fig-trtti in regard that chough the fruit be not altogether lire 
ether Figs, yet faith it the fbape and colour. It may be called rather 1 bulfi, then 
* tree, Deeaufe it hath ho body, The hates begin fo bhik forth When the iprduc 
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is but four foot high, and as fome cone forth, others wither sod fall, till the plant i 6 3 

be at full growth an libs fruit come to maturity. The bole of it is not above ten-—-' 

or twelve inches thick, and fofofrtbatit may with eafe be cut witb a knife. In 

the middle of t he leaf there comes out a flower, as big as an Edridge Egge, ineli-' 

nmg to a violet colour, out of which comes a branch which is not-wood, but 

tender as a Cabbage-folk* loideti with Figs.At firft they are no bigger then a bear; 

but in time they grow feven or eight inches long, and as big as a Cow-cumber '; 

hoc a iprig but fhajl have near a hundred Figges, which joy a together like a 

bunchof Grapes. They gather them before they are full ripe, which they knotf 

by their colour, which is green turning towards yellow ; then they hang them on 

a njyle till they ripen, which will be in four or five dayes. No folk hath more 

then one hunch j, they cut it clofe to the ground, whence it fprings again 

yrkhfuch vigour, that in 1 moneth it recovers its former condition ; and at that ' -T 

rate trustifies the year throughout, which is a great Manna to this Countrey* 

where a little fufficeth; and thus they live in a manner for nothing. The cods 

or husks wherein the Figs are indofed, are no lefs delicious and ufeful thepthe 

fruit it felf, and as nourithing as our fine ft bread, and in tafie much like a cake, 

fo is this tree alone is fufficienr to feed the whole Country. 

The pepper of Sumatra is without doubt the beft in the Indies, except that of pepper. 
Cochim. Commonly they plant it at the root of another tree, underfec its with 
iaoes or poles, as hopp, or French beans. The leaves refemble Orange leaves* 

Only they are a little lefs and more fhirp; it growes in littler branches as red goofi 
berries, or J jntrer. W iite it hangs on the Tree, it is green, and turns not black] 
til it he git herd and drye, which they do in December and January. The pla¬ 
ces which produce moft of ir are, Malabar, Onor, Barfelor, LMangalor, Cdi¬ 
em, Cranganor, Cochin*, Conhon, Quid*, Dampin, Dedir, Camper and <tAn- 
dragir, tnelfie of Sumatra and Bantam, and certain places in the Jfo of Java. 

They bring forth like wife white Pepper, but not in fo gr eat abundance. The Ma¬ 
layans cal Pepper Lauda, the inhibit ants of java, Sabargb, and the tMalahars, 

Milonga. Long-Pepper is noc gotten but in Bengal*, which is another fort of 
Fruit like the tagg of a point* buc 10.nothing thick r »n I gray, con earning afmall 
white grain of the fame tafte and ule as common Pepper. In Malabar and God 
there gtowes another fort of Pepper which they call €anartns, but ufed onely by 
poor people. ■ 

’Tis Something ftrange,but very certain, that they fpend more Pepper in the 
Indies, then is brought into £nrope; though in the Htven of Bantam , only, Vi* 
known they have laded fourty eight thoufand Bigs in a year j for the Indians drefs 
nor any meat without handfuls of ir, but they never beat it,nor grinde it. 

lava, an Hi ind commonly called lava Major, to dittinguilh tc from another 
lefs of the fame name, which lies hard by it is Sourfa-Eaft from the Ifle of Sumo, 
tra, from which it is difjoyned, only by a n rrow ftreighc, called the rtmight of 
£ Undo. It lies feyen Degrees beyond the line, and is about fifty Leagues long; 
but hitherto no mans curiofity hithdifeovered the breadth of ir, which makes fome 
c nceive that it is not an Ifl-nd, bur part of the Continent,, known by the name of 
'ferra Aufiralis, neat the lireight of Magellan. Julius Scaliger, in his exercita- 
nons again[tC<rfo», calls it the compendum of the world j beeaufe there is not 
Animal, Plant, Fruit, Metall, nor Drug, which is not here in greater abun¬ 
dance, then in any part of the Uniyerfe. 

The Natives fay, that Originally they came from China, and that their Ance- jffadjfynU. 
ffours.weary of the yoak that King kept them under removed ro the Ifl- °ilava\ 
certainly they are in face like the Chinefes, dieir forehead and brows large, and 
eyes n.irrow; for which reafon divers Cbintfts fyx\o in this Iflmd. the King of 

There is fcarcea town in lava, bur hath a particular King, who not above for- Bmuov 
av or fifty years fmee obeyed ali one Empcrour, but of late they have Lhiken oft 
that Soveraignty, and arc all independent. The King of Bantam is the mol*

ments. *» • 

Neer Panarncan there is 4 Mountain of Sulphur* which began in the year 
158*. to call up fire in fuch violent^ that at chat firft bh^ing, above ten thouCmd 
perfpns perifhed by it. The Kings of Panorncan and PaUmbuam are Pagans, but 
the King of the City of Tajf,atttJtn, fix Leagues from Panarncan, is a Mahttmetam, 
At PaJ[arn4>* they haVe a great traffick in Gar nitre, a fruit like a Rafp-berry, 
whereof the Merchants of gaiUn mate beads and bracelets, which they fell and 
put off a l Over the Indies, 1 ’ 

Ten Leagues thence We Award lies the City loartm, with an excellent Ha¬ 
ven upon a fair River, where (hips in their Voyage from the Molaccns to Ban* 
turn , cake in ptoviftons and frefh water. 

Upon the lame lame river lies the City Gerties, (to whole King the other 
Kings of lava, render the lame refptft, they again exift from their own flav*s, 
and near to thefe two Cities it is they fetch the Sale that is brought to Ban¬ 


tam. 


The City of Surabiia, that Hands next in rank, hath likewife its proper Kinv, 
who alio reigns over the City of Brandam, fix Leagues thence cowards the Well, 
and lives at 

This City is forcified wirfu good waff Well flanked; but the Haven is not Cafe, 
by reafon there wants (belter againft the winds that come from Sea-wards. 

Ten Leagues Well-ward lies the City of Tabaon, next Bantam, the moll con¬ 
siderable of rhe IlLad, as we fhall tell yon anon. 

Five Leagues further North* Weil is Cajam, a City of no ttafficke, no more 
then Afandulicasn, which is inhabited by none, but fi flier men, 

Ftv. Leagues onwards Weft, ftands /«p<tr4,upon a skirt of Land that thrufls 
it i'elf three Leagues into the Sea. The feieuatiqn of this town i* upon a Fait 
River, with a good harbour that renders it very Merchantile. JThis hath like- 
with a peculiar King,and none of the meaneft in the Hand. 

Twenty five Leagues from I afar a , and forty five from Bantam, lies Mat ram 
or Matavam, a great City with a King of ics own; who heretofore was fo 
pdverful as that he pretended to Soveraignty over the whole Me ; and for this 
was the declared enemy Of the King of Bantam. 

Then five Leagues Weft from la far a is the City of Pati, and three Leagues 
bey ond t hit of Dauma, which acknowledges t he King of Matavam,is ; doth alfo 
that of Taggal, feituafe with thetwo others in the fame £hy. 

The next is the fair and ftroag City of Ckorabaon, upon a frdh water rivet; and 
onwards the Cities of Domago and OMomtcaon, whence’cliey pafs through the 
Village Gaccon, to the City of Iacatra, and fo to Bantam . 

Without queftion tbislaft is ihcAfetrope/is .and moft confiderable City of all 
java, feituate about twenty five Leagues From the Me of Sumatra, at the foot 
of a Mountain, whence three tivsrs rife, two whereof run by the walls, the other 
through the City; but all too fhallow for Nav'gation. The town which is in¬ 
different great, hot rafcally houfes ; the walls which are of brick, and 
three foot in thicknefe, are not entirely lined with earth, yet fo flanked, that 
at every hundredth pace lies a Cannon, which would fulfirient-y fecure the cur¬ 
tain, were fc in condition tor fervice; but their ArtiHery is not mounted, and they 
have, no other ammunition then a little powder brought from \MnUcca, where 
the Portugnex, hkve a mill. The City-Gates are fc wretched, that one might beat 
them down with a Club ; but fo vigilantly guarded, ’rwouid be hard'to approach 
without notice j there ate neither Baftions not Towers, but in lieu thereof fcaf- 
folds of three ttojici, wtach yield a fining defence.

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In the whole City there are but three principal Greets, which ail abjc upon the 
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Caiile called CPacebam. The one goes from the Paces am to the Haven; another, fi,e i ^in^t 
wiere the (lives and the Kings domefikks inhibit. leads to the gate towards the Pitot, 
fields, and the third to the gate at foot of the Mounum.The Greets are not pav’d, 
but are as commodious, by means Of the fand they are coveted with. The Chan¬ 
nels which in divers places croft che City, are foul ansi (linking; by reafaa the 
ftream of che river not being (itong enough to carry way the filth it brings it feif, ' 
and what is thrown forth, the water choaks and makes puddles that infertile 
whole City. No period of quality who hath not his private Chappel or Mefquice 
in his houfe; but one there is in common, near the Palace, on the Magazine and 
liable fide. The City is divided into feverat Pods,each of which is affigu'd to fotne 
perfon ofquaUcy, who commands in time of war, and hath che direction in mill 
affairs. They have a Drum as. big as thofe German r Casks, callM thunder¬ 
bolts ufed inllead of a bell, which they beat with a wooden twrr as big as a 
weavers beam, morning and evening* as alfo on Alarms. Like wife they have 
braffe balms, which they beat muftcally and chime upon, as we doc on bulls. 

At every corner of the ttreets there Hands a Guard, and at Sun fee they draw TbeGuMof 
up and make fad allpaflage boats, foas in the night there is no llirring in the m ,WB * 
ftreet. At the Prifon gate, near the Palace* (lands a guard of fifty men; nor is there 
a perfon of quality, who has not one of ten ot twelve at his houfe. _ The To vA 
is full of Cocot trees, nor is there a manfion without diverfe belonging to it. The 
hoofing is poorly built of firlw or reeds upon piles made like thofe at Achim. They 
covet their boufes with Cocas leaves, and the (ides of their ^lodging rooms have 
only curtains for freedom of che Aire, which is exceeding neceffary in this 
hoc climate; For preservation of their wares, they hivd Store-houfes of (lone, 
but they are covered with draw, fo as to fecure them from fire, which 1 is but coo 
frequent amongllthem; they lay great pieces of Timber ove r the roof, and co¬ 
ver it with land, that the fire may not find paffage. The rooms in their boufes are 
onely divided by partitions made of Canes called B ambus, which they flit fo thm, 
that 2 horfe-load ferves for all the rooms in a houfe; Ac the houfes of per tons 
of quality at thc firil entrance, yon come into afquare Court where thegjuardi,, 
and where the Matter Of che Houfe fpeaks wkh foch as have bufmefs with him, 
under a little (hed, covered with Canes or Cocos leaves. In one of the corners 
of this Court Hands the t>f ({quite, where at noon they do their Devotiobs, and 
not far thence the Cefiern where they wa(h themfelves. Being entted the houfe, 
you find on both fides of a very narrow Gallery feveral little niches, for flaves to 
reft in, who watch there for their Mailers fecurity ; by reafon they are all aftratd 
of being furprfeed and killed by their enemies in the nighr. All forraincrs,as the 
Inhabitants of Bengal*, Gxzaratta, Malayans, Abl'ffms, Cblntfes, TertA- 
ff««a»and Hollander, lye out of Town. , . 

Hite are three great market place where Merchants meet dayly ; The grand Hark* pitta 
Bazar 01 Exchange, is towards the Eaft part of t he Town, and is the meeting 
place of fotreign Merchants ; as Pertiignsz, Arabians, Txrkjs, Chinejit, Qxt- 
tins, Pegmnsy Malayans, Bengal##*, Gnftiratts, Mddbats, and other Indium, 
who are there from the bre^kotthe day till nine of the dock, and then break 
up. The fecond Marketplace is before the great Me finite, divided from it by a 
Pallifado. To this place w omen refort wit bracks, anda weight of three pounds, 
they call Gant ax*, who buy Pepper of the Country people, at eight or nine hun¬ 
dred Caxas the Gant am. But che Chinefet, who' are very skilful in this Trade* 
foreftall them fomtimes ,j forthey go cothe Peafants and buy alt they nave ay 
the lump before; hand. Betwixt the Pallifado and the Mefqmte wDl , _ 
that felt Bettcle, Araca, Bananas, Melons, See, and feme thecii *' e 1“* hne 
to be eaten hot.

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\ little higher on the right hand are Armorers, who Tell fm»‘‘ pieces of Lin- g rmimr ^ 
pifiols, ’Sword' blades, Battle, axes, knives, 8c c* T&r'far thence, there 
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i 6 5- p others that fell fandall wood, white and yellow, and on the left hand are Conte- 
A toners that fell Sugar, Hony, and a>l forts of fvyeet meats wet or dry, Neat 
to that is th. Beta-marker, where are fold a 1 forts of Beans, black, white, 
red, yellow, green and gray, at three hundred Qatas rhe Cantan. Nexttothil 
is the Onyon-market, where Merchants that fell Cloth by wholesale come, 
and inch as deal in return of money, and aflirrnnces cf the return in 
Hard by rhisisthe Poultry, where bolides came Fovvle, they fell alfo Kids, 
Geeif, Pigeons, Parracs, &c. Coming thence you meet three vvayes: one 
going to the Chineses fhops; another, to the Herb and Pulfe-mariet; and the 
third, to the'Shambles. By the way to the Chhefet fhops, on the right hand, 
are lome Jewellers, who for the greater part are Choroacms, that is, Perfi+tts, 
or ^Arabians, who fell Rubles, Hide mbs, Turgafjfes, Grrnats, fcc, And 
on the left hand is the place for the Bengali**!, with theft toyes and final! 
wares. 

On thebackfide of this Street, the Chlnefes fell Their Si' ks raw and colour* J 
Damask, Velvet, Sat tins, Brocadoes of gold and Silver, Puree! ane and Cabi¬ 
nets, and works oiLicq je, &c. By the way to the Hearb market, upon the 
right hand upon the brand, are the Bengali ans with’their ftriall wares. On the 
leu hand Merchanrsof linnen Cloth, and at the lower end of this market mar¬ 
ried wom;*n have Seam Hers fhops j but men are forbidden to come there under 
pain of a forfeiture. Then you come lo the Hearb-maiket, where are a nul.i- 
tude of Simples unknown to us. Tu'ning thence you fee the fifh-maiket,, then 
t «fhambies, with flails full of Beef, Buffles and Venifon r then the fpict.»mar» 
ker, where women fell Pepper, Cloves, Nutmegs mace, and al fores of 
Gumms and Druggs, to Europeans unknown and the Rice-marker, where like- 
wife they fell Earthen ware and fair; whence rhey pals by the fame way they 
«me, to rhe place where Merchants and Mailers of mips meet about their Af¬ 
faires. 

Toe fale of thefe commodities Ulls but till nine of the clock,' and then 
*>lens. the market before the facebam, or Palace Rpyal, where are fold all form 
ofiVi&uals, as likewife fome pepper, which they Struck with the Chine ft /, 
About noon the market is the Chmtfet quarters begins, where nothing is fold bug 
_ for theT.ble. 

Wero;d you before, that next Bantam, Ttthan or Tub am-, is the chiefgft 
town in Java, and ineffeftjs Wronger then all the reft,'and although not fo gre.ac 
as Bantam, *tis at leafi as handfome, and as well builr. The Palace is exceed¬ 
ing ipacious, and hath very fair appa-t ments, where Elephants and other bead? 
have their fevetal quarters. E:ch Elephant hath his lodge built upon four pillars, 
with a poll in the middle to rye him to. The rooms are filled nith Chefis and 
' Hampers for the baggage, when the King goes his Progreis. Near to his lodg¬ 
ings is a place whe'e his fighting Cocks are* kept, every one his pen apart, and 
every one his keener 5 asl kewife the Parrats, which are much before thole they* 
bring into thefe parts. ‘ The greateft part of a bjautif. il flame colour, with a grear 
golden fpet on the hick: the outfides of thjir tvings blew and red, and 1 be infide 
a lovely ca:nation.

The King of Tub an, whom the Hol¬ 
landers law, in their third Voyagj to the Indies, delighted much in thefe crea¬ 
tures, as likwife in Doggs, Hories and White ducks, by much larger then ours. 
He had four legitimate Wives, fix S,inner, and two Daughters; befides natujri/l 
Children a gteic number by Concubines, which he kept in feveraJI apartment?. 
His bed was railed fom; diliance from the ground, built like ;an Altar of gte& 
fl^nes, wb.reonUy a Qhdt, and terrain pillowes of Satrin, filled with »iy 
Silke. 


The chief Commeiw they have tiTxbm cosfifls in pepper,whkb they carry f o 
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the Ills df Bad), vvhete they trucic For Cloth; and iluft's of Cotton and ink W nir > 
•falrfirinktheX bring t6 BaMdq Tt/toW, the Hitippiaesj arid othb: parts to truck 
foiCleiVeS, Mace and Nutmegs. The Inhabitants, for the grea*elf part live 
fanety art fi£h. They ifreat do other garment thin a linricn cloth abtiut the I6y n s ■ 
bnely perrons of QJatity fomtitnes have hangre lines of GhinieJot, which reach 
but to their thighs. They are by this habit diliingiltlhid from other periods, and 
by their tralij df (lives, Without tvhomthfey hiizi come aB oad. They tielwht 
nitachin HdrfeSjj afad to haVs their fiddle s exceeding rich, which are made like our 
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great faddles, and their trappings ftuclded with gold add iilVer, driving to ap¬ 
pear Well mounted it iirembties; and to (hew the King their htteftnanfliiip. and the 
oimbJtfS of (heit Hbrfcs; _ r 

The Inhabitants that live in the inner parrs Of the Me of JMia are T^a»: y and The j lv ; ins; 
the greateft part 'Tythagoreant, believing a tranfmfg ration of the foul “for which Mahometans, 
reifoa thty eat neither filh ridr flefh. Towards the South part of the Me, there 
are, though blit few, fome c Jttahomtans, as we faid before, and faker vc the 
Tttrkifi religifari id ill things, fending for Priefts to <Jfrtsck.

Mailer, with Ceremonies extraordinary. For they take thcrrt by the feet, and 
rub them upward to the Knees j then doling their hands, they rub the Head, face 
and deck; add then uriclofe them again. 

Lent being ended,they celebrate their Eafier,enterlamidg their children arid all Vixcrt mvei 
theii dtrrteflkks With a din'nef.There is fcarcfc a man inBahta^ho hath not three 
or four Wives,and fome have tea or twelve, befides Concubines, who, wait on their 
wives efpeciilly When rhey go abroad. They make no difference betwikr legitimate 
and natural Children. A Father hath noc power to fell his child, though be had 
jt by a (lave. Ghi dren go (lark naked, only the Gir/es cover their privities with g 
thin plate of gold far ftlvet. They marry at the age of eight, nine, or ten years, 
not only to prevent the diffardcrs which in this hot climate Were inevitable, bur tomi mm* 
beciufe the King is Heir to all, who dying, leave their children undef age ; whom tgeu 
he makes his (laves; as he doth the widdow arid Family of the deceased. The 
DjWfy petifaas of reality glVeWitb their daughters corififfs iri flaves of both 
Sexes, add in a fti.it a££oxat t which is very torifiderable, vVBen it amounts to 
three hundred thfaufarid, which is much abfaut twenty cWo Crowns arid a half 
Tfmh money: 

. The Women ippeit with gteit ftc&cf at thfa marriage of tfieir BeUtioris, 
though they rife no great cerimfariies. Orie may Kfto'w the day by certain poles 
which are flue 14 in thri horifes of the Bride arid Bridegroom, With talfels of red ana 
white Cotton. 

Dinner ended, they bring a hoffe tb the Bridegroom, whereon he rides about' 

<h 4 Town till evening,'exposing :he flives ha is 16 hive in rfufriage, who came 
etmtHbOf Iwden with presents. None but the neafefl kindred flip with them,and 
feri the new married couple abed, * 

Women of Qualify are kept in fuch reflraint,thit they fuffer riot (heir own fori* 
to come within their Chambers; and when they go abroad, which is very felaom, 
all g'tv 4 place arid refpedl to thfem, everi the King himfeIf would do it: nor dare* 
atey miri fpeak tot a married woman without (he leave faf her husband. Women 
of quality are known from others,- only by (heir train; for alt are dtetfed after the 
fame ftlfviOri, Wearing a petticoat of cotteri o^lilk, which comes from the breft 
to the mid-leg. Stockings they ft we norie, arid gO all bare-headed* eying nf> 
their hri(together on the croWn of their head; but when they come towsd- 
dihgs,or ocherpublfck alfcmbfies, they wear* Coronet of gold , and hive on 
thfeir firi^efs and about therr arrTri rings arid bracelets, they are fo much addlited 
to clearilihefs, that there paffes not a day but they bathe themfelves three or 
(m rimes. They do no: their mruxri atcelfirits, nor receive their benevolences 
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froWTlfc.if husbands, Tuf they go upto the neck in witer to clean fe themfelves: 

' They do no ivorjca^all, which needs be no wonder, for. the husbands chemfelves 
havihglmpl^ed twoor three boures about their Merchandize all the day after 
do nothing but chew Bettele amongft their Wives, who are moft foUicitous^ by aH 
the little kmdnsiles they can imagine to them to court their love, waQung and 
hibh'rig them till they are ftirr’d up to voluptuoufnefs. 

The Magiflrate of the Town of Bantam fits in Judicature in the Court of 
the Tscebam, from four or five in the Evening till it be Night. The Plaintiffe 
and Defendant appear both in perfon and plead their own caufe. One only n u - 
nilhment is>us*d for Criminals; char is,-they eye them to a port, and flab them to 
death with a Poyniard: hungers have this privilege, that giving fatisf«ftion to 
the party complaining,, they, may redeem themfelvcs from death, except thev 
have murthered in cold bloud, or upon advantage. • ^ 

The Kings Councel meets upon Affairs of State, under a broad fpiead tree bv 
Moon light, lyhcrelomerimes there come near five hundred perfons, who pate 
not till the Moon go down. When the Councel is rifen they goto bed, and there 
lye till dinner time: afterwards the* Councellours of State give audience to"a!l 
who have ought to propofe to the Councel. When the King comes there 
in perfon, he fits in the midi! of them; or elfe with the four principal! Miaifters 
ofState, and propounds the point wherein he requireth th/ir advice, or caufes the 
Oovemour of the Town to propound it. To a Councel of War they call the 
three hundred Captains,^Commanders of the Troops the Armies contiit of,which 
isniVedin the Townie felf. They have a particular courfe for quenchirwfire 
which happens but too often among them j for the women have this*Officeim- 
pofed upon them, while the men ftand in arms to defend tJ.em inrhe mean time 
From pillage*. 

Perfons of quality, when they go ro Court, or through the Town, have carried 
before rhem a Lance and a fword, fheath’d in a black Velvet Scabbed and by 
rhefe Enfigns oblige allthelireec to make way for them, and retiring back fit 
on tlwir heels, till chefe Grandees are paft. Their ordinary wear is of duke 
wrought with filk,and they wear curfaants of a fine Bengali** doth.- Some amon-fl 
them wear Mmdiilions of Velvet, black pr crimfon, and never forger the Dag¬ 
ger or Poyniard under their Girdle. They ever go with a numerous train of fiavel* 
one amongft them carrying the Bettele bottle, another the Chamberpot, an d a 
third the Umbrello. They all go bare-footed, it being thought a difpara°etnent 
among them, to walk . with Ihooes through the town. In' their Homes many 
wear them j they are (hade at Aebim, Malacca jn China, and the file ofsX 
matra, where arc alfo made moft .part of the Umbrello’s, ufed in the Indies 

The Javiam are haughty, lelf-conceiced, perfidious, mifehievous, and cruel* 
who never fail to make an end of fuch they once get advantage of; and having once’ 
committed a murther, they kill all in their power: for knowing death to be their 
inevitable reward,^ they dilcharge their fury indifferently on all they encounter 
without confederation of fex or age ; fo as fometimes they are conftrained to kill 
them in the place, inftead of taking them to be delivered up into tb: hands of 


They generally wear long hair, are of a Chefnut Complexion, having great 
jawbones, flat faces, great eye-brows, little eyes, thin beards; and being of a 
middle ftature> well and Wrongly limb’d. They are addi&ed naturally 10 
theic, and fo vindicative, that to be revenged of an enemy, they flick not to run 
upon jus weapons, and_ chooie an Sfiured death, to take away soothers life, 

Gtdmldieu j-^’ S blood y d L? ofici ^ evv * th ^ have courage, and would make good fou/- 
C1 ^> were they but as dextrous at fire Arms, as they are at their ufual weapons; 
which are the pike, the battle-axe, and the broad fword, but above all tbe Dagger, 
or Poyniard. Their bucklers are of wood, or boyled leather ft re at htb pen a 
hoop ; and for their bodies they have Cmraffes, the pieces being faflned together 
■ " - . * 1 with 
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with MjiJcs of icon. Souldiers in time of Peace have no pay, but in tirfie of i 6 % 9 
warre they have armes and clothes, and rice andfifli for provision. They are all "* * 

Haves, and not onelyfuch as belong to the King, but iikewife to ocher Lord?, 
who ire obliged to enroll them for cheit Princes fetvice. They arefeldomeor 
never idle, but imploy them [elves moft commonly in making fiieatbs for 
poyniards of fandall wood made hollow, or poll'lhiog their arms which the gene¬ 
rally poyfon ; keeping them fo well, that no Rayzor can be fharperrhen their 
Swords. The Javanefes, as indeed all the reft of the Indian:, hold their Dag* 
gers fo dear to them, that they will not fpeak to any man, without that by their 
fide, not one brother with another, and at night they lay it under their bolfter. ;■>■ 

Some ufe rruncks, through which they blow little poyfoned a«owes,fo bearded, _ " 

that pulling in out the head remains in the wound, which by this means becoms in¬ 
curable and mottal. Amongft fuch a multitude of Villains, there are noewith- 
li an ding feme hone ft people, but the number is very fmall: for except fome tint 
inhabit near Bantam upon the ftreight of Sunda, at the foot of the Mountain Ce- 
non Befar, who were tranfplanjed thither from Pafamati, all the,reft are de¬ 
praved. The people not able to live under the tyranny of the King of Pajfa- 
man, put themfelves on certain conditions tinder the prote&ion of the King of 
Bantam^nd have built the Town of Sura, which hath a peculiar King,buc fubor- 
dinate notwithftafiding to the King of Bantam . They live very peaceably, and 
perfevere in the exercife of their Pagan Religion. 

The foy 1 is cultivated, either by free people, who take it of the King, or ocher Iwlsns’ sofbi* 
t.ords,at a certain rent, and are nor abound to labour longer then their bargain, 
and may afterwards do what they pleafe; or by flavesj who cultivate the Pepper, vm> ' 

Rice an d Cocoes, breed Poultry and cattle for their Mafters profit, and ofupply 
bis Kitchiag.Some flaves cake the Coctet at onerhoufand Caxaet the tree.,Others 
work by the day, and get eight hundred Caxaet a day, which is to their Mafters 
profit. Others are not maintain^ by their Mafters, - but ferve them fix dayes, and 
the fix dayes following work for themfelvesand fo get their livelyhood. The wo¬ 
man fi.tves keep market, where they fell their Mafters Pepper, and other com- 
modifies; or clfe imploy themfelves in fewing,or making doth,that they may not 1 

live unprofirably.j When rhey have a mind to beeafed of them, they lead them 
from Port to Port, and fell them to him will give moft. Tne ordinary price for 
one of an able body is fat far dot, that is about a piftot a piece. The children of 
a flave belong to the Mafter, who difpofes of them as he thinks beft ; But he 
hath not power over the Hfe of his flave, without the expreffe confenr of the 
Kingorgovernour, 

The Pepper which the favian/ felt to (Grangers is ufually mixt with ordure, „ th ... 
black fand, or gravel, or they adulterate it fome other way, either in qualify# or tktlr‘ 

weight,a* they do all their other commodities.They keep a trade with all the neigh- jkvti, ' 

bour’mgIllands, with notable advantage. At the towns of Macafftr and Stern- 
by.i they fetch Rice, which there they buy for one fata de Caxa the Ganion, and 
fell it f6r double the price. At Balambnam, they buy Cocoes, , a thoufaad f axes 
the hundred,and venting them by retail at Bantam, they fell eight C'e^et for two 
hundred Caxet. There they Iikewife buy the jOyle of the fame fruit. A J«wr- 
tam, Gerriei Pati# nd Jnama,they fetch fait at a hundred and fifty tboufand Can¬ 
nes the eight hundred Gant ant j and at Bantam,thtzt Gant ant, are worcb a thou- 
fahd Caxaet. They carry fait to Sumatra, where 'they truck for lacque, pepper, 

Benjamin, cotton, tor toy f-(hell, and divers other Commodities; FiomJacatra, 
fappara, Crateaon, Timttr and Fal'mbatH, they fetch hony, wax, fugar, & f.Salt- 
fifti ftomCratsaon, and Bendermajpng ; Iron from Crimata, in the Ifle of Borneo■„ 
copper and lead from Pepa and GttfeUn, upon the Coaft of Malacca ; from £<*- 
It a fid Cambay a,cotton, and cotton cloth, &c. 

Rich Merchants make no voyages themfelves but venrure the greateft part of 
their rnony, for more or kfs profit; as the voyages are long or dangerous, and 
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3 p neat upon the like conditions we 'do here in Europt. Obligations, as ail ©cbe: 
Inftruments, are written upon the bark of a tree, the Letters ingrav’d with a bod« 
kio> and make it up in a roll, or fold ic four-fquare betwixt two boards which 
rhey eye together with a pack-thread, very neatly. Somtimes they U fe China 
paper which is very fine,and of all colours.As yet they know not the Art of Print - 
ing, but they paint their own Charters exa&iy well, which are rather fibres 
then Letters. The ufual Language is peculiar to the Country; but the MaUy- 
ms is more general j the CMabnmetan Religion hath like wife brought in the zA- 
rabsan Language. 

stringm con- The Per Jims, by the Javian s called Cor aeons, traffick here for precious Rones 
mmt there, and all forts of gums and drugs, and are a people to be confided in, becaufe 
they are open-hearted and civil. The Arabians, and Begitians come thither 
for China ware, and bring with them the commodities of -the neighbouring 
Iflands. The Malayans and Quilins let their money out at I mere ft,° or upon 
change. The Cuxatrattans are poor, and commonly Sea men ; All iheie for¬ 
eigners are attired all of one falhion, in a cotton garment, and a turbant 
of the fame fluffe. At their coming to Bantam, they buy a woman that is for ail 
ufes; and at their departure thence, they fell her again j but if they have chi’, 
dren by her,they are tied to provide for them. 

Tht 'trideof The Chinefes are they that bring the greateft trade hither, the moft induftri- 
«hina. ous to get wealth, and live the Deft. They are a felf-ended people that live 
by Ufury, and have there the fame repute as the Jews in £#r<y>r.They so into 
the Country with a weight in hand to buy all.the Pepper they can meet with, 'and 
having weighed one parcel,fo as they may have a n.-ar guefs at the reft,pay them 
piefenc money, or according as they have occtRon for ir, and by rhis means en- 
grofs fo great a quantity, that they have fuftkient to lade the China 'fleet when it 
arrives, felling for fifty thoufand Caxaes the fack, what coft them but twelve 
thoufand. This fleet arrives at Bantam in the moneth of January, to the num¬ 
ber of eight or ten, and are veffels of fourty five or fifty tun. 

Cyra of By them likewife comes the money hither which in the Malayan Lan^ua^e is 

IiV ’*- called Casein Javan, Pity , and is current, not only at Bantam, and all the 
Ifleof Java ; but through all the neighbouring Wands. ’Tis a little thin plate 
made of Lead, ar^ the skumof Brafs, fo brittle, that letting fall aftritw of Cax- 
***>, you Hi all break at leaft ten or twelve. They are made in the Town of Chin- 
coa in China , and they are beholding to Wantay King of China for them, who 
lived about the year i ypo. and finding that tfie Cakes made by his predeccfW 
Huyitn King of China, went not off, by reafon the Chinefes had fo filled the ad¬ 
jacent Iflands with them, he contrived this brittle money, which bis fucceflout 
Hamendon, put forth, as now it is com pted. It hath a four-fquare hole through it 
at which they firing them on a firing of flraw ; a firing of two hundred Caxaes, 
ctlhd fata, is worth about three -farthings fterling, and five fat as eyed together 
c* l a Sapocon. The Javtans when this money came firft amongft them, * were 
fo cheated with, the Novelty, that they would give fix bags of pepper for ten 
Sapocons, thirteen-wherof amount but to a Crown. But they have hadleafure 
enough to fee their errour; for in a fhort time, the Ifland was fo filled with this 
ftuffe, that they were compelled absolutely to prohibit all trading, which fo dis¬ 
paraged this mony, that at prefect two facks of pepper will fcarce come for one 
hundred thoufand Caxaes. 

Likewife from China they bring purcelane, which they fell here at cheap 
rates j for at the firft arrival of the China fleet, fix pieces of Purcelane may be 
bought fora thoufand Caxaes. They bring their Country Silks, Sac tins, and 
Damask, and rake away Pepper and Lacque brought to Bantam , from the City 
of Tabanbaon, Jc.il or Indies brought thither from the town of tAnier, SandaJ/- 
Wood^NucniegSjCiove^Toftoys-fhe^whereof they make thefts and Cabiners^Ivo- 
ry,whereof they make Chairs for toe Mandorins, who prefer this fluff before filver. 
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Tbs r PortMg*ezj chic deal at Bantam live out of Town , in the fame (Quarter 1639 
with the Cbtntfts. They drive here a great trade in Pepper , Ijfutmegs, Cloves, irbe PortuguiX 
Mace, Sandal woods, C*£f&f,long Pepper, and other drugs; and fell here Cortoi*^ iStimme. 
Cloth, and other druggs, fenc then from Malacca t for the greater part of thctij 
are Favors, and Commiffionersaftbe Govemouwf (Malacca, and the Arch-' 
biftiop of Goa. At Bantam they have neither Prieft nor Chappel; but at *Band* 

rue an they have both. _ _ 

In the Ifle of Java are all forts of Beafts, both wild and tame: The Foretts are 
full of Elephants and Rhinocerots, Leopards and Tigers, which are more cruel 
and furious than thofe of any other place, and do fo much mifehief, that people 
go not without danger to gather Frankincenfe, Maftick, Myrrbe, and Benjamin, 
which is there in its greateft perfection, and whereof there were great quantity 
to be gotten, if the Forefts were not almoft inacccffible, byreafon of the wild 
beafts° as alfo for Serpents, Lb irds, and Salamanders, exceeding dangerous, and 
of fo extraordinary a growth, that there are Serpents have fwaltoived children 
and Cheep intire. The Tigars and Leopards often come out of the woods, and 
make great fpoil amongtt the Cattle, which for this reafon are reared with great 
difficulty. Their fwine have no bridles, and are fo fat their bellies trail on the 
ground. . 

The Rivers breed filh in abundance ; and Oyflers have there been teen that Ojjtm of three 
have weighed three hundred pound j a thing would feem-incredible, if Ole a- hundred might 
rim in his Notes updn Matdtlflo's Relation did not obfervey that being in 
Holland in the year 1552* be bought at Enclttyfen , of the wife of a certain 
Sea-Captain, who had made a voyage to the Indict, two Oylierftieils, chat 
weighed four hundred fixty feven pounds, yet to be feen in' the Duke of Holfietnt 
Cabinet at Gottorp j and he adds. That the woman affirm’d there was fo much 
meat within them, that it fufficed all that were in the Ship, being an hundred and 
twenty perfonSi 

*Tis very hard to hunt Deer, Goats, Boars, and other game * fallow or black, 
which abound there, by reafon the woods arefo thick, that ’cis impoflible to make 
any way through them; and the Javtans are fo unskilful at their fire*arrns» that 
it hath been obferv’d, That a f avian, having {hot at a wild Buffler, made a ftiifc 
to kill the bealf; but the musket recoyling, he fell down, with his cheek all Prun¬ 
ed, and the lofs of two of his teeth i infomueeb that thefe creatures may be.feen 
in whole herds , feeding up and down the fields. There are likewife abundance 
of Apes, Foins, Squirrels, wild Peacocks, and Parrots,and infinite other birds, ex* 
ceeding beautiful to the eye. ; 

In the Rivers there is abundance of (Crocodiles, which feize not only on men Cntntia. 
bathing, but attempt the paffing Cannows, as they pifs along, fnaccbing men out 
Of them, and dragging them to the bottom: The Chtnefes tame this creature, and 
fatten it, to be afterwards eaten as a great dainty; Their Civet yieldsas much civet. 
perfume as that of Gain) ; bur it is neither fo white, nor fo good. 

They have two forts of Poultry, one like ours* the other beewixr ours and the Hennt, 

Indian kind; and thefe laft, which are in a manner mongers, are fo furious, they 
will Eg he till death decides the # battle. Atnongft the common fore there are fomc 
whofe Befit is b'ack, yet are they very good meat. 

■ The Rhinocerot, by the Indians called Abadn, is not fo ordinary in tbelue *«««»*< 
of Java, as in Bengala, Patane, and ocher places., chough there ate feme ; and 
the lavians make io great account of this beaft, that there is nothing about bim 
which they ufe not in medicine, not Only the flrih, tfte blood, the horn,the teeth, 
tut even his very dung: They hold there is no better''Antidote againft P°y lon » 
and attribute the fame qualities to this, that ancient Authors do to the Unicorn; 

The Ants are.exceeding croublefome in moil of thefe places, hue chiefly in trie ***** ■ 

Ifle of lava : They are much bigger than in outputs, and fo mifehievous that 
there is no fluff they fpoil not, nor Yiftuals they con fume not* if they can get to 
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it: wherefore they ordinarily fee the feet of tables and Cupboards in difhes half 
filled with water,to hinder the Ants from creeping upj and’ewere impo/Tible to 
preferve any birds, did they not fet them, on poles, pi anted in a difh of water; 
for fhould they put them in a age, the ants would get up and kill them. There is 
befides another fort of Ants,»about the length of a mans finger, and red ; but 
thefe ireoaely in the fields, where they live on the barks of trees and bearbs. 

As concerning the trees and fruits in the Iflsof Java, amongft others there is 
tiie Arte a, whereof wefpoke a word by the way in the precedent book. The 
ImagHin call the tree that bears it *Arre ynero, the Arabians Fmfell, and the 
Malayaws Plating. It is a kind of Cseoe, but not fo great, nor the leaves Co bio 
and broad. The fruit is like a Dare; nature inclofas it in a busk, which opens 
not till it flower, and when it ripens, the fiiell falls off,che fruit remaining at the 
branch. It hath farce any tafte, but it moyftens the mouth, dyes the lip S rec j > 
and the teeth black. The /ndiansUp it up in a Bet tele leaf, mix a little chdke 
or lime with it, and chew it rather out of euftome, then for any pleafure, ihou^h 
rhey hold that it ftrengthens^ the ftoiiach and gums, and is a topical medicine 
againft the feurvy; and in effeft there is fcarce an/#*£«*'that is fubjeft ro this 
difeafe, - or trouled with the tooth-ache. This drug wi 1 make fome people fo 
drunk, that al I things to them feem to tun round;-but that di2zinefl% p rc _ 

The CWargAs grow on trees nor much unlike our nut frees, but they have 
notfo many leaves. They are of the bigneis of a Peach, but longer, and fomel 
thing bending like a crefcent,of a light green, drawing a little towards the fed. Ie 
has a great ihell, that enclofes an Almond of greater length then breadth, and 
eaten ra^v very diftaftefulf, bur roafted on t he Coals, nor unplea fa nr. Ti s ufefall 
in Phyfick, againftrhe Woims t ta<hb: Diarrhaa. It ripens in October, JVovm~ 
her, anti December, and being perfeftly ripe, ’tis full as good as a Peach. They 
get them while they are green, and put them up in fait, vinegar, and garlicfci and 
then they all them Mangas d* Achar, and they fetve in Read of Ol ives. There are 
likewise wild ones, which they call Mangas banns, of a pale green too, but br/gh- 
tertheatheother, andfull of juke, which is immediate death without a preienc 
Antidote. 

Tbe Ananas is one of thelovelieft, pleafanteft and wholfomeft fruits of the 
Indies. It grows on a bufb, and hath leaves like femptr-vivam. The fruit at firft 
is. green, but being ripe turns orange, or aurora coloured, drawing a little to a red, 
fha*p like a Pine-apple 5 for which reafon the Pmngata., who met with this fruit 
firft in BrafU, called it Picas shut *ns tender and eafie to cut. They are yellow with¬ 
in,df a dehbite feent, they are eaten in wine, but the excefs is dangerous for fe¬ 
vers. The juyee is fo Ihirp, that if one wipe not the knife they are cut with, 
next morning it will be found eaten. The tree is lo apt to grow, that a fprig will 
take root in the earth, though it have not part two or three leaves, be half withe¬ 
red, and have been cut fifteen day es before. The Canarm call this fruit Atrana - 
fa l The Kraft tans, Nava, and in Hifpaniola, and the other Weftern Iflmds, they 
call it Jaftfaa: Ta as big as the larger fort of Lemmons, or the middle Melon/, 
excelknt both in fcenc and tafte. At diftance theyJook like Hartichocks, one!/ 
they are not fo picked at the leaves of that plant. The ftalk is like that of a Thi- 
ftle, and every ftalk bears but one, and that at the top of it ; for chough many 
times k puts forth at the fide other ftemms, yet the fruit chat comes of t hem is 
very fmai!, and feldome comes to maturity. They have of them in March , and 
tbenthey are very pleafsnt, forrhe juice hath the tafte of fweet or new Wine; 
and is exceeding eafie of digeftion, but jc heats, and often brings a Feaver. 

In Java there is another fruit called Samaea, tisas big as a citron, the co¬ 
lour green, fomching drawing to a red; full of juyee, char is tart and roothfom, 
and within hath divers black kernels : the leaves are like thofe of Lemmon 
trees, but not To long. They put thefj up in fait ot fugar, and uie them as

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Tamarinds, againft burning feavers, in flimmationso£rhebrfeaft,againft pains in 1639. 
die ftqoiack, and fltnces. i “ 

Tamarinds grow on great tree*, full of branches, whereof the leaves arc nor Tamarinds, 
bigger, nor unlike to the leaves of ‘Pimpernel /, only fomthing long. r. The flovrer 
at firft is like the Peach’s, bucaclaft, turns white, and puts forth its fruit at the 
end of certain firings : afloon as the Sun is fet, the leaves dole up the fruit, to 
pteferve it from the Dew, and open as foon a3 that Plano: appears again. The 
fruit at foilis green, but ripening it becomes of a dark grey, drawing towards as 
led, indofed in husks, brown or uwny, of tafte a little bitter, like our Prunel- 
Joes. Every husk contains three or foure little beans in a certain skin, which is 
that the Portagntx, call Tamarinbo. The fruit is vifeous and Hicks to the fingers, 
hoc of fo good a tafte, that the Indians ufe it aim oft in all fa wees, as we doe ver¬ 
juice ; but ‘cwoutd turn a mans ftomack to fee them cook meat with this druggj 
for iqueezing it between their hands, the juice chat runs through their fingers 
looks more like a medicine, then a fawce, Thefe rrees bear twice in the year, 
and grow every where without being planted, or other wife looked after. Phyfi—- 
tians ufe this drugg againft burning leavers, hear of the liver, and difeafes in the 
gall, and infufed a night in cold water, it purges gently. The Tamarinds 
brought to our parts, are either faked or preierved in fugar. The Inhabitants 
of the Hie of Madagafcar t where there grows plenty of it, call it Qjtillc , and the 
Javians, Sunda ajftt. The Port ague su gave it the name of Tamar inchesy for the 
refemblace the fruit holds with the date in Arabia called Tamar , as if they 
would fay, Dates of India. The Malabars call it Pally and the reft of the Indi¬ 
ans, Ampuli, The tree is as big as a wail-nut tree, full of leaves, bearing its 
fruit at the branches, like the fheach of a knife, but not fo ftraighc, rather bent 
like a bow. The IndiattSy when they would tranfport their Tamarinds t take 
them out of the husks, and make them up in balls as big as a man’s fift, unhsndfome 
to look on,and, worfe to handle. 

We told you before, that discommon to plant pepper near to a fort of Canes, 
by the lavims called Mambuy in which the Tabaxlr is found. *Tis true, in the 
I fie of lava there was never any of them found; bur again *tis certain, that on 
the Coaft of Malabar ,Cor omandely Bifnagary and near to Malacca, this fort of 
Cane produces a drug called Sacar LMambtts, that is, Sugar of Mamba* The 
Arabian t rht t Pfrfia»fy and the Moores call it Tabaxlr, which in their Language 
lignifies a white frozen liquor, Thefe Canes are as big as the body of a poplar* 
having ftta.it branches, and leaves fomerhing longer then the Olive tree. They 
are divided into divers knots, wherein there is a certain white matter like ftarcb, 
for which the Perjians and Arabians give weight in filver, for the ufe they make 
of it in Phyfick, againft burning Feavers, and bloody fluxes, but efpecially upon 
the firft approaches of any difeafe. 

Thele Canes are fo big, that the Indians cleave them to make boars, leaving s ie tsofGaner 
a knot at each end, whereon they fit to guide it; one before, another behind, and 
ufe this fort of boat t her at her, for that they are perfwaded, Crocodiles bear a 
refpeft to the Mamba, and never hurt the boats made of this Cane* 

In the Hie of Java there is another fruit, called, amongft the Malayans, Dart- jj 0t i*ons,; 
aon, not to be teen any where but in this plaee and the Maloe cats. The tree chat 
bears them, by the Malayans call’d Baton, is as big as our Apple tree, the bark 
thick, plentiful of boughs, and wealthy in fruit .• Theblofforne, which they call 
Bum, is white, inclining to yellow, and the leaves half a foot in length, and two 
or three fingers broad, on theoutfide of a pale green, drawing towards a grey 5 hut 
on the iniide the green is very delicate and lively; the fruit is as big as a Melon, 
covered with a thick rough rinde, green, and hath ribs, as the Melon ; within tis 
divided into four quarters, • which are again div'ded into two or three little ceils, 
that contain the fruir, which is as big and wince as a pullets egge, and of tafte fo 

delicious, that the Bianco MangiartSy which the Pert*l»i* compound of Kice, 
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brawns of Capon, Cream, Sugar, and Rote water, is nor more dainty; each fruit 
b?fn a Hone as big and rough as that of the Peach: It will nor keep• for when rhe 
white begins to turn, it mud be thrown away, and mutt be eaten as foon as the 
husk begins ro open. Such as are not ufed to this fruit wil not like it at fitft, for 
that it hath the fmell of a roafted Onyon j but the cafle is fo pleating, that it*may 
be reckoned amongft the prime and moft excellent fruits of the Indies : One., 
thing it is -very remarkable for, that there is fo grear an anriparhy between it and 
the Betttlt, that the leaft number of Buttle- leaves laid near a Room full of Durl* 
tons, they corrupt and rot immediately. Accordingly, when a man hath eaten too 
much of this fruit, let him but lay two or three Buttle leaves upon his bread, and 
he fhall be eafed} and the eating of but one of thefe leaves 'after the Duriaans 
caufes fpeedy aigeftioh * fo as thus one may eat as much as he will, without the 
leaft inconvenience. 

The Laxter tree, which is another fort of Cocoe tree, as we Paid before, is fre¬ 
quent in the Ifleof Java, The leaves are five or fix foot long, and fo fmooth that 
the Javiant write uvon it with a bodkin, and ufe it inttead of paper. 

Of all the Indies,no part bears Cubebs but the Ifle of Java : the Javiam call 
it Cue Iambi, and Cumuc; the other Indians call it Cuba Chini; becaufe the Chintfts 
firft fetch'd it thence, to furnilh other pares, before the portuautz. or Hollanders 
had any commerce there. This fruit grows up another tree, like pepper, and in 
bunches, like Grapes. The lavians, knowing \is cor any where but With them, 
etteem it fo, as they will not fuffer a plant to go from amongft them, and fell it not 
on boy I’d, for fear it fhould be planted elfe where, though there is fuch plenty of 
it,Jthac a Baruth, a weight of fifty fix pounds, is worth but fix, or, at the moft, 
feven thoufand Caxacs. Thcufeof it is to forrifie the ftomacb, and cleanfethe 
breaft; but the Mahometans take it with a .irtls Artca, and are of opinion it re- 
liores languishing and fpenc Nature. \ 

The CMangafthtn is a fruit growing by the high way s in lava, upon bufhes, like 
our floes, and much of the fame tafle. 

The heath the lavians call Talajfe , and which the Malayans call Lalade, bears 
neither fruit not flower; but \is uled in fawces, and feme eat ir green, ; and affign 
it the fame virtues as they dotheCwWj. 

In lava they have another fruir,which grows likewife in other places,call’d lac a, 
in form and bignefs like a Citru 1 , with a thick and rough rinde: Within \is fu.l of 
certain Nuts, the kernels whereof, being roafted on coals, are good to eae, and 
flay the ilux of the belly. The tree is very great? but the boughs being not 
ftrong enough to bear the fruir, it hangs all along the body. of. it, up from rhe very 
ground: Being full ripe, the rinde grows hard and black, and emirs a very fvt eet 
feent; the fruit it feif■often changes cafte, yielding one while that of rhe Melon, 
another, that of rhe Peach, fometimes that of honey, fomerimes that of a tweet 
Lemon ; but is fo hard of digeftion, that ’tis never eaten, but vomited up again : 
The Nut of it is as big as a Date,and caufes windinefs in tbofe that eat them green* 
buc roafted after the manner we told you, they are very pleafant and good for fuch 
as have a kindnefs for women. 

In the fame Ifland, towards the Screight of Smda, there grows alfo abundance 
of wild Cinnamon,which the Pmstgsuz. call Canela dt Mato, and Malayans, Ca- 
jnmanis. It is not near fogood as the fine Cinnamon,whence it comes that there 
is but very li tic of it bought, it being hardly worth the crjnfporcauon. 

The CarcapuU is a fruit about the bignefs of a Cherry, and much of the fame 
tafte, and foe trees which bear it are like our Cherry trees. Of rhefe there are 
feveral kinds, whereof feme are white, fomeof a dark red, and feme of a lively 


cafnation colour. . ' 

Coftuslndkui. The Coil as fadietth by the C Malayans called Pacha, by the t/frabians, Ccfi or 
Cafl, is the wood and root of * tree that refembles the Elder-tree,as well in height, 
as in flower and feent * The Turks, Perfiant, and Arabians, make an extraordinary 
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triflick of it, as they likewifedo of Calamus Aromatic m, which alfo grows on *1639. 

c be Go# of t he rtraighc of S^d *. That yellow and fpungy matter which wo men- - 

ufe again It pains in the Matrix is properly in the ftalk of it. Tne Iavians give it 
to their Horfes, compounding it with Garltck, Cumnain-feed, la It, Sugar, and 
Biittec; making it into a pafte which they call Arata\ and they hold it veryfo- 
vecaign for thefe beafts, to whom noewithftanding they never give it, ciil the 
excremitie of the heats be over. 

The Zerumbet which the Javians, and Malayans call Cantor, likewile growes Zerumbet, 
in thefe parts, and is like to ginger, ony the leaves fomething more long and 
broad. They ufe to dry it, or prefeiveit in Sugar,as they do ginger, but efteero 
it -ove ginger. 

There are two kinds of Galong*, by the Arabians called Caluegiaa. The leffer Galangi, 
comes from China, and is much better then chat which is brought out of the Ifle 
of Java , where they call it Laitquas. This hearb is neither fowed nor fet, but 
grows naturally, and is about two foot high above the ground,the flower is white, 
and the leaves pointed, and as hard as the point of a knife. The Javians ufe it 
for a lallad, as alfo in Phyfick; as they do the root, which is thick and long, 
and fall of knots like a Cane, as biting in tafle as Ginger, and of a very fwcec 
feenr. 

Benjamin is a gum drilling from trees not unlike Lemmon trees. While they Berfamini 
are young the Benjamin is black, which is the bell; but as they grow old the Benja¬ 
min grows white, and lofes ftrength, fo as to put it off, they mingle it with black : 

The Moores ca.l it Lovan lavy, that is, Incenfe of lava. 

In the For reft ofthere grow trees of red Sandale ; but the white and s an d a le,. 
yellow Sandr.lt, which is without companion the better, comes from the Ifl es of 
7 imor, and So/or. This tree is of the faignefs of a WaJ-mit tree,and bears a fruit 
not unlike our cherries, but is black and infipid. The Indians ; beac white and 
yellow Sandale, and make a concoftion wherewith they rub their bodies, nor on¬ 
ly for the feent, but for that they believe *tis reflorative. They value not red 
fan dale, but fell it at cheap rates toother parts. 

They have iikevvife abundance of Ginger, by the Malayans called tAliaa ,’and g. • 
by the lavians, Gattti ; but they either eat it green in fauces, or preferve it, for ' 

they never dry it. 

Anacard'mm by the Portugutx. called Fava de ^Malacca, by reafon of its ^ pr r ^;„ m - 
likenefsto a Bean, is very common here, and the Javians take it in milk a gain ft 
the Ailhma and againft the Worms: fome pickle them as they do Olives,and they 
are altogether as pleafant as the Olives. 

That wood the CPortuguez, call Pala de cuebra, grows there in great abundance;. ^ cue bte: 
It is white, inclining to yellow, hard and bitter. The Indians bruife it, and take 
it in wine or water againft burning Feavers, and the flinging of Serpents- *Tjs 
fa id,that for this cure they are beholding to a creature in fize and flispe like our 
Ferrets, by them called Quit or Qnirytla, which they breed ;for recreation, and 
to catch rates and mice . this little beaft being a mortal enemy to Serpents, ne¬ 
ver meets with any of them, but it fees upon them, and being bitten runs imme- 
diatly to this root, which is his prefent cure. , - 

Palo d* Agulla, by Druggifis cal led Lignum aloes by the Portugeses*, Vale d' ,m * 
Agulla , and by the Indians Calamba, grows in lava, but not in fuch quantity as 
int Malacca, Sumatra , Cambay a, and other places. The tree is like the Olive 
tree, only a little bigger. The wood, while green hath no fcenc, but as it dries, 
its odour increafes. Theweightieft and brownefl >is the beft; the perfe&ion is 
known by the Oyle that^ jlfues out of it when 'ris held to the fire. They make 
beads of it, and the Jnatdns ufe it to imbellifh their Cabinets, but the chifell ufe 
it for Phyfick. For this wood beaten to powder, and taken in broth or wine, 
fortifies the ftomack, ftayes vomiting, and cures the pleurifie and bloody fluxes 
That the Portuguts, call Agulla brava, .or wild Calamba, is not fo good as the 
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l 6 3 9 * ot tier, and die Indians chiefly ufe itaithe funerals of their Brmans, making the 
fire of it that bums the corps. 

Lacque. At Bantam likewise they fell (lore of Lacque, whereof they make Spsnifh wax, 

and the varnilh they lay over fo many excellent Works in China, Japan, and other 
places, Java produces of it; but the bell comes from Pegu, where Ms called 
77 wk,,and where great and winged Ants get up the trees and fuck the Gum, which 
afterwards they lay upon the boughs, as Bees do honey and wax.-When rhe boughs 
ire full, the owners cut them, fetting them to dry in the Sun, till rhe Laeque falls 
from the boughs, then they beat it to powder, and give it what colour and form 
they pleafe. 

. _ . The ocher Diuggs gotten in I at a, are, Pedy, a mealy kind of fubftance, which 

Java "® f lJ> they ufe againft rhume and wind ; £‘arumba or Flors, a root whereof they make 
fawces, and wherewith they dye their cotton cloches. Conjuapi is a wood where¬ 
with they rub their bodies. Samp arm at «is a root found near Sun da, (Iron get than 
Ginger, and very bitter. ‘Pontiou they hold good againft Fevers, but ’tis exceed - 
ing dear. Cat ogam her is a fruit like an Olive, good againft the tooth-ach. Ganti 
.a root fo like Ginger, that the Iaviam have given it the fame name; but \is dear¬ 
er ; and with it they rub their bodies. S afam is muftard-feed. Daring! is a drug 
they give children as foon as they come into the world. Calam, a root groicing 
in the water, and is very refrefbing. Tianco, a fruit they beat and take in water 
as foon as they find themfelves ill. tAladian, Maya, and C«rojfmi, are 
intoxicating Drugs they mix in their drinks. S podium is the afhes of a tree grow¬ 
ing near Sunda, wherewith they rub their bodies, as they do with S ary, whicnis a 
flower. The Tar gary, Sara ban, and Sedov ay a, are toots for the fame ufes Sam- 
bay a is the fruit the Clsinefet call Ceiduar, as big as an Acorn; of high price, by 
ieafon ’tis not ordinary, and is a fovereign remedy againft poyfon, and the biting 
of venomous beafts. Jalave is like Sambaya, and of the fame ufe in medicine. 
Paravas is a very cooling hearb, but very fcarce, and very dear, Temoxpate is a 
root like GW/g<»#,(ufed againft inflammations of the Spleen, The Condnri , which 
the Javans call ate red berries, fpotted with black, wherewith they weigh 
gold and filver, but are not to be eaten, they are fo bitter, and, as fome fay, poy- 
l’onous. There is likewife Author, the S y contort, the Nhx Indie a, and divers 
other Trees, Plants,apdDrugs, to Europeans fome known, force unknown', but 
’twould require a peculiar Treatifc to name them all,and would fill a large volumn 
to deferibe their good and bad qualities. 

The Jovians making their benefit of the Portugntx, ingratitude to the Indian 
Princes, who entertain’d them, doconflamly oppofe the efUblilhmenc of any 
fir angers in the lfle: But the profit the Kings of Bantam and lac air a received by 
venting their fpices to the Englijh and Dutch, wasfo considerable, that,at laft.they 
confented that the people of thofe two Nations flaould build a houfe for fuch Fa¬ 
vours as they fliouid have occafion to leave there, and for (lowing up the commo¬ 
dities they traflick’d in. Vat Dutch by treaty with thofe Kings, regulated the 
Cufloms of Importation and Exportationj but thofe Articles were fo ill kept by 
the Indian Kings, who raifed their rates according as they difeovered the ftrangers 
Tht Dutchfer- neceffry of Commerce, that the Duch, to avoid this injuftice, and fecurs them- 
iij?{ in Jacaira. (elvesfrom the violences of the Barbarians, by degrees fecrerly fortified their 
Quarters at lacatra, and in a fliort time made it defenfible. The Indians per¬ 
ceiv’d it not, till ’ewaspaft their hopes of forcing it; fo as in this defpair of driving 
E, OU[ t he Dutch, they made ufe of the bid correfpondence betwixt the Englijh and 

them, which chiefly appear’d in a Sea-fight they had near Bantam and lacatra,hn 4 
2 i6io • The Helled Fleet, which con ft led but of feven Veil'd s, had the word 
of the £»eli(b, that were eleven. The Dutch being forced to retreat, the King 
of lac air a, the Englijh Forces, befieg’d the Dutch Fo;t. now called Batavia j 
which fte 4 laftedfix moneths, till the Holland General having reinforced hi? 
Fleet with the Ships that lay in the Motmqnes, conftrain’d the Englijh to rai e the 
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fiese, ro embarque t heir Gun?, and quit the S;teighc of Sundajyo get in; o the maid 163?.

on the Engtijh ; b it the Dutch Genet \1 would not be fatisfied with Aich excufes, 

hut landing his Force*, to the number of eleven hundred men» he aff.uhed the 

Town of Jacatra , which he took by force, and, hiving put Jail to the fword, 

fir’d it. That done, the Dutch compleated the fortification of ,1 heir Quarter^ 

and brought it to a regular form, with four baftions of free-ftcap, well trench’d 

and paIlifado'd,wii h h. If Moon?, R :doubts, and other nax&ry wb ks. The K : ng 

of Mfi.tram, who is as *t«ere Bmperour of Java, in the year 1628, befieged this 

Fort, and, lying under the Cannon, liortr’die feveral times j but in the end was 

forc’d to raife the fiege, as he in like manner was the year following; and fince 

that time the Dutch have eftablilhed their Commerce joyntly with the Chmfes, 

the Jfiponmfes, Stame/es, S uccadans, and other neighbours , taking ten in the 

hundred Cuflom upon all Commodities» whether brought thi: her, or carried 

thence. 

The City of Batavia is twelve Leagues, from Bantam, fid?ward, in a Bay, EaiavJa, 1 ] 
Which being fheUred with fome fmall lflands on the Sea iide, is one of the bed 
Roads in all the Indies. Strangers that inhabits there pay a certain tax by the 
fnoneth,according to the profit they make, which is great: For a Porter, who will 
with eafe get two R'als a day, pays hut one and a half in a moneth ; a Fruiterer, 
four Rials; aFifberman, three Rials; Diflilkrs of zArack., eight Rials; Me- 
chankks.as Shoomakcrs, Taylors,#c. two Rials, &c. fo as at prefect *tis the moft 
important place and firmeft eflablilhment the Dutch have throughout the Indies. 

Between the Jfles of lava and Borneo, North-eaft from the former, lies the Ifle Midurs, a pud 
of Madura, governed by a particular Prince that refides in the Ciry of Arojf&baya. of «« trading. 
In this Ifle there is no commerce at all , as well becaufeche foyl is barren of all 
fpice?, as for that *cis inaccefilble, by reafon of the fbelves of fandchat on all 
fides environ it. The Klanders, for the mott parr, live by Pyracy, and run up to 
the very Coafts of Pegu, which their Neighbours are forced to connive ar,Ieft they 
fhould hinder the exportation of rice, which is there in great abundance. The 
Hollanders , who had been hardly ufcdby the Javians near Tub am and Cidayo', 

Towns three Leagues from Joartam in the Ifle of lava, coming in fight of the 
lfleof Madura , in the beginning of December, 1 $96. and apprehending fome * 

danger to he taken by certain Pratts or Ships equipag'd for War,where the Prince 
and Cbm /, or High Priefl of the Ifiand, were in perfon ; to prevent the I a vi ansi 
whofe intent was to furprife them, fir’d fome Guns at thi great Trass, vyhere the 
King, and C'herlf, with divers others, loft their lives; for that fhip being three 
Tire's high, and filled with Souldiers, there was not a Gun fired which deftroyed 
not a great number j fo as the Hdlanders, w ho‘in the mean time got into their 
Shallops, with little difficulty became Mallets of them. This done, they made 
no flay there, but faild from thence to the Ifle of Paly, where they arrived Janu¬ 
ary 30.1597. , 

The Ifle of Baly lies towards the Oriental part of the Ifle of Java, being in 
circuit about twelve Leagues, towards the South,putting out a Cape or Promonto- . , 

ry a long way into the Sea. The North point of it is eight degrees and a half i et 
beyond the line, and the chief City, where the King hath a magnificent Palace, 
derives its napne to the Ifiand. ... 

The IJlanders are Pagans , and adore the firfl thing they meet with at their going Immuntr, 
out in the morning ; they are black, and their hair curling: In habit, they differ 
nothing from their neighbour IfUnders, with whom they likewife correfpond, in 
Wearing no beards ; for when the hair firfl begins to come, they pluck it up by 
the roots. Their women who have an averfion to beards,oblige them to tto fo,' 
as alfotofquat dowpwhen they make water J becaufe dogs, held with them 
unclean beafls,pifs (landing; There is not a man but hath feveral wives; w "^ nc i e 
the lflatid grows fo populous, that they reckon upon fix hundred tnoufand fouls 
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_ ~ 5 re ' cil =y give way for abundance of (laves to be bought from rhei- 

F‘ e grear ^ part are Husbatidmen.or v/eav-rs; by reafon the bnd produces o f - a 'r 
iiore of Cotton, and is very proper for Rice; bur they permit not any to* be 
rranfported* left fome hard year fbould bring them to a oecellity of bein° behold 
ingtotheir neighbours. They have ftorepf Oxen, BtfBerv, Goats, and Swine" 
likewife Horfes; but they are fo (mail, tint none but the Country people 
them j petions ofquaJuy being carried in Sedans or Coaches, Their Forreflsof 
Oranges, Lemmons and Pomedtrons, are ftored with Feafints, Parfrid^es Pea¬ 
cocks and Turtles; their back-yards (warm with Poultry, and their fens and ri¬ 
vers-,with Ducks and other wild fowl. 

In the whole Ifland there is no other fpice then Ginger, which General tv 
gtovys in all parts of the Indie/, but here are found feveral other drugs, as & Gall?ax 
Lhrixgu}, C amor, Bangntficc. As likewife a certain fruit, indofed in a {hell like a

another fruit as big as a Wall-nut, chit gcowes in the ground like the Sali°ocs. 

, , The Coalis of the Ifland, and the Rivers fo abound in Fifti, that next* to Rice 
£is the fubwtence of the inhabitants: They entertain in a manner no cominerce > 
only they fee forth fome fmall Barks to the Ifleof Java, for vending rheir cot¬ 
ton clothes, The Cbtntfts fomtimes come hither to fetch it, and-in exchange 
bring rhetn 1 word-blades and purcelane. This is a common Roade for all (hips 
bound from the Continent to the Mohtcqncs, which here take in water and re* 
freflunents, provisions being at exceeding cheap rates. Iron and brafs Mines 
there are, as likewife gold, buc the King will not fuffer them to be wrought, for 
fear of tempting his neighbours to an inva/ion ; fie is well fumiflicd with Hore of 
Gold plate for his own ferviee. Subjects render him the fame reipedt, and fpeak 
to him with the fame Ceremony, as the other Indians do to their King. He fel- 
dom appears in publick, bur slltddteBcs are made to a noble man, in whom the 
direiftion of affairs Ires. He is intitled Qmllor, which is the fame as Coneflable 
or Grand- Mimller,m other places. He governs by diverfe other perfons of q La - 
Uty, who have their Divifions and Provinces to regulate according to Orders from 
him. t The Kings name is in fuch Veneiacion among!* them, that all the Subkas 
unammouflyjoynm a moment to oppofe any dillurbance to the peace of the 

As appear’d in the end of the laft preceding age, in the perfon a Prince 
of the bloud, who nhng the King, and having fome defign upon th ■ life 
of hisPance, was immediatly taken and condemn'd to death.* but the Kin^in 
companion changed his femence, to perpetual exile in Pith raw, that is, the d e , 
(ert I fund, where he Hood confined, with all his complices; who fo well did cul¬ 
tivate it,that divers other families have been fince tranfplanced thither.They retain 
i be Tagax religion they profefs in the Hie of Baly, and quit not that accutfed 
cultome, for women to bum themfelves after the death of their husbands. 

The Hie of Borneo lyes mote North then lava, and is one of the greateft in 
thole parts .• ’ris fciuiate under the EquinoaialLine, but fo as the greater partis 
on this lideofer, extending to fix degrees towards the North. Some doe alfign ic 
four hundred Leagues in circumference, as Bartholomew Leonardo de Atcenfola. 
vvno wrote the Hiliory of the conqueftof the Motncanes, and others; but the 
Hollanders allow it bur two hundred and fifty Leagues. The principal Townes 
here are Bmeo, Succtdava. Landa, Sambat, and Benehemalfm.

He^e they have Ii&ewife Diamonds,^* wood for dying, as alfo Brafit*,vnx, and 
good tore of pepper, frankincenfe, Maftitk, and all other forts of Gums, . # 

The Band hath divers Havens and Roads, hut its Cities are not verypopu- Tte Htm. 
lous. Borneo is better theri.the reft, -and the Haven upon the mouth of,a fair Ri¬ 
ver, is large and very commodious. The Spaniards were once Maf!e£3,oftbe Ha¬ 
ven but they quitted it, becaufe the Aire was fo unhealchful they could not fub- 
fill. Their houfes are of Timber, but fo fleightly built, that they ordinarily pull 
them down to change theit habitations, or pa lie over to the other lids of the river. 

They are an ingenious and dexterous people, bur addifted to thefr, an d great 
affeftouis of Pyracy, fo as fomtiows they will harrafs the Sea as far as the coafts 
of Bern, which is four hundred Leagues from that 1 Hand. .They ufe all forts of 
Armes, asfwords, and .gifts, which are bucklers made of boy led leather, lan¬ 
ces dirts, and a fort of pikes they call Selihes, the wood whereof is extreamiy 
hard,but wicball fo fmall and brittle, that if it break in a wound, it leaves fplen- 
ters,thit render the part incurable. The King is a (^Mahometan, as alfo the 
create ft part of the Iflanders on the Sea coaft; but they that live in the heart of 
the Iftand arePjgans.Their hieu is rather black then tawny; they are of compaft 
well proportioned bodies, land go habited near like the reft of the Indians, With a 
linnen about their loins, and on their heads a littleiturbaot. , . Hollanders 

On the firft of Oftober s in the year i6o 9 . the Hollanders treated with the King th ; 

o( Sambas, for eftablifhing a commerce of Diamonds, which are to be found in ^ c f s^. 
the Mountains far within the Country; and fince have made one for Pepper ,w up bas. 
the King of Borneo, wirh exdulion of all -other forraigners; but the Barms are no 
more faithful in the observance thereof then the other Indians. 

Betwixt the Ifle of Borneo and Malteses, under the Equinoftial line, lies the ed^fjs lfies l 
ll\e of Celebes • and if credit may be given to Mercator, this is one of the three 
I (lands Ptolomie calls Sissdas. . The chief City here is called Macajfar , and lies m 
the mod Southerly part of the Iftmd, five degrees, fevenceen minuces,beyond the 
Jine. 2t abounds in all forts of Provilions, particularly rice, whereyvith in me 
monerhsof March, %Apnl and %M*j, the Territory is fo incifrfy covered, chat 
J tis not ro be imagined there is an inch untilld : and in effefty pdidesvv zt 
they convert to pafture for rheir cattle, and what they affign for their Cocoes, there 
is not the leaft parcel lyes tinfowed. In the face they are like the people of Pe¬ 
gu and Siam, and ’twas but in the beginning of the prefent age, ^they deferred 
pagamfme, and imbraced the Mahometan Religion.’Tis faid chat in the time o 
Paganifme ihey were i/inthropophagt, and that the Kmgsof thz.Mo/Mc^aes lent 
their makfaftors to them to be devoured. But it may be averr d for truth,tnat 
at this day the Indies have not a people fo craft able as they: yet. they are 1LOur "^ 
gious anil irreconcilable where they once declare enmity. Their chtet a:.- ^ 
is bow and arrow, whereof they impoyfon the head ro render the wound mor¬ 
tal!. The men are of a comely make, carrying in their prepuce a ball or two 
Ivory, or a fiib-bbne, maiTie and not hollow,like the Siamtfe* and Pegnans . 
this cuftoth by degrees wears our, as that amongft the women, to cut me _ A 
off; for as prefent they let it grow, mdcoyfe themfelves as the Malay at ^ ■ 

Women when they walk the ftrects, and (lives have their breads open, . . 

breeches that reach from the nayil to the knee; but when they bacbei^ * 
fternsor wells in the ftrecc, they are ftark n^ed. The hpiifes °‘ • P 
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_i f, i 9 kuilr fP° n P’fe s > aE| d rais'd nine or ten foot above rhe ground, by re2ion of rh- 
rams which fall with the Weft and North-Weft vvindes,from November till March 
during much feafon the Road is exceeding dangerous, and almoli ufelefs. became 
asunpoflible Veflels ftvouldgain the Shore to lade their Rice. 

Upon the fame Ifland there is a King of Telia, and another of Batter goa who 
are the moft powerful next to chat of Macajfer. The Dutch Relations tell won¬ 
ders of the prudence of the former, and atcefl they met there with Barks and Fri¬ 
gors fo artificially built, that their moll experienced Carpenters acknowledged 
that they could not poffibly nave improv’d their Art to that perfection; Hebad 
fettled Granaries thoughouc his Dominions, to iloreupRice, which was not to be 
ftirred till a new recruit had furirlhr him with fufficient to replenifh it; and did 
all he could to engrofs the Commerce to himfelf 5 for which purpofe he had his Fa- 
flours at Banda, to vend his Cotton clothes, and lade, in exchange, Mace and 
other fpices. * 

Gilolo. The Ifle of Gilolo, called by the Tort agues, Bato China de Moro, by the GMc 

lucejues, tAlemaera, is much larger then Celebes : It yields good Hore of Rice 
oiSagu, whereof we fiiall have occafion to fpeak prefently, in rhe defcription of 
the Molxcqucs, wild Henns, and Tortoifes of extraordinary fize. The Natives 
are well proportioned, but favage, and not long fince Anthropophagi, as the Cc- 
lebtxKs were. * 

Amboyoa. Amboym is an Ifland fonear adjoyning to the tAMolucejnes, that fome have 

reckon d it in the number of them, as well for the fcicuation, as for the produfti- 
on of Cloves, which are faid to be kindly no where but in the LMolucejr.es. ’Tig 
feituate four degrees beyond the line, two leagues from rhe Ifle of Car am, audits 
in circuit about twenty four. On rhe well fide of rite Capital Town there is a Bay of 
fix leagues,compoflng a good Road, where fliips are well fhelteredffom all winds 
By reafon of this Bay rhe Sea wants not much of cutting thorow the Ifland; for on 
the orber fide the Sea advances fo far within the land, that it leaves but a final! 
lithmus of about fix fcore fathomc over. The Ifland being thus, as ’twere divi¬ 
ded into two parts, the leffer, wherein is the Caftle of Ambojna, contains twenty 
final! Towns, or rather fo many Villages, which can fend forth about two rhoufand 
men, able to bear arms. The greater part hath four Towns, which have each feven 
Tbi Jnhabi- Vll,a 8« fubfticute, and can arm about fifteen hundred men. The Natives were 

tints. " heretofore bruitifh, and like their neighbours. Anthropophagi, 01 Canibals 

infomuch that they would devour their Parents, when age made them decrepit, or 
when they were vifited with any defperate difeafe. The Land it felf lay wild, and 
overgrown with forefts; but at prefent ’tis exceeeding fertile,and,befides Cloves, 
bears all other lorts of fruits,as Lemons, 1 Oranges, Cocoes,Bananas,Sisgst-‘C3ttes } 0'c t 
particularly, are fo plentiful, that one may buy four lcore for a Button. 
The Inhabitants are a fort of Ample people, habited like the Bmdajans, living 
- meanly enough on what they get by the Clove-husbandry. They ule no other 

Arms chan the Dart, f'which they cad fodexreroufly, that they will not mifs the 
breadth of 3 Crown piece threefcore paces difiantj the Cimeter, and Buckler. 
They make a fort of cakes of Rice, Almonds, and Sugar, which they fell to their 
neighbours of the adjacent Iflands, where they take them again ft Fluxes. They 
make Tikewife Rtce-bread, in the form of Sugar-loves. Their Galleys, which 
they call Caraceras, are well built} and they know how to mannage them with fuch 
addrefs, that ours come nor near them for fwiftnefs. 

Tit HJcovetp. The Ifland was firft difeovered by the Portugeses , in the year 1515. under the 
condt ft of Antomo Abreo, who there erefted a Column?, as well to record the 
,p r ffcflion he took of it for cbt. King of Portugal, as to fervefora Trophy of his 
Adventures, in advancing farther into the Indies than any of his Predeceffors 
had done. Thefe ?or\ngHts s oblerving the Hollanders obfiru&ed the advanerg.’- 
OBS Commerce they earned on here, in rhe year ifioi. fee forth a Fleet of thirty 
Shipps, witb-a refolution not only to deftroy the Hollanders Traffic*, but withal. 
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fotocfeallui the Inhabitants of Ambi]n*\ who bore more affeftion to the Hoi- 163 9. 
Zanders chan to them, that they fhould change their opinion. D. ^Andres F U r- ' 
tado de Mendoseay Admiral of this Fleet, having intelligence of five Holland Vef- 
fels that were in the Port of Band.*, refolv’d to fight their, hut v. as worded, and 
forced to retreat into the Port of Ifou , the chief City of yimboyna. 

The Hollanders , though viftoriousj were not in condition to purfue their good 
fortune, and much lefs to hinder the Portuguese from difeharging their revenge up¬ 
on the Inhabitants, who vVerc mod rigoroufly ufed by.thefe enraged people; nay; 
fuchivas their fpighr, that they pull’d up their Clove Trees, meerly that the Hol¬ 
landers might not make their profit of them. Hereupon Stephen Verkagen the 
Holland Admiral, arriving Febr. 21. 1603; in the Road of Ambojna. , landed a The Hollanders 
party of Souldiers, with defign to liorme the Cattle. The Portuguese Governour, f ^ e Amboyna 
perceiving his intention, lent forth two of the Garrifon Officers to demand of 
him how he durrt approach a place committed to his charge by the High and Migh¬ 
ty King of Spain ; to whom the Holland Admiral made anfwer; He was come ini 
the Name of the States of the United Provinces, and the Prince of Orangey with 
order to cake in the Caftte, and expel 1 the Enemy ; fo as he was to eome to pre- 
fenc Articles, or Curtain the affault he fhould make as foon as his Artillery came on 
ihore. This bravado To daunted the Porruguez,, that he rendred the place without 
fo much as a Cannon fhot, There march’d out fix hundred Portuguese with their 
Arms. Such as were married, taking the Oath of Fidelity, were permitted to rtay 
In Town. 

The Inhabitants of all thofe Iflands, JavAy Amboy n* } and the Molucepuese, were Religtord 
all Pagans, til] their Commerce with the SPerfia/u and ^Arabians brought in 
Mahometifm, which,notwitlirtanding,hath not-fo extirpated their former Religion, 
but fuch as embrace circumcifion continue their Pagan Superflicions: Some make 
open profeffion thereof, and adore the Devil, there being neither Town nor Vil¬ 
lage that hath not one peculiar thereto. Not that they underfland in any fort whac 
the Devil is, or that they have any knowledg of what the Scripture fays of him; 
but they affirm. That whac they adore conies out of the Ayr, whence fome of 
them call one of their principal Demons Lanlthe , that is, Ayr, who noiwithrtand- 
ing, depends on another greater chan he, called LanthiU , nay, is not fo confide- 
rabl: as their Paul ay y who in power is next to LanthiU. The general name for 
them is Nito, which rtgnifies e vi! Spirits, or 7 #*», that is, Lord 01 Mailer. 

They fay their Nito appears often to them in the fltape of an ordinary perfon, confutt with 
which the Spir'.L takes on him for this purpofe, and by which he pronounces his tbcPaiP 
Oracles, that his intentions may be known. To have conference with him, they 
a {Tenable, to the number of twenty or thirty, and call upon him with the beat of 
a little Drum, confecrated expiefly to this ufe, called by them a Pyfty lighting 
meanwhile divers wax Candies, and pronouncing certain words of conjuration, 
which they think very effectual, before they propound their Affairs, either pri¬ 
vate, or publick, to him, they prefeht him both meat and drink, and after he chat 
perfonates the Demon hath done eating, the Congregation make an end of the 
remainder. 

They take in hand no bufinefs, be it never fomean, flay, not fo much as piercing ^upcr(lhi»9*. 
of a Tree to draw Perry , till (hey have done their devotions to the Devil > and 
eng rav’d certain cha rafters upon ir, which in their opinion wifi preserve the Tree 
and bleis their labour. In their hotifes they have one place where they light a wax 
Candle, and where they wait on the Devil with meat and drink, who not comings 
as it often happnes, they eat that themfelves which they had confecrated to himj 
but leaving feme pare of k, that, if he fhould come, he might fibd fomching to 
rtay his rtomack. There is not a Matter of a Family chat is not provided of a Ve¬ 
rt me extraordinary, and a Ring, which he carefully preferves, and which is con- 
flantiy k,*nt in the houl'e, for a perpetual reftimony of his alliance made with the 
Devil. They are prepoffelfed with this opinion, that there comes a« ill bat from

when they fail upon them, * 

Circumcifion, They have their circumcilion, but much different from that of the /ernes and 
Mahometans j for they circumcife not children till twelve cr thirteen years of 
age, and in liead of cutting off the prepuce, as the Jews do, they only flit it with 
a little Cane made exprefly for th ; spurpofe. 

A imiagh At their marriages, they ufe no Ceremonies j for the parties being agreed, the 

Bridegroom father carries a prefent of fome toyes ro the Bride,and the Brio’s father 
makes a Feaft, at which they have their mufick of labours and Logo logo > or dan-, 
ces in the honour of iSf/ro, andfo confummate the marriage, which they break 
with the fame facility they contracted it. For the wives leave their Husbahds up¬ 
on the leaft dticoncent happens between them, and provided, they are able to 
reftore the prefenc given them by their father in Law, pouring water on their huf- 
bandsfeec, to fliew that they cleanfe chemfelves from all the impurity they may 
have contracted together, they take their leave, and the next day may jbyn a- 
gain in marriage, if they are fo agreed. 

Their Oaths for Deciilon of differences, or other matters of importance, they 
• make in the manner following. They put water into a dilli, into which they 
call in gold, Eayh, and a bullet of lead, then dip in it the end of a Musket bar¬ 
rel, the point of a Halbert, ,Svv.ord } Knife, or fome other weapon ; and they 
give of the water to him who is to fijirear; the defign of all thefe Ceremonies be¬ 
ing to raife in hini a fear, that all that is call or dipt into the water will confpire 
his mine, if he make a falfe Oath. 

Sorcerers* There are amonglhhem certain people they allZn>a»gi, whom they take for 

,' Sorcerers; though for the moft part they bu/ie chemfelves in doing milchief ra¬ 
ther by poyfop, then enchanrmenrs ; but if they can prove the ieaft again ft them,fo 
as there be but grounds for prefumpcion only, chey are undone; and commonly 
the whole Family fuffers with them. The honour chey have of thefe people, is 
one caufe they watch dead bodies, with fword and buckler, for fear the Zwangi 
fliould come and eat them. 

Tbtit&tlitfa. The Amboy mans are naturally timerous, grofs and flupid, unfaithful andfo 
diffident, that they will not cruft a man fix pence without a good pawn. They 
bury their goods and money for fear of Rapine, for being tiremfelves naturally 
inclined to theft, they think others would doe to them, as they would doe to 
others. 

Indocihle.’ They are not to be taught any thing, nor have they any trades, infomueh that 
the Scuffs made by them are like Sacks open at both ends, wherewith the women 
clothe themfelves. They can neither write nor read,nor have Characters amongft 
them, fo as they have no intelligence of former ages, nor any light of Religion, 
Tfteir byfipefs is fifiaing, ot their Gardens, where chey get fome fruits, to live on, 
but foflenderly, thit’tis a miracle they can fubfili with fo iircje ; neverthe- 
lefs, for the greateft [part, they are of good proportion, an dr comely perfc» 
nage. _ 

From the account we have given you of their marriages, the-fiMl affeftion 
betwixt Man and Wife may eafily be guefled at; as indeed there is iirtle or none 
at all, yet they love their children moli exceflively 1 , but fo •imprudently, 
that there is pot a father takes care to correct them; and to this reifon 
vve may attribute the diforders that often happen, the children outraging Nature in 
the perfons oftbofc that brought them into the world. 
frofiUttife. The little knowledge they have of Religion caufesa moft remarkable humour o£ 
profanation arrtougft them, and fo great a contempt of fa ere d things, that they 
would deride their Atw,were they not reftrain'd byafotcilh fear of fomemifehief, 
he would do them. The <r Ttrtnguez, tranfported thither heretofore fome families 
of free perfons ,call’d Maldecas whom they had taken near Malacca^d who feu 
ving the Pmugatx, had gotten their language,and in fome meafure their religion; 
" hue 
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*bm [fife Fatr.Uies'are ioft by degrees, and the little infiruftion had been given 163? 
them wearing out with time by converting with Pagans ; one may fay, chat ex- 
ceptfeme profelytes made by the Hollanders, who for the greatefi pare, are 
Chtnefss-i there is ndc a CbrifiUn in the ifhnd. 

The Hollanders have three forts in the Ifl; of eAmboyna, the Port Combed a? the Hollanders 
otherwife called fi&oria, (the bafiions whereof are built of hone ) tbofe of pojfefs /* 
H'txtn and Lowv. The firft hath in it fixty pieces of Cannon, and a Garrifon of 
fix hundred men ; fo as that without quefiion, this* next Battavta^ the befl efia- 
blifhmenc they have in the Indies. 

'Banda lies twenty four Leagues from Ambojna, and is about three Leagues in Bandaf 
length,and one in breadth,reaching from North to South in form of a hors-fhoe.Jc 
contains fome fmall towns, whereof the chief is 'Hera, but Orfattan and Lab- 
bettacca are inconfiderable. The Inhabitants are all ^Mahometans , and fo zea¬ 
lous in their Religion, and fo devour, ihsjr will not meddle in any bufinefs till they 
have laid their prayers* They enter not into their Msfymtes till they have wafh'd 
their feet j and beirg there, they pray with Vehemency, that they may be heard 
two hundred paces thence, Thofe prayers ended, they rub their faces vvich borh 
hands, lay a Matt on the ground and Hand upon it, life their eyes twice or thrice 
to Heaven, fall on their knees, and bow their head two or three times to the 
ground, pronouncing certain prayers with a low voyce, .only moving the lipps. 

In their Mefyniter they have many meetings, where they eat together of what is 
brought thither by every one. They have likewife fome fuch Atfemblies upon a 
mountain, which is in a wood in the middle of the I Hand, where the inhabitants 
of Puldrim, PttlowAj, and Lantor, their allies, meet them to conlider of 
publick matters. After rhey have treated of publicke affaires, they fie 
down on the ground, and they ferve to every one upon a Banana leaf, 
which l’erves them infiead of a Trencher, a Morfel of Saga which is their 
bread, and a little rice fteep ? d in hroth, which they cat by hand-mi ls. During the 
feafi, the Gentlemen to entertain the giiefts, have a kind of skinr.ifh. They 
are almofl in continual war with their neighbours, and keep confiant guards up¬ 
on the Coafi, as wet! to furprize others, as to prevent their being futprized Arms, 
themfelves. Their arms are the Cimetar, with them called a Pbahang, and a 
buckler of wood above four foot Iong.They handle their weapons with much ad- 
drefs, being rain'd to it from their infancy. They have likewife fire Arms, but in 
tvaf, they chiefly ufea fort of lance, of eight or ten foot long, made of an exceed* 
mg hardwood, which they calf with fuch force, that they will .run a man quite 
through with it.Having calf their lances,for commonly they carry two, they fall to 
their i'word,which hangs at their left fide under their buckler, or to another fort of 
weapon, 1 which they dare and pull back with a firing,whereto they tie a fiiorc trun¬ 
cheon, having at the end a crooked iron, that is exceeding fharp and dangerous. 

Some ufe corteiecs j *buc thefe are perfons of quality ; others contenting them- , 

felves with casks of ftcel and made like Cocks combs. Their Gallies are very light, 

having on both Tides, in a manner even with the water, two foffolds like wings, 

where tba Hives are fet to row. They are three to every fear, and every one hath 

anoare, which is properly but a deep wooden fhove], which they thrufi as for as 

can into the Se3, and when they draw it back, they bring it about their heads to 

cart out the water: which they do fofafi, and with fuch Height, that afbipmuU 

be a good fay lor, that ftiall with a good wind talte one of thefe Gillies* 

In the Ifle oiBanda'ns norariry to meet with people of fixfcore years of age, r ^n vt ^ 
and above. They believe that who fay Is to pray for the dead Iball have no re- 
fur reft ion, whereas other wife, with the Mahometans, they believe the reiurre- 
tftion of the dead. Women that are prefeat at the death of a friend,cry out wren 
ail violence, as if by this means they would fetch the foul back again, but teeing 
it comes nor, they incerre the Corps which is born iby ten or twelve per on s 
on their fhoulders, in 3 bisre or Coffin covered with white Linnen> c e tns 
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i 6 3 9 ingb.forc, the women behind. The Corps being laid in the ground, they return

over the grave for four and tvwnty houres, and at n : gbt fee a burning Lamp cv> r 
it, in a hut made for chat purpo'fefv , 

The men saind nothing but their recreation,and walking up and down, and leave 
all the work to be done by their wives,whole chic fell faufinefs is to break the Nut¬ 
meg fbell, and dry the nut and mace, wherein con fills rheir greacelUrevenue. 
This excellent fruit for ought I could ever learn, giowes only in the Ille of Banda, 
which the Inhabitants call Bandar or rather in the fix I lies 'as compo/ed of, that 
is, Gnnavi, 'Hera, and Lamer, (betwixt which lies the toad for the Veil els that ars 
bound thither) Ptdoway, 'Pulorim ,and Bajpngin. 

It is a thing to be admired, that chefe fix little Jfiands fhould fumith the who ! e 
world with Nutmegs, if it were nor certain, that except a few Iluriaons, Nancar % 
Bananas, Oranges and £<?«« that grow there, they produce not any t ing cite ; 
and the Iflands at-fo covered with Nutmeg-rreer, that excluding onely the fiery 
mountain in the Ille of Gmapi , there is not a loot of Land but is employed, 
and the trees at all rimes loaden with fruit and flowers green or tip?. They chit fly 
gather them thrice a year; thar. is, in April, Angnfi, and December, but that 
which ripens in April is the belt. The tree is not unlike a Peach-’, ree, onely tba 
Nutmegs. leaves are more fhort and round-The fruit is covered with a husk, as thick as that cf 

our wall-nuts,which being opened there appears a very chin leaf up on a hard (hell * 
yet does it not fo cover i:, butth.it the fbell is co befeen in feveral places, and 
this is that they call the Nutmeg flower or mace, and the fliell mull be broken to 
come at the fruit. The flower is of a lively carnation, while rhe nut is green; but 
afterwards it changes, and draws towards an Orange colour, efpeciaily when if 
parts from the fhef. The Inhabitants prefer ve it in rhe fbell, with fair or fitgar, 
and make a very excellent preferve. The Natives call the Nutmeg Falla, sad 
Mace Bmapalla. This Spice comforts the brain, helps the memory, expels wind, 
cleanfes the reins, and flayesloofnefs.Mace hath almoll the fame vertues, but ’rij 
much more proper for fauces. Oyleof Nutmegs fltengchens the finetvs,procures 
fleep, ftayes defluxions, and cures the pains in the ilomach , and of powder of 
Nutmeg or M ice mixe with the Oyle of Roles, they make an unguent feversign 
againll fuch griefs as proceed from indigeflion. 

* The Hollanders have built here rwo Forts, which they call Belgjc a, 

where the Road is fo good, that Veflels come up wichin musket (hot ; and 
ride fafely at nine or ten fathom water. The Hland is inbabieated with about 
ten or eleven choufand perfons; yet would it be hard ro draw out five hundred 
men fit to bear arms. Here they drive a good round trade in garments brought 
fcomCoremandel, Rice,Purcelane, Velvet,Damask,Taffaty,Scarlet, provifioni 
and ammunition for theForrs. The Inhabitants areobftinare and mucinous,fo 
as the Hollanders carnoc allure the pofftiflon of this J 1 U, but by force alone, 
tsoiigiout . In tlieir relations of the I lie of Nera, they report there are Serpents fo great, 
serpents. that one day,che Aathour of the twentieth relation obfervihg his Poultry dayly (a 
decteafe, and being cold by the Natives there were Serpents that devoured (hem, 
he had then watch’d fo carefully, that they took one, which about midnight m» 
crept into rhe Hen-roofl,and had made a ftrange havock. The femnrs who kill'd 
it, found in the belly five Hens, one Duck, and a fucking P‘g, which they mid# 
no difficulty to car of, no more then they did of the Serpent it lelf. 

Moluojucs, Though feme comprehend in the number of the <Jltolncq*es t many of the 
lflands that fill up this Oriental Archipelago, yet properly thee are called by the 
name of rhe Moluccas,but the five {oilo\viagitl.inds,Ternate,Tidar,Meticl)Machf m 
am sndBachiatHy'o'j the ancient Pagans called Cupe^Douco.Montil^Mara ,andifr^«r. 
This laft is by feveral arms of the Sea divided into divrs Illes, which potvwbfondJ Dg, 
are not known but by the common name of Bachaiam, fcecavife they are fttb/ew 
co one Prince. They are all feituate tinder the fame Meridian, as Ware whbia

view oion; another, and take not up above the fp4ce of twenty five League,., fo i (5 3 fl> 
as riie utmoft North hath but one degree of Latitude towards the Northland the : 

.fmheft South, but one degree toward the South, ♦Thej'oyj is fo dry and fpungy, 
that it not only drinks immediately the water fflat falls from heaven, but dries up 
the Torrents at their very riling out of the Mountains, and buffers t hem not to 
pay theit tribute to the Ocean ;and yet the Sun not being able either to penetrate 
the Fotrefts, or con fume the exhalations ariling out of the earth, there remains 
fufficient moiilure to furnifh both trees and hearbs with conftant verdure. 

Thefe I Hands, where no fruit is wanting, and which yield, in great abundance, 

Bananas, Cocoes , Lemons, Oranges, Sandal, and Calami and all forts of Spices, 

produce neither Corn, nor Rice; But Nature makes fufficient recompence for Saguaf irUf j 

this defeft, in a fort of nourlfhmenc, which might be accounted miraculous, were krUi ' 1 - 

it not common in Jlmboyna, and other places. They have it from a tree the Toy 

tHgttez. ca 1 ' 1 Segueiro, and the CMolftcquez,, Laudan^ which grows to twenty foot 

high, and hath leaves like Cocoes, onely a little lefs. The treeisamans fathom 

about, neverthelefs with a knife it may he cut down, becaufe’tis onely bark and 

pich:The bark is about an inch thick, and the reft all pith, which fervesfor bread.lt 

is fomewhat like worm-eaten wood, fave that it is white, and may be eaten as it 

comes from the tree,taking away the firings of the wood which are mixed with it; 

but to make bread,they order it as follows. Having felled the Tree ,they cut it ey- thcym{t 

linder-wife, and beat the pith to powder, which looks like meat; then they, put it brci 

in a fence they make of the bark of the fame tree, over a tub made of the leaves, 

and according as the fearce fills they poure in water, which dividing the meal from 

the firings of wood that are mixt therewith falls into the tub, as white and thick 

as milk, and, leaving a certain fetling or confillency at the boctome, falls out at 

a little fpouc at the top of the tub; this fetled confiftency is that which they call 

Saga, and fetves them inftead of meal, and in effedl is inch, when it is dry. It 

is baked in certain moulds of earth, which c hey make red hoc in the fire, fo as put- 

ing in this fubftance, it becomes palle, and bakes in a moment, fO fpeedily, that 

one man, in a morning, may bake bread to fbffice a hundred men a whole day.; 

From the fame rree they extra ft Thuack., which they drink, and is as pleafant as frmtbt 
wine. Whife the leaves are young they are covered with a cotton,, uhereof they i mc Trce ‘ 
makeftvffs; and being at fuft growth, they cover houfes with, them j and the 
bigger veins are ftrong enough to make rafters for their houfes; and of the letter 
they make good cordage. 

They have (lore of cattle ; but they rather affrfl fifb, though Llnfchotteni ays 
they have neither. Mines of filver or gold they have not, and hitherto there are 
none difeovered of any Other metals; but thelfleof Lambaco furniflies them 
with Iron and Steel, whereof they make their tampions and their Crls, that is, 
their Swords and Daggers. 

Their men are rather black than tawny, but the women not fo much. Their hair The inhabi¬ 
ts black and fmootb, eicher'natufally, or for that they continually rub it with fweet ««i. 

Oy’sj theiteysgreat, their eye-brows large, their be dies ftrong and robudous, 
but fitter for war'than work. They are dextrous and adtive, and live long, though 
they grow gray betimes. In converfacion with ftrangers they are civil and obliging; 
but a little coo familiar and importunate in their demands,felf-ended in commerce, 
diffident, deceitful, and lyars, needy, and by conference infolent. Men wear 
Turbants, after the Tu;kith fafhion, of feveral co'ours, decktwitb p'umes s The *, 

King only wears a Crown like a Miter, but in all things elie is clad like his ocher 
Subje&Sjin a Jupo, and Drawers of China Sactin, blew, red, crimfon, green, and 
yellow. Some there are wear dole-coats, tied on the fhouldcrs, and cut belo^r, . 
like the ancient Romans military Coars, Women drefs chcmfelves in their hair, 
which they lay ftnootb over their heads,and rye it behind, and deck it witn plumes . 

' and flowers, which well becomes them. ' They have bracelets, rings, necklaces 
of pearl, diamonds, rubies, and emralds; c re. apparelling themfelves almoft 
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i d 3 9. inJjJJfj uhog Cliffs [hey have from Ttr/ia, Chin*, and the Mi of the Enf. in rnx-k 
for their Cloves. 

Psrtl/ Mills- J^Chinefes by pofleffing great jwrc of the Eaft, became likewife Millers of 
me»ni. this Ifle, and after their example, the Ptrfans and tAradons, who broughtia 
the Mahometan fuperftitions, admit the adoration of their gods, from whom di¬ 
vers of their Families pretend to be defcended. They know no written law, 
and their cuftomes are barbarous enough; Polygamy is allowed among!* rhem,ind 
Adultery paffes unpunilhed ; but theft is feverely punifhed, as a mortal and uft- 
A pirticultr pa^^nable crime among them. They have Officers, who at break of day ®o 

piifj. about the town, and withthe beat of a Drum awake the people, and exhort chs 

Mailers of Families to remember their Matrimonial duties, by.reafon ir concern* 
the publick, that the inhabitants fhould multiply. Both men and women expref* 
their arrogancy in their carriage and gate. Every Ifland hath a peculiar language, 
whence we may conjecture they are Originally derived from feveral Nations, 
and that *tis necefliry forces them to ufe the Malayan, for gencrall Communi¬ 
cation. 

Tie Clove Ti;e Javiant were they that firft brought Cloves to thefe places, whence the 

ttiie. Per fans, and ^Arabians, might convey them to the Greeks and Romans. The 

Kings of Egypt fetled this Commerce, together with that of ocher Spices, in the 
Ports of the red Sea; where the Romans having reduc’d that Kingdom to a Pro¬ 
vince, continued it till the diffolution of the Empire. The Genuefts were Ion** 
time matters of it, by transferring it to Tbeodofia, now call’d Caff*, whither it 
length the Venetians lent their Confuls and Favours, caking the benefit of the 
Cafpian Sea. The Turks fpoyPd this Commerce by means of their Caravan*, 
that brought Spices to divers places on rhe Mediterranean Sea, where the Sstropa- 
ant might fetch them with lefle charge and danger; hut theSoidans of Egypt re- 
eftablilhed it at Alexandria and C«yro, by the way of the Nile, and doubrlef* 
Tht Portugma had kept it Hill, had not the PortHguez, found out a way to furround Africa, and 
ftiicit, fetch this precious drug from the uernoft parts of theEatt. Their Conquertsin 
the Indies , and the fl:et they maintain upon the Per fiats and Arabian Coaifs, to¬ 
wards Cafe G star da fun, incirely bereaved the Soldans of their Commerce ; and 
the PsrtugHtz. continued Matters of it, while they kept that Sea.* but aftet the 
Viffsffep bj Hollanders appeared, there they were conftrainedto give place, and to lofeaa 
tbt Hollanders, advantage, which no other durtt have difputed with them. 

In the year 1511. the fortngntz. difeovered the Mohcqnet. Frond fee feratto^ 
who firft fee foot on fhore, found fo mnch fimplicity there, that Boleyfe , King of 
Ternate , and Almanfor, King of Tidor, made it theit earnett requeft to hay* 
the advantage of the Fort the Portugaex. were about to build, to fecureche 
pofl'-ffion of the fellies. Tistrue, thefe two Princes were declared enemies, 
and thought to make ufe of thefe Grangers forces in their particular quarrels s but 
*tis to be believed their jeaoufic was grounded on other principles; for that C*~ 
chil Landau, King of Bstchiam, made the like requett to Trifian de Menefes , who 
went to relieve Serrano. 

AiiffeMtt T was now Tome time fincePope Alexander the fixth had divided the rwO 

between the Indies betwixt the King of fa(lHe and Portugal ; infomuch that, of the three 

Caftilians mi hundred fixey degrees, which compofe the Glob:; the Spaniards were to pofftfs 
tbe P. ttuguti what they conquered within one hundred and eighty degrees, counting from the 
f» tbe Molue- thirty fixth degree of Lisbone, weftward ; and the Portttgaez. the other hundred 
and eighty degrees Eattward; by vertue of which divifion tbe Emperout Charles 
5. pretended the Mohc^nts belonged to the Crown of Caftile, by reafon Fer¬ 
dinand Magtllantts, who had done very advantageous fervice in the Indies, under 
Alphonfo Albst ej*er<]ttt, and had with little fatisfaCfion deferred the Portngae&, 
Gnundd cm toferve under i’hatlts ,computed by Ptolemies authority ( upon a f ife fuppofal, 
fitfe [upptfti- that between lrJsts and Ganges there were thirty degrees, whereas there are fcarce 
ten) that the Mdncptts beingdiftaat fix hundred leagues# which make about 
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thiry fix degrees from Malacca* weftward, they belonged co the Crown of Ca~ 
Jlile. He was cornmUfioned by the Emperour to go cake poffcflion of them, 
md upon th : s defign parted from Saint Lucira, the 2t. of Sc ft ember, i yip. and, 
having wrought to 5 3, degrees, and pafled the llre : ght, tailed to this day by his 
name, th zfirtight of Magellan, he came almolt to the height of the Molucejues ; 
but by contrary winds, and the Sea currants, he was forced down to the UVla- 
nalles , where he was gain, with thirty five of his company; GoHz,alo, Gomez, 
d’efpimfa, an ASebaftian del Cano, made afterwards fome eftablHhments for the 
Bmperour, raking an Oarh of fidelity of SutrauCorala King of lernatt, Prede- 
ctffoutoi Sttltan Bongue, ofS ultan sAImauzor, King of Tidor, and Sultan Itt- 
i' 4 , King of Gilolo, But the poffdTion ofthefe Ifie r ; wasoffuch importance to 
the Hmugucz,, for continuation of their Spice trade, that they did what waspof- 
fible to keep them, wherein they found the lefs trouble, becaufe the Emperour 
had his hmds full in Europe, and was but imperfeftIy informed of the affairs id 
A ft a, as well by reafpn the Pmttguez. Kindred the Caftilian fhips pacing by the 
Cape of good hofe, as that thepaflage by the Weft was fo dangerous, chat hitherto 
it is not ufed.Notivkhffmding all A&s of Hoftilicy palling between thefe two Na¬ 
tions in the Indies , 'ewas thought convenient that Commiffioners for both Kings 
fhould meet at Segovia , in the year 1525; but not agreeing, the meeting was re¬ 
moved the year following to Sevll, where likewifethey came to no refulc .* fo as 
the bulinefs continued in this State, till the treaty ac Saragojfa , in the year iyap. 
at which th: B nperour.engag’d thefe I Hands co the King of ‘Portugal, for three 
hundred, and fifty thoufand Ducares, Ever fince. the ‘Portuguese, Tuve in joyed 
them, till by the union of the Kingdom of CVyfc'/e, and Portuga/l, they were con¬ 
founded \n Philip the Second. After this the Hollanders put in there, and the 
revolution that happened in Po\*xgall, in the year 1640. hath fo changed r he 
face of Affairs, that the Spaniards mud firft conquer chat Kingdoms, before they 
think of the appendages belonging thereto. 

Ternatelsiht firft and largeit 1 fit of the Molucftts, feituue twenty eight 
leagues from the Jfle of Banda, and forty degrees on this fide the line. It is about 
eight Leagues in;compat's, and no bad Country, yet yields but little pro vifions, 
belidcs Poultry and Goats. It produces likewiie Almonds excellent good, and 
bigger then ordinary, though there be three or four in every ftiell, which 
is 10 hard, \is not eafily to be broken with a himrn^r; bue they make fo 
flroog a fire, that S.nichs and Foremen ufeic inftead of Coal. The Inhabitants 
likewife plant. Tobacco, but \is farre fliort of that comes from the Bak 
Indies, 
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The chief Town called Gamma lammaftmds on the Seafide,and is but one ftreet, Gajnma 
about two 2500. paces long. Their houfes are hutlt of Canes or Timber, as 
are alfo the Mofyttites and Palace Royal. The Road is of ufe, for chat the bot¬ 
tom being nothing but Hone and rock, an Anchor cannot fix. The Holland Vc^ 
fels ride before a Village called Telingamma, between the Elands of Ternate and 
Tidor, within half a League of Malay. 

The tnoftineftimable thing in thefe Iflands is the Clove: I know not if it be cLover 
the fame Pliny calls Garyo^hylla, though the Per fans cal] it” CaUfar, and thefe 
rwo words feem co,have the fame Etymology. Toe Spaniards fomtimes called it 
Girofe ,but at prefenc they call it C/atnt; b y reafon of its iikenefe to an ordinary 
mile. The Molttcques call the tree that bears them Siger, the leaf Farayua, and 
the fruit Chamque. The tree is much like the Laurel, only the leaves fomething 
lefs and narrower, /ike the Almond tree, andlhoocs forth its branches ac the top 
as Myrtle does. When ’tis in flower, it perfumes the Aire round about it; and 
the fruit is at firft white, in time grows green, and fo brown, but not black till it 

be gathered. 

Some beat them down with poles, but commonly they fallen a rope co the 
branch a little above, the . baa/, and drawing it to them force away the fruit and 
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leaves with much violence, and fo it) is, the inhabitants fell it, and To the CtitKf 
fes 2nd Indians cr'aofporc it. 

The tree grow The trees grow of themfelves, as theChefnut trees do, without plancin^ or 
without plant- any cultivation. In the eighth year they bear, and lift a hundred years, bmi»- 
mg forth every two years s for befides rhe injury done the branches, in s^ctcing 
off rhe fruit, as we laid before, the inhabitants break 01T the young buds "which 
ftioot foorth the fir ft year, that they may be «fure of a better crop the next, l t is 
at its full ripenefs from Auguft till Jatutarp; and when it is gathered, it is laid in 
the Sun, and in two orthteedayes it is futficicndy dried- 
AvUemtt affirms, that the gum of this tree is like Turpentine ; but he is mi/ia- 
ken, it being certain that it does not produce any at alt. For it is fo hot that ic 
does not only drink up all the water Heaven is ’pleafed to fend it, but it a If© at¬ 
tracts all chemoyftitre of the Earth lying about it $ nay its fruit is fobor, that if a 
pitcher of water be fee in a Chamber, within ten foot of a bag of Cloves, they wi i 
foTuck up the water,that within two or three dayes there (hall not be a drop left 
which that they have done lhall not be perceivable any way, but by the weight! 
The Inhabitants know this well enough, and make their advantages thereof. The 
Chincfts have the fame-experiment in their raw filks, which do attraft moyffure io 
the fame manner. . - / 

It is commonly affirmed, that the Cloves grow only in the ejbieltecetti : but 
this is faid,either in regard tome comprehend under chat name many ocher ifhnds 
near them, or that the five we have named yield more then all the red. i;is 
generally granted, that they yield every year neat fix choufand barrels of Cloves, 
allowing five hundred weight and a half to every barrel! ,■ and it is certain withalf, 
that the Iflands of Ira, MeytarrtM, CavAy, Sab/tgo, Aiarigoran, Gnmoeostora, 
andAmbe/M, yieldalfo very coniiderabiequantities, efpecially that otVeramU: 
though they are not fo fairas thole of the neighbouring Iflands. 

In the middell: of the Ifland of Tcrnate, there is one of the higheft mountains 
in thofe parts, covered all over with Palms and other trees, having at the ton a hole 
fo deep, that ic feems to reach the center of the Earth, borne have had the curil 
oficy to make trial of the depth of it, and have found that a rope of five hundred 
fathome touched not the bottom, but reach’d a fair Spring, the water whereof was 
very dear; yet hath there not yet been any chat durft Venture to cafieof it. Cue 
of this mountain there iffues z Sulphureous fmeil, and by certain intervals a thick 
i'moke, and fomtimes, efpecially ac the two Equinoxes, ic calls up flames, and red 
fitones, with fuch violence, that fome are carried not onely as far as the City, but 
even into thelflmds of Uffiae, and Cafteres , twenty Leagues diftant from Ter- 
mte. The fmoke infefts all the circumambient Aire, and the,excrements which 
the mountain calls forth, do fo corrupt the Springs and waters of thofe parts', that 
no ufe can be made thereof. The mountain is green two third parts of i :s height, 
but from thence upward it is inlupportably cold, and there is on the cop of it a 
Spring of fair water, but fo cold, that a man can drink but very little of it without 
taking breath. From the top of it may be feen the Sea, and all the tJWo!nccaf ; 
upon it, a man hath a clear and ferene Aire, which is never troubled with mifls 
or cluods; and there is a Lake of fweet water, fet about with trees,in which there 
is a great number of blew and yellow Lizards, bigger then a mans arm, which fink 
under the water,sffoon as any body comes near them. 

R f f There is no difference of feafons in chefejl(lands, nor any certain time for ram * 
intk Moluccas though it rains ofener with the North-weft wind, then ic does with the South! 

There are Serpents there thirty foot long, and of a proportionable bignefs; hue 
they are neither dangerous nor vene mo us, no more then arerhofe of B,mdn.Soiae 
affirm, that chefe creatures, not finding any thing to feed upon, eatgtafs, and 
going to the Sea-fide vomit, up what ch„-y had eaten,*and by that means draw to-, 
gfcther agreat many fifli>whrch being intoxicated with the chew’d gnfs, fiote 
upon the water,and fo become the prey and rood of these Serpents. 

There 
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Ihere is in this lilind a kind of beads they call tbit keeps conlfant .y in 163? 

trees, Jiving 00 nothing but fruit. They telerr.bk our Rabbets, and have a thick, CuCas! 
curling, and fmooth hair, between gray and red, eyes round and fiery, little feer, 
and fuch llrengtb in the tail, that, they will hang by it, the better to reach the 
fruits. The Forrefts are full of wild birds* and, except the Parror, there are few 
domeftick, at leaft of thole known to as. There are Creyiffes chat come afhore, 
and creep unde: certain trees, the very fhadow whereof is fo virulent, that no 
grafs grows near it. I know not whether it be from that tree they contract chat 
venomous quality, which lies in one part of them, which is i'o dangerous, that it 
ki/Is in four and twenty hours thofe that eat ir. Others there are that refemble 
Gralhoppers, and lye in Rocks, where they take them by night with fire-light: 
near the tail, in a bag, they have a lump that is exceeding delicate, for which they 
take them. 

In the Moluccas there is a certain wood, which, laid in the fire, burns, fparkles, . 
and flames, yet confumes not; and yet a man may tub it to powder betwixt his buftibte!*'^ 
' fingers. 

Near the fort of Terxatc gcows a plant, by the Inhabitants call'd Catopa, from , , 

which there falls a fmall leaf, the fialk whereof turns to the head of a worm, or 
butterfly, the firings to the budy and feet, and the wings ate made out of the ' 

£ner part of the leaf, fo as at lafi there is a compleat butterfly. 
w Tidor is an Ifland as fruitful as that of Teraatt, but larger. In a Signet of the 
Kings of this Ifland, in Perfian or Arabick. Chara&ers, it appears, this Ifland was 
called Tndttra, not Tidor ; and they fay the word fignifies Beauty and Fertility. 

Thefe people have the induffry to prune and water the Clove-tree, which by this 
means bears a fruit much fairer and fironger than chat which owes its production 
only to nature. The white Sandal 1 wood, that growes here, is doubriefs the beft 
of all the Indies. Here they have birds, by the Inhabitants called Mann codiatas, B} . f 
by the Spaniards , Paxarosdei* Cielo ; thofe we call Birds of Paradife. Many dift. ‘ 
take them to have no feet ; but they arc deceived j for they that catch them cut 
off their feet fo near the body, that the flefh beginning 10 dry, the skin and fea¬ 
thers joyn togethe - , fo that there fcarcc remains any fear. 

The Dutch in Ter rate poflefsche Town of LMalaya } regulatly fortified, and 
not far off the Fort of Taluco. In Tidor they have the Fort Marieeo. In Motir 
again they have a Fort with bafiions of ftone. In tMacblam they have made 
three Forts. At Taffafo , Tabil/o/a 3 and Gncffquia, and in Bachiam, the Fort Bar- 
reveldt. 

The King of Bacbiam owns neither the King of Termte nor Tidor for Superi- 
our; but ishimfelf Soveraign, and independent as to any Forreign Power. His am. 

Territory is grear, where there grows great fiore of Sagott, foasthe Inhabitants 
fubfifi with little labour, which makes them fo idle and lazy, that the Kingdom, 
which heretofore was one of the mofl confiderable of the Mo/tteefues, is fo funk 
from that grandeur, that at pretent it can hardly raife five hundred righting men. 

Thelfle of Macbiam was brought under die jurifdifiion of the Dutch by Ad- Machiaaf 
miral Paul van Carden , in the year idol. The chiefeft of the three Fores they 
are pofleffed of is that or Gnoffiquia, which is built upon an eminency, with four 
bafiions of fione ; yet is it but a fmall one, and irregular, in regard that,for wane 
of place, they could not make .all the bafiions of the fame bignels, nor extend the 
curtain as far as it fhould have been. The Fort of Taffafo is alfo upon an afeenf, 
and hath four bafiions; but it is bigger than the other, and diftant from the Sea 
about a hundred and fixey paces.Tbefe two Forrs have neither Wells nor Cefierns, 
fave thn near the cop of the afeenr on which Taffafo Hands, there is a Well with¬ 
in a half-moon, which ferves for a fifth baflion to the place. Tabillola hath but 
twobaftions, fofar one from the other, that they cannot command all the Cur¬ 
tain, fothat there is no great account to be made thereof. This Ifland is about 

feven leagues in compafs, and fubje& ro the King of Ternate ; It is very p°P u '

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1 6 3 9. lous, able to raiie 2200. fighting men ; and ic hath Saga and other proyifidns fuf- 
ficienc for the Inhabitants, and yields as much Cloves as any of the other I (lands, 
Befidesthe five I Hands properly called the MoUcqttes, there are others.to the 
number of ieventy two, fubjeft to the King of Ternate , fettnate in the fame 
Archipelago from Mindanao on the North fide, and Bin* and Corea, which are 
on the South, and between the Continent of New Gamy towards the Eaff. The 
chiefeftare Motir, Machiam, Cajoa, XhU, B*rro y Na, Neloa,Meao, Tufure,Poe, 
Saqnite, Totals, Baal, Gmdttpa , Gerontono, Itibato , Tamsne, Man ado, Dot* do, hi- 
btgtts, Jaqaa, Gabs, Tobaqtto, Bnto, SimgmenMc. amongfl which fome lye /'even- 
ty leagues from Ternate. The Kings of all thefe 1 Hands are tributaries to the Kin* 
of Ternate, andtyed to find him fuch a number of Souldiers, which the Author 
of the Hifiory of the Molucyuez,, whom we mentioned before, raifes to fix fcore 
thoufand. 

Philippins. North of the Molttcqm lye the Ifles now call’d the Thilippins, difeoveredby 
Ferdinand d\UgelImtts 9 when he compafs’d the world in the year 1520. and 
had doubtlefs given them his own name, had he lived till this new difeovery : Stba- 
fitan del fane, his Camerade id this flupendious Navigation, not daring to hazard 
an effabliftiment after the death of Magellan^, who was flam in thefe 1 Hands, as 
we faid before, return’d for Sgthu After this there was no mention of thefe 
Iflands, till that in the year 1565. D.Lnis de Falafco, Viceroy of New-Sp<mi,fenc 
the tAdelantado, LMichel de Laguafpe, into this Sea, where he put into haven in 
thefe Ifljnds, which in honour of King Philip the Second, who then reigned in 
Spam, he called by the name of Philippines. His firff Conqueft was the Ifleof 
Mmill*. Zebue % where he remain’d fix years; after that he went ro Lufon, now called Mam 
nille, from its chief City, whereof Vslafco after a Height oppo/icion became Ma¬ 
iler. 

Tbis City lies in a canton of Land, mcompaff;dall about with the Sea,fourreen 
Degrees on this fide the line, in the moft Southerly pare of the Ifle, which is in 
eompafs three hundred and fifty Leagues, Oq the North, it hath China, from 
which it is diftanc fevency Leagues; on the North-Eaft, the Ifle of Iapon, which 
. is two hundred and feventy Leagues diftanc from ic; Eaftward,rbe Ocean, and to¬ 
wards the South the great Archipelago, which is as it were divided into five Seas, 
filled with Co many Winds, Kingdomes, and Provinces, that it may be Gid, they 
are in a manner innumerable. The Chineses, who were heretofore poffdfed 
thereof,have now deferred them,but flill trade thither. 

The Inhabitants in their labour, anfwer the feriitcy of the foyle, which produces 
Corn, Rice,, all forts of fruits, and Druggsj andic breeds Near, Bufflrr, Deer, 
Goats and Swine; fo as they want nothing ,neceffary to Jivelyhood; and the 
Cbinefes take care they {hall want nothing that is fuperfluous, as Si k, Purcdane, 
and Lacqtte. They have alfo Date wine, but they make it of a different manner 
to other places tfor they draw ic from their Corses,by cutting off one of the bough?, 
whence there diftills a liquor which they fuffer to work rill it growes as flrong as 
Spanijh wine. They have the befl Lemmons and Oranges in the world, and the 
moil excellent Figs and pears, all forts of birds of prey, and dome Hick, Falcons, 
Tercels, Parrats, Eagles,^* c. but principally fuch abundance of Crocodiles, that 
they are conftraind to kill them, to extirpate the breed: for you have here men 
Hunting of of fufficient courage to encounter a Crocodile Tingle, though as big as an Oxe. For 

Crocodiles. the combat they gantlet^ their left arm to the elbow, taking in that hand a trun¬ 

cheon of a foot long pik d at both ends, and a dagger in the other, and in this po¬ 
llute they go into the River up to the wafle. The Crocodile no fooner fpies his 
man, but he comes on with open mouth to fwallow him; The Indian prefects 
him his left hand, and tbfufting ic down bis throat hinders his jiwes from {hutting, 
and in the mean time gives him fo many wounds in his throat with his poniard, 
that he kills him. This creature is in form like a Lizard, but covered with fca/es, 
fo hard, that he is invulnerable all over but in the throat and belly. It (ayes 
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abundance of Eggs, which are io hard, that they will not break with throwing i 6 a 9 

againft a flonej and to hatch them they chtuft them into the fand, on a River --* 

jide, that heat and moyfture, the principles of Generation, may hatch them. 

TJiele Ifhndi breed more Tigers, Lions, Bears, and other wild Bealls, then A- 
frick. does, but efpecially the «, AfaHas, which are the creatures from whicli 
they get the Musks, and Civet-Cats. 

All thefelilands afe very populous,md fo rich, that not only the Claim fit coati- r p e cammtrt 
nue their trading thither, with great advantage, but alfo the Spaniards, who hereto- of the Chin*! 
fore brought thither moay from newSfc*i#,by which they gain’d two marki of gold, fe* «ni Span]- 
for eight of filver, having given over that trade, io regard they make far greater ad- «£ s / n i , * e 
vantages by their other Merchandizes, the returns whereof many times come CO a . 

thoufmd for a hundred, by the traffick rheyihtvc there with the Chint fit, who 
b ing all forts of Cottons and Silk Ilufls, Purcelane, Gun-powder, Sulphur, Iron, 

Steel, Quickfilver, Copper, Meal, Nuts of feveral kinds, Bisket^>ates,Linnen- 
doth, Cabinets, Ink-horns, and thisgs made of Lacque : which the Spaniards 
come and fnatch up to be carried into the Yfeft-IndUs, where they have money 
for nothing. 

The Spaniards have in the City of Manilla an Archbiflbop, who hath fpirituif The Anhbifiop 
jurisdi&ionoverall the Philippine ICUads, which he exercifes by three fuffragan Manilla « 

Bifhops, and fome Prlefts. Thefe wholare fo highly refpe&ed by the Inhabitants, 
who have not fhakcd off their Original Simplicity, that they govern the Coitttrry, 
and keep it in fubjeftion to the SfMtetrdt. They are indeed fuch abfolure Ma¬ 
ilers of thefe Mauds, that though in feveral of them there is not fo much as 
oneS fmard, yetis there not one of the inhabitants rdTufes to pay the tax im* 
pofed upon him, which is by the police ten Ryals a head. The fame Archbifhop 
hath alfo the quality of Vice-Roy, and exercifes all thefunftions thereof, joyntly 
with the Kings Councel, which is eftablifhed in the fame City, as well for affairs 
of general concernment, as for the appeals of fuch differences as may arife in the 
ocher Cities. 

The City and Houfes of Manilla ire of ftone, and built after the modern way : tht citj of 
and the City it felf is fo great, that the Spaniard* have been forc’d to divide feme Manilla- 
part of it from the reft,to ferVe them for a Citadell, in cafe of aeceffityj by which 
means they avoid the charge of keeping fo great a number of Soldiers as might be 
requifne for the defence of the place. The Haven, which is called Cavite, lies 
two Leagues from the City, and is defended by two wooden Forts. There live 
within the City of Manilla, and about it, above fifteen thoufmd Chinefes, betides 
thofe who come thither every year, from December to tApril, and trade with above 
five hundred fbips. The Jappontfe* come thither alfo, but not info great a num¬ 
ber, and yet the Spaniard* are much more jealous of them, then they are of the 
Cbtntfes, 
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T A P AN is a col left ion of federal Ifland s made there by the Sea, from the 
■ one and thirtieth degree of elevation to the thirty ninth, being in I'ome pla- 
<3 ces hut ten League* in breadth, in others, reaching to thirty^ This Coun¬ 
try, which was anciently called Chryfes , or if yve may credit Mar\ Paula Ventto, 

5 Z'spangry, hath on the Bill, New -Spain ; on the North, Tan ary ; ovthe Wert, 
China $ and on the South, the Sea, and that pan of the world, which is called 
Terra Attftralir* Itis divided into lixty fix little Kingdomes, fifty three where¬ 
of depend on that part of this great Empire, which is properly called fapon or Ja¬ 
pan* and con (if is. of two very powerful Kingdomes, called Meaco, and Am«gmct s 
under which all the rert are comprehended. The other part is caKed Ximo, and 
comprehends nine Kingdomes or Provinces; the chiefefl whereof are Bungo and 
Tigeu ; and the third part ailed Xicoum, comprehends the . other four^King- 
dotnes. 

It is doubted The Japdnnefes themfelves acknowledge, that they cannot poficivefy affirm, 
whether it be whether their Country be an Ifland, or part of the Continent; imfmuch as from 
an ijltni or the Province of Quanta, whereof the City and Caffieof ledo is rbe Metropolis, 
Continent. as it is alfo .of the whole Territory, as far as the extremities of the Province of 
Taung/sa t it is feven and twenty dayes journey towards Eali, and North-Eart. 
Then you crofs an arm of the Sea, about eleven Leagues ov:r, to get into the 
Province ofjeffo, or SeJ[o f which is fo covered with woods, and chequer’d up 
and down with mountains, that the Emperour of Japan hath not yet been able t a 
j feateh what may be had out of them. All th ly could ever learn, is, that there were 
" leen in thofe parts a fort of people, who were hairy all over their bodies, and fuf- 
fered the hair of their heads and their beards to grow, fo as that they feem’d rathec 
hearts then men. Whereto they adde, that they make ufe of that paffige by Sea, 
to go into S#/a,whence they bring Furs, not out of this refpeft, that the Sea divides 
that Province from lapa» t but that it were a great way about to go over thofe in- 
I acceffible Mountains which joyn thofe two Provinces. 

The Ifland which we-call lap an, and the Inhabitants name Nippon, is divided 
1 into feven great Provinces* which are called S ayecock J .Cbickotk J> Jaway fairtJet- 
fengtn. Quanto tndOchlo , which are fuhdivided into fevsral other ieffer ones, 
which are governed tf nd pofferfed by Lords and Princes, whofe names'we fhall 
I here give, together with their Revenues, that the Reader, may thereby judge of 
the grearnefs of this Empire, whereof we have hitherto had no great knowledge, 
feuing down the fums according to their way of accounting, by C oc kiens , which 
ate worth about four Crowns French mony apiece.

Now the Revenues of the Princes and Lords of whom we hEve given this ac¬ 
count, confi/is altogether in Lordiliips and Demefnes .■ for fome are”rich in Corn 1 
and Cattle, others in feveral Mines, as Gold, Silver, Copper, Tinn, Quick-filwer, 

Ironic. Others are wealthy in Woods, Flax, Cotton, or Silk ; of all which the 
Emperour hath a certain knowledge, by the fecret informations fent him by thofe 
Secretaries whom he places about them to mannage their Affairs j Forherecom- The Emptreur 
mends to every one of them a Secretary,with a Letter to this effea. tVeUeloved , 

- dkyuw Jou have many Vaffals and Servants, and that the occafions wherein yon are W ‘ 
to employ them are very great; therefore I fend you a per fan, whofe affiance may in 
Jomt mtafttre eafe you of the burthen which lies upon you, and of whofe fidelity you 
may be ajfur'd, in as much as l commend him to you as one who hath been brought up 
atmyownhoufe: Make fie of him, and take in good part the care I have ‘of your 
perfon and a fairs. Thefe indeed, for the moll parr, are fuch as have ferv’d the 
Emperour in their youth, in his three Chambers, and of whofe abilities, prudence, 
and judgement he is fatisfied, alluring himfelf of their fidelity, befides the 
expreflions he might find thereof during the time of their fetvice, by an aft figned ’ 
with their blood J info much that there is not ought done in the Provinces, where¬ 
of he hath not, by this means, a perfect accompr. For thefe Secretaries keep an 
exaft Journal of whatever they obferve in the life md a&ions of the Princes 
whom they are fent to, who undertakes no thing without their advice, nor do any 
buhnefs wherein they are not confulted, which gives them great authority in the 
Provinces, and makes the Princes thcmfdves look on them, as fuch, whofe fa vour 
they Hand id need of to keep a fiircorrefpondence with the Court.On rhe ocher 
fidcj thela Princes are glad co have able and underftanaing perfon? about them, 
fuch as may obferve the mifearriages of rheir Government,and have the confidence 
to be their remembrancers thereof; as choofing rather that a faithful fervant fhould 
acquaint them therewith, that fo they may be feafonably reform’d, then that rhey 
CiQuIo become the difeourfe of the people, or any fhould take oca f on thence to 
do riiem ill Offices about the Enperour. 

T he Lords, who govern the chiefeft Provinces, hive three names ; to wit, j<heLorJj bm 
1 eir own proper, name, that of the Family,and chefirname, which they take from three nsmtr, 
then 1 rovnee, and which they commonly give the CafiJe where they live; and 
they are the more willing to be called by the name of their Family, then their 
own, upon this accompt; thar, as they fay, r he Family was before them. But ir 
is witn.i|l lobepbferved, that there is notany man but hath his name changed 

tnnee; for the name which had been given him in his Infancy, being not fit for 
liitn when he is becomes man, at the age of twenty years there is another given 

him; 
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him ; and w hen he comes to that of titty tive orhx y, he receives a third 

fuch as was nor ri c for youth or a left advanc’d age. 

. The departure of great Lords is commonly attended by the voluntary execu* 
rionof twenty or thirty valfals or Haves, who tip up their bellies, anddiewhh 
their mailers, Thefe are oblig’d to this by an Oath, and it is done partly by w >y 
of acknowledgment of the particular kindneis which their Lords had for them 
Having acquainted their Lord, that they are wiJ ling to be oblig’d to facrifke them- 
felyes in that manner whin occalion Avail require they entertain him with a fhort 
dilcourl e, to this pur pale} lMoJI mighty Sir, yon have many other jlavts and ftt- 
vartts, of 'tokofe fijfell tots andfidelity you are affur'd-, it ho am J t or what have I dtm 
ferv d that you fhotildhonm me with your favour above any of the reft ? J ref eve 
up this hfe to you, which is already yours, and promtfe yon, l viHikjxf it no longer 
than it fhall be fervtceable to yours. Then the Lord and the Vati'al take off, eaclfof 

them.) a Bowl of Wine, which is the moll religions Ceremony they have among 
them, to eo’nfi rm their Oaths, which thereby become inviolable.- 0 

To do this execution upon themfelves after the death of their Lord, they o» c 
together all the neared of their kinred, who conduit them to the Ulfefymeat 
Pagode, where they lit down upon Macs and Garments, wherewith they cover all 
the Hoot, and having fpenc fome time in making good chear, they rip up their 
bellies cutting them crofs, fo as that all the guts come out; and if that doe* wu 
difpatch them, they thruft themfelves into the throat, and fo compleat the execu* 
tion, Nay, there are lome, who coining to hear rbat their Mailers intend to build 
fome Edifice either for himlelf or the Emperour, will de lire him ro do them thg 
honour, that they may be laid under the Foundations, which they think are made 
immoveable by that voluntary facrifice; and if their requert be granted, rhey 
cbeatfuily lay themfelves down at the Foundation, and have great Stones caft up* 
on them, which foon put them out of ill pain. But it is for the moll part Del’pair 
which puts them upon this refoiution j inalmuch as thefe ace of that kirjde of 
Haves, who are fo cruelly treated, that death were more fupportable to them chan 
the wretched life they lead. 

All their Pagoda or Mefyuites, are of wood, rais’d three or four foot from the 
ground, and about fcven 01 eight fathom fquare , They have on the oiit-fide many 
turrets, hiving lights on all lides, and gilt all over, but very narrow, and fet out 
with certain fancallick figures, but wretchedly done, as to proportions. They 
have alfo Harues in their Pagodes, whereto they addrefs their prayers, and bellow 
on them, by way of aims, a certain number of Caxias > which the Priells make their 
advantage of. 

But their Cafilesare much better built. His Mvjefiy hath belonging to him 
many fpadous and fair ones, but the moH considerable are thole of Qfacc* anej 
Jedo. The Princes and gre.it Lords have alfo very handfome Callles, but chofe 
which are forcifi’d are oblig’d to receive a Garrifon from the Soveraigne, The 
Cities have not any Fortifications at ail: for, fome few onely excepted, which lie 
between Fir an do and Jedo,md have oaely fimple walls, the reft have not any at ait, 
but the lireets are (Height, and of the fame breadrh and length, that is, iixty l ( . 
kiens, which make about fourfeore and ten fathom. Every ttreec hach two gucp, 
which are fhtit up in the nighr, and a Watch kept at them; as alfo two Officers, 
who are accountable for the diforders committed in their quarter, and fpeakto the 
Judge, about any thing wherein the Inhabitants of the fireets, whereof they 
nave the overiight, are any way concern'd} there being, it feems, fuch order taken, 
that all perfons are not permitted to prefent themfelves indifferently before the 
M]°iilrate, but they would have it done by fuch as know whacrefpedl they owe 
tb ir fupeiiours. 

The Cities or T owns have no particular revenue, nor any fummes of money in 
bank, whereof they hive the dilpolal; for all rf)£ Demefne belongs to the Sove. 
raigne, who bellows the revenue thereof on the Princes and great Lords before 

men. 
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mentioned* and. permits not the raifing of any Impolitions or Taxes, of any n -» i 6 a 9. 

rure whatsoever. Nor is it to be fear’d that the mildnefs of the Air of char Conn- -'—“ 

trey Ihotild breed any of thofe Grafhoppers, which confume* where ever they 
come, all the Fruit which the Hail hath left on the Trees,infomuch chat thev leave 
not any verdure on them. They onely pay a lniall chief Rent for their Homes 
which the great Lords receive yearly, but it amounts not to above thirty (hillings 
for the grearett, thofe cf the middle fort ren, and the ordinary ones twenty pence. 

The Inhabitants are, belides thefe, oblig’d to certain days works, andtofinde a 
man for their Lord, to do what bufinefs he hath to put him upon ; but this hap¬ 
pens not above twice or thrice a monech, and is but for an hour or two, or at moil 
but for half a day.' By this means the Lord lives upon his Demelne, the Souldier 
by his Pay, the Merchant by his Traffick, the Tradefman by his Trade, and the HuC- 
bandman by his labour. 

One of the moll confidence parts of thefe Lords revenues confiHs in Filhing, 
efpecially that of the Whale, which the Emperour gives then?. There a re taken 
every year about two or three hundred upon the Goads of fur they are 
not fo big as thofe taken towards the North, and have, at mod, not above fe- 
ven or eight inches of fat, but much flelh, or meat, which the lapomefes feed 
upon. 

There is no Lord, nor indeed any Citizen, or Merchant, but may put his, Vaf- The power of 
fals and Dome flicks to death, and that by way of jullice, hehimfelf being the Mafters over 
Judge; but to others jullice is adminillred, all over the Countrey, in the Empe- tbeir yfr ~ 
rours name. Gentlemen and SouJdiers have the priviledge to be their own Exe- vints ' 
cudoners, and to rip up their bellies rhemfelves; but others are forc’d to receive 
their death from the bands of the common Executioner. They alledge asarea- 
fonAcchUrproceeding of theirs; rhac Merchants are, in fomerefpe&s, infa¬ 
mous, inafmuch as they are, for the moll parr, Lyars, and deceive thofe that trull 
them. Tradefmen they fleight, as being onely but publick fervants; and the 
Peafantry is contemptible, by reafon of the wretched condition they live in, 
which is little better than that of flaves- Onely the Gentlemen and Souldiers are 
bell relpet3ed,and live at the charge and upon the labour of others; 

No offence, though never To fmall, but is punifli’d with death, but efpecially Gamin* & 
Theft, though it were but for a Peny. Gaming, whether that which depends up- crime . a 
on chance, or requires skill, is capital among them, if it be for money : and he 
who kills another, though innocently, and in his own defence is to die without 
mercy; with this onely difference, that fuch as kill in their own defence, as alfo 
they who commie fuch faults or offences, as would not here be punifh’d with 
death, die onely rhemfelves, but other offenders involve all their kidred in their ... 
misfortune; fo that for the crime of one lingle perfon, the father, brethren, and ^ ns If offal' 
children are put to death, the wives aud daughters are made flaves, and the efface of m J e with ‘ 
the whole family is confifcaced. And this happens fo frequently, that there are them, 
Commiflioners exprefly appointed for the adminillration of what is fo con fife a- 
ted; yet does not the money raifed thereby go to the King, but is imployed in 
the building of Parades, and the repaying of higb-ways and bridges. 

The torture Thieves are put to, for want of evidence, makes rather the unfor- A pirticukr 
tunate than the guilty to be condemned. They take a piece of Iron, about a fin- Pttrujhment 
ger thick, and a foot fquare, and make it red hot, and affoon as rbe rednefs is gone, > tr Tbc > t ' 
and the Iron return’d to its own colour, they put it to the hands of the party ac- 
cufed, upon two fleets of paper, which immediately dime, and if the accufed 
perion c?n call the piece of Iron upon a little Hurdle Handing near him, with¬ 
out burning himfelf, hp is dtfmiffed; but if his hands are ever fo little touched by 
the hre, he is fentenc’d to die. This crime is punilh’d with a particular kinde of 
death. The criminal is tied with a draw-rope, by the neck, to a great cane, over - 
thwart which they pur two other canes, much after the manner of a Lorraitt-ao% 
whereto they fallen the feet and the hands, and then the Executioner runs him 

Aaaaa through 
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through with a pike, from the right fide up to the left fnoulder, and from the left 
fide, to the right fhoutder: fo that being twice run through the heart, fie is fooa 
difparch'd. Somtimes they only fallen ihetnalefaftor with his back to a poll, 
and they make him ftretch forth his hands, which are held out by two men, and 
then the executioner Handing behind him, runs him in at the neck, and foinro the 
heart, and difpatches him in a moment. 

The Lords have fuch an abfolute power over tJieir menial fervanc?, that there 
needs but a pretence to put them to death. An example of this hapned not long 
fince.* a fervint had the in faience to addrefs himfelf to a Gentleman, to profet 
his fervice to him, but ask’d greater wages then he knew the other was able to give 
purpofely to abufe him. The Gentleman, perceiving the impudence of tberai- 
katl, was a little troubled at ir, but fmother’d his indignation, and onely told him, 
that his demands were very great, but that he had fo good an opinion of him, that 
he mu ft needs be a good fervant. Accordingly he kept them a while * but one day 
charging him with lome nsgledt, and reproaching him, that when he lliould have 
been about^fcs bufinefs, he bad been idling about the City, he put him to death. 
The Gentlemen and fouldiers are for the moft part very poor, and live niiferably; 
but being highly co nee bed of themfelves, moft of them keep fervams, though on¬ 
ly to carry rheir fhooes after them, which are indeed but as it were a pair of foies, 
made of ftraw or rufhes, having a hole towards the toe, which keeps them on 
their feet. 

The crimes for which all of the family or kindred are put to death, are extorti¬ 
on, Coynihg, fetting of Houfes on fire, ravifhing of women, premeditated mutther, 
&c. If a mans wife be guilty of any crime her husband is convifted of, fhedtes 
with him j but iffhe be innocent, fhe is made a Have, Their puni/laments bear 
no proportion to the crimes committed, but are fo cruel, that it were not eafie to 
exprefs the barbarifm thereof. To confume with a gentle fire, or only with* 
candle, rocrurifie wirh the head downwards, to boyle men in Teething Oyle or 
water, to quarter and draw with four holies, are very ordinary punifhments among 
them. 

One who had undertaken to find timber and ftones for the budding of a Palace 
for the King, and had corrupted the Officers appoinced by hjs Ma/efty to receive 
and regiftet what he fhould fend in, was crucified with his head downwards. The 
officers were condemned to rip up their bellies ;but theMerdunt was put to the fore, 
faid death. He had the repute of an honeft man, and was one that had had occafion 
to obliege feveral perfons of quality jinfomuch chat fome refolved to petition the 
Emperour for bis pardon, though thefe imercefifions for condemn’d-perfons be in 
fome fort criminal; and indeed the Emperour took it foil!, that the Lords, who 
had pre fenced their Petition for him had no other anfwer thereto but the reproa¬ 
ches he made to them of their imprudence. 

Ithappenedin the yeari6j8. That a Gentleman on whom the King had be¬ 
llowed the Government of a little Province, near Jeds, fo oppreffed the Country 
people, that they were forc’d to make their complaints thereof to the Court, 
where it was ordered, that the faid Gentleman,and all his relations, fiiould all have 
their bellies ripp’d up on the fame day, and as near as might be at the fame honre. 
He had abrother, who lived two hundred fourty and leven leagues from Jedojxa the 
fervice of the King aiFingo ; an uncle who lived in $ atfuma 3 twenty leagues fur¬ 
ther ; a Son, who ferv’d the King of Km fumy n Grandion, who ferv'd the King of 
Maffamme , a hundred and ten leagues from ‘eda ; and at three hundred and eigh¬ 
ty leagues from > another Ion, who ferv’d the Covernourof the Caftleof 

Quanto ; two brothers, who were of the Regiment of the Emper out’s Gnard $ 
and another Son, who had married the onely daughcer of a rich Merchant near 
Jedo ■ yet were ail thefe perfons to be executed precifely at the fame houre. To 
do that, they callup what time were requisite to fend the order to the farthefi 
place, and having appointed the day fo; the execution there, Orders were lent to 
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th; Princes of ail the fore mentioned places, that they thould put to death all thole 163?. 
pcri'ons upon the fame day, juft at noon, which was pun&ually.done. The March- “ 

ant who had bellowed his Daughter on that Gentlemans Son, died of grief* and the 
widow ftarv’d her felf. 

Lying is aifo punifhed among them, with death, efpccuUy that which is faid in tying p 
d'.e presence of the J udge. with da 

T.ic forementioned punifhrnents are only for Gentlemen, Souldiers, Merch¬ 
ants, and fomc other perfonsof mean quality * but Kings, Princes, and great 
Lords are ordinarily punifhed more cruelly then if they were put to death. For 
they are banifhed into a little lflind named Faitfenfimai which lies fourteen leagues 
from the Province of Jedo, and is but a league about, 1c hath neither Road nor 
Haven, and it is fo Iteepy all abouc, that no doubt it was with the greateft danger 
imaginable, that the firll who got up to itmadeafhift to doff. Thofe. who firft 
attempted to climb it up, found means to faften great poles in certain places, 
whereto they hive tyedropes, with which they draw up thofe that are fent thither, 
and make/aft the boats, which other wife would fplit againft the Rocks wiih the 
firll wind There grows nothing in all the Ifland, but a few Mulberry-trees, fo 
that they are obliged to fend In provilions for the_ lubhllance of the ptifoners. 

They are relieved every monetb, as isalfo theGarrifon kept there, but they ate 
dieted very iparingly, as being allow’d only a lit :le Rice, Come roo:s, and other 
wretched fare. They hardly afford them a lodging over their heads, and with ail 
thefe miferies, they oblige them to keep a certain number of /ilk-worms, and to 
make a certain quantity of Stuffs every year. 

The expence which the Emperour of Japan is at every year in his Court, and The Empmuti 
what relates thereto, to wit, the falaries and allowances of the Officers and Coun- 
fellours, amounts yearly to four millions of ; and the falariesof Cover - 

nours of places and military perfons, together with the penfions he gives 
amount to five millions of Kockjeus. 

Thofe who fpeak of the Soveraign Prince of all lapan, give him the quality of 
Emperour, in as much as all the other Lords of the Country, on whom they be¬ 
llow that© (King, depend on him and obey him, not only as vjffils, but as Sub* 
jedts, linee it is in his power to condemn them to death, to deprive them of their 
Dignities, to difpoffifs them of their Territories, to banifh or fend them to fome 
Ifland, for very petty Offences. 

The Ciftle of le do, which is the place of his ordinary residence, is near two j (do Ci a lt _ 
Leagues incompafs, and is fortified with three walls and as many moats, very deep 
and built of free Hone, but fo irregular, that it is impoffible to alfign it any certain 
figure. Within lefs then three hundred paces, a man muft pal's through eight or 
nine Gates,not one of them Handing oppofite to another; for being come within 
the fit ft, he mntt turn on the right hand to go to the fecond, and being come with¬ 
in thiton the left hand to go to the third, and fo alternately till be comes to the 
laft. Juft within the laft Gate there is a magazine of Arms,for three or four thou- 
landmea, on which abut all the flreets, which are fair and broad, having on both 
fides many magnificent Palaces. The Gates are done over wich great Iron bars, 
and over every Gate there is a houfe, wherein two or three hundred fouldiers may 
be lodg'd. The Emperours Palace /lands in the midft of the Cattle, and hath be¬ 
longing to it many Appartments, Halls, Chambers, Gofers, Galleries, Gardens, 

Orchards, Groves, Ponds, Rivers,Fountains, Courts, &c. and feveral particular 
houfes, for his wives and Concubines. 

At your coming ouc of the Palace, you go into that quarter, where the I traces rhe Palaces •£ 
of the blood, and Counfellers of State live, and thence into another quarter, the %,tngi. 
where are the Palaces of the Kings and great Lords of Iapan r which are iy gilt 
both within and without •, ana the more fumptuoufly built out of this re 1 pea; 
chat there is a certain emulation among/i them, who fhall be at greateft expence to 
pleafe the Emperour. In the next quarter to this, there live other Irmcesaaa 
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Lords, whoare not fo powerfull as the former, yet have their Palaces gilr, and fo 
richly fur»ifh''d, that a man would think, at his nrtt coming in, he met with moun¬ 
tains of Cold. In this quarter there live fome of the Wives and ddett Sons of 
thofe Princes, whom the Emperour hath brought up m the light of the Courr, as' 
fo many Mbiiages of their Fathers fidelity: fo : that this Cattle, though as big as 
a confiderable City, yet is fo full of people, that the flreets can hardly contain 
them. 

When the Emperour goes out of his palace, he either rides on horfe-baek, ot 
is carried in a ‘Patanqum, open of all fides, and he is accompany’dby a great 
number of Lords, whom they call the Emperout’sCamariides. Thefe Lords are 
of great quality, and very rich, yet do they nor think it any difhonour, to apply 
f hcmfelves tofuch things as are either neceffary or delighcfull, Some are skill’d 
inMufick, fomeinPhyfick, fome are excellent at Writing, or Painting, others 
fludy eloquence and the management of affairs. Next them there goes a pate of 
the Guard, which confitts altogether of perfons cub’d out among the Children of 
younger Brothers, Coufins, or Kin (men of great Lords, among whom there are 
alfo iome natural Children of fuch as either a&uaUy are in employments, or may, 
upon preemption of choir Birth, prerend thereto. Then follow the Ordinary- 
Guard, commanded by their Colonels and other Officers, who to difpofe thereof 
that two or three thoufand march before the Emperour, and as.many after him. 
Among fo many Souldiers, there is not one but there hath been fome trull made 
of his courage, nor any that hath not gone through all the necellary exercifes, ia 
order to fuch a kinde of life, and whofe countenance and demeanour is not anfwer- 
ahle to the employment they are put into. They leave a ipace between them and 
the Emperour for a great number of other great Lords, who are about his Ma¬ 
jesties per fon, who mutt needs make a ttrange fheiv, among five or fix hundred 
men,all clad in black,fome on horfe-back/ome afoot, all matching with fuch gravi¬ 
ty, and fo orderly, thar there is not onely any one man to be feen out of his rank, 
but a man hears not fo much as a word fpoken. The ttreers are fwept, and flfew'd 
with fend, or gravel, and the doors of all the hovfes Handing open : yet is there 
not a penon to be feen, either in the {hops, or at the Windows j or if it happen 
there be, the Guard makes them kneel, till fuch time as the Emperour is paf- 
fed by. 

Once every five year, the Emperour goes to Ulfeact, to do reverence to the 
Dayro, who is the true Prince of japan, and ftrll hath the quality, but withouc any 
funflion. There is a whole year fpent in making all things ready for that journey, 
whereof wefball hereafter give a particular oefeription, and Orders are iffued 
ouctoihe Lords who are to follow, and who accordingly come acthedayap- 
pointed to the places where they are to meet the King ; dividing themfelves <o, 
as that fome go before, to relieve fuch as come from the Courr, fo to prevent the 
diforder and confufion, which were unavoidable among fo great a number of 
Princes, who are ad oblig'd to make their appearance upon this occafion, with all 
the bravery and magnificence they can. 

From the City of Jedo, to that of Meaco, there are a hundred twenty five 
leagues, and within every three or four leagues there is a coniiderable City, able 
to lodge the whole Court: yet hath the Emperour caufed to be built between 
thofe two places, ac an equal diftaace one from the other, eight and twenty fair 
Houfes, of which there are twenty great Cattles, and in every Houfe there is a 
Retinue, and all things elfe befitting a King’s Court, as Gentlemen, Guards, 
Horfes, Officers, and Servants, with Proviftons necellary for the fub/lttance of ihe 
whole Train. They who go along with the Emperour, from the City of ■Jcds i 
leave him to the care of thofe whom they finde m the firfl Houfe ; Thefe ac¬ 
company, and conduft him to the fecond * and fo from one to another, till he 
comes to the City of Mcactr, in his return from whence, he obferves the fame or¬ 
der, being attended from one Houfe to another, til! be comes to Udo, 
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TiieEmperours of Ia fan build many of thefe Cables, and hive them finlftiM 1 6 3 . 9 . 

in fo foorc a cimvhat they will have a ftrufture completed in fix months,which “- 

in Europe would take up as many years. We have an inftance of it in the Caftle 
which the Emperour had built in the yen 1636- in the Province of Nicks, four 
days journey from the City of It do. It is fortifi'd with a double Moat, and a 
doubleRampierj and both of Free-done, and it is fo fpacions, and coafifts of fo • 
many particular Palaces, for the Grandees of the Court, and to many Appart- 
ments, Gardens and Fountains for the Emperour himfelf, that th; bell Architcd 
in Europe would not have finifh’d it in feveral years ; yet was this great building 
compleated in lefs than five monechs: there were fo many Mafons, Carpenters, 

Joyners, Stone-cutters, Gilders, Painters, &c> employ’d about it. This Caftle 
is fo far within the Countrey, that the Emperour lodges there but once a year, 
when he ?o;s to do his Devotions at his Father’s Sepulchre, which is thereabouts, 
upon which occafioa he ft ays there two nights. 

His Treafures are fo great, that it is impoflible to give any thing near an exaft Hb Trttfmsi 
account of it, inafmuch as the Gold and Silver is lock’d up in Chefts, and difpos’d 
into the Towers of the Caftle, befides what is in feveral places, up and down the 
Couotrey, where it increases altnoft to infinity, fince the Revenue of two monechs 
will defray the charges of a whole years expence. The lace Emperour, Father 
to him who now reigns, lying on his death-bed, call’d for his Son, and told him, 

That the Kingdom, ar.d all the Treafures would be ere long at his difpof si, but he 
recommended to his particular care certain Chefts and Cabinets, where he ftiould 
findethe ancient Chronicles of the Kingdom, and feveral excellent Books of Mo¬ 
rality, as alfo the Crown-jewels, exhorting him highly to efteem them, as himlelf 
and his Predeceflours had done. The pieces he fo much recommended to his Son, 
were, onekindeof Cymicar, called lejaky Majfamme^ another.Cymicar, of a 
kinde called Samoys ; one other- lefler Cymicar, called Bongo Doyjftro ; A little 
Pot for 77 m, or The, called another greater Tfta Por, called Stengo, 

and a Minufcript, intituled tN- O C K O E. I A 1 JV D O I, He left his side. 

Brother, the King of OnveAry, a Piftute called Dtrma, which was to be look’d on 
onely of one fide, and a Cymicar, called Majfamme. To his fecond Brother, the 
King of K'moconn)y a Cymicar, called jejfa Mufftrume, and a Picture, wherein 
were reprefented a great number of Frogs 5 and to the third Brother, Kt. g of 
Mlco, a Cymicar, called Sandante , and a Manufcripc, named Sinche, And though 
his fix laft Pieces are nor to be compar’d to chofe he bequeath’d his Son, yet not 
any one of them but was valued at above a thoufand Oebans of Gold, which 
amount to forty (even thoufand Thayls , or Crowns. The Legacies, he gave feve- 
r.al Princes and Princcfles of the Bloud, and other Lords and Lidies, as alio to 
fomeof the Souldiery, and bis Servants, amounted to thirty fix mil-ions. 

The Emperour, who now reigns, was not married when he came to the Crown the Empemt 
upon the death of his Father, which proceeded from his deceftable addition to of Japan & a 
Sodomy 5 infomuch that the Dayro, perceiving theaverfionhe had conceiv’d for ftct-W 
women was iueh, that the State would in all likelihood come to be without a Go- 
vernour, made choice, among his neareft kinred, and the beft q ualifi’d Princcfles of 
the Kingdom, of two young Ladies^ of extraordinary beauty, whom he.rent to 
the Emperour, intreating him to take one of them, and honour her with the qua¬ 
lity of Miday, which is that they give the Emperours lawful wife. He was fo 
compliant as to marry one of themjbuc his brutality had fo debauch’d him,that he 
treated her with fuch indifference, that - it brought her into ajnelancholly which 
had altnoft coft her her life. Her Nurfe troubled to fee her in that condition, 
took one day the freedom to tell the King, that fhe could not comprehend, now 
he could Height one of the greateft beauties in the world, to purfue chofe irregular 
enjoyments,which cannot be had without violence to nature. The Emperour,who co*fines kh 
before was merry and in a good humour, was fo troubled at this difeourfe, mat go- wife to 4 
ing immediately into another room, he feat for feveral Architects and Undertakers */ c - 
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ot Building^ and commanded them to build a Calik fdhifi’d with fevsral Moats 
' aod Draw-bridges, and very high Walls, in which he confin’d his«Wtfr with her 
iSurir, and all the Women and Maids belonging to them. The Emperour’s own 
Nurfe, who had a greater influence upon him, than his Mother, perccivin* that 
there would be a want of Heirs to inherit the Crown, bethought her of a couris 
to remedy that inconvenience, which was, to get ro Court all the handfomeft y 0 un* 
maids in the Kingdom, whom fhe produced, as often as the Emperour’s good h£ 
mourg3ve heroccafion or encouragement to do it. Of all fhe brought, onely the 
Ditighter of an Armourer iniinuated her felf into his affriftion, and was got with 
cbdde by him; but the other Ladies, troubled to fee a maid of fo mean quality 
preferr’d before them, found means to corrupt the midwife, and to kill the childe 
fo ferret 1 y, that the Emperour never had rhe jeaft knowledge thereof. 

"We have it from the Chronicles of Japan, that chat great State hath always 
been govern’d by a Monarch, whom,in their Language they call Dayro, and that his 
Subjeas had fo great a veneration for their Prince, than hey thought it a crime to 
be warning in point of refpeft towards him, fo far were they from takinu up 
Arms, to diflurb the Peace of the Countrey. His perfon was accounted fo fa- 
cred, that they would not have it touch the ground, or that he fhould be uncovet'd 
abroad. Whence it came, that when the other Princes wire engag’d in a war 
one again ft another, there was a General named, who aaed in the Dajtfs narr^ 
and reduc’d the Rebells to their duty. They have Hill the fame refpea for the 
'Dayro, infomucb, that they permit not that his hair or beard fliould be cur, or his 
nails par'd, nor his meat to be drefe'J in Pots that had been ufed before. He hath 
twelve Wives,which are bellowed on him with extraordinary Ceremonies and ma¬ 
gnificence. When ever be goes abroad, his twelve Wives follow him in fo many 
Coaches, which are gi t and enriched with their Arms and devifes. They are 
lodg’d in twelve great Palaces, built in rhe ftreet which goes to the Kind's Palace 
and having adjoyning to them feveral other fair houfes for his Concubines Nor 
one of rhefe Women, but hath a great Supper made every night at her Palace ac 
which there is Mulick, and the Women-dancers * but afioon as the Kin* is *one 
into that Palace where be intends to pafs away the night, they all fend in efieir flip¬ 
pers, ^and have their dwertifements at that Ladies Lodgbgs, whom the Kin* is 
pleas’d to honour with his prefence. 

One of the greateft Ceremonies and magnificences to be feen in Japa» t is that 
performed at the birth of a Prince, who is to inherit the dignity of a Darn. 
For, to cboofe a Nurfe for the Childe,, they get together fourfeoreof thehand- 
fomeft young Women in rhe Kingdom, whom they prefent to the twelve Wives 
of th iDayro, andtomneof chegreaceft Lords of the Count tey, and of nearefi 
km to the Day to, who, for want of IfTue map, might fucceedhim, Thefe Prin¬ 
ces and Ladies receive rhofe defigned for this employment, give them excraordi. 
nary Titjes, and trait them a whole day together. The next day, the fore laid 
number is reduc’d to the moyety, and one half is difmif/d, with very great Pre¬ 
fects. The next day, they add to the Titles of thofe who flay, with great Cere- 
/r?i n x r ^ eJ * r DUm ^ er * s rec * uc, J to ten, and afterwards to three, the reft bein® 
ftill dUmtis d with Prefents, and at the end of three days, they make choice of 
one of thefe three,on whom they beflow,betides feveral other Tirles,the quality of 
the Princes Nurte. Jn order to her eftablifhment in that Function, fhe is 
brought into the Prince’s Chamber, whom fhe Andes in the arms of one of‘the 
chtefeft Ladies of the Cqunrrey, by whom he had been kept from the time of 
his birth; and after the Nurle hath Jpurted a little of her milk into the Childes 
mouth, he is delivered up to her. All thefe Ceremonies, as alfo thofe performed 
at the ordmaiy Feafts, are very great, and they are at this day performed with the 

- ayro, wboftill enjoys a very confiderable Revenue, sufficient to defray ail the 
<■ narge, and continues the fame grandeur his Predeceffours have been poll efs'd of y 
rhough the force of the Empire hath been devolv’d into other hands, as we /hall 
now relate. The 









The charge of General of the Army.was heretofore the greacefl of any in the 

Kingdoms, as is that of C'wftdh r,in France', and it Was invefted ordinarily, though 
contrary to the rules of good policy, in the fecond fon of the Dayre, About a 
hundred and twenty years fince, it hapncd there was a Dayro, who having a fon 
he exceedingly doted on, would needs out of an imprudent compliance he had 
for chc Mother, confent that he fhould participate of the royal Dignity ; and it was 
ordered that it fhould pafs alternately from one to the other, every three years. 
But the fon willing ro mike his advantage of the oceafion, found means fo to in- 
finuare himfelf into the affe&ions of the great Lords and the fouldieiy, during the 
three years of his reign, that he refolv’d to continue it,contrary to the exhortations 
of his Father, who too late repented him of his divefling himfelf of an authority 
whichindeed is not communicable. This was the firft diflurbance that ever had 
been feen in Japan, inafmuch as both Father and fon being equally invefted with 
the quality of Dajro , the people conceived they might, without any crime, take up 
Arms for either. However moft of the Lords deceiving the ingratitude of the fon, 
joyn’d with the General, whom the Father had appointed to reduce his fon to obe¬ 
dience, who was defeated and killed in that Civill warre. The General, finding 
himfelf well eflablifhed in his charge, followed the example of the Prince, and 
abufing the lawful power, whereof he was feized, made his advantage of it 
to fettle himfelf in the Throne, after the Dayro't death, yet leaving the law- 
full heir, with the quality of Dayro, all the outward appearance of his former 
greatnefs. This .demeanour of the Generali’s occafioned a fecond civil warre, 
which was thought the more juft, out of this refpeft, that in this the people took 
up arms againft an Ufurper,who had not the quality of Dayro, nor confequently 
the Charafter, for which the Japonnefes have fo great a veneration. Accordingl y, 
this war had the fame fuccefs with the former; for the ufurper was defeated and 
executed. But this fecond General cook the fame courfe his predeceflour had done, 
fo chat by this fecond ufurpation the Country was reduced to an abfolute Anarchy, 
wherein all were Maflers ; there being no prince, nor Lord, nay hardly a Village, 
bur was engaged in war againft fome other. Thefe diforders gave occaflonto a 
fouldier of fortune, named Taycks, to appear at firft,in the head only of fifty men, 
whh whom he did fuch exploy ts, that he foon improved that handful to a very coa- 
fidenble Army. 

His firft adventures were the taking in of certain Caftles and fmall Cities ; but 
within a while after, his thoughts flew much higher, and he proved fo fortunate in 
bis delignes, that within lefs then three years, he became abfolute Mafter of the 
whole flare. He left the Dajro the external part of his former greatnefs, and 
thought it enough to be in effeft, what the other was only in appearance. The 
Dayro,on the other fide, perceiving it was impoffible for him to prevent that efta- 
blifhment, comply’d therewith, and chang'd the quality of Central of the Army 
into that of Mmperottr. Taycko^ho could notexpeft much quiecnefs in his newly 
acquired fortune, if he removed not thofe Lords of whom he conceived any jea. 
loufie, refolved to keep them at a diftancefrom the Court; and to char end, he 
fern the chiefeft of them with an Army of fixcy thoufand men, into the Country 
of Corea 3 with order not to return thence till they had conquered chat Province. 
They there met with fuch refinance, that they were near feven years reducing thac 
Nation to obedience. Tayckg in the mean time feeding them with fair hopes, and 
animating them to profecuce a defignof fo great concernment to theftace. They 
were forc'd to obey; but being impatient to return ro their own habitations,^hey 
committed fuch exorbitances as made the Inhabitants of Corea defperare; info- 
much that not able any longer ro endure the burning, of their houfes, the mur- 
thers, and other violences done them ,* they fent an Embafladour to the Court, 
who to deliver his Country out of the miferies it had fuffered for fo many years, 
made a Ihift to poyfon Tayckoyeho fotne dayes aftet died- The Ar my in Corea was 
immediatly disbanded,and the Lords who had the command of it, return'd to their 
feveral homes, t Taycks 
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1 6 a g- 7 ayckp 9 being on his death-bed, and conlidering with himfelf thac he coutcf not 
B (fames the' hope to derive [he fuccefiion to his ion, who was but fix years of age, if he m ade 
Xegtncy an m not fomepowerful perfon Protedor, during his minority, fent to Ongoffchio one of 
of the Lards, the great eft Lords of the Country, deftring him to undertake the tuition of that 
young Prince, Ongoffchio accepted it, and to give Tayekp the greaceft affurance 
he could expeft, that he would be faithfuil to him, promiied him, by an aft tigned 
with his blood, that he would deliver up the Crown to Ftdery 9 (fo was the young 
Prince called) a {Toon as he were come to the fifteenth year of bis age, and that 
he fhould be crown’d Emperour by the Dayro. The diTorders of the late civil wars 
were yet frefh in every mans memory, fo that there was a general! joy conceiv'd 
to fee the Regency in the hands of a perfon, excellently qualified for the execu¬ 
tion thereof. Ongoffchio was indeed a perfon of very great endowments, but he 
had with all too much fpiricand ambition to be reduced to a private dife, after be 
had been pofletfrd of the foveraign power for fo many years. He had obliged Fi¬ 
dery to marry his Daughter, yet could not fo near an alliance fmother that predo¬ 
minant palfion in him; Whence it came that he immediatly gave out, that Fid try 
was grown fo diftruftful of him, thac he was forc’d to ftand upon his guard, and to 
raife an army ro oppofe chat which Fidery was going to get together againft.him. He 
gave out alfo that Fidery would needs be treated as Emperour, and difcharge the 
Funftions thereof,before the Dayn had acknowledged him to be fuch,or Crown’d 
him in that quality. Accordingly he cook his march with a powerful Army, raifed 
in the Kingdom of Sttruga, towards the City of Oz,ackj, where Fidery lived, and 
after a fiegeofthreemoneths, reduced him to fo great extremities, thac Fidery 
fent his wife, who as wefaid before, was Ongoffcbios daughter, ro inrreat her Fa¬ 
ther to grant him his life, andro aiiign him iuch Lands in any Province of the 
Kingd om as he fhould chink fir, where he might live privately.- But Ongoffchio 
would not fee his daughter, and continuing the fiege, he became atj laft Mafter of 
the Ca/lle. 

Puts tt death The unfortunate Fidery being got, with his wives, and fevetall other perfons of 
the Heir of the Qyality, into one of the palaces ; Ongoffchio ordered it robe compared about 
with great piles of wood, which being fee on file , the Palace and all within was 
reduced to aihes. He.put to death all the Lords who had fided, or held any cor- 
refpondence with Fidery , and by that means eftablUhed himfelf the foie Monarch 
of that State, as Tayekp, his PredecefTour,had done before him. Ongoffchio died 
the yeat £ollowing,and left the Empire in quiet, to his Ton Combo, or Cembefamme, 
Xhc Kmpmur ihe Father of Chiongon, who now reigns. 

% Amtes u?- Ic i? 00 hard matter for the Emperour of Japan to raife and keep an Army on 
on the charge foot, in regard all hisSubjefts are obliged to bring in and maintain a certain num- 
ofbk $ubjc8j. ber of Souldiers, proportionably to their revenue. For he who hath a rhoufand 
Keckiestsy or four thoufand Crowns per am. is obliged to maintain twenty foot and 
two horf-men;and according to this accompt,tbeLord of Firando, (where the Dntch 
made their firft eftablilbment) who hath fixty thoufand Kockiens of yearly reve¬ 
nue, was tax’d at cwelve hundred foot, and one hundred and twenty horfe, befides 
the Cervams, flaves, and whatelfe isconfequent thereto. So that by this means, 
according to the revenues of the Lords we mentioned before, which amount to 
CM raife eighteen millions, and four hundred thoufand Kockiens, the Emperour of Japan 
3 68o 0 o./oat, may raife an Army of three hundred fixty eight thoufand foot, and thirty eight 
ind iSioa. thoufand eight hundred horfe,not accounting the hundred thoufand foor and twenty 

thoufand horfe,which he is able to maintain out of his own revenue , and which 
he keeps as a ftanding Army, for the defence of his Caftles and ftiong places, 
and for his Guards. 

Moft of thefe Lords find it no great trouble ro make their Levies, for there are 
few of them but ordinarily maintain twice as many Souldiers, out of an humour 
they have to make great ihowes, efpecialfy upon thofe occafions wherein they 
exped to give fome s Am antes of their courage, or rhe zeal they have for the fer- 
vice oi their prince. , Their 
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Their Cavalry is armed with Corfelecs, bur jtbe Foot have onely H:ad-pieces. 1 6 ? 9. 

The oftenlive Arms of the Horfe are a fore of Fire-locks, nor much longer than Tbtir~Arm. 
ourPitiols, half-pikes, Bowes, Arrows, and Cimicars. The Foot wear every 
man two Cimicars, and have Muskets, Pikes, and Nattgaaets, or half-pikes, and 
every man hath about him a very broad Knife. Their Companies contiAbut of 
fifty Sotildiersj who are commanded by a Captain, a Lieutenant, and ten Cor pc- tbtir cempj. 
xals, to wit, a Corporal for every five Souldiers. Five Companies make a Body, riiet and Reg** 
whicli is commanded by another Officer, and every fifty Companies have their memt ‘ 
Colonel. The Emperour of Japan hath the fameepurfe taken, to know every 
year bow many perfons there ate in his Kingdom*. For every quarter of a City 
or Villagers divided into Cantons, confiding of five houfes, which are com¬ 
manded by a certain Officer, who keeps a Regifteror Catalogue of all thofe who 
die or are born within the five houfes tinder his jurifdidiioni and reports the fame 
to his fuperiours, who give an account thereof to the Prince or Lord of the Pro¬ 
vince i and thefe iaft'to two Councilors of State, who are appointed fdr that pui- 

pofe.j ..... . 

The Council of State eonfifls of feveral Lords, who have each of them his fbcCountUo} 
particular funflion, excepting oneiy the four chiefeft, who are every day pundtu- SMe ' 
ally at Court to give the Emperour ah account of affairs. AU the reft are fo 
powerfull and rich, that fonie among them nave above two millions of, yearly 
Revenue, others three or four hundred thoufand Crowns, others but forty or 
fifty thoufand. They are very referv'din the advice they give the Emperour, to 
whom they fpeak not, even of affairs, if they finde him not in a good humour to 
hear them 1 but none will prefume to fpeak to him twice of the fame thing, o: 
renew his intreaties, after arefufalf. This Council confiffsof fuch Lords as chs 
Emperour may be the more confident of, in regard they have commonly theic 
education at the Court. The re have the management of all publick affairs, bur 
with fuch a dependmee on the Soveraigtds pleasure, that they do not onely never 
refolveonany thing of themfelves, but indeed they never fpeak to the Prince, 
till he gives them fome occafion to do it, and chat they have firtt confuted his 
eys, and ftudied his countenance, to finde what his fentimenrs are. They ever 
approve what he fays, though never fo prejudicial tohimfelf, even to the lofs of a 
whole Provice; for the leaft conteftation would coft them their fortunes, if not 
their lives. 

From what we faid before, it I* evident, that the Revenues of thefe Lords are Theexpentcs 
very great j but their Expences areas great. For, firft, not one of them but is 0 j £rw( 
obliged to live one half of the year at Court, and, during that time, to keep 
houfein the chief City of Jtdo, where he wire lives at the higheft rate is moft in 
favour with rhe Empefour. The firft fix moneths in the year, thofe Lords who 
have their Principal!ties and Lordfhips in the eafterly and northerly Provinces of 
the Kingdom, continue at the Court, and the other fix m-oneths thofe who live 
in thewellcm and foutherly Provinces. At their coming to the Court, and their 
departure thence, they make very confiderable Prefents to the Emperour, and 
great Entertainments among themfelves. Their Journeys and their Expences 
at Cm.fr, whither fome Lords bring a Retinue of five or fix thoufand perfons, lie 
very heavy on the richeft, and ruine the reft. The Lord of f trnndo, who, a$ we 
faid, was one of themeaneft, had in his Family above three hundred men* aoa 
maintain'd in the two houfes he had at Jtdo, above a thoufand perfons, compre¬ 
hending in that number the Women and Concubines he kept, as did a fo the oc « er 
Cords jin on; of his two houfes. 

Proviiioas are dear enough all over Japan, but, at an exceflive race about the p ftv if tnt 
' Court, by reafon of the abundance confumcd fay fo great a number of perfons of <f«r, 
quality. Another way to exhapft their Effaces is, their magnificence in Building, 
there being ftill fome what wanting in their apparements, either as. to Painringor 
Gilding, or the like. hiofl of rheir Domefticks go in Silk, efpeci ally the ir Wo- 
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men and thofe of their own fex that wait on them: fo that there is hardly a n v 
Lord bur fiends more than his Revenue amounts to. But what helps toruine 
them, is the Order they receive from the Emperour, tofupply him, ever and anon 
with men and money, to catty on the publick BuiidiBgs, which he does rather 
to drain the Purfes of thefe Lords 3 than out of any neccUIty cbtt£>in« him 
thereto. 6 * ■ , 


The greacett Lords, when they build a Palace, do ordinarily make two Gates 
thereto, one for their own ufe, and the other for the Emperours paffa°e into it 
The latter is much larger than the other, and made all of Joyner’s work, excel¬ 
lently varnifh’d, carv’d into bianch-wotk, and gilt. Afl'oon as it is finifh’d i t is 
covet’d with boards, again!} the injury of the weather, and is not uncover’d till 
near the time that the_Emperour intends to honour the houle with his prefence 
to dine there ; and afloon as he is departed rhence, it is fhur up, and fo kept evef 
after, out of this refpeft, tint having ferv'd for a paffage to the Emperour* sfacred 
Majeliy, it were a profanation, if any private perfon fliouid pafs through it after 
him. It is alfo to be obferv’d, that the Emperour never dines above once in any 
houfe belonging to another man, and that they are three whole years in makin® ail 
things ready for his Enterrainment. Accordingly he hath notice of ir, three years 
before, and in the mean time all the furniture of the houfe is made and marked 
as is alfo all the Plate, with the Arms and Charters of the Emperour; and after 
that time they are never more tifed, but kept very fafe, as things not to be em¬ 
ployed in any thing, after they have once ferved the Soveraigns perfon. So that 
this Expence, and that which they are at in the Enterrainmenr, which the Matter 
of that Houfe is obliged to make for the whole Court, for three monerhs toge¬ 
ther, were enough to beggar an ordinary King. a 

Another thing lies heavy on thefe Lords, is, the Preferns which the Emperour 
makes them. For upon his return from his ordinary Hunting, width is that of 
rhe Crane, a bird there very highly efteemed, he is wont to fend fome of thofe he 
hath taken, to fucb as he hath moft kindnefs for. But that Prefent cotts him at 
leatt half a years Revenue, inFeatts, Prefems, and other publick Entertainments 
which he is obliged to make in ackno wledgment of tbe favour done him by his 
Mi jetty, in fending him a Bird taken hy a Hawk put off from his facred hands. 
It is not long fmee, that the Lord of Zatitma treated the Emperour at a Dinner 
in a Palace which was then but newly fin'fhed ; but he gotwe’lby the expence 
he h:d been ac. For the Emperour made him a Prefem for his Horfes (fo they 
call the Gratifications he makes his Favourites) by an addition to bis former Re¬ 
venue, of two hundred and fifty thou&nd Crowns per annum. 

The Grandees never take any Wife bur what they have from the Emperours 
hands; and it is of her alone who is fo given by him, that the Children are to be 
born, who are to inherit their Ettates. Accordingly, they look on her and refpea 
her as the perfon from whom they expeft Heirs for the propagation of their Fa¬ 
mily, and upon that account, recommended to them by the Emperour, He who 
expeas to have this honour done him builds a Palace purpofely for her reception 
tatties it very richly, and allows her a Retinue confitting of a great number of 
Women and Maids, tP accompany her, and wait on her. 

Women gonot abroad but once a year, to give their Relations a Vifit, and rhea 
they are fees in the flreets, with a Retinue of thirty, forty, or fifty clofc PaUn - 
quint) wherein areearriedfo many Maids of Honour, accompanied each of them 
by their Waiting Gentlewomen, and other Women, marching in a File on both 
lidesof iht Palanquins, vvnich are varnifhed over and gilt. AH the remainder of 
the year, the women fiii not our of riieir houfes, into which there are not any 
men permitted to enter, fave one y -fome of the Wives neareft Relations, who 
fotnetimes have th* freedom to fee them, but very feldom, and that i D this Huf- 
bands prefence. It is his bunnefs on rhe other fide to make the rettraint as little 
burchenfom as may he to them, by blowing them all rhe diver cifemenrs and re¬ 


creations. 
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creations, which honeli women cm take ; hading them Gardens and Parks for i 6 i g 

walking* Ponds for tithing, keeping all forts of living Creatures for rheir pleafure -“ 

and entertaining them every day with Mufick and Plays, But they mutt exped c6 
end their days in this reftraint, and renounce the converfation of men, inafmuch 
as the leatt fufpition is here as unpardonably punilhed with death,as any other rna- 
nifeft crime j not onely in the perfon of the Lady, but alfo in ail about her" 

H:r Attendants are commonly fome of the handfomeft young Gentlewomen in 
theProvince,who alwaysttand before the Matter and Miftris with fuch refped chat 
they fluty to anfwer, laugh, and hold their peace, upon the leaft fign made them 
•Tfiey are ordinarily dittinguifhed into Bands or Companies, confiding of lixteeii 
Gentlewomen, who have each a Governefs over them. They are clad in filfr 
flower’d, painted, or embroidered, of different colours or liveries. For on* Band 
b in a red livery, with girdles and head-cloachs of a green colour • another. White 
with girdles and head-cloaths red; anocher^'yellow, with girdles and bead-doaths 
of a sky-colour, and fo of the rett. The Gentlewomen, who are received into 
the fervice of thefe Princeffes, at fifteen or twenty years of age, oblige them- 
felves, moil of them, for the remainder of their lives j but fuch as are taken in¬ 
to it while they are yet children, are fometimes afterwards married to Gentle¬ 
men, Soutdiers, or ethers of the menial Servants, who have fome Office about 
the Houfe, and whofe Allowances are upon that Account augmented: but fuch 
as arc not married at thirty, mutt not expeft to change their condition, otherwife 
chan by being advanced to fame more honourable Employments amon^ the Wo 
men. 

It is the ojftome of the Countrey, that Women fhould be inttcu&ed betimes, tPe/nen never 
not to meddle with any kinde of bufinefs whatfoever, mfomuch that they never */*»£• 
fpeakof my fuch thing to their Husbands. Thefe, on the ocher fid?, make it *&' 
their brag, that they are enabled with fuch a firength of parts and undemanding 
» to leave all ferious thoughts behinde them, at their own Lodging v-wiefi they 
leave thofe to go into the apparcmenc of their Wives, where their difeourfe is al¬ 
together of mirth and divercifment. If a Woman fhould trouble her Husband 
with the leaft difeourfe about bufinefs, fhe would immediately put him out of hu¬ 
mour, make him change his countenance, and oblige him to retire, without fo 
much asfpeaking to her. But this fhe will be fure to avoid, though out of no 
other motive chan this, that another migfic not have thofe enjoyments of him, 
which (he by her imprudence would deprive her felf of. For they affirm, that a 
woman is he flow'd on man meerly to lerve, and divert him, and to minde the edu¬ 
cation of his children,and that herein confifts all het’duty, and chat there are but 
too many Examples of the mifehiefs, happening through the exceffive freedom 
heretofore allowed to women. 

The Wives of Japanhwz the reputation of being extremely faithful! to their 
Husbands, and fo mode ft and referv'd, that none any where elfe come near them. 

Of this many infiances might be produced: but confining our felves to the rela¬ 
tion of a particular man's Travels, wherein thefe digreffions mutt needs be 
thought tedious, we (hall here produce onely two or three, of many others, chat 
happened much about the time we fpeak of. 

The King, or Prince of the Province of Fi»go, hearing that a Gentleman of rh n a 
the Countrey had a very handfom woman to his wife, got him difpatch’d out of J/jZnnL 
the way, and having fent for the Widow, fome days after her Husband’s death, wife, 
acquainted her with his defires. She told him, that though fhe bad much reafon 
to be glad, and chink her felf happy, in being honour'd with the friendflyp of fo 
great a Prince, yet was fherefolvrd to bice off her tongue, and murder herfelf, 

*f he proffer’d her any violence ; _ but if Ik would grant her but bne favour, which 
was to fpend one moneth in bewailing her Husband, and then give her the liberty 
to make an Entertainment for the relations of thedeceafed, to take her leave of 
them, hi fhould finde how much,(he was his Servant, and how far fhe would 
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coinply with his afte&ion, The Prince, who ibought him fell lure enough of her 
made no difficulty to do wine the Gentlewoman desired of him, ami bavins pro* 
vided a very great dinner,u the place where Che deficed it might be,all the kindred 
of the detailed came thith tr, but it Was only to ba wtinefTet of the fidelity vvhicfi 
flie exprelkd to her husband after his deatb.For the Gentlewoman perceiving the 
King began to be warm in hrs wine,out of tlie hope he was in to enjoy what had bin 
promifeq him, deliied the liberty to withdraw into an adjoyniog Gallery jo take 
the Aire ; but atf’oon as (he was come into it, flie cart her felf headlong down, in 
the prefence of the King, and all her husbands relations. 

Much about the fame time, it hapned that a young Gentlewoman, bein® on her 
knees at the end of a Table, waiting on her Mailer, in the appartment of the Wo¬ 
men, and over-reaching her felf to rake afl.iggon that Hood a little too far from 
her,, five chanced to let a wind backward?, which file was fo much afl-um’d of, that 
fun ing her g ’rmenc over her head, fiie would by no means fiiew her face after,buc 
with an enrag’d violence taking one of her nibbles into her mouth, flic bic it off 
with fuch fury,! hat (he died in the place. 

Another Lord, haying had an exadl fearch made for all the handfome youn^ 
Djmofels in his Province, to be difpos'd into his Ladies fervice, there was among 
the red brought him one whom he was fo much taken with, that he made her his 
Concubine, She was the daughter of a poor Souldiers widow, who hoping to 
make fame advantage of her daughters good fortune, rook occafionotie day* to 
write her a large letter, wherein fhe exprefs’d what a neceffitous condition* fhe 
was in, and ho,v fhe was forc’d to fue to her for relief. While the daughter 
was reading her Mother's Letter, her Lord comes into the room; but being 
afiiam’d to dii'cover her mothers poverty, fiie endeavours to hide the Letter from 
him, yet could fiie not convey it away fa, as char, the orher did not perceive 
it. The diforder he abler/d in the Gentlewoman’s countenance, made him 
fufpedt there might be dome deilgn in it, infotnuch that he puffed bet to Chew hiin 
the letter; but the more importunate he was, the more unwilling fiie was to fa- 
tisfie him; Co that perceiving there was no way to avoid it, fhe thruft it into her 
mouth, with fo much precipitation, that thinking to fwallowit down, ic choaked 
her. This fo incenfed the Lord* that he immediately commanded her throat to be 
cut, whereby they difeovered only the Mothers Poverty, and the daughters inno¬ 
cence. He was fo moved thereat, that he could not forbear exprefling it by tears ■ 
and it being not in his power to make any other Demonflrations of his aflreaion 
to the deceafed ; he fent for the Mother, who was maintaind among his other 
Xadies, at the time we fpeak of, with all imaginable refpeft. 

They are generally fo referv’d in their converfation, that their difeourfes are noc 
only far from being guilty of any obfeene or impertinent expretfion, but alfo they 
will not fo much as talk of-marriage, or ought relating thereto, even in honoura¬ 
ble terms, in the prefence of young people, who, when there is any fuch tbm^ 
fpokenof, immediatly rife and go out of the room. The children have a g r( ~c 
rendemels and refpefl for their Parents, as being periwaded there is no fin more 
feverely puniftied by the .gods, then the duo bed rente of Children. They have 
alfo a certain veneration for their memory after their deceafe; for they rejigtoufiy 
obfcrvethofe faffingdayesthey itifcpof©upon rhemfclves of ifeeir own accord, ab- 
flaining from what ever hath had lift, upon t-hrofe dayes of the moneth, on which 
their Parents departed this life. 

As they are. very ievere in retraining their Wives and Concubines, of even the 
brill liberty, fo are they exedlively ctuej in p uni filing thole which ire not care¬ 
ful! to preferve their honours, or give the leail fufpition of their inclinations to he 
difiionell. It is not long iiace that the Lord of Fbrand* caufod three Ladies to be 
put into l'o many chdls, through which there were nails flruck in of all fides; one, 
tor having proHituted her felf to a Gentleman, who ripp’d up his own belly, af- 
foonas their familiarity was difeovered j and the other two, because they had 
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been privy to cheir Loves, not acquainted bun therewith. He who finds a man i 6 z 

lodtdup in the fame room with his wife, may kill them both ; and in chehuf- t -~— 

bands abfence, the Father, brother, or any other Kinf-man, nay any one of the 
menial fetvants may do as much : and by this means, they lo avoid rhofe fcandals 
which are but too frequent elfe where, that a man ieldom hears of Adultery among 
them; infomuch that I do no: remember I ever heard of any more then on; ex¬ 
ample, which being a remarkable one, I fhall not think it much to infers it 
here, 

A certain Merchant, who had fome reafon to fufpeft his wife, pretended to go 
in:o the Countrey, but returning foon after, fmpriz’d her in the very aft. The ZmStLilbU 
adulterer he killed, an I having ty’d his wife to a Ladder, he left her in that half- “ V V J ' 
hanging poflure all night. The next day he invired all rheir relations on both 
fides, as well men as women, to dine with him ac his own houfe, finding them 
word, that the importance of the bufinefs he had to communicate to them, ex- 
cufed his not-obfervance of the cuftome they have to make entertainments for the 
women,dilliofl: from thofe of the men.They all came,and wondred not much that 
the Miflrefs of the houfe was not to be feeo, in regard her husband told them that 
£he was bufie in the ICicching: but dinner being well nigh pa ft, and the guells 
perceiving the woman appeard nor, they imreatedhim to fend for her, which he 
promifed to do. Whereupon riling from the Table, and going into the room, 
where fhe was ty’d to the Ladder, he unbound her, put a (lirowd about her,and put 
into her handsa box of Lxcqut, wherein were the privy-members of her Gallant, 
cover’d with flowers, charging her not to open the box, and faying to her. Go and 
prefent this box to our common relations, and fee whether I may upon their me¬ 
diation, grant you your life. She came in char equipage into the Hill where they 
fare at dinner, and falling on her knees prefen red the box, with the precious 11 > 
liques within ir,to the kindred: hut aflbon asrhey had operred ir, ili: fwounded. 

Her husband perceiving it went to her, and to prevent her returning again, now that 
(he was going, cut off her head; which raifedfuch an horror in the Friends, that 
they immediately left the room,and went to their fever.al homes. 

To prevent thefe diforders, they have in their common innes upon t he Road, Formation' 
as alfoin certain places in Cities, the convenience of fu rnifliing Travellers with a ftminei. ' 
kind of women, who are for the moft part Owes, but very well clad in (ilk, and 
make no difficulty to proffer themfelves to keep men company all night. Thefe 
have the Cuftome of Mailers of fliipsand common Sea-men that are For reign; rs; 
hut if they will bidata little higher game, and be more Cure of their enjoyments, 
they may buy a Concubine, with whom they contract for the time they are todays 
in the Country ; allowing them five or fix pence a day towards their diet, a gar¬ 
ment or two, certain pairs of flioesof Cordevant,and about eight or ten Crowns, 
for the Father or Mailer, who lets her out. 

_ We are fo far from charging this Nation with being over-fuperflitious, that on n * 

theaherfide, we affirm chat there is no mark of Devotion to be‘obfervsd among tV9 
them. Thole who are conceived to have very much, go once a moneth to their 
JP.tgodts, and pronounce feveral times the word Nmmiwd*, which is the name 
of one of their gods; but they are never feen praying to God,neither morning not 
evening, norat any time of the day. There is a certain Sett among them, which 
hathPriefls, who preach thrice a year, to which Sermons all thofe of the fame 
perfwafion refort. There are alio Come who make ufe of another kind of Eccle- 
iiaflkks, efpecially in their long difeafes, wherein they have prayers made, which 
Jaft 34. houres, with ffieh a noife, that they ftunne fuch as come near them, who 
yet cannot underfland one wprd they fay * not only in regard they pronounce ill 
and confufedly; but hence, that whatever rhey compote as well in matter of Re¬ 
ligion, as Medicine, and the other fciences, is couched in fuch high andobfeure 
cermfjt hat many times they underftand them n oc t hemfe 1 ves. rbtir Pilfer 

Noaviffifi, mding this irreligion, there are in Japan an incredible number of and Pritfif,

I 6 5, 9. Pagodesoi xMtfqmet, fome of which have fifteen or twenty Priefls belong 
to them. They are diUinguifhcd from the Laickj in that their heads are fhaved 
as alio by their cloathing, in as much as they go in a kind of C; {fork, made like the 
Frocks worn by fome Country people; but upon holidayes, they goein a fort of 
Jong Garments, which they fold up under the left arm, like a dock. Their trie 
cipail employment is to pray before their gods, and to bury the dead, or atleaft 
the allies of ftich bodies as have been burnt. They are divided inro feveral Sea* 
and conlequently have fo many different wayes of doing their Devotions, efpcci- 
ally on the Anniverfary dayes of the dcceafed, which they c a JJ Bom, oh which the 
Prtefis are employed inpraying and fiuging Litanies, m making Proceflions about 
a ChippeUfetabontwith wax lights, much after the Tame manner as is done in 
fome parts of Europe, Their Sepulchres are near the Pagoda, covered with oreat 
fiones, two or three foot high, on which fuch as go toco their D.votions there 
calf flowers or branches of trees, and put into a little pir, made in the ° t ound* 
fome fair water and a little Rice, which is taken a way thence by the poore. Perl 
lions of quality creft a little pillar near their Sepulchres, and grave thereon their 
names,with a certain Elogy, which lerves for an Epitaph. 

VMtiguiJhed Their Ecdeiia flicks are divided into twelve pi iniipai Sefts, of which elcveii cat 
itto fcvcrrt not of any thing that hath had life, and make a vow of Ouflicty , with fo’Ariel

the high way; and all that pafs by, who are nor nobly defended, are obigedto 
give a little ftroke upon his neck with a wooden faw, wuich being very blunt make* 
the wretch languiih three or four dayes together. This courfe is taken with 
them, upon this accompr, that being permit ted to ufe Sodom/, they may fo.bear 
women. 

The Priefls of the twelfth Se& live after another rare. For it is lawful for them 
to feed on any thing that Earth or Water alfords, as alfo to marry: and yet this 
• Sea, which they call Ickp, whence the Priefls, whereof it confilts, are named 
Pckols, is accounccdfhe holiefl, and molt perfc& of them all. He who is head of 

this Seft, is alfo Supream 'Head of all the Clergy c f the Country, and is in fo 

great veneration among his followers, that they do not only carry him in a Pa- 
Ur.quin, but indeed do him fuch honours as are almofi Divine. All the Priefls de¬ 
pend on the Da/ro t who (till hath the fame power over the Ecclefiatticks, as be 
had heretofore, joyntly, with the fecular power. Onely fuch Tagodts as belong 
to thefe laflhave a fettled revenue, and enjoy many priviledges and immunities 
granted them by the Emperours. All the other Pagtdes are maintain’d by what 
is given them, either by way of Aimes, or the gratifications that they get from 
thofe who imploy them about prayers for the dead, wherein the main put c£ 
the exercife of their Religion conliflS. 

That opinio* Some among them believe, that the Soul is immortal, that the Body is reduced 
concerning the to its firfl Principle, and becomes Dull and Allies, but that th; Spirit is eithec 
Soul. 1 fifed to eternal joy, or condemn'd to an endlefs grief, and that at its return into 

this world, it lhall finde good or evil, according to what it had done during this 
life. Others make no diltin&ion between the fouls of men and thofe of beaffer, 
and as they have noimow'edge of the World’s Creation, fo are they ignorant that 
there is a time appointed for its diSolution. The mofl zealous among them make 
no fcruple to convert their ‘Pagodes into Drinking-houfes j for, as they make 
choice oE the mofl delightful places of the Countrey, for the Pagoda, fothey 
walk in them, and divert chemfelves, in the prelence of their Gods, and have the 
company of their Pnefls, drinking and debauching themfelyes to that height, that 
it proves the ocafion of many con request diforefers. 

Ho dilutes _ A man Qi all never ( in this Countrey, meet with any Con trover lies about Rei- 
jtbota Religion gioo, nor ever finde that a jnfpqotfe conceiyss himfelf any way obliged to inflrudfc 
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his Neighbour, or (hew him his Errour: but, on the contrary, their indifference x 6 l 9‘ 

for theft concernments is generally fo great, thjt fome among them will not flick -- 

to change their Religion for a hundred Crowns. 

They have lo irreconcilable an averfion for the Chriftiuns, that, perceiving bite 
they went cheirfuily to their deaths, when they onely cut off their heads, and ebriftian*. 
crucified them after their death, they have fince found out fuch exquifite torments, 
to procure their more painfull departure, thar, though they had refolutionand 
conftancy enough to endure them, yet could they not exptefs that indolence and 
infenfibility, a s to receive fo grievous a death, with the fame alacrity they had dif- 
cover’d at the ordinary Executions. There were indeed fome who fung amidft 
the flames; but it would have been fome what above humanity, if they (Kould 
not have groan’d in the torments they endured, when they were broil'd, with a 
gentle fire,upon Gridirons, or fuffer’d to languish for feveral days together. Yet 
did not all theft courfes much diminift* the number of thofe Wretches, infomuch 
thatthefe Mongers of barbarifme, perceiving that Death little frighten’d thofe 
who look’d on it but as a paffige to a better life, bethought themfeives of other 
courfes to be taken with them. Young maids of any quality they caufedco be 
flopp'd ftark naked, to be publicity violated, made them go on all four through 
the ftreets, and dragg’dthem through rugged and uneven places, till their hands 
and knees were cur, and their bodies torn in feveral places, and after all put p u tcbriftUns 
them into Vats, full of Serpents, which enter’d into their bodies at all the open ttitatb. 
places, and fo put them to a very painfull death: yet was this done with lefs hor- 
ronr, than whim they fill’d the privy parts of a Mother or a Daughter with Match 
done over with Gun-powder, and bound about thofe of a Son or a Father with 
the fame, and forced the Son cofet fire to chat of the Mother, and the Father, to 
iharqfh/s Daughter. ’Fwas a kindeof favour fhewn them, when they cover'd 
their bodies all over with Turfs, and inceflantiy pour’d Teething water into thejr 
privy pans, till they expir’d amidft thofe torments, which commonly difparch’d 
th.'m not in lefs chan three or four days. They drove great companies of them 
up and down the Coumrey, and into forrefls, fligmatiz’d in the foreheads, with 
prohibitions, upon pain of death, that any fhould give them any fufienance or 
entertainment. Some were put into Cages upon die Sea-lide, that the Tide might 
come up to their chins, and at the return of the water, they might recover their 
fpirits a little, to endure rhe greater torment at the next floud: They bound the 
fathers and mothers to a poaft, and hood-winked them, while they put the chil¬ 
dren to inconceivable torments, which they being noc able to endure, intteated 
their parents with the mod importunate expreflions they could imagine at chat 
age, to deliver them out of their pains/ by renouncing. This was one of the moft 
infupportable punifhmerits of any they invented, and which brought many to 
death and abjuration. Another -torment they had for thofe poor children was, 
to pluck off their nails, and to prick them with bodkins in the tendered parts of 
their bodies. To make a difeovery of ('hriftians, they ordered, that all the Inha¬ 
bitants fhould once a year proceft before their Pagodgs, and fign a certain Jnftru- 
went, wheteby they renounced ChrifiUn Religion; and by this means, there 
pa (fed not a year, but a great number was difeover’d. Such as were hung up by 
rhefeec, and were continued in that pollute for ten or twelve days, endured the 
graaceft torment of any, in regard the anguifa of this punifliment ftill increafing, 
there is no pain, not ev^n that of fire it faff, comes nearir. 

Titefe perfecutions muff needs have -much diminilh'd rhe number of ChrijTmns 
in Japan ; but vvfur moft contributes to the definition of Chriftian Religion, is 
a courfe they have taken to pot the Chriftim ro death, even though they proffer 
to renounce; fo that there f$ no way for any toavoid death, butldifcovering ano¬ 
ther ChrlfiitXH , who may endure it in their ftead, and by that difeovery they eftape. 

However, there is an exadt Regifler kept of thefe %eneg‘idoes > out of a defign, 
as is conceiv’d, one tifie or orher, to rid the Coumrey of them, when the execu¬ 
tions muff ceaft, for want of C hr tft ms, _ About

rh'irherfs. Moftof their houfes are built of woo d, Height I y enough, in regard the Coun- 
J trey is very much fubjeft to Earth-quakes. They are all raifed three ot four fooc 
from the ground, boarded and matted, and very handl'om within, efpeciit v thofe 
rooms where they receive thir vifics. They are, for the molt part, but one Hoiv 
high, in which they live, and the reft ferve for Com-lofts. They have phc-s dr 
Hindi from their houfes, where they keep their Merchandifes, and whacdfctfrv 
moii efteem: in regard their houfes are fo apt to take fire, that they are Cor'd to 
have fats full of water alwaysready, againfi fuch accidents, which are v ’tv frequent 
among them. 1 1 

The houfes of Gentlemen and Souldiers are divided into two partitions' 
whereof one is taken up by the wife, who is newr feen, and the other by the 
husband, who hath his chambers and halls, for the reception of his friends/ and 
his bufmefs. The wives of Citizens and Merchants appear in the Chops and 
have a care of thehoufe; but they are treared with fo much refpe&, that none 
durff let fait a free or equivocal expre/fion in their prefence, my a licentious o e 
were criminal, in/lead of Tapiffry, they have a kinde of Scenes or Shutters 
which ferve them alfo for Pidiures, whereof they covet the clofures with paper 1 
painted and gilt, and to neatly patted on, that the whole piece feems to conli f bur 
of one fitter. There Shutters are made of very thin boards, and fall one into an¬ 
other, fo as that of two or three fmall chambers, they can of a fudden make a v -v 
fait hall. Ail the fe little rooms make a kinde of gallery, which reives equal tv 
for both the appartments of the Husband and Wife, and leads to a common Door 
to go into the Garden, which Door is ordinarily oppoiite to the Hall- windows 
In ihemiditof the Room,there commonly Hands a Cabinet, on which they Tec a 
Pot of Flowers, which are there to be had all the year long. They are very cti 
nous about their Gardens, and make them as pteafam as may be, with Grove-? 
Fountains, Orchards, indefpecialJy one kinde of Tree, which is as green in Winter 
as in Summer. 

There is not much houfiiold-fiuff to be fecn in their houfes, in regard they be¬ 
llow on their Wives, the Trunks, and Cabmets of Lacqut, their rich Tapiflry 
and the like, or they diipofe them into fome private Rooms, into which they ad¬ 
mit onely their moil intimate Friends. They are very ex pen five in their Pc « 
for Cha, or TJ?a, as alfo in Figures, pieces excellent (or the writing and in 
Arms.

They are not fo relerv’d, but that fometimes they will take a iictlamore than they 
are well able to carry Sway ; but feldom to that height, as to do ought wher-rof 
they may repent the next day, or quarrel in their Drink; for the perpetual appre- 
henfion they have of the unavoidable Death that would follow, keeps them in, 
and fends them to bed with whole skins,

and have a kind of Muilck which is no: very harmonious. They have but few Mu- 
fical Iiiflruments, and thatmoii ofed among,them, and which they are mo&cakeu Their Mufufa 
with, is a kind of Lute, the belly whereof is above a fooi-fqiiare, with a long 
and narrow neck, as being made onely for four firings, which are of talk, and they 
Iliifce them with a peg of ivory, about the bignefs of a mans finger* They ling 
to it, but the vbyee Isas immelodious as it$ found of the Inftrument, 

Their wine they make of Rice, putting thereto fome fugar or hony, and they their wine, 
call it Uhtvtrfacks or S ahfe. It is a kind of Hydromel , rather then wine, yet it is 
as flrongas the belt fack, and makes 2 man drunk much fooner. » 

As for T/.-i, it is a kind of The or Tea ; but the plant is much more de!icate,and !,er * P re * 
more highly •deem’d then that of The, Perfons of quality keep it very carefudy _ tirt4 ‘ 
in earthen pots,well flopp’d..and luted, that it may not take wind : but the Japan- ‘ 
wefts prepare it quice’ocherwife then is done in Europe. For, in (lead of infilling 
it into warm water, they beat it as fmall as powder, and take of it as much as will 
lie on the point of a knife, and put it into a difh of Porcelane or Earth, full of 
feething water, in which they Air ir, till the water be all green, and then drink’ 
ir, as hot as they can endure ir; It is excellent good- after a debauch, it being 
certain there is not any thing that allayes the vapours, and fettles the flomack 
better then this herb doth. The pots they make ufe of about this kind of drink 
are the moft precious of any of their houfhold-fiuffe, in as much as it is known, 
that.there have been Tfa-po:s } which had cofl between fix and feven tboufand 
pound ft erling. *' ' . . Th; 

Their marriages are follicited only by the .relations who have fome fupenonry 1 

over cbofe that conrraft them. The Father and Mother find out the party, and 4 
propofe that alliance, andfor want of them, others ,of the kindred ; fo as that the 
young couple know nothing of what is done, infomuch that the perfons who. are 
to be married never fire one another till the marriage is to be cbnlummated. This 
is the mote eifily efFeiied, in that ic is in the Husbands power to keep what 
number he thinks fit of Concubines, nay may profecute his enjoyments among 
common Prottiruces, whereas the leafi fufpicion of the womans diflaonefly would 
cofl her her life. They have alfo the convenience « Divorce, and may fend their 
wives back to their o wn friends, yet conceive it no difparagement to them. True 
it is that only perfons of mean condition ufe ir, as Merchants, Tradesmen, and 
common-fouldiers; and that perfons of quality take another courfe, out of a re- 
fpeft to the birth and relations of the woman , and in cafe of dlfagreement they 
Hill maintain them according to their quality. Which hinders not .but that 
they alfo are moft liberal of themfelves among their Concubines, little it 
feems troubled at the difeontent they give their wives, whom they fee but when 
they pi safe therrueives. For, certain it if, that the women onely are married, 
and that the men are as much at Iibercie after, as they had been before marriage. 

Common brothsl-houfes are allowed, and there are fome Mailers who buy ILves 
only to drive that trade i it being their perfwafion,chat to avoid a greater fcandal,

Hence it corner chat it is never feen 
a malefa&or will betray ordifcoverhis complicesjbut on the contrary,there are in¬ 
finite examples'of furii as hive chofen rather to die with the greateft torment 
imaginable , chan bring thrir complices into any inconvenience by rheir con- 
feffion. , 

Japan is fo rich and abundant in all things, that, fome few Merchants tfb&t For- 
excepted, who trade into the India, there is hardly any Japomefe , who meddles signers trait 
with the venting of any forreign Commodities. The greateft Commerce which Either. 
is carried on there is that of the Chinefes, who have continued theirs in thisCoun- 
trey ever fiace the Ifiind was firft peopled. The Spaniards and Pert ague z have 
traded thither chefe fix or feyen fcore years; and the English had no looner be¬ 
gun, but they gave over their trading into thofe parts, byreafonof the fmall ad¬ 
vantage made thereby. Thole of Siam and Cambodia were wont ro fend thither 
yearly two or three Jenques ; but this is alfo given over, efpecially fince the Dutch 
bring them the Commodities of 'Japan at a lower rate, and with lefs danger than 
they could fetch them themfelves. The chief Trade is at the City of c Mea C o t 
Whither moll of the merchants,' as well foreigners as thofe of the Country, bring 
all their commodities, and where they have their Agents and Factors, to diftribuce 
them over all the Jfland. 

The Commodiries which Foreigners bring to Japan are, about four orfive 
thouCaad Pice/s oS Silk, and abundance of Stuffs, of Silk, Cotton, Thread, &c. . ; 

above two hundred choufand Deer skins, about a hundred choufando.her Hides, 

Hemp, Linnen Cloiths, Wool/, Garments, Cotton, Quick-filvet, all forts of 
Gummes and medicinal Drugs, Spices, Cloves, Pepper, Sugar, Musk, a fore of 
wood called Sappan, and Calaikbac , Purcelan, Camphir, Borax , Elephants tecchy 
Corall, and all kinds of Mercery, which the Chine fes bring. 

The Chinefes and Japomtefes have heretofore lived in very good correfpondence, 
infomuch thit there hardly paffed a year, but the Kings of thofe two powerful! 

States vifited one another by reciprocal Embaffies. This friendfhip continued t #eentbc Chi* 
till the Japomefes , who lived in China, became fo infolent, as to ranfack a whole ne [ es aig the 
City, ana to ravifh all the women and maids that fell into their hand?. The J»ponnsf«, 
Chinefes re fen ted the affront as they oughr, and killed all the Japonnefes they met 
withall. The King of China , coifideringof how dangerous confequence ic was 
to afford refuge to a fort of people who had the infolence to commit fuch an acti¬ 
on, in the time of peace, banifhed them his Kingdom for ever, ordering the De¬ 
cree to be graven in golden Letters upon aPillar, which to chat puifofe hecaufed 
to be erefted upon the Sea-fide, and forbidding his Subjects, upon pain of death 
to trade into Japan* 71hefe Prohibitions are Will fo ft rift ly obferv'd, that the Cbi- 
tsefes , who go thither, give out that they carry their Commodities to fome of the 
neighboring Iflands of the Indies ; in regard they are fure they would he con- 
fifeated, if it were known they carried them to Japan but the Japomefes treat 
the (fbintfes otherwife, and give them the egrefs and regrefs of their Co'un- 
trey. ‘ 

It is haply from thefe Prohibitions of the King of China, that fome have taken R(f( 

occifioa to affirm, that Japan was peopled by certain Exiles, whom the King of ^ 

China had fenc chither,upon a Qonfpiracy they were engaged in again ft his perfon ; ncf«, 
fince the Hiftories of neither Japan nor China fpeak of any fuch thing, and that 
otherwife there is fo great a difference in their cloathing, their ceremonies, jnan* 


ner of life, language and writing, shat it is impoffible chit the fame Nation fhould 
have contrafted, even in thefequel of many Ages, fuch contrary Habits. Some 
affirm, that the Japomefes have made this change, in revenge for the ill treatment: 

C c c c c % they 
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they received of the others; but befides the unlikelihood there is that a whole 
Nation fhould, of a hidden, conceive an averfion for whit they hy\j before, 
thesis yet a greater improbability, that it fhould to change its language and 
manner of writing, as that there fhould be no rapport between the one and the 
other. The Chintfes never cut their hair, blit tie it up together upon the crown of 
the head; th elapomefes, on the contrary, fhave the fore-part of the head down 
to the ears; and tie up the reft of their hair in their neck bebinde, with a firmer 
made of paper. The latter dp alfo fhave their beards, whereas rhe Chmfcs fuf- 
fer theirs to grow to their full length : whence it may be imagined, that they were 
rather Tartars , who firft got into this lfland, than Chinefes. 

The lapotwefis, being thus banifbed China, began to eftabltfh their Commerce 
at Tayonan, in the lfland Fermofa, whither the Cbintfes came withthrir Comma- 
dues; buctheKtng of Chime hearing of it, forbad his Subjetts to trade t hicher 
by which means the lapmntfes were frudrated of that Navigation.' Which fo 
troubled the Emperour, that he would not permit his Subjefts to trade out of the 
Kingdom without his exprefs Commiflion andPaf|x>rts: as well out of this con- 
fideraiion, that he would not have any Arms tranfported out of the Coun trey, as 
the experience he hath that the Japomefes are a Roue and daring People one of 
their own Coun trey, and being extremely conceited of himfelfphe would nor 
have any affront done' them, which fhould not be in his power to relent, or that 
any other chan himfelf fhould chafiife their infolence, 'as it happened to them, 
not long fincein the Kingdom of Siam, upon their Attempt againft theXin 0 ’* 
perfon there, and at Nayouan, upon th.ir afia ulting the Governour of the place? 

There is no Cufiome or Duty paid upon any Commodities in Japan, either to 
the Emperour, or any other Prince or Lord; fo rhatrhe whole advantage comes 
in to the Merchant; but in regard all drive fome trade or other, and that the 
Countrey is extremely populous, the profits are very {malt. 

Since the Rupture between the Chinefa and Japonnefes, the Emperour of Ja- 
No common- harjfinot held any correfpondcnce with any forreign Prince, The Kin® of 

Siam, the Pope, and the King of Spain tent very confiderable Embstfies to fum 
which were all very kindly received by him; but the Emperour of Japan nsytt 
font to vifitor complement them. 

There is, all over Japan, but one Language, which is fo different from that of 
China, Corea, an ^Tanking, that the Inhabitants of the fe four Countreys, ua- 
derttand one another no more than we do the -jirakicki There is alio the fame 
difference between their Characters, and yet they have all four a foitof Chara¬ 
cters, by which they underfiand one the other, fo that thore among their, who 
haveltudied, underhand and exprefsin their particular Language, what rhe others 
would have expreffed in theirs, by me arts of thefe common CharaiRers.- They 
write with Pdhcils, and that fo faff) that they fpend very little time in writing the 
notes, by which they do moll of their merges, rather than by word of mouth. 
They endeavour coexpreff themfelves in few words, specially when they either 
fpeak or write to perform of great quality; fo that the Letters and Petitions they 
addrefs to their Superiors are couched in fo few words, that it is no great trouble 
to afford them the reading. 

They have not the way of keeping Accounts as', the Merchants in our parrs 
have j but they can count with certain little bowls, which they thread upon little* 
flicks on a fquare board,as fafl as our ablefi Accountants by all the Rules of AridW 
me tick, even that of Three. 

They have many Books, and fome great Libraries, but of thefe notfo great a 
number as we have in Europe, 

The Dayro is the perfon who keeps memorials of whatever paffes, and writes 
the Chronicle of the Countrey. It is alfo onely he and the Lords and Gentle¬ 
men of his Houfe,who are in number above eight hundred, as alfo the Lords and 
Ladies defended from him, who have the priviledge to write any Books, Thefe 
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onely have all the Learning among themfelves, and are To proud of ir, chat the 
advantages they make thereof are ecfnal to thofe they derive from their Birth, 
which is no doubt more noble than that of the Emperour. Thence it comes that 
they Height all others, fo far that theyflaun their converfation, live io a quarter of 
the City diftindt from the red, and will have no communication with the igno¬ 
rant. • 

There is but one kinde of sMeafure all over the Countrey, and all the Money is 
at the fame race and value. The Cold is in its excellency, hue the Silver not fo 
good, fo char to reduce it to the rate of char of France there will be a lofs of *£. 
or.3$. in the ioo. 3"iiey have three forts of Gold Coins, whereof one weighs 
fix Spj>;ijh Rjafo, and is worth forty eight Tajtls, accounting every Tajl at abouc 
five ttwlWnp fterlmg. ;*Tcn of jthe fecond kinde weigh a Ryal and half a quarter, 
and are worth one 'TayU and a fifth pare each of them: and ten of the third fart 
weigh a Rfal and a half, and half a quarter, and are worth, each of them, the fixth 
part of a Tap. The Silver Coin, which is made in the form of Linger , is of no 
certain weight; but.it is fo ordered, that as much of it as amounts to fifty Tayh 
is to be of a ju (l weight, which they difpo fe into Rolls of Paper, in each as much as 
comes io twenty Crowns, and fo they difparch their Payments with little trouble. 
They have befides this a Idler Coin of Silver, made much like French Beans, 
which ai fois not of any certain weight, fave onely in grofs, or when ic amounts 
to fuch a fum, from the value of feven pence to fix flu 1 lings, or better. There is 
alfo a great difference in the value of the C*xi*i ; for of fome of them,a thoufand 
areworth’btu a Crown, whereas of others the fame number may amount to three 
Crowns and a half. Much abouc the time of our Travels the Empetour had or¬ 
dered them to be cried down, intending to have a new Money made of Brafs, and 
that the poorer fort might be ruined thereby, he cauled the bad Money, to be cal¬ 
led in, and made good the value of it to fuch as brought it in. 

. Tnis Countrey want S not any kinds of Caere!,but is fo mu ;h the more abundant 
therein, out of this tefpeft, that they do not geld any creature. Thence ic comes' 
they are well ttor’d with Horfes, Bulls, Kbe,<|wme, Deer, wilde Boars, Bears, 
Dogs, &c. as alfo with,all forts of Fowl, as Swans, Geefe, Ducks, Herns, Cranes, 
Eagies, Falcons, Phcafanrs, Pidgeons, Woodcocks, Quails, and all the other forts 
of (mall Birds, that we have in thefe parts. 

There are alfo in this Countrey feveral forts of Mineral Waters, very good 
again ft divers Difeafes. Some have thetafte and qualities of Copper, others chat 
of Saltpeter, Iron, Tin, Salt; and there is, among others, a fource of hot-water 
which bath the calk of Tin, and iflues out of a Cave, which is about ten Foot, 
Diameter at the mouth, and hath both above and below feveral picked Hones, like 
Elephants teeth, fo that ic fomewhat refembles that figure, by which fome would 
reprefenc the Jaws of Hell. The Water, which comes out of it in great bub¬ 
bles day and night contiandy, is not fo hot but that it may be endured aflbonas it 
is out of the fource, fo that there isj no need of mixing any other water there¬ 
with. 

There is in this Countrey, in a fpacious Plain, at the foot of a Mountain^ not 
far from the Sra-fide, another fource, which gives Water but twice in four and 
twenty hours, and that during the fpace of an hour at each rime, unlefs it be when 
the Eaft-winde blows, for then it gives water four times a day. This water comes 
out of a hole, which Nature hath made in the ground, and which they have c*o- 
vei’dwith feveral great ftones} but when the time, of its floud, as I may call it, 
is come, the water is forced out with fuch violence amidft the Hones, that it fhakes 
then! all, and makes a caft io- or 24. foot high, with fuch noife as would drown 
that of a great Gun. It is fo hor, that it is impoflible, fire fhould ra'fe ordinary 
water to fo high a degree of hear, as the earth gives this ; for it immediately burns 
the ftr.ffs on which ic fall's, and keeps its hear much longer, than the water chat 

hath been boil’d over the fire. The Well is indofed with a high Wall, having at 
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the bottoms thereof feveral holes through which the water tuns into certa in 
channels, and fo is brought into the houi'es, where they bath themfelves, reduci ng 
it to fuch a degree of warmth as may be endured. 

Some affirm that their Phyficians are fo able,-that there is no Difeafe which 
they cannot difeover by the Pulfe. They are perfe&ly well skill’d in the -virtues 
of Simples and Drugs, efpccially tbofe of the Radix Chimt , and 'RJ>abarbe> 
whereof they make ufe in their Recipe's, which for the cnofi part confiff in Pills, 
with very good fuccefs. They are alio very fortunate in the curing of ordinary 
Diieafes; but Chirurgery is not as yet known among them. 

The Mineral Waters we fpokeof before, are a l'uffidenc -demonfiration, that 
there are in Japan Mines of all forts of Metalls, Accordingly , there is 
found there Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin, Iron, and Lead. The Countrey brings 
forth alfo Cotton, Flax, and Hemp, wherewith they make very fine Cloaths. Ic 
produces alfo Silk, and affords abundance of Goat and Deer skins, the richeft 
Works of Wood and Lacquc of any in the World, all forts of Provifions and 
and medicinal Drugs. They have among others, a particular* Invention for the 
melting of Iron, without the ufing of any fire, calling it into a Tun done abouc 
oathe in-fide with about half a foot of earth, where they keep it with continual 
blowing, and take it out by Ladles full, to give it what form they pleafe, much 
better, and more artificially than the In habitants of Liege are able to do. So that 
it may be faid, Japan may live without its Neighbours, as being well furnifti’d with 
all things requihte to life. 

The PortHguez, came to the knowledge of Japan, by means of the Trade they 
droV.* in the Kingdom of Siam and Cambodia. They found it no hard matter to 
fettle themfelves there, in as much as the lafomefes had nor, at firfl, any averfioa 
for their Eccleliallical Ceremonies; lo that in a Ihorr time the "RomanCatholick 
Religion got fuch footing there, chat they were permitted to build Churches in 
feveral pi aces of the Kingdom, and particularly at Nangkfackj • But the Spa¬ 
niards coo loon difcovei’d theDefign they had to eftablifn themfelves there, and 
had not the refervtdnefs to fmothqjkhat haughty humour, which would reign all 
over the World : which occafioird the laptmefes full to fee upon, and after¬ 
wards, to burn their Ships, inforaucb that, in the year r 6 f 6 t they bsnffli'd 
them the Countrey, with Prohibitions, upon pain of Death, nor to return in¬ 
to it. i : f v ***** 

The Dutch have traded thiclier ever fince the year itfn. and dill continue ir, 
fo much to their advantage, tbit their Commerce to Japan is worth what they 
carry on all over the red of the Indies. They affirm in the Relation of the 
Voyage they made thither in the year 1598. that the City of (Jhleacst, is one 
and twenty Leagues abour, but that it had been much ruined by the precedent: 
Civil Wars. That Ojf*cl$aandBostngo, are Cities*, which, for Wealth, maybe 
compared to any ocher inch; Indies. That the Emperours of lap an were ordi¬ 
narily interr’d in the City of C°J°> or if they made choice of any other place for 
their Sepulture, yet were fome of their Bones carried thither, though ic were buE 
a Tooth. That the City of Piongo, eighteen Leagues from M,taco, was in fome 
part ruined during the Civil Wars of Nobanaxga, who was defeated by Faxiba, 
thePtedecefTourof Taicko, and that what remained of it was partly defiroy'd by 
an Earthquake that happened in the year 1596. and partly by the fire which 
confumed the wretched remainders of it, fome time after • The Cities of 
Sacay, Volttquin, Fostna/, Tofam» and feveral others are alfo very confiderable 

The Air here is good and. healthy, though more inclin’d to cold then heat; and 
yet Japomefes low their Corn at the beginning of Ullaj, but cut not the Rice 

U *They hr^ neithet Butter nor Oile, and have an ayerfioh againft milk, out of an 
imagination, that the fouls of Beafis refide in it, and that it U blood in ef&tf, 
D * . though 
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though of a different colour* They do not cat the flefli of either Bulls orkine, 163 9. 
nor dm of any tame beaft, but love wild fowl and Venifon, and are much addi* ““—~ : — 
fted tothe hunting thereof. They have Cedar-trees, which are fo.big, that they 
make pillars of them for their greateft Edifices, and Mads for their Ships. 

Poverty is not fo criminal or infamous in japan, as it is in feveral places of m , :c 
Europe, where the rich are only accounted Vertuous. They hate Calumniators, &eo d auaUti'ii. 
Swearers and Gamefters; but they have alfo their vices, which much Eclipte their ■* 
oth;r wife good parts. 

* They are rather of a brownifli Complexion then white, ftrong and well fee, 
enduring pains-taking, and the inconveniences.of the feafons with incredible pa¬ 
tience. They endure hunger and thirft, heat and cold, without any trouble, and 
are no other wife clad in winter, then they are in fummer. 

The japonntfes are diftinguifhed into five Orders. The firft, is that of Kings An d : nin 
and Princes, and fuch as have civil or military charges, and Employments, who guijbedintl 
are all cal led by a common name Tones . The fecond is that of Ecdefiafticks, jive Order:. 
whom they call by a general name Bmz.es. The third is that of Gentlemen and 
Merchants. >The fourth that of Tradefmen, and fuch as relate to the Sea/And the 
fifth chat of Labourers, and fuch as work by the dayj * 

The general |adminiftratioa of Affairs is.in the bands of three principal Mini. The puneiptl 
fiers of State; the fir ft whereof, whofe flperintendency is over Ecclefiaftical af- Mhiffmcf 
fairs,, hath the quality of Zaz *; he who hath the difpofal of Charges and Offi- 
ees is called 'Vet, and he who bath the overfight of things relating to the war is 
called Cabacanta. 

There could not be hitherrohadany true accompt of the Emperour of Japan’s 
revenue: but it is certain chat he makes above two Millions of Gold of the Rice, 
which his own Demefne affords him every year. It is alfo certain chat the Empe¬ 
rour cl japan is fo powerfully that Talc to, whom we fpoke of before, finding 
himfelf well fee led upon the Throne, had a defigntopafs over into China, with a 
Fleet of two rhoufand Veffds, for-the building whereof he had already cut down 
Timber, which he might have done with the more cafe, upon this accompt, that the 
japomefes are incomparably a more warlike Nation then the Chinefes. 

Butin regard there is not any thing makes a.greater dilcovery of the grearnefs 
of this Monarch,then theCeremonies of the interview between him and th zDajro, 
whereof we promifed before to give here .a fhorc defeription, we think fit to rhae 
purpofe to inferc in this place the extrait of a Relation made by the Dire&or of 
thtDutch commerce in Japan, who was ae Meaco in the year 167.6. ThisAu- 
thour fayei, that being actheEmperours Court in the moneth of Oftober, in the 
year aforefaid, with fome others of the Deputies of this Nation, he was defirous 
to fee the Proceflion, which was made there on the ay.' of the faid moneth. To 
that end, they went the 34, and with the retinue took up a houfe which they had 
hired near the Dajro's Palace, in regard the next day it Would have been impoflible 
for them to pafs the ftreer?. 

On the faid 25. of Ottobet, afloon as it was lighr,* they found the ftreers and ' , - j 
tops of houfes full of people. The ftreets were rail’d on in both fides, from the ]? \*e ffio* 
JDayro's Palace to the Emperours, having files of fouldiers all along, and the mid- ind Empertur.. ■ 
die of the ftreet ftreev'd with white Sand, all laid fo even, chat nothing fhould 
retard the Prbceffion,or difturb its Order. Thefe fouldiers, who were part of rhe

W E faid elfewhete, that when the Japonnefes were binifh*d' China ; there 
were alfo Prohibitions made, that none fhould tra'de with them, and 
that theCAiW/fj, to avoid the confutation of their goods, which 
they might carry to lay an, made choke of the Ifland of Tayouang, for the conti- r! T r 
nuance of their Commetcer.This example encouraged the 2 $wf 6 ,in the year 163 £ Jaw' 
to makehfe of the convenience of the fame place, in regard Chinefes had depriv’d ‘ yowan? ’ 
them of all hope of Commerce with them, if they came not out of their Coun- . 
try, and fetled not themfelves in a piece where they might give no occafion of 
fufpicion. 

There is not m all the Faff a more convenient haven for theTrade of China, and 
for the e/labiiflimenc of 3 Communication with lay an,tad all the rail of thzlndies t 
then this Ifland afford*. For fiiips may come thither at all rimes of the year, £0 
as that they need not Bay for the Mouffomjx convenience of the general winds, 
w hich in all- other places laft fix moneths of the year. 

About that time the Dutch built there a Fort, with four Baflions, all of free' 
ftone, upon a Down, or-Sandy afcenc, within half a League of the great Ifland Tbcpatch fet^ 
Fermefa, Within three hundred paces of the Fort, there paffes a Channel, which tle .* ber<t 
ferves for a Haven, though, even at high water, there be but thirteen or fourteen 
foot water; but the (hips tliac Anchor, there may defie any wind. They have 
made a redoubt of Bone, very well flan ek’d upon the Channel, where they hive a 
little Garrifon of twenty five or thirty men, which are enough to defend the en¬ 
trance of it ; and they have found the feituationof it fo advantageous, that they 
have given it the name of new Zealand. Zealand** *** 

The Ifland Fermofa, that is, the Fair Ifland, called by the Chinefee Vatcande, Pcrmofa- 
lies at 21. Degrees on this fide the fine, within 3 i,Leagues of the River of Chl»- 
cheu, and the Ifland of Querney in China , Beaching in length from South-veil to 
Nonh-eaP, as far as 21. Degrees and a half, . 

It is about a hundred and thirty Leagues in compafs, and contains many Villa- Xn Anarchy. 
ges, and an infanice number of men, who acknowledge no King nor Soveraign, 
and have n#other Superiours over them, thenfuchas they create among them-, 
felves, after the manner we fhall give an Aatount of hereafter. Its Rivers are 
excellently well ftor'd with Filh ,* Its Forrefis well furniflicd with all forts of • , , 

wild-Fowl and Venifon ; and its Fields, which are for the moll part Meadows s,m 
a manner covered with Cattle. They have Deere, Wild-Goats, Hares, Conies, 

Pheafancs, Paftriges, Pidgeons, &c. and be fides thefe a kind of horned'Horfe, 
by the Inhabitants cslltdOIavang, whofe horns are like thofe of Deere, and the 
flefh very delieare. They have alfo Tygres, and another kind of Animal, which 
they call TVraey, made like a Bear, but much llronger. The skin of this Beafl, 
they account one of the moft-precious things that the Ifland produces. 

The'ground here is fat ind fruitful, but fo poorly cultivated, chat there are 
very few Fruiifcrees, and the little. Fruit that is fo bad, that though thej 1 flinders 
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grows iqme Gingei and Cinnamon in ibis Ifland, which they fay hath Go'd tad 
Silverlyispes, whereof th z.Chkcfes have fometunes made trial j but it is more chan 
rhe Dutch could ever difeover. . an 

The parts thereof which theft lift mentioned have moft frequented are," siv» 
k*», Mandanw, ToHla»g } T«facMg, Tiftiivcatfg, Tspfag, and Tefurang, which 
are all within a Cmall dutanec of the Fort of Tayoumg; fo thar they may be ail 
gone to in two days, fave onrfy the Village of Tefar**g t which lies in the Moun¬ 
tains, at a day and a halts journey at lead, from the habitation of th tDutch. The 
Kli lie as it were upon the Sea-nde, and have all the fame manner of life, the 
fame Religion, and almoft the fame Language. 

A man would tike the Inhabitants, at the fighf,j to be BtrWians and S?- 
v.ges. Fur ihe men are throng an i hardy, much bigger than any of i he Europe* 
ms> and coming feme what near the Hacure of theGyants. Their bodies are 
hairy all over, and they ate of a brown complexion, inclining to blacjr, jj mofV 
of the Indians are. The women are fomewhar lefs, but fit enough, and- for tha 
moll parr, wellfhaped. They make a greater ciii'eovery of fhamefacednef's tfun 
(he men, uchat they have fonewhat of C loathing about them: bit both men 
and women tirip i hemfeives.j'when they bathe, which they do twice a day, in warm 
water: for then, the latter are not afhamed to be feen by men, nor care much 
whether they have ought about them. 

5 This people, which in appearance feems to be fo barbarous, is in etfe&, good 
natur’d, faithfull and obliging, entertaining Grangers with much kindnefs and ci- 
jfvilit y, and.communicating io them fuch good cbear as nature affords them. Is 
hich never been found that they were dehioas to get what belongs io any other 1 
by indited ways, but on the contrary, -they have often return'd to efieir owner* 
(what they found mif-laid cr loft; though the Inhabitants of the Village of 
I Touting have a very ill report, as to this particular, they are conllant and fairb- 
j full in rueir friendflup, and religicufly obferve, as well the Treaties they make 
: among themfelves, as thofe made with Forreigners. Treachery is a rhing they 
‘ * e fo unacquainted withal!, that tture is no misfortune which they would not fuf- 
fer rather than any reproach Ihould be made them of unfaithfulnefs. They wane 
neither ingenuity nor memory, but eaftly apprehend and retain whatisfaidto 
[them. ’Ts true, they have an humour of impudently begging anything they 
? f « ; but they are denied with the fame freedom, and are fatisfied with a fmall 
[matter. 

> Ttic y hve altogether by the little Husbandry they carry on, and the Rice they 
get out of the ground. Not- but that their Lands are very fruitful, and rbac the 
Cantons we named before might produce, what were able to fullain above ten 
thousand families: but in regard they have no Ploughs, nor Creatures fit for Ti - 
lag 3 they have no other way of digging the ground, than that of the Spade, and 
that by the hands of women ; mal'much as the men minds onely War and Hunt¬ 
ing, and fo their mcreafe cannot be fo great as tbarof thofe places where they 
have better conveniences. Another employment of the women is, A tranfplanc 
tne Rice, when it grows thicker in one place than another; which work tilts* up 
muen of their time, as does alfo their cutting of it when it is ripe For inffead of 
reaping it by fnnd/ulkwitb a Hook, they cut it Corn by Com, feme four or five 
fingers below the Ear, fo put it up in the houfe, and never bear it bur as there is 
toccaiion, m order to their fubfiifance, that is, every day. The woman of the 
houfe fets over-night two or three little bundles of it a-drying inthe Chimney- 
corner, and riling the next morning two hours before day, flie beats it in a Mor¬ 
tar, and makes as much dean Rice as is reqtiiiite for the Family that day, and no 
more. And thus they live all the year Jong. 

They fow alfo two or three other forts of Fruit, which they call Prtigh, Qjtathl 
and 7 nr atm i which sic fomewnat iise Miller, as alfo a kinds of feilic much like 
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the French Bern. They hm alio feveral forts of Roots, which thjy niay ufe 1 6 3 9- 

infied of Bread, and wnieh in effe& were able to fuitai nth err, chough they had- 

no Rice nor any other kinde of Fruit or Com. They have Ginger, Cinnamon 
Sugar-canes, Bemmutets, Lemmons, abundance of Areca, and fever a] other forts 
of Fruits, Simple®, and Pulf?, not known in Europe, fuch as it would be no eafie 
matter to defer!be. 

Though they ha?; no C'acoj wine* not any other natural DrinV, yet hav* they Their trine* 
found out the way to tn-ke a kinde of Beverage, which is aslirong, and intoxi¬ 
cate* a mans brains aflonn as the befi Sack. Their way of ordering it is thus. 

They f« a-foaking in warm water a certain' quantity of Rice, which they after* 
wards beat in a Mortar till it be reduced to a Parte, Then they chew feme Rice* 
meal in their mouths, which they fpec into a Por, till fuch time as they have got 
about a Quart of Liq'uour, which they put ro the P-dte inrtead of Leaven, and 
after they have kneaded all well together, till they have brought it to Dough, fuch 
*s is that of the Bakers, they put it hro a great earthen Por, which they fill up 
with water, and fo let it remain there for c-vo tnoneths; and by this means they 
make one of the belt and mod pleafaacLiquours that a man need drink- This is 
their Wine, which is rtronger or weaker according to the time it remains in the 
Pot} and the older it is, the better and tweeter it is; infomttch that fo retimes 
they keep it five and twenty or thirty years. Whit is towards the mouth of the* 

Pot is as deaf as Rock-water, but at the bottom there are onely dregs, fuch as 
Were able co turn a weak flonack f and yet the Iflanders make it on: of their de¬ 
licacies, and eat it with Spoons, having riril rtirt’d it about, with a I Wife water put 
to it. When they go into the Conn trey, they carry along with them a Pot of this 
Ruff and a Gourd*hotrfe full of water, and ib they are firrnifh’d as-ro meat and * ■ 

drink. They make ufe of the upper part of this Beverage as of Bqza-vitt, to 
Rrcng.hen the heart, and they eat what’s in the bottom, ordered as we faid be¬ 
fore j whence it comes that they i'pend .moll part of their Rice ra this compo- 
fition. 

When the women have no work to do about their grounds, they go a fifiling, rbtitveemtn 
and particularly co get Cillers, which the Iflmdcrs prefer before, all'meat whatfo- goa-fijhing., 
ever. They have a way of falling the fifivfleightly, afl'oon as it is taken, with 
the ftiell, and what foe ver is within it, and they eat them with all the filrh,nay with 
the worms, which fometimes are bred within them for want of Silt, 

The men,et'pecully the youngerforr, to the age of twenty four or twenty five tbe * <s 
years, do nothing at a.l; but when they are come to forty, they help to do fome- iivt ' 
what about the grounds, where they continue night and day with rhe : r wives, in 
little Huts, and return not to the Village till fome necelficy or divsrtifement calls 
them thither. 

They havefeveral kindes of Hunting, and ufe, in their fporr. Snares, flender ^ 

Pikes, 01 Bows and Arrows. They fpread their Snares or Nets in the Woods, ™ i7,u7iA e ' 

crofs thole Paths, which the Deers and wilde Boars are wont to make, and force 

thofe Creatures into them: or haply they fpread them in the open fields, wirh 

the convenience of a great Cme, one end whereof they plant in the ground, 

and the other is bowed down, and fartened ro certain little flicks, upon which 

they lay a Snare covstM with a little earth, which affoon as the wilde beat! touches, 

the Cane is fudde dy as itw^re unbenr, and hath him by on 1 of the feet. The 

Hunting w* h that kinde of Pikes is thus. There meet together, at a certain place 

appointed, the Inhabitants of two or three Villages, arm’d every one with two 

or three Pikes, and having divided tbemfelves into feveral parties, they fend their 

Dogs into the Woods, and they force our the Game Into the fields, where they 

meet, and make a'g r eat Ring, a League or more in eompafs, within which when 

they have once gotten the'D.er and wilde Boars, it feldom happens that any of 

them efcape without being kill’d or hurt. The Pike it felf is of Cane, fix or fe- 

ven foot in length, having an Iron at the top with feveral Hooks, fo as that being 
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entred ixtco [he be a ft, it is beyond any mans itrengrh to get it out; but the Iron 
isnormadeiofafttothe vvooct, but that it comes off at the firftbufhtbe beatt 
mas into; and to the end it may ftill annoy the Deer, there is a Cord faftefaed 
thereto, which holds both, and at the top of the Iron there is a little Bell, where¬ 
by the beaft is difcover’d where ever it goes. They deftroy fo great a nrnnber o£ 
Deer by chefe kindes of Hunting, that being not able to fpend all they take 
themfelves, they fell the flefh of them to the Chittefes , for little Garments, 
Sweet Wood, and other Commodities, eating themfelves one/y the Umblesand 
Paunch, which they fait with the filch in them, and indeed care not much foe 
them, till when they are thus corrupted. Sometimes while they are hunting, 
they cut off a piece, and eat it immediately, fo as chat the bloud runs about their 
months; and if they finde any young ones in the belly of the female, whether 
come into any form or not, they eat them with the slun and hair, as a thing very 
delicate. <: ■ 

Their military engagements are are as followetb. Tiny begin not any Wat 
til they have hr ft declared it agaioft the Village by wh'ch they conceive them¬ 
felves injured, and then they go by fmall parties of five and twenty or thir¬ 
ty men, and hide themfelves neat the place they are to aftault, till it be nigbr, and 
then they run about the fields, and if they finde any in the Hues, where aged per- 
fons are wont to keep, as we laid before, they kill them, cut off their heads, and, 
if they have time enough, the hands and feet, and fometimes they cut the whole 
body to pieces, thateyery one may carry awaf his fhare, and fliew the marks of 
his courages his return. If the Countrey take the Alarm, fp as they cannot quite 
cutoff the Head, they think it enough to cut off the hair, which they carry away 
as a noble demonstration of their Vidiory ; which is accounted among them * 
very confiderable one, though that in an .Exploit of this nature there happens to 
be but one man kill'd. Sometimes they venture fo far as to enter into the Vil¬ 
lage, and break open fome houfe; but in regard that cannot be done without 
code, they go upon fuch a Defign with fomuch precipitation, that lea ft. they 
fhould be intercepted in that return, they kill alt they meet, and by for ir« They 
alfoufeftratagems, and make Ambufhes according to their way, and fometimes 
they engage in the open fit Id, where they fight with great animolity but the 
death of onemanpaffes among them for an abfolute Defear, and obliges thofe 
who 1 sue had that lofs, to an immediate Ret rear. 

The Pikes they nk in the Wars are made after a different manner from thofe 
they hunt withall: forthelronat the top hath no Branches dot Hooks, and is 
made faff enough to the body of the Pike. Their Bucklers are fo large, that they 
almoft cover the whole body, and their Swords, on the contrary, are fliort, but 
broad. They me alfo Knives made like thofe of the Iaponne{es, Bowes and Ar¬ 
rows. ' • . 

When feyetal Villages make aa Aflociation among themfelves to carry on a 
War jointly againftfome other Villages, the Command of neir Forces is not 
heft ow’d on one Chief, who hath Authority fuffitieni to force himfelt to be 
obey’d a but fuch among them as have been io fortunate as to cut off divers heads 
upon feveral occafions, finde Volunteers enough to fo’low them in their miliary 
Exploits, out of no other confidefacion, than that of participating of the glory of 
their Commander, Sometimes they engage in a War out of a pure frolick, 
agairft the Inhabitants of the Jfland of 7 #gm, which the Dutch call the Iiland of 
the Golden Lion, upon this accounr, that the Captain and Matter of a Ship, of that 
name, were there kill'd by the Iflanders. The Inhabitants of this place permit 
not any hungers to come within their 1(1 md; nay they fuffer not the Chineses 
who come thither every year upon the accotmtof their Commerce,- to fetfoot on 
landj but they force them to ftay_ in the Road, whither the. I flinders bring die 
Con 
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they would ftwc in the other. The Inhabitants of Fermofit, efpeciallythofe of i 6 j p. 
the Village of Softlang % having a Defiga to futprize thein, embarqu’d themfelfes n 
not long finer, to the number of fixcy, difguuf d like China Merchants, and being 
come near the Ifland of. Tttgin ,* fent to fome of the f lflanders ro come and meet 
them with the Commodities of the Countrey: but inftead of receiving them 
from his lands, who prefemed them* therewith, they laid hold of his arm, and 
drew him aboaidt heir Vefl'd t Where they cut him to pieces. This was a great 
Vi&ory to them ; for they think it enough to bring away the Hair, or haply * 

Pike of the Enemies, to make a folemn Triumph, and appoint a.G>ay of publick 
Thanlcfgivfag. They cat ry the Heads in Proceflton all about the V IlUge, fiaging' 

Hymns to tnetr Gods, and, in their way, vifit their Friends, who make them drink 
of the belt Arac* and accompany them to the Pngode, where they boil the Head, * 
till there be nothing left bnctne Bones, on which tftey fprinkle fome Wine, facri-' 
fice fcveral Swine to their Gods, and feafl it for fifteen.days together/ They do 
the like when rbey hive brought h&me'onely the Hats, or a Pike, which, as alfo 
the Banes of their Enemies, t ey keep as carefully as we do Gold, Silver, or Jewels* 
iaafmuch as when a Houfe is s-fiie, they abandon all, to fave die fe He licks. 

They render fo great ret’peft to thofe who have had the good fortune to bring 
home an Enemies Head, th t noperfon comes near him, but with a certain ve¬ 
neration, for above fifteen days after his doing futh an Exploit, nor fpeaks to him 
but with fuch extraordinary fubmitTions,- as that a Saver sign Prince could not ex* 
pe£t greater. - 

There is no Lord in all the Ifland, that bath a fuperiority or advantage oval the ThtirtOtf. 
reft. Their condition is equal, five that in every Village there is a kinde of Se* 

Bate, confiding of twelve perfons, which are changed every two years, The two 
years being expir'd, they who are to quit their places pull off their Hair off their 
Eye-brows, and on bothTides of their Heads, ro ftew that they have been 
Magiftiates. The Senators are chofen out of perfons much about the fame age, 
which is that of forty years: for though they have’ no Almanack, and cannot 
count their years, yet do they remember weU enough the courfe of the Moon, 
and take-particular not ice of fuch as are born within the fame Moceth, and about 
the&aacYear. if yT ;.,t 

; Not that this Magiftrate hath any Amhoricy to force himfeif to be obey'd, or Authtritj* 
to put his Commands in execution; for all the power they have, is oneiy to give 
order for*n ACfembly to be held concerning fuch Affairs as they think of im¬ 
portance, to confer among themfelves thereof, and cor itjvite all the Heads of Fa¬ 
milies, to meet in one of their P«g«ies i where tbeypropofeeo them how things .... 
ihnd, difeover what they think fit co.be done, and endeavour to bring the reft to ; • 1 ; 
be of the feme judgemenirwith them. AH the Senators fpeak one after another, 
and ufe alt the eloquences hey have to prefs chert Re afons the more home. I fay, 

£htpunct, for they really have of in - For they will fpeak half an hour together 
in fuch high Expreffioas, with fo muefreale, ana with fuch apt geftures, that what 
we are taught by Art comes not near what Nature hath bellow’d on thefe People', 
who can neither vv tire nor reitb While one fpeakg, all the reft are fo exa<£ i y fi- 
terit, that yog fhall not hear fo much as a Cough, though their AlfemblieS many 
times confift of a thoufand perfons. When all the Senators have done fpeakfag* 
the reft purtbe bufinefe to deliberation, wrthttn' abfclut'e ffeedom of either cctei- . 
plying wlch'the judgement b? the Ssiiato, or oppoifag ft, after they have confideN 
edthe good evil which nifty secrew Co-therti thereby.- 

5 ■ All the power tbeyhaVd cooiifts iociufiDg whir their Priefteffes command to T ^. f 
be put fa execution, ia predating ought to be done which may offend, the gods, mnt; \ 
and in punifhing fuch as do offend thefa. They alfo' give feparationstoprivate 
perfons who-have been itfjui^dby others not by caftfieg the offenders co be irt> 
pftfon'd or punifh'd with dsach, or other corporal purtiflamefit t but ia condemn * 
fag theft tbpay a pi tee bfSldshi a Deerskin, a certain qu#ntityofftios,or a pot 
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of rheir Aracqxe, by way of fatisfa&ion according to the quality of the crime. 

There is a certain feafon of t he year, wherein they go (lark naked, and fay they 
doit out of this consideration, that were knot'for that, the gods wou!d doe 
caufe it to rain, and the Rice would not grow: infomuch that if during the faid 
time, the Senatours meet with any one that hath ought about his wade, the cloth 
Or whatfoever it be, is confifcated, and he is adjudged to a penalty, which 
at mofi, is but two Deer skins, or a certain quantity of Rice amounting to the 
fame value. Whence it comes, that it is one of toe principal Fund! ions of the 
Senators,--to-be during that time, morning and evening, about the avenues of the 
Village, and.to punifh fuchas they And delinquent. There are other feafons 
wherein thfcy are permitted to cover, that part of the body, which is never unco¬ 
vered in other places, but wirh this re drift ion; that the garment, or rather, skarf, 
where withk-is 'covered, mufindrbe of Silk ^ whence it alfo comes,that t h; Came 
Senatours ire to take particular notice of ir, confifcare thofe Aik garments, and ad- 
judge the off: nders to pay a penalty ; as they do alfo the women, who to make 
the greater oftentation, upon .diyes of publick Ceremonies, goe ptherwife then 
they are permitted to do. 

The Senatours, on the other fide, are obliged to obferve a cert tin. manner oflife, 
about the tiuk that the Rice growes ripe; for during thatiime, they are forbid¬ 
den drinking to excefs, the eating of fugar and far, and chewing of Arte a ; out 
of a perl'walion that the people would not only Height them, but alfo that the god* 
would fend the Deer and wild Boars into the Rice, to defiroy it. 

The Migiftrate huh no power to punilh murther, theft, or adultery; but fuch 
as are injured do themfeWes Juftice. When the theft is difeovered, he who huh 
beenrobb’d, goes accompanied by his Friends, to find out the perfon who hath 
robb'd him, and takes out of his houfe what he thinks fufficient to make him fatis- 
faftion, by an accommodation he makes with the other ; bat if he finds any Op-; 
portion, he declares open hoftilny againft him, till fuch time as he bath made him 
latisfaftion j He who finds himfelf injured in his repurati on, by Adulce ry commu¬ 
ted with his Wife, revenges himfelf another way ;for he takes out of his houfe 
who hath had to do with his Wife, two or three piggs, as a farisfaftion for the in, 
jury he hath received. The Friends and Relations of both fides compofc the diffe¬ 
rences arifing between private perfons, in the cafe of murther,and fo regulate the,* 

civil concernment. . 

There is among them fo great an equality of condition, that they are yet igno¬ 
rant of the nimes of LMafter and Servant. Yet docs not this hinder, but that 
they render great honour one ro another, and exprefs a great refpeft and fub- 
milfion one towards another : not out of any conhderation of a more eminent 
dignity, or upon the accompt of wealth, hutonely upon that of Age; which it 
fo confidered among them, that a young man is obliged to go afide, to make way 
for an old man, and turn his back to him, by way of refpeft, till he be patted by 
continuing in that pofture, even though the old man fhould Hand ftill to fpeak to 
him. No young man dares deny the doing of what the other commands him, 
though be fhould fend him three or foure Leagues uponfome bufineff: of his. 
They are the ancient men who have the chiefeft places, and are the firttfervedat 
Feafls. - 

As to their marriages; the men are not permitted to marry till they be ao. or 
ax. years of age, which they call S **t Coffin wang. Till they are id. or 17. they 
are forbidden the wearing of long hiir, io that they cut it even with the tip of the 
eare ; and in regard they havr neither Cifcrs nor Rafors.to do that work,they mike 
ufc of a Par ring, which is a kind of little chopping-knife, lay down the hair upon 
k ^iece of wood, and cut it as exaft/y as the mo(i expert Barbers among us. They 
draw forth the hair of their faces with little 'Pincers of Brafs or lion, or with the 
firing of a oreat C«ne whichthey double, and getting the hair faii between if, 
they turn the firing till the hair be takep out. Be mg come to the 17. yen of their 
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Agej-theylec their hair grow, and when it is come to its ordinary length, they 163?- 
begin to think of marriage. Maids never cue their hair, and they are married afifoon - 
as rhey are marriageable. ' 

Their marriages are conttafted and continued after a pleafant manner. The ****** , 

young gallant wh) hath an inclination to a Ma’d, fends his Mother, Sifter,or fomc ^ 
Kinfwoman to the relations of the Mild, to fiiew them what he intends to beftow 
on his Miftrefs. Ifthey receive his addreff.:s kindly, and are fatisfied as to his 
eftate, the marriage is immediately concluded, infomuch that the young man may 
confummace it the nighr fo[lowing. The wealth which the moft able among them 
fend to rhe^r Brides,coniifis in 7. or 8. of chefe skarfs of Silk or Cotton, wherewith 
the women cover ihemfelves about the wafte, fo many little waftcoats oft he fame 
ftuffe, three or four hundred bracelets of Canes, ten or twelve Rings of Latten, or 
Deers horn, whicharefo broad that they bide half the fingers, and fo thick, that 
when the ladies have them on, they are rather a trouble, then any Ornament to 
them ; four or five Girdles of courfe Cloth, ten or twelve little Veftments, 
which they call Ethgrat, and are made of Dogs-hair, 20. or 25. Cangat or China 
garments, a bag ot Dogs hair, as big as a man can well carry, which they call in 
their language, Ay am mamiang, a kind of head-gear, made like a Micte, of V\ 

flraw and Dogs-hair; and lafily, in four or five pair of ftockins of Deers-skin ; fo 
that alt put together may amount to about forty Crowns at moft. Others who are 
not forich, give onely three or four Bracelets, and certain Garments, all not 
amounting to above-two or three Crowns, 

The marriage being- thus concluded, the young Gallant goes in the Evening to A plttftnt 
hit Bride at her Fathers houfe, and endeavours to get in by Health, founning both n«W 
foe and ligbt,!eft he fhould be feen,and fo creeps into the bed,where the marriage 
is to be confummated. This he does For many years after his marriage, coming 
thence before day, and returning at night co his Wife, who ftill continues at her 
Fathers houfe, concealinghimfelffo from thofe of the houfhold, that to call to 
his Wife for Tobacco or ought eKe he Hands in need of, he onely hems, and per¬ 
mits her to return to the company lbs was in before, as foon as the hath done 
wbac he defiled. Of this carriage the reafon is, chat it were a foamefor her to * 

leave her Relations, to go to her Husband. Their bed-Heads are made of Bambm 
or Canesj a baven fer-ves them for a bolfter, and a Deer-skin for bed and all be¬ 
longing thereto. # 

The women, living thus with their Fathers, till the ground belonging to the 
Family, while the Husband lives at h : s own houfe, and provides onely for him- 
felf. They never fee one another in the day time, unlefs they appoint it to be in 
feme remote place, where they may not be feen fpeaking together; or unlefs the f.; 

young man goes co the houfe, when he knowes there is none but his Wife at home; 
yet will he not enrer, till he hath fent one to know,whether it may be done with- t 

out any inconvenience to her. If Ihethink'fit he fhould fee her, foe comes to 
the door, and makes him a fignto enter; but if fhe defires not bis company^ 
foe fends him away. The children they have remain with the Mother till they are 
thirteen years of Age, and then the Father takes them home. The Women bear 
no children till they are 35. or 36. years of Age, but deftroy in the womb fucb TkeJf'tmd 
as they conceive before that time. To procure abortion, they have one of their *• 

Prie defies comes to them, who kneeling upon their bellies caufes mlfcarriage, ™ 
infomuch that the Fruit of the Womb is forc’d out before they leave kneading of ' - *- 

them in that manner, with greater pain to the Woman, then if foe were natural¬ 
ly delivered; Not that they are wanting in point of kindriefs to their Children,but 
prepefieffed and beforted with the lewd impreflion they receive from their Prie- 
fieftes, that if were a great fin and fhame for them, to bear Children before that 
Age. _ ; ' ” ' 

The men live not with their Wives till they are forty years of Age. Then they 
take their leave of the Pagoda of their quarter, forfakc their own houfe*, ana 
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* 6 3 9 - g.° jMWMi* in th; Wives j but being come to that Age, they (jenJ a.oil of theic 
" time in the Fields, retiring in the night time into Huts, hat they may be near 
their work, 

Vivmu /«**• Not wit hrtana’ing this liberty, which the men havrto fee their Wives when 

tbm mn& P leafe theirfelves, and to divert themlelves elfewhrre all day loag,y« would 
they have alfo the convenience of Divorce, A Boon as a Man is weary ot his Wife 
he leaves her, and marries another; but with rhis difference, that if he puts her 
away, without caufe, the prefects he feather fliall remain hers ; but if ihe be 
convifted of adultery, or chance to be fo tranfported wtrh paffion, as to revile her 
husband in words, or affront him otherwife, (he is bound to make refiirution. Di¬ 
vorce is teciprocally free to both parties, to that Wedlock no more obliges the 
woman then it does the man; and it often happens that both of them change their 
conditions. They condemn Polygamy, ihough fome of them marry two or 
three wives. But in regard there is neither Law nor Magiftrate to punifh any 
Crime wherein there is no Civil concernmenr, this remains unpunifhed, as well as 
Adultery ; for, provided they conceal it from their own Wives, and her Husband 
whom they abide, they may confidently, and without any fcandal feek their 
fortunes el few he re. A man never finds any incefluous marriages among them, nor 
that a mao rakes a wife within the fourth degree of Confangoinity or affinity. 
Nor doe they care a man fhouldaske after their Wives, as how they doe, whether 
they be handfome or not,of what friends they come, &c. 

Boyes, from four years of Age and upwards, nay married men, when they do 
not lodge with their Wives, ly not at their own houfes, but in a Pagodt or CMaf- 
qnhe 7 where the Males of fourteen or fifteen Families meet in the Evening, and 
lye there, upon little- Couches or Bedlieds of Canes, made as we defenbed be¬ 
fore. 

Their houfes are fpaewus, and fairer then fuch as ate ordinarily feen in the Indies. 
They are all raffed five or fix foot from the ground, and have four doors, one to¬ 
wards every quarter of the Heavens. There are fome have two of each fide, and 
are three or four llories high. Tney have no ocher ornament then what thuy de - 
rive fiomtbe heads of Deer and wild-Boars,wherewith they are covered both with¬ 
in and without. You find in them only certain fluffs, wherewith they cover them- 
fel ves, and Deer-skins, which in their trade with the Chine ft s , is to them inftead of 
money. All the houlholddluff they have in their houfes are only fpades to dig^e 
the ground withal), Pikes, Bows, arrows, and fome other Arms. But what they 
account mofl precious, are the heads of other Trophies taken from their Enemies. 
In Head o£ di flies, they ufe little troughs of wood, l'uch as among us are fet before 
Swine. Their drinking-pots are of Earth or Cane,and they alfo boile their Kice in 
Earthen-pots. 

Rice is their ordinary fuftenance; and if they put thereto either fiih or flefh, 
they eat not of if, till it be corrupted and full of worms. Their drink is not ill, 
efpecially to fuch as have rot over-weak flo macks, or know not how it is made; 
but on the contrary it is wholfome and very pleafanr. 

_ They have no fee day for either rett or devotion, and celebrate n& Fefimls. 

vtk, yet do they meet on certain dayes to be merry,and make good chear;every quarrer 

' • ;i« meeting, to that purpofe,in its own Pagode , whither the women alfo come, drds’d 

' • /' - in the riehsft things they have, and clad after fuch a manner as we cannoc well de- 
feribe, our Language not having terms to expreis the odnefs of their habir. Their 
pegs htir- richeft clothing is made of Dogs-hair. For as we (hear (beep to make w&ollen 

flsjfa. . Buffs of; fochey have Dogs, whofe hair they cut once a year, and dying it red, 

make ftuffes thereof, winch they effeem, as we here doe Velvet,. or the belt 
'.Scarlet. ■ 

rbeirfumsls -'The Ceremonies performed here after the death of any one are haply as re¬ 
markable as any the Reader (hall find in this relation. Imtnediatly after the depar¬ 
ture of any ooe, they beat a Drum before his door to acquaint the Villagerhere- 
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with. This Drum is made of the Trunk of a great tree, fo that it may be heard at ' i 6 t ?* 

a great diftanee, and upon chat noife all the people come tp the door of the de- - ‘ 

ceafed, The women bring each of them a pot of their Arac, and having fuffici- 

enrly drunk to the memory of the deciafed, they fall a dancing upon a great empty 

round Chert, fo that their motion which is not very violent, makes a dull and 

doleiul noife, fuirable to the forrow they would exprefs, There get up on the 

Chert eight or ten women at a time, in two ranks, who turn their backs one to 

another, and gently /lining their arms add feet, they go feveral times about the 

Chert, till fuch time as being weary, they think fit to make way for others 'j and 

chisexercife Jails about two houres. The next day, or two dayes after, they T j, ( , „ tithef 

begin to think of the body, not in order to burial as we do, nor yet to burn it, as but) nor burn 

feme of the fore mentioned Nations are wonr to do j but to dry it. To do t hat, th d«d* 

they make in fome part of the houie a Scaffold of Canes, raifed five or fix foot 

from the ground, whereto they fallen the body, by the hands and feet, and they 

make a great fire about it to dry it, killing in the meantime a great many fwine, 

and fearting it for nine dayes together. During which time they wafla the body 

every day, yet does not that hinder but that it inters the whole houfe, nay indeed 

the Neighbourhood. After nine dayes, it is taken thence, to be wrapt up in a 

Mac, being in which, they place it in another Scaffold,-higher then theformsr, 

and comparted with feveral garments like a Pavilion, and then they reiterate their 

dancing and fearting. The body remains in that poflure.till the third year, and 

then they take the bones out of it, and bury them in fome parr of the houfe, with 

the fame Ceremonies of fearting and dancing. 

At the Village of Theofang, they have a cuftome, winch would hardly be ob- a mi rmci? 
ferv’d elfewhere. They fallen a rope about their necks who fuffer much pain in agsinft painful 
their fickaefs, raffed them up by force to a great height, and let them fall down di/wjk. 
with as much violence: as if they intended to give them the.rtrapado : ,by which 
means they are indeed put out of all further pain., 

As to Religion, it may be faid they have not any at all. Of all the Inhabitants, xhrir Religi* 
not one can write or read, and yet they have certain Traditions, upon which they on. 
have framed a certain fhadow of Religion. For they believe the world hath been 
from aUEcernitie, and lhall iart eternally. They believe the immortality of the 
Soul, and thence it comes, that when any ope dies, they build before his door a 
little Hut of boughs of trees, fet banners at the four corners, and within the Hut 
a wooden Veflel full of water, with a Cane-fpoon j out of a perfwarton, that the 
fouls of the deceafed return every day to the Hut to-puri'fie tbeinfelves. Tis true, 
moft of them do it purely out of compliance with cuftome, and know not the rea- 
fon thereof i but aged perfons are not ignorant of it. They believe alfo, that 
fouls {hall find good or evil in che other life, according to what they have done in 
this; and affirm, that to go out of this World into the other, they pafs over* 

Very narrow bridge of Canes, under which runs a Channel full of all kindof filth 
and naftinefs, into which the wicked being fallen do there languilheternally ; but 
that the good fouls pafs into a pieafant and delightful Country,of which they fpeak, 
much after che fame rate the Poets fpeak of the Ely fan ■ fields. But there are very 
few comprehend thefe myHeries, or think of any other life then the prefent. 

Their fins are much different from ours. Murther,Thefe, Adultery, and other ^ - 

Crimes, are not fo much as Height offences among them, 1 and they make fo little 1 ™ 

account of Ample Fornication, that they only laugh at ir, reprove it not in their 
Children. They are forbidden marrying before j©. or 21. years of Age, but it is 
lawful for them to cajoll and debauch a neighbours Wife, fo he know not hing of ^ 
it. But it is a great fin among them, to have cover’d the privy parts at a certain * 
feafonoftheyear j to wear feveral Garments, or one one!y of Silk, at a time 
when they fhould have worn them of Corroajnor to have deftroyed Children in the 
"Mothers womb, and to have born any before 55.or 36. years of Age. Thefe are the 
fins, which in their judgement deferve eternal pains; all the reft is only foolery. 
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l 6 rt, 9 . t Tl hey adore feveral pretended Divinities, but among others two, ooe whereof 
TbcirGoAt. is called Tantagifwhach, and the other Sarlahfingh, The former hath his abode 
in the South, and contributes to the generation of man, who receives from this 
God,onJy what is excellent and acceptable, either in his body or mimic. They 
ffiirm, rbat his Wife, whom they call Ttxankjwnda, lives in the Eali, whence flic 
is heard, tv hen it thunders towards char quarrer, fpeaking to her Husband, Taw a. 
gif whack, and chiding him, f or fuffering the Earth ro be too long without Rain 
and that thereupon her Husband caufes it immediately to rain. 'The other Cod 
hath his retreat in the North, and deftroys all the excellency which Tamasifw- 
hach hath be flowed on man, by disfiguring his face with the Small Pox, and lend- 
- ing him feveral other Inconveniences. Whence it comes they invoice them both 
one, that they may not be injured by him, and the other tint he may prevent Sa- 
riafingh from doing them any mifehief. Befides rhefe, they have two other God? 
tvho nave the overfight of War, named Talafula , and Tap At apt ; but they arc 
invocared onely by men. 

Women cnely There is not any Nation, that falls within my knowledge atleaff, but makes 
theW^ac 0 ** lJ k ot Afenm the Religious Service of their Divinity, onely this we now fpeak 
rii" * C ~ of employs onely Women- They call them lnibs, and all their Worfltip con/iffs 
in Prayers and Sacrifices.- The Sacrifices and Offerings, which they make their 
Gods, ate Swine, Rice, Artea, feme of their kinde of Drink, and Deer, and 
wide Boars heads. Having fed heartily upon them, the Prielteffes rife, and 
Their devoti- ITiaI:s: 3 l0n S Prayer, during which,-a. man (hall fee their Eyes turning in their 
on^purcQui- Heads, they fall to the ground, and make dreadfull cries and fhrieks. After theft 
ter/jwc.) efforts, they lie down all along upon the ground, immovable as Statues, and be¬ 

come io heavy, that five dr fix perfonscan hardly raife them. ’Pis while they are 
in this poffure, as'they affirm, that their Gods communicate themfelves ro them 
for an hour or better.- Then they get up on the top of the Pngode, go from one 
end of it to the other, and there fay their Prayers again; which being ended 
they ffrip themfelves flark naked, faew their privy parts to their Gods, fmirin" 
them with their hands, and call for water to Wafh themfelves, in the prefence of 
a great number of pet Cons. ’Tis true, the men are not guilry of fo much devo¬ 
tion as to come often to thefe Affemblses j and the women, who moft frequent 
them, make a fhife to get fo drunk, that they hardly perceive what is done before 
their faces. 1 - 

Every houfc hath a pirticular place appointed for the devotions of the family, 
where they invocate the Gods, and where the women make their offerings of 
what is fpent every day in the houfe: but in cafe of ficknefs and fome other mif- 
fortune, they call the Inibs to do that Service, which is performed wirhmany 
extravagant Ceremonies. Tbeyalfo foretell good and ill fortune, rain and fair 
weather, and they have the power to drive away the Devil, after a very ridiculous 
manner. They purlue him with a great noife, having a Jopomefe Knife in their 
hand, and affirm, tha^ by that means they drive him away fo far, as that he is forc’d 
to caft bimfelf into the Sea, or at leaff into fome River, where he is drown’d. 
There are to be feen alfo at Crofs-ways, and upon great Roads, a kinde of Altars, 
loadenwith Offerings for their Gods, and many other impertinent Devotions 
may be ©bferved among them ; which the Dutch endeavour to abolifh by degrees, 
by introducing Chriflianicy into the Countrey, wherein they have had hitherto 
good fuccefs. 
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T He great and vaft Kingdom Which we all China, tifes up the moft 
E ilkrly part of all Afia, lM. arc Paulo calls it Mangi; the Tartars 
rerm it 'Cathay, and there are l’ome who name it alfo Singely , ox Tame. 

The Chtntfes chemfeJves give k the name of Chunghoa, or Ckungqat, whereof the 
former lignifies the Middle Kingdom, in afmuch as they believe they inhabit the 
mW/i of the Univerfe ; and the other, the Middle Flower, or Carden, and know 
not the names given it by Foreigners, lave onely chat they know the T mars call 
them Mangin, that is, Barbarians. 

We affirm it to be the utmort Province of all Afia Eiftward ; for beyond ic 
there is onely the Sea, which the Chinefesca.il Tung, that is, of the Eafl. It hath, 
towards the Norch,great Tartary , from which it is divided by a mountain of ma¬ 
ny Leagues extent, and where chat fails, the defeft is fupplied by that admirable 
Wall, vvhjch reaches from the extremities of the Province of Leaotuhg, to the 
River Croce us, upon the Frontiers of the Kingdom of Tibet, being in length 
three hundred German Leagues. Towards the Weft, it hath the Kingdoms of 
Kiang, Kufttcang, tadSengdlai and towards the South and South-We ft, the 
Conchinchine, and the Sea, 

The Kingdom extends it felf from the Tropic!^ of Cancer, to the fifty third its extent; 
Degree of Latitude, and comprehends in its length all the Southern parts, which 
lie between the hundred and thirtieth, and the hundred and fortieth Degrees. 

But that we may fpeak more pertinently of it, ,we fhall, with them,, affirm, chat 
China is Cmy nine thouCaad five hundred and iixceen Diez,, which make three < 

thoufand Spanish Leagues, in compafs, and eighteen hundred in length. This ac¬ 
count is made according to their Geometry and their Meafores, which they diflic- 
gutfh into Z,/,P#,and Cham. They call Ly fuch a fpace of ground as is of the ex¬ 
tent of a man’s voice. Ten'of thefe Ly's nuke a Pu , that is, about two 
Leagues; and ten Pus make a Cham, that is, a good days journey ; and ac¬ 
cording to this Calculation, they finde the number of the Diez. which we laid 
down before. 

It is divided into fifteen great Provinces, fix whereof, to wit, Peking, Xantung, Tbt troviuces 
Kiangnan,oxNaftkjng, Cheklax, Fskjen, and Quar.gtung, are maritime, and the ** 

other nine are mediterranean. Of the nine laft, chofe of Qteangfi, Kiangft , Hu- ctn W f ' 
qusing, Honan, and Xanf, are the more Northerly; and thofe of, Xenfi, Suchsten , 

Queicheu , and Junnan, the more Wefterly, It hath, befides thefe, cowards the 
, Eart, thofe of Leaotmg, and Corea ; but thefe do not properly belong to China. 

There are accounted in ic a hundred forty and five great principal Cities, and 
twelve hundred fixey three of a middle fort, fuch as might pafs elfewhere for great 
Cities; in afmuch as the difference of the Chinefe names of Pu and Cheu, which 
they give their places, proceeds onely from their qualities, who have the com¬ 
mand of them. For they call Fa, fuch places as have a Governour in chief; and 
Cheu, or Him', thofe, where there is onely a fimpl tMandarin', though the places 
are many times of equal bignefs. 

The Cities ate all built after the fame manner, fquare, with good Brick Walls,' 
plaifter’dover with the fame earth as they make the Perce/ane of, which in pro- 
cefsof time grows fo hard, that ic will not be broken with a Hammer: which 
makes them laft fo long, that it hath been oblerv’d, fome of them have flood 
above two thoufand years; yet is there not the leafl appearance of any change to 
be feen in them. The Walls are very broad, and flank’d with Towers, built after 
the ancient way of Architecture, muchrefcmbling the Fortifications of the 
matrs* 
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i t> 3 9. TwoJpacious Streets commonly divide their Cities into a perfect Crofs, and 
fbTfineis, they are io flraighr, that though they reach the whole length of the City/how 
great foe ver it be, yet may i man fee, from the middle, the four Gates of ir. 
Several other Stic its about upon thel'e in divers places of the City, where they 
are difpafedinro Market-places, and other ptiblkk conveniences. ' The Houfes 
are fair and well built, efpecially tfaofe of perfons of quality, which have their 
Gardens, Orchards, Groves, Fountains, Conduits, Ducking-ponds, Aviaries, and 
Warrens; and they are painted or whiten’d on the ouc-fide. They have moH of 
them three Doors all on the fame fide, whereof that which /lands in the middle 
is biggei than the other two, and they are for the moftpart fo nearly wrouglir, 
that itmuftbe copfdfed, ail we know of Architefture comes not near their ex¬ 
cellency in it: and they do all things the more magnificently, i n rhat they 
want neither excellent Work-men, nor Materials to embellilh their Stru¬ 
ctures. 

There is no Kingdom or Common.weaUh in the World, where they are (o 
carefull, noconelyof repairing the High-ways, but alfo in ordering all things fo 
as that Travellers may not want any convenience, infomucb that a man fliall hade 
mountains levell’d, and ways cut through rocks, yet more even and incomparably 
better paved than our Streets, nay than even thofe of the City of Xmien, the 
Metropolis of this Monarchy, whereof we fliall give a Ihorc account anon, when 
we come to the description of its Provinces, 

The Province The Province of ‘Peking}S fo called, by reafon of the City of Xmien, where 
of Peking. the Emperour of China ordinarily refides ; for the word fignifies, A Northerly 
Palace, as that of Nanking, -A Southerly Palace , but the true name of it is Pe¬ 
l's frontiers, c heli. It hath towards the Halt, the Gulf of Canghai, which divides it fromO- 
re a; towards the North-baft the Province of Lemungy, towards the North, 
the Wall, w hich divides ir from rhat part of Tartary which lies beyond the De¬ 
fer ts of Xowtfj towards the Weft, the Province of Xanfi, from which it is di¬ 
vided by the Mountain of Hong ; cowards the North-Watt, the Province of Ho¬ 
lts cities, KaHj an d the River of Croctut ; and towards the South and South-Eaft, the Pro¬ 
vince of Xantttng. It hath eight great Cities, to wit, Xmtitn, Footing, Hokjen, 
C hinting, Xante, Quanping, Taming, and Jnngping, which might psfs for fo many 
Provinces, lince there are under their juriidiCfioa a hundred twenty and feveu 
Cities of a middle fort. But what moft think very ftrange, is, that though the 
more Northerly part of this Province reaches not beyond the forty fecond de¬ 
gree, yet is it fo cold thefe, that, from the midft of November, to March, all the 
Rivers are frozen up. 

The number of The Regiller which the Chmefes keep of their Countrey, makes it appear that 
its Families, there are in this Province, a hundred and eighteen choufand, nine hundred eighty 
nine Families, confuting of above three millions, four hundred and fifty choufand 
perfons, and that it pays yearly to the. Emperour, fix hundred and one thoufand, 
one hundred fifty and three Bags of Rice,W hear,and Millet; two hundred twenty 
luRfveasfJ* five pounds of Raw Silk, at twenty ounces to the pound; forty five thoufand, 
one Hundred and thirty pieces of Silk-fluffs; thirteen thoufand, feven hundred 
forty eight pound of Cotton; eight millions, feven hundred thirty feven ihoc- 
fa nd, two hundred eighty four Trufles of Hay and Straw for the Emperout’s Sta¬ 
bles j and a hundred and eighty thoufand, eight hundred and feventy Quintals of 
Salt, accounting a hundred twenty four pound to the Quintal ; befides the Money 
which comes in by the Cu/iomes; and yet this is one of the lefs fruirfull Provinces 
of China, ... 

Xunt*n de- as to the City of Xuntten, it is fituated at the extremity of the Kingdom, to- 
{eribtd, wards t '., e Notch, about thirty Leagues from the great Wall. It owes its great- 

nefs, though in chat particular it comes fhort of Nanking, toTaicmg, who lived 
it the beginning of the fifteenth Age, and tranflated the Seat of the Empire 
from Nanking*™ this City, It is more populous thin (hat of Nanking, and 
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murt needs be more lumptuous, byrealon of the Court, and tbegreac number of 16 y 9* 

Souldiers which the King maintains there, as well for thefaferyof the City, as ~ 

that of his own perfon. On the South-fide, it is encompaffed with a double 

Ditch, and a double Walt; on the North-tide, it hath but one. This Wallis 

much higher than thofeof any Cities in Europe, and Co thick that twelve Horfe 

might be riden a-b:eaft upon it without touching one another. There is a Guard 

kept upon it in the night-time, with as much vigilance as if there were an open 

War; but in the day-time, the Gates are kept oneiy by Eunuchs, who if and 

there rather to receive the Duties of Entrance, than for any fafetyof the City. 

This is t he fame City which Marc Paulo cMsCambalu, and whereof the Tartars 
were poflelfed at that time. 

The Streets of it are not paved; fo that in Winter a man goes up to the ankles 
in dirt j and in the Summer, he is cover’d all over with dull: but this inconve¬ 
nience hath forced them to make ufe of an invention, whence they derive much 
greater conveniences. For they all cover themfelves with a thin Liwn, from the 
head to the wafle, and by that means, not being known, they are not obliged to 
falute any they meet; and fo arc fled they may ride undiicover’d on horfe-back all 
about the City; which yet is not very honourable in perfon s of quality, who, 
by this convenience, five the charge it would b: to them to be carried in Chairs, 
whereas they may have Horfes and Mules to hire at the corner of every (freer, at a 
very eafie rate, three or four pence a day. > 

The King’s Palace is near a League in compafs, and fortified with three good ^ 

Wails, and fo many Ditches. It hath four Gates, whereof that on the South-fide, 
which opens upon the great llreet of the City, is the faired. Perions of quality 
may go within the firfl Wall, and Lords of the Council go within thefecond ; 
but within the third rhere go oneJy Women and Eunuchs who attend about the 
King's perfon. They fay this Palace confifls, vvirhin, of. near eighty Halls, and, 
of thofe,four,which ate the richeft inc.the World; befides the other appaftments,

thofe may endeavour to peri wade people, who have written concerning this 
Drug, 

The grut Wall Though the Wall which divides China from Tanary endofe the three Pro¬ 
vinces we named before, as all'o that of Leaowxg, yet is it not of the length our 
Cofmographers affign it ; for from the Gulf, where the River Talo falls into the 
Sea, and where the Wall begins, to the City Kin, where it ends, there ate noc 
above twenty Degrees, which make but three hundred German Leagues.' 
This miraculous flrufiure is continued without any interruption, unlefs it be neat 
the City of Siven, in the Province of Tekjng, where an inacceffibie Mountain 
fuppliesits place, and defends the Kingdom again# the invafion of the Tartars, 
as well as the Wall it felf. It hath GatesandSiucesfor rbe paRage of the Rivers 
which come out of Tartary, and hath Houfes, Redoubts and Forts, from place to 
place,for the quartering of the Souldiers appointed for the keeping of icfm which 
work the Emperour of China employ s a million oTE men. It is about thirt y. Cubits 
high, and about twelve, and in fome places, fifteen thick. The Chtnefes cal! it 
Vault Chi»g, that is, A Rampierfit Wall of ten thou fan djladia, rather to exprefs 
an extraordinary work, than alTign the juft greatnefsof it, by any certain meafure: 
fince that two hundred and fifty fiadia of that Countrey making a Degree, it would 
fol low that the faid Wall muft take up,forty Degrees,that is,more ground than all 
China does. 

Bj tthtm built They fay it was built by Xiw.King or. Emperour of China ,chief of the Family 
of Cina, who having ufurped the Kingdom from the Princes of the Ifoufeof 
Cheva, caufed that Wall to be made, as. well to fatisfie his own humour, which was 
to be magnificent in his Buildings, as to prevent the Incurfions of the Tartars , 
over whom he had had many Advantages. He began it in the year 1215. which was 
rhe 2 2. of his Reign, and imploy’d fo many Workmen about ir, that it was fitjifh- 
ed in Jefs thin five years.

To thjs may be added, that there is no other Province in all China to rich in 
Gold, Pearls, Precious-Stones, Silk, Tinne, Quick-Silver, Sugar, Copper, Iron, 
Seed, Silt-Peter, Calamhak^ood, &c. .as this is. It ha t h this further particulari¬ 
ty, that the Musket and Piftol-barrels made in that Province, never break,though 
never fo much over-charged,but only open, to make way for whac can get ouc ac 
the mouth. 

The Inhabitants are more induftrious in imitation then invention.' but they are 
fo excellent at the former, chat no manufacture or rarity can be brought thithet 
out of thefe parts, which they will not do as well as the Europeans ; and among 
others, they are fo great Mahers in all Gold-flniths work, that what is done in 
Europe comes not neer theirs. 

The City of Macao Oi Amagao, that is, good haven, is famous on this account, 
that only the Portuguee. trade thither, excluding all others; and that it is the Epis¬ 
copal feat of all thoie parts. Their particular trading is with the City of Qjiancheu, 
whither they are permitted to come twice a year to the Fair, ac which time rbey 
put off thirteen hundred Chefts of Silk-Huff?, Satins, Damasks, &c. Every Cheft 
containing a hundred and fifty pieces, and carry thence for them, tiyorhoufand 
five hundred wedges of Gold,of ten Teels each,chac is,a hundred and thirty crowns; 
eight hundred pound of Musk, and abundance of gold Threed, Silk, Pearls, precis 
ous Hones,and i’everal other commodities which they carry to Malacca and Goa, to 
be thence dittributed intoother parts of the world. 

The Province of Quangfi is noc lb large nor fo fertile as the forementionedj 
yet hath it eleven great Cities’; to wit, Queillen , the Metropolis, Lieuehou , King- 
yen, Pinglo, G tickets, Cinckeu, Nanning, Taiping, Burning, Ckingan, and Ti¬ 
ttlebat, which have under their jurisdi&ion ninety nine leffer ones. It hath Eafl 
and North-Eaft, the Province of Quantung j North, that of Queicheu j South and 
South-Well, the Kingdom of Tunking or Gun an ; and Wed, that of Juman. They 
number in it 186715.Families, and above 1500000.menjand contributes 4313 59. 
facks of Rice, 

The Province of Queicheu is the leaft confiderable of ail the Provinces of Chi¬ 
na, ys, containing but eight ordinary Cities ; to wir, Queiang, Sachets, Sanaa, 
Chimvtn, Xecien, Tunggln, Liping and Tttcbo, which have tour other leffer Ci¬ 
ties under them. It hatn but 45305. Families, and about 200000. men. The 
County is hilly and uneven ; 10 that ic yielding but lictieCorn, it contributes 
but 47658. lacks of Rice, and 5500. pieces of linnen Cloth.- But there is noc 
any Province affords more Quicklilver, or breeds better Horfes, then this 
doth. 

Heretofore, this made noc a Province by it Telf, bit depended partly on that 
of S ttchutn, partly on char of Huguang ■ whereof the one is towards the North 
and North- Weft of ic,and the other, iNorrh-Eaft. t The Provnce of Qtiangft'js its 
frontier towards the South andSouth-Eaftjand that of Jun»an cow rds the Weft..

By the valt extent we hue affigad the Kingdom of China, it may be judg’d, Then mm 
that its Provinces lying in fo different Climates, it. mult follow, that the 
qualities of its Air and Soil are alio different. Accordingly* there is fo v.ift a w 
difference between the Inhabitants of the Ifland of Hainan, which is in the Tor- 
rid Zone, and part of theP.ovinceof Quantstng, which comes near it, andthofe 
of the Province of ‘Pekjng, which is the more Northerly of all China, that a 
man mioht take the one for (he floors of Fez, in Barbarj, and the others for 
Germans or Suedes* I fpeakas to their colour; for thefe are^ white, thofe black j 
and there are fome more or lets fwarthy, according as the Provinces they live in are 
more ot lei's Southerly and Northerly. 

The fame difference is to be obferyed in the Fruits. For the more Southerly The different*. 
Provinces bring forth Coeds, Banana's, and fych other Fruits as grow ondy in hot offmtt it 
Countreys; and others bring forth Figs, Apples, Pears, C heft nuts, and luch ““ft 
Fruits as are common in Europe, But it may be Did in general of China, that 
there is not any other Countrey more pleafanc or more fertile t han ic. Tis true, 
it is much obliged to Nature, from whole liberality it hath Gold, Silver, precious 
Hones, Musk, Silk, Salt, and all forts of precious Gummes and Drugs; 
but it mult be confefied withaJl; that it is the labour and induffry of die Inhabi¬ 
tants. and the mildnefs of its Government, which occafton this abundance of pto- 

viffons, and confummates the felicity wherein they live. 

The Count rev is fo populous, that to maintain foftrange a number of people. Tbs Chmefes 
it is but neceffary, chat all the ground it takes up Ihould produce fomewhat oihsteidlmp, 
other. They have a natural averfion for idknefs; but if they had not, the Laws 
have made fuch provifion, in this particular, that there is not any ccirne puniui^d 
with °rcatcr infamy than this vice. Another humour of theirs is, ^that they are 
Iovers B of good cheat, and pride it much in wearing good cloaths, and having their 
houfes well furnifhed, fo thar, to live handfomely, they are obliged to take 
pains. Hence comes ir, that a man {hall not fee a Mountain but is planted; 
not a Hill, but is cultivated; no Plain, but is fown ; no Fen, but fome advantage 
is made thereof; nay, to ufe the common expreffion, not an inch of ground, 
but brings forth fomewhat or other, to requite their labour who bellow their 

pa This Countrey breeds all fort of living Creatures, and brings forth all the Cgnafaifg 
Fruits and Simples we have in Europe, but all much better in rheir leveral km es ^ 
than any we have; as may be feen by thofe Oranges, the. Plant whereof was 
brought thence into ^Portugal, and the Fruit whereof is fo highly efteem d every 
where. The like tr ay be laid of Melons, and other Fruirs, efpecially Plummes, 
which are moft excellent there, and fo wholefome, that they never burden the_ 
flomack, though a man eatneverfo many of them. There is fuch abundance ot ^ 

Honey and Wax, that whole Fleets come rhence loaden therewith; and Sugar 
is fo cheap, that when it is deareft, the Quintal, that is a hundred twenty four ^ u gar, 
pound,may be bought between twenty fourand thirty ^x\W.io^fierhng\p. man may 
judge of the quantities of Silk it produces,by the Stuffs which the Provinces pay in 
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1 j, l 2i J earI y , to . tlie Kin »> befides the Stuffs and Raw Silk which are carried into ail other 
pairs of rhe world. The high grounds bring forth Whear, Barley, Oats ■ and th- 
M i ow grounds, Rice, bur in luch abundance, that, when moil dear, it is fold ar a 
Crown the Coom, or four wincbefters. 

Fowl are fold there by the pound, ard when the Feathers are cff, the ordi¬ 
nary rate is three-half pence a pound, and all other flefe proporuonablv; 
ror there is fo much Cartel, that a fat Cow is not worth above ten fhHlings - ^ 
BufBer, a Crown ; a Hog, the flefe whereof is very delicate, twenry pence 
Nay, even.Spices are fo cheap there, that, under a Crown a man may buy four 
hundred Nutmegs, and foi half a Crown, two pound of Cloves ; which proceeds 
hence, that Provittcns yielding in a manner norhing in the Coumrey, the Chwefcs 
truck them with fo much profit to the ^Molucca's and the other neigbotm'ne 
1 funds, thar they can afford tbefe Drugs cheaper than they may be had at rhe 
places where they grew. The Sea, which encompafles a great part of this vaft 
Territory, and the Rivers, which are as k were fo many Veins and Arteries to this 
vail Body, fupply it withfuch abundance of Fife, that it is to be had in a manner 
for nothing. 

For there is hardly any City that hath the convenience of a River, but the In¬ 
ert™ 3 keep a great number 'of Cormorants, which they make ufeof in order 
to fifeing. They are kept failing one day, and the next they carry them to the 
water-fide, near fever a 1 Boats half full of water, whereto they are fattened with a 
Cord tied under their wings, and having bound them about tfeir necks a Uule «. 
boye the ftomack,they let them go into the River,where they fill,wich fife,that skin 
which ttretcheslike a bag under the throat,and come and disburden themfelves of 
what they had taken in the Boat whereto they are fa/lened. This they do feveral 
times, at leaf! til] fuch time as the Mailer thinks they have taken enough; and 
then he unties rhe firing which ties up their necks, and permits them to c-o a-fife - 
mg for themfelves, sad tofesli themfelves for two days: and by this means thev 
rake more fife than they ate able to con fume. 3 

There is no Creature fo common all over China as the Duck, in regard their 
have a way for the breeding of them, not known in other parts. They are Wc 
in great Cages, made of Canes, and fee at the flews of great Boars, the Cases 
being 10 large, as they are able to contain three or four thoufand cf them, and they 
hatch the Eggs, in the Suaimer-time, in Cow-dung, or haply in rhe Dung of the 
Ducks themfelves, which is very hot, leaving them therein, till the generation be 
com pleated, and then they break the feel Is one againft another to make way foe 
their young ones to come our, with fuch a Height, that it feldom happens that any 
one of them mifearries. 1 

In the Winter, they heighten the namtal heat of the Dung by fire, making % 
Bed of Canes, raifed three or four foot from the ground, upon which they fet the 
Bggs between cwo Uyersof Dung,and there is a fire made undergo give them thac 
degree of heat which is requifue for the hatching of them. As foon as they arc 
hatched, they diipofe them into the Cages, where they keep old Ducks, which re¬ 
ceive them under their wings, and breed them up. When they are grown biz 
enough to flu ft for themfelves, they give them in the morning a little Rice, hue 
onely fo much as rather fearpens than fatisfies the appetite, and then they 
open the Cages, ro let them go over a kinde of Hurdle of Canes to the feorc, - 
where they lufirer them to feed among the Rice, out of which they pick the Weed* 
with fo much eafe and advantage to the Owner, that he who breeds the Ducks is 
fufhciently recompenced for his pains. In the evening, he gets all his Ducks to¬ 
gether, and makes them return into the Boar, with the noife of a Whittle or little 
Bell, which they obfervefoexaflly, that, though there aremany times twenty or 
five and twenty thoufand of them together, yet will they all get very orderly into 
t tieir Cages: and by this kinde of breeding, they are fo cheap, that a man may have 
tivo or rhree for a peny* 
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As co the Inhabitants, they are well-fhaped, and for the moil part of a good i 6 ; 9* 
flature. The men hive Urge faces, are fmill-ey’d, and flat-nofed, wearing little or The inYub- 
no beard. They never cut their hair, nor pare chenaiis of the left hand, out of a mm*. 
perfwafion, that their nails may be ferviceable to them in climbing, when they 
lhall be taken up into Heaven by the hair,* 

They are all clad after the fame fafhion, fave that in the more Northerly Pro- Thttr,tl$Mb-', 
Vinces, they ufe Furres, and in the more Southerly, they go for the moft part in **£. . 

Silk. Perfons of great quality have their Caflocks embroidered up to the wafte, 
but others have onely a little Gold or Silver about the extremities: and there is 
this diflinftion between married men and b at c he lor s, that the latter part their hair 
upon the forehead, and wear higher caps chan the others. 

The women are very fumptuoufly dad, having about them a great many Pearls Their vtmt. 
and precious ftones. They alfo paint, anddrefs their heads with as much curiofuy 
and advantage as in any other place of the world. They have a particular affe- 
tion of hiving little feet; whence it comes, tbit the mothers make it their bufi - 
nefs, Co to ftraiten their daughters feet, from their infancy, that they are hardly 
ablero go.* Some are of opinion, chat this cuftome was introduced by thofe who 
were dehrohs to accuftome women to a Gtdehtary life, whereto they are as it were 
condemned even from their birth. They are never feen in the ho ufe; and it is 
very feldom they go abroad, which when they do, it is to vjfit fo.ne of their nearelt 
Relations; and then, they ate fo attended, and Ihut up in Palanquins, that they 
cannot be feen. 

The men are ingenious enough, and difeover, by cheir Works, that they are not * 
inferiour to the Europeans* It is no ealie matter for a man to avoid th: circutn- * 
ventionsof their merchants, who make ufe of all imaginable Advantages in their 
Dealings. At every Door there hangs a Table, containing a Ca talogue of at 11 he 
Commodities chat are in the Shop: and in regard all the Merchants of the fame 
Body hive their habitations in the fame quarter, a mm findes as foon as he comes 
into ir, what is to be fold in ilUheftreec. 

They ufe BraCs-money in no Province, but thic of Chekiang ; in all other parts r j„ >JjM ^** 
of the Kingdom, onely Gold and Silver is current, which yet is received onely by ' 
weight, without any regard of the mark. Whence it comes, that no China Mer¬ 
chant bur hath his Weights about him,and fuch pieces of money as are full weight, 
by which chit which he receives is to be weighed. 

I am of opinion, that the provifion, which is made infeveral parts of Europe, rbcpmifim 
for the fubfiftance of the Poor, was derived from China* Beggary, which is infa- for the f ubfi* 
mous in thofe who are reduced thereto, _ and a fhttne co fucb as fuffer it, in as much P Mtt of tie] 
as it is a reproach of their want of charity, wJiofe c«re it fhould be to remedy chat f" r '. 
inconvenience, is there very feverely forbidden; and there is in all Cities a parti¬ 
cular judge appointed for die Poor, who, in order to their relief, takes the follow¬ 
ing courfe, 

Th: very day he comes into that Employmenr, he publilhes an Order, whereby j 

he commands all thofe who have any Children, either born weak or imperfect, or 
become fuch, through licknefs or any ocher accident, co come and make their ciles 
known, that he may examine whether they are capable of learning any Trade or 
not; andin cafe they are nor, whether the Parents are able to maintain them. 

If they are Orphans, and hive no other Friends able to keep them, they are dtf- 
pofed into Hofpkals, where they are brought up at the King’s charge. ^ The fame 
courfe is taken with maimed or decrepit Souldier*. They are all lock’d up, and 
not permitted to go any more abroad. The Houfes, where they put up the Poor, 
hive Gardens and Courts belonging to them, where they are permitted to keep 
Poultry and Swine, as well for their divercifement as advantage, and the King ap¬ 
points a certain Overfeer, who, joyatly with the ordinary Judge, makes a Vifita- 
tion of rh: Hofpitals twice a year. 

They do not put the blinde into the number of thofe Poor who are accounted

They hive a way of Writing particular to themfelves, not oneJfiipdn thii ac^ 
count, that they make ufe of Figures rather then Charter?, in aSufe rhw 
lignifie. entire words, and do not re prefen t the letters; but alio, uren this ihal' 
m their Wmmg, they obfeive an order wholly different from that 6/ all oth/r 
Nation?. For thefe write either from the left hand to the right, as all riLV" 
^sdo/or from the right to the lefr as the Hdnm, ^rdi^Mmoito} 
the other Nation* of Ma do; but the Chinefes write from the top downwards 
anditi their Wruing obierve fueh equal diftances, that there cannot be anv t hit'o 
more exact. And to fhfiw, that theft* Figures (land not for any word that hath 
any particular bonification m their Language, hut that they express £ j, e r ame 
, things, it is ro be noted, that the who, when they (peak, cannot under- 

fiand one the other, byreafonof the diverfity of the Idioms and Dialed that f e 
among tne Inhabitant* of feveral Provinces,make ufe ofthefe Charafters not on 
ly ro render their fclvfcs intelligible one’to another, all over the Kingdom, but al- 
io in their Commerce with the Japannefi?s, and the Inhabitants of Versa and Con- 
chinchine, between whole Languages there is no more rapport, then ifie £#p/i& 
hath to the Gfeekj&t Arabian.

They make their Paper of the Bari'of Barnhart, or Canes, but fo thin* that ir 
will bear writing but on one fide/ fhd ugh they do not ufe Pens, but Pencil* „ 
tne Japnmfes do, which onefy flid^aforig che-Paper, fo that they write asfafl W 
curt heir .Cba«<aersfd neatly, that thebeti Pen-men in Europe are not to be dS

For the Kino beflows 
tins quality, as the Princes of our parts confer Hondurs on thofe who have de- 
lerved them by their ferviees, or are fo much in Favour either with them or’uch as 
arc about mem, as to get them by Let ters Patents. This promotion of Dcftors 
is clone with as great Ceremonies, as in any European Univerfiry. 

But indeed this Natlbn il fo punctual in point of Ceremony, that it ones be¬ 
yond any other, even to importunity. The firff Lettuces they mike to Youth 
are thofe of Complements, whereof there are whole Books, that they may be 
[lire to have of them upon ail ooafions. If a man hath but once feen a perfon 
he is obliged to faluce him, _ and this is not done wit h the Hat, but Mm the left 
hand* they put ic into tbs right, and fo both to the breafi, with a low inclination of

Perfons of quality ^eeting in the fireer, make a (land, joyn their hands by put¬ 
ting the fingers one wulnm another, and firerching out the arms bow-wife/they 
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do their reverences with low inclinations, and continue a good while in chac po- i 6 i 

(iurei proffering one another the way.- When there is no equality between the- 

periods who meet, the infcriour gives way to the other, does him reverence, 
and lets him pafs by. He who goes about to fpeak about any bulinefs to a Loj- 
tU at his own lodgings, kneels down as Toon as he comes into the room, and 
advances, and continues in that porture till he hach done fpeaking, or delivered his 
Petition, and having done his bufinefs, he retires ftill kn.e iog, without turning his 
back on the Lojt'ta. 

* If a man landing at his own door, or in the ffeet, efpy a kinfman oi friend 
coming out of the Countrey, if he who lives in the City thinks not himfetf well 
enough clad to welcome his friend as he would, he will pretend not to have feen 
him, go into his lodging, put on his bett cloths, and then will come and meet his 
friend, and faluce him as if he had not feen him before, if he meet him in the 
flre'tt at fome dtlhnce from his own houfe, che firft qucttio'n he makes, is, whether 
he hath din’d or flipp’d, if not, he will carry him to the next Tavern , and treat 
him magnificent]y with fifli and flefh , if he hath din’d, he will give him onety a 
Col ation of Fruits and Conferves. 

They are very fumptuous in theic Treatments, and have a cuflome different Fetfis 
from what is done in all other places. They fet up as many Tables as there are 
gudts, but infLad of cloths, which would hide the beauty of the gliding and 
painting, wherevVich they are enriched, they have onely Carpets of Damask, 

Taffata, or fome other filk -fluff, which covering onely the edges thereof, hang 
down to the ground. At che four corners of the Table they fet a paper of 
Fruits and Confervas for the Deferr, and feveral figures of Sugar, made and pain¬ 
ted to rhe life, and flowers for the diveitifement* of the eye, and they fet che 
meat in rhe midfl. 

They ufe either filver-pUte or Porcelans, and have no Napkins, in regard they eim 
make ufe of their forks fo neatly, chat they never hive any occafion to wipe either 
their hands or mouths.They drinkofcen,but little at a time,whence it comes their 
drinking cups are very fmall j and whereas they fetve up many D fhes.they are ve¬ 
ry long at meals: but that the guefts might not be weary, they give them all man- s . 

ner of diyercifements, as Mulick, Playes, rricks of legerdemain, and Morris¬ 
dancing. If it be a perfon of quality that is invited, they fet up in the Hall where 
the tri'atmentis made, feveral other Tables, on which are all forts of came and 
wild Fowl, all which are carried away by feveral fervaiits marching in a file be¬ 
fore him, when he returns home, whither having brought them they, with great 
Complements, oblige him to fuffer them to leave at his own houfe what he 
had not confumed at their Mailers, The Treatments they make for a Governor 
ofa Province lartfomecimes fifteen dayes or three weeks, and coll them a years 
revenue Who undertake any fuch thing, what ever their Eftates may be. Their 
entertainments are commonly in the night, making choice of fome time about the 
change of the Moon, efpecially that of with which they begin their 

year. 

That day they all fpend in merimenr, put on their beft cloths, hangtheir ^btir new- 
houfes with the richeftituffs they have, cover theilreecs with Rofes and other years tUf. 
flowers, adorn their triumphal Arches with branch'd works, Damask and filk f a- 
piilry, befet With Torches, and plant before the door a tree fo enligbtned, that 
though there were but one in a whole ttreet, it might give light to the whole 
quarter. Their Prietts ate prefect at thele publick rejoycings s ind adds to the fo- 
iemnities of the day by the facrifices they make to their gods. 

Speaking of their civility , I AmII here give an accompt of chat which they Ttebontvrtb# 
have particularly for the Embaffadours of Forreign Princes, foe whom the Chi- 4° Emfofltiers 
tic ft s have the fame veneration and refpeft, as they might exprefs to their own 
Matters. 1 * 
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f i 6 3 s>. They doc not look on the occalion of the Embafle, but the quality of the 
Prince who fends ibe Embaflidour, who is received at the entrance of the King- 
dome, by the Govemour of thefirft Frontier City, who meets him with alfthe 
perions of Quality within his government. They iiiffer him not to fet his foot 
on the ground ; but afioon as he comes out of the Ship, he is put into an Ivory 
Chair, and carried by eight men to a Houfe appointed for that purpofe, which is 
furnifliedat the Kings charge, audfo fpacious, thatfeveraf Embaflidours might 
be lodg’d therein at the fame time without any inconvenience. The next day, 
the Govern our of the City goes to wait on him, and endeavours ro learn of him 
the occafion of his Embaffie, to be communicated to the Govemour of the Pro¬ 
vince, who immediatly fends to the Embaflador to defire his Credentials, that he 
may difpatcb them to the Court, and get thence the Pafs-port tequifue for the 
prolecution of his journey. This Pafs-port is upon Parchment, with the Kings 
Seal in Gold, which is carried before the Embaffadour, with the Credentials 
written upon a board, having over head in golden letters the name of the Prince 
who fends him. The Governours of Provinces make provifion for his expence 
. by the way, and when he is come neer the Metropolis, there meets him the Pre- 
fiaent of the Privy-Councel, who receives him in the head of all the Councilors, 
and molt of the Courtier*, and conducts the ' Embaffadour to his lodgings, and as 
he takes leave of him, he empowers him to create a certain number of Loytia^ 
and to fet at liberty fome condemn’d perfons, the number whereof is regulated 
futably to the greatnefs of the Prince who fends him. They allow him a certain 
time torepofehimfelf, and then the fame perfons, who met him at his entrance, 
conduct him to his Audience, which the King gives him as often as he defires it, 
and is prefent at all the Propofirions he makes. 

. . The entertainments they make at weddings are very great, for the Brides Fa- 

mrmidmgs t j] er gi ves her no other portion then what hefpends trie firft day, in treating thd 
relations and friends of his Son in Law, and the next day, thofe of the Bride. 
The Feafling being over, the Husband delivers to his Wife, in the ptefence of 
. .. . ... her kindred, the Portion he promifed her, and fhe gives it her Father or Morher, 
as a requital of the pains they had taken in her Education ; fo rhac by this means 
fueh as have moft daughters are the happieft, efpecially if they be handforn. 
Maids are married very young, and the Father may difpoie of the Do wer given 
his Daughter, if aDy needfity oblige him thereto; but if he keep ir, it is due to 
the Daughter, all the other Children being excluded from having any benefit 
thereof. .. _ ■■ 

PtlygmjUm. Polygamy is lawful among them, but inceft feverely forbidden , in a direft 
fun. line, to infinite ; and in a collateral, to fitters and nieces. The firfi is the 

onely lawfull Wife, the reft concubines, infomuch that they do riot onely not 
live in the fame lodgings with the firft, but alfoher eldeft fon inherits as much 
of the eftare himfe'f, as all the reft put together. If the firfi wife have no fon, or 
having any, if he die before the father, the eldeft by the other wives Cucceeds him 
in his right, and reprefents the heir apparent of the Family. 

A man feldom hears of any Adulteries committed among them; fo; the wo¬ 
men are kept in fuch reftraint, that they are in a manner inacceflible. The hus¬ 
band hath the fame power, as in other places, to kill the Adulterers and her Gal¬ 
lant, if he take them in the a<ft; but in regard it is a felf-ended and felf-c uieeited 
Nation, they choote rather to make their advantage ochetwife of fuch an accident, 
then defame themtelves by a feverity which faves their reputation onely in ap- 
' pea ranee. 

Tbe Gtvetn- The Government of the King, or Emperour df Chi»a, is Monarchical, and it 
nentof China may'be fatd to be in feme reipcft defpocical, in as much as the Soveiaigri is fo ab- 
Mtnittbittl, folute, that no Law checks his power ;-and yet his government is io mild, that 
there is not any Demoiracy, where’the inhabitants are lefs burthen’d then they 
are in China. Nothing is more deftruftive to a Srare, and more obliges Princes 
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to have recourfe to extraordin ary wayes, to the cofts of their Sub jefts, t hen war re. 163 .9. 
Whence it comes, that the Kings of Chin*, conffdering that no forrelgn warre “ *; 

can be carried on but at the cofl of the people, and t hat by that means the foun- GginKvt warn 
dations of a houfe ate dig'd up to cover the roof of it,have made it a Fundamen- become defin ■ 
tal law, that no war could be made to extend the Frontiers of the kingdoms. And bj a fun ’ 

to the end their fubjefts may give forreigners no occafion of making any warre dmmil Law - 
againfl their Country, they are forbidden upon pain of death to go out of ir, 
without expreffc permiffion from the Prince, or Govcmour of the Frontiers; 

Tbfcy call their Emperour Tie 1 mu, thacis>Son of Heaven, or Son of God ; not Tbtb King 
that they believe hirmdefeended from heaven, but being the chjefelf of men, they (llUd ion tf 
look on him as a gift of Heaved, and a perfon dear to the gods. He affumes to Hei¥e ' J ' 
himfelf the .quality of Hsang, which fignifies Emperour of dirt or earth, fo to be 
diftinguifhed from Xanthi, who is the great Emperour of the Univerfe. They fay, 
that he who firft took the name of Hoangthir lived many ages befbre the birch of 
onr Saviour, and that his fucceflours were defirous to continue the fame namet, as 
they did who fucceeded Cdfttr in che Empire. 

That dignity is hereditary in the Family of him who now reigns, fo as that the *, 
eldeft fon only fucceeds him, the younger brothers being wholly excluded, who f * 

yet have the Tide of King, and a rbyal retinue, with fome City of their demean, 7 ’ 
where they are lodg’d and treated as Kings,^ but havefolittle auchoricj', that the 
Governour who bath it wholly himfelf, fuffers them not fo much as to go out of 
theCitie, nay, lets them have their allowance biie quarterly, left having it paid 
in altogether, they might employ if in making friends, to the diflurbance of the 
pubhek; ! \ 

The Councell of Scare confifts of twelve Conncellours and a Prefident, who rbectunttl of 
next the King, hath raofl authority. Befides c births re are in the City of Xmtien ftftf. 
fix other Councellsj to wit, one for the adminifl-arian of Juffire, which rhey 
call Lyf u. The fecond, for the Revenue, which they call Hufu. The third, 
for Ceremonies, which are effential in that Kingdom, and is alfo called Lyfu. 

The fourth for Military Affairs, and is called rPingfn. The fifth for pubhek 
Struftures, called C™gf». And the fixth for criminal affairs, called Hingfni 
The Councellours employed in thefe Counfels, deliberate about thofe things 
whereof they are to take Cognizwce, and come to fome refolution j but they 
neither publifh nor execute any thing without the Emperoots expre fs permiffion, 
who refefves the decifion thereof to himfelf, as indeed he doth that of all other 
affairs of the Kingdom. . • . , 

Once in three years he fends Vilitors into all the Provinces, who particularly 
inquire into the lives and actions of the Governours, and the flare of the Pro¬ 
vinces i- whereof they make him a faithful 1 report; and by this means he perfect¬ 
ly knows what is done all Over the Kingdome, though he never Airs out of his 
place. 

The members of that Cornice! of State which they call CoUoi, or 
is, Auxiliary Governours, orMmiflersof State, are all Philofopbers, andmoft fUL #f sun 
of them well skijlM in Aflrology, inafmuch as it is expc&ed they fhould forefee 
the Events of things, not only by the help of civil Prudence, but alfo by the 
eourfe of the Stars, which they think more infallible, then thofe of reafon 
grounded on experience. The Prefident of this Councel, and in his abfence, the 
moft ancient Councellour, reports to the King the debates of the Councel, fpet- 
king tohtm on his knees, and looking down to the ground, never lifting up his 
eyes* though the audience fhould laft two houres. 

All the Provinces of China have a Viceroy, whom they call Cemtn, onely Te- y itm „ in4 
king and Nanking excepted, which are Royal Provinces, and have only Go- 
vernours, whom:they call Infante's, and areas King’s lieutenants, inafmuch as 
they have the chief authority in the Province next the Viceroy, yet each within 
Jus own jurifdift ion, which extends only over the great Okies, where they refidc, 
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i 6 3 9- and the Idler ones which depend on chem. Thefc lali have alfo their Governors, 
whom they cal! Tutaam^nd the Portugttex. y Mandarines, 
nthet officer's ^hey call him who is receiver .of the King’s Revenue in a Province, fonebafi; 
tf FuJntts. w ^° commands the Soldiery thereof, Toloc ; The Prelidenc for the Admini- 

llration of Juftice, Anchaji, and che chief of a Councel of War Ajtao. All tfiefe 
Officers have their feverall Counfcls, who all meet in the Vice-royes Palace, 
who takes Cognizance of all Affaires paffed therein; and ifrhey be of impor¬ 
tance, hi fends an Expreffe to give notice thereof to the Prcfident of che Coun¬ 
cel of State. 

officers of tie .The moll eminent perfons next the Prefidenr, w horn they ca II Co/*?, are t! je 
Crown. that is the chief Standard-bearer ; the Pochln, or receiver of the Kings 

Revenue ; the Pocbbfj , or Lord-keeper of rhegrfeat feils and the Auu^t, who 
is t he chief J ud£c of the Citie. 

/nffi t rs Under this lall, there are three Lieutenants, whereof one is called Htaaj f 
Civt °® c ’ another, Tzi * 9 and the third, TWoy, who (it in judgement once a week at their 
own houfes, and appoint Commiffioners, who have their fettled quarters, con¬ 
fiding each of a thoufand houfes. This is particularly obfetvable, that the Cotn- 
mifTtoner hath no authority in the (freer where he lives,led he (hould be biaffed in 
his judgement by any confideration of neighbour-hood, whence it alfo comes chat 
no man is made Vice-roy, Governour or Judge in his own Country,but be is Cent 
to remote Provinces, where he hath no relations. 

The Officers are changed every three years,and from the day of their departure 
from Court, or the place of their ordinary Habitation, the King defrayes alt their 
charges, leaving it to their choice, whether they will take their allowance in pro* 
vifions or mony. While they continue in their employment, they are lodg’d and 
treated at the Kings charge, and there are lodg'd neer the Judges in the fame 
m n houfe, the Clerks, Poor-keepers, and ail the other Officers belonging to their 
- charge, who are alfo maincaind and paid by the King, that they may take no bribes 
or gratifications from the parties, > 

They are fo circumfpeft in all their proceedings, that there is no judge but 
Vetton emits fo foi&ly examines all particulars, as not to fear any reproach of neg led. Deb- 
trmel 1 tors are treated with fo great rigour, that fuch as are not able to fatisfie their cre¬ 
ditors, had rather be fold to them then endure the cruel fumigations, in the mid-, 
deft whereof, fome who are of a more delicate Conftitution, many times ex¬ 
pire. 1 ' 

An aimiraUt The courfe taken forrhe difeovery of crimes, and to prevent fevetal other difor « 

order. ders,is admirable. TbeJudges coming to the place of their rcfidencc,caufe a Lift to 

• be taken of alt the houfes within their jurisdiction, and having diftribuced them 

into Decads, they fee a bill on every tench houfe, injoyning the Inhabitants to 
difeover fuch of their Decad as they know have committed any crimes, upon pan 
*>f being refponfible for'che fame cnemfelyesj as alfo to give notice of fuch of their 
Decad, as remove from their houfes, or intend any great journey,that they may be 
oblig’d to pay their debts,before they leaye the quarter. 

They have no mercy on Criminals, yet is there not any perfon executed, till 
the crime be made fo apparent, that the criminal can alledge nothing for himfelf. 
They endeavour to get out the truth by fair means, and never order any. to be 
tortured,but upon very great preemptions; but then they do it cruelly. 

They pm their fingers between two fticks,two fingers broad or better,through 
Tfeeir Tmmt the ends whereof rbey draw a flrong pack-thread, which they bind fo hard, that 
they breake tb; bones, and make the nails come off. Another torture they have 
is, to put the feet between two boards, much after the fame manner/ as in fome 
parts of Enroft) they out the Leggs into boots full of hot oyfe, faye that, there 
the feet are tormented, and here the leggs. 

Prifont. £ very great City huh feveral prifons,which are very flri&ly kept, but have be-' 

longing to them, Ccmts, Gardens,Ponds,and walks for the dWertifement of fuch 
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as sredetaind therefor Height offences. They Jim; a'^drmkipg-houfo, for chi 1630, 

convenience oft he Prisoner?, and Shops, wherein are fold fuch things as the Prifo- ' - - 

ners make an order to their better fubfiftance. _ w 

The Sentence of death is not executed cilUhe King hath confirmed it ; my 3 
even that had,it is done with fo many Ceremonies,! b*c unlefs the heynoufnefnefsof 
the crime cry vengeance very loud, there are more condemn’d per Cons iinguifti 
in the Prifons, then die by the hand of the Ex:cucioaer, For there is no execu¬ 
tion, bur in prefence of the chief Judge of the Province, or Vifuo;, who being 
come to the place, calls for the Iadi&ments of fueh as Hand condemned to dy,and 
examines them, and thereupon either confirms or repeals the lentence of the 
ordinary Judge. Of thofe whofe fencence is confirm’d, he takes fifty of the great., 
eft offenders, and orders the Gaoyler to prepare them for their execution. Yet are 
they not i rought out of the Prifon, till they are once more examinedj and if they 
can alledge any receivable excufe, they are fliuc up again, and then they discharge 
the great Guns, to (hew chat they are going to execution. But before they are 
brought ro the place of punifhment, they are examined once more, and the 
Judgeprdfes thenuo think of themieIves, and to find out fome pretence that 
might o dige him to defer it. If they have nothing to alledge, he orders fo many 
guns to be fired, as there are perfons to be executed. Bemg come to the place 
of execution, they are fet upon heaps of afhes, where they have fomewhac given 
them to eat, and then begias the laft examination : but if, that over, they have 
so excufe* the Guns are difeharged the third time, and the execution is corn- 
pleated. 

Their punifluncncsare,to hang up, to empale or bum ; but this laft is only for Thfif 
fuch as are guilty of high Treafon. _ menn. ' 

They have a particular puniflimenc for thieves. For as they deleft rheft above 
all crimes, fo is its pumfliment attended with* more infamy then the others. Tbtt of thiev't. 
They lay the malefaft or upon his belly, with his bands ti’d behind him, and in 
thaepofture, two executioners beat him with all their might upon the calf of 
the legg, with great Canes moyftned in water, which is fo painful a chaftifemenr, 
that moft of the wretches die. under their hands. The Judges are prefenc at tbefe - 
executions; bur that they may not be moved to compaflion, which the condemned 
would never be the better for, they fpend their time in gaming and drinking, and 

ttop their ears againft their cries, . 

But that Go vernours and Judges may not abufe their power, they are obliged xbt 
not onely to give an account of their actions, at the expiration ot their Go;r„- 
milfiom, before Judges appointed for that purpofe, whom they call Chsxes j but 
alfo the King fends into the Provinces a Wit or, whom they call IftAchts, He 
goes into the Province incogmm takes an exaft and fecree information of the 
Aft ions of the Officers, and having gone round the Province, comes up near the 
Metropolis of it, towards the time that all the Officers of the Province meet 
there, which is onceamoqeth; he fends to the Viceroy and the Aflemblyto 
open the Gate to him, that he may come and acquaint them with the 
King’s pleafure; This Meftage difeovers his quality, and yet when he goes into 
the Affembly,he hath his . Commiflion carried open before hiipjand a (Toon a s it is 
lead, the Viceroy comes out of his place, and the other J udges out of their ieacs, 
and do reverence to the Vifitor,who having taken the Viceroys place, commends 
thofe who have done their duty, and cells them he (hall not fail to report the 
fame to his Majeftyj * , , 

Then turning to thofe whom he hath fount? delinquent, he reproves them, de¬ 
prives them of .the Marks of Magiftracy,which are the bat and girdle, fnfpeqds, or 
abfolucely difpofleffes them of their charges, and puts others into them. It ts in. 
his power to advance to the greateft dignities fuch as he judges capable cr^reofjto 
brand with infamy thofe who have neglefted their duty* nay to punilh them, 
but not with death; inafmuch as the Emperor only is Matter of the lives of ms iuo- 
jeft Si 
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_L 9 J!_ 9 L_ r As t0 Religion of the Chinefes, it may be laid to be Pagan, though, from the 
fbt Religion figure of one of their principal Divinities, it might b: imagined that they have 
of the Chit heretofore hadfome apprehenhons of Chrift Unity, andfome would infer chat the 

ntke - rhree Heads, which they make coming out of the Body of one of their Idols rc- 

preienc th e faffed Trinity , which makes the firfiand great efi My fiery of Chrifii- 
m Religion, They add hereto, that St. Thmaf the Apofile preached the Gofpel 
in China, and chat there are fome Pictures to be found there, wherein may be 
ieen men deeffed and (haped as the Apofiles are painredamong us t and that feme 
have Teen then Images reprefenting the bleffed Virgin, holding the Saviour o£ 
the World in her arms. But thefe are onely chimerical imaginations, fince that, 
fetting afide the efiiblifhments which the Tsnugmx and Spaniards have made 
there feme years fince, there is nor the leaf! track to be feen of the ancient Chri - 
ftian Religio. 

Their Piviai- They affirm that all things, vifible and invifible, were made by Heaven. And 
ties. this they exprefs by the firfi Letter of rheir Alphabet. They ajfo believe thac 

the Heaven governs the Uaiverfe by a Vicegerent, whom.they call Ldoctn Tx.au- 
uy. For him it is they hive the greatefi veneration next the Sun, and fay it is an 
eternal Spirit, who was not created. They have the fameopinion of another Di¬ 
vinity, whom they call (anfay, and to whom they attribute an abfolute power over 
all fublunary things. To thefe three Spirits, they add three principal M’mfiers, 
whom they call To»<]mm, Teiquam, and T^ui^uam, whereof the firttprefides 
over the Air, and makes it rain; another, over the generation of men and other 
Animals, and the production of Fruits; and the third hath the government of 
the Sea. Toey alfo canonize fome, whofe lives have been eminent for fanftity, 
or othtrwife, and call them 'Taufaos, that is. Saints; hut they do *nor render them 
the f me Honours they do the Gods before mentioned,o; yet the three folio win° 
Saints, who are alfo in great veneration among them. 

Three China The firfi they call StchU, who came into China out of the Kingdom of 7W- 
S ants. &£> and is Founder of all the Religious Orders of both Sexes, which are at pie- 

lent in the Kingdom, and whereof there are very great numbers, living in perne- 
tual celibate, and inhabiting in Monafteries: * ^ 

The Fable »f T he fecond is called J Qmtm, a female Sain r, and, as they affirm, was the rhird 

Quatiina. Daughter of King Txonm, who having married his two elder Daughters, would 
alfo have this embrace the fame kinde of life. But this Princefs having made a 
Vow of Chaftity, would not hear of Marriage, and upon that account loft her 
Fathers favour, who fhut her up in a place, where her employment was, to carry 
wood and water,and to weed a great garden whereof The had the keeping. They 
have great Legends of the life of this Saint, and relate feverai ftoriesof her ; 
among others, that the Apes of the neighbouring Forreft came thither, and carri¬ 
ed waterfor her; that^hc Birds weeded the Garden for her; and that feverai 
other Creatures brought the wood {he was obliged to fetch. The Father ima¬ 
gining this was done by his Daughter’s witchcraft, caufcd the houfe to be fired, 
which the Princefs feeing,andconfidering that it was for her fake,would have cut her 
own throat with a firing of hair j but fhe immediately found the fire put out by a 
great fhower which then fell,whereupon fhe went thence and retired into the De- 
ferts ofthe neighbouring mountain.The K’ng’s impiety was punifhed with the Le- 
piohe,which fpread it felf over all h« body, wherein.it bred fo many Worms/thac 
he had been devoured by them, if the Daughter, upon notice given her of it by a 
voice from Heaven, had not relieved him. The mifery he endured had railed in 
him a great remoffe of confidence; fo that finding himfelf recovered by his 
Daughter's interccffion, he fell down on his knees before her, beggM her pardon 
for what was paft, tnd would have adored her, but fhe refufed'tho/e honours: yet 
fo as that, it not being in her power to avoid them, fhe fet in Idol before her, and 
returned to the Defett, whence jne came onely to cure her Father. She died 
there, and, by an extraordinary aufterUy of life, acquired fo great a reputation of 

ftatffity. 
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fandtity, that they ffill honour her with a religious worfhip, invoiace lie - , and b^g i 6 z g. 
herinterceffion for the remilfionof fins. 

They have yet a third Saint, of the fame lex, whom they call Neoma, and af- pjn e 
firm, {he was a Daughter of a Prince of the City of Ttcheu, in the Province of Neqhm. 
fiuqtiwg. The averlion fhe had conceived again It Marriage, obliged her to retire 
into t he 1 fluid Ingoa, where they fay Hie wrought many Miracles. They 'elate* 
among others, that a Lord, named Comfm having received Orders from the King 
to go'along with a Fleet which lay ready to fee rail, it was not m t he power of 
the^Mariners to weigh rhe Anchors, Comp was fo furprized at the accident, char 
he would needs fee himfeif what might be the caute of ic. He found Ntsma fit¬ 
ting on the Anchor belonging to the Admiral, He told her, the King had com¬ 
manded him to go and make a War in one of the neighbouring Provinces, and en¬ 
treated her not to oppofe hisDehgn. She made anl'wer, chat fhe would contri¬ 
bute to his gaining the Vidlory he promifed h mfelf In that Expedition, if he 
would take her along with him : which he was the more ifaclmabte to do, in re¬ 
gard he already knew her by reputation. Accordingly, the Army was no fooner 
come in fight of the Enemies countrey, but fhe diffolved the Charm, whereby the 
Inhabitants hid made all the Sea look as if it had been on fire, and forced the 
Enemies to render themfelves up at mercy* C ompo thought at firfl it had been an 
illufion } whereupon he would have a Wronger affurance of Neomd's power, and 
told her,he fiiould make no further queftion of her fan£lhy,if Ihe cohid make the 
flick he bad in his hand to flourifh, and wax green again ; which fhe did. Comp 
planted his flick at the flem of his fhtp, and openly acknowledged, that all the 
fuccefsof his Arms was to be attributed to 'Heema-, and thence ic comes, they 
fay, that the Qhintfes let this Neoma at the flews of their flnps, and make their 
Addrefles to her, for the profperiry of rheir Voyages. 

They exprefs little devotion and refpedt for their Ido's. Pot being exfrerrely Chinefe* 
addicted to confulc Incantations and Charms, in all their Affairs of great Impor- ufe inuntiti- 
tance,in fo much chat they will not undertake a journey, nor marry, nor indeed do on?. 
anv bufinefs of confequence, till they have confulted them, if they prove not ac¬ 
cording to their expectations, they rail at.their Gods, call them Dogs, andre- 
p ro a du hem with ail baienefs* But tVhen their indignation is a little over, they 
change their reproaches into flattery and kindnefs, ask them pardon, promire them 
Whafthey leafl intend to perform, and then return to their Incantations again. 

If they are otherwife anlwered than before, they flitter and praife their Gods; 
but if they are flill chreatned with misfortune, they give them both i! 1 words and 
blows, throw them down, tread upon them, beat them, drag them into the dirt, 
burn-them with a candle, or whip them, till the Spell favours them, andtheiubey 
offer to them Ducks, Geefe, Poultry, boild Rice, &c. Their gteat S radices con- 
fift in offering to their Gods the head of -a, boiPd Hog* idorn’d with flowers and 
leaves, and a Jar of Wine. - . , 

Their way of Incantation is performed by two pieces of Wood, abntre the big- (/ ^ .. 
nefsof a Wall-nut, whereof one fide is fiat, the other round, like a half-bowl. 

Thefe they caff upon the ground, and if it happen that both, or one fall fo as that 
the round fide be downwards, they cake it for a very ill omen; but they caff them 
fo ofren, that they mufl at lafl fall as they would have them. Another way they 
have, and that is, by calling into a Pot feveral pieces of Wood, each whereof 
hath a certain Character- upon it, and they have them drawn out by a Chiide, and 
as they are taken our, they turn over a Book, till they come to a Page that begins 
with the Character drawn out of the Por, and they accommodate the words they 
finde in the Page, to the thing whereof they would know the event by the faid 
drawing out of the Charters. 

They alio invoke the Devil; and the geftures of thofe who are employed in flny invekf 
thefe Invocations are fitch, as a man would fay they were really pollelied; my, tnePmU 
there have been fome Cbriftim fo fimple as to believe it. ,

They have four Orders of Religious men, whereof fome are clad in black, fane 
In white,and fome in a dark grey. Every Order hard its Genera^ whom thiy call Thc " 

'Tricon, who lives in the City of Xmtletu He hath under him Provincial 1 ?, wio mcn ‘ 
make Vili rations within their feveral Jurisdictions, to fee that there bean ob- 
fervance of DilVipline, and chat there be noremiffion of the rigour required by 
the rules of the Order. Thefe have alfo the nomination of Supertours and Guar¬ 
dians in the feveral Monafteries. The General continues in due dignity as long as 
he lives, and when he dies, the King names the fucceffour, making choice of him 
among thofe who are moft defending. He is cloth*J infilk, but of the fame co¬ 
lour as is worn by the Religious men of the Order, and never goes out of his own 
houfe, without a retinue of four religious men, who carry him in an Ivory Chair; 

•upon their (boulders. He hath a particular Seal for fuch affairs as concern his Order, 
and his religious men never fpeal^to him but on their knees. The King allowes 
hiht what may keep a plentiful ho«fe, and contributes alfo to the fubliflanceof 
theMonksinche Monafteries; andifthey want any thing* it is fuppiied by the 
liberality of private perfons. The religious men are all clad in fierge, and all af¬ 
ter the fame faftvion, five that they are diliiflguifhed by the colour. They all 
(have their heads and beards. Theyufe beads, and fay their Martens and ocher ^*“*5 
Offices, much after the fame manner as our Monks in Snrope do. Thofe who en¬ 
ter into the Mon artery make a Fea/f for all the Monks; but the el deft t fon of a 
Family is nor permit red to take the habit; in regard the Laws of the Kingdoms 
forbid it, ana would have him to be the comfort and fupporc of the wesk and de- 
cfcepit age of his.Facher. Their vows are not indifpenfabie, but they may quit the 
Monaftery, and marry: ■ 

The Chine ft s obferve at their Funerals the following Ceremonies. Affoon,as Funeral Cm- 
any perfonis deceafed, they waftj the body, put about him his bdt cloacfis well monies. 
perfum’d, and fee him in the biggeft Chair they can find in the houfe: That done, 
the Wife, Children, Brothers, Sifters, and afterwards all the relations, kneel 
down before him, and take their leave of him. That Ceremony over, they put 
him into a Coffin of fw'eet-.vood wellclofed, and'fee him upon a Table, or two 
treflels, and they cover him with a win ding- riheer, reaching down to rhe groun 9 
upon wh&b the yd raw the pifture of the deceafed. They leave him in that po- 
fture fifteen dayes, during which time, in fome other Chamber or HjU, there 
fland conftantly fee on a Table, Wine, Fruit, and two wax Torches lighted, for 
the Priefts, who fpend the night there in finging and praying^ according to rhe : f 
way j butefpecially in making divers inchancments againft the evil fjpirits, and in 
burning feveral images,and faftning others to the winding-fheet which covers thtf 
Coffin, which images they ever and anon move with their hands, thinking they 
by that means force the foul co heaven. The fifteen dayes being over, thebo*- 
dfy is carried into the Country, where the Prierts inter ir, and co'nmonly plane 
a Pine-tree neer the Sepulchre j whence it comes, that they have a particular Ve-^ 

Deration for that Tree. • 

Their mourning is auftere enough. Sons continue it for a whole year, ThehmuUrni 
and fomerimes two* during which time they are clad in a courfe cloth, cover theif 
heads with a hat of the fame, and tie about their upper Garment with a cord.

Tne Tartars divided themfelves into f ven Colonies, which warred one 
ag -imt the other, rill they were all reduced into one State, under the name of 
the Kingdom of Niuche, about the year 1600. 

About that time, there reigned in CA/»<i, KW/e, who had fucceeded his Father 
in the 'Empire, in the year 1573. and liv.d in an absolute peace, wh n the Go¬ 
ve rnours of the Frontiers, conceiving ome jealoufie at the great power fulnefs of 
.the Tartars, wtuldneeds hinder their'Merchtncs from trading'into China, op- 
poled uWe match, which the Kmg of Niuche would have made between his daugh¬ 
ter and the King of Tanya, rook him and killed him. Tne King of Nyache's ion, 
delirous to revenge his Fathers death, railed an Army, pafied over the great wall, 
entred China in the year 161 6. and cook the City of Cajuen, whence he writ, in 
very refpeftfull terms, toVanlit, who was then living, and reprefented to him 
the injury had been done him by the Gove rnours of the Frontiers, proffering to 
deliver up (he City, and go out of the Kingdome, upon condition his complaints 
might be heard, and Juttice done him. Vanlte, initead of reflefiing on the Ju-

of Peking • But fearing to be fhut up there by the Chi tief who had got a valt 
Army togeth.r, he returned to Leaoyang, where he caufed new Fortifications to 
be made, and there afliimed the quality of Thienming, and was cal’ed Emperout 
oi China, though he were pofTefied onejy of Lemmg j which is fo 'inconfidera- 
bieaplice, as that it is noc l'omuch as numbred among the Provinces of that 
Kingdome.

In the year 11527. died Thlenki, Enperourof China, and Thienning. , King of ^he lyings of 
the Tartars, The former was fucceeded by Znxgchw his Brother j the other, Cbins » tni 
by Thitnzung.his Son, who caking a different courie from his Fa cher’s,and change- Ta - t#ry 
ing his cruelty into mildnefs, endeavoured by that means to prevail with the Chi- 
iiejes, whom he could not over come by force. Yet was it not either the prudence 
o£Thienz.ung, or the courage of the Tartars, but the: difloyalty of the Ckmefih 
and the treachery of their Commanders, which proved the finall ruine of the 
Kingdome. 

For Zttnchini , perceiving that the Army which he had fent into Corea had been 
defeated, though the Tartars had loft on their fide above fifty thoufand men, and The Ch ', ni . re! 
that he had Tome ground to fear a.Civill Warre, beftowed the command of an country ' 
Army on one named Tuen, empowering him withal! to make a peace with the *' * 
Tartars. This T raytor having received money from the Enemy, took off Ma- 
ovenlmg by poyfon, and concluded fo difad vancagious a Treaty with them, that 
the Emperour refufed to ratifie it. This pretended affront proved the definition 
of Turn, who flill continued his intelligence with the Tartars j but Zttngchini ha¬ 
ving difeovered his Treachery ordered him to be cut to pieces, which was done in 
the year 1630. , ... UijJkl _ 

Ever after that time, the Tartars onely made incurfions into rhe neighbouring , 

Provinces: but Thien^mg, King o£ Tartary, dying in the year 1 636. Zmgtljm jjy \iL ' 

Spn (who had been brought up in his infancy, in China , where the manner of li¬ 
ving of that Country had been infill 1 ,’d into him) fucceeded him, and by his li¬ 
berality corrupted moft of the Governours and Chinefe Commanders,who there- 
thereupon fided with him ; efpecially when theyfaw that rhe diftraaionswhich 
then fhook the State wherein there were eight Armies of Tories, or common 
■Rogues, at the fame time, were abfolutely contrary to the prefervationofrhe •* . 

Kingdome. 

Theft Armies were difpofed in the year 1641: under two Generals, whereof 
one was called Licmgz,o, the other Chanchienehww, who divided the Provinces 
b . etm 7 n c hem, fo as that the former had the command in Xenfiznd Honan, and 
the other, in Sachuen &ad Huquang. Licungz,? haying taken in the chief Cities 
of thefe two Provinces, a (fumed the quality of King, and would be called Xn m 
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i 6 3 9. m*»g, that is, the fortunate King *, and hoping to become Matter of the whole 

“ Empire, would needs have the Tide of Emperour, and that his Family rtiould 

have the name of Thmx»n % that is, obedient to Heaven. And indeed Heaven 
feem’d to comply with his perfidioufnefs, by the intriques which in the mean time 
were carried on at Court, where all the Grandees were divided into FaSions, 
through the means of a Favourite, of whom we fhall here rate occafion to fay 
feme what. 

Under the Reign of Tbienkj, there was, at Court, an Eunuch, nagied Gnei± 
who was lo much in favour with the Emperour, that the latter call’d the other Fal 
ther. This man, who bad been raifed to that greatnel's, in a manner from rhe 
Dung-hill, abufed his Authority, and made his Miniftty odious, by the if] treat¬ 
ment they received from him who had too much courage to become his Courtiers 
and Adorers. He was fo impudent, as to declare himfelf againfl the Prince, who 
was looked upon as Heir apparent to the Crown, inafmuch as Ihi'evki had no 
children, and to oppoCe his eftablifhmcnc after the Emperour’s death. This Prince 
was Zmgckim, whom wa fpoke of before, and of whom we {hall have occafion 
to fpeak hereafter. He prov’d fo fortunate as to elude the Artifices of the Eu¬ 
nuch, and got the Crown on his Head, without much contention ; but he had 
not fo much power as to Another the Fa&ions, into which the Court was divided 
by the intriques of the Favourite. As foon as he came to the Crown, he gave the 
Eunuch a Cotnmilfion, very honourable in appearance, but in effeft very fatal to 
him ; for he commanded him to go and virit the Sepulchres of his Anceftouts* 
and to give order there fhould be nothing amifs about them: but as foon as he 
was gone from Ttkjng, Ziwgchm lent after him a Meffenger, who prefented hyn 
with a gilt Box, wherein there was a rilken Halter, and told him, char the Empe¬ 
rour hid commanded him to bring an account of his death. JBuc this Execution re¬ 
conciled not thofe who had engaged etcher for orjagamtt him,during his lifeiarid the 
averfion which the Emperour openly expretfed towards his Abettors, oncly aug¬ 
mented the number of difcontented and treacherous perions, which were on boffi 
rides ; infomuch that moft of the Grandees, minding onely their private Affairs, 
they either negle&ed fending the relief which the Governours of the Provinces 
required again!! the Tartars, or malicioufly diflembled the heed they flood in 
thereof: and by that means, the Rehells had time to make fureworkontheic 
ride. 

_ ' ■ L\z,mgz* Cowell knew how to make his Advantages of thefe Difiraftions, 
mtSeir* thar > having fetled all things relating to the Province of Xenf, be without any 
vinte p/Xwifi. obftruftion croffed the River Hoangb , or Crocetfs, and emred the Province of Xa»- 
Ji t where he took the great and rich City of Kiattgchex. The other Cities of the 
fame Province afterwards came in, fave onely that of Thafyuen, which was taken 
by Iform, and plunder’d. The Emperour, hearing that the Rebells had paffed the 
River Hoangh , and fearing they might befet him in the City of Xuntien, would 
have retreated to Tfwkivg ; but he was perfwaded to the contrary by his Coun¬ 
cil) it being the intention of Come by that means to keep up the reputation of 
his Arms, of others, to deliver him up to Liz,u»g*o. -, fo that he Cent againft the 
Rebclls a powerful 1 Army, under the Command ot the Colao, or Prefidenc of the 
Council, who prov’d fo unfortunate in his burinefs, that, out of defpair, he hung 
himfelf. ° 

f^cstbecitf Ltz>wgx>o> who had his Correfpondents in'theCity of Ttk^ngf otXmitisft, un- 
ef pelting, detUanding how things flood at Courr, fent fome of his people into the City, 
who, under pretence of keeping a Tavern, or opening Shops for Mercery, were 
to make a Riling, when they heard the Army was advanced near the City. Some 
affirm, he had corrupted him who fad the Command of the City, and that by his 
Qrder he found one of the Gates open,ac which he eucred it, in j 4 pril 1644. and 
afterwards became Mirier of the Palace, before the Emperour had any notice 
o£ his coming, The Traitors, who had kept him from hearing of it, prevented 
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him alio from getting away: to chat perceiving Liimg^o was poffdfed of all the i 6 ? 9 > 

Avenues of the Cattle, and thinking it coo great a difhonour to fubmir to the '--—'— 

Commander of a fort of Robbers, he with his own hinds kill’d an onely Diu^h- 
rer he had, fo to fecure her honour, which Ihe could not have kept with her life . 
and going into the Garden, he took off one of his Garters, and hung himfelf at a 
P um-tiee. The Col no, the Queen , and fome of his Eunuchs, followed his. 

Example, and hung themfelves in the fame Garden. Znnchm left three Sons, 
whereof the two youngert bad their Heads cut off, three days after the Father's 
death, but t he el belt vanifii’d, and could not be found, notwithttanding all the di¬ 
ligence Li^ang^o tiled co get fome account of him. 

I final I forbear giving a relation of all the executions which this barbarous per- 
fon ordered in the Cicy, where he put all the Officers to death; onely this I can- 
no^omir, that, among other perfonsof quality, there was an ancient man named 
Fir, whole Son commanded the Chine ft Army upon the Frontiers of Lc totting. 

Vtz.mg^o fent order co this Vs, that he fhould write to- his Son, tothiseffett, 

Thar it he wirh his Army would acknowledge him Emperour of China, he would 
divide Fortunes with him; chreacning, if he did it not, co put him to death. . 

The Father writ to Vfangm, fo was his Son called, in fuch terms as he might in- A Chlntfe ufa 
fer from them what condition he was ini but the Son generoufly made him an- *be Tartan t» 
fwer, that he Could not own him for a Father, who had been unfaithfull to t . 

King; and that if he had fo bafe a Soul as to advife him to be a Traitor, he, for his ' 

parr, had one fo loya', as to perfift in the refolution he had taken, rather to die, ’ 
thin obey a High-way man. Whereupon Ffangttei immediately fent co the 
Tartan, co delire them to joyn, and march along with him againtt that Ufurper. 

The Tartar thought it not amifs to make his advantage of the opportunity he 
then had, ro get into the Heart of rhe Kingdom, and fo marched with his Forces 
againtt Li^ung^o. 

This lewd Villain, who had put fo many innocent perfons to death, trembled - .. 

at the firft notice he received of the March of the Tartars, left the City of Xun- 
titn, and retreats into the Province of Xenji, intending to efUblifh the Seat of 
his pretended Empire at the City of Sigan. The Tartars purified him to the Ri¬ 
ver Crocetu, or Hoangh, defeated part of the Rear-guard, and had the Plunder of 
fome part of theBiggage, in which were all rhe Riches which the Emperours of 
China, of the Houfe of Tajming, had been two hundred and eighty years getting 
together. 

The Tartars would not crofs the River, as well becaufe they would fecure the 
Conquettof the Province of Teeing, as for chat they were without any Prince, 
ever Imce the death of Zungte, who died when the Army began to march out of 
the Province of Leaotmg . He had left onely one Son, abonc fix years of age,. 
whom he had recommended ro the tuition of the eldett of his three Brethren, 
who proved fo faithfull to his truft, chat the Tartars gave him the name of Am*~ 
han, chat is, Father-King. 

PJungHci, finding the Province of Peking and the Metropolis thereof deliver’d yj e Tartars', 
of thole Robbers, would have requited the fervice the Tartars had done China, w n inttgttHf 
and obliged the Foreigners to leave the Kingdom. But he who commanded the of China. 
Tartarian Army told him, that it was too loon to talk of any fuch thing at 
yet; that Liz,Hngz,o was ttitt alive, and might re-enter Peking ; that there was 
a neceiiicyof ruining him fo as that it fhould be impoflible for him to reco¬ 
ver himfelf; and that Vfmguti fhould go himfelf with his Army, and fome 
of the Tartarian Force, againtt the Ufurper, and put the Rebells to an abfolute 
Defeat; 


As Coon as the Tartars were intreatedby Vfangnel to come into 0 } i»*> they 
fent to invite all the other Tartars , from the EalternSea to the KvtttJPolga, to 
come and participate of their Conquefls; infomnch that no Colony of them but 
fent in fome Forces, which coming into China brought along with them that, 
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young Tartar King, the Son of Zttrgte. Asiocnas he was itrr.e, i he Tart ah 
difcovej’d what their intention's were; for they letledhim upcntfeThrcne end 
qufed him to be proclaimed Bmpercur of (/?/««, mder the Regency of the 
cldefl of his Uncles.

The fame day that tbefe Ceremonies were performed ar Peking, they fere 
away fome Tartarian Regiments, with Orders to efiabHfh VJangueiKm° to 
give him the quality of Pingfi ,that is,Pacifier of the Weft,and that he fljould re/ide 
in the Province of Xenfi. He was the more inclinable to accept what was prof¬ 
fer’d him,fince there was no other choice to make; for as to ; t , oi .ij " 

verbe known, what became of that Villain. 
tlfanguei’s declaring himfelf fatisfied with what had been proffer’d bun by the 

Tartars, facilitated their Conqueft of the Provinces of Peking, Xanji, Xenfi and 
Xant mg, which they poff.ffed themfelves of in lefs than a years time, and fetled 
themfelves therein, allowing the Inhabitants their Laws, Magiftraces,and manner 
of life, and refervingonely to themfelves military employments, and defence of 
places. 

In the interim, the Southerly Provinces had raifed a powerful! Army, which 
they fent to the Emperoui’s relief: but upon the fir ft news brought them of the 
redu&ion of Peking, and the death of Zucchini, they remanded their Army 
and with all the Boats, which carried the yearly Provifions and Contributions to 
the Court; and hearing of the Invafion of the Tartars, they proceeded to the 
el eft ion of another Emperour, of the Houfe of Taming, whom they called 
Hmgejuang, Nephew to p’anlie, and Coufm to Zungehini. Tbis man be°an his 
Reign with a folemn Ermbifii; which he fent to the Tartars, to demand aPeace 
and to proffer them the Northerly Provinces of the Kingdom. v^mahan 
whom tht ChineftsctttAmanangy made anfwer, that the Tartars never received 
from any one what they were already poffeffed of; that if the Chafes had made 
choice of an Emperour, it was their buhnefs to proteft him; and that, for their 
parts, they wou a have all or nothing.

that Defeat, all the Cities of the Province, on tbis fide the River Xiang, fubmic- 
ted, fave onely that of Tange hett, into which Z« Colao was got with forue Forces, 
who made a vigorous refi fiance, but fuch as prov’d the deft ru£tion of the City 
wh ; ch was burnt, purpofely, to bury, in itsafhes, their bodies who had been kill’d! 
for fear of mfe&ing the air. 

The Metropolis was yet in the power of Httngejuang, who kept the Tartars 
from trolling the Kiang, by a good Fleet he had under the Command of

W'ictoi«,rhac he fhouldo.vn him for his Soveraign, in regard he was the neerer 
of kin to chedeceifed E iiperour. This divifion brought the Tartars to be abfo- Tbit dhifion 
lure Mailers of all China : for chafe two Princes refilling co joyn their forces toga ru '. 

ther agamif the co nmon Enemy, the Tartars fer upon Lu, and forc’d him to re- w °' IIU ‘ ' 
tire into the 1(1 and of C be ax an, over againli the City of Ningpa, which had hard¬ 
ly been peopled,hid it not been for that defeat. 

They found it no harder matter to conquer the Province of Fokien, though it — 
be divided from chofe of Quantang, Kiangji, and Chekiang, by Mountains, K / Hf e^bTptc. 
which fix thoufand men hive kept againli aU the Forces of Tartary. The Em- nines of Fo- 
perour bimielf, who had ’d the name of Longuu, that is, warlike Dragon* kUn. 
fled,and was kill’d, as is conceiv’d, by the Tartars, who purfued him. 

They hid divided their Army into two Bodies, whereof one was got intoFa- 
klen, as we fa id before ; the ocher hid pa ifed through the Provinces of Hangqamg 
and Kiangfi, fo chat they met, much about the fame time in that of Quansmg, 
where they again divided, one pirc being commanded into Pskjrtg, the ocher, into the treacherj 
the Province of Qtiangfi. Their eafie conquell of Pokjett proceeded, partly from eft Chinefe 
thegoodfucce'fs that attended their defig us, where ever they went, but partial- 
larly from the correfpondence they held with Chincilmg, who had the command 
of Lwgua s Army in thit Country. He had fomecime been Interpreter, and a 
kind or Broker, to the Tormguu,, Caftilians, and Dutch , at Macao, the Ph'tlip- 
pint iftmds, and that of Fermofo, under the name of Ljuon. Giving over tint 
employment, he turned Pirac, and by that means became fo (powerful, that ha¬ 
ving obtained, or rather extorted, an adt of Oblivion from the Emperour of China, 
he forced him co fuffer him to carry on the trade of the whole Kingdoms, keep¬ 
ing the Sea with a Fleet of above three thoufand Veil els. His deiign was to gee 
rarofetf proclaim’d Emperour of China ; but knowing he fhould find too much op- 
pofition in the inclinaaons of the people, as long as there were Princes co be 
chofen out of che Family of Tayming, he was nor forry to fee it extirpated by the 
Tartars, with whom he held correfpondence, as we faid before. Upon chere- 
duftion ofthe Province of Fokjen, they gave him the Tide of King, under the 
name of Flngnam, that is, Picifirr of the South, rreating him highly, and putting 
him in hopes, that they would leave him the command of the two Provinces of. 

Fck*en and Qumttng, But the Prince, who commanded the Tart arm Army^

Qian much rehflance there, that it was forced to diflodge thence, and retreat into that 

°fQ ga»gtu»g> into which the Viceroy and Governoutof the Province purfued 
them-; and to give the greater reputation to their defigns, they created an Einpe- 
rour of the Royal Progeny, who aflum’d the name of Jmgtk. After their ex¬ 
ample, feveral other Provinces revolted,but all their attempts only confirmed the 
fecdeinent of the Tartar/,who after the death of Kia»g, Governour of the City of 
Tattling in the Province of Xanft^ho took up arms againfl them in the year 1 64a 
and their redu&ion of the City of Q uttngchen, in the Province of Quangf, which 
was taken on the 24. o( November 1650 have been poffefs’d of that vafl Country 
without any diflurbance; rather through the cowardice of the Chinefes ,then by the 
number of their own Souldiery; inafmuch as it is impoflible for any Army how 
numerous foever, to conquer fo powerful a State as that of China-, if the Inha¬ 
bitants had ever fo little courage to defend chemfelves. Xanchi, the Tartarian 
Emperour of China, married the daughter of the King of Tanya, in the Wefteia 
Tart ary, in the year of our Lord, one thoufanci fix hundred forty and nine.

*E gave the Reader an account in the precedent Book, how 
that the calm, which ftaid our Ship in a manner in fight of 
the Jflandof C#/(w,occafioned the digreffton we have made, 
wherein we have reprefented the State of the Indies, even 
to the ucmoft extremities of Aft*. 

We continued at the Altitude of Ceylon , till the ao. of 
Tebruary, at which time the North-Weft-wind oblig’d us to take our courfe to¬ 
wards South-eaft. Taking rhe Latitude about noon, we found we were two mi- 
nutes beyond the vfcqtimsttid Line. I asked the Mifterof the Ship, what he 
thought of their opinion, who affirm, that being under the Line, a man maydif- 
cover both the Poles s buc he made it appear to me, that k was an errour, and 
{hewed me clearly, that the Artick^ Pole knot to be feeu within fix Degrees of 
' of the Line, and, that tile Antartid ^cannot be perceiv’d, till a man comes to the 
eighth degree. He flhew’d me farther, that at eight or ten degrees of the Line,che 
wind fee'ms to be as changeable, as it is in pur Seas on this fide of it, inafmuch as 
that of the North-weft reigns there fix moneths together; and that of the Sotith- 
eaft blows there as conftandy for the other fix moneths, So that fuch as go into 
the Indies, or come thence, may regulate their Voyages accordingly.. . 

In thefe parts we faw fevcral forts of Birds, whereof forne wefe white, and not 
unlike our Pidgeons, fave that their tails are longer and narrower. Othe rs were 
of fundiy colours, and fomewhat like wild Ducks. But among others, we faw 
abundance of thofe Birds which the Tonuguez, call Gar ay os, or Kabos fore ados, 
which are black and white, as Mag-Pies, but fomewhat bigger, and have their tails 
divided like a Taylors pair of (hears. All thefe Birds live onely by the Sea, and 
feed on a certain flying Fi(h, which to avoid the purfuit of the dAlbocms, Bom- 
iof 9 and! Dorados, that continually prey upon them, fly into the Air, where they 
can abide no longer then while their wings are moift, and where they are caught

by the re Birds ; or if, for want of moUture, they fall back into the Sea, they are 

devour’d by thofc Fifties. The Albocorts are white all over, and have no fcaler 
no mote then the Bmtot. The former are much bigger ihenxhe Utter, and have 
but one bone in them, which comes from the head to the tail. Some of them are 
fo large, that if we may credit report, one, between five and fix foot long, hath 
dined fixcy Sr amen ; but the meat of it being nor very good, I conceive they 
were rather glutted then Satisfied.* The Dorado, which the English confound with 
the Dolphin, is much like a Salmon, but incomparably more delicate, and hath 
fmaller Scales; 

We alfo took a certain fiftyvbich had a mouth like the Cnout of a hog;the For at* 
guez, call it 7 o«;»<j,and the FrenchAfarfouiu,a name which no doubt is deriv’d from 
the German word,which fignifies a Sea-nog. The Hollanders'^ the relation of their 
firft Voyage, affirm, that out of curiofity they opened one of them, and that 
they found within it not only flefti ancffat, and the incrails after the fame man¬ 
ner as thofc of a Hog, but alfo a young Pigg in the belly of it, which they caft in¬ 
to the Sea. They are feen atony es many of them together; and when the Sea is 
rough, they come neerrhiVeffel, and grunt as if they defired fhelter againft 
the llorm they perceive coming, and whereof the Sea-men look upon them as an 
infallible fign. 

The Sea hath not a more dangerous filh then thofe which the Portuguez. call 
Tnherenesiht Dutch, Hayes , and the Englijk Shark, * It is a great filh, and hath 
much ado to fwim i whence it comes, that many times, when the S;a is calm, 
it is feen floating above water. Ir is never feen, but there are faflened to the 
head of it (even or eight other fifh, about,xhefbrgnefs of a Herring, expe&ingto 
participate of what he takes. Above all things, they Jove mans flefh, and there 
ate many fad examples of it, In Sea-men, who have either loft aims or other limbs, 
or have been devoured by them} for rheir'reeih are as (harp and clofe as thofe of a 
Saw. Their mouth is below the head, Co that to take their prey, they lie upon 
their backs, ind Co catch it upwards. That we cook bad the heact in the head, 
and lived a good while after it was taken out; They are not eacep,ancf are hunted 
only for recreation, ot to cleanfe. the Sea of them. 

The fifh which the Pmugnez, call Pefcepseerco, and whereof there is abundance 
in thefe Seas, is no bigger then a bream, and is fo called, onely becaufe it grunts 
like a Pigg. * There are alfo about thofe parts great Bore of Tortoyfes, which lie 
on their backs, and commonly flsep upon the water, when the weather is calm. 
The Seamen, when they fee them in that pofture, get neer[them, call out a 
hook, which faftning in the (hells, they draw them into the boat. Their meat is 
as delicate as veal, and it is one of thegreateft refrefbments the Sea-men meet 
with in thefe great and dangerous voyages. 

February ai; We were at one degree and twenty minutes of the Lin:, the 
weather being rainy and tempeftuous, and continuing fo much longer then we 
expe&ed icfhould at that place ; for it is fo u neon fianc there, and changes fo of a 
{udden, that many times they have hardly leifure to rake in their fails, to avoid 
the violence of the winds, which the Port ague*, call Travados , that is, whitle- 
winds. • j - ■ 

The 23. died one of our Sea-men, who. having got the Pox at S*r 4 f, neglefled 
the taking of timely remedies for theatre of it. 

The 24. being Sunday} the Prefident treated all the Officers of the Ship, and 
among other diflies, hadthe Blggel dreffed,and fome of the Coumry'FowljWhich 
the Viparoy of Goa had prefemed to him. 

The 25. We were furprized by a calm, whichkept us in the fame place all that 
day ; but the night following there rofc a Tcmpeft, that put us out of our courf;, 
Which wecouid not well have kept, had chat not happened i in regard that haviiig 
the Sun in the Zenith, ever fince the »», we could not take the altitude, but on* 
lyinthenightjbytheSwrs. '< , , * A.. 
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This Inconvenience continued till cba 5-of March, having h.id the 17. and 28. 1659. 

of febwary, the wind at South-weft, which put us in hope, we fhould ibon hive MARCH.' 
the UWinfon -wind whereof we hood in need to bring us to the Cape of Good 
hope. But the continual changes.of the wind, and tempefts, which obliged tha 
Sea men to be alwayes about the Mafts> left they Ihould befurprized by die Tra- 
vados, retarded our progrefs very much. 

March 5. We began to make our obferv.itions by the Sun, and found we 
were at 8. degrees, 6 . minutes Latitude.. Ourfhip wasenco npafted by a <>reat 
number of all forts offilh, which fsem*d to be our protection againft the wfalss 
by whom they were purfued, 

March 10. We were at ten degrees, fourteen minutes^ the wind at Weft, vm <&*»«- 
which turned to be a Harm that lifted tea hours. a Ue weather 

March XT,, and 13. We had a great ftorm, accompanied with lightning and Berthe Lints 
thunder. But Nvhac we‘thought moft ftrange,Was chat, though we were not°come 
to the 13. degree, yet we found nothing of the ordinary wind of rhe feafon^ 
which is commonly perceived about rhe 8. or 9. For rhe South-,vind, which 
blew conftanrly, not onely retarded the profeonion of our Voyage, but al- 
fo forced us fo much back Eiftwird, that we were in fome fear, we mi°ht be 
conllrain’d to return upon the Coaft of the Indies, 

(.March 15. The wind changed, and came to the South, and at Night, we 
ha<fit Sbucb-eaft ; fo chat not doubting but it was the Manfon, we put out all 
the fail we could, and made two Leagues an houre, taking our Courfe South- 
weft. During the time the winde was thus fair for us, we faw a great number of 
Dolphin', which followed our fhip, and we took as many of them as found us 
three good meals. 

March 20. We were Curpriz’d by a calm, which cook off much of our courage; 
in regard our ftore of frefn water being fomwhar low, ac a time when we knew 
not what to hope of our Voyage, we were forced to a/fign every man his allow¬ 
ance; and to make it laft the longer, it was refolved,chat for fome daves there 
fhould be no fait meat eaten,but that theSwine and fome other creatures,whereof 
having good ftore, fome had died that day upon the eating of Muftard-feed,(hould 
be kill’d and con fum’d. 

Being about this time, at fixceen degrees, we found that the Compare 
declined thirty Minutes to the Weft, and it continued fo to the four and 
twentieth Degree. But when the Cape of Good hops is once doubled, theLoad- 
ftone draws towards the earth. 

The 21. While we floated up and downe, without fomuch as a breath 
of winde, our Ship cooke fire, which might have proved to the ruine of us 

fllf* 

The Burler, going to remove a Vat which he had filled with Aquavita, fee it 
on fire ; whereat he was fo Harried, jhat he turned it out about the Cellar,where 
the fire tooke in one of the great Veffels, and was going to fee thirty more in¬ 
to a flame, had it not been timely prevented with Coverlets. The/hip wasfo 
loadenwirh all fores of Gummes, and other fat Drugs, chat it would not have 
been impoffible to quench it, had there not been a care taken to Another it, at 
the beginning. 

After that day, we began to makeufe of the invention of Drawing frefh 
Water out of the Sea; but it was fit onely to drefle meat withall, in re¬ 
gard it had fo untoward a tafte, that the Sea-men would not take it lor their 
ordinary drink 

March 22. We made a good dayes fatfe by the help of the Matt- 
M getting above two Leagues an houre. The fame wind continued the 
34. and 2 j. 3 

This laft day, a Sea-man was whipt at the Main-mift.for offering to debauch 
two young boyes, J 
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March 26. Ttie wind continued ttill fair; but in regard we had tome re a Ton to 
fear, that in cate the wind Ihould fail us, as it was likely to do, we (hould be put 
to great inconveniences, for want of frefh water, a Councel was call’d, at which 
it was refolv’d, that we (hould indeavour to make for Maurice HI nd, and there 
take in frdh water. This id'olution very much rejoyced the company. The feme 
night, wedifcoveredthe Ifland tailed Diego Roix. ,, or Diego Rodriguez., at ao. de¬ 
grees, 45. minutes, infomuch that we were m hopes the next day 10 reach (JHa 
md, as being but fixry Leagues further. 

Tilis Hland, which the Portuguez. cal! l!h* do Qtrno, and the Dutch have na¬ 
med Manrice-lihnd-, from the Prince of Orange, who was Admiral of the United 
'provinces at the time of their firii Voyage into the Indies, lies at 10* degrees, 27. 
minutes,and is about 15. Leagues in compafs. 

The Haven of it is very good, as well in regard, that at the entrance of it there 
is a hundred fathom water, as that it is able to contain above fifty great Vefiels, 
(belrred from all winds, it hath fome'mounuins,which teaching up to the clouds 
are feen at a great dillance, and are extreamly delightful to ihe eye, inafmuch as 
Nature maintains them in a conllant verdure, though loin; trees, and Date- 

trees only excepied, all the other trees are wilde. 

In the Vallks, there are fome Fruit-trees, but fuch as bear no Fruit are noe 
the lefs efleemed for that, for thefe are they which yield the faireft Ebony in all 
the Eaft. Some of it is as black as any Jet, and asfmootb as Marble; but the 
yellow and red is of greater value then the other, as being more rare. 

There is, as well in the rivers of it, as the Sea about it, fuch abundance of fiflj, 
that at one calling of the net, as many maybe taken, is will fill two or three 
Tuns faired. 

The Hollanders, in their relax ions, affirm that thsy took 1 Thorn-back, which 
found all in the/hip t wo good meslr, and that they faw there Tottoyfesfobigg, 
that four Sea-men firring on the back of one of them, it went as well as if it had 
bad no bun ben at all. Whereto they adde, that they were fo large, that ten men 
might fit upon one (hell. 

The Ifland is not inhabited; * whence it comes, that the Birds are lo r^-, 
that a man may take them with his hand; and they are commonly killed with 
cudgels, efpecially the Turtles, whereof t here is fuch abundance, that the Dutch 
in let's then two boures, took above a hundred and fifty, and might have taken 
more, if they could have cared them. There is alfo great (lore of He¬ 
rons, and a kind of Birds, of the bignefs of a Swan, which have neither wings nor 
rail, but fo hard t flefli, that no heat can either boylor roait it. There is no 
four-footed Creature in all the Ifland : but for other refrclhments, and par¬ 
ticularly, for the taking in of frefh water, there is not a fitter place anyway 
neer k. 

When the •Dutch came thither in September 1601. they found there a French 
fouldier, who had left hisCountrieiome three years before, with three English 
(hips, which were the firfl in thofe parrs tbit attempted failing into the Indies up¬ 
on t he arcompr of Piracy. Of thefe t hree (hips one was call away neer the Cape 
of Good hope, and ficknets having confumed molt of the men, they that remained 
fet fire on the fecond,in regard for want of men, they were not able to govern ir. 
The third was wrack’d upon the Coafls of the Indies, where all the men were loft, 
feven only excepted, to wit, four Englljk men, two Negroes and a French foul¬ 
dier, who attempted to retu.n with tome booty, which they difpofed into a C«n~ 
now, wherein they fet to Sea, and rnadea (hift to get to CMsutrice-}Qan4. The 
two Negroes had adefign there to rid rhemfelves of their Camefades, but being 
difcoveied they caftthemfelves into the Sea»and were drowned.The four Englijh 
men would profecuce their Voyage, bur the French fouldier chofc rather to con¬ 
tinue in the lfle,then double the Cape, and exrofe himfeff to the mercy of the 
S v a, in (© fmalU VfiffeU Accordingly, of the Eng/ijh men, there was no more 
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news heard. The French man had been 20. moneths in the Ifland, whan the 16? 9. 

Dntcb came thither. Ha was itark naked, in regard that having been in a burning — -- 

Fcaver, which heightned into a degree o£ midnefs, he had torn his cloaths; fo 
that having not had any thing about him ever fmee h\s ficknefs, nor fed on any 
thing but the raw Torcoyfes he took, they were not a little furpriz’d at the light 
of him, and conceived it would be no ealie matter to reftore him to his fenfes, 
though he behaved himfelf well enough other wife, and was in very good 
health. : 

We got fo neer Mat*rice-\{[md, that we dearly favv it ; but in regard the f^ e f t - e tuit 
wind con tinned fair, the Prefident called together the chief Officers, and repre- mt intotbc * 
Tented to them, that if they put into the Ifland, they Ihould lofe at leaft ten dayes Ijltai. 
time, whereas if the wind continued fair, as it then was, we might in that time 
reach the Cape of Good, hefty and fo avoid the inconvediedces of wintering in 
the lflmd of Mod^gafcar ; whereupon it was refolved we Ihould profecute 
our Voyage * which we did, and the fame day got out o£ fight of Manned 
Ifland. 

March 20. After Sermon, the Prefident acquainted all the men with the rea- 1 
fons which had obliged him to change his resolution of caking in water at Maa^ 
nVf'lflond, and made it appear, that if they had gone to refrefh chemfetves in ■’ " ■ f V 
the lflmd, they miift have loft the convenience of that wind, and the faireft fea- 
fonofthe year, andfo the means of finifhing their Voyage ; exhorting all to 
cake courage and execute his Orders, and to be content with their allowance, 
which fhould be equall to what thofe had who fate at his own table. 

March 30. We palled the Tropick of Giprjww, continuing our courfe towards 
IVejh -foHth-vteJ }. 

tstfrti x. We were at 26. degrees, three minutes. The wind began to abate, APRIL 1 
and towards the night it ramd,and blew not at allj/ec ere we were fo becalm’djwe 
had made a fhift to get 4o,Leagues in 24. houtes. The next day, we faw fcverall 
Whales, and at night the wind role, and in a fhort time grew into an abfolute 
Tempeft. Our Courfe was ftill to the Weft-fouth-weft, in order to our gain¬ 
ing the South,which was to bring us to the Cape of Good hope. 

The 3. We alrered our Courfe a little, caking it more towards the Weft. We 
were then at a8.degrees, 30. minutes; and in 24.houres, we got jo. Leagues. 

t/fpTtl 5. We had but little wind, and in regard the Compafs ftill varied and 
declined, we took our Courfe cowards the Weft, inftead of caking it to the 
South, as we Ihould otherwife have done. In thefe two dayes, we made 73.

The next day, we were at Jo. degrees Latitude. 

The 7. We began to perceive that we fhould not long in joy [the good wind 
had attended us fome dayes before. Accordingly, the next day, we had a great 
calm ,at 32.* degrees Latitude. 4 ■ > r 

The 9. The wind rifing again, put us into fome confidence^ that within a few 
dayes we fhould reach the Cape of Good hope, from which we could not be above 
three hundred Leagues diftanr. 

From that day to the 14. We ftill advanced fome what. That being Eafier 
day, the Prefident made a great entertainment, whereof all in the fhip par¬ 
ticipated. 

-The 15. The North-weft-wind grew to a great Tempeft, and our Sea men iintdei; a 
affirm’d, that they fmelt Land, being confirm’d in their perfwafion by thofe Birds Bird difeovt - 
which the ‘Tortugniz, call Pint ado and which alWayes keep within the diftance **&*'(* 

of fourty Leagues of the Land. _ 9 - * 

The Tempeft, ceafed with the morning of the 1 tfeh. and our Sea men perfifted (in 
affirming we were oeer the Coaft, in regard many Birds were feen about the 
fhip. 

The 17. Towards nighr, there blew* frefti gale of wind a but the next dayy^

1639. and the nigbr following. we had no wind at all, yet was the Sea as rough as it 
proved to be afterwards in the Temped, which furprizM us the 19. at nigh', wit h 
the Sour fo-Weft win-’, at 35. degrees Latitude. We took in all our fail?, an d lee 
down rh; yards, preparing out felves by chat means againii the Tempers, which 
are very frequent, and in a manner unavoydabie, about the Cipe of Good hope, and 
we hover’d up and do.vvn in char pollute all the neicr day. 

Man-as de ve- t/fprU 20. We perceiv’d that the water was famvbar more whitifli, than it is 
ludo, i fad of ' B the main Sea, and faw abundance of thofe birds, which the Pmuguez, call Man* 
Bird. gat devaleudo and are a kind of Sei-Mews, being white all over the bodies, 

and having black wings. They have alfo this in particular, that in their flight they 
beat their wings one agiitift the other, whereas the common Sea-Mews ieldome 
doir, bat glide through the At in an uninterrupted and even flight. It is obfer- 
ved, that where thefe birds are feen, there is ground within a hundred, or hundred 
and fifty fat home at mod. Accordingly upon trial, we found it ac eighty fathome. 
We faw alio the fame day, a fort of black-birds, that had only a little white upon 
the breath The Englijb affirm they are birds prefagbg misfortune, as being the 
infallible fore-runners of a great Tempefi, 

The fame day, we had one, with the WelV-Nortb-Weft wind,which on the 24. 
turn’d to a North-Well. Dtring that time we were fore’e to go before the wind, 
the water coming into the fbip with fuch violence,chat it took off our Carpenter ; 
but be was fofortunate, as to lay hold on 3 rope was cart hi.n, by which he was 
got aboard again. We found ground at eighty fathome, and in regard the earth 
which fluck to the plummet was black, we inferred thence that we were not far 
from the Cap d' Jgatlm, which is fixry Leagues from that of Good hope. 

The 15. The tempefl increafedfo, that we began to defpair of cleaning, in 
regird the current of the Sea forced us towards the Coaft?, whefe we had ine¬ 
vitably been wracid, ifir had continued. We were at thirty fix Degrees,twen¬ 
ty minutes beyond the Line *, and this day we had like to have been deftroyed by 
fire, occafioned by a Lamp in the Prefvdencs Chamber: but it was foon put 
out. 

Pijfc flgftjfctw- The Storm continued all the next day. Our Sei-men feeing about the Ship 
IfwMfcber * many of thofe filh called Pefce Puercss, would thence perfwade us, that it would 
' ‘ not belong ere the weather changed, and tbat the wind would blow from the 

fame quarter that thofe fillies came. Accordingly, about two in the afternoon, 
the vvi&de came to the North-Weft, and the tempdft ceafed, fothat wecOuld 
fplead our faili. 

The 27. We had no wind at all, but in the afternoon, it came to the Norrh- 
Trombss- weft, which obliged us to take our Courl’e to the Notch-north-weft, failing two 
Leagues an houre.We faw that day a great number of Tromb'oefoom which we in¬ 
ferred we were not far from the Cape of tSood hope, Thefe Tr*mh.u are a kind 
of great Canes, about the bigneffe of a mans arm, and three or four foot long, 
which flote upon the water with their roots, as if the Sea had forced them away 
from the neighbouring Coaft; yet can it not be faid whence they come, nor thaf 
they are feen any where but about that Cape. 

jipril 28. We diicovered the Coaft, which before us'reach’d from North to 
Weft. Some thought acfirftic was Caho-Falfo t or the Cape of Good hope; but 
finding ground at forty Fathome, and at thirty four Degrees, forty Minutes,they 
were foon convinced, that it was the C’a? £ eAgttlhas, whence it came chat we 
Went all that day laveering with a North-weft wind. 

The 29. The wind came_ to the South-eaft, fothat we continued out eourfe 
to the North-weft, keeping ftill in fight of the Lind. Tint day we took 
as many fifh' as found the whole company two or three good,meals. The nigbc 
following, the wind changed, and came to the North-weft, obliging us to I a veer ; 
but being in a mannerdireftly contrary, we advanced but little.Taking the AJri- 
tttude of the Sun that day, we found our felves at 34, Degrees 27. Minutes, and 
- ' ton- 
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confequencly, that we wanted 24, Leagues o£ being at the Altitude of Cap,d* 
Agulhas. 

April 30. We continued Laveering along the Coafl, the wind bein° ftfl t 
contrary. 

May 1. The wind coming to theNorth-eaft by Eaft,we kept along the Coaft, 
and perceived a very high Chore, which was at laft known to be (abo Falfo * 
which is within feven Leagues of that of Good hope. It is called Cabo Falfo, be- 
caufe it is feen at a great diftanee, extending it felt* into the Sea much after the lame 
manner as the other, though it be not fo high. 

The 2. A North-eaft wind brought us in fight of the Cape of Good hope ; but 
turning immcdiatly to the North-welt, we could not pofftbly enter the Bay,which 
obliged us to make off the Coaft, and get into the main Sea, taking our courfe to¬ 
wards the South. 

_ The next day, with a North-weft wind, we had a great tempeft, which yet 
hindred us not from getting fomwhat nearer the Coaft. That day we calf one of 
our Sea men over-board, wirh the ordinary Ceremonies, ufed it funerals upon 
fuch occalions. Tnis was the third man died out of our Chip, fince our departure 
from Goa. 

May 4. We doubled one of die points of the Cape of Good hope, which is about 
tea Leagues diftanr from the Road or Bay, and much about the fame time we 
difcovered the mountain, which the Hatch, in the year 1601. named the Tafel- 
herg, it being flac and fquare at the top like a Table. It was our intention to get 
into the Bay which is at the foot of the mountain, and at 34. Degrees, four 
Minutes, within fifteen Leagues of the Cape; but the wind being contrary, ob¬ 
liged us to keep along the Goaft, endeavouring to make the beft advantage we 
could of ir. 

The 5. at Sun-riling, we were out of fight of Land; whereupon we changed 
our courfe, taking it North-eaft, and turning the prow of the Chip towards the 
Coaft, which we difcovered about noon. About two in the afternoon, we paf- 
fed in fight of the Ifhnd called Sc. Elizabeth, which is inhabited,and at night we 
got into the Bay, and caft anchor ac feven fathom water. 

This Promontory of the Continent of Africkj which extends it felf into the Sea 
towards the South, at 3 6. Degrees beyond the Line, was named Cabo de bon Spe - 
ranza, by John II. King of ^Portugal, under whom it was difcovered, by Bar¬ 
tholomew Dias, about the year 1493. That Prince would needs call it fo, out of 
tbs hopes he conceived to difeover afterwards the wealth of the Baft-Indies', and 
other Nations have continued that name, upon this account, that having once 
doubled the Cape, there is fome affurance of compleating the Voyage, whereof 
the Cape makes one half, as lying in a manner at the equal diftanee of two 
thoufand five hundred Leagues between Europe, and the moft Eafterly Coaft of 
the Indies.

Molt fhips take in reftefhments at this place, and the Dutch are wont to leave 
there under a ftone, at the enrrance of the Haven, fome Letters, wherein they 
acquaint the fhips that are coming after them, with whatever had hapned to them 
in their voyage, and the courfe they take at their departure thence. The water 
there is excellent good, and lo eafie to come at that the taking of it in is with¬ 
out any trouble. Cattle are very cheap; their Oxen are large, and hive bun¬ 
ches on their back, as chofe of the Indies * and there are fome fheep, whofe fhlh 
isextreamly delicate ; they have long ears, and their rails are as big and weighty, 
as a good hind-quarter of mutton. 

They have alfo all forts of wild Fowl,and tbofe creatures that are hunted. Deer, 
wild Boars, Part ridges, Quails, &c. and among the reft, a kind of Geefe, which Pirwuins 4 
they call ^ingttins, which have no wings, but flumps, and confequencly cannot v^ofFom. 
raife themfelves off the ground, Ir is an amphibious animal, and with thofe flumps 
makes a feife to fwim. A man may cake them up with his hands, but the fltfh of

them ; s )iot edible, it is fo hard and inlipid, There are all’o dogs, or rather Sea- 

Bears, Camels, Tygres, Lyons and Lynxes. 

J.' The Inhabitants are of low Stature, ugly and ill.fhapkj, living more like Beaffs, 
then men. Their faces ate wrinkled, their hair full of greafe and nafUnefj, and 
rtiey'ftinjtfo, that they are fmeltaffoon as they are feen; which proceeds not 
onely hence, that they tub their bodies with train Oile, but alfofrom their con- 
ftanc eating of raw fie lit. They never kill a bead in order ro the eating of ic, but 
feed on them only when they die of any difeafe. A dead Whale caff up by the 
Sea upon the fhore, is an excellent ditti of meat with them ; as is alfo the hot en¬ 
trails of fome bead, which they eat with all the filth about them, having onely 
taken out the excrements, wherewith fome rub their faces. 

They go naked, five that both men and women cover their privy parts wirh a 
triangular piece of skin, which they fallen with a leathern girdle about thewafle.* 
Some of the men cover their buttocks and thighs with a Lions skin, or Oxe hide, 
drawing up the tail between their legs, fo that it covers not what they intend 
fhould not be feen. Nay, there are fome, who wear a skin, which comes down 
from the fhoulders to the wafle, and cut their faces, arms and thighs, in which 
they make divers (1 range incihons and characters, which though they were ugly- 
enough before, adds fomwhat to their deformity. The women wear about their 
arms and leggs, rings of Iron or Brats, which they receive from Grangers for 
their Cattle. 

They who live neer the Sea-coaft feed onely upon Oyfters, Fifh, fuch Herbs as 
Nature produces thereabouts, and the Whales callup by the Sea: but fuch as 
inhabit further within the Country, and are called Sohanmatis 3 live a little better, 
though they are no lefs barbarous and favage then the others. 

Tney do nor cultivate rheground, though ic be excellcac good sad very fer¬ 
tile, nor do they underiland any thing of improving and ordering the fruit which 
Narure beflowes on them- They all live in little huts, or in the fame place with 
their Cattle, without beds, ftools,or any luch ftigerfluous pieces of houfhold fluff. 
Their way of refling themfelves is to fit upon their heels. They are never feen 
neer the Sea, but only when they think to drive fome trade, in trucking their Cat- 
tle, Ox-hides, Lions, Leopards, Tigres-skins, and Oflrirch Feathers, for Knives, 
Looking-glafies, Nails, Hammers, Hatchets, and other pieces of old Iron, to 
their great advantage who come thither. 

They have no knowledge at all of God, nor ever heard any talk of the Devlll; 
but all the mifehiefthey fear, is, what may be done them by the Lions, againft 
whom they are forc’d to forcifie themfelves in the night time by great fires, which 
they make all about their quarters. 

May iq. Having fill’d all our VcfTels wirh frefh’water, and bought two Oxen 
of rhe S oltammms, who were unwilling to fell any more, we reimbarked,inten* 
ding to get out of the Bay thnt day, but the contrary wind would not permit us, 
Thenexcday, we fent our boat to bring aboard us fifteen perfons, towir, f«ur 
men, eight women, and three children^, o be tranfported into the Ifhnd of Tingui, 
which is at the entrance of rhe Bay, where thofe poor people were in hopes ro 
live more at their eafe upon the carcafes of Whales, which the Sea is wont ro 
caft a fhore there, and to be free from the perfections of the Sohammans. The 
boat returned in the evening, leaden with all forts of birds, efpecially 
which had been all kill'd with flicks. 

May 12. Being Sunday, we weighed Anchor before day, and got our of the 
Bay with a North-eaft wind, taking our courfe Weft ward. The next day ic came .'to 
Norch-north-eaft, and afterwards to’the North, and in the afternoon,we had not 
any at all: fo' that we continued all the remainder of the day in fight of the fcoaft. 
At night ic came to theSoucb, but in lefs then two houres, ic returned again to the 
North, and about midnight we had fuch a Tempeft, that we were forc’d to take in 
all our fails. 

The 
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Thi r;. The tempeft which had continued ever fines rhe 12. grew fo high, that j_ 6_3 
had nor our (hip been vary found, and of great burthen, it could not pofijbiy have 
refilled the violence of the winds and waves, which to covered it fom times, that 
all upon the deck were wet to the skin. t 

The next day the Skis cleard up, and the wind was forrvwhat allayed, but fifii 
contrary. We rook the elevation, and found our reives st 34. Degrees, 4 °> Mi" 
nvitss; whence we concluded, that we were between CafaFalJo, and the Cape 
Oi Goodbye* and coafeqs&htlyjtbat the wind had forc’d us back 25-0130. Leagues, 
yet in the evening we had in a manner recovet’d what we had loft ; but the night 
following, the wind was fo$olenr,as if the Elements had been neer their reio- 
lution into their firft Chaos. .. 

Thife extraordinary winds are called HttrricW, _ and they come not with fuch Humans, 
fury, hut once in.fevsn years, though the Sea in thole parts be ordinarily-rcmpe- 
ftuous. We loll in that tempeft two of out bell Sea men, who fell from the 
fcuftde into the Sea, where one was immediately fw a!lowed up ; the ot her had 
fo much ftrength as to lay hold on the rope was call out to him, and got in;o the 
Ihip; but falling on the (Ides of the flair, he had fo bruiled him lei f, that be died 
within an hour after. The contrary wind forced us into the^main lea, and reduc'd, 
us tofuch extremities, that we were not fo much concern'd in the proportion of 
our Voyage, as the fa ving of our lives; in as much as had the Sea made the lead 
breach in the (hip, it had been unpoflible for us to efcape. 

The next day, the contrary wind continuing in the lame violence,we were dill 
in the fame danger, having no other hope, but what the next change of the Moon 
gave us. But though flie appeared the next day above the horizon, yet the tem¬ 
ped was nothing abated, till the rain fomewhat aUay*d the wind rhe 22. to that 
we could make ufe of our fails, indea vouring t o keep our courfe Wsfiwara. 

May 23. We had a calm, during which the flup birr’d not from the fame place. 

We diicovered the Coaft North-catt of us; and in regatd we were then ac 37. De¬ 
grees, iix Minutes,we imagined our fetves to be ; n the fame altitude with the Coafl 
which lies between Cabo Falfo , and that of Agulhas- In the evening, the wind in- 
creafed, and brought with it a tempefl, from the Weft-norrh-weH, which tore d 

us to put off from the Coaft. _ . , , 

The 24. The wind continued ftill contrafy, and in the evening there rofefuch 
a tempeft, as forced us to go all night before t he wind. 

The ay. VVe refum’d our courfe with a Weft wind, taking it South-weft. vv e 
vvere'that day at 3<>.Degrees Latitude. 

The ad. With the Sun-rifing, we had a Norih-eaft wind, which made us put 
out all our fails, taking our courfe Weft, and failing after the rate of two Leagues 
an hour. But in the evening, the wind turned to the North-well, with, fo great 
likely hood of a tempeft, that it was thought fit to take in part of our mis. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the wind increafed fo by degrees, that we were fore u to uke in al 
bnt the main fail, which was not taken in till the wind grew to violent as if st 
would have confounded all the Elements,to fwal ow us up in the diiordei. Nay 
its fury was fuch, that our fhip which had refilled all before as a Rock, was tofle 
by the waves like a little boar. I mull confefs it was through Cods infinite mer¬ 
cy so us, that we escaped that danger, wherein we were in all likelihood, 
nff, since it was a kind of miracle, that the Mads ftod& cotf fidering the violence 
of the winds was fuebj as might have rooted up c lie (Irongeft rreesi This dread¬ 

ful tempeft continued she 28. and 29. with fo little intemiflion, that we began 
to defpiir of luofecuting our Voyage, inafmuch as the-firft quarter ot the Moon 
had brought no change of weather: whereupon it was taken into conlidet.ui.on 
whether it were pot our ufe ft courfe to go and pafs over the winter m the sn 
■ otOM'idaeafear, It v/as urged, thre the fhip, hiving been iniicn battet.d by the 
waves, WouidnOtbesb’eto iiold.our much longer, and that though it inuu 
our previfions would not, and fo it would be impoflible for us to comp «« ou 
1 Kkkkk Voyage 
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1 6 5 9 * Y°Pg* This propoial was generally approved i but when it was coniidered on 
* the other fide, that that delay, which mutt have been at leaft fix moneths, would 
be an inconvenience equal to the imminent danger we were in, ii was thought the 
bell courfe to profecute the Voyage. 

Bui May 30. TliePrefident having called all the Officers together, and repte- 
fented to them the condition of the ifiip, and the little likelihood there was oE 
■ compieadng the Voyage; Nay, on the contrary, that the wind might be more 
5 violent, as the Moon increafed, and that coming in September or O&ober upon 
theCoittsof England, the danger would be as great as that they were rhen in 
upon thofe of Africk* it was refoived, that to ptett^e the fhip, we fhould put 
into the Iflind ot Madagafcar , and flay there till September, inafmuch as within 
that time there would come thither fome Englijh VefTets, which might fupply us 
with things necefLry for the prolecution of our Voyage. 

According to this refoiution, we tack’d about at two in the afternoon, the 
weather fo tempeftuous, that we could bear but two fails. We faild two 
Leagues an houre, but the Sea was fo rough, that many times the waves came 
over the fliip* This tempeft continued till the next day, but about noon it 
ceafed. _ 

$ y N E. J«»ethefirft, We faild on, with a Weft wind, taking our courfe Eifi-ward j 
We put out ail our fails, fo that in 24. houres,we got forty Leagues. 

The next being irhitfan-day, the Tigre we brought from Surat bit the Pre- 
fidenc in the hand, and had forc'd it off, had not I and fome others come fcafo- 
nably in. About 11. at night, the wind changed, and came to South-fouch-eaft, 
which was the bett point We could have wifhed it in for our return; inlomuch 
that we immediatly chang’d our refoiution, an 3 fet things in order to our return 
to the Cape of Good hope, with an intention to take in fteiit water at the Ifland 
of Saint Helene, 

The fame wind continued the third of June, mfomuch that about noon,we wer? 
got to 3 5: Degrees. 8.Mimues. 

June 4. We faw abundance of the Mangoe de Vdttde, but the wind changed, 
fo that we had much ado to keep on our courle to Sourh-foutb-wett, and after¬ 
wards to North*norch-weft, towards the Coaft, We faw alfo abundance of 
Trombot , whence we inferred we were not fane from the Cape of Good, 
hope. 

The 6 . We had no wind at all, fo that we fpent the day in fifliing. We 
found fometimes 43. and 48. iometimes 54, and 63. fathome water* Towards 
nig hr, we had a good North-weft wind^ 

The 7. The wind came to Weft; and at night we had fo great a tempeft, that 
we were forc’d to rake in a'l our fails. 

June 8. The tempeft continuing with the fame violence, we could advance 
but little. About midnight, it came North, and we took our courre North, 
weft. 


The 9. The wind ceafed, and having taken the Altitude , we were at 35 
Degrees, 30. Minutes. In the Afternoon, we had a North-weft wind, with a 
dreadful tempeft, which forced us to take in all our fails, and go before the wind, 
in fome danger of running upon the coaft. This was the faddeft night we had in 
in all our Voyage. For the Matter of the fhip fearing the reproaches of his fu- 
peri our?, if he came not to England within the year, indeavoured all he could to 
profecute the Voyage;- but finding at laft, all was to nopurpofe, he acknow¬ 
ledged there was no other way to fave the fhip and rheperfons in it, but to put in 
fomwhere. Whereupon it was immediatly refolv’d we fhould go and winter in 
Aladagafcar ; and foweprefently changed our courfe. 

T;xT ii. The weather was fair,*-bur about midnight the sky was fo overcaft, 
that it was not doubted but a tempeft was comings indeed it did, and continued 
the three next dayes. 

, The 
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The 1 j. Ic ceafed, and th: wind being Weft-north-weft, we took our courfe r 6 3 9- 
to- the North-eaft, and in 24. houres, got 3 3. League?. 

The 16. We got 44. Leagues. The 17th. 50. with an Ealt-four.h*eaft wind, 
faking out courfe to the North-eaft. 

The 18th, We got 30. with a Weft-fouth-weft wind * the 19th. 40, and the 
aoth. having failed 30. Leagues, we were at 31. Degrees, 15, Minutes La¬ 
titude. , 

The 33. At break of day, We difcovered a Veffel, which foon emu up to us. 

Ic was a fhip belonging to the new Company, of 500. Tun burthen, and came 
out of England fom*e four moneths before, under the command of Captain Hall, 
who being ilck, and not able ro itir, fent to the Prefident to defire him he would 
honour him fo far as to come aboard his Veffel, which he did, taking along with 
him the Phyfician and my felf. He not on] y treated us kindly, but alio protertM 
to fupply us with cordage and fail?, in cafe we met not with any Veffels of the' 
old company at Lftfadagafcar: whither it was refolved they Chou Id make all the 
hafte they could ; Captain Hall's fhip being lefs, and not fo loaden as ours, go- 
ingbefore, witha South.eaft wind. 

The fir ft of July, he was got out of fight, and in the evening we difeovered f VI r. 
theCoaft. We doubted not but ic was Madagafcar , and fo had awatchfetin Tber difma 
the night, to fee we came not too near it,as aH'o that we put not off coo far from IylaJ# “ a ^ Jr " 
it! Ic being on the one fide, hard co approach it having once loft the Altitude, 
and on the ocher, dangerous to approach it in the night time, byreafonof the 
Rocks that are at the point of the Ifland, and efpecially by reafon of the little 
llland, at the entrance of the Bay. 

The 2. We arrived at Madagascar, and got into the Bay of Saint Auguffine, drive ibtrt, 
finding no bottom, till within a giurrer of a League of rhe Land, where we 
caft Anchor, at 25. fathom water,'glad we were got into a harbour, after fo many 
dangers efcaped. 

Our joy was heightned by Our finding In the Bay two Engllfh (hips, belonging 
to the fame Company, one whereof was upon her return for England ; the ochel 
bound for the Indies. It was but three moneths fince the latter came from England, 
commanded by Captain Willis, being 1400. Tun burthen. Her name was the 
London, and (he was one of the nobleft Veffels I ever law. The Captain came 
immediately aboard us, accompanied by a young Merchant", and profered the 
Prefident to fupply him with all things neceffary for the profecucion of his .— 

Voyage. 

The 3. The Officers of all rhe three (hips had a meeting aboard ours, to confi¬ 
de: what courfe they fhould take with the Inhabitants, that they might not hold 
their provifions at too dear a rate ; and it was refolved, that what ever were bought 
fhould be bought upon a common account; and to that end, every one fhaufd 
bring out the commodities they were willing to truck, which fhould be put off by 
the Secretaries of the three fhips. 

TbeGlafs-braceler?, Beads and Agats, we had brought from the Indies wets 
incomparably beyond ivhat they were laden with out of Europe; fo thic ic was re¬ 
folved ours fhould not be produced, till the others were fold. By this means, we eomm j 
bought every day four Oxen for forty pair ofglafs bracelets, which the Inhabi- ditits go off a 
tines call ‘Rangus ; a Sheep for two, and a Calf for three Rangtu ; and for a Madagascar, 
biafs ring, ten or twelve inches about, a man might have an Oxe worth here fix 
orfeven pound. 

The 4. The Prefident, Captain Willits, and Captain Halt, went up the river, 
to difeover the Country, and to fee what Cattle was brought down to rhe Bay., 

We found neer Captain frillksTeut about 30. men, and lome women, who had' 
brought milk to fell.They had brought alfo about twenty Oxen,Sheep and Goats : 
but hearing there was a greater number coming after them,we provided our felves 
only for three dayesj 
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The 6 . The Prefident invited the two Captains and ail the Officers of both 
■ the ocher Ih'ips to dinner; and fome dayes after Captain wiUis treated the whole 
Company. In the afternoon he intettam’d us with a Comedy, which latled above 
three houres. 

The 14. Captain Hall went on his Voyage towards the Indies, and the 1 6. 
Captain Willis went away allb, having fupplied us with all things neceffary for the 
profecution of ours. He intended to touch at the <*MaUives 3 and flay there cill 
the 20. of Augufl, that he might arrive at Surat in the Winter. We accompanied 
him to the llland, at the entrance of the Bay, and having taken leave of him,went 
into the Ifland, where we found abundance of odd (bells, of divers forms, feveraf 
forts of ftfh, caft up there by the Sea, and rotted Cocos, which the wind had for- 
. ced thither from the Eaflern Coaft of Madagafcar, where Tome growes, but not 
from the Coatt of the Saint Angst flints Bay, which is oppoftte to the Weft. 

The 31. The President cook up his lodging in the Tent pitched for him on the 
Ser-fide, intending to continue there, cill he imbark’d in order to our return. 
They made there alfo certain huts, for the Souldiers that were about him, asalfo 
for fuch as were repairing fotne things belonging to the Chip, and for the Butch¬ 
ers, who kill’d and faked the Beef for the proviflon of the fliip: but on Suqdaies 
all came aboard, where there was a Sermon. 

About four Leagues from the Haven, there lives a Lord, who had three Sons, 
the eldeft of whom was named Majfar. They came all three to fee us, with a re¬ 
tinue of about a hundred men, arm'd with a kind of Pikes. They brought along 
with them about three hundred Oxen, fome Sheep, Goats, Poultry, Citrons 
and Oranges, to truck for our Commodities* Being come neer the Prefldent, 
they made a little halt, to obferve what poflure we were in, and at laft the eldeft 
of the three broriiers came upi and beftowed on the Prelidenc twelve Goats,and 
his two wives gave him, each of them? a far Capon. The Pcefidcnt ptefenced him 
with three firings of glafs Coral, each of his brothers with two, and each of the 
Wives with a bracelet. This fignifiedbut very little to us; but they highly valued 
them. They planted a great pole in the around, as a mark of the Alliance they 
made with us, promifing feverely to punifn fuch as fhould injure us, and defiring 
us to take fuch a couife, as no diforder might happen on our fide. They defired 
to hear our tnufick, and feem’d to be much pleafed with ir. They fold us ten fat 
Oxen, fome Sheep, Goats and Poultry. They fold us a fat Sheep, the tail whereof 
weighed 20. or 24. pound, for 7. or 8. grains of Coral or Agar, and a Capon for 
3. or 4. grains of counterfeit Coral. They would not meddle with our mony, as 
being fo happy as not to know the value of a thing which oecafions the mifery of 
ocher parts of the world. 

During the fix weeks we ftaid in the Ifland, moft of our diverfion was fhooring 
at Buts, or fifhing with the Angle* rod. We took good ftoreoffifh, and fome 
Oyfters, which the Inhabitants call Oring, Thefe flick to the trees and bullies 
that are upon the Sea fide, being at high-water cover’d with the Tide. They are 
large, and as delicate as any England affords. 

From the 5. to the 8. of zAugufl, there were fuch abundance of Grafhoppers, 
that they deprived us of the fight of the Sun. The Inhabitants eat them, but they 
look on them as forerunners of famine and mortality of cattle.One fmall fbower 
of rain difperfed them all. 

As for the Ifland of Madagascar, which the French call the Ifland of Sr. Lau¬ 
rence, (either from its being di[covered by Laurence fon of Frmdfco Almeyda , 
General of the King of Portugal’s Army in the Indies, or from its being done up¬ 
on Sc. Laurence ris day, in the year 1506.) It lies in the torrid Zone, reaching 
from Nor.h-to South, from the loth. to the 2<5th. Degree. Tis certainly one 
of the greacefi Iflands inthe world, fince ir is above 1 ;o. Leagues in length, and 
380. in bredth, and hath many good harbours, whereof the chief eft are, Sr. Au- 
gufline's Bay, where we put in, St. J*go. tAnton Gils Antiptra, Sr, Julian 's 
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Sc. t JO*rU\ St. Sehafilant, St. * 2 \omAnm y and <M«tutte»ga* Its mountains i 6 
are for the moft pare covered with Citron-tree sand Orange-trees; and if any are 
bare and rocky, that rock is an excellent white Marble, out of which iflues forth 
the beft water in the world. Some of them are covered with a kind' of trees, the 
wood whereof is of all forts of colours, (but efpecially, fuch as afford Ebony, 
and a certain wood, which in colour comes neer that of Brafil,whereof they make 
their Lances or Pikes ) and Dace* trees, which gives flicker to an infinite num¬ 
ber of'Apes and Birds, and among others, a kind of Hens, as big as Turkies, lave 
chat they were black all over the body, bur marked with little white fpots. Their 
beads are between a red and blue colour, and in their foreheads they have a yel¬ 
low horn. They feed in the woods whole hundreds of them together. 

There is alfo great ftore of that Gumrae, which the Druggiffs call Dragons vragor.s hue i 
bloody which is drawn out of the flower of a Tree, about the bignefs of a Pear- 
tree, but much more branchy, and not fofull of leaves. Its leaves are longer, 
but narrower then thole of Lawrel, and the flower is taken off in order to the ex¬ 
trading of the juice, and put into hollow Canes 9 wherein it is reduced to chat 
form, in which it jis brought into Europe. ' ■ 

This lfland affords aKo fome Aloe j, a Commodity we have before given an ac- Aloes., 

count of, in the defeription of the lfland of Zocotor*. That which grows in 
Madagafcar , isnoc fogood as the other, in regard it is wild s yet it is ufed in me¬ 
dicine, my many times inftead of the other* They have alfo Cotton and Indico, 
but they make knot into a pafte,as they do in Indofihat^ixsA clfcwhere. 

Their greateft wealth confifts in Cactel. For where they do till the ground, it The ljueid 
is only to get a little Rice,which is excellent good there, as alfo for Beans, Pom- 1u,tn ir 
pious, and that kind of Mellons, which the Perfhtns call ffarpus. There are alfo 
feveral fores of Citron-trees, and Orange-trees, which bring forth tvvice.a year. 

Date-trees, Cam-trees, and Bn*was. No houCs but hath fome hives of Bees 
about it; but they havener yet the invention of making Wax,' nor ufing their 
Honey, otherwife then in making a certain drink of it with Rice, which ferves 
them in ftead of Wine. The ground yields Salt, and Salt-Peter, and upon the 
Sea-Coafts there is found abundance of Amber-greefe. It is reported alfo, that 
there are Mines of gold and /ilver j but the Inhabitants making no ule of thefe 
Metals, and valuing tinne above fitver, have not yet feareb'd into them. 

MttdagAfcar is very populous, and the Inhabitants are for the moft part Ne* its Inbibittme 
groes, of a good ftature, and well fhapU All the clothing they wear is onely a 
piece of Cotton cloth, of feveral colours, which they fo fallen about their waff e, 
that one of the ends hangs down to the knee before, and the ocher to the hamme 
behind, and in the night they take it off, and make it ferye for a" Coverlet, They 
lie upon macs, and in regard their huts are made only of the branches of Trees, 

(thofelittle wooden houfes onely excepted which they make for their Princes/ 
they make a fire of all fides of them, againft the Mill-dew, which it teems is there 
very dangerous. Some wear above their Navels a row of Glafs-beids of feverai 
colours, and feveral bracelets of them about their necks, their arms, or above 
the elbow, and about their legs, under the gartering place. Both men and wo¬ 
men have their eares bored through, and put into them copper rings, iomewbae 
like, but not fo large as thofe they wear about their wriffs, and the fmall of the 
leg. Their hair is black, but not equally curled all over the Country, and they 
dtfpofe it into feveral treffes, but it grows not much, though they greafe it perpe¬ 
tually, and do ail they can to get long hair. There is little difference between the 
clothing of the men, and that of the women, fave that the women wear alio a kind 
of fleevlefs long Coat, and that the cloth wherewith they cover chemfelves, is fo 
large, that it hides all their thighs almoft down to the knee. In this clomchey 
carry their childrenupon their backs, fo as that putting their legs under the Mo¬ 
ther’s armes, they feem to be in a manner faftned together, and yet as lire carries 
them, a man would think,they ffiould fall backwards, and break their back-bones. 
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Mand els lo’s Travels 

. 1 g l 9.1 The fidelity of Wives towards their husbands is here exemplary, and the men 
think ic no dilparagement to cake their advice.No man but hath at leafi two wives, 
otjt difpos’d into feveral huts. For the more aged of the two he hath moil com¬ 
pliance, though he undertakes no bufinefs, nor concludes any bargain, till he 
hath confuted both. Thefe they buy of their Parents, or rather relations, for a 
certain number of Oxen, Pikes or other arms. Adultery and Fornication ispu- 
niflied with death ; but they do not eafily fufpedt one another They are very 
free in their convention, and there is no familiarity fo great as co raife any jea- 
Ioulie in them. 

Some young women made no difficulty to come into our Tent; nay, one of 
them made not any co take one of my (hires from the Prefident, who inrreated 
her to wear it for my fake. She accordingly wore ie twodayes,but afterwards core 
it to pieces, to be uled about other things, 

Tbf. men ire The men are courageous, and well skilled in the ufe of their Lances, Darts, 
courages «j. and pikes, which they carry along with them where .ever they go. When they are 
at u otk, their Arms lie not far from them, and they are accuftomed co them from 
the eighth or ninth year of their age. 

, . . . Some perfons of quality have a bundle of 15. or 30. of thefe little Pikes car- 

eir Arms. r i e j after [hem. They ule alfo Bowes and Arrowes, and their Bowes are ac lead 
five or fix foot long, the firing being very loofe, yet have they a Height of (hoot¬ 
ing vvith a miraculous fwifenefs and ftrength. When they ca fit heir Pikes or J aye- 
lings, they make feveral poftures, and are fo expert acchis exerdfe, that at the 
diftanceof forty paces they will not mifsa bird. 

The Inhabitants oSMadagafcar arc divided into feveral Tribes, which confifi 
their Chief, of Cantons of a 100 200. aod 300.perfons, and live like Tartars, under a chief, 

whom they call Tfehicb , that is, King, or Lord. There were cwo of thefe Prin¬ 
ces lived in a wood neer our Ten:, where they had built them huts under Date- 
trees. When their cattle multiplies Ce as that the grafs falls (hort, they engage 
in a kind of war among themfeWes, and indeavour to get what they can from their 
neighbours. King whom we named before, told us,that he hadj'oyn’d 

with two other Kings, named Machicore , S chick Tango, and zAndiam pa/ala, 
with whom he made account to get together a body of joo. men, and to fet upon 
fome of r heir neighbours, who bad better paftures then theirs. Thefe Princes 
have an abfolute power over their Subje&s, and fcverely punifii the crimes com¬ 
mitted within their jurisdictions, efpecially fuch as rend to the difturbance of the 
publick peace.- but this Idignity is not fo continued in the fame family, but than 
upon the Prince’s death, the ftrongeft is advanced to this pretended Crown. 

Their Religion It were a hard matter to fay wnat Religion they are of, fave that as I have been 
informed, rhey believe there is one Cod, who hath made Heaven and Earth ; and 
will one day pumfh bad a&ion*, and reward the good. I faw one among them* 
who was certainly their Priefi, getting up a tree, and fpeaking to the people, for 
above half an houre: but not one of us underfianding their Language, I know 
nor what difcourfe he made to them, nor yet what difference there is between 
their Priefls and the others; fave that I obferv*d,chey carried at the end of a cane 
a piece of a Cowes-tail, and that one among them fuffered the nails of the two 
fore-fingers of his right hand co grow to the length of Eagles claws. Every 
Canton hath its Priefi, who would alfo be accounted Sorcerers, »and have it 
thought they can binderhe Devill, andforcehtm to do what they pleafe, 
Mozambique. The Tortuga:* of c he Ifland of tMo*amb\^ae, which is but half a League from 
the Continent of tAfrick,, drive a conlitierable trade here in Aloes, Dragons-’ 
blood, Ebony and other Drugs. For the Captain, who under the King of Tor- 
tngal hath the command of this little Jfi.ind, which is but half a League in com- 
pafs, and who, in the three years of his Government, gets a hundred and fifty 
thoufand pounds fierling, is not a little obliged to the Neighbour-hood of Mada¬ 
gascar, though the greateft part of his wealth comes from Soffela, where he 
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ha'b its Fa&or s and where the Portugaez, have built a ^Forr.- i 6 % 

'Hieronymus Oforms , in his Hillory of the Life and aftions of Emanuel King mm tifetvi- 
of Portugal* affirms that wlien the t Portnguex >difeovtted che IIIand o { A-fadagaf- red bj the 
car in the vear 1506. there came aboard their Chip as many Negroes as a boat Porcu S uex ‘ 
could weL carry. They ivere kindly receiv’d, and had feveral hftle Prerents 
made them; biit they iil requited that civility, for affoon as they were got into 
their own bo.it, they Ihotio many Arrows at the Pertugtoess jthit they were fotc d 
to anfwer them with Cannon and Muskst-fhor. The tarns year another Porta - 
Captain, named Rodrigo $ ere fra, being call by a tempeft upon the Ei(tern 
Coaft of this Mind, he Tent word to the Inhabitants, by an oAfmm UWoore, 
who imderftood fomwhat of their Language, that the defigri of his coming thither, 
was to entswnto an alliance with them, and to fettle an advantagious Commerce 
for both. The Minders teem’d to approve of this Pcopofal, and told the CWoore^ 
they would carry him to their King, that he might conclude with him the Treaty 
defiredby the Pmugaez ,; but being got off a little from the others, they fell up¬ 
on him, arid had kill'd him, had they not difehirg’d fome Muskets at them, 
w hereby fome fell, and the reft were forc’d to let go the Moore. The Portttguez. 

Captain having got him again, landed at another place, where he furpiized the 
Inhabitants, arid took -their King prisoner .■ but treated him fo well, that he 
proftVd to bring them to a place, where they fhould find a good Haven for the ip 
fhip. He brought the Tortugttei. Captain to a Bay, at the entrance whereof 
there was a very populous Ifland, whereat the Inhabitants were frightned, and 
fled into tile great Ifhnd, for faking wives and children,nay even their King: fo that 
It proved no hard matter for rhe TonngHsx.t o poflel's themfelves of the Ifland 
whence they fent to the Inhabitants, Inviting them to return, and to permit their 
planting among therp, fince they defined only their friendfhips. They returned,- 
andpresented die Captain with 50. Oxen, land io. Goats; bur, to be rid of thei£ 

Guefts, they reprefented to them, that there were greater advantages to he made 
in the Port of Mat at ana, inafmuchas there they would find filver and feveral 
Dru°s to truck for. The Captain would have gone thither, but the current of the 
Sea having forc'd one of his fhips upon the Coaft, he retired with the other to the 
Wind of Moz.ambif,te. The fame Tempeft which had caft that: Captain upon the 
Eaftem Coaft of the HI and, forced another fhip of the fame fleet into rhe Port 
of Matata»a } whither there prefently came one of the boats of the Country, into 
whichhefenttheMaflerof his Velfel, who by the many Voyages he had made 
upon the-Coafts of Africko had learnt Language of the Country. The Negroes 
having him in their boar, made all the hafte they could afhore, which obliged the 
*Porttfgttep to put out their fhallop, with fourfeore men in it to overtake them ; 
but the Negroes were too Quick for them, arid carried away the man. The fhal¬ 
lop coming neer Land, the Portttguez, faw their Mafter, who cold them he had 
been brought to their King, and civilly received by him, and chat he was defirous 
to fpeak with the Caprain, and enter into friendfhip with him. The Captain 
made no difficulty to go afhore, where the King received him kindly, and created 
him magnificently, according to the cuftome of the Country : but chinking to 
return in the Evening, there tofe fo' great a tempeft, that it was impoflible for him 
to get aboard. The tempeft continued four dayes, fo that thole who were in the 
ftiipjbelievitig their Captain had been kill’d by the Barbarians , weighed Anchor, 
aridreturned to Mozambique. The Captain finding the (hip gone, and that 
there was little likelihood of ever getting out of the Ifland, grew fo difeontented 
that he died of it; Eight other per Cons of his retinue died alfo, and they who re¬ 
mained embarked in the fhallop, cboofing rather to expofe themfelves to the un¬ 
certain event of a dangerous Navigation, then flay in a place where they muft 
perilh within a few dayes; and they were fo happy, as to meet with a Veffell 
commanded by the Captain John Fonfeca, who received them aboard, and carried 
(hem into e/tfrickj „ ^ 
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i_6 ^ 9_. Tiie firit landing of the Dutch in this Ifhnd, was in Augufi ij$y, at which 
Tbejirfi tend - tbey met with as great difficulties as the Portuguez. had cone. Their de/ign was 
*H °f tbe 0nl y to refrefh thcmfelves there, upon this account ; that, in thofe firtl Voyages, 

, dt they had i'o little knowledge of the difesfe called the Scurvy, and the remedies 

. adsgacsr. j Eow u fed for theatre of it, that moff of their men being not able to perform, 
their labour, they were forced to touch there in order to Tome relief for their diC- 
eafed: but ere they could meet with any refrefhmenr, there died above 70.' pcr- 
ions out of the four Veffels whereof their fleet conlifted, whom they buried in a 
little Ifland, which upon that occafion they called The Dutch■ Church-yard. The 
defcription they make of this lftand is very fhorr, and for the mofi parr, taken ouc 
of che Relation of Mark. Taulo Feneto, which is none of the moff exatfl. That 
of Fraucu C&ncbe of Rouen, printed by the means of the late M. d% Tup, is fo 
exadt, that chat of the Dutch cannot compare with it. What thefe lilt Relati¬ 
ons have tn particular, is, that the Inhabitants of CHadaga/car are citcumcifed, 
though there be nothing otherwife that evinces them to be <JMahtmetans, fince 
they have no Mofcjues, nor any exercife of Religion, nor appearance of devotion 
in ail their demeanour. 

Having palled over the Winter on the other fide of the i/EquiaotHdL ine, we 
began to fet things in' order for the profecution of our Voyage, and bought the 
1?. of Auguft, of King MaJfar,and the two other neighbouring Princes ,Tfthich 
Tanga, and Andiam Palola,, twenty five fat Oxen more, and about a hundred 
■ Sheep and Goats, befides the hundred and fifty Oxen we bad bought during ouc 
aboad in the Ifland, all which we put aboard the 20. that we might not want f'refh 
meat during our Voyage. The fame day we embarked our baggage, and the 
next day we got out of the Bay of Saint Angufl'me, and left the Jfland of Mada~ 
gafear, with a South-well wind, which con naming all the night following, we 
ioon gor out of fight of the Jihad. 

The 22, The Maxfon, which we could not yet have hoped for, came unex¬ 
pectedly upon us, and advanced our prog refs very much, taking [our courfe to 
Well-Couth-wed. 

The 23, The wind came to the Eaft, fo that having it full behind us, we went 
on merrily, taking our courfe the more towards the South, to avoid the Cape o£ 
Good hope, where we intended cot to touch at all. 

The 24. and 25. the wind was fomewhat,abated; but the 2 6; it blew fofrefh 
a gale, that we made a great progrefs. We were that day at 27. degrees,27. mi¬ 
nutes Latitude ; and the aBth. at 28.degrees, 1 1 a.'minutes. 

The 2?, We had the wind Eaft-fouch-eaft, with thofe fiorms which the Portii^ 
g u e*. call Travados : They were immediately over. We favv that day, being at 
31. degrees 15. minutes Latitude, a great number of the fifties called Pefce puer- 
cos, which leaped three or four foot above water, as if it had been their defign to 
find us fporr. The next day we had a Tempeff, yet fuch as hindred not ouc get¬ 
ting fomewhat forward; fo that the laftof Auguj}, we were at 33* degrees, 34^ 
minutes. 

sE PTE M* September the fir ft, the wind grew fo violent, that we Were forc'd to take in 
BEK. pare of our fails, yet we made a fhift to get 50. Leagues in 24s houres. The next 
day, we got but 30, the wind being South-well. 

The 3. The Sea being very calm, we kill’d one of the Cowes we had bought 
in Madagascar, and found three Calves in the belly of it; as alfo a Goar, that 
had four young Kids within it; from which a man may judge of the fruicfulnefs 
o^the Country. 

Ac night we. faw up and down certain light?, like'flames; bur we could not 
judge whether they were the fifhes, which th t Spaniards call Dorados, and the 
English Blubbers, or thofe Meteors, which the Spaniards call C’tterpos fanftos. Ia 
ancient time,when t here appear’d two,they were called C a fi or and Pollux, T)lof- 
cures, and Tyudurides, and when but one, it was called Hiltnt, Some have not 
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jfhaken off the fu^riiUiotiot'bfili^vi^gj'tbjIthsitHrepraLagss a Timpait. Bur,on i 6 ; 9 ?. 
the contrary, we had agreit calmthe next day, and law infinite multi tudes ot' 

Jit tie Sea- irdp. About tWo in the afternoon, vv: had a North-eali wind, which 
continuing far all the next day, we fay led above two Leagues an houre. 

, September 6. We had a great temped j It continued all night, and (hook the 
{hip lo, that the water coming in atfevural places, we were forc'd co pump four 
times an houre. The fame day, we cams 3;. degrees Latitude, 

The 7. Tte we?tter was fo newhir fair, lb that we made ufe of our fails, calm¬ 
ing ourcomf.! Weft-north-w.it.TheSea was very rough,and forc'd us towards the 
Coaft, from which we thought our felves fourty Leagues diihnr, and from the 
Cape of Goodhope t 130. The 8, and 9. t|e wind; South, and ic proved rainy 
weather. ' . * • 

The 10. We had but little winde, yet gor 40. Leagues in 34. fjoures • wefawr 
many of the tJMmgM de Vcludo ; whence it was inferred we could net be far 
from the Cups d* Agathai. 

The 11. We made but a fnall progrefs, with an^ Eaft winds. Calling thft 
plummet, and finding a iandy botcome, one hundred and twenty farho'me 
tracer, we were confirmed in the opinion we had before, of our being neer Cap. 
d‘ Agtilhai, 

Tne 1 ’.The contrary wind forc’d usco Lveering co the Norrh-north-weft, and 
South-well,going either further fro c,or neerer to the£oall, which yet they could 
not discover. In the afternoon, we refumed our courle to the Weil-north- weft, 
with a South-weft wind, in d at nightvve found ayellowifh fand,ac 190. i at home 
water. 

Tne 13, Our courfe was to the Weft- northweft,with a South- eaft winds. About 

10. we faw a dead Whale fioring upon the water,-and being then at 35. degrees 

latitude, we conceiv’d we might he ar the altitude of the Cape of Good hope, where 
many of thefe creatures are ordinarily feen ; 

The 14. We found at Sua-rifing, that the Compafs declin’d four degrees, Jc>" Vcciinstitn cj 
minutes,co the Eaft, whence we infett*ct, ttec we had pafs’d the Cape of Good, the u<il-jlsnt, 

hope. * , 

The next day, we had the wind fo full a flew, rhachad it been contrary, it 
would have forc’d us once more co think of putting into fome place, or at leaft 
put us to the fame extremities we had been in before neer the Cape. We there¬ 
fore found the decftiation of t he Load-ftone to be one degree j fifty minutes, and 
prefendy after, the declination of it neer the Cape of good hope t is foure degrees, 
though other wife it does not decline fo much. Alton as the Cape is paft, the Com- 
pafs ftill varies towards the Eaft, in regard the needle drawes to the Earth,, wuere 
no doubt there is Iron, and other Load-(tones that draw its but the declination on 
that coaft never exceeds eight degrees. . 

About 2to.Ieagues on this fide the Cape of good hope ,ind at 3 5.degrees! f .minuti, jflaiAof 

lies the Iflind oiSi.Eliz.deth. Ic is not above 2. leagues diftant from the coafts of S( 
jffrickj ,and hath a very good Haven cowards the Continent, at 1 6. fathome water. 

The Coaft of the Ille is but one continued Rock,buc there grows fueh abundance 
of delicate herbs in thelflmd,chat it may be prefum’d it would afford asgreat.con- 
veniences and refrelbmentsas chat of $x,HeUne, if it were planted with Cition- 
trees and Orange-treevnd ft0ek’d with catcell.Tis true ic hath no frefh water,but 
what falls from the sky, which in all likelihood is the re a fen that feldom any touen 
at it, though there come thither fuch (lore of Sea-wolves, that in a few dayes ch&s

They have only tvvopawvs under the breaft, and draw the lower 
part of the body after them, as if ic were a rail e, yet are they fo fwifr, that ic 
is as much as a man can do co overtake them running. 
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i 6 3 9, It is a cruel and fierce heart, which fears not to let-upon two or three men toge- 
ther; and his teeth are fo dofe and ftrbng, that he can therewith eafily break the 
handle cf a Partizan. 

Badges. There is alfo in 1 he fame place a kind of Badger* the fltfh whereof is as delicate 

andwholfome as that of Lambsjthe birds calPd Plnguins, are th:re better and more 
tender then any where elfe: and in regard few fhips come thither, thefe birds, 
and fome others, are fo tame, and fo little afraid of a man, that he needs onely 
t put our his hand to take them.

This Ifland lies at degrees, 12. minutes, beyond the vfcqHwoSUal, and 
was fo called by the Tonuguez,, upon its being difeovered the one and twen¬ 
tieth of <JMay, on which day is celebrated the memory of Saint Helene* Mo¬ 
ther to Qonftmine the Great. It is diftantfrom the Coaftof Angola 35 °* 
Leagues, from that of the Cape of G00A hope, 550. and from that cfBrefil, 
510, So that it is fomewhac ftrange, that at fo great a diftance from the Con¬ 
tinent, the Sea flnoufd ftarc out an Ifland about 7. Leagues in compaf$.fIt is fo fer¬ 
tile, that there is not any Province in Europe affords fuch plenty of excellent 
fruits, and breeds fo many creatures as this Ifland. 

Some affirm, it afforded neither, when it was firft difeovered by the 
Tonueuez.' and that the few Trees they-planted, and the little flocke of 
Cattle they left there, hath fo fuicifhed ir, that iris able fuffieiently tore*

The tries wherewith they are covered bring forth no fruit,, and are fit, only for 
firing, but the. Vallyes are .exrreamly pleafant.. The King of Portugal would not 1 - 
have any eRablifb me nt robe made there upon thefc reflexions; that all Chips 
patting that way might find refre foment there, and that it vvou d^ be a hard mat¬ 
ter to keepthe faid llhnd again!! all the other Nations, who a re concerned in its 
being Hill free,'mfmuch as were it not for that, Veflbls many times would be 
forc'd upon chsCo'ft*of Gttlny white water is not robe had at all times,and where 
they fhould be obliged to flay for rain, which would be fo great an inconvenience 

that many of the men would in the mean time droop and die. 

The fertility of this 1 Hand proceeds chiefly from the daily rain which falls there? 
but they are t tandem ihowars loon over, fo that the Sun foining prefepcly after, 
and that by intervals, 1 it mull needs very much advance the maturation of all 
things. 

There are three places where frefli water may be taken in, to wit, where the 
three Rivers, which come out of the Mountain fall into the Sea. They 
breed abundance of Snakes 3 but the Dutch eat them, and prefer them before 
Eels. 

At 1 90, Leagues, Notch, weft of the I fluid of Sunt Helene , is that of the ACcenfiaff 
tin/iM, fo called by the Portuguez., upon its being difeovered upon Afcenfion-Aay. jptMjl. ' 

|t lies at 8. degrees, 30. minutes South of the Line, and hath alio very high 
mountains ; but it affords no frefli-water, nor any other refrefhmentj nay it 
hath not fo much as any verdure.; only whit may be particularly faid of it, is that 
upon thecoafts of it there are more fifh then upon thofe of Saint Helenes , which 
pccaftons the coming thither of abundance of birds, that live only by the faid 
fifii, Thefe birds are feme what like Geefe,at ieaft as the Relations deferibe them.’ 

Affoonasa Veffit comes near, there fly fuch numbers thereof into it, that they 
are eafily kill’d with flicks, but the meat of them is not good. The Earth of its 
• Mountains is of a. reddifh colour, .much like that which the Spaniards call Aim. 
agro, from the name of a City, where there is much of it found.

At one degree beyond the Line lies cheC<«ye de Lop Gonfales, 
upon the Coatt of Gninp, the Road whereof is very good. There Veffels take 
in refrefhments,in cafe they had not done it at St. Helene’s Ifland. 

The Ifland ot St. Thomas, fo called by the Portugal*, from its being difeo- 
vered on the 2 tth, of December, lies under the Line. Though there be no talk of 
any plague at that place, yet is the air thereof very unwholi'ome, and prejudicial 
co Hungers,who cannot well bear the exceflive heats predominant there, Whence 
it comes, there are fo w gray-beards feen there, and few Chrifilanf reach 50. years 
of age,though the Inhabitants of the country live to above a hundred.Day 8e aighe 
are of an equall length there all the year long, and it rains only in March and 
September: bur all the remainder of the year, the earth is moiftned by a certain 
Dew, which brings forth all forts of fruits. They who difeovered the Ifland found 
it overgrown with a kind of trees, the branches whereof were all ftreighr. Here- 
tofore there grew Sugar there, in fuch quantities, as tbac there was enough to 
load thence yearly above forty {hips: but ic is now fometime iince that there 
bred there a kind of worms, which fo gnaw the Canes, that the Iflmd can hardlyt 
furnifh fix fhips therewith. It affords much Wheat, and Wine, Millet, Ride, 
Barley, Melons, Cowcumbers, Figs, Ginger, red-Parfenips, Cabbages, Navews, 
Lettice, Parfly,aU forts of Roots, Pulfe, and Pot-herbs, and amoa* others, 
a certain Roet named Jgnaman, accounted a very delicate difli by the Inftabjrinr^, 
It is a kind of Toad-Wool, the rfode whereof is black, and the meat white, about 
the bienefs, and not unlike the Prtrfoh T^avew, fave that it cafts forth feverat 
branches below. It is baked in the Embers, and taftes feme what like, but much 
better then a grew Chefnur. The Spaniards have planted Olive-trees there, as 
alfo Peach-Trees, and Almond-Trees which grow well enough, but bear no 
fruir. 

Among the living Creatures particular to this Ifland,there is a kind of Crev/fhes 
which live within the ground, and work like Moles. There is alfo abundance of 
Partridges, Quails, Black* birds, Parr its and other birds ■' bat particularly-great 
flore of excellenr fifti, efpecially Whales, which are of a monitions bulk, upon 
the Coafts of this Ifland. 

In the midft of the Iftmd, there is a mountain covered with Trees, and over- 
fp read with a Cloud, which fupplies it with frefh water, and chat abundantly 
enough to water the Sugar Canes: but what is moft remarkable is, that the higher 
the Sun comes over the Horizon* the more water falls from the laid Cloud. 

The naturallnhabitancs of ic are Negroes, but foreigners continue Ythhe to 
the third and fourth Generation j and ic is reported, chat the lice and fleas, 
wherewith the Negroes are extreamly troubled, meddle not wir-h the white peo- 
ple,mafmuch as the skins of the former are much more delicate then thofe of the 
latter. . _ 

Within 35. Leagues of Sc, Thomas Ifland, Southward, there is another Ifland* 
which the Port urn*, call Mes- Ifland, wherein there are Oranges, Citrons, bana¬ 
nas, Ananas, Ginser, Poultry, Swine, and other refxefbmems, in ;fueh plenry,

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that hiving befides a very good Haven at ten Fathom water, it is a more com mo- i 639. 
dious place then the Cape de Lope Confutes, . 

The Iflandof Carifco, which lies 30. minutes on this fide the Line, bath no cirl&a-Iflind} 
other refrefament but frefti-water, andisfo neel the Continent, that ieldome 
any ftiips Anchor there, bur in great extremity. 

OUober 2a. With a South-weft wind. We got 33. Leagues, and about 
noon, were at one degree, 3 J. minuresLatitude, North from the Line, having 
very fair weather.

Leagues, holding our courfe to 
the North-weft. 

The 3. Wekepron, with the fame Wind, the fame courfe, and were, about wof'EMBES 
noon, at 141 degrees, 40. minutes, and confequeatly neer the Latitude of 
C/ip'o Vnie y which is a point of the Land reaching from the Coin inenc of Africk* Capo Vaidel 
into the Sea, between the Rivers Gdmbta and Sanaga, by Psoto^nj called Pro- 
montormm tAtfittarittm. 

The Inhabitants are black, bulky ind well-fhaped, but mifehievou* and dan- Its inhAii 
gerouj. They are for themoft part Pagans, whereof fome invocate the Moon, ****** 
and others adore che Devil, whom theycall Cammate. Some among them pro¬ 
fits themfelves to be Mahometans ; but all they have of that Religion is only the 
name and circumcifion. _ 

They are in perpetual Wars with their Neighbours, and are expert enough at Tktif 1 
the management of their horfes, which are brought them our of Bar bar/, and 
very fwift. Their arms are the Bow, and a kind of Lance or light Pike, which 
they handle very advamagioufly. The molt illuftrious marks of their Viftorie* 
are the privy parts, which having cut off from their Enemies* they prefent them 
to theirwives, who difpofe them into necklaces, and account them a greater Or¬ 
nament then Pearls. rhewmin'H 

They marry feverall wives, whom they force ro work like Hayes, a* ^ ifcjwrfc 
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weli in the fields as at hone, where the H-usband is lerved up alone, with what 
Ms wife hath provided for him; and as Toon as tu hath din’d, he reaftiimes his 
Armes, and goes either a hunting, or about his bufmefs. The women ar^accu- 
Homed to fuch hardnefs, tlutaffoQn as they are delivered, they go and wafh the 
childe either in the Sea,or the next River. 

The men arc for the imp ft part much fubjeR co dnmkennefs, and fuch lovers o£ 
Wine,'that fome have been feen to take otf a bottle of Aquavits at a draught. 
Their times of debauches are, at the Funerals of their friends, at which theyfpend 
four or five dayes together in weeping and drinking by intervals, fo that they feU 
dome part ere they get their skins full of drink. The entertainments are per¬ 
formed with the Drum and Pipe, and there is fet at the head of the deceafed a pot 
of wine or water, which is changed twice a day, and that for feveial years after¬ 
wards^-* _ _ 

They believe the dead will rife again, but'that theyfliall be white, and trade 
there as the Euro}Anns do. The French, Spaniards and ‘Dutch, trade much 
there in the hides of Oxen,Bufflers and Elks, Elephants ceerh, Wax, Rice, Am- 
ber-griefe, which is excellent there. Here ic was that Peter de la Brouck^ a Dutch 
Merchant 1 , bought in the year ldod. a piece of Amber of eighty pound weight. 

Wefiiallhere fay by die way, that the Dortugutz began their difeoveries o£ 
this coafl of nAfrick? in the year 1417. in the reign of John I. Who had been 
Matter of Avis, under the direction of the Infanco D. Enrique his third Son. 
Thefe firft Voyages had not the fuccefs he expe&ed, till that in the year 144x1 
Anthonj/Gonfales^ Rawing difeovered the Gape del Caballero, btought away with 
him certain Negroes-, whom the Inf mo fenp co Pope Martin V. de firing him to 
promote, t he Z.eale be had for the advancement of ChrifiUn Religion ,- and tobe- 
fto'.v on him, the places he fhould dil cover upon thofe toads, which he pretended 
Were poffefled by fuch as had do right thereto. 

The Pope was pletfcchordikt him a prefent of what coft him nothing, ant} 
gave him all he fhoulddilcovet \n Africk,, efpec'ullv in thofe parts towards the 
Indies, upon condition, that at his death he left them to the Crown of Portugal* 
The Infante had difeovered all the Coatt between Capode Naom , as/ar as a hun¬ 
dred Leagues beyond Cabo Verde, and died in the yeer 145:3. King tsflfenfo V- 
in the year 1457. beftowed all thefe Conquefls on D. Ferand, Duke of Vifeo, 
Heir to the Infante D. Enrique, and in 1461. the fame King ordered the build¬ 
ing of.a Fort in the IfUnd of tArgum, for the fafety of Commerce, by Suers 
^Mendez, which the King D. John Ih caufed co be rebuilt, before his cpmingto 
the Crown, as Lord of thofe Conquefts, and the Commerce of Gninj, by gift from 
the King bis Father. This Prince, in the year 1461; farm'd it out to on? named 
Ferdinand £?swfs.;upon condition he fhould every year difeover a hundredLeagues- 
of the Coatt t fo that in the year 1479. they had difeovered the KliadsolFernan¬ 
do del Fo, St. Thomru, Anno Bueno, thofe of del Dri»cipe, and die Cape of St. 
Katherine. The wars which hapned between the King D. Alfonfo. and the 
the Crown of Cafiile hindred him from fpending his thoughts on thefe ConqueftSj 
bucthe King D. John II. being come to the C r own,fenraway in !)««»£«■, 1481. 
Diego d* Azamhnfa, who came to c JWixa, Jan. 19. 148.2. to a place called 
then Aldta de dos partes, and where reigned at chat time aKing or Prince named 
Caramanfa. 

This place, on which the Portuguez. beftowed the name of Mi»a,h y reafon of 
the abundance of go Id found there, is feared upon the Coatt of Guiny, five de¬ 
grees, fourry minutes South.of the */£quinMial Line, between the lOngdomes of 
Axen and Cara, where within the fpace of fifty Leagues is carried on the trade of 
almott all the gold in thofe parts. It hath on the North- wett Comana, and on the 
North-eatt Afuto, fmall Counties fubjedt co thofe of Abaramlntes. The Fort is 
. built upon an afeent, wtiich the feituarion of the Country makes by Jictle and 

little at the end of a skirt of land, which advances into the Sea like * Painful*, 

having 
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having on the,North foie the i/Ethiopian Sea, and on the South,-a little River, 1635*, 
which ferves ic for a Ditch. It may beeafily kept by 500.men, and. the Town 
which is at the foot of the Fort, hath about 8,0.0. Inhabitants. But this place is fo 
fenny and barren, that fuch as have fee led themfelves there upon. the account of 
rraffick, ate forc’d to buy proviiions of chofe of Cam an a and Afnto, 
i, The Inhabitants are docile enough, and better natured then the Negroes, .j^. 

though not fo rational as to matter of Religion. They make Divinities of ail c f tbe inbibi- 
theyfee, that’s new 3ndextraordinary. They had at that time enclofed with a Hints. 
i¥ail a great Tree, which they adored, and to which on certain dayes, water and. 

Jneat was ferved up by one of their Prietts, whom they call Sofo. They had alio 
a veneration for the bones of a Whale,and religioufly worfhippeda certain rock; 
for this reafon, that it was higher then any other neer it. No Nation in the 
worldis more fuperftitious about groundlefs divinations and augury, then this is. 

They take certain pieces of ft raw into their mouths, and according to their falling 
to the ground they judge of the event of things. They all affirm, th.it theyfpeak Their Super, 
to the Devil, and they have a particular refpedt for furh as have the reputation of ftititx. 
forcerers, but indeed are only cheats and impoitors, who make their advantages 
of the weaknefs of the befotced multitude. 

They are very religious in the obfervance of their Oaths, as being perfwaded, Religions- in 
that fuch as violate them (hall dy fudden'.y, and altedge to that purpofe, the ex- Qttbs. 
amplesof fomeof theirNation, who having broke the Oath they had taken, not 
to injurefome holy perfous who preach’d theGofpel in chofe parts, were all 
deftroyed. From this linceriry, there arifes an advantage not known elfewhere; 
which is, that Law-ruits and differences are decided in a few houres, upon the 
pure affirmation of the parties. No crime fo heynous, but a. man may redeeme 
his life with mony 3 void's he be fo lojfi ro goodneis, as to fall feveral times into 
the fame offence. 

They go naked, and cover only thofe parts which are not with decency to be 
named ; and they do it with Ape -skins,or pieces of cloth of divers colours, which 
they make of their Dace-trees. The ornament they motl affaff, is to make their 
bodies fhtne 6y frequent rubbing them with Oyleor Fat; Perfoas of quality wear 
bracelers of gold about their arms and legs*, and ty up their hair and beards with 
fmall chains of the fame metal. 

In their wars, they obferve neither order nor difeipline, and the inftruenems 
they make ufe of are fitter rather to excite laughter, then animate them to fight¬ 
ing. Their defenfive Armes are made of Lions, Tygres, or Leopards skin?, and Their Avrtul 
the offenfive are Darts, and fhort Lances.- Their Hidalgos , when they go to the 
warres, are attended by two Pages, whereof one carries the buckler, and the 
other a little ftool, on which the Matter retts himfelf, when any halt is made. 

>- They regulate the number of their wives according to their revenue j and they 
tiontraft marriages without any Ceremonies, giving the Bride’s father onefy ten 
Rials for his wine, which they are fuch lovers of, that many times they cake of ic, 
till rh;y have loft theirfenfes and undemanding. _ . , , 

Tbe Dutch have there the Fort called Rc#)v,wichid four Leagues oi Mina.lhzy the fettlmegi 
have alfo their Factors at Cara? Coromantm, and $Aldea del Tuerto , and they qui- of the puceh j 
etly drive on the trade of CWina, where they return yearly abovetwo millions ♦flwttny* 
of gold, and by chatmeansgecoutofthe J*x.o»s t and ocher inhabitants of a/£- 
thiopa, great quantities of gold 5 efpecially fince their feeling at this place occa¬ 
sioned the PortugHtz, to attempt what they did at Srajil, contrary to the Treaty 
they had made with the States of the United Provinces, The Dutch had already 
deftroyed the trade of the Tortuguez, there, upon this fcore, that they were con- 
rent with a moderate profit, and treated tin Negroes with fo much mildnefs, that 
they brought them to fome liking of their Religion, which hath made a confidera- 
ble progrefs among them.

' of the rnft Indies. But the buuaefs being taken into cqtsiideration at the Conn¬ 
ed, they thank’d Colombo , and refolv’d to profecute their Conquers in the E h?, 
in purfuanee of this relo.uuon, the King lent away two of the bell Pi.ots in ths 
Kingdom:, named Diego Catty and Juan Ahnfo d’ &/£vt?o. 

The former took his courfe to Alina, and arrived at t he Cape de Lope Cotifahs^ 
and afterwards doubling that of Sr. Katharine, he entredthe river Autre, feveu 
degrees South of the Line, and there took poffeliion of the Kingdoms of Congo. 

ThisKingdome reaches from the Cape of St. Katharine Southward, as tar 2s 
Cape de Lode , and hath on the well, the t/Ethio^an Sea,on the South, the moun¬ 
tains of the Moon, and the Cafres , on the Ball, the c Mmtabas, and on the 
North,the Kingdoms of Pen), being in length abouc a hundred andlixty Leagues, 
from the feccnd degree, 30.minutes to the 13. degree beyond the Line, It con- 
fids of lix great Provinces named, Bamba, Sorgo, Sunday Pan go, Batta and 

Pambtt. , , 

The Prevince Bamba reach:s along the Coad, from the river Amb-tfi, to that 
of C°* n [ e > the Metropolis, Bamba, lying between the Rivers of Lofa and 
bnfao. Leagues from the Sea. . ( 

The Province of S o»g° lies upon the rivers of .Zaire and Loangoy reaching 
from the river Jmbrifi, "to the mountains which divide it from the Kingdome of 
Loaneo. The Metropolis is of the fame name. ■ t . . 

The Ciry pf Suttda does aifo derive irs name to the Province, whereof it is the 
Metropolis. It is 8. Leagues in eompafs, and comprehends under its junsdi&inn; 
all the Country,-which is neer the Ciry of Congo, ( by the Pmaguez named St. 

Salvador) as far as the liver Zaire. . • . , , 

The Province of Pangs, which had heretofore us particular King, hotho n the 
Noch the Province ot Suttda ; on the South, that 01 Ti att a 5 on the Weil, thw 
City o£Ganger; and on the Eaft, the Mountains o£ the Sun.. The Metropolis, 
from which it hath the nam:, lies upon the river BarbcIU, which hath its lourcs 
common with that of the Nile, 

The Province of Batta lies North-Eaftward, between that of Tango, and the 
river Barbella, and reaches to the burnt Mountains. 

The City of Congo, is the Metropolis of the Province of IPamba, and lies op 3 
on a Mountain 50. Leagues from the Sea. There is in the fame Province, an¬ 
other Mountain which is above fix Leagues in length, and hath on it to many 
Villages and Hamlets, as finde Habitations for above a hundred rhoufand 

p j 9 ume Lopez , who lived feveral years in thofe parts, and made a particular de- 
fa ip don of the kingdome of C on g°i which Aagufiiktts Caffiodorw bath taken the 
pains to t ran flare into the German language, affirms that the Aire is 10 tempe¬ 
rate there in winter, as it is in T^ortte in October ; and that the greatelt annoyance 
to the Europeans, is the rain which falls there every day, for two houses before, 
and as many in the afternoon, as being rather burning then hor. Their winter 
begins rhe 15. of March, and their Summer the r of September, and.during the 
motiethi of April, Mag, Jane, July, and Align ft, not. a day p. ffer, but It ra inf, 
fo that there is hardly a fair day in 5. monechs. But the dayes and nighrs are or. 

equal length in all feafons of the year. , , . 

The river Zaire which rifes ouc of the fame Lake, wnere the AW A . alh lts 
fotirce, is certainly the greatert river of any in Africk., in as much as having re¬ 
ceived into its than'del.the waters of the Vambo, and the Barbella, it is 2%. leagues 
broad at'the mouth. The river Goauze is a common Frontier between the King- 
domes of Congo and Angola, and in the Lelonda , there axe abundance ot Croco¬ 
diles and Sea-horfes. .. , . . T *_ ■ l

he neighs like a H'irfe, and runs very (wifely. The Dutch in their Relations, af-i 
firm, that the Africans make ufe of them, bur avoid watering of them in rivers, 
left they fhould overthrow their riders. 

From the hoc rains we fpoke of proceeds the fruitfulnafs of the Country, which 
brings forth herbs, fruit and corn in fo great plenty, chat if the Inhabitants would 
but cultivate the ground, the world would not afford a better place. 

The mountains in the Province of Bomba afford gold, and the Forrefts there- Gold m intri 
of are full of Elephants, which are fobig, that fome teeth have weighed two 
hundred pounds a piece. There is alfo among others, a certain creature called 
Sebra, which is like a Mule, rave that it is capable of engenaring,^ and from the 
back-bone down to the belly, it hath three bars, each of about 3 fingers breadth, 

• whereof one is black, another white, and the third yellow. • This creature is fo 
fyvift, that the Pmm»ez>, to exprefs extraordinary fwifenefs, inftance in the 
Stbra. 

The EmfaUnges is a kind of Oxe, but left and more fierce. The Forrefts there 
are alfo ftored with Wolves, Foxes, wild-Bu filers, wild-Goats, Deer,and Conies, 
whereof there muft be abundance, in regard they are never hunted, nor indeed 
any, but the civet-Cats, which they tame and keep, for the advantage made of 
them. It is reported there are alfd Serpents 15. foot in length, which have fuch 
wide throats, chat they (Wallow down creatures entire. There ate amphjrbta,b\it StrptHU, 
notvenemous, for the Inhabitants eat of them> and prefer their firm before 
any Vcnifon. There are others on the contrary, fo dangerous, that fuch as are 
flung by them die wl thin 24. houres. 

They have alfo all forts of Birds, as Feafants, Partridges, Hens, Turky-cocks, 

Ducks, Cede, Turt/es, Pidgcoas, and all kinds of Hawkes and Eagles; 

The mountain of the Province of Pemba brings forth all forts of Fruits, and 
very clear and wholfome waters, _ and the Country thetea bouts affords a kind of 
' Wheat called Lessee, not much bigger then muftard-feed, but makes better bread 
then any in our parts. It isl accordingly more efteemed, then that made of 
Rice or Turkey- wheat, which is left to the poorer fort, Citrons, Oranges, and 
bananas are as common there,as in tholndUs j but the tree yields them moft fruit 
is the Date-tree. 

There are two kindes of it, for fome bear Dates, others Cocos, whereof they „ Coco*, 
make butter, Oile, Wine, Vinegar, Fruit and bread, and yet they have wit hall 
their ufe in Phyfick, (ince the juice extra&ed from them is fo great a cleanfer 
of the reins, that no perfon of this Countrey ever complained of the ftoneor 
gravel!. 

All Simples are incomparably better there then in any of our pirts,as are al¬ 
fo the Melons, Cowcumbers, and Puife, which the Coumrey brings forth in 
great plenty. 

No Mountain but is planted with a great number of Fruit-trees,' and feyerall 
others, which keep on their verdant Liveries all the year long; or if they are 
barren without, they fail not of, yeilding fomewhat within, asj Marble, Alaba- 
fler, jafper. Porphyry, nay, fome Hyacinths, and particularly that white kind 
Marble, which was heretofore fo highly efteemed by the Romans. 

The Inhabitants of the Country are Negroes, but the women not fo black as 
the men. Their hair curies, but they have not fo great lips, nor fuch flat nofes, 
as cheother Moores. It is particularly affirmed of thofe of Bomba, that they 
are fo flrong, they will at one blow ftrike off the head of an Oxe, or cut a flive 
in the middle. ' ’ \ 

Their houfes are low, narrow* andillbuifr, not for want of materials, bur f btjr bw[ts} 
work men, in as much as there is neither Mafon nor Archite# among them, un- 
lefs a man may fay, there is not any place in the world hath more, fince every 
mao builds his own houfe. ' “ - 
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i 6 3 9. Tiie fame may be laid of Phyficians; They ail underhand cJ 4 .td.idnt and Bo* 
They areas - tamckj, at Jeaft as much as they think necetfary for t he prefervation or recovery 
Anbittfls and oft heir health. They cure Fearers with a little Sandal! wood beaten to powder* 
Fbrftim, the head-ach by bleeding s and the purge they take is only the powder made of 
the f'ark of a certain tree. 

Their Clot-' They go molt bareheaded, fave that fome wear a kind of bars made of Nut- 
thing. J ' fluisjor the barks of trees. Some alfo wear plumes of Feathers, which they fatten 
to their hair with a piece of pack-thread 5 and as well men as women, pat into their 
ears very weighty rings of gold, with ftones in them, and wear iron, tinne ot 
brafs rings or plates, about the arms or leggs, though moft of quality are doathed 
after the powers, fa(hion. They fleepon mats, and eat upon the ground. Corn- 
times fhnffling flefh, and filh, and fruits together all into the fame dith ; but per¬ 
rons of quality are othenvife ferv’d, and eat alone,having mats laid under the mear. 
They never do their necefficies, but they lay a flick crofs a pir, upon which they 
fit for rheir greater eafe. 

The wealth of A man may gnefs at the wealth of the Country by the abundance of gold, fil- 

tht Ctuntrj. ver, copper, crittail, iron and ocher metals, which their Mines afford, buecfpe- 

cially by the prodigious quantity of Ivory fold there. There is alfo a great rrade 
driven in Civet, and the 'Portngntz* and Sfaninrdr jbuy there a great number of 
flaves,whom they fet at work in the Mines of Pern, or the Sugar mill at Brefil. 

Their nmji Infleed of money,they ufelheils ; whenceit comes that the King of Conga 
hath a Governom in the Ifland of Londa t who hath the overfight of the fifhing 
there, which is of fo mueh the greater importance, in that men find there,what is 
here fotight y though under another name, many times with the hazard of life, and 

the lofs of honour and confcience. , 

The alfilute -pbe King ot Congo is To abfoluce, that be doth not only dtfpofe of che Hive s and 
rTffiL. eflates of his Subjects, bucaifoj there is aoc apetfemmilVhis Country can pre- 
* 1 s tend* propriety to any thing j Co that i£ he were net yearly paid the tribute due 
co him, he mwbt take all and Catisfie himfelf. He hath his Covernours in all the 
Provinces, who have their refidencc in the chief Cities thereof. The Governor of 
^ Batt*, being of the Blood-royal, is the firfl,noc only of all the Governors, bur al- 
JS 25 *SJ Co of all the Minitters of State: andinthe qualification, insmboncyisfo great, 
tier of state. that none of the Counfel will contradift any thing he propofss. The. King tome* 

times permits him to eat at his own table,a priviledge he allows not his own Cons; 
Hi* Privities but when he receives that honour,he does not fit down,but ftands all the time.He 
hath alfo his pipers and other mufitians*as che King hath, and he hath only the pri¬ 
viledge of having within his Govemment,fuch guards as make ufe of fire-arms, Hs 
employes them particularly again A the GUg/tety a people living upon the 
which makes incutfions into the Kingdome, and againfl which an alarm is given in 
the Countrie, by the difeharging of a Musket. . 

The Province of Bamfa is as it were a Cittadei to the whole Kingdome, in re¬ 
gard thence come the befl Souldiers. It can raife above forty thoufand able men, 
with whom, yet thofe of Ban*, where they may raife above feventy thoufand, are 
not to be compared; their fwords,which are brought them by the Portuguez., are as 
big as thofe of the Swffits, yet they are fo expert in the handling t of them, as 
Come among us are in handling ordinary {words; They alfo ufe dart?, and make 
their bucklers of the barks of trees. . . 

Their Amies Their Armies confift onely of foot, and fight all at the fame tune, or if 

and manner «/ they be divided into feverall batallions, the Generali keeps in the midtt_ of the 
fighting. Army, and commands, by means of divers inflrumer is; by which the other Com¬ 
manders, whom they call tMm, underftand whether th^y are to advance or re* 
' ■' "i treatjdofe, or- open, turn to the right or left, fight on, or *fift They have 
a kindeof woodeb Trumpets, which make a dreadfull noife, as do alfo their 
drums, which are made of backs Of trees, and covered with a skin* which they, 
j,beat with greas flicks of Ivory, . , yL- 
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They have alfo an infitumenc mads of plates of iron difpofed Triangle-wife 1639. 
which they beat with ordinary flicks; and Elephants teeth made hollow, the noife " 
whereof very much animates them to fighting* The General caules to be brought 1 
jutothe Army, a great many of thefe Inflruments, which he dillributes among 
theinferiour Officers, who thereby anfvver the Signal! given them by the Ge¬ 
nerali. 

Chrlfllan Religion was introduced into the Kingdome of Congo* by occafion of ChtiftUn 
an Embaffie, which King Caramanfa Cent to D, John II. King of Tortuga!, at the Religit 11 «ts 
fecond voyage made by DiegoCan into thofe parts. Ttie chief Embafl'ido:, whofe l^fdaeei 
name was C of tit a, being baptized in Portugal, the King fent him back with a * ,rf ' 

Convoy of three Ships, under the command of Gonfalo de Sonfa, who being 
come to Cabo Verde, died there of the plague; as did alfo Cajuta. de foufd, 

who fucceeded his Uncle in the charge of General, was forced to puc in at the 
Pott of Binda, in the Province of Songo, where the Dutch have now a Fj&ory, 
and where the Lord or Governour of displace, who was Uncle to the King, was 
baptized with his Sot^ and all his family. The King and Queen followed their 
example, and were called John and Eleanor, 

This defign was profecuted by King Emanuel, in the year 1504. but the dif- 
covery of the Indies, and the advantages made in thofe parts, having occafioried 
the difcontinuance of the Voyages upon the Coafts of Africk^ thofe foundati¬ 
ons of Religion were nsgle&ed, and the Dutch made their advantages thereof, 
to introduce the Prate font Religion into that Country. 

Let us now fee, what became of Juan Alonfo dlAvero, who left Portugal The Itfiigiimt 
with Diego Can, He difcovered upon the fame Coafl of Africk. the Kingdome of */ Beny. 

Se»j 3 between the Mina, and the kingdome of Congo, It is about fourfcore 
Leagues In length, and fourty io breadth, and about rwelve Leagues or there¬ 
abouts from the S:a, a man may fee the City of IJugatoo, upon the River which 
■ the difcoverers of it named Rio Fermofo-. a little further within the Couarrey, the 
MetropoliSj which derives its name to the whole Kiogdotne. Juan Alonfo was no 
fooner arrived there, but the King of Benj made a Treaty with him, and promifed 
he would be baptized. But this Converlion, being without any motive cither of 
faith or knowledge of the Religion lie was to embrace, it accordingly came to 
nothing,as did alfo theTrade they intended to eftablifti there; for it was foon quit¬ 
ted for that of the Indies. 

As to Cabo Verde, which ftolbmey calls Promontorium tArfmartuto, arid puts at Cabo Verdi 
ten degrees, forty minutes, on this fide the Line, we affirm it for certain; that it is dtffrittd, “ 
at fourteen degrees, twenty-minutes, and lies between the Rivers of Zanaga, and 
Camera, or Gambia, which Ptolomej feems to call Darago and Siachirie. It * 

is called alfo Tromon-ortum Hefperium , from its being Co much towards the 
Weft, and lying over againft the Iflands, which the Aricients called Hefptrides : 
and it is called Cabo Ferde,itom the trees and verdure, for which it is remarkable; 

But though Ptolomej affirms thefe Rivers to be very little ones, and that their 
fources are hardly known, yet it is certain they rife out of two Lakes, whereof* ,J - 
one is called by Ttolomey, Talus Chehnides-, now the Lake of Goaga, 1 and the 
other that of Naha, The Inhabitants believe they have their rife from the Ni/e 3 
but there is little likelyhood they fhoufdi 
Ptolomej gives no account of their falling into the Sea; but it hath been found 
fin«, that the river Gambra , which runs throughout the Province of tj^tan- 
diga, having received into its Channel the waters offeveral other Rivers, which 
crofsthac Province, falls into the Ocean; at thirteen degrees; thirty minutes: 

And that the Zanaga, changing its name feverall times , though its courCe 
be not fo long, but (freight from Eifi, ro Weft, lofes it quite, at fifteen de¬ 
grees and a half, where k falls,into the Kiver Genj, vrhich derives its name 
*0 the Co tin trey we no,v call Guinj. 
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i 6 3 p, Ftolomtfs t.ibles difcover, that he knew nothing of the people who live be- 

tween theie two rivers, fo that to fpcak pertinently of them, we are to credit the 
rbe Tnbtbi- modern Relations,which affirm that the people ciWedBadnameyi are poffss'ft of the 
tints of tbt Eaffern part of the Country, and reach as far as Cabo-Ter de: The funits> and 
Cabo-Vcrde, Btrbtcms are quarter’d further within the Country, upon the river Zanaga^ and 
more Northerly then the Jahfes, whereof fome are fubjeft ro the Ponies, others 
to the Budmeyts* They call their King Breque, and their Country is plain and 
fenny, but very fertile in Cattel, Wine, Cotton, Ivory, wildFowIe, and .Hoi- 
fes, by reafon of the frequent inundatious of.the river. They have neither gold 
oor filver, but abundance of Iron, whereof they make all forts of Inftrumenc?* 
and Utenffls. Tie Aire there is very whollome, though there be no great change 
offeafons. The Inhabitants of Cabo-Verde zie. accounted courageous, and they 
Art p*®ws. haVe learnt of the ZtntgutfM ^heir neighbours, the Art of managing I lorles 3 as 
6 “ they have alfo Pagamfme, which they profefs. 

They have this advantage over their Neighbours, that Juviice is better admini- 
fired among rhemthen elfewherc;that they proceed with greater prudence and fe. 
crecy about pubiick affairs, which concern the gteathefs and ‘fafecy of the State ; 
and that they impartially difpofe punifhments and rewards. The Prince, when 
he makes choice of any for his councel, regards principally their Age, and he 
bellows the place of Judicature on fuch among them as have moll experience, and 
are bell acquainted with affairs. Thefe fit every day to hear cagfesj and decide 
differences. 

TbeirtMjtf They know nothing of our Military difcipline, but their way of making war 
raffing form, hath font thing particular ia it,which is this. All that are able to bear arms, are dif- 
pofed into feverai Regiments, and lodged in quarters appointed for that purpofe, 
under their Colonels, whom they call Ingara/et s do ihac sflbon as there is any 
occafion, the orders are dispatched from quartet to quitter, and by that means a 
powerful Army is raided in a few day es, without any need of making new levies ; 
inafmuchasthe places ate kept for the Cons of the Souldiers, who fucceed their 
Fathers,and put the Prince to no charge, but what he allowes them by way of 
falary, fince they bring their provifions and baggage along with them. 

The names of buying and felling are not yet known among^ them.' for having 
neither gold nor filver coined, they truck and exchange all, afwell among them- 
felves, as with foreigners. Their greateft commerce confills in trucking,of Hides 
and Slaves. Of thefe they have oniy fuch as they t3ke in war, which being many 
times civil! among themfelves, they make the beli advantage they can of 
them.. 

Tbtir Nebili- They have among them fome dittiriftion of Nobility and Peafantry, and call 
the former SMi'bos, who ate a kind of Knights, for whom they have a great 
refpedt, but not fo much as they bear the Grandees, whom they call Thuholot^ 
out of which rankc they , choofe their King, provided he be full thirty yeares • 
of Age, 

Tbefintof the When the Portugutz* difeoveted the Country of the JaioftSf there reign’d a 
County when veI y powerful Prince, name Brabiran, who, dying j left three Cons, by two fc- 
r r ft tifawtd, vera i w i V e S . g y ^ former he had Cibitam and Camba, and by the fecond, who 
was the widow of another Prince; Father of Beomi, Sir art) who was chofen King 
after the Father’s death. His two elder brethren, envying the greacnefs of that 
Prince,dictated themfelves fo openly againLl him, chat Birm, who hid great 
aflurances of the affeiftion apd fidelity of Beomi 3 his brother by the fame mother, 
took him fo-much into favour, that he feem’d to have referved to himfelf only the 
name of King# But that extraordinary favour prov # d fatal to both; f°t B tar an was 
kill’d by his brethren, and Beomi, who thought to make his .advantage of that 
Fratricide, to get himfelf chofen, cook up arms agalnll the two Brethren. He 
got together a confiderable Army j but being afterwards forfaken by bis friends', 
he was forc’d to apply himfelf to ?m»gal for relief. King John II. Hawng 
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got him inftruSed in the ChnftUx Religion, had him baptized with all his Family, 4639, 
and lent him back with a conndcrabie Fleet, under the coaduft of ‘Pedro Va^ de ■ 

Cigna, whom he ordered to build a Fort at the mouth of the river Zanaga, ic 
being his defig n to gee further into Afric^i as far as the Country of PreJler‘John t 
whereof he had but a confufed knowledge. But that great deiign proved abor¬ 
tive, and mi fear tied at the beginning, through the cowardice of Pedro Pax., who 
minding his convenience more then his honour,demolifhed the Fort he had new¬ 
ly built, and not able to endure the juft reproaches which Beoml made him upon 
that oixafion, he kill’d him with his o,vn hands, the King of "Portugal not ex¬ 
porting the ieaft refentment of fo bafe an a&ion. • . „

Whence ic may 
be inferred, they lie very conveniently for the refrefhing of fuch (hips as are

The 8. The winde came Eaft-norch-eaft, and werun 32. Leagues, and were 
got to 22. degees,55. minutes Latitude. Here we met with abundance of S<r- 
gaffo, which 1 really found like Creffes, fave that ir was of a more yellowifli green, 
and had little feeds, like thofe of green goof-berries* Some are of opinion, that 
the wind forces it from the rocks upon the Coafts of the Weft-Indie; j but this is 
the more unlikely, in that the North-eaft winde reigns there all the year long, as 
we faid before. 

The 9, The fame winde continuing, we got 33, Leagues, taking ourcourfe 
to the North, and were at 24. degrees 32. minutes Latitude. 

The ro. with the fame winde, 25. Leagues, taking our courfe to North-north* 
weft, at 25; degrees, 40. minutes latitude. 

The 11. The winde came to Eaft-fcuth-eaft, and afterwards to South, and 
towards evening, to North-weft, with a great calm; fo chat vve got that day, but 
8, Leagues, changing our courfe from North to Weft, at 26. degrees, 4o,minutes 
Latitude. That day we took one of thofe fi£h the ‘Dutch call Hnje, which are 
very common in the Indies ; but our Sea-men affirmed they had never feen any o£ 
them in that Sea. . ; 

The 12. We got n. leagues, with a Norch-eaft winde, keeping our courfe to 
tbeNortlwveft. 

The 13. With a Norrh-norrh-eaft winds, we got 21-leagues, taking out couife 
Weft-north-weft. 

The 14. With the fame winde,and in the fame courfe, we got 22. leagues.* 

The 15, The winde North-eaft, we got 20. leagues to North-weft, at 27. de- 
g^eSj 30.minutes latitude. 

The 1 6. and 17. With the fame winde, keeping the fame courfe, we got theft 
2. dayes, 32. leagues. 

The 18.. The winde Souch-eaft, we run ai. leagues, to the North-weft, at 29. 
degrees, 20. minutes latitude, 

The 19. the winde chang’d, and came to South-fouth-weft, and brought with 
it rain, which laded all day ; yet fo as we advanced 37. leagues, taking our courfe 
Norch-eaft.

The 11. The fame wind carried us 22. Leagues. 

The 22. The wind Weft-fouth-weft, we got 40. Leagues to Nprth-north-eaft, 

at 35 degrees, 2o.minutes Latitude. 

The 23. wicb a South-weft wind, we got 34 Leagues, to the Eaft-north-eaft. * 

The 24. the lame wind, and courfe, 3 J. Leagues. 

The 2 5. With a Norch-weft wind, we got 3 3. Leagues,to North-eaft,and were 
at 38.degrees, ...... minutes Latitude. 

Tbe 26. Being calm weather, we got but 13. Leagues. 

The 27, We got but 12. Leagues, taking our courfe Eaft-north*eaft, at 33,' 
degrees, 48. minutes Latitude. 

The 28. The winde came to Souch-fouth-eaft,and carried us 27.Lea£ues,taking

The 29. The winde South-fouth-eaft, we were at noon, at 33. degrees, 30- 
minutes, We faw the lUands of C'ervo, and de Flores; which feme number among 
the esfjfores i and we got that day four .and twenty Leagues, taking our courfe 
Ea£k"outh-eaft, ...

Tb id mds of Corzo and Flora arc not to he numbred among thofe which the 1639. 
Spaniards' call the A fares, byreafon of the many Hawkes found there, when The Affons*’' 
they were discovered. The Dutch call then the Flemmings IJlands, hence,, that 
the firtl Inhabitants of the Ifhnd of Fajali which is one oji the feven djforcs,wzrz 
Flemmings, Either born in Flanders, or fame other Province of the Low-Coun¬ 
tries, where they Speak Low -Dutch. The Poftemy of thofe Flemmings live 
there Bill, and obi'erve theCuftonSes of their own Ccuntrey* and have their ha¬ 
bitations on the lirrle river rifing out of the Mountains, which the portuguen ,upon 
that occaiion, call Ribera dos Flamencos. 

The feven Ifl mds called the tyffares, are Ter cere, S. Michael, Santa Ma- 
ria, Saif, Georges, Gratiofa Pico, and Fajal Teretra is rhe biggelt of them all, 
as being fifteen or lixceen Leagues in compaffs. The Countrey is Mountainous, 
and all the Ifhnd is To encompared with rocks, that it is in a manner inaccelTi- 
ble. 


It hath no Haven, but that at the Cityof^«£r4, which is the Metropolis 
not only of Tercera, but alfo of all the Other Ifl mds, and that no Rode where 
vdFels might lifely ride. 

The Port of Ter c era is like a Crefcent between two Promontories, whereof 
one hath two Mountains advancing fo far into the Sea, chat they feem to be quite 
looked from the Ifland. 

They are cal led Breftl, and fo high, that a man ’may from thence difeover 
twelve or tliirreen Leagues intotheSea. The Governours of the Afares, and 
the Biiliop of all thofe Iflmds, live in the City of Angra, within three Leagues 
whereof lies that which they call Villa da Pray a , which is well built, but not very 
populous, inafmucb as it is a place of no Commerce,- by reafon of a flat fiacre or 
liraad thereabouts, which occalioaed the name of the City. 

The City of Astfaara fo called from the manner of irs fcicuacion, it being a An|r 3 
tenne whereby the Portugal would exprefs the Figure of the mount when ic is 
half open, or the New-Moon. It hath two Forts, whereof one which is co- 
I wards the mountains, ferves it for a Ciccadel j and the other, called the Caftle of 

Saint Scbajlian, is built upon one of the points, which fhucfup the Porr» which 
ic defends witn the Artillery. On the other point which is forked,there are two 
Towers, whence they give the fignai, affoon as they difeover any Velfels at Sea, 
either from BrejiU fide, or from Europe. 

Thefe Ifiihds belong to the Crown of ‘Portugal ; but during the laft troubles 
of tbt Kingdom e, there was a Chilian Garrifon there, under the Command 
of D. A. Alvaro deVizeros; from whom the Portuguez, foon took the Caftle of 
Saint Seft aft ian ; but he kept the Cittadef, till famine, andtheutmofl extremi¬ 
ty forced him to deliver it up, on co:npofa\ 6 n,Ukbay 6 . 1642. After the relief 
which had been fent from Saint Lucar s, Corogno, and Dunkirk., had proved in- 
effeflual, partly through the Treachery of the Pottuguez,, who ferved in the 
Fleet, and partly by their vigilance, who had poffefs’d themfelves of the ave¬ 
nues of the Ifiahd. 

The foil of ic is very good, nay the very rocks yield Wine, though they are 
fo kicked every where, and in fome places fo fleepy, that ic isalmofi a miracle 
bow rhe rock fhould thruft out of its veins which are not covered with earth ; the 
Vine-flock which dors not thrive fo well in the beffparts of the Valley. "Tis 
true, the Wine is none of the mod excellent, and that fuch as are able to get 
better, have ic brought from Madera , or the Canaries : but this hinders not, 
biic it may be affirmed, that Salt and Oiie only excepted, which are brought 
thither from ‘Portugal. 

This Iiland hath not only what is necelfary, but alfo what may be accoun ted they bivsgfti 
delicacy, fince that,befides theWheac whereof there is fufficienc to maintain all the Fruit, 
the Inhabitants ;*they have Apples, Peares, Citrons and Oranges, but efpeci- 
illy plenty of Peaches, and, of all the kinds thereof. They have atfo Cherries, 

pi urns. 
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* 1 6 l 9 * _ P^ u (° s > Wall-nuts, and Cbefnuts, but not fuch quantities thereof, as of other 
Fruits, Nor do they want any pul'fe, nor poc-heibs. 

Batutjses Po- T ^y have alfoa Fruit they call Battatas* which fpteads its root juft under the 
tuoej. uppermplf Superficies of the earth, as the Vine does, and brings forth a Fruit 

much like a Raddifh, fave that it is much bigger, there being fome Roots that 
weigh a pound ot more. It is much erteemed in Portugal t but in the I ft and 
it is of no account, fo that only the poorer fort live loo ir. They have alfo a 
certain Plant which grows up five or fix foot high, and is fanned to the Earth by 
an infinite number of Roots, yellow as gold, and as fmall as the hair of a mans 
head. The Inhabitants ufe it in Heed of Wooll and Feathers, to fill their beds 
and mattrclfes wirhall: but would they take the pains to fpin it,they might make 
very goodflufis thereof. 

Cattle is extreamly multiplied there, as alfo all the feveral forts of Poultry 
brought thither, and there are abundance of Quails, and fuch multitudes of lit¬ 
tle birds, like the Canary-bird, that fome ofrhe Inhabitants trade in nothin 1 * 
elfe. But there is neither Wild fowie nor Venifon, and conrequently no hun¬ 
ting, nor any divenifemenc < 3 f that kind, though there be Forreft enough, which 
might be fuificiencly fiored in a floort time. 

Their wbut The wheat there is very good, but will not keep, infomuch, that they are forc'd 
Hill m keep, to put it under ground, to preferve it to the end of the year. Whence it comes, 
that every Family hath a pit in fome pate of the City, the entrance whereof was 
fo big, that a man may go in, into which they difpofc th dr wheat, i'eal ic with the 
mark;andfeal ofrhe owner, and leave it there till Chriflmafs* and then they 
have it conveyed to their houfes, and put it into Cherts of bull-ruflies, where it 
keeps the remainder of -the year, fo as that there is no need of ever ftirrmg 
it. 


There is no Province in Europe* whete Oxen are fo fair, and foftrongisin 
the Ifland of Tercera, or have fairer and larger horns; and they are wirhall fo 
tame, that they impoCe names upon them, as we do on dogs, that they may goe 
or come when they ate called. 

To hear the noife which the Rocks make when people go over them, ss if they 
were going over a fellar,a man would think the lflandwere ail hollow; and ics 
probable, that the Aire which is varified in its concavities, occafions the frequent 
Earth-quakes, whereto it is fubjeft, as are alfo mortofthe other Ifiands. There 
hapened fo great a one in this of Tercera, on the 24. of May* 1614: that ic over* 
tumd, in the City of Angra* eleven Churches, and nine Chappells, befides private 
houfes; and in the City of Pray a* it prov’d fo dreadful!, that there was hard¬ 
ly a houieleft Handing 1 and the id. of June 1628. there hapned fo horrible an 
Earth-quake in the Hi and of Saint tMicbatl* that not far from ir, the Sea 
An Ijlind (far- opened, and thrull forth ar a place, where there was above a hundred and fifty 
ted if a [Aden. f lt ho m watcr!) ao ifljpd above a League and a half in Iengtb,*nd aboy; fixty 
fathom high. 

There are alfo, in thefe - wo Iflands, certain places, out of which there iffues 
fetch a fulphurous fmoke, whence ic may be inferred, there is fire hidden un¬ 
der the earth, thac gives heat to the Springs of fealding water, which are to he 
feea thereabouts. 

A tytjH There is a Spring within three Leagues of Angra, which pucrifies woodjwAete- 
fntrtjiet woo. . ; s an ev ident Demonflration in a tree, the root whereof |is abfoiurely pu- 

rrified, as far as it was covered by the water, whereas otherwife ic is not changed 
at all. 

In th: Ifland of there is a certain wood called Texio, which is as hard 
rJan iS ^ r ° n J an< ^ being cut, is full of waves IikeChamlet, and as red as any Scarier. 
* ' ,d 61 " T he Cabinets made of this wood are fo highly elfeemed, that the wood is kept 

for the King’s u r e. 

cedar. Cedar is fo common, that they do not only make all foits of houfhold-rtuffe

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thereof, but alfo Waggons, and Boats ; Nay, fome times it fcrveth foe 1 6 $ 9* 
fireing. 

.The Trade Of thefe parts is not very great; for, mad onely excepted, 
whereof they make great quantities in thefe Iflinds, the Inhabitants have few 
other Commodities to Trade wichall; unlefs it be fome provifioas, which they 
fell to the fhips that are bound for the Eafi-Indies, and take in refreflimenis at 
thefe places, in their Way. 

Tbelfhnd of Saint Michael, whereof we fpoke be fore,lies at twenty feven or St. Michaels 
twenty eight LeagueSjSouth-eafl^'rom the lfland of Tercera,m& is above twenty 
Leagues in length. . 

Its Metropolis is called Tmta De/gada, an"! its foils is incomparably more 
fertile, [fieri that of the ocher, and produces fuch plenty of Wbear, that it is 
able to relieve its neighbours. There are made yearly in this Iflmd above two 
hundred thoufand Quintals of mad, wherewith the inhabitants drive a great 
trade, though it hath neither Haven nor Road, where fhips may ride fecure from 
all wind. * . 

Twelve Leagues South from that of Saint ^Michael, lies the Iflmd of Saint s *~ Mlrics 
Mar/, which is about ten or twelve Leagues in compare, and affords only pro- *$***• 
yiiions, and Potters earth, wherewith the Inhabitants trade into the neighbour¬ 
ing Iflinds. 

The lfland Gratiofa is not above five or fix Leagues in compafs, 'and lies Gritiofa iflsnl 
Ncrth-Noittueaft from that of 7 ire era, from which it is about feven or eight 
Leagues diftant. Tne pleafantnets of ir, and the fruits which grow there in great 
abundance, occalioned its having that name given it. 

The lfland of Saint George lies about eight or nine Leagues North-we A from G ; or » es 

that of Tercera, and is eweivs Leagues in length, and two or three inbredth. 

It affords plenty of Provisions, but Itccfe mad. The Country is rough and full 
of Mountains, which yield great (lore of Cedar, wherein rhe Inhabitants drive a 
confiderabje Trade, with the Joyners of Tercera, where moft Tradefmen have 
let tied themfelves, in regard there it is the fhips put in, and that they can bert 
• put off their Commodities. 

Seven Leagues from Saint Georges lfland, to the South-fouth-weft, lies the ¥iy«I Iflsni. 
Iflmd of Fafal, which is feveriteen or eighteen Leagues in compafs, and is no 
doubt the be A of all the fores, next thofe of Tercet a , and Sainc ^Michael. 

The Inhabitants drive a confiderable Trade in mad, as alfo in provifions and fifh, 
whereofThey carry whole Carave/lslodea, to the lfland of Tercera, where they 
are diftributed among the Fleets which put in there.. Its Metropolis is cal¬ 
led Villa Defia, where live thofe who are Originally Flemmings, as we faid 
before. 

Tico Iflmd, which hath its name from the high mountain within it, called Ti- ^ co 
co, and which is conceived to be as high as that of the great Canary i whereof vve 
fhall fpeakanon, lies three Leagues South-eaft from the Iflmd of Faya/, four. 

South-weft of that of Saint George, and twelve Weft Touch-weft of chat ofTerce- 
rti The Inhabitants live by their Cattle and Tillage, the earth anfwermg their 
expe&ations, and requites ch e pains they beftow on ir, as being more fertile 
here, then in any of rhefe feven Iflinds. 

The lfland de Flores , whereof we fpoke before, and which we difeovered The lJUni & 
the 29. of 7/ovemb'er, is feventy Leagues diftant from that of Tercera, more Hoks. 
to the Weft, and confequemly fo far from thefe Iflinds, rhar it is unjuftiy nuni- 
bred among the *,4fores, or Flemmijh Iflands, as is alfo that of Corns, which 
is diftant from that of Flores , about a League to the North; chough both are 
fubjeft to the Crown of Portugal, and fubmit to the Goyernour of Tercera . Flo- 
fes lfland, is about feven Leagues in compalle,' and affords fome mad, but not 
much,

In the Ifle of Tenerife there is a Mountain, called El pice de Terrain It TeneHSfc ' 
is certainly the higheft Mountain in the World, fince that a man cannot *et it up 
in lefs then three dayes, and chacmuft be too either in Jut; or *A*guft, inafmuch 
as all the year befides, it is covered with fnow, though there never-fall any in 
thofe minds. It is fo high, that it may be feenat the diftadee of fixty Leagues, 
and frond the top of ir, a man may difeoVer, and eafily count all the other 
Canary -1 fluids , Though fome of (hem be above fifty Leagues diftant from 
this, , 

. The Ifland of Fierro is alfo brie of the moft confiderabie of all the Cana- 
rtes, arid I coriceive that narhe to be given it upon this account, that its foil, not ■ - v* 0 *. 
affording fo much as a drop of frefh-water, feemsco be of Iron. And indeed 
there is in this Ifiind, neither River, nor Rivulet, nor Well, nor Spring, 
fave (bat towards ife Seafide, there are fome walls, but they lie at fuch adi- 
ftance from the City, that the Inhabitants cin make no ufe thereof.

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Some affirm, that above a hundred Leagues Weft of the Canaries, there is fome- 
timcs feen an Ifljnd, called Sr. Boro»do»> which they fay is very delightful and 
fertile, and inhabited hyCAr^»4»i ; yet can it not be ft id, what Language they 
fpeak, nor how the Iflandcame to be peopled. The Spaniards of the Canaries 
have often endeavoured to find out the laid Ifland; but whether it be chat it is al- 
wayes covered with a thick mill, which hinders it from beings dilcovered, ot that 
the current of the water there abouts was fo flrong, that it is a hard matter to 
land thereat; certain it is, that as yet, it fubfifls only in the opinion where¬ 
with moft Sea-men are piepoiTeffed, that, certainly there is an Ifland m thofe

The 7. The winds came to the Notth-weft, and we got 351. Leagues to Edi- 

The 8. The wind turn’d to South-weft, and was fo high,that we got 47.1eagues 
keeping on the fame courfe* 

Thee. The windSouch-fouth-Weft,we got 31. Leagues, to Norrh-norrfi-eaft. 
We were this day at 43. degrees, 13. minutes. It was very cold, and we found 
bouome at 68. fat home, the fand very white. . 

It the Evening we founded again, and found fome change in the fand, which 
Was yellower then that in the Morning, at fifty three Fathoms water. The 
winde changed at night, and coming to Noith-eaft, was juft in our teeth. 

The io.° About Noon, the winde came to South-weft, and we found we had

Thar day we p sited in fight of the Iile of Wight, which lies at 50. degrees, 3 6 . 
minutes Latitude,and it i'p.degrees,and ^.min.Longkude, 

The 1 6. About to. in the morning we pailed in light of Daver-Caftle, and at 
noon came to the Downs, We call Anchor neer 3.men of war which lay at An¬ 
chor in the fame Road; and thus we compleaced out Voyage;, in the ii. moheth 
after our departure from Surat. 

There were id the fame Road above a hundred other fhipps lying at Anchor^ 
in expectation bffdme change of weather which was then fo boyrtrous, that for 
rwo dayeswe could not get out o;f our fhip. The Lord Admiral, who com¬ 
manded the men of War, ventured to fend his Ihallop to our (hip, to congratu¬ 
late the Prefkients fafe return. 

The 1$. The winde being fomewhat laid, th; Admiral invited the Prefident 
to dinner, j Went along with him, and participated of the civility wherewith he 
received him, I mull confefs, I was fomwbat furprized, to fee upon the Sea inch 
a prodigious/quantity of filver Place; and a table as well furoifned, as that 1 may 
boldly fay* the King was not better ferved at London, then the Admiral was in 
his VeflTdL We were fo well treated there, that night begad to draw oil ere 
we got away. , , 

OurlLip was nOt above a Musket flidt from the Admiral’s, but we were no 
fooner got iflto our boat, ere mere rofe fucha tempell as not only hindred_ us from 
getting aboard, but forced us to Sea, the waves Co filling our little Vefl'cl, that 
we were forced to caft Out the water with our hats* 

In the precedent pare 6f this Relation, the Reader majr have.obferved, that we 
had been in many great dangers ere we got to the Coifis of England t but cer¬ 
tain it is, that we were then in was far greater then uy we had efcapcd; fince 
we were in all probability to peiifh in fight of out dear Counrry, add to be wrackc 
in the Port, whereto we were already, arriv'd, - We were above four hours iri 
thefe extremities, and at laft we difeovered a little Veflfel, which had loft all its 
Anchors but the laft,which was not fo faftned, but that the Wind forc’d it towards 
the Sea. We wefe id water up to tbewifte, bur that hitjdred us not from fee¬ 
ling our felves to the oares, fo that with much ado we got to the fa id Veil'd, Af- 
foon as we were got into ic, we found chat ir was is unfafe to be there, as to con¬ 
tinue incur own;in regard the Anchor being not able to flay ir,we were in danger 
of beibg call on a certain bank, which is one ofehe moft dangerous of any about 
that Coaft. And indeed, we fhould hardly have recovered out felves out of 
char fear, had we been in ft condition to refteft on che danger we were in: but 
the cold we had endured, the good chear we had made, the falc water we had 
fwal lowed down in out boat, and the violent and extraordinary motion of chat 
little Veflel, put us fo out of order, that;we were better then half dead, when 
We were brought the next day to our fhip, where we we re received aS peffons ri- 
fen from the dead, inafrmtehas all who had feen our boat allied away by che 
violence of the winds, had given us oven for irrecoverably loft,* nay, fo far did 
they defpair of ever feeing us again, that they had already bewailed our death; 

Dtcemhtf 24. There rofe fo dreadful a tempefl, that in the fame Road, Which 
I* accounted one of the fafeft and beft in the world, 24. fhips were forc’d to cut 
off their Mafts* We were our felves put ro the fame extremity, but not fo much 
by reafon ofthe violence of the winds, as to avoid the running upon us of two 
men of War* which were got loofe fromtheir Anchors, and would otherwUe have 
run foul upon ours. 

The 2d. Wegotafhore, and reach’d that night to Canterbury the Cathedral 
whereof is no doubt the noWeft Of any in Enitmd. and may be compared with 
ihe beft ftruftures in the world ' 

The 
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T‘«S7. We came toGravefezd ; the 28. to London, where certain Deputies 
ibe £ aft - India Company expected the Prefidenc in eight Coaches at BlackjvaL 
There Caine along with them the Prefidem*s Lady, whom he^had not teen in 
ie-ven years before. He would needs have me falute her, according to the Emtlfff 
way, and obliged me to take up my lodging at las own houfe, and ro pmi a patc 
of. II the onours dohe him upon.his arrival!. 

Dumber 30. I went to fee the Eaft- India Houfe, and thank’d the Overfeers 
there tor all the civilities I had receiv’d from the Prdidenr. They invited me to 
the entertainment which they made that day for him. 

The next day, and the 1. of Jannary, we were at other treatments, and Ja¬ 
nuary a, the Lord Mayor lent 10 invite us. He was fo pleated with the Prefi- 
cems difeourfe, that he prevail’d with him to come again the next day. The 
Lord Mayor was indeed himl'elf very excellent for difeourfe, and having heard 
what dangers we had efcaped in that great Voyage, he would fhew us that they 
w tre not to be compared with fuch as tome others had been in. He gave us the 
S ory of a Dutch Seaman, who being condemned for a crime* his puniftment 
was changed, and he was ordered to be left in Saint Helen's a place we 

have fpoken of before. This unhappy perfon repreieming to bimfelfthe hor- 
rour of that felitude much beyond what it really was, fince it came not neer that 
we {hall have occsfion to fpe.ik of anon, fell into a defpair, that made him at¬ 
tempt the ftrangell aftion that ever was heard of. 

A [Innft Their had that day been interr’d in the fame Ifland an Officer of the (hips 
Dutch nmi- T^is $ :a miD t0 °k U P ouc of the Coffin, and having made a kind of rud- 

mr , der of tfie upper board, ventured himfclf to Sea in ic. It hapned fortunately to 

him, to be fo great a calm, t hate the ft ip lay as it were immovable, within a 
League and a half of the Ifland: but his companions feeing fo Grange a kind 
of boar floating on the ware/, imagined they faw Specie, and were not 
1 little ftarded ac the re/b/ucion ofiiVie man, whodurft hazard himfelf upon thar 
E.emenr, in three boards (lightly naild 1 ^together, which a mall wave might have 
overturned, though he had no confidence to be received kby thofe, who had fo 
lately fentene’d him to death. Accordingly it was put {to the quefUon whether? 
lie ftould be received or nor, and feme would -have the fencencepur in executi¬ 
on , but at laft 5 they concluded in mitimm and he was taken aboard, and came 
afterwards to where he lived in the tow* of Horn, and related to many* 

bsw miraculoufly God haddelivcredfhtm. 

Whereto the Lord <JWapr added,that it was a great rtitflake in the faid Sea¬ 
men*' to take fodelperate a refolutiem, upon pure thoughts of thCjfolitude of thac 
place, fince the Spaniards leave thdr fick there from year to year, to recover 
them felves of the in conveniences of their long Voyages, and that he could give 
them an example, which ccndemnedithe fortunate temerity of that man, whom 
fear cauled to do what them oft refolute courage would never have attempted. 

Inrheyear 1616. i Flemming ramtd Pieman, well known in England and 
aJrcjdfiii foil- Holland, Sot the Art he had in getting out of the Sea the great Guns ot chat Sfa- 
f«de, J J wjJjFieet, whichwas forc’d upon the Coafts of Ireland and Scotland ■ in the year 
1588. coming from Drmbem in with a Veffei loadenwich boar dry 

was overtaken by a calm* during which* the current of the Sea carried him apon 
■ a Rock or little Iflmd, towards the extremities of . l 'V(«/rfW,wbetehe was its 
feme danger to be call a way. To avo ; d a wrack,, he commanded feme of his men 
logo into the fodlop, and to tow off the (hip, Tbefe having done fo, would 
needs go up into a certain Rock to look for eggs; but aflfooa as they were got up 
into it, they at fomedilhnee perceived a man, whence they imagined there were; 

•■V ^ » others lay lurking thereabouts, and that he had made his efeipe thither to avoid 

fomePitats which might furprice their. £hip : fo chat they made all the hafte they 
could to the ftallop, and returned to che fhip. But the calm continuing, and 
r ' ch§ 
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the current of the Sea, driving the V^ffei again ft chat Iflind, they were forc'd to i 6 

get into the long boar, andtow her off again. The mm they hid feen before- 

was in the mean time come to the brink of tnelflmd, and made fig ns to them 
with his hands, in treating them to come neerer, and falling on his knees, and 
joyning his hands together, begg'drelief from them. Ac nrft, chare was forne 
difficulty made; but coming neerer the Iflandj they fajy Comet hi ng, which was 
more like a Ghoft-, then a living perfon, a body dark naked, black andh.ury, a 
meagre and deformed countenance, and hollow and diftorted eyes, which railed 
fuch compaffion in them, that they proferred to rake him into] the boat; biic the 
Rock being Co fteepy thereabouts, that it was itttpdfltble to land, they went about 
the Ifland, and came at laft to a flat fnore, where they took the man aboard. They 
found nothing at all in the Ifland, nor graffe, nor tree, nor ought whence a man 
could derive any fubiiftance, nor any flicker, bur the ruines of a boat, wherewith 
he had made a kind of hur,undervfhich hc might lye down,and flielter bimfeif from 
the rain and injuries of the River. 

The Sun was fee ere they got to the Chip* and immediately, there rofe a winds, 
which forc’d them off from the Ifland i whence they imagined chat what they had 
brought with them was not a man, fince he had not the Figure of one $ where¬ 
upon they would needs know of him who he was-, and how he came to that un¬ 
inhabitable place. He made anfwer he was an Englijb-man, and that abouc a year 
before, being to pafi'e in the ordinary paflige boat from England to Dublin in 
Inland, they Were taken by a Trench Pirate, who being forced by the tempeft 
which immediatly role, to let go the paflige boat, left us to the mercy of the 
waves, which carried us between Ireland and Scotland into the main Sea, expeft- 
iag to be caft away every minute,as ar laft we were. For the bark being fplic again ft 
the Rock where you rook me in, I efcap’d with one of my comrades into the 
Ifland, ini mote wretched condition, then if being fwailowed up by the Sea, wc 
had been delivered out of the extremities we were in, for wjnt of meat and 
drink. • 

Of fome of the boards of oiir boar* we made the hut you fa w, arid vie took forne 
Sea-mews, which we fee a drying id the wind and Sun, and fo cat them raw. We 
found alio, in che crevices of the rock, upon che Sea-fide, fome Eggs, and thus 
had we wherewithal to fubfift, as much as ferved to keep us from ftarving ; but 
what we thought moft infupporrable, was thirft, in regard the place affording no 
frefli water, but what fell from che sky and was left in certain pits, which Time 
had made in the Rock, we could not have of it at all feafons, by reafon the rock 
being final I, and lying low, the waves came over the Ifland, and fill’d the pit, 
with fak-water. We lived ia that condition fix weeks, comforting one another; 
and finding fome eafein our common misfortune, till that being left alone, it be¬ 
gan to grow infupporrable to me. For one day awaking ift the morning, find 
miffing my comrade, I fell into fuch a difpair, that I had fome thoughts of caiiing 
my felf down headlong, and fo putting a final period to the affliftion, whereof I, 
had endured but the one half, while 1 had a friend divided it with me. I know 
not what became of him, whether difpair forc’d him to that extremity; or whe¬ 
ther, getting up in the nighr, not fully awake, he fell into the Seas but I am of 
opinion, he fell in through carelefnels, as he looked for eggs in the crevices of 
of the rock, wlichasyoufaw wasvery fteepyon that fide; inafmuch as haying 
©bferved no diftraftion in him, I cannot imagine, he fliould of a fudden, fall into 
that difpair, againft which he had fortified himfelf by continual, and earned pray¬ 
ers. lloft, with my comrade, the knife wherewith we killed the Sea-dogs, and 
theMews,opon which we lived; fo that not able to kill any more, I was re¬ 
duced to this extremity, rogetoutofoneoftbe boards of my hut a great nail, 
which I made a ihift fo to fharpen upon the rock, that it ferved me for a knife. 

The fame necefftty put me upon another invention, which keg: me che laft winter, 
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40. curing which I endured the p.teateft mifery imaginable. For finding the Rot ft 
and my Hut 10 covered with Snow, that it was impoffiblefor me to get any’ thing 
abroad, i put out a little Kick at the crevice of my Hut; and baiting it with a 
littleS.a.dogsfat, I by that means got fome Sea-mews, which I took with 
with my hand from under the Snow, and fo I made a fhift to keep my feif ftoru 
Serving. 

; I lived in this condition and folitude above eleven monerfis, and was rcfolved 
to end my dayes in it,when God fent you hither to deliver me one of the greateft 
mifery that ever ir an was in. 

The Sea-man having ended his difeourfe, the Mailer of the Chip treated him fo 
well, that within a few dayes he was quite another creature. ' He fee him 
afhore at Derry in/rf/W ; and fa.v him afterwards aiDMn ,where fuchaa had heard 
what hanned to him,gave him wherewithal! to return into England. 

Thus the Lord Mayor made us acknowledge, that in all we had fuffared, there 
W3s nothing extraordinary, andthatlong Voyages are never without great dan¬ 
gers and inconveniences. He urged it to us, that as fhips are new builr, and 
considering the knowledge men hive of the courfe taken for the Indies, there is 
no more danger in thofe long Voyages, then in fuch as are made in the fight of 
L*nd, which Sea*men fear moft. 

To this purpoie he related a (lory, wherein we could no lefs admire the Grange 
Refolurions of two men, then the goodnefs of God in their deliverance beyond 
at: expe&a-ion. 

ftgt re* Four C.b> Ifiian Oaves being in the fhip of an Algier^imt^z fol ved to make their 

9 ftm eHrape in a boar, which one of them, who was a Carpenter, undertook to build. 
Tli Carpenter let himfelf on work about making of wooden Pins, and other 
pieces nec^fl ’ry forThe fanning of the boards, whereof rheboar was ro confift. 

Jhi 7 urkjft >Captain a^ked him one day what he did, and was fadshed with 
the Anfwer the ocher made him, that it was only to avo d being idle, and to have 
things in rerdmeffe to mend the longboat, when need were. Having appoint¬ 
ed a tune tor the execution of their defign, they took off five boards from the 
room, where the provifion was kept, whereof they ufed two for the borrome, 
two others for the Tides, and the fifth for the prow and the poop, and ffo made up 
fo me whit that was more like a trough then a boat. Their quilt ferved them for 
towe, and having pitcht the boat well, they fet it into the water: but when they 
would have gor into it, they found that two men loaded it fo , that being 
in danger of finking, two of the four defined from an enterprife, wherein 
they thought to mee^ with more danger .then in (laying 1 while longer among the 
Turks i fo that only two, one an Englijh man, the other a Dutchman ventured 
themielves in it. All the tackling they had was only two oars, and a little fail; 
all the provifions, a little bread and frefh water; and fo they put ro Sea with¬ 
out either Compafsor Allrolabe j infomuch that being the firft day overtaken by 
remptil, which at every wave fill'd their boar, they were forc’t to go as the 
wind drove them, without keeping any courfe. They were continually im ploy’d 
in calling out the water; the Sea bad fpoyled their bread ; and they were almoil 
quite fpenc, in a f'much as they could not take any reft, when they were call upon 
thecoaftsof Barkary. There they found a little wood, wherewith they fooje- 
wbat enlarg’d their boat; but they narrowly *efcap’d being taken and kill’d by the 
Mooriy and had much adoe to get to Sea again. What troubled them imft, was 
thril; but they made fome fhift for that, with the blood of fome Tortoifes they 
cook, and at lali, after ten dayes floating up and 'down, they arriv’d upon the 
coaitof Spain, at the Cape of St. Martin , between tAhe ante and Valenti** 
* Thofe of the Coimry feeing them at a ditlance, fent a bolt to me« them, car¬ 
ried them bread and wine, treated them very civilly, and found them pafiiage 
io: England* . ’ 
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The fixth of January, being Twelfth-day yht King of England couched many i 64 c. 
that were troubled with the Svtl. Ttiac Ceremony ended, my Lord of Strafford 
brought me to his Majeftie, who was pleafed to honour me with the killing of 
of his hand. The next day, the fame Lord procured me the like Honour from 
the Queen j befides which he did,me leverall other extraordinary favours, up¬ 
on all occafions. Afterwards I went often to Court, where their Majefties were 
pleafed I fhould entertain them with fomc particulars of my Travels; efpeciaUy 
as to what I had obferved in Mufcovy and Perfia. 

I continued at London neer three moneths, partly to refrefli my felf after fo 
long a Voyage, and partly in expectation of fome mony from my 0 '/nthincc, 
that I might make fome acknowledgements of my Obligations to thofe who 
hid treated me fo kindly, from the day of my arrival 1 at Surat to that time, and 
fic toy felf in a pofture of returning into my own Country. Of the time of my 
abode in England , I fpent fome at Court, where I had made feverall acquain¬ 
tances, and fome in viewing the publick and private Structures of the famous Ci¬ 
ty of London • as alfo feveral places nsec it; as among others, Enfield, Tib nils, 

Whitt-Hall) Sainc James*!, Hamp:on»Court } Windfor, Wefijmnfier~Hall, and the 
Abbe), the Tower, Greenwich, &c. 

[Of the places above mentioned here hi England, as alfo fome of thofe he pa fed 
through in the Low Countries, the oAuthourgives a fhort defeription , But in 
regard what he fAjes of the former, is kjtown to mofi Engliih-men, who are in any 
meafure acquainted with the things remarkable in their own Comtrey ; tend what 
he delivers of the latter affords no extraordinary fatisfaction to the curious, for 
'tohofe diverfion workj of this, not are are intended \ we thought fit to forbear the / »- 
fertion thereof, that wt might make the more hafie to bring him to the end of his 
Travels , which {hall be done according to hit ordinary method . J 

March the 20. 1 left London , taking water at Graves-end, whence I went to rch. 
..Rochefier , and fo came the twenty fourth to Dover, The next day, I embarked Mgndelfb 
thence (ot Dunkirk* whither I got the fame day. leaves Lon- 

The next, I embarked thence for Newport, where I ftayed onely one night, don. 
and got the next day to Bruges, 

The 29th. I came to Gaunt, which I left the fir ft of April/,tnd got chat night j p & n,- 
to Bruffels, the chief City of the Dutchy of Brabant. 

Ac Brttjfe/s I ftaidtwo dayes, and came the fourth to Louvain, which I left 
the fifth, and got the fame day to Macchlin, about four Leagues diftant from 
Louvain. 

The 6th, I left Maechlin, and came to Anwerp , where having ftaid two dayes, 
and leaving it the ninth, I got the next day to Breda , where I ftayed onely the 
remainder of it, and went the next to Bolt -U- due , or Bo/due , five Leagues 
from Breda. 

April the twelfth, I went to Saint Gertrudenberg i with an intention there 
to take boat for Rotterdam, as I did rhe fame day. 

The thirteenth I came to Rotterdam, whence I went the fame day to Dtlf ; 
thence to the Hague, thence to Leiden, and thence to Haertem. 

This City is the biggeft of any in Holland , next uAmfierdam, and pre¬ 
tends to the invention of 'Printing, and would have the Glory of it due to 
one o£ its Citizens, named Laurence Cofter i who in the year M. CCCC. XX. 
framed the firft Chara&ers of Beech-wood, andafterwaras found out the Ink, 
now ufed by printers, nay changed the Wooden Charaftecs into Leaden ones, 
and afterwards thofe into Tinne ; in fo much rhatin the year 1440. the 
My fiery was almoft in its perfection. 

They are fo fully perfwaded, as to this in the City of Hatrlm, that the 
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1 left HitrUmy about fix in the Evening, and came at nine the fame 
right, to zAmfttrdam. Of this place I had h:ard fo much even in the /*- 
dies, that I had framed to my felf a certain Ids* of itsgreitneficbur wbac 
the more furprifed me, was, That going out of my Lodging the next morn¬ 
ing, I had much adoe to get through the throng of people, walking up 
and down the Street?, in fuch numbers, as if there bad been fame Faire. All 
the other parts of the World feem*d to have fent their Faftonrs thither, and 
that the Eid and North had brought thither all their Commodities; whereof 
there were in the (hops, but the Patterns, whereas the main Stock Was dif- 
pofedimo Store-Houfes, publick Weighing-places, upon fledges in the ilreets, 
upon the Kayes, in the flat-bottomed boats, which unload the great Ships, and 
and others which fervs for Store-Houfes for the Wheat. 

I wasac fome Iofls which I fhou’.d rather admire in that great City, whe« 
ther the Commerce of it, which is greater then that of all the other Cities of 
the Low-Countries put together i the neatnefle of its Streets, cfpecially niatot 
the New City; the fweetnefleandcleanlineffeofics houfes; the Magnificence 
of its publick and private Struftures ; the abundance of Ships and Barks, which 
come thither, and go thence every day ; the largenefs of its Port, whewin there 
are at all times feven or eight hundred Ships ; or the Order and Policy obferved 
by the Magiftrate, in all things relating to the quiet of the City, the well- 
fare of its Inhabitants, and the improvement of Trade, by which onelyebe 
City fubfifts, and caufes to fubfift that powerful State, whereof it is a confl* 
derableparc. 

As to its commerce,there is no City in the world, where the Inhabitants of 
Amfier&m have not their Factors and Cprrefpondencs. All the maritime towns 
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of England^ France y Spain, and Italy, ar^ full of them, as ate alfo thofe of i * Q 

the Baltieks Sea, and Mttfcovy it fdf. It is in a minuet impoflible ton umber the - “ " 

{hips it fends away every year to Archangel Rexel, K.ig*> Koningsherg, Darn*ic\ t 
to the Coails of Pomerania, and into Norway, where they put off their Spices, 
and filk and woollen lluffes; for Whear, Timber, Pitch, Albes,Wax, Furs and 
other things they fiand in need of, either for che building of their fhips and hou~ 
fes, or the carrying on of their Trade in the orhrr parts of che world. Thefe 
Fleets go away commonly twice or thrice a year; but there go fome every day 
\Ve(l"v?a:d, and every home, for the other Cities of Holland, aid the neigh¬ 
bouring Provinces; yet dots not all this hinder but char its port and channel Is 
are fo covered with boats and fhips, that it may be quefrioned, whether the wa¬ 
ter bs not there as much inhabited as the land, and whether there be more peo¬ 
ple in the houfes dr the fhips. There is fuch abundance of Wheat, Wine,Hemp, 

Flax, Wood andS.iices, as if all other Province of the world were emptied of 
their wraith, to make Amfierdam a publick T re a fury of all they produce .■ fo that 
it maybe faici, it is in this City properly, that a man iray fee thofe Mlacles, 
which the famoys Scaliger attributes to ail Holland, > 

Though a u an fhould confider. only the Houfe belonging to the Eafi-lndia 
Company, he would be forced to confefs, that very Trade were enough to in¬ 
rich ail its Inhabitants. I had feea&mft fhips leaden at Sur/tt, but when I faw 
th: Stoe-houfes, and Magazines, reaching at a great diflance, from the 
Enfl'lndie-honfe, foil of Spices, Silks,* Stuffes, Puree lane, and what ever Chi¬ 
na and the Indies afford that is moll rare, I thought Ceylon had fent thither 
all its Cinnamon; the Moluccas all their Cloves; the Ifiands of Sumatra and 
Java, all their Spices, China til its rich ftuffes; Japan its excellent workes of 
fevera! kinds, and the tett of the Indict irs Pepper and Silk. Nay it may be faid 
this Company is a kind ofpatticular Common-wealth in that little world ; fmee 
its Magiiirares, Officers, Armies, Fleets, Genera's, Governours of Provinces 
and Cities, and its fubjefh, feem.to have no other dependance on this City, then 
a particular Stare hath on che Umverfe. 

Iris rince the yeai.i 5P5. that the Dutch have made Voyages into the Indies, 
upon the infligatioa of a Merchant named Cornelius Houtmah, who living at 
Lisbon, informed hifnfelf, from the Portuguex., of all the pa:cicula*s of thofe 
Voyages, and prevailed fo far with fome Merchants of Amfierdam, that in the 
year 1595. they fent out four fhips, which they fent along the Coalts oi Africk., 
and che (ape of good Hope Into the Indies ; in a [much as chedefign, which fome 
others had to find out a paflage Northward, had not proved efFeftua’. About • 

two years and four monetbs after thefe fhips returned to Amfierdam; and though 
the profits of this firft Voyage anfwered not the expectations of the perfons con¬ 
cerned, yet were they fuch as ingaged feveial other Merchants in the fame de- 
fign; fothaun the year 1598. they fent thither a fecond Fleet, confining of 
eight great Ihips. They would not flay the return of this Fleer, but in the 
ycare 1 5 99. fet forth another, and much about the fame time fomeo- 
ther Merchants made up a new Company, and fee out a particu'ar Fleet» 
infomuch that to prevent che deflruftion of Trade likely to be oaalioned by ma¬ 
ny different interefts, the States of the United Provinces, in the year Idea 
brought the perfons concern’d to an agreement among themfelves, and reduced 
them into one common Comp any,under their Authority, and the dire&ion of the 
Prince of Orange, as Admiral of thofe P, ovinces. 

By this Agreement, thus authorifed by a Grant of the States for one and twen¬ 
ty yea r s, there was a regulation made, accordingto which the overfight of all 
that trade wav put into the hands ofthe chiefert perfons concern'd therein, divi- 
ded jmo fix Chambers or Courts, which were ftrled, at -Amfierdam ; Mlddlebf 
rough for Zealand, at CDelfAnd Rotterdam for the Meufe, and at Horn and Enck,- 
hurfe* for mfi-Fritjland. 0 0000 % The 
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1640. The firft coniitted of twenty dire&ors; that of Middleboronaj, of twelve, 
and the four others of feven apiece, fo that in all charges, that of Amfierdam 
bore the one half, that of Zealand a quarter pate ; thofe of Mettft mft- 
fr'ujland each a half-quarter. Itwasalfo ordered, that to General, Affemblies 
that o iAmfterdam flbould fend eight Deputies, that of Zealand four, and thofe 
of ihe Mevfe and }VeJl-frieJland } each of them two, with a fupernumerary for a 
catting voice, which was to be appointed by the Chambers of Zealand , the Mtufe t 
, and mft-friefland alternately. 

Thettock of this Company amounted to fix Millions fix hundred French Li¬ 
vers, which was laid out in the fetting forth of feveral Fleets, and the firtt Voy¬ 
ages proved fo fortunate, that it was found in the year 1613. that the mony of 
the perfons concern’d had gain'd two hundred and fixty upon the hundred. But 
the profits were much greater the year following, as may be feen by theDivi- 
dents which have been made from time to time. 

In the Houfe belonging to the fame Company, I faw alfo all the Drugs, ailthe 
Fruits, and all the living creatures which I had feen before in the Indies, 

It were impoffible to imagine any thing more delightfu 1 , or more regularly 
difpofed then the Streets, Water-channels,and Houfesofchis City, AH the 
Rivulets are bordered with Line-trees, and the Quays|pav’J, at the extremities 
with Brick, and in the middeft with Flint. The houfes, efpecially thofe of the 
new City, are fo many Palaces } fo neat without, that painting could adde no¬ 
thing thereto, and fowell furnifh’d within* that there are fotne, whereof only 
the pictures were enough to enrich a man. But what moft fpeaks thecoft im- 
ploy’d about them is ieaft feen ■■ For all the Houfes being built on piles, it muft 
be confelfed, the foundations are no lefs precious then rhe reft of the rtrn&ure, 
and that there is not fo noble a Forert ia the world is ttuc which the City oiAm- 
fierdam hath under its boules. 

Among the publick ftru&mes the Churches are remarkable, and among 
othets, thofe called the Old and the New, and the three others built fome years 
fince by the M a gill rate. In the former is. the Epitaph of Jacob de Heentskerk^ 
who, having made two Voyages to Nova Zetnbla , and the Indies, was kill'd at 
the Srreights of Gibraltar , where he fee upon the Spanijh Fleer, within reach of 
the great Guns of the Fort. 

What a noble and neat place is the Hofpical and Convent of St: George-, where 
there are now received great numbers of Aged perfons of both Sexes, who are 
maintained there ? What more charitable, then the cate and tendernefs where- 
\urhdiftra£led perfons are treated ? And what feverity do they not exercifc ia 
the ordering of incorrigible perfons; the men in a houfe, over the door whereof 
there is in golden Letters, 

VIKTVTIS EST DOMAKE , CVNCTI PA VENT. 

Where they are conftantly imployed in fa wing Brafil with inexpreflible pains, 
or fome other work, according to the nature of the crime for which they were fen- 
tenced to that punishment; and the women in another houfe by themfelv-’S ? 
But there is not any thing fo miraculous as the order obferved there for the edu¬ 
cation of poor Orphans,who are very well kept, maintain’d and taught j as alfo in 
the adminiflracion of their Efiates who are under Guardians ; thefe being obliged 
to give an account thereof to the Magiftrace. 

The Exchanges of London and Afmerp are indeed noble place#; but there if 
Tomer hing more magnificent in that of Amfterdam ; at leaft this may be affirm'd 
of it,that for the number of Merchants dayly reforting thither ac noon, neither of 
die other two is. to be compared to it. 
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I may put alfo among the publick Scru&utesche Weighing places, the Gates 164 

of the City, the three fluces, which hays not their like in the world j the pub- -- 

lick School* or Collsdge, which the Magtftrare hath opened there fome years 
lince 5 The Arfenat, the Theatre for Playes, the Anatomy-Hall, the places ap¬ 
pointed for (hooting with long-bow, Crofs^bow, and the Atquebufe ; and if I 
may be allowed to (peak of a thing which is not yet, but no doubt will be with¬ 
in a few years, and whereof I have feen the draught, I mean the Town-houfe, or 
Guild-hall, I may boldly fay there is noc any in Europe comes neer it. 

I flayed at Amfierdam eight dayes, and finding fomeching in that City which 
plea fed my fancy beyond what I bad obferved in any I faw before, I was unwil- 
ling to fee any more, but having my imagination full of it, I took (hipping the 
twenty third of eAprd for Hamborottga, whither I reach’d the twenty eight fol¬ 
lowing. I refled my felf there one day, and got the firft of UMar to Gottorp HAT. 
where I prefemed my felf to their Highneffes the Duke and Ducchefs of Holfieln ,
